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PBEFACE. 

The  plan  of  tlia  work  speaks  for  itBclf,  It  embraeeH  the  foil 
And  correct  text  of  all  eectiona  of  the  California  codes,  bearing  on 
probate  law  and  practice.  Probate  law  is  a  creature  of  the  statute. 
Each  point  thereof  is  governed  by  the  statute  in  force  in  the  par- 
ticular state,  and,  as  little  aid  can  be  gained  from  teit-writerg,  or 
from  the  decisions  of  other  states  nhere  the  statutes  are  not  identical, 
or  at  least  analogous,  tables  of  "  Analogous  and  Identical  Statutes," 
so  far  as  such  statutes  could  be  conveniently  found,  have  been  strewn 
throughout  the  volume  to  facilitate  reference  to  the  laws  of  other 
states  than  thoie  of  California. 

Forme  have  been  given  for  the  various  steps  in  probate  pro- 
ceedings, with  "Explanatory  Notes,"  suggesting  what  ia  necessary  to 
fill  the  blanks  left  therein.  Uany  of  these  forms  are  quite  brief,  but 
it  is  believed  that  each  one  contains  all  the  requirements  of 
the  statute  involved.  Some  of  them  have  been  in  use,  in  Call' 
fomia,  for  fifty  years,  long  before  the  codes  were  adopted;  but  many 
of  them  are,  in  substance,  the  same  as  those  promulgated  by  the 
Honorable  Lucien  Sbaw,  Presiding  Justice  of  Bepartmeut  One  of 
the  Supreme  Court  of  California,  while  he  was  a  Superior  Judge  of 
Los  Aagoles.  We  have  made  free  use  of  the  forms  approved  by  the 
learned  justice,  with  the  hope  that  they  will  simplify  probate  pro- 
ceedings, decrease  the  volume  of  papers  on  file,  make  the  record  less 
cumbersome,  and  save  Che  time  and  patience  of  judges  on  the  bench, — 
a  desideratum  which  seems  to  have  been  eainestly  wished  by  the 
learned  justice.  There  should  not,  however,  be  a  "  slavish  adherence  " 
to  any  of  the  forms  given,  but  it  will  be  convenient  to  follow  the 
phraseology  with  such  omissions  and  additions  as  the  particular 
estate  may  require.  Yet,  at  all  times,  and  under  all  circumstances, 
the  practitioner,  before  drawing  a  form,  should  inform  himself  of  all 
requirements  of  the  latest  statute  on  the  subject,  and  see  that  such 
requirements  are  Incorporated  therein.  It  has  not  been  deemed 
necessary  to  give  the  form  of  aCGdavit,  citation,  order  that  notice 
be  given,  and  the  notice  itself,  in  every  proceeding,  as  the  forms 
of  such  matters  are  very  much  alike,  and  to  give  them  in  each 
instance  would  lead  to  much  useless  repetition.  The  form  of  the 
order,  in  any  particular  case,  is  suggestive  of  what  the  affidavit, 
petition,  notice,  and  citation  should  contain.  It  is  thought  that  the 
forms  given  in  the  following  pages  are  full  and  complete  enough  for 
general  purposes,  and  that  they  can  be  used,  with  slight  modifications, 
(111) 
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in  all  the  Pacific  group  of  stateB.  In  particular  or  unusual  cases,  the 
additioDH  OT  omissioDS  suggested  tty  the  statute  can  easily  be  made. 
Courts  have  been  named  in  the  forms  as  "  the  court  of  the  county 

of   ,    state   of   ,"    as    being   a   designation    likely   to    create 

the  least  confusion,  and  which  can  easily  be  changed  where  such 
is  not  the  exact  title.  It  wUl  be  noticed,  too,  that  the  words, 
"  Dated,"  etc.,  fall  below  the  judge's  signature  in  some  instances  where 
neither  the  judge's  signature  nor  a  date  is  necessary  to  the  validity 
of  the  paper.  The  words  have  simply  been  so  placed  to  meet  the 
exigences  of  the  type-set  page.  Nor  does  the  law  leijuire  the  addresses 
of  attorneys  to  be  stated,  in  giving  notices,  etc.,  or  that  the  file 
numbers  of  papers  should  be  given,  yet  these  matters  should  appear 
on  the  papers  as  a  matter  of  convenience  to  all  persons  interested 
therein. 

Many  extended  notes  on  various  topics  of  probate  law  and 
practice  have  been  interspersed  throughout  the  volume,  and  include 
much  of  what  the  courts  have  said  respecting  the  matters  under 
eonatderation.  A  note  follows  each  chapter,  with  few  exceptions, 
discoasing  the  law  of  the  subject  of  the  chapter.  Cases  on  the  con- 
struction and  interpretation  of  wills,  undue  influence  in  the  execution 
of  wUb,  etc.,  are  as  numerous  as  the  sands  of  the  sea-shore.  Hence, 
as  "  every  will  furnishes  its  own  law,"  and,  as  the  proof  safficieat 
to  establish  undue  influence  must  necessarily  depend  on  the  facts 
and  circumstances  of  each  particular  case,  no  attempt  has  been  made 
to  five  anything  more  than  a  mere  general  statement  of  the  prin- 
ciples governing  such  matters.  Their  discussion,  in  detail,  would  of 
itself  fill  a  iarge  volume,  and  it  may  be  found  in  almost  any  work 
on  Wills.  To  avoid  all  miaconccption,  it  may  be  stated  here,  that 
when  reference  has  been  made,  in  the  notes,  to  a  "  probate  court,"  it 
is  understood  to  be  that  branch  or  department  of  various  courts, 
wherein  probate  proceedings  are  conducted.  The  power  of  a  superior, 
district,  or  county  court,  exercising  probate  jurisdiction,  is  the  same 
as  it  would  be  if  such  court  were,  in  fact,  a  separate  court.  An  effort 
has  been  made  to  give  a  key  to  the  whole  field  of  probate  law  in 
the  states  named  on  the  title  page  of  this  work.  Moat  of  the  law 
devoted  to  a  chapter  will  be  found  witbin  Its  confines,  and  the  index 
will  afford  a  means  of  finding  any  incidental  treatment  of  it  else- 
where. Matters  of  like  kind  are  brought  together  as  closely  as 
possible,  and  all  of  the  material  has  been  so  arranged  as  to  give 
one  the  best  grip  on  probate  law  and  practice  that  the  author  knows 
how  to  give. 

The  Hawaiian  Islands  have  not  been  neglected.  The  common 
law  of  England  was  adopted  there  in  1S93,  and  the  Islands  were  a 
part  of  the  United  States  on  August  16,  1S08.  There  is  some  good 
probate  law  in  the  former  little  kingdom,  and  Hawaiian  reports  have 
been  cited  as  authority  on  a  number  of  points.

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The  praetitioDer  ib  cautioned  to  see  that  all  noticea  required  hy 
itatute  or  order  of  court  have  been  aerved,  posted,  or  published  for 
the  required  length  of  time;  and  that  affidavit  of  service,  or  of 
poBting,  or  of  publication  of  such  notices  is  made  &nd  filed.  Give 
notice  of  application,  when  Deeessary,  for  all  orders  of  conrt,  and 
Bee  that  everything  is  recorded  which  the  Jaw  requires  to  be  recorded. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  volume  will  fill  a  long-felt  profeBsional  want, 
and  that  it  will  be  as  favorably  received  as  the  former  works  of  the 
author.

1.  Nature  of  proceodlng.  Adaption  was  unknown  to  the  common 
law,  and,  independentlj  of  statute,  there  is  no  such  thing  as  the  adop- 
tion of  an  heir.  Such  a  proceeding  is  purely  statutory.  It  is  a  special 
power,  to  be  strictly  construed:  Henry  v.  Taylor  (8.  D.),  83  N.  W.  Rep. 
641,  M2;  Ei  parte  Clark,  8T  Cal.  638;  25  Pac.  Bep.  967;  Furgeson  v. 
Jones,  17  Or.  204;  20  Pan.  Hep.  842;  Nugent  v.  Powell,  4  Wyo.  173; 
33  Pbc.  Kep.  23.  The  adoption  of  children  is  purely  a  matter  of 
BtatDte,  pertaining  to  the  legislature,  with  which  a  judge  or  a  court 
has  nothing  to  do,  unless  the  power  ia  conferred  upon  them  by  statute. 
The  matter  of  adoption  belongs  to  the  legislative,  and  not  to  the  judi- 
cial, department  of  the  government:  In  re  Stevens,  83  Cal.  322,  331; 
17  Am.  St.  Rep.  252;  23  Pac.  Rep.  379.  As  the  legislature  has  full 
power  over  this  matter,  it  may  invest  any  person,  or  officer,  or 
court,  with  the  power  of  reeeiving,  witnessing,  and  declaring  the 
adoption,  it  may  prescribo  what  that  ceremony  shall  be,  and  before 
whom  it  shall  be  celebrated.  It  may  make  the  ceremony  so  simple 
that  its  celebration  requires  only  the  consent  in  writing  of  the  parents 
of  the  child,  and  the  acceptance  of  such  consent  by  the  person  desir- 
ing to  adopt,  and  the  filing  of  such  paper  with  a  public  officer.  The 
legislative  power  over  the  subject  of  adoption  is  not  an  interference 
with  judicial  power:  In  ro  Stevens,  83  Cat.  322,  331;  17  Am.  St.  Bep. 
252;  23  Pac.  Bep.  379.  An  adoption  proceeding  is  one  of  contract 
between  both  parties  whose  consent  is  required:  In  re  Johnson,  98  Cal. 
631,  652;  33  Pac.  Bep.  460;  21  L.  B.  A.  380.

2.  Esaantlala  of  adoption.  It  is  necessary  for  the  record  to  show 
that  the  person  adopting  a  child  is  a  resident  of  tho  county  in  which 
the  order  of  adoption  in  made:  Ei  parte  Clark,  87  Cal.  638,  640;  25 
Pac.  Bep.  967.  The  jurisdiction,  both  as  to  subject-matter  and  the 
person,  must  affirmatively  appear;   Ei  parte  Clark,  K  Cal.  638,  640; 
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23  Pae.  Rep.  967.  A  petition  for  adoption  cannot  be  maintained  hy  a 
non-resident  of  the  atate:  Eaight  v.  Qallaway,  42  Wash.  413;  S5  Pa.c 
Bep.  21.

3.  Who  may  adopt.  Adoption  may  be  made  b;  persona  other  than 
the  parent:  In  re  JesBup,  81  Cal.  408,  448;  21  Pae.  Kep.  976;  22  Pac 
Bep.  742,  1028;  6  L.  K.  A.  594.  A  wife  has  preeiael/  the  same  right 
to  adopt  a  child  aa  the  husband,  and  there  seems  to  be  no  reason  why 
both  may  not  unite  in  an  application  for  the  adoption  of  a  child  aa 
the  child  of  both,  or  why,  in  such  a  case,  the  order  of  adoption  should 
not  declare  that  the  child  shall  henceforth  be  treated  and  regarded  as 
the  ehild  of  both  epouees:  In  re  Williama,  102  Cal.  70;  41  Am.  Bt.  Kep. 
163;  36  Pao.  Bep.  407. 

4.  CoDMiit  to  adoption.  Consent  lies  at  the  foundation  of  statute! 
of  adoption,  and,  when  it  is  required  to  be  given  and  submitted,  the 
court  eannot  take  jurisdiction  of  the  subject-matter  without  it. 
Hence  if  the  parents  are  living,  and  do  not  belong  to  the  excepted 
classes,  their  consent  most  be  given,  and  is  a  prerequisite  to  jurisdic- 
tion: Fnrgeson  v.  Jones,  17  Or.  204;  20  Pac.  Eep,  842.  In  adoption 
proceedings,  where  no  guardian  is  appointed,  it  becomes  necessary  for 
the  parents  to  consent  to  such  adoption:  State  v.  Wheeler,  43  Wash. 
183;  86  Pac.  Rep.  394,  396.  An  orphan  child,  who  has  been  in  an 
orphan  asylum  for  a  year,  and  supported  at  its  expense,  cannot  be 
legally  adopted  by  a  husband  and  wife,  under  the  decree  of  a  superior 
court,  without  the  consent  of  the  managers  of  the  asylum,  given  in  the 
same  manner  as  parents  are  authorized  to  consent  to  the  adoption  of 
their  children:  Ex  parte  Chambers,  80  Cal.  213,  219;  22  Pac.  Hep.  138; 
but  where  there  is  no  adaption,  because  of  a  failure  to  adopt  accord-  - 
ing  to  law,  the  objection  may  be  obviated  by  proceeding  at  once  to 
have  the  child  adopted  in  the  mode  prescribed  by  statute:  Ex  parte 
Chambers,  80  Cal.  216,  219;  22  Pac.  Eep.  138.  Where  a  father  has 
been  divorced  from  the  mother  on  the  ground  of  his  adultery,  his  con- 
sent to  the  order  of  adoption  is  rendered  unnecessary  by  the  express 
provisions  of  the  code:  In  re  Williams,  102  Cal.  70;  38  Pac.  Bep.  407. 
A  mother's  consent  is  not  necessary,  where  the  adoption  is  by  the 
father,  and  especially  where  such  adoption  is  the  resolt  of  his  eondu.t 
toward  the  child,  and  such  consent  does  not  depend  on  any  formal 
proceeding:  In  re  Jessup.  81  Cal.  408,  446;  21  Pac.  Rep.  976;  22  Pac. 
Rep.  742,  1028;  6  L.  P.  A.  594.  When  a  parent  makes  application  to 
the  probate  judge  to  retinqnish  all  right  to  his  or  her  child,  it  is,  among 
other  things,  the  duty  of  the  probate  judge  to  make  inquiry  as  to  the 
right  of  the  parent  making  the  application  to  make  such  relinquish- 
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ment;  kud  if,  upon  Bueb  inquiry,  it  should  be  sBcert&ined  that  the  other 
parent  is  atill  living,  and  atill  posseaaes  a  right  to  ita  care,  eustody,  or 
control,  it  would  be  the  duty  of  the  judge  to  rofuaa  to  approve  such 
adoption,  unless  the  written  cooaent  at  aucb  abaeut  parent  ia  obtained 
and  Sled.  On  the  other  hand,  if  the  judge  ahould  fiad  that  the  child 
had  another  parent  living,  and  also  that  that  parent  had  reliuquiahed 
his  or  her  right  to  the  care,  cDStody,  or  control  of  the  child,  it  would 
not  be  necessary  to  have  his  or  her  consent.  "  The  parent  "  referred 
t>  in  such  a  proceeding  is  a  parent  who  atill  possesses  aome  right  in 
or  to  the  custody  over  and  control  of  the  child  which  he  or  she  can 
relinquish:  Nugent  v.  FoweU,  4  Wyo.

latloQ  of  p&itles.  The  only  object  of  a  statute  in  direct- 
ing the  judge  of  a  court  to  examine  the  partiea  who  are  required  to 
appear  before  him  in  adoption  proceadinga  ia,  that  he  may  aatiafy 
himself  that  the  parties  whose  consent  is  required  do  consent,  fully  and 
freely,  to  the  making  of  such  contract,  and  that  the  adoption  contem- 
plated by  the  contract  will  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  child 
adopted:  In  re  Johnson,  98  Ual,  531,  538;  33  Pac.  Sep.  460;  SI  L.  R.  A. 
380.  In  determining  whether  leave  to  adopt  a  child  ahould  be  granted 
by  the  court,  the  welfare  of  the  child  is  the  primary,  if  not  the  Bole, 
consideration:  Knight  v.  Qallaway,  42  Wash.  413;  85  Pac.  Bep.  21.  In 
order  that  the  judge  may  thus  satisfy  himself  that  a  child  over  the 
age  of  twelve  years,  or  a  wife  whose  consent  is  necessary,  does  freely 
consent  to  the  adoption,  the  judge  ia  required  to  examine  the  parties 
separately;  but  the  examination  of  a  child  whose  consent  to  the  con- 
tract is  unnecessary,  and  who  is  of  such  tender  years  that  it  is 
incapable  of  exercising  any  judgment  as  to  the  effect  of  such  contract 
upon  its  interests,  would  certainly  bo  an  idle  thing.  The  provision  in 
relation  to  the  separate  examination  of  the  parties  to  such  contract,  in 
so  far  as  it  is  applicable  to  a  child  under  the  age  of  consent,  ia  simply 
directory,  and  is  to  be  complied  with,  or  not,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
court;  and  this  doctrine  leads  to  the  conclusion  that  the  examination 
of  the  other  parties  to  the  contract  by  the  judge  mailing  the  order  is 
not  absolutely  necessary  in  order  to  eCeet  the  adoption  of  a  minor.  It 
thia  ia  so,  it  necessarily  results  that  a  statute,  in  ao  far  aa  it  requires 
that  the  parties  shall  bo  separately  examined,  is  merely  directory: 
In  re  Williams,  1D2  Cal.  TO,  80;  41  Am.  St.  Rep.  163;  36  Pac.  Rep.  407. 
If  a  court  has  jurisdiction,  of  adoption  proceedinga,  the  failure  of  the 
judge  to  examine  the  father  of  the  child  is  a  mere  error  of  procedure 
which  does  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  adoption:  Eatate  of  McKeag, 
Ul  Cal.  103,  410;  74  Pac.  Rep.  1039. 
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e.  Ordar  of  adoption.  To  give  the  decree  of  a  county  court  adopt- 
ing a  child  any  validity,  such  court  must  have  acquired  jurisdietion: 
1.  Over  the  parties  aeekiog  to  adopt  auch  child;  2.  Over  the  child  to 
be  adopted;  3.  Over  the  parents  of  such  child:  Furgeaon  v.  Jones,  17 
Or.  204;  20  Pac.  Bep.  842.  An  order  of  adoption  is  not  a  judgment  of 
the  court:  EsUte  of  Camp,  131  Cal.  469,  470;  S2  Am.  St.  Bep.  371;  63 
Pac.  Bep.  736.  An  order  of  adoption  is  void,  if  the  person  adopting  the 
child  is  not  a.  resident  of  the  county  in  which  the  order  of  adoption 
was  made:  Ex  parte  Clark,  ST  Cal.  63S,  S40j  25  Pac.  Bep.  B6T.  But  an 
order  for  the  adoption  of  a  child  is  not  invalidated  because  anch  order 
is  made  by  the  court,  and  signed  by  an  acting  judge,  and  not  made  and 
signed  by  the  regular  judge  in  chambers:  In  re  Newman's  Estate,  75 
Cal.  213;  16  Pac.  Bep.  887.  So  where  an  order  of  adoption  is  made  by 
a  probate  court  at  the  request  of  the  adopting  parent,  and  such  order 
ia  acted  upon  by  all  parties  as  valid,  and  the  adopting  parent  takes 
and  keeps  the  custody  and  control  of  the  adopted  infant,  and  treats  it 
as  hiB  own  child  for  several  years,  and  then  dies,  the  surviving  heirs 
and  legal  lepressntatives  of  such  deceased  adaptive  parent  cannot 
avoid  the  legal  effect  of  the  adoption  proceedings  for  any  mere  irregn- 
laritics  or  clerical  mistakes:  Cubitt  v.  Cubitt,  74  Kan.  353;  86  Pac.  Bep. 
4T5,  An  order  of  the  probate  court  permitting  the  adoption  of  aa 
infant  child  is  conclusive,  so  far  as  that  court  is  concerned.  Sueh 
court  has  no  further  juriBdiction  in  the  matter:  In  re  Bush,  47  Ean. 
264;  27  Pac.  Bep.  1003.  An  order  indorsed  on  an  agreement  of  adop- 
tion, which  order  recites  that  the  agreement  of  adoption  is  approved 
by  the  judge,  and  which  order  is  filed  with  the  county  clerk,  constitutes 
a  sufficient  order  of  adoption  entitling  the  child  to  share  in  the  estate 
of  its  adoptive  parent:  Estate  of  Evans,  106  Cal.  562;  39  Pac.  Rep.  860. 
An  order  of  adoption  may  declare  that  the  child  shall  henceforth  be 
treated  and  regarded  as  the  child  of  both  spouses:  In  re  Williams,  102 
Cal.  70,  78;  36  Pac.  Bep.  407.

7.  Abandoned  child.  The  voluntary  acts  of  a  mother  in  making  an 
application  to  a  court  for  an  order,  by  virtue  of  which  she  would  be 
legally  relieved  of  any  rcBponsibilities  as  to  the  care  and  maintenance 
of  her  child,  and  the  rclinquiahment  by  her  of  its  custody,  with  the 
express  desire  that  its  new  custodians  assume  the  relation  and  stand 
in  the  place  of  its  father  and  mother,  are,  in  contemplation  of  law, 
entirely  consistent  with  the  view  that  she  had,  prior  to  that  time,  with 
intent  to  surrender  the  superior  claim  of  a  mother,  abandoned  the 
child.  That  being  true,  her  consent  to  its  adoption  is  unnecessary,  and 
her  objections  thereto  will  be  unavailing;  Kichards  v.  Matteeon,  8  8.  D. 
77;  65  N.  W.  Bep.  428.     Whether  children  have  been  abandoned  by 
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their  pRTenta  is  a.  jurisdiction&l  fact,  to  be  determiuod  by  th«  judge  on 
the  evidence  presented  to  him  before  he  is  authorized  to  entertain  the 
petition  for  their  adoption;  and  a  recital  in  his  order  that  it  appeared 
to  his  satisfaction  that  thej  had  been  abandoned  bv  their  parents  is  a 
determioation  of  this  fact  which  cannot  be  questioned  in  a  collateral 
attack  upon  the  order:  Estate  of  Camp,  131  Cal.  469,  471;  82  Am.  St. 
Bep.  371;  63  Pac.  Rep.  736.  In  a  petition  by  heirs  for  th«  distribution 
of  the  estate  of  an  inteatato,  where  the  pftitioners  are  contesting  the 
right  of  an  adopted  hair  to  such  estate,  and  where  it  is  alleged  tbat  an 
order  was  entered  by  the  probate  court  consenting  to  and  approving  of 
tbo  adoption  by  the  deceased  of  such  child,  such  allegation  is  conciu- 
aive  upon  the  petitioners,  although  the  evidence  aod  flndinga  of  the 
court  show  the  contrary.  Though  the  adoption  proceedings  might  not 
constitute  a  bar  to  the  father's  action  for  the  recovery  of  the  posses- 
sion or  custody  of  a  child,  and  not  be  conclusive  upon  him,  it  does  not 
follow,  because  the  adoption  prucecdings  were  not  conclusive  upon  the 
father,  that  they  are  not  conclusive  upon  the  parties  to  the  proceed- 
ings and  their  privies:  Nugent  v.  Powell,  4  Wyo.  173;  33  Pac.  Rep.  23, 
In  proceedings  to  adopt  a  chiid,  which  has  been  abandoned  by  its 
father,  no  notice  of  the  proceedings  on  application  of  the  mother  need 
be  served  on  the  father:  Nugent  v.  Powell,  4  Wyo.  173;  33  Pac.  Bep, 
23.  A  statute  which  authorizes  the  adoption  of  a  child  ou  the  applica- 
tion of  its  mother,  and  without  its  father's  consent,  where  its  father 
has  relinquished  his  claim  to  such  child  by  abandonment,  is  constitu- 
tional: Nugent  V.  Powell,  4  Wyo.  173;  33  Pac.  Rep.  23,  31. 

8.  Indian  cblldran.  In  the  matter  of  marriage  between  Indians, 
tribal  customs  have  been  recognized  by  the  courts  because  they  are  in 
conformity  with  natural  rights.  But  the  right  of  adaption  is  contrary 
to  natural  law,  and  it  seems  that  adoption  by  custom  cannot  be  sanc- 
tioned nor  maintained:  Non-8he-Po  v.  Wa-Win-Ta,  37  Or.  213;  62  Pac. 
Rep.  15.  Adoption  was  unknown  to  the  common  law,  but  was  a  feature 
of  the  Roman  law.  Yet,  according  to  that  system,  some  special  author- 
ity of  law  was  necessary  to  constitute  an  adoption.  It  never  was  in 
the  power  of  an  individual,  either  by  the  common  law  of  England  or 
the  Roman  law,  to  adopt  the  child  of  another  at  his  own  volition,  or 
by  th'e  consent  of  its  parents.  There  must  be  some  special  authority 
for  such  a  proceeding.  In  this  state  it  requires  the  ierree  of  a  compe- 
tent court,  made  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  statute,  to 
confer  on  a  child  the  capacity  or  quality  of  heir  to  a  stranger.  Hence, 
although  an  infant  Indian  has  been  abaodoned  by  its  mother,  the  fact 
that  it  has  been  cared  for  until  then  by  another  person  does  not  con- 
stitute a  legal  adoption  of  the  infant:  Non-She-Po  v.  Wa-Win-Ta,  37 
Or.  213;  62  Pac.  Rep.  IS.  Although  an  Indian  probably  resided  during 
a  portion  of  his  childhood  in  the  family  of  another  Indian,  that  fact 
justifies  no  presumption  that  he  was  an  adopted  son:  Henry  v.  Taylor, 
16  8.  D.  i24;  93  N.  W.  Eep.  641. 
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9.  niegitlnuto  dtUdran.     Where   the   l^al   relation  of  pftrent  And 

child  has  been  eBtablished  hj  an  adoption  proceeding,  an  illegitimate 
child  so  adopted  is  clothed  with  thn  full  rights  of  inheritaaee  of  a 
legal  child:  Eddie  v.  Eddie,  S  N.  D.  376;  79  N.  W.  Rep.  S56.  But  an 
instrumont:  signed  in  the  presence  of  witnesses,  declaring  the  one  who 
executed  it  to  bo  the  father  of  a  certain  illegitimate  child,  naming  the 
child's  mother,  and  stating  that  the  chila  is  living  as  a  foster  son,  with 
a  physician  named,  is  not  an  adoption,  though  it  is  a  good  acknowl- 
edgment of  an  illegitimate  child,  so  as  to  make  him  the  heir  of  the 
person  acknowledging  him:  Estate  of  De  Laveaga,  142  Cal.  15S,  168; 
75  Pac.  Hep.  790.  The  father  of  an  illegitimate  child,  in  order  to  adopt 
him  as  legitimate,  must  not  only  publicly  acknowledge  him  as  his  own, 
but  must  receive  him  into  bis  family,  and  if  he  baa  a  wife,  with  her 
consent.  If  the  father  of  such  child  has  no  family  except  the  child, 
and  pays  for  his  support  in  another  family,  but  the  child  never  lived 
with  the  father  at  his  home,  there  is  no  adoption:  Estate  of  De 
Laveaga,  142  Cal.  158,  169;  75  Pac.  Bep.  790.  The  mere  acknowledg- 
ment of  an  tilegitimate  child  by  its  father,  without  receiving  it  into 
his  family,  does  not  constitute  an  adaption  of  such  child,  and  does  not 
confer  upon  it  any  right  to  administer  its  father's  estate:  Garner  t. 
Judd,  64  Pac.  Bep.  1076.  When  a  man  has  a  home,  where  he  lives  with 
a  woman  whom  he  holds  out  to  the  world  as  his  wife,  be  has  a  family, 
within  the  meaning  of  the  statute,  and  to  which  he  must  receive  an 
illegitimate  child  in  order  to  make  it  legitimate:  Garner  v.  Judd,  136 
Cat.  3S4,  396;  63  Pac.  Bep.  1026.  Where  the  father  of  an  illegitimate 
child  never  received  it  into  his  family,  or  into  the  home  in  which  he 
lived,  or  into  or  among  his  kindred,  and  did  not  treat  the  child  as  if 
he  were  a  legitimate  child,  but,  on  the  contrary,  treated  him  and 
referred  to  him  as  an  illegitimate  child,  there  is  no  legitimation  by 
adoption  under  the  statute:  Estate  of  Do  Laveaga,  142  Cal.  158,  16S; 
75  Pac.  Bep.  790.  Statutes  authorizing  the  adoption  of  illegitimate 
children  are  to  be  liberally  construed,  but  a  liberal  construction  does 
not  require  nor  authorize  the  frittering  away  of  the  written  law:  In  re 
JesBup,  81  Cal,  408,  423;  21  Pac.  Bep.  976;  22  Pac.  Rep.  742,  1028;  6 
L.  B.  A.  594.  A  section  of  the  rode  which  provides  that  every  illegiti- 
mate child  is  an  heir  nf  the  person  who,  in  writing,  signed  in  the  pres- 
ence of  a  competent  witnens,  acknowledges  himself  to  be  the  father  of 
such  child,  and  in  all  caiteH  is  an  heir  of  his  mother,  and  inherits  his  or 
her  estate  in  whole  or  in  part,  as  tho  case  may  be,  in  the  same  manner 
as  if  born  in  lawful  wedlock,  forniB  no  limitation  or  qualification  of 
another  section  of  the  code  which  rclales  only  to  the  legitimising  of 
minor  illegitimate  children,  and  which  confers  a  right  of  inheritance  as 
the  result  of  adoption;  In  re  Jessop,  81  Cal.  408,  421;  21  Pac.  Sep.  976; 
22  Pac.  Bep.  742,  1028;  6  L.  E.  A.  594.  Where  the  father,  mother,  and 
their  illegitimate  children  were  domiciled  in  a  foreign  kingdom,  whose 
laws  made  no  provision  for  the  adoption  of  illegitimate  children  by  the 
father,  such  as  exists  in  North  Dakota,  the  conduct  of  the  father 
towards  them,  in  recognizing  them  as  his  own  children,  treating  theia 
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as  lach,  and  contributing  to  tbeir  support,  all  oecDrring  in  the  foreign 
state,  but  entirely  discontinued  after  leaving  the  foreign  country  and 
coming  into  this  jurisdiction,  does  not  constitute  an  adoption  under 
the  laws  of  that  state:  Eddie  v.  Eddie,  S  N.  D.  376;  79  N.  W.  Bep.  856. 
A  decree  of  distribution  to  an  illegittmato  child  of  a  deceased  brother 
of  decedent,  of  part  of  the  estate,  in  the  right  of  his  deceased  fciher, 
must  be  reversed  where  such  child  has  not  been  legitimated  by  adop- 
tion: EsUta  of  Do  Laveaga,  142  Cal.  158,  17J;  75  Pae.  Eep.  7»0. 


For  an  instructive  ease  on  the  legitimation  of  an  illegitimate  child, 
■ee  Blythe  v.  Ayres,  96  Cal.  532;  31  Pac.  Hep.  915;  19  L.  B.  A.  40. 
A  statute  concerning  the  adoption  of  illegitimate  children,  enacted 
before  the  adoption  of  the  codes,  is  to  be  strictly  tunstnied,  as  being 
in  derogation  of  the  eommon  law,  but  the  code  provisions  on  that  (ub- 
ject  are  to  be  liberally  construed:  Estate  of  Jessup,  SI  Cal.  40S,  421; 
21  Pac  Rep.  976;  22  Pae.  Bep.  742,  1028;  6  L.  B.  A.  594. 

10.  Ev1d«llC«  of  adoption.  The  best  evidence  of  adoption  is  the 
order  of  the  court  made  in  the  proceeding  therefor  pursuant  to  statute; 
and  in  the  absence  of  anything  to  show  that  any  of  the  required  legal 
steps  were  ever  taken,  or  the  record  thereof  has  been  lost  or  destroyed, 
the  unexplained  statement  of  a  witness  that  be  was  adopted  is  but  a 
conclusion  without  probative  force.  A  matter  of  such  importance  as 
the  adoption  of  an  heir,  which  can  be  accomplished  only  by  strict 
compliance  with  the  statute,  can  never  be  presumed  in  the  absence  of 
competent  testimony:  Henry  v.  Taylor  (8.  D.),  93  N.  W.  Rep,  641,  642. 

11.  Eftsct  Of  adoption.  Dlroica  proceMtlngs.  After  the  adoption 
of  a  child,  it  ceases  to  sustain  any  relation  to  its  actual  parent: 
Younger  t.  Younger,  100  Cal.  377,  380;  39  Pac.  Rep.  779.  The  residence 
of  an  adopted  child  is  that  of  its  foster  parent:  Estate  of  Taylor,  131 
Ual.  180,  IS2;  63  Pac.  Rep.  345.  The  adoptiou  in  law  which  results 
from  an  adoption  in  fact  is  the  same,  in  legal  effect,  as  that  resulting 
from  an  adoption  by  decree  of  court:  Eddie  v.  Eddie,  S  N.  D.  370;  79 
N.  W.  Bep.  856.  A  natural  parent,  by  her  voluntary  act  in  consenting 
to  the  adoption  of  her  child  by  another,  becomes  devested  of  all  legal 
rights  and  obligations  in  respect  to  such  child,  and  the  situation  is  not 
changed  by  the  death  of  the  adoptive  parent.  Hence  a  decree  of  adop- 
tion devests  the  mother  and  grandmother  of  any  right  to  be  appointed 
as  guardian  of  the  child  after  its  father's  death:  In  re  Mastcrson's 
Estate  (Wash.),  S7  Pac.  Rep.  1047.  Although  a  child  may  be  under 
tho  jurisdiction  of  a  court,  in  divorce  proceedings  between  its  parents, 
that  does  not  prevent  another  court  from  taking  jurisdiction  of  the 
same  child  in  proceedings  for  its  adoption,  where  the  parent  to  whose 
custody  it  has  been  given  consents  to  the  adoption  proceedings: 
younger  t.  Younger,  106  Cal.  377;  39  Pac.  Rep.  770.  In  divorce  pro- 
ceedings, the  jurisdiction  of  the  court  over  the  children  of  divorced 
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parents  is  lost  by  valid  adoption  proceedingB.  Although  the  court,  in 
the  divorce  proceedings,  may  have  jurisdiction  of  the  child  because 
of  the  fact  that  it  is  the  child  of  the  parties  to  the  action,  and  maj' 
have  power  to  award  its  custody  as  it  may  deem  (or  its  best  interestB, 
and  to  direct  provision  for  its  maintenance  and  support,  the  adaption 
proceeding  wholly  changes  the  status  of  the  child.  It  becomea  ipso 
facto  the  child  of  another,  and  ceases  to  sustaio  that  relation,  in  a 
legal  sense,  to  its  natural  parents.  The  adoption  proceedings  extin- 
guish the  joriediction  of  the  court  as  absolutely  as  though  death  had 
intervened:  Younger  v.  Younger,  108  Cal.  377,  379;  38  Pac.  Rep.  779. 

12.  Attacking  fbe  oider.  A  parent  is  not  entitled  to  the  cnstody  of 
a  child  who  is  old  enough  to  woric  and  care  for  himself,  after  consent- 
ing to  his  emancipation;  but  there  is  no  basis  for  such  a  claim,  if  the 
minor  is  a  young  ^hild  incapable  of  caring  for  himself,  although  the 
parent  consented  to  another's  custody  of  such  child  under  an  illegril 
order  of  adoption:  Ex  parte  Clark,  87  Cal.  838,  642;  25  Pac.  Kep.  967. 
Although  the  natural  parents  of  a  child  have  acquiesced  in  the  claim 
of  its  adopting  parents  for  several  years,  they  ore  not  estopped  from 
asserting  their  right  to  the  custody  of  such  child  as  against  an  illegal 
order  of  adoption.  If  the  right  to  a  transfer  of  a  child  from  the 
custody  of  the  adopting  parents  to  the  eustody  of  its  natural  parents 
is  brought  up  on  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus,  the  court  must  taUe  the 
record  as  it  finds  it,  and  determine  the  rights  of  the  parties  accord- 
ingly, irrespective  of  proceedings  taken  to  amend  the  record  of  adop- 
tion so  as  to  make  it  conform  with  the  law;  Ex  parte  Clark,  87  CaL 
638,  641;  25  Pac.  Hep.  967.  The  validity  of  adoption  proceedings 
cannot  be  questioned  by  one  who  claims  as  the  distributee  of  one  who 
adopted  a  child  and  received  the  benefit  of  the  relation:  Estate  of 
McKeag,  141  Cal.  403,  411;  74  Pac.  Rep.  I03S.  On  a  collateral  attac>L 
on  an  order  of  adoption,  in  proceedings  to  revoke  letters  of  adminis- 

'  tration,  a  recital  in  the  order  of  adoption  that  "  the  petitioner  and 
said  minor  child,  and  all  persons  whose  consent  is  necessary,  have 
appeared  herein  at  provided  by  law,"  is  sufficient  to  show  that  the 
father  of  the  child  was  present  at  the  hearing  on  the  petition  of 
adoption:  Katate  of  McKeag,  141  Cal.  403,  4US;  74  Pac.  Rep.  lOSB. 
An  order  of  adoption  may  be  collaterally  attacked  on  a  writ  of  habeas 
corpus  for  want  of  notite  to  those  who  are  entitled  to  notice:  Beatty 
V.  Davenport   (Wash.),  88  Pac.  Kep.  1109. 

13.  Vliat  will  not  Invalidata  pioccedluga.  That  the  father  of  a  boy, 
at  the  time  of  its  adaption,  made  false  statements  concerning  the  death 
of  its  mother,  or  that  the  adopting  parent  would  not  have  adopted  the 
boy  had  he  known  that  the  mother  was  living,  or  that  the  boy  after- 
wards became  incorrigible,  and  was  sent  to  the  reform  school,  and  was 
subsequently  taken  therefrom  by  hie  natural  mother,  or  that  the 
plaintiff  did  not  subsequently,  in  one  state,  take  steps  to  adopt  the 
boy,  doee  not  appear  to  render  the  adoption  had  in  another  state 
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tUegsl:  Junes  ▼.  Junes,  35  Wash.  650;  77  Pu.  Bep.  lOSZ,  10S4.  Where 
adoption  proceedings  in  another  state  are  alleged  to  be  void  under  the 
laws  of  that  state,  and  the  Jaws  of  that  state,  showing  wherein  the 
adoption  is  void  and  of  no  effect,  are  not  set  forth,  a  court,  in  deter- 
mining the  qnestioa,  will  applj  the  lex  fori:  James  v.  James,  35  Wash. 
650;  77  Pac.  Bep.  1083,  10S4.  In  the  absence  of  any  statute  prescribing 
the  manner  in  which  a  probate  judge's  records  shall  be  kept,  or  of  evi- 
dence that  he  kept  them  in  any  other  way  than  by  writing  them  out 
upon  sheets  of  paper,  the  record  of  his  office,  showing  his  consent  and 
approval  of  the  adoption  of  a  child,  is  sufQcient,  though  such  record 
is  on  a  detached  piece  of  paper  retained  among  the  papers  of  his  office: 
Nngent  v,  Powell,  4  Wyo.  173;  33  Pac.  Bep.  23,  25.  Even  the  failure  of 
a  probSite  judge  to  do  his  duty  does  not  work  the  destruction  of  the 
rights  of  others  who  have  done  all  that  they  were  required  to  do  in  the 
matter:  Nugent  v.  Powell,  4  Wyo.  173;  33  Pac.  Bep.  23,  25.  The  sur- 
viving heirs  and  legal  representatives  of  an  adoptive  parent,  who 
died  after  the  adoption  of  an  infant,  cannot  avoid  the  legal  effect 
of  the  adoption  proceedings  for  any  mere  irregalarities  or  clerical 
mistakes,  where  the  order  of  adoption  was  made  by  the  probate  court 
at  the  request  of  the  adoptive  parent,  and  such  order  was  acted  upon 
by  all  parties  as  valid,  and  the  adoptive  parent  took  and  kept  the 
custody  and  control  of  the  adopted  infant,  and  treated  it  as  his  own 
child  for  several  years,  until  the  death  of  the  adoptive  parent:  Cubitt 
V.  Cubitt,  74  Kan.  353;  88  Pac.  Bep.  475.  If  it  cleaciy  appears  from 
the  record  in  proceedings  had  in  the  probate  court  for  the  adoption  of 
an  infant  that  all  interested  parties  were  present  in  court,  and  that  the 
court  mode  an  order  that  such  infant  be  adopted,  the  mere  fact  that 
the  name  of  the  infant's  mother  appears  in  the  order  of  adoption  where 
the  name  of  the  adopting  parent  should  have  been  written  is  imma- 
terial, and  will  be  disregarded,  when  it  is  clearly  apparent  from  such 
record  that  the  name  was  there  written  by  an  oversight  and  mistake, 
and  that  the  name  of  the  adopting  parent  was  intended:  Cubitt  t. 
Cubitt,  74  Kan.  353;  86  Pac.  Bep.  475.

14.  Adoption  in  another  stato.  If  a  child  has  been  adopted  in  an- 
other state,  whose  laws  require  the  act  of  adoption  to  be  evidenced  by 
an  instrument  in  writing  signed  by  the  parties  consenting  to  the 
adoption,  which  instrument  must  be  acknowledged  and  recorded  in  the 
county  where  the  person  adopting  tho  child  resides,  proof  of  the  adop- 
tion cannot  be  made  in  another  state,  without  a  compliance  with  such 
requirements.  The  failure  to  record  the  instrument  of  adoption  would, 
of  itself,  be  fatal  to  the  legality  of  the  proceeding:  James  v.  James, 
85  Wash.  650;  77  Pac.  Bep.  1080.  If  a  claim  is  made  that  proceedings 
in  another  state  for  the  adoption  of  a  child  are  void  under  its  laws, 
but  sneli  laws,  showing  wherein  the  adoption  is  void,  are  not  set  oot, 
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the  court,  in  detormining  tlie  question,  will  spply  the  law  of  the  forum: 
Junes  T.  Jamea,  35  Warii.  655;  77  Pac.  Bep.  1082. 

16.  Inherltanco.  An  adopted  child  is  entitled  to  succeed  hy  inheri- 
tance to  the  estate  of  the  adopting  parpnts;  In  re  Newman,  75  Cal.  213, 
219;  7  Am.  St.  Sep.  146;  16  Pac.  Bep.  8S7;  Estate  of  Wardell,  57  Cal. 
484,  491.  Where  a  child  has  been  adopted  by  legal  proceedings,  with 
the  agreement  that  he  shall  have  the  right  to  inherit  property  of 
the  adopting  parents,  the  heirship  of  the  child  is  establislied  by 
the  order  of  the  court:  Quinn  v.  <juinn,  5  S.  D.  328;  58  K  W.  Kep. 
80S.  A  child  adopted  in  a  sister  state,  in  substantial  compliance 
with  her  statutes,  may  inherit  lands  of  the  deceased  adopting  parents 
in  this  state,  on  equal  terms  with  a  child  of  such  parents  born  in 
wedlock;  end  the  heirs  of  an  adopted  daughter  may  inherit,  through 
her,  a  share  of  the  estate  of  the  deceased  adopting  parent  as  if  it  were 
his  own  child  born  in  wedlock;  and  it  may  inherit  property  in  other 
states  than  that  in  which  the  adoption  was  had  from  its  adopting 
parent:  Gray  v.  Holmes,  57  Kan.  217;  45  Pac.  Rep.  596,  Whore  adop- 
tion proceedings  are  regulated  by  statute,  the  right  of  children  to 
inherit  can  ODl<r  be  acquired  through  adoption  by  a  substantial  cumpli' 
ance  with  the  provbions  of  the  statute:  Ei  parte  Clark,  87  Cal.  638;  25 
Pac.  Bep.  967.  If  a  testator  dies,  leaving  a  will  in  which  do  reference 
is  made  to  an  adopted  child,  and  such  omission  is  not  expressed  on  the 
face  of  the  will  to  have  been  intentional,  such  child  is  entitled  to  a 
share  in  the  testator's  estate,  the  same  as  if  he  had  died  intestate: 
Estate  of  Wardell,  57  Cal.  484,  491.  If  a  mother's  consent  to  the 
adaption  of  her  child  is  gained  under  an  agreement  that  such  child 
shall  have  a  share  of  the  property  of  the  adopting  parent,  it  cannot 
be  deprived  of  its  right  to  such  property  by  will,  or  by  any  subse- 
quent fraudulent  disposition  thereof:  Quinn  v.  Quinn,  5  S.  D.  323;  68 
N.  W.  Bep.  808,  The  law  has  established  cognatic  relations  between 
illegitimate  children  acknowledged  or  adapted  by  their  father  and 
legitimate  children,  and  either  is  as  capable  of  inheriting  as  the  other: 
Estate  of  Wardell,  57  Cal.  484,  491.  One  of  the  objects  of  adoptioo, 
aod  of  legitimizing  by  adoption,  is  to  give  the  capacity  of  inheritance: 
In  re  Jessup,  81  Cal.  408,  422;  21  Pac.  Rep.  978;  22  Pac.  Rep.  742,  1028; 
6  Ii.  B.  A.  594.  A  pretermitted  adopted  child  is  entitled  to  a  share 
in  the  testator's  estate,  the  same  as  if  he  bad  died  intestate:  Van 
Brockiin  v.  Wood,  38  Wash.  384;  80  Pac.  Bep.  530,  532.  To  establish 
heirship  under  acts  providing  for  the  adoption  of  children,  the  enact- 
ments must  be  looked  to  to  ascertain  the  rights  of  the  plaintiff,  A  child 
may  be  adopted  by  one  parent  and  not  by  another,  and  the  rights  thus 
acquired  would  be  simply  rights  in  the  estate  of  the  adopting  parent, 
and  would  leave  the  right  of  inheritance  as  to  the  non-adopting  parent 
wholly  unaffected  by  the  act  of  adoption.  Hence  where  an  act  of  the 
legislature  gives  one  certain  rights  as  the  adopted  child  of  a  husband, 
but  does  not  make  such  child  the  natural  heir  of  the  wife,  or  give  the 
child  any  inheritable  rights  as  the  daughter  of  sneh  wife,  the  act 
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eanuot  be  extended,  and  the  child,  though  adopted  b^  ooe  of  iti 
parentH,  does  not  thereby  become  entitled  to  inherit  from  the  other: 
Webb  V.  JaekHon,  6  CoL  211;  40  Pac.  Eep.  467.

An  oral  adoption,  however,  where 
it  is  clearly  proved  to  have  been  an  adoption  as  heir,  may  include  a 
right  of  inheritance  in  the  adopted  child:  Estate  of  Nakuapa,  3  Haw. 
342,  347;  Kiaiaina  v.  Kahanu,  3  Haw.  368,  369.  Where  the  law 
requires  agreements  of  adoption  to  be  in  writing  and  recorded,  proof  of 
a  compliance  with  these  requirements  is  necesnary  to  a  valid  adoption: 
Abenela  v.  Kailikole,  2  Haw.  660,  662.  A  written  agreement  of  adop- 
tion, ezeeoted  but  not  recorded  until  after  the  death  of  the  adopting 
parent,  is  invalid:  Black  v.  Castle,  7  Haw.  273, 275.  An  adoptive  father 
does  not  inherit  the  property  of  an  adopted  child:  Estate  of  Namauu, 
3  Haw.  484,  486.  A  decree  of  adoption,  by  a  court  of  competent  juris- 
diction, cannot  be  impeached  collaterally  on  account  of  informality  of 
the  record:  Paris  v.  Eialoha,  11  Haw.  450,  452.

The 
heirs  of  decedent,  whether  lineal  or  collateral,  take  their  distribative 
share  of  the  estate  subject  to  all  existing  equities  in  favor  of  the 
estate  against  them  personally,  and  against  any  of  those  through  whom 
they  inherit:  Head  v.  Spier,  66  Ean.  386;  71  Pac.  Bep.  833.  While  it 
is  true  that  the  descent  is  cast  and  the  property  of  the  decedent  Tested 
in  the  devisees  and  legatees,  oi  in  the  heirs,  at  the  moment  of  the 
ieath  of  the  deceased,  it  is  also  true  that  they  take  the  property  subject 
to  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  administration,  and  subject  to  the 
charges  which  the  law  fixes  upon  it  for  the  support,  maintenance,  and 
comfort  of  the  widow  and  family  of  the  deceased,  and  subject  to  the 
liability  to  have  these  charges  enforced  by  orders  of  the  court  made 
without  notice  in  pursuance  of  the  statute;  and  the  enforcement  of 
these  charges  in  the  authorized  mode  ia  not  a  violation  of  any  constitu- 
tional right  of  the  heir,  devisee,  or  legatee:  Estate  of  Bump  (Cal.),  92 
Vac.  Sep.  643,  644.    Under  the  statutes  of  Wasbington,  which  provide 
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that  if  tlie  decedent  leavei  no  iamie,  or  hosband  oi  wife,  and  no  fatber 
in  mother,  or  brother  or  sister,  the  estate  must  go  to  the  next  of  kin  in 
equal  degree,  flrst  eousins  are  preferred  to  second  cousins:  In  re  Sulli- 
van's Estate  (Wash.),  M  P&c.  Rep.  483,  486.  Where  the  intestate 
leaves  no  wife  and  no  issue,  and  hie  parents  are  both  dead,  one  half  of 
the  estate  goes  to  the  heirs  of  the  deceased  father,  and  the  other  half 
to  the  heirs  of  the  deceased  mother:  Rusaell  v.  Hallett,  23  Kan.

The  title  vests  immediately  in 
the  heirs,  and  the  administrator  has  no  control  over,  or  right,  title,  or 
interest  in,  the  lands,  except  the  power  to  harvest  growing  crops,  and 
lease,  mortgage,  or  sell  in  certain  eontiugencies,  and  under  proper 
order  of  the  court  having  probate  jurisdiction:  Bnpp  v.  Bupp,  11  Col. 
App.  36;  52  Pac.  Bep.  £90,  291.  If  the  testator  leaves  no  wife  surviving 
him,  nor  any  Issue,  except  a  pretermitted  child,  and  there  is  nothing  to 
■how  that  the  failure  to  mention  the  child  was  unintentional,  sueh 
child  takes  the  whole  estate,  in  the  same  manner  as  though  the  tes- 
tator had  died  intestate.  In  such  a  ease  there  is  no  need  for  any 
apportionment,  and  tbe  qnestion  of  advancement  becomes  immaterial: 
Pearson  v.  Pearson,  46  Cal.  609,  624.  A  native-bom  American  citizen 
may  claim  property  to  which  he  has  succeeded,  at  any  time  before 
a  judgment  or  decree  in  a  proper  proceeding  to  escheat  has  been 
entered:  Estate  of  Miner,  143  Cal.  194;  76  Pac.  Bep.  968,  970.

(2)  TlUe  puses  liow.    The  equitable  title  to  the  personal  estate 

of  an  intestate  descends  at  once  to  his  heirs  at  law,  subject  only 
to  the  debts  of  the  decedent.  The  legal  title  to  the  estate  passes 
to  the  administrator,  when  appointed,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  him 
to  pay  the  debts  due  from  the  estate:  Brown  v.  Baiter  (Kan.),  94 
Pac.  Bep.  165.  The  title  to  real  property  vests  in  the  heir  at  the  time 
of  the  decedent's  death:  In  re  Sullivan's  Estate,  36  Wash.  217;  78 
Pac.  Rep.  945,  948.  Real  estate  descends  directly  to  the  heirs  of  the 
deceased,  subject  to  the  payment  of  his  debts:  Adams  v.  Slattery 
(Col.),  S5  Pac.  Bep.  87,  68.  The  title  to  both  real  and  personal  prop- 
erty of  one  who  dies  without  disposing  of  it  by  will  passes  to  the 
heirs  of  the  intestate,  subject  to  the  control  of  the  probate  court  and 
to  the  possession  of  any  administrator  appointed  by  that  court  for 
the  purpose  of  administration:  Beed  v.  Stewart  (Ida.),  87  Pac.  Bep. 
1002,  1003.  The  title  to  a  decedent's  land  vests  in  the  heirs  at  hia 
death,  nnhject  only  to  such  powers  to  order  a  sale  in  course  of  ad- 
ministration as  are  then  possessed  by  the  court;  and  these  vested 
rights  cannot  be  impaired  nor  affected  by  subsequent  legislation  giving 
it  a  power  of  sale  for  new  purpcaes  different  from  and  greater  than 
those  conferred  by  the  law  in  force  at  the  time  of  the  death  of  the 
deceased:    Estate  of  Newlove,  142  Col.  377;  75  Pac.  Bep.  1083,  1084. 

(3)  Sefiectfon  of  descent.  If  a  decedent  dies  intestate  as  to  certain 
land,  withont  widow  or  issue,  or  father,  but  does  leave  surviving  him  a 
mother,  she  becomes  his  sole  heir,  and  the  descent  thus  cast  caouot 
be  deflected  along  any  other  line,  except  by  will  containing  other 
terms  of  disposition.  The  mother,  in  such  a  case,  cannot  be  deprived 
of  the  estate  by  a  provision  in  the  testator's  will  leaving  her  a  legacy, 
if  the  will  contains  no  disposition  of  the  testator's  property  to  any 
one  else:    Andrews  v.  Barron,  59  Kan.  771;  SI  Pac.  Bep.  885. 

2.  Wbat  piopeity  descends. 
(1)  In  generoL  An  intestate's  undisputed  possession  of  real 
estate,  with  claim  of  ownership,  up  to  the  time  of  his  death,  gives  him 
such  a  title  as  descends  to  hia  heirs:  Janes  v.  Holandon,  7  Kan.  App. 
811;  52  Fac,  Rep.  913.  So  personal  property  of  one  who  dies  intestate 
passes  to  the  heirs  of  such  intestate,  subject  to  the  control  of  the 
probate  court  and  to  the  possession  of  any  administrator  appointed 
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t^  the  court  for  the  purposea  of  admiDistTation:  Lltz  v.  Eicbange 
Bank,  15  Okl.  564;  83  Pac.  Bep.  790.  A  settler  upoo  the  public  lands 
of  the  United  States  may  appropriate  water  and  acquire  a  right  to  the 
Dse  thereof  upon  snch  lands,  and  sach  right  may  be  sold  by  him,  or,  in 
case  of  his  death,  the  right  deBcendB  to  his  heirs:  Hall  v.  Blackman, 
8  Ida.  272;  68  Pac.  Bep.  10,  A  water  right  for  irrigation  pnrposes 
Ib  an  t-asement  and  an  incorporeal  hereditament  descendible  by  in- 
heritance, and  a  freehold  estate.  It  therefore  comes  within  the  mean- 
ing of  the  term  "real  property":  Gutheil  Park  Inv.  Co.  v.  Town  of 
Montclair,  32  Col.  420;  76  Pac.  Rep,  1050,  1051.  The  right  of  enjoy- 
ment of  pofsession  of  public  land  may  descend  among  the  efiFects  of 
«  deceased  person  to  the  executor  or  administratOT,  and  the  right  of 
the  deceased  be  conveyed  by  regular  sale  to  another:  Grover  t.  Hawley, 
6  Cal.  485,  486.  A  claim  of  preference  right  of  purchase  of  tide-lands 
from  the  state  is  a  right  which  will  deseead  to  the  purchaser's  heirs 
and  legal  representatives  as  other  property  rights  descend;  and  the 
heirs  and  legal  representatives  to  whom  the  right  descends  may  con- 
vey that  right  to  another:  Eotehkin  v.  Buisell  (Wash.),  89  Pac.  Rep. 
183,  185.  A  canse  of  action  for  a  trespass  or  injury  to  land,  occurring 
after  the  death  of  decedent,  does  not  pass  to  the  administrator  or 
executor,  but  to  the  heir  or  devisee:  Adams  v.  Slattery  (Col.),  85 
Pac.  Bep.  87,  S9.  Upon  the  death  of  defendant,  in  an  action  brought 
by  the  state  for  maintaining  an  alleged  nuiaance,  by  keeping  a  place 
where  intoiicating  liquors  are  unlawfully  sold,  the  property  used  by 
him  in  the  maintenance  of  the  nuisance  passes  to  his  heirs,  subject 
to  the  control  of  the  county  conrt  and  the  possession  of  the  adminis- 
trator: State  V,  McMaster,  13  N.  D.  58;  99  N.  W.  Bep.  58.  If  a  life 
estate  in  certain  real  property  is  devised  to  the  widow,  and,  without 
making  any  devise  of  the  remainder  after  the  widow's  death, 
a  direction  is  made  in  the  will  that  the  proceeds  be  divided  equally 
between  four  children,  the  entire  interest  therein  is  vested  in  the 
children  by  reason  of  their  being  the  sole  beneficiaries  thereof.  The 
effect  of  such  direction  is  to  convert  the  land  into  personalty,  to  take 
effect  when  the  executor  has  power  to  make  the  sale.  The  rule  of 
equitable  conversion  merely  amounts  to  this:  that,  where  it  is  manda- 
tory to  sell  at  a  future  time,  equity,  upon  the  principle  of  regarding 
that  done  which  ought  to  be  done,  will,  for  certain  purposes,  and  in 
aid  of  justice,  consider  the  conversion  as  effected  at  the  time  when 
the  sale  ought  to  take  place,  whether  the  land  be  then  really  sold  or 
not.  But,  wherever  the  direction  is  for  a  future  sale,  up  to  the  time 
Ssed  the  land  is  governed  by  the  law  of  real  estate:  Bank  of  Ukiah 
V.  Bice,  143  Cal.  265;  76  Pac.  Kep.  1020,  1021.  Statutes  which  regulate 
the  descent  and  distribution  of  real  property  are  applicable  to 
quartz-lodes:  Carrhart  v.  Montana  Mia.  etc  Co.,  1  Mont.  245,  249.

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(2)  Cotnmanlty  property.  Under  a  statute  which  provides  that, 
npon  the  husbaitd'i  death,  one  half  of  the  eoramunity  property  goes 
to  the  BQTviving  wife,  and  that  the  other  half  ia  subject  to  the 
testamentary  disposal  of  the  hasband,  and  in  the  absence  of  such 
disposition,  goes  to  his  descendants,  and  in  the  absence  of  both  such 
disposition  and  deecendants,  is  subject  to  distribution  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  separate  property  of  the  titisband,  the  widow  is  not 
entitled  to  any  portion  of  such  other  half,  which  muet  be  distributed 
according  to  the  common  law:  In  re  Clark's  Bstate,  17  Nev.  124;  2S 
Pac.  Bep.  238,  239.  Under  a  statute  which  provides  that,  upon  the 
death  of  the  husband,  one  half  of  the  community  property  goes  to  the 
surviving  wife,  and  the  other  half  is  subject  to  the  testamentary 
disposition  of  the  husband,  and  in  the  absence  of  such  disposition, 
goes  to  his  descendants,  a  widow  ia  not  entitled  to  one  half  by  virtue 
of  the  statute,  nor  to  any  part  of  the  other  half  which  is  otherwise 
disposed  of  by  will,  especially  where  she  has,  by  virtue  of  the  will, 
more  than  one  half  of  the  whole  estate;  Chadwick  v.  Tatem,  9  MonL 
354;  23  Pac.  Bep.  T2B,  733.  It  ie  s  rule  of  property  in  the  state  of 
Washington  that  one  half  of  all  the  property  purchased  by  a  husband 
and  wife  with  eommuuity  funds  descends  to  the  heirs  of  the  wife  on 
her  death:  Warburton  v.  White,  18  Wash.  511;  52  Pac.  Kep.  233. 
Mining  property  acquired  under  the  laws  of  the  United  States  during 
coverture  is  community  property;  and  all  property  acquired  by  the 
husband  during  coverture,  except  such  as  is  acquired  by  gift,  bequest, 
devise,  or  descent,  is  community  property,  although  the  wife  may 
never  have  been  a  resident  of  the  state:  Jacobaon  v.  Bunker  Hill  etc. 
Co.,  3  Ida.  126;  28  Pac.  Bep.  396.  A  statute  which  provides  that 
a  testator  shall  be  deemed  intestate  as  to  such  of  his  children  as 
are  not  provided  for  in  his  will  applies  to  community  property,  as 
well  as  to  his  separate  estate;  and,  where  he  is  deemed  intestate  as  to 
Buch  children,  parol  evidence  is  not  admissible  to  show  that  he  had 
provided  for  such  children  otherwise  than  by  his  will:  Hill  v.  Hill, 
7  Wash.  409;  3S  Pac.  Sep.  360.  When  the  husband  dies,  his  wife 
takes  one  half  of  the  community  property  as  his  heir:  Estate  of 
Moffitt,  35  Cal.  Dec.  377,  378  (April  20,  ISOS).  Upon  the  husband's 
death,  one  half  of  the  community  property  goes  to  the  surviving 
wife,  and  the  other  half  is  subject  to  his  testameatary  disposition, 
and  in  the  absence  of  such  diaposition,  goes  to  his  deacendanta.  It 
cannot  be  contended,  with  reapeet  to  such  property,  where  there  is 
a  surviving  wife  and  children,  that  the  wife  takes  one  half  absolutely 
and  one  third  of  the  remaining  half  as  her  own.  It  tollows  that 
her  judgment  creditor  can  enforce  his  judgment  only  against  her 
interest  in  the  estate:    Estate  of  Angle,  148  Cal.  102;  82  Pac.  Bep.  668.

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(3)  Homssteftds.  The  title  to  a  homestead  does  not  deiceud  to 
the  widow  And  children  of  a  deceased  owner,  who  may  occupy  the 
land  at  the  time  of  his  death,  to  the  eiclusion  of  other  heirs,  who 
ra&y  reside  elsewhere,  but  it  descends  in  the  same  mnnneT  as  the 
title  to  other  real  estate,  subject  only  to  the  right  of  occupancy  of 
the  widow  and  children  residing  there,  until  the  widow  remarries,  or 
the  children  all  became  of  age:  Mitchell  v.  Mitchell,  69  Kan.  441;  77 
Pac,  Bep.  98.  Where  the  estate  is  solvent  and  out  of  debt,  the  value 
of  sueb  part  of  the  homestead  as  may  be  set  aside  to  the  widow 
■honld  be  deducted  from  her  distributive  share  provided  for  by 
statute.  She  canijot  have  both,  uuIobb  such  design  on  the  part  of  the 
testator  clearly  appears  from  the  will:  In  re  Little,  22  Utah,  204; 
61  Pae.  Bep.  S99.  If  a  married  maa  makes  a  homestead  entry  on  a 
certain  quaner-eection  of  land  while  hie  wife  is  living,  but  she  dies 
before  floal  proofs  are  made  and  the  patent  issued,  and  the  husband 
afterwards  acquires  the  legal  title,  the  children  take  as  heirs  of  their 
mother:  Cox  v.  Tompkinson,  39  Wash.  TO;  SO  Pac.  Bep.  1005,  1006. 
The  descent  of  a  homestead,  ou  the  father's  death,  to  bis  children, 
■abject  to  a  life  estate  in  the  widow,  is  not  unconstitutional  ai 
elaas  legislation,  as  it  operates  upon  persons  uniformly  throughout 
the  state:  Holmes  v.  Hasan  (Neb,),  "*  N.  W.  Hep.  608,  608.  It 
seems  to  be  the  policy  of  the  law  to  guard  homestead  rights  for  the 
benefit  of  the  entryman  himself,  and  in  case  of  his  death  before 
patent,  for  the  benefit  of  his  heirs.  Whatever  rights  survive  the 
death  of  the  homesteader  belong  to  the  heirs,  and  not  to  tbe  estate 
of  the  deceased.  The  heirs  do  not  succeed  to  such  rights  by  inheri- 
tance, but  by  virtue  of  the  law,  which  merely  grants  to  them  prefer- 
ence rights.  If  they  fail  to  exercise  those  rights,  or  if  there  are  no 
beirs  capable,  as  eitiiens  of  the  United  States,  of  succeeding  to  such 
rights,  then  there  is  no  one  else  to  whom  any  preference  right  sur- 
vives, and  the  land  is  open,  as  a  part  of  the  public  domain,  for  occu- 
pancy by  any  qualified,  homesteader.  The  administrator,  as  such, 
succeeds  to  no  rights  in  the  homestead,  for  the  reason  that  these 
are  reserved  for  the  heirs,  and  the  law  does  not  invest  the  administra- 
tor with  any  rights  therein,  simply  because  there  are  no  heirs:  Towner 
V.  Bodegeb,  33  Wash.  153;  99  Am.  St.  Bep.  938;  74  Pac.  Bep.  50. 
Before  a  homesteader  has  earned  a  right  to  a  patent,  he  has  no  such 
interest  in  the  land  as  will  make  it  a  part  of  his  estate  on  his  death. 
The  patent  thereafter  issued  to  the  persona  specified  in  the  Federal 
statute  is  issued  to  them,  not  as  heirs  of  the  decedent,  who  have  in- 
herited his  title,  but  as  original  parties,  who  are  preferred  by  the 
Federal  statute,  after  tbe  rights  of  the  original  homesteader  have 
been  destroyed  by  death;  they  being  allowed  the  benefit  of  his  resi- 
dence npon  the  land:  Ojerstadenjca  v.  Van  Duxen,  7  N.  D.  612;  78 
N.  W.  Rep.  233.  If  a  homestead  has  not  been  selected  from  commnnity 
property,  but  from  the  property  of  the  wife,  it  descends,  npon  her 
death,  to  her  heirs,  and  if  there  be  more  than  one  child,  as  where 
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ther«  ar«  two  children  and  a  Bnrviving  baabsnd,  one  third  of  it  ia 
succeeded  to  by  the  huBband,  and  tbe  remaining  two  thirds  in  eqnal 
shares  by  the  children,  as  provided  in  the  atatnte  governing  sucees- 
■ion;    Beck  v.  Soward,  76  C&l.  527,  531;  18  Pac.  Rep.  650. 

(4)  Tlmbar-cnltim  claims.  It  is  settled  beyond  dispute  that  the 
heirs  of  a  timber-culture  entiyman  upon  pablic  lands  of  the  United 
States,  who  diea  before  completing  the  period  of  occupancy  and 
receiving  the  patent,  succeed  to  all  his  rights,  and,  upon  making 
the  required  proof,  take  title  as  direct  grantees  and  purchasers  from 
the  government,  and  not  by  inheritance:  Gould  v.  Tucker  (S.  D.), 
105  N.  W.  Hep.  624,  625.  Even  though  the  administrator  of  the 
estate  of  a  deceased  entryman  uses  money  belonging  to  the  estate  to 
commute  the  entry  by  payment  of  the  required  amount  to  the  United 
States,  all  rights  under  the  patent  inure  to  the  heirs  as  if  their  names 
had  been  specially  mentioned  therein,  and  neither  the  administrator 
nor  the  probate  court  has  authority  to  sell  the  land  to  satisfy  debts 
previously  created,  or  to  burden  the  same  with  any  part  of  the  ex- 
pense incurred  in  securing  the  patent:  Gould  v.  Tucker  (S.  D.),  103 
N.  W.  Hep.  624,  625.  Upon  the  death  of  a  timber- culture  claimant, 
before  performance  by  him  of  the  conditions  precedent  to  obtaining 
title  from  the  government,  his  heirs  succeed  to  the  claim,  and  may 
obtain  a  patent  therefor  in  their  own  name  by  proof  of  full  per- 
formanee  by  them  and  their  ancestor  of  the  required  conditions. 
But,  in  such  case,  they  take  directly  as  donees  of  the  government, 
and  not  by  inheritance.  Upon  the  death  of  the  claimant,  his  interest 
in  the  timber- culture  claim  absolutely  terminates  and  is  at  an  end,  and 
his  rights  pass  by  direct  grant  to  his  heirs  and  substituted  bene- 
ficiaries of  the  government.  He  has,  at  the  tine  of  his  death,  no 
interest  which  can  be  devised,  or  which  will  descend  or  pass  to  his 
heirs  or  personal  representatives.  Hence  proceedings  assuming  juris- 
diction over  the  claim,  and  authorizing  its  sale,  are  absolutely  void 
for  want  of  jurisdiction  of  the  subject-matter.  The  claim  at  that  time 
belongs  to  the  heirs,  in  their  own  right,  and  such  proceedings  could 
have  no  more  force  and  efFeet  than  if  the  court  should  assume  to 
order  a  sale  by  the  administrator  of  any  other  property  belonging 
to  the  heirs:  Hann  v.  Martin  (Or.),  86  Pac.  Bep.  371,  372. 

3.  Bights  of  Widow. 
<1)  In  gansraL  A  wife  is  not  a  "  relative  "  of  her  husband,  so 
that,  under  a  will  containing  a  devise  to  her,  she  dying  first,  her 
heirs  succeed  to  the  estate  as  she  would  have  done  had  she  lived. 
Upon  her  death  preceding  that  of  her  husband,  the  devise  would  lapse; 
In  re  Kenton's  Estate,  10  Wash.  533;  30  Pac.  Rep.  145,  146.  The 
Colorado  statute  expressly  provides  that  a  widow  or  surviving  wife 
of  a  husband  dying  intestate  is  heir  to  one  half  of  his  real  estate, 
if  there  be  a  child  or  children  living,  and  is  also  entitled  to  one  half 
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of  the  penonaltj,  but  if  tbere  are  do  children,  or  deecendantB  of  any 
child,  she  becomeB  tlie  sole  heir  at  law.  She  is  therefore  entitled  to 
■hare  in  the  proceeds  of  a  policy  of  iDBurauce  payable  to  her  huBband's 
"legal  heirs":  Anderson  v,  Qtosebacit,  26  Col.  3;  55  Pac.  Bep.  1086, 
1090.  A  widow  has  do  interest  io,  and  is  not  entitled  to,  a  distribu- 
tive share  of  land  owned  by  the  deceased  husband  during  marriage, 
and  whicb  is  not  a  homestead,  where  the  same  was  sold  before  his 
death  upon  a  special  execution  or  order  of  sale  issued  in  pursuance  of 
■  judgment  in  an  action  to  recover  upon  a  note  executed  by  the 
husband,  and  to  foreclose  a  mortga^  given  to  secure  its  payment, 
notwithstanding  that  she  did  not  Join  in  executing  the  note  or 
mortgage,  and  was  not  a  party  to  the  foreclosure  action:  Mostellar  v. 
Qorrell,  41  Kan.  392;  21  Pac.  Sep.  232.  If  a.  woman  claims  property 
as  the  wife  of  a  decedent,  and  she  makes  aiHdavit  that  the  decedent 
had  deserted  her  after  marriage,  in  a  foreign  country,  some  sixteen 
years  prior  to  the  time  of  his  death,  and  that  she  believed  that  after 
he  had  deserted  her  he  came  to  this  country,  she  cannot  recover, 
where  there  is  no  evidence  of  that  fact,  and  evidence  of  the  identity 
of  the  deceased  as  her  husband  is  wholly  lacking:  Qoldwater  v. 
Bumaide,  22  Wash.  215;  60  Pac.  Bep.  409,  410.  A  widow  is  an 
•■  heir  ":  Thurston  v.  AUen,  8  Haw.  392,  40*. 


(2)  Am  ft  smrlTOr.  A  deed  which  conveys  an  estate  t 
and  wife  conveys  it  in  entirety,  and  upon  the  death  of  one,  the  other 
is  entitled,  as  a  snrvivor  of  the  two,  to  the  entire  estate:  Baker  v. 
Stewart,  40  Ean.  442;  19  Pac.  Bep.  904,  900.

<3)  Under  agreemants.  Agreements  between  husband  and  wife, 
which  are  calculated  to  facilitate  the  securing  of  a  divorce,  are  con- 
trary to  public  policy,  and  void.  Hence  if  a  husband,  by  unfair 
means,  secures  his  wife's  signature  to  such  a  contract,  in  which  she 
consents  to  take,  as  her  share,  a  fractional  part  of  the  property  of 
her  husband  on  his  death,  she  is  not  barred  from  her  right  of  inheri- 
tance: Palmer  v.  Palmer,  26  Utah,  31;  72  Pac.  Bep.  3,  0.  An  ante- 
nuptial agreement  providing  that  the  property  owned  by  either  party 
shall,  after  marriage,  remain  the  separate  and  distinct  property  of 
such  owner;  that  neither  shall  have  or  exercise  any  right,  title,  or 
estate  in  the  property  of  the  other;  and  that  each  may,  at  bis  or  her 
option,  dispose  of  such  property  by  will  or  otherwise,  except  that 
the  husband  shall  not,  during  the  lifetime  of  the  wife,  so  dispose 
of  his  property  as  to  jeopardize  or  render  nugatory  a  subsequent 
provision  for  her  benefit,  by  which  he  agrees  to  furnish  her  proper 
and  comfortable  support  so  long  as  they  live  together  as  husband 
and  wife,  or  in  ease  she  survives  him,  so  long  as  she  remains  his 
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widow,  —  does  not  exclude  the  widow  from  her  right  of  inheritance  la 
the  husband's  property,  where  they  have  lived  together  for  thirty 
years,  and  the  husband  dies  intestate:  Bouse  v.  Bonse  (Kan.),  SI  B&c> 
Bep.  45. 

(4)  Election  to  take  under  will.    Wbere  a  will  is  deposited  in  the 

office  of  the  probate  judge  by  the  testator,  and,  after  his  deatb,  the 
will  ie  produced  in  open  comt,  opened,  and  read  in  the  presence  of  the 
devieeea  of  the  real  property  described  therein  (ana  of  the  witnesHea 
to  the  will,  and  another),  and  an  entry  is  made  upon  the  will,  by  the 
probate  judge,  of  the  election  of  the  widow  to  take  nnder  the  will, 
and  that  the  will  is  admitted  to  probate,  the  property  passeB  under 
the  will,  and  does  not  descend  to  the  heirs  of  the  testator:  Chandler 
V.  Bichardeon,  66  Kan.  1S2;  89  Psc.  Bcp.  168. 

<S)  OoDfltmction  of  statates.  Although  the  act  of  Congress  en- 
dows the  widow,  in  Utah,  with  a  one-third  part  of  all  land  whereof 
the  husband  was  seised,  and  she  has  therefore  a  dower  interest,  a 
life  estate,  to  the  extent  of  one  third  of  all  the  real  estate  whereof 
the  husband  died  seised,  she  is  also  entitled,  under  the  law  of  succes- 
sion, to  one  third  of  all  the  real  estate  remaining  after  the  dower 
is  set  off  to  her,  and  also  to  the  undivided  one  third  of  all  the  personal 
property  after  the  debts,  costs,  and  expanses  attending  the  settlement 
of  the  estate  are  paid;  and  minor  heirs  are  each  entitled,  by  suc- 
cession, to  the  undivided  one  third  of  the  remaining  two  thirds  of  the 
real  estate  and  personal  property,  subject  to  the  widow's  right  of 
dower,  as  above  stated:  Knudsen  t.  Hannberg,  8  Utah,  203;  30  Pac. 
Bep.  749,  T52.  A  proviso  in  a  statute,  timitiag  the  general  right  of 
a  wife  to  inherit  the  real  estate  of  her  husband,  and  which  is,  that 
she  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  interest  in  any  land  of  which  the 
husband  has  made  a  conveyance,  when  the  wife,  at  the  time  of  the 
conveyance,  "is  not  or  never  has  been  a  resident  of  this  state,"  does 
not  prevent  her  from  taking  the  benefit  of  the  acts  relative  to  descents 
and  distributions,  if  she  has  ever  been  a  resident  of  the  state.  The 
word  "  or,"  in  the  last  clause,  should  be  read  "and,"  as  this  will  not 
limit  the  right  of  inheritance,  and  will  give  some  meaning  to  all  of 
the  words  of  fhe  statute:  Kennedy  v.  Haskell,  67  Kan.  612;  73  Pac 
Bep.  913,  914. 

i.  CbUdien'a  ilgbt  of  UUteiltance. 
<1)  In  general.  In  New  Uexico,  a  child  can  be  disinherited  with- 
out being  mentioned  in  a  will,  though  it  appears  that  the  omission 
of  its  name  oecurred  through  inadvertence  or  mistake;  In  re  McMil- 
lan's Estate,  ]2  N.  M.  31;  71  Pac.  Bep.  1083.  Under  the  statute  of 
Washington,  where  a  testator  ie  deemed  intestate  as  to  snch  of  his 
children  as  are  not  provided  for  by  his  will,  parol  evidence  is  not 
admissible  to  show  that  the  testator  had  provided  for  his  children 
otherwise  than  by  his  will:    HUl  v.  Hill,  7   Wash.  409;  35  Pac.  Bep. 
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360.  lu  1868,  tb'e  statute  of  New  Mexico  did  not  determine  the  rights 
of  a  child  in  tha  tutate  of  its  mother,  where  the  father  waa  living. 
Such  rights  were  determined  by  the  Spanish  law:  Crarj  v.  Field,  9 
K.  il.  282;  GO  Pae.  Bep.  342,  344.  The  gnrriviiig  husband  is  author- 
ized bj  the  ciTil  law  of  Spain  and  Hezieo  to  sell  ai  much  of  the 
comiininity  property  as  may  be  neCMSaty  to  pay  the  eommuDity 
debts,  and,  in  the  exercise  of  this  right  and  discharge  of  this  duty, 
any  transfer  of  property  made  by  him,  be  it  personal  or  real,  conveys 
a  good  title  to  hia  vendee,  and  the  heirs  are  without  authority  to 
interfere  with  or  restrain  him  in  his  action,  as  survivor,  unless.it 
shall  appear  that  he  is  prostituting  hia  power,  and  eommitting  waste 
to  their  detriment:  Ciary  v.  Field,  8  N.  M.  882;  90  Pae.  Bep.  342,  344. 
A  deceased  person,  in  his  lifetime,  waa  married  three  times.  By  his 
flrat  wife  he  had  one  child.  By  his  second  wife  he  had  one  child.  By 
his  third  wife,  surviving  him,  he  had  five  children.  He  died  intestate 
in  E^Bnsas.  It  was  held  that,  at  his  death,  one  half  in  value  of  his 
real  estate,  not  necessary  for  the  payment  of  hie  debts,  descended  in 
fee-simple  to  hia  widow;  that  the  other  half  of  his  real  estate  de- 
scended to  his  seven  children  equally,  being  all  of  his  children  by 
his  three  wives;  and  that,  upon  the  death  of  his  widow,  her  estate 
descended  to  her  own  children:  Colgon  v.  Burleigh,  52  Kan.  392;  34 
Pac.  Bep.  lOSO.  Where  a  deceased  father  had  been  ordered  by  decree 
of  court  to  pay  a  eartain  sum  of  money,  from  and  after  the  date  of 
the  decree,  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  his  child,  it  cannot 
be  contended,  in  the  face  of  such  monthly  payments,  that  the  omis- 
sion to  mention  the  (bild  in  his  will  was  caused  by,  or  waa  due  to, 
inadvertence  or  mistake:  In  re  McMillen'a  Eatate,  12  N.  M.  31; 
Tl  Poe.  Bep.  1083,  10S4.  A  clause  of  the  testator's  wUl,  empowering 
the  executrix  to  sell  land  to  pay  the  testator's  debts,  docs  not  operate 
to  devest  a  child  bom  after  the  making  of  the  will  of  its  title  in  the 
land  devised,  where  the  statute  provides  that  every  testator  leaving 
a  child  bom  after  the  making  of  the  will,  not  named  nor  provided 
for  therein,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  died  intestate  as  to  such  child; 
Worley  v.  Taylor,  21  Or,  589;  28  Pac,  Bep.  903. 

(2)  Heira  of  half  blood.  Where  an  intestate  leaves,  as  hia  sole 
heirs,  four  brothers  (or  sisters),  half-brothers  (or  sisters)  who  are 
children  of  his  father,  and  half-brothers  (or  sisters)  who  are  children 
of  his  mother,  each  full  brother  (or  sister)  inherits  an  equal  share 
with  each  child  of  his  father  in  the  half  of  the  estate  descending 
through  the  father,  aod  also,  in  addition  thereto,  an  equal  share  with 
each  child  of  his  mother  in  the  half  of  the  estate  descending  through 
her;  the  provision  of  the  statute  that  children  of  the  half  blood  shall 
inherit  equally  with  children  of  the  full  blood  not  having  the  effect 
to  require  that  in  the  case  stated  all  the  children  of  either  or  both 
of  intestate's  parents  shall  receive  equal  parts  of  his  estate:  Tays  v. 
Bobinson,  SS  Kan.  53;  74  Pac.  Bep.  623.  The  statute  casting  the 
desMnt  of  property  uses  the  word  "  children,"  and  the  relation  of 
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pMODt  aod  child  detenniaeB  inheritance.  The  divoree  of  parents  does 
not  affect  this  relation.  No  matter  who  may  have  a  daughter's  custody 
for  the  purposes  of  nurture,  she  is  still  the  child  of  her  father,  and, 
by  statute,  children  of  the  half  blood  inherit  equally  with  those  of 
the  whole  blood:  Mclntyre  v.  Chelvia  (Kan.),  95  Pao.  Bop.  389.  Resi- 
dent citizen  half-sisters  of  a  resident  citizen  vrho  died  intestate, 
leaving  neither  widow  nor  children,  and  whose  parents  both  died 
before  him,  non'resideot  aliens,  inherit  immediately  and  directly  the 
lands  of  the  deceased  in  Kansas;  State  v.  Ellis,  72  Kan.  285;  93  Pac. 
Eep.  1045.

6.  Descent  on  deatb  of  nntnarried  minor.  If  n  minor  daughter  has 
inherited  the  proceeds  of  community  property  of  her  father  and 
mother  upon  the  death  of  her  father,  and  dies  without  issue,  and,  not 
having  been  married,  leaving  surviving  her  a  mother  and  her  brothern, 
all  of  Bucb  property,  personal  as  well  as  real,  of  the  deceased  chUd 
goes  to  her  surviving  brothers,  and  the  mother  takes  no  interest 
therein;  but  regard  must  be  had  to  the  source  from  which  the  prop- 
erty was  derived  in  its  distribution,  and  a  separate  personal  estate 
must  be  distributed  among  the  same  persons  as  would  be  entitled  to 
the  real  property:    Fort  v.  West,  14  Wash,  10;,44  Pac,  Rep,  104,  106. 

6.  Inberitance  by  adopted  children.  In  a  state  having  a  statute 
regulating  the  adoption  of  children,  the  provisions  thereof  must  be 
substantially  followed,  in  order  to  clothe  the  adopted  children  with 
the  right  of  inheritance;  Henz  v.  Jury,  57  Kan.  84;  45  Pac.  Eep,  71, 
72.  The  word  "issue,"  in  a  statute  prescribing  a  rule  of  inheritance, 
IB  used  in  the  same  sense  as  the  word  "  child  "  and  "  children,"  So 
if  an  adopted  child  is,  by  virtue  of  its  status,  to  be  "  regarded  and 
treated  in  all  respects  as  the  child  of  the  person  adopting,"  and  is  to 
"  have  all  the  rights  and  be  subject  to  all  the  duties  of  the  legal 
relation  of  parent  and  child,"  the  right  to  succeed  to  the  estate  of 
the  deceased  parent  must  be  included:  Estate  of  Newman,  75  Cal. 
213;  16  Pac.  Bep.  8S7,  888.  The  right  of  inheritance  in  such  cases  is 
fixed  solely  by  the  act  itself.  If  a  chUd  is  adopted  by  one  parent, 
and  not  by  another,  the  rights  acquired  by  an  adopted  child  would 
be  simply  rights  in  the  estate  of  the  adopting  parent,  and  would  leave 
the  right  of  inheritance  as  to  the  non-adopting  parent  wholly  un- 
affected by  tbe  act  of  adoption.  Some  cases  bold  that  the  right  of 
inberitance  extends  only  to  the  property  of  the  parents  who  may  die 
leaving  propert.v,  and  gives  to  the  blood  of  the  adopted  child  no  such 
inheritable  quality  as  to  make  the  child  a  sister  or  brother  of  the 
children  of  the  deceased  parents  with  the  ordinary  right  of  inheri- 
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tauee  wbich  would  proceed  from  tbat  relationiliip:  Webb  v.  Jsckeon, 
6  Col.  App.  211;  40  P&e.  Bep.  467,  466.  Where  the  adoption  i(  uDder 
the  statute  of  one  state,  and  the  parenta  ultimately  remove  to  aoother, 
whose  statutes  of  descent  and  diBtribntion  are  dissimilar,  the  child  can 
acquire  qo  right  in  property  which  dpscenda,  and  is  tb  be  distributed 
aeeordiug  to  the  law  in  force  in  place  of  the  newly  acquired  resi- 
dence: Webb  T.  Jackson,  6  Col.  App.  211;  40  Pac.  Rep.  46T,  463.  If 
a  testator  dies,  leaving  a  will  in  which  no  reference  is  made  to  an 
adopted  child,  such  child  is  entitled  to  share  in  the  estate  as  if  the 
testator  hod  died  intestate.  But  the  failure  to  refer  in  the  will  to 
such  child  does  not  invalidate  the  will.  The  whole  estate  is  subject 
to  the  debts  and  expenses  of  administration.  When  these  are  paid, 
the  adopted  child  is  entitled  to  have  its  proportionate  share  of  the 
estate  set  over  to  it,  and  the  remainder  of  the  estate  descends  accord- 
ing to  the  terms  of  the  will.  The  remedy  of  a  child  not  provided  for 
in  a  will  is,  simply  to  move  the  court  to  proceed  with  the  administra- 
tion of  the  estate  of  the  mother,  and,  as  a  part  of  such  administration, 
to  decree  and  set  over  to  such  child  the  proportion  to  which  it  would 
be  entitled  if  the  testator  had  died  intestate.  If  the  administration 
of  the  estate  has  been  properly  set  on  foot  by  the  probating  of  the 
will,  it  should  continue  until  the  estate  is  finally  closed.  The  only 
effect  that  the  failure  to  name  the  child  in  the  will  could  have  upon 
the  proceedings  would  be  to  compel  a  determination  thereof  without 
regard  to  any  extension  provided  tot  by  the  terms  of  the  will,  and  a 
distribution  that,  as  to  such  child,  should  be  uninfluenced  by  any  of 
the  provisions  thereof:  Van  Brocklin  v.  Woodi  3S  Wash.  384;  SO 
Pac.  Rep.  530,  532.  Wherethe  adoption  of  children  is  regulated  by 
Btatnte,  as  in  Iowa  and  Kansas,  rights  of  inheritance  can  only  be 
acquired  through  adoption  by  a  substantial  compliance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  statute:  Benz  v.  Jury,  57  Kan.  Si;  45  Pac.  Bep.  71. 
A  child  adopted  in  a  sister  state,  in  substantial  compliance  with  her 
statutes,  will  inherit  lands  of  the  deceased  adopting  parent  in  Kansas, 
on  equal  terms  with  a  child  of  euch  parent  bom  in  wedlock:  Gray  v. 
Holmes,  57  Kan.  217;  45  Pac.  Bep.  566.  The  heirs  of  an  adopted 
daughter  wilt  inherit,  through  her,  a  share  of  the  estate  of  the 
deceased  adopting  parent,  .just  as  if  she  were  a  daughter  of  such 
parent  hy  blood:  Gray  v.  Holmes,  57  Kan.  217;  45  Pac.  Eep.  598. 
A  child  by  adoption  cannot  inherit  from  its  adaptive  parent  unless 
the  act  of  adoption  is  in  strict  accordance  with  the  statute:  Furgeson 
V.  Jones,  17  Or.  204;  20  Pac,  Eep.  842.  To  establish  heirship  under 
acts  providing  for  the  adoption  of  children,  the  enactments  must  be 
lookoil  to,  to  ascertain  the  rights  of  the  claimants:  Webb  v.  Jackson, 
6  Col.  App.  211;  40  Pac.  Bep.  467,  468.

7.  Descant  to  father.  Under  the  Kansas  statute,  when  a  child  dies 
inteatate,  leaving  no  wife  or  isaae,  the  whole  of  his  est&ts  goes  to  his 
father;  Qray  v.  Holmes,  57  Kan.  217;  45  Pae.  Bep.  59Q.  Where  a 
husband  aud  wife  had  a  family  of  six  children,  three  of  whom  died 
early,  unmarried,  and  without  issue,  and  where  the  mother,  who  wae 
the  owner  of  a.  tract  of  land,  subsequently  died  intestate,  and  left 
surviving  her  the  father  and  three  children,  it  was  held,  in  an  action 
to  determine  the  respective  interests  of  the  parties  in  the  eatate  of  the 
mother,  that  the  surviving  father  was  the  sole  heir  of  the  children 
who  died  prior  to  the  death  of  the  mother,  and  that  the  shares  which 
they  would  have  taken,  had  they  ontlived  the  mother,  descended  to 
hi"',  and  therefore  that  the  three  living  children  were  each  entitled 
only  to  a  one-twelfth  portion  of  the  estate:  De  Lashmutt  v.  Farrent, 
40  Kan.  641;  20  Pac.  Bep.  504.  If  a  woman  dies,  leaving  surviving 
her  husband  and  four  minor  children,  and  two  of  the  children  die 
under  age,  and  unmarried,  their  interest  in  their  mother's  estate 
descends  to  their  father.  This  is  so  under  a  statute  which  provides 
that  if  any  person  shall  die  seised  of  any  real  property,  not  having 
lawfully  devised  the  same,  if  he  leave  no  issue  or  wife,  such  real 
property  shall  descend  to  his  father,  and  a  statute  which  applies  only 
in  cases  where  the  intestate  has  left  one  or  more  minor  children,  and 
the  issue  of  one  or  more  deceased  children,  is  inapplicable  to  the  case: 
Stitt  T.  Bush,  22  Or.  239;  29  Pae.  Bep.  737,  738.  In  statutes  of 
descent,  the  word  "  anc(!Btor "  means  one  from  whom  an  estate  is 
immediately  inherited.  So,  if  an  estate  comes  to  a  father  from  his 
infant  son,  the  son  is  the  ancestor  of  his  father:  Estate  of  Ehu,  9 
Haw.  393,  394.

S.  IMsceut  to  grandparents.  The  grandfather  is  one  degree  nearer 
of  kin  than  the  uncle,  as  computed  by  the  civil  law;  aud  where  an 
intestate  has  no  issue,  or  wife,  father,  mother,  brother,  or  siHter,  his 
grandfather  takes  the  estate  in  preference  to  his  uncle,  as  next  of  kin: 
Smailman  v.  Powell,  18  Or.  367;  23  Pac.  Bep.  24S.  A  son  having 
died,  leaving  no  child,  wife,  father,  mother,  sister,  or  brother,  or 
issue  of  any  brother  or  sister,  it  was  held  that  the  estate  descended 
to  bis  grandmother  on  his  father's  side,  and  his  grandfather  and 
grandmother  on  his  mother's  side,  in  equal  shares  to  each:  Shadden  v. 
Hembree,  17  Or.  14;  18  Pac.  Bep.  572.  Under  the  Colorado  statute, 
the  estate  vests  in  the  grandparents,  if  there  are  any,  as  one  class, 
and  if  there  are  none,  then  in  the  uncles  and  aunts,  collectively: 
ThaUher  r.  Thatcher,  17  Col.  404;  29  Pac.  B«p.  SOO,  SOI. 
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9.  Wlia  cumot  Inhailt.  Wlien  a  womaii  eonseiiU  to  become  & 
plural  wife,  sbe  doee  bo  at  her  peril,  in  so  fai  as  the  law  of  Intieri- 
taDc«  la  conceited.  She  is  withoot  the  pale  of  the  law  of  inheritaneo 
as  to  aoy  property  which  her  buabaod  baa  aeqaired  or  may  aubae- 
qaeatly  acquire;  and  if  he  Mea  fit  to  bequeath  all  of  bia  property 
to  another,  she  haa  no  lawful  right  to  complain:  Baleigh  v.  Wells, 
29  Utah,  217;  81  Pae.  Bep.  908,  010.  In  a  juriBdiction  where  marriage 
between  a  white  man  and  an  Indian  woman,  either  bj  ceremony,  co- 
habitation, customa  of  the  Indian  tribe,  or  any  other  method,  is  null 
and  void,  a  child  of  anch  peraons,  bom  during  their  reUtionahip  of 
pretended  husband  and  wife,  has  no  right  of  inheritance  from  the 
father:  In  re  Walker's  Eatate,  5  Ariz.  70;  46  Pae.  Bep,  87.  Where 
the  statute  providea  that  if  a  decedent  leave  a  hnaband  or  wife,  and 
neither  issue,  father,  mother,  brother,  nor  aiater,  the  whole  estate 
ahall  go  to  the  surviving  huaband  or  wife,  it  is  a  rule  of  property 
that  the  nieces  and  nephews  of  the  decedent,  who  diea  inteatate,  and 
who  leaves  aurviving  him  a  widow,  but  neither  father,  mother,  brother, 
nor  sister,  do  not  aueeeed  to  any  portion  of  the  eatate  of  the  deceased, 
and  this  rule  will  be  adhered  to:  Estate  of  Nigro  (CaL),  ST  Fac.  Bep. 
384.  Succession  to  eatatea  is  purely  a  matter  of  statutory  regulation, 
which  cannot  be  changed  by  courts:  Ingram'a  Estate  v.  Clougb,  7S 
Cal.  586;  21  Fac.  Bep.  435.  If  a  widow  diea,  leaving  an  estate 
acquired  by  descent,  the  children  of  her  deceaaed  huaband,  by  a 
former  wife,  cannot  inherit  under  a  statute  which  provides  that 
"  kindred  of  the  balf  blood  inherit  equally  with  thoae  of  the  whole 
blood  in  the  aame  degree,  unleas  the  inheritance  cornea  to  the  in- 
testate by  descent,  devise,  or  gift  of  aome  one  of  his  ancestors,  in 
which  case  al!  those  who  are  not  of  the  blood  of  such  aoeeator  must 
be  excluded  from  auch  inheritance":  Amy  v.  Amy,  12  Utah,  278; 
42  Pae.  Bep.  1121,  1132. 

10.  InbsilUiiM  b7  conTict.  The  right  of  inheritance  ia  a  civil 
right,  esiating  only  by  virtue  of  the  law,  and  the  legislature  may 
make  the  deprivation  of  this  right  a  portion  of  the  penalty  to  be 
imposed  for  the  commission  of  a  crime.  Hence  if  the  statute  deelarea 
that  a  peraon  sentenced  to  impriaonmeut  in  the  atate  prison  for  life 
is  thereafter  deemed  civilly  dead,  and  he  has  been  so  aentenced,  he 
cannot  inherit  the  estate  of  bis. father,  where  such  person  waa  serving 
a  life  sentence  at  the  time  of  his  father's  death:  Estate  of  Donnelly, 
1£5  Cal.  417;  58  Pae.  Bep.  61.  There  is  no  doubt  of  the  power  of 
the  legislature,  by  expreas  language,  to  cast  the  descent  of  a  convict's 
property,  in  the  event  of  bis  civil  death,  on  aucb  peraons  as  will  be 
heirs  at  law  in  ease  of  natural  death;  but  a  statute  which  provides 
that  when  a  peraon  shall  be  imprisoned  under  a  sentence  of  imprison- 
Dent  for  life,  his  estate,  property,  and  effects  shall  be  administered 
and  disposed  of  in  all  respects  as  if  he  were  naturally  dead,  does  not 
east  the  descent  of  bia  property  upon  bis  heirs  by  the  fact  of  such 
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sentence  and  imprisoament:  Smitli  v.  Becker,  62  Kan.  541;  64  Pae. 
Bep.  TO.  Id  the  absence  of  ezpresB  provision  exelading  the  hasband 
from  inheriting  from  his  wife,  under  the  laws  of  descent  and  distriba- 
tion  of  the  Creek  Nation,  in  force  at  the  time  of  descent  cast,  the 
operation  of  said  laws  is  not  affected  hy  the  fact  that  the  husband 
mardered  his  wife,  but  not  for  the  purpose  of  at  onee  obtaining  the 
inheritance:  De  Graftenreid  v.  Iowa  lAnd  &  T.  Co.  (Okl.),  B5  Pac. 
Bep.  02*.

11.  Iiili«iltanea  by  aUana.  The  eonstitntion  of  EansaB,  providing 
that  "  no  distinction  shall  ever  be  made  between  citizens  and  aliens 
in  reference  to  the  purchase,  enjoyment,  or  descent  of  property,"  mode 
the  statute  of  descents  and  distributions  apply  to  aliens  as  well  a«  to 
citizens,  and  enabled  the  farmer  to  inherit  real  property  in  such 
state:  Spark  v.  Bodensick,  72  Kan.  5;  S2  Pac.  Bep.  463.  Under  the 
constitution  of  Washington,  aliens  are  entitled  to  inherit  real  estate 
in  that  state,  from,  by,  or  through  ancestors,  whether  such  ancestors 
be  aliens  or  citizens.  This  being  true,  and  the  state  having  failed 
to  forfeit  the  title  of  the  alien  by  proceedings  in  the  nature  of  office 
found,  at  any  time  prior  to  his  death,  the  real  estate  owned  by  such 
alien  at  the  time  of  his  death  descends  to  his  alien  heirs,  who  are 
authoriEed  to  receive  the  same  and  become  entitled  thereto,  and  the 
state  thereupon  loses  its  right  to  declare  any  escheat  by  forfeiture. 
Prior  to  the  alien's  death,  the  state  may  declare  a  forfeiture  or 
escheat,  but  cannot  do  bo  afterwards.  Upon  the  death  of  the  alien 
the  real  estate  descends  to  his  alien  heirs:  Abrams  v.  State  (Wash.), 
S8  Pac.  Bep.  327,  332.  Under  a  statute  declaring  that  "  any  person, 
whether  citisen  or  alien,  may  take,  hold,  or  dispose  of  property 
within  this  state,"  all  aliens,  whether  residents  or  non-residents  of 
this  state,  may  take  by  descent  as  well  as  by  purchase:  Estate  of 
Billings,  65  Cal.  5B3,  5B4;  4  Pac.  Bep.  639;  State  v.  Rogers,  13  Cal. 
159.  Foreigners  of  the  white  race,  or  of  African  descent,  eligible  to 
become  citizens  of  the  United  States  under  the  naturalization  laws 
thereof,  while  bona  fide  residents  of  this  state,  shall  have  the  same 
rights  in  respect  to  the  acquisition,  possession,  enjoyment,  transmis- 
sion, and  inheritance  of  all  property,  other  than  real  estate,  as  native- 
born  citizens;  provided,  that  such  aliens  owning  real  estate  at  the 
time  of  the  adoption  of  this  amendment  may  remain  such  owners; 
and  provided  further,  that  the  legislature  may,  by  statute,  provide 
for  the  disposition  of  real  estate  which  shall  hereafter  be  acquired 
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by  snch  aliens  hy  deacent  or  devise:  Cal.  Const.  1879,  art.  i,  { 17, 
amdt.  Nov.  16,  18B4.  A  statute  which  permits  non- resident  aliens  to 
inherit  real  and  personal  estate  is  constitutional:  State  v.  Rogera, 
13  Cal.  160.  See  Kerr's  OU.  O7C  Oiv.  Code,  i  6T1.  The  legislature  is 
not  prohibited  by  1 17,  art,  i,  of  the  California  eonatitution  of  1879 
from  extending  the  right  of  inheritance  to  non-resident  aliens,  as  it 
has  done  hj  section  671  of  tbe  Civit  Code  of  that  state;  Estate  of 
Billings,  65  CaL  663,  595;  4  Pae.  Bep.  639.

12.  Diliailtanca  by  bidlaiis.  The  special  act  of  Congreae  of  1885, 
affecting  uone  but  the  Umatilla  reservation  of  Indians,  and  the  con- 
federated tribes  inbabitating  the  same,  and  providing,  among  other 
things,  "  that  the  law  of  alienation  and  descent  in  force  in  the  state 
of  Oregon  shall  apply  thereto  after  patents  have  been  executed, 
except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,"  was  not  affected  by  a  subse- 
quent act  of  Congress  providing  that,  for  the  purpose  of  determining 
the  descent  of  land  to  the  heiia  of  any  deceased  Indian,  whenever 
any  male  and  female  Indian  shall  have  cohabited  tc^ther  as  husband 
and  wife  according  to  the  custom  and  manner  of  Indian  life,  "  the 
issue  of  such  cohabitation  shall  be,  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  taken 
and  deemed  to  be  the  legitimate  issue  of  the  Indians  so  living 
together,  and  every  Indian  child,  otherwise  illegitimate,  shall  for 
such  purpose  be  taken  and  deemed  to  be  the  legitimate  issue  of  the 
father  of  euch  chUd  ":  McBean  t.  McBean,  37  Or.  195;  61  Pac.  Bep. 
418,  421.  In  case  of  the  deatb  of  the  bead  of  an  Indian  family,  title 
to  the  decedent's  property  necessarily  descends  to  some  person,  and 
where,  under  the  terms  of  the  treaty  in  pursuance  of  which  a  patent 
was  issued,  the  President  has  not  prescribed  any  rules  or  regulations 
to  secure  to  the  family  the  possession  and  enjoyment  of  such  prop- 
erty, and  there  is  no  showing  as  to  the  customs  of  the  tribe  respecting 
such  a  matter,  the  court  is  compelled  to  follow  the  laws  of  descent  of 
the  state,  provided  they  do  not  conflict  with  any  of  the  terms  of 
the  treaty  or  patent,  to  secure  such  estate  to  the  family:  Ouyatt  t. 
EautK,  41  Wash.  115;  83  Pac.  Bep.  9,  12.  Under  the  Federal  statute 
providing  for  tbe  allotment  of  Indian  lands,  the  laws  of  descent  of 
the  state  apply  to  such  lands:    Guyatt  v.  Eautz,  41  Wash.  US;  83 
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Pac.  Bep.  9,  12.  Th«  descent  of  lands  patented  to  a  Shawuea  Indian 
by  tlie  treaty  of  May  10,  lSa4,  is  to  be  determined  by  tlie  law  and 
rules  established  by  the  tribe:  Hannon  v.  Taylor,  37  Kan.  1;  «  Pae. 
Bep.  51.  Ai  to  descent  and  distribution  under  the  laws  of  tbe  Creek 
Nation,  see  De  OrafFenreid  v.  Iowa  Land  A  T.  Co.  <0U.),  95  Pac.  Bep. 
624.  The  word  "heirs,"  in  the  Creek  law  of  descent  and  distribution, 
ia  eonstraed  to  mean  cbUdren:  De  Graffenreid  v.  Iowa  Land  &  T. 
Co.  (Okl.),  95  Pac.  Bep.  624.  The  Indian  appropriation  bill,  approved 
May  2T,  1902  (32  U.  8.  Stats.  258,  sec.  888),  substituted  the  laws  of 
descent  and  distribution  of  Arkansas  for  those  of  the  Creek  Nation 
provided  for  in  the  "  Original  Agreement,"  but  it  was  not  provided 
that  each  laws  should  become  effective  inunediately.  They  did  not 
take  effect  nntU  July  1,  1902:  De  Oraffenreid  v.  Iowa  Land  &  T.  Co. 
(Okl.),  95  Pac  Bep.  624. 

IS.  Taking  by  contract^  and  not  br  niecessloiL  Where  a  member  of 
a  mutual  benefit  society  has  made  his  certificate  payable  to  his  heirs, 
tbey  do  not  take  tbe  fund  by  descent,  bat  by  contract.  The  rights 
of  the  beneficiaries  in  a  certificate  taken  out  by  snch  a  member  are 
such  as  the  contract  confers,  and  are  not  rights  arising  by  operation 
of  statutory  rules  respecting  descent  and  distribntion.  The  contract, 
and  not  the  statute,  fixes  their  rights,  and  thsy  have  such  rights  only 
aa  the  contract  of  insurance  vests  in  them.  Befereuce  therefore  must 
be  had  to  the  terms  of  the  agreement,  and  not  to  the  proTiaion  of  the 
statute,  to  ascertain  the  rights  of  the  parties:  Burke  v.  Modem  Wood- 
men, 2  Cal.  App.  611;  84  Pac.  Bep.  275,  276.  If  such  a  person  died, 
leaving  ten  heirs,  each  heir  would  be  entitled  to  one  tenth  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  certiflcAte:  Burke  t.  Modem  Woodmen,  2  CaL  App.  611, 
84  Pac  Bep.  275,  276.  If  a  timber-coltare  claimant  die  before  ob- 
taining title,  and  the  grant  is  to  his  heirs,  such  heirs  do  not  take 
by  inheritance,  but  take  equally,  regardless  of  the  proportions  in 
which  they  would  take  under  the  law  of  sneceswon  of  tbe  state. 
The  heirs,  in  such  cases,  must  be  found  by  the  law  of  the  state  or 
territory  in  which  the  land  is  situated,  because  the  United  States 
has  no  general  law  of  succession;  Cooper  v.  Wilder,  111  Cal.  191; 
43  Pac.  Bep.  591,  S92.  By  the  law  of  California,  the  widow  is  an 
beir  of  the  huaband:  Cooper  v.  Wilder,  111  Cal.  191;  43  Pac.  Bep. 
001,  692. 

14.  Inherltanco  bj  or  tbrongta  illegltlmate  children. 
(1)  Bi^t  of.  Acknnwlodsment.  The  right  of  an  illegitimate  child 
to  inherit  from  its  father  is  given  by  statute,  and  such  child  may 
inherit  when  the  father  has  acknowledged  It  as  his  child  by  an  instru- 
fnent  in  writing  properly  witnessed;  but  he  only  inherits  from  his 
father,  directly,  and  as  an  illegitimate  child.  He  does  not  inherit  the 
estates  of  bis  lineal  or  collateral  kindred:  Eddie  v.  Eddie,  8  N.  B. 
876}  79  tf.  W.  Bep.  856.     A  child  which  is  the  offspring  of  an  un- 
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antlioriBed '  mstrimoiiUI  union  between  a  white  maa  and  an  Indian 
woman  eannot  inherit  from  its  fatlier:  In  IB  WaUier'a  Estate,  5  Ariz. 
TO;  46  Pac  Eep.  67,  69.

(2)  Snecaailon  to  astat*  of  lUagltlnutB  not  acknowledged  oi 
•doptBd.  Section  1388  of  the  California  Civil  Code  provides  the  rule 
of  SDCcession  as  to  the  whole  estate  of  an  illegitimate,  not  acknowl- 
edged nor  adopted  b;  its  father,  who  dies  intestate,  without  lawful 
iisue,  except  in  so  far  as  it  may  be  qualified  by  f  1387  of  said  code, 
and  this  rnle,  being  contrary  to  the  general  rule  of  succession  pre- 
scribed by  1 1386  of  the  same  code,  must  prevail  over  everything 
contained  in  that  section;  because  it  is  provided  in  said  1 138S  that 
the  estate  must  be  succeeded  to  and  must  he  distributed  in  the  manner 
therein  stated,  "  unless  otherwise  expressly  provided  "  in  such  code. 
But  this  rnle  of  succeMion  has  reference  solely  to  the  separate  prop- 
erty of  the  deceased  hnaband  or  wife.  Sections  1401  and  140S  of  said 
cods  purport  to  provide  the  rules  as  to  community  property:  Estate 
of  De  Cigaran  (Cal.},  89  Pac.  Bep.  833,  836.  If  an  illegitimate 
daughter,  who  has  never  been  acknowledged  by  her  father,  dies  pos- 
sessed of  separate  estate,  it  passes  on  her  death,  intestate,  and  without 
issue,  not  to  ber  surviving  husband,  but  to  another  illegitimate  child 
of  her  predeceased  mother,  by  another  father,  who  had  likewise  never 
been  adopted  or  acknowledged  by  ber  father.  "  We  may  not  be  able 
to  see  any  good  reason  for  the  exclusion  of  the  surviving  spouse  of 
the  illegitimate,  where  she  dies  without  lawful  issue,  and  the  giving 
of  the  estate  to  the  mother  or  her  heirs  in  preference  to  such  spouse; 
but  that  fact  is  immaterial  where  the  legislature  has  said  in  un- 
mistakable terms  that  it  shall  so  be":  Estate  of  De  Cigaran  (Cal.), 
SB  Pac.  Bep.  833,  830. 

(S>  Sufflctency  of  aeknovlBdgment.  Evldanca  of  recognltiML  The 
required  statutory  acknowledgment  of  an  illegitimate  cbild  by  his 
father  need  not  be  made  for  the  express  purpose  of  admitting  the 
child  to  heirship;  a  collateral  acknowledgment  in  writing  of  this  kind 
is  a  sofBcient  compliance  with  the  statute.  It  might  be  that  the  father 
would  desire  to  recognize  his  child  for  many  other  reasons;  and  if 
■neh  recognition  were  made  for  any  reason,  it  ought  to  be  suf&cient 
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to  enable  tbe  child  to  become  an  heir  to  bU  estate,  and  to  place  it, 
BO  far  as  the  estate  Ib  eoaeenied,  on  an  eqaalitj'  in  law  wltb  the 
legitimate  children:  In  re  Bohrcr,  22  Wash,  151;  60  Pac.  Rep.  122. 
A  question  having  aiiaen  an  to  wbo  was  the  father  of  the  child, 
through  mhom  the  mother  claimed,  proof  tending  to  show  general 
and  notorious  recognition  of  the  child  as  his  own  bj  him  was  compe- 
tent to  establish  the  rule  of  inheritance:  Beville  v.  Dubach,  60  Kan. 
572;  57  Pac.  Rep.  522.  A  statute  which  provides  that  a  father  ma^ 
legitimate  an  illegitimate  child  by  receiving  it  into  his  family,  with 
consent  of  bis  wife,  and  publicly  acknowledging  it  to  be  his  own, 
applies  only  to  illegitimate  minor  children  of  a  father.  Paternity 
cannot  be  established  by  general  repntation,  bnt  if  proof  aliunde  has 
been  given  of  membership  of  the  family  of  a  deceased,  declarations, 
made  after  the  child  has  reached  the  age  of  majority,  as  to  the  facts 
of  paternity  and  illegitimacy  of  the  child,  are  admissible  on  the  ques- 
tion of  paternity,  but  not  to  prove  the  public  acknowledgment  re- 
quired to  bo  made  when  the  child  was  a  minor,  because  acts  done  by 
the  father,  which  go  to  constitute  a  legitimation,  must  be  done  while 
the  child  is  a  minor:  Estate  of  Heaton,  135  Cal.  385;  67  Pac.  Rep. 
321;  and  the  consent  which  such  statute  contemplates  must  be  a  con- 
sent given  after  knowledge  is  brought  home  to  the  wife  that  the 
child  is  the  illegitimate  offspring  of  her  husband:  Estate  of  Heaton, 
135  Cal.  385;  67  Pac.  Rep.  321.  The  criterion  referred  to  in  the 
statute  is  the  treatment  usually  accorded  to  legitimate  children,  and 
it  is  not  material  that  the  alleged  father  ever  had  a  child  of  his  own, 
that  there  might  be  a  criterion  by  which  to  determine  how  he  would 
treat  his  legitimate  child:    Estate  of  Heaton  (Cal.),  73  Pac.  Hep.  186.

(4)  Prasnmptlan  as  to  legitimacy-  It  is  well  settled,  on  grounds  of 
public  policy  affecting  children  born  during  marriage,  as  well  as  the 
parties  themselves,  that  the  prcBumption  of  legitimacy  as  to  children 
born  in  lawful  wedlock  cannot  be  rebutted  by  the  testimony  of  the 
husband  or  the  wife  to  the  effect  that  sexual  intercourse  has  or  has 
not  taken  place  between  them;  nor  are  the  declarations  of  the  husband 
or  wife  competent  as  bearing  on  the  question.  Illegitimacy  may  be 
proved,  but  it  cannot  be  proved  by  the  evidence  of  a  husband  or  wife, 
that,  while  living  together,  they  did  not  have  aeiual  intercourse: 
Estate  of  Mills,  137  Cal.  29R;  70  Pac.  Rep.  91,  A  child  bom  in  wed- 
lock i$  presumed  to  be  legitimate,  and  this  presumption  cannot  be 
overthrown  by  the  general  and  notorious  recognition  of  it  by  a  puta- 
tive father,   or  by  bis   assertions,  however  solemnly  expressed,   that 
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tbe  ekild  was  begotten  hj  Iiim:  Betliaiij  Hospital  Co.  v.  Hale,  H 
KuL  367;  67  Pae.  Rep.  848.  If  teBtimooy  is  introduced  wbicb  tends 
to  show  that  a  womaii,  who  claims  to  be  the  illegitimate  daughter  and 
sole  lieir  of  an  unmarried  man,  was  bom  in  wedlock,  the  presumption 
of  legitimacy  can  only  be  overcome  by  the  clearest  and  most  con- 
elosive  evidence  of  non-access  by  the  husband;  Bethany  Hospital  Co. 
V.  Hale,  84  Kan.  367;  37  Pac.  Bep.  848.  For  evidence  showing  that 
plaintiff  waa  born  in  lawful  wedlock,  though  after  hei  fathei'e  death,

(6)  Illagitlmacr,  how  Infemd.  The  illegitimacy  of  a  child  may  be 
inferred  from  the  fact  that  its  alleged  father  waa  never  married 
until  seven  or  eight  years  after  the  child's  birth;  that  he  was 
acqoainted  with  and  had  lelationa  with  the  mother;  and  from  the 
declarations  made  by  hint  to  numerous  witneasea  that  the  child  waa 
his:    Estate  of  Heaton  (Cal.),  73  Pac.  Bep.  188,  187. 

(6)  OODfltnictlon  of  Utah  statnte.  The  evident  inteation  of  the 
Utah  statute  is,  that  illegitimate  children  shall  have  vested  in  them 
inheritable  blood  and  the  right  to  inherit  from  the  father,  when 
acknowledged  by  him,  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent 
as  if  they  had  been  bom  legitimate,  and  the  right,  when  once  vested 
in  the  illegitimate,  extends  to  his  descendants,  and  they  likewise 
become  heirs  in  the  event  of  the  death  of  their  father.  Hence  where 
a  man  had  an  illegitimate  child  by  an  Indian  girl,  accepted  such 
child  as  his  own,  took  him  into  his  home,  cared  for  and  raised  him  as 
his  own  child,  manifesting  that  affection  for  the  child  in  many  ways 
that  point  unerringly  to  a  father,  such  child  thereby  acquires  in- 
heritable blood,  which  he  may  transmit  to  bis  child,  and  on  his  death 
before  his  father,  the  children  of  such  illegitimate  child  inherit  his 
estate:  In  re  Garr's  EsUte  (Utah),  86  Pac.  Bep.  757,  759.  The 
territorial  act  of  Utah  of  March  3,  1852,  providing  that  "  illegitimate 
children  and  their  mothers  inherit  in  like  manner  from  the  father, 
whether  acknowledged  by  him  or  not,  provided  that  it  may  be  made 
to  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court  that  he  was  the  father  of 
mich  illegitimate  child  or  children,"  was  disapproved  by  the  anti- 
polygamy  act  of  July  1,  1862:  Pratt  v.  Pratt,  7  Utah,  278;  28  Pac. 
Bep.  576;  Handley's  Estate,  7  Utah,  49;  24  Pac.  Eep.  673. 

<7)  Blslit  of  non-mBidant  alien.  Where  a  non-resident  alien,  before 
the  enactment  of  a  statute  making  every  illegitimate  child  an  heir 
of  the  person  who,  in  writing,  signed  in  the  presence  of  a  competent 
witness,  acknowledges  himself  to  be  the  father  of  such  child,  acknowl- 
edged, in  writing,  in  the  presence  of  competent  witnesses,  that  he  was 
the  father  of  a  certain  illegitimate  child,  but  died  after  such  statute 
took  effect,  sncb  child  is  entitled  to  his  real  property,  in  a  state  where 
■ueh   acknowledgment    was   made    and    such   statute    exists,   because 
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BDch  fteknbwledgmeiit  and  Btatnte  eetabliBh  tbe  fact  tbat  he  was  th« 
father  of  the  child,  and  such  fact,  being  thus  eBtabliahed,  tnakea  the 
child  an  heir  of  hia  deeeaeed  father;   Uoen  t.

(B)  Protenaittad  UleglUmato  cUld.  If  an  ille^timat«  child  ia  un- 
intentionally omitted  from  its  mother's  will,  it  is  entitled  to  share  in 
ber  estate,  in  the  same  manner  bh  if  legitimate,  though  it  had  never 
been  legitimated  hj  the  aubBeqnent  intermarriage  of  her  parents,  or 
by  the  acknowledgment  or  adoption  of  her  father:  Estate  of  Wardell, 
57  Cal.  4t(4,  482,  An  illegitimate  child  is  not  forgotten  in  a  will  if  it 
is  referred  to  as  "  Otto  "  instead  of  its  real  name,  and  a  legacy  is 
given  to  it  as  the  child  of  the  woman  named,  if  she  has  no  other 
child,  and  it  is  evident  that  the  child  named  was  in  the  mind  of 
the  testator.  It  is  not  necessary,  after  the  acknowledgment  by  a 
father  of  his  illegitimate  child,  that  there  ehould  be  an  intermarriage 
between  the  father  and  the  mother  of  the  child  either  before  or  after 
such  acknowledgment;  and  the  fact  of  the  father's  death  does  not 
absolve  his  estate  completely  from  Bach  allowance  as  the  statute 
provides  for  minor  children.  It  follows,  therefore,  that  each  a  child 
is  entitled  to  an  allowance  from  his  father's  estate  as  his  "  child  ": 
In  re  Xometzky,  20  Wash.  563,  sub  nom.  In  re  Oorkow's  Estate,  58

16.  What  law  goTsmi.  For  the  purposes  of  determining  who  are  the 
heirs  of  a  deceased  person,  resort  is  to  be  had  to  the  laws  of  the 
state  nnder  which  the  descent  is  cast;  and  the  "heirs"  of  a  person 
are  those  whom  the  law  appoints  to  succeed  to  bis  estate  in  ease  he 
dies  without  disposing  of  it  by  will:-  Bnrke  v,  Uodem  Woodmen,  2 
CaL  App.

employed  shall  have  the  power  and  authority  of  the  attorney- 
general.  The  eompensatjou  for  services  of  such  counsel  shall 
be  determined  by  the  board  of  examiners,  and  paid  out  of

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forty  days  from  the  date  of  the  order,  why  sueh  estate  should 
not  vest  in  this  state ;  which  order  must,  prior  to  the  expira- 
tion of  such  time,  be  published  for  at  least  one  month,  in  a 
newspaper  published  in  the  county,  if  one  is  published 
therein,  and  in  ease  no  newspaper  is  published  in  the  county, 
in  some  other  newspaper  in  this  state.

1.  Oeneial  doctrine.  In  thii  country,  the  general  rule  is,  that, 
when  the  title  to  land  fails  for  want  of  heire,  it  escheats  to  the 
stale.  That  rule  is  applicable  in  Idaho.  If  a  non-resident  foreigfner 
does  not  appear  and  claim  succession  within  five  years  after  the 
death  of  the  decedent,  the  real  estate  of  the  deceased  escheats  to  the 
state  without  inquest  in  the  nature  of  "  office  found  "  to  vest  title  in 
the  state.  The  title  passes  by  operation  of  law,  without  court  pro- 
coediugs  of  any  kind,  where  no  proceeding,  or  Inqnest  in  the  nature 
of  "office  found,"  is  provided  for  by  statute  in  such  cases:  State  v. 
Stevenson,  6  Ida.  367;  55  Pac.  Eep.  886.  Tn  California,  there  seems 
to  be  no  limit  within  which  native-born  American  citizens  may  come 
forward  and  claim  property  to  which  they  have  succeeded,  at  any 
time  before  a  judgment  or  decree,  in  a  proceeding  to  escheat,  has 
been  entered;  and,  when  the  provisions  of  the  various  codes  of  said 
state  bearing  upon  the  subject-matter  are  construed  together,  the 
inference  is,  that,  in  every  case  of  a  failure  of  succession  for  want 
of  heirs  or  kindred  of  a  decedent,  an  action  of  escheat  becomes 
necessary  to  vest  the  title  in  the  state,  whether  the  estate  so  escheated 
consists  of  real  or  personal  property.    The  state,  however,  does  not 
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come  in  by  way  of  HiiccesaioD;  but,  in  the  event  of  the  absence  of 
all  who  are  entitled  to  come  in  by  sueeession,  whether  the  property 
be  real  or  personal,  it  goes  to  the  state  by  escbeat:  Estate  of  Miner, 
143  Cal,  194;  76  Pac.  Bep.  968.  The  state  cannot  maintain  a  claim 
to  an  estate,  by  way  of  escheat  or  otherwise,  if  the  neit  of  kin  show 
their  right  to  inherit,  as  it  is  not  the  policy  of  the  atato  to  absorb 
private  property,  if  the  legal  beirs  of  a  decedent  are  discovered:  In 
re  Sullivan's  Estate  (Wash.),  9*  Pac.  Eep.  483,  486.  The  state  has 
power,  through  the  instrumentality  of  a  statute,  to  prevent  an 
unjust  escheat  to  it,  by  validating  an  unattested  will:  Estate  of 
Sticknoth,  7  Nev.  223,  229.

2.  Jurtsdlctloi).  Probate  courts.  Determining  whether  property 
has  escheated  to  the  state,  and  deciding  the  questions  involved  in 
sneh  a  proceeding,  constitute  no  part  of  the  ordinary  duties  of  a 
probate  court;  but  the  statute  provides  a  method  of  procedure  by 
which  it  may  be  judicially  determined  that  the  property  of  an  in- 
teatate  dying  without  heirs  has  escheated  to  the  stats.  Any  prO' 
ceeding,  however,  commenced  for  that  purpose  must  necessarily  be  in 
subordination  to  the  rules  of  law  essential  to  the  orderly  adminis- 
tration of  justice.  And  the  escheat  law  does  not  undertake  to  inter- 
fere in  any  way  with  the  jurisdiction  of  courts  in  probate  matters. 
It  nowhere  provides  that  the  filing  of  an  information  in  one  court 
to  escheat  personal  property  of  the  decedent  will  oust  another  court 
of  a  previously  acquired  jurisdiction  to  settle  the  estate  of  the 
deceased,  or  vest  in  one  court  the  right  to  determine  questions 
whicb,  by  law,  belong  eiclusively  to  another  court.  A  circuit  court 
wonld  therefore  have  no  authority  to  make  an  order  requiring  those 
fonnd  by  a  county  court  to  be  the  heirs  of  decedent  to  turn  over 
to  B  receiver  in  escheat  proceedings  the  property  distributed  to  them 
by  an  administrator  under  direction  of  the  county  court:  State  v. 
O'Day,  41  Or.  495;  68  Pac.  Rep,  542,  545.  The  decree  of  a  probate 
court,  that  the  affairs  of  an  estate  have  been  finally  settled,  and  that 
there  are  no  beirs,  or  other  claimants  thereof,  and  ordering  that 
"  the  county  treasurer  of  this  city  and  county  forthwith  pay  into 
the  state  treasury  all  moneys  and  effects  in  his  hands  belonging  to 
said  estate,"  does  not  have  the  effect  of  a  judgment  so  as  to  vest 
the  title  in  the  state,  ipso  facto,  and  without  the  necessity  of  an 
action  in  the  nature  of  an  escheat:  Kstate  of  Miner,  143  Cal.  194, 
190;  76  Pac.  Bep.  968.  After  an  allotment  to  a  non-resident  minor 
heir  at  taw  of  the  intestate,  a  probate  court  has  no  power  to  direct 
that  such  share  shall,  in  case  of  the  non-resident  heir's  failure  to 
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appear  snd  claim  it  within  a  year,  be  distributed  among  tbe  other 
heirs:  Pyatt  t.  Broekmaa,  e  Cal.  418. 

3.  Propwrt7  of  oatlawod  Gorporatious.  It  nae  not  the  intention 
of  the  Htatute  of  Idaho,  passed  in  1903,  and  relating  to  corporations 
which  failed  to  comply  with  the  requirements  thereof,  to  provide 
for  or  to  declare  a  legislative  forfeiture  of  previously  acquired 
titles,  and  the  act  contained  no  provision  for  a  judicial  determination 
of  forfeiture;  but  if  a  forfeiture  had  been  intended,  and  had  actually 
taken  place,  the  property  of  the  corpor&tion,  where  it  failed  to 
comply  with  the  law,  would  have  escheated  to  the  state,  subject  to 
the  payments  of  the  debts  of  the  corporation,  and  not  to  any  private 
party;  and  inch  escheat  or  forfeiture  could  not  avail  one  who  could 
not  claim  his  title  from  or  through  the  state,  bnt  claims  title  from  the 
general  government:  War  Eagle  etc.  Min.  Co.  v.  Dickie  (Ida.),  94 
Pae.  Bep.  1034,  1036. 

4.  Laud  of  Mormon  Olraicb.  Under  section  3  of  the  act  of  Con- 
gress of  July  1,  1862,  which  act  was  intended  to  affect  only  the  rights 
and  interests  of  the  Mormon  Chureh  in  Utah,  and  which  declared 
that  all  real  estate  acquired  or  held  in  any  territory  of  the  United 
States  by  any  corporation  or  asaociation  for  religious  or  charitable 
purposea  of  greater  value  than  fifty  thousand  dollars  should  be 
forfeited  and  escheated  to  the  United  States,  but  which  section  pro- 
vided that  the  existing  vested  rights  in  real  estate  should  not  be 
impaired  by  the  provisione  of  the  act,  it  is  evident  that  it  was  not 
the  intention  of  the  government,  by  its  legislation,  to  distribute,  or 
in  any  manner  to  interfere  with,  any  interest,  whatever  the  nature 
thereof  might  be,  which  had  been  acquired  prior  to  the  passage  of 
the  act.  The  act  looked  to  the  future  only.  Hence  the  possessory 
rights  of  the  several  occupants,  including  the  church,  in  lots  of  the 
city  of  Salt  Lake,  together  with  the  improvements  thereon  at  the 
time  of  the  passage  of  the  act,  were  preserved  unimpaired,  and  such 
property  was  not  subject  to  forfeiture  or  escheat  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  act:  United  States  v.  Tithing  Yard  and  Officers,  9 
Utah,  273;  34  Pac.  Rep.  55. 

5.  Aliens.  Aliens  can  acquire  title  to  real  property  by  purchase, 
or  other  act  of  the  party,  and  hold  the  same  until  "office  found"; 
that  is,  until  an  official  determination  of  the  matter  hy  the  govern- 
ment upon  an  inquisition  held  for  that  purpose.  Until  then  no 
individual  can  question  the  rights  gt  the  claimant  on  the  ground  of 
his  alienage  and  non-residence,  either  collaterally  in  an  action  of 
ejectment,  or  directly  in  any  other  way:  fiamirez  v.  Kent,  2  Cal. 
558;  People  v.  Folsom,  5  Cal.  373;  Norria  v.  Hoyt,  18  Cal.  217.  At 
common  law,  an  alien  might  take  land  by  deed,  and  hold  the  same  as 
against  all  persons  whomsoever,  subject  only  to  the  right  of  the  state 
to  claim  it  by  escheat  upon  "office  found,"  «i  by  some  other  act 
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«T  pioe«dnre  eqaiv&lent  thereto;  uid  until  BDch  aetioa  ia  taken  by 
the  state,  the  alien  might  diapose  of  his  intenrnt  in  the  realty, 
either  by  oonveyance  or  devise,  and  his  grantees  or  devisees  would 
therenpon  acquire  title  notwithstanding  hii  Alienage.  An  alien 
eonld  neither  take  nor  transmit  real  property  hy  descent,  having 
no  inberitable  blood.  If  he  died  intestate  without  having  made  con- 
v^anee  of  the  land  acquired  by  dead,  the  same  Immediately  vested 
by  escheat  in  the  state,  without  any  inquest.  An  alien  may  pur- 
ehase  lands  or  take  them  by  devise  and  hold  them  against  all  the 
world  but  the  state.  Nor  can  he  be  devested  of  bis  estate  even  by 
the  state,  until  aftsr  a  formal  proceeding  called  "  office  found  ";  and, 
until  that  is  done,  may  sell  and  convey  or  devise  the  land  and  pass 
a  good  title  to  the  same:  Abrams  v.  Btate  (Wash.),  8g  Pac.  Bep.  327, 
32d.  Though  the  state  may  declare  an  escheat  of  land  conveyed 
to  an  alien  while  he  holds  it,  it  loses  that  right  after  he  has  con- 
Teyed  the  land  to  a  citizen  for  a  good  and  valuable  consideration: 
State  V.  World  Bea]  Estate  etc.  Co.  (Wash.),  89  Pac.  Bep.  *71.  Where 
the  statute  provides  that  a  non-resident  alien,  who  takes  by  succes- 
sion, mnst  appear  and  claim  the  property  within  five  years,  and  de- 
clares that  no  non-resident  foreigner  can  take  by  succession  unless  he 
claims  the  property  within  five  yean,  that  portion  of  the  estate  to 
which  the  non-resideut  would  be  entitled  if  he  claimed  it  in  five 
years,  but  which  he  does  not  so  claim,  vests  in  the  state,  not  strictly 
by  escheat  for  want  of  heirs,  but  by  virtue  of  the  effect  of  the 
statute.  It  does  not  return  to  the  estate  to  be  distributed  to  the 
other  heirs:  Estate  of  Fendergast,  143  Cal.  135;  7fl  Pac.  Bep.  9S2. 
The  state  may  escheat  the  property  of  an  alien  during  his  life,  but 
after  his  death  it  descends  to  his  heirs:  Abrams  v.  State  (Wash.), 
S8  Pac  Bep.  327,  332. 


Termination  of  right  to  declare  escheat  by  death  of  alien  or  trans- 
fer in  his  lifetime:  See  note  12  L.  B.  A.  (N.  a)  186. 

e.  Pmnatnia  action.  A  statute  requiring  the  alien  to  "appear 
and  claim  the  property  "  relates  to  an  appearance  and  claim,  to  be 
proved  by  acts  within  the  state  indicating  that  the  alien  asserts 
right  to  it;  bnt  a  nou-resident  alien  has  a  full  five  years  within  which 
"  to  appear  and  claim  "  the  property.  Hence  a  proceeding  brought 
by  the  attorney- general  to  escheat  the  property  of  a  non-resident 
alien  is  premature  if  instituted  within  five  years  after  the  death 
of  the  intestate:  State  v.  Smith,  70  Cal.  153;  12  Pac.  Bep.  121,  123; 
People  V.  Boaeh,  76  Cal.  294;  IS  Pac.  Bep.  407;  State  v.  Miller,  149 
Cal.  20S;  S5  Pac.  Bep.  609. 

7.  Kon-naldant  aliens.  Under  our  law  of  succession,  the  title  to 
the  estate  of  a  person  dying  intestate  vests  in  the  heirs,  whether 
known  or  unknown,  immediately  upon  his  death.  In  the  case  of  non- 
resident alien  heirs,  this  title  becomes  barred  on  forfeiture,  at  the 
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end  of  five  years  from  the  death  of  the  deceased,  anless  within  that 
time  such  heir  appears  and  claims  the  property.  And  this  occura 
withont  any  judicial  proceedings,  and  even  if  the  heirs  are  well 
known.  The  resident  heirs,  however,  are  not  barred,  ipso  facto,  by 
any  statutory  forfeiture.  They  can  be  barred  only  by  judgment  in 
a  proceeding  by  information,  and  then  only  after  the  lapse  of 
twenty  years  from  the  judgment:  State  v.  Hiller,  149  Cal.  208;  S5 
Pac.  Bep.  609. 

a.  Pleading  and  practlc*.  Under  a  statute  regulating  proceedings 
by  the  attorney-general  for  the  forfeiture  of  escheated  estates,  and 
providing  that  the  information  must  set  forth  the  facts  in  conse- 
quence of  which  the  estate  is  claimed  to  have  escheated,  with  an 
atlegation  that  by  reason  thereof  the  state  has  a  right  to  the  estate, 
it  is  a  sufficient  allegation  in  an  information,  as  against  resident  heirs, 
that  there  arc  no  beirs  to  take  the  estate;  and  it  is  a  sufficient  allega- 
tion as  to  non-resident  alien  heirs  that  five  years  have  elapsed  within 
which  no  such  heirs  have  appeared  to  claim  the  estate:  State  y. 
Miller,  149  Cal.  208;  85  Pac.  Bep.  609.  Where  the  statute  provides 
that  all  persons  named  in  the  information,  or  any  person  claiming 
an  interest  in  the  estate,  may  appear  and  answer,  and  that  if  no 
snch  person  does  appear,  judgment  must  be  rendered  that  the  state 
is  the  owner  of  the  property,  the  failure  of  claimants  to  appear  is 
sufficient  to  support  a  judgment  of  forfeiture  in  an  escheat  pro- 
ceeding; and  it  is  not  necessary  to  oflfor  any  evidence  in  support  ot 
the  allegation  that  there  are  no  heirs:  State  v.  Miller,  149  Cal.  208; 
85  Pac.  Bep.  609,  611.  The  real  purpose  and  effect  of  the  proceeding, 
with  regard  to  unknown  heirs,  is,  not  to  establish,  by  ordinary  modes 
of  proof,  the  known  ciiatence  of  heirs,  but  merely  to  make  a 
statutory,  prima  facie  showing  of  failure  of  heirs,  in  order  to  start 
the  running,  as  against  Buch  known  appearing  heirs,  of  the  period 
of  twenty  years  after  which  such  heirs  will  be  barred,  if  not  under 
legal  disability;  otherwise,  within  five  years  after  such  disability 
ceases:  State  v.  Miller,  149  Cal.  208;  8.5  Pac.  Rep.  609,  611.  Where 
the  state  has  no  right  whatever  in  the  land  at  the  time  of  the  com- 
mencement of  an  action,  and  this  is  shown  by  its  answer  in  interven- 
tion, such  answer  does  not  state  a  cause  of  action  to  escheat  the 
lands  to  the  state:  State  v.  Ellis  (Kan.),  79  Pac.  Bep.  1066,  1133, 
Although  an  information  alleging  the  escheat  of  the  estate  of  an 
intestate  contains  an  avcrmpnt  that  the  estate  is  being  badly  man- 
aged by  (he  administrator,  the  court  has  no  power  to  compel  the 
administrator  to  turn  over  the  personal  estate  to  a  receiver  that 
has  been  appointed  by  the  court.  The  statute  relating  to  escheats 
nowhere  contemplates,  even  when  a  receiver  is  appointed,  that  ho 
shall  be  the  custodian  of  the  estate  beyond  the  realty,  and  rents  and 
profits  thereof,  but  expressly  provides  that  the  administrator  shall 
proceed  to  settle  the  estate  as  in  other  cases:  Territory  v.  Forrest, 
1  AriK.  49;  25  Pac.  Bep.  527. 
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9.  Jiidgineittt.  Escheat  proceedings  should  not  be  commenced,  or 
if  commenced,  should. not  he  adjudicated,  until  the  administration 
of  the  estate  has  been  concluded,  and  the  debti  and  Uabiiitiea  of 
the  estate,  and  the  costs  and  expenses  of  adrainJBtration,  have  been 
paid;  State  v.  Simmons,  46  Or.  159;  79  Pac.  Bep.  498.  A  statute 
authorizing  the  at  torn  ejr- general  to  institute  an  investigation  for 
the  recovery  of  property  which  has  escheated,  or  should  escheat,  to 
the  state,  and  giving  him  full  power  and  authority  to  cite  any  and 
all  persons  before  any  of  the  superior  courts  of  the  state  to  answer 
investigations,  and  to  render  accounts  coocerning  said  property,  real 
or  persona],  and  to  examine  books  and  papers  of  any  and  all  corpora- 
tions, contemplates  no  other  judgment  as  the  result  of  the  investiga- 
tion for  discovery  than  an  adjudication  or  declaration  that  the 
person  cited  has  or  has  not  fully  answered  all  questions  propounded 
to  him;  has,  if  ordered  to  render  any,  rendered  full,  true,  and  just 
accounts;  and  if  so  ordered,  has  submitted  all  his  books  and  papers, 
without  concealment:  People  v.  Hibernia  8av.  &  L.  Soc,  72  Cal. 
21;  13  Pac.  Rep.  48,  50.  A  judgment  that  an 
the  property  involved  to  the  sheriff  cannot  1 
state  alleges  and  shows,  and  the  court  finds,  that  all  claims  and 
demands  against  the  estate,  and  all  costs  and  expenses  of  administra- 
tion, have  been  fully  paid  and  discharged,  and  tbat  the  estate  has 
been  settled.  Any  other  rule  would  lead  to  conflict  of  jurisdiction 
and  confusion:  State  v.  Simmons,  46  Or.  159;  T9  Pac.  Bep.  493.  A 
statutory  provision  for  a  trial  must  be  taken  to  refer  solely  to  the 
issue  between  the  claimant  and  the  state  concerning  the  share 
claimed  by  such  person,  and  not  to  the  right  of  the  state  against 
persons  not  appearing.  The  meaning  and  effect  of  such  a  statute 
is,  that  if,  on  the  trial  of  such  issue,  the  proof  shows  that  the  claimant 
is  not  an  heir,  nor  entitled  to  the  estate,  or  some  share  thereof,  then 
such  claimant  must  fail,  and  judgment  must  thereupon  go  in  favor 
of  the  state,  for  the  whole  of  the  property  described,  although 
there  may  be  no  proof  of  the  non-residence  of  beirs,  other  than  the 
constructive  proof  afforded  by  the  fact  that  no  heir  or  person  entitled 
has  appeared.  If  the  statute  is  silent  in  regard  to  the  effect  of  a 
finding  that  the  person  appearing  is  entitled  to  a  part  of  the  estate, 
it  is  obvious  that,  in  such  event,  there  should  be  a  judgment  in 
bis  favor  for  such  share:  State  v.  Miller,  149  Cal.  208;  85  Pac.  Rpp. 
609.  If  DO  person  appear  and  answer  within  the  time  prescribed  by 
the  statute,  then  judgment  must  be  rendered  that  the  state  be  seised 
of  the  property  claimed  in  the  information:  State  v.  Miller,  149  Cat. 
208;   S5  Pac.  Bep.   609. 

10.  LlmlUtioii  of  actlouB.  The  twenty-year  limitation  preseribod 
by  statute  within  which  to  file  a  petition  to  determine  one's  right  to 
escheated  property  is  exclusive,  and  no  reference  need  be  made  to 
the  limitations  prescribed  for  ordinary  actions:  In  re  Pomeroy's 
Petition,  33  Mont,  69;  81  Pac.  Bep.  629. 
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11.  BAcoTory  Of  esdiwtod  piopBitr,  rad  proc««dlngs  thentot. 
Where  the  obj«et  of  an  action  ii  to  idantify  tbo  patitionera  &b  tbe 
heiiB  of  tha  iatestate,  and  to  entitle  them  to  recover  money  escheated 
to  the  Btate,  it  indicates  a  legal  inquiiy  for  which  the  proceeding 
was  iuBtituted,  and  which  courts  of  law  are  competent  to  try.  The 
proceeding,  therefore,  is  one  at  law:  Fenstetmaclier  v.  State,  19  Or. 
504;  25  Pae.  Bep.  142.  In  an  action  against  the  state  to  reeover 
escheated  property  of  a  person  who  died  intestate,  and  without 
known  heirs,  declarations  of  the  deceased  concerning  hia  past  life 
and  history  are,  ex  necessitate,  and  as  a  matter  of  common  sense, 
admissible  to  identify  him  as  a  relative  of  plaintiff.  If  they  were 
not  admitted,  there  would  be,  in  many  cases,  a  failure  of  justice: 
Young  V.  State,  38  Or.  417;  69  Pac.  Bep.  812.  In  an  action  to  recover 
the  proceeds  of  escheated  property,  it  is  proper  to  deduct  from  th« 
fund  the  total  expense  of  the  state  in  defending  and  preserving  it, 
including  the  fees  of  special  connsel  employed  by  the  state:  Yonng 
V.  State,  36  Or.  417;  59  Pac.  Bep.  S12,  814.  In  an  action  to  recover 
the  proceeds  of  escheated  property,  the  court  has  authority  to  deduct 
from  the  fund  the  total  expense  of  the  state  in  defending  it,  although 
the  answer  of  the  state  to  the  petition  is  defective  because  it  does  not 
allege  that  any  expense  had  been  incurred:  Young  v.  State,  36  Or. 
417;  58  Pac.  Bep.  812,  814.  In  an  action  against  the  state  to  recover 
the  proceeds  of  escheated  lands,  the  claimant,  on  recovering  a  judg- 
ment therefor,  from  which  the  state  ai^eals,  is  not  entitled  to  interest 
on  the  sum  allowed  from  the  time  of  the  demand  until  the  judgment 
is  aCBrmed.

1.  Kinds  of  snaidlaiu.  At  eommon  law  there  were  four  kinds  of 
gnardiana,  namelyr  1.  By  nature;  2.  For  nurture;  3.  In  socage;  and 
4.  In  chivalry:  Lord  v.  Hough,  37  Cal.  657,  860.  But,  here,  guardians 
are  either  general  or  special;  a  general  guardian,  in  thia  state,  being 
a  guardian  of  the  person,  or  of  all  the  property  of  the  ward,  or 
both;  and  every  other  being  a  special  guardian:  See  Civil  Code  of 
California,  SS238,  239,  240.  The  guardianship  by  nature  eitends 
only  to  the  custody  of  the  person  of  the  ward,  and  not  to  bis  property. 
To  entitle  the  guardian  to  manage  the  property  of  his  ward,  he 
mast  be  duly  appointed  by  some  competent  authority.  So  guardian- 
ship by  nurture  eitends  only  to  the  person,  and  determines  when  the 
infant  arrives  at  the  age  of  foarteen:  Kendall  v.  Miller,  9  Cal.  591, 
593.  If  a  father  abandon  his  child  under  tbe  age  of  fourteen,  he 
forfeits  his  guardiaDsbip,  and  can  no  longer  claim  custody  of  the 
child:  In  re  Vance,  92  Cal.  195;  2S  Pac.  Kep.  229.  One  who  wrong- 
fully intermeddles  with  the  property  of  an  infant  ia  sometimes  held 
by  equity  as  a  guardian,  but  only,  aa  in  the  case  of  an  administrator 
de  son  tort,  for  the  purpose  of  accounting;  he  acquires  none  of  the 
rights  of  a  guardian:    Aldrich  v.  Willis,  55  Cal.  81,  85. 

2.  Qnardlan  ad  litem.

Carpenter  t.  Superior  Court,  75  Cal.  696,  600;  19  Fac.  Bep.  174. 

<2)  Applicatlim  Of  atatntes.  PTOTiaiona  of  the  statute  on  partiea  to 
civil  aetiona,  in  relation  to  guardians  ad  litem  for  minor  defendants, 
do  not  appl7  to  probate  proceedings.  For  some  purposes,  probate 
proceedings  are  not  "  civil  actions."  So  far  ae  the  appointment  of 
an  attorney  to  "  ropreaent  "  the  minor  is  concerned,  that  matter  is 
governed  by  the  special  proceedings  providing  for  such  appointment: 
Carpenter  v,  Superior  Court,  75  Cal.  59(1,  5B9;  19  Pae.  Eep.  174.  The 
courts  of  probate  of  the  territory  of  Hawaii,  in  the  matter  of  the 
care  and  super  vision  of  the  eatata  of  minors,  possess,  eicept  aa 
modified  hy  statute,  all  the  ponera  which  the  court  of  chancery  in 
England  possessed  under  the  common  law:  Hoare  t.  Allen,  13  Haw. 
257,  262. 

(3)  Appolutmeiit,  toA  duty  of  court.  The  law  in  relation  to  the 
appointment  of  a  general  guardian  does  not  interfere  with  the 
power  of  the  court  to  appoint  a  guardian  ad  litem:  Hydoman  v. 
Stowe,  9  Utah,  23;  33  Pac.  Eep.  227,  229;  and  where  a  minor  heir 
haa  aa  guardian,  it  becomes  the  duty  of  the  court,  before  proceeding 
to  act,  to  appoint  some  disinterested  person  aa  guardian,  for  the  solo 
purpose  of  appearing  for  him  and  to  take  care  of  his  interests: 
Townsend  v.  Tallant,  33  Cal.  45,  S2;  91  Am.  Dec.  620;  but  a  guardian 
ad  litem  should  not  be  allowed  to  admit  away  the  rights  of  hia 
ward:  Waterman  v.  Lawrence,  19  Cal.  210,  217.  It  is  the  duty  of 
the  court  to  protect  the  rights  of  an  infant,  although  he  appeara  by 
a  guardian  ad  litem,  and  no  pleading  by  the  guardian,  which  has 
the  effect  of  surrendering  the  infant's  rights,  or  of  prejudicing  his 
interests,  should  be  permitted  or  considered^  especially  where  it  is 
not  only  subversive  of  all  his  interest,  but  is  not  necesaary  to  the 
presentation  and  protection  of  any  of  his  rights:  Seaton  t.  Tohill, 
11  Col.  App.  211;  53  Pac.  Bep.  170,  172.  In  determining  whether  a 
guardian  ad  litem  was  appointed  for  an  infant,  the  court  will  not 
go  outside  of  the  record:  Batchclder  v.  Baker,  79  Cal.  266;  21  Pac 
Bep.  754.  It  is  not  necessary  that  there  should  be  a  new  guardian 
ad  litem  every  time  a  pleading  is  amended;  Carpenter  v.  Superior 
Court,  75  Cal.  596,  600;  10  Pac.  Bep.  174.  The  probate  court  has 
no  authority  to  appoint  attorneys  for  absent  or  minor  heirs,  Where 
the  administrator  applies  for  leave  to  sell  lands  to  pay  debts,  and 
there  are  minor  heirs  with  no  general  guardian,  a  guardian  ad  litem, 
and  not  an  attorney,  must  be  appointed  for  the  sole  purpose  of 
representing  the  minor  heirs,  before  action  can  be  taken  upon  snelt 
petition:  Townsend  v.  Tallant,  33  Cal.  45,  52;  91  Am.  Dee.  620,  A 
court  of  law  has  no  authority,  in  the  absence  of  statute,  to  allow 
fees,  in  the  nature  of  counsel  fees,  to  guardians  ad  litem  to  be  paid 
by  the  opposite  party;    Allen  v.  Lucas,  15  Haw.  52,  5S. 
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(i>  Vtt  pTMun^tlon  u  to  ftpp^ntmmt.  Where  there  is  a  petition 
for  leftve  to  sell  real  estate,  and  there  are  minor  heirs  with  no  general 
guardian,  it  is  the  datj  of  the  court  to  appoint  a  guardian  to  repre- 
sent them  before  the  petition  shall  have  been  acted  on;  and  if  the 
record  fails  to  show  that  a  guardian  ad  litem  was  appointed,  it  will 
not  be  presumed  that  such  a  guardian  was  appointed:  Townsend  v. 
Tallant,  33  Cal.  4S,  SS;  91  Am.  Bee.  617. 

(6)  ValldltT  of  appointment.  If  a  court  appoints  a  guardian  ad 
litem  of  a  minor  sixteen  jeara  of  age,  upon  the  application  of  the 
guardian  alone,  and  the  minor  does  not  exercise,. and  is  not  given  an 
opportunity  to  exerciae,  his  right  of  nomination,  "Hie  order  is  errone- 
ous, but  not  void.  And  in  such  a  case,  if  the  minor,  after  attaining 
hia  majoritT',  affirmed  the  proceedings  iaatituted  by  his  guardian,  he 
thereupon  becomes  bound  thereby,  and  the  defect  is  cured:  Johnston 
T.  Southern  Pac  Co.,  ISO  Cal.  535;  S9  Pac.  Bep.  348,  350.  The  pro- 
viaione  of  the  statute  relating  to  the  appointment  of  guardians  ad 
litem,  where  infants  are  parties,  applj  only  where  there  is  no  general 
gnardian,  or  where  he  does  not  act.  Cases  frequently  arise  where 
the  interests  of  the  minora  are  beat  subserved  by  the  special  ap- 
pointment of  a  guardian  ad  litem,  even  thoogh  he  may  have  a 
general  guardian.  In  such  case*  the  court  would  make  a  special 
appointment;  but  where  the  court  does  not  specially  appoint  for  the 
partienlar  action,  the  general  guardian  may  appear,  and  it  is  his 
duty  to  appear,  for  his  ward:  Qronfler  v.  Puymirol,  IS  Cal.  629,  632. 
The  two  positions  —  that  of  administrator  and  that  of  guardian  of  an 
infant  heir— -are  not  necessarily  incompatible,  so  far  as  general  uses 
are  concerned;  but  where  the  administrator  aeelie  to  devest  the  title 
of  the  heir  by  a  sale  under  an  order  of  court,  his  position  is  hostile  to 
the  heir,  and  ha  cannot  represent  the  heir,  but  a  guardian  ad  litem 
should  be  appointed  for  the  sole  purpose  of  appearing  for  the  heir 
and  of  taking  care  of  his  interests:  Townsend  v.  Tallant,  33  Cal. 
45,  52;  81  Am.  Dee.  620. 


Bights,  powers,  and  duties  of  guardians  ad  litem  and  next  friends 
of  infants:     See  note  97  Am.  St.  Bep.   695-1006. 

(6)  Appoarance  for  ward.  Walrar  of  notice.  If  a  father  appears 
as  guardian  for  hie  minor  children,  without  having  qualified,  and 
defends  an  action  against  them  with  respect  to  their  separate  prop- 
erty, the  minors,  though  legally  served,  are  not  bound  by  the  pro- 
ceedings. A  nunc  pro  tunc  order  appointing  him  their  guardian 
before  judgment  rendered  against  them  is  unauthorized,  and  the 
minors  would  not  bo  bound  by  the  judgment.  The  court  will,  in 
its  discretion,  make  any  such  order  in  favor  of  a  minor  not  violative 
of  the  established  principles  of  law,  but  the  court  will  not  indulge 
in   any   presumption   against   minors,   where   it   is   sought   to   devest 
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them  of  tbeir  title  to  property,  and  they  are  left  withont  lawful 
dpfense  or  representation,  due  to  the  failure  on  the  part  of  the 
plaintiff's  counsel  and  the  court  to  see  to  it  that  they  were  repre- 
sented. It  is  not  for  the  court  to  say,  after  the  trial  is  over,  and 
when  the  judge  is  about  to  announce  judgment  taking  from  them 
the  property  left  them  b;  tbeir  mother,  that  the  father,  whom  the 
judge  was  about  to  convict  of  fraud  and  wrong-doing,  had  given 
the  minors  the  defense  the  case  deserved  and  the  real  facts  war- 
ranted: Power  y.  Lenoir,  22  Hont.  189;  5fl  Pac.  Bep.  106,  111.  In 
partition  proceedings  a.  ward  mnst  appear  by  his  guardian  ad  litem, 
and  not  bj  bis  general  guardian:  Saville  v.  Saville,  63  Kan,  SSI; 
66  Pac.  Rep.  1043,  1045.  It  is  only  when  a.  person  is  a.  party  that 
the  court  has  juriadictioD  to  appoint  a  guardian  ad  litem:  Boyd  v. 
Dodson,  es  Cal.  360;  5  Fac.  Rep.  617.  If  the  appointment  is  made 
on  the  day  set  tor  trial,  and  the  guardian  ad  litem  appears  specially, 
objecting  to  proceed  with  tbe  trial,  on  the  ground  that  he  has  not 
had  time  to  prepare  for  trial,  and  the  case  is  adjourned  three 
days  by  order  of  court,  without  objection,  such  appearance  is  a 
waiver  of  the  statutory  flvc-day  notice  of  the  setting  of  Che  case 
for  trial:  Granger  v.  Sheriff,  133  Cal.  146;  65  Pac.  Rep.  873.  The 
power  to  appoint  a  prochein  ami,  like  the  power  to  appoint  a  guardian 
ad  litem,  is  inherent  in  every  court.  In  the  territory  of  Hawaii 
a  district  magistrate  may  permit  the  next  friend  of  an  infant  to 
bring  an  action  for  him  in  such  conrt.  It  may  be  better  practice  ta 
obtain  a  formal  order  admitting  the  noit  friend  to  prosecute,  bat 
this  is  not  absolutely  essential.  It  is  sufficient  if  the  court  recognizes 
the  next  friend  and  does  not  dissent.  The  main  thing  is  to  have 
the  leave  or  sanction  of  the  court:  Abin  v.  District  Magistrate,  11 
Haw.  279,  281. 

<7)  Appeal.  Afflrmance  of  jadgmant.  Where  an  action  was  com- 
menced in  the  name  of  a  minor  by  her  mother,  designated  in  the 
title  as  "guardian,"  the  judgment  will  be  affirmed,  though  no  ap. 
pointmcnt  as  guardian  was  alleged  or  proved.  The  mother,  being 
the  ward's  natural  guardian,  and  having  assumed  all  the  duties 
and  liabilities,  became  subject  to  all  the  obligations  and  restraints 
of  a  next  friend;  and  the  action  being  for  the  benefit  of  the  infant, 
the  mother  was  substantially  such  a  next  friend,  so  far  as  the  con- 
duct of  the  ease  was  concerned,  as  if  she  had  been  so  described.  The 
court  will  not  overturn  a  verdict  and  judgment  for  lack  of  a 
formality  in  name  which  could  have  been  supplied,  if  necessary,  at 
any  time  before  or  after  judgment:  Abbott  v.  Abbott,  63  Kan.  824; 
75  Pac.  Rep.  1041. 

3.  Testamentary  guardian. 
(1)  Qnardlan   appointed  by  deed  Is.    A   guardian   appointed   by 
deed  must  be  held  to  be  a  testamentary  guardian,  as  Buek  appoint- 
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ment  cannot  take  effeot  until  the  deatb  ot  the  parent;  bnt,  to  become 
such  a  guardian,  he  muet  qualify  by  giving  a  bond;  it  ia  not  enough 
that  he  be  named  in  the  deed  aa  gumrdiaa:  Murpby  v.  Superior 
Court,  S4  Cal.  592,  596,  597;  24  Pac.  Hep.  310.

(2)  Motlier's  Incapacity  to  appoint  The  common  law  did  not 
recognize  the  rights  of  a  testator  to  appoint  a  guardian  for  his 
children  during  their  minority.  While  it  made  various  proviaiona  for 
the  eare  of  infants,  and  their  cstatci,  the  right  to  make  a  testa- 
mentary diepoaition  of  the  guardianship  of  thi;  children  waa  denied 
or  withheld.  It  was  years  after  the  power  to  diapose  of  his  prop- 
erty by  will  had  been  established  by  various  statutes  that  the  right 
to  make  a  testamentary  diapoaition  of  the  guardianship  of  hta  minor 
children  was  conferred.  This  right  was  given  by  the  statute  of  13 
Car.,  c.  24,  and,  by  the  words  of  that  act,  the  father,  only,  can 
ai^iot  the  guardian  or  guardiana,  who  shall  have  the  cuatody  of  bis 
children,  and  the  control  of  their  estates,  during  minority.  The 
power  thus  conferred,  when  eiercised  to  ita  fulteat  extent,  invested 
the  testamentary  guardian  with  an  authority  over  the  children,  and 
control  of  their  eatat^H,  almost  as  coextensive  as  Chat  enjoyed  by 
the  father  himself.  On  bis  appointment,  he  supersedes  all  other 
guardians,  and  all  (control  on  the  part  of  the  mother.  So  absolute 
ia  this  power,  that  it  may  be  exerted  in  utter  disregard  of  the  claims 
of  maternal  affection,  and  despite  its  protests,  and  the  custody  of  the 
children  be  committed  to  a  stranger,  and  the  life  of  the  mother  em- 
bittered by  depriving  her  of  the  society  of  her  offspring.  It  matters 
not  bow  amiable  and  reSned  she  may  be,  how  competent  in  every 
reapeet  to  direct  the  education,  and  to  participate,  at  least,  in  the  cus- 
tody of  her  children,  the  paramouut  right  of  the  testamentary  guardian 
deprives  her  of  all  right  to  interfere  with  his  custody  of  thera  or 
their  education:  Ingalls  v.  Campbell,  18  Or.  461;  24  Pac.  Kfp.  904, 
905.  This  statute,  shorn  of  its  verbiage,  has  been  substantially  re- 
enacted  in  Oregon.  Tho  statute  did  not  impose  upon  nor  recognize 
any  civil  disability  in  the  wife,  nor  create  any  civil  disability  in  her 
which  did  not  previously  exist,  bnt  was  a  new  and  added  right  con- 
ferred upon  the  mother,  and  left  her  where  she  was  before  its  enact- 
ment. Hence  the  want  of  capacity  in  the  wife  to  make  auch  an 
appointment  is  not  a  civil  disability  created  by  statute:  Ingalls  v. 
Campbell,  18  Or.  461;  24  Pac.  Rep.  804,  905.  The  result,  in  that  state, 
ia,  that,  white  the  mother  has  au  full  and  complete  control  of  the 
children  and  their  estates  at  the  father's  death  as  the  father  has 
St  the  mother's  death,  yet  the  mother  has  no  right  to  appoint  a 
guardian;  Ingalls  v.  Campbell,  18  Or.  461;  24  Pae.  Gep.  904,  906. 
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<S>  Uotber'B  ccauent  to  father's  appolntnunt.  The  mother's  eon- 
■ent,  in  writing,  to  the  appointment,  hj  the  father,  of  a  guardian 
for  a  minor  child  is  required,  under  8  241  of  the  Civil  Code  of  Cali- 
fornia, in  all  caeee,  if  she  is  living;  but  her  consent  to  a  teata- 
mentarj  appointment  maj  be  effectuallj  given  after  the  father*! 
death,  ae  well  as  before.  The  father's  appointment  is  ineffective 
before  bia  death.  There  is  in  fact  no  appointment  at  all  until  the 
death;  and  it  is  011I7  upon  his  death  that  ber  consent  becomes  of 
any  importance.  The  appointment,  if  she  survive,  is  of  no  effect  if 
she  dissents,  and  she,  being  the  aurvivor,  ma;  withhold  her  consent, 
and  may  appoint  whomsoever  she  chooses,  or  may  herself  apply  to 
the  coart  for  the  appointment  of  a  guardian,  under  {  747  of  the  Code 
of  Civil  Procedure  of  that  state.  She  is  then  in  control  of  the 
entire  matter,  and  the  appointment  of  a  testamentary  guardian, 
made  by  the  father,  before  his  death,  becomes  valid  and  effectual 
upon  the  death  of  the  father  and  the  subsequent  written  consent  of 
the  mother:  Guardianship  of  Estate  of  Baker,  35  Cal.  Dec.  505,  507 
(May  12,  1908).

<4)  Powers  «f.  VaU<Ut7  of  acts.  Under  the  statute  of  California, 
the  power  to  appoint  guardians  is  vested,  —  1.  In  the  father;  2.  In  the 
mother;  and  3.  In  the  probate  court.  But  a  testamentary  guardian 
has  only  the  powers  of  the  probate  guardian,  and  the  powers  of  a 
guardian,  by  whomsoever  appointed,  are  the  same,  except  as  modi- 
Bed,  in  the  case  of  a  testamentary  guardian,  by  the  will  in  which 
be  has  been  appointed,  A  testator  may  make  such  special  and 
lawful  directions  ae  he  may  see  proper  to  give  with  reference  to  the 
education  of  a  minor,  his  settlement  in  life,  or  tbe  management  of 
hia  estate;  but  the  testamentary  guardian  cannot  take  the  personal 
custody  of  the  ward  so  long  as  there  is  a  mother  who  is  competent, 
willing,  and  worthy  to  have  the  custody  and  tuition  of  her  child: 
Lord  V.  Hough,  37  Cal.  657,  669.  There  is  no  necOBsity  for  tbe  issu- 
ance of  any  letters  of  guardianship  to  authorize  a  testamentary 
guardian  to  act.  His  authority  comes  directly  from  the  will:  Norrls 
r.  Harris,  15  Cal.  226,  256.  A  guardian  appointed  by  deed  is  not 
estopped  from  questioning  the  validity  of  his  own  appointment  oa 
the  ground  that  he  never  gave  a  bond,  if  he  has  received  nothing 
under  the  appointment,  and  has  never  acted  as  guardian:  Murphy  v. 
Superior  Court,  84  Cal.  5&2;  24  Pac.  Rep.  310.  Where  a  testamentary 
guardian  for  minor  children  is  named  by  the  last  will  and  testament 
of  a  decedent,  and  there  is  reasonable  ground  to  believe  that  tbe 
will  is  valid  and  legal,  a  general  guardian  of  the  minors  is  jnatified 
in  incurring  the  expenses  necessary  in  resisting  a  contest  of  such 
will,   even   though   he   should   fail   to   establish   Its   validity:     In   re 
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Brady,  10  Ida.  366;  79  Pao.  Bep.  75.  The  acts  of  a  testamentary 
guardian  before  letters  are  Uaued  to  him  and  he  qualifies  are  void: 
Aldrich  V.  Willis,  5S  Cal.  81,  SS.

4.  Oommltment  of  InfanU.  The  probate  court  of  KaoMs  has 
power  to  commit  to  the  "  State  InduBtrial  School  for  Girla  "  any  girl, 
nnder  a  specified  age,  who  is  incorrigible  and  habitually  disregards 
the  eommaDds  of  her  father,  mother,  or  guardian,  or  leads  a  vagrant 
life,  or  resorts  to  immoral  places  or  practices,  or  neglects  to  perform 
labor  snitable  to  her  years  and  condition,  or  to  attend  school;  and 
this  power  is  not  violative  of  any  constitutional  right:  In  re  Qassa- 
way,  70  Kan.  699;  79  Pac.  Rep.  113.  The  superior  coart  of  Cali- 
fornia has  no  power  to  commit  to  a  reform  school  a  person  over  the 
age  limited  by  statute  at  the  time  of  commitment;  nor  is  there  any 
power  in  an  institution  to  receive  such  person  and  retain  him  or  her 
in  custody:  Es  parte  Wood  (Cal.  App.),  90  Pac.  Rep.  961.  If  the 
■tatote  provides  that  if  a  minor  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years  is 
aecnsed  of  the  commission  of  any  crime  by  a  grand  jury,  they  may, 
in  their  discretion,  instead  of  finding  an  indictment  against  him, 
return  to  the  superior  court  that  it  appears  to  them  that  the  accused 
is  a  fit  and  suitable  person  to  be  committed  to  the  care  and 
guardianship  of  a  designated  state  institutiun  for  the  reformation 
of  minors,  and  tfaat  the  court  may  thereupon  order  such  commitment, 
if  satisfied  from  the  evidence  that  it  ought  to  be  made,  such  minor 
cannot  be  imprisoned  as  a  criminal  without  a  trial  by  jury;  and  the 
order  of  commitment  of  the  superior  court,  in  such  a  case,  is  void  as 
a  jndgment  of  imprieonment,  where  there  was  no  jnry  trial,  and  it  is 
equally  void  as  an  award  of  guardianship,  if  the  parents  of  the 
minor  were  not  made  parties  to  the  proceeding:  Ex  parte  Becknell, 
119  Cal.  496;  51  ^ae.  Bep.  692.  As  a  father  cannot  be  deprived  of  his 
child  without  an  adjudication  by  a  conrt  of  competent  jurisdiction 
that  he  has  abandoned  or  deserted  it,  or  is  unfit  to  have  its  custody 
and  control,  and  the  mother  attempts  to  surrender  the  child  to  a 
charitable  institution  on  a  void  adjudication  that  the  father  has 
abandoned  it,  and  without  notice  to  or  consent  of  the  father,  the  pro- 
ceeding is  unauthorized:  State  v.  Wheeler,  43  Wash.  1S3;  86  Pac.  Bep. 
394,  397.  The  marriage  of  a.  female  minor  takes  her  out  of  the  class 
known  as  "  children  and  minors,"  under  the  act  providing  for  the  com- 
mitment of  "  dependent  "  children,  and  makes  her  an  adult  person,  so 
far  as  such  act  is  concerned:  Ez  parte  Lewis,  3  Cal.  App.  738;  86 
Pac.  Bep.  996.  A  court  of  chancery,  always  jealous  of  the  rights  of 
wards,  will  interfere  to  ratify  wrong  committed  against  their  persons 
or  property,  whether  they  have  been  in  form  plaintiffs  or  defendants 
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in  the  proceedings  in  which  the  wrong  was  infiictad:  Bent  t.  ll£az- 
well  etc.  Ry.  Co.,  3  N.  M.  158;  3  Pae.  Kep.  721,  732.  It  ia  a  com- 
manding principle  of  justice,  and  haa  become  one  of  the  maxims  of 
the  law,  that  a  minor  cannot  apply  to  liis  own  use  the  beneficial 
part  of  a  traoeactioD  and  reject  its  burdens:  Peers  v.  MeLanghlin, 
88  Cal.  2M,  298;  26  Pae.  Bep.  119. 

5.  Habeas  coipiu  for  enstody  of  chfldretL 
(1)  Natora  of  pioceedlng.  It  has  long  bean  establialied,  that  the 
Tight  of  custody  of  minor  children  may  be  litigated  in  habeas  corpus 
proceedings.  A  proceeding  by  habeas  corpus  for  the  purpose  of 
obtaining  the  custody  of'  a  child  is,  not  to  set  the  child  free,  bat  to 
determine  whether  the  petitioner  is  entitled  to  its  custody;  and  the 
correct  view  or  ruling  is,  that  tha  jurisdiction  of  the  queetioa  of  the 
custody  of  a  child  under  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus  is  of  an  equitable 
nature,  and  courts  are  given  large  discretion  in  the  matter.  In 
cases  of  this  character,  whore  the  controversy  arises  over  the  custody 
of  a  child,  the  real  issue  is  one  between  private  parties  contesting 
a  question  of  private  right,  under  the  form  of  habeas  corpus  prO' 
ceedings,  in  which  there  arises  no  question  of  personal  liberty.  In 
such  cases  the  question  of  personal  freedom  is  not  involved,  as  an 
iufaut,  for  humane  and  obvions  reasons,  is  presnmed  to  be  in  tha 
custody  of  some  one  until  it  has  obtained  its  majority.  Such  eases 
are  not  decided  upon  the  legal  right  of  the  petitioner  to  be  relieved 
from  unlawful  iniprisoDment  or  detention,  as  in  the  case  of  an 
adult,  but  upon  tbe  court's  view  of  the  best  interests  of  those  whoss 
welfare  requires  that  they  be  in  the  custody  of  one  person  or  another. 
In  such  cases  tbe  question  of  personal  freedom  is  not  involved, 
except  in  tbe  sense  of  a  determination  as  to  which  custodian  shall 
have  charge  of  one  not  entitled  to  be  freed  from  restraint:  Tytler  v. 
Tytler  (Wyo.),  89  Pac  Bep.  1,  2;  In  re  Hamilton,  66  Kan.  754;  71 
Pac.  Bep.  817;  Andrino  v.  Yates  (Ida.),  87  Pac.  Bep.  787.  In  some  of 
the  earlier  cases  in  this  country,  the  courts  were  inclined  to  follow 
the  common-law  doctrine  that  the  father  had  an  absolute  right  to 
his  children,  superior  to  that  of  the  mother  and  all  others;  but,  on 
habeas  corpus  proceedings  to  determine  the  rightful  and  lawful 
custody,  even  in  states  which  once  followed  the  common-law  rule, 
and  whether  the  contention  is  between  the  father  and  mother  for 
poRBCBsion,  or  between  the  father  and  strangers,  the  question  ia  now 
determined  upon  the  more  humane  grouud,  generally  recognized, 
that  the  welfare  and  intprest  of  the  child  in  controversy  is  the 
paramount  question  under  consideration;  McKcrcher  v.  Green,  13  Col. 
App.  270;  58  Pac.  Bop.  406,  409.  In  contests  between  parents  and 
third  persons  as  to  the  custody  by  such  parents,  the  opinion  is  now 
universal,  that  neither  of  the  parties  has  any  right  that  can  he  allowed 
to  militate  against  the  welfare  of  the  infant.  Tbe  real  question  in  a 
ease  like  this  is,  not  what  is  the  right  of  the  father  or  other  reJativee 
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to  the  eustodj-  of  the  child,  nor  whether  the  right  of  the  one  »  superior 
to  that  of  the  other,  bot  what  are  the  rights  of  the  child.  When, 
therefore,  a  eonrt  is  asked  to  lend  its  aid  to  put  the  infant  into  the 
custody  of  the  father,  and  withdraw  him  from  other  persoas,  it  will 
loolt  into  all  the  eircumstances,  and  ascertain  whether  it  will  be  for 
the  real,  permanent  interests  of  the  infant.  It  ie  an  entire  mistake 
to  suppose  that  the  court,  at  all  events,  is  bound  to  deliver  over  the 
infant  to  its  father,  or  that  the  latter  has  an  absolute  vested  right  to 
its  custody:  McKereher  v.  Qreen,  13  Col.  App.  270;  58  Pac.  Sep.  4Utt, 
4U9,  410. 


Habeas  corpus  for  custody  of  children;  See  notes  20  Am.  Dee. 
330-337;  2  Am.  St.  Bep.  1S3-IS7. 

(2>  Jnrlsdlction  of  courts.  Temporary  order.  The  jurisdiction 
of  the  question  of  the  custody  of  a  child,  under  a  writ  of  habeas 
corpus,  is  of  an  equitable  nature,  and  courts  have  large  discretion  in 
the  matter:  Audrino  v.  Yates  (Ida.},  87  Pac.  Hep.  7S7.  In  Kansas 
the  probate  courts  have  jurisdiction  in  habeas  corpus  eases;  la  re 
Oassaway,  70  Kan.  695;  7B  Pac.  Bep.  113;  but  in  Idaho  and  Wyoming, 
jorisdietion  of  the  care  and  custody  of  infant  children  is  committed 
to  the  district  courts  and  the  judges  thereof:  In  re  Miller,  4  Ida. 
711;  43  Pae.  Hep.  870;  Tytler  v.  Tytler  (Wyo.),  89  Pac.  Eep.  1,  2. 
In  Idaho,  the  district  judge  at  chambers  has  all  the  powers  of  a  court 
in  habeas  corpus  proceedings,  and  the  judge  may  issue  an  order  for 
the  temporary  care  and  custody  of  a  person  alleged  to  be  illegally 
restrained  of  his  liberty,  to  continue  tin  til  the  bearing  of  the 
determination  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus.  Such  order  need  not  be 
issued  by  the  clerk,  under  the  seal  of  the  court;  the  signature  of 
the  judge  is  sufficient.  The  statutes  in  that  state,  in  regard  to  the 
writ  of  habeas  corpus,  must  be  liberally  construed,  with  a  view  to 
effect  their  object  and  to  promote  justice:  In  re  Dolling,  4  Ida.  715; 
43  Pae.  Eep.  871. 

(3)  Wbat  nutters,  only,  will  be  considered.  In  a  habeas  corpus 
proceeding  for  the  custody  of  a  child,  the  court  will,  where  it  is 
possible,  keep  the  family  of  the  remaining  members  of  it  together,  if 
possible,  especially  where  there  ie  one  willing  to  keep  the  family 
log<;lher  not  only  because  they  are  the  children  of  one  of  his  rela- 
tives, but  also  because  it  was  the  wish  of  their  dead  father:  Jones 
V.  Bowman,  J3  Wyo.  79;  77  Pac.  Kep.  439,  442.  The  proceeding  in 
such  cases  is  confined  within  very  narrow  limitations,  and  cannot 
be  extended  to  the  adjudication  of  claims  and  money  demands  and 
nusettled  aeeountB  between  the  parties.  The  only  jurisdiction  of  the 
court  is  to  determine  who  has  the  better  right  to  the  custody  of  the 
child,  and  to  decree  it  to  such  custody.  It  is  only  those  matters 
which  have  a  necessary  connection  with  the  question  of  the  validity 
of  the  detention  that  will  be  considered,  and  all  other  e 
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be  uniformly  rejected:  Poulke  t.  People,  4  Col.  App.  819;  86  Pbs. 
Bep.  640.  A  court,  on  a  habeas  corpus  proceeding  for  tlie  custody  of 
an  infant,  will  not  give  the  slightest  weight  to  the  religious  belief 
of  the  parties,  espeeiallj  where  the  statute  of  the  state  not  only 
fails  to  make  aoj  distinction  as  to  religious  beliefs,  but  absolutely 
prohibits  any  distinction  being  made  on  account  thereof:  Jones  v. 
Bowman,  13  Wyo,  79;   77  Pae.  Eep,  439. 

<4)  Wslfare  of  Infant  controls.  The  cardinal  principle  upon  * 
habeas  corpus  proceeding  ia  the  welfare  of  the  child,  and  to  regard 
the  benefit  of  the  infsnt;  to  make  the  welfare  of  the  child  paramount 
to  the  claims  of  either  parent.  Tbe  court  will  not  regard  the  parental 
right  as  controlling,  when  to  do  so  would  imperil  the  personal  safety, 
morals,  health,  or  happiness  of  the  child.  In  determining  this  deli- 
cate and  often  dilKcult  question,  the  court  looks  to  the  character, 
condition,  habits,  and  other  surroundings  of  claimants:  McEercher  v. 
Oreen,  13  Col.  App.  270;  58  P^c.  Bep.  410;  Andrino  v,  Yates  (Ida.), 
S7  Pac,  Rep.  787,  789;  Jonee  v.  Bowman,  13  Wyo.  79;  77  Pac.  Rep. 
439;  Tytler  v.  Tytler  (Wyo.),  89  Pae.  Bep.  1,  2,  The  practice  of 
consulting  the  infant's  wish  is  well  established  in  such  cases,  not 
that  it  should  control  in  that  matter,  but  that  the  court  may  more 
wisely  exercise  its  discretion,  and  may  learn  its  feelings,  its  attach- 
ments, its  probable  welfare  and  contentment:  Andrino  v.  Yatea 
(Ida.),  87  Pac.  Eep.  787,  789. 

(G)  Awarding  child  to  proper  custody.  The  right  of  a  father  with 
respect  to  his  minor  child  is  not  an  absolute,  paramount,  proprietary 
right  or  interest  in  or  to  the  custody  of  the  infant,  but  is  in  the 
nature  of  a  trust  reposed  in  him.  The  right  to  the  custody  of  minor 
children  is  a  joint  one,  to  be  enjoyed  by  their  parents  so  long  as  the 
latter  live  together  and  exercise  the  right;  but  the  right  of  the 
father  as  to  the  cnstody  of  his  minor  child  being  limited,  he  has  no 
legal,  arbitrary  right  to  keep  such  child  away  from  its  mother,  if  the 
separation  from  her  endangers  its  health,  and  especially  if  it  ia  of 
such  an  age  as  to  require  a  mother's  care.  Upon  the  separation  of 
the  parents,  the  joint  right  of  custody  is  severed;  it  must  then  go  to 
one  or  tbe  other.  If  the  parents  cannot  agree  as  to  which  shall 
have  such  custody,  and  resort  to  the  courts  to  determine  that  question, 
it  is  clear  that  the  court  will  regard  the  welfare  of  the  child  as  the 
paramount  consideration:  Tytler  v.  Tytler  (Wyo.),  89  Pac.  Eep. 
1,  2;  and  the  petitioner  must  abide  the  law  of  the  place  where  the 
question  is  litigated,  regardless  of  the  law  of  the  domicile:  Tytler 
V.  Tytler  (Wyo.),  89  Pae.  Kep.  1,  2.  In  a  contest  (or  the  custody 
of  an  infant,  by  a  proceeding  in  habeas  corpus,  between  the  father 
and  the  immediate  family  of  the  deceased  mother,  the  custody  of 
tbe  child  will  be  awarded  to  such  family,  if  the  moral  and  financial 
qualifications  of  both  parties  are  equal,  but  it  appears  that  tbe  child 
hud  never  known  its  father,  that  the  only  member  of  the  father's 
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boQBehold  naa  his  motlier,  abont  eighty  yean  of  age,  &ad  that 
whatever  the  child  knew  of  home  and  its  Burroundinga  was  learned 
from  and  connected  with  said  family  of  the  deceased  mother: 
UcKercher  v.  Green,  13  Col.  App.  270;  58  Pao.  Kep.  406,  410.  Where 
the  parents  are  living  apart,  and  the  mother  has  made  an  unautbor- 
ised  attempt  to  aurrender  her  child  to  a  charitable  institution,  with- 
out notice  to  or  eonsent  of  the  father,  the  court  will,  on  habeaa 
corpus,  award  the  custody  of  the  child  to  the  father,  it  appearing 
that  he  is  a  proper  person  to  have  it;  State  v.  Wheeler,  43  Wash. 
183;  86  Pac.  Bep.  394,  39S.  The  parents  are  the  natural  guardians, 
and  prima  facie  are  entitled  to  the  custody,  of  their  minor  children. 
A  verbal  agreement  by  the  father,  committing  his  child  to  the  care 
and  enatodj  of  another  nntjl  it  shall  have  attained  its  majority,  is 
void,  and  such  child  will  be  restored  to  its  father  upon  a  writ  of 
habeas  corpus.  The  authorities  almost  universally  agree  that  a  parol 
agreement  bj  the  father,  plaeing  hiq  ehild  in  the  custody  of  another, 
is  revocable  at  any  time  by  the  father,  and  that,  upon  a  habeas 
corpus  proceeding,  the  ehild  will  be  delivered  to  the  father,  unless 
considerations  of  the  welfare  of  the  child  control:  Foulke  v.  People, 
4  CoL  App.  S19;  36  Pac.  Bep.  640,  643.  So  where  a  child  has  been 
unlawfully  committed  to  a  reform  school,  it  will  be  discharged,  on 
habeas  corpus,  from  the  custody  of  the  superintendent  of  the  school 
and  restored  to  the  custody  of  its  parents:  Et  parte  Becknell,  119 
Cal.  496;  SI  Pac.  Bep.  002.  Where  the  legal  right  of  the  parent 
is  not  clear,  the  best  interests  of  the  child  will  govern  the  decision 
of  the  court.  The  legal  right,  however,  to  the  custody  of  a  minor 
may  be  abandoned  or  forfeited  by  the  acts  or  conduct  of  the  parent, 
and  in  such  a  case  he  is  equitably  estopped  from  asserting  snch  legal 
right:  Andrino  v.  Tatea  (Ida.),  87  Pac.  Bep.  787.  Where  a  number 
of  white  chUdren  of  tender  years  were  sent  to  Arizona  by  the  New 
York  IToundling  Hospital,  and  such  children  were  given  to  some 
impecunious,  illiterate,  and  vicious  half-breed  Mexican  Indians,  but 
were  afterwards  taken  from  them  by  American  residents  of  the 
locality,  who  cared  far  the  same,  and  provided  them  with  suitable 
homes,  and  the  hospital  Sled  its  petition  for  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus 
to  procnre  the  custody  of  the  children,  the  court  held  that  neither 
the  petitioner  nor  tbe  respondents  had  any  such  legal  claim  as 
authorized  it,  for  that  reason,  to  award  to  either  of  the  parties  the 
eare  and  custody  of  the  children,  but,  in  considering  what  was  beat 
to  subserve  the  best  welfare  of  the  children,  the  court  decided  that 
it  would  be  for  their  best  iuterests  that  no  change  be  made  in  their 
enstody;  and  that  they  be  left  in  the  "  changing  West,  the  land  of 
opportunity  and  hope,"  to  grow  to  manhood  and  to  womanhood,  and 
where  they  would  have  the  fullest  opportunity  possible  for  them  to 
be  judged,  not  upon  the  unfortunate  condition  of  birth,  but  upon  the 
record  they  themselves  might  make,  and  the  character  they  should 
develop:  New  York  Foundling  Hospital  v.  Oatti  (Ariz.),  79  Pac 
Bep.  231,  233,  238. 
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(6)  Attacking  adoption  proceeiUiiKS.  Where  a  cbild  has  a  mother 
liviDg,  and  it  has  been  adopted  by  another,  without  notice  to  the 
mother,  the  adoption  proceedings  arc  void,  and  the  mother,  on  habeas 
corpus,  is  entitled  to  the  custody  of  ber  child,  where  she  ia  shown  to 
be  capable,  worthy,  and  affectionate,  and  has  done  nothing  to  impair 
her  right,  though  respondents  have  bettor  financial  resources.  Thia 
should  not  be  allowed  to  turn  the  scale.  "  Children  bom  in  mangers 
and  bumble  log  cabins  have  been  known  to  do  well  ":  Carter  v. 
Botts  (Ean.),  03  Pae.  Bep.  584.  Where  an  order  of  adoption  ia  col- 
laterally attacked  on  a  writ  of  babena  corpus,  the  judgment  as  to 
the  validity  of  the  adoption  is  conclusive,  in  a  subsetjnent  proceeding 
to  vacate  the  order  of  adoption,  tbongh  no  objection  waa  made  in 
the  habeas  corpus  proceeding  that  the  attack  was  collateral:  In  r« 
Clifford's  Estate,  37  Waah.  460;  79  Pae.  Eep.  1001,  1002. 

(7)  Attacking  pUTdiaiishlp  piOC«edlngB.  The  right  to  the  guar- 
dianship  of  a  minor  cannot  be  tried  upon  habeas  corpus:  Andrino  v. 
Yates  (Ida.),  87  Pae.  Bep.  737.  Upon  the  appointment  of  a  guardian 
for  the  person  of  a  minor,  the  authority  of  the  parent  ceases,  and 
the  guardian,  if  duly  appointed,  is  legally  entitled  to  the  custody  of 
the  minor;  and  this  right  of  the  guardian  to  the  custody  of  the  minor 
can  be  attacked  collaterally  only  upon  the  ground  of  want  of  juris- 
diction in  the  eonrt  to  make  the  order  of  appointment;  and  when, 
upon  proceedings  in  habeas  corpus,  the  respondent  justifies  hia 
custody  of  the  minor  by  such  an  order,  an  impeachment  thereof  is  a 
collateral  attack;  In  re  Lundberg,  143  Cal.  402,  403;  77  Pae.  Rep. 
156.  If  the  respondent  is  the  duly  appointed  guardian  of  a  person 
of  a  Chineae  girl,  his  right  to  her  custody,  irrespective  of  the  ques- 
tion of  parentage,  cannot  be  denied  on  habeas  corpus,  not  only 
because  as  guardian  of  her  person  he  is  her  legal  custodian,  but 
because  his  appointment  involved  a  determination  by  a  competent 
tribunal  as  to  who  was  her  father:  In  re  Chin  Mee  Ho,  140  Cal.  2G3, 
266;  73  Pae.  Rep.  1002.  The  appointment  of  a  guardian  is  in  the 
nature  of  a  judgment,  from  which  an  appeal  may  be  taken;  and, 
unless  it  is  taken  within  the  prescribed  statutory  time  after  the 
order  of  appointment  is  rendered,  it  becomes  final,  and  cannot  be 
collaterally  attacked  by  the  parents  on  habeas  corpus:  Ex  parte 
Miller,  109  Cal.  643,  647;  42  Pae.  Bep.  428.  An  appointment  of  a 
guardian  of  the  person  of  a  minor,  made  without  actual  notice  to  the 
parent,  but  in  all  other  respects  in  accordance  with  all  statutory 
requirements.  Is  not  void,  and  is  not  open  to  collateral  attack  on 
habeas  corpus:  In  re  Landberg,  143  Cal.  402;  77  Pae.  Rep.  156,  160. 
In  a  great  ma.iority  of  eases  the  minor  is  in  the  carp  of  its  parents, 
and  in  such  cases  notice  to  them  is  therefore  essential.  But  where 
the  child  is  in  the  care  of  some  other  person,  notice  to  that  persnn 
will  ordinarily  reach  the  parents  at  once,  in  the  absence  of  fraud, 
if  the  parents  have  not  practically  abandoned  the  child  and  ceased 
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to  make  inquiry  in  regard  thereto.  The  court  to  which  an  applica- 
tion for  an  order  for  tba  appointment  is  made  will  alwaja  make 
inquiry  aa  to  the  relatives,  and  require  notice  to  be  given  to  them, 
where  the  giving  of  such  notice  is  practicable.  If  it  aabBequentlj 
devrlops  that  a  pareat  has,  by  eucb  proceedings,  been  deprived  of 
tbe  custody  of  his  minor  child,  the  order  may  be  annulled  or  vacated 
by  appropriate  proeeedingB;  and  the  coart  having  joriBdiction  of  a 
guardianshp  proceeding  will  always,  on  aeaBonable  application  by  a 
parent  who  did  not  in  fact  have  notice,  liberally  exercise  the  dia- 
CTCtionary  power  confided  to  it,  to  give  the  parent  full  opportunity 
to  be  heard  od  the  question  as  to  the  necesaity  of  the  appointment 
of  another  as  guardian.  And  finally,  the  guardian  so  appointed  may 
be  removed  whenever  it  is  no  longer'proper  that  the  ward  should  be 
under  guardianship:  In  ro  Landberg,  143  Cal.  402;  77  Pac.  Rep. 
156,  159.  The  petitioner  for  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus  for  the  custody 
of  a  child  cannot  base  his  claim  on  a  supposed  rightful  authority 
to  control  the  child's  person  in  thia  state  by  virtue  of  his  appoint- 
ment as  guardian  in  another  state,  and  the  jurisdiction  of  a  court 
of  this  state  to  decide,  on  habeas  corpus,  or  other  proper  process, 
concerning  the  care  and  custody  of  infants  is  paramount,  and  cannot 
be  taken  away  by  a  decree  of  an  inferior  tribunal  of  this  state; 
and  where  neither  the  petitioner  nor  the  respondent  is  entitled  to 
the  custody  of  the  child,  the  court,  in  the  exercise  of  its  sound 
judicial  discretion,  having  regard  to  tbe  welfare  and  permanent 
good  of  the  child  as  a  predominant  consideration,  will  determine  to 
whose  custody  it  shall  be  committed:  Jones  v.  Bowman,  13  Wyo.  79; 
77  Pac.  Bep.  439,  442. 

<8>  DtsdiaTge  and  dismissal  of  wilt.  In  a  habeas  corpus  proceed- 
ing for  tbe  custody  of  a  minor  committed  to  a  state  reform  school, 
the  minor  must  be  discharged  from  the  custody  of  the  superintendent 
of  such  institution  and  restored  to  the  custody  of  his  parents,  where 
the  facts  show  that  he  was  illegally  committed  for  want  of  notice 
to  his  parpnta:  Ex  parte  Bocknell,  119  Cal.  496,  497;  51  Pac,  Bep. 
692.  And  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  must  be  dismissed,  where  it  ap- 
pears that  the  child  is  not  in  the  respondent's  custody:  In  re  Christal, 
141  Cal.

Such  an  order,  de- 
cision, judgment,  or  whatever  it  may  be  called,  puts  an  end  to  the 
particular  action.  It  leaves  nothing  further  to  be  done  in  the 
determination,  becomes  res  judicata,  and  therefore  constitutes  a 
final  judgment:  McKereher  v.  Oreea,  13  Col.  App.  270;  58  Pac.  Rep. 
406,  408;  but  the  appellate  court  will  ordinarily  decline  to  review  the 
evidence:  In  re  Freeman,  S4  Kan.  493;  38  Pac.  Rep.  558.  So  in 
Wyoming,  where  an  appeal  is  taken  from  a  decision  in  a  habeas 
Corpns  proceeding  brought  to  secure  the  custody  of  a  minor  child,  the 
case  does  not  go  before  the  appellate  court  for  trial  de  novo;  and 
the  court,  sitting  as  a  court  of  review,  in  considering  the  evidence, 
will  not  assume  to  weigh  it,  but  only  look  into  the  record  to  ascertain 
whether  the  judge  abused  his  discretion  in  awarding  the  custody  of 
the  child:  Tytler  v.  Tytler  (Wyo.),  89  Pac.  Rep.  1,  3.  Ho  appeal  lies 
from  a  non-appealable  order,  and  the  appeal  will  be  dismissed  if 
taken  by  a  party  who  ia  not  aggrieved  by  the  refusal  of  the  court 
to  change  the  custody  of  the  child:  St.  Clair  v.  Williams,  23  Wash.

Orders  and  dociees  need  not  he  efgued.  There  is  no  statutory  pro- 
Tision  in  California  for  the  signing  of  a  judgment  bj  the  judge,  either 
before  or  after  entry;  and  his  signature  gives  to  it  no  additional 
solemnity  or  validity.  The  adoption  of  such  a  practice  is  merely  to 
give  the  elerk  a  surer  means  of  correctly  entering  what  has  been 
adjudged.

(1)  JOTlsdlctloii  of  court.  The  appointment  of  fuardiana  for  the 
peraoDB  and  estates  of  minors  is  an  eierciee  of  JDrisdietion  pertain- 
ing to  the  probate  courts:  Monaates  v.  Cstlin,  6  Or.  119.  The  record 
must  affirmatively  show,  with  respect  to  the  appointment  of  a 
guardian,  that  every  act  easential  to  give  jurisdiction  to  the  court 
was  performed;  Seaverns  v.  Oerke,  3  Saw.  353;  Fed.  Caa,,  No. 
12,595.  An  application  for  letters  of  guardianship  should  be  made 
in  the  county  where  the  proposed  ward  reaides:  Estate  of  Taylor, 
131  Cal.  180;  63  Pac.  Kep.  180.  The  superior  court  of  the  county  of 
which  the  minor  is  an  inhabitant  or  resident  haa  juriBdictiou  to 
appoint  a  guardian;  and  the  minor  is  a  resident  of  the  county  wherein 
he  has  resided  for  more  than  three  years,  and  has  not,  during  that 
period,  had  any  other  home,  nor  been  absent  or  away  from  said 
county:  In  re  Beynor,  74  Cal.  421,  424;  16  Pac.  Rep.  229, 


That  letters  of  guardianship  may  be  granted  by  a  judge  at  cham- 
bers, see  Ken's  OaL  O7C.  OIt.  Ood«,  1 166. 

(2>  Bight  to  appointment.  In  all  cases  where  the  appointment  of 
a  guardian  ehaU  appear  necessary  or  convenient,  the  father  shall  be 
first  in  legal  right;  and  if  the  father  be  deceased,  the  mother,  while 
unmarried,  if  they  be  competent  to  transact  their  own  business,  and 
are  not  otherwise  unsuitable;  and  if  another  be  appointed,  he  is 
not  entitled  to  the  personal  custody  and  tuition  of  the  ward,  so  long 
as  the  latter  has  a  father  or  mother  living,  who  is  competent  to  care 
for  and  educate  him,  and  is  not  otherwise  unsuitable:  Iiord  v.  Hough, 
37  Cal.  65T,  668.  The  appointment  of  a  guardian  is  therefore  i^ven 
first  to  the  father,  second  to  the  mother,  and  lastly  to  the  probate 
court:  Lord  v.  Hough,  37  Cal.  657,  669.  The  order  of  court  appointing 
a  father  as  guardian  of  his  infant  child  may  contain  directions  con- 
cerning the  custody  of  the  person  of  the  ward:  In  re  Linden,  Myr. 
Prob.  215.  Where  each  of  two  persons  filed  a  petition  for  letters,  of 
guardianship  of  the  person  of  a  minor,  and  no  answer  is  filed  lo 
either  petition,  there  are  no  issues  made  which  demand  findings  of 
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fact:  Id  re  I«wi8,  137  Cal.  QS2;  70  Pac.  Bep.  926.  The  question  as 
to  which  of  two  petitioners  shall  be  appointed  ^ardiaa  over  the 
person  of  a  minor  ehild  is  easentiallj  a  question  of  fact  for  the  trial 
court,  and  if  that  court  has  decided  it,  the  order  will  not  be  set 
aside  for  lack  of  evidence,  where  there  was  some  substantial  evi- 
dence to  snppoTt  the  appointment:  In  re  Lewis,  137  Cal.  S82;  70 
Pae.  Bep.  926.  The  parent  is  entitled  to  the  guBrdianship  of  bis 
minor  ehild,  if  he  is  competent  to  transact  his  own  business,  and  is 
not  unsuitable  as  a  guardian:  Andrino  v.  Yates  (Ida.),  87  Fac.  Bep. 
7S7.  A  parent  is  entitled  to  the  ^ardianship  of  his  cbUd  onder  the 
age  of  foarteen  years,  if  he  is  a  flt,  proper,  and  competent  person,  in 
preference  to  aaj  other  person;  nor  is  the  right  of  the  father,  he 
being  competent,  to  have  the  custody  and  control  of  his  child  at  all 
affected  by  the  finding  of  the  court  relative  to  the  health  of  the 
child,  and  the  better  opportunity  he  would  have  for  fresh  air  and 
exercise  at  the  home  of  his  grandmother,  than  at  the  residence  of  his 
father:  In  re  Salter,  142  Cal.  412;  76  Pae.  Bep.  51,  S3.  As  to  evidence 
which  is  not  sufficient  to  show  that  the  father  of  a  child  under  four- 
teen jears  of  age  is  not  a  fit,  or  proper,  or  competent  person  to  have 
the  care,  custody,  or  control  of  his  own  child,  see  In  re  Qalleher, 
2  Cal.  App.  364;  84  Pac  Bep.  352,  354.  It  Is  no  objection  to  the 
appointment  of  a  guardian  for  a  minor  that  he  would  inherit  a 
portion  of  the  ward's  estate  in  the  event  of  the  tatter's  death  with- 
out tssoe:  In  re  Masteison's  Estate  (Wash.),  87  Pac.  Bep.  1047,  104S. 


That  a  corporation  may  act  as  the  guardian  of  estates,  see  KaiT'S 
CaL  Oyc  Oodo  Olv.  Ftoc^  g  134S.  Itight  of  mother  or  reputed  father 
to  guardianship  of  illegitimate  child:  See  note  65  L.  B.  A.  6S9-G97. 

(3)  NoMsait;  of  vetitiaii  and  notice.  The  appointment  of  a 
guardian  without  giving  any  notice  whatever  is  void;  Seavems  v. 
Geike,  3  Saw.  353;  Fed.  Gas.,  No.  12,505.  The  appointment  of  a 
guardian  is  invalid  except  on  proper  petition  filed,  and  after  notice 
of  the  application:  Badenhoof  v.  Johnson,  11  Nev.  S7.  But  if  parties 
have  notice  of  what  is  in  progress  before  the  eoort,  they  may  waive 
any  formal  notice  by  appearance  and  consent.  Thus  if  all  persons 
who  are  entitled  to  notice  as  a  prerequisite  to  a  valid  appointment 
of  a  guardian  for  a  minor  under  fourteen  years  of  age,  appear  and 
consent  to  the  appointment,  no  formal  notice  to  them  is  necessary: 
Smith  V.  Biscailuz,  83  Cal.  344,  353;  21  Pae.  Rep.  15;  23  Pac.  Rep. 
314.  So  in  proceedings  for  the  appointment  of  a  guardian,  where  the 
father  has  custody  of  the  minor,  and  petitions  to  be  appointed 
guardian,  notice  to  him  of  the  proceedings  is  not  necessary:  Asher  v. 
Yorba,  125  Cal.  S13;  5S  Fac.  Bep.  137,  138.  Under  a  statute  which 
requires  the  court,  before  appointing  a  guardian,  to  cause  such 
notice  as  is  deemed  reasonable  to  be  given  to  the  person  having 
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care  of  the  minor,  and  to  auch  relatives  aa  the  court  may  deem- 
proper,  the  court  haa  authority  to  give  notice  by  poBting  for  ten 
days  in  three  public  places,  and  such  notice  under  direction  of  the 
court  is  aufficiont.  Tlie  kind  or  character  of  the  notice  to  be  given 
is  a  matter  for  the  judge  to  determine,  and  where  peraonal  notice 
is  not  absolutely  required,  a  notice  by  posting  is  sufficient:  Asher 
V.  Yorba,  125  Cal.  513;  5S  Pac.  Bep.  137,  138.  It  has  long  been  the 
settled  practice  to  determine,  in  guardianship  proceedings,  questions 
as  to  the  fltncsB  and  oompetenoy  of  parents  to  have  the  custody 
of  their  children;  but  notice  to  a  parent  of  the  minor  of  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  guardian  is  not  in  all  coses  essential  to  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  court  to  appoint  a  guardian.  In  many  cases  where  the  interests 
of  the  minor  make  it  essential  that  some  one  should  at  once  be  given 
authority  to  act  oa  the  legal  custodian,  it  would  be  practically  im- 
possible  to  notify  the  parents,  owing  to  ignorance  of  facta  as  ta 
parentage,  or  as  to  the  whereabouts  of  ita  parents.  Undoubtedly, 
a  parent  should  be  notified,  where  possible,  of  proceedings,  the  eflect 
of  which  may  be  to  terminate  his  parental  authority;  and,  un- 
doubtedly, where  such  notice  is  not  required  to  be  given,  a  parent 
wonid  be  entitled,  upon  seasonable  application,  to  be  heard  upoa  the 
question  as  to  whether  the  appointment  of  another  as  the  guardian 
of  his  child,  without  his  knowledge,  should  not  be  set  aside,  that  he 
might  be  heard  upon  the  question  of  the  necessity  of  appointing  such 
other  as  guardian.  But,  under  a  statute  nbich  requires  that  noties 
shall  be  given  to  the  person  having  the  care  of  the  minor,  and  which 
requires  that  notice  is  to  be  given  to  those  relatives  of  the  minor 
residing  in  the  county,  such  "as  the  court  may  deem  proper,"  the 
only  persons  to  be  notiScd  are  those  having  the  care  of  the  minor, 
and  such  relatives  residing  in  the  county  "  as  the  court  may  deem 
proper":  In  re  Lundberg,  143  Cal.  402;  77  Pac.  Rep.  156,  158.  The 
appointment  of  a  guardian  without  notice  to  a  parent  does  not  deprive 
the  parent  of  a  valuable  right  without  due  process  of  law.  If  actual 
notice  to  the  parent  were  a  prerequisite  in  such  a  proceeding,  no 
appointment,  in  many  cases,  could  be  legally  made,  as  be  may  have 
abandoned  his  child,  and  his  whereabouts  may  be  unknown.  The 
right  of  the  parent  is  of  such  a  nature  that  it  must  yield  to  such 
reasonable  regulatious,  after  due  notice,  as  the  legislature  may  pre- 
scribe;   In  re  Lundberg,  143  Cal.  402;  77  Pac.  Rep.  156,  159. 

(4)  Olrcnmstalices  fol  consideration.  In  considering  the  propriety 
of  appointing  a  guardian,  the  parental  request  is  entitled  to  great 
weight,  and  ought  to  prevail,  unless  some  good  reason  to  the  contrary 
is  shown:  Badenhoof  v.  Johnson,  11  Nev.  87.  The  main  consideration 
in  appointing  a  guardian  for  the  person  and  estate  of  an  infant  is 
the  welfare  of  the  child;  Willet  v.  Warren,  34  Wash.  647;  76  Pac. 
Bep.  273;  In  re  Lundberg,  123  Cal.  143,  402;  77  Pac,  Rep.  156; 
Guardianship  of  Brown,  11  Haw.  679,  SSI.     The  child's  own  ehsice.

though  it  is  not  of  a  chooaiog  age  in  law,  i 
lideration;  and  the  ties  of  natural  affectioD  are  not  to  be  disregardod, 
although  it  does  not  alna7a  follow  that  these  ties  exist  because  of 
kiDBhi[>  or  coasanguinitj:  Willet  v.  Warreu,  34  Waab.  647;  78  Pac. 
Bep.  273,  274.  The  natural  rights  of  the  father  to  the  care,  control, 
and  custody  of  his  minor  children  cannot,  and  ought  not,  to  be 
denied  or  disturbed,  in  the  absence  of  good  and  substantial  reasons; 
reasons  made  imperative  bj  the  necessities  of  such  children,  and  the 
interest  in  and  the  dotj  owing  to  them  bj'  the  state.  But  where  it 
has  been  adjudicated  by  a. court  of  competent  jurisdiction  that  a 
father  has  recently,  for  three  years,  neglected  to  support  bis  offspring, 
and  has  thereby  caused  his  wife  to  get  a  divorce,  such  husband  is  not 
in  a  good  attitude  to  come  into  court  and  ask  for  their  custody, 
control,  and  guardianship.  He  should  not  be  allowed  the  guardian- 
ship of  his  children  until,  by  a  substantial  period  of  probation,  be 
is  shown  to  have  amended  his  character  and  disposition  regarding 
them,  and  to  have  acquired  those  worthy  and  substantial  qualities 
of  heart  and  mind  that  characterize  the  reputable  man  and  considerate 
father:  Bussner  v.  McMillan,  37  Wash.  416;  79  Pac.  Bep.  988,  9S9. 
So,  where  it  is  possible,  the  courts  will  give  some  consideration  to 
keeping  the  children  with  the  surviving  members  of  the  family  to 
which  they  belong;  but  will  give  no  weight  to  evidence  of  religious 
opinions,  in  such  a  proceeding,  though  the  difSculties  and  disagree- 
ments eoneeming  the  child  arose  from  differences  in  religious  mat- 
ters: Jones  V.  Bowman,  13  Wyo.  79;  77  Pac  Bep.  439,  440,  442.  On 
an  application  for  guardianship,  the  court  will  respect  the  best  inter- 
ests of  the  child,  concerning  its  temporal,  mental,  and  moral  welfare, 
particularly  where  both  parents  of  the  minor  are  dead:  In  re  Deliow's 
Estate,  1  Cal.  App.  329;  82  Pac.  Rep.  558,  559.  A  written  request  by 
the  father  of  minor  children,  that  a  designated  person  be  appointed 
their  guardian,  does  not  have  the  eSect,  after  his  death,  of  changing 
their  domicile,  or  of  empowering  any  probate  court,  foreign  to  their 
domicile,  to  appoint  a  guardian  for  them;  Modem  Woodmen  v. 
Hester,  66  Ean.  129;  71  Pac.  Bep.  279.  For  circumstances  under  which 
it  is  proper  for  the  court  to  refuse  to  appoint  an  intemperate  father 
of  the  child  as  its  guardian,  and  to  appoint  the  child's  grandmother, 
see  RuBsner  v.  McMillan,  37  Wash.  416;  79  Pac.  Bep.  988.  The  right 
of  a  mother  or  grandmother  to  bo  appointed  as  guardian  of  a  minor 
child,  in  case  of  the  father's  decease,  is  devested  by  a  decree  of  adop- 
tion consented  to  by  the  natural  mother  of  the  child:  In  re  Master- 
son's  Estate  (Wash.),  87  Pac.  Bep.  1047. 

(&)  Bond.  Estoppel.  One  who  has  been  appointed,  by  order  of 
eonrt,  a  guardian  of  the  property  of  miuor  children  docs  not  become 
■  guardian  until  he  gives  the  bond  required  by  law;  Murphy  v. 
Superior  Court,  84  Cal.  592,  597;  24  Fac.  Bep.  310.  One  who  has 
applied  for   letters  of  guardianship,   and   has   acted   as  guardian   for 
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minor  children,  la  not  estopped  to  deu^  that  lie  is  saiih  guardian, 
because  of  his  neglect  to  give  a  bond  required  bj  tbe  Btstate,  where 
he  h&B  not  received  any  property  belouging  to  the  minors,  as  their 
guardian,  or  by  virtue  of  hie  appointment:  Unrphy  v.  Superior  Court, 
84  Cal.  593,  597;  84  Pac.  Eep.  310.

Power  of  surety  company  to  act  as  guardian 
vithout  bond:  See  note  48  L.  B.  A.  5S9.  Bond  of  guardian,  and  lia- 
bility thereon:  See  snbd.  19,  post. 

(6)  Appointment  bere,  notwithstanding  foreign  gnanUan.  The 
claim  of  a  petitioner  for  the  custody  of  a  child  cannot  rest  on  a  sap- 
posed  rightful  authority  to  control  bis  person  in  this  state  by  virtue 
of  his  appointment  as  guardian  in  another  state.  He  cannot  assert 
his  tutorial  power  de  jure  in  our  courts,  or  within  our  territory. 
Hence  a  guardian,  appointed  by  virtue  of  the  statutes  of  another 
ptate,  cannot  exercise  here  any  authority,  either  over  the  person  or 
property  of  his  ward.  His  rights  and  powers  are  strictly  loeal,  and 
are  circumscribed  by  the  jurisdiction  of  the  government  which  clothed 
him  with  the  office;  Jones  v.  Bowman,  13  Wyo.  79;  77  Pac.  Rep. 
439,  442.  Hence  the  appointment  of  a  guardian  for  a  minor  child, 
by  the  probate  court  of  another  state,  wherein  the  parent  was  domi- 
ciled at  the  time  of  his  death,  and  who  had  custody  of  such  child 
at  the  time  of  his  death,  will  not  prevent  tbe  conrts  of  this  state, 
if  the  child  hae  been  subsequently  brought  here,  from  appointing 
a  guardian  for  it:  Jones  v.  Bowman,  13  Wyo.  79;  77  Pae.  Eep.  439, 
442. 

<7)  Validity  of  appointment.  Although  an  order  appointing  a 
guardian  may  be  dual,  in  that  it  also  appoints  the  guardian  adminis- 
trator of  an  estate,  it  is  not  for  that  reason  void  as  to  tbe  guardian- 
ship. Nor  is  it  void  because  it  is  entitled  "In  the  Matter  of  the 
Estate"  of  the  deceased,  and  directing  that  letters  of  guardianship 
of  the  heirs  be  granted,  without  naming  them,  if  they  are  linown,  an 
that  is  certain  which  can  be  made  certain:  Keed  v.  Bing,  93  Cal.  96, 
105;  2S  Pac.  Bep.  851.  As  a  minor  must  be  an  inhabitant  or  resident 
of  the  county  in  which  the  appointment  of  a  guardian  is  made,  to 
give  the  court  jurisdiction  to  make  the  appointment,  it  follows  that 
the  appointment  of  the  minor's  sister  as  guardian  is  improper  if  made 
in  the  county  of  the  sister's  residence,  and  not  in  the  county  of  the 
minor's  residence,  after  proceedings  for  the  adoption  of  such  child 
had  before  the  superior  court  of  another  county  by  persons  residing 
in  such  county:  In  re  Taylor's  Estate,  131  Cal.  ISO;  63  Pac.  Eep. 
345.  It  is  error  to  appoint  a  temporary  guardian,  where  the  perma- 
nent guardian  is  a  proper  and  suitable  person  to  perform  all  of  tho 
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duties  required  of  such  temporary  guardian:  In  re  Barns,  36  Wash. 
130;  78  Pats.  Bep.  7S3,  764.  If  the  Bppointmeat  of  a  guardian  is  void, 
all  Bubaequent  proceed ingn  in  the  guard iansliip  matter,  ineluding 
sales  of  real  property,  are  also  void;  SeaveroB  v.  Gerke,  3  Saw.  353; 
Fed.  Cas.,  No.  12,585;  and  aee  Wallter  v.  Qoldsmitli,  14  Or.  125;  12 
Pac.  Bep.  537.  As  the  main  consideration,  in  determining  the  custody 
of  a  child,  ia  its  welfare,  and  as  its  relatives  have  no  legal  right  to 
its  custody,  letters  of  guardiaasliip  over  it  will  be  awarded  to  a 
worthy  person  with  whom  the  child  has  lived,  and  to  whom  it  haa 
become  attached,  by  reason  of  having  had  the  privileges  of  a  home, 
school,  church,  and  society,  as  against  an  application  for  letters  of 
goardianship  made  by  the  child's  aunt,  who  is  a  non-resident  of  the 
■Ute:  Willet  v,  Warreo,  34  Wash.  647;  70  Pac.  Bep.  273,  274.  Where 
guardianship  proceedings  have  been  instituted  and  carried  to  a  con- 
elasiou  without  notice  to  the  mother,  who  was  living  apart  from  her 
husband,  although  her  place  of  residence  was  tinown,  and  without 
her  knowledge,  and  whOe  they  were  probably  taken  with  the  belief, 
on  the  part  of  the  father's  relatives,  that  it  would  be  for  the  best 
iaterests  of  the  child  that  it  should  remain  with  them,  it  is  manifest 
that  such  proceedings  were  taken  for  the  purpose  of  depriving  the 
mother,  without  her  knowledge,  of  the  control  and  custody  of  her 
child,  and,  under  a  statute  providing  that  the  court  may  releaBc  a 
party  from  a  judgment  taken  against  him  by  surprise  or  excusable 
neglect,  a  mother  may  have  the  guardian's  appointment  in  such  a 
ease  set  aside:  In  re  Van  Loan,  142  Cal.  429;  76  Pac.  Bep.  39,  41. 

2.  Onardiansliip  of  T^-^lnrHi 
(1)  la  gsneiaL  The  Pueblo  Indians  of  New  Mexico  are  not  wards 
of  the  government,  and  the  title  to  their  lands  is  not  held  in  trust 
by  the  government.  Hot  are  they  under  the  charge  of  any  Indian 
superintendent  or  agent.  They  are  not  Indians  over  whom  the  govern- 
ment, through  its  department,  exercises  guardianship:  United  States 
V.  Mares  <N.  K.),  88  Pae.  Bep.  1128,  1129.  The  Fuyallup  Indiana 
hold  lands  under  certain  patents  of  the  United  States,  have  all  the 
rights,  privileges,  and  immunities  of  other  citizens,  and  they  are 
not  under  the  guardianship  of  the  United  States  government,  nor 
under  the  charge  of  any  Indian  superintendent  or  agent:  United 
States  V.  Kopp  (D.  C),  110  Fed.  Bep.  160.  Land  allotted  to  an 
Ottawa  Indian  eaunot  be  alienated  by  a  guardian's  sale  and  deed 
while  he  is  a  minor:  Wiggin  v.  King,  35  Kan.  410;  11  Pac,  Bep.  140. 
The  guardian  of  an  infant  Indian,  on  a  final  accounting,  is  entitled 
to  credit  for  an  amount  paid  by  him  in  compromise  of  litigation 
gainst  the  ward's  estate,  where  such  payment  was  made  under 
order  of  court,  because,  in  view  of  the  escape  from  litigation,  the 
conrt  cannot  say  that  the  best  interests  of  the  estate  were  not  con- 
■erved:    Terry  t.  Sicade,  37  Wash.  249;  79  Pae.  Bep.  789. 
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S.  Control  of  property,  rapport,  milstaiuuico,  and  custody  ot  mid. 
(1)  Control  of  property.  Guardian  ship  by  nature  eitcnds  only  to 
the  custody  of  the  person  of  the  ward,  aed  not  to  hie  property.  To 
entitle  a  guardian  to  manage  the  property  of  hia  ward,  he  must  be 
duly  appointed  by  aome  competent  authority;  Kendall  v.  Miller,  9 
Cal.  591,  592.  The  property  of  the  ward  is  in  custody  of  the  law, 
and  is  not  subject  to  attachment  or  execution.  His  estate  is  admiots- 
tered  uoder  the  direction  of  the  county  court;  the  powers  and  duties 
of  the  guardian  in  the  management  of  the  estate  and  the  payment  of 
debts  being  specified  by  tbc  statute:  Sturgis  v.  Sturgis  (Or.),  93  Pae. 
Bep.  696,  7U0.  Neither  a  guardian  nor  his  grantee  can  set  up  posses- 
sion to,  or  title  in,  land  adverse  to  the  ward:  Lono  v.  Phillips,  5 
Haw.  357,  358, 

(2>  Snvport  and  maintanasce.  An  allowance  may  be  made  to  th« 
mother  of  minor  children  for  their  maintenance  during  the  time  wben 
there  were  no  letters  of  guardianship  upon  their  estates.  But  she 
is  chargeable,  in  equity,  as  a  quasi  guardian  or  trustee  of  their  estates, 
and  tbe  accounting  must  be  deemed  in  the  nature  of  au  accounting 
in  equity,  and  be  determined  upon  equitable  principles.  The  rule  in 
equity  is,  that,  where  an  infant  has  property  of  bis  own,  and  bis 
father  is  dead,  or  is  not  able  to  support  him,  he  may  be  maintained 
and  educated  out  of  the  income  of  property  absolutely  his  own,  by 
the  person  in  whose  hande  the  property  is  held;  and  a  court  of  equity 
will  allow  all  payments  made  for  this  purpose,  whicb  a]ipear  upon 
investigation  to  have  been  reasonable  and  proper.  Where  the  income 
is  insufficient  for  the  maintenance  and  education  of  a  child,  equity 
will  break  into  tbe  principal.  A  mother  will  be  allowed,  in  equity, 
for  the  past  maintenance  of  her  children  after  the  death  of  the 
father,  out  of  the  estate  of  the  children,  though  she  has  a  separate 
estate.  The  criterion  for  determining  whether  a  past  maintenanee 
should  be  allowed  is,  whether  a  court  of  chancery  would  have  author- 
ized it  in  advance;  Estate  of  Beisel,  110  Cal.  267;  40  Pac.  Rep.  961; 
42  Pac.  Rep.  819.  A  family  of  children,  under  ordinary  circumstances, 
should  be  kept  under  tbe  care  and  nurture  of  their  mother,  if  possible. 
But  when  this  is  done,  it  is  exceedingly  difficult  to  have  accurate 
accounts  kept,  showing  the  precise  expense  on  account  of  each  child; 
and  it  is  customary  to  apply  to  the  court  for  an  order  fixing  a  lump 
sum  by  the  week,  month,  or  by  the  year,  which  is  to  be  allowed  and 
paid  to  the  mother  for  such  maintenance.  This  is  perhaps  tbe  better 
method,  as  it  serves  as  a  protection  to  the  guardian  against  a  Bubse- 
qtient  revision  of  bis  conduct,  and  also,  to  some  extent,  as  a  pro- 
tection to  the  children  againet  excessive  payments.  It  also  avoids 
the  great  expense  that  would  be  involved  in  the  keeping  of  separate 
accounts  of  supplies  furnished  to  each  child.  To  do  this,  a  previous 
order  of  tbe  court  is  not  necessary:  Estate  of  Boyes  (Cal.),  90  Pac. 
Rep.  434,  1S9.    It  is  tbe  duty  of  a  guardian  to  see  to  it  that  bis  ward 
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is  anitabty  maintained,  and,  upon  proper  application  tberefor,  the 
eountj  court  tony,  and  will,  sathorize  the  nse  of  the  principal  of  bit 
ward's  funds,  as  nell  as  the  income  thereof,  if  ceceasary,  for  tbat 
parpoae.  The  usual,  and  no  doubt  better,  practice  is  to  obtain  an 
order  authorizing  the  expenditure,  and,  as  a  general  rule,  tbe  guardian 
cannot  encroach  upon  the  principal  without  such  order.  But  it  is 
believed  this  rule  is  not  inflexible,  so  that,  if  the  income  is  not 
BtitGcient,  and  the  ward's  welfare  requires  it,  the  court  may  resort  to 
the  principal,  and  if  he  has  in  fact  used  a  part  of  it  for  the  support 
and  maintenance  of  his  ward  without  authority  of  the  court,  it  may, 
and  will  in  a  proper  case,  ratifj  such  expenditure.  If,  however,  he 
has  taken  this  reBponsibility,  he  is  required  to  make  out  as  clear  a 
case  to  obtain  the  order  ratifying  the  expenditure  as  if  bo  bad 
applied  for  authority  in  advance.  The  true  criterion  in  such  case 
would  seem  to  be  whether  the  court  would  have  antecedently  author- 
ized the  expenditure:  Cutting  v.  Scberzinger,  40  Or.  3S3;  68  Pae. 
Sep.  393,  395.  A  reasonable  amount  should  be  allowed  to  a  guardian 
for  tbe  maintenance  of  hia  ward,  but  if  he,  without  the  approval  of 
the  judge,  spends  more  than  the  income  on  tbe  maintenance  of  his 
ward,  be  does  so  at  his  peril:  Quardianahip  of  Kalu,  IT  Haw.  QIT,  51S. 
After  payment  of  tbe  ward's  debts,  tbe  balance  ia  the  principal, 
which  must  be  inveated  by  the  guardian,  and  the  income  and  profits 
accruing  From  it  are  all  that  tbe  guardian  may  expend  for  tbe  main- 
tenance of  hia  ward.  He  cannot  break  into  the  principal,  for  such 
purpose,  without  authority  of  the  court:  Quardianship  of  Duncan, 
3  Haw.  543,  544.  If  there  ia  no  proof  of  a  regular  allowance  made 
to  a  guardian  for  the  maintenance  of  his  ward,  and  it  appears  tbat 
payments  were  made  at  irregular  intervals,  as  necessity  required,  the 
guardian's  estate  cannot,  upon  an  accounting  by  tbe  executor  of  the 
deceased  guardian,  be  allowed  a  lump  sum  for  farther  payments  not 
ahown  to  have  been  made:  Guardianship  of  Hoare,  14  Haw.  443,  447. 
A  probate  judge  has  power  to  order  a  guardian  to  increase  hie  ward's 
allowance:  Guardianship  of  Kapukini,  12  Haw.  22,  27. 


Uaintenance  of  ward:  See  note  1  L.  B.  A.  304,  305. 

(3)  Contract  for  sapport.    The  guardian  may  make  a  contract  for 

the  support  of  his  wards  without  the  sanction  of  the  court;  and  if  it 
is  for  a  reaaonable  amount,  the  court  should  allow  him  credit  therefor 
in  his  account.  Guardians  are  not  always  men  of  great  efflcien<:y 
in  the  matter  of  book-keeping,  and  the  estates  are  not  always  of 
sufficient  amount  to  justify  an  elaborate  ayatem  of  accounts.  In  casea 
where  such  a  contract  is  made  without  tbe  order  of  the  court,  it  ia 
a  sufficient  itemization  to  state,  in  the  report  aceompanjing  the 
account,  or  elsewhere  in  the  account,  the  particulars  of  tbe  contract 
or  agreement  made  to  secure  due  maintenance  of  tbe  ward,  and  to 
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state  in  t^ie  sccoont  proper  the  sams  paid  in  purausDee  thereof;  thongli 
it  would  be  the  doty  of  the  court  to  scrutinize  the  contract  or 
arraagement  wherebj  the  money  was  applied  to  maintenance,  and  to 
see  to  it  that  it  was  juBt  and  fair,  and  that  the  sum  for  which  credit 
was  claimed  did  not  exceed  the  sum  paid  in  pursuance  of  the  agree- 
ment. If  the  guardian  acted  in  good  faith,  and  the  contract  was  fair 
and  just,  the  fact  that  the  precise  expense  for  each  child  was  not 
separately  provided  for  by  the  arrangement  made,  or  was  not  shown 
in  the  account,  would  not,  of  itself,  deprive  the  guardian  of  the  right 
to  credit  for  money  actually  paid  or  applied  to  the  support  of  the 
ward:  Estate  of  Boyes,  ISl  Cal.  143;  flO  Pac.  Sep.  454,  459. 

(4)  Support  of  ahandoned  child.  While  a  father,  who  has  aban- 
doned a  child,  may  bo  deprived  of  its  custody  by  a  summary  proceed- 
ing in  guardianship,  he  cannot  be  compelled  to  compensate  the 
guardian  for  the  support  of  sneh  child.  A  parent  who  has  been 
deprived  of  the  custody  of  his  child  by  such  a  summary  proceeding 
is  no  longer  liable  for  its  support,  and,  aside  from  the  cases  of 
divorce,  and  actions  between  the  parents  in  regard  to  the  custody  of 
children,  there  ia  no  other  case  in  which  the  court  has  power  to 
deprive  the  parent  of  his  authority,  and  yet  hold  him  liable  for  the 
support  of  his  child,  except  under  a  statute  providing  that  a  civil 
action  may  be  brought  by  a  child,  or  certain  relatives,  against  the 
parent  for  abuse  of  parental  au^ho^ity,  in  which  the  duty  of  anpport 
may  be  enforced:  In  re  Hose  (Cal,  App.),  92  Pac.  Bep.  671,  672. 

(6)  Custody  of  ward.  Access.  When  a  court  of  competent  juris- 
diction appoints  a  guardian  of  the  person  of  a  minor,  such  minor 
becomes  a  ward  of  the  court,  and  the  guardian  is,  in  effect,  an  arm 
of  the  court,  and  is  subject  to  the  control  of  the  court  in  the  dis- 
charge of  his  duties  as  such  guardian.  Such  court  has  authority  to 
control  and  direct  the  guardian  in  the  performance  of  his  trust  so  as 
to  insure  the  proper  care  of  the  infant.  Hence,  although  a  guardian 
has  been  appointed  for  an  infant  abandoned  by  its  father,  it  is  not  an 
abuse  of  discretion  for  the  court  to  allow  the  father  access  to  the 
child,  where  he  is  a  fit  and  proper  person:  In  re  Boss  (Cal.  App.),  92 
Pac.  Eep.  671,  672. 

i.  Duties  and  powers  of  guardlaiis. 
(1)  la  general.  It  is  a  recognized  principle  that  statutory  guardians 
have  an  authority  coupled  with  an  interest,  not  a  bare  authority; 
and  it  is  not  within  the  power  of  the  legislature  to  talte  the  estate 
of  minors  out  of  the  hands  of  their  guardian,  and  to  withdraw  it 
from  the  control  of  the  probate  court,  by  authorizing  another  party 
to  dispose  thereof.  Such  an  act  would  be  judicial  and  not  legislative 
in  its  character,  and  for  that  reason  would  be  unconstitutional ;  Lin- 
coln V.  Alexander,  52  Cal.  4S2,  4S6.     If  the  court  does  not  specially 
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ftppoinf  a  guardian  ad  litem  for  a  particular  action,  it  is  the  duty  ol 
tbe  general  guardian  to  appear  for  his  ward:  GronficT  v.  PuTiuiro), 
19  Cal.  629,  632.  Under  atatutes,  as  well  as  at  common  law,  the 
guardian  has  the  right  to  the  custody  and  control  of  his  ward's 
estate,  and  the  court  has  no  power  to  interfere  with  a  gaardian'a 
enstody  and  general  management  of  his  ward's  property,  except,  of 
course,  for  conduct  authorizing  Buspention  or  removal:  De  Greayer  v. 
Superior  Court,  117  Cal.  640;  49  Pac.  Hep,  083,  934.  A  statute  which 
provides  a  mode  of  determining  the  abuse  of  parental  authority  is 
not  a  limitation  upon  the  authority  of  tbe  superior  court  to  appoint 
s  gaardian  on  petition  to  tbat  court:  Ex  parte  Miller,  109  Cal.  643; 
12  Pac.  Bep.  428.  A  guardian  is  not  remiss  in  bis  duty  by  failing 
to  apply  for  a  family  allowance  from  tbe  estate  of  the  wards'  de- 
ceased  father  for  their  support;  and  where  the  entire  estate  of  the 
wards  in  the  hands  of  the  guardian  consisted  of  a  certain  sum  of 
money  due  each  ward,  derived  from  the  Ufe-ineurance  policy  on  the 
life  of  tbe  father,  the  fact  that  the  guardian  failed  to  procure  an 
order  for  family  allowance  will  not  prevent  him,  as  guardian,  from 
being  allowed  credit  for  payment  out  of  the  Insurance- money  for  tbe 
support  of  his  wards:  Estate  of  Boyes,  151  Cal.  143;  90  Pac.  Bep. 
454,  456.  A  guardian  should  follow  tbe  directions  of  the  statute,  and 
make  the  accounts  and  reports  therein  required  of  bim.  Hia  own 
safety,  tbe  requirements  of  business  prudence,  and  the  welfare  of  the 
ward  and  bis  estate,  demand  this.  The  statute,  however,  does  not 
require  annual  accounts  of  guardians,  but  it  would  be  better  for  all 
concerned  if  so  made.  At  tbe  same  time,  it  cannot  be  said  that  a 
failure  to  comply  strictly  with  the  statute,  or  neglect  to  render 
accounts  with  some  regularity  and  promptness,  necessarily  imposes 
punitive  responsibility  upon  the  guardian.  If  there  be  loes  to  tbe 
estate,  the  question  of  tbe  guardian's  iiabUity  therefor  depends  maeb 
upon  the  circumstances  under  which  the  loss  occurred;  Curtis  v. 
Sevoe,  121  Cal.  468;  53  Pac.  Bep.  936,  938.  The  guardian  of  an 
infant  appointed  by  the  probate  court  is  not  a  trustee  of  an  express 
trust:  Fox  v.  Minor,  32  Cal.  Ill,  117;  91  Am.  Dec.  566.  One  who 
accepts  an  appointment  as  guardian,  and  takes  charge  of  tbe  ward's 
estate,  places  himself  within  the  jurisdicton  of  the  court,  becomes  an 
officer  of  the  court,  is  answerable  to  it  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  bis  trust,  and  is  forever  afterward  estopped  by  the  record  from 
denying  his  accountability:  Fox  v.  Minor,  32  Cal.  Ill,  119;  91  Am. 
Dee.  566.

(2)  Power  of  gnaldlan   as  to  contracts.     A  guardian,   in   making 
s  relating  to  tbe  estates  of  his  wards,  can  bind  himself  only. 
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and  can  bind  neither  bis  wards  perBODnllj  nor  their  estates:  Shepaid 
V.  Hanson,  9  N.  D.  24B;  83  N.  W,  Hop.  20.  The  guardian  of  minof 
heirs  has  no  ponor  to  bind  them  hj  a  contract  that  they  shall  pay  a 
certain  portion  of  the  indebtedness  of  the  estate:  Luck  v.  Patterson, 
2  Col.  App.  306;  30  Pac.  Rep.  253,  254.

(3)  Power  of  guardian  to  asslsn  appiopilatloii  made  for  ward  bj 
probate  conrL  Where  an  estate  is  in  the  hands  of  a  probate  court, 
which   makes  an  appropriation  of  a  part   thereof  to   the   immediate 

use  of  infant  wards,  by  an  order  directing  the  executors  to  pay  to 
the  mother  of  such  wards,  as  guardian,  a  said  sum  of  money,  such 
order  is  an  appropriation,  which  the  guardian  may  assign,  without 
leave  of  the  probate  court,  and  the  assignee  may  maintain  au  action 
against  the  executor  to  recover  the  money:  Schmidt  v.  Wieland,  33 
Cal.  343. 

6.  BlgtLts  and  powers  of  gnaidians. 
(1)  Guardian  may  d«  wtiat.  A  guardian  of  the  person  and  eetate 
of  minors  should  personally  administer  his  trust,  and  not  permit  the 
business  affairs  of  his  ward  to  be  transacted  by  others,  but,  under 
peculiar  circumstances,  he  may  be  excused  for  allowing  this  to  be 
doue.  Thus  the  guardian  of  an  old  man  may  permit  the  business 
affairs  of  his  ward  to  be  managed  by  others  than  himself,  where  such 
other  persons  are  relatives,  and  are  not  only  conversant  with  hia 
affairs,  but  the  children  and  heirs  at  law  request  such  different 
management,  and  no  creditor  appears  to  contest  the  account: 
Bacouillat  v.  Kequefia,  36  Cal.  651,  656.  A  guardian  may  pay  claims 
BgaioBt  his  ward  without  prior  approval  by  the  probate  court  or 
judge:  Racouillat  v.  Bequefia,  36  Cal.  651,  657,  Expenditures  by  a 
guardian  for  repairs  on  hie  ward's  property  are  upheld  on  the  ground 
of  protection  to  the  capital  and  property  of  the  ward.  The  right, 
and  even  the  duty,  of  a  guardian  to  protect  the  land  and  premises  of 
his  ward  by  reasonable  and  proper  repairs  cannot  be  seriously  ques- 
tioned, although  it  is,  no  doubt,  better  that  he  first  obtain  the  sane. 
tioD  of  the  court.  3o  a  disburBement  for  the  protection  of  the  capital 
of  the  ward,  invested  in  property  other  than  lands,  should  be  upheld 
upon  the  same  principle,  if  the  same  be  reasonable,  and  necessary  and 
beneficial  to  the  estate.  It  follows  that  the  guardian  may  purchase 
certain  capital  stock  of  a  corporation,  to  save  the  other  shares  of  his 
ward  therein  from  depreciation,  if  not  destruction,  in  value;  and  such 
a  purchase,  reasonably  made  for  the  protection  of  such  other  shares 
of  corporate  stock,  is  not  within  the  constitutional  inhibition  against 
the  iuvestmeut  of  trust  funds  in  shares  of  stock  of  private  corpora- 
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tionfl.  To  denj'  Bueh  right  of  purehaee,  bj  way  of  protection,  b7 
reason  of  ihe  constitutional  restriction,  would  be  to  deny  tlie  right  to 
bnj'  one  sharo,  even  if  that  alone  wonld  be  the  means  of  saving  a 
maeb  larger  iDvestraent  from  total  losa:  Nagle  v.  Bobios,  9  Wyo. 
211;  6S  Pae.  Sep.  154,  158.  In  the  absence  of  fraud  or  coJluaion,  a 
minor,  properly  represented,  is  bound  as  fully  aa  if  he  had  been  a 
major  and  personally  cited.  The  guardian  of  a  minor,  tberefore,  is 
jDstifled  in  admitting  in  his  answer  that  a  homestead,  involved  in 
certain  partition  proceedings,  was  community  property:  Kromer  v. 
Friday,  lU  Wash.  621;  SB  Pac.  Rep.  22S,  231.  If  a  guardian  acts  with 
judicial  authority,  he  binds  bis  ward,  and  where  the  ward,  for  many 
years  after  attaining  majority,  aeieDts  to  a  partition  made  by  hii 
guardian,  be  is  bound  thereby.  A  parol  partition  which  has  been 
actually  consummated  by  poBsession  and  dominion  in  severalty,  and 
which  has  been  eonSrmed  upon  long- continued  acquiescence,  and  by 
many  changes  of  title,  ought  not  to  be,  and  will  not  be,  distributed  in 
eqnity:  Brazce  v.  Schofletd,  2  Wash.  Ter.  209;  3  Pac.  Rep.  26S,  268. 
Under  a  statute  authorizing  any  person  interested  in  the  estate  of  a 
deceased  person  to  appear  and  file  his  eiceptions,  in  writing,  to  an 
administrator's  account,  and  to  contest  the  same,  the  guardian  of  the 
estate  of  minors  is  interested  as  such  guardian,  and  has  a  right  to 
appear  and  contest  such  account  in  an  estate  where  bis  wards  are 
interested;  and  the  appointment  of  an  attorney  by  the  court  for  the 
minora  cannot  take  from  the  guardian  the  right  to  be  heard:  Estate 
of  Rose,  66  Cal.  241;  5  Pac.  Rep.  220. 

(2)  Onardlan  cannot  do  vbAt.  A  guardian  has  no  power  to  make 
a  contract  binding  upon  the  ward  or  upon  hie  estate,  however  proper 
and  beneficial  the  contract  may  be.  Contracts  made  by  him  affecting 
his  ward  or  bis  estate  impose  a  personal  liability  upon  himself,  and 
his  protection  from  loss  lies  in  his  right  to  cliarge  the  expenditure 
to  the  ward's  estate  in  bis  account:  Andrus  v.  Blazzard,  23  Utah, 
233;  63  Pac.  Bep.  888,  890,  The  guardian  cannot  therefore  mortgage 
the  real  property  of  his  ward  for  the  purpose  of  paying  debts,  where 
there  is  no  provision  of  tfae  statute  allowing  him  to  do  so:  Andrus  v. 
Blazzard,  23  Utah,  ^3Z;  63  Pac.  Rep.  888.  So  a  contract  made  by  him 
without  order  of  court,  for  legal  services  to  be  rendered  in  establish- 
ing the  ward's  right  to  an  estate,  payment  to  be  made  out  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of -such  estate,  is  unauthorized;  Morse  v.  Hinckley,  124  Cal.  154; 
66  Pac.  Rep.  896,  898.  Nor  has  he  any  right  to  bind  his  wards  by  con- 
tract that  each  shall  pay  one  half  of  all  "  claims  aj^inst  the  estate," 
where  such  claims  against  the  estate  were  not  the  debts  of  the  estate, 
but  debts  contracted  in  administering  the  estate.  The  debts  against 
an  estate  are,  and  of  necessity  can  only  be,  those  contracted  by  the 
parties  before  death,  before  the  property  becomes  an  estate  to  be 
administered.  A  debt  contracted  by  the  administrator,  many  years 
after  the  death,  is  not  a  debt  due  by  the  estate,  but  one  contracted 
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in  course  of  admiDiBtratioii.  Ta  allon  aaj  debt  contracted  in  adminis- 
tering an  estate  as  the  debt  of  an  estate  would  be  error,  where  the 
allowance  was  made  solelj  upon  the  authoriEation  of  the  adminis- 
trator, who  had  contracted  it;  and  it  makes  no  difference  that  the 
Bervices  for  which  the  debt  was  contracted  were  beneScial  to  the 
administrator  and  to  his  children  as  heirs.  Such  fact  wonld  not  make 
the  claim  for  such  services  a  legal  demand  against  the  estate.  There 
is  a  wide  diatinetion  between  debts  due  by  an  estate  and  those  con- 
tracted in  tbe  course  of  an  administration,  and  in  the  manner  of  their 
allowance:  Lusk  v.  Patterson,  2  Col.  App.  306;  30  Fae.  Bep.  253,  254. 
A  guardian,  who  has  not  obtained  an  order  of  court  authorizing  bim 
to  perform  work  on  the  property  of  his  ward,  cannot  subject  the 
property  of  his  ward  to  a  mechanic's  lieu  for  work  done  thereon  by  a 
mechanic  under  a  contract  with  the  gaardian;  Fish  v.  McCarthy,  96 
Cal.  4S4i  31  Pac.  Bep.  529.  If  the  guardian  of  a  minor's  estate  makes 
his  individual  mortgage  to  his  ward  to  secnre  a  debt  due  from  him 
to  the  estate,  the  guardian  cannot  satisfy  such  mortgage  without 
authority  of  the  court,  and  without  payment  of  the  debt:  Jennings  v. 
Jennings,  104  Cal.  150;  37  Pac.  Bep.  794,  796.  If  a  guardian  makes 
application  for  a  substitution  of  attorneys,  an  order  for  such  substitu- 
tion does  not  authorize  a  contract  with  tbe  new  attorney  affecting  the 
ward's  property:  McKee  v.  Hunt,  142  Cal.  526;  7T  Fac.  Bep.  1103. 
The  executors  of  a  deceased  guardian  have  no  authority  to  present 
his  account  for  settlement  to  a  probate  court,  nor  has  such  court 
jurisdiction  over  the  matter:  In  re  Allgier,  65  Cal.  228,  230;  3  Pac. 
Bep.  S49.  The  general  guardian  of  a  minor,  as  snch,  bae  no  right  to 
the  custody  and  management  of  trust  property.  It  ie  for  the  trustees 
to  manage  the  trust  fund,  under  the  directions  of  the  court,  paying 
for  the  maintenance  and  support  of  tbe  minor  such  sums  as  may  be 
necessary,  paying  them,  iudeed,  to  the  general  guardian  of  the  minor, 
if  the  court  should  bold  such  to  be  the  advisable  course,  and  being 
protected  in  their  payments  by  the  order  of  tbe  court.  But,  on  the 
other  hand,  if  the  execution  of  tbe  trust  be  arrested  for  lack  of  » 
trustee,  it  is  proper  for  the  guardian  to  apply  to  the  court  to  fill  the 
vacant  trusteeship,  and  the  court,  in  the  eiercise  of  its  powers,  may 
appoint  any  fit  and  proper  person,  whether  the  guardian  or  another,  to 
the  vacancy.  But,  if  the  guardian  should  be  appointed,  he  would  not 
take  the  trust  property  as  guardian,  but  as  trustee:  Halliuan  v. 
Hearst,  133  Cal.  645;  66  Pac.  Bep.  17,  19.  The  last  will  and  testament 
of  the  ward  is  not  an  asset  of  his  estate,  nor  is  it  any  evidence  of 
the  ward's  title  to  property.  Neither  is  it  an  inBtrument  which  the 
guardian  can  use  in  the  recovery  of  an  asset.  It  cannot  in  any  way 
relate  to  any  matter  within  his  power  or  duties,  nor  in  any  mauaer 
affect  his  action  as  a  guardian,  because  it  cannot  take  effect  until 
after  his  authority  has  ceased.  He  certainly  cannot  annul,  revoke, 
destroy,  or  in  any  way  dispose  of  it,  nor  can  the  court  authorize  him 
to  do  so,  and  he  is  not  entitled  to  its  possession  or  to  a  linowledgs 
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of  ita  eoutenta.  If  it  were  in  Ma  hands,  of  course  it  would  be  his 
duty  to  preaerve  it.  But  a  person,  if  competent  to  make  a  will,  has 
a  right  to  select  its  custodian,  and  the  subsequent  incompetency  of 
the  maker  of  the  will  does  not  entitle  the  guardian  to  the  paSBesBion 
of  the  inBtmment:  Uastick  v.  Superior  Court,  94  CaL  347,  349;  29 
Pac.  Sep.  869.  So  far  as  general  uses  are  concernsd,  it  is  not  neces- 
sarilj  incompatible  to  unite  in  the  aame  person  the  capacities  of 
administrator  and  ffuardian.  But,  in  a  special  proceeding  set  on  foot 
by  such  peraon,  as  administrator,  against  hia  ward,  and  for  the  dis- 
tinctive parpoae  of  devesting  the  ward  of  hia  title  as  heir,  such  person 
cannot  represent  the  ward:  Townaend  v.  Tallant,  33  CaL  4S,  52;  91 
Am.  Dec.  617, 

(3)  Actions, by  guardian.  A  guardian  ia  not  permitted  to  bring 
suit  in  his  own  name,  and  in  hia  individual  capacity,  for  money  or 
property  belonging  to  the  ward;  but  must  bring  suit  as  guardian: 
DennUoa  v.  Willcut,  3  Ida.  793;  35  Fae.  Bep.  69tj.  If,  pending  ■  Bait 
by  a  guardian,  the  ward  becomes  of  age,  he  ia  entitled  to  be  aub- 
atituted  as  plaintiff,  where  the  guardian  has  been  discharged,  and 
revivor  is  neither  necessary  nor  proper;  Shattuck  v.  Wolf,  72  Kan. 
366;  83  Pac.  Rep.  1U93.  An  averment,  in  a  petition,  that  a  guardian 
was  appointed  is  put  in  iaaue  by  a  verified  answer  denying  generally 
the  averments  of  the  petition,  where  the  affiant  states  that  the  denials 
or  contents  of  the  answer  are  true:  Caple  v.  Drew,  70  Ean.  136;  78 
Pac.  Bep.  427.  If  an  action  is  brought  in  behalf  of  minors  by  their 
guardian,  it  ia  incumbent  upon  the  guardian  to  set  out  facta  in  an 
issuable  form,  in  hia  complaint,  which  show  hia  representative  capacity 
and  the  character  in  which  he  sues;  aud  a  complaint,  in  such  a  case, 
which  does  not  do  so  ia  demurrable.  But  auch  demurrer  must  be 
special,  and  upon  the  ground  of  want  of  capacity  to  sue,  and,  unlesa 
so  made,  auch  objection  is  waived:  Dalrymple  v.  Security  L.  &  T.  Co., 
9  H.  D.  306;  83  N.  W.  Bep.  245.  In  an  action  by  a  guardian  of  the 
estate  of  minors,  upon  a  promiaaory  note  which  ia,  in  terma,  payable 
neither  to  auch  guardian  nor  to  his  warda,  but  to  another  person,  and 
is  not  indorsed  either  generally  or  by  special  indorsement,  the  owner- 
ship of  which  is  challenged  by  an  express  denial  in  the  answer,  it  ia 
held,  DUder  the  evidence  referred  to  in  the  opinion,  ahowing  that  said 
note  was  delivered  to  the  county  court  by  the  payee,  who  formerly 
had  been  guardian  of  the  estate  of  said  minors,  to  cover  a  shortage 
arising  from  his  unlawful  use  of  the  trust  funda,  and  that  the  aame 
waa  accepted  by  aaid  court,  that  title  thereto  ia  established  in  tho 
wards:  Shepard  v.  Hanson,  10  N.  D.  194;  86  N.  W.  Bep.  704. 

(A)  Acttona  against  guardians.    It  ia  well  established  that  a  eettle- 

ment  of  an  administrator's  account  by  the  decree  of  a  probate  court 

does  not  conclude  as  to  property  accidentally  or  fraudulently  withheld 

from  the  account.    If  the  property  be  omitted  by  mistake,  or  be  subse- 
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qnently  diacovcred,  a,  court  of  equity  may  exerciae  its  jnritdictlon  io 
the  premiseB,  and  take  auch  action  aa  jastice  to  the  beira  of  the 
deceased,  or  to  the  creditora  of  tlie  estate,  may  require,  even  if  the 
probate  court  might,  in  aucb  case,  open  its  decree,  aud  admiaiater 
npon  the  omitted  property;  and  a  fraudulent  concealment  of  propertjr, 
or  a  fraudulent  disposition  of  it,  is  a  general  and  always  existing 
ground  for  the  interpoaition  of  equity;  liataillado  v.  Orena,  91  Cal. 
565;  ST  Pac.  Rep.  &24,  926.  In  an  action  againat  a  gnardian  for  an 
accounting  aa  to  moneys  received  by  the  defendant,  and  in  part  held 
by  him  in  trust  for  the  plaintiff,  the  money  received  constitutes,  in 
defendant's  hands,  a  single  fund,  though  derived  from  sales  of  real 
and  personal  property,  and  received  at  different  times:  lAtaillade  v. 
OreSa,  91  Cal.  563;  27  Pac.  Bep.  924.  If  a  plaintiff  had  no  knowledge, 
and  no  reason  to  suspect,  that  a  fraud  was  being  practised  upon  faim, 
there  was  nothing  to  put  bim  upon  inquiry,  and,  under  such  circum- 
stances, it  cannot  be  said  that  be  failed  to  use  due  diligence  to  detect 
the  fraud,  and  he  cannot  be  presumed  to  have  known  anything  con- 
cerning it.  Hence,  if  the  complaint  states  wlien  the  discovery  of 
fraud  was  made,  and  what  it  was,  and  how  it  was  made,  and  why 
it  was  not  made  sooner,  it  is  suflicieDt  in  this  respect;  Latailiade  v. 
OreSa,  91  Cal.  665;  27  Pac.  Sep.  924,  927.  In  partition  proceedings, 
where  tbe  guardian  of  infanta  having  an  interest  in  the  property 
was  personally  served  with  process,  and  he  answered,  and  was  repre- 
sented by  counsel  throughout  the  proceedings,  the  minors  are  bound 
by  the  acta  of  tbeir  representative:  Kromer  v.  Friday,  10  Wash.  621; 
39  Pac.  Bep.  229,  234.  An  action  cannot  be  maintained  against  a 
guardian  upon  the  liability  of  a  ward,  but  only  against  the  ward, 
and  the  guardian  being  a  proper  party,  he  may  appear  and  defend 
the  action  in  the  interest  of  tbe  ward,  but  is  not  a  party  for  the  pur- 
pose of  establishing  a  personal  liability  against  him:  Sturgia  v. 
Sturgis  (Or.),  93  Pac.  Bep.  696,  699.

6.  InTeatmeilts  by  gnardiail.  The  guardian  of  a  minor  has  power 
to  invest  moneys  of  his  ward  without  an  or^er  of  court;  but  if  ha 
does  so,  it  is  generally  at  his  own  risk.  If  an  opportunity  for  an 
investment  presents  itself  to  a  guardian,  he  should  protect  himself 
by  making  an  application  to  tbe  court  for  authority  to  invest  the 
ward's  money.  An  order  for  investment  or  other  management  of  the 
funds,  thus  obtained,  will  protect  the  guardian,  although  misfortune 
follows.  But  where  the  guardian  acta  upon  his  own  judgment,  he  is 
held  to  a  more  strict  accountability;  Guardianship  of  Cardwell,  55 
Cal.  137,  141.  An  order  of  court  directing  the  guardian  to  lend  funds 
of  bis  ward  on  the  terms  and  security  therein  stated  will  protect  tbe 
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guardian  from  all  liabilitj  by  reason  of  encli  loan,  it  it  is  made  on 
iDBuffieient  aeeurity.  There  could  be  no  purpoie  in  Becuring  such  order, 
or  any  reason  for  tlie  enactment  of  the  etatute  authorizing  it,  if  it  did 
not  afford  protection:  In  re  Schandoney's  Estate,  133  Cal.  3ST;  G5 
Pac.  Sep.  877,  878.  If  a  guardian  lenda  twenty  thousand  dollars  of  the 
eaCate  of  his  ward,  taking  therefor,  as  security,  sixty  thousand  dol- 
lars of  dividend -paying  stock,  worth  par,  the  ward  cannot  except 
to  SQch  iuTestment,  where  the  guardian,  before  making  it,  examined 
the  books  of  the  corporations  issuing  the  stock,  and  was  convinced 
that  sueh  corporations  were  sound  and  the  stock  worth  par,  and  did 
not  made  the  investment  until  after  he  had  taken  the  advice  of  his 
counRel  and  of  the  judge  having  control  of  the  estate:  Nagic  v. 
Bobins,  9  Wyo.  211;  62  Pac.  Kep.  154,  161.  It  must  be  observed,  how- 
ever, that  conversations  between  the  guardian  and  the  judge  of  the 
court  having  control  of  the  ward's  estate,  preceding  investments  by 
the  guardian,  and  verbal  advice  of  the  judge  to  make  such  invest- 
ments, are  not  such  orders  and  directions  as  the  statute  authoriz.s 
the  court  to  make  in  the  premises.  They  may  show  the  guardian's 
good  faith  and  the  knowledge  of  the  judge  at  the  time  of  entering 
the  orders  of  approval;  but  the  advice  of  a  judge,  given  verbally, 
under  such  ctrcum stances,  is  not  to  be  regarded  as  tantamount  to  an 
order  contemplated  by  the  statute:  Nagle  v.  Kobins,  9  Wyo.  211;  62 
Pac.  Rep.  154,  157.  Furthermore,  an  intermediate  order  of  approval 
of  the  report  of  a  guardian  does  not  protect  him  to  the  same  extent 
as  an  original  order  directing  such  investments  as  the  guardian  may 
have  made:  Nagle  v.  Kobins.  9  Wyo.  211;  62  Pac.  Hep.  154,  156.  The 
gosrdian  has  power  to  make  investments  by  loan,  and  to  spend  money 
for  repairs  and  for  the  protection  of  the  estate  in  his  hands  generally, 
and  ordinarily  without  an  order  of  court.  But  in  doing  so  be  runs 
the  risk  of  having  his  acts  disapproved  by  the  court.  The  difference 
between  an  investment  made  with  and  one  made  without  a  previous 
order  affects  only  the  rights  of  the  ward,  and  the  liability  and 
risk  of  the  guardian.  Where  the  investment  is  made  without 
an  order  of  court,  it  is  subject  to  attack  by  the  ward  upon  the 
final  settlement;  but  where  the  investment  is  made  by  an  order  of 
court,  it  is  not  subject  to  attack  by  the  ward  upon  final  settle- 
ment. The  absence  of  an  order  of  court,  directing  a  loan  of  the 
ward's  money,  is  not  alone  sufficient  to  entitle  the  ward  to  refuse  to 
accept  the  investment:  Nagle  v.  Robins,  9  Wyo.  211;  62  Pac,  Rep. 
154,  156,  137.  If  the  guardian  haa  authority  to  make  the  investment 
without  an  order  previously  obtained,  the  subsequent  intermediate 
approval  thereof  stands  upon  the  same  footing  as  approvals  of  current 
accounts,  or  annual  settlements  of  accounts,  pending  the  continuance 
of  the  guardianship.  It  is  generally  held  that  such  approvals  and 
settlements,  while  prima  facie  evidence  of  correctness,  are  not  con- 
clusive upon  the  ward;  Nagle  v.  Bobins,  9  Wyo.  211;  62  Pac.  Bep. 
154,  157.    In  the  territory  of  Hawaii  the  investment  of  the  funds  of  a 
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ward  by  bis  guardian  is  not  restricted  to  public  Becuritiea  and  real 
estate  martgages.  Such  funds  maj  be  invested  in  the  bonds  of  pri- 
vate iudnetrial  corporations,  if  sucb  bonds  are  amply  secured  by  a 
mortgage  deed  of  trust  and  are  regarded  with  favor  by  prudent 
inveators.  But  the  purchase  of  auch  bonds,  by  the  guardian  of  a 
minor,  from  a  corporation  of  which  he  ia  the  treasurer  and  one  of 
the  directors,  ie  voidable  at  the  election  of  the  cestui  que  tmst: 
Onardiaoship  of  Parker,  14  Haw.  347,  358. 

7.  Salas  of  land. 
(I)  In  general.  The  sale  of  real  estate  is  not  one  of  the  general 
duties  of  a  guardian;  and  a  ward  cannot,  therefore,  on  obtaining  hia 
majority,  maintain  a  suit  against  the  guardian  and  the  surety  on 
bis  general  bond  to  recover  moneys  received  by  the  guardian  on  a 
sale  of  the  ward's  realty,  and  not  accounted  for,  where  the  statute 
does  not,  in  direct  terms,  require  a  condition  in  the  general  bond 
to  account  for  the  proceeds  of  such  sales:  Henderson  v.  Coover,  4 
Nev.  4S9,  433,  434.  A  guardian  cannot  sell  his  ward's  property  with- 
out an  order  of  court,  and  this  includes  personal  property;  Kendall  v. 
Miller,  9  Cal.  591;  De  la  Montagnie  v.  Union  Ins,  Co.,  42  Cal.  290, 
293.  Bvery  alienation  of  the  property  of  the  ward,  if  made  by  the 
guardian  without  order  of  court,  is  void:  De  la  Montagnie  v.  Union 
Ins.  Co.,  42  Cal.  290,  293.  If  a  guardian,  however,  is  authorized  by 
an  act  of  the  legislature  to  sell  his  ward's  real  estate,  subject  to 
approval  by  the  court,  his  sale  thereof,  under  such  authority,  is  valid; 
but  he  has  no  authority  to  accept  anything  but  money  in  payment  of 
the  purchase  price:  Brenham  v.  Davidson,  51  Cal.  352,  356.  To  make 
a  valid  sale  in  pursuance  of  such  authority,  the  person  making  it  must 
first  have  received  an  appointment  as  guardian  by  the  probate  court 
in  accordance  with  the  general  statutes  upon  that  subject;  otherwise 
the  sale  is  void:  Paty  v.  Smith,  50  Cal.  153,  158,  A  proceeding  for 
the  sale  of  land  by  a  guardian  is  in  the  nature  of  a  proceeding  in 
rem:  Gager  v.  Henry,  5  Saw.  237;  Fed.  Cas.,  No.  5,172.  The  parent 
of  a  minor  has  no  authority,  a.8  his  natural  guardian,  to  transfer 
his  real  property:  McNeil  v.  First  Cong.  Soc,  66  Cal.  105;  4  Pac. 
Eop.  1096,  1099.  A  guardian  may,  upon  order  of  the  court,  sell  hie 
ward's  real  estate  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  debts  and  eipenses 
of  the  guardianship:  Andrus  v.  Blazzard,  23  Utah,  233;  63  Pac.  Bep. 
8SS,  S90.  The  power  to  sell  the  real  estate  of  a  minor  is  statutory, 
and  a  substantial  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  statnte 
is  necessary  to  devest  the  minor  of  his  title,  and  this  must  be  afiBrma- 
tively  shown  by  the  record:  Onnan  v,  Bowles,  18  Col.  463;  33  Pac. 
Rep.  109,  111.  Title  to  a  ward's  land  passes  by  the  guardian's  deed 
therefor,  and  not  by  the  confirmation  of  the  sale:  Scarf  v.  Aldrich, 
97  Cal.  360;  32  Pac.  Rep.  324,  327.  In  determining  whether  the  real 
or  personal  estate  should  be  sold,  the  court  should  ordinarily  be 
governed   by  the   same  reasons   which   would   influence   a   competent 
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Bdnlt  in  disposing  of  hU  own  piaperty.  A  determinatian  of  what  is 
for  the  b«Bt  interest  of  the  ward  must  control.  A  probate  lioiiieBtead 
which  has  been  set  aside  to  a  surviving  wife  and  children,  under 
order  of  court,  maj  be  sold,  and  a  good  title  to  the  interest  of  the 
minora  passed,  where  the  adult  heirs  have  ail  concurred  in  tbe  sale,  if 
such  sale  is  deemed  hj  the  court  to  he  advantageous  to  the  estate  of 
the  minors:  Estate  of  Hamilton,  120  Gal.  421;  52  Pac.  Bep.  708,  TW, 
710.  The  probate  courts  of  New  Meiieo  have  jurisdiction  to  make 
an  order  appointing  a  special  guardian  to  sell  the  undivided  interest 
of  minor  heirs  in  certain  lands  owned  by  their  deceased  father,  for 
the  benefit  of  said  heirs,  and  a  conveyance  by  the  special  guardian, 
made  under  authority  of  such  order,  is  not  void:  Hagerman  v.  Meeks 
(N.  M.),  86  Pac,  Bep.  801,  802,  An  agent  of  the  guardian  of  an  infant 
owner  of  real  estate  has  no  power  to  make  an  executory  contract  for 
the  sale  of  the  infant's  real  estate.  Such  a  sale  can  only  be  made 
upon  an  order  of  the  probate  court,  and  subject  to  the  court's  approval: 
Qanlt  Lumber  Co.  v.  Pyles  (Okl.),  62  Pac.  Bep.  175.  The  guardian 
of  a  minor  ward  has,  in  general,  no  authority  to  set!  the  ward's  estate. 
unless  authorized  by  a  competent  court;  nor  has  he  authority  to  sell 
at  will  the  personal  estate  of  his  ward:  Washabangh  v.  Hall,  4  8.  D. 
188;  56  N,  W.  Eep.  82.  There  is  a  distinction  to  be  observed  between 
sales  by  guardians  and  sales  by  ezecntora  or  administrators.  A  sale 
by  a  guardian  is  antborized,  either  when  necessary  to  maintain  or 
educate  the  ward,  or  when  expedient  for  the  purpose  of  a  profitable 
investment  of  the  proceeds,  but  no  sale  of  a  decedent's  estate  by  an 
executor  or  administrator  is  authoriaod  except  when  it  is  "  necessary  " 
to  pay:  1.  Family  allowances;  2.  Debts  of  the  decedent;  3.  Expense 
of  administration;  4.  Legacies:  Smith  v.  Biseailu!:,  83  Cal.  344,  349; 
21  Pae.  Bep.  15;  23  Pac.  Bep.  314. 


a  tor.  In  order  to  render  a  guardian's  sale  effectual  to 
confer  a  valid  title,  the  probate  court  must  have  acquired  jurisdiction 
of  the  case  by  the  presontation  of  a  proper  petition  by  the  guardian. 
What  shall  be  the  contents  of  such  a  petition  is  prescribed  by  the 
statute,  and  the  petition  should  be  in  substantial  conformity  with  its 
requirements:  Fitch  v.  Miller,  20  Cal.  352,  381.  The  petition  must 
set  forth  the  condition  of  the  estate  of  the  ward,  and  the  facts  and 
circumstances  on  which  the  petition  is  founded,  tending  to  show 
the  necessity  or  expediency  of  the  sale,  and  the  petition  must  be 
verified  by  the  oath  of  the  petitioner:  Fitch  v.  Miller,  20  Cal.  352, 
381.  The  necessity  or  expediency  of  the  sale  must  arise  from  one  or 
more  of  these  eircumstauees:  1.  The  evidence  of  debts  due  from  the 
ward,  which  cannot  be  paid  out  of  his  personal  estate  and  the  income 
of  his  real  estate.  2.  The  insufficiency  of  the  income  of  the  estate  of 
the  ward  to  maintain  the  ward  and  his  family,  or  to  educate  his 
family,  or  to  educate  him  when  a  minor.  3.  That  it  would  be  for  the 
benefit  of  the  ward  that  his  real  estate,  or  a  part  thereof,  should  be 
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Bold,  and  the  proceeds  put  out  on  Interest,  or  in  vetted  in  some  pro- 
ductivo  stock.  In  order  to  enable  the  court  to  judge  of  tliiB  necessity 
or  expediency,  the  first  requisite  of  the  petition  is  that  it  shall  set 
forth  the  condition  of  the  estate,  but  the  statute  does  not  require  that 
it  shall  designate  the  value  of  the  several  items  and  parcels  of  prop- 
erty of  which  the  estate  eocsists;  it  is  necessary  only  to  state  the 
condition  in  such  manner  as  to  enable  the  court  to  judge  of  the 
existence  of  one  or  more  of  the  circumstanceB  above  specified,  render- 
ing a  sale  necessary  or  expedient:  Fitch  v.  Miller,  20  CaL  352,  382.  If 
the  sale  is  asked  upon  the  ground  that  it  is  "  necessary,"  there  is  the 
same  reason  for  requiring  a  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  ward's 
whole  estate  as  exists  in  the  ordinary  case  of  a  sale  by  an  executor 
or  administrator;  namely,  to  enable  the  court  to  decide  what  particular 
part  it  is  best  to  sell.  But  If  the  sale  ia  asked  upon  tbe  ground  that 
it  is  for  the  "  interest  "  of  the  ward  that  some  portion  of  his  lands 
shonld  be  sold  and  the  proceeds  invested,  it  is  manifest  that  the 
condition  of  the  property  to  be  sold  is  the  only  matter  to  be  inquired 
into,  and  that  the  policy  or  expediency  of  selling  it  is  in  no  wiaa 
affected  by  the  condition  of  other  portions  of  his  estate.  The 
beginning  and  the  end  of  inquiry  in  such  case  is,  whether  the  price  of 
the  land  to  be  sold  can  be  invested  to  better  advantage  in  something 
else;  and  a  petition  which  fairly  presents  this  question  ought  to  be 
Budicient  to  give  the  court  jurisdiction  to  make  the  order  of  sale,  as 
it  is  by  express  enactment  in  the  case  of  mining  claims  belonging 
to  the  estates  of  decedents:  amith  v.  Biscailuz,  83  Cal.  344,  351);  21 
Pac.  Rep.  15;  23  Pac.  Rep.  314.  A  petition  by  gnardian  to  sell  his 
ward's  realty  is  not  a  proceeding  adverse  to  the  ward,  or  to  his 
relatives,  but  is  in  rem:  Gager  v.  Henry,  5  Saw.  237;  Fed.  Cas.,  No. 
5,172;  Holmes  v.  Oregon  etc.  R.  B.  Co.,  7  Saw.  380;  9  Fed.  Bep.  229. 
A  guardian's  petition  for  the  sale  of  his  ward's  estate  is  sufficient  to 
givu  the  court  jurisdiction,  if  it  states  "any  cause"  which,  under 
the  law,  would  have  authorized  the  court  to  make  a  sale:  Walker  v. 
Goldsmith,  14  Or.  125;  12  Pac.  Rep.  537,  554.  Although  the  petition 
and  order  to  show  cause  may  contain  a  defective  description  of  the 
lands  to  be  sold,  this  does  not  affect  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court  or 
the  validity  of  the  sale,  where  the  order  of  sale  contains  a  apceific 
and  correct  description  of  the  land:  Scarf  v.  Aldrich,  97  Cal.  360; 
32  Pac.  Rep.  324,  327.  It  is  not  a  condition  precedent  to  the  exercise 
of  the  power  to  sell  the  ward's  real  estate  for  the  purpose  of  reinvest- 
ing the  proceeds  of  unproductive  land,  which  is  depreciating  in 
value,  in  more  desirable  property,  that  the  gnardian  shall  have 
''faithfully  applied  all  the  personal  estate."  The  want  of  such  an 
allegation  constitutes  no  defect  in  the  petition:  Orman  v.  Bowles,  IS 
Col.  463;  33  Pac,  Hep.  109,  111.  Whether  the  real  or  personal 
edtate  of  the  ward  shall  be  sold  is  in  the  discretion  of  the  court.  A 
determination  of  what  is  for  the  best  interest  of  the  ward  must 
control;   and   it   is  not   required   that   the   petition   should   show   the 
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unonnt  of  perBonal  eatate  and  how  much  remniiu  uudiapoied  of,  at 
aueh  a  provieion  relates  to  sales  by  executors  or  administrators, 
and  not  to  sale*  bj  gnardianB:  Estate  of  Hamilton,  120  Cal.  421,  424; 
52  Pae.  Rep.  708. 


Sale  of  property  of  minora,  and  disposition  of  the  proceeds:  See 
Ken's  OaL  Oyc  Code  Olv.  Fioc.,  IS  7TT-T92.  What  petition  for  sale 
of  ward's  real  estate  most  contain:  See  Sprigg  v.  Stump,  7  Saw.  2S0; 
8  Fed.  Rep.  207. 

(3)  Notiee.  PDblleatlmi.  A  probate  sale  of  real  estate  is  not 
valid  unless  notice  was  properly  given:  Oager  v.  Henry,  5  Saw.  237; 
Fed.  Cas.,  No.  5,172.  A  guardian's  sale  of  his  ward's  realty  is  void, 
unless  it  appears  that  the  same  was  made  after  due  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  thereof:  Ilobart  v.  Upton,  2  Saw.  302;  Fed.  Cos.,  No. 
6,548.  The  notice  required  by  the  statute  to  be  given  to  a  ward  of 
the  heariog  of  his  guardian's  application  for  leave  to  sell  his  real 
estate  is  jurisdictional,  and  a  d^ed  made  without  such  notice  having 
been  given  is  void,  and  snbject  to  collateral  attack:  Beachy  v. 
Shomber,  73  Kan.  62;  84  Pae.  Bep.  547.  But  a  failure  to  give  the 
three  weeks'  notice  by  publication  required  by  statute  is  held,  in 
Colorado,  not  to  be  a  jurisdictional  defect  such  as  to  render  the  judg- 
ment subject  to  collateral  attack:  Mortgage  Trust  Co.  v.  Kedd  (Col.), 
68  Pae.  Rep.  47.1,  475.  In  the  matter  of  the  sale  of  the  land  of  minors 
upon  tbe  application  of  a  guardian,  it  is  competent  for  the  probate 
court  to  determine  from  the  evidence  submitted  whether  due  and 
legal  notice  has  been  given  to  the  minors:  Bradford  v.  Larkin,  57 
Kan.  90;  4S  Pae.  Rep.  69,  70,  holding,  in  the  ease  involved,  that  the 
notiee  was  sufBcient  to  confer  jurisdiction  upon  tbe  probate  court, 
and  that  the  proceedings  were  not  void.  Where  the  petition  and  the 
notice  for  the  sale  by  a  guardian  of  his  ward's  real  estate  are  each 
aigned  by  the  guardian  and  served  upon  the  minor  by  an  individual 
who  is  not  an  of&cer,  and  the  proof  of  tbe  service  is  shown  by  tbe 
affidavit  of  the  person  who  served  the  same,  and  all  were  Sled  in  tbe 
probate  judge's  oCQee,  and  the  probate  judge,  as  well  aa  the  district 
court,  found  that  the  service  was  sufficient,  the  supreme  court  must 
also  consider  it  sufficient,  especially  where  the  service  is  attacked 
only  in  a  collateral  proceeding:  Uowbert  v.  Heyle,  47  Kan.  58;  27 
Pae.  Rep.  118,  117.  Under  a  statute  which  requires  a  publication  of 
the  notice  of  Bale  of  real  property  "for  four  weeks  aucceaeively," 
it  is  not  necessary  that  proof  of  notice  should  show  that  tbe  notiee 
was  given  for  four  weeks  "next  preceding  the  sale";  Walker  v. 
Goldsmith,  14  Or.  125;  12  Pae.  Rep.  537,  555.  An  order  of  sale  by  a 
guardian  on  May  Ilth,  notice  to  be  flrat  published  at  least  once  a 
week  for  three  consecutive  weeks  in  a  newspaper,  is  complied  with 
by  publishing  the  notice  in  each  issue  of  a  daily  paper  commencing 
on  April  21st  and  including  May  lltb,  a  period  of  twenty  days.     It 
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was  not  essential  tbst  the  notice  should  have  been  published  for  the 
full  period  of  three  weeks  before  the  aale:  Orman  v.  Bowles,  18  CoL 
463;  33  Pac.  Bep.  109,  112;  following  Calvert  v.  Calven,  15  CoL  390j 
24  Pac.  Rep.  1043.  If  an  order  to  eliow  cause  why  an  order  of  sale 
of  certain  personal  and  real  property  of  a  minor  should  not  be 
granted  is  published  three  weeks,  in  preciae  accordajice  with  the 
statute,  such  publication  is  sufficient:  Estate  of  Hamilton,  120  Cal. 
421,  425;  52  Pac.  Bep.  708. 

<4)  AddlUoiMl  Dond.  Tbongli  the  statute  requires  a  bond  of  the 
guardian  before  making  a  Bale  of  his  ward's  estate,  the  fact  that 
the  bond  was  not  filed  until  after  a  sale  was  made  is  not  a  valid 
objection  to  the  validity  of  the  sale,  where  it  appears,  by  recital 
in  the  decree  of  sale,  that,  before  making  it,  the  guardian,  as  required 
in  and  by  the  order  of  sale,  duly  executed  an  additional  bond  to  the 
state.  Such  bond  eould  not  have  been  "duly  executed"  unless  it 
had  been  delivered  to  the  jodge,  and  all  other  acte  performed  which 
the  statute  required;  and  if  delivered  to  the  judge  and  approved,  tbst 
was  a  sufficient  filing;  Smith  v.  Biscailnz,  S3  Cal.  344,  3QS;  21  Pac. 
Bep.  IS;  23  Pac.  Bep.  314.  If  the  court's  order  did  not,  in  terms, 
require  the  guardian  to  give  a  bond,  or  to  take  an  oath  of  office, 
and  neither  is  found,  but  the  record  does  not  show  that  they  were 
not  given,  the  presumption,  in  support  of  a  judgment  adjudging  a 
sale  of  the  infant's  property,  is,  that  the  guardian  qualified  as  such: 
Brady  v.  Beese,  51  Cal.  447.  See  Qoldsmltb  v.  Oilliland,  10  Saw. 
606;  23  Fed.  Bep.  645,  The  fact  that  a  guardian  did  not  give  a  bond 
for  the  faithful  application  of  the  proceeds  of  the  aala  is  without 
merit,  where  it  appears  that  the  terms  of  the  sale  were  complied 
with:  Orman  v.  Bowles,  18  Col.  463;  33  Pac.  Bep.  109,  113.  The 
omission  of  the  court  to  require,  and  of  the  guardian  to  give,  a  special 
sale  bond  is  a  mere  irregularity  which  does  not  affect  or  impair  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  court  which  ordered  and  affirmed  the  sale,  wbere 
the  statute  does  not  declare  that  if  a  special  bond  be  not  given,  a 
guardian's  sale  shall  not  be  made,  or  that,  if  made,  it  shall  be  void, 
and  whore  it  does  not  provide  that  the  order  of  sale  shall  become 
effective  only  when  such  special  bond  is  given.  The  general  bond 
of  the  guardian  Btaode  as  security  for  the  proper  application  of  the 
proceeds  of  the  sale:  Hughes  v.  Qoodale,  26  Mont.  93;  66  Pac.  Bep. 
T02,  705.  The  sureties  on  a  guardian's  bond,  conditioned  that  hs 
shall  "  faithfully  execute  the  duties  of  his  trust  according  to  law  "  in 
selling  the  real  estate  of  his  ward,  are  liable  on  such  special  bond, 
though  th^^y  might  not  be  liable  on  the  bond  given  for  the  general 
administration  of  his  ward's  estate:  Botkin  v.  Kleinaehmidt,  21  Uout. 
1;  52  Pac.  Bep.  363,  564. 

<G)  Order  for.  Where  the  statute  provides  that  the  order  of  sale 
must  describe  the  lands  to  be  sold,  the  order  of  sale  must  be,  in  itself. 
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•uSeieDt;  and,  to  make  it  lui,  the  descTiption  of  the  land  to  be  sold 
miut  be  suffieiently  definite  and  certain,  without  referring  to  any 
eitraneoua  matter,  and  tlie  ordeT  cannot  be  helped  out  by  leferring 
to  a  doctrine  not  found  in  it:  Hill  v.  Wall,  OS  Cal.  130,  132;  4  Pae. 
Bep.  1139.  But  the  order  of  Bale  need  not  state  the  concluHions  of 
the  court  aa  to  the  adviaability  of  the  sale:  Oager  v,  Henry,  S  Saw. 
237;  Fed.  Cae.,  No.  5,172.  When  the  statute  with  reference  to  what 
the  decree  muat  contain  in  order  to  validate  the  aale  by  a  guardian 
(notwithg landing  the  failure  of  the  petition  to  atate  the  condition 
of  the  estate,  and  the  facts  and  circumstances  going  to  show  a  sale 
to  be  necessary  or  expedieot),  provides  that  a  failure  to  set  out  those 
facts  and  circumstances  in  the  petition  eball  not  inralidate  the  Bale, 
if  the  decree  contains  a  recital  of  "general  facts"  Bhowing  such 
necessity,  it  meacB  to  declare  that  neither  the  failure  to  set  out  the 
special  facts  and  circumstances  which,  taken  together,  show  the 
necessity  or  aipediency  of  the  sale,  nor  the  failure  to  state  the  condi- 
tion (which  appears  of  necessity  from,  and  is  a  part  of,  the  special 
facts  and  circumstances  showing  the  necessity  or  expediency  of  a  sale), 
shall  invalidate  the  sale  if  the  decree  shall  recite  the  "  general  facts  " 
above  stated.  Such  "  general  facts "  mean  those  ultimate  facts 
showing  one  or  more  of  the  contingencies  under  which  the  real  estate 
of  tbe  minor  may  be  sold  by  the  guardian,  and  which  must  appear  in 
some  form  in  the  petition  therefor  to  give  the  court  jarisdietion: 
Smith  V,  Biscailuz,  83  Cal.  344;  21  Pac.  Bep.  IS,  17;  23  Pac.  Bep. 
344,  35G.  Under  a  statute  concerning  the  sale  of  a  ward's  real  estate, 
and  which  requires  a  copy  of  the  order  to  show  cause  to  be  personally 
served  on  the  next  of  kin  of  the  ward,  or  that  it  must  bo  published, 
etc.,  it  is  not  necessary  that  the  order  ehall  be  served  on  the  ward, 
because  the  minor  is  in  court  by  the  filing  of  the  petition,  and  submits 
his  property  to  the  jurisdiction  and  order  of  the  court:  Scarf  v. 
Aldrieh,  97  Cal.  360;  32  Pac.  Sep.  321,  326.  Proceedings  pertaining 
to  a  guardian's  sale  of  the  real  estate  of  his  ward  contemplate  a 
ease  where  there  ia  a  living  ward,  —  a  living  ward  not  only  when 
the  proeeedings  are  inaugurated,  but  up  to  and  including  the  moment 
the  deed  ia  made.  Hence  if  the  ward  dies  before  bis  guardian  has 
filed  an  account,  and  the  probate  court  decrees  that  the  ward's  estate 
is  indebted  to  the  guardian,  an  order  authorizing  the  guardian  to 
■ell  bis  ward's  real  estate  for  such  debt  is  invalid,  because  the 
guardian's  authority  expired  on  tbe  death  of  the  ward:  Estate  of 
Livermore,  13S  CaL  99;  64  Pac.  Bep.  113.  An  order  directing  the  sale 
of  certain  personal  and  real  property  of  a  minor  "  for  cash  " 
sufficiently  fixes  tbe  terms  of  the  sale:  Estate  of  Hamilton,  120  Cal. 
421,  423;  S2  Pac.  Bep.  70S.  It  is  the  duty  of  a  gnardian  to  pay  all 
just  debts  of  the  ward  out  of  bis  persunal  estate  and  the  iecome  of 
his  real  estate;  and  when  a  sale  of  the  property  of  the  ward  is  neces- 
sary to  pay  the  debts  and  expenses  of  gaardianehip,  the  guardian 
may,  upon  an  order  of  the  court,  sell  the  ward's  real  estate  for  that 
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purpose:  Andrna  v,  Blszaard,  23  Utah,  233;  63  Pac.  E«p.  88.  Wber* 
A  probata  homestead  has  been  aet  apart  for  the  Dae  of  the  widow  and 
minor  children,  the  ^ardian  may,  under  proper  proceeding*  had  in 
the  probate  court,  in  the  matter  of  the  estate  of  such  minora,  obtain 
an  order  for  the  sale  of  their  interesta  in  aaeh  homcatead  during  their 
minority:    Estate  of  Hamilton,  120  Cal.  421,  42S{  52  Pae.  Bep.  708. 


<6)  Validity  Of.  Where  a  proceeding  b;  a  guardian  for  the  par- 
poae  of  selling  hia  ward'a  estate  ia  not  adverse  to  the  latter'a  intereat, 
and  where  there  is  no  statute  making  the  appointment  of  a  guardian 
ad  litem  a  requisite  to  the  validity  of  the  sale,  no  such  appointment 
ia  necessary:  Urman  v.  Bowlea,  18  Col.  463;  33  Pac.  Rep.  109,  112. 
Where  it  is  apparent  that  an  appraisement  of  real  estate  was  filed  in 
eourt  before  the  confirmation  of  sale,  the  marking  of  it  "  filed,"  by  the 
clerk,  is  not  eaaential  to  its  validity:  Smith  v.  Biscailoz,  83  Cal. 
344;  21  Pac.  Rep.  15,  18.  And  an  ambtguons  report  of  appraisers, 
made  in  the , course  of  proceedings  upon  which  a  guardian's  deed 
is  based,  will,  if  posaible,  be  given  a  construction  that  will  uphold  the 
d«eds:  Beachy  v.  Shomber,  73  Kan.  62;  84  Pac.  Rep.  547.  The  title 
to  land  of  the  ward  pasBes  by  his  guardian's  deed  therefor,  and  not 
by  the  confirmation  of  the  sale:  Scarf  v.  Aldrieh,  B7  Cal.  360;  32 
Pac.  Kep.  324,  327.  A  guardian's  sale  of  his  ward's  land  is  valid, 
though  the  order  of  sale  was  erroneous,  aa  having  been  made  twenty- 
three  days  after  the  order  to  show  cause,  while  there  should  not  have 
been  less  than  four  weeks  or  twenty-eight  days  intervening.  Su«h 
an  order  is  clearly  erroneous;  but  if  the  court  acquired  jurisdiction 
when  the  petition  was  presented,  and  if  the  proceeding  is  not  adverse 
to  the  ward,  such  error  or  irregularity  docs  not  vitiate  the  sale; 
8carf  V.  Aldrieh,  97  Cal.  360;  32  Pac.  Rep.  324,  325.  Where  there  is 
a  matter  of  substance  upon  which  jurisdiction  can  hinge,  mere  errors 
or  defects  in  a  guardian's  sale  of  his  ward's  land,  although  material 
in  some  respects,  but  which  might  have  been  avoided  upon  appeal, 
cannot  avail  to  condemn  the  proceeding,  when,  by  lapse  of  time,  an 
appeal  is  barred,  and  which  proceeding  has  become  the  foundation 
of  title  to  property:  Walker  v.  Goldsmith,  U  Or.  125;  12  I'ac.  Hep. 
537,  5o,l,  Where  a  sale  of  the  laud  of  minors  was  duly  made  by 
a  guardian  for  the  actual  value  of  the  same,  the  sale  approved, 
the  money  paid,  nud  expended  for  tho  support  and  education  of 
the  minor,  and  the  purchaser  takes  possession  thereunder,  and  holda 
the  same  for  a  long  time,  he  acquires  the  full,  equitable  title,  and 
ia  entitled  to  a  conveyanco  of  the  legal  title;  and  the  mere  fact  that 
a  deed  which  contains  a  full  recital  of  the  preliminary  proceedings 
omits  the  name  of  one  of  the  minors  will  Dot  invalidate  the  sale, 
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knd  in  sDcb  case  the  purchuer  or  his  grsotse  is  entitled  to  have  hia 
estate,  interest,  and  possessioa  of  the  laud  quieted  as  against  the 
claim  of  any  of  the  minors:  Bradford  v.  Larkin,  57  Kan.  90;  4a  Pac. 
Bep.  69.  So  where  it  appears  hj  the  record  that  the  notice  describing 
the  land  sold  was  published  the  required  length  of  time,  the  fact 
that  the  petition  presented  to  the  court  included  other  tracts  de- 
scribed in  another  notice  not  so  published,  which  were  not  sold,  does 
not  affect  the  validity  of  tbe  sale  of  the  land  properly  advertised. 
Even  under  an  order  of  sale  valid  as  to  all  tbe  land  described  therein, 
ire  apprehend  that  a  failure  from  any  cause  to  sell  the  entire  ptopertj' 
would  not  vitiate  the  sale  of  a  portion,  much  less  should  a  failure 
to  sell  that  ille^Uy  ordered  sold  have  such  an  effeet;  Ocman  v. 
Bowles,  IS  Col.  463;  33  Pac.  Itep.  100,  112.  And  the  failure  of  the 
guardian  to  give  security  required  by  tUe  statute  relating  to  guardians 
and  wards  will  not  render  void  a  sale  regularly  made  and  approved: 
Uowbert  v.  Heyle,  47  Kan.  58;  27  Pac.  Bep,  116,  The  conveyance  of  4 
ward's  land,  by  the  guardian,  for  the  furtherance  of  a  public  use, 
■s  where  it  has  been  conveyed  to  a  railroad,  is  valid,  where  tbe  deed 
is  in  proper  form  to  convey  the  estate,  and  the  probate  judge  ha* 
found  that  it  was  a  ease  within  the  statute,  and  bas  approved  the 
•ale,  and  where  the  only  limitation  upon  the  sale  is  that  it  shall  be 
approved  and  cooBrmed  by  the  probate  judge:  Hodgdon  v.  Southern 
Pac.  B.  B.  Co.,  75  Cal,  642;  17  Pac.  Rep.  828,  031,  Mere  irregularities 
of  proceedings,  in  a  guardian's  sale,  though  of  so  grave  a  character  a? 
to  render  the  sale  inoperative,  may  be  deprived  of  their  evil  conse- 
quences by  subsequent  legislation:  McCulioch  v.  Estes,  20  Or.  349;  25 
Pac.  Bep.  724,  725.  It  is  »  well- recognized  rule  of  law  that  the 
legislature  may,  unless  prohibited  by  tbe  constitution,  validate  or 
legalize,  retrospectively,  judicial  or  execution  sales,  even  though  the 
defects  or  irregularities  therein  are  of  so  grave  a  character  as  to 
Tonder  them  inoperative,  so  long  as  it  does  not  undertake  to  infuse 
life  into  proceedings  utterly  void  for  want  of  jurisdiction.  Thus  the 
selection  Of  the  time  and  place  of  sale  by  a  guardian,  in  advance 
of  taking  the  prescribed  oath,  is,  under  the  decisions,  fatal  to  the 
purchaser's  title;  but  the  defect  or  irregularity  may  be  cured,  and 
the  sale  validated,  by  subsequent  curative  act  of  the  legislature: 
Fuller  V.  Hager,  47  Or.  242;  83  Pae.  Bep.  782,  783.  If  shares  of  stock 
in  an  insurance  company  belong  to  an  infant,  but  are  issued  to  his 
guardian,  who  afterwards,  without  any  order  of  court,  sells  and 
assigns  the  same,  such  sale  is  void,  and  gives  no  title  to  the  purrhascr: 
De  la  Montagnie  v.  Union  Ins.  Co.,  42  Cal.  290.  A  guardian's  sale 
is  presumed  to  have  been  regular  and  according  to  law,  though  tiic 
record  does  not  show  the  particular  proceedings  taken,  except  as  to 
tbe  particulars  mentioned  in  the  slatuCe,  The  statutory  proceedings 
for  the  sate  of  property  by  guardiaos  must,  however,  appear  of 
record,  or  the  sale  is  invalid  and  void:  Hobart  v.  Upton,  2  Saw. 
802;   Fed.   Cas.,   No.   6,548;   Qager  v.   Henry,  3   Sow.   237;   Fed   Caa., 
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No.  5,172;  Walker  v.  Ooldamith,  14  Or.  125;  12  Pae.  Bep.  537,  540.  A 
guardian's  sale  of  bia  ward's  real  estate  is  valid  if  notice  nu 
properly  given:  tHger  v.  Henry,  5  Saw.  237;  Fad.  Gas.,  No.  5,172. 
But  Hucfa  sale  is  void  unless  it  appears  that  it  was  made  at  pablie 
auction,  after  due  Dotice  of  the  time  and  place  thereof,  when  a  sale 
at  public  auction  is  required  by  the  statute;  Hobart  v.  Upton,  2  Saw. 
302;  Fed.  Cns.,  No.  6,348.  Where  the  probate  court  of  Elk  County, 
In  Kansas,  issued  letters  of  guardianship  appointing  a  guardian  of  the 
person  and  estate  of  a  minor  whose  domicile  was  in  Greenwood 
County,  and,  upon  application,  made  Its  order  directing  a  sale  of  the 
minor's  interest  in  real  estate  situated  in  said  county  of  Elk,  it 
was  held,  in  an  action  of  partition  in  the  district  court  of  Elk 
County,  by  the  guardian  of  said  minor,  subsequently  appointed  by 
the  probate  court  of  Qreenwood  County,  that  the  proceedings  in  the 
Elk  County  probate  court  and  the  guardian's  deed  were  void  as 
against  the  purchaser  at  such  guardian's  sale,  and  also  void  as 
against  his  grantee,  claiming  under  said  guardian's  deed:  Connell  v. 
Moore,  70  Kan.  88;  76  Fae.  Rep.  164.  An  administrator  or  guardian 
is  prohibited  from  puTchasing  trust  property  at  his  own  sale,  and  a 
sale  by  him  to  another,  who  does  not  pay  any  consideration,  and 
who  immediately  transfers  the  property  to  the  administrator  or 
guardian,  is  void,  and  as  muefa  a  violation  of  tbe  fiduciary  relation, 
and  as  great  a  fraud  in  the  eye  of  the  law,  as  if  the  sate  bad  been 
made  directly  to  himself:  Webb  v.  Branner,  50  Kan.  100;  52  Pac 
Bep.  429. 

(7)  PUTChaser  and  Us  rights.     A  guardian,  like  an  administrator, 

is  prohibited  from  purchasing  trust  property  at  bis  own  sate:  Webb 
V.  Branner,  5B  Kan.  190;  52  Pac.  Bep.  429.  Since,  under  the  law 
of  this  state,  the  wife's  interest  during  marriage  in  the  real  estate 
of  her  husband,  while  a  contingent  one,  is  unquestionably  property, 
tbe  statutory  incapacity  of  a  guardian  to  become  a  purchaser  at  the 
sale  of  his  ward's  property  is  held  to  exclude  tbe  husband  of  a 
guardian  from  becoming  such  a  purchaser:  Frazier  v,  Jeakins,  10 
Kan.  App.  558;  63  Pac.  Bep.  459.  If  a  guardian,  or  the  husband  or 
wife  of  such  guardian,  wishes  to  buy  at  tbe  guardian's  sale,  the 
proper  practice  is  to  obtain  leave  of  court  to  do  so,  on  a  showing 
of  reasons  therefor:  Frazier  v.  Jeakios,  64  Kan.  App.  615;  68  Pac-  Rep. 
S4.  Where  a  probate  homtHtead  has  been  set  apart  by  the  court  from 
community  property,  for  the  use  of  the  surviving  wife  and  minor 
children,  it  belongs,  one  half  to  tbe  widow,  and  the  remainder,  in 
equal  shares,  to  tbe  children.  The  widow,  and  children  upon  attain- 
ing majority,  may  dispose  of  their  respective  interests  in  such  home- 
stead, and  during  their  minority  the  children's  ioterests  may  bo  sold 
by  tbe  guardian,  but  the  purchaser,  whore  he  was  not  misled,  and 
did  not  misunderstand  the  terms  of  the  sale  of  the  property,  cannot 
complain  that  it  was  sold  "  in  one  lump,"   and  that  tbe  intereat   of

of  the  minor  was  gold,  he  did  not  acquire  a  good  title  to  that  interest: 
,  Estate  of  Hamilton,  120  Cal,  421,  425;  52  Pae.  Rep.  708.  PurcliaserB 
St  a  ^ardian's  sale,  who  close  their  eyes  to  facts,  facts  which  were 
open  to  investigation  by  the  exercise  of  that  diligence  which  the 
law  imposes,  are  not  protected.  "Whatever,  is  notice  enough  to 
excite  the  attention  of  a  man  of  ordinary  prudence  and  call  for 
further  inqniiy  ie,  in  equity,  notice  of  all  facts  to  the  knowledge 
of  which  an  inquiry  suggested  by  such  notice  and  prosecuted  with 
dne  and  reasotuible  diligence  would  have  led  ":  Dormitzer  v.  German 
8av.  &  L.  Soc,  23  Wash.  132;  82  Pac.  Rep.  882,  890;  citing  Kerr  on 
Fraud  and  Mistake.  A  statute  providing  that  a  gnardian's  sale  shall 
not  be  void  by  reason  of  any  "  irregularity  in  the  proceedings " 
when  the  guardian  made  a  sale,  and  the  premises  are  held  by  "  one 
who  purchased  them  in  good  faith,"  does  not  protect  one  who  pur- 
chased property  at  a  guardian's  sale,  with  notice  of  fraud  in  the  pro- 
ceedings, or  of  facts  whieh  would  place  him  on  inquiry,  from  an  action 
to  set  aside  the  sale  for  fraud:  Dormitzer  v.  German  Sav.  ft  h,  Soc, 
23  Wash.  132;  62  Pae.  Rep.  862,  882,  S83.  An  order  of  court,  conBrm- 
ing  a  guardian's  sale,  which  fails  to  direct  the  investment  of  the 
proeeeds,  goes  to  a  matter  subsequent  to  the  coDsummation  of  the 
sale,  and  does  not  affect  the  purchaser's  rights.  He  is  not  required 
to  see  that  such  proceeds  are  properly  invested,  and  a  failure  to 
invest  them  at  all  could  not  defeat  a  sale  properly  made:  Orman  v. 
Bowles,  18  Col.  483;  33  Pae.  Rep.  109,  113.  Where  a  minor's  interest 
in  land,  incapable  of  partition,  is  sold  as  a  whole,  at  public  auction, 
and  it  appears  that  the  purchaser  bid  for  the  whole  property,  and 
knew  what  he  was  bidding  for;  that  it  was  announced,  at  the  time  the 
property  was  offered,  that  bids  would  be  received  for  the  whole, 
and  treated  as  pro  rata  bids  for  the  several  interests;  that  the  court 
found  that  such  pro  rata  bid  for  the  interest  of  the  minor  was  not 
disproportionate  to  its  value;  that  an  offer  of  ten  per  cent  more, 
exclusive  of  the  costs  of  the  new  sale,  could  not  be  had;  and  that 
tbe  proceedings  at  the  sale  were  fair, — 'sueh  parcbaser  cannot  object 
to  a  conflrmation  of  the  sale  of  such  minor's  undivided  interest: 
Estate  of  Hamilton,  120  Cal.  421,  425;  S2  Pac,  Rep.  708. 

(8)  Setting  asldfl.  The  judgment  of  B  county  court,  when  acting 
as  a  court  of  probate,  in  a  proceeding  by  a  guardian  to  sell  the  land 
of  a  ward,  cannot  be  questioned,  except  in  the  manner  provided  by 
statute:  Gager  v.  EenrT,  5  Saw.  237;  Fed.  Caa,  No.  5,172.  As  to 
what  evidence  is  sufficient  to  set  aside  a  guardian's  sale  for  fraud, 
where  the  allegations  of  the  complaint  attack  certain  probate  pro- 
ceedings and  acts  of  the  guardian,  and  the  sale  of  the  property  made 
by  him  as  fraudulent,  see  Dormitzer  v.  German  Sav,  &  L.  Soc.,  23 
Wash.  132;  62  Pac.  Rep.  862,  8B1.    Proceedings  for  the  sale  of  property 
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by  gusrdiaiiH  are  the  same  as. those  preieribod  for  the  aale  of  propertr 
of  deeedentB  by  eiecutora  or  administratorB.  Hence  if  the  court  is 
BatisQed  from  the  evidence  aa  to  the  value  of  the  property,  and 
that  the  amount  bid  for  it  by  tlie  purchaser,  including  an  increaeed  , 
bid  in  the  court,  ig  digpToportionste  to  the  value  of  the  property,  it 
may,  in  its  diGcretion,  refuse  confirmation  of  the  sale,  and  set  it 
aside,  and  order  a  neir  sale:  In  re  Jack,  11  Cai.  203,  206^  ia  Pac. 
Kep.  10S7.  Where  probate  proceedings  were  had  for  tlie  purjMise  of 
vesting  title  to  an  entiru  piece  of  property  in  the  father  of  certain 
minors,  so  that  he  might  mortgage  it  to  get  money  fdr  th<!  purpose 
of  finishing  buildings  in  the  course  of  construction  on  part  of  the 
property;  where  the  children  were  to  get  a  second  mortgage,  instead 
of  having  their  interest  sold  for  caab;  where  a  form  of  bidding  had 
been  agreed  upon,  in  advance,  by  the  probate  court,  on  testimony 
taken  as  to  the  fair  value  of  the  children's  interest;  aud  where  tbe 
guardian  was  used  as  an  instrument  by  the  father  to  accomplish  tliis 
eed,  with  full  knowledge  of  the  probate  court,  —  tbe  sale  will  be  set 
aside  as  fraudulent:  Donnitzer  v.  German  Sav.  &  L.  Soc,  23  Wash. 
132;  d2  Pac.  Bep.  S62,  S90.  As  a  general  rule,  a  party  occupying  a 
relation  of  trust  or  oonfldenee  to  another  is,  in  equity,  bound  to 
abstain  from  doing  everything  which  cau  place  him  in  a  position 
inconsistent  with  the  duty  or  trust  such  relation  imposes  on  him, 
or  which  has  a  tendency  to  interfere  with  the  discharge  of  such 
duty.  Upon  this  principle,  no  one  placed  in  a  situation  of  trust  or 
coDlidenoe  in  reference  to  the  subject  of  a  sale  cau  be  tbe  purcbaser, 
on  bis  own  account,  of  tbe  property  sold.  If  sncb  a  one  purchases 
the  property,  tbe  option  of  the  person  interested  in  the  property, 
nnd  to  whom  the  relation  of  trust  or  eouQdence  was  sustained,  has 
the  oiition  to  set  aside  the  sate  within  a  reasonable  time,  however 
innocent  the  purchaser  may  be:  Dormitzer  v.  Oernian  Sav.  &  L.  Soc 
23  Wash,  132;  62  Fac.  Rep.  862,  S91.  The  doctrine  as  to  purchases 
by  trustees,  guardians,  administrators,  and  persons  having  a  couQ- 
dcntial  character  arises  from  the  relation  between  the  parties,  and 
not  from  the  circumstance  tliat  they  have  power  to  control  tbe  sale. 
The  right  to  set  aside  the  sale  does  not  depend  on  its  fairueBS  or  un- 
fairness. To  set  aside  the  purchase,  it  is  not  neceasary  to  show  tlutt 
it  was  actually  fraudulent  or  advantageous.  If  the  trustee,  or  other 
person  having  a  confidential  character,  can  buy  in  an  honest  case, 
he  may  in  a  case  having  that  appearance,  but  which  may  be  grossly 
otherwise;  and  yet  the  power  of  the  court,  because  of  the  infirmity 
of  human  testimony,  would  not  be  equal  to  detect  the  deception.  It 
it  to  guard  against  this  uncertainty  and  tbe  hazard  of  abuse,  and  to 
remove  the  trustee,  and  other  persons  having  confidential  relations, 
from  temptation,  that  the  rule  docs  and  will  permit  the  cestui  que  trust 
or  other  person  to  come,  at  his  option,  and,  without  showing  actual 
injury  or  fraud,  have  the  sale  set  aside:  Dormitzer  v.  Qermnn  Sav.  A 
L.  Soc,  23  Wash.  132;  68  Pac.  Bep.  862,  801.     Where  certain  Bharea 
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of  Btoek  of  ft  decedent's  estate  have  been  sold,  and,  bj  the  terms  of 
the  will  of  the  testator,  a  minor  child  is  entitled  to  one  half  of  his 
estate,  and  a  sale  has  been  eoDflnned,  the  guardian  of  snch  minor 
child  may  be  relieved  from  such  order  of  confirmation,  on  the  ground 
that  the  price  received  for  the  property  was  diBproportianate  to  its 
value,  and  that  the  sale  thereof,  at  such  price,  was  a  fraud  upon  the 
estate  and  upon  such  minor  child.  Such  relief  may  be  granted  under 
section  473  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  of  California,  wbicb  pn)- 
videa  that  the  court  may,  in  its  discretion,  relieve  a  party,  if  applica- 
tion be  made  within  a  reasonable  time,  from  a  judgment  taken 
against  him,  "  through  his  mistake,  inadvertence,  surprise,  or  excusable 
neglect."  In  applications  for  relief  under  this  section,  made  within 
a  reasonable  time,  no  distinction  is  to  be  made  between  extrinsic  or 
olhrr  fraud.  Fraud,  or  its  equivalent,  whether  upon  the  court,  or  upon 
a  party,  or  one  so  situated  as  to  be  held  in  law  an  adversary,  is 
sufficient  to  warrant  relief:  In  re  Johnaon  (Cal.  App,),  94  Pae.  Bep. 
592,  594. 

(S)  CoUataral  attack.  If  the  question  as  to  a  guardian's  sale  of 
lands  of  his  ward  arises  collaterally,  and  the  pleadings  do  not 
attack  the  proceeding  for  want  of  jurisdictioo,  and  the  record  dis- 
closes jurisdiction,  both  of  the  parties  and  of  the  subject-matter, 
the  sale  will  be  sustained;  McCullocb  v.  Estes,  20  Or.  349;  25  Pae. 
Bep.  TS4.  The  attack  is  "direct,"  and  not  "collateral,"  when  the 
validity  of  the  record  attacked  is  directly  put  in  issue  by  the  plead- 
ings of  the  parties  attacking  it,  by  proper  averments;  and  tbe  converse 
is  true,  that,  when  there  are  no  proper  averments  attacking  the 
record,  the  attack  ia  then  "collateral,"  and  not  "direct."  If  the 
record  contains  a  recilol  of  the  facta  requisite  to  confer  jurisdiction, 
it  is  conclusive  when  attacked  collaterally:  Walker  v.  Goldsmith, 
14  Or.  125;  12  Pae,  Rep.  S3T,  653.  Irregularities  in  such  proceedings, 
occurring  after  tbe  court  has  acquired  jurisdiction,  do  not  affect 
the  validity  of  the  sale  upon  collateral  attack:  Scorf  v.  Aldrieh,  97 
Cal.  360;  32  Pae.  Sep.  324,  327.  Neither  irregularities  alone,  nor 
mere  omissions  from  the  record,  are  sufficient  to  destroy  the  validity 
of  judicial  proceedings,  where  such  errors  could  have  been  corrected 
on  appeal  or  other  direct  proceedings.  Collateral  attacks  of  this  kind 
are  never  favored;  and  it  devolves  on  those  making  the  attack  to  show 
dearly  and  conclusively  that  the  court  had  no  jurisdiction,  before  the 
proceeding  will  be  held  void:  Bradford  v,  Larkin,  57  Kan.  90;  45  Pae. 
Bep.  69,  70.  Where  a  petition,  by  a  guardian,  to  sell  certain  land 
belooging  to  his  ward  states,  among  other  things,  that  the  ward  had 
no  money  or  personal  property,  and  that  it  was  to  his  interest,  and 
necessary  for  his  support  and  education,  that  the  land  should  be 
•old,  and  describes  the  land  without  stating  specifically  in  what 
eonnty  or  state  it  is  situated,  or  in  what  range  or  township,  but  land 
answering   to    such    description    was    in   fact   situated    in    a   certain

county,  where  bII  the  parties  interested  resided,  and  where  all  tho 
proceedings  were  had,  it  was  held  that  the  petition  would  be  sufficient, 
where  the  sale  under  it  was  attacked  collateral];,  many  years  after- 
wards; Eowbert  v.  Heyle,  47  Kao.  5S;  27  Pac.  Bep.  116.  Wliere  the 
validity  of  the  appointment  of  a  guardian,  and  a  sale  of  his  ward's 
land,  are  attacked  collaterally,  the  rules  of  law  hedging  about  the 
validity  of  such  sales  are  to  be  invoked  against  the  plaintiff.  The 
order  of  aale  is  presunied  to  have  been  a  valid  one,  and  it  behooved 
the  plaintiff  to  show  the  contrary.  The  burden  is  npon  him  to  show 
a  void  sale.  The  absence  of  evidence  in  the  record  showing  the 
juriadictional  facts  may  be  taken  as  evidence  against  him.  If  the 
posting  of  notices  was  not  performed  according  to  the  requirements 
of  the  statute,  it  is  for  him  to  ahow  that  fact.  If  the  evidence  does 
not  show  how  it  was  done  and  when  it  was  done,  it  will  be  presumed 
that  it  was  done  in  the  proper  manner  and  at  tbe  proper  time:  Asher 
v.  Yorba,  125  Cal.  513;  58  Pac.  Rep.  137,  138.  Whatever  raay  be  the 
law  in  other  states,  it  ie  settled,  under  the  statute  of  Kaosaa,  that 
the  order  of  a  court  confirming  a  gviardian'e  sale  becomes  res  judicata 
as  to  irrognlarities  only,  and  cures  nothing  of  substance;  certainly 
not  unless  the  matter  of  substance  is  exhibited  on  the  face  of  the 
sale  proceeding:  Frazier  v.  JeakinB,  M  Kan.  fllS;  68  Pac.  Bep.  24,  27. 
It  follows  that  a.  guardian's  sale,  if  a  nullity  under  the  law,  is  subject 
to  collateral  attack,  although  the  probate  court  has  confirmed  the  sale, 
as  where  an  action  of  ejectment  was  bronght  to  recover  a  title 
claimed  under  a  trustee's  sale  to  himself,  or,  in  effect,  to  himself.  In 
order  to  characterize  a  guardian's  sale  and  deed  as  "void,"  in  the 
sense  in  which  that  word  is  most  frequently  used  in  the  law,  it  is 
not  necessary  to  regard  them  ineiistent.  They  have  a  form  of 
existence,  and,  under  certain  c i re um stances,  they  may  be  allowed, 
or  may  acquire  the  substancQ  of  existence.  A  plaintiff  may  ratify 
them  by  express  act  or  deed.  He  might  estop  himself  by  some  course 
of  conduct  to  question  the  validity,  or  he  might  allow  lapse  of  time 
to  bar  his  right  to  recover  on  the  score  of  their  invalidity.  But  until 
by  ratidcation,  estoppel,  or  limitation  he  has  given  efifect  to  tbem, 
he  is  believed  to  treat  them  as  void  and  of  no  effect.  As  to  him,  they 
are  void  and  of  no  effect,  because  they  failed  to  pass  the  title  to  his 
land.  In  order  to  characterize  an  act  or  transaction  as  void,  it  ie  not 
necessary  that  it  should  be  a  nullity  as  to  everybody,  and  for  all 
time,  and  under  all  circumstances.  If  the  act  or  transaction  fails  to 
deprive  interested  persons  of  their  rights  or  titles,  fails  to  confer 
them  on  some  one  else,  the  act  or  transaction  is  void  as  to  so  eh 
persons.  If  the  act  or  transaction  requires  ratification,  estoppel,  or 
limitation  to  transfer  the  right  or  title,  it  is  void  until  the  ratifica- 
tion has  been  madp.  the  estoppel  has  occurred,  or  the  timo  has 
elapsed;  and  even  then  the  right  or  title  does  not  pass  by  virtue 
of  the  original  act  or  transaction,  but  passes  by  virtue  of  the  ratifica- 
tion, or  is  founded  on  the  estoppel,  or  is  set  at  rest  by  the  lapse  of 
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time:  Fr&zier  t.  Jeakins,  64  Kan.  015;  68  Pac.  Bep.  24,  28.  The 
question  as  to  whether  aa  appraisement  gave  Bafflcieat  information 
to  the  court  to  enable  it  to  exercise  its  judgment  in  eonfirmiDg  a. 
■ale  is  a  matter  which  cannot  be  attacked  collaterally,  if  the  court 
bod  jurisdiction  to  determine  the  sufficiency  of  the  evidence  upon  the 
matter  in  hand:  Smith  v.  BiscailuE,  83  Cal.  344,  359;  21  Pae.  Bep.  15; 
23  Pac.  Bep.  314.  A  guardian's  deed  will  not  be  held  void  upon  a 
collateral  attack,  merely  because  the  petition  of  the  guardian  for 
leave  to  sell  his  ward's  real  estate  does  not  affirmatively  show  the 
circumstances  of  a  condition  which,  under  the  statute,  authorizes 
■nch  Bale:  Beaehy  v.  Shomber,  73  Kan.  62;  84  Pae.  Bep.  547.  The 
judgment  of  a  probate  eourt,  regular  upon  its  face,  appointing  a 
guardian  for  a  minor,  cannot  be  attacked  collaterally  upon  the  ground 
of  fraud,  collusion,  or  other  matter  aliunde:  Uodgdon  v.  Southern 
Pac.  B.  K.  Co.,  73  Cal.  642;  17  Pac.  Bep.  928,  931.  So  a  judgment 
permitting  a  guardian  to  sell  the  real  estate  of  his  wards  cannot  be 
collaterally  attacked  on  the  ground  that  the  required  statutory  notice 
by  publication  waa  not  given,  as  this  is  not  a  jurisdictional  defect. 
One  has  a  right  to  attack  a  judgment  in  a  collateral  proceeding  for 
a  jurisdictional  infirmity,  —  that  ia,  error  in  assuming  jurisdiction; 
but,  on  the  other  hand,  a  jodgment  cannot  bo  questioned  collaterally 
for  an  error  committed  in  the  exercise  of  its  jurisdiction:  Mortgage 
Trust  Co.  V.  Redd  (Col.),  88  Pac.  Bep.  473,  475.  Where  the  court  has 
jurisdiction  to  enter  an  order  and  judgment  appointing  a  special 
guardian,  and  for  the  sale  of  the  lands  of  certain  minor  heirs,  and 
no  appeal  is  taken  from  the  same,  such  order  and  judgment  cannot 
be  attacked  collaterally  in  a  civil  action  in  the  nature  of  ejectment: 
Hagerman  v.  Meeks  (N.  M.),  86  Pac.  Bep.  801.  The  appointment  of 
a  guardian  cannot  be  attacked  collaterally:  Walker  v.  Goldsmith,  14 
Or.  123;  12  Pac.  Bep.  337,  540.  If  certain  probate  proceedings,  and  the 
acts  of  the  guardian  for  minors,  and  a  sale  of  their  property  made 
by  him,  are  attacked  as  fraudulent,  in  a  complaint  which  seeks  the 
foreclosure  of  mortgages  on  the  property,  but  such  complaint,  in 
apt  and  specific  allegations,  directly  attacks  the  probate  proceedings, 
and  the  guardian's  deeds  thereunder,  and  issues  are  joined  on  these 
allegations,  the  plaintiff,  by  presenting  bis  complaint  so  drawn  nitb 
a  double  aspect,  cannot  be  said  to  have  waived  the  fraud  in  the 
guardian's  sales,  and  the  attack  thereon  is  not  collateral.  Such  a 
complaint,  where  it  contains  a  prayer  for  relief  generally,  as  well 
as  one  for  the  foreclosure  of  the  mortgages,  will  justify  a  decree 
restoring  mortgages  wrongfully  canceled,  and  their  foreclosure,  or- a 
decree  adjudging  the  gnardian'a  sales  and  deeds  void,  and  giving  to 
the  children  an  unencumbered  interest  in  the  property:  Dormitzer  v. 
German  8av.  &  L.  Soc,  23  Wash.  132;  62  Pac.  Bep.  862.  SSI. 

&  Lmm  and  d«mlae  of  watd'a  pioparty.    It  a  guardian  is  appointed 
for  the  estate  of  a  minqr,  and  such  guardian's  bond  is  presented  and 
Probate  — 11 
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Approved,  a  leaea  afterwards  made  hy  him  of  the  ward'i  property 
is  valid,  though  no  letters  of  guardiauahip  have  been  issued  to  the 
piardian,  and  no  oath  of  office  has  been  taken  by  him:  Wbyler  v. 
Van  Tiger  (Cal.),  14  Pac.  Rep.  846.  Where  a  guardian  makes  a  leaae 
of  the  premises  of  fals  ward,  without  complying  with  all  the  require- 
ments of  the  law,  and  the  party  to  whom  the  lease  is  made,  without 
warranty,  conveys  the  same  to  a  third  party,  who  enters  upon  the 
premises  and  enjoys  the  peaceable  and  uninterrupted  possesBion 
thereof,  and  reaps  the  fruits  of  the  lease,  he  cannot  be  heard  to 
question  the  validity  of  the  lease,  or  of  the  assignment,  in  defense 
of  a  note  given  in  conaidsration  of  such  aasignment.  It  would  be  a 
gross  inequity  and  injustice  to  allow  the  assignees  to  take  the  benefits 
of  the  lease,  and  then  avoid  payment  of  the  note  given  in  considera- 
tion of  the  same:  Norton  v.  Stroud  State  Bank  (Okl.},  67  Pac.  Kep. 
848,  849,  SSI.  If  a  lease  has  been  made  by  an  infant  lessor,  the 
guardian  of  such  infant  lessor,  after  the  expiration  of  the  lease,  has 
no  power,  unless  eipresEly  authorized  by  the  court,  to  consent  to  a 
lien  upon  the  leased  premises  for  improvements  made  thereon  by  the 
lessee:  Hughes  v.  Hershow  (Col.),  93  Pac.  Bep.  1118,  1118.  While 
it  is  true  that  a  guardian  cannot  lease  the  laud  of  his  ward  for  a 
period  beyond  the  latter's  minority,  so  as  to  bind  the  ward,  yet  the 
lease  is  binding  on  the  lessee  after  that  time,  unless  the  ward  termi- 
nate it,  and  it  may  be  ratified  or  disafSrmed  by  the  ward,  at  his 
option:  Nawahi  v.  Hakalau  Plantation  Co.,  14  Haw.  460,  4S2.

9.  Mortgage  of  ward's  property. 

(1)  Patltlaii  as  foondatloii  of  Jurlsdlctloii.  To  obtain  an  order  of 
the  court  authorizing  the  guardian  to  mortgage  the  real  estate  of 
his  ward,  the  foundation  of  juriediction  is  the  petition  filed  by  the 
guardian  for  leave  to  mortgage,  and  the  petition  for  such  order  is 
not  sufficient,  unless  it  appears  that  all  of  the  requirements  of  the 
statute  have  been  complied  with  in  procuring  the  order  empowering 
the  guardian  to  execute  the  mortgage:  Howard  v.  Bryan,  133  Cal. 
257,  260;  65  Pac.  Rep.  462;  Howard  v.  Bryan  (Cal.),  62  Pac  Bep. 
456. 

(2)  Aathoilty  to  mortgage.  A  county  court  in  Oregon  cannot 
authorize  a  guardian  to  mortgage  the  real  estate  of  his  ward:  Truteh 
T.  Bunnell,  11  Or.  58;  4  Pac.  Bep.  688.  A  guardian  has  no  power  to 
make  a  contract  binding  upon  the  ward  or  upon  his  estate,  however 
proper  and  beneficial  the  contract  may  be.  Contracts  made  by  him 
impose  a  personal  liability  upon  himself,  and  his  protection  from 
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loss  lieo  in  lus  right  to  charge  tlie  expenditure  to  the  wnrd'a  SBt&te 
in  liig  aeeoant.  U  the  gnBrdijui  is  authorized  to  mortgage  the  real 
estate  of  his  ward  only  for  the  purpose  of  providing  suitable  raain- 
ten&nee  of  the  ward  and  his  family,  that  ia  the  only  instance  in  which 
he  may  mortgage  sncli  real  estate,  and  even  in  saeb  ease  it  is  neces- 
sary for  him  to  obtain  an  order  of  court  therefor:  Andrus  v,  Blaz- 
EBrd,  23  Utah,  233;  63  Pae.  Bep.  SS8,  890.  Though  there  is  no  direct 
authority  in  the  statute  to  mortgage  the  ward's  real  estate,  still, 
where  the  statute  declares  that  the  guardian  mnat  safely  keep  the 
property  of  his  ward;  that  he  must  maintaio  the  same  with  its  build- 
ings and  appurtenances;  and  that  he  shall  deliver  it  to  the  ward  at 
the  close  of  his  guardianship  in  as  good  condition  as  he  received  it, 
a  district  court,  in  Montana,  may  allow  the  guardian  to  mortgage 
SQch  estate  for  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  off  a  mortgage  thereon, 
which  is  overdue,  and  on  which  foreclosure  proceedings  are  threatened. 
The  interest  of  the  infant  In  such  case  manifestly  requires  that  the 
lien  or  encumbrance  upon  the  estate  should  be  discharged;  and  the 
generAl  doctrine  refusing  a  guardian  the  privilege  of  mortgaging  his 
ward's  estate  is  not  applicable  in  such  a  ease,  where  the  opportunity 
seemed  to  present  itself  to  save  the  infant's  estate,  not  by  creating 
a  debt,  or  by  borrowing  money,  but  by  simply  transferring  an  already 
existing  debt  from  one  creditor  to  another:  Northwestern  Qnaranty 
L.  Co.  V.  Smith,  15  Mont.  101;  38  Pae.  Rep.  224,  226.  The  law  cannot 
be  construed  to  authorize  the  mortgage  of  a  minor's  estate  to  pay  any 
debt  but  his  own.  It  must  be  euch  a  mortgage  as  he  can  discharge 
by  paying  what  he  is  individually  bound  for,  and  sueh  as  will  admit 
of  a  redemption  of  the  payment  of  that  which  is  due  from  him  on  his 
own  account.  Hence  a  court  has  no  juriedietios  to  authorize  a  joint 
mortgage  of  the  property  of  several  minor  wards  to  pay  an  aggregate 
snm,  which  includes  a  largo  private  indebtedness  of  the  guardian, 
for  which  the  estate  is  not  liable,  and  which  encumbers  the  property 
of  each  minor  witb  aggregate  charges  made  against  the  property 
ef  all  the  other  minors.  Such  a  joint  mortgage  would  be  void: 
Howard  v.  Bryan,  133  Cal.  2S7,  260,  261,  267;  6S  Pae.  Bep.  462.  Under 
a  statute  which  confers  power  upon  a  guardian  to  sell  his  ward's 
estate  for  the  purpose  of  raising  funds  to  pay  debts  or  to  maintain 
the  ward,  the  guardian  cannot  be  authorised,  by  order  of  court,  to 
mortgage  his  ward's  land  to  secure  a  debt  contracted  for  the  improve- 
ment of  the  estate:  Davidson  v.  Wampler,  29  Mont.  61;  74  Pae.  Rep. 
S2,  S4.  In  the  territory  of  Hawaii,  a  guardian  does  not  now  have  the 
power  he  formerly  possessed  of  tnortgnging  the  real  estate  of  his 
ward,  without  authority  from  any  court:  Hoare  v.  Allen,  13  Haw. 
257,  262.

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(3)  VallditT  Of  oidoT  Bttd  mortgage.  If  a  fair  and  TeaHoaable 
ooDBtTuction  of  an  order  authorizing  the  guardian  to  mortgage  tiie 
estate  of  his  ward  may  be  made,  which  will  make  it  valid,  the  court 
ia  bound  to  make  that  construction;  Howard  v.  Bryan  (Cal.),  62 
Pae.  Bep.  459.  Non-compiiauce  with  a  statute  which  authorizes  and 
directs  a  guardian  to  give  the  mortgagee  a  promissorj  note  for  the 
amount  of  monej  loaned,  though  it  may  be  a  substantial  departure 
from  the  statute,  is  not  to  be  deemed  a  jurisdictional  departure;  and 
where  the  attack  upon  the  mortgage  is  collateral,  no  mere  error  or 
irregularity  in  tbe  proceeding,  however  important  or  substantial,  will 
invalidate  the  mortgage,  particularly  where  the  statute  declares  that 
no  mere  error  or  irregularity  in  mortgaging  the  property  of  minor 
heirs  under  order  of  court  sbal!  invalidate  the  mortgage:  Howard  v. 
Bryan  (Cal.),  S2  Pac.  Bep.  459,  460.  In  Montana  it  is  held  that  a 
law  which  authorizes  the  court  to  disregard  certain  irregularities  la 
sales  by  guardians  does  not  apply  to  proceedings  which  were  wholly 
void  under  the  law  at  the  time  at  which  they  took  place.  Thus  such 
a  statute  does  not  apply  to  a  mortgage  by  a  guardian,  given  to  secure 
debts  contracted  for  the  improvement  of  the  estate;  because  a 
guardian  has  no  power  to  encumber  the  estate  of  his  ward,  or  to 
bind  the  ward  personally  on  any  undertaking  entered  into  on  the 
ward's  behalf:  Davidson  v.  Wampler,  29  Mont.  61;  74  Pac.  Sep.  82. 
A  mortgage  given  by  a  guardian  is  not  made  void  by  the  fact  that 
he  failed  to  give  a  bond.  It  ia  the  established  law  of  this  state, 
that  a  purchaser  or  mortgagee  need  not  inquire  whether  a,  bond  haa 
been  given  prior  to  a  guardian's  cale  of  real  estate:  HuDt  v.  Inaley, 
66  Kan.  213;  42  Pac.  Bep.  709,  710. 

(4)  BeriTal  and  foTAcloanra  of  foimet  mortgage.  One  who,  through 
mistake  of  law,  lends  money  with  which  a  mortgage,  eieeuted  by 
and  cxiatiog  upon  the  reai  property  of  a  person  since  deceased,  is 
satisQed,  and  takes  therefor  the  promissory  note  of  the  guardian  of 
the  minor  heirs  of  such  deceased  person,  such  guardian  being  also 
the  owner  of  an  undivided  one-third  interest  in  the  premises,  and 
by  whom  a  mortgage  upon  said  real  property  ia  executed  to  secure 
said  promiasory  note,  ia  cot  entitled  to  a  decree  in  equity  reviving 
and  foreclosing  the  former  mortgage,  unless  it  appears  from  the 
complaint  and  evidence  that  said  guardian  and  maker  of  the  last- 
mentioned  obligation  is  insolvent,  or  that  bis  mortgaged  interest  in 
the  land  will  be  insufficient  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  note  whea 
the  same  matures:    Eelsey  v.  Welch,  S  S.  D.  255;  66  N.  W.  Bep.  390. 

10.  NoQ-iesldent  guardians   and  wards.     H^icept  as  a  matter  of 

comity,  and  in  exceptional  caaes,  the  guardian  of  a  minor  appointed 
in  one  state  is  not  recognized  as  such  in  another  state.  And  a 
statute  providing  that  letters  of  administration  ahsU  issue  to  the 
guardian   of  a   minor,  instead   of  to  the  minor   himself,   refers  to   a 
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gOBTdiKii  appointed  in  this  itate,  and  not  to  one  appointed  in  loins 
other  state:  In  re  NickalB,  21  Nov.  462>  34  Pae.  Bep.  250.  Jariadic 
tioD  to  appoint  a  guardian  for  minor  children  ii  in  the  probate  court 
of  their  domicile,  even  though  thej  maj  not  be  within  the  joriBdiction 
of  the  state  at  the  time;  and  the  probate  court  of  another  atate, 
where  the  children  may  be  merely  sojourning,  baa  no  such  jurisdic- 
tion: Uodera  Woodmen  v.  Hester,  66  Kan.  129;  71  Pae.  Bep  2T9. 
A  beneSciary  certificate  issued  by  a  fraternal  beneficiary  society, 
soable  in  another  state,  in  favor  of  minor  cbUdren  domiciled  in  that 
state,  has  its  legal  situs  at  their  domicile,  and  is  an  asset  in  the  hands 
of  the  guardian  appointed  there,  and  the  presence  of  the  paper  in 
another  state  does  not  authorize  the  appointment  of  a  guardian  for 
the  minors  in  such  other  state:  Modern  Woodmen  v.  Hester,  66  Ean. 
129;  71  Pac.  Rep.  27B.  Where  foreign  guardians  of  non-resident 
wards  are  authorized  by  local  statutes  to  receive  and  remove  from 
the  state  personal  property  of  their  wards  in  the  hands  of  local 
guardians  and  others,  they  have  been  authorized  to  maintain  suits 
witbio  the  state,  to  recover  for  debts  due  their  wards.  Even  in  the 
absence  of  such  statutes,  it  seems  to  be  competent  for  a  court  possess- 
ing chancery  powers  to  order  funds  belonging  to  the  ward,  in  the 
hands  of  a  resident  guardian,  to  be  transmitted  and  paid  over  to 
the  domiciliary  guardian.  It  is  disc retio nary,  however,  with  the 
local  conrts,  even  under  such  statutes,  to  refuse  permisHion  to  the 
foreign  guardian  to  remove  the  property  from  the  state  if  it  is  for 
the  best  interests  of  tbe  ward  that  the  property  should  be  administered 
within  the  state.  When  the  non-resident  guardian  of  a  non-resident 
ward  applies  for  pennisaion  to  remove  the  property  of  his  ward 
from  the  state,  he  must  produce  a  transcript  from  the  records  of  a 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  certified  according  to  the  laws  of 
this  state  showing  bis  appointment  as  guardian  of  the  ward  in  the 
state  or  territory  in  which  he  and  his  ward  reside;  that  he  has 
qualified  as  such  according  to  the  laws  thereof,  and  given  bond  with 
sureties  for  the  performance  of  his  trust;  and  must  also  give  notice 
for  tbe  required  time  to  the  resident  executor,  administrator,  guardian, 
agent,  or  trustee,  if  there  be  such,  of  his  application.  Thereupon,  if 
no  objectioD  be  made,  or  if  no  good  cause  he  shown  to  the  contrary, 
the  judge  of  the  court  shall  niahe  an  order  granting  such  guardian 
leave  to  remove  the  property  of  said  ward  to  the  state  or  territory 
in  which  be  or  she  may  reside;  which  order  shall  be  full  and  com- 
plete authority  to  said  guardian  to  sue  for  and  receive  the  same  in 
bis  own  name,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  ward:  In  re  Crosby, 
42  Wash.  366;  85  Pac.  Rep.  1,  2,  The  guardian  of  a  minor  appointed 
by  a  probate  court  of  another  state  is  not  authorized,  as  sucb,  to  sell 
lands  of  his  ward  situated  in  this  state:  McNeil  v.  First  Congrega- 
tional Society  etc.,  66  Cal.  105;  4  Pac.  Bep.  1096.  A  non-resident 
guardian,  by  consenting  to  a  probate  sale  of  the  land  of  his  ward 
in  this  state,  cannot  give  the  court  any  jurisdiction  to  make  an 
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order  for  bqcIi  •&!«:  'WilBOU  t.  Hastinga,  66  Cal.  243,  247;  S  Pao. 
Bap,  217.  On  the  application  of  a  party  to  be  appointed  piardian 
of  a  minor,  who  residea  out  of  tlie  state,  the  ootiee  to  be  givci)  to 
all  perBODB  interested  ia  a  matter  for  the  exclusive  judgment  of  the 
probate  judge;  and  third  persons  cannot  qnestion  the  validitj'  of  an 
order  upon  any  allegation  that  insufficient  notice  was  given  to  th« 
heir  of  the  application  for  the  appointment:  Gronfier  v.  Puymirol, 
19  Cal.  62Q,  631.  A  foreign  guardian  has  no  anthorit;  to  bind  tho 
real  estate  of  his  ward  situated  in  this  state,  and  his  consent  that 
such  estate  be  sold  does  not  confer  jurisdiction  upon  the  court  to 
make  an  order  of  sale  therefor;  Wilson  v.  Hastings,  66  Cal.  243,  247; 
6  Pae.  Bep.  217.  Third  persons  cannot  qnestion  the  validity  of  an 
order  appointing  •  guardian  for  a  non-resident  minor  on  the  gronnd 
that  insufficient  notice  waa  given  of  the  hearing  of  the  application 
for  the  appointment:    Oronfier  v.  Pnyrairol,  19  Cal.  629,  632,

11.  Acconntlng  and  satUement. 
(1)  In  generaL  In  a  petition  for  the  settlement  and  allowance 
of  a  guardian's  aceonnt,  it  is  not  necesaaiy  to  allege  the  steps  taken 
in  procuring  his  appointment,  since  probate  courts  are,  in  such 
matters,  conrts  of  general  jurisdiction,  and  ererj  intendment  is  in 
favor  of  the  regularity  of  their  judgments  and  orders:  In  re  Brady, 
10  Ida.  366;  79  Fac.  Rep.  75.  When  the  final  account  of  a  guardian 
is  to  be  settled,  notice  for  the  statutory  period  must  be  given  of  the 
time  and  place  of  the  hearing  thereof;  and  in  a  case  where  the  ward 
has  deceased,  the  proceeding  for  the  settlement  of  the  account  must 
be  had  with  the  legal  representatives.  His  interests  are  adverse  to 
those  of  the  guardian,  and  he  is  a  necessary  party  to  the  proceeding, 
although  he  may  be  brought  in  by  constructive  notice  only.  Thero 
is  a  proceeding  of  a  special  nature  in  which  the  only  process  required 
by  law  is  the  posting  of  a  general  notice  for  a  statutory  period.  In 
all  cases  where,  by  statute,  a,  substituted  service  of  notice  is  author- 
ized in  piece  of  actual  service,  a  strict  compliance  with  the  statute 
is  essential  to  a  valid  service.  A  publication  of  pasting  for  less  than 
the  required  time  is  ineffectual  to  give  jurisdiction,  and  renders  the 
subsequent  proceeding  under  such  notice  void:  Livermore  v.  Batti, 
130  Cal.  458;  89  Pac.  Rep.  327,  328,  330.  When  findings  are  filed 
on  a  contest  of  the  settlement  of  a  guardian's  account,  they  may  bo 
considered  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  issues  upon  which 
snch  findings  were  made;  but  it  is  not  necessary  to  have  findings  in 
such  a  case;  Estate  of  Schandoney,  133  Cal,  3S7,  394;  65  Pac.  Hep. 
877;  Estate  of  Levinson,  1*.8  Cal.  4.^0,  455;  41  Pac.  Bep.  483;  42 
Pac.  Rep.  479,     As  the  law  respects  form  less  than  substance,  it  is 
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the  ivt7  of  the  court  to  dlaregard  sn^  error  or  defect  in  a  ^uardian'e 
aeeount  which  does  not  affect  the  inbetantial  rights  ot  the  parties. 
Hence  where  it  appeart  that  the  account  of  the  ^ardian  was  hia 
"  final "  account,  it  maj  be  settled,  although  it  was  misealled  an 
"annual"  aeeount:  In  re  Dow,  133  Cal.  449;  65  Pac,  Bep.  890,  893. 
The  Btatnte  making  it  the  duty  of  the  guardian  to  file  hia  account 
npon  the  expiration  of  one  year  from  the  time  of  bis  appointment 
does  not  prohibit  him  from  filing  and  presenting  it  sooner:  Estate  of 
Eajden,  146  Cal.  73;  79  Pac.  Bep,  588.  In  a  guardian's  account, 
charges  for  medical  attention  are  sufficisntly  itemized,  within  the 
meaning  of  the  statute,  where  thej  show  the  date  of  payment,  the 
amonnt,  th«  person  to  whom  paid,  and  the  nature  of  the  services.  It 
is  not  necessary  that  the  bill  of  a  physician  or  of  a  lawyer  should 
contain  each  item  that  goes  to  make  ap  the  charge.  If  the  amount 
of  the  claim  is  disputed,  or  if  It  is  denied  that  the  services  were 
rendered,  the  court,  on  the  hearing,  may  go  into  the  particulars: 
Estate  of  Hayden,  146  Cal.  73;  79  Pac.  Rep.  588,  589.  Where  the 
wards  consist  of  a  family  of  children,  it  ia  seldom  possible  to  have 
accurate  accounts  kept,  showing  the  exact  expense  on  account  of 
each  child;  but  where  the  guardian  baa  acted  in  good  faith  in 
expending  money  for  the  benefit  of  the  wards,  and  the  expenses 
thus  incurred  have  not  been  unreasonable  or  excessive,  he  should 
be  given  the  proper  credit  for  the  money  actually  so  expended, 
although  he  may  not  be  able  to  trace  every  item  to  the  particular 
child.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  court,  if  possible,  to  adjust  the  credits 
between  the  respective  war^,  if  the  evidence  enables  it  to  do  ho;  bnt 
it  is  not  justified  in  rejecting  all  of  the  credits  becaose  some  of 
them  are  improper:  Estate  of  Boyes,  151  Cat.  143;  90  Pac.  Bep.  454, 
460.  If  the  account  of  the  guardian  is  sworn  to  by  another  person, 
who  has  transacted  the  business  of  the  guardian,  and  also  by  the 
guardian,  who  swears  that  he  believes  that  such  person's  statements 
are  true,  the  verification  is  suffleient:  Bacouillat  v.  Hequena,  36  Cal. 
051,  652,  655.  The  settlement  of  a  guardian's  accoant  is  a  "  pro- 
ceeding," within  the  meaning  of  a  statute  which  prescribes  the  time 
within  which  an  action  or  proceeding  is  deemed  to  be  pending:  Cook 
T.  Ceas,  143  Cal.  ZSl,  £26;  77  Pae.  Bep.  65. 


Uethod  of  compelling  settlement  of  acconnta  with  deceased 
guardian:    8ee  note  8  Am.  8t.  Bep.  684. 

(2)  Dntr  to  account.  Under  a  statute  authorizing  the  court  to 
compel  the  guardian  to  render  an  account  upon  the  application  of 
"  any  person,"  it  is  not  necessary  that  the  person  making  such 
af^lication  shall  have  an  interest  in  the  estate.  The  court  may 
therefore  order  the  guardian  to  present  his  account  on  the  applica- 
tion of  a  brother  of  the  ward:   Tmmpler  v.  Cotton,  109  Cal.  2S0,  254; 
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41  Pac.  Rep.  1033.  A  ward  may  maintaiu  &  suit  against  tlte  executor 
of  his  guardian:  Oog  t.  Whipple,  3  Wash.  Ter.  233;  3  Pac.  Bep.  898. 
When  a  ward  attains  the  age  of  majority,  the  office  of  guardian 
comes  to  an  end,  and  it  is  then  the  dut?  of  the  guardian,  and  one 
of  the  obligations  of  his  bond,  to  exhibit  a  final  account  of  bia 
guardianship  to  the  probate  court,  make  a  settlement  with  the  pro- 
bate judge  or  with  the  ward,  and  deliver  up  all  the  property  in  hia 
hands  belonging  to  the  ward.  Failure  to  do  this  constitutes  a  breach 
of  his  bond,  for  which  he  and  his  sureties  are  liable  after  settlement 
of  the  guardianship.  Settlement  of  the  flnal  account  of  the  guardian 
includes  only  transactions  during  the  minority  of  the  ward;  it  does 
not  include  transactions  occurring  after  the  ward  has  attained  his 
majority.  When  that  event  happens,  the  court  is  sui  juris;  and  the 
legal  liability  which  attaches  to  him  for  any  services  rendered  to  him 
by  his  guardian  arises,  not  out  of  the  relation  of  former  guardian 
and  ward,  but  out  of  the  contractual  relation  established  by  the 
transactions  between  them  as  contracting  parties.  Such  a  liability 
is  not  enforceable  within  the  jurisdiction  of  a  probate  court;  the 
remedy  upon  it  lies,  not  in  a  probate  proceeding,  but  in  an  action 
at  law:  In  re  Allgier,  6S  Cal.  2SS;  3  Pac.  Bep.  849,  850.  Where  a 
guardian  has  collected  the  moneys  of  his  ward,  used  them,  and  does 
not  attempt  to  account  for  them  until  forced  to  do  so  by  the  court 
many  years  later,  he  ig  not  entitled  to  anything  more  than  the  strict 
letter  of  tie  law  allows  him;  In  re  Eschrich,  85  Cal.  98,  102;  24 
Pnr.  Bep.  634.  It  is  the  duty  of  a  guardian  to  account  for  the  funds 
of  bis  ward  received  from  a  foreign  jurisdiction,  and  there  is  no 
presumption  that  he  has  already  accounted  for  them:  In  re  Scccbi, 
Myr.  Prob.  225,  Where  the  court  not  only  has  jurisdiction  of  the 
subject-matter,  but  the  statute  designates  specifically  all  the  meana 
by  which  it  shall  obtain  jurisdiction  of  the  person  of  the  guardian, 
and  such  means  have  been  observed,  the  guardian  cannot  thwart 
the  object  of  the  law  by  failing  or  refusing  to  present  his  account. 
Hence  if  he  has  left  the  state,  service  may  be  made  upon  him  by 
publication,  and  if,  upon  such  service  being  made,  he  fails  to  file 
his  account,  the  court  may  order  it  made  up,  audited,  and  settled 
from  the  evidence  at  hand;  and  a  settlement  so  made  will  bind  the 
sureties  of  the  guardian:  Trumpler  v.  Cotton,  109  Cal.  255,  256;  41 
Pac.  Bep.  ID33.  A  guardian  is  derelict  in  not  accounting  annually: 
Guardianship  of  Kaiu,  IT  Haw.  S17. 

(3)  Jurlsdictloti  of  courts.  A  final  accounting  presented  by  k 
guardian  is  properly  addressed  to  the  probate  court  that  has  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  estate  of  the  ward:  In  re  Allgier,  6a  Cal.  2^8,  229;  3  Pac. 
Bep.  849.  The  probate  judge  has  exclusive  jurisdiction  to  determine 
the  state  of  accounts  between  guardian  and  ward:  Allen  v.  Tiffany, 
G3  Cal.  16.  A  probate  court  has  authority  to  settle  the  accounts  of 
ft   guardian   of   an   infant   after   his   letters   are   revoked:     Graff   t. 
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Mesmer,  52  Cal.  636,  637.  In  Oregon,  the  couDty  court  baa  juriadiC' 
tion  to  settle  tbe  accounts  of  a  removed  guardian,  upon  the  petition 
of  Ilia  bondsmen  and  that  of  the  subsequently  appointed  guardian. 
Whi^re  the  purpose  of  such  a  proceeding  is  merely  to  determine 
whether  additional  credits  should  be  allowed,  the  removed  guardian 
is  not  1  neeessary  party,  and  it  is  not  necessary  to  resort  to  a  court 
of  general  equity  jurisdiction  for  the  purpose  of  determining  whether 
such  additional  credit  should  be  allowed:  Cutting  t.  Scherzinger,  40 
Or.  333;  68  Pae.  Eep.  3B3,  395.  Under  a  statute  which  gives  to  a 
county  court  Jurisdiction,  in  the  first  instance,  to  direct  and  control 
the  conduct,  and  to  settle  the  accounts,  of  eiecntors,  administrators, 
and  guardians,  Buch  court  has  power  to  inquire  into  a  caee  of 
devastavit,  and  to  charge  the  amount  thereof  to  the  delinquent: 
Steel  V.  Holladay,  20  Or.  70;  25  Pac.  Eep,  89,  71.  If,  however,  a 
ward,  on  attaining  her  majority,  and  after  her  marriage,  has  executed 
a  release  to  her  guardian,  the  county  court  has  no  Jurisdiction  there- 
after to  compel  the  guardian  to  account.  In  such  a  case,  the  ward 
must  resort  to  equity  to  have  the  settlement  set  aside,  if  the  county 
court  is  not  a  eonrt  of  general  equitable  jurisdiction:  Butterick  v. 
Bichardson,  39  Or.  246;  64  Pac.  Sep.  390,  392. 

(4)  Exceptions  to  account.  In  a  statute  which  provides  that, 
npon  the  hearing  of  an  account,  any  person  interested  may  appear 
and  file  his  exceptione,  in  writing,  to  the  account,  and  contest  the 
same,  the  word  "  exceptions  "  is  probably  used  with  reference  to  the 
equity  practice  of  filing  eiceptious  to  the  report  of  a  master  in 
chancery.  But,  in  the  practice  that  has  grown  up  in  this  state,  the 
oflice  of  such  exceptions  has  been  much  enlarged,  and  the  word  has 
come  to  include  not  only  a  statement  in  writing  of  the  points  or 
matters  wherein  the  credits  or  charges  in  an  account  are  claimed 
to  be  deficient,  defective,  or  erroneous  in  law,  but  also  a  statement 
of  any  affirmative  matters  of  fact  not  appearing  on  tbe  face  of  the 
account,  which,  it  may  be  claimed,  requires  additional  charges  in 
favor  of  the  estate,  or  the  rejection  of  credits  claimed  against  it: 
Estate  of  Boyes,  151  Cal.  143;  90  Pae.  Rep.  454,  456.  If  a  person 
interested  in  an  estate  wishes  to  contest  an  account  presented  by  an 
executor,  administrator,  or  guardian,  he  must  file  his  exceptions,  in 
writing,  to  the  account,  setting  out  specifically  the  grounds  of  his 
objection;  and  at  the  hearing  he  should  be  held  limited  to  the  excep- 
tions so  presented;  but,  without  any  objections,  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
court  to  carefully  examine  the  account  and  to  reject  all  unjust  or 
illegal  claims.  Regardless  of  the  filing  of  exceptions,  the  court  has 
power,  and  it  is  its  duty,  to  scrutinize  the  account,  reject  all  errors 
therein,  reject  all  items  of  credit  which  appear  to  be  illegal  or 
excessive,  and  generally  to  inquire  into  the  truthfulness  and  accuracy 
of  the  items  of  charges  and  credits,  and  of  the  facts  set  forth  in 
tbe  accompanying  report.     And,  in  the  course  of  such  investigation, 
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it  may  require  and  receive  evidence  to  prove  or  disprove  the  seveTml 
items  and  facts  nnder  inquirj,  although  no  contest  is  mode;  Eetate 
of  Boyes,  151  Cat.  113;  BO  Pac.  Bep.  454,  456.  A  ward  eauDot  except 
to  an  inveBtment  mode  bj  hie  guardian,  on  the  mere  ground  tiiat 
it  eoDsiits  of  a  loan  or  personal  security,  where  the  statute  authorizes 
the  guardian  to  malte  the  inveBtment  in  any  manner  to  the  ward's 
interest:  Nagle  v.  Bobins,  9  Wyo.  211;  6E  Pac.  Bep.  154,  156.  Where 
the  report  of  a  guardian  is  excepted  to  by  his  ward,  and  costs 
expended,  outside  of  counsel  fees,  are  awarded  to  the  guardian  in 
resisting  the  esceptiong  to  a  certain  investment,  and  the  guardian, 
on  appeal,  is  surcharged  with  such  investment,  he  should  be  allowed 
such  costs;  and  if  an  exception  to  a  certain  investment  is  sustained, 
and  other  eiceptions  are  dismissed,  the  ward  should  be  allowed  his 
costs,  outside  of  counsel  fees,  in  respect  to  the  investment  as  to 
which  the  exception  was  sustained:  Nagle  v.  Robins,  9  Wyo.  211; 
62  Pac.  Hep.  154,  164.  It  is  no  objection  to  a  gnardian's  first  account, 
that  one  year  had  not  elapsed  from  the  day  of  the  appointment  of 
the  guardian:  Estate  of  Hayden,  146  Cal.  73;  79  Pae.  Bep.  5S3. 
Where,  on  the  final  accounting  of  a  guardian  of  an  Indian  allottee, 
an 'exception  is  taken  to  allowing  him  credit  for  the  payment  of  a 
certain  sum  of  money  in  compromise  of  litigation,  under  an  agree- 
ment with  the  ward,  the  validity  of  such  contract  will  not  be 
determined,  where  it  was  involved  in  a  suit  for  specific  perfonnanee: 
Terry  v.  Sicade,  37  Wash.  249;  79  Pac.  Rep.  786.  If  an  executor  is 
the  duly  appointed,  qualified,  and  acting  guardian  of  a  minor  heir, 
his  two  positions  of  trust  are  in  direct  antagonism,  upon  the  question 
of  property  rights,  where  a  legatee  under  the  will  ob.ieets  to  the 
executor's  account  npon  the  ground  that  he  had  a  large  sum  of 
money  and  also  personal  property  in  his  possession  which  was  the 
property  of  the  estate  and  for  which  he  had  not  accounted;  and  if 
it  were  not  for  the  prospective  personal  liability  against  him  in  one 
or  tbe  other  of  the  estates,  he  should  not  be  heard  at  all  in  such 
a  proceeding,  for,  in  representing  both  trusts,  he  would  most  likely 
misrepresent  one:    In  re  Haas,  97  Cal.  232,  234}  31  Pac.  Rep.  893. 

<6>  AdmlBSlbUlty  of  evldecce.  If  a  ward  files  exceptions  to  tbe 
Anal  report  of  his  guardian,  concerning  certain  loans  or  investments, 
verbal  advice  of  the  district  judge  at  the  time  of  the  transaction, 
and  the  advice  of  the  guardian's  counsel,  are  admissible  in  evidence 
to  show  the  good  faith  of  the  guardian.  Evidence  of  previous  loans 
by  the  ward's  father  to  the  aame  person,  on  like  security,  is  also 
admissible  as  showing  prudence  and  good  faith  on  tbe  part  of  the 
guardian:  Nagle  v.  Robins,  9  Wyo.  211;  62  Pac.  Rep.  154,  158,  160, 
161.  In  proceedings  for  the  allowance  of  a  guardian's  account,  the 
admission  of  evidence  which  is  substantially  injurious  to  the  guar- 
dian must  necessitate  a  reversal:  Estate  of  Boyes,  151  Cal.  143j  90 
Pac.  Bep.  454,  457. 
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(6)  Pro])ei  di&rgu  agftlnst  gnanUan.  Intonat  If  a  guardian 
allows  himeelf  to  make  a,  loan  of  hie  ward'i  monej  on  lands  in  the 
neigbborhood  of  his  city,  the  value  of  which  ig  largely  ipeculative, 
based  upon  the  proposition  that  it  may  become,  in  time,  city  prop' 
erty,  and  desirable  and  sought  for  as  a  site  for  city  homes  or 
factories,  and  takes  as  security  for  such  loan  a  mortgage  on  such 
lands,  he  should  be  charged  with  the  amount  of  the  loan,  and  any 
interest  received,  but  should  be  permitted  to  retain  the  securities  as 
bis  own,  and  the  judgment,  by  appropriate  provision,  should  secure 
them  to  him:  Nagle  v.  Robins,  8  Wyo-  Sllj  62  Pae.  Bep.  154,  182, 
163.  When  the  guardian  is  required  to  make  annual  inventories  and 
reports,  interest  may  properly  be  computed  annually  for  sums  not 
reported:  Scheib  r.  Thompson,  23  Utah,  Q64;  65  Pac.  Bep.  499,  500. 
Where  a  guardian  acts  in  good  faith,  does  not  make  any  use  for 
himself  of  the  funds  of  his  ward,  and  makes  no  profit  for  himself, 
he  can  be  charged  with  no  more  than  the  statutory  rate  of  interest: 
Guardianship  of  Cardwell,  55  Cal.  137,  142.  A  guardian  ia  chargeable 
with  compound  interest  where  he  bas  collected  money  of  his  ward, 
used  it,  and  has  made  no  attempt  to  account  for  it  until  forced  to  do 
BO  by  the  court;  In  re  Esehrich,  85  Cal.  98,  102;  24  Pac  Bep.  634. 
If  a  guardian,  in  good  faith,  and  for  the  benefit  of  his  ward,  pur- 
chases property,  but  the  ward  afterwards  refuses  to  ratify,  and  dis- 
affirms the  purchase,  the  guardian  is  not  answerable  for  compound 
interest.  It  is  only  where  there  has  been  intentional  or  wilful  derelic- 
tion of  duty  on  the  part  of  the  guardian  that  compound  interest 
can  be  allowed:  Estate  of  Cousins,  111  Cal.  441,  452;  44  Pac.  Bep. 
182.  Insurance-money  collected  by  a  guardian  is  no  part  of  the  estate. 
This  money  goes  direct  to  the  heirs.  The  executors  of  the  estate 
should  have  nothing  to  do  with  it,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  guardian 
into  whose  possession  it  comes  to  deliver  it  to  the  heirs  as  they 
become  of  age,  with  interest  upon  the  same  from  the  date  of 
its  receipt  by  the  guardian;  and  if  the  report  of  the  guardian  shows 
that  be  has  allowed  such  a  fund  to  become  commingled  and  confused 
with  the  funds  of  the  estate,  and  his  accounts  as  guardian  to  become 
commingled  and  confused  with  the  accounts  of  the  executors,  so  that 
it  is  impossible  for  the  court  to  determine  out  of  what  funds  the 
expense  of  supporting  the  children  were  paid,  the  court  is  justified 
in  concluding  that  the  minor  heirs  had  been  supported  from  the 
funds  of  the  estate,  and  that  the  insurancs- money  had  been  kept 
intact  for  the  use  of  the  beneficiaries:  Hill  t.  Smith,  S  Wash.  330; 
35  Pac.  Bep.  1070.  If  the  guardian  receives  money  of  his  wards, 
which  he  keeps  for  many  years,  and  uses  for  his  own  purpose,  and 
renders  no  account  until  cited  to  appear  and  account  on  the  petition 
of  his  wards,  he  is  properly  chargeable  with  jnterest  upon  the  money 
received,  compounded  annually,  although  he  was  guilty  of  no  fraud 
in  the  use  of  bis  ward's  money:  In  re  Esehrich,  85  Cal.  98,  101;  Estats 
of  Hamilton,  139  Cal.  671;  73  Pac.  Bep.  S7S;  Qlassell  v.  Qlassell,  147 
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Cal.  910;  82  Pae.  Bep.  42;  Seheib  v.  ThompaoD,  23  Utah,  564;  6S  Pae. 
Bep.  499,  SOO.  So  if  ha  has  invested  such  money 'in  stocks  and  bonds, 
which  he  has  appropriated  to  his  own  use,  he  should  not  be  credited 
with  such  stocks  and  bonds,  bnt  should  be  cbar|red  witb  the  trust 
funds  appropriated,  at  compound  interest:  In  re  Dow,  133  Cal.  449; 
65  Pae.  Bep.  S90,  S92.  The  general  rule  now  thoroughly  well  estab- 
lished in  this  state  as  to  the  limit  of  the  liability  of  a  trustee  for 
mingling  the  trust  funds  witb  his  own,  and  their  use  in  his  own 
business,  where  it  is  not  shown  that  a  larg^er  profit  vas  realiied 
therefrom,  is,  the  return  of  tbe  principal,  with  legal  interest  thereoD, 
compounded  annually.  This  rule  is  applicable  alike  to  guardians 
and  executors  as  to  other  tmst  relations:  In  re  Dow,  133  Cal.  449; 
65  Pae.  Bep.  89D,  892.  If  the  settlement  of  the  final  account  of  the 
guardian  is  delayed  after  the  ward  arriTes  at  aga,  there  can  be  no 
valid  objection  to  the  guardian's  voluntarily  charging  himself  with 
legal  interest  on  the  balance  in  his  bands,  in  tbe  absence  of  evidence 
that  he  has  received  anything  more;  Estate  of  Boyes,  l&l  Cat.  143; 
90  Pae.  Eep.  454.  Where  there  is  unreasonable  delay  by  the  guar- 
dian in  making  a  final  settlement  after  the  ward  is  of  age,  the  court, 
in  settling  the  account,  should  charge  the  guardian  at  least  the  legal 
rate  of  interest  annually  on  any  balance  he  may  have  had  on  hand 
when  the  ward  arrived  at  age,  unless  there  are  circumstances  absolving 
him  from  such  charge:  Estate  of  Boyes,  151  Cal.  143;  90  Pae.  Bep. 
454,  457.  A  guardian  is  chargeable  not  only  with  rents  actually 
received,  but  also  with  such  additional  rents  as  he  would  have 
obtained  bad  be  faithfully  and  diligently  discharged  his  duties: 
Quardianship  of  Hoarc,  14  Haw.  443,  445.  Wbere  a  guardian  mixes 
the  funds  of  his  ward  witb  his  own,  and  docs  not  keep  any  separate 
account,  which  is  complete,  reliable,  and  satisfactory,  be  is  charge- 
able with  interest  upon  the  ward's  money  in  his  bands,  which  he  has 
retained  for  a  long  period  of  years  without  investment:  Quardiansbip 
of  Hoare,  14  Haw.  443,  444,  A  guardian  will  be  surcharged  with 
expenditures  the  necessity  of  which  has  not  been  shown:  Guardian- 
ship of  Kaiu,  17  Haw.  517,  519. 

{7)  Oiodlts  allowable  to  guardian.  An  attorney's  fee  for  s 
rendered  to  tbe  guardian  of  a  minor,  in  pursuance  of  a  writt( 
tract,  is  an  expense  incurred  by  the  guardian  in  the  perfor 
his  duties,  for  which  he  is  primarily  liable;  though  if  the  probate 
court  shall  deem  the  expenditure  reasonable  and  necessary  to  protect 
the  interest  of  the  ward,  it  may  be  allowed  from  the  ward's  estate: 
Hunt  V.  Maldonado,  89  Cal.  636,  637;  27  Pae.  Bep.  56.  Tbe  money 
actually  paid  out  by  the  guardian  for  court  costs,  attorneys'  fees, 
and  for  recording  deeds  is  properly  allowed  to  him  upon  the  settle- 
ment  of  his  account:  Seheib  v,  Thompson,  23  Utah,  564;  65  Pae.  Bep, 
499,  .^00.  A  stepfather,  who,  as  guardian,  supports  and  maintains  his 
stepchildren,   is  entitled   to  be  credited,   is   the   settlement   of   his 
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kecouDts,  as  tbeir  guardian,  with  expenditurea  from  the  moneys  of 
hit  wards  for  sacb  puipoae,  where  there  ie  no  doubt  of  the  ezpendi- 
tares  baring  been  made,  and  the  evidence  sbowa  that  tbe  guardian- 
ship funds  were  properly  used  for  the  support  of  tbe  children:  Cutting 
V.  Seherzinger,  40  Or.  353;  68  Paa.  Bep.  393,  395.  As  a  general  rule, 
full  items,  with  vouchers  for  all  expenditures,  should  be  required, 
and  eredita  should  not  be  allowed  without  them;  but  this  is  not  indis- 
ponaable,  and,  in  a  clear  case,  where  there  is  no  donbt  of  the  expendi- 
tures having  been  made,  or  of  the  guardian's  good  faith,  vouchers 
maj  be  dispensed  with.  Each  case  must  necessarily  depend  upon  its 
own  particular  facts,  and  on  the  equities  thereof:  Cutting  v. 
Scberzinger,  40  Or.  3S3;  66  Pae.  Bep.  393,  395.  It  is  no  objection  to 
a  guardian's  account,  that  household  expenses  for  the  benefit  of 
several  wards,  constituting  one  family,  were  apportioned  numeri- 
eallj  among  tbe  wards,  without  reference  to  difTerences  of  actual 
eonSQinption.  The  slight  inequalities  that  would  occur  between  the 
different  children  with  respect  to  food  furnished,  as  well  as  many 
other  things  consumed  in  the  household,  would  be  more  than  com- 
pensated by  the  advantages  of  having  the  children  reared  as  one 
family:  Estate  of  Boyes,  ISl  Cat.  143;  90  Pac.  Rep.  454,  460.  If 
the  guardian,  after  the  ward  becomes  of  age,  has  continued,  as 
before,  with  the  ward's  knowledge  and  consent,  to  support  him,  or  to 
pay  out  money  for  him  out  of  the  estate,  received  by  the  guardian 
during  the  minority  of  the  ward,  and  there  is  nothing  unfair  or 
unjust  to  tbe  ward  in  the  transactions,  the  guardian  should  be 
allowed  credit  in  his  account,  out  of  the  estate,  for  the  moneys  thus 
applied  to  the  ward's  use.  If  he  has  overpaid  the  money  in  his 
hands,  and  other  estate  remains,  he  may  be  allowed  a  lieu  upon  the 
estate  for  tbe  overpayment,  bat  he  eannot  be  given  a  personal  claim 
against  the  ward  for  such  overpayment  in  any  case:  Estate  of  Boyes, 
151  Cal.  143;  90  Pac.  Rep.  454,  4SS.  If  a  guardian  is  compelled  to  pay 
a  debt  which  he  has  contracted  for  the  benefit  of  his  ward,  and  it 
1*  one  properly  made  on  behalf  of  bis  ward,  the  county  court  will 
allow  it  out  of  the  ward's  estate;  but  the  liability  of  the  estate,  in 
sach  a  case,  is  one  to  be  settled  in  the  county  court:  Sturgis  v. 
Sturgis  (Or.),  93  Pac.  Rep.  696,  699.  If  the  guardian  of  a  minor 
makes  a  valid  contract  with  an  attorney  concerning  the  latter's  fee, 
tbe  guardian  is  liable,  and  if  he  pays  it,  and  tbe  probate  court  deems 
the  expenditure  reasonable,  and  necessary  to  protect  the  interests 
of  the  ward,  it  may  be  allowed  from  the  ward's  estate:  Hunt  v. 
Maldonado,  89  Cal.  636,  637;  27  Pbc.  Rep.  58. 

(8>  Wbat  is  not  to  be  allowed.  Oompensatlon.  The  ordinary  rule 
is,  that  a  guardian  will  not  be  allowed  for  permanent  improvements 
placed  by  him  on  a  minor's  property  without  authority:  Qerber  v. 
Banerline,  17  Or.  115;  19  Pac.  Rep,  S49.  Where  tbe  guardian  had 
agreed  that,  if  appointed,  he  would  maintain  and  educate  the  ward, 
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wbicli  agreement  was  embodied  in  the  order  appointing  him,  items 
for  maiatenance  of  the  nard  should  be  diaalloired:  In  re  Barg,  Hyi. 
Prob.  69.  So  items  in  a.  gu&rdian'a  aceouut,  for  the  payment  of  board 
of  his  warde  while  living  with  their  elder  brother,  many  years  before 
the  presentation  of  the  account,  are  properlj  disallowed,  where  there 
is  no  evideu^^e  that  any  fixed  amount  was  agreed  upon  to  be  paid 
in  the  beginning,  nor  any  evidence  as  to  what  the  keeping  of  the 
wards  waa  worth,  or  that  it  was  worth  anything  over  and  above  the 
value  of  their  serviceer  In  re  Eechrich,  85  Cai.  88;  24  Pac.  Kep.  634, 
And  where  a  gaardian,  the  father,  has  collected  certain  moneye  of 
his  ward,  and  has.  misappropriated  tbem  to  his  own  use,  be  cannot 
claim  credit  for  expenses  paid  by  bim  for  the  maiateuauce  of  the  ward 
after  such  misappropriation:  Guardianship  of  Ceas,  134  Cai.  114;  66 
Pac.  Hep.  187.  If  the  guardian  has  invested  his  ward's  money  in 
Stocks  and  bonds,  which  he  has  appropriated  to  his  own  use,  no 
ercdit  should  be  given  to  him  for  the  securities:  In  re  Dow,  133  Cai. 
449;  65  Pac,  Rep.  890.  Where  it  appears  from  a  statement  in  the 
guardian's  account  that  his  ward  was  not  at  home  during  a  certain 
year,  and  did  not  receive  the  support  claimed,  the  guardian  should 
not  be  allowed  a  credit  claimed  for  the  ward's  support  during  that 
year,  as  a  member  of  the  family,  consisting  of  the  ward's  mother  and 
brothers  and  sisters:  Estate  of  Boyos,  151  Cai.  143;  90  Pac.  Rep.  454, 
458.  A  guardian  is  not  entitled  to  any  compensation,  where  he  has 
been  negligent  in  the  management  of  his  ward's  estate;  Scbeib  t. 
Thompson,  23  Utah,  504;  65  Pac.  Bep.  499.  The  court  may  reduce  the 
commissions  of  a  guardian  for  his  neglect  of  duty:  Guardianship  of 
Kaiu,  17  Han.  S17,  519.  If  ha  has  been  guilty  of  gross  negligence 
in  the  performance  of  his  duties,  he  is  not  entitled  to  any  com- 
missions: Guardianship  of  Iloare,  14  Haw.  443,  448.  As  to  post- 
majority  transactions,  it  may  be  said  that  the  guardian  is  not 
entitled  to  any  allowance  for  the  support  of  the  ward  after  the 
latter  becomes  of  age,  particularly  where  it  is  impossible  to  segregate 
the  expenses  for  support  which  are  contracted  before  the  ward 
became  of  age,  and  afterwards:  Hill  v.  Smith,  8  Wash.  330;  65  Pac. 
Rep.  1070.  As  the  authority  of  the  guardian  ceases  with  the  ma- 
jority of  the  ward,  he  has  no  authority,  after  the  ward's  majority, 
to  proceed  with  the  foreclosure  of  a  mortgage,  without  the  ward's 
consent,  and  to  bid  in  the  property  for  the  ward,  and  the  fact  that 
he  does  so,  and  compromises  a  deficiency  judgment,  does  not  raise 
the  presumption  that  he  continued  so  to  act  without  the  consent 
and  approval  of  his  ward:  Estate  of  Curtis,  121  Cai.  468;  53  Pac.  Bep. 
936,  938.  There  is  some  difiference,  however,  as  to  the  extent  to 
which  courts  will  consider  post -majority  transactions  in  the  settle- 
ment of  the  accounts  of  a  former  guardian.  This  difference  probably 
originated  from  the  fact  that  the  accounts  were  generally  settled 
by  courts  of  equity,  whose  jurisdiction  was  not  so  limited.  It  is 
clear,  however,  that  a  guardian  contracts  that,  at 
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his  tmtt,  lie  will  acconnt  for  the  propert;,  eat&te,  and  money's  of  the 
ward  in  his  hands,  and  will  pay  over  and  deliver  gnch  property  as 
remains  to  the  person  entitled  thereto.  This  is  the  account  whieb 
the  probate  eoart  has  jnrisdiction  to  determine.  No  jurisdiction  is 
given  to  ascertain  a  balance  against  a  former  ward,  except  as  it  will 
tend  to  show  what  the  guardian  must  pay  or  deliver  to  his  former 
ward.  It  is  in  the  nature  of  a  proceeding  io  rem,  and  the  estate 
in  the  res,  aod,  after  majority,  the  only  matter  of  which  the  court 
has  JQiisdiction:  Estate  of  Kincaid,  120  Cal.  203;  52  Pae.  Kep.  492, 
493.  If  a  gnardian  is  an  attorney  at  law,  and  performs  professional 
aervieee  for  his  ward,  he  may  be  allowed  extra  compensation  there- 
for: Goardianship  of  Humekn,  15  Haw.  394,  395.  A  guardian  who 
brings  suit  for  the  ward's  estate  must  look  to  the  probate  court  for 
the  allowance  of  attorneys'  fees:  Magoon  V.  Brash,  11  Haw.  204,  206. 

(9)  Death  Of  mid  beforo  Mttlemeut.  If  the  ward  dies  before 
settlement  of  the  guardian's  account,  such  settlement  must  be  made 
with  the  ward's  legal  representative.  It  is  alwayk  in  the  power  of 
the  gnardian  to  procure  the  appointment  of  an  administrator  with 
whom  he  may  settle  the  acconnt,  and  who  will  then  be  in  existence 
to  receive  constructive  notice;  and  the  full  statutory  period  of  posting 
must  run  while  the  person  against  whom  the  notice  is  directed  is 
in  legal  existence  and  capable  of  receiving  such  knowledge;  otherwise 
there  will  not  be  the  full  statutory  notice  to  him,  and  jurisdiction 
of  the  proceedings  will  be  lacking.  The  existence  of  the  legal  repre- 
sentatives during  the  entire  period  required  to  make  that  form  of 
service  valid  is  necessary  to  raise  the  statutory  presumption  that  he 
haa  obtained  from  snch  notice  a  knowledge  of  the  pendency  of  the 
proceeding.  Neither  is  the  record,  nor  is  the  recital  of  the  giving 
of  the  notice,  nor  are  the  presumptions  in  favor  of  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  court,  conelnsive  of  the  fact  of  tbe  eiistence  of  the  adminis- 
tratoT,  as  such,  during  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  prescribed  time 
for  notice;  and  where  the  actual  effective  time  of  the  notice  to  the 
adminiatratoT  was  only  seven  days,  where  the  law  required  ten  days 
to  constitute  legal  service,  jurisdiction  to  hear  tbe  settlement  of  the 
guardian's  account  was  wanting,  and  an  order  settling  such  acconnt 
was  therefore  void:  Livermore  v.  Batti,  150  Cal.  468;  69  Pac,  Bep. 
327. 

<10>  OondtulTeneM.  Attacking  sattloment.  If  the  statute  does 
not  provide  that  the  settlement  of  a  guardian's  intermediate  account 
shall  be  conclusive,  such  settlement  is  merely  prims  facie  evidence 
of  its  correctness,  and  it  is  afterwards  open  to  inquiry:  Guardianship 
of  Cardwell,  55  Cat,  137,  142.  But  a  decree  spttling  the  flnal  account 
of  a  guardian  is  conclusive  not  only  against  the  gusrdisD  himself, 
bnt  also  against  his  sureties,  until  it  is  reversed  or  modified  by  some 
proceeding  directly  impeaching  it:    Brodrib  v,  Brodrib,  5fl   Cal.   583,

Ses.  Items  contained  in  tlie  settled  accountB  of  a  gaardian,  and  the 
order  settling  tham,  cannot  be  reconsidered  in  a  suit  in  equity  to  set 
aside  tlie  order  Hettling  tbe  account  of  a  guardian  for  fraud  and  to 
compel  a  proper  accounting:  Ounrdianehip  of  WcIIb,  140  Cal.  340, 
353;  73  Pnc.  Rep.  1065.  In  a  Huit  in  pquity  to  BOt  aside  the  order 
settling  the  account  of  a  guardian  for  fraud  and  to  compel  &  proper 
accounting,  and  where  the  giat  of  the  petition  is  ai  to  fraud  upon 
the  part  of  the  guardian  in  failing  to  account  to  the  court,  or  to  his 
ward,  for  rent-moneys  belonging  to  the  ward's  estate,  the  allegations 
of  the  petition  are  inBufficieot,  where  tbey  are  of  the  moat  general 
character,  and  do  not  allege  the  particulars,  or  the  facts,  or  circnm- 
atances  constituting  the  alleged  fraud:  Ouardianship  of  Wells,  140 
Cal.  349;  73  Pac.  Rep.  1065.  If  a  petition  in  the  nature  of  a  suit 
in  equity  is  filed  to  set  aside  an  order  settling  the  account  of  a 
guardian  for  fraud,  and  to  compel  a  proper  accounting,  and  no 
objection  fs  raised  to  the  form  of  the  petition,  and  the  guardian 
waives  an  objection  to  the  jurisdiction  of  his  person  by  answering 
such  petition,  the  court  obtaiUB  jurisdiction  of  the  person,  and  has 
jurisdiction  of  the  subject-matter,  and  the  petition  will  be  deemed 
n  bill  in  equity  invoking  the  equitable  powers  of  the  court,  notwith- 
standing the  form  in  which  it  is  entitled.  It  is  true  that  the  probate 
and  the  equity  jurisdictions  of  the  superior  eonrt  are  separate  and 
distinct,  yet  the  same  tribunal  eKorcisea  them  both:  Guardianship  of 
Wells,  140  Cal.  349,  352;  73  Pae.  Hop.  1065.  Where  a  guardian  omits, 
by  mistake  or  inadvertence,  from  his  account  filed  in  the  probate 
court,  a  small  amount  which  be  has  collected  for  his  ward,  but  it 
appears  that  such  omission  was  not  done  with  the  intention  of 
defrauding  or  injuring  his  ward,  and  the  guardian  gains  no  pecuniary 
advantage  thereby,  as  proved  by  the  fact  that  the  sum  omitted  ia 
shown  to  have  been  nsed  for  the  benefit  of  the  ward,  such  omission 
establishes  no  actual  or  constructive  fraud:  Purslow  v.  Bmne,  43 
Kan.  ITS;  £3  Pac.  Bcp.  105.  A  guardian's  final  settlement  made  in 
the  probate  court  cannot  bo  collaterally  attacked;  Davis  v.  Hagler, 
40  Kan.  187;  19  Pac.  Rep.  628.

(11)  Discharge  of  gaardl&n.  If  a  receipt  ia  given  by  a  ward,  after 
he  has  reached  his  majority,  to  his  gnardian,  on  a  settlement,  as  a 
release  of  all  indebtedness,  it  will  not  be  set  aside  when  it  appears 
that  the  settlement  was  made  with  the  full  knowledge  of  all  the  facts 
involved  therein:  Davis  v.  Hagler,  40  Kan.  187;  19  Pac.  Bep.  828.  A 
petition  of  the  ward,  filed  in  the  district  court,  asking  relief  of  the 
guardian,  which  avera  that  with  such  receipt  the  guardian  fraudu- 
lently obtained  a  release  in  the  probate  court,  does  not  state  a  cause 
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of  action.  A  Qnal  aettlement,  bo  made  in  the  probate  court,  cannot 
be  attacked  collaterally:  Davia  v.  Hagler,  40  Kan.  187;  19  Pac.  Rep. 
$28.  It  is  error  for  the  court  to  discharge  an  accounting  guardian 
upon  paTmeut  of  the  balance  to  another  peraon,  designated  as  guar- 
dian of  the  wards,  if  it  does  not  appear  that  any  order  was  made 
removing  the  accouuting  guardian,  or  appointing  aucb  designated  guar- 
dian in  hia  place,  or  as  ai>  associate  with  him:  Estate  of  Boyes,  151 
Cal.  143;  90  Pac.  Rep.  454,  460.  A  guardian  may  settle  with  hi* 
ward  the  day  after  he  comes  of  age,  and  obtain  his  release,  but  he 
cannot  have  a  decree  of  court  confirming  the  settlement  and  release 
until  the  ward  has  had  a  year  to  consider  whether  be  will  aCBrm  or 
repudiate  it:  Cook  v.  Ceaa,  143  Cal.  231,  22B;  77  Pac.  Rep.  65.  The 
marriage  of  a  female  ward,  under  guardianship  as  a  minor,  terminates 
the  guardianship,  and  operates,  by  force  of  the  statute,  as  a  legal 
discbarge  of  her  guardian.  After  such  event  the  probate  court  retains 
jurisdiction  over  the  guardian  merely  for  the  purpose  of  compelling 
him  to  account,  and  of  settling  his  administration  as  guardian:  Ex 
parte  Pahia,  13  Haw.  675,  579. 

12.  OoUatoxAl  attack.  It  is  a  well-settled  rule  that  a  JndgmeDt, 
regnlar  on  its  face,  and  rendered  by  a  court  having  jurisdiction  to 
render  it,  cannot  he  attached  collaterally  on  the  ground  of  fraud, 
collusion,  or  other  matter  aliunde.  And  the  appointment  of  a  guar- 
dian by  a  probate  court  is  a  judgment  to  which  such  rule  applies;  and 
the  rule  applies  to  infants,  aa  well  as  to  adults:  Hodgdon  v.  Southern 
Pac.  R.  Co.,  7s  Cal.  642;  17  Pac.  Rep.  &2S,  931.  But  the  judgment 
of  a  probate  court  appointing  a  guardian,  which  is  void  for  want  of 
jurisdiction,  may  be  attacked  collaterally  in  an  action  brought  by 
a  person  claiming  under  such  appointment:  Uodem  Woodmen  v. 
Hester,  66  Kan.  129;  71  Pac.  Bep.  279.  A  guardian  of  the  person 
of  a  minor  duly  appointed  by  a  superior  court  is  legally  entitled  to 
the  custody  of  the  minor,  and  the  guardian's  right  to  such  custody 
can  be  attacked  collaterally  only  upon  the  ground  of  want  of  jurisdic- 
tion in  the  superior  court  to  make  tbe  order  of  appointment;  and 
when,  upon  proceedings  in  habeas  corpus,  the  guardian  justifies  his 
custody  of  the  minor  by  such  an  order,  an  impeachment  thereof  is  a 
collateral  attack:  In  re  Lnndberg,  143  Cal.  402;  77  Pac.  Bep.  156, 
157.  If  letters  of  gnardiansbip  have  been  issued  and  recorded  in  the 
probate  judge's  office,  and  tbe  guardian  has  given  a  bond  and  duly 
qualified  and  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  bis  duties  as  guardian, 
with  the  approval  of  the  probate  judge,  and  all  this  is  of  record, 
the  guardian's  acta  will  be  held  valid  when  attacked  collaterally, 
although  there  may  not  be  any  further  record  in  the  probate  judge's 
office  of  his  appointment:  Howbert  v.  Hyle,  47  Kan.  S8;  27  Pac.  Rep. 
116.  Thus  in  a  suit  to  foreclose  a  mortgage,  a  collateral  attack  can- 
not be  made  upon  tbe  validity  of  a  petition  to  mortgage  the  property 
of  minor  heirs  to  raise  a  certain  sum  of  money,  on  the  ground  that 
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tlie  petition  whieb  Bets  forth  tbe  itemn  for  wbieh  the  money  !■  wanted 
contains  some  itemg  not  chargeable  against  the  tntate.  In  such  a 
eaae  the  petition  U  not  void  on  iti  face,  bat  ifl  merely  irregular: 
Howard  v.  Bryan  (Cal.),  62  Pac.  Bep.  459.  There  can  be  no  eoUateral 
attack  on  a  jodpnent  directing  the  sale  of  a  ward's  'property  wbsra 
each  judgment  is  founded  upon  a  proper  petition:  Walker  t.  Gold- 
smith, U  Or.  125;  12  Fac.  Bep.  537.  The  act  of  a  guardian  ia  ratified 
by  his  ward,  nnleas  the  latter  expressly  disaiBrmH  it  within  leaaon- 
able  time  after  attaining  his  majority:  Brasee  v.  Sebo&eld,  8  Wash. 
Ter.  209;  3  Pac.  Bep.  265. 

13.  Tnilsdlctloii  of  conits.  The  old  district  eonrts  of  this  state, 
corresponding  with  the  present  superior  coarts,  had  the  same  control 
over  the  persons  of  minora,  as  well  ai  their  estates,  that  the  conrta  of 
chancery  in  England  possess.  This  jurisdiction  was  conferred  by  the 
eontitution,  and  could  not  be  devested  by  any  legislative  enactment: 
Wilson  V.  Boach,  4  Cal.  362,  366.  The  present  superior  courts  havs 
general  jurisdiction  of  the  matter  of  appoiatment  of  guardians,  and, 
as  an  incident  to  this  jurisdiction,  they  must  have  the  power  to  hear 
and  determine  the  fact  whether  a  testamentary  guardian  has  been 
legally  appointed  or  not.  If  it  should  appear,  however,  that  a  guar- 
dian has  been  legally  appointed  by  a  will  or  deed,  snch  courts  would 
have  no  jurisdicion  to  appoint  a  guardian,  as  the  court  provides  that 
fbe  superior  court  may  appoint  guardians  of  minors  who  have  no 
guardians  legally  appointed  by  will  or  deed:  Murphy  v.  Superior 
Court,  84  Cal.  592,  596;  24  Pac.  Bep.  310.  A  superior  court  has 
jurisdiction  to  deprive  a  parent  of  the  custody  of  bis  child,  by  the 
appointment  of  a  guardian  therefor,  under  proper  circumstances,  and 
the  authority  of  the  parent  ceases  upon  the  appointment  of  such 
guardian:  In  re  Lundberg,  143  Cal.  402;  77  Pac.  Bep.  156.  The 
probate  court  of  the  county  of  a  minor's  domicile  ia  the  court  having 
jurisdiction  to  appoint  a  guardian  of  the  person  or  estate  of  the 
minor.  To  permit  B  probate  court,  other  than  the  probate  court  of 
the  county  of  the  minor's  domicile,  to  take  jurisdiction  of  his  person 
and  estate  would  be  legislation  discriminating  against  the  minor: 
Connell  v.  Moore,  TO  Kan.  88;  78  Pac.  Bep.  164,  166.  If  one  of  two 
guardians  appointed  by  will  dies,  and  the  other  resigns  and  ia  dis- 
charged, the  court  has  jurisdiction  to  appoint  a  guardian  as  if  no 
appointment  had  been  made  by  will:  In  re  Henning's  Estate,  128 
Cal.  214;  60  Pac.  Bep.  762,  763.  A  superior  court  has  jurisdiction  of 
m  proceeding  for  the  appointment  of  a  guardian  for  the  persons  and 
estates  of  certain  minor  children  after  their  mother's  death,  though 
their  father  may  still  be  alive:.  Hussner  v.  McMillan,  37  Wash.  416; 
79  Pac.  Rep.  9S3.  Where  the  superior  conrt  of  one  county  baa 
acquired  jurisdiction  to  hear  and  determine  the  question  of  the 
residence  of  a  minor,  the  need  of  a  guardian,  and  tbe  propriety  of 
appointing  the  petitioner,  it  cannot  be  deprived  of  this  jurisdietioil 
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by  Bubsequeot  proceedings  in  another  county  of  the  state  for  tbe 
isauance  of  letters  of  ^ardianahip;  Ouardiaaahip  of  Banneker,  67 
Cal.  643,  643;  8  Pac.  Bep.  614.  Probate  courts  have  jurisdiction  to 
appoint  a  guardian  for  minors  domiciled  in  this  state,  and,  after 
having  made  such  appointment,  they  retain  jurisdiction  for  all  pur- 
poses connected  therewith  antit  the  guardian's  accouots  are  rendered 
and  he  is  legally  discharged.  Hence  the  unauthorized  removal  of  the 
wards  from  the  jurisdiction,  of  the  domicile  to  another  state,  or  the 
appointment  of  a  guardian  by  a  court  of  foreign  jurisdiction,  does 
not  oust  such  probate  courts  of  tho  jurisdiction  which  they  have 
once  acquired.  So  if  the  wards  are  domiciled  within  this  state,  and 
their  only  property,  consisting  of  certain  insurance  policies,  is  within 
the  state,  tbe  probate  court  has  jurisdiction  to  appoint  a  general 
guardian,  and  to  direct  and  control  hie  conduct  as  auch  guardian:  In 
re  Brady,  10  Ida.  360;  79  Pac.  Rep.  75,  76.  If  a  guardian  of  wards 
domiciled  in  this  state  obtains  an  order  of  court  permitting  him  to 
remove  them  to  another  state,  "  there  to  remain  until  the  further 
order  of  the  court,"  and  subsequently  he  is  discharged  without  being 
required  to  return  the  wards  to  this  state,  the  domicile  of  the  wards 
eontinnes  to  be  in  this  state,  as  they  are  incapable  of  changing  their 
domicile,  and  such  order  indicates  no  ictenton  to  surrender  jurisdic- 
tion of  their  persons:  In  re  Henuing's  Estate,  12S  Cal.  214;  60  Pac. 
Eep.  762,  764.  It  is  made  by  statute  the  duty  of  the  court  to  appoint 
the  father  or  motlier  of  the  minor,  "  if  found  by  the  court  competent 
to  discharge  the  duties  of  guardianship";  but,  under  this  provision, 
and  under  the  general  law,  the  prima  facie  presumption  ia  that 
the  parent  is  competent.  Hence  the  court  is  not  authorized  to 
appoint  another  as  guardian,  unless  it  finds  that  the  parent  is  not 
competent.  The  fact  of  the  competency  or  incompetency  of  the 
parent  is  the  controlling  question  in  the  case,  and  tbe  court  is  to  be 
guided  by  what  appears  to  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  child 
in  making  the  appointment.  If  the  parent  ia  found  to  be  competent, 
the  court  haa  no  discretionary  power  to  appoint  another  as  guardian; 
Campbell  v.  Wright,  130  Cal.  380;  62  Pac.  Rep.  613,  614.  In  California 
a  court  has  no  jurisdiction  to  appoint  a  guardian  for  minors  who  are 
absent  from  the  state,  although  their  domicile  may  be  within  it:  De 
la  Uontanya  v.  De  la  Montanya,  112  Cal.  131;  44  Pac.  Rep.  3S4.  It 
ia  the  guardian,  and  not  the  court,  who  is  made  responsible  for  the 
proper  administration  of  hb  trust.  He  it  is  to  whose  custody  the 
property  of  the  ward  is  intrusted,  and  to  him  the  law  and  the  ward 
alike  look  for  its  safe  return.  In  the  performance  of  his  duties, 
he  is,  it  is  true,  in  certain  rfSpeets,  under  tbe  control  and  supervision 
of  the  court  appointing  him;  but  this  right  of  supervision  does  not 
carry  the  power  to  interfere  with  the  custody  and  general  management 
of  the  property  of  the  ward,  except,  of  course,  for  conduct  authorising 
tuBpensiOD  or  removal.  The  court,  therefore,  has  no  authority  to 
direct  the  guardian  to  deposit  assets  of  tbe  ward's  estate  in  a  certain

iuBtitution,  from  which  they  eball  be  withdrawn  onlj  upon  the  order 
of  court.  Such  an  order  practically  places  the  custody  and  control 
of  such  aaeete  iu  the  handa  of  the  court,  exclusive  of  the  guardian; 
and  it  ia  therefore  in  eiccsa  of  the  power  of  the  court  and  void:. 
Dc  Greajer  v.  Superior  Court,  117  Cal.  MO;  49  Pae.  Bep.  983,  985. 
Nor  is  such  an  order  authorized  by  a  statute  which  provides  that  tho 
court,  on  application  of  the  guardian,  may  authorize  and  require  the 
guardian  to  iuveat  the  ward's  money,  and  which  authorizes  the  court 
to  make  such  other  orders  and  to  give  such  directions  as  are  needful 
for  the  management,  investment,  and  disposition  of  the  estate  and 
etfects  as  circumstances  require:  De  Qreayer  v.  Superior  Court,  IIT 
Cal.  940;  49  Pac.  Rep,  B83,  085.  Nor  doea  a  probate  court  have 
jurisdiction  to  settle  accounts  of  the  guardian  and  to  render  judg- 
ment against  the  ward  for  advances  made  by  tho  guardian  after 
the  ward  attains  his  majority,  although  there  was  an  agreement 
between  them  that  the  guardianship  should  continue,  and  that  the 
advances  should  be  made  as  guardian,  where  it  is  conceded  that  at 
the  time  the  ward  reached  hia  majority  there  was  no  estate  belonging 
to  him  in  the  hands  of  the  guardian:  Estate  of  Kincaid,  120  Cal.  203; 
52  Pac.  Rep.  492,  493.  Nor  does  a  probate  court  have  authority  to 
entertain  an  application  by  the  creditor  of  a  guardian  of  minor 
children  for  the  allowance,  against  the  estate  of  the  wards,  of  a 
judgment  of  the  district  court,  rendered  against  the  guardian,  on  a 
contract  made  by  him  in  carrying  on  a  general  mercantile  business 
with  the  ward's  money,  nor  authority  to  order  the  payment  of  such  a 
judgment  in  such  a  proceeding;  and  the  violation  of  such  an  order 
does  not  constitute  a  breach  of  the  guardian's  official  bond;  Harter  v. 
Miller,  67  Kan.  488;  73  Pac.  Rep.  74.  Neither  ia  s  probate  court 
authorized  to  entertain  s  petition  for  an  order  to  compel  the  guardian 
of  the  estate  of  a  minor  to  refund  moneys  advanced,  even  by  the 
guartliun  of  thp  person  of  the  minor,  for  his  support  and  education. 
Nor  ia  the  court  authbrized  to  make  an  order,  on  tho  application  of 
the  minor  himself,  to  compel  the  guardian  to  advance  out  of  the  estate 
of  the  minor  the  necessary  sums  for  his  support:  Swift  v.  Swift,  40 
Cal.  456,  453. 

14.  Jnilsdlctioii  of  oqnltj-  One  who  wrongfully  intermeddles  with 
the  property  of  an  infant  is  sometimea  held  in  equity  to  be  a  guar- 
dian, but  only  (as  in  the  case  of  an  administrator  do  aon  tort)  for  the 
purpose  of  an  accounting;  he  acquires  none  of  the  rights  of  a  gnar- 
dian:  Aldricb  v.  Willia,  fiE  Cal.  81,  S5.  Kvory  alienation  of  the  prop- 
erty of  the  ward,  if  made  by  the  guardian  without  order  of  court, 
is  void.  Hence  a  guardian  cannot  subject  the  estate  and  property 
of  his  ward  to  a  lien  for  legal  services,  without  first  obtaining  an 
order  of  court  authorizing  him  to  do  so.  If  a  ward  cannot  enter  into 
a  valid  contract,  without  first  obtaining  an  order  of  the  probate 
court,  for  repairs  and  improvements  of  buildings  on  property  belong. 
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Ing  to  him,  butoIj  a  guardian  without  Huch  authority  cannot  enter 
into  a  contract  for  the  employment  of  legal  services,  so  as  to  bind 
the  ward,  or  in  any  way  affect  bis  property.  The  power  of  guardians 
OTBT  the  estate  of  the  ward,  the  same  bb  the  powers  of  eiecutors  and 
administratorB,  cannot  be  exercised,  except  according  to  the  pro- 
viaione  of  law  and  under  the  orders  of  tho  court  which  has  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  estate:  Morse  v.  Hinckley,  124  Csl.  1S4;  56  Fae.  Rep. 
SQ6,  898.  It  is  uodonbtedly  true  that  the  probate  court  has,  as  a 
general  rule,  exclusive  jurisdiction  to  compel  a  defendant  to  account 
as  gnardian,  and  that  its  decree  settling  his  accounts  and  discharging 
him  from  his  trust  is  final  and  conclusive;  but  this  rule  does  not 
apply  in  cases  of  fraud,  for  the  reason  that  the  matters  in  controversy 
may  not  have  been  passed  npon  in  the  settlement,  particularly  where 
the  guardian  ia  charged  with  having  intentionally  and  fraudulently 
concealed  from  the  court  and  his  ward  the  fact  that  the  latter  had 
then,  or  ever  had,  any  interest  in  the  property  in  question.  The  settle- 
ment of  a  guardian's  account  in  the  probate  court  cannot  shield  him 
from  afterwards  being  called  upon  in  a  court  of  equity  to  account  for 
property  concealed  by  him:  Lataitlade  v.  Orefia,  91  Cal.  56S,  576;  26 
Am,  St.  Rep.  219;  27  Pae.  Eep.  924.  Although  property,  which  was 
nnder  the  control  of  a  testator,  as  guardian,  may  have  come  into  the 
bands  of  Biecutars,  yet  the  guardianship  was  a  personal  trust,  which 
would  not  pass  to  them  on  the  death  of  the  testator,  and  the  property 
held  by  him  as  guardian  does  not  become  assets  in  their  hands  to  be 
administered.  They  merely  hold  it  for  its  preservation  until  the 
persons  whose  estate  it  is,  and  for  whose  benefit  it  is  held,  can  obtain 
a  settlement  of  the  trust,  terminated  by  the  death  of  the  trustee,  in 
the  proper  forum,  where  the  rights  of  all  parties  to  the  trust  may  be 
definitely  determined.  This  settlement  can  only  be  had  in  a  court  of 
equity,  by  a  proceeding  against  the  executors  of  the  deceased  guar- 
dian and  other  necessary  parties:  In  re  Allgier,  65  Cal.  228,  230;  3 
Pac.  Rep.  849.  Settlement  of  the  final  account  of  the  guardian  in- 
cludes only  those  transactions  had  during  the  minority  of  the  ward. 
It  does  not  include  transactions  occurring  after  the  ward  has  attained 
his  majority.  When  that  event  happens,  the  ward  is  sui  juris;  and 
the  legal  liability  which  attaches  to  him,  for  any  services  rendered 
to  him  by  his  guardian,  arises,  not  out  of  the  relation  of  former 
guardian  and  ward,  but  out  of  the  contractual  relation  established 
by  the  transactions  between  them  as  contracting  parties.  Such  a 
liabilitv  is  not  enforceable  in  probate  courts;  the  remedy  upon  it 
lies,  not  in  a  probate  proceeding,  but  in  an  action  at  law:  In  re 
Allgier,  65  Cal.  228,  229;  3  Pac.  Hep.  849.

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15.  XiiabiiitT  of  goArdluis. 
<1)  For  InvMtmants  nude  wltbont  order  of  court.    Where  a  i^oar- 

dian,  iu  good  faith,  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  ward,  loaned  a  portion 
of  his  ward's  funds  on  mortgage  securities  taken  in  his  own  name, 
but  a  portion  of  the  loan  was  unavoidablj  lost  bj  depreciation  in 
value  of  the  property,  the  guardian,  if  chargeable  at  all  with  the  part 
of  the  principal  sum  lost  by  the  loan,  is  not  chargeable  with  any 
interest  tfaereon,  where  he  is  not  found  guilty  of  negligence,  and  no 
facts  are  found  from  which  negligence  must  neeesBarily  be  inferred; 
Estate  of  Cousins,.  Ill  UaL  441,  450;  44  Pae.  Bep.  182.  If  the  guar- 
dian makes  an  investment  with  the  exorcise  of  reasonable  care,  dili- 
gence, and  business  prudence,  in  the  form,  manner,  and  securitiea 
approved  of  by  the  rules  of  equity,  he  will  not  be  liable  for  losses 
which  may  occur  through  the  destruction  or  subsequent  depreciation 
in  value  of  the  property:  Estate  of  Cousins,  111  Cal.  441,  449;  44 
Pac.  Bep.  182.  So  where  a  guardian,  at  the  request  of  the  mother 
and  stepfather  of  the  minor,  witb  whom  the  ward  resided  during  his 
minority,  purchased  certain  land  for  the  ward,  with  the  ward's  money, 
and  this  was  done  because  both  the  parents  and  the  guardian  believed 
that  it  was  a  good  investment  for  the  ward,  and  tbe  investment  was 
made  without  order  or  authority  of  the  court,  and  the  title  was  taken 
in  the  name  of  the  guardian,  so  that  the  parents  of  the  ward  and  the 
guardian  might  sell  the  land  without  an  order  of  the  court,  and  the 
guardian  retained  the  title  for  the  benefit  of  the  ward,  but  the  ward 
disaffirmed  and  refused  to  ratify  the  purebase  of  the  land,  the  guar- 
dian is  liable  only  for  the  sum  invested,  with  simple  interest,  where 
there  did  not  appear  to  have  been  any  intentional  or  wilful  dereliction 
of  duty  on  tbe  part  of  the  guardian:  Estate  of  Cousins,  111  CaL  441, 
431;  44  Pac.  Kep.  182.  But  when  the  guardian  acts  upon  his  o*n 
judgment  iu  making  an  investment,  independently  of  an  order  of 
the  court,  or  other  wise  converts  the  proceeds  of  the  estate  to  bis  own 
use,  he  takes  upon  himself  responsibilities  which  the  law  does  not 
permit,  and  is  held  not  only  to  a  strict  accountability  for  the  money 
used,  but  to  such  actual  or  punitive  damages  as  may  be  lawfully 
imposed  for  an  official  neglect  of  his  duty.  Hence  if  he,  without 
authority  of  court,  purchases  real  estate  with  the  money  of  his  ward, 
and  it  appears  that  the  guardian  made,  or  could  have  made,  a  profit 
of  ten  per  cent  per  annum  out  of  money  which  he  improperly  used, 
and  mingled  it  with  his  own,  tbe  guardian  is  chargeable  with  ten  per 
cent  interest,  compounded  annually,  because  of  the  rule  that  he  will 
not  be  permitted  to  speculate  or  make  a  profit  out  of  the  funds  in  bis 
hands  as  guardian:  Scheib  v.  Thompson,  23  Utah,  564;  65  Pac.  B«p. 
499,  500.  A  guardian,  who  wilfully  and  unnecessarily  mingles  the 
funds  of  his  ward  with  his  own,  bo  as  to  constitute  himself,  in  ap- 
pearance, its  absolute  owner,  is  liable  for  its  safety  in  all  events; 
and  this  rule  applies  where  a  guardian  lends  the  funds  of  his  ward, 
and  takes  a  mortgage  and  note  in  his  individual  name:    In  re  Bane, 
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120  Cal.  533,  53S;  65  Am.  St.  Bep.  197;  S2  Pae.  Bep.  S52.  If  a  guai- 
dUn  invests  b  large  portion  of  the  ward's  estate  in  loans  secured  by 
mortgage  upon  realtj,  but  inch  Iosdb  are  made  without  the  advice 
and  eonsent  of  the  court,  and  the  aecoritj  is  iusdequate,  and  not 
such  aa  a  prodent  business  man  would  take,  an  order,  made  at  the 
hearing  of  the  guardian's  account  rejecting  Bueh  loans  as  asseta  of 
the  eatate,  will  be  affirmed;  In  re  Carver's  Estate,  118  Cal.  73;  50 
Pae.  Bep.  22.  A  guardian  is  answerable  for  his  act  in  lending  the 
money  of  his  ward  without  any  security,  without  even  taking  any 
evidence  of  indebtedness:    Estate  of  Post,  67  Cal.  273. 

(2)  PiotaeUon  of  oidsz  of  eonit.  There  is  no  legal  obligation  or 
duty  resting  upon  a  guardian  to  give  notice  to  any  one,  nnless 
directed  to  do  so  by  the  court,  of  an  application  by  him  for  an  order 
anthorizing  him  to  invest  the  money  of  his  ward  in  a  partienlai 
manner.  An  order  from  the  court  for  investment  or  other  manage- 
ment of  the  ward's  fnnds  will  protect  the  guardian,  even  if  misfortune 
were  to  fallow:  Estate  of  Schandoney,  133  Cal.  387,  300;  65  Pae.  Bep. 
877.  If  a  guardian,  in  pursuance  of  an  order  of  court,  has  invested 
the  money  of  his  ward  in  a  mortgage  of  real  estate,  he  is  not  answer- 
able for  a  loss  resulting  from  the  investment,  by  reason  simply  of 
the  fact  that  he  failed  to  foreclose  the  mortgage.  His  liability,  iiT 
such  a  case,  depends  upon  the  qnestion  of  hia  negligence;  Estate  of 
Schandoney,  133  Cal.  3ST;  65  Pae.  Bep.  ST7.  If  a  guardian,  under 
order  of  court,  sells  his  ward's  property,  and  pays  the  proceeds  into 
court,  he  is  not  chargeable  with  the  sum  so  paid  in,  where  it  has  been 
lost  through  official  misconduct  of  the  judge:  Estate  of  Snlffin,  3 
Haw.  3SS. 

(3)  UabiUtr  of  goaidlan  In  general.  The  statute  does  not  require 
annual  accounts  of  a  guardian,  but  it  would  be  better  for  all  con- 
cerned if  so  made.  At  the  same  time,  we  cannot  say  that  a  failure 
to  comply  strictly  with  the  statute,  or  neglect  to  render  accounts  with 
Bome  regularity  and  promptness,  necessarily  imposes  punitive  responsi- 
bility upon  the  guardian.  If  there  is  loss  to  the  estate,  the  question 
of  the  guardian's  liability  therefor  depends  much  upon  the  circnm- 
Itanees  under  which  the  loss  occurred:  Curtis  v.  De  Voe,  ISl  Cal. 
466;  53  Pae.  Bep.  036,  938.  A  guardian  is  liable  for  unauthorized 
acta  done  by  him  after  his  ward  attains  majority,  as  where  be  pro- 
ceeds with  the  f  breelOBure  of  a  mortgage,  and  compromiees  a  deficiency 
judgment.  Jurisdiction  remains  in  the  probate  court,  after  the 
minor's  majority,  over  the  estate  in  the  hands  of  the  guardian  for 
the  purposes  of  an  accounting  as  to  transactions  during  the  minority 
of  the  ward,  but  not  as  to  any  occurring  after  the  ward  has  attained 
his  majority;  Curtis  v.  De  Toe,  121  Cal.  468;  53  Pae.  Bep.  036,  030. 
A  contract  with  an  attorney  for  professional  services  is  an  expense 
incurred  by  the  guardian  in  the  performance  of  bis  duties  for  which 
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he  ia  primariljr  liable.  Hence  do  action  can  be  maintained  against 
tbe  minor  upon  eucb  a  contract:  Hunt  v,  Maldonado,  S9  Cal,  636;  27 
Pae.  Bep.  56.  If  a  guardian  makes  a  valid  contract  witb  an  attomej 
for  ser^'ices  to  be  rendered  to  the  guardian  of  a  minor  in  pursuance 
of  Huch  contract,  and  the  guardian  pays  tbe  attorney's  fee,  and  the 
probate  court  deems  the  expenditure  reasonable,  and  necessary  to 
protect  the  interests  of  the  ward,  it  maj  be  allowed  from  the  ward's 
estate.  But  it  is  an  expense  incurred  by  the  guardian  in  tbe  per- 
formance of  his  duties,  for  which  he  is  primarily  liable.  No  action 
can  be  maintained  against  the  minor  therefor:  Hunt  v.  Ualdonado, 
89  Cat.  636,  637;  27  Pac.  Bep.  56.  A  guardian  is  not  liable  for  the 
default  of  his  collection  agent.  Thus  a  guardian,  who,  in  good  faith, 
and  using  reasonable  care  to  select  a  proper  agent,  does  select  one 
of  good  repute  to  make  collection  of  a  claim  of  his  ward,  and  such 
agent  collected  the  money  due  thereon,  and  kept  it,  is  not  liable  to 
his  ward  for  the  loss:  Beach  v.  Moier,  4  Kan.  App.  66;  46  Pac.  Bep. 
20S.  Tbe  general  rule  as  to  tbe  limit  of  liability  of  a  trustee  for 
mingling  trust  funds  with  his  own,  and  their  use  in  his  own  business, 
where  it  Is  not  shown  that  a  larger  profit  was  realized  therefrom,  is 
the  return  of  the  principal,  with  legal  interest  thereon,  compounded 
annually.  This  rule  is  applicable  alike  to  guardians  and  executors, 
as  well  as  to  other  trust  relations:  Estate  of  Cousins,  111  Cal.  441, 
445;  44  Pac.  Rep.  182.  A  guardian's  liability  upon  his  own  contracta 
for  tbe  benefit  of  the  ward  is  personal,  and  tbe  judgment  of  a  court, 
rendered  for  such  a  debt,  is  against  him  personally,  and  not  against 
tbe  ward's  estate:  Sturgis  v.  Sturgis  (Or.),  93  Pac.  Bep.  696,  699. 
Taxes  should  be  assessed  to  tbe  guardian,  not  to  tbe  ward.  The 
guardian  is  not  liable  for  taxes  assessed  to  his  ward's  estate:  Brown 
V.  Smith,  8  Haw.  677,  879. 

16.  EmbeiElsmttnt  b;  goardian.  It  is  not  necessary,  in  an  indict- 
ment against  a  guardian  for  embezzlement,  to  allege  the  particulars 
of  the  guardianship;  such  as  the  date  of  defendant's  appointment  as 
guardian,  and  in  what  court  appointed,  as  well  as  the  issue  of  letters 
of  guardiauship  to  him,  and  tbe  fact  of  bis  taking  possession  of 
certain  moneys  of  his  ward;  the  fact  of  his  filing  his  account,  and  a 
settlement  thereof;  the  fart  that  ho  was  incapable  of  discharging 
his  trust  or  was  unsuitable  therefor;  or  had  wasted  or  mismanaged 
the  estate;  and  that  the  court,  upon  due  notice  given,  had  removed 
bim,  and  had  demanded  that  he  should  surrender  the  estate  of  his 
ward  to  the  person  found  to  be  legally  entitled  thereto.  It  is  sufficient 
to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  statute,  to  allege,  after  stating  the 
jurisdictional  facts,  that,  at  a  desigiated  date,  the  defendant,  "  being 
then  and  there  intrusted  with  and  having  in  his  control  "  a  certain 
sum  of  money,  "as  guardian,  trustee,  and  agent"  of  the  pierson 
named,  and  "  for  tbe  use  and  benefit  "  of  said  person,  and  being  hii 
"property,"  did,  at  a  time  and  place  named,  "wilfully,  feloniously, 
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and  frsudnlentlj  embezzle,  convert,  and  appropriate  the  game  to  his 
own  nae  ":    People  v.  Page,  116  Cal.  386,  391;  48  Pac,  Eep.  326. 

17.  Bemoval  of  KtuuMllans.  If  the  gttardiaD  of  a  ward  is  ao  unsuit- 
able penoD,  he  should  be  removed.  Thus  a  father,  who,  as  guardian 
of  his  minor  children,  is  in  receipt  of  sn  annual  income  of  two 
thousand  dollars  from  their  property,  and  who  persiBtently  refuses, 
through  a  period  of  several  years,  to  provide  for  their  support  and 
education,  is  not  a  suitable  person  to  have  the  management  of  their 
estate,  and  should  be  removed  from  hig  guardianship:  Qnardianship 
of  the  Swifts,  47  Cal.  629,  631.  The  court  has  jurisdiction,  in  a  pro- 
ceeding to  compel  a  guardian  to  account,  to  remove  him  for  his  failure 
to  account,  after  being  cited  to  do  so;  Deegan  v.  Deegan,  22  Kev. 
185;  37  Pac.  Bep.  360,  361.  The  order  of  removal,  however,  must  be 
npon  one  of  the  grounds  specified  in  the  statute,  or  such  order  will 
be  reversed  on  appeal:  In  re  Raynor,  74  Cal.  421;  16  Pac.  Bep.  229. 
And  it  is  error  to  revoke  letters  of  guardianship  without  notice  to 
the  guardian,  or  giving  him  an  opportunity  to  be  heard;  Estate  of 
Hose,  66  Cal.  241;  5  Pae.  Bep.  220.  The  record  must  show  that  the 
removal  was  based  on  statutory  grounds.  If  no  cause  for  removal 
appears  in  the  record  on  appeal,  the  court  cannot  assume  that  the 
guardian  was  removed  upon  a  cause  not  appearing  in  it:  In  re 
Raynor,  74  Cal.  421;  16  Pac.  Rep.  220.  It  is  error  to  remove  the 
guardian  where  the  petition  for  his  removal  presents  no  fact  showing 
that  the  guardian  has  become  incapable  of  discharging  his  trust 
concerning  the  estate  of  his  ward,  or  that  he  is  unsuitable  therefor, 
or  that  he  has  wasted  or  mismanHged  the  same,  or  that  he  has  failed 
to  render  an  aceonnt  or  to  mahe  a  return:  Instate  of  Rose,  66  Cal. 
240;  5  Pae.  Bep.  219.  If  tbe  guardian  of  an  estate  is  removed  by 
the  probate  court,  and  another  guardian  is  appointed  in  his  place, 
and  an  appeal  is  taken  by  the  guardian  removed,  the  newly  ap- 
pointed guardian  is  a  necessary  party;  Estate  of  Medbur^v,  46  Cal. 
83.  Before  appointing  a  guardian,  it  is  mandatory  that  the  person 
having  the  custody  of  the  minor  should  have  notice  of  the  hearing. 
Such  notice  is  absolutely  necessary  to  give  the  court  jurisdiction  of 
the  proceeding,  and  power  to  make  the  order  of  appointment.  But 
where  the  record  does  not  disclose  anything  showing  that  the  order 
of  appointment  was  void,  or  beyond  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court,  a 
court  will  not,  after  the  expiration  of  six  months  from  the  issuance 
of  letters  of  guardianship,  direct  such  letters  to  he  set  aside  for 
want  of  notice,  where  such  application  is  made  under  a  statute  pro- 
viding that  all  applications  to  set  aside  orders  or  judgments  not  void 
upon  their  face  must  he  made  within  six  months  after  the  entry  of 
such  order  or  judgment:  In  re  Eiclterenkottcr's  Estate,  12C  Cal.  54; 
6S  Pac.  Rep.  370.  Judgment  removing  a  guardian  is  conclusive,  not 
only  against  the  guardian  himself,  but  also  against  the  sureties  upon 
his  official  bond.  ,  Whatever  hinds  and  concludes  the  guardian,  equally 
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binds  and  conclndefl  his  anretlea:  Deegan  v.  Beegan,  22  Nev.  1S5;  37 
Pac.  Bep.  360,  361.  A  probate  judge  at  chombera  has  power  to  dis- 
charge a  gaardian:  Warder  v.  ElkinB,  38  Cal.  439,  441.  If  a  guardian 
has  been  cited  to  appear  and  render  an  account,  bnt  neglects  and 
refuses  to  do  so,  the  court  is  anthorized  to  remove  him  for  his  failure 
to  account:  Deegan  v.  Deegan,  22  Nev.  1S5;  37  Pae.  Bep.  360,  361. 
The  act  of  a  probate  court  in  removing  a  former  guardian  and  ap- 
pointing bis  successor  must  be  presumed  to  have  been  correct:  Brod- 
rib  V.  Tibbits,  63  Cal.  80. 

18.  Blchts  ud  UablUUM  of  vatd. 
<1)  la  KenenJ.  After  wards  reach  majoritj,  they  may  disaffirm 
the  acts  of  their  guardian,  but  they  are  not  absolutely  obliged  to 
reject  what  their  guardians  have  done;  they  have  an  election,  and  if, 
within  a  reasonable  time,  they  do  not  disaffirm  soch  acts,  they  thereby 
become  affirmed,  and  the  wards  are  bound  thereby:  Brazeo  v.  Scho- 
fletd,  2  Wash.  Ter.  209;  3  Pae.  Bep.  265,  26S.  If  a  new  guardian  gives 
a  note  for  money  borrowed  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  the 
ward  by  a  previous  guardian,  such  note  cannot  bind  the  ward,  ^here 
it  has  not  been  approved  by  the  court  having  jurisdiction  of  the 
estate,  and  if  no  consideration  for  the  note  was  ever  received  by 
the  new  guardian,  he  cannot  be  held  personally  liable  therefor: 
Wright  V.  Byrne,  12»  Cal.  «14;  62  Pae.  Bep.  176. 

(2)  Actions  by  ward.  If  a  ward  fails  for  over  ten  years  to  bring 
suit  against  hie  guardian  to  recover  moneys  received  by  him,  which 
suit  he  might  have  brought,  and  there  is  no  proof  to  show  non- 
payment, the  inference  is  that  payment  was  made:  Love  v.  Love, 
72  Kan.  65S;  S3  Pae.  Bep.  201.  For  facts  under  which  it  was  held 
that  a  ward  was  not  entitled  to  foreclose  against  the  guardian's 
vendees  a  mortgage  executed  to  him  by  his  guardian,  where  there 
had  never  been  any  settlement  of  guardiacBhip  accounts,  and  it  had 
never  been  determined  whether  the  guardian  was  indebted  to  bis 
ward,  or  whether,  on  the  other  hand,  the  ward's  estate  was  liable 
to  him,  see  Cummings  v.  Strobridge  L,  Syndicate  (Cal.),  88  Pae.  Bep. 
901,  902,  In  an  action  to  terminate  a  trust,  minor  defendants  are 
not  bound  by  admissions  of  their  guardian  to  their  prejudice:  Kid- 
well  V.  Ketler,  138  Cal.  12;  7S  Pae.  Bep.  514.  If  a  guardian  deposit* 
some  of  his  own  money,  and  some  of  the  money  of  his  wards,  with  a 
person  who  sustains  toward  such  guardian  a  relation  of  personal 
confidence,  and  the  guardian  afterwards  gives  to  such  depositary  a 
receipt  in  full  of  the  moneys  of  the  wards,  and  release  of  all  demands, 
the  depositary  cannot  rely  upon  such  receipt  and  release  as  an 
estoppel  against  the  wards,  without  pleading  such  estoppel,  where 
the  wards  bring  an  action  to  recover  the  moneys  so  deposited.  And 
where  it  appears  that. the  settlement  was  not  fair,  that  the  signature 
of  the  guardian  was  procured  through  mistake,  misrepresentation, 
and  fraud,  and  that  there  was  a  large  amount  of  tlie  miuor'a  money 
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ttill  in  the  depoBitarj's  poBseesion,  the  wards  have  a  right  to  go 
behind  the  settlement,  and  ahow  the  facta.  They  have  their  election 
to  pareue  either  the  guardian,  his  Bureties,  or  the  perHon  with  whom 
the  settlement  was  made;  and  this  is  their  right,  iodependeDtlj'  of 
%aj  statute  requiriog  a  guardian  to  obtain  the  consent  of  the  court 
to  such  a  settlement:  Montgomefj  v.  Bauer,  125  Cal.  22T;  57  Pac. 
Rep.  884.  If  a  depositary  receives  money  belonging  to  minora,  from 
their  guardian,  with  whom  he  hoa  a  relation  at  personal  confidence 
and  trust,  and  with  knowledge  of  the  origin  and  character  as  to  the 
tiuBt  funds  of  the  minors,  be  becomes  a  trustee  of  the  minors  in 
relation  to  such  moneys,  and  cannot  justify  his  retention  of  the 
money  apon  tbe  ground  that  he  has  applied  it  to  a  personal  debt 
due  to  bim  from  tbe  guardian:  Montgomery  v.  Bauer,  125  Cal.  227;  57 
Pac.  Bep.  894,  SSd.  Although  a  final  settlement  is  made  by  an 
administrator  or  guardian,  the  owner  of  tbe  land  and  beneficiary  of 
the  trust  will  ordidarily  not  be  estopped  from  asserting  a  title  to 
the  land  wrongfully  obtained  by  tbe  trustee,  unless  the  beneflciary 
bad  full  knowledge  of  the  wrong  practised  by  the  trustee,  and  of 
the  facts  upon  which  the  rights  of  the  beneflciary  are  founded:  Webb 
T.  Branner,  59  Kan.  190;  52  Pac.  Bep.  429,  431.  Nor  can  the  fact 
that  the  trustee  made  improvements  on  the  land  wrongfully  obtained 
by  him  during  the  infancy  of  the  beneflciary,  and  with  the  benefici- 
ary's knowledge,  prevent  such  beneficiary  from  claiming  the  land 
after  attaining  majority:  Webb  v.  Branner,  59  Kan.  190;  52  Pac. 
Bep.  429,  432.  A  ward  cannot  maintain  a  suit  against  his  guardian 
far  a  supposed  balance  until  after  an  account  and  settlement  is  had 
in  the  probate  court:  Allen  v.  Tiffany,  53  Cal.  16.  If  tbe  probate 
court  enters  an  order  or  decree  settling  a  guardian's  account,  the 
ward's  action  against  tbe  sureties  on  the  guardian's  bond  is  prema- 
ture, where  such  action  is  commenced  before  tbe  expiration  of  the 
time  allowed  by  law  for  the  taking  of  an  appeal  from  such  order: 
Cook  V.  Ceas,  143  Cal.  221,  223;  77  Pac.  Hep.  65.  In  an  action  by 
a  trard  against  the  ezecntora  of  a  deceased  guardian's  estate  to 
recover  a  balance  claimed  to  be  due  to  tbe  plaintiff,  the  executors 
cannot  urge  the  statute  of  limitations,  where  tbe  testator's  will 
coDtained  a  clause  waiving  and  repudiating  the  statute  of  limitations 
snd  directly  directing  his  executors  to  pay  all  obligations,  notwith- 
standing such  statute,  as  this  waiver  is  a  part  of  the  testamentary 
diiposition  of  his  property  which  he  had  the  right  to  make,  and 
which  his  executors  should  enforce:  Olassell  v.  Glaasell,  147  Cal.  510, 
SI2;  82  Pac.  Rep.  42.  In  an  action  by  a  ward  to  recover  money 
alleged  to  be  due  from  the  deceased  as  guardian  of  the  person  and 
istate  of  the  plaintiff,  the  allowance  of  compound  interest  is  not 
erroneous,  although  no  fraud  is  charged  or  found  against  tbe  estate 
touching  his  conduct  as  guardian,  where  the  evidence  was  that  such 
guardian  commingled  the  funds  of  his  ward  with  his  own,  and  that 
the  deceased  never  filed  an  inventory  or  appraisement,  and  never 
nudered  any  account  in  the  matter  of  such  guardianship,  and  never 
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kept  any  account  upon  his  books  from  which  a  proper  aeeonnting 
eoQld  be  rendered  to  the  court;  and  where  it  further  appears  that  he 
never  obtained  s.ay  order  from  the  court  authorizing  him  to  use  Any 
of  the  funds  of  the  plaintiff:  Olasseli  v.  Olaas?!!,  147  Cal.  510.  512; 
S2  Pac.  Rep.  42.  Though  au  attempt  to  obtain  the  revocation  of  an 
order  of  guardianship  is  unsuceessful,  counsel  fees  may  be  awarded 
to  counsel  who  represented  the  ward,  where  the  application  was  made 
in  good  faith:   Magoon  v.  Fitch,  16  How.  13,  15.

(3)  Actions  against  word.  It  is  settled  law  of  this  state  that  aa 
action  will  not  lie  against  a  minor  or  his  estate  for  the  value  of 
services  rendered  to  the  guardian  of  such  minor  to  assist  him  in  the 
execution  of  his  trust.  The  poasessioD  of  a  guardian,  in  this  respect, 
is  the  aarae  as  that  of  the  administrator  of  the  estate  of  a  deceased 
person;  both  the  administrator  and  the  guardian  are  primarily  liable 
to  those  whom  they  employ  to  aid  them  in  the  care,  management,  and 
protection  of  the  estate;  and  the  question  of  reimbursement  of  the 
administrator  or  guardian  from  the  estate,  for  such  uecessary  expenses 
as  he  may  incur,  is  one  solely  between  the  'administrator  or  guardian 
and  the  estate  vfhioh  he  represents,  and  one  which  the  court  having 
jurisdiction  of  the  estate  has  the  sole  power  to  determine.  The 
person  rendering  services  to  the  administrator  or  guardian  cannot 
maintain  an  action  for  the  value  thereof  against  the  estate  or 
against  the  ward:  McKee  v.  Hunt,  142  Cal.  526;  77  Fac.  Rep.  1103. 
And  an  order  made  on  the  application  of  a  guardian  for  the  substitu- 
tion of  a  new  attorney  for  the  guardian  does  not  authorize  a  contract 
affecting  the  property  of  the  estate  of  the  minor,  nor  require  the 
performance  of  any  legal  services,  and  there  is  no  provision  of  law 
authorizing  the  court  having  jurisdiction  of  the  guardianship  pro- 
ceedings to  require  or  direct  an  attorney  to  perform  legal  services 
for  the  guardian:  McKee  v.  Hunt,  142  Cat.  526;  77  Pac.  Rep.  1103, 
1104.  The  personal  or  real  estate  of  the  ward  can  be  converted  into 
cash  only  by  proceedings  under  the  direction  of  the  county  court. 
This  is  the  policy  of  our  whole  probate  law  with  reference  to  estates 
of  deceased  persons,  as  well  as  to  those  under  guardianship.  There- 
fore the  enforcement  of  a  judgment  against  the  ward  can  be  accom- 
plished only  through  the  county  court,  and  not  by  process,  either 
against  the  ward's  estate  or  the  guardian:  Sturgis  v.  Sturgis  (Or.), 
93  Pac.  Rep.  696,  69S.  The  judge  of  the  court  may  order  a  guardian 
to  pay  counsel  fees  to  his  ward's  wife  to  enable  her  to  defend  in 
proceedings  brought  to  deprive  her  of  the  custody  of  her  infant: 
Guardianship  of  McQrew,  0  Haw.  42Q,  427.  There  is  no  abuse  of 
discretion  in  appointing  a  guardian  ad  litem,  and  permitting  him  to 
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Hie  bh  answer  after  the  evidence  is  introduced,  and  before  tlie  e 
is  flnalJy  decided:  Earl  t.  Cotton  (Kan.),  96  Pac.  Hep,  348.

W  ^0  dlBafflimance  of  parol  partition  when.  A  parol  partition, 
carried  out  and  followed  by  aetnal  possession  in  severalty  of  the 
several  parcels  is  valid,  and  will  be  enforced,  notwithstanding  the 
statute  of  frauds,  on  the  theory  that  it  has  been  removed  from  its 
operation  by  part  performance.  Hence  if  co-heirs,  upon  reaching 
majoritj,  and  knowing  the  circumstaneea  of  such  partition,  retain 
possession  of  the  land  theretofore  set  apart  to  tbem  by  snch  partition, 
claim  it  aa  their  own,  asserting  no  claim  whatever  to  the  other  land 
occupied  by  the  persons  who  have  been  their  eo-tenaata,  enjoying  the 
fmita  thereof,  and  exercising  dominion  over  the  same,  such  oral 
partition  is  binding  upon  tbem.  They  cannot  be  heard  in  disaffirmance 
of  the  partition.  They  are  conclusively  presumed  to  have  ratified 
the  partition;  and  the  rights  of  the  various  parties  to  the  partition, 
and  their  title  to  the  laud,  would  relate  back  and  attach  as  of  the 
date  of  the  partition:  Whitemore  v.  Cope,  11  Utah,  344;  40  Fac. 
Bep.   256,   258, 

19.  Bond  of  goardlan,  and  liabilltr  thereon. 
(1)  FaUnio  to  gtn  a  bond.  In  California,  a  person  cannot  become 
guardian  of  the  property  of  minor  children,  though  appointed  by  the 
lourt  as  auch,  until  he  gives  the  bond  required  by  statute;  Murphy  v. 
Superior  Court,  84  Cal.  592;  24  Pac.  Bep.  310.  But  he  is  not  estopped 
to  deny  the  fact  of  guardianship  by  reason  of  his  neglect  to  give 
the  bond  required  by  law,  where  he  has  received  no  property  belonging 
to  the  minora,  as  their  guardian,  or  by  virtue  of  his  appointment: 
Hurphy  v.  Superior  Court,  84  Cal.  592,  597;  24  Pac.  Bep,  310.  The 
validity  of  guardianship  proceedings  must  be  upheld  on  a  collateral 
attack,  though  there  was  a  failure  to  require  a  bond  on  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  guardian,  such  failure  being  merely  an  error,  and  not  in 
excess  of  jurisdiction  in  such  proceedings:  In  re  Chin  Mee  Ho,  140 
CaL  263;  73  Pac.  Rep.  1002,  1003.  In  Kansas,  the  appointment  of  a 
guardian,  who  duly  takes  the  oath  required,  and  receives  letters  of 
guardianship  in  due  form,  issued  by  the  probate  court,  is  not  ren- 
dered absolutely  void  by  his  failure  to  give  the  bond  required  by 
•tatnte:    Hunt  v.  lusley,  56  Kan.  213;  42  Pac.  Bep.  709. 


A  corporation  may  become  surety  on  a  guardian's  bond:  See  Eerr's 
OaL  Otc.  Code  OIt,  Proc,  1 1056.  Concerning  bond  on  appointment, 
see  Bubd,  1  (2),  ante. 
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(2)  Purpose  of  bond.  A  gu&rdiaD'H  bond,  executed  as  Beeorit; 
only  for  the  proper  use  of  tbe  personal  eatate  of  the  ward,  and  the 
rents  and  proflte  of  hit  real  estate,  under  one  section  of  the  statute, 
is  not  intended  as  a  security  for  the  proper  use  of  the  purehaae-money 
received  by  the  guardian  on  the  sale  of  the  ward's  real  estate,  under 
another  section  of  the  statute,  as  a  separate  band  is  reqnired  for 
that  purpose:    Uorris  t.  Cooper,  35  Kan.  1513;  10  Fac,  Rep.  SS8. 

<3)  Breach  of  bond.  The  probate  court  has  no  authority  to  enter- 
tain an  application  by  the  creditor  of  a  guardian  of  minor  children 
for  the  allowance,  against  the  estate  of  the  wards,  of  a  judgment  of 
the  district  court  rendered  against  the  guardian  on  a  contract  made 
by  him  in  carrying  on  a  general  merchandise  business  with  the  ward's 
money,  nor  to  order  the  payment  of  such  a  judgment,  for  such  a 
proceeding,  and  the  violation  of  such  an  order  does  not  constitute 
a  breach  of  the  guardian's  ofBcial  bond:  Harter  v.  Miller,  67  Kan. 
468;  73  Pae,  Kep.  74.  When  a  ward  attains  the  age  of  majority,  the 
of&ce  of  guardian  comes  to  an  end,  and  it  is  then  the  duty  of  th« 
guardian,  and  one  of  the  obligations  of  his  bond,  to  exhibit  a  Bnal 
account  of  hie  guardianship  to  the  probate  court,  make  a  settlement 
with  the  probate  judge  or  with  the  ward,  and  deliver  all  the.  property 
in  his  hands  belonging  to  the  ward.  Failure  to  do  this  eonstituten  a 
breach  of  his  bond,  for  which  he  and  his  sureties  are  liable  after 
settlement  of  the  guardianship:  In  re  Allgier,  65  Gal.  22S,  229;  3  Pae. 
Bep.  849. 

(1)  New  bond.  A  probate  court  has  power  to  take  a  new  bond 
from  the  guardian  of  a  minor's  estate  in  place  of  a  former  bond. 
When  this  is  done,  the  new  bond  is  given  as  a  substitute  for  the  old 
one,  and  the  legal  effect  of  it  is,  that  the  sureties  on  the  old  bond 
are  not  answerable  for  any  defaults  of  the  guardian  occurring  after 
the  filing  of  such  substituted  bond:  Spencer  v.  Houghton,  88  CaL 
82;  8  Pae.  Hep.  676,  631. 

<6)  Action  on  bond.  The  sureties  on  a  guardian's  bond  may  be 
sutd  without  first  recovering  judgment  against  the  guardian,  and 
without  making  him  a  party:  Oehbard  v.  Smith,  1  Col.  App.  342;  29 
Pae.  Bep.  303,  305.  Where  the  condition  of  the  obligation  of  a 
guardian's  bond  is  in  the  language  of  the  statute,  and  is  to  the  effect 
that  he  shall  faithfully  dincharge  the  office  and  trust  of  anch  guardian 
according  to  law,  etc.,  he  is  bound  to  discharge  faithfully  the  obliga- 
tion imposed  upon  him  by  the  statute,  regardless  of  any  orders,  or 
any  demands  for  an  accounting,  or  any  proceedings  by  the  heirs  or 
their  representatives  against  him;  and  it  is  sufficient  for  the  complaint 
to  allege  that,  after  entering  upon  the  duties  of  such  guardian,  ha 
filed  an  inventory,  and  subsequently  filed  an  account;  that  he  did 
not  faithfully  discharge  the  office  and  trust  of  such  guardian  according 
to  law;  that  he  did  not  render  fair  and  just  accounts  of  his  guardian- 
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ship;  that  he  failed  to  aeconnt  for  the  reot  of  real  pTopeit<r  belonging 
to  the  estate;  that  he  failed  to  take  proper  care  of  said  propertj;  and 
that  he  failed  to  obtain  safflcient  rent  for  the  same  for  n  designated 
period:  Gebhard  v.  Smith,  1  Co],  App.  342;  29  Pac.  Bep.  303,  305. 
Where  a  guardian's  bond  is  made  payable  to  the  people  of  the  Htitte, 
a  suit  thereon  is  properly  brought  in  the  name  of  the  people  to  their 
nse;  McDonald  v.  People,  12  Col.  App.  9S;  54  Fac.  Bep.  863.  The 
onlj  orders  of  the  conrt  which  can  be  evidence  against  the  Bureties  in 
a  suit  on  a  gnardian's  bond  are  orders  made  upon  the  guardian  per 
Bonaliy,  in  relation  to  his  guardianship  accounts,  or  in  relation  to  the 
property  of  his  wards  in  his  posHession;  and  sacb  orders  most  bo 
made  in  the  guardianship  proceeding.  However  regular  an  order  may 
•be,  if  it  is  not  an  order  contemplated  by  the  bond,  or  in  relation  to 
which  the  Bureties  entered  into  an  undertaking,  it  is  not  evidence 
■gainst  them,  but  is  ntterly  incompetent  and  inadmissible:  McDonald 
T.  People,  12  Col.  App.  863;  S4  Fac.  Bep.  863,  864.  In  an  action 
against  the  administrator  of  a  deceased  guardian  and  his  aureties,  a 
complaint  alleging  that  there  came  into  the  possession  and  control  of 
the  deceased  guardian  s  specified  sum,  which,  at  the  time  of  his 
death,  he  held  and  retained,  and  mingled  the  same  with  his  own  funds, 
and  appropriated  it  to  his  own  use,  and  that  he  had  refused  and 
neglected  to  account  for  the  same  to  plaintiif  at  the  time  of  his 
death,  states  a  cause  of  action,  though  it  does  not  aver  non-payment; 
and  the  judgment  is  sufficient,  where  it  shows  a  settlement  of  th« 
acconnt  Bi  against  the  administrator.  Where  there  is  an  administrator 
of  the  deceased  guardian,  the  account  must  be  settled  and  allowed 
as  a  basis  for  the  liability  of  the  surety.  The  status  of  the  account 
mnst  be  fixed  and  determined.  It  is  not  necessary  that  there  should 
be  a  separate  suit  in  equity  to  settle  and  determine  the  liability  of  a 
deceased  guardian,  where  all  the  parties  in  interest  are  before  the 
conrt.  Equity  has  juriBdictiou  to  determine  the  whole  controversy  in 
a  single  suit.  It  may  settle  and  state  the  account  against  the  estate 
of  the  deceased  guardian,  and  render  judgment  for  tbe  amount  found 
due  from  such  estate  against  the  surety:  Zurfluh  v.  Smith,  135  Cal. 
644,  647;  67  Pac.  Bep.  1089.  No  action  on  a  guardian's  bond  can  be 
commenced  in  advance  of  the  order  of  settlement;  bnt  the  settlement 
of  a  guardian's  account  is  a  proceeding  in  which  an  appeal  from  the 
probate  court  to  the  Bupreme  court  may  be  taken  at  any  time  within 
sixty  days  after  the  entry  of  the  order.  During  this  time  the  pro- 
ceeding IE  pending,  and  cannot  be  made  the  basis  of  any  new  action. 
An  action  commenced  before  an  appeal  is  taken,  but  within  the  sixty 
days  allowed  for  an  appeal,  is  premature:  Cook  v.  Ceas,  143  Cal.  221; 
65  Pac.  Bep.  65,  67.  No  action  can  be  maintained  against  the  sureties 
of  an  executor,  or  administrator,  or  guardian  for  breach  of  his  bond 
ontil  the  amount  of  indebtedness  has  been  determined  by  an  order  of 
the  probate  court:  Nickals  v.  Stanley,  146  Cal.  724,  726;  81  Pac.  Bep. 
117.    A  suit  on  a  guardian's  bond  cannot  be  commenced  before  there 
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is  any  breach  of  tbe  bond.  It  is  not  the  bond  tbat  eonatitiitea  the 
cause  of  action,  but  some  breach  of  the  bond;  and  if  a  guardian  is 
tjot  in  default  until  he  fails,  or  refuses  on  demand,  to  pay  oTer  the 
amount  found  dne  on  settlement  of  his  accounts,  then  a  final  order 
of  settlement  is  an  essential  element  of  the  cause  of  action  against 
his  Buretieg:  Cook  v.  Ceaa,  143  Cal.  221,  226;  77  Pae,  Rep.  65.  The 
probate  court  has  only  a  limited  jurisdiction,  and  its  proceedings 
are  regulated  and  governed  entirely  by  statnte.  It  can  settle  accounts 
of  administratorB  or  guardians  only  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the 
code.  Where  an  administrator  or  guardian  dies  or  absconds,  or  is 
beyond  the  jurisdiction  of  tlie  eoart,  the  proper  method,  in  order  to 
ascertain  whether  he  is  liable,  and  to  what  extent,  so  as  to  bind  the 
sureties  on  his  official  bond,  is  by  a  proceeding  in  the  nature  of  a- 
civil  action,  wherein  the  sureties  are  made  parties  and  have  an 
opportunty  to  be  heard:  Beither  v.  Murdocli,  135  Gal.  197;  67  Pae. 
Hep.  784.  No  action  will  lie  against  the  sureties  on  a  guardian's  bond 
to  recover  a  balance  shown  to  be  due  by  the  guardian's  account,  until 
it  has  been  settled  in  the  probate  court:  Oraft  v.  Uesmer,  52  Gal.  636, 
637. 


(6)  Lla1iUit7  ot  anxetlM.  The  suretiea  on  a  guardian's  bond  are 
prima  facie  bound  by  a  recovery  against  their  principal,  although  they 
were  not  parties  to  the  suit,  and  they  can  relieve  themselves  only  by 
showing  that  the  amount  recovered  was  in  excess  of  the  amount  to 
which  tbe  plaintiff  was  entitled,  or  that  he  was  not  entitled  to  recover 
at  all:  Botkin  v.  Eleinschmidt,  21  Mont.  1;  52  Pae.  Bep.  563,  564. 
An  order  of  tbe  probate  court  adjusting  the  amount  due  by  a  guardian 
does  not  bind  tbe  sureties,  where  the  guardian  never  had  notice  of  the 
proceeding:  Spencer  v.  Houghton,  68  Cal.  S2;  8  Pae.  Bep.  679,  6S2. 
Tbe  failure  of  a  guardian's  final  account  to  show  the  amount  ot  money 
actually  invested  in  certain  stocks  and  bonds,  referred  to  in  the  find- 
ings, is  not  prejudicial  to  his  bondsmen,  where  the  money  so  paid, 
whatever  the  amount  may  have  been,  was  received  by  tbe  bondsmen 
of  said  guardian:  In  Te  Dow,  133  Cal.  449;  65  Pae.  Rep.  89U,  S92. 
In  an  action  on  tbe  bond  of  a  guardian  of  several  minors,  the  surety 
caonot  escape  liability  an  the  ground  that  the  bond  is  joint,  instead 
of  several,  as  to  the  obligees,  nor  on  the  ground  that  only  one  of  the 
obligees  is  a  party  to  the  action.  The  fact  that  a  guardian's  bond 
is  not  in  strict  conformity  with  the  statute  does  not  vitiate  it.  The 
omission  ot  the  word  "severally"  does  not  weaken  the  bond,  release 
tbe  surety,  nor  deprive  the  individual  ward  from  maintaining  an  action 
either  againBt  tbe  guardian  or  his  sureties.  The  nature  of  the  guar- 
dian's duties  is  several,  and  would  require  a  several  inventory,  and  a 
several  accounting  and  payment  over  to  the  wards,  as  they  severally 
arrive  at  full  age.  A  guardian's  bond,  though  inartificially  drawn  or 
slightly  defective,  is  sufficient  to  bind  the  obligors:  Deegan  v.  Deegan, 
22  Nev.  185;  37  Pae.  Bep.  360,  362,  303;  22  Nev.  202;  37  Pae.  Eep.  363. 
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The  general  rule  ia,  that  the  liabilitj  of  a  euretj'  on  an  administrator's 
or  guardian's  bond  depends  upon  the  liability  of  the  principal,  and 
dD«B  not  attach  until  that  has  been  aseeTtained  and  determined  by 
the  judgment  of  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction:  Beither  v.  Hnr- 
dock,  135  Cal.  197,  198;  67  Pac.  Bep.  784.

(7)  DefenM  to  action.  In  an  action  againat  a  gnsrdian  for  the 
conversion  of  fnnds  belonging  to  minors,  a  plea  that  the  guardian 
had  expended  money  for  the  benefit  of  bis  wards,  had  paid  out 
moneys  for  necessaries  for  the  minors,  and  was  entitled  to  compensa- 
tion ont  of  tbe  trust  funds,  does  not  constitute  an  affirmative  defense. 
It  is  based  on  nothing  more  than  a  denial  of  the  averments  of  the 
complaint:  UcDonald  v.  People,  29  Col.  503;  89  Pac.  Bep.  703. 
Laches,  like  the  statute  of  limitations,  is  a  defense  which  must  be 
alleged  and  proved  by  the  defendant,  unless  the  facts  eonstituting 
it  appear  on  the  face  of  tbe  complaint,  in  which  case,  as  in  the  ease 
of  the  statute  of  limitations,  it  must  be  urged  by  the  defendant,  by 
means  of  a  demurrer,  or  in  some  other  legal  manner;  otherwise  it  is 
waived.  Hence  If  nothing  appears  on  the  face  of  the  complaint,  in  an 
action  on  the  guardian's  bond,  to  indicate  that  tbe  defendant,  or  any 
person  other  than  plaintiff,  had  suffered,  or  could  have  suffered,  any 
loss  or  prejudice  by  plaintiff's  delay  in  proceedings  to  compel  an 
accounting  by  the  guardian,  tbe  defense  of  laches  mnst  be  alleged 
and  proved.  Tn  order  to  constitute  laches,  there  must  be  something 
more  than  mere  lapse  of  time  that  would  bar  the  statute  of  limita- 
tions. In  order  to  bar  a  remedy  because  of  laches,  there  must  appear, 
in  addition  to  mere  lapse  of  time,  some  circumstances  from  which  the 
defendant,  or  some  other  person,  may  be  prejudiced,  or  there  must  be 
such  lapse  of  time  that  it  may  be  reasonably  supposed  that  such 
prejudice  would  occur  if  tbe  remedy  was  allowed:  Cook  v.  Ceas,  147 
Cal.  614;  82  Pac.  Rep.  370,  372.  A  delay  of  only  three  years  and  a 
little  less  than  two  months,  under  a  statute  which  allows  the  period  of 
four  years  in  which  to  bring  an  action,  is  not,  of  itself,  sufficient  to 
raise  any  presumption  or  inference  that  the  sureties  on  the  bond  of 
the  guardian  would  be  prejudiced  thereby:  Cook  v.  Ceas,  147  Cal. 
614;  82  Pac.  Rep.  370,  372. 

(8)  lamltatlon  of  actiona.  A  guardian  and  his  sureties  may  be 
released  by  the  probate  court  from  all  liabilities  incurred,  or  from 
future  liabilities,  except  as  to  persons  laboring  under  some  legal  dis- 
ability, and  as  to  those  persons,  their  rights  are  preserved  for  the 
statutory  period  after  their  disability  ceases,  whatever  may  be  the 
form  of  the  decree  of  the  court:  Bacouillat  r.  Bequefia,  36  Cal.  651,

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6S5.  In  California  there  is  one  rule  which  prohibit!  an  action  on  th« 
bond  of  a  guardian's  suretj  until  there  is  a  final  order  settling  toe 
guardian's  account,  and  another  rule  barring  the  action  in  three  jeara 
after  the  removal  or  diBcharge  of  the  guardian;  and  the  latter  rule 
must,  no  doubt,  be  enforced,  even  where,  withont  the  fault  of  the 
ward,  a  final  settlement  of  the  account  has  not  been  obtained  within 
three  joare  after  the  removal  or  dischargei  but  the  sureties  on  guar- 
dians' bonds  have  an  ample  measure  of  protection  against  their  claims 
by  taking  advantage  of  the  general  statute  of  limitations.  Such  last- 
named  rule  applies  to  an  action  after  a  final  order  of  the  eourt 
removing  or  discharging  the  guardian.  It  does  not  apply  to  the 
termination  of  a  guardianship  hy  the  ward  after  attaining  majority: 
Cook  V.  Ceas,  J43  Cal.  231;  77  Pae.  Bep.  65,  69.  When  a  ward  arrives 
at  the  age  of  majority,  the  authority  of  the  guardian  comes  to  an 
end;  but,  although  hit  authority  is  at  an  end  when  his  ward  becomes 
of  age,  it  cannot  be  said  that,  in  any  ordinary,  or  usual,  or  statutory 
sense  of  the  terms,  he  has  been  removed  or  discharged.  The  statute 
of  limitations  therefore  does  not,  in  terms,  apply  to  such  a  case:  Cook 
V.  Ceas,  143  Cal.  221,  230;  77  Pac.  Bep.  65.  An  action  against  the 
sureties  of  a  guardian  is  not  barred  until  three  years  after  a  final 
order  of  court  removing  or  discharging  the  guardian:  Cook  t.  Ceas, 
143  Cal.  221,  230;  77  Pac.  Bep.  65. 

20.  Limitations  of  actions.  A  California  statute  prescribing  three 
years  next  after  the  termination  of  the  guardianship  of  a  minor  for  a 
recovery,  by  the  minor,  or  his  grantee,  of  real  estate  sold  by  the 
guardian  has  no  application  to  a  case  where  there  was  no  guardian, 
and  no  sale  by  a  guardian,  appointed  by  a  probate  court  in  this  state. 
Neither  does  a  statute  prescribing  three  years  next  after  the  sale  of 
an  estate  by  an  executor  or  administrator,  under  the  provisions  of 
the  probate  law,  for  the  recovery  of  the  real  estate  sold,  have  any 
application,  where  the  premises  in  controversy  were  not  subject  to 
sale,  and  were  not  sold  under  its  provisions:  McNeil  v.  First  Congre- 
gational Soc,  66  Cal.  105,  111;  4  Pac.  Bep.  1096.  8o  under  a  statute 
providing  that  "  no  action  for  the  recovery  of  any  estate  sold  by  a 
guardian  can  be  maintained  by  the  ward,  or  by  any  person  claiming 
under  him,  unless  it  is  commenced  within  three  years  next  after  the 
termination  of  the  guardianship;  or,  when  a  legal  disability  to  sue 
exists  by  reason  of  mtaority  or  otherwise,  at  the  time  when  the  cause 
of  action  accrues,  within  three  years  after  the  removal  thereof,"  and 
where  a  patent  from  the  government  has  been  issued  to  certain  land 
sold  by  an  admiaistrator  and  guardian,  an  action  of  ejectment  brought 
to  recover  such  land,  although  the  sale  was  void,  is  barred,  where 
more  than  twenty  years  were  allowed  to  pass  after  the  minors,  and 
each  of  them,  became  of  age,  and  after  the  termination  of  the  guar' 
dianship.  and  more  than  three  years  after  the  issuance  of  the  patent, 
before  such  action  was  commenced:  Seed  v.  Bing,  93  Cal.  96;  23  Pac. 
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Bep.  SSI,  S33.  A  eomplaint  in  a  suit  to  obtain  a  decree  adjudging  a 
mortgage,  exeeuted  hj  b.  guardi&n,  to  be  a  valid  Hen  on  the  interest 
of  his  wards  in  the  property  covered  therebj,  and  directing  a  sale 
thereof  to  pay  the  note  for  wbieh  the  mortgage  was  given,  is  not  a 
complaint  in  an  action  for  relief  upon  the  ground  of  mistake,  wliere 
both  the  guardian  and  plaintiff  believed  originally  that  the  mortgage 
was  good  and  valid,  bnt  their  mistake  in  that  respect  was  not  dis- 
covered until  within  three  years  prior  to  the  commencement  of  such 
action,  and  where  the  discovery  by  the  plaintiff,  as  to  the  invalidity  of 
his  mortgage,  was  not  made  until  after  the  statute  would  bave  barred 
it,  had  it  been  a  valid  mortgage.  Plaintiff  could  not  be  placed  in  any 
better  position  by  reason  of  his  mistake  as  to  the  validity  of  his 
mortgage  than  he  would  have  been  in  had  his  mortgage  been  valid 
and  there  had  been  no  mistake:  Banks  v.  Stockton  (Cal.),  87  Pae. 
Rep.  83,  S4.  In  case  of  fraud,  the  statute  of  limitations,  in  an  action 
against  a  guardian  to  obtain  an  accounting  in  equity,  does  not  com- 
mence to  run  until  three  years  after  the  discovery,  by  the  aggrieved 
party,  of  tbe  facts  constituting  such  fraud:  Lataillade  v.  Orena,  91 
Cal.  565,  577;  25  Am.  St.  Rep.  219;  27  Pae.  Bep.  924. 


(1)  In  general.  The  remedy  for  one  aggrieved  by  an  order  or 
judgment  of  a  probate  court,  in  the  matter  of  the  appointment  of 
guardians,  is  in  the  court  where  such  proceedings  are  had,  by  proper 
motion  or  by  appeal.  Such  order  or  decree  cannot  be  attacked  col- 
laterally: Clark  V.  Bossier,  10  Tda.  348;  78  Pae.  Bep.  358.  An  appeal, 
and  not  certiorari,  is  the  proper  remedy  to  review  an  order  appointing 
a  guardian  for  an  aged  person,  without  notice  to  him,  or  inquisition  of 
any  kind:  State  v.  Denney,  34  Wash.  50;  74  Pae.  Sep.  1021,  An 
appellate  court  has  no  authority  "to  make"  an  accounting,  and  an 
ori^oal  allowance  for  counsel  fees,  incurred  by  a  guardian  in  defense 
of  his  accounts  in  proceedings  in  error:  Nagle  v.  Robins,  9  Wyo,  211; 
62  Pae.  Bep.  798.  A  guardian  removed  by  order  of  tbe  county  court 
is  authorized  to  appeal,  io  connection  with  the  heirs,  from  such  order 
to  the  circuit  courtr  In  re  Olaon,  10  S.  D.  648;  75  N,  W.  Bep.  203. 
Where  the  ward  files  a  petition  to  set  aside  former  orders  made 
settling  the  acconnts  of  his  guardian,  and  to  reopen  tbem  on  the 
ground  of  fraud,  and  the  guardian  appeals,  such  appeal  will  be  con- 
sidered as  an  appeal  from  a  decree  in  equity,  and  where  it  is  taken 
upon  the  judgment  roll  alone,  documents  inserted  in  the  record,  which 
are  not  antbenticated  by  any  bill  of  exceptions,  canuot  be  considered 
for  any  purpose:  Oaardianship  of  Welts,  140  Cal.  349,  351;  73  Pae. 
Bep.  1065. 

(2)  Appealaltle  oidsrs.  If  a  county  court  bas  lost  jurisdiction  of 
the  subject-matter,  by  reason  of  a  settlement  between  a  guardian  and 
hia  ward,  and  there  bas  been  a  release  of  the  guardian  by  the  ward

after  tbe  I&tter  baa  attained  majority,  the  ward  hag  no  power  to 

require  tbe  guardian  to  account,  and  the  order  of  tbe  court,  in  aacb  a 
case,  would,  in  effect,  be  a  judgment,  without  power,  in  a  new  proceed- 
ing. Such  order  ia  therefore  appealable:  Richardeon'B  OuardiaDsbip, 
39  Or.  246;  64  Pac.  Bep.  390,  392.  In  such  a  case,  jurisdiction  is  not 
conferred  upon  tbe  county  court  by  the  guardian's  appearance  therein 
for  tbe  purpose  of  pleading  a  settlement  of  hie  acconuts  with  the 
ward;  for,  while  jurisdiction  of  the  person  may  be  conferred  id  this 
manner,  juriBdiction  of  the  subject-matter  cannot  be  waived  by  the 
parties,  and  ms.y  be  raised  at  any  time.  If  the  g^uardian  settled  with 
the  ward  after  the  latter  attained  his  majority,  tbo  jurisdiction  of  the 
connty  court  to  cancel  a  settlement  must  necessarily  be  extinguished, 
for  tbe  guardian,  in  effecting  such  settlement,  complied  with  tbe  con- 
dition of  his  bond;  and  the  rule  is  well  settled  that  transactions 
between  the  guardian  and  ward  after  the  latter  becomes  of  age,  or 
has  attained  majority  upon  being  married,  are  beyond  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  county  court;  Bichardson's  Guardianship,  39  Or.  246;  64  Pae. 
Bep.  390,  393,  393.  If  an  order  permitting  a  foreign  guardian  to  sue 
is  vacated,  he  has  no  right  to  further  maintain  the  action;  and  the 
order  vacating  and  setting  aside  tbe  former  order  is  therefore  appeal- 
able:   In  re  Crosby,  42  Wash.  366;  85  Pac.  Rep.  1,  2. 

(3)  Findings.  While  findings  may  not  be  necessary  in  settling 
accounts  in  probate,  and  are  therefore  not  to  be  considered  upon 
appeal,  yet  it  is  otherwise  where  the  ease  was  not  strictly  a  settle- 
ment of  account  in  probate,  but  was  in  the  nature  of  an  action  in 
equity  to  set  aside  an  order  settling  the  account  of  the  guardian  for 
fraud  and  to  compel  a  proper  account.  If  the  pleadings  on  both 
sides,  in  such  a  case,  arc  drafted,  in  effect,  as  they  would  be  in  a  suit 
directly  in  equity  to  set  aside  the  order  settling  the  account,  and  the 
findings  and  decree  made  and  entered  are  such  as  would  follow  the 
trial  of  such  an  action,  and  no  objection  is  raised  to  the  form  of  the 
petition,  and  the  guardian  waives  any  objection  to  the  jurisdiction  of 
hia  person  by  answering  the  petition,  the  petition  will  be  deemed  a 
bill  in  equity,  invoking  the  equitable  powers  of  the  court,  notwith- 
standing it  is  entitled  "  In  the  Matter  of  the  Estate  of  Quardianship," 
etc.,  of  the  minor  named.  It  is  true  that  the  probate  jurisdiction  of 
the  superior  court  is  separate  and  distinct  from  its  equity  jurisdiction, 
yet  the  same  tribunal  eiereisea  both:  In  re  Wells's  Estate,  140  CaL 
349;  73  Pac.  Hep.  1065,  1066.  A  finding,  on  a  contest  of  the  settle- 
ment of  a  guardian's  account,  that  all  tbe  items  thereof,  as  presented, 
are  true  and  correct,  must  be  taVen  as  conclusive,  where  tbe  evidence 
is  not  brought  up  on  appeal:  Quardianship  of  Dow,  133  Cal.  446, 
450;  65  Pac.  Bep.  890. 

(4)  Effect  of,  aa  stay-  U  the  guardian  of  a  minor  child  has  been 
removed,  and  the  order  of  removal  appealed  from,  the  effect  of  snch 
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Appeal  is  to  Btay  proceedings  in  the  matter  of  the  appointment  of  a 
general  guardian  of  the  pereoD  of  the  minor  until  the  determination 
of  the  appeal.  Hence  a  petition  for  letters  of  general  guardianship 
to  be  iasiicd  to  another,  pending  such  an  appeal,  is  proper!;^  refaaed: 
GuardiaoBhip  of  Van  Loan,  142  CaL  429,  433;  76  Fac.  Bep.  39. 

(5)  Bttcord.     FrMnmptioiL     Where  the  report  of  a  guardian,  and 

the  exceptions  thereto,  constitute  the  pleadings  in  a  case,  they  are 
an  indispcoBBble  portion  of  the  record,  and  should  be  incorporated 
therein.  Unless  this  is  done,  on  appeal  from  a  decree  entered  in  favor 
of  a  guardian,  the  court  must  fall  back  on  the  presumption  that  the 
decree  rendered  below  wai  justified  by  the  facts  and  record  before 
the  court:  Lowe  v.  Smith,  20  Col.  App.  273;  78  Pac.  Rep.  310,  311. 
Where  the  record  shows  the  giving  of  a  notice  to  a  ward  of  the 
hearing  of  his  guardian's  application  for  leave  to  sell  hia  real  estate, 
and  such  notice  is  far  nny  reason  unavailing,  It  cannot  be  presumed 
from  the  fact  that  the  sale  was  confirmed  by  the  probate  court  that 
any  other  notice  was  given:  Beachy  v.  Shomber,  73  Kan,  02;  84  Pae, 
Bep.  547. 

(6)  Annnance,  Berersal.  When  a  decree  allowing  a  final  account 
is  found  by  the  appellate  court  to  be  erroneous  as  to  any  item  or 
items,  that  court  may  direct  the  decree  to  be  corrected,  and,  as  cor- 
rected, affirm  It:  Estate  of  Schandoney,  133  Cal.  387,  394;  65  Pac. 
Bep.  877.  Although  a  court  sets  aside  and  difimisses  all  proceedings 
in  the  matter  of  a  guardianship,  instead  of  allowing  the  petition  to 
stand,  and  allowing  it  to  bo  contested,  that  is  not  of  snfficieDt  impor- 
tance to  Juetify  a  reverBal:  Gaardianshlp  of  Van  Loan,  ]42  Cal.  423, 
429;  76  Pac.  Rep.  37. 

(7)  SlamisaaL  Under  section  372  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure 
of  California,  it  seems  that  a  ward  shall  himself  be  a  party  to  a  suit 
which  shall  bind  his  estate;  that  an  appeal  must  be  taken  in  his  name;

1.  BuiltT  and  dluWlty.  If  a  person  arraigned  far  a  crime  is 
capable  of  underatsndutg  the  nature  and  objects  of  the  proceedings 
againat  bim;  if  he  rightly  com  prebends  his  own  condition  in  reference 
to  such  proceedings;  and  can  conduct  bis  defense  in  a  rational  man- 
ner,—  be  is,  for  the  purpose  of  being  tried,  to  be  deemed  sane, 
although  OD  some  other  subjects  Ms  mind  may  be  deranged  or  unsound: 
In  re  Buchanan,  129  Cal.  330;  01  Pac.  Hep.  1120.  Sanity  frequently 
exists  before  a  judicial  determination  of  that  fact  has  been  bad.  An 
adjudication  of  insanity  overcomes  the  presumption  that  the  party  is 
sane;  but  it  does  not  follow  that  because  there  is  no  adjudication 
there  is  no  insanity.  A  legal  disability  may  rest  upon  a  person  of 
unsound  mind,  although  the  question  of  his  insanity  may  never  have 
been  the  subject  of  judicial  inquiry.  Thus  where  a  district  court  has 
found  that  a  person  waa  incapable  of  managing  his  own  affairs,  and 
that  he  was  of  unsound  mind  at  the  time  of  the  rendition  of  a  judg- 
ment, such  person  is  under  disability,  within  the  meaning  of  the 
statute  of  limitations,  although  the  question  of  his  sanity  has  never 
been  adjudicated  by  the  probate  court;  Lantis  v.  Davidson,  60  Kan. 
3S9;  56  Pac.  Rep.  745,  T4T.  Under  a  statute  which  says,  in  effect, 
that  if  any  person  is  so  distracted  in  mind  as  to  render  him  incapable 
ot  safely  and  properly  managing  his  estate,  and  a  jury  shall  so  find, 
a  conservator  shall  be  appointed,  absolute  insanity  is  not  the   only 
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teat.  The  main  abject  of  such  a  statute  ii  the  proteetiou  of  th« 
property  of  those  meotall}'  afflicted.  Inquii?  must  be  made  a«.to  the 
extent  of  such  mental  inflrmity.  If  it  exists  in  such  a  degree,  and 
ia  of  such  character,  that  the  person  BO  afflicted  is,  for  that  reason, 
unable  to  act  intelligent];  with  respect  to  his  business  affairs,  or  is 
affected  with  that  imbecility  of  mind,  not  strictly  insanity,  but  to  such 
an  eitent  that  he  is  deprived  of  the  mental  power  to  act  in  a  proper 
and  provident  manner  in  the  management  of  his  property  interests,  the 
statute  is  Batisfied.  On  the  other  hand,  although  the  mind  may  not  be 
sound,  if  there  be  capacity  to  manage,  as  the  result  of  consecutive 
reasoning,  although  the  management  might  not  be  such  as  intellectual 
vigor  and  akill  might  approve,  the  party  retaining  the  pasaession  of  his 
mental  faculties  to  this  extent  would  not  come  within  the  purview  of 
Buch  a  statute:  Shapter  v.  Pillar,  28  Col.  209;  63  Pac,  Bep.  302,  803. 
The  business  of  maintaining  a  private  asylum  for  the  treatment  of 
mild  forms  of  insanitf,  and  of  persons  afflicted  with  inebriety  and 
other  nervous  diBoasea,  is  a  lawful  one,  which  cannot  be  prohibited, 
either  directly  or  indirectly:  Ex  parte  Whitwell,  9S  Cal.  72;  32  Pae. 
Bep.  870,  874. 

2.  Jnrlsdictton  of  probate  conrts.  Except  as  limited  by  the  statutes, 
probate  courts,  in  Kansas,  have  the  same  power  over  the  person  and 
estate  of  lunatics  as  that  formerly  possessed  by  courts  of  chancery 
nnder  the  common  law:  Forao  v.  Healy  (Kan.),  Sd  Pac.  Rep.  470. 
Considering  the  county  court,  when  acting  as  a  probate  court,  as 
a  court  of  general  jnriadiction  in  respect  to  the  matters  exclusively 
committed  to  it  by  statute,  including  the  appointment  of  a  gaar- 
dian  for  an  insane  or  incompetent  person,  its  jurisdiction  will  b« 
presumed  against  collateral  attack,  until  a  state  of  facts  incon- 
aiatent  with  such  presumption  is  affirmatively  shown.  While  such 
presumption  will  not  prevail  against  contrary  facts  shown  by  the 
record,  yet  it  ia  efficient  to  supply  defecta  or  omissions;  Matson  v. 
Swenaon,  5  8.  D.  191;  58  N.  W.  Kep.  570.  The  jurisdiction  to  appoint 
a  guardian  over  the  person  and  the  estate  of  a  lunatic  belongs 
exclusively  to  the  probate  court  of  the  county  wherein  such  lunatic 
has  a  permanent  residence.  The  jurisdiction  conferred  by  statute 
upon  other  probate  courts  to  inquire  into  and  adjudicate  upon  the 
sanity  of  persons  in  the  county  is  intended  as  a  police  regulation,  and 
such  jurisdiction  ends  with  the  adjudication  and  commitment  or  dis- 
charge of  such  person:  Foran  v.  Healy,  73  Kan.  633;  85  Pac.  Rep. 
751.  The  superior  court  sitting  in  probate  has  no  jurisdiction  to  hear 
and  determine  a  disputed  claim  against  the  guardian  of  an  inaane 
person  or  bis  eatatc.  Hence  an  order  requiring  such  guardian  to  pay 
money  out  of  the  estate  to  the  state  hospital  for  the  care  of  the 
itiaanc  ward  therein  is  beyond  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court;  Guardian- 
ship of  Breslin,  135  Cal.  21,  22;  06  Pac.  Rep,  962.  The  power  of  the 
probate  court  to  appoint  a  guardian  for  an  insane  person,  under  the 
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statnts,  is  not  defeated  or  taken  away  bj  the  fact  that  such  iuBane 
peraon  ia  a  married  peraoD.  And  in  eaae  the  inaane  peraon  be  the 
wife,  there  is  no  rule  of  law  which  prefers  the  husband  as  such 
gnardiBD,  or  forbids  the  court  to  appoint  another  person  to  be  the 
guardian,  if,  in  its  opinion,  the  husband  is  not  a  flt  person  to  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  ^ardianahip;  Quardiaoahip  of  Fegan,  45  Cal. 
176,  177.  When  the  proper  petition  is  filed,  and  the  appointment  of  a 
guardian  of  the  person  and  estate  of  one  who  is  alleged  to  be  insane 
has  been  filed,  and  the  required  Btatntory  notice  given,  the  probate 
court  acquires  jurisdiction  to  adjudicate  the  question  of  insanit;,  and 
to  select  a  guardian,  whether  that  person  be  the  one  named  in  the 
petition  or  another:  Halett  v.  Patrick,  4B  Cal.  5S0.  In  such  a  pro- 
ceeding, if  the  petitioner  is  appointed,  but  fails  to  give  the  required 
bond,  tbe  court  may,  in  the  same  proceeding,  appoint  another  person 
as  guardian  without  a  new  notice.  It  is  aufficient  that  notice  was 
pven  of  the  original  application:   Halett  v.  Patrick,  49  Cal.  590,  595. 

3.  AppolDtmeat  of  genanl  gnardUn. 
<1)  F«tltlon  for.  Antborlty  of  court.  A  guardian  may  be  ap- 
pointed for  any  one  who,  through  dmnkenneas  or  other  cause,  has 
become  incapable  of  managing  his  affairB.  The  word  "  insane,"  in 
statutes  on  this  snbject,  is  intended  to  cover  every  person  for  whom  a 
gnardian  might  be  appointed  under  the  provisiona  of  the  statute,  and 
includes  idiotic  persons,  as  well  as  all  who  are  incapable  of  managing 
thtir  own  affairs  by  reason  of  any  unsoundness  of  mind,  due  to  what- 
ever cause.  The  intent  of  the  law  is  to  include  all  such  persons,  to  tho 
end  that  all  may  be  properly  cared  for,  and  that  their  estates  may 
not  be  squandered,  and  such  persons  thus  be  made  to  become  a  public 
charge:  In  re  Wetmore,  6  Wash.  271;  33  Pac,  Rep.  615,  817.  But  the 
clerk  of  a  court,  having  no  judicial  power,  is  not  authorized,  in 
vacation,  to  adjudge  a  person  insane,  and  to  appoint  a  guardian  for 
him:  Appeal  of  Kane,  12  Mont.  197;  29  Pac,  Rep.  424,  Even  a  pro- 
bate court  is  without  authority  to  appoint  a  guardian  of  the  person 
and  the  estate  of  an  adult,  unless  such  person  has  been  duly  adjudged 
to  be  an  idiot,  a  person  of  unsound  mind,  or  an  habitual  drunkard, 
and  incapable  of  managing  his  or  her  affairs.  There  can  be  no  guar- 
dianship, except  for  infants,  lunatics,  and  others  under  legal  disabili- 
ties. The  probate  court  has  no  authority  to  give  one  person  the  control 
of  the  person  and  estate  of  another,  unless  it  is  specifically  conferred 
by  law:  Hortin  v.  Stewart,  67  Kan.  424;  73  Pac.  Rep.  107,  108.  When 
an  application  Is  made  for  the  appointment  of  a  guardian  for  a  person 
who  is  alleged  to  be  mentally  incompetent,  and  the  statute  requires 
that  the  court  roust  cause  a  notice  to  be  given  to  such  incompetent, 
the  verified  petition  should  set  forth  hia  residence,  in  order  that  such 
notice  may  be  given;  Coleman  v.  Cravens,  41  Wash.  1;  82  Pac.  Kep. 
lOOS,  "lOOO.  Where  the  residence  of  the  incompetent  ie  set  forth  in 
nicb  petition,' and  it  appears  that  such  incompetent  is  a  non-resident. 
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there  is  no  neeessit;  to  file  an  aflidavit  of  aoD-residence:  Coleman  ▼. 
CraveDB,  41  Wash.  1;  S2  Pac.  Hep.  1005,  1006.  Where  the  statute 
provides  that  a  guardian  may  be  appointed  for  an  alleged  inaane 
person  on  the  verified  petition  of  a  relative  or  friend,  a  petition  is 
sufficient,  where  it  alleges  that  petitioner  is  a  citizen,  and  a  resident 
of  a  certain  county,  and  was  the  agent  and  friend  of  such  insane 
person  before  she  was  adjudged  insane,  and  that  petitioner  has  been 
requested  hj  the  sons  of  the  incompetent,  and  by  the  person  who  has 
charge  of  the  incompetent's  afFairs,  to  petition  to  be  appointed  ^ar- 
dian  of  the  incompetent's  estate  within  the  state:  Coleman  v.  Cravens, 
41  Wash.  1;  82  Pac.  Eep.  1005,  1006.  Under  the  provisions  of  seetiona 
1764  and  1765  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  of  California,  the  guar- 
dian of  an  insane  ward  is  charged  with  the  care  and  custody  of  the 
person  of  his  ward,  as  well  as  the  control  and  management  of  his 
estate.  The  court,  therefore,  is  not  authorized  to  appoint  a  guardian 
of  his  estate  onlj,  and  not  of  bis  person.  The  order  of  the  court  can 
be  made  effective  only  bj  the  appointment  of  a  guardian  of  both  the 
person  and  the  estate  of  the  mard:  Estate  and  Quardianship  nf 
Kofoed,  6  Cal.  App.  347,  349  (Feb.  21,  1908).  The  superior  court  has 
jurisdiction  to  appoint  guardians  for  insane  persons,  wholly  inde- 
pendently of  its  jurisdiction  to  commit  to  hospitals  for  the  insane, 
and  the  validity  of  the  order  appointing  a  guardian  depends  in  no 
manner  upon  the  validity  of  the  previous  adjudication  of  insanity, 
where  no  fraud  or  conspiracy  is  charged.  Hence,  in  an  action  which 
involves  the  validity  of  an  order  for  defendant's  guardian  to  sell  his 
land,  it  is  improper  to  consider  the  previous  adjudication  of  insanity: 
Donaldson  v.  Winningham  (Wash.),  S)3  Pac.  Kep.  534,  535.  Where  th« 
hearing  of  a  petition  for  the  appointment  of  a  guardian  for  an  in- 
competent person  is  adjourned  to  a  day  certain,  the  eoart  has  no 
power  to  hear  it  on  an  earlier  day:  McGee  v.  Hayes,  127  Cat.  336; 
59  Pac.  Bep.  767. 


That  a  corporation  may  act  as  executor  or  guardian,  see  Hflnnin^B

(2)  NoUce  and  personal  TTSsence.  In  the  absence  of  statutory 
requirements,  no  notice  is  necessary  to  confer  authority  upon  a  pro- 
bate court  to  appoint  a  guardian,  either  for  a  minor,  or  a  lunatic  who 
has  been  adjudged  to  be  a  person  of  unsound  mind:  Foran  v.  Healy 
(Kan.),  86  Pac.  Eep.  470.  The  appointment  of  a  guardian  for  a 
person  who  has  been  adjudged  insane  by  the  county  court  is  valid, 
though  not  made  upon  a  verified  petition  and  on  notice  to  snch  person: 
Sprigg  V.  Stump,  7  Saw.  280;  8  Fed.  Bep.  207.  In  a  proceeding  (or 
the  appointment  of  a  guardian  for  an  incompetent  person,  it  is  not 
sufficient  that  the  alleged  incompetent  is  merely  cited  to  appear,  bnt 
be  must  be  actually  present,  in  order  to  give  the  court  jurisdiction, 
where  process  has  been  served  upon  him,  unless  some  reason  is  shown 
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for  hia  failure  to  be  present  at  the  time;  In  re  Wetmore,  6  Wash. 
271;  33  Fae.  Rep.  615.  Under  the  statute  of  Waahin^on,  the  service 
of  notice  of  the  application  for  the  appointment  of  a  guardian  for 
a  person  alleged  to  be  insane,  and  upon  a  person  haviug  the  ears, 
custody,  and  control  of  sucb  insane  person,  is  jurisdictionBl,  and  if 
ne  such  notiee  was  served,  all  subsequent  proceedings  are  null  and 
Toid:  Donaldson  t,  Winningham  (Wash.),  93  Pac.  Rep,  534,  53S. 
Where  the  statute  provides  that  notice  of  application  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  guardian  for  an  incompetent  person  must  be  served  on  such 
incompetent  person,  and  on  the  pemon  having  the  care,  enstodf,  and 
control  of  such  incompetent  person,  and  that  the  person  for  whom  a 
guardian  is  sought  must  be  present  at  the  hearing,  if  able  to  attend, 
the  former  of  these  requirements,  at  least,  is  jurisdictional.  A  pro- 
ceeding for  the  appointment  of  a,  guardian  is  statutory,  and  the 
requirement  that  notice  shall  be  given  is  tnandatorj.  Ordinarily,  the 
notice  to  be  served  on  the  incompetent  parson  is  of  far  less  impor- 
tance than  the  notice  required  to  be  served  on  the  person  having  the 
care,  custody,  and  control.  The  incompetent  person  may  be  so  far 
bereft  of  reason  that  the  notiee  served  on  him  is  little  more  than  a 
formality;  whereas  the  law  presumes  that  those  having  the  care, 
custody,  and  control  of  such  person  have  at  least  sufficient  interest 
in  his  welfare  to  see  that  his  legal  rights  are  protected.  The  record 
shonld  therefore  show  that  the  required  notice  was  served,  or  that 
there  was  do  person  upon  whom  service  could  be  made,  and  that 
the  person  for  whom  the  guardian  is  sought  was  present  at  the  hearing 
or  was  unable  to  attend:  Stats  v.  Superior  Court,  41  Wash.  450;  83 
Pae.  Rep.  726,  727.  Ko  one  can  be  deprived  of  his  persona]  rights,  and 
of  his  right  to  property,  by  an  adjudication  that  he  is  insane,  and  the 
appointment  of  a  guardian  for  his  person  and  property,  unless  he  has 
had  reasonable  notice  of  the  proceedings  and  an  opportunity  to  be 
heard:    Estate  of  Brasb,  15  Haw.  372,  375. 

(3>  Validltj  of  notiee.  Where  the  statute  requires  the  personal 
presence  of  the  incompetent,  if  it  can  be  had,  as  well  as  that  notice 
of  the  hearing  of  the  petition  be  given  him,  notice  must  be  given  to 
sucb  person  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  hearing,  but  the  personal 
presence  of  such  person  on  the  hearing,  and  his  request  that  the 
petition  be  granted,  do  not  cure  fatal  defects  in  the  notice  of  the 
hearing  served  on  him.  A  copy  of  an  order  made  on  the  filing  of  the 
petition  filing  a  certain  day  "  as  the  time  for  the  hearing,"  without 
specifying  the  hour  or  place,  and  directing  the  notice  to  be  given  of 
the  time  and  place  of  the  hearing,  is  not  a  sufficient  notice  of  the 
hearing:  UcOee  v.  Hayes,  127  Cal,  336;  59  Pac.  Rep.  767,  Under  the 
statute  of  South  Dakota,  a  notice  purporting  to  issue  from  the  court 
under  its  seal,  and  signed  by  the  clerk,  is  a  good  notice,  whether  pro- 
ceeding from  the  judge  or  from  the  court,  where  the  powers  conferred 
npon  the  probate  judge  in  relation  to  guardians  and  wards  may  be 
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ezeiciaod  bj  him  at  chambers,  or  as  the  aet  ot  the  probate  court: 
Matson  v.  Swchbod,  6  S.  D.  191;  53  N.  W.  R«p.  570.  Where  the  conrt 
ia  required  by  statute,  before  appointing  a  guardiBD  of  an  insane 
person,  to  give  notice  to  all  persons  interested,  in  such  manner  as  tha 
court  shall  order,  by  publication  or  otherwise,  the  court  must  specify 
the  notice  in  its  order,  and  require  it  to  be  given  by  publication  in 
a  newspaper,  by  posting,  or  by  personal  service,  and  state  therein 
whether  it  shall  be  pubHsbed  in  a  newspaper  or  be  posted,  or  both, 
or  whether  personal  service  shall  be  made;  and,  in  either  case,  to 
state  how  long,  and,  if  by  posting,  where,  and  in  how  many  places. 
An  order  of  the  probate  court  which  merely  names  the  time  and  place 
for  tha  hearing  of  an  applicatiofl  for  the  appointment  of  a  guardian, 
and  then  directs  the  clerli  to  cause  publication  thereof  to  be  given, 
"as  prescribed  by  law,"  that  all  persons  interested  may  appear  and 
oppose  the  petition,  is  fatally  defective,  because  it  simply  directs  the 
clerk  to  cause  notice  thereof^o  be  given  "  as  prescribed  by  law."  Tho 
court  is  not  authorized  to  intrust  to  the  clerk  what  would  be  due 
notice  "as  prescribed  by  law";  the  clerk's  notice  in  pursuance  of 
such  order  is  of  no  efFeet;  and  the  order  appointing  a  guardian  upon 
such  notice  is  void:  Mosby  v.  Qisbom,  17  Utah,  257;  54  Pac.  Bep. 
121,  127.

(1)  Notice  by  pahllcatioii.  Under  a  statute  providing  that  when 
an  incompetent,  having  property  in  this  state  for  whom  a  guardian 
is  sought  to  be  appointed,  resides  out  of  the  state,  the  service  of 
notice  shall  be  against  the  insane  person  by  publication,  the  only 
notice  required  where  the  incompetent  is  a  non-resident  is  the  notice 
by  publication:  Coleman  v.  Cravens,  41  Wash.  1;  82  Pae.  Bop.  1005, 
1008. 

(6)  Oollatsral  attack.  In  proceedings  under  the  Probate  Code  for 
the  appointment  of  a  guardian  for  an  incompetent  person,  entertained 
and  acted  upon  by  the  county  court,  resulting  in  such  appointment. 
such  appointment  will  not  be  held  invalid  on  collateral  attack  because 
the  written  petition  was  formally  addressed  to  the  judge  instead  of 
to  the  court:  Matson  v.  Swenson,  5  S.  D.  IBl;  58  N.  W.  Rep.  670.  In 
a  collateral  attack  by  a  stranger,  it  is  not  a  fatal  objection  to  the 
validity  of  the  appointment  of  a  guardian  for  an  incompetent  person 
that  five  days,  as  required  by  statute,  did  not  intervene  between  the 
service  of  the  notice  and  the  hearing;  and,  in  the  absence  of  any 
showing  to  the  contrary,  it  will  be  presumed  that  full  statutory  notice 
was  waived:  Matson  v.  Swenson,  5  S.  D.  191;  58  N.  W.  Bep.  570. 
Letters  of  guardianship  of  a  lunatic,  or  an  order  appointing  a  guar- 
dian for  one  alleged  to  be  incompetent  to  manage  his  affairs,  issued  bj 
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tbe  probate  court,  cannot  be  attacked  in  a  collateral  proceeding,  TChere 
isaapd  b;  a  court  of  competent  jurbdiction:  Warner  v.  Wileon,  4  Cal. 
310;  Isaacs  v.  Jonea,  121  Cal.  257;  53  Pac.  Rep.  793,  794,  1101.  But 
where  the  proceedings  disclose  all  the  steps  taken  to  lonfer  juriadie- 
tiuD,  from  which  it  cleartj'  appears  on  the  face  of  tbe  record  that 
the  court  waa  without  jurisdiction  to  make  an  order  appointing  a 
guardian  for  an  incompetent  person,  such  order  can  be  collaterally 
atUcked:    MeOee  v.  Hajes,  127  Cal.  336;  59  Pae.  Bep.  767,  76S.

4.  anArdlan  ad  litem.  Where  a  person  has  an  interest  in  the 
matter  in  litigation,  and  also  an  interest  in  tbe  success  of  the  defend' 
ant,  the  court  is  authorized  to  perm't  such  person  to  become  a  partj 
to  the  action;  and  If  such  party  at  the  time  is  insane,  he  can  appear 
only  by  a  general  guardian  or  a  guardian  ad  litem,  and  the  court  is 
authorized  to  appoint  a  guardian  ad  litem  for  him  before  the  filing 
of  his  complaint  in  iatervention:  Security  Loan  &  T.  Co.  r.  Kauflmaa, 
108  Cai.  214;  41  Pac.  Bep.  466,  469. 

5.  SnppoTt,  malstenanca,  smd  custody.  The  property  of  an  incom- 
petent person  may  be  used  for  his  maiutenance  and  the  payment  of 
his  debts;  and  the  guardian  may  be  authorized  to  sell  any  part  of  the 
incompetent's  real  property  for  such  purpose  when  the  income  of  the 
estate  under  guardianship  is  insufficient  to  maintain  his  ward:  Qaar- 
dianship  of  Hayden,  1  Cal.  App.  75;  81  Pac.  Bep.  688.  Where  the 
amounts  allowed  a  guardian  for  board  and  lodging  furnished  and 
personal  services  rendered  by  him  to  the  incompetent  arc  sufficient, 
and  even  liberal,  such  allowance  will  not  be  increased,  although  there 
is  uncontradicted  testimony  of  witnesHea  that,  in  their  opinions,  a 
larger  amount  should  be  allowed.  In  these  matters  much  must  be 
left  to  the  discretion  of  the  court:  Estate  of  Averill,  133  Cal.  ziz;  68 
Pac.  Bep.  14,

6.  Powars,  duties,  and  UabUlUas  of  gnaidlan. 
(1)  In  general.  Neither  the  guardians  nor  the  courts  having  juris- 
diction over  the  estates  of  incompetent  persons  have  power  to  bind 
the  person  or  estate  of  such  persona,  unless  expressly  authorised  to 
do  so  by  law:  Andrus  v.  Blazzard,  23  Utah,  233;  63  Pac.  Bep.  863, 
HHO.  The  guardian  of  an  insane  ward  is  not  authorized  to  mortgage 
the  real  property  of  his  ward  for  the  purpose  of  paying  debts,  and 
the  guardian  who  so  acta  binds  himself,  and  not  the  ward:  Audrua  v. 
Blazzard,  23  Utah,  233;  63  Pac.  Bep.  8SS,  891.

(2)  As  to  attoniejrs  and  Uieix  foes.  Although  the  statute  makes 
provision  for  the  aUowance  and  payment  of  claims  against  the  estate 
of  an  incompetent  person  by  the  guardian,  such  guardian,  appointed 
for  an  incompetent,  who  was  indebted  to  his  attorney  for  feee  at 
time  of  such  appointment,  has  no  power  to  pay  such  fees  to  the 
attorney  out  of  the  fnnda  of  the  incompetent's  estate  before  the 
attorney's  claim  has  been  allowed  by  the  court:  State  v.  District 
Court,  30  Uont.  8;  75  Pao.  Bep.  516.  The  appointment  of  a  guardian 
for  a  client,  who  has  become  insane,  and  who,  at  the  time  of  such 
insanity,  is  indebted  to  his  attorney,  who  has  charge  of  his  interests, 
does  not  devest  the  attorney  of  any  lien  or  security  which,  he  had 
at  the  time  to  secnre  payment  of  his  fees:  State  v.  District  Court,  30 
Mont.  S;  75  Pac.  Hep.  516,  517.  Under  a  atatnte  providing  that  an 
attorney  in  an  action  may  be  changed  on  the  order  of  the  court  on 
the  application  of  either  client  or  attorney,  after  notiee  from  one  to 
the  other,  the  guardian  of  an  incompetent  person  is  absolutely 
entitled  to  have  a  different  attorney  substitated  to  represent  him, 
instead  of  the  firm  which  had  represented  the  incompetent  before  the 
guardian's  appointment;  and  this  right  is  not  affected  by  the  fact 
that  the  fees  to  such  firm  have  not  been  paid:  State  v.  District  Conrt, 
30  Mont.  8;  75  Pac.  Hep.  516,  517. 

(3)  Oondoot  of  ward's  bnalness.  The  custodian  of  an  incompetent 
person  should  not  allow  the  business  affairs  of  his  ward  to  be  trans- 
acted by  others,  except  under  extraordinary  circumstances.  But,  where 
such  other  persona  are  relatives,  and  conversant  with  the  affairs  of 
such  incompetent,  and  the  children  and  heirs  at  law  of  the  ward 
request  it,  and  no  creditor  appears  to  contest  the  act  of  the  guardian, 
the  guardian  may  be  excused  for  this  digression:  Racouillat  v. 
Bequena,  36  Cal.  651,  656.  If  the  guardian  of  an  incompetent  person 
lends  money  upon  the  sole  credit  of  the  borrower,  the  guardian  must 
show  that  he  acted  in  good  faith,  and  with  due  circumspection  and 
prudence.  In  the  absence  of  such  evidence,  the  presumption  is  other- 
wise:  Estate  of  Averill,  133  Cal.  xix;  66  Pac.  Bep.  14. 

(4)  Actions  hy  gaardlsn.  A  person  competent  to  make  a  will  hai 
a  right  to  select  the  custodian,  and  to  cause  it  to  remain  in  his  handa 
until  called  for,  or  until  death  makes  it  necessary  for  the  custodian 
to  deliver  it  to  the  court,  or  to  a  person  named  in  the  will;  and  the 
guardian  of  a  lunatic  cannot  therefore  maintain  an  action  to  recover 
his  ward's  will  from  the  custody  of  a  third  person,  where  it  was 
placed   before   the  ward   was   declared   insane:     Mastick   v.   Superior 
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Court,  94  Cal.  347;  29  Pac.  Bep.  869.  Tbe  gDardian  of  an  insuie 
woman  cannot  maintain  an  action  againit  boT  husband  for  divorce 
and  alimony,  or  for  alimony  alone:  Birdsell  v.  Birdzell,  33  Kan.  433; 
6  Pac.  Bep.  561;  affirmed  upon  rehearing  in  same  case,  35  Kan.  03B; 
11  Pae.  Kep.  807.  The  complaint  by  the  guardian  of  an  incompetent 
ward  will  be  held  sufGcient  after  judgment,  and  in  the  absence  of 
demurrer,  though  the  issuance  of  tetters  of  guardianship  to  the  ^vxr- 
disn  of  the  incompetent  plaintiff  are  pleaded  iuferentially:  Elizalde  v. 
Elizalde,  137  Cal.  634,  637;  06  Pac  Bep.  369;  70  Pac.  Rep.  661.  The 
finding  of  a  jury,  on  an  inquest,  that  the  subject  of  the  inquiry  ig 
feeble  in  mind,  is  incapable  of  managing  his  bnsineas  affairs,  and  is  a 
typical  imbecile,  is  not  a  finding  on  insanity  within  the  statutory 
meaning  of  that  term,  and  furnishes  the  probate  court  do  authority 
to  appoint  a  guardian  for  such  feeble-minded  person,  and  consequently 
gives  the  guardian  no  right  to  maintain  an  action  in  his  behalf:' 
Capie  V.  Drew,  TO  Kan.  136;  78  Pae.  Bep.  427.  In  ejectment  by  the 
guardian  of  an  incompetent  person  to  recover  certain  premises,  the 
guardian's  motives,  and  what  he  believed,  and  what  he  desired,  are 
immaterial;  and  convarsations  between  bim  and  the  defendant  and 
his  wife  are  inadmissible,  as  nothing  which  the  guardian  might  say 
could  deprive  the  ward  of  his  property  or  of  his  rights:  Hayden  v. 
Collins,  1  Cal.  App.  259,  266;  81  Pac.  Bep.  1120.

(6)  miat  Is  no  defense  to  actloa.  A  stipulation,  by  the  guardian 
of  an  idiot,  to  abide  the  result  of  an  action  under  a  defense  interposed 
by  another  defendant  is  not  a  compliance  with  the  statutory  duty  of 
a  guardian  to  defend  actions  brought  against  his  ward.  A  stipulation 
to  abide  the  result  of  the  action  interposed  by  another  ia  not  defending 
the  action:  Mattson  v.  Mattson,  29  Wash.  417;  69  Fac.  Bep.  1U87, 
1089. 

7.  "  Oonserratars."    In  Colorado. 

<1>  Appointment.  Notice.  Jnty.  Upon  the  petition  of  a  reputa- 
ble person  alleging  that  another  is  of  unsound  mind,  the  county  court 
may  summon  a  jury  to  determine  the  fact,  and  if  it  be  alleged  and 
proved  that  snch  person  has  property,  and  is  so  mentally  unsound  as 
to  be  unable  to  properly  manage  the  same,  a  conservator  may  bo 
appointed  to  protect  the  estate,  without  a  violation  of  the  constitn- 
tional  right  to  acquire  and  possess  property:  Shapter  v.  Pillar,  28 
Col.  209;  63  Pac.  Bep.  302,  304.  Bat  an  order  appointing  him,  without 
notice  to  such  incompetent,  should  be  set  aside,  even  though  such 
notice  is  not  required  by  statute:  Jones  v.  Learned,  17  Col,  App.  76; 
66  Pac.  Rep.  1071,  1072.  If  the  statute  requires  that  a  jury  mast 
find  that  such  incompetent  is  incapable  or  unfit  to  manage  his  affairs 
before   the   conservator   can  be   appointed,   an   appointment   without 
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such  verdict  !i  void:  Jones  t.  Le&med,  17  Col.  App.  78;  66  P&&  Bep. 
]071,  1072.  Where  a  conaervator  was  appointed  id  one  state,  and 
it  appears  that  he  and  a  cansorvator,  afterwards  appointed  in  another 
state,  have  discharged  their  daties  with  Sdelity,  and  have  obtained 
a  large  judgment  in  favor  of  their  ward,  and  interest  in  valuable 
minin);  property  in  the  latter  state,  a  court  there  will  not  set  aside 
the  appoiotment  in  that  state  for  want  of  jurisdiction  in  the  court 
making  the  appointment,  at  the  suggestion  of  relatives  of  the  ward, 
who  for  many  years  allowed  the  insane  person  to  remain  in  the  asylum 
without  any  attention  upon  their  part,  and  who  made  no  attempt  to 
alleviate  his  condition,  especiallj  where  they  did  not  manifest  any 
interest  in  his  behalf  until  the  svccessful  termination  of  the  litigation: 
Wood  V,  Throckmorton,  26  Col.  248;  57  Pac.  Bep.  699,  700. 

(2)  Duties.  Investmallt  of  fnitds.  It  is  the  duty  of  a  conservator 
to  exercise  reasonable  care  and  diligence  in  investing,  from  time  to 
time,  such  portion  of  the  trust  funds  in  his  hands  as  can  be  utilized 
for  that  purpose,  and  still  leave  him  with  sufficient  to  meet  the 
expenditures  in  behalf  of  the  estate  which  he  may  be  called  upon 
to  make;  and,  having  failed  to  do  so,  he  is,  unless  he  has  presented  a. 
valid  excuse,  chargeable  with  legal  interest  on  the  funds  which  he 
could  have  invested:  In  re  Thomas's  Estate,  26  Cot.  110;  S6  Pae.  Bep. 
007,  911.  He  is  allowed  a  reasonable  time,  of  course,  after  receiving 
the  ward's  funds  within  which  to  invest  them,  which,  in  the  absence 
of  any  proof  on  the  question.  Is  usually  placed  at  six  months:  In  re 
Thomas's  Estate,  26  Col.  110;  56  Pac.  Bep.  907,  911.  The  conservator 
is  not  excused  for  failure  to  invest  the  funds  of  bis  ward  by  the 
advice  of  the  county  judge,  that  it  is  his  duty  to  keep  the  funds  of 
the  estate  in  his  hands  so  that  he  can  turn  them  over  promptly  if 
his  ward  become  sane;  nor  is  he  excused  by  the  fact  that  the  alleged 
insane  person,  from  time  to  time,  applied  to  be  adjudged  sane,  and 
to  be  placed  in  the  control  of  hie  affairs:  In  re  Thomas's  Estate,  26 
Col.  110;  56  Pac.  Bop.  907,  911.  When  no  investments  have  been  made 
by  the  conservator,  and  it  is  necessary  to  pay  out  sums  from  time  to 
time  for  the  beneflt  of  the  estate  and  the  support  of  the  ward,  no 
inflexible  rule  can  be  laid  down  which  would  be  applicable  in  all 
cases  for  the  purpose  of  determining  upon  what  portion  of  the  funds 
interest  should  be  charged;  each  case  must,  io  a  measure,  be  governed 
by  its  own  peculiar  circuaistanccs;  and  a  sound  discretion  must  be 
exercised  in  determining  how  interest  shall  be  computed  in  such  cases: 
In  re  Thomas's  Estate,  26  Col.  110;  56  Pac.  Bep.  907,  911.  The  con- 
servator should  be  charged  with  Interest,  where  he  has  mingled  the 
funds  of  hie  ward  with  hia  own  funds,  and  it  appears  that  the  mingled 
funds  have  been  used  indiscriminately,  although  he  may  have  had 
on  hand  at  all  times  an  amount  sufficient  of  the  funds  so  mingled  to 
pay  the  balance  belonging  to  the  estate:  In  re  Thomas's  Estate,  26 
Col.  110;  56  Pac.  Hep.  907,  912. 
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(3)  Excaptlona  to  reporb  Oompaiuatloii.  Bemoval.  Dlscharg*. 
AlttioDgk  there  maj  be  no  special  statute  regarding  tlie  filing  of 
exceptions  to  the  report  of  a  cootervator,  such  exceptions,  although 
indcflnite  and  verj  general,  should,  as  a  matter  of  practice,  be  sus- 
tained, if  the  J  inform  the  conservator  that  all  his  charges  against 
the  funds  in  his  hands  will  be  contested  except  those  items  that  he 
has  paid  under  order  of  court,  and  advises  him  that  a  claim  will  be 
made  on  behalf  of  the  estate  for  interest  on  the  funds  which  he  has 
received:  Id  re  Thomas's  Estate,  26  Col.  110;  68  Pac.  Bep.  907,  808. 
The  conservator  ot  the  estate  of  a  lunatic  is  entitled  to  receive  such 
eompoDsation  for  his  care  aud  trouble  as  the  court  may  deem  reason- 
able. It  is  not  to  be  computed,  as  commissions,  but  determined  bj 
the  reasonable  value  of  the  time  he  has  necessarily  devoted  to  the 
discharge  of  his  duties:  In  re  Thomas's  Estate,  26  Col.  110;  56  Pac. 
Bep.  90T,  912.  In  the  abeence  of  a  statute  to  the  contrary,  periodical 
or  partial  settlements,  as  evidenced  by  reports  of  conservators,  are,  at 
most,  after  approval  by  the  court,  but  prima  facie  evidence  of  their 
correctness,  and  may  be  rectified  or  rebutted  on  a  final  accounting. 
They  are  not  settlements,  but  only  the  exhibition  of  accounts;  nor 
judgments,  being  merely  ex  parte  presentations  of  the  status  of  the 
estate  in  the  hands  of  the  conservator:  In  re  Thomas's  Estate,  20 
Col.  110;  58  Pac.  Rep.  907,  912.  The  court  having  jurisdiction  is 
vested  with  a  large  discretion  in  the  removal  of  conservators.  It  may 
remove  a  conservator  for  any  default  or  misconduct  upon  his  part, 
and  its  discretion  will  not  be  interfered  with,  except  in  plain  cases 
of  abuse.  The  effect  of  requiring  a  conservator  to  pay  the  funds  of 
his  ward  into  court  is  to  discharge  him:  In  re  Thomas's  Estate,  26 
Col.   110;  56  Pac.  Bep,  907,  913. 

a.  B«port,  Mconnt,  and  sattlamant  of  gnaidlan.  The  clerk  of  the 
superior  court  is  a  mere  ministerial  officer,  and  is  not  authorized  to 
make  any  examination  of  the  account  and  report  of  the  guardian  of 
an  insaue  person.  That  is  a  matter  for  the  judge  of  the  court:  Denny 
V.  Holloway,  17  Wash.  487;  40  Pac.  Eep.  1073,  1074.  Express  findings 
are  unnecessary  in  proceedings  to  settle  a  guardian's  account;  all 
facts  necessary  to  sustain  the  judgment  or  order  of  the  loner  court 
will  be  presumed:  Estate  of  Averill,  133  Cai.  lii;  60  Pac.  Rep.  14, 
15.  Equity  has  jnrisdictioa  to  afford  relief  and  to  compel  a  full  and 
jnat  acconnting  by  the  guardian  of  an  incompetent  person  where  the 
decree  settling  his  final  account  was  procured  by  fraud:  Silva  v. 
Santos,  13S  Cal.  636;  71  Pac.  Bep.  703.  A  complaint  in  equity  to  com- 
pel the  guardian  of  an  incompetent  person  to  make  a  full  and  just 
acconnting  does  not  improperly  unite  different  causes  of  action,  where 
the  money  alleged  to  be  fraudulently  retained  by  the  guardian  came 
into  his  bands  as  guardian,  and  the  facts  alleged  all  relate  to  the 
transaetions  of  the  guardian  in  managing  the  estate,  and  in  failing, 
in  such  management,  to  perform  the  duties  in  the  particulars  alleged: 
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Silva  V.  Santos,  138  Cal.  536;  71  Pac.  Kep.  703,  705.  The  rule  ot  law 
which  sanctions  a  proceeding  to  require  the  ^ardian  of  an  ineom- 
petcnt  person  to  render  a  full  and  just  account  is  wholeaome,  and 
should  serve  as  an  admonition  to  administrators,  exeentors,  guardians, 
and  trustees  generally,  that  thpy  must,  to  the  last  moment  of  their 
trusteesbip,  scrupulously  account  for  every  dollar  which  has  come 
into  their  hands  in  their  trust  capacity:  Hilva  v.  Santos,  138  Cal.  S36; 
71  Pac.  Hop.  703,  705.  The  administrator  of  the  estate  of  a  deceased 
incompetent  person  may  contest  the  flnal  account  of  the  guardian  of 
such  incompetent:  Estate  of  Averill,  133  Cal.  liz;  66  Pac.  Rep.  14,  15. 
A  settlement,  in  the  probate  court,  of  the  accounts  of  the  guardian 
of  an  insane  ward  is  flnal  and  conclusive,  where  no  appeal  has  been 
taken  from  the  order  of  settlement.  All  inquiry  into  the  correctness 
of  the  accounts  having  been  thus  finally  settled  by  the  proper  tribunal, 
a  court  of  equity  will  not  open  them,  unless  for  fraud,  omission,  or  the 
like,  and  not  then  unlesa  the  specific  mistake  or  errors  are  pointed 
out.  It  is  not  enough  to  allege  that,  soon  after  the  defendant  "  was 
appointed  guardian,  he  became  so  ignorant  and  unsound  in  mind  that 
he  was  incompetent  to  attend  to  any  business  whatever;  that  he  was 
in  that  condition  when  the  final  account  of  his  guardianship  was 
rendered  and  filed;  that  the  accounts  which  be  rendered  were  unjust 
and  incorrect  statements  of  his  transations  as  guardian;  and  that  the 
final  account,  aa  settled  and  allowed  by  the  probate  court,  was  '  false 
and  untrue  in  many  particulars'";  Brodrib  v.  Brodrib,  56  Cal.  563, 
566. 

9.  Contracts  and  riglita  of  Uuatw  persona.  Where  a  guardian  baa 
been  appointed  by  the  probate  court  of  the  proper  county,  and  a 
suit  to  foreclose  a  mortgage  upon  the  real  estate  owned  by  the  lunatic 
for  whose  estate  such  guardian  was  appointed  is  commenced  in  the 
district  court  of  snch  county,  service  of  summons  upon  such  guardian 
confers  jurisdiction  upon  the  district  court  to  adjudicate  the  rights 
of  such  lunatic  in  said  real  estate;  and  if  the  property  is  sold  under 
such  proceedings,  the  lunatic  hss  no  right  to  redeem  the  property 
from  such  sale  after  his  restoration  to  sanity,  merely  on  the  ground 
that  the  court  did  not  acquire  jurisdiction  by  service  of  summons  on 
the  guardian:  Foran  v.  Ilealy,  73  Kan.  633;  85  Pac.  Rep,  751.  A 
plaintiff,  admitted  to  be  of  unsound  mind,  has  no  capacity  to  bring 
an  action  to  partition  a  tract  of  land,  and  what  he  cannot  do  in 
person  he  cannot  direct  or  employ  an  attorney  to  do  for  him:  Qustafl- 
son  V.  Ericlt  ad  otter,  37  Kan.  670;  16  Pac.  Rep.  91.  An  unmarried 
woman,  who  is  an  imbecile,  and  incompetent  to  testify,  cannot  insti- 
tute and  prosecute  a  proceeding  in  bastardy:  State  v.  Jehlik,  66  Ran. 
301;  71  Pac.  Rep.  572.  A  complaint  must  state  facts  showing  a  cause 
of  action  in  somebody;  and  it  most  show  a  cause  of  aiction  in  the 
plaintiff,  or  a  general  demurrer  will  lie.  Hence  if  a  plaintiff  becomes 
insane  pending  suit,  the  suit  should  be  prosecuted  in  the  name  of  such 
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inaane  perMn,  hj  hia  gaardiau.  The  plaintiff  iB  not  deprivsd  of  bia 
rigbt  or  property  in  tbe  eause  of  action  by  hit  ineanfty,  nor  does  it  rest 
in  his  guardian  npon  his  appointment;  and  an  etroneouB  ordpr,  sub- 
ititatiog  tbe  guardian  of  bis  person  and  estate  aa  plaintiff,  is  not 
cause  for  diamissal,  but  tbe  plaintiff  abould  have  leave  to  reform  bis 
complaint,  in  accordance  witb  the  law:  Dixon  v.  Cries,  106  Cal.  506; 
39  Pae.  Rep.  857.  The  judicial  tendency  of  tbia  enlightened  age  ia 
against  the  enforcement  of  an  executory  contract  procured  by  a 
ahrewd  man  of  affairs  from  one  known  to  be  mentally  incapable  of 
dealing  wilb  judgment  and  discretion.  Hence  the  act  of  taking  unfair 
advantage  of  such  a  person's  inability  to  understand  the  nature  and 
conaequencea  of  a  purported  agreement  to  convey  hia  homestead  is 
good  ground  for  denying  specific  performance,  aud  especially  so  when 
he  has  returned  to  the  prospetive  grantee  all  that  he  ever  received: 
Miller  v.  Tjeihus  (S.  D.),  104  N.  W.  Rep.  319,  520.

10.  Adjudication  of  Insanity,  and  its  effect. 

(1)  In  genenL  The  finding  of  a  jury  on  an  inquest,  that  the  sub- 
ject of  inquiry  ia  feeble  in  mind,  ia  incapable  of  managing  bis  busi- 
uraa  affairs,  and  is  a,  typical  imbecile,  is  not  a  finding  of  insanity 
within  the  statutory  meaning  of  that  term,  and  furnishes  the  probate 
court  no  authority  to  appoint  a  guardian  for  auch  feeble-minded 
person,  and  consequently  the  guardian  so  appointed  baa  no  right  to 
maintain  an  action  in  behalf  of  such  peraoo:  Caple  v.  Drew,  70  Kan. 
136;  78  Pac.  Bep.  427,  429.  An  adjudication  of  lunacy,  legally  had,  is 
conclusive  upon  tbe  lunatic  and  all  other  persons,  and  the  probate 
court  of  the  county  where  such  lunatic  has  a  permanent  residence  may 
accept  and  act  thereon,  the  same  as  if  such  adjudication  bad  occurred 
in  that  court:  Foran  y.  Healy,  73  Kan.  633;  85  Pac.  Rep.  7-'il.  Where 
a  person  was  held  to  answer  for  a  crime,  and  was  insane  when  the 
preliminary  examination  waa  bad,  and  when  the  order  of  commitment 
waa  made;  tbe  proceedtnga  are  void:  £i  parte  Wright,  74  Kan.  406; 
8G  Pac.  Rep.  460. 

(2)  Pmomptlon  and  STtdence.  The  fact  of  inaanity  having  been 
once  eatabliabed,  it  is  presumed  to  continue  until  the  demented  person

employed  counsel  to  set  aside  a  judgment  rendered  against  the 
plaintiff  wilt  not  overthrow  a  flnding  hj  the  eourt  that  plaintiff  was 
at  the  time  of  unsound  mind  and  incapable  of  managing  his  own. 
afTairs:  Lantis  v.  Davidson,  SO  Kan.  389;  56  Pac.  Bcp.  745,  747.  The 
presumption,  however,  of  continued  insanity  arising  from  an  adjudica- 
tion thereof  may  be  overcome  by  evidence  other  than  an  adjudica- 
tion of  restoration:  Bodgers  v.  Bodgers,  56  Kan.  483;  43  Pac.  Rep. 
779,  781;  Lower  v,  Schumacher,  61  Kan.  825;  60  Pac.  Rep.  53S,  539. 
In  determining  the  question  whether  a  person  is  so  mentally  unsound 
as  to  be  incapable  to  rare  for  his  property,  the  admission  of  opinion 
evidence  as  to  his  capacity  is  not  properly  the  subject  of  opinion  evi- 
dence, but  must  be  determined  from  the  probative  fscts  bearing 
thereon:   Shapter  v.  Pillar,  23  Col.  209;  63  Pac.  Rep.  302,  304.

Evidence  of  insanity  of  ancestors  or  kindred,  admissibility  of,  oa 
issue  of  sanity:  See  notes  6  Am.  ft  Eng.

11.  BMtoratlon  to  capacity.  Teimlnatloa  of  gnardlanslilp.  The 
provision  in  section  1660  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  of  California, 
authorising  the  court  to  restore  the  person  adjudged  insane  or  in- 
competent to  capacity,  is  applicable  only  to  persona  adjudged  insane 
or  incompetent,  and  for  whom  guardians  have  been  appointed  under 
section  1764  of  the  same  code.  The  application  of  it  to  persona  com- 
mitted to  asylums  would  be  utterly  inconHistent  with  the  government 
of  those  institutions  according  to  the  requirements  and  regulations 
of  the  Political  Code.  Hence  a  person  who  has  been  regularly 
examined  and  committed  to  the  state  inasne  asylum,  though  out  on 
[larole.  cannot  maintain  an  original  petition  for  a  writ  of  taandatc 
to  be  directed  to  the  court  which  examined  and  committed  him,  com- 
manding such  court  "to  proceed  to  take  testimony  and  try,  hear,  and 
determine  "  his  application,  which  prays  for  a  judicial  determination 
that  the  applicant  is  of  sound  mind,  capable  of  taking  care  of  himself 
and  his  property,  and  for  restoration  to  capacity:  Aldrich  v,  Superior 
Court,  120  Cal.  140,  142;  .52  Pac.  Hep.  148.  \  judgment  of  restoration 
to  capacity  of  an  insane  person  is  conclusive  upon  the  condition  or 
relation  of  the  person:  Aldrich  v.  Barton  (Cal.),  95  Pac.  Rep.  900, 
903.  A  statute  which  provides  that  every  guardian  of  an  incompcteut 
person  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  person  of  hie  ward  and  his 
estate  until  such  guardian  is  "legally  discharged"  does  not  extend 
the  authority  of  an  incompetent's  gunrdi.'in  until  he  is  discharged  by 
nn  order  of  court,  but,  under  a  Blalute  which  provides  that  if,  on  an 
inquiry,  it  be  found  that  an  incompetent  has  been  restored  to  capacity, 
the  guardianship  shall  cease,  the  authority  of  such  guardian  is  tormi- 
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aated  ipso  facto  bj  an  adjudication  that  sucb  incompetent  penon 
has  been  restored  to  capacity:  Id  re  Seheuer's  Estate,  31  Uant.  6D6; 
79  Pac.  Bep.  S44.

(1)  III  general.  If  a  plaintiff  in  an  action  knowe  that  the  defend- 
ant, at  the  time  such  action  is  brought,  is  not  in  a  condition  to  attend 
to  any  business,  and  is  non  compos  mentis,  and  was  so  both  at  the 
time  service  was  obtained  and  wheo  judgment  rendered,  it  is  in. 
eumbent  on  him  to  suggest  it  to  the  court,  in  order  that  a  guardian 
ad  litem  may  be  appointed:  Townsend  v.  Price,  19  Wash.  415;  53 
Pae.  Rep.  668,  660.  It  may  be  that  service  might  regularly  be  made 
upon  an  insane  person,  and  that  the  judgment  obtained  from  such 
service  is  not  void,  but  voidable  merely;  yet  in  an  action  on  a  judg- 
ment recovered  in  a  court  of  record  in  another  state,  and  under 
proper  averments,  evidence  may  be  admitted  that  a  guardian  ad  litem 
was  never  appointed:  Tomnsend  v.  Price,  19  Walsh.  415;  53  Pac.  Hep. 
668,  669.  Quardians  should  be  appointed  to  represent  insane  persons, 
and  such  persons  may  be  sued  and  jurisdiction  over  them  acquired, 
as  of  other  persons,  but  a  judgment  against  an  insane  person  who 
has  no  guardian,  and  without  the  appointment  of  a  guardian  ad  litemj 
though  irregular,  is  not  void.  Such  judgment  may  be  vacated  in  a 
direct  proceeding  if  no  innocent  person  has  acquired  rights  under  it: 
Dunn  T,  Dunn,  114  Cal.  210;  46  Pac.  Bep.  5;  White  v.  Hioton,  3  WyO. 
753;  30  Pac.  Rep.  953;  Pollock  v.  Horn,  13  Wash.  626;  43  Pac.  Rep. 
SS5.  Neither  an  incompetent  person,  nor  hii  estate,  can  make  any 
appearance  whatsoever,  except  by  and  through  a  legally  appointed 
guardian.  The  fact  that  a  party  becomes  an  incompetent  while  in- 
debted to  an  attorney,  who  was  representing  him  at  the  time  nitb 
respect  to  his  property  interests,  does  not  give  such  attorney  the 
right  to  appear  for  the  incompetent's  guardian:  State  v.  District 
Court,  30  Mont.  8;  T5  Pac.  Bep.  516.  While  evidence  of  adjudication 
of  nnsoundness  of  mind  may  make  out  a  prima  facie  defense,  yet  in 
an  action  against  a  person  of  unsound  mind,  it  is  not  conclusive,  and 
it  may  be  shown  by  any  competent  evidence  that  defendant  was  of 
sound  mind  at  the  time  he  executed  the  contract:  Walker  v.  Coatee, 
5  Kan.  App.  209;  47  Pac.  Rep.  :58.  The  act  of  March  11,  1803  (Lawfc 
of  Washington  1893,  c.  cxi,  p.  286),  concerning  incompetents  residing 
out  of  the  state,  repeals  all  conflicting  laws,  and  authorizes  the  sale 
of  the  property  of  the  non-resident  incompetent  for  the  payment  of 
debts,  etc.,  on  application  of  the  domestic  guardian:  Coleman  v. 
Cravens,  41  Wash.  1 ;  82  Pac.  Rep.  1005.  In  an  action  against  an  in- 
competent on  a  promissory  note,  tbe  court  obtains  jurisdiction  of  the 
Probate  — 17 
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peTson  of  the  ward,  where  it  is  plain  from  the  language  of  the  uuwer 
that  the  guardian  intended  to  appear  for  and  represent  his  ward  in 
the  case,  and  that  the  ward  appeared  and  answered  bj  the  gaaidian: 
Mullen  V.  Dunn,  134  Cal.  247;  66  Pac.  Rep.  209.  Where  the  general 
guardian  of  an  incompetent  person  is  in  posseasion  of  mortgaged 
premises  belonging  to  such  incompetent,  which  have  been  sold,  tha 
presentation  of  a  commissioner's  deed  to  such  guardian  and  demand 
of  the  premises,  both  as  guardian  and  individually,  is  a  sufficient 
demand,  without  a,  demand  being  made  on  the  incompetent:  Taylor  v. 
Ellenberger  (Cal.),  65  Pac.  Rep.  832,  833.

(2)  Judgment.  Execution.  LinUtatloii  of  actiona.  "  While  an 
occasional  difference  of  opinion  manifests  itself  in  regard  to  the 
propriety  and  possibility  of  binding  femes  covert  and  infants  by 
jnrisdictional  proceedings  in  which  they  were  not  represented  by 
■ome  competent  authority,  no  such  difference  has  been  made  apparent 
in  relation  to  a  more  unfortunate  and  more  defeusaless  class  of  per- 
sons; but,  by  a  concurrence  of  judicial  authority,  lunatics  are  held  to 
be  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  courts.  Judgments  against  them, 
it  is  said,  are  neither  void  nor  voidable;  the  proper  remedy  in  favor 
of  a  lunatic  being  to  apply  to  chancery  to  restrain  proceedings,  and 
to  compel  plaintiff  to  go  there  for  justice.  In  a  suit  against  a  lunatic, 
the  judgment  is  properly  entered  against  him,  and  not  against  hia 
guardian.  A  lunatic  has  capacity  to  appear  in  court  by  an  attorney. 
The  legal  title  to  his  estate  remains  in  him,  and  does  not  pass  to  hia 
guardian":  Pollock  v.  Horn,  13  Wash.  Q20;  43  Pac.  Rep.  885,  citing 
Freeman  on  Judgments,  4th  ed.,  j  152.  A  judgment  against  an 
insane  surety  on  an  attachment  bond  is  valid,  where  such  surety  waa 
sane  at  the  time  the  bond  was  executed:  Pollock  v.  Horn,  13  Wash. 
626;  43  Pac.  Rep.  885,  An  execution  of  a  valid  judgment  may  run 
against  the  property  of  a  lunatic:  Pollock  v.  Horn,  13  Wash.  626;  43 
Pac.  R«p.  885,  886.  Even  a  judgment  rendered  subsequently  to  the 
establishment  of  defendant's  insanity  is  not  void,  and  the  judgment 
debtor's  land  is  subject  to  execution.  Hence  the  creditor  is  not 
obliged  to  file  his  claim  for  settlement  in  due  course  of  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  estate.  The  remedy  of  a  lunatic,  or  of  his  estate,  ia 
an  action  in  equity  to  set  aside  the  judgment,  if  it  was  fraudulently 
obtained.  If  tbe  judgment  was  not  fraudulently  or  wrongfully 
obtained,  then  no  harm  was  worked  upon  the  defendant;  and  if  it 
was,  the  courts  will  set  it  aside:  Pollack  v.  Horn,  13  Wash.  626;  43 
Pac.  Rep.  985,  986.  In  Washington,  proceedings  to  set  aside  a  judg- 
ment rendered  against  a  person  of  unsound  mind  are,  by  express  pro- 
.visions  of  the  statute,  not  barred  untU  the  expiration   of  one  year 
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from  the  removal   of   tlie   diinbilit^:     Curry  t.  WUbod    (Wash.),   87 
Pae.  Bep.  lOaS,  1066. 

13.  Appeal  and  rarfew.  A  person  who  has  been  adjudged  to  ba 
Insane  is  an  "  aggrieved  partj,"  within  the  law  relating  to  appeals, 
and  bas  a  right  to  appeal  from  the  order  adjudging  him  to  be  insane 
and  appointing  for  him  a  guardian:  Appeal  of  Kane,  12  Mont.  107; 
29  Fac.  Bep.  424,  In  proceedings  far  tbe  appointment  of  a  guardian 
for  an  alleged  incompetent,  neither  the  incompetent  nor  the  attorney 
can  consent  to  the  entry  of  an  order  appointing  a  guardian  so  as  to 
deprive  the  incompetent  of  the  right  to  appeal  therefrom:  In  re 
Sullivan,  143  Cal.  462;  77  Pac.  Bep.  153.  Nor  is  sueh  incompetent 
deprived  of  the  right  to  appeal  from  an  order  appointing  a  guardian 
on  the  ground  of  bis  incompetency  because  he  had  sought  an  order 
restoring  him  to  capacity:  In  re  Sullivan,  113  Cal.  462;  77  Pae.  Bep. 
133.  Under  a  statute  which  provides  that  an  appeal  may  be  taken 
from  any  order  granting  or  refusing  to  grant  letters  of  guardianship, 
an  appeal  may  be  taken  from  an  order  appointing  a  guardian  for  an 
incompetent  person:  In  re  Moss,  120  Cal.  695;  53  Pac.  Bep.  357.  A 
statute  which  provides  that  mentally  incompetent  persons  can  take 
an  appeal  only  by  their  general  guardian  or  guardian  ad  litem  ap- 
pointed by  tbe  court  does  not  apply  to  a  case  where  tbe  very  question 
involved  is  the  validity  of  tho  order  of  guardianship  itself,  and  where 
the  appeal  is  taken  directly  from  that  order;  In  re  Moss,  120  Cal. 
69S;  53  Pac.  Bep.  3S7.  Upon  appeal  by  tbe  alleged  incompetent 
person,  the  notice  of  appeal  need  only  be  served  upon  the  guardiaos 
to  whom  letters  were  granted.  It  need  not  be  served  upon  one  who 
has  ceased  to  be  a  party  to  the  proceeding:  Ouardianship  of  Sullivan, 
143  Cal.  4S2;  77  Pac.  Bep.  153.  An  adjudication  of  the  incompetency 
of  a  person  cannot  be  entered  by  bis  consent.  If  be  is  in  fact  in- 
competent, be  cannot  consent,  and  if  not  incompetent,  his  consent 
cannot  make  him  so.  Hence  the  rule  that  an  appeal  will  not  be  entered 
from  a  judgment  entered  by  consent  has  no  application  to  an  order 
appointing  a  guardian  of  the  person  and  estate  of  an  incompetent 
person:  Guardianship  of  Sullivan,  143  Cal.  463;  77  Pac.  Bep.  153. 
One  who  has  been  adjudged  incapable  of  managing  bis  own  affairs 
is  entitled  to  sue  ont  a  writ  of  error,  without  a  guardian  ad  litem,  to 
review  the  judgment:  Shapter  v.  Pillar,  28  Col.  209;  63  Pac.

302,  303.  In  a  proceeding  on  a  writ  of  certiorari  to  rescind  an  order 
committing  the  relator  as  an  insane  person,  it  is  no  ground  for  a 
reversal  of  the  commitment  that  the  venire  for  tbe  jury  did  not 
expressly  direct  that  one  of  tbe  jurors  to  be  summoned  should  be  a 
practising  pbysician,  where  a  jury  with  the  proper  qualifleations  waa 
in  fact  annimoned:  State  v.  Third  Judicial  Dist.  Court,  IT  Mont.  411; 
43  Pac.  Bep.  385.  An  appeal  taken  by  a  guardian  ad  litem,  who 
failed  to  file  a  bill  of  exceptions,  or  statement  on  appeal,  and  who 
did  not  request  the  clerk  of  the  lower  conrt  to  certify  any  transcript 
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of  th«  record  oa  appeal,  will  be  diBmiHsed,  wbere  no  aneh  traoBcript 
is  on  file:  In  re  Mobb  (Cal.).  74  Pac.  Rep.  546.  If  an  appeal  in  a 
proceeding  to  appoint  a  guardian  for  an  incompetent  is  taken  by  the 
incompetent  biniBclf,  tbe  court  nill,  upon  bis  written  request,  after 
notife  to  bis  attorneys  thereof,  dismisB  aueh  appeal:  In  re  Moss  (Cal.), 
74  Pac.  Rep.  546.  It  is  tbe  duty  of  tbe  guardian  of  an  insane  ward 
to  protect  tbe  latter's  estate  against  wbat  he  considers  an  unjust 
or  illegal  claim,  and  be  has  a  right  to  appeal  from  an  order  of  the 
court  requiring  bim  to  pay  out  the  money  of  hia  ward,  where  the 
eoart  bas  no  power  to  make  such  order:  Qaardianship  of  Breslin,  135 
Cal.  21,  22;  66  Pae.  Rep.  962.

The 
superior  judge  may,  for  any  hearing,  issue  subpcenas  and 
compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses  and  must  compel  the 
attendance  of  at  least  two  medical  examiners,  who  must  hear 
the  testimony  of  all  witnesses,  make  a  personal  examination 
of  the  alleged  insane  person,  and  testify  before  the  judge  as 
to  tbe  result  of  such  examination,  and  to  any  other  perti- 
nent facts  within  their  knowledge.  The  judge  must  also 
cause  to  be  examined  before  him  as  a  witness,  any  other 
person  whom  he  has  reason  to  believe  has  any  knowledge  of 
the  mental  condition  of  the  alleged  insane  prson  or  of  his 
financial  condition  or  that  of  the  persons  liable  for  his 
maintenance.

2.  Any  patient  who  is  not  recovered,  but  whose  discharge, 
in  the  judgment  of  the  superintendent,  will  not  be  detri- 
mental to  the  public  welfare,  or  injurious  to  the  patient. 

[SnperintendeDt  may  refuse  to  discharge.]  The  medical 
superintendent  may,  when  he  deems  it  advisable,  refuse  to 
discharge  any  patient  as  improved,  unless  the  guardian, 
friends  or  relatives  of  such  patient  shall  satisfy  such  medical 
superintendent  that  they  are  financially  able  and  willing  to 
properly  care  for  such  patient  after  his  discharge. 

[Superior  judge  may  order  discharge.]  When  the  super- 
intendent is  imwilling  to  certify  to  the  discharge  of  an  nn- 
reeovered  patient,  upon  request,  and  so  certifies  in  writing, 
giving  his  reasons  therefor,  any  superior  judge  of  the  county 
in  which  the  hospital  is  situated  may,  upon  such  certificate, 
and  an  opportunity  of  hearing  thereon  being  accorded  the 
superintendent,  and  upon  [such]  other  proofs  as  may  be 
produced  before  him,  direct,  by  order,  the  discharge  of  such 
patient,  upon  such  security  to  the  people  of  the  state  as  he 
may  require  for  the  good  behavior  and  maintenance  of  the 
patient.

persons  are  kept  by  the  county  to  receive  such  discharged 
patients  therein. 

[OoDditions  on  recommitment.]  When  any  person  is  dis- 
charged from  any  state  hospital  as  is  last  herein  provided 
he  shall  not  be  again  committed  to  any  state  hospital  for  the 
insane  ouless  permission  for  such  recommitment  be  first 
obtained  from  the  medical  superintendent  thereof.  Said 
medical  superintendent  shall  refuse  to  receive  such  person

<2>  Ooiutltatlonallty  of  rtatnte.  A  statute  which  provides  for  the 
examination  and  commitment  and  custody  of  persons  charged  and 
found  to  be  insane  ia  not  necessarily  unconstitutional,  though  it  may 
be  imperfect  in  some  of  its  protective  requirements :  Territory  v. 
Sheriff  of  Gallatin  County,  6  Uont.  207;  12  Pae.  Bep.  662. 

(3)  Notice,  and  opportmUty  to  be  lieaiid.  An  inquiry  and  trial  in 
the  probate  court,  had  upon  an  information  charging  one  with  being 
a  person  of  onBOund  mind  and  incapable  of  managing  bis  own  affairs, 
should  be  had  only  after  notice  to  the  person  alleged  to  be  insane,  and 
after  an  opportunity  has  been  given  euch  person  to  be  present  at  the 
trial,  in  person  or  by  counsel.  An  adjudication  of  insanity  which  is 
made  without  such  notice  and  opportunity  to  be  heard  is  a  nullity 
and  void;  and  a  commitment  thereunder  to  the  insane  asylum  would 
therefore  be  illegal;  In  re  Wellman,  3  Kan.  App.  100;  45  Pao.  Rep. 
736.  The  authorities  of  an  asylum  are  not  vested  with  power  to 
commit  a  person  thereto,  nor  to  con&ne  him  there  against  his  consent, 
without  the  legal  inquiry  provided  by  law,  eicept,  perhaps,  tempo- 
rarily, in  the  case  of  one  violently  and  dangerously  insane,  until  the 
necessary  proceedings  can  be  had,  to  avoid  the  injury  which  might 
be  reasonably  pxpected  to  occur  if  the  party  was  allowed  to  be  at 
large.      Generally,    it    is    permissible,    without    warrant    or    express 
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ftntlioritj,  to  conllne  temporarily  %  person  diapoeed  to  do  mischief 
to  himself  or  another  person,  u&tU  the  proper  proceedings  can  be 
instituted  to  hare  the  question  of  his  insanity  determined.  In  such 
a  case  the  restraint  becomes  necesBar;^  and  proper,  both  for  the  safetv 
of  the  party  himself  and  for  the  preservation  of  the  public  peace: 
Byers  v.  Solier  (Wyo.),  93  Pac.  Sep.  69,  6S.  But  where  a  patient,  who 
is  not  violentlj  or  dan^rouslj  insane,  has  been  unconditional] j  dis- 
charged by  competent  authorities  of  the  hospital,  he  cannot  be 
reincarcerated  withont  another  judicial  inquiry;  and  the  person 
charged  with  insanity  or  other  mental  iufirmity  has  the  same  legal 
right  as  any  other  citizen  to  claim  the  benefit  of  constitutional  and 
statutory  provisions  affecting  his  personal  liberty.  He  is  therefore,  if 
legally  cooSned  in  an  asylum,  and  in  actual  custody,  entitled  to  a 
writ  of  habeas  corpus:  Byers  v.  Solier  (Wyo.),  S3  Pac.  Bep.  59,  64. 
The  right  to  appear  at  an  inquisition  in  lunacy  must  be  preserved,  and 
an  opportunity  afforded  to  do  so,  in  person  or  by  counsel,  as  far  as 
the  circumstances  will  permit,  though  actual  appearance  at  the  trial 
is,  of  course,  not  necessary,  as  there  are  many  eases  in  which  the 
parties  are  so  mentally  disordered  that  they  cannot  appear:  In  ra 
Wellmau,  3  Kan.  App.  100;  45  Pae.  Bep.  726,  727.

<4)  Adjodlcatloii  of  Inaanity.  An  adjudication  of  insanity,  under 
a  law,  the  purpose  of  which  is  to  provide  a  procedure  whereby  a 
judicial  determination  may  be  had  as  to  whether  or  not  the  person 
being  examined  is  a  proper  subject  to  become  a  patient  in  the  state 
boapitat  for  the  insane,  does  not  conclusively  show  that  the  person 
therein  named  is  a  lunatic  or  mentally  unfit  to  answer,  or  to  make 
defense  to  a  criminal  charge  against  him:  Ss  parte  Wright,  74  Kan. 
406;  S9  Pac.  Rep.  673.  In  proceedings  for  the  commitment  of  a  person 
alleged  to  be  insane,  the  verdict  of  the  jury  declaring  such  person  to 
be  of  unsound  mind,  incapable  of  caring  for  himself,  and  unsafe  to  be 
at  large,  is  a  sufficient  "certificate  under  oath"  that  the  charge  of 
Insanity  is  correct:  State  v.  Third  Judicial  Diet.  Court,  17  Uout.  411; 
43  Pac.  Sep.  385,  3S6. 

2.  OollateTal  attack.  If  a  court  has  power  conferred  upon  it  to 
hold  an  examination  and  to  determine  the  qoestion  of  insanity,  and 
to  commit  to  an  asylum,  its  orders,  made  by  virtue  of  such  authority 
and  that  of  jurisdiction,  are  not  subject  to  collateral  attack;  Napa 
Bute  Hospital  v.  Basso  (Cal.),  96  Pac  Bep.  35S,  356. 

3.  Support,  iiialut«iiaiice,  and  custody. 
(1)  Liability  of  estate.     The  statute  which  authorizes  a  recovery 
from  the  estates  of  insane  persons  confined  in  state  hospitals,  for  the 
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support  of  such  pemmi,  is  not  unconstitutional:  Napa  State  Hospital 
V.  DasBo  (Cal.),  96  Pac.  Bep.  355.  The  estate  of  an  insane  person 
may  be  charged  with  the  expense  of  his  maintenance  and  necessarioa 
furnisbrd  him  without  an  express  promise,  either  hj  the  insane  person 
or  ^ardian,  to  pay  therefor;  Palmer  v.  Hudson  B.  S.  Hospital,  10 
Kan.  App.  OS;  61  Pac.  Bep.  506.  An  iusaue  person  is  liable  for  the 
reasonable  valne  of  things  furnished  to  him,  necessary  for  his  support. 
This  was  BO  at  common  law,  when  the  necessaries  were  furnished  b; 
an  individual;  and  there  seems  to  be  no  reason  ivhy  the  same  rule 
should  not  apply  to  a  state  hospital  for  the  insane,  which  does  and 
furnishes  for  the  insane  person  only  those  things  required  by  the  law 
of  the  state:  State  Commission  in  Lunacy  v.  Eldridge  (Cal.  App.), 
94  Pac.  Bep.  597,  600.  If,  however,  the  estate  of  the  insane  person 
was  not  sufficient  to  any  extent  to  provide  for  his  maintenance  at  the 
time  of  his  commitment  to  the  asylum,  such  property,  i^xistiag  at  the 
time  of  hia  commitment,  as  be  posseBHed  belonged  to  the  creditors, 
and  the  state  lias  do  legal  plaim  against  the  insolvent  estate  of  such 
insane  person  for  his  maintenance:  Sstate  of  Callen,  35  Cal.  Dee.  127, 
128  (Feb.  11,  1908). 

<2)  Salt  by  directors  of  asylum.    Where,  by  statute,  it  is  provided 

that  in  case  an  insane  person  is  able  to  pay  actna)  charges  and 
expenses,  a  guardian  may  be  appointed,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  pay 
such  expenses  to  the  board  of  directors  of  the  insane  asylum,  and 
that  "  if  indigent  insane  persons  have  kindred  of  degree  of  husband 
or  wife,  father,  mother,  or  children,  living  within  this  state,  of 
sufBeiont  ability,  who  are  otherwise  liable,  said  kindred  shall  support 
such  indigent  insane  person  to  the  extent  prescribed  for  paying  such 
patients,"  the  board  has  power  to  collect  a  debt  due  the  directors 
from  the  husband  of  an  inmate  of  the  asylum;  and  the  directors  have 
capacity  to  sue,  on  the  ground  that  they  are  trustees  of  an  express 
trust:    Watt  v.  Smith,  89  Cal.  602;  26  Pac.  Bep.  1071,  1072. 

(3)  Unanthoiiied  order  aa  to  cnstody.  Under  a  law  requiring  that 
a  female  patient  shall  be  accompanied,  in  the  absence  of  some  member 
of  her  family,  by  a  female  attendant  in  being  conducted  to  the  stat« 
insane  asylum,  an  order  of  the  county  court  committing  such  patient 
to  the  sheriff  of  the  county  for  custody  is  not  unauthorized,  where 
the  statute  makes  no  requirement  as  to  custodian  when  the  person  !■ 
retained  in  custody  in  the  county  of  her  commitment:  Board  of  Com- 
missioners V.  Adams,  16  Col.  App.  S13;  66  Pae.  Rep.  683,  6S4. 

4.  Contracts  and  ilKhts  of  Insane  persons. 
(1)  Contract  of  conveyance.  Seed.  Mortgage.  A  contract  ot 
conveyance,  made  by  one  who  has  been  adjudged  a  lunatic,  but  who 
was  in  fact  sane  when  the  contract  of  conveyance  was  made,  is  valid, 
although  DO  adjudication  has  been  made  that  he  has  been  restored 
to  hie  right  mind:    Lower  v.  Schumacher,  61  Kan.  625;  60  Pae.  Bep. 
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538,  538;  Water-Supply  Co.  v.  Hoot,  56  Kaa.  187;  42  Pac.  Rep.  715. 
Prior  lo  tbe  decision  of  these  cases  it  bad  been  hetd  in  Kansas  that 
the  deed  to  tbe  homestead  of  an  insane  person,  executed  bj  him  and 
his  wife  after  be  bad  been  dulj  adjudicated  insaae  and  placed  under 
guardianship,  and  a  record  thereof  dulj'  made  in  the  probate  court, 
while  he  was  out  on  a  temporary  leave  of  absence,  after  having  been 
confined  ill  the  insane  asylnm,  was  void,  and  conveyed  no  title  to 
the  purchaser;  that  a  mortgagee  of  the  grantee  in  such  a  deed,  having 
actual  notice  of  such  insanity,  and  such  adjudication  by  the  probate 
court,  acquired  no  Hen  on  the  land;  and  that  a  mortgage  on  the  home- 
stead of  an  insane  person,  executed  by  his  wife  and  guardian  without 
any  order  of  the  probate  court,  was  absolutely  void:  Loan  and  Trust 
Co.  V.  Spitter,  54  Kan.  560,  sub  nom.  New  England  L.  &  T.  Co.  v. 
Spitler,  38  Pac.  Bep.  T99.  An  adjudication  that  a  person  is  insane 
does  not  make  void  a  deed  afterwards  executed  by  him,  where  be 
had  no  notice  of  the  proceeding,  and  no  guardian  was  appointed  to 
take  charge  of  hia  property:  Hawaiian  T.  &  I.  Co.  v.  Barton,  16  Haw. 
£S4,  301. 

6.  BMtontion  to  capacity.    Dlscbaige. 

(1)  Dlotlxictlon.  The  statutory  proceeding  for  the  restoration  of 
an  insane  or  incompetent  person  to  capacity  is  applicable  only  to 
those  for  whom  guardians  have  been  appointed,  and  does  not  apply 
to  persons  committed  to  state  hospitals  for  the  insane  without  having 
been  put  under  gaardianahip:  Aldrich  v.  Barton  (Cal.),  95  Pac.  Bep. 
900,  902. 

(2)  PnipoM  at  statute.  The  legislature  of  Callfoniia,  in  enacting 
section  2189  of  the  Political  Code,  doubtless  intended  to  afFord  to 
persons  who,  upon  recovery,  should  be  discharged  from  insane  asylums, 
some  record  proof,  whicb  should  operate  to  establish  the  fact  of  their 
recovery  in  the  same  way  that  tbe  judgment  of  restoration,  under 
section  1766  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  of  that  state,  operated  in 
the  case  of  persons  who  had  been  declared  incompetent  and  for  whom 
guardians  had  been  appointed:  Aldrich  v.  Barton  (Cal.),  93  Pac.  Bep. 
800,  903. 

(3)  FOTOT  to  dlBcharge.  Habeas  coipns.  After  a  person  has  been 
committed  to  an  insane  asylum  in  California  under  a  charge  of 
insanity,  and  received  therein,  no  court  in  the  state  is  authorized  to 
discharge  him  therefrom,  or  to  restore  him  to  the  capacity  of  a  sane 
person  under  any  circumstances,  except  upon  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus. 
The  power  to  discharge  him  otherwise  than  by  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus 
is  vested  exclusively  in  officers  of  the  asylum:  Kellogg  v.  Cochran,  87 
Cal.  192,  107;  25  Pac.  Bep.  677;  12  L.  R.  A.  104;  Aldrich  v.  Superior 
Court,  120  Cal.  140,  142;  52  Pac.  Bep.  14S.  An  alle'ged  insane  person 
is  entitled  to  notice  of  an  application  to  deprive  him  of  his  personal 
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liberty.  He  ia  eotitled  to  due  process  of  law,  and  this  includes,  in  all 
cases,  the  right  of  the  person  to  such  notice  of  the  claim  as  is  appro- 
priate to  the  proceedings  and  adapted  to  the  nature  of  tbe  case,  and 
the  right  to  be  heard  before  any  order  or  judgment  in  the  proceeding 
can  be  made  by  which  he  will  be  deprived  of  his  life,  liberty,  or 
property.  To  say  that,  if  he  ts  in  fact  insane,  any  notice  to  him  will 
be  vain,  is  to  beg  tbe  very  question  the  determination  of  which  under- 
lies the  right  of  the  state  to  deprive  him  of  bis  liberty.  Tbe  fact  of 
his  insanity  is  to  be  determined  before  bis  right  to  his  liberty  eaa 
be  violated.  If  that  question  is  determined  against  bim,  without  any 
notice  or  opportunity  to  be  heard,  or  to  introduce  evidence  in  his 
behalf,  and,  under  such  determination,  be  is  confined  in  the  asylum, 
his  constitutional  guaranty  is  violated:  Katter  of  Lambert,  134  Cal. 
626,  633;  86  Am.  St.  Bep.  296;  66  Pac.  Kcp.  851;  65  L.  B.  A.  856.  In 
the  case  last  cited  it  was  held  that  the  insanity  law  of  1897,  to  the 
extent  that  it  authorizes  the  confinement  of  a  person  in  an  insane 
asylum  without  giving  him  notice  and  an  opportunity  to  be  beard 
upon  tbe  charge  against  him,  is  uo constitutional,  and  that  tbe  pro- 
ceedings by  virtue  of  which  the  petitioner  was  held  by  the  respondent 
were  invalid.  It  was  therefore  ordered  that  the  petitioner  be  released 
from  the  asylum.  So  the  commitment  of  a  person  to  a  state  hospital 
for  the  insane  does  not  authorize  bis  couflnement  if  he  is  permanently 
restored  to  sanity.  The  act  of  ISeT  and  the  act  of  1903  both  recog- 
nize this,  and  provide  that  any  patient  who  has  become  sane  may  be 
discharged  from  further  custody  after  examination  on  habeas  corpus 
proceedings.  And  where  tbe  petition  for  the  writ  alleges  that  the 
petitioner  is  not  insane,  he  is,  upon  that  allegation,  entitled  to  a 
preliminary  writ,  in  order  to  Inquire  into  its  truth  and  discharge  him 
if  he  is  found  to  be  sane;  and  the  court,  having  power,  will  issue  the 
writ,  and  make  it  returnable  before  any  superior  judge  for  determina- 
tion by  him:  Ex  parte  Clary,  149  Cal.  732;  87  Pac.  Hep.  580,  582. 
The  effect  of  an  unconditional  discharge  of  a  patient  from  an 
insane  asylum,  by  the  authorities  thereof,  ia  to  entitle  him  to  his 
freedom  until  he  has  been  recommitted  by  another  judicial  inquiry.  A 
statute  which  authorizes  the  authorities  of  the  asylum  to  discharge 
an  inmate,  if  that  be  deemod  proper  in  their  judgment,  does  not  vest 
them  with  authority  to  commit  a  x>er8on  thereto  without  a  judicial 
inquiry  pursuant  to  that  required  by  the  statute:  Byers  v.  Seller 
(Wyo.),  03  Pac.  Bep.  5S,  65.  Under  a  statute  which  provides  that  the 
resident  physician  shall  be  the  ezecutivo  officer  of  a  state  asylum 
for  tbe  insane,  and  shall  discharge  such  patients  as,  "in  his  opinion, 
have  permanently  recovered  their  reason,"  where  a  person  has  escaped 
from  the  asylum,  but,  shortly  after,  the  physician  causes  his  discharge 
to  be  recorded  as  recovered,  it  is  a  valid  exercise  of  his  authority, 
where  he  had  intended,  prior  to  such  escape,  to  discharge  tbe  patient 
in  a  few  days,  believing  him  to  have  been  then  restored  to  reason. 
Under  such  circumstances  there  is  a  prima  facie  showing  that  tha 
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defeodant  has  been  restored  to  re&Bon;  People  v.  Geiger,  116  Cal. 
440;  48  Pse.  Bep.  389.  Even  the  discharge  of  a  person  from  an  insane 
asjlom,  tboDgh  tbe  certificate  of  the  resident  physician  and  secretsry 
does  not  state  that  such  person  is  cured  and  restored  to  reason,  ia 
prima  facie  evidence  that  tbe  person  is  bo  restored,  or  that  he  was 
improperly  committed:  Clements  v.  McOion  (Cal.),  33  Pac.  Rep.  920, 
923. 

<4)  Power  to  dlKbarge.  "  Patient."  The  jurisdiction  of  tbe  super- 
intendent of  an  insane  asylnm  to  discharge  a  person  as  recovered 
from  insanity  exists,  under  section  2189  of  tbe  Political  Code  of  Cali- 
fornia, only  where  such  person  is  a  patient  in  the  asylum.  The  only 
authority  given  to  the  superintendent  by  the  statute  is  to  discbarge 
a  "  patient/'  and  that  by  such  "  patieut  "  is  meant  one  who  baa  been 
committed  to  the  asylum  and  has  remained  there  (except  in  case  of  a 
temporary  absence,  as  on  parole}  for  care  and  treatment.  This  is 
clear  from  a  reading  of  the  entire  chapter  of  the  Political  Code 
dealing  witb  tbe  commitment  and  care  of  insane  persons.  One  who 
has,  for  many  years,  been  away  from  the  asylum,  claiming,  without 
objection,  to  have  been  discharged  by  virtue  of  an  order  purporting 
to  have  that  effect,  and  over  whom  tbe  asylum  authorities  do  not 
exercise,  or  claim  tbe  right  to  eiercise,  any  power  of  restraint  what- 
ever, cannot  be  said  to  be  a  "  patient,"  within  the  meaning  of  the 
law:   Aldrich  V.  Barton  (Cal.),  93  Pac.  Bep.  900,  904. 

(6)  Power  to  discharge.  Eftect  of  discbarge.  In  the  absence  of  a 
statute  making  contrary  regulations  or  reHtrictions,  or  expressly  or 
impliedly  vesting  exclusive  authority  in  tbe  premises  elsewhere,  the 
controlling  authorities  of  an  asylum,  to  carry  out  the  obvious  purpose 
of  its  establishmeut,  must  be  held  to  poBsess  the  power  to  voluntarily 
release  a  committed  party  upon  bis  recovery;  or,  in  the  exercise  of  a 
reasonable  discretion,  and  acting  in  good  faith,  whenever  the  circum- 
stances are  deemed  proper  to  justify  such  a  course,  to  release  a 
patient,  who  may  not  have  fully  recovered,  either  conditionally  or 
temporarily,  and  upon  expressed  conditions;  but  where  a  patient  has 
been  unconditionally  discharged  by  a  competent  authority  of  such 
institntion,  he  cannot  be  reincarcerated  without  another  judicial 
inquiry:  Byers  v.  Solier  (Wyo.),  93  Pac.  Eep.  59,  64.  The  effect  of 
a  discbarge,  by  the  officers  of  an  asylum,  of  an  insane  inmate,  if  no 
guardian  has  been  appointed  for  him,  is  to  restore  the  person  dis- 
charged to  the  legal  capacity  to  sue:  Kellogg  v.  Cochran,  87  Cal.  192; 
25  Pac.  Eep.  677;  12  L.  E.  A.  104. 

(6)  CondnslTeiiflu  of  discliarge.  Ttw  reasonable  interpretation  of 
section  2189  of  the  Political  Code  of  CaJifomia  is,  that  it  purports  to 
make  a  certificate  of  discharge  conclusive  as  against  collateral  attack, 
if  issued  by  one  having  authority,  in  the  particular  case,  to  make  it. 
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but  that  iucb  certificate  alwajv  remains  open  to  attack  for  want  of 
such  authority.  The  purpose  of  the  section  was  to  give  to  a  certificate 
of  discharge  the  effect  of  a  judgment,  as  an  adjudication  of  a  fact, 
not  to  confer  upon  it  anj  evidendiary  value  as  eoneluaive  proof  of 
Jurisdiction  to  make  such  adjudication:  Aldrich  v.  Barton  (Cal.),  95 
Pac.  Bep.  900,  903.

3.  In  the  county  in  which  any  part  of  the  estate  may  be, 
the  decedent  having  died  out  of  the  state,  and  not  resident 
thereof  at  the  time  of  his  death ; 

4.  In  the  county  in  which  any  part  of  the  estate  may  be, 
the  decedent  not  being  a  resident  of  the  state,  and  not  leav-* 
ing  estate  in  the  county  in  which  he  died ; 

5.  In  all  other  eases,  in  the  county  where  application  for 
letters  Is  first  made.    Kerr's  Oyc.  Code  Oiv.  Proc,  §  1294.

When 
the  estate  of  the  decedent  is  in  more  than  one  county,  he 
having  died  out  of  the  state,  and  not  having  been  a  resident 
thereof  at  the  time  of  his  death,  or  being  such  non-resident, 
and  dying  within  the  state,  and  not  leaving  estate  in  the 
county  where  he  died,  the  superior  court  of  that  county  in 
which  application  is  first  made,  for  letters  testamentary  or  of 
administration,  has  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  the  settlement 
of  the  estate.

If  the  pro- 
bate court  has  no  jurisdiction  of  the  subject-matter  befora  it,  it  fol- 
lows that  the  higher  courts  can  get  no  jurisdiction  on  appeal;  Stew- 
art V,  Lohr,  1  Wash.  341;  25  Pac.  Bep.  457.  The  superior  court,  in 
ths  exercise  of  its  probate  jurisdiction,  proceeds  upon  principles  of 
equity:  Estate  of  Olenu  (Cal.),  94  Pac.  Bep.  230,  232.  It  is  tha 
universal  rule,  that  a  judgment  rendered  without  jurisdiction  of  the 
person  or  of  the  subject-matter  is  Toid,  and  thetefore  can  be  at- 
tacked directly  or  collaterally,  and  set  aside.  Jurisdiction  of  the 
person  can  be  waived,  but  that  of  the  subject-matter  cannot. 
Jurisdiction,  in  the  later  decisions,  is  held  to  be  not  only  the  power 
to  hear  and  determine,  but  also  the  power  to  render  the  particular 
judgment  entered  in  the  particular  case:  Wat  kins  Laud  Mortgage 
Co.  V.  Uullen,  8  Kan.

2.  Is  Btatntoty  and  Umlted.  The  probate  court  is  a  court  of  spe- 
cial and  limited  jurisdiction:  Clarke  v.  Perry,  5  Cal.  53;  Ethell  v. 
Anehols,  1  Ida.  711.  Its  jurisdiction  cannot  be  inferred;  it  tnust 
be  given  by  positive  law:  Cast  v.  Cast,  1  Utah,  112.  Proceedings  for 
the  administration  of  the  estates  of  deceased  persona,  and  for  their 
distribution  to  those  who  may  be  entitled  thereto,  including  the  de- 
termination of  the  heirs  of  the  decedent,  are  purely  statutory:  Smith 
V.  WesterHeld,  88  Cal.  374,  378;  26  Pac.  Hep.  20a.  The  whole  sub- 
ject-matter of  dealing  with  the  estates  of  deceased  persons  is  oDe 
of  statutory  regulation:  Eatate  of  Strong,  119  Cal.  063,  665;  51 
Pac.  Bep.  1078.  In  New  Mexico,  the  jurisdiction  of  the  probate 
court  is  confined  to  personal  estates:  Chaves  v.  Perea,  3  N.  M.  71;  2 
Pac.  Rep.  73,  75.  By  statute,  original  jurisdiction  in  bastardy  pro- 
ceedings was  conferred  upon  the  probate  courts  of  Oklahoma,  and 
said  power  was  ratified  by  Congress:  In  re  Comstock,  10  Okl.  299j 
61  Pac.  Rep.  921, 

3.  Fiobata  courts  a*  coarta  of  record.  In  Oregon,  the  county  conrt 
is  to  be  regarded,  in  probate  proceedings,  as  one  of  superior  juris- 
diction, because  it  is  a  court  of  record,  and  derives  its  power  from 
the  constitution:  Monastes  v.  Catlin,  6  Or.  119,  122;  Tustin  v.  Gaunt, 
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4  Or.  305,  310;  Busaell  v.  Lewis,  3  Or.  380,  382;  Gager  v.  Honry,  5 
Saw.  237;  Fed.  CttB.,  No.  5,172;  Holmes  v.  Oregon  &  C.  E,  R,  Co., 
6  Saw.  262;  5  Fed.  Bep.  75.  Tbe  probate  powers  of  the  county 
coorts  of  Oregon  sre  enlarged,  limited,  or  varied  by  tbe  statute, 
but  not  created  by  it:  Ramp  t.  McDaniel,  12  Or.  108.  In  that 
Btat»,  the  county  courts,  in  acting  as  courts  of  probate,  are  courts 
of  general  jurisdiction:  Oager  v.  Henry,  5  Saw.  237;  Fed.  Cas.,  No. 
5,172;  Holmes  v.  Oregon  &  C.  E.  R.  Co.,  7  Saw.  380,  0  Fed.  Rep. 
229;  6  Saw.  262,  5  Fed.  Rep,  75.  After  the  jurisdiction  of  the  pro- 
bate court  is  once  established,  every  intendment  is  in  its  favor,  the 
same  as  in  cases  in  courts  of  general  jurisdiction:  Olendenniog  v. 
HcNutt,  1  Ida.  592,  594;  Lucas  v.  Todd,  28  Cal.  182,  ISS;  Irwin  v. 
Scriber,  18  Cal.  49B.  The  same  presumption  attaches  aa  to  the  pro- 
ceedings of  courts  of  general  jurisdiction:  Brodribb  v.  Tibbits,  63 
Oal.  80;  Irwin  v.  Scribor,  18  Cal.  499,  505.  When  the  record  re- 
cites tbe  method  adopted  to  acquire  jurisdiction  of  the  persons  in- 
terested in  the  estate,  it  will  not  be  presumed  that  something 
different  was  done:  Pearson  v.  Pearson,  46  Cal.  ^609,  636.  If  the 
record  is  silent  as  to  what  was  done,  it  will  be  presumed  that  what 
ought  to  have  been  done  was  not  only  done,  but  rightly  done: 
Hahn  v.  Kelly,  34  Cal.  391,  407;  94  Am.  Dec.  742.  Under  the  Idaho 
constitntion,  probate  courts  are  made  courts  of  record:  Clark  v. 
Bossier,  10  Ida.  34S;  78  Pac.  Rep.  358;  but  they  are  courts  of 
record  only  in  matters  of  probate,  settlement  of  estates  of  deceased 
persons,  and  the  appointment  of  goardians.  They  are  not  courts  of 
record  in  proceedings  in  civil  and  criminal  actions:  Dewey  v. 
Schreiber  Imp.  Co.,  12  Ida.  280;  S5  Pac.  Bep.  921.  In  other  words, 
they  have  general  jurisdiction  of  the  "  particular  department  of  law 
allotted  to  them":  Dewey  v.  Schreiber  Imp.  Co.,  12  Ida.  280;  85 
Pac.  Rep.  B21,  922.  The  probate  courts  in  Kansas  are  courts  of 
record,  and,  while  they  have  jurisdiction  of  particular  classes  of 
things  only,  snch  as  the  care  of  tbe  estates  of  deceased  persons, 
minors,  and  persons  of  unsound  mind,  yet  they  have  general  juris- 
diction of  these  things.  Hence  all  presumptions  should  be  in  favor 
of  the  regularity  of  all  the  proceedings  in  a  probate  court,  within 
its  jurisdiction,  and  such  proceedings  shoulil  seldom  be  held  to  be 
void  when  attacked  collaterally;  never,  indeed,  except  where  it  is 
shown  affirmatively  that  tbe  court  had  no  jurisdiction:  Eiggins  v, 
Boed,  48  Kan.  2T2;  29  Pac.  Rep.  389. 

4.  JUrtsdlcUonal  facts.  There  are  two  jurisdictional  facts  that 
must  exist  to  support  administration  in  every  case:  1.  Tbe  death 
of  tbe  party;  2.  His  residence  within  the  county  at  tho  time  of 
his  death.  These  two  tacts  roust  be  alleged  in  the  petition  for 
letters,  and  they  must  be  true  in  point  of  fact:  Hayoes  v.  Mcoks, 
10  Cal.  110,  118;  70  Am.  Dec.  703;   Abel  v.  Love,   17  Cal.  234,  239; 
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Estate  of  Harlan,  24  Cal.  182,  189;  85  Am.  Dec.  58.  The  rBBtdenee  of 
the  p&rtj  at  the  time  of  hie  death,  and  not  the  eituation  of  the  aatate, 
is  the  test  of  jurisdiction:  Estate  of  Harlan,  24  Cai.  182,  189;  8S  Am. 
Dec.  5S.  While  the  residence  of  the  decedent  at  the  time  of  his 
death  is  the  jurisdictional  fact  upon  which  the  issuance  of  letters 
of  administration  must  be  based:  Holmes  v.  Oregon  &  C.  R.  B. 
Co.,  7  Saw.  380,  9  Fed.  Rep.  229;  6  Saw.  262,  5  Fed.  Rep.  75,  yet 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  court  may  be  disproved  by  showing  the  true 
place  of  residence  of  the  deceased  at  the  time  of  his  death.  A 
party  is  not  estopped  or  concluded  by  the  decision  of  the  court 
proceeding  without  jurisdiction  of  the  subject-matter,  but  may  prove 
the  want  of  jurisdiction  in  the  court,  in  order  to  show  that  he  is 
not  concluded  by  its  decision:  Ewing  v.  Mallison,  65  Kan.  484;  70 
Pac.  Rep.  389.  Residence  is  one  of  those  jurisdictional  facts  which 
the  court  must  determine  from  the  evidence  produced  before  it, 
and  its  detenninatiou  is  valid  until  set  aside  in  some  proper  man- 
ner: Estate  of  Qriffith,  84  Cal.  107,  110;  23  Pac.  Bep.  528;  24  Fac 
Rep.  381.  The  probate  court  of  a  county  has  no  jurisdiction  over 
the  estate  of  a  deceased  resident  of  the  state  to  appoint  an 
executor  or  administrator,  or  to  prove  a  will,  unless  the  deceased 
was  at  the  time  of  his  death  an  inhabitant  or  resident  of  the  county 
of  such  probate  court:  Ewing  v.  Mallison,  65  Kan.  484;  70  Pac. 
Rep.  389;  Estate  of  Latour,  140  Cal,  414,  425;  73  Pac.  Rep.  1070; 
74  Pac.  Rep.  441.  The  supreme  court  will  not,  on  appeal,  re- 
view the  conclusions  of  a  trial  court  as  to  facta  easential  to  its 
jurisdiction,  concerning  wbieh  such  court  was  vested  with  the  power 
to  hear  and  determine,  at  the  instance  of  a  party  who  has  ap- 
peared in  that  court  in  an  action  or  proceeding,  and  has  omitted 
to  urge  in  sucb  court,  in  any  way,  bis  objection,  but  has  proceeded 
therein  upon  the  theory  that  the  court  had  jurisdiction:  Estate  of 
Latour,  140  Cal.  414,  425;  73  Pac.  Rep.  1070;  74  Pac.  Rep.  441. 

6.  Oonstmctton  of  statute.  The  laws  of  California  not  only  recog- 
nize, but  sedulously  preserve,  the  distinction  between  foreign  and 
domestic  wills  and  the  probate  thereof.  All  domestic  wills  must 
be  proved  in  the  county  of  which  the  decedent  was  a  resident  at 
the  time  of  his  death.  The  state  thus  preserves  its  sovereignty  and 
its  jurisdiction  over  matters  primarily  belonging  to  it,  and  also 
preserves  the  rights  of  its  other  residents  and  citizens.  All  for- 
eign wills  may  be  proved  and  allowed  as  provided  in  the  section* 
of  the  code  relating  thereto.  In  the  case  of  a  domestic  will,  all 
questions  touching  the  validity  of  the  instrument  are,  and  should 
be,  primarily  and  exclusively  cognizable  by  the  courts  of  the  state 
of  the  domicile.  When  a  foreign  will  is  offered  for  probate  in 
that  state,  two  questions  are  open  as  new  and  original  questions 
for    the    determination    of    its    own    probate    courts  :    I.  The    suffi- 
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eiflnc7  of  the  proofs  of  foreign  probate;  and  S.  The  question  of 
tbe  residence  of  the  deceased.  And  if,  upon  the  question  of  resi- 
dence, it  shall  be  determined  that  the  deceased  was  in  truth  a  real- 
dent  of  that  state,  it  follows,  of  necessity,  that  the  proper  state 
court  has  eiclusive  primary  jurisdiction  to  admit  the  will  to  pro- 
bate, and  will  not  admit  it  as  a  foreign  will  for  ancillary  pro- 
ceedings. It  does  not,  of  course,  follow,  that,  because  tbe  probate 
court,  under  such  circumstances,  will  not  admit  it  as  a  foreign  will, 
it  will  refuse  it  probate  altogether.  It  will  grant  it  probate,  the 
facts  warranting,  in  proceedings  under  the  section  relating  thereto 
for  original  probate:  Estate  of  Clark,  14S  Cal.  108,  lU;  113  Am.  St. 
Bep.  197;  82  Pac.  Kep.  T80;  1  L.  E.  A.  (N.  a)  996;  7  Am.  ft  Eng. 
Ann.  Caa.  306. 

S.  InToUng,  affect  of,  and  loss  of.  While  "the  superior  court  is 
dotbed  with  original  jurisdiction  over  matters  at  probate,"  and 
provision  is  made  that  "a  judge  of  the  superior  court,  at  any  time, 
may  make  and  issue  all  necessary  orders  or  writs,  and  enforce  the 
production  of  wills  and  the  attendance  of  witnesses,"  yet  it  is  not 
bound,  of  its  own  motion,  to  see  that  all  necessary  proceedings  are 
taken,  and  witnesses  called  to  probate  every  document  Sled,  which 
is  claimed  to  he  a  will.  It  is  safe  to  assume  that  parties  interested 
as  devisees  and  legatees  will  always  take  the  necessary  steps  and 
provide  necessary  funds  to  procure  the  attendance  of  witnesses  to 
establish  the  validity  of  a  will,  it  it  is  worthy  of  probate;  Henry 
V.  Superior  Court,  93  Cal.  669,  573;  29  Fac.  Bep.  S30.  The  old  pro- 
bate court  did  not  lose  its  jurisdiction  over  a  subject  of  which  it 
had  taken  cognizance  by  sending  an  issue  of  fact  from  the  probate 
to  the  old  district  court:  Pond  v.  Pond,  10  Cal.  495,  500.  An  in- 
sufficient showing  made  for  the  appointmeot  of  a  special  administra- 
tor is  only  an  irregularity,  and  does  not  affect  the  court's  jurisdic- 
tion: State  V.  Ayres,  17  Wash.  127;  49  Pac.  Rep.  226.  The  probate 
court  ordinarily  loses  all  jurisdiction  over  the  property  of  the  es- 
tate after  the  entry  of  the  decree  of  distribution,  except  to  compel 
delivery.  Upon  this  principle,-  it  has  therefore  been  held  that  a 
writ  of  prohibition  will  lie  to  prevent  partition,  in  probate  pro- 
ceedings, as  between  heirs  and  strangers,  of  interests  held  in  com- 
mon: Buckley  v.  Superior  Conrt,  102  Cal.  6,  10;  36  Pae.  Bep.  360; 
41   Am.   St.  Kep.   135. 

7.  Exerdsa  of  JnilWlIctloii.  Effect  of  ifnmfwg,  and  refnslng  to 
cxerdsa.  ProMbltioiL  After  a  probate  court  has  acquired  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  subject-matter,  all  subsequent  proceedings  are  nothing 
but  tbe  exercise  of  jurisdiction  over  that  subject  matter;  and  after 
it  has  once  acquired  jurisdiction  of  a  person,  any  other  movement 
affecting  the  person  must  be  the  exercise  of  jurisdiction  as  to  that

person;  and  when  jurisdiction  ia  once  acquired  of  both  the  Bnbject- 
matt^T  and  the  peraon,  then  any  Bubaequent  movemeDt  of  the  court 
muBt  be  the  exercise  of  jurisdiction  as  to  both;  HayneB  v.  Ueeka, 
10  Cat.  110,  IIS;  70  Am.  Dec.  703.  The  county  court  of  Colorado 
has  power  to  hear  and  determine  whether  an  instrument  proposed 
IB  the  last  will  and  teatameut  of  the  testator.  In  adjudicating  this 
question,  it  has  power  to  determine  all  pertinent  facta.  It  has  the 
power  to  determine  whether  or  not  the  will  is  a  forgery,  and  whether 
or  not  it  was  executed  with  the  formalities  essential  to  the  validity 
of  a  will.  Thia  would  include  whether  or  not  it  was  properly 
attested.  An  error  committed  in  deciding  upon  any  of  these  ques- 
tions would  be  an  error,  not  in  aaauming  jurisdiction,  but  in  the 
eierciae  of  jurisdiction:  Camplin  v.  Jackson,  34  Col.  447;  83  Pac, 
Eep,  1017,  1018.  After  the  court  has  assumed  jurisdiction  of  an 
estate,  in  a  proper  case,  it  is  without  power  to  dispense  summaTily 
with  its  further  adminiatration  because  the  heira  have  consented 
that  there  shall  be  no  administration  of  certain  real  property  be- 
longing to  the  decedent,  who  died  without  debts,  or  other  estate, 
aod  refused  to  proceed  further  therein.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  court, 
in  such  a  case,  to  appoint  ao  administratoi  and  complete  the  ad- 
ministration: Estate  of  Strong,  119  Cal.  663,  667;  51  Pac.  Rep.  1078. 
Where  letters  of  adminiatration  have  been  granted  in  one  bounty 
to  a  public  adminiatratOT,  he  has  a  sufBcicnt  beneficial  interest  in 
the  estate  to  entitle  him  to  a  writ  of  prohibition  to  prevent  fur- 
ther proceedings  in  the  same  eatate,  under  a  subsequent  applica- 
tion in  another  county:  Dungan  v.  Superior  Court,  149  Cal.  68,  104; 
117  Am.  St.  Rep.   118;   84  Pac.  Hep.  767. 

8.  Original  and  concnrrant  jurisdiction.  Under  the  provisions  of 
the  constitution  of  Idaho,  probate  courts  are  given  original  juris- 
diction in  all  mattera  of  probate,  settlement  of  estates  of  deceased 
persons,  and  the  appointment  of  guard!  an  a,  and  also  jurisdiction 
to  hear  and  determine  al!  civil  cases  wherein  the  debt  or  damage 
claimed  does  not  exceed  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  exclusive 
of  interest,  and  coDCurrent  juriadiction  with  justices  of  the  peace 
in  criminal  actions:  Dewey  v.  Schreiber  Imp.  Co.,  12  Ida.  280; 
85  Pac,  Sep.  921;  Clark  v.  Rossier,  10  Ida.  348;  78  Fao.  Bep.  35S. 
In  California,  there  is  no  concurrent  jurisdiction  as  to  probate  mat- 
ters: Rosenberg  v.  Frank,  5S  Cal.  387,  419.  The  courts  of  a  state 
may,  and  do,  grant  original  probate  upon  wills  of  non-residents, 
who  leave  property  within  that  state,  but  this  exercise  of  original 
jurisdiction  over  the  estate  of  non-residents  affects  only  the  prop- 
erty within  the  state.  The  judgment  admitting  the  will  to  probate 
ia  valid  in  all  other  states  only  as  to  the  property  witliin  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  court  pronouncing  the  judgment.  It  has  no 
extraterritorial  force,  CBtablishea  nothing  beyond  that,  and  does  not 
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diFpensfl  with  nor  abrogate  the  formalitieB  and  proofs  whicU  may 
be  exacted  by  other  jurisdictions  in  which  the  deeeased  also  left 
property  subject  to  their  laws  of  administration:  Estate  of  Clark, 
148  Cal.  108,  112;  113  Am.  St,  Rep.  197;  82  Pac.  Eep.  760;  1 
li.  B.  A.  <N.  8.)  998;  7  Am.  &  Eng.  Ann.  Cas.  308. 

9.  Of  parttcnUr  coorU. 

(1)  District  courts  of  AiUona,  Id  Arizona,  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  district  courts  is  purely  appellate.  They  have  no  powor  to 
appoint  administrators  of  tbe  estates  of  deceased  persons:  Terri- 
tory V.  Mix,  1  Ariz.  52;  Territory  v.  Forrest,  1  Ariz.  49. 

(2)  District  courts  Of  Tt*"«ffff,  In  Kansas,  where  a  fraudulent 
claim  is  presented  to  the  probate  court  against  the  estate  of  a  de- 
ceased person,  and  the  administrator  and  claimant  conspire  to- 
gether to  secure  its  allowance,  and  land  is  sold  to  satisfy  the  de- 
mand, and  bid  in  by  the  claimant,  the  sale  approved,  and  the 
administrator  discharged,  the  district  court  has  jurisdiction  of  an 
action  to  set  aside  the  proceedings  and  to  annul  the  deed:  HeAdow 
V.  Boten,  6T  San.   13S;  72  Pac.  Bep.  529. 

<S>  District  courts  of  Montana.  A  district  court  of  Montana, 
sitting  as  a  court  of  prol)ate,  has  only  sucb  powers  as  are  ex- 
pressly conferred  upon  it  by  statute,  and  such  as  are  necessarily 
implied  in  order  to  carry  out  those  expressly  conferred,  and  in  the 
exercise  of  its  jurisdiction  it  is  limited  by  the  provisions  of  the 
sUtnte:   In  re  Tuohy's  Estote,  33  Mont.  230;  83  Pac.  Bep.  486,  4S9. 


r  courts  of  WastiDvton.  The  constitution  of  the  stats 
of  Washington  does  not  make  the  superior  courts  probate  eourtSi 
On  the  contrary,  it  vests  the  superior  courts  with  jurisdiction  "  of 
all  matters  of  probate."  Hence  the  prol)ate  court  is  not  shorn  of 
its  general  powers,  simply  because  tbe  matter  before  it  may  be 
one  which  was  cognizable  formerly  in  a  court  of  probate.  It  pos- 
sesses in  every  case,  and  at  all  times,  its  powers  as  a  court  of 
superior  and  general  jurisdiction,  and  among  these  is  the  power  to 
hear  and  determine  the  question  to  whom  a  bequest  made  by  a 
decedent  rightfully  belongs.  A  statute,  therefore,  can  neither  add 
to  nor  can  it  take  away  the  power,  and  it  is  immaterial  to  inquire 
whether  or  not  one  conferring  such  a  power  is  in  existence;  Be- 
formed  Presbyterian  Church  v.  McMillan,  31  Wash.  643;  72  Pac. 
Bep.   502,   503. 

(S)  SnpoTioT  conrti  of  Callfamla.  The  jurisdiction  of  the  old 
probate  courts  did  not  devest  the  old  district  courts  of  California 
of  their  general  jurisdiction  as  courts  of  chancery,  over  actions  for 
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*  settlement  of  partnership  affaire;  Onggs  v.  Clark,  23  Cal.  427,  129; 
and  the  district  court  had  jurisdiction  of  an  action  to  construe  the 
will  of  a  testator  after  the  same  had  been  admitted  to  prob&te: 
Bosenberg  v.  Frank,  58  Cal.  387,  404.  The  jurisdiction  of  the  sn- 
pertor  courts  of  the  state  of  California  in  matters  of  probate  is 
derived  from  the  constitution.  The  court  is  not  therefore,  while 
sitting  in  probate,  a  statntory  tribunal,  and  does  aot  derive  its 
power  from  tbe  act  of  the  legislature.  Nor  are  probate  proceed- 
ings classed  bj  the  constitution  as  special  proeeedings.  The  admin- 
istration of  an  estate  is  a  proceeding  in  rem,  wbieb  is  not,  in 
the  technical  sense,  such  a  special  proceeding,  unknown  to  the 
framework  of  the  common  law,  as  wUl  change  the  presumptions 
which  attach  to  the  action  of  the  court,  making  it,  pro  bac  vice,  a 
court  of  inferior  and  limited  jurisdiction:  Burris  v.  Kennedv,  lOB 
Gal.  331,  336;  41  Pac.  liep.  458.  The  probate  jurisdiction  of  tbe 
superior  court  of  the  state  of  California  is  separate  and  distinet 
from  its  jurisdiction  in  ordinary  civil  actions:  Estate  of  Allgier,  65 
Cal.  228;  3  Pac.  Eep.  84fl.  Such  court,  while  sitting -as  a  court 
of  probate,  has  only  such  powers  as  are  given  to  it  by  the  statute, 
and  such  incidental  powers  as  pertain  to  all  courts  for  the  purposes 
of  enabling  them  to  exercise  the  jurisdiction  which  is  conferred 
upon.  them.  Although  it  is  a  court  of  general  jurisdiction,  yet,  in 
tbe  exercise  of  these  powers,  its  jurisdiction  is  limited  and  special, 
and  whenever  its  acta  are  shown  to  have  been  in  excess  of  tbe 
power  conferred  upon  it,  and  without  the  limitation  of  this  special 
jurisdiction,  such  acts  are  nugatory,  and  have  do  binding  effect, 
even  upon  those  wbo  have  invoked  its  authority  or  submitted  to 
its  decision:  Smith  v.  Westerfield,  88  Cal.  374,  378;  20  Pac.  Bap. 
206.  Probate  proceedings  being  purely  statutory,  and  therefore  spe- 
cial in  their  nature,  the  superior  court,  although  a  court  of  general 
jurisdiction,  is  circumscribed  in  this  class  of  proceedings  by  the 
provision  of  the  statute  conferring  such  jurisdiction,  and  may  not 
competently  proceed  in  a  manner  essentially  different  from  that 
provided:  Estate  of  Strong,  119  Cal.  S63,  666;  51  Pac.  Eep.  1078. 
The  superior  court,  while  sitting  in  matters  of  probate,  is  the  same 
OS  it  is  while  sitting  in  eases  of  equity,  in  eases  of  law,  or  in 
apecial  proceedings;  and,  when  it  has  jurisdiction  of  the  subject- 
matter  of  a  case  falling  within  either  of  these  classes,  it  has 
power  to  hear  and  determine,  in  the  mode  provided  by  law,  all 
questions  of .  law  and  fact,  the  determination  of  which  is  ancillary 
to  a  proper  judgment  in  such  cases.  This  is  an  incidental  power 
pertaining  to  all  courts,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  tbem  to  exer- 
cise tbe  jurisdiction  which  is  conferred  upon  them;  Estate  of  Bur- 
ton, 93  Cal.  459,  463;  29  Pac.  Bep.  36.  No  distinct  "  court  of  pro- 
bate "  bos  been  created  or  recognized  by  the  present  constitution 
of  California.    The  constitution  has  created  superior  courts,  and  liaa 
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given  to  them  original  jariadietion  of  the  subject- matter  of  various 
elaises  of  actions  and  proceedingB,  more  oi  leaa  distinct  from  each 
other;  among  which  are  "all  actions  at  law  which  involve  the  title 
or  posseasion  of  real  property,"  and  "  all  snch  special  caiee  and 
proceedings  as  are  not  otherwise  provided  for,"  and  "  all  matters 
of  probate":  Estate  of  Bnrton,  93  Cal.  459,  462;  29  Pac.  Bep.  36. 
Under  the  present  constitution  of  the  state  of  California,  the  su- 
perior courts  of  that  state  have  jurisdiction  both  of  matters  in 
equitj  and  of  probate.  They  are  the  same  superior  courts  for  all 
purposes,  where  they  have  jurisdiction:  Pennie  v.  Boach,  94  Cal. 
515,  521;  29  Pac.  Sep.  956;  30  Pac.  Sep.  108.  But  the  supeHor 
eonrt,  sitting  in  probate,  has  jurisdiction  to  hear  and  determine 
a  defense  of  fraud  raised  by  a  widow  in  her  answer  to  a  petition 
contesting  her  right  to  appointment  as  sdministratriz  of  the  estate: 
Estate  of  Warner  (Cal.  App.),  92  Pac.  Bep.  191,  194.  The  su- 
perior court,  sitting  as  a  court  of  equity,  has  power  to  hear  and 
determine,  in  proper  cases,  questions  relating  to  the  rights  and 
datiea  of  executors  and  heneSciaries  nnder  wills  which  have  been 
admitted  to  probate:  Williams  v.  Williams,  73  Cal.  99,  104;  14  Pac. 
Bep.  394.  But  the  superior  court,  as  a  superior  court,  has  no  power 
to  set  aside  laod,  sought  to  be  recovered  in  an  action  of  ejectment, 
as  a  homestead  for  the  benefit  of  minor  heirs  of  the  intestate. 
That  matter  comes  within  the  domain  of  the  superior  court  sitting 
OS  a  eonrt  of  probate:  Bichards  v.  Wetmore,  06  Cal.  365,  366;  5 
Pae.  Bep.  620.  It  may  be  said  that,  at  the  present  time,  in  California, 
there  is  no  probate  court,  in  the  seDse  in  which  that  term  has  been 
nsed  in  the  earlier  volumes  of  the  California  reports.  Under  the 
fundamental  law,  it  is  a  probate  jurisdiction  vested  in  the  superior 
court.  It  may  be  said  that  the  probate  court  is  gone,  but  that 
the  probate  jurisdiction  remains.  And  that  jurisdiction  is  now  vested 
in  the  same  court  that  eiercises  jurisdiction  in  cases  of  law  and 
eqnity.  Yet  the  probate  jurisdiction  of  the  superior  court  is  dif- 
ferent from  its  law  and  equity  jurisdiction  in  this:  it  is  essentially 
a  jarisdietion  under  the  control  of  the  state  legislature.  That  law- 
making power  may  enlarge  it  or  may  restrict  it.  The  character 
and  extent  of  the  jurisdiction  is  not  only  a  matter  under  legisla- 
tive control  alone,  but  the  procedure  by  which  that  jurisdiction 
may  be  invoked  and  rights  tbereunder  adjudicated  is  expressly  laid 
down  by  statute;  and  that  procedure  must  be  followed,  or  relief 
under  that  jurisdiction  cannot  he  secured.  While  the  superior  court 
in  that  state  exercises  both  equity  and  probate  powers,  still,  the 
procedure  to  be  followed  in  seeking  relief  within  those  two  juris- 
dictions is  widely  varied.  And  if  the  probate  procedure  laid  down 
by  the  code  is  followed,  then  relief  nnder  probate  jurisdiction  only 
can  be  granted.  In  such  a  case,  general  equity  relief  cannot  be 
secured:   Estate  of  Davis,  136   Cal.   590,  597;   69  Pac.  Bep.  412. 
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(6)  Coimty  conrto  of  Oolondo.  In  Calorado,  countj'  courts,  in 
matters  of  probate  buBioess,  relating  to  tbe  Hettlcment  of  the  catatee 
of  deceased  persons,  are  invested  witb  extensive  and  unlimited 
original  jurisdiction,  legal  and  equitable,  and  witb  large  discretion- 
aiy  powers.  The  power  to  regulate  and  to  control  the  aettlement 
cf  such  estates  is  eiprcHsly  conferred  upon  them:  Fleming  v.  Kellj, 
18  Col.  App.  23;   69  Pac.  Rep,  272. 

10.  ExduslTe  uul  confltctUix  Jtuisdicttoii. 
(1)  EzclDsiTe  Jnrlsdlctloii.  Probate  courts  have  exclusive  juris- 
diction of  the  accounts  of  executors  and  administrators  and  the  final 
distribution  of  the  estates  of  decedents:  Auguisola  v.  Arnaz,  51 
Cal.  435,  439.  Probate  courts  do  not  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  in 
cases  where  equities  are  involved:  Garces  7  Perea  v.  Barela,  6 
N.  M,  239;  27  Pac.  Rep.  507;  Ferris  v.  Higley,  20  Wall.  (U.  8.) 
375.  The  superior  court  of  the  state  of  California,  lirhich  has  charge 
of  the  administration  of  decedents'  estates,  has  exclusive  jurisdic- 
tion, under  the  present  probate  system,  of  all  questions  relating  to 
the  settlemeat  and  distribution  of  such  estates;  and  it  may,  in 
sitting  in  matters  of  probate,  exercise  all  equity  powers  necessary 
for  a  eompiete  administration  without  resort  to  a  court  of  equity: 
Toland  v.  Earl,  129  Cal.  14»,  !52,  153;  79  Am.  St.  Hep.  100;  61  Pac 
Rep.  914;  Estate  of  Burton,  93  Cal,  459,  463;  29  Pac.  Rep.  36.  A 
court  which  has  probate  jurisdiction  over  the  estate  of  a  decedent 
has  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  the  question  of  distribution  thereof, 
and  to  determine  all  matters  incidental  thereto.  Hence  the  court, 
in  an  action  to  foreclose  the  right  of  redemption,  has  no  jurisdic- 
tion  to  determine  any  matter  involved  in  the  distribution  of  the 
estate:  Estate  of  Freud,  134  Cal.  333,  335;  66  Pac.  Bep.  476.  If 
the  estate  of  the  deceaaod  is  in  more  than  one  countj,  he  having 
died  out  of  the  state,  the  probate  court  of  the  county  in  which 
application  is  first  made  for  letters  of  administration  has  exclusive 
jurisdiction  of  the  settlement  of  the  estate:  Territory  v.  Klee,  1 
Wash.  183;  23  Pac.  Bep.  417,  418.  The  jurisdiction  to  prove  wills 
and  to  grant  letters  testamentary  is  exclusively  in  the  superior 
court  of  the  county  of  which  decedent  was  a  resident  at  the  time 
of  his  death,  but  it  is  for  the  court  to  which  the  petition  is  ad- 
dressed to  determine,  from  the  evidence  introduced  before  it,  whether 
or  not  the  deceased  did,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  reside  in  the  county. 
Its  finding  in  the  matter  is  conclusive  on  the  question  of  jurisdic- 
tion, except  upon  appeal,  and  cannot  be  collaterally  attacked,  what- 
ever the  fact  may  be  as  to  residence;  Estate  of  Latour,  140  Cal. 
414,  423;  73  Pac.  Rep.  1070;  74  Pac.  Rep.  441;  Estate  of  Griffith,  84 
Cal.  107,  110;  23  Pac.  Rep.  523;  24  Pac.  Bep.  381.  The  power  to 
appoint  administrators  belongs  exclusively  Co  the  probate  courts: 
Territory  v.  Hix,  1  Ariz.  5S.    Probate  courts  do  not  have  exclusiTO

original  jarisdiction  over  the  pereona  of  minors  and  of  their  es- 
tates. Courta  of  equity  have  complete  jurisdiction  over  such  mat- 
tors:  WilBon  v.  Boach,  4  Cai.  362,  367.  In  Utah,  the  probate  courts 
are  vested  with  exclusive  original  jurisdiction  of  all  matters  per- 
tAining  to  the  settlement  of  estates  of  deceased  persons,  and  while 
the  district  court,  under  its  general  equity  powers,  may  entertain  a 
Boit  for  the  eonstruction  of  a  will,  yet  it  cannot  execute  it:  Allen 
T.  Barnes,  5  Utah,  100;   12  Pac.  Bep.  912. 

(2)  County  courts  of  Oiagon.  In  Oregon,  the  county  court  has 
exclusive  jurisdiction,  in  the  first  instance,  to  direct  and  control 
the  conduct,  and  to  settle  the  accounts,  of  executors,  adminiBtrators, 
and  guardians,  and  this  includes  the  power  to  inquire  into  a  case 
of  devastavit,  and  to  charge  the  delinquent  with  the  amount  thereof; 
Steele  v.  Hollnday,  SO  Or.  TO;  25  Pac.  Rep.  69.  It  has  exclusive  juris- 
diction to  grant  and  revoke  letters  testamentary,  etc.:  Bamp  v. 
IfcDaniel,  12  Or.  108;  but  it  does  not  have  exclusive  jurisdic- 
tion of  an  action  between  the  administrator  of  a  partnership  estate 
and  the  administrator  of  an  individual  to  determine  the  title  to 
certain  property,  although  such  administrators  are  under  the  control 
of  the  county  court;  but  such  action  is  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
circuit  court.  The  functions  of  tho  county  court,  as  respects  ad- 
ministrators and  executors,  are  limited  to  the  control  of  the  trans- 
mission and  disposition  of  property  upon  the  death  of  the  owner, 
and  it  cannot  adjudicate  upon  collateral  matters.  The  right  of 
title  of  the  decedent  to  property  claimed  by  tho  administrator,  as 
against  third  persons,  or  by  third  persons  against  him,  must,  if 
an  adjudication  become  necessary,  be  tried  in  courts  of  ordinary 
jurisdiction.  He  is  entitled  to  the  possession  of  the  property  of 
his  decedent,  but,  if  it  is  in  possession  of  some  person  who  re- 
fuses to  surrender  to  him,  the  county  court  cannot  aid  him  in 
obtaining  such  possession.  It  may  call  him  to  account  for  not 
doing  BO,  but  he  must  seek  his  remedy  in  some  other  court:  Gard- 
ner T.  Gillihan,  20  Or.  5»8;  27  Pac.  Bep.  220, 

(3)  OonlUctUlg  jntlBdlctlon.  A  superior  court  of  the  state  of 
California,  in  taking  jurisdiction  over  an  administration  for  the  par- 
pose  of  appointing  a  special  administrator,  does  not  thereby  secure 
jurisdiction  over  the  estate  of  the  deceased  for  the  purpose  of  ap- 
pointing a  general  administrator;  and  it  necessarily  follows  that 
•Dcb  court  should  give  way,  and  allow  the  superior  court  of  another 
county  to  conduct  the  further  administration  of  the  estate,  where 
such  last-named  court  has  first  acquired  jurisdiction  of  the  estate 
for  purposes  of  general  administration.  The  proceedings  are  not 
necessarily  to  be  dismissed,  but  should  stand  in  abeyance  until  a 
final  judgment   has   been   entered  in   the   superior   court   last   named, 
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holding  that  the  said  court  has  or  hoe  not  jurisdiction  over  the 
administration  of  the  estate:  Estate  of  Damke,  133  Cal.  430;  G5 
Pac.  Rep.  889;  J33  Cal.  433;  85  Pac.  Hep.  888.  In  California,  the 
superior  court  of  the  county  in  which  the  petition  for  letters  of 
administration  is  first  filed  has  exclasive  jurisdiction  to  determine 
the  question  as  to  the  residence  of  the  decedent,  and  the  courts 
ot  other  counties  must  abide  the  determination  of  that  court,  which 
la  reviewable  only  upon  appeal;  Estate  of  Latour,  110  Cal.  414, 
425;  73  Pac,  Eep.  1070;  74  Pac.  Bep.  441;  Dungan  v.  Superior 
Court,  149  Cal.  98,  103;  117  Am.  St.  Rep.  119;  84  Pac.  Bop.  76T. 
The  same  role  applies  to  the  hearing  and  determination  of  the 
question  of  the  residence  of  a  minor,  the  need  of  a  guardian,  and 
the  propriety  of  appointing  a  designated  person  as  such:  Guardian- 
ship of  Danneker,  87  Cal.  643,  645;  8  Pac.  Rep.  514.  That  pro- 
vision of  the  constitution  of  California  which  confers  jurisdictioa 
"  in  all  matters  of  probate "  upon  the  superior  eourt  does  not  mean 
that  all  superior  courts  in  the  state  shall  have  concurrent  jnris- 
dietion  in  every  particular  probate  matter.  The  legislature  un- 
doubtedly baa  the  right  to  prescribe,  by  general  laws,  the  rules  which 
shall  obtain  in  determining  which  of  the  many  superior  courts  shall 
exercise  the  constitutionally  conferred  jurisdiction  in  anv  particular 
estate;  and  the  county  containing  a  portion  of  the  decedent's  es- 
tate, and  in  which  application  is  first  made,  is  the  one  which  the 
legislature  has  declared  to  be  the  one  which  shall  have  esclusive 
jurisdiction  of  the  settlement  of  the  estate:  Dungan  v.  Superior 
Court,  149  Cal.  98;  84  Pac.  Kep.  767,  769.  Between  courts  of 
co-equal  authority,  that  one  which  first  obtains  jurisdiction  will  be 
permitted  to  pursue  it  to  the  end,  to  the  eiclusion  of  al!  others, 
and  it  will  not  permit  its  jurisdiction  to  be  impaired  or  subverted 
by  resort  to  some  other  tribunal:  Swing  v.  Mallison,  63  Kan.  484; 
70  Pac.  Kep.  369.  Section  1294  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  of 
California  fixes  the  place  of  jurisdiction  for  all  grants  of  original 
probate,  while  section  1322  of  that  code  does  the  same  for  grants 
of  ancillary  probate  of  authenticated  copies  of  wills  proved  and 
probated  in  foreign  jurisdictions.  These  laws  mean  that  the  will 
of  a  resident  of  the  state  of  California  must  be  proved  originally 
as  a  domestic  will  in  the  county  of  his  residence,  and  that,  so  far 
as  the  state  of  California  is  concerned,  it  cannot  be  primarily 
proved  elsewhere,  and  brought  to  that  state  for  purposes  of  sec- 
ondary and  ancillary  administration:  Estate  of  Clark,  148  Cal.  lOS, 
111;  82  Pac.  Bep.  760;  113  Am.  St.  Rep.  197;  1  L.  B.  A.  (N.  S.)  996; 
7  Am.  &  Eng.  Ann,  Cas.  306. 

11,  Exists  In  what  cases.  The  probate  court  does  not  have  juris- 
diction of  all  matters  relating  to  the  estates  of  deceased  persons, 
but  only  so  far  as  conferred  by  statute:  Bush  v.  Lindsey,  44  Cal.  121, 
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12G;  Hajnea  t.  Meeka,  10  CaI.  110;  70  Am.  D«c.  703;  QHidm'b  Es- 
tate T.  Norris,  0  Cal.  621;  65  Am.  Dee.  545.  If  the  probate  court 
of  the  county  of  which  the  decedent  was  a  resideot  at  the  time 
of  his  deKth  alone  has  jurisdiction  of  bis  estate,  it  follows  that 
if,  after  the  death  of  the  intestate,  that  portion  of  the  eountjr 
in  which  he  resided  at  the  time  of  his  death  ig  erected  into  a  new 
county,  or  is  attached  to  another  county,  the  probate  court  of  the 
old  county  has  jurisdiction;  Estate  of  Harlan,  24  Cal.  :S2,  189;  85 
Am.  Dee.  58.  Though  &  probate  court  is  without  jurisdiction  to  set 
aaide  an  order  discharging  an  administrator  of  an  unadministered 
estate,  it  has  power,  upon  a  proper  petition,  to  order  an  adminlS' 
tration  and  distribution  of  such  estate:  Otero  v.  Otero  (Ariz.),  90 
Pac.  Kep.  601,  603.  In  Colorado,  the  eouutj  court,  in  all  matters 
pertaining  to  probate  business,  has  as  ample  poirers  and  as  full 
jurisdiction  with  respect  thereto  as-  have  the  district  courts  of  that 
state  over  matters  within  their  jurisdiction.  Hence  if  a  judgment 
is  tendered  for  elasBiflcation  as  a  valid  judgment,  the  county  court, 
sitting  for  probate  business  when  such  judgment  is  tendered  for 
classification  as  a  claim  against  the  estate,  has  power  to  determine 
the  defense  that  the  judgment  was  void,  because  rendered  without 
jurisdiction  of  the  defendant,  the  administratrix,  and,  if  such  judg- 
ment is  established,  to  decline  to  classify  it  as  a  valid  claim: 
Symes  v.  People,  17  Col.  App.  466;  69  Pac.  Rep.  312,  313.  Pro- 
bate courts  have  the  undoubted  right  to  pass  upon  and  to  allow 
claims  against  the  estates  of  deceased  persona;  but  it  is  doubtful 
whether  they  have  authority,  or  whether  the  legislature,  under  the 
original  act  of  New  Mexico,  could  confer  upon  such  courts  the 
authority  to  entertain  actions  at  law  to  recover  judgments  against 
administrators  and  to  enforce  the  collection  thereof  by  their  own 
executions:  Perea  v.  De  Qallegos,  3  N.  M.  204,  208.  In  the  state 
of  'Washington,  the  probate  court  hag  jurisdiction  to  grant  adminis. 
tration  upon  a  decedent's  estate,  if  the  only  property  within  that 
jurisdiction  belonging  to  the  decedent  consists  of  real  estate,  and 
there  are  no  creditors,  and  the  estate  is  ia  course  of  administration 
in  another  state:  Hanford  v.  Davies,  1  Wash.  476;  25  Pac.  Bep.  329. 
In  that  state  the  probate  court  acquires  juriadiction  of  the  estate 
for  the  purpose  of  administration  by  the  appointment  and  qualifica- 
tion of  the  administrator:  Ackerson  v.  Orchard,  7  Wash.  377;  35 
Pac.  Bep.  605.  "When  a  question  arises  in  the  administration  of  an 
eotate  aa  to  whether  the  property  shall  be  investoried  as  a  part 
of  the  estate  or  not,  the  probate  court  has  jurisdiction  to  hear 
evidence  sufficient  to  determine  whether  the  property  in  question 
belongs  to  the  estate,  or  whether  the  estate  hae  any  interest  therein, 
or  has  reasonable  claim  thereto,  which  claim  may  become  an  asset 
of  the  estate;  not  for  the  purpose  of  judicially  determining  the  title 
of  any  property  claimed  by  any  third   peraon,  but  to  determine  the 
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good  faith  of  the  claim:   In  re  Belt's  Eatate,  29  Wssli.  535;  70  Pac 
Kep.  74,  76. 

12.  In  partienlu  nuUen.  The  probate  court  la  required  to  direct 
admiDistratoTs  to  pay  all  tazea  which  have  accrued  againat  tbe  estate 
in  their  bands,  and  ia  forbidden  to  distribute  the  property  of  tbe 
OBtate  among  the  heirs  and  deviseea  until  all  taxes  are  paid: 
People  V.  Olvera,  43  Cal.  492,  494.  An  act  of  a  legialature  of  the 
state  of  Idaho,  extending  the  jurisdiction  of  tbe  probate  court  to 
try  and  determine  actions  to  enforce  mechanics'  and  laborers'  liens 
and  mortgages  and  other  liens  upon  real  property,  has  been  held 
unconstitutional  and  void;  Dewey  v.  Schreiber  Imp.  Co.,  12  Ida. 
280;  86  Pac.  Rep.  »2l.  The  junsdietion  of  the  court  of  probate 
to  determine  the  interests  of  grantees  of  heirs  or  devisees  depends 
upon  the  statute.  In  the  absence  of  statutory  authority,  auch  court 
would  have  no  power  to  adjudicate  auch  a  question.  But  the  stntute 
may  confer  such  power:  Snyder  v.  Murdock,  28  Utah,  233;  73  Pac 
Rep.  22,  23.  In  Colorado,  tbe  county  court  ia  vested  with  authority 
to  hear  and  determine  claims  against  the  estate  of  a  deceased  per- 
son; and  one  of  several  sureties  on  an  obligation,  who  diacbargcB 
the  debt,  may  enforce  contribution  from  the  estate  of  a  deceased 
co-surety,  without  going  into  a  court  of  equity,  to  have  the  amount 
due  from  the  estate  determined;  but  he  can  recover  from  each 
of  his  co-sureties  only  the  aliquot  portion  of  the  whole  amount 
paid,  calculated  upon  the  basis  of  the  number  of  sureties,  unless 
it  appears  that  some  of  them  are  insolvent,  in  which  event  he  may 
recover  front  each  of  tbe  solvent  sureties  tbe  moiety  of  the  whole 
debt,  having  regard  only  to  the  number  solvent:  McAllister  v. 
Irwin's  Estate,  31  Col.  253;  73  Pac.  Rep.  47.  A  decree  for  the 
payment  of  money  in  probate  proceedings  cannot  be  enforced  as  for 
a  contempt;  tbe  proper  process  is  an  execation;  Rostel  v.  Morat, 
19  Or.  181;  23  Pac.  Rep.  900,  In  Oklahoma,  the  probate  court  has 
■  jurisdiction  of  an  action  in  replevin  against  a  sheriff  to  recover 
personal  property  levied  on  onder  an  eiecution  against  the  prop- 
erty of  another,  where  the  value  of  the  property  does  not  exceed 
one  thousand  dollars:  Walters  v.  RatlifT,  10  Okl.  262;  61  Pac.  Rep. 
1070.  In  that  jurisdiction,  actions  for  the  recovery  of  specific  per- 
sonal proporty'in  the  probate  courts  are  governed  by  the  procedure 
applicable  to  courts  of  justices  of  the  peace,  where  tbe  value  of 
the  property  sought  to  be  recovered  is  less  than  one  hundred  dol- 
lars: First  Nat,  Bank  v.  Hesser,  14  Okl.  115;  77  Pac.  Eep.  36. 
If  an  attachment  is  properly  issued  after  filing  with  tbe  court  a 
sufficient  affidavit  and  bond,  and  property  is  taken  thereunder,  the 
lien  of  sucb  attachment  is  not  lost  by  failure  on  tbe  part  of  tbe 
probate  court  or  justice  of  the  peace  to  make  proper  docket  entries 
of   the   iaauance  of   such   order   of   attachment;    First   Nat.   Bank   v. 
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Hesser,  14  Ok),  115;  77  Pac.  Hop.  36.  In  proper  cases,  tie  superior 
court  of  the  state  of  California  has  jurisdiction  to  bear  and  de- 
termine questioDs  relating  to  the  rights  and  duties  of  executors  and 
beneficiaries  under  wills  irliich  have  been  admitted  to  probate: 
Williams  v.  Williams,  73  Cal.  99,  104;  14  Pac.  Kep.  394.  It  is  & 
question  solel}'  for  the  consideration  of  the  probate  court,  whether 
&n  attorney  shall  be  appointed  to  represent  absent  or  minor  heirs, 
and  if  so  appointed,  the  amount  of  compensation  to  be  allowed  to 
bim:  Doughertj  v.  Bartlett,  100  Cal.  496,  iM;  3S  Pac.  Bep.  431. 
Probate  courts  in  Kansas  have  jurisdiction  of  the  allowance  of  claims 
against  estates.  No  provision  is  made  whereby  the  heirs,  or  those 
holding  under  them,  are  made  parties  to  such  procedure,  and  no 
right  is  given  by  statute  to  such  heirs  to  appeal  from  the  allow- 
ance of  any  claim  by  the  probate  court.  In  fact,  they  are  wholly 
strangers  to  that  proceeding,  unless  it  can  be  said  that  they  are 
represented  by  the  administrator;  Black  v.  Elliott,  63  Kan.  211; 
65  Pac.  Bsp.   21S. 

IS.  To  sst  adds  Its  own  dacnas.  A  probate  court  has  power  to 
si't  aside  its  order,  made  ont  of  court  and  without  notice,  and  no 
notice  or  motion  to  set  it  aside  is  necessary;  Estate  of  Sullenberger, 
72  Cal.  549,  552;  14  Pac.  Eep.  513.  Section  473  of  the  Code  of 
Civil  Procedure  of  California,  relative  to  relieving  a  party  from  a 
judgment,  order,  or  proceeding  taken  against  him  "  through  his 
mistake,  inadvertence,  surprise,  or  excusable  neglect,"  is  applicable 
to  probate  matters,  and  the  court  has  jurisdiction  within  six  months 
to  vacate  an  order  made  by  it,  on  motion,  based  upon  the  ground 
of  such  inadvertence,  surprise,  or  excusable  neglect;  Levy  v.  Su- 
perior Court,  139  Cal.  590,  591;  73  Pac.  Bep.  417;  Cabill  v.  Supe- 
rior Court,  145  Cal.  42,  44;  78  Pac.  Bep.  467.  After  a  decree  of 
distribution  and  discharge,  and  after  the  time  specified  by  statute 
in  which  to  seek  relief  from  a  judgment  on  the  ground  of  fraod, 
surprise,  or  excusable  neglect,  or  mistake,  a  probate  court  has  no 
jurisdieticii  to  set  aside  the  decree  for  fraud,  or  because  the  court 
had  been  imposed  upon  by  false  testimony;  but,  in  such  cases, 
courts  of  equity  have  jurisdiction  to  aCord  proper  relief;  Estate  of 
Hudson,  63  Cal.  454,   457.

<I)  In  gWMntL  A  probate  court  has  no  jurisdiction  to  allow  a 
elaim  against  a  decedent's  estate  for  counsel  fees  incurred  by  the 
claimant  after  the  death  of  the  testator,  and  at  a  time  when  he 
was  not  a  personal  representative  of  the  estate;  In  re  Carrier's 
Estate,  19  Col.  App.  245;  74  Pac.  Bep.  340,  341.  The  district  court 
of  Kansas  has  no  jurisdiction  of  an  appeal  to  that  court  from  an 
order  of  the  probate  court  refusing,  upon  application,  to  revoke 
letter*  testamentary  or  of  administration;  Graves  v.  Bond,  70  Kan.

464;  78  Pac  Rep.  851.  The  old  probate  courts  of  Montsna  had 
no  power  or  authority  to  entertain  a  petition  involving  the  con- 
struction of  a  will:  Chadwick  v.  Chadwick,  6  Mont.  586;  13  Pae, 
Itep.  385,  388.  In  Idalio,  the  juriediction  of  the  probate  court  in 
civil  cases  is  limited  to  actions  at  Ian,  where  the  debt  or  damage, 
exclusive  of  interest,  does  not  exceed  Ave  bnndred  dollars;  Dewey 
V.  Schreiber  Imp.  Co.,  13  Ida.  280;  85  Pac.  Rep.  921,  923.  A  pro- 
bate conrt  has  no  Jurisdiction  to  receive,  or  in  any  other  way 
to  act  upon,  an  account  presented  by  an  executor  of  an  executor 
agaiDst  the  estate  of  the  deceased  executor's  testator.  This  i> 
a  proper  ease  for  the  exereiso  of  jurisdiction  in  equity:  Witzler  v. 
Pitch,  52  Cal.  838,  843;  Bush  v.  Lindaey,  44  Cal.  121.  In  Colorado, 
the  district  eourt  is  not  authorized  to  decree  that  a  judgment  ren- 
dered by  it  against  an  administrator  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  as 
a  claim  of  a  designated  class,  as  this  is  a  usurpation  of  the  province 
of  the  county  court:  Hotcbkiss  v.  First  Nat.  Bank  (Col.),  85 
Pac.  Bep.  1007,  1O08.  Ad  order  of  the  probate  court,  requiring  an 
executor,  after  he  has  filed  his  final  account,  to  pay  the  moneys  in 
his  hands  to  the  county  treasurer,  to  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  heirs 
and  devisees  of  the  testator,  is  without  authority  of  law  and  void: 
Estate  of  McMahon,  IB  Nev.  241;  8  Pac.  Rep.  7P7.  A  probate  court 
has  no  jurisdiction  to  enter  an  order  requiring  a  decedent's  widow 
to  pay  a  designated  sum  of  money  to  one  who  applies  for  letters 
of  administration  on  the  decedent's  estate:  Leach  v.  Misters,  13 
Wyo.  239;  79  Pac.  Rep.  28,  29.  A  probate  eourt  bag  no  power  to 
make  an  order  authorizing  the  assignment,  by  an  administrator,  of 
a  bond  of  indemnity  given  to  the  decedent  in  his  lifetime  as  sheriff: 
MeDermott  v.  Mitchell,  53  Cal.  616,  618.  It  has  no  power  to  au- 
thorize a  special  administrator  to  defray  the  expenses  of  a  con- 
troversy in  a  probate  proceeding,  unless  expressly  authorized  to  do 
BO  by  statute:  Eenry  v.  Superior  Court,  93  Cal.  569,  571;  29  Pac. 
Bep.  230.  A  probate  court  has  no  jurisdiction,  in  any  case,  to 
make  partition,  in  probate  proceedings,  among  the  heirs  of  a  de- 
cedent as  to  interests  held  in  common  with  strangers,  unless  the 
petition  therefor  is  filed  before  the  entry  of  the  final  decree  of  diS' 
tribution.  The  rights  of  such  parties  should  be  settled  by  a  suit 
for  partition,  in  which  all  persons  having  any  interest  in  the  lands 
may  be  made  parties;  and  a  writ  of  prohibition  will  lie  to  restrain 
the  probate  court  from  making  partition:  Buckley  v.  Superior  Court, 
102  Cal.  6,  10;  36  Pac.  Bep,  360;  41  Am.  8t.  Rep.  135.  The  probate 
court  is  not  a  court  of  equity,  and  it  has  no  power  to  foreclose 
a  mortgage:   Meyers  v.  Farqubarson,  48  Cal.   190,  200. 

(2)  In  county  In  vhlch  astate  has  not  be«n  "devlflod.'*  Uoder 
the  Oregon  statute,  where  the  testator  had  not  "  devised  "  any  real 
property  in  a  designated  county,  the  county  court  of  that  county 
does    not    have    jurisdiction    of    the    estate,    and    has   no    power    to 
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appoint  an  BdminiBtiatori  and,  this  fact  being  apparent  from  an 
inspection  of  the  record,  such  court  maj  properly  set  aside  its 
order  appointing  an  administrator:  Honkle  v.  Slate,  40  Or.  349; 
6S  Pae.  Bep.  399,  400.  The  connty  court,  empowered  to  admit  the 
nill  of  a  testator  to  probate,  being;  authorized  to  grant  adminis- 
tration of  the  Estate  of  an  intestate,  the  statute  prescribing  the 
cdantf  in  which  the  will  must  be  probated  necessarily  coatrols  in 
determining  the  particular  conrt  possessing  the  requisite  power  to 
grant  administration  of  the  estate  of  an  intestate:  Eenkle  v.  Slate, 
40  Or.

<3)  Orar  piocMda  of  Ufe-lasaTanco  policy.  A  probate  court  has 
no  jurisdictioQ  over  a  contest  involving  the  proceeds  of  a  life-in- 
•nrance  policy,  made  pajrable,  hy  its  terms,  to  the  widow  and  minor 
children  of  the  deceased:  Heydenfeldt  v.  Jacobs,  107  Cal.  373,  378; 
40  P&e.  Bep.  492.

(4)  To  foreclose  nuMg^gt.  A  probate  conrt  has  no  jurisdiction 
to  foreclose  a  mortgage  against  the  estate  of  a  decedent.  Such  a 
matter  is  one  purely  of  equitable  cognizance:  Willis  v.  Farley,  24 
CaL  490,  499;   Harp  v.  Calahan,  46  Gal.   222,  231. 

(6)  To  Older  property  to  eidieat  when.  In  Washington,  whero 
the  estate  of  the  deceased  is  in  more  than  one  county,  he  having 
died  outside  of  that  state,  the  probate  court  of  the  county  in  which 
application  is  first  made  for  letters  of  administration  has  exclusive 
jurisdiction  of  the  settlement  of  the  estate;  and  where  one  court 
has  acquired  jurisdiction  of  the  estate,  another  court  of  that  state 
is  not  authorized  to  assume  jurisdiction  of  the  estate,  and  to  order 
that  it  escheat  to  the  state:  Territory  v.  Klee,  1  Wash.  183;  23  Pac. 
Bep.  417,  416. 

(e>  Over  tUnber-coltore  claimant's  claim.  The  county  court  of 
Oregon  does  not  have  jurisdiction  of  a  timber- culture  claimant's 
claim,  where  such  claimant  died  before  performance,  by  him,  of 
the  conditions  precedent  to  obtaining  title  from  the  government, 
because  there  nas,  at  such  time,  no  interest  which  could  be  devised 
or  which  wonld  descend  or  pass  to  the  claimant's  heirs  or  personal 
representatives;  and  the  proceedings  of  the  court  in  asBuming  juris- 
diction over  the  claim  and  authorizing  its  sale  are  absolutely  void 
for  want  of  jurisdiction  of  the  subject-matter,  as  the  claim  at 
that  time  belonged  to  the  heirs  in  their  own  right:  Haun  v.  Martin 
(Or.),  86  Pac.

While  a  probate  court  has  power  to  pay  claimB  against  the 
estate,  and  to  diHtributo  the  remainder  among  Iieira  and  devisees, 
or  to  direct  the  administrator  to  do  so,  it  has  no  power  to  appro- 
priate the  share  of  ao  heir  or  of  a  devisee  to  the  payment  of  his 
debts,  Henee  if  one  of  the  deviseeB  ie  confined  in  the  state  priaon 
for  a  term  less  than  life,  such  devisee  is  not  dead  in  law,  although 
his  civil  rights  in  some  matters  are  suspended,  and  the  probate 
court  has  no  power  to  appropriate  his  share  of  an  estate  to  the 
payment  of  his  debt,  although  such  debt  is  in  judgment.

The  probate  court  of  a 
county  in  Kansas  has  no  jurisdietion  over  the  estate  of  a  deceased 
resident  of  that  state,  to  appoint  an  executor  or  administrator,  or 
to  prove  a  will,  unless  the  deceased  was,  at  the  tine  of  his 
death,  an  inhabitant  or  a  resident  of  the  county  of  such  probate 
court;  Ewing  v.  Uallison,  65  Kan.  480;  70  Fac.  Sep.  369,  371.  Where 
a  person  dies  intestate,  who  was  not  a  resident  or  inhabitant  of 
the  state  at  the  time  of  his  death,  and  who  left  no  estate  within

(9)  Of  body  of  deceased.  The  body  of  one  whose  estate  is  in 
[irobate  unquestionably  forms  no  part  of  the  property  of  that  estate. 
The  individual  has  a  sufficient  proprietary  interest  in  his  body  after 
bis  death  to  be  able  to  make  a  valid  and  binding  testamentary  dis- 
position of  the  same.  The  conrt  in  probate,  and  the  personal  rep- 
resentatives, acquire  jurisdiction  from  the  last  testament  to  see  that 
its  provisions  in  this  regard,  as  in  all  others,  are  du!y  executed; 
but,  where  the  will  is  silent,  the  court  in  probate  has  no  such 
power.  In  such  a  case  neither  the  court  in  probate  nor  the  per- 
sonal representative  has  any  right  to  control  tbe  manner  of  dis- 
position of  the  remains,  nor  to  dictate  the  place  of  interment. 
The  proper  expenses  of  such  dispoettion  may  well  be  a  charge 
against  the  estate,  but  the  duty  and  right  of  burial  are  quite 
different  things  from  auditing  or  paying  the  expenses  of  such 
burial:  O'Donnell  v.  Slack,  123  Cal.  285,  288,  290;  35  Pac.  Eep.

60,  64;  Pay  v.  Costa,  2  Cai  App,  241;  83  Pac,  Eep,  273;  Scott  v. 
HeNeal,  154  U.  S.  34;  38  L.  ed.  896.  A  court  has  power  to  rigbt 
an  injury  done  in  an  effort  to  administer  upon  the  estate  of  a 
living  person,  and  may  declare  the  grant  of  administration  in  all 
subsequent  proceedings  in  such  case  void;  but  if  the  matter  is  a 
probate  proceeding,  where  the  administrator  was  served  with  a 
citation  only  in  the  matter  of  the  estate,  which  does  not  require 
iiim  to  answer,  and  which  did  not  notify  him  that  judgment  wonld 
go  against  bim  for  want  of  an  answer,  the  court  exceeds  its  juris- 
diction in  directing  the  administrator  to  pay  to  the  owner  of  the 
estate  a  designated  sum  of  money  and  costs,  and  in  directing  ita 
clerk  to  issue  execution  for  that  sum.  Such  aa  order  will  be  an- 
nulled and  vacated  on  a  writ  of  review:  Costa  v.  Superior  Court, 
137  Cal.  79,  tJ2;  69  Pac.  £ep.  S40.

447,  459;  la  re  Singleton's 
Bstate,  26  Nev.  106;  64  Pac.  Rep.  513.  It  has  no  jurisdiction  of  an 
action  brought  by  attorneys  to  recover  on  a  contract  with  a  legatee 
for  the  collection  of  legacies,  althoogh  the  controversy  concerns  a 
fund  which  is  in  the  posaession  of  the  court,  acting  in  its  probate 
capacity,  and  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  such  court  baa  power 
to  distribute  the  fund  as  between  the  parties:  In  re  Qorkow's  ins- 
tate, 26  Wagh.  05;  68  Pac.  Bep.  174,  175.  While  probate  courts 
have  alt  the  powers  of  a  court  of  equity  in  the  settlement  of 
estates,  the  conflicting  intereste  of  heirs  or  lienors,  no  matter  what 
their  nature  or  origin,  can  only  be  determined  in  an  appropriate 
proceeding  under  proper  pleadings:  Estate  of  Ueeney,  3  Cal.  App. 
548;  66  Fac.  Bep.  842,  644.  Probate  courts  are  without  jurisdic- 
tion to  determine  successive  claims  of  title  to  property  as  between 
an  estate  and  a  stranger:  Caron  v.  Old  Beliable  Gold  Uin.

N.  M.  211;  78  Pac.  Bep.  63,  Under  its  probate  jurisdiction,  the 
court  cannot  bring  before  it  strangers  to  the  estate  for  the  pur- 
pose of  adjusting  their  claims  to  property  held  by  the  executrix  or 
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admin igtrator,  or  for  the  porpoae  of  determining  their  rights  to  th« 
proceeds  of  a  sale  derived  under  those  for  whose  benefit  the  sale 
was  ordered:  Cnrtis  v.  Bchell,  129  Cat.

<12)  To  tif  tlUa.  The  probate  court  is  without  jurisdiction  to 
try  title  to  property  as  between  the  representatives  of  an  estate 
and  strangers  thereto;  Stewart  v.  Lohr,  1  Wash.  341;  25  Pae  Bep, 
457;  In  re  Wolford,  10  Kan.  App,  283;  62  Pae.  Kep.  731;  In  re 
Bolander's  Estate,  38  Or.  490;  63  Pae.  Bep,  689;  Faike  v,  Terry,  32 
Col.  85;  75  Pae.  Bep.  425,  427.  When  a  probate  court  orders  a 
sale  of  the  land  of  a  third  person  to  pay  the  debts  of  a  decedent, 
such  order  is  void  for  want  of  jurisdiction  over  the  property.  As 
such  court  has  no  power  to  sell  the  lands  of  another,  and  no 
power  to  pass  upon  the  question  of  title,  the  order  is  void,  and 
would  be  void  although  the  real  owners  of  the  property  were  par- 
ties to  the  proceeding,  and  therein  contested  the  question  of  title, 
A  probate  court  has  no  jurisdiction  to  try  such  an  issue:  Ojersta- 
denjen  v.  Van  Dnsen,  7  N.  D.  612;  76  N.  W.  Bep.  233.  A  foreign 
executor,  who  cemes  into  another  state  to  reside,  and  who  brings 
with  him  property  belonging  to  the  estate,  cannot  be  made  liable 
in  the  latter  state,  upon  the  suit  of  a  local  creditor  of  the  tes- 
tator, to  the  extent  of  the  property  brought  therein,  but  may  be  to 
the  extent  of  the  property  already  there.  The  courts  of  a  state, 
other  than  that  of  the  domiciliary  jurisdiction,  have  no  power  to 
try  the  title  of  real  estate  situate  in  the  latter  state,  where  the 
action  is  one  between  legatees  under  a  will,  and  a  foreign  execu- 
trix, who  is  charged  with  a  conversion  of  the  personal  assets  of 
the  estate,  in  fraud  of  the  rights  of  the  heirs;  and  the  action  of 
the  court  in  trying  and  adjudicating  the  title  of  real  estate  situate 
in  another  state  cannot  be  upheld:  Palke  v.  Terry,  32  Col.  85;  75 
Pae,  Hep,  425,  427.  A  court,  while  sitting  as  a  court  of  probate, 
has  no  other  powers  than  those  given  to  it  by  the  statute,  and 
such  incidental  powers  as  pertain  to  it  for  the  purpose  of  enabling 
it  to  exercise  the  jurisdiction  which- is  conferred  upon  it.  It  has 
no  power  to  determine  disputes  between  heirs  or  devisees  and 
strangers  as  to  the  title  to  property:   Smith  v.   Westerfleld,  88  CaL

(18)  To  MiforCB  K  trtut  Tliere  are  many  proceedings  which  relate 
to  the-  eatatea  of  deceaaed  perBons  of  which  the  probata  courts  have 
no  jurisdiction.  The^  have  no  Jurisdiction  to  enforce  a  trust  bj 
eompellioK  an  adminiBtrator  to  convey  property  by  him  held  in 
tmet,  and  to  render  an  account  of  the  monej  received  by  him 
from  the  property.  Such  an  action  is  within  the  dom&in  of  equity: 
Haverstick  v.  Trudel,  51   Cal.  431,  434. 

(14)  In  That  matten  of  gnaidlaiuUp.  The  determinatioD  oi  the 
question  of  title  to  property  is  one  of  the  many  matters  relating 
to  the  estates  of  deceaaed  persons  of  which  the  probate  coart  has  no 
jurisdiction;  and  if  an  executor,  upon  the  settlement  of  his  annual 
aeeonnt,  alleges  that  property,  which  a  legatee  under  the  wilt  claims 
to  belong  to  the  estate,  is  the  property  of  his  ward,  and  that  be 
holds  it  as  her  guardian,  and  that  he  had  returned  it  to  the  court 
in  his  inveatory  and  appraiBsment  of  the  estate  of  the  ward,  and 
had  objected  to  the  jurisdietioo  of  the  probate  court  to  hear  and 
determine  the  question,  an  issue  is  thereby  raised  as  to  the  legal 
title  to  the  property,  which  the  probate  court  has  no  jurisdiction 
to  hear  and  determine:  Estate  of  Haas,  97  Cal.  232,  234;  31  Pac. 
Bep.  893.  The  probate  court  has  no  jurisdiction,  in  settling  the 
aeeouuts  of  the  guardian,  to  render  judgment  against  the  ward  for 
advances  made  by  the  guardian  after  Che  ward  attains  his  ma- 
jority. When  the  guardian  assumes  his  office,  he  contracts  not 
only  to  manage  the  estate  according  to  law,  and  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  ward,  but  also  that  at  the  termination  of  his  trust 
he  will  aecoont  for  the  property,  estate,  and  moneys  of  the  ward 
in  his  hands,  and  to  pay  over  and  deliver  such  ae  remains  to  the 
person  entitled  thereto.  This  is  the  account  which  the  probate 
court  has  jurisdiction  to  determine.  No  jurisdiction  is  given  to 
ascertain  a  balance  against  a  former  ward,  except  as  that  will  tend 
to  show  what  the  guardian  must  pay  or  deliver  to  his  former 
ward.  It  is  in  the  nature  of  a  proceeding  in  rem,  and  the  estate 
it  the  res,  and,  after  majority,  the  only  matter  of  which  the 
eoQrt  has  jurisdiction:  Estate  of  Kincaid,  120  Cal.  203;  52  Pac.  Rep. 
492,  493.  An  order  of  the  probate  court,  in  a  guardianship  pro- 
ceeding, made  without  authority  of  the  statute,  is  void:  Andrus 
V.  Blaszard,  23  Utah,  233;  63  Pac.  Bep.  SS8,  891.  In  Kansas,  ample 
authority  is  vested  in  the  probate  court  to  make  all  proper  and 
just  orders  in  respect  to  the  estates  of  lunatics,  and,  in  tho  ab- 
sence of  special  reasons  therefor,  the  district  court  should  not  be 
called  on  to  interfere.  A  court  of  general  chancery  is  not,  per- 
haps,  entirely  devested   of  jurisdiction  In  eases  of   guardianship   by 
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tbe  creation  of  a  statutory  court  for  th«  control  of  tbe  ward's 
property,  but  iueh  jurisdiction  as  it  has  is  reserved  to  it  in  eitra- 
ordinarj  cases  and  for  special  reasons;  and,  in  accordance  with 
this  principle,  it  has  been  held  that,  where  a.  decedent's  estate  is 
still  unsettled,  the  administrators  still  acting,  and  no  special  reason 
shown  why  the  jurisdiction  of  the  probate  couit  should  not  be  in- 
vohed,  the  district  court  will  not  make  orders  affecting  the  admin- 
istration of  tbe  estate.  Hence  the  district  court  does  not  hare 
jurisdiction  to  entertain  an  action  to  subject  funds  in  the  hands 
of  a  guardian  of  an  insane  person  to  the  payment  of  the  latter's 
debts,  when  the  creditor  does  not  have  a  lien  on  such  funds,  and 
there  exists  no  special  or  extraordinary  reason  preventing  the  pro- 
bate court  from  making  the  desired  order  if  it  be  a  proper  and  just 
one  to  make:  Hill  Inv.  Co.  v.  Honeywell,  65  Kan.  349;  ft9  Pac. 
Bep.  334.  The  superior  court,  sitting  in  probate,  has  no  jurisdic- 
tion to  appoint  a  guardian  ad  litem  for  an  alleged  insane  person 
who  has  not  been  made  a  party  to  tbe  action;  Boyd  y.  Dodson,  00 
ChI.  360;  5  Pac.  Bep.  617. 

IS.  Collateral  attack.'  The  orders  and  judgments  of  probate 
courts  in  regard  to  probate  matters  cannot  be  collaterally  attacked, 
except  for  want  of  jurisdiction  in  tbe  court.  The  remedy  of  one 
aggrieved  thereby  is  by  a  proper  motion  in  the  court,  or  by  ap- 
peal: Dennis  v.  Winter,  63  Cal.  Ifl,  18;  Clark  v.  Bossier,  10  Ida.  348; 
78  Pac.  Bep.  358;  Duogan  v.  Superior  Court,  149  Cal.  98;  84  Pac. 
Hep.  707;  Symes  v.  People,  17  Col.  App.  466;  89  Pac.  Bep.  312,  313. 
Even  the  determination  of  the  court  that  it  has  jurisdiction  must 
be  made  from  evidence  produced  before  it,  and  such  determination  is 
valid  until  set  aside  in  some  proper  manner,  notwithstanding  the 
court  was  mistaken  in  its  view  of  the  evidence,  or  that  other 
evidence  could  have  been  produced  which  would  have  required  a 
different  determination.  The  court's  judgment  that  it  has  jurisdic- 
tion cannot  be  collaterally  attacked:  Estate  of  Griffith,  84  Cal. 
107,  110;  23  Pac.  Bep.  528;  24  Pac.  Bep,  381;  Dungan  v.  Superior 
Court,  149  Cal.  98;  84  Pac.  Rep.  767,  769.  A  decree  of  a  probate 
court  cannot  bo  collaterally  attached  for  want  of  jurisdiction,  un- 
less the  same  appears  on  the  face  of  the  proceedings,  or  because  of 
any  error  or  irregularity;  but  the  decree,  if  not  totally  void,  is  con- 
clusive on  collateral  attack  so  long  as  it  remains  in  force.  "If  it 
be  found  that  tbe  tribunal  is  one  competent  to  decide  whether  the 
facts  in  any  given  matter  confer  jurisdiction,  it  follows  with  in- 
exorable necessity  that  if  it  decides  that  it  has  jurisdiction,  then 
its  judgments,  within  the  scope  of  the  subject-matter  over  which 
its  authority  extends,  in  prnccedings  following  the  lawful  allega- 
tion of  circumstaoces  requiring  tbe  exercise  of  its  power,  are  con- 
clusive  against   all   the  world,  unless  reversed   or  avoided   for  error 
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or  ttunA  in  a  direct  proceeding.  It  matters  not  bow  erroneous  tbe 
judgment.  Being  a  judgment,  it  iB  the  law  of  that  ease,  prooouneed 
by  a  tribunal  created  for  that  purpose.  To  allow  each  judgment 
to  be  questioned  or  ignored  tollaterally  would  be  to  ignore  prac- 
tieaily,  and  logically  to  destroj,  the  court.  Aad  it  is  not  uecessarf 
that  the  facts  and  circumstauees  upon  which  the  jurisdiction  depends 
shall  appear  upon  the  face  of  their  proceedings,  because,  being  com- 
petent to  decide,  and  having  decided,  that  such  facta  exist,  by  as- 
suming tbe  jurisdiction,  this  matter  is  adjudicated,  and  cannot  be 
collaterally  questioned":  Lethbridge  v.  Lauder,  13  Wyo.  0;  T6  Pac. 
Bep.  082,  685,  quoting  from  1  Woemer  on  Law  of  Admiaistration, 
1145.

<1)  ExlatB  whmi.  When  there  are  peculiar  circumstances  of  em- 
barrassment to  the  administration  of  an  estate,  and  when  the  as- 
suming of  jurisdiction  wonld  prevent  great  delay,  expense,  incon- 
venience, or  waste,  and  thus  conclude  by  one  action  and  decree  a 
protracted  and  vexatious  litigation,  a  court,  in  the  exercise  of  its 
equitable  powers,  may  take  jurisdiction  of  the  settlement  of  such 
estate:  Deck  v.  Oerke,  12  Cal.  433,  437.  The  jurisdiction  of  tbe 
probate  court  is  limited  to  those  matters  over  which  the  statute 
directs  it  to  exercise  jurisdiction:  Bush  v,  Lindsey,  44  Cal.  121, 
125.  Henee,  where  jurisdiction  is  not  conferred  upon  the  probate 
court  by  statute,  a  court  of  equity  has  jurisdiction  of  actions  against 
the  administrator  of  an  administrator  to  settle  tbe  account  of  bis 
intestate  with  the  estate  of  which  be  was  the  administrator:  Bush 
V.  Lindsey,  44  Cal.  121,  124.  A  court  of  equity  has  jurisdiction  to 
enforce  a  trust,  by  compelling  the  administrator  to  convey  prop- 
erty, held  by  him  in  trust,  to  the  heirs  of  the  intestate,  and  to 
order  him  to  account  for  money  received  by  him  for  tbe  property: 
Haverstick  v.  Trudel,  51  Cal.  431,  433.  And  the  rights  of  repre- 
sentatives or  successors  of  several  partners  can  be  determined  only 
in  a  court  of  equity:  Theller  v.  Such,  57  Cal.  447.  The  jurisdiction 
vested  in  the  old  probate  courts  did  not  devest  the  old  district 
coDTts  of  their  general  jurisdiction  as  courts  of  chancery  over  ac- 
tions for  a  settlement  of  a£Eair»  of  a  partnership:  Griggs  v.  Clark,  23 
Cal.  427,  429.  If  a  guardian  dies,  without  settlement  of  his  guardian- 
ship in  a  probate  court,  his  executors  have  no  authority  to  present 
his  final  account  to  tbe  probate  court  for  settlement  for  charges 
made  by  him  against  the  ward,  either  during  or  after  bis  nonage; 
and  the  court  has  no  authority  to  receive  or  in  any  way  to  act  upon 
it.  This  settlement  can  only  be  had  in  a  court  of  equity,  by  a 
proceeding  against  the  executors  of  the  deceased  guardian  and  the 
necessary  parties:  Estate  of  Allgier,  65  Cal.  22S;  3  Pac.  Rep.  849, 
850.  In  Oklahoma,  the  appointment  of  a  receiver  is  '  ~ 
of   chancery   power,   and   such   power   cannot   be   conferred   upon 
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exercised  by  the  probate  courts:   Garrett  v.  London  etc.  Fire  ft  Ins- 
Co.,  IS  Oki.  223(  ai  Pae.  Eep.  421. 

(2)  Does  not  exlBt  whan.  In  Galifomia,  it  seemB  that  no  inde- 
pendent suit  in  equity  lies  to  construe  a  will:  Toland  v.  Earl,  128 
Cal.  U8,  151;  79  Am.  St.  Eep.  100;  61  Pac.  Bep.  914;  bnt  see  Sid- 
dall  V.  Harrison,  73  Cal.  560;  IS  Pae.  Hep.  130;  Williams  v.  Wil- 
liams, 73  Cal.  B9;  14  Pae.  Rep.  394;  EoBenberg  v.  Frank,  58  Cal.  387. 
Nor  can  a  suit  in  equity  be  maintained  for  the  purpose  of  deter- 
mining heirship,  pending  proceedings  in  probat*  for  the  settlement 
o(  an  estate,  where  no  special  reasons  are  given  why  such  a  matter 
should  be  determined  prior  to  the  final  decree  of  distribution  in 
a  probate  proceeding;  Siddall  v.  Harrison,  73  Cal.  580,  562;  15  Pac 
Eep.  130.  A  proceeding  to  set  aside  admioistration  of  the  estate 
of  a  living  person  is  a  probate  proceeding,  and  cannot  be  treated 
as  a  suit  in  equity,  especially  where  the  administrator  was  not 
served  with  summons,  but  with  a  citation,  which  did  not  require 
him  to  answer,  and  which  did  not  notify  hira  that,  in  case  of  failure 
to  do  so,  judgment  would  go  against  him:  Costa  v.  Superior  Court, 
137  Cal.  79,  82;  89  Pac.  Eep,  840.  In  the  absence  of  fraud,  a  court 
of  equity  has  no  power  to  review  the  orders  of  a  probate  court; 
Dougherty  v.  Bartlett,  100  Cal.  496,  499;  35  Pac.  Eep.  431.  A  court 
of  equity  is  not  a  proper  forum  in  which  to  set  aside  a  probate 
decree  obtained  by  fraud,  and  without  notice  to  the  party  against 
whom  it  was  rendered;  Baker  v.  O'Eiordan,  65  Cal.  3Q8,  371;  i  Fae. 
Eep.  232;  Sanford  v.  Head,  5  Cal.  297.  A  probate  court  in  Kansas 
has  no  equitable  jurisdiction,  and  a  district  court  in  that  state,  on 
the  trial  of  an  appeal  de  novo  from  a  probate  court,  has  such 
powers  and  jurisdiction  only  as  had  the  court  from  which  the 
appeal  was  taken:  Boss  v.  Wollard  (Kan.),  S9  Pae.  Eep.  680. 

(3)  Whete  same  coort  Has  jmiBdietion  In  «aiU^  and  In  matteis 
of  probate.  In  California,  where  the  same  superior  court  has  juris- 
diction both  in  equity  and  in  matters  of  probate,  and  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  court  as  to  matters  of  accounting  between  the  estate  of 
a  deceased  administrator  and  his  successor  is  admitted,  a  conrt  can 
administer  full  and  entire  relief  according  to  the  principles  of 
equity,  and  also  in  accordance  with  the  statutes  which  exist  with 
reference  to  the  matters  of  probate  or  any  others  within  the  court's 
jurisdiction.  Hence  it  may,  as  a  court  of  equity,  determine  the 
amount  due  the  attorney  of  the  deceased  administrator,  and  may 
withhold  for  future  determination,  by  the  probate  court,  the  ques- 
tion as  to  the  amount  of  rommisaions  due  to  the  deceased  adminis- 
trator upon  final  settlement  of  the  estate:  Pennie  v.  Eoach,  94  Cal. 
615,  521;  29  Pae.  Hep.  956;  30  Pac.  Eep.  106.  While  it  is  true  that 
the  probate  and  equity  jurisdictions  of  the  superior  court  are  sepa- 
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rate  and  distinct,  tliat  the  former  fnmJBheB  a  method  of  adminto- 
tering  the  affairs  of  a  decedent,  and  that  when  final  distribution 
faaB  been  had  its  jurisdiction  is  exhausted,  jei  it  is  the  peculiar 
province  of  a  court  of  equity  to  appoint  and  control  trueteefl  for 
the  management  of  trnat  estates,  and,  under  our  system,  the  same 
tribunal  exer<!i8es  equity  and  probata  jurisdiction.  Hence  if  an 
objection  to  the  jurisdiction  of  a  probate  court  li  raised  for  the 
first  time  in  the  appellate  court,  such  objection  is  held  to  have 
been  waived  by  the  appearance  of  the  defendant  without  objection 
to  the  form  of  the  petition  filed  in  probate,  asking  for  the  ac- 
countB  and  lemoval  of  the  trustees,  etc.  The  petition,  under  anch 
circumstances,  is  to  be  regarded  as  a  bill  in  equity  addressed  to 
the  equitable  powers  of  the  superior  court,  and  the  form  of  its 
title  is  immaterial:  Estate  of  Thompson,  101  Cat.  349,  354;  35  Pac. 
Hep.  991;  36  Pac.  Eep.  98,  508.  The  superior  court  of  California, 
sitting  as  a  court  of  probate,  assumes  a  special  and  limited  juris- 
diction under  statutory  procedure,  and,  although  guided  by  prin- 
ciples of  equity  in  the  exercise  of  that  jurisdiction,  does  not  ex- 
orcise its  general  jurisdiction  in  equity,  but  is  limited  to  matters 
in  probate,  and,  in  the  administration  of  the  estates  of  decedents, 
to  the  objects  of  such  administration.  These  objects  are  the  tem- 
porary preservation  and  protection  of  the  estate  of  the  deceased, 
the  satisfaction  or  payment  of  such  debts  and  claims  as  are 
charges  or  liens  upon  it,  and  the  distribution  of  the  residue  to 
those  who  are  entitled  thereto.  Incidentally,  the  expenses  incurred 
in  the  administration,  and  the  temporary  provision  for  the  support 
of  the  family,  including  a  homestead  where  proper,  are  to  be  taken 
from  the  estate.  This  provision,  however,  is,  in  reality,  a  distribu- 
tion of  a  portion  of  the  estate  to  those  who,  by  virtue  of  the 
statute,  are  entitled  thereto.  If  it  is  neceeeary  or  proper  to  appeal 
to  a  court  of  chaucerj',  the  probate  court  is  such  a  court,  at  least 
so  far  as  matters  in  probate  are  concerned;  but,  while  probate 
courts  have  all  the  powers  of  a  court  of  equity  in  the  settlement 
of  estates,  yet  conflicting  interests  must  be  determined  by  appropriate 
proceedings,  under  proper  pleadings,  even  in  that  court:  Estate  of 
Heeney,  3  Cal.  App.  548;  86  Pac.  Rep.  842,  844;  Curtis  v.  Schell, 
129  Cal,  208,  220;  T9  Am.  St.  Hep.  107;  01  Pac.  Eep.  951;  ToUnd 
V.  Earl,  129  Cal.  148,  153;  79  Am.  St.  Bep.  100;  61  Pac.  Rep. 
914.  Wherever  it  appears  that  there  is  a  want  of  jurisdiction  in 
the  proceeding  for  the  administration  of  the  estate,  the  jurisdiction 
rf  a  court  of  equity  may  properly  be  invoked  and  exercised,  as 
where  it  becomes  necessary  to  determine  the  rights  of  strangers  to 
the  estate,  or  to  bring  them  in  for  the  purpose  of  determining  their 
rights  to  the  proceeds  of  a  sale  derived  under  those  for  whose 
benefit  the  sale  was  ordered;  Curtis  v.  Schell,  129  Cal.  208,  221;  79 
Am.    St.    Bep.    107;    61    Pac.    Bep.    951.      But   no    action    in    equity 
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brought  in  th«  same  tomt  wfaith  hms  probate  JDrisdictioD  over  the 
entnte  to  ohtain  from  that  eonrt.  sitting  in  equity,  a  cDDstmctioo  of 
the  will,  for  the  ediSotion  of  the  tame  court  sitting  in  probate, 
(SD  be  eutTtained.  It  is  Ibe  provinre  of  the  probate  court  which 
■pttlcs  the  estate  of  a  deceased  person  to  conaime  the  will  and 
the  tnistH  created  thereby;  and  it  mav  exercise  all  equity  powers 
noeessary  to  that  end:  Toland  t.  Earl,  129  Cal.  148,  153;  79  Am.  St. 
Hep.  lOU;   61   Pae.   Bep.   914. 


t  Jniladlction.  The  diBtriet  courts  of  Sansaa  have 
JDrisdiction,  concnrrently  with  the  probate  coarta,  of  certain  mat- 
ters relating  to  the  estates  of  deceased  persona;  and,  in  the  exer- 
cise of  their  equity  or  chancery  jarisdietion,  the  district  coorta  nay 
catcrtain  and  determine  actions  to  foreclose  mortgages,  where  the 
defendant  is  a  legal  representative  of  a  deceased  person,  or  any 
other  proper  proceeding  over  the  estates  of  deceased  persons,  and 
over  the  legal  representatives  and  heirs  of  decedents.  The  dis- 
trict courts  of  that  state  have  fall  chancery  powers,  and  conrta 
of  equity  in  that  state  have  always  bad  a  paramoant  jurisdiction 
over  the  estates  of  deceased  persons.  These  powers  are  not  taken 
away  by  the  statntes  regulating  the  duties  and  defining  the  powers 
of  the  probate  court.  In  that  state,  when  certain  facts  exist, 
growing  out  of  the  liabilities  of  a  deceased  person,  or,  it  may  be, 
arising  out  of  the  settlement  of  the  estate  of  a  deceased  person 
wherein  the  probate  court,  by  reason  of  its  limited  and  restricted 
authority,  cannot  protect  and  enforce  the  rights  of  all  persons 
involved  in  the  controversy,  the  equitable  power  of  the  district 
court  may  be  invoked  in  tbeir  behalf.  Hence  the  district  conrts 
of  that  state  have  jurisdiction  to  entertain  and  enforce  a  demand 
against  the  property  of  a  deceased  person,  who,  by  will,  devoted 
almost  his  entire  estate  to  the  perpetuation  of  a  banking  business 
in  which  he  had  been  engaged,  during  his  lifetime,  and  whose 
continuance  be  committed  to  executors  named  in  bis  will;  the  claim 
sought  to  be  enforced  in  the  district  court  having  originated  in 
the  course  of  the  banking  business,  some  years  aftpr  the  death 
of  the  testator,  and  after  all  debts  of  the  testator  existing  at 
the  time  of  his  death  had  been  paid;  In  re  Hyde,  47  Ean.  277;  27 
Pac.  Rep.  1001,  1002.  In  Nevada,  where  a  probate  conrt  has  juris- 
diction, and  can  administer  full  relief,  a  court  of  equity  has  dis- 
cretion to  assume  jurisdiction  or  to  turn  the  parties  over  to  the 
probate  court.  If  otbcrs  than  the  decedent  are  necessary  parties 
to  a  foreclosure  suit,  the  proceeding  must  be  in  equity,  and  not 
in  the  probate  court.  And  if  a  mortgagee  only  and  the  represent- 
atives of  the  drceaaed  mortgagor  are  parties,  courts  of  equity  and 
the  probate  court  have  concurrent  jurisdiction:  Corbett  v.  Eice, 
2  Nev.  330.

DISQUALIFICATION  OP  JUDGES.

taken  and  subscribed,  or  such  affidavit  made,  by  the  presi- 
dent or  secretary  or  manager  thereof;  and  such  officer  shall 
be  liable  for  the  failure  of  such  corporation  to  perform  any 
of  the  duties  required  by  law  to  be  performed  by  individuals 
acting  in  like  capacity  and  subject  to  like  penalties;  and 
such  corporation  shall  be  liable  for  such  failure  to  the  full 
amount  of  its  capital  stock  and  upon  the  bond  required  upon 
its  assuming  the  trusts  provided  for  herein.

1.  IMters  testamentai7. 
(1)  In  general.  A  man  has  tbe  right  to  make  such  disposition  of 
his  property  as  he  chooses,  subject  only  to  such  limitations  as  are 
exprensly  required  by  law,  and,  within  the  same  limitations,  he 
has  the  absolute  right  to  carry  out  tbe  provisions  of  bia  will. 
In  other  words,  the  eiecutor  named  in  a  will  has  the  right  to 
act,  unless  there  is  some  eipress  provision  of  law  which  declarea 
that  he  has  not.     And,  as  a  consequence,  the  testator  may  lawfully 
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select  any  person  for  this  truat  who  does  not  fall  within  one  of 
the  claases  expressly  mentioned  and  declared  to  be  ineoinpeteiit; 
Estate  of  Bauquier,  88  Cal.  302,  SOS;  26  Pae.  Sep.  1T8,  532.  Letters 
testamentary  issue  only  as  the  consequence  of  the  probate  of  the 
will:  Estate  of  Warfield,  22  Cal.  51,  66;  83  Am.  Dee.  49.  Tbe  naming 
of  an  executor  is  ordinarily  a  part  of  a  will,  and,  in  the  absence 
of  any  objection  to  his  competency,  an  order  admitting  the  will  to 
probate  includes  his  right  to  have  letters  testamentary  issued  to 
him;  Estate  of  Bichardaon,  120  Cal.  344,  34B;  52  Pac.  Kep.  832. 
While  it  is  true  that  the  appointment  of  an  executor  ia  only  pro- 
visional, and  requires  the  approval  of  the  court,  for  the  purpose  of 
administration  upon  the  estate  of  the  testator,  yet  it  is  also  true 
that  the  law  allows  a  man  to  appoint  bis  executors,  subject  to  its 
approval,  and  treats  them  as  entitled  to  the  ofSce  until  they  re- 
nounce it;  and  unless,  for  some  reason,  they  are  incompetent,  the 
appointment  makes  them  representatives  of  the  estate,  "  so  far  as 
relates  to  acts  in  which  they  are  merely  passive,  such  as  receiving 
notice  of  the  dishonor  of  a  note."  It  matters  not  that  the  person 
named  in  the  will  may  never  be  actually  appointed  executor  by  the 
court.  He  may  renounce  tbe  trust;  Drexter  v.  McQlynn,  90  Cal.  143; 
33  Pac.  Sep.  773.

<2)  Application  by  foralgn  ezecntor.  A  foreign  executor  has  the 
right  to  apply  for  letters  testamentary  in  this  state  to  himself,  but 
he  should  be  required  to  come  here  within  a  reasonable  time,  and 
Bobmit  himself  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court,  and  personally  coU' 
duct  the  settlement  of  the  estate.  Where  he  does  so,  his  non-resi- 
dence does  not  disqualify  him:  Rice  v.  Tilton,  13  Wyo.  420;  80  Pac. 
Sep.  628,  832;  Estate  of  Harrison,  135  Cal.  7^  66  Pac.  Bep.  846; 
Estate  of  Bmndage,  141  Cat.  538;  TS  Pac.  Sep.  175;  In  re  Connors' 
Estate,  16  Mont.  465;  41  Pae.  Bep.  271;  Estate  of  Kelly,  122  Cal. 
379;  55  Pac.  Bep.  136;  Heck  v.  Carey,  13  Wyo.  154;  78  Pac.  Rep. 
705.  It  is  not  necessary  that  he  be  actually  in  the  state  when 
the  order  for  the  issuance  of  letters  is  made.  His  application  may 
be  made  by  himself  in  person  or  by  attorney,  and  if  made  by 
attorney,  be  is  constructively  present.  If  required  by  the  court, 
he  must  appear  and  testify  when  the  penalty  of  his  bond  is  fixed, 
and,  at  any  rate,  he  must  appear  and  qualify  within  a  reasonable 
time.

property  requires  immediate  repair,  a  special  administrator  may  be 
appointed:  Estate  of  Browu,  80  Cal.  381,  384;  22  Pac.  Bep.  233.  If  be 
fails  to  petition  for  the  probate  of  the  will  and  for  letters  testa- 
mentary within  the  time  prescribed  by  statute,  he  may  be  lield  to 
have  renounced  his  right  to  letters,  and,  unless  good  cause  is  shown 
for  the  delay,  the  court  may  appoint  any  competent  person  to  acL 
The  statute  which  provides  that  if  tlie  person  named  in  tlie  will 
as  executor,  for  a  specified  time  after  he  lias  knowledge  of  tlie 
death  of  the  testator  and  that  he  is  named  as  executor,  fails  to 
petition  the  proper  court  for  the  probate  of  the  will  and  that 
letters  testamentary  be  issued  to  him,  he  may  be  beld  to  have  re- 
Doouced  his  right  to  letters,  and  authorizing  the  court  to  appoint 
any  other  competent  person  administrator  unless  good  cause  for  de- 
lay is  shown,  applies  to  foreign  wills  as  well  as  to  domestic  wilts; 
Bice  V,  TiJton,  13  Wyo.  4S0;  80  Pac.  Sep.  828,  831.  But,  while  a 
foreign  executor  has  the  right  to  apply  for  letters  testamentary  in 
this  state  to  himself,  he  has  no  legal  right  to  nominate  an  ad- 
ministrator with  the  will  annexed:  Estate  of  Harrison,  135  Cal.

2.  Jnilsdlctloii  of  courts.  Exclusive  jurisdiction  over  the  estate  of 
K  decedent,  who  is  a  resident  of  the  state,  is  in  the  probate  court 
«f  the  county  of  which  the  deceased  was  resident  at  the  time  of 
his  death;  but,  in  view  of  the  faut  that  a  decedent  may  leave  estate 
in  more  than  one  county,  he  having  died  out  of  the  state,  and  not 
Iiaving  been  a  resident  thereof  at  the  time  of  his  death,  the  court 
«f  that  county  in  which  application  is  first  made  for  letters  testa- 
mentary or  of  administration  has  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  the  set- 
tlement of  the  estate.  Jurisdiction  of  the  proceedings  for  the  set- 
tlement of  the  estate  of  a  deceased  person  cannot  exist  in  two 
«ourts  of  the  state  at  the  same  time.  There  cannot  be  two  valid 
administrations  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  state;  and  when 
the  probate  court  has  acquired  jurisdiction  of  the  subject-matter,  that 
jurisdiction  is  exclusive:  Dungan  v.  Superior  Court,  149  Cal.  98;  84 
Pac.  Bep.  707,  768;  Estate  of  Qrifflth,  84  Cal.  107,  110;  23  Pac.  Bep. 
fi28;  24  Pac.  Bep.  381.  A  probate  court  has  no  power  to  appoint

S.  Appolutmant  of  oxecntor  by  court     A  trust  company  appointed 
a  will  need  not  necessarily  be  appointed  by  the  court, 
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tboQgli  iiftm«d  in  tbe  will,  hdIobb  it  ftinply  Mcnres  those  interested 
in  the  estate  from  loss:  Estate  of  Eilbom  (Cal.  AppO,  89  Pae. 
Bep.  9S5,  987.  If  tbe  person  named  bb  execntor  in  tbe  will  does 
not  come  within  tbe  inhibited  class,  tbe  court  has  no  right  to  re- 
fuse his  application:  Holladay  t.  Holladay,  16  Or.  147;  19  Pae. 
Bep.  SI,  83.  While  the  court  is  authorized  to  refnse  to  appoint  an 
exeeutor  named  in  a  will,  for  want  of  integrity,  jet  his  appoint- 
ment will  be  refused  by  tbe  court  only  upon  dear  and  couTincing 
evideQce  eBtablishisg  sueh  disqualifying  fact:  In  re  Banqnier,  88 
Cal.  302,  313j  28  Pac.  Bep.  178,  532. 

4.  Ohjectlons  to  apiolntment.  The  only  objections  that  can  prop- 
erly be  made  to  tbe  granting  of  letters  testamentary  to  the  execu- 
tors named  in  the  will,  npon  tbe  grounds  of  ineompeteney,  must  be 
for  one  or  more  of  tbe  reasons  stated  in  the  statute;  and  if  the 
persons  named  in  the  will  do  Dot  come  within  either  of  tbe  classes 
of  persons  mentioned  in  tbe  statute,  and  declared  thereby  to  be  in- 
competent, they  have  the  right  to  the  appointment,  unless  they 
have  renounced,  or  have  failed  to  apply  for  tbe  probate  of  tbe  will, 
or  for  letters;  Bice  t.  Tilton,  13  Wyo.  420;  80  Pac.  Bep.  S2fi,  830. 
Tbe  court  may,  under  tbe  statute,  and  upon  objections,  decline  to 
appoint  an  executor,  although  named  in  tbe  will;  and  if  objections 
are  made  to  the  appointment  of  a  trust  company  as  co-executor, 
based  upon  facts  tending  to  show  that  its  financial  condition  and 
its  securities  on  deposit  are  not  sucb  as  to  afford  ample  protection 
to  tbe  estate,  it  is  within  the  power  of  tbe  court,  notwithstanding  the 
certificate  of  the  bank  commissioners  (which  is  not  conclusive  evi- 
dence of  the  fact  of  solvency),  to  inquire  into  the  financial  con- 
dition of  tbe  company,  and  if  it  should  appear  that  tbe  assets  are 
insufficient  as  security  for  the  faitbful  performance  of  his  trust,  to 
refuse  the  appointment.  Those  sections  of  the  general  law  which 
give  to  tbe  court  authority  to  require  additional  security  from  an 
executor,  when  it  is  made  to  appear  that  tbe  original  undertaking 
is  insufficient  for  any  reason,  apply  to  tbe  equivalent  of  the, bond 
given  by  a  corporation;  and  even  though  a  court  may,  in  the  first 
instance,  appoint  a  corporation  as  exeeutor  without  bond,  yet,  at  any 
time  during  the  administration  of  the  trust,  under  tbese  sections,  it 
may  require  further  and  additional  security,  if  satisfied  that  tbe  in- 
terests of  the  estate  demand  it;  Estate  of  Kilbom  pJal.  App.), 
89  Pac.  Bep.  986,  987. 

6.  FaUnie  to  apply  or  to  analtfr.  Effect  of.  The  object  of  the 
statute,  both  with  respect  to  the  issuance  of  letters  testamentary 
and  as  to  the  Issuance  of  letters  of  administration,  is  the  same, 
namely,  to  secure  the  prompt  settlement  of  an  estate.  The  prefer- 
ence in  the  one  case  is  given  by  reason  of  the  express  wish  of  the 
testator,   and  in  the  other  by  reason  of  relation  of   interest  in   the 
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eHittte;  and  neither  should  be  disregarded,  providing  the  person  bo 
designated,  either  bj  the  testator  or  the  statute,  proceeds  with  dili- 
gence to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  trust;  but,  upon  his  failure 
to  do  BO,  the  right  of  preference  is  lost,  and  the  others  interested  in 
the  estate  have  the  right  to  come  in:  Bice  v.  Tilton,  13  Wyo.  420;  80 
Pae.  Bep.  828,  832.  It  does  not  follow,  however,  that  a  widow  who 
fails  to  apply  for  letters  on  her  huBband'a  estate  within  the  time 
prescribed  by  statute  cannot  afterwards  bo  appointed  admiaistra- 
trix:  Bamp  v.  McDaniel,  12  Or.  108;  6  Pae.  Bap.  456.  An  executor 
derives  hie  authority  from  the  will;  and  eoDfirmation  by  the  court, 
followed  by  the  filing  of  a  bond,  is  equivalent  to  taking  out  let- 
ters, the  letters  being  but  the  authentic  evidence  of  the  power 
conferred  by  the  will:  Bank  of  Montreal  v.  Buchanan,  32  Wash. 
4S0;  73  Pac.  Bep.  482,  4S4.  Under  the  probate  law  of  California, 
no  such  officer  as  an  executor  de  son  tort  is  reeogniced.  Hence  if 
a  person  is  named  in  the  will  as  a  co-executor,  but  refuses  or  ne- 
glects to  qualify,  and  a  sale  is  afterwards  made  to  bim  by  the 
executrix  of  certain  property  belonging  to  the  estate,  the  fact  that 
he  was  named  in  the  will  as  executor,  and  actually  applied  for  let- 
ten,  would  not  constitute  him  a  trustee  for  the  estate  at  the  time 
the  contract  of  sate  was  made:  Bowden  v.  Pierce,  73  Cal.

6.  L«tt«K  Of  administration  with  wOX  annexed. 
(1)  Hi  g«nenl.  the  appointment  of  an  administrator  with  th« 
will  annexed  is  to  be  made  in  the  manner  provided  for  the  grant- 
ing of  letters  of  administration  in  cases  of  intestacy.  If  the  court 
denies  probate  to  the  wUI,  it  is  not  authorized  to  appoint  an  ad- 
ministrator with  tlie  will  annexed:  Estate  of  Bonysson,  1  Cal. 
App.  657,  658;  82  Pac.  Bep.  1066.  The  naming  of  an  executor  is 
not  esBential  to  the  validity  of  a  will;  and  a  decedent  whose  will 
is  entitled  to  be  admitted  to  probate  does  not  die  intestate.  In 
such  a  case  the  granting  of  letters  of  administration  nith  the  will 
annexed  is  not  limited  to  the  order  prescribed  by  statute  in  cases 
where  a  party  dies  intestate:  Estate  of  Bartoo,  52  Cal.

(2)  Wbar*  execntoig  appointed  cannot  or  will  not  act  If  execu- 
tora  have  been  appointed  by  the  decedent,  and  cannot  act,  or  will 
not  act,  or  are  not  allowed  to  act,  then  the  same  peraoos,  in  tlie 
aame  order,  are  entitled  to  letters  of  administration  with  the  will 
annexed.

If  an  executrix 
fails  for  four  years  to  apply  for  letters  testamentary,  and  dies  before 
making  application  therefor,  the  public  administrator  is  entitled  to 
letters,  in  preference  to  a  sister  of  the  deceased  executrix:  Estate 
of  McDonald,  118  Cal.

denied,  and  the  matter  is  pending  on  appeal  at  tbe  time  of  such 
statutory  change,  the  ease  may  be  remanded,  with  directions  to 
dismiss  the  application  for  the  appointment  as  executor  without 
prejudice  to  tbe  making  of  a  new  application  dependent  upon  the 
law  as  it  exists:  In  re  Connors'  Estate,  16  Hont.  465;  41  Pac. 
Probate  — 11 
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Eep.  271,  Where  the  person  named  as  eiecutor  in  a  will  eannot,  for 
any  reason,  be  appointed  to  take  charge  of  the  commnnity  eatate,  as 
admiuiBtrator  thereof  should  be  appointed,  to  which  appointment  the 
surviving  spouse,  or  the  person  he  or  she  might  nominate,  would  have 
praference:  Smith  v.  Perry,  6  Wash.  285;  inb  nom.  In  re  Hill's  Estate, 
33  Pae.  Bap.  5S5,  587. 

W  BUrht  to  lettATs.  Foreign  wills.  The  provisions  of  the  statute 
relating  to  the  probate  ot  foreign  wiUs  are  not  to  be  construed  in- 
dependently of  the  other  provisions  of  the  statute  relating  to  the 
right  of  administration,  as  between  parsons  interested  in  the  will. 
That  section  of  the  statute  which  provides  that  "  letters  of  admin- 
istration with  the  will  annexed  must  he  issued  as  designated  and 
provided  for  the  grant  of  letters  in  eases  of  intestacy,"  is  not  re- 
stricted to  any  class  of  wills,  and  certainly  must  include  foreign 
Wilis  in  its  provisions:  Estate  of  Coan,  133  Cal.  401,  403;  64  Pac.  Eep. 
691.  On  the  probate  of  a  foreign  will  in  this  state,  in  the  absence 
of  a  petition  by  the  executor  named  in  the  will,  letter^  of  admin- 
istration must  be  granted  to  a  person  interested  in  the  will,  who 
applies  for  themr  Estate  of  Bergin,  100  Cal.  376;  34  Pac.  Rep.  867. 
One  who  lives  in  this  state,  and  is  an  assignee  of  part  of  the  inter- 
est of  a  non-resident  sole  devieee  and  executor  of  the  will,  is  en- 
titled to  letters,  as  being  a  person  interested  in  the  will:  Estate  of 
EnglB,  124  Cal.  282;  56  Pac.  Rep.  1023.  If  no  statutory  objection 
can  be  made  to  the  granting  of  letters  testamentary  to  a  person 
named  as  executor  in  a  foreign  will,  he  has  the  right  to  the  ap- 
pointment, unless  he  has  renounced  or  failed  to  apply  for  the  pro- 
bate of  the  will  and  letters  testamentary:  Bice  v.  Tilton,  13  Wyo. 
420;  80  Pac.  Bep.  828,  830.  If  a  foreign  executor  fails  to  make 
application  for  letters  testamentary  in  thie  state,  he  has  no  power 
or  right  to  nominate  an  administrator  with  the  will  annexed:  Es- 
tate of  Brundage,  141  Cal.  538,  541;  75  Pac.  Rep.  175.  But  in 
default  of  application  for  letters  testamentary  by  the  executor,  or 
by  a  devisee  resident  in  this  state,  who  is  entitled  to  act  as  ad- 
ministrator, there  is  no  statutory  provision  which  requires  the  court 
to  appoint  the  nominee  of  such  executor  or  of  any  resideat  devi- 
see: Estate  of  Richardson,  120  Cal.  344,  346;  52  Pac.  Rep.  832.  If, 
however,  a  foreign  executor  joins  ia  the  petition  of  his  nominee, 
and  requests  the  latter's  appointment,  the  court  has  a  discretionary 
power  to  appoint  such  nominee;  Estate  of  Harrison,  135  Cal.  7,  8; 
66  Pac.  Rep.  846.  A  court  may  appoint  an  administrator  of  the 
estate  of  a  non-resident  deceased,  where  the  only  assets  of  said 
estate  consist  of  a  right  of  action  against  a  resident  of  this  state, 
or  in  ease  there  arc  no  assets  at  all.  If  there  should  be  nothing 
irhich  the  administrator  could  legally  do,  it  could  harm  nobody.  But 
if  there  should  be  something  which  the  administrator  ought  to  do, 
then  tho  appointment  would  be  necessary:   In  re  Tasanen's  Estate,  25 
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T3UA,  396;  71  Pse.  Bep.  984,  OSS.  But,  in  WaBbiagton,  where  eleven 
ye&TB  have  elapsed  after  a  testatoT'a  death,  and  his  estate  hai  been 
finally  eettled  in  another  state  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction, 
aod  ha  left  no  personal  estate  in  Washington,  but  did  leave  an 
equitable  title  to  real  estate,  which,  honever,  bad  vested  in  the 
deviaeeB,  and  their  rights  had  become  absolute  under  the  statute, 
it  was  held  that  there  was  no  necessity  for  any  administration  in 
Washington:  Murphy  v.  Murphy,  42  Wash.  142;  S4  Pac.  Bep.  646,  64S. 
On  the  probate  of  a  foreign  will  in  this  state,  in  the  absence  of  a 
petition  by  the  execntor  named  in  the  will,  letters  of  administratian 
must  be  granted  to  a  person  interested  in  the  will,  who  applies  for 
them,  and  a  petition  of  the  public  administrator  for  the  issuance  oi 
letters  of  administration  to  himself  should  be  denied:  Estate  of  Ber- 
gin,  100  Cal.  376,  37S;  34  Pac.  Bep.  S67.  In  this  case  it  was  said 
that  "  whether  or  not  the  general  provisions  of  the  code  about 
public  administrators  refer  only  to  the  estates  of  persons  dying  in 
their  counties,  and  to  domestic  wills,  must  be  considered  an  open 
question":  Estate  o(  Bergin,  100  Cal.  376,  378;  34  Pae.  Rep.  867. 
Bo  if  the  devisee  under  a  foreign  will  is  intereeted  in  the  will,  within 
the  meaning  of  the  statute,  so  as  to  entitle  him  to  letters  of  ad- 
ministration as  against  the  publie  administrator,  it  follows  that  his 
assignee  is  likewise  entitled  to  letters,  in  preference  to  the  pnblie  ad- 
ministrator: Estate  of  Engle,  124  Cal.  202,  293;  56  Pac.  Bep.  1022. 

(5)  To  be  lasiied  when.  Order  of  appointment.  If  a  decedent  baa 
left  a  will  entitled  to  probate,  he  does  not  die  intestate,  within  the 
meaning  of  the  statute  which  prescribes  the  order  in  which  the  per- 
sona therein  designated  are  entitled  to  an  estate  of  a  person  dying 
intestate,  and  in  such  cases  the  granting  of  letters  with  the  will 
annexed  is  not  limited  to  the  order  prescribed  in  the  statute:  Es- 
tate of  Barton,  52  Cal.  538,  540;  EsUte  of  McDonald,  118  Cal. 
277,  279;  50  Pac.  Bep.  399.  Hence  where  an  executrix  died  four 
years  after  the  death  of  decedent,  without  having  applied  for  letters 
testamentary,  the  public  administrator  is  entitled  to  letters  of  ad- 
ministration with  the  will  annexed  upon  the  estate,  and  the  court 
has  no  discretion  to  refuse  such  letters  to  him,  and  to  grant  them 
to  the  sister  of  the  deceased  executrix,  although  ahe  offers  to  waive 
the  commissions  to  which  she  would  be  entitled  in  the  interest  of 
the  estate:  Estate  of  McDonald,  118  Cal.  877,  280;  SO  Pac.  Bep.  399. 
Where  the  administration  of  an  estate  has  become  vacant  by  the 
revocation  of  the  tetters  of  administration  with  the  will  annexed, 
and  the  estate  has  not  been  fully  administered,  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
court  to  appoint  an  administrator  with  the  will  annexed  to  com- 
plete the  administration;  and  the  court  has  no  right  to  refuse  to 
make  such  appointment  on  the  ground  that  the  heirs  of  the  deceased 
have  parted  with  their  interest  in  the  property  of  the  estate:  Estate 
of  Pina,  112  CaL  14,  16;  44  Pac.  Bep.  332;  Estate  of  Strong,  119 
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Cal,  663,  667;  SI  Pae.  Rep.  1078.  The  statute  whiek  provideB  that 
"  if  the  sole  executor  or  ail  the  executors  are  incompetent,  or  re- 
nownce,  or  fail  to  apply  for  letters,  or  appear  and  qualify,  letters 
of  ad rainist ration  with  the  will  annexed  must  be  Issued  as  designated 
and  provided  for  the  grant  of  letters  as  in  cases  of  intestacy,"  refers 
only  to  cases  where  an  executor  has  been  named  in  the  will:  Estate 
of  Von  Buncken,  120  Cal.  343;  52  Pac.  Bep.  819. 

(6)  Vlio  are  not  eatltlMl  to.  In  the  event  that  no  executor  is 
appointed  in  the  will,  the  public  administrator,  as  against  a  legatee,  is 
not  entitled  to  letters  of  administration  with  the  will  annexed; 
Estate  of  Von  Banckea,  120  Cal.  343;  52  Pac.  Kep.  81fl.  In  the 
case  of  a  partnership  estate  where  there  were  unsettled  matters  be- 
tween the  partners,  growing  out  of  the  partnership  relation,  at  the 
time  of  the  death  of  one  of  the  partners,  the  surviving  partner  is 
not  entitled  to  letters  of  administration  with  the  will  annexed: 
Estate  of  Oarber,  74  Cal.  338,  340;  16  Pac.  Bep.  233. 

7.  Validity  and  effect  of  appointment.  Letters  testamentary  is- 
sued to  one  person  are  unauthorized  and  void  where  the  order  of  the 
court  directed  the  letters  to  be  issued  to  another  person:  Estate  of 
Frey,  52  CaL  658,  661.  After  letters  testamentary  bave  been  issued, 
the  court  has  no  power  afterwards  to  appoint  a  special  adminia- 
trator  of  the  estate,  unless  the  executor  or  executrix  is  first  sus- 
pended or  removed:  Schroeder  v.  Superior  Court,  70  Cal.

Bep.  651.  Bnt  the  appointment  of  an  administrator  with  the  will 
annexed  supersedes,  per  se,  all  former  administrations  of  the  estate: 
MeCanley  v.  Harvey,  49  Cal.  497,  SOS, 

8.  Appeal.  Where  a  will  has  been  refused  probate  in  the  iovrer 
court,  but  the  appellate  court  directs  the  will  to  be  admitted  to 
probate,  the  lower  court  will  not  be  directed  to  issue  letters  of 
administration  with  the  will  annexed  to  the  petitioner,  unless  it  has 
been  found  as  a  fact  by  the  probate  court  that  he  is  a  proper 
person  to  receive  such  letters.  That  matter  must  be  left  open 
for  the  further  consideration  of  the  court  below:  Estate  of  Wood, 
36  Cal.  T5,  82.  If  the  executor  named  in  the  will  fails  to  apply  for 
letters  testamentary,  the  exercise  of  the  court's  discretion  in  ap- 
pointing some  other  person  administrator  with  the  will  annexed  will 
not  be  disturbed,  where  no  abuse  of  discretion  is  shown;  Bice  v. 
Tilton,  13  Wyo.  420;  80  Pac.  Bep.  828,  832.  In  a  controversy  be- 
tween two  persons  to  be  appointed  executors  of  an  estate,  the  judg- 
ment of  the  supreme  court  settling  the  matter  should  be  carried 
into  effect  by  the  probate  court,  notwithstanding  the  death  of  one 
of  the  persons  before  the  last-named  conrt  acts  on  the  matter:  Es- 
tate of  Pacheco,  28  Cal.  224.

Where  the  estimated  value  of  the  estate 
n-as  forty-five  thousand  dollars,  it  was  objected  that  tbe  executor  did 
not  properly  qualify,  so  as  to  entitle  bim  to  enter  upon  the  discharge 
of  his  trust;  but  the  court  held  that  the  objection  could  not  prevail, 
since  the  will  fixed  tbe  amount  of  the  bond  at  twenty  thousand 
dollars,  and  the  bond  in  that  sum  was  executed  and  approved  by  the 
county  court.  This  provision  of  the  will  was  said  to  be  reasonable, 
and  the  bond  designated  having  been  given,  it  was  deemed  nnneees- 
sary  to  require  the  executor  to  take  the  oath  prescribed  in  cases 
where  the  undertaking  is  wholly  dispensed  with:  In  re  Conser's 
Estate,  40  Or.  138;  66  Pac.  Rep.  607,  609.

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3.  Effect  of  omitting  bmI.  Tlie  purpose  of  tlie  ieal  is  to  authen- 
ticate the  letters,  but  where  the  court  haa  eeeoguized  one  as  admJD- 
istrstor,  the  fact  that  the  seal  has  been  omitted  from  the  letters  of 
admiaistration,  although  the  letters  recite  that  the  seal  was  affixed, 
cannot  be  made  the  basis  for  a  collateral  attack.  The  absence  from 
the  letters  of  the  impress  of  the  seal  does  not  impair  their  effect,  in  a

such  estata,  and  hein  have  made  a  satisfactory  distribation  of  tha 
aaoetH  of  snch  estate  among  themselves:  Qwinn  v.  Melvin,  9  Ida.  202; 
72  Pac.  Bep.  061.  If  the  court  denies  probate  to  a  will,  it  is  not 
authorized  to  appoint  an  administrator,  unless  the  proceedings  there- 
for are  in  conformity  with  the  steps  prescribed  in  eases  of  intestacy: 
Estate  of  Bonyssoa,  3  Cat.  App.  39;  8i  Pae.  Bep.  460.  Whatever  the 
law  may  be  in  other  jurisdietiona,  there  ia  nothing  in  the  probate  law 
of  California  which  would,  either  ezpreasly  or  by  implication,  exempt 
the  property  of  an  eatate  from  the  requirement  of  admin iatration. 
The  whole  subject-matter  of  dealing  with  tba  assets  of  deceased 
persons  is  one  of  atatutory  regulation,  and  the  policy  and  intent  of 
the  atatute  of  that  state  very  clearly  contemplates  that  the  property 
of  decedents,  left  undispoaed  of  at  death  (except  in  the  inatance  of  the 
homeatead,  acquired  under  certain  eirenmstances  as  provided  for  In 
the  atatnte),  ahall,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaioing  and  protecting 
the  rights  of  creditors  or  heira,  and  properly  transmitting  the  title 
of  record,  be  subjected  to  the  process  of  administration  in  the  pro- 
bate eonrt.  Indeed,  there  is  no  other  method  provided  by  the  atatute 
whereby  the  existence  of  creditors  or  heirs  of  decedent  may  be  coii- 
elnsively  established.  And  anch  administration  may  be  initiated  and 
had  at  the  instance  of  any  person  entitled  under  the  law  to  admin- 
iater  upon  the  estate:  Estate  of  Strong,  119  Cal.  663,  SaS;  51  Fac. 
Bep.  1078.  No  administration  of  the  personal  estate  of  an  intestate 
is  necessary  when  there  are  no  creditors.  The  heirs,  in  such  case, 
may  divide  the  assets  of  the  estate  among  themselves,  in  kind  or 
otherwiae,  bj  mutnal  agreement.  When  so  divided,  each  will  become 
the  owner  in  severalty  of  the  portions  so  received:  Brown  v.  Baxter

tion may  be  prevented:  See  cote  16  Am.  Dec.  437-440.  Administra- 
tion in  general;  See  note  8  378,  post.  Widow's  riglit  to  administer  on 
the  estate  of  her  deceased  husband;  See  note  03  Am.  Dec.  985,  686. 
Collateral  impeach  ability  of  findings  as  to  jurisdictional  facts  on 
which  administration  of  a  decedent's  eatste  is  founded:  See  note  IS 
L.  E.  A.  242-344. 

2.  Jtulsdictlon  of  courts.  Wlierc  &  resident  of  one  county  of  a 
state  dies  in  another  county  of  the  same  state,  with  property  or  busi- 
ness matters  requiring  immediate  attention,  it  is  doubtless  true  that 
the  probate  court  of  the  latter  county  has  jurisdiction  over  the  estate 
of  that  county  for  the  purpose  of  appointing  a  special  administrator 
to  conserve  the  property  until  an  eiecutor  or  general  administrator 
is  appointed  by  the  court  which  has  jurisdiction  to  administer  the 
entire  estate;  but  the  appointment  of  such  special  administrator  does 
not  give  such  court  jurisdiction  to  issue  letters  of  general  adminiBtra- 
tion,  or  in  any  way  to  interfere  with  the  eiercise  of  general  jurisdic- 
tion by  the  court  of  the  county  where  the  decedent  resided  or  had  his 
abode.  The  residence  or  place  of  abode  of  the  decedent  in  the  state 
fixes  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court  for  the  purpose  of  granting  general 
letters:  In  re  Long's  Estate,  39  Wash,  557;  81  Pac,  Rep.  1007,  1008. 
Whore  a  non-resident  dies  within  the  stale,  leaving  personal  property, 
the  probate  court  of  the  county  where  he  died,  leaving  property 
therein,  has  jurisdiction  to  grant  administration  upon  his  estate.  The 
rule,  in  this  country,  is  universal,  that  an  administration  may  be 
granted  in  any  state  or  territory  where  unadministered  property  of  a 
deceased  person  is  found,  or  real  property  subject  to  the  claim  of  any 
creditor  of  the  deceased,  and  that  probate  of  the  will  of  any  deceased 
person  may  be  granted  in  any  state  where  he  leaves  personal  or  real 
property:  Bliler  v.  Boswell,  9  Wyo.  57;  59  Pae.  Rep.  798,  801.  In 
Oregon,  the  county  court  has  exclusive  jurisdiction  to  grant  and 
revoke  letters  testamentary  and  of  administration:  Ramp  v,  McDaniel, 
12  Or.  108;  6  Pac.  Rep.  456,  4C0.  Until  the  removal  of  an  adminis- 
trator already  appointed,  no  new  administrator  can  be  appointed.  It 
is  not  therefore  error  to  refuse  letters  of  administration  where  there 
is  already  a  duly  appointed  and  qualified  administrator;  Estate  of 
Keane,  56  Cal.  407,  409.  Where  the  statute  requires  the  jurisdictional 
facts  to  be  set  forth  in  the  petition,  and  a  petition  containing  such 
facts  has  been  filed,  the  probate  court  acquires  jurisdiction  of  the 
matter,  notwithstanding  the  applicant,  at  the  time  of  filing  Buch 
petition,  hae  failed  to  make  the  affidavit  required  by  the  statute  con- 
cerning the  names  and  places  of  residence  of  the  heirs  of  deceased, 
and  that  deceased  died  without  a  wilL    It  was  not  the  intention  of  th« 
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legislBtnre  that  the  afSd«vit  should  contain  the  facta  essential  to 
giving  the  eonrt  juriBdiction  of  the  case.  This  is  clear  where  the 
same  statute  uDmiatakablj  provides  that  the  jurisdictional  facta 
shall  be  set  forth  in  the  petition:  McLean  v.  Roller,  33  Wash.  166;  73 
Pac.  Bep.  1123,  1125.  The  jurisdiction  of  a  probate  court,  in  Kansas, 
to  appoint  an  administrator,  does  not  depend  upon  the  existence  of 
debts  due  from  the  estate,  nor  upon  the  evidence  of  assets  which 
can  be  le^lly  applied  to  the  payment  of  such  debts:  Nickel  v.  Vagel 
(Kan.),  92  Pac.  Kep.  1105.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  probate  court,  in  the 
appointment  of  an  administrator,  to  ascertain  and  determine  whether 
one  who  is  an  applicant  therefor  is  a  suitable  person  to  administer 
the  estate,  and  if  it  is  found  that  he  is  not  a  suitable  person,  and 
there  is  substantial  evidence  to  support  the  finding,  the  appellate 
eoort  will  not  disturb  an  order  made  thereon  refusing  to  appoint  such 
applicant:  Brown  t.  Dunlap,  TO  Kan.  66S;  79  Pac.  Rep.  145.  Where 
applieationa  are  made  in  different  counties  upon  conflicting  claims 
as  to  the  fact  of  residence,  the  superior  court  of  the  countj  in  which 
a  petition  is  first  filed  has  exclusive  jurisdiction  to  determine  the 
queation  of  residence,  and  the  courts  of  other  eonnties  must  abide  the 
determination  of  that  court,  which  is  reviewable  onlj  upon  appeal; 
and  if  another  court  assnmes  to  tahe  jurisdiction  of  the  estate,  a  pub- 
lie  administrator,  who  has  made  application  for  letters  of  administra- 
tion, and  the  next  of  hin  of  decedent,  have  such  an  interest  as  will 
entitle  them  to  maintain  a  writ  of  prohibition  to  prevent  the  exer- 
cise of  jurisdiction  bj  such  last-naiaed  court:  Dungan  y.  Superior 
Conit,  149  Cal.  88;  84  Pac.  £ep.  767,  769. 

3,  pruHminary  proof.  To  the  granting  of  general  and  original 
administration  upon  the  estate  of  a  deceased  person,  intestacy  is  a 
prerequisite.  An  allegation  of  decedent's  intestacy  should  be  made  in 
the  petition,  and  the  court  should  have  reason  to  believe  the  statement 
true;  but,  while  the  statute  requires  the  court  to  demand  proof  that 
decedent  died  intestate  before  granting  letters  of  administration,  yet 
it  does  not  require  that  the  court  shall  find  and  adjudge  in  that  in- 
quiry that  decedent  died  intestate.  The  proof  of  that  fact  should  be 
by  the  best  known  and  obtainable  evidence  at  the  time,  and  should 
negative  the  proposition  that  decedent  left  a  will.  It  should  be 
shown  that  such  proof  was  made  before  granting  of  letters  of  admin- 
istration. Yet,  while  the  law  requires  inquiry  to  be  made  as  to 
whether  decedent  made  a  will,  and  makes  the  right  to  grant  letters 
of  general  administration  dependent  upon  the  fact  that,  according  to 
the  proof  attainable,  decedent  left  no  will,  it  does  not  require  that 
the  court  shall  solemnly  determine  by  judgment  that  decedent  died 
intestate,  because  the  statute  leaves  the  question  open  for  the  pro- 
pounding of  a  will  at  any  time,  and  the  admigsion  of  a  will  to  probate, 
ipoo  facto,  supersedes  and  vacates  the  granting'  of  letters  of  general 
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adminiHtration:  In  re  Davis'  Estate,  11  Mont.  196;  28  Pae.  Eep.  645, 
648,  649.  While  proof  most  be  made  of  inteBtaey  and  death,  if  there  is 
no  contest,  sworn  declarations,  made  before  a  notary  public  of  another 
state,  are  admissible  to  prove  such  facts,  even  where  no  commissions 
issued  from  the  court  to  take  depositions,  and  no  notice  was  given  or 
interrogatories  prepared;  In  re  Leiter's  Estate,  IB  Mont.  474;  48  Pac. 
Bep.  753,  7dS,  756.  It  is  the  object  of  the  law,  that  administration 
shall  never  be  granted  until  the  death  of  the  person,  and  then  only 
one  administration  within  the  state:  Beckett  v.  Selover,  7  Cal.  215, 
236;  68  Am.  Dec.  237.  A  decedent  whose  will  is  entitled  to  be  ad- 
mitted to  probate  does  not  die  intestate,  within  the  meaning  of  a 
statute  prescribing  the  order  in  which  letters  of  administration  shall 
bo  granted;  Estate  of  Barton,  52  Cal.  53S,  540.  For  the  purpose  of 
founding  administration,  a  simple  contract  debt  is  assets  where  the 
debtor  resides,  even  if  a  bill  of  exchange  or  promissory  note  has  been 
given  for  it,  and  without  regard  to  the  place  where  it  was  found 
payable:  MeCuUy  v.  Cooper,  114  Cal.  25B,  262;  55  Am.  St.  Bep.  66;  46 
Pac.  Bep.  82;  35  L.  R.  A.  492.  While  a  claim  for  damages  for  death 
by  wrongful  act  is  not  a  general  asset  of  the  estate  under  the  statutea 
of  Wyoming,  it  is  a  sufficient  asset  of  the  estate  for  the  purpose  of 
appointing  an  administrator.  Hence  a  claim  for  damages  for  death 
by  wrongful  act  being,  under  the  statutes  of  Wyoming,  at  least  a 
special  asset  of  the  estate,  the  right  given  by  the  Wyoming  statute  to 
recover  damages  for  death  by  wrongful  act  can  be  enforced  in  the 
state  of  Utah,  through  the  medium  of  an  administrator  appointed  by 
the  courts  of  that  state.  This  question  has  been  squarely  presented 
and  decided  by  the  courts  of  the  last-named  state  on  the  ground  that 
such  right  of  action  is  transitory;  Utah  Sav.  &  T.  Co.  v.  Diamond  C.  & 
C.  Co.,  26  Utah,  2B9;  73  Pac.  Eep.  524;  In  re  Lowham'a  Estate,  30  UtaH, 
436;  81  Pac.  Rep.  445,  446.  Where  a  special  administrator  has  been  ap- 
pointed, issues  as  to  an  accounting  made  by  bint  should  be  deter- 
mined before  the  appointment  of  the  regular  administrator:  French 
V.  Superior  Court,  3  Cal.  App.  304;  85  Pac  Bep.  133,  134. 

4.  Letters  on  estate  of  mlnoi.  Letters  of  administration  may  be 
granted  upon  the  estate  of  a  minor,  as  well  as  upon  that  of  an  adult: 
City  of  Horton  v.  Trorapeter,  53  Kan.  150;  35  Pac.  Bep.  1106;  Wheeler 
v.  St.  Joseph  etc.  K.  K.  Co.,  31  Kan.  640;  3  Pac.  Rep.  297.  Thus 
where  the  deceased  was  eight  years  of  age,  and  resident  of  the  state, 
owning  property  of  the  value  of  S3. 35  at  the  time  of  her  death,  it 
was  held  that,  upon  proper  application  by  the  father  of  the  deceased, 
the  probate  court  had  the  right  to  grant  letters  of  administration: 
City  of  Horton  v.  Trompeter,  53  Kan.  150;  35  Pac.  Bep.  1106.

(1)  In  general.  Ad  application  for  letters  of  administrfttion  opoD 
the  estate  of  a  decedent  muat  be  in  writing,  signed  bj  the  applicant 
or  his  counsel,  and  flled  with  the  clerk  of  the  court,  stating  the  facta 
essential  to  give  the  court  jnrisdietioD  of  the  case.  The  filing  of  a 
proper  petition  with  the  cleric  of  the  court  constituteB  the  making  of 
the  application.  The  application  necessari];-  precede!  the  hearing: 
BuDgan  T.  Saperior  Court,  149  Cal.  98;  84  Pac.  Bep.  7QT,  769.  In 
Idaho,  a  proceeding  for  the  appointment  of  an  admiuistTator  is  an 
"action":  Qwinn  v.  Melvin,  9  Ida.  202;  72  Pac,  Hep.  961.  A  co- 
ad  miniatrator  ma;  be  appointed  to  act  with  the  administratrix  with 
the  latter's  consent,  and  the  fact  that  he  ie  mienamed  "  special  admin- 
istrator" does  not  vitiate  the  appointment:  Lethbridge  v.  Lauder, 
13  Wyo.  9;  78  Pac.  Rep.  682,  G84,  A  statute  providing  that  the  clerk 
shall  collect  from  the  petitioner  for  letters  of  admiui  strati  on  or  of 
guardianship  certain  sums,  depending  upon  the  appraised  value  of 
the  estate,  np  to  a  designated  amount,  beyond  which  the  rate  shall 
be  the  same  without  reference  to  value,  is  violative  of  the  constitu- 
tion, and  therefore  invalid.  In  snch  a  statute  thero  is  a  manifest 
inequality  in  the  rates  fixed  for  estates  falling  in  tho  different 
claeaes:  Hansen  v.  Miller  (Mont.),  94  Pac.  Sep.  197,  198.  In  Wash- 
ington, where  the  husband,  upon  the  death  of  his  wife,  is  the  only 
person  interested  in  community  property,  and  there  are  no  debts,  it 
has  been  held  that  he  has  a  right  to  make  a  special  contract  with 
relation  to  the  payment  of  a  person's  services,  before  agreeing  to 
recommend  him  for  an  appointment  as  administrator:  In  re  Field's 
Estate,  33  Wash.  63;  73  Pac.  Bep.  768,  770.  Where  the  decedent  left 
a  will,  it  is  clearly  proper  for  the  court  to  postpone  the  hearing  of 
an  application  for  letters  of  administration  upon  bis  estate,  until 
the  validity  of  the  will  haa  been  determined  in  proceedings  brought 
for  that  purpose:  Estate  of  Edwards  (Cal.),  97  Pac.  Bep.  23,  25.  A 
petition  for  letters  of  administration  upon  the  estate  of  a  decedent 
who  left  a  will  should  be  dismissed,  where  the  applicant  shows  no 
disiMMition  to  wait  until  the  validity  of  the  will  has  been  determined; 
Estate  of  Edwards  (Cal.),  97  Pac.  Bep.  23,  2S. 

(2)  Application  by  eivdlton.  The  term  "creditors,"  as  used  in 
the  statute  concerning  the  respective  right  to  letters  of  administra- 
tion, where  a  person  has  died  intestate,  relates  only  to  such  as  were 
creditors  of  the  deceased  at  the  time  of  his  death,  or  to  holders  of 
obligations  created  by  the  deceased  himself.  The  evident  purpose  of 
such  a  statute  is  to  give  to  those  who  are  materially  interested  in  the 
preservation  and  application  of  the  assets  of  the  estate  as  creditors 
an  opportunity  to  administer  when  the  other  persons  described  in  the 
statute  do  not  exist,  or  for  some  reason  have  not  sought  the  appoint- 
ment as  administrator.     A  creditor  for  funeral  expenses,  therefore,  is 
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not  entitled  to  letters  of  BdmiDiatratioa.  Such  a  claimant  ia  epecially 
protected  by  statute.  His  claim  is  the  flrat  that  can  be  paid;  and 
there  does  not  exist  the  same  reaaon  for  conferring  the  right  ta 
administer  upon  such  a  claimant  as  that  which  exists  in  favor  of  other 
creditors:  In  re  Sullivan's  Estate,  25  Wash.  430;  65  Pac.  Bep,  7B3,  795. 
If  a  creditor  petitions  for  the  appointment  of  another  person  as  an 
administrator  of  an  estate,  the  petitioner's  right  to  be  appointed  as  a 
"  principal  creditor "  of  the  estate  is  thereby  waived  in  writing. 
When  he  asks,  in  writing,  for  the  appointment  of  another,  he 
thereby  waives  his  statutory  right:  In  re  Sullivan's  Estate,  25  Wash, 
430;  65  Pac,  Bep.  793,  796.  As  betweeo  a  sixty- thousand-dollar 
creditor  of  an  estate  and  other  creditors,  the  claim  of  each  of  whom 
is  less  in  amount  than  one  bund  red  dollars,  the  former  must  be 
considered  n  "principal  creditor,"  and  entitled  to  letters  of  adminis- 
tration, in  preference  to  the  others,  though  all  are  of  the  same 
degree  and  rank  as  creditors:  In  re  Sullivan's  Estate,  25  Wash,  430; 
63  Pac.  Bep,  793,  795, 

<3)  Constmctioii  of  itatnte.  Under  the  statate  which  designatea 
the  order  in  which  letters  of  administration  shall  be  issued,  and 
which  prescribes  that  the  relatives  of  the  deceased  shall  be  entitled  to 
administer  "  only  when  they  are  entitled  to  sneceed  to  his  personal 
estate,  or  some  portion  thereof,"  brothers  of  the  decedent  are  entitled 
to  administration  only  when  they  are  entitled  to  "  succeed  "  to  the 
estate,  or  some  portion  thereof,  in  the  sense  in  which  that  word  is 
used  in  the  statutes  respecting  the  descent  of  or  succession  to  prop- 
erty. Thus  where  they  take  personal  property  by  devise  and  bequest 
nnder  a  will,  they  do  not  "  succeed  "  to  it.  The  statute  contemplates 
only  eases  where  a  person  dies  intestate,  and  when  a  party  takes 
personal  property  by  succession:  Estate  of  Wakefield,  136  Cal.  110, 
112;  68  Pac.  Rep.  499. 

(4)  Statement  of  facta.  The  application  for  letters  of  administra- 
tion must  be  in  writing,  signed  by  the  applicant,  and  must  state  the 
facts  essential  to  give  the  court  jurisdiction  of  the  case.  Jurisdio- 
tiooal  facts  are  the  death  and  the  residence  of  the  deceased:  Beckett 
V.  Selover,  7  Cal,  215,  233;  68  Am.  Dec.  237;  Estate  of  Griffith,  84  Cal. 
107,  110;  23  Fac.  Bep.  S26;  24  Pac.  Bep.  381.  The  death  of  the 
deceased  and  his  last  residence  must  be  alleged  in  the  petition: 
Beckett  v.  Selover,  7  Cal.  215,  233;  68  Am,  Dec.  237;  Haynes  v. 
Meeks,  10  Cat.  110,  118;  70  Am.  Dec.  703.  These  are  foundational 
facts,  upon  which  all  the  subsequent  proceedings  of  the  court  must 
rest:  Haynes  v.  Meeks,  10  Cal.  110,  118;  70  Am.  Dec.  703.  There  can 
be  no  valid  administration  upon  the  estate  of  a  living  person:  Steven- 
son V,  Superior  Court,  02  Cal,  60,  61,  It  is  also  necessary  for  the 
petition  to  allege  the  existence  of  those  matters  concerning  which 
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BO  pTeBamptioQ  of  law  can  he  indulged.  There  is  no  preaamption  that 
»  petitioaef  for  letters  of  adminiHtration  is  a  resident  of  the  state, 
or  that  he  is  of  any  particular  age.  Ah  to  these  mattera,  it  is  there- 
fore neeesaary  to  allege  and  prove  them.  But  where  the  preHuraptiona 
are  io  favor  of  the  petitioner,  and  against  the  eiiatence  of  auj  of  the 
other  diaqualifi  cat  ions,  it  ia  neither  net^essar;  to  allege  matters  in  aid 
of  sucb  preaumptiouB,  Dor  does  the  law  cast  upon  the  petitioner  the 
burden  of  proving  them:  Estate  of  Gordon,  142  Cal.  125,  131;  75  Pac. 
Sep.  672.  The  petition  for  lettera  of  administration  need  not  set 
forth  the  fact  tliat  there  are  no  other  applications  for  letters  pending: 
In  re  Long's  EsUte,  39  Wash.  557;  81  Pac  Bep.  1007,  1008.  On  appli- 
cation for  letters  of  administration,  the  amount  and  the  value  of  the 
estate  are  not  juriadietional  facts:  Lucas  v.  Todd,  28  Cal.  182,  186. 

(6)  Snlllciency  of  petition.  An  application  to  procure  lettara  of 
administration  on  the  estate  of  a  decedent  is  a  pleading,  and  the  rules 
in  regard  to  admissions  in  pleading  apply  to  it:  Duff  v.  DufF,  71  Cal. 
513,  522;  12  Pac.  Kep.  570.  As  the  application  or  petition  must  state 
the  facts  essential  to  give  jurisdiction,  it  may  in  some  cases  be 
necessary  to  atate  that  the  deceased  left  property  in  the  county  in 
which  the  application  is  made;  but  it  is  sufficient  that  the  value'and 
character  of  the  property,  when  known  to  the  applicant,  be  stated, 
where  the  statute  requires  no  further  statement  regarding  the  prop- 
erty. Neither,  in  such  a  case,  need  the  real  property  belonging  to  or 
claimed  by  the  estate  of  a  decedent  be  described  in  the  petition  for 
letters  of  administration:  Duff  v.  Duff,  71  Cal.  513,  521;  12  Pac.  Kep. 
S70.  The  amount  and  the  value  of  the  estate  are  not  jurisdictional 
facts:  Lucas  v.  Todd,  28  Cal.  182,  186.  No  precise  form  of  petition 
for  letters  of  administration  is  prescribed  by  tlie  statute,  and 
though  it  is  always  safe  to  follow  the  words  of  the  statute  literally, 
yet  it  is  not  absolutely  necessary,  but  equivalent  words  will  answer: 
Bocltett  V.  Solover,  7  Cal.  215,  233;  68  Am.  Dec,  237.  Thus  it  is  suf- 
ficient, in  describing  the  residence  of  the  deceased,  to  say  that  he  was 
"  late  a  resident  of "  a  designated  county.  While  this  does  not 
follow  the  exact  language  of  the  statute,  yet  the  term  "late"  seems 
to  be  fully  as  strong  as  the  words  of  the  statute,  and,  from  the  con- 
nection in  which  it  is  found,  the  evident  meaning  is  that  the  deceased 
was  last  a  resident  of  the  county  named:  Beckett  v.  Selover,  7  CaL 
215,  233;  6S  Am.  Doc.  237;  and  see  Townscnd  v.  Qordon,  19  Cal.  188, 
206.  Where  a  person  has  not  been  heard  from  for  many  years,  and 
is  presnmad  to  be  dead,  it  is  sufficient,  as  to  his  residence  at  the  time 
of  his  disappearance,  to  allege,  in  a  petition  for  letters  of  adminis- 
tration, tbat  he  was  "  heretofore  a  resident  of  the  above-named 
county  and  territory,"  and  that  he  mysteriously  disappeared  some 
time  during  a  designated  month  of  a  particular  year,  and  more  than 
seven  years  ago;  Scott  v.  McNeal,  5  Wash.  309;  31  Pac.  Bep.  873.    It 
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is  also   good  practice   to  state  in  the  petition   all  facta  apon  wliicbi 

petit ioDCT  relies  to  entitle  him  to  letters  in  preference  to  other 
persons:  Lucas  v.  Todd,  28  Cat.  182,  186.  Bat,  while  it  is  trae  that  a 
person  is  not  entitled  to  letters  of  adiniiiiBtra.tion,  who  comes  within 
any  of  the  disqualifl cations  prescribed  by  the  statute,  yet  it  is  only 
necessary  for  a  petitioner  to  allege  in  bis  petition  the  existence  of 
matters  concerning  which  no  presumption  of  law  is  indulged  in  hia 
favor:  Estate  of  Gordon,  142  Cal.  125;  75  Pac.  Rep.  672,  674. 

<6)  To  be  grantad  In  wbat  eonrt  and  eonMf.  Letters  of  adminis- 
tration mast  be  issued  in  tho  county  of  last  residence;  that  is,  in  the 
county  in  which  the  decedent  died:  Beckett  v.  Belover,  7  Cal.  215,  233; 
68  Am.  Dec.  23T.  If  a  petition  for  letters  of  administration  has  been 
filed  in  one  county,  in  which  the  existence  of  property  therein  is 
alleged,  the  superior  eoart  of  another  county,  while  such  proceeding 
is  pending  in  the  former  county,  has  no  right  to  assume  jarisdiction 
for  the  purpose  of  granting  letters  of  administration  in  the  latter 
county:  Dungan  v.  Superior  Court,  149  Cat.  88;  S4  Pac.  Rep.  767,  769, 
But  the  appointment  of  a,  special  administrator  in  one  county  does 
not  preclude  the  probate  court  of  another  county,  in  which  application 
for  general  letters  of  administration  is  first  filed,  from  taking  juris- 
dietiou  for  the  purposes  of  general  administration:  Estate  of  Damke, 
133  Oal.  433,  435;  65  Fac.  Rep.  888.  If,  under  one  statute,  the  public 
administrator,  as  to  temporary  care  of  the  estate,  stands  ahead  of  all 
other  classes  of  persons  named  in  the  statute  prescribing  the  order  in 
which  administration  shall  be  granted,  if  the  judge  chooses  to  put  the 
estate  into  his  hands,  bat  does  not  direct  the  public  administrator  to 
take  charge  of  the  estate,  which  he  may  properly  refuse  to  do,  then 
the  public  administrator  is  disposed  of  in  the  premises,  and  the  judge 
must  go  on  to  appoint  a  special  administrator  other  than  the  public 
administrator  from  the  classes  of  persons  named  in  the  statute  pre- 
scribing the  order  in  which  administration  shall  be  granted,  and  may 
appoint  such  special  administrator  from  persons  other  than  the  public 
administrator,  although  the  public  administrator  appears  in  the  list  of 
persons  who  are  entitled,  in  a  certain  order,  to  letters  of  administra- 
tion: Stats  T.  Judge  of  Second  Bist.  Court,  10  Mont.  401;  25  Pac.  Rep. 
1053,  1055.  When  tbe  petition  for  letters  of  administ ration  is  based 
npon  the  statutory  right  to  administer,  the  statute  prescribing  the 
order  in  which  letters  of  administration  shall  be  granted  applies,  and 
if  the  petitioner  is  not  incompetent  by  reason  of  some  statutory  dis- 
qnali&cation,  the  court  has  no  discretion  to  deny  his  application.  The 
right  of  a  competent  relative  is  absolute:  Estate  of  Li  Po  Tai,  108  Cal. 
484,  4S8;  41  Pac.  Rep.  486;  39  Pac.  Rep.  30. 

6.  Order  of  appointment.  The  California  statute  which  prescribes 
the  order  in  which  administration  shall  be  granted  simply  designates 
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hj  classes,  generatlj,  who  &r«  entitled  to  administer,  and  preacTibee 
tbe  piefeiential  order  in  vhich  the  elaaes  are  bo  entitled,  but  it 
makes  no  diatinctioa  among  members  of  a  elass  on  account  of  minoritj. 
Another  statute  of  the  state,  however,  makes  minority'  a  general  and 
absolute  disqualification  in  all  cases  and  as  to  all  classes,  except  ao  far 
as  it  has  removed  the  disability  of  a  minor,  and  placed  bim,  through 
his  guardian,  in  the  same  category  as  if  the  minority  did  not  exist. 
Under  such  statute,  a  minor  cannot  serve  as  an  administrator,  but  his 
guardian,  as  bis  representative,  maj.  Hence  the  court  may  appoint 
the  guardian  of  a  minor  brother  of  the  deceased  as  adminietrator, 
whose  appointmeat  is  desired  by  two  adult  brothers,  to  the  exclusioD 
of  a  third  adult  brother:  Bstate  of  Turner,  143  Cal.  436,  441;  77  Pae. 
Bop.  144.  The  granting  of  letters  of  administration  out  of  the  order 
provided  for  in  the  statute  is  erroneous,  but  not  a  nullity;  Bamp  v. 
MeDaniel,  12  Or.  108;  6  Pac.  Eep.  45C,  460.  Any  other  of  the  "  next 
of  kin,"  in  a  statute  regulating  the  right  to  administer  upon  the 
estates  of  deceased  persons,  "  who  would  be  entitled  to  share  in  the 
distribution  of  the  estate,"  must  be  construed  to  mean  the  next  of  kin 
capable  of  inheriting,  or  who  would  be  entitled  to  distribntion  if 
there  were  no  nearer  kindred:  Anderson  v,  Potter,  5  Cal.  Q3.  Section 
1365  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  of  California,  proHcribing  the 
order  in  which  certain  persons  are  entitled  to  administer,  has  been  so 
amended  as  to  apply  to  the  relatives  of  the  previously  deceased 
spODse  of  decedent,  "  when  entitled  to  succeed  to  some  portion  of  the 
estate."  Prior  to  such  amendment,  the  section  applied  only  to  the 
relatives  of  the  deceased.  Under  this  section,  the  brothers  are 
fourth  in  order  of  precedence,  and  the  next  of  kin  are  seventh;  and 
as  the  amended  section  applies  equally  "  to  the  relatives  of  the  pre- 
viously deceased  sponse  of  the  decedent,"  the  order  of  precedence 
most  neeeasarily  so  apply.  The  order  prescribed  by  the  statute  most 
therefore  be  followed,  and  this  gives  the  brothers  precedence  of  the 
next  of  kin,  whether  they  be  "  relatives "  of  decedent  or  of  the 
deceased  spouHe;  Estate  of  Hill,  6  Cal.  App.  Dec.  753,  754  (May  27, 
1908). 

7.  Who  ten  entitled  to  letters.  The  term  "relatives,"  as  used  in 
the  statote  prescribing  the  order  in  which  letters  of  administration 
shall  be  granted,  is  employed  in  its  generic  sense,  so  as  to  include 
expressly  the  husband  and  wife  in  the  same  category  with  the  other  rel- 
atives therein  enumerated;  and  the  right  of  the  widow  to  letters  depends 
upon  the  fact  whether  she  is  entitled  to  inherit  any  of  her  husband's 
property;  if  she  is  not  entitled  to  succeed  to  any  portion  of  his  estate, 
neither  she  nor  her  nominee  is  entitled  to  letters  of  administration; 
Estate  of  Davis,  100  Cal,  453,  455;  39  Pac.  Eep.  756.  A  widow  is  not 
disqualified  to  act  as  an  administratrix  of  her  husband's  estate  from 
the  fact  that  she  does  not  apply  for  letters  of  administration  therefor 
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within  the  time  prescribed  by  atatnte  after  the  death  of  her  husband. 
Such  a  provision  ia  to  be  construed  rather  as  a  rule  of  evidence  than  aa 
a  positive  rule  of  law,  and  while  the  court  may  appoint  others  in  aueh 
a  case,  yet  the  widow  is  not  disqualified,  and,  if  appointed,  may  act: 
Kamp  V.  McDanlel,  12  Or.  108;  6  Pse.  Rep.  456,  481,  The  marriage 
of  a  surviving  widow  does  not  prevent  her  from  becoming  an  adminis- 
tratrix. After  the  death  of  the  husband  or  wife,  the  survivor  has  the 
right  to  marry.  Such  marriage  is  not  within  the  contravention  of  any 
statute,  nor  is  it  against  public  policy.  In  the  absence  of  a  statutory 
provision,  such  marriage  does  not  deprive  tbe  party  eo  marrying  from 
the  right  to  hold  property,  administer  upon  an  estate,  or  to  do  any 
other  lawful  act.  If  the  husband  dies,  it  is  true  that  the  snrvivor  is 
not  the  wife  of  deceased.  She  could  not  be  the  wife  of  her  husband 
after  his  death.  Sbe  is  his  widow,  but  she  was,  during  his  life,  his 
wife,  and  as  his  wife  she  survived  him.  When  the  leKislature  used 
the  words  "surviving  husband  or  wife,"  it  intended  to  designate  the 
survivor  of  the  spousee,  and  to  give  such  survivor  the  right  to  admin- 
ister or  to  name  some  person  to  administer:  Estate  of  Dow,  132  Cal. 
300,  310;  64  Pac.  Bep.  402.  Under  the  present  California  statute,  a 
married  woman  may  be  appointed  an  executrix  or  administratrix;  and 
if  a  married  woman  is  appointed  an  executrix  or  admin istratrix,  and 
afterwards  marries,  her  authority  is  not  extinguished.  As  to  former 
cases  concerning  the  extinguishment  of  ber  authority  by  marriage,  see 
Schroeder  v.  Superior  Court,  70  Cal.  343;  II  Pac.  Rep.  851;  Estate  of 
Allen,  78  Cal.  581;  21  Pac.  Bep.  420;  McMillan  v.  Hayward,  94  Cal. 
357;  2fl  Pac.  Rep.  774;  Cosgrove  v.  Pitman,  103  Cal.  288;  37  Pac.  Rep. 
232.  A  statute  which  provides  that  if  the  person  entitled  to  letters  is 
a  minor,  letters  muBt  be  issued  to  his  guardian,  or  any  other  person 
entitled  to  the  letters  of  administration,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
court,  applies  to  minors  generally,  rather  than  to  a  surviving  husband 
or  wife  under  the  age  of  majority,  yet  old  enough  to  contract  the 
marital  relation.  As  to  minors  sustaining  such  marital  relationship, 
the  statute  giving  the  right  to  nominate  is  special  and  controls:  In  re 
Steward's  Estate,  IS  Mont.  595;  48  Pac.  Rep.  S06,  807.  The  brothers 
of  the  decedent  are  entitled  to  letters  of  administration  only  when 
they  are  entitled  to  succeed  to  the  estate,  or  some  portion  thereof: 
Estate  of  Wakefield,  136  Cat.  110,  112;  68  Pac.  Rep.  499, 

3.  Priority.    Preference.    The  widow  has  a  paramount  right  to 

letters  of  admin istrati on,  where  her  competency  is  not  disputed: 
Estate  of  Turner,  142  Cal.  549,  552;  77  Pac.  Sep.  1099.  The  surviving 
widow,  though  remarried  to  another  man,  has  a  right  to  letters, 
superior  to  that  of  the  son  of  a  decedent:  Estate  of  Dow,  138  Cal. 
309,  310;  64  Pac.  Bep.  402.  Where  a  section  of  the  code  places  chil- 
dren of  the  deceased  in  the  Hat  of  persons  entitled  to  administer,  bnt 
another  section  thereof  provides  that,  of  several  persons  claiming  and 
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eqnallj'  entitled  to  administer,  males  mnat  be  preferred  to  females, 
and  relatives  of  the  whole  to  those  of  the  half  blood,  a  aou  is  entitled 
to  letters  of  admioiBt ration  to  the  eieluaion  of  a  daughter;  and 
letters  shonld  be  directed  to  be  issued  to  the  eon  alone:  Estate  of 
Coan,  132  Cal.  401,  402;  64  Pbc.  Rep.  S91.  The  assignee  of  the 
daaghtei's  interest  acquires  no  greater  right  in  the  admiuistration 
than  she  bad;  Estate  of  Bnmdagc,  145  Cal.  538;  75  Pae.  Rep.  175.  A 
■on  who  parted  with  all  his  rights  as  the  heir  of  bis  mother,  after 
her  death,  and  before  the  death  of  the  father,  ia  not  entitled  to 
administer  upon  his  mother's  estate  in  preference  to  his  sister:  Estate 
of  Edson,  143  Cal.  607,  608;  77  Pac.  Rep.  451.  An  adopted  illegitimate 
daaghter  is  entitled  to  letters  of  administration  as  against  a  nephew; 
Estate  of  Heaton  (Cal.),  73  Pae.  Rep.  186.  A  public  administrator 
does  not,  bj  virtne  of  his  office,  or  hj  filing  a  petition  for  letters  of 
administration  upon  the  estate  of  a  decedent,  acquire  anj  vested 
right  to  letters  of  administration;  Estate  of  McLaughlin,  103  Cal. 
429,  430;  37  Pac.  Rep.  410.  As  against  the  public  administrator,  the 
nominee  of  the  father  and  mother  of  a  deceased  person  is  entitled  to 
letters  of  administration:  Estate  of  Bedell,  97  Cal.  339,  343;  32  Pac. 
Bep.  323.  The  public  administrator  is  entitled  to  letters,  in  preference 
to  creditors:  Estate  of  Mc£innon,  64  Cal.  226;  30  Pac.  Rep.  437.  The 
public  administrator  is  preferred  to  one  who  bases  his  claim  upon  the 
written  request  of  a  eon  of  the  deceased,  who  is  residing  in  a  foreign 
conntrj:  Estate  of  Beech,  63  Cal.  458.  The  publis  admioistrator  has 
a  better  right  to  letters  of  administration  than  the  nominee  of  a 
married  daughter  of  the  intestate;  Estate  of  Kelly,  57  Cal.  SI.  As 
against  a  relative  of  the  deceased,  who  is  not  entitled  to  share  in  the 
distribution  of  his  estate,  the  public  administrator  has  a  preferred 
right  to  letters  of  administration:  Estate  of  Eggers,  114  Cal.  464,  466; 
46  Pac.  Rep.  380;  and  see  Estate  of  Healy,  122  Cal,  162;  54  Pac.  Rep. 
736;  66  Pac.  Rep.  175,  176.  Ae  between  the  pvblic  administrator  and 
the  nominee  of  brothers  of  the  decedent,  who  are  not  entitled  to 
administer  as  heirs  at  law  of  the  deceased,  and  who  are  merely 
devisees  of  a  deceased  mother,  who  is  the  sole  heir  at  Ian  of  a 
deceased  sister,  preference  in  the  issuance  of  letters  should  be  given 
to  the  public  administrator;  Estate  of  Wakefield,  136  Cal.  110,  112;  68 
Pac.  Rep.  499.  Brothers  "of  the  previously  deceased  spouse  of  dece- 
dent," who  are  "  entitled  to  succeed  to  some  portion  of  the  estate," 
are  entitled  to  letters  of  administration  upon  decedent's  estate,  in 
preference  to  the  nephews  of  decedent;  Estate  of  Hill,  6  Cal.  App.  Bee. 
753,  755  (May  27,  1908). 

9.  BlUit  to  nominaU.    Letters  to  otliers  than  tbose  entitled. 

(1)  In  genaraL     A  surviving  husband  or  wife  is  always  interested 

ii  the  estate,  and,  generally,  immediately  dependent  upon  it,  and  the 

policy  of  the  law  plainly  is,  that  he  or  she  shall  have  the  administra- 
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tive  control,  if  desired.  Therefore  Bueh  person,  or  his  nominee,  if  &  ttt 
person,  and  not  incompetent,  has  the  absollite  light  to  letters  of  admin- 
istration. Special  provision  is  made  for  the  appointment  of  the 
nominee  by  the  mrviviog  hoaband  or  wife,  irrespective  of  whether 
they  are  themselTeB  entitled  to  administration,  while  in  other  eases 
it  is  only  the  nominee  of  one  who  is  himself  competent  to  serve  that 
can  be  considered:  Estate  of  Dorris,  93  Cal.  611,  613;  29  Pac.  Bep.  244; 
Estate  of  Bedell,  97  Cat.  339;  32  F&c.  Rep.  323.  A  competent  person 
named  by  the  widow  of  a  deceased  person,  although  she  has  remarried, 
is  entitled  to  letters  of  administration,  in  preference  to  a  son  of  the 
decedent:  Estate  of  Dow,  132  Cal.  309;  64  Pac.  Bep.  402;  see  Estate 
of  Allen,  78  Cal.  581;  21  Pac.  Bep.  426,  The  fact  that  a  surviving 
husband  has  been  convicted  of  a  felony  does  not  deprive  him  of  his 
right  to  nominate  a  person  to  act  as  administr&tar  of  his  deceased 
wife's  estate:  McLean  v.  Boiler,  33  Wash.  166;  73  Pac.  Eep.  1123, 
1124.  A  enrviving  wife  may  nominate  a  competent  person  to  act  as 
administrator  of  her  deceased  hnsband's  estate,  though  she  herself  is 
disqualified  by  her  minority:  In  re  Stuart's  Estate,  18  Mont.  5B5;  « 
Pac  Bep.  806.  The  appointment  of  a  surviving  widow  as  adminis- 
trator of  her  husband's  estate,  after  notice  and  bearing,  as  provided 
by  statute,  is  conclusive  as  to  the  matters  therein  adjudged,  one  of 
which  is  that  the  applicant  was  the  surviving  wife,  and  the  order  of 
appointment  is  therefore  conclusive  as  against  &  subsequent  applica- 
tion of  another,  who  claimed  tliat  she  was  also  the  surviving  wife  of 
the  intestate:  Estate  of  Aldrich,  147  Cal.  343;  81  Pac.  Bep.  1011, 
1012.  After  letters  of  administration  have  been  granted,  upon  the 
original  application  therefor,  to  a  brother  of  the  deceased,  the  sur- 
viving wife,  though  she  has  a  prior  right  to  have  such  letters 
revoked,  and  to  obtain  letters  of  administration  for  herself,  cannot 
confer  such  right  of  priority  upon  a  nominee.  The  right  to  have 
letters  issued  to  tbe  nominee  is  the  right  of  the  widow,  and  not  of  the 
nominee:  Estate  of  Shiels,  120  Cal.  347,  349;  52  Pac.  Eep.  808.  The 
mere  fact  of  requesting  the  appointment  of  another  does  not,  however, 
as  a  matter  of  law,  estop  the  surviving  spouse  from  revoking  his  or 
ber  request,  and  consenting  that  the  estate  be  administered  by  the 
administrator  then  in  office,  at  any  time  before  the  court  has  acted 
upon  such  request:  Estate  of  Shiels,  120  Cal.  347,  348;  52  Pac.  Bep. 
808.  In  general,  there  is  not  tbe  same  reason  for  favoring  other 
persons  entitled  to  administer  in  certain  cases  as  there  is  witli 
respect  to  a  surviving  husband  or  wife.  Some  of  them  may  not  even 
be  interested  in  the  estate.  Hence  tbey  are  only  entitled  to  nominate, 
when  they  are  tbe  persons  entitled  to  administer,  and  then  tbe  nomina- 
tion is  submitted  to  the  discretion  of  the  court,  which  may,  if  there 
is  good  reason  for  so  doing,  refuse  to  confirm  the  nominee,  and  appoint 
the  person  neit  entitled:  Estate  of  Dorris,  93  Cal.  611,  613;  29  Pac. 
Bep.  241.    The  right  of  persons  entitled  to  administer  on  an  estate  to 
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have,  npon  ttieir  written  roqneBt,  letters  of  adminiBtratian  iMoed  to 
peraoDB  not  entitled  to  administer,  exists  only  where  there  is  a 
vacancy  in  the  administration:  Estate  of  Carr,  25  Cal.  5SS,  586; 
Estate  of  Healy,  122  Cal.  162;  54  Pae.  Bep.  736;  65  Pac.  Hep.  175,  176. 
The  object  of  the  statute  is  to  allow  to  those  entitled  the  aid  and 
assistanee  of  others  who  may  be  more  competent  to  attend  to  such 
business:  Estate  of  Kirtlan,  IB  Cal.  161,  165.  In  cases  other  than 
that  of  a  surviving  spouse,  it  is  only  the  nominee  of  one  who  is  biin.- 
self  competent  to  serve  as  administrator  who  can  be  considered: 
Estate  of  Bedell,  97  Cal.  339;  32  Pac.  Bep.  323.  The  nominee  of  the 
father  and  mother  of  a  decedent  is  entitled  to  letters  of  administra- 
tion, in  preference  to  the  public  administrator.  The  nominee  of  any 
peraon  entitled  to  administration  upon  an  estate  has  a  preferred 
light  to  the  administration  over  a  person  belonging  to  any  HubsO' 
quent  class  mentioned  iu  the  statute  prescribing  the  order  in  which 
letters  of  administration  shall  be  granted:  Estate  of  Bedell,  S7  CaL 
339,  341;  32  Pac  Bap.  323.  Nephews  and  nieces  of  the  decedent  do 
not  have  the  absolute  right  of  nomination  and  revocation  of  letters 
secured  to  the  first  five  classes  enumerated  in  the  statute  prescribing 
the  order  in  which  letters  of  administration  should  be  granted.  The 
rights  of  their  nominee  are  secured  only  by  another  statute,  under 
which  his  appointment  by  the  court  is  discretionary;  Estate  of  Healy, 
122  Cal.  162,  166;  5*  Pac.  Bep.  736;  06  Pac.  Eep.  175,  176.  The  sur- 
viving  hnsband  or  wife  of  a  deceased  person  is  entitled  to  nominate 
a  suitable  person  for  administrator:  In  re  Stevenson,  72  Cal.  164,  165; 
13  Pac.  Bep.  404;  Estate  of  Cotter,  54  Cal.  215,  217. 

(2)  Kon-rasideotB.  A  resident  son  of  the  deceased,  competent  to 
■et  aa  administrator  of  the  estate  with  the  will  anneiod,  is  entitled  to 
letters  as  against  the  nominee  of  a  non-resident  ezeentor  and  of  non- 
resident children,  heirs,  and  legatees  of  the  deceased  person:  Estate  of 
Brundage,  141  Cal.  538,  540;  75  Pac,  Bop.  175.  The  public  adminis- 
trator has  the  prior  right  to  letters  of  administration  with  the  will 
annexed  as  against  the  appointee  of  a  foreign  executor,  who  has 
renounced  hia  right  to  letters  testamentary,  and  wbo  is  not  the  sur- 
viving hnsband  or  wife  of  the  deceased:  Estate  of  Qarber,  74  Cal. 
338;  16  Pac  Bep,  233.  Upon  the  principle  that  if  parties  who  are 
entitled  to  the  estate  are  not  in  a  position  to  administer  it  them- 
selves, then  the  trust  should  be  committed  to  their  nominee,  wbo  has 
their  confidence,  and  whose  services  are  to  be  paid  for  from  their 
funds,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  court  to  appoint  the  nominee  of  an  alien 
relative.  Instead  of  appointing  a  creditor  of  the  deceased,  where  such 
alien  relative  requests  the  appointment  of  a  certain  person,  and  no 
nearer  relative  makes  such  application:  In  re  Owens'  Estate,  30  Utah, 
351;  85  Pac.  Kep.  277,  279.  If  a  non-resident  is  incapable  of  admin- 
istering on  on   estate,  it  is  not  competent   for  him 
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idminJBtratorr  Estate  of  Mueraiag,  103  Cal.  583;  37  Pac.  Rep.  6E0. 
The  public  administrator  Is  preferred  to  tho  nominee  of  a  non-reai- 
dent  heir:  Estate  of  Beecfa,  63  Cal.  458;  Hutebings  v.  Clark,  64  CaL 
228;  30  Pai^.  Bep.  604.  A  resident  of  the  state,  whose  appointment  u 
administrator  is  reqaeaCed  by  the  brothers  and  sisters  of  the  de- 
e eased,  residing  in  a  foreign  countrj,  should  receive  letters  of 
administration,  instead  of  the  public  administrator:  In  re  Watson's 
Estate,  31  Mont.  438;  78  Pac.  Bep.  702,  703.  The  surviving  husband 
or  wife  of  a  deceased  person,  though  incompetent  to  serve  on  aceount 
of  non- residence,  is,  nevertheless,  entitled  to  nominate  a  suitable 
person  for  administrator.  The  faet  that,  by  reason  of  o on- residence, 
a  surviving  spouse  cannot  act  in  the  capacity  of  administrator  does 
not  deprive  him  or  her  of  the  right  to  name  some  one  who  can:  Estate 
of  Cotter,  54  Cal.  215,  21T;  Estate  of  Stevenson,  7E  Cal.  164;  13  Pac 
Bep.  404;  Estate  of  Borris,  93  Cal.  611,  613;  29  Pac.  Bep.  244.  If  the 
person  making  the  written  request  is  not  himself  "entitled"  to 
administration,  either  because  incompetent  or  because  another  appli- 
cant with  a  better  claim  is  entitled,  the  nominee  cannot  be  considered 
by  the  court.  Thus  a  non-resident  executor,  while  entitled  to  letters 
testamentary  upon  application,  is  not  entitled  to  letters  of  adminis- 
tration, and  his  written  request  therefor  is  ineffectual  for  any 
purpose.  So  where  non-resident  children,  heirs  and  legatees,  are 
incompetent,  by  reason  of  their  non- reside  nee,  they  are  not  entitled 
to  letters  of  administration,  and  their  request  to  have  an  administrator 
appointed  is  also  ineffectual  for  any  purpose:  Estate  of  Brundage,  141 
Cal.  538;  75  Pac,  Bep.  175,  176.  The  petition  of  a  distributee,  who  is 
legally  incapable  of  administering  upon  the  estate,  is  addressed  to  the 
mere  discretion  of  the  court,  and  is  of  no  legal  consequence  whatever: 
Estate  of  Morgan,  53  Cal.  343,  245.  A  non-ri?Bident  father,  though  the 
next  of  kin  of  the  decedent,  is  incompetent  to  nominate  an  admin- 
istrator.  Being  incompetent  himself  of  administering,  it  is  not 
competent  for  him  to  nominate  an  administrator;  Estate  of  Muer- 
sing,  103  Cal.  583;  37  Pac.  Kep.  520,  521.  Unless  a  person  is  a  bona 
flde  resident  of  the  state,  he  is  not  competent  to  serve  as  adminis- 
trator, lie  may,  however,  if  incompetent  by  non-residence  only, 
request  the  appointment  of  a  resident,  and  letters  may  be  issued  to 
such  resident;  but  if  such  resident  wishes  to  take  advantage  of  the 
statute  which  provides  that  no  person  other  than  the  surviving  hus- 
band or  wife,  child,  father,  mother,  brother,  or  sister  of  the  intestate 
may  subsequently  obtain  the  revocation  of  letters,  for  the  reason 
that  he  or  she  is  better  entitled  to  them,  and  seeks  to  have  letters 
already  granted  revoked,  and  himself  appointed  as  administrator,  he 
must  make  it  appear  that  at  least  one  of  the  heirs  and  next  of  kin 
who  requested  him  to  obtain  the  revocation  of  the  administrator's 
letters,  and  asks  letters  for  himself,  is  the  widow,  child,  father, 
mother,  brother,  or  sister  of   the  decedent.     It  he  fails  to  do   this, 
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be  does  not  bring  himself  within  tlie  statute  which  confers  the 
right  to  revoke  letters  already  issued,  upon  the  gronnd  that  those 
nominating  him  are  better  entitled  to  administer  than  is  tbe  admin- 
ifltrator:  In  re  Craigie's  Estate^  24  Mont.  37;  60  Pac.  Bep.  495,  4ft7. 

10.  LetteiB  where  teTeral  are  equally  entitled.  If  all  parties 
applj'ing  for  letters  of  administration  are  equally  qualified  and  com- 
petent, the  one  who  has  the  prior  right,  as  a  matter  of  statntory  con- 
straetion,  is  entitled  to  the  appointment:  In  re  Niekals'  Estate,  21 
Nev.  462;  34  Pac.  Kep.  250.  Thus  a  brother  and  a  sister  of  the 
deceased  are  not  equally  entitled  to  administration,  and  tbe  son  alone 
should  be  appointed:  Estate  of  Coan,  132  Csl.  401,  403;  64  Pac.  Hep. 
691. 


1  of  conit.  If  all  the  parties  applying  for  letters  of 
administration  are  equally  qnalifled  and  competent,  the  court  has  no 
diseietion,  but  must  appoint  the  applicant  who,  under  the  statute, 
has  the  prior  right:  In  re  Niekals'  Estate,  21  Nev.  462;  34  Pac.  Bep. 
SSO,  251;  Estate  of  Coan,  132  Cal.  401;  64  Pae.  Bep.  6gi;  Estate  of 
McDonald,  118  Cal.  277;  60  Pac.  Bep.  399;  Estate  of  Bnindage,  141 
Cal.  538;  75  Pae.  Bep.  175.  Under  a  statute  which  provides  that 
"  administration  may  be  granted  to  one  or  more  competent  persons, 
although  not  otherwise  entitled  to  the  same,  at  the  written  request 
of  the  person  entitled,  filed  in  the  court,"  the  court  has  a  discretionary 
power  to  grant  administration  to  any  competent  person  who  other- 
wise would  not  be  entitled  thereto  at  the  written  request  of  a  person 
who  wonid  be  so  entitled.  Tbe  only  conditions  necessary  for  invoking 
the  discretion  of  the  court  are,  that  there  be  a  written  request  from 
some  one  who,  if  ho  applied,  would  himself  be  entitled  to  receive 
letters  of  administration,  and  that  the  person  for  whom  the  request 
is  made  be  a  competent  person:  Estate  of  Bedell,  97  Cal.  339,  342;  32 
Pac.  Bep.  323;  Estate  of  Dorris,  93  Cal.  611,  613;  29  Pac.  Bep.  244. 
The  conrt  has  discretion  to  appoint  the  guardian  of  a  minor  brother 
of  decedent  as  administrator,  who  is  a  nominee  of  two  adult  brothers, 
to  the  exclusion  of  a  third  adult  brother;  Estate  of  Turner,  143  Cal. 
438,  444;  77  Pac.  Bep.  144.  The  Nevada  statute,  providing  that 
letters  of  administration  shall  issue  to  the  guardian  of  a  minor  instead 
of  the  minor  himself,  refers  to  the  guardian  appointed  in  that  state, 
and  not  to  one  appointed  in  another  state:  In  re  Nickala'  Estate,  21 
Kov.  462;  34  Pac.  Bep,  250.  A  public  administrator,  by  filing  a  peti' 
tion  for  letters  of  administration  upon  the  estate  of  a  decedent, 
acquires  no  such  vested  right  to  letters  upon  the  estate  as  will  justify 
him  in  interfering  with  the  power  of  the  court  to  exercise  its  discre- 
tion in  granting  letters  to  the  guardian  of  a  competent  person:  In  re 
McLaughlin,  103  Cal.  429,  431;  37  Pac.  Hep.  410.  An  exercise  of  the 
court's  diacretiou  in  refusing  to  appoint  the  i 
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nepbewB  of  a  decedent,  and  in  appointing  tlie  public  admin iatr&tar, 

who  is  next  entitled,  on  tlie  ground  that  it  would  be  for  tho  best 
interests  of  the  estate  tbat  the  public  administrator  shall  be  ap- 
pointed, will  not  be  distnrbed  on  appeal,  where  no  abnae  of  discretioa 
is  shown:  EsUte  of  Healy,  122  Cal.  162,  166;  54  Fac.  Rep.  736;  66  Pac 
Eep.  1T5,  176.  The  words,  "letters  must  be  granted  to  his  or  her 
guardian,  or  any  other  person  entitled  to  letters  of  administration,  in 
tfae  discretion  of  the  court,"  employed  in  a  statute  dealing  with  the 
right  of  a  minor  to  apply,  through  bis  guardian,  for  letters,  are  con- 
strued as  limiting  the  discretion  to  other  persons  of  the  same  class 
to  which  the  minor  would  belong  if  he  were  an  adult,  and  not  as  con- 
ferring discretion  to  appoint  a  person  of  an  inferior  class  in  preference 
to  his  guardian:  Estate  of  Turner,  143  Cal.  43S,  442;  77  Pac.  Bep.  144. 
A  recommendation  that  a  party  be  appointed  administrator  of  an 
estate  is  addressed  to  the  mere  discretion  of  the  court,  and  is  of  no 
legal  consequence  whatever,  where  he  is  legally  incapable  of  receiving 
the  appointment:  Estate  of  Morgan,  53  CJal.  243,  245.  Althongh  a 
person  may  be  estopped  from  making  any  claim  to  letters  of  adminis- 
tration, yet  the  court  has  power,  upon  removing  an  administrator  for 
neglect,  mismanagemeht,  or  incompetency,  to  grant  letters  to  the 
person  so  estopped;  Estate  of  Pica,  56  Cal.  413,  420. 

12.  Notlca  and  hearing.  Upon  an  application  for  letters  of  admin- 
istration, the  jurisdictional  facts  must  exist  and  proper  notice  be 
given.  A  failure  to  give  notice  of  hearing  of  the  petition  for  letters 
of  administration  is  fatal  to  the  jurisdiction  of  tho  court:  Beckett  v. 
Selover,  7  Cal.  215,  237;  68  Am.  Dec.  337,  But  it  is  not  necessary  to 
give  any  other  notice  of  the  application  than  tbat  prescribeil  by  the 
statute:  Estate  of  Griffith,  84  Cal.  107,  109;  23  Pac.  Hep.  528;  24  Pae. 
Bep.  381.  'n'here  the  law  merely  requires  that  a  certain  notice  shall 
be  posted,  the  posting  of  such  notice  is  sufficient.  Thus  if  a  public 
administrator  of  one  county  applies  for  letters  of  administration,  it  ia 
not  necessary  to  send  notice  to  the  public  administrator  of  any  other 
connty:  Estate  of  Griffith,  84  Cal.  107,  109;  23  Pac.  Eep.  528;  24  Pae. 
Bep.  3S1.  A  petition  and  notice,  and  a  finding  that  due  notice  of  the 
hearing  bad  been  posted  in  three  public  places,  as  required  by  the 
statute,  is  sufficient  to  give  the  probate  court  jurisdiction,  although 
it  was  not  shown  where  such  notices  were  posted:  Scott  v.  McNeal, 
5  Wash.  309;  31  Pac.  Rep.  873,  874.  A  notice  of  the  bearing  of  a 
petition  for  letters  of  administration,  posted  on  July  12tb,  and  giving 
notice  of  the  bearing  on  July  22d,  is  sufficient  as  a  ten-day  notice, 
under  the  statute:  Bates  v.  Howard,  105  Cal.  173,  182;  38  Pac.  Bep, 
715.  If  a  widow  files  a  petition  for  letters  of  administration,  and  it 
and  other  petitions  for  letters  have  been  set  for  hearing  on  a  certain 
date,  and  the  widow  Bubsequently  files  an  amended  petition,  but  which 
states  no  jurisdictional  fact,  and  the  widow  consents  to  the  hearing, 
a  court  may,  where  all  contesting  parties  are  in  court,  hear  all  the 
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petitions  at  the  time  fixed:  Estate  of  Turner,  142  Cal.  549,  553;  77 
Pae.  Bep.  1099.  tinder  a  etatute  wbieb  authorizes  the  preeiee  mauaer 
of  giving  notice,  and  preseribicg  a  longer  notice  than  ten  daj-s,  the 
court  does  not  acquire  anj  jurisdiction,  where  it  was  required  that  the 
notice  of  an  application  for  the  appointment  of  an  adminiBtrator  be 
published  in  two  isaueH  of  a  newspaper  for  a  period  of  at  least  a  week 
prior  to  September  28th,  and  by  mailing  a  copy  of  the  notice  to  the 
heirs,  and  the  notice  was  first  published  on  September  20th,  and  the 
second  and  last  insertion  was  on  September  2Tth,  being  the  date  prior 
to  the  time  set  for  the  hearing,  and  no  notice  wae  mailed.  This  is  not 
a  compliance  nor  a  substantial  compliance  with  the  order  of  the 
court  directing  the  "  precise  manner  "  in  which  the  notice  should  be 
given.  The  order  providing  that  the  publication  should  be  for  a 
period  of  at  least  one  week  prior  to  the  hearing  was  not  com- 
plied with:  In  re  Bunting's  Estate  (Utah),  64  Pac.  Bep.  109,  111. 
It  is  a  well-established  rule  of  law  that  the  domicile  or  permanent 
residence  of  a  minor  is  the  same  as  that  of  a  parent,  and,  upon  an 
applieatioD  for  letters  of  administration,  the  presumption  is,  that 
the  minor  children  and  heirs  of  a  deceased  person  were  residents 
of  the  place  of  decedent's  residence  at  the  time  of  his  death:  In  re 
Bunting's  Estate  (Utah),  84  Pae.  Hep.  109,  111.  If  an  application 
or  petition  has  been  made  to  a  court  for  the  appointment  of  an 
administrator,  the  court  to  which  the  petition  or  application  is 
presented  most  assume  jurisdiction  thereof,  through  its  designated 
officer,  the  clerk  of  the  court,  by  appointing  a  time  "for  the  hear- 
ing of  the  application"  and  giving  the  prescribed  notice:  Dungan  t. 
Superior  Court,  149  Cal.  88;  84  Pac.  Bep.  767,  769. 

13.  Contert  of  application. 
(1)  In  genaral.  There  is  a  distinction  between  proceedings  in 
contests  against  the  probate  of  wills  and  an  application  for  letters 
of  administration.  In  the  former  case  the  contestant  is  the  plaintiff 
and  the  petitioner  is  the  defendant;  but  on  an  application  for 
letters  of  administration  the  grounds  of  opposition  to  the  petition 
are  nothing  more  than  an  answer,  to  which  no  replication  is  required: 
Estate  of  Wooten,  56  Cal.  322,  325.  It  is  not  necessary  that  the 
contestant  of  a  petition  for  letters  of  administration  shall  be  com- 
petent to  assert  the  right  to  administer  himself,  or  that  he  be 
entitled  to  nominate  the  appointee:  Estate  of  Graves,  6  Cal.  App. 
Dec.  716,  718  (May  15,  1908).  In  a.  contest  for  letters  of  admin- 
istration, the  question  as  to  whether  a  person  is  a  bona  fide  resi- 
dent of  the  state  or  not,  is  a  mixed  question  of  law  and  fact,  to  be 
determined  by  the  court:  Estate  of  Wied,  120  Cal.  634,  638;  53  Pac. 
Rep.  30.  Under  a  constitutional  provision  that  the  right  of  trial 
by  jury  shall  remain  inviolate,  and  shall  extend  to  all  cases  at 
law,  without  regard  to  the  amount  in  controversy,  parties  who 
petition-   for   letters   of   administration   are   not    entitled    to   a   jury 
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trial,  as  such  a  petition  is  not  a  "  case  at  law,"  a^  that  term  to 
Duderstood  and  coDstrued  by  tbe  courts:  In  re  McClellan's  Estate 
(S.  D.),  107  N.  W.  Bep.  681,  684.  For  various  questions  of  OTidenes 
in  proceeding  for  the  appointment  of  an  administrator,  see  In  re 
MeClellan'fl  Estate  (8.  D.),  107  N.  W.  Hep.  681j  111  N.  W.  Bep. 
640.

<2)  Wbat  qnestioiis  an  Involved.    Questions  of  heirship  and  degrse 

of  kinship  are  neeesBsrily  invoived  in  eveTj  contest  between  rela- 
tives for  letters  of  administration,  and  if,  in  such  contests,  the  trial 
court  erroneouslj  holds  that  tbe  particular  tacts  are  relevant  and 
pertinent  to  the  main  inquiry,  either  ae  a  matter  of  pleading  or  proof, 
such  ruling  amoants  to  no  more  than  to  a  mere  error  reviewable  and 
correctable  through  the  ordinarj  remedj  of  appeal.  Hence,  upon  rival 
applications  for  letters  of  administration,  a  writ  of  prohibition  will 
not  lie  to  prevent  a  court,  which  has  acquired  jurisdietion,  from  ad- 
mitting evidence  as  to  such  questions:  Johnston  v.  Superior  Court,  4 
Cal.  App.  90;  87  Pac.  Bep.  211,  212. 

(3)  Wto  mar  appear  and  contwt.  On  the  application  of  a  nephew 
for  letters  of  adminiatration,  persons  entitled  to  be  preferred  may  ap- 
pear and  contest  the  application,  or  assert  their  own  rights  on  that 
ground:  Lucas  v.  Todd,  28  Cal.  182,  186.  The  objection  that  one 
could  not  have  been  legally  appointed  administrator  for  the  reason 
that  forty  days  had  not  elapsed  since  the  decedent's  death,  during 
which  period  a  preference  right  is  given  to  certain  heirs  and  next  of 
kin,  cannot  be  raised  by  one  who  does  not  claim  to  belong  to  any  of 
the  classes  for  whom  such  preference  right  ia  given:  In  re  Long'* 
Estate,  3B  Wash.  557;  SI  Pac.  Hep.  1007,  1008.  lu  a  contest  between 
the  public  administrator  and  a  creditor  of  an  estate  as  to  which  shall 
administer,  the  court  has  discretionary  power  to  appoint  the  public 
administrator,  if  his  appointment  is  requested  by  the  other  creditors: 
Estate  of  Boak,  46  Cal.  573,  374.  In  a  contest  for  letters  of  admin- 
istration, the  public  administrator  is  a  "  person  interested,"  and  may 
appear  and  contest  the  appointment  of  another  petitioner.  Any  one 
asserting  a  right  to  administer  may  appear  in  such  a  contest.  This 
is  a  different  "interest"  from  that  n-htch  is  contemplated  in  the 
statute  concerning  contests  of  wills:  Estate  of  Hcaly,  122  Cal.  163, 
163;  54  Pac.  Bep.  736;  68  Pac.  Rep.  175,  176.  But  a  public  adminis- 
trator, who  has  been  illegally  appointed  in  one  county,  is  not  a  party 
in  interest  entitled  to  oppose  tbe  appointment  of  an  administrator  in 
another  county,  in  whirh  jurisdittion  has  already  attached.  Ho  is 
not  himself  an  applicant  for  letters  in  the  latter  coanty,  but  is  merely 
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opposing  any  action  by  ihe  court.  In  such  a  ease  he  is  not  himself 
seeking  an  appointtnent,  and  is  not  theTcfore  affected  by  the  grant 
of  letters  of  adminiBtration  to  any  one  else:  Estate  of  Davig  (Cal.), 
87  Pac.  Eep.  17,  18. 

(1)  AUsgatlons.  FlOOf.  FiMIUDptlOIl.  One  who  conteats  the  com- 
petency of  a  petitioner  for  tetters  of  administration  must  allege  and 
prove  facta  showing  that  petitioner  is  incompetent  to  act.  All  that  the 
petitioner  is  required  to  show,  in  order  to  eBtablish  bis  right  to  let- 
ters, is,  that  he  is  an  heir  at  law.  On  showing  that  he  is  a  resident, 
and  of  the  age  of  majority,  in  addition  to  his  right,  his  competency 
te  established.  As  to  these  matters  the  law  raises  no  presumption,  and 
they  must  be  established  by  proof;  but  as  to  the  existence  of  any 
other  matters  which  might  disqualiFy  the  petitioner,  the  law  does 
raise  a  presumption,  in  his  favor,  of  their  non-eiisteoce.  Hence  any 
person  who  contests  the  petitioner's  right  on  the  ground  of  the  incom- 
petency of  the  applicant  must  allege  his  grounds  of  incompetoncy,  and 
necessarily  the  burden  of  proof  is  upon  him  to  establish  his  allega- 
tions in  that  respect.  A  finding  of  the  court,  in  a  contest  for  the 
issnance  of  letters  of  administratiou,  as  to  matters  which  are  outaide 
of  the  issues,  such  as  improvidence,  lack  of  capacity,  or  understand- 
ing of  the  petitioner,  is  unwarranted:  Estate  of  Gordon,  142  Cal.  123, 
132;  75  Pac.  Rep.  C72.  In  a  contest  for  letters  of  administration,  it 
ia  the  duty  of  the  court  to  ascertain  and  determine  which  of  the  two 
parties  petitioning  is  entitled  to  letters  of  administration,  and,  as  soch, 
it  has  power,  and  it  is  its  duty,  to  decide  and  pass  opon  all  questions 
necessary  to  be  decided  in  order  to  reach  a  proper  conclusion  upon  the 
ultimate  issue  to  be  determined:  Estate  of  Warner  ((Jal,  App.),  93 
Pac.  Bep.  191,  193. 

14.  WaiTttT  of  ilgbt.  Delay.  Tbe  right  to  letters  of  administra- 
tion, as  well  as  any  other  right,  may  be  waived  in  favor  of  a  com- 
petent person,  and  where  such  waiver  has  been  made,  the  party 
making  it  is  estopped  from  afterwards  withdrawing  his  assent  and 
waiver,  or  renunciation:  Estate  of  Kirtlan,  16  Cal.  IGl,  16o;  Estate  of 
Eeane,  56  Cal,  407,  409;  but  a  surviving  widow  of  the  dec-eased  is  not 
estopped  from  revoking  her  request  to  have  another  appointed,  and 
consenting  to  tbe  continuance  tu  office  of  an  acting  administrator  at 
any  time  before  the  court  has  acted  upon  her  request:  Estate  of 
BhielB,  120  Cal.  347,  34S;  S2  Pac.  Rep.  SOS.  Where  a  person  is  en- 
titled to  letters  of  administration,  a  written  request  by  him  for  the 
appointment  of  a  nominee  is  a  waiver  and  relinquishment  of  bis  right 
to  administration  in  favor  of  the  nominee,  and  is  not  rendered  inef- 
fective by  his  subsequent  request  for  tbe  appointment  of  tbe  public 
administrator.  Having  once  waived  and  relinquished  bis  right  to 
administration  in  favor  of  another,  the  court  is  not  required  to  pay 
attention  to  the  subsequent  request:   Estate   of  Bedell,  97  Cal.   339, 
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343;  32  Pac.  Rep.  323.  Under  Btatates  giving  to  certain  penone  tht 
prefurenee  right  to  lettere  of  administration,  and  limiting  tlie  tinw 
within  whicli  such  preferred  persons  may  apply,  it  is  generally  held 
that  BQch  preference  is  lost  by  failure  to  apply  within  the  time  fixed 
by  the  Btatate:  Bice  v.  Tilton,  13  Wyo.  420;  80  Pae.  Rep.  828,  832;  Mc- 
Lean T.  Roller,  33  Wash.  16S;  73  Pac.  Rep.  1123;  In  re  Button's  Es- 
tate, 31  Wash.  340;  71  Pac.  Bep.  1012.  ThnH  the  preference  to  letters 
testamentary,  given  to  persons  named  aa  ezeentOTs  !□  the  will,  is 
forfeited  by  their  failnro  to  appiy  for  the  probate  of  the  will,  or  for 
letter)!  testamentary  within  tbe  time  fixed  by  the  statute:  Bice  v. 
Tilton,  IS  Wyo,  420;  80  Pac.  Rep.  828,  832,  They  are  not  rendered 
Incompetent  by  the  delay,  but  simply  lose  their  preference  right;  and 
iinleas  they  come  into  the  state  within  a  reasonable  time,  and  submit 
themselves  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court,  and  personally  conduct  the 
settlement  of  the  estate,  the  court,  in  its  discretion,  may  appoint  any 
other  competent  person  to  act:  Bice  v.  Tilton,  13  Wyo,  420;  80  Pac.  Rep. 
826, 832.  So  where  the  nominee  of  a  surviving  hnaband  fails  to  present 
his  application  for  letters  of  administration  until  after  the  expiration 
of  forty  days  from  the  intestate's  death,  bis  laches  is  a  waiver  of  the 
appointee's  right,  and  tbe  court  may  appoint  any  suitable  person,  in 
its  discretion,  to  administer  the  estate;  McLean  v.  Roller,  33  Wash, 
166;  73  Pac.  Rep.  1123,  1124;  and  the  same  is  true  where  a  hus- 
band neglected,  for  nearly  three  years  after  the  death  of  bis  wife, 
to  petition  for  his  appointment  as  administrator  of  her  estate:  In  re 
Sutton's  Estate,  31  Wash.  340;  71  Pac.  Rep.  1012.  A  creditor  waives 
his  right  to  administer  upon  the  estate  of  bis  deceased  debtor,  where 
he  has  no  other  interest  in  the  estate  than  that  of  creditor,  by  agree- 
ing to  wait  for  payment  for  a  few  weeks,  at  the  expiration  of  which 
time  the  heirs  are  to  pay  his  bills:  In  re  Farnham's  Estate,  41  Wash. 
570;  84  Pac.  Rep,  602,  603.  Under  the  statute  of  Idaho,  if  applica- 
tion for  administration  of  the  estate  of  an  intestate  is  not  made 
within  four  years  from  the  date  the  applicant's  right  accrues  to  makft 
sncb  application,  the  statute  of  limitations  is  a  bar  to  sueh  appoint- 
ment, if  properly  pleaded  in  the  proceeding  for  sueh  appointment: 
Gwinn  v.  Melvin,  9  Ida.  202;  72  Pac.  Rep.  961,  962.  Under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  statutes  of  Kansas,  a  creditor  of  decedent,  having  a 
claim  which  he  wishes  to  establish  against  the  estate,  may,  if  the 
widow  or  next  of  kin  refnse  to  take  out  letters  of  administration, 
obtain  letters  for  himself  or  for  other  persons  after  fifty  days  from 
the  death  of  decedent;  and  he  cannot,  without  any  good  cause  or 
reason  therefor,  defer  making  such  application  until  the  statute  of 
limitations  has  run,  and  then  claim  that  during  all  of  tbe  time  from 
the  death  of  the  debtor  to  the  appointment  of  the  administrator 
the  statute  of  limitations  is  suspended  on  account  of  the  non- 
appointment  of  such  administrator.  If  a  creditor  would  save  his 
claim  against  the  estate  of  a  decedent  from  the  bar  of  the  statute, 
he  must  exercise  reasonable  diligence,  if  the  widow  or  next  of  kin 
lefase   to   take   out   letters   of   administration,   to   obtain    lettere   of 
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adminiatr&tion  for  himeelf  or  Bome  otber  person:  Bauseroian  v.  Cbar- 
lott,  M  Kan.  480;  26  Pae.  Hep.  lOSl,  1052. 

16.  Validity  of  IVpOliitmeiit  Uld  IMten.  There  cannot  be  two 
administrationB  on  the  same  estate,  in  the  same  state,  at  the  same 
time.  Hence  the  appointment  of  a  new  administrator  while  another 
one  is  in  office  is  a  nullity:  HaTnee  v.  Meehs,  20  Cal.  288;  Estate  of 
Hamilton,  34  Cal.  4S4.  The  existence  of  an  administrator  in  one 
county  precludes  the  appointment  of  an  administrator  of  the  same 
estate  in  another  county:  Oh  Chow  v.  Broekway,  21  Or.  440;  28 
Pae.  Sep.  384;  Estate  of  Griffith,  S4  Cal.  107;  23  Pac.  Rep.  S28.  JuHe- 
diction  to  appoint  a  special  administrator  over  the  estate  does  not 
empower  the  court  to  appoint  a  general  administrator:  Estate  of 
Damke,  133  Cal.  430,  432;  65  Pac.  Bep.  889.  Letters  of  administra- 
tion granted  to  a  minor  are  not  void,  nor  will  the  removal  of  the 
administratriz  from  the  state  operate,  ipso  facto,  as  a  revocation  of 
the  tetters.  Neither  the  fact  of  minority  nor  of  her  removal  will 
eonstitnte  a  defense  in  an  action  prosecuted  by  ber  as  administra- 
trix: Missouri  etc.  Ry.  Co.  v.  McWherter,  59  Kan.  345;  S3  Pac.  Bep. 
135.  Where  a  brother  of  decedent  has  been  appointed  adminis- 
trator of  his  estate,  but  afterwards  becomes  'insane,  and  is  sent  to 
the  asylum,  anch  fact  does  not  create  an  entire  vacancy  in  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  estate.  The  administrator  becomes  incapable  of 
executing  the  trust  for  the  time  being,  and  if,  during  that  time,  the 
widow  of  a  deceased  petitions  for  letters,  she  would  doubtless  re- 
ceive them;  but  when  the  incapacity  of  the  administrator  is  removed 
by  a  eertiflcate  of  disrharge  from  the  asylam,  and  he  has  again  en- 
tered upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties  as  administrator,  and  has  been 
recognized  by  the  court  and  others,  the  petition  of  the  widow  for 
letters  comes  too  late:  Estate  of  Moore,  68  Cal.  281,  2S4;  9  Pac.  Rep. 
164.  Although  the  probate  court  does  not  have  jurisdiction  to  set 
aside  an  order  discharging  an  administrator  after  the  lapse  of  the 
term  in  which  the  order  was  entered,  yet  a  petition  to  administer 
upon  unadministered  assets  of  the  estate  gives  the  court  jurisdiction 
to  order  an  administration  and  distribution  of  the  same:  Otero  v. 
Otero  (Ariz.),  90  Pac.  Rep.  601,  603.  If  letters  of  administra- 
tion are  issued  in  one  county,  and  application  for  them  is  also  made 
in  another  county,  the  court  of  the  latter  county  should  hold  the 
proceedings  before  it  in  abeyance  until  the  question  of  conflict  of 
jarisdiction  between  them  is  settled  by  the  judgment  of  the  court 
which  first  acquired  jurisdiction  over  the  administration  of  the  es- 
tate: Estate  of  Damke,  133  Cal.  430;  65  Pac.  Rep.  889;  Dnngan  v. 
Superior  Court,  149  Cal.  98;  84  Pae.  Rep.  767.  Between  courts  of 
co-eqnal  anthority,  that  one  which  first  obtains  jurisdiction  will  be 
permitted  to  pursue  it  to  the  end,  to  the  exclusion  of  all  others, 
and  it  will  not  permit  its  jurisdiction  to  be  impaired  or  subverted 
by  a  resort  to  some  other  tribunal:  Ewing  v,  Mallison,  65  Kan.  484; 
70  Pae.  Bep.  369,  370.  The  appointment  of  an  administrator,  though 
Probate  —  26 
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Dot  neceaaarily  void:  In  re  Owen's  EUte  (Utah), 
91  Pac.  Hep.  283,  385.  The  order  of  a  court  appointing  an  adnin- 
iatrator,  which  order  recites  that  proof  of  notice  was  made,  though 
In  fact  it  WOB  made  without  the  mailing  of  notice  to  the  executor 
named  in  the  will,  as  required  by  statute,  ig  meiely  voidable,  and 
will  be  presumed  valid  until  set  aaide  in  a  direct  proceeding  for 
that  purpose:  Bice  v.  Tilton,  H  Wyo.  101;  82  Pac.  Hep.  577,  579.  If 
a  blank  form  is  used  in  petitioning  for  letters  of  admin iatrat ion,  but 
a  blank  apace  is  left  where  the  name  of  the  decedent  should  be,  in 
the  allegation  as  to  his  death,  such  omissiou  is  not  fatal,  where  the 
moaning  of  the  petition  is  apparent  from  other  parta  thereof:  Ma- 
gooD  V.  Ami,  8  Haw.  191,  193.  Where  the  atatnte  anthorizes  the 
grant  of  administration  to  one  or  more  of  several  classes  of  per- 
sona, and  an  administratrix  is  duly  appointed,  and  an  adminiatTator 
executes  a  bond  and  takes  the  prescribed  oath  of  office  as  such  ad- 
ministrator, and  is  recognized  throughout  the  proceedings  aa  one  of 
the  administrators  of  the  estate,  the  acta  of  the  adminiBtratrii,  as 
such,  are  good  in  any  event,  and  the  tact  thit  the  adminiatrator  acted 
with  her,  though  no  petition  for  his  appointment  may  have  beeu 
filed  and  no  notice  given,  could  not  have  the  effect  of  rendering  her 
acta,  aa  such  adminietrbtrii,  without  juriadiction:  Blackmau  v.  Mul- 
hall  (S.  D.),  104  N.  W.  Rep.  250,  254.  Letters  of  admiuiatra- 
tion  which  are  dated  and  issued  by  the  clerk  on  Christraas  Day  are 
not  void:  Qlendsnning  v.  McNutt,  1  Ida.  592. 


Letters  of  administration  are  void  for  want  of  jurisdiction  when: 
Bee  note  33  Am.  Dee.  239-243.  Appointment  of  adminiatrator  de 
bonis  non  after  final  settlement  of  estate:  See  note  5  Am.  &  li!ng. 
Ann.  Cas.  497. 

16.  CoUataral  attack.  The  action  of  a  probate  court  in  appointing 
an  adminiatrator  and  iasuing  iettere  of  administration  ia  judicial  in 
Its  nature,  and  is  not  open  to  collateral  attack,  unless  the  court  acted 
without  jurisdiction:  Swing  v.  Malliaon,  65  Kan.  484;  70  Pac.  Rep. 
369.  When  letters  of  adminiatration  are  issued,  such  letters  will  be 
held  to  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  all  facta  neceasary  for  the  validity 
of  such  lettera.  Letters  of  administration  can  be  attacked  collater- 
ally only  when  the  probate  court,  for  aome  reason,  has  no  jurisdic- 
tion to  make  the  appointment:  Ewing  v.  Malliaon,  65  Kan.  484;  70 
Pac.  Rep.  369,  3T1.  Every  presumption,  not  upset  by  tbe  record 
itself,  is  to  be  indulged  in  support  of  the  regularity  and  validity 
of  the  order  appointing  an  administrator.  This  presumption  of  regu- 
larity applies  alike  to  the  orders  and  decrees  of  the  probate  courts, 
as  well  as  to  proceedings  of  courts  of  general  jurisdiction:  McKenna 
V.  Cosgrovo,  41  Wash.  332;  83  Pac.  Rep.  240.  It  is  clear  that  an 
order  granting  letters  of  special  administration  cannot  be  held  void 
in   a   collateral   proceeding   becauae   it   does   not   show   the   removal. 
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>ii,  or  resigoation  of  tbe  prior  admin iatrator.  Is  addition  to 
the  general  preaumptioa  of  regularity  attaching  to  tbe  orders  of  the 
court,  the  statute  expressly  dispenseH  with  the  neceasitj  of  a  show- 
ing of  facts  eBsential  to  jurisdiction  by  recital  in  the  order  or  de- 
cree. And,  in  the  absence  of  a  showing  to  the  contrary,  it  must  be 
presumed  that  the  facts  existed  authorizing  tbe  court  to  appoint  the 
special  adminiBtrator;  liethbridge  v.  Lauder,  13  Wyo.  9;  7G  Pac, 
Bep.  682,  685.  A  decree  appointing  an  administrator  is  a  judicial 
detormination  of  that  matter,  subject  only  to  be  reversed,  set  aside, 
or  modiSed  on  appeal,  and  cannot  be  eollaterally  attacked  on  the 
ground  that  he  did  not  give  a  bond  in  twice  the  value  of  the  per- 
sonal property  of  the  estate,  as  required  by  tbe  statute:  Abrook  v. 
BIlia  (Cal.  App.),  92  Pac.  Rep.  396,  398.  Neither  can  the  au- 
thority of  an  administrator  be  attacked  in  a  collateral  proceeding 
because  bis  oath  was  not  taken  until  after  the  letters  were  issued, 
and  was  then  taken  before  a  notary  public,  particularly  where  the 
Btatutory  oath  was  taken  before  the  proper  officer  prior  to  trial; 
Gallagher  v.  Holland,  20  Nev.  164;  IS  Pac.  Bep.  834,  835.  Nor  can 
the  validity  of  his  appointment  be  attacked  collaterally  because  of 
irregolar  service  of  the  notice  of  the  hearing  of  the  application  for 
letter*:  Chilton  v.  Union  Pac.  By.  Co.,  8  Utah,  47;  29  Pac.  Bep. 
963.  In  a  collateral  attack  upon  the  appointment  of  an  adminis- 
trator, it  may  be  presumed  that  a  petition  waa  in  fact  filed  and 
notice  given,  where  it  does  not  affirmatively  appear  that  no  poti- 
tion  for  the  appointment  was  filed  and  that  no  notice  was  given: 
Blackman  v.  Mulhall  (S.  D.),  104  N.  W.  Bep,  250,  254.  Tt  is 
generally  held  that  an  order  by  tbe  proper  court  granting  letters 
testamentary  or  of  administration  without  tbe  statutory  notice  will 
not  make  the  order  void  ab  initio,  but  that  such  defect  is  an  irregu- 
larity merely,  for  which  the  letters  may  be  revoked;  and  tbe  order 
is  not  subject  to  collateral  attack:  Bice  v.  Tilton,  14  Wyo.  101;  82 
Pac.  Bep.  577,  579.  Tbe  general  rule  ia,  that,  as  between  courts  of 
concurrent  and  co-ordinate  jurisdiction,  the  court  that  first  obtains 
possession  of  the  controversy  must  be  allowed  to  dispose  of  it  with- 
out interference  from  the  co-ordinate  court:  Kwing  v.  Matlison,  65 
Kan,  484;  70  Pac.  Bep.  309,  371.  The  determination  of  a  court  as 
to  the  residence  of  the  deceased  in  the  county  where  the  application 
is  made,  although  it  may  be  erroneous,  is  immune  against  a  collateral 
attack:  Estate  of  Qriffith,  84  Cal.  107,  110;  23  Pac.  Bep.  528;  24 
Pac.  Bep.  3S1.  But  the  place  of  residence,  like  the  question  of 
death,  or  the  existence  of  an  estate  to  be  administered,  is  a  juris- 
dictional fact,  and  it  is  not  concluded  by  the  decision  of  the  court 
that  Btich  fact  does  exist,  but  it  may  be  inquired  into  in  a  proper 
collateral  proceeding  for  the  purpose  of  showing  want  of  jurisdic- 
tion in  tbe  court  making  the  determination:  Ewing  v.  Mallison,  65 
Kan.  484;  70  Pac.  Sep.  369,  372.  Of  course,  where  there  is  a  want 
of  jurisdiction,  the  appointment  of  an  administrator  of  an  estate 
is  subject  to  collateral  attack.     The  probate  court  of  a  county  has 
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HO  jurlBdictioa  over  the  estate  of  a  deceased  resident  ta  &ppoiiit  an 
execntoT  or  adminiBtratcir,  unless  the  daeeased  was,  at  the  time  ot 
faia  death,  an  inhabitant  or  resident  of  the  county  in  which  the  ap- 
pointment was  made.  Juiiodiction  vests  in  the  probate  court  of  the 
county  of  the  residence  of  the  deceased  at  the  time  of  hia  death: 
Ewing  V.  MallisoD,  65  Kan.  4S4;  70  Pae.  Bep.  869,  373.

Immediately  upon  the  is- 
suance of  letters  of  administration,  the  administrator  is  entitled  to 
have  the  poBsesBian  of  the  estate  of  deceased,  to  the  end  that  the 
rents  and  profits,  and  if  need  be,  the  proceeds  of  the  property  itself, 
be  applied  to  the  payment  of  debts  and  charges,  and  the  balance, 
if  any,  distributed,  and  hy  him  delivered  to  the  parties  entitled.  The 
grant  of  letters  by  the  probate  court  is  conclusive  upon  other  eoiurts 
as  to  the  necessity  of  administratian :  Page  v.  Tucker,  54  Cal.  121, 
133.  An  order  appointing  an  administrator,  based  upon  a  petition 
which  states  jurisdictional  facts,  is  an  adjudication  that  such  facts 
existed:  Estate  of  Qrif&th,  84  Cal.  107,  109;  23  Pac.  Bep.  523;  24 
Pac.  Bep.  3S1.  Letters  of  administration  are  prima  facie  proof  ot 
the  death  of  decedent:  Brown  v.  Elwelt,  17  Wash.  442;  49  Pac 
Bep.  1068,  1069.  A  surety  on  an  executor's  bond  is  estopped  to 
deny  the  order  appointing  the  executor,  wliere  the  bond  contains  a 
recital  that  by  an  order  of  the  probate  court,  duly  made  and  en- 
tered, the  peraon  named  as  executor  was  appointed  executor:  Moore 
V.  Earl,  91  Cal.  632;  27  Pac.  Hep.  1087,  1088.

IB.  Vesting  Of  mwointee  wltb  afflc«.  The  order  for  the  appointment 
of  an  administrator,  the  qualification  of  the  appointee,  and  the  issuing 
of  letters  to  him,  are  all  necessary  proceedings  to  invest  such  ap- 
pointee with  the  office  of  administrator;  Pryor  v.  Downey,  50  C^. 
388,  399;  19  Am.  Rep.  650;  Estate  of  Hamilton,  34  Cat.  464,  469. 
In  an  action  against  an  administrator,  the  presumption  ie,  after  ver- 
dict, that  the  administrator  qualified  immediately  upon  receiving  his 
letters;  Aiken  v.  Coolidge,  12  Or.  244;  6  Pac.  Eep.  712,  714.  Mo 
person  can  fill  the  position  of  administrator,  except  after  due  appoint- 
ment and  qualification.  No  recognition  by  the  probate  court  could 
make  one  an  administrator  de  facto.  The  order  for  the  appointment, 
the  qualification  of  the  appointee,  and   the  issuance  of  letters  to 
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liiiD,  are  ftU  QMeBsary  proceedings  to  vest  sQch  appointee  with  the 
office  of  administrator:  Pryor  v.  Downej,  50  Cal.  388,  399;  19  Am, 
B«p.  656.  An  adminiatratDr  would  have  to  establiah  hia  oCGcial  char- 
aeter,  if  denied,  by  the  production  of  hie  letters  with  the  oath  of 
office  administered,  or  of  his  certified  copj  of  the  record  thereof,  which 
the  statute  requires  to  be  made;  Estate  of  Hamilton,  34  Cal.  4&4,  469. 

19.  Who  an  not  entitled  to  appointment.  A  public  admiDiBtratoi, 
by  filing  his  petition  for  letters  of  administration,  does  not  acquire 
any  iuterest  in  the  estate,  nor  any  right  to  fees  to  be  thereafter 
earned.  Nor  doea  the  fact  that  expenses  incurred  hy  him  in  advan- 
cing certain  sums  of  money  for  filing  the  petition  and  redeeming  lands 
from  a  tax  sale  entitle  him  to  the  appointment:  State  v.  Woody,  20 
Uont.  413;  51  Pae.  Rep.  97S,  976.  Under  a  statute  which  entitles  a 
creditor  to  letters,  if  none  of  the  relatives  of  a  deceased  person 
apply  therefor,  an  officer  of  a  corporation,  which  is  a  creditor  of  the 
decedent,  ie  not  a  creditor,  and  is  entitled  to  the  appointment;  in 
re  Owens'  Estate,  30  UUh,  351;  85  Pac.  Bep.  277,  278,  280.  A 
daughter  of  a  deceased  person  is  not  entitled  to  letters  of  adminis- 
tration as  against  her  brother:  Bstate  of  Brandage,  141  Cal.  538,  543; 
75  Pac.  Kep.  175;  Estate  of  Coan,  132  Cal.  401;  64  Pae.  Rep.  691. 
Bo  an  illegitimate  child  la  not  entitled  to  administer  on  the  estate 
of  his  father,  as  against  the  father's  brother:  Estate  of  Pico,  52  Cat. 
84,  85.  The  appointee  of  the  guardian  of  a  minor  heir  is  not  entitled 
to  letters  of  administration;  Estate  of  Woods,  97  Cal.  428,  429;  32 
Pac.  Rep.  516.  A  son,  who  has  conveyed  all  his  interest  in  the 
estate  of  hia  deceased  mother,  is  not  entitled  to  administer  upon  her 
estate,  in  preference  to  his  aiater:  Eatate  of  Edaon,  143  Cal.  607;  77 
Pac.  Sep.  451.  An  illegitimate  son  of  the  deceased  is  not  entitled  to 
letters  of  adminiatration  on  hia  eatate,  aa  against  a  brother  of  the 
decedent:  Estate  of  Pico,  52  Cal.  S4,-S5.  If  a  wife  dies,  leaving 
a  surTiving  husband,  who  is  entitled  to  the  whole  eatate,  her  nephew, 
who  is  not  entitled  to  any  portion  thereof,  is  not  entitled  to  letters 
of  administration  thereon:  In  re  Cannody,  88  Cal.  616,  620;  28  Pac. 
Rep.  373.  A  person  is  not  entitled  to  be  appointed  as  the  adminis- 
trator of  an  estate  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  he  advanced  money 
for  filing  a  petition  for  letters  and  redeeming  lands  from  a  tax  sale. 
An  applicant  is  not  entitled  to  letters  because  of  the  fact  that  he 
has  paid  out  his  own  money  in  an  unsuccessful  attempt  to  attain 
them:  State  v.  Woody,  20  Mont.  413;  51  Pac.  Rep.  975,  976.  A  sur- 
viving partner,  where  the  partnership  existed  at  the  time  of  the 
death  of  the  intestate,  is  precluded  from  acting  as  administrator  of 
the  estate  of  such  intestate:  Cornell  v.  Gallagher,  16  Cal.  367,  368. 
So  a  person  who  was  at  one  time  in  partnership  with  the  testator 
is  ineligible  to  be  appointed  administrator  o(  the  estate,  where  it 
appears  that  there  were  unsettled  matters  growing  out  of  the  relation 
at  the  time  of  the  death  of  the  decedent:  In  re  Oarber,  74  Cal.  338, 
340;   16  Pac.   Rep.  233. 
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20.  Oomi^tency-    DlBqnKUflcatlon  to  a«t. 

(1)  la  generaL  A  BurvivlDg  husband,  or  wife,  child,  father,  mother, 
or  brother,  is  "  eompcteiit "  to  obtain  letters  of  adminiBtration  as 
against  another  person  to  whom  letters  have  been  granted,  if  not 
addicted  to  druokenneBs,  imprudence,  or  want  of  integrity  or  under- 
Btaoding:  Estate  of  Pacbeco,  23  Cal.  476,  480.  The  mere  fact  tli&t 
an  applicant  for  letters  of  administration  is  not  next  of  kin  to  the 
deceased  does  not  incapacitate  him  from  holding  the  office  of  ad- 
miDistrator.  On  the  contrarj,  a  stranger  is  legally  competent,  thoagb 
others  are  entitled  to  priority:  Estate  of  Kirtlan,  16  Cal.  161,  165. 
The  applicant  for  letters  of  administ ration  is  not  disqualified  by  the 
fact  that  he  is  a  public  administrator,  and  is  a  creditor  of  or  has 
a  demand  against  the  estate.  The  statute  which  requires  that  the 
pnblic  administrator  shall  not  be  interested  in  the  expenditures  of 
any  estate  "he  administers"  does  not  state  a  rule  of  disqualifica- 
tion: Estate  of  Hueraing,  103  Cal.  585,  586;  37  Pac.  Bep.  520. 
One  holding  an  adverse  claim  to  the  estate  of  a  deceased  person  is 
not  by  statute  disqualified  to  act  as  administrator.  The  statute  pre- 
Bcribes  the  grounds  of  disqualification,  and  the  courts  have  no  right 
to  add  to  the  disqualification  prescribed  by  the  legislature:  Estate 
of  Bnindage,  141  Cal.  538,  540;  75  Pac.  Rep.  175;  Estate  of  Muersing, 
103  Cal.  585;  37  Pac.  Bep.  520.  While  it  is  true  that  a  person,  who 
comes  within  any  of  the  disqnalificationa  prescribed  by  statute,  is 
not  entitled  to  letters  of  administration,  yet  it  is  necessary  for  a  peti- 
tioner to  allege  in  his  petition  the  existence  of  those  matters  onJy 
eoncerniug  which  no  presnmpioD  of  law  is  indulged  in  his  favor. 
Where  such  presumption  exists,  it  is  neither  necessary  to  allege  mat- 
ters in  aid  of  such  presumption,  nor  does  the  law  cast  upon  tlie 
petitioner  the  burden  of  proving  tbem.  If  no  issue  is  tendered  to 
the  proceeding  aa  to  improvidence,  lack  of  capacity,  or  understaod- 
ing  of  the  petitioner,  a  finding  of  the  court  upon  these  matters  is 
outside  of  the  issues  and  must  be  disregarded:  Estate  of  Qordon,  142 
Cal.  125,  131,  133;  75  Pae.  Eep.  672.  As  to  what  extent  the  dis- 
qualification of  a  person  by  reason  of  his  minority  has  been  re- 
moved by  the  California  statute,  see  Estate  of  Turner,  143  Cal.  438, 
441;  77  Pac.  Rep.  144.  The  minor's  disability  has  been  removed, 
at  least  to  the  extent  of  conferring  the  right  on  his  guardian  to  b* 
appointed  administrator:  Estate  of  Turner,  143  Cal.  438,  441;  77 
Pac.  Rep.  144.  A  brother's  prejudice  against  his  sister  does  not  dis- 
qualify bim  from  acting  as  administrator:  Estate  of  Bauqnier,  88 
Cal.  4TS;  26  Pac.  Bep.  3T3. 

(2)  Want  of  understanding.  The  fact  that  an  applicant  for  let- 
ters of  administration  is  of  great  age,  and  cannot  read  or  write, 
and  cannot  speak  English,  does  not  show  any  want  of  "  understand- 
ing." within  the  meaning  of  a  statute  which  makes  one  incompetent 
to  Piccute  the  dutii'S  of  the  truet  by  reason  of  "drunkenness,  im- 
providence, or  want  of  integrity  or  understanding."     Thb  misfortune 
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fflay  render  it  difficult  for  bim  to  perfoTin  ioiD«  of  his  duties  properly, 
bnt  it  does  not  render  It  Iroposaible:  Estate  of  Pacheco,  23  Cal.  476, 
480.  Proof  that  the  applicant  cannot  speak  tbe  Engtish  language, 
and  is  not  familiar  with  the  cenBtitntion  of  the  state,  does  not  show 
a  lack  of  "  understand iog,"  partieularlj  where  the  other  evidence 
■bows  that  he  ie  a  man  of  great  ioteliigence  and  edaeation:  Estate 
of  Li  Po  Tai,  lOS  Cal.  484,  4S0;  41  Pac.  Bep.  486;  39  Pac.  Hep.  30. 
Nor  ie  the  applicant  dlBqualifled  by  want  of  "  understanding,"  where 
there  is  nothing  to  denote  any  lack  of  understanding  on  bis  part, 
but,  on  tbe  contrary,  he  is  charged  with  an  alleged  design  to  defraud 
certain  heirs  of  rightful  shares  of  the  estate,  and  that  he  entered 
into  an  alleged  conspiracy  with  others  to  carry  out  that  fraudulent 
purpose:  Boot  v.  Davis,  10  Mont.  228,  sub  nom.  In  ra  Davis'  Bs- 
t»te,  25  Pac  Bep.  lOG,  107. 

(5)  DmnkeiuieM.  The  applicant  is  not  incompetent  by  reason  of 
alleged  drunkenness,  where  the  testimony  as  to  his  babit  of  using  in- 
toxicating liquors  is  to  the  effect  that  his  use  of  the  same  is  tem- 
perate. Howerer  reprehensible  that  habit  may  be,  as  regarded  from 
a  moral  point  of  view,  it  is  not  within  the  province  of  the  court 
to  deny  IcCtera  of  administration  to  an  applicant  on  the  ground  of  mere 
use  of  intoxicants.  The  dmnkenness  contemplated  by  the  statute  un- 
doubtedly is  excessive,  inveterate,  and  continued  use  of  intoxicants 
to  each  an  extent  as  to  render  the  subject  of  the  habit  an  unsafe 
agent  to  intrust  with  the  care  of  property  or  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness: Hoot  V.  Davis,  10  Mont.  228,  sub  nom.  In  re  Davis'  Estate, 
25  Pac  Bep.  105,  106. 

<4)  DnprDTldence.  Nor  is  the  applicant  for  letters  of  administra- 
tion disqualified  by  reason  of  "  improvidence,"  where  there  is  no 
evidence  to  show  that  he  poBsesses,  or  has  exhibited  in  reference  to 
property,  the  characteristics  which  constitute  improvidence,  such  as 
earelesaness,  indifference,  prodigality,  wastefulness,  or  Degligenee  in 
reference  to  tbe  care,  management,  and  preservation  of  property  in 
charge;  and  particularly  where  the  evidence,  on  the  contrary,  does 
show  that  he  has  been  engaged  extensively  in  business;  that  he  has 
been  intrusted  with  the  custody,  care,  and  expenditure  of  large  sums 
of  moneys,  and  the  superintendence  of  undertakings  of  importance,- 
involving  large  expenses;  and  that  in  none  of  these  matters  is  it 
shown  that  he  was  wanting  in  foresight,  care,  and  diligence  in  the 
management  and  preservation  of  the  property  committed  to  his 
charge;  Root  v.  Davis,  10  Mont.  2£S,  sub  nom.  In  re  Davis'  Estate, 
25  Pac.  Bep.  105,  107. 

(6)  Want  of  integiitgr.  The  rights  of  a  widow  to  letters  of  ad- 
ministration of  the  estate  of  her  deceased  husband  cannot  be  ques- 
tioned on  the  ground  that  during  the  life  of  ber  husband  she  was

TuifBit^ifal  to  her  marital  vows.    Evidence  that  ihe  <ma  an  nnfaitta- 

fnl  wife  does  not  prove  her  "  lack  of  integrity,"  witbin  the  me&Diug 
of  the  statute:  Estate  of  Newman,  124  Cal.  68S,  693;  57  Pac.  Kep. 
686;  45  L.  R.  A.  TSO.  Neither  is  the  applicant  disqualifled  by  reason 
of  "  want  of  integrity,"  on  the  ground  that  he  has  comioitted  per- 
jury, where  the  facts  do  not  show  that  he  has  committed  sach  a 
crime.  Nor  does  the  fact  that  the  applicant's  son  baa  a  claim  ad- 
verse to  the  interest  of  the  heirs  of  the  estate  disqualify  the  appU- 
caut  from  taking  the  ofBce  of  administrator,  on  the  theory  that  the 
father  would  be  likely  to  favor  his  bod's  claim.  This  fact  has  no 
bearing  upon  the  applicant's  integrity.  A  man  of  the  utmost  up- 
right character  and  of  the  strictest  integrity,  and  free  from  all  dis- 
qualifying conditions  prescribed  in  the  statute,  may  have  a  sou  who 
claims  an  interest  adverse  to  other  claimants  of  an  estate.  It  wonld 
be  clearly  unlawful  to  set  aside  the  father's  right  to  letters  of  ad- 
ministration upon  such  a  pretense  as  that:  Boot  v.  Davis,  10  Moot. 
22S,  sub  nom.  In  re  Davis'  Estate,  25  Pac.  Bep.  105,  114.  An  appli- 
cant for  letters  of  administration  is  not  wanting  in  integrity  be- 
cause of  a  charge  that  he  has  entered  into  a  conspiracy  with  others 
to  carry  out  a  design  to  defraud  certain  heirs  of  rightful  shares  of 
the  estate,  where  no  conspiracy  is  shown:  Hoot  v.  Davis,  10  Mont. 
22S,  sub  nam.  In  re  Davis'  Estate,  25  Pac.  Sep.  lOS,  114.  The  phrase 
"  want  of  integrity,"  as  used  in  the  statute,  means  soundness  of  moral 
principle  and  character,  as  shown  by  a  person's  dealings  with  others, 
in  the  making  and  performance  of  contracts,  and  in  fidelity  and 
honesty  in  the  discharge  of  trusts.  In  short,  it  is  used  as  a  synonym 
for  probity,  honesty,  and  uprightness  in  business  relations  with  others. 
The  fact  that  an  applicant  for  letters  of  administration  claims  prop- 
erty as  his  own,  which  the  other  legatees  insist  belongs  to  the  estate, 
does  not,  of  itself,  and  without  some  reference  to  the  honesty  of 
the  claim,  show  a  wont  of  integrity:  Estate  of  Bauquier,  8S  Cal. 
302,  30T;  26  Pac.  Rep.  178,  532.  The  fact  that  a  husband  claims  the 
entire  estate  of  his  deceased  wife  as  his  own,  where  she  died  with- 
out issue,  or  direct  or  collateral  kindred,  does  not  show  a  want  of 
integrity,  or  disqualification  to  act  as  administrator:  In  re  Car- 
mody,  88  Cal.  616,  620;  26  Pac.  Bep.  373. 

21.  Non-residaDts.  No  person  is  competent  or  entitled  to  serve 
ae  administrator  or  administratrix  who  is  not  a  bona  fide  resident 
of  the  state:  EsUte  of  Cotter,  54  Cal.  215,  217;  Estate  of  Beech, 
63  Cal.  458;  Hutchings  v.  Clark,  64  Cal.  228;  30  Pac.  Bep.  804.  A 
non-resident  surviving  husband  or  wife  of  a  deceased  person  is  in- 
competent to  serve  as  the  administrator  of  the  decedent's  estate:  In 
re  Stevenson,  72  Cal.  164,  165;  13  Pac.  Bep.  404;  Estate  of  Cotter, 
54  Cal.  215,  217.  But  a  non-resident  surviving  husband  or  wife  of  a 
deceased  person  is  entitled  to  nominate  a  suitable  person  for  ad- 
ministrator: Estate  of  Cotter,  54  Cal.  215,  218.    A  non-resident  father 
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of  the  decedent  is  incompetent  to  serve  as  odmiaiBtrstor,  or  to  nomi- 
nate one:  Estate  of  Moereing,  103  Cal,  585,  S87;  37  Pac.  Hep.  520. 
One  wlio  is  not  competent  or  entitled  to  serve  as  administrator,  by 
reason  of  non-residence,  has  no  power  to  Dominate  an  administrator, 
and  the  court  is  bound  to  disregard  hia  request  for  the  appointment 
of  another:  Estate  of  Muersing,  103  Cal.  585,  587;  37  Pae.  Rep.  520; 
State  V.  Woody,  20  Mont.  413;  51  Pae,  Rep.  975,  976.  The  fact, 
however,  that  the  person  who  administered  npon  an  estate  was  a 
non-resident  is  not  such  a  frand  as  will  avoid  the  administration  pro- 
ceedings. That  a  person  applying  for  letters  is  a  non-resident  is 
good  ground  for  opposing  his  appointment,  and  good  ground  for 
removing  him  after  be  has  been  appointed.  But  his  acts  as  ad- 
ministrator, when  once  appointed,  are  neither  void  nor  voidable,  and 
cannot  be  set  aside  for  that  reason.  This  is  so,  even  where  the  acts 
are  attacked  during  the  progress  of  the  administration,  and,  for  a 
much  stronger  reason,  it  is  not  ground  for  setting  them  aside  on 
collateral  attaek  after  the  administration  has  been  closed:  Meikle  t, 
Cloquet  (Wash.),  S7  Pac.  Sep.  841,  843.  Upon  the  application 
of  a  widow  for  letters  of  administration  on  her  husband's  estate, 
the  question  as  to  whether  she  is  a  resident  of  this  state  depends 
npon  her  intention  to  remain  here,  and  the  fact  of  such  residence, 
notwithstanding  that  she  came  to  this  state  because  her  husband  left 
an  estate,  and  that  if  he  had  not  left  such  an  estate  she  wonld  not 
have  come.  If,  being  here,  it  is  her  intention  to  remain  here,  and 
make  this  her  future  home,  she  thereby  becomes  a  resident  of  this 
state:  Estate  of  Newman,  124  Cal.  888,  693;  57  Pac.  Sep.  686;  45 
L.  B.  A.  780.

1.  Potltloii  for  nrocation.  It  is  sufScient,  in  •  petition  for  the 
rarocatiou  for  letteri  of  admtniitrAtion,  (or  the  petitioner  to  allege 
merely  his  age,  resideace,  and  heirship  of  the  decedent.  Thie 
establiahes  his  competeucj  without  any  specific  allegation  as  to  the 
DDn-eziatence  of  all  other  matteri,  which,  under  the  statute,  might 
otherwise  disqualify  him.  The  atatnte  which  provides  that  the  peti- 
tioner for  revocation  of  letters  shall  allege  or  prove  his  competency 
doee  not  deal  with  a  matter  of  pleading  or  proof.  It  Bimply  declares 
a  right;  that  is,  that  one  who  otherwise  would  be  entitled  to  letters 
may  have  letters  which  were  previously  issued  revoked,  if  he  is 
competent  to  act  as  administrator.  There  is  no  presumption  that  a 
person  ia  a  resident  of  the  state,  or  of  any  particular  age;  and  as  to 
these  matters  it  is  therefore  necessary  for  the  petitioner  to  allege  and 
prove  tbem;  but  the  presumptions  are  in  his  favor  against  the  exist- 
ence of  any  of  the  other  disquali  a  cations:  Estate  of  Gordon,  142  Cal. 
125,  133;  75  Pac.  Rep.  672.  If  such  a  petition  fails  to  show  that  the 
jorisdictional  facts  did  not  exist,  it  must  be  presumed,  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  a;>plication,  that  they  did  exist;  and  this  applies  to  all 
necessary  facts  to  give  jurisdiction,  including  notice  and  residence; 
Estate  of  Griffith,  84  Cal.  107,  109;  23  Pac.  Rep.  528;  24  Pac.  Bep.  381. 
A  failure  to  demur  to  the  petition  to  set  aside  the  appointment  of  an 
administrator  is  a  waiver  of  the  objection  that  the  petitioner  had  no 
legal  capacity  to  sue:  In  re  Tasanen's  Estate,  25  Utah,  386;  71  Pac 
Bep.  084,  985. 


For  various  questions  concerning  newly  discovered  evidence  on  a 
petition  for  the  revocation  of  letters  of  administration,  see  In  re 
McClellan's  Estate  (a  D.),  Ill  N.  W.  Kep.  540. 

2.  Frovlnce  of  coniL  If  letters  of  administration  have  been 
granted  to  some  person  other  than  husband  or  wife  or  child  of  the 
decedent,  it  makes  no  difference  whether  there  was  a  will  or  not,  if 
one  of  the  persons  preferred  by  the  law  asks  that  the  administrator, 
with  or  without  the  will  annexed,  be  removed  and  himself  appointed. 
Eie  request  should  be  granted  by  the  court,  if  he  is  legally  competent 
to  discharge  the  trust:  Estate  of  Li  Po  Tai,  108  Cal.  484,  488;  41  Pac. 
Bep.  486;  39  Pac.  Bep.  30.  And  where  the  court  has  removed  an 
administrator  for  neglect,  mismanagement,  and  incompetency,  it  has 
Probate  —  It 
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the  power  to  grant  letters  to  the  proper  purty:  Estate  of  Pico,  56  Cal. 
413,  420;  but  it  has  no  power  to  appoint  a  special  administrator  of 
the  estate,  until  after  the  executrix  thereof  has  been  suHpcnded  or 
removed:  Scfaroeder  v.  Superior  Court,  70  Cal.  343;  11  Pac.  Kep.  651. 
Where  the  court  had  no  jurisdiction  to  grant  letters  of  admin iBtration 
upon  an  estate,  it  baa  power  to  revoke  its  appointment  of  the  admin- 
istrator, on  a  petition  asking  for  his  removal,  where  the  want  of 
jurisdiction  to  malie  Buch  appointment  appears  from  the  record; 
Henkle  v.  Slate,  40  Or.  349;  68  Pac.  Rep.  399,  400.  So  the  court  has 
power,  on  motion,  to  set  aside  the  appointment  of  a  special  adminis- 
tratrix, aa  having  been  inadvertently  made:  Baine  v.  Lawlor,  1  Cai. 
App.  483;  82  Pac.  Rep.  688,  689.  And  where  the  interests  of  the  estate 
require  it,  the  probate  judge  baa  ample  power  to  remove  a  wasteful 
administrator  or  executor  and  to  revoke  his  powers:  In  re  Baldridge, 
2  Ariz.  299;  15  Pac.  Eep.  141,  143. 

S.  Statntoiy  prioiity.  A  statute  which  provides  that  when  letters 
have  been  granted  "  to  any  other  person  than  the  surviving  husband, 
or  wife,  child,  father,  mother,  brother,  or  sister,  of  the  intestate,"  any 
one  of  such  persons  may  obtain  the  revocation  of  the  letters  and  bo 
entitled  to  the  administration,  evidently  deals  with  classes  of  persons 
who  are  given,  respectively,  statutory  priority  in  their  rights  to 
letters  of  administration.  It  does  not  allow  the  former  decree  to  be 
reviewed  or  assailed,  but  merely  permits  it  to  be  superseded  by  a 
person  of  another  and  superior  capacity.  It  refers  to  a  case  where 
letters  have  been  granted  to  one  not  claiming,  or  having  been  adjudi- 
cated, to  be  one  of  the  persons  mentioned  in  such  section,  as,  for 
instance,  where  the  public  administrator,  or  a  creditor,  or  some  other 
person  legally  competent,  but  not  enumerated  in  said  section,  has 
been  appointed.  It  does  embrace  a  case  where  the  one  appointed  had 
applied  as  one  of  the  persons  enumerated  in  the  said  section,  and  had 
been  adjudicated  by  the  court  to  be  the  aurviving  husband  or  wife, 
or  one  of  the  other  persons  enumerated  therein;  Estate  of  Aldrieh, 
147  Cal.  343;  81  Pac.  Rep.  1011,  1012.  In  California,  when  the  petition 
for  revocation  of  letters  is  based  upon  the  statutory  right  to  admin- 
ister, and  where  the  petitioner  is  not  incompetent  by  reason  of  som* 
statutory  disqualification,  section  1383  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure 
of  that  state  applies,  and  the  court  has  no  discretion  to  deny  his  peti- 
tion. Section  1354  of  said  code,  giving  the  court  discretionary'  power 
to  remove  or  to  retain  an  administrator  with  the  will  annexed,  in  th« 
eases  therein  specified,  does  not  apply,  where  the  petition  for  the 
removal  of  the  administrator  with  the  will  annexed  is  based  upon  the 
right  to  administer  conferred  upon  the  petitioner  by  the  statute: 
Estate  of  Li  Po  Tai,  108  Ual.  484,  488;  41  Pac.  Rep.  486;  39  Pac.  Bep, 
30.  Prior  to  1880  there  was  no  provision,  if  letters  had  once  been 
issued,  for  their  revocation  at  the  instance  of  a  nominee  of  the  rela- 
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lives  namod  in  tli«  statute;  but  in  tliAt  fear  the  legialature  amended 
the  statute  by  giving  to  the  nominee  of  these  relatives  the  right  to 
obtain  admin iatratioD  and  to  have  the  former  letters  revoked:  Estate 
of  ShielB,  120  Cal.  347,  349;  52  Pac.  Bop.  SOS. 

i.  Appointment  is  valid  ontU  Mt  ulda.  The  appointment  of  a 
second  administrator  before  the  first  one  is  removed  is  voidable.  The 
original  appointment,  though  erroneous,  is  valid  until  set  aside  in 
some  appropriate  proceeding:  Estate  of  Griffith,  84  Cal.  107;  23  Pac. 
Bep.  528;  24  Pac.  Sep.  381;  Schroeder  v.  Superior  Conrt,  70  Cal.  343; 
11  Pac.  Rep.  651;  Estate  of  Hamilton,  34  Cal.  464;  Haynes  v.  Ueeks, 
30  Cal.  288. 


Yalidit;  of  acts  done  by  an  execntor  or  administrator  under 
letters  testamentary  or  of  administration  afterwards  revoked  or  held 
invalid:  See  note  21  L.  B.  A.  146-157. 

6.  What  operates  aa  a  rarocatlDn.  The  appointment  of  an  admin- 
iBtr«tor  with  the  will  annexed  supersedes,  per  se,  alt  former  adminis- 
trations of  the  estate:  McCauley  v.  Harvey,  49  Cal.  497,  505;  but 
the  removal  of  aa  administratrix  from  the  stats  does  not  operate, 
ipso  facto,  aa  a  revocation  of  the  letters:  Railway  Co.  v.  MeWhorter, 
59  Kan.  345,  sub  nom.  Missouri  etc,  Ey,  Co.  v.  McWherter,  53  Pac 
Bep.  135. 

6.  Wlio  may  obtain.  The  only  parties  authorized  under  the 
statute  to  obtain  the  revocation  of  letters  are  the  wife,  child,  father, 
mother,  or  brother  of  the  intestate,  and  such  persons  are  authorized 
to  have  the  letters  revoked  only  by  presenting  b  petition  "  praying 
for  the  revocation  "  and  that  letters  of  administration  may  be  iseued 
to  him  or  her,  or  to  the  nominee  of  relatives  who  have  the  right 
to  letters  of  adminiatrntion:  Estate  of  Carr,  25  Gal.  585,  587;  EsUte 
of  Shiele,  120  Cal.  347,  349;  52  Pac.  Bep.  808;  Estate  of  Eirtlan,  10 
Cal.  161,  165.  It  is  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  a  stranger  is  legally 
competent  to  act  aa  administrator,  though  others  are  entitled  to  pri- 
ority; but  when  letters  have  been  granted  to  any  other  person  than 
the  surviving  husband  or  wife,  brother,  etc.,  any  one  of  them  may 
obtain  the  revocation  of  the  letters  by  presenting  a  petition  to  the 
probate  eOurt:  Estate  of  Kirtlan,  16  Cal.  161,  165;  and  a  prior  right 
to  letters  of  administration  of  an  estate  may  be  asserted  at  any  time 
against  one  who  has  obtained  a  grant  of  letters  by  virtue  of  a  sec- 
ondary right.  The  assertion  of  a  prior  right  to  letters  is  expressly 
provided  for  in  the  statute;  and  if  the  right  be  established,  and  the 
applicant  is  found  to  be  competent,  the  letters  of  the  former  admin- 
istrator must  be  revoked,  and  a  grant  of  letters  of  administration 
made  to  the  applicant,  unless  ho  has  waived  his  right  and  consented 
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to  tbe  former  appointment;  Estate  of  Wooten,  56  Cal.  322,  327;  and 
a  person  is  "competent"  nnless  disqaalifled  under  tbe  statute:  Estate 
of  Pacheco,  23  Cal.  47B.  The  policy  of  the  law  is  to  give  a  right 
to  the  surviving  husband  or  wife,  not  only  to  administer,  bnt  aUo 
to  have  a  person  appointed  on  request.  So  fully  docs  the  law  carry 
out  this  policy,  that,  if  lettera  have  been  granted  to  a  child,  father, 
brother,  or  sister  of  the  intostate,  the  surviving  husband  or  wife 
may  assert  his  or  her  prior  right,  and  obtain  letters  of  administra' 
tioa  and  have  tbe  prior  letters  revoked:  Estate  of  Dow,  132  Cal. 
309,  310;  64  Pac.  Bep.  402.  If  letters  testamentary  have  been  is- 
sued to  an  executor  during  bis  minority,  and  he  has  made  an  appli- 
cation to  have  them  revoked,  and  tbe  application  is  simply  denied, 
without  any  reason  being  assigned,  and  without  any  finding  of  fact, 
such  denial  does  not  imply  a  finding  of  incompetency,  and  doee  not 
constitute  a  prior  adjudication  of  a  want  of  understanding  as  against 
a  subsequent  right  to  be  appointed,  provided  he  is  found  to  poeaess 
the  statutory  competency;  Estate  of  Li  Po  Tai,  108  Cal.  484,  489; 
41  Pac.  Rep.  486;  39  Pac.  Bep.  30.  Letters  of  administration,  issued 
without  authority,  may  be  set  aside  by  the  court  in  which  they  are 
issued,  upon  its  own  motion,  or  such  action  may  be  taken  at  the  in- 
stance of  any  one  interested  in  the  administration;  and  where  an 
action  has  been  brought  by  the  administrator  against  a  railroad  com- 
pany to  recover  damages  for  an  injury  alleged  to  faavs  caused  tbe 
death  of  the  intestate,  the  company  has  sufficient  interest  to  make  it 
a  competent  party  to  institute  proceedings  for  a  revocation  of  letters 
of  administration;  Uallory  v.  Bortiugton  etc.  B.  B.  Co.,  53  Kan. 
557;  36  Pac.  Bep.  105B.  A  relative,  who  applies  within  the  statutory 
time,  is  entitled  to  letters  of  administration  as  against  a  creditor.  If 
the  relative  files  his  petition  within  the  three  months  after  dece- 
dent's death,  the  court  errs  in  appointing  a  creditor  within  that  time, 
because  the  relative  has  the  superior  right  to  the  appointment  of  his 
nominee,  but  such  appointment  is  not  void  for  want  of  jurisdiction. 
It  is  simply  erroneous,  and  is  therefore  voidable.  Hence  the  letters 
may  be  revoked  or  set  aside  upon  an  application  to  the  proper  court 
for  that  purpose,  made  within  the  proper  time,  and  by  the  parties 
entitled  to  priority  in  the  issuance  of  such  letters:  In  re  Owen's  Es- 
tate (Utah),  91  Pac.  Bep.  283,  285.  So  far  as  the  appointment 
of  a  creditor  as  administrator  of  the  estate  is  concerned,  an  ez  parte 
application  for  the  appointment,  containing  an  allegation  that  the 
petitioner  is  the  principal  creditor  of  the  estate,  would  perhaps  be 
sufficient  to  give  the  court  jurisdiction  to  make  the  appointment;  but, 
when  the  regularity  of  an  appointment  already  made  is  attacked  and 
sought  to  be  revoked,  because  issued  to  the  wrong  member  of  a  class 
entitled  to  administer,  the  petitioner  must  affirmatively  show,  in  an 
issuable  form,  facts  which,  if  true,  give  him  preference  under  the 
law:   Cusick  v.  Hammer,  25  Or.  472;  36  Pac.  Bep.  525,  526. 
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7.  Wbo  cuinot  otltaln.  While  a  mrviving  husbaDd  or  wife,  etc, 
lias  B  right  to  assert  a  prior  right  to  letters  at  adminietratioii,  and 
ta  have  letters  revoked  b;  preaentiDg  a  petition,  etc.,  this  right  does 
not  give  to  the  nominee  of  the  husband  or  wife,  in  the  instaneea 
named  in  the  statute,  a  right  to  have  the  letters  revoked  and  to  ob- 
tain letten  for  himself.  In  such  a  case  the  appointment  of  a  nomi- 
nee of  the  person  entitled  to  adminiBtration  is  in  the  diseretion  of 
the  court.  The  right  to  have  letters  issued  to  the  nominee  is  the 
right  of  the  surviving  husband  or  wife,  and  not  of  the  nominee;  Es- 
tate of  Shiels,  120  Cal.  34T,  349;  52  Fac.  Bep.  SOS;  Estate  of  Carr, 
25  Cal.  585.  The  power  to  procure  a  revocation  of  letters,  and  the 
appointment  of  a  nominee  after  letters  have  been  issued  to  one  not 
in  the  first  five  classes  enumerated  in  section  1365  of  the  Code  of 
Civil  Procedkire  of  California,  is  accorded  to  the  raembBrs  of  those 
five  classes  and  to  their  nominees  bj  section  1383  of  the  same  code. 
Bnt  it  mnst  be  observed  that  the  members  of  class  seven,  to  which 
nephews  and  nieces  belong,  are  not  empowered  to  nominate  under  said 
section  13S5,  nor  to  secure  a  revocation  of  letters  under  section  1383 
of  that  code.  Their  rights  are  wholly  embraced  within  section  1370 
of  such  code,  and,  under  the  last-named  section,  the  nephews  and 
nieces  of  the  decedent  do  not  have  the  absolute  right  of  nomination 
and  revocation  of  letters,  but  the  appoiDtment  rests  in  the  discretion 
of  the  court:  Estate  of  Healy,  122  Cal.  162,  164;  54  Pae.  Eep.  736; 
66  Pae.  Rep.  173,  1T6.  The  statute  does  not  authorize  an  application 
hj  the  public  administrator  of  one  county  for  the  revocation  of  let- 
ters issned  to  the  public  administrator  of  another  county:  Estate  of 
Griffith,  84  Cal.  107,  110;  23  Pae  Eep.  528;  24  Pao.  Eep.  381.  One 
who  has  no  interest  in  the  estate  of  a  deceased  person,  which  the 
widow  is  entitled  to  have  set  apart  to  her,  is  not  entitled  to  file  a 
petition  to  revoke  letters  of  administration  granted  to  the  widow: 
Estate  of  Atwood,  127  Cal.  427,  429;  59  Pae.  Eep,  770. 

8.  IiOtteis  may  be  nroksd  when.  Where  a  creditor  of  the  estate 
of  the  deceased  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  soo-iu-law  of 
•  sister  of  the  deceased,  whereby  he  agreed  with  the  heirs  to  wait  for 
the  payment  of  his  claim  for  a  few  weeks,  at  the  expiration  of  which 
time  they  were  to  pay  his  bill,  this  constituted  a  waiver  of  his  right 
to  administer  upon  the  estate,  at  least  for  a  time;  and  his  conduct 
in  violating  this  agreement  and  obtaining  his  own  appointment  as 
administrator  while  the  son-in-law  and  next  of  kin  were  attending 
the  funeral  of  the  deceased,  in  a  distant  state,  should  not  be  coun- 
tenanced by  the  court;  and  where  the  son-in-law  flies  a  petition  ask- 
ing for  the  revocation  of  the  letters  issued  to  such  creditor,  and  that 
he  be  appointed  administrator  in  his  stead,  the  letters  are  properly 
revoked,  Xod  the  court  will  not  review  the  discretion  of  the  trial 
court  in  sppointiDg  the  successor  of  the  administrator:   In  re  Parn- 
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ham'B  Estate,  41  WsbIi.  S70;  84  Pac.  Bep.  602,  608.  It  is  aleo  proper, 
on  the  application  of  one  intereated  in  tbe  estate,  to  revoke  Icttera 
teBtamentary  or  of  administration,  where  the  executor  or  sdminiBtra- 
tor  has  become  wasteful:  In  re  Bsldridge,  2  Ariz.  299;  15  Pae.  Bep. 
141,  143. 

9.  Bnrden  af  proof.  Upon  the  conteat  of  a  petition  to  revoke  let- 
ters of  adminiitration  and  to  issne  letters  to  the  petitioner,  the  onna 
probaudi  is  on  the  eontestant  to  show  that  the  petitioner  is  incom- 
petent to  act  as  adminiatrator.  He  must  allege  and  prove  facts 
showing  that  the  petitioner  is  incompetent  to  set,  althoagh  such 
petitioner  is  of  age,  and  is  a  resident  of  the  state,  and  qualifled  as 
an  heir  of  the  decedent.  In  the  absence  of  any  allegations  of  incom- 
petency in  the  answer,  a  finding  that  the  petitioner  is  not  competent 
to  act  is  outside  of  the  issues,  and  unwarranted  under  the  pleadings:

1.  AdmlnlBtiatloiL  lionds. 
(1)  In  geneml.    While  it  ia  true  that  tbc  admioiBtrator  )■  not  au- 
thorized to  act  until  he  has  given  a  bond,  the  mere  order  of  time 
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in  wliicb  the  &et  of  receiving  the  letters  ftnd  the  act  of  giving  the 
bond  are  performed  nil!  not  affect  the  validity  of  his  appointment, 
nor  any  act  performed  by  bim  after  giving  the  bond,  where  no  official 
kct  was  performed  by  him  before  hie  bond  was  made  and  approved. 
The  fact  that  he  does  not  present  hie  bond  for  approval  until  several 
days  after  the  isBuanee  of  letters  to  him  and  tbe  taking  of  the  oath 
of  office,  does  not  require  tbe  issuance  of  any  letters  after  such  bond 
is  given:   Ions  v.  Harbison,  112  CaL  260,  267;  U  Fac.  Rep.  572. 


Exflcntion  of  executor's  or  administrator's  bond  on  condition  that 
others  shall  sign:  See  note  45  L.  B.  A.  340,  341. 

(2)  Umj  be  rwLtilzttd  when.  Effect  of  fttUore  to  glTo.  In  Califor- 
nia, an  administrator  is  not  authorized  to  aet  until  he  has  given  a 
bond:  Ions  v.  Harbison,  112  CaL  260,  267;  44  Pae.  Bep.  572.  But, 
in  Utah,  the  failure  to  give  a  bond  does  not  necessarily  avoid  the 
letters  of  sdminiBtration.  It  only  makes  them  voidable:  Harris  v. 
Chipman,  9  Utah,  101;  33  Fac.  Bep.  242.  Section  1401  of  the  Code 
of  Civil  Procedure  of  California  does  not  conQict  with  section  1396  of 
that  code,  which  givee  the  probate  court  the  general  power  to  require 
a  bond  in  proper  cases:  Estate  of  White,  53  Cal.  19,  20.  Tbe  Eng- 
lish rule  permitting  an  executor  to  administer  upoo  the  estate  of 
his  intestate,  without  giving  bonds  in  the  first  instance,  prevails  in 
many  states,  bnt  in  the  majority  of  them,  including  Oregon,  tbe  privi- 
lege is  given  only  when  the  will  expressly  so  directs.  The  only  ef- 
fect of  tbe  statute  in  that  state  allowing  the  testator  to  exempt  bis 
ezecDtor  from  giving  bond  is  to  relieve  him  therefrom  in  the  first 
instance,  but  it  is  plainly  not  only  the  right,  but  in  many  instances 
alao  the  duty,  of  the  county  court,  when  it  has  reason  to  suspect 
that  an  estate  will  be  fraudulently  administered,  or  the  property 
thereof  lost  to  those  interested  in  it,  on  a  proper  application  by  a 
legatee  or  creditor,  to  require  the  executor  to  give  a  bond,  notwith- 
standing such  exemption  in  the  will:  Bellinger  v.  Thompson,  26  Or. 
320;  37  Pac.  Bep.  714,  716,  717.  Although  the  county  court  in  that 
Btate  has  no  authority  to  require  an  eierutor  to  give  bonds  in  the 
first  instance  for  the  faithful  execution  of  the  trust  reposed  in  him, 
where  the  will  expressly  provides  that  no  bonds  shall  be  required  of 
htm,  yet  a  bond  given  voluntarily,  which  contains  no  conditions  un- 
authorized by  law,  and  none  against  public  policy,  and  which  is  good 
AS  a  common-law  obligation,  is  valid;  Bellinger  v.  Thompson,  26  Or. 
320;  37  Pac.  Bep.  714,  717. 

(3)  VaUdity.  The  plain  meaningof  section  1388  of  the  Code  of 
Civil  Procedure  of  California  ie,  that  the  principal  and  sureties  must 
aign  the  bond  before  letters  can  be  issued,  for,  obviously,  there  can 
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be  no  execution  without  signing.  The  decisions  are  somewhat  con- 
flicting on  the  proposition  as  to  whether  the  sureties  can  be  held 
liable  on  a  bond  which  purported  to  be  joint  and  several,  but  which 
has  not  been  Bigned  by  the  principal.  If,  however,  s  bond  is  not,  in 
form,  the  joint  and  several  obligation  of  all  the  parties,  as  it  should 
be,  but  is  the  joint  obligation  of  the  principal  and  sureties,  and  the 
several  obligation  only  of  the  latter,  the  bond,  not  having  been 
executed  by  the  principal,  is  not  valid  for  any  purpose,  and  the  sure- 
ties are  not  liable  thereon,  unless  there  is  evidence  showing  that 
they  intended  to  be  bound  without  requiring  the  principal's  signa- 
ture: Weir  v.  Mead,  101  Cal.  125.  128,  130;  40  Am.  St.  Bep.  46; 
85  Fac.  Bep.  567.  As  a  matter  of  law,  it  is  immaterial  where  the 
signature  of  one  signing  a  bond  may  be.  It  is  as  binding  when  found 
anywhere  else  on  the  paper  as  it  is  when  appearing  at  the  end,  the 
question  being  always  open  whether  the  party,  not  having  signed  it 
regtilarly  at  the  foot,  meant  to  be  bound  by  it  as  it  stands,  or  whether 
he  left  it  BO  unsigned  because  he  refused  to  complete  it.  Uence,  if 
the  bond  of  an  administrator  is  delivered  without  the  principal's 
signature,  this  does  not  violate  an  agreement  with  the  sureties  that 
the  bond  was  not  to  be  filed  with  the  probate  court  until  the  prin- 
cipal had  signed  it,  if  his  name  was  signed  in  the  body  of  the  in- 
strument before  delivery:  Kenck  v,  Parchen,  32  Mont.  519;  57  Pae. 
Rep.  94,  95.  "  The  state  of  California  "  and  "  the  people  of  the  state 
of  California  "  describe  the  same  party,  and  a  statute  which  requires  a 
bond  to  be  given  in  the  one  name  is  satisfled  by  a  bond  given  in  tha 
other:  People  v.  Love,  19  Cal.  676,  681;  Tevis  v.  Randall,  6  Cal.  033, 
635;  6S  Am.  Dec.  547, 

<4)  Joint  and  s«T4ral  bond.  Effect  of.  Under  section  1391  of  the 
Code  of  Civil  Procedure  of  California,  when  two  or  more  persons  are 

appointed  executors  or  administrators,  the  superior  court  must  re- 
quire a  separate  bond  from  eaehi  and  when  executors  give  a  joint 
and  several  bond,  the  effect  is  to  make  them  jointly  and  severally 
liable  on  such  bond,  for  the  misconduct  of  each:  Estate  of  Sander- 
son, 74  Cal.  189,  213;  15  Pac.  Hep.  753. 

(5)  AdiUtlonal  bond.  Further  security.  Those  provisions  of  the 
statute  authorizing  the  requirement  of  "  further  security  "  are  intended 
to  be  cumulative.  The  very  purpose  of  requiring  "  further  security  " 
is  to  strengthen,  not  to  increase,  the  security  previously  existing;  and 
it  is  obvious  that  the  purpose  would  fail  unless  both  bonds  relate 
to  the  same  subject-raatlEr:  Lacoste  v.  Splivalo,  64  Ca!.  35,  4U;  30 
Pac.  Rep.  JiTl.  The  title  to  property  sold  by  an  executor  passps,  though 
no  bond  is  given:  Evans  v.  Gcrken,  105  Cal.  311,  313;  38  Pac.  Bep. 
725.  The  slatulp  provides  that  an  additional  bond  must,  under  cer- 
tain circumstances,  be  required  by  the  probate  judge  when  he  ordera 
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ale  of  real  estate;  and  when  a  party  objects  to  tbe  eonfirmation 
the  Bale,  on.  the  ground  that  the  bond  required  by  the  probate 
ge  was  not  in  fact  given,  tbe  objecting  party  should  be  per' 
ted  to  submit  his  proof  in  support  of  the  objection:  Estate  of 
fuello,  50  Cal.  308,  310.  The  statute  dec  la  res  that  the  mere 
ure  to  give  the  security  within  the  time  fiied  by  the  judge's 
er  shall,  of  itself,  and  without  any  further  action  on  the  part 
the  court,  cause  tbe  right  of  the  administrator  to  cease.     It  does 

rpquire  any  order  to  be  served  upon  him.  Hence,  upon  the 
ure  of  tbe  administrator  to  file  additional  security  required  by 
er  of  the  court,  and  the  consequent  cessation  of  his  right  to  the 
linistration  of  the  estate,  the  court  is  required  to  appoint  aa  ad- 
listrator  "  the  person  neit  entitled  to  the  administration  on  the 
ite,  who  wit]  execute  a  sufficient  bond,"  and  is  authorized  to  make 
order  suspending  tbe  powers  of  the  administrator  until  such  fur- 
r  appointment  can  be  made,  and  in  the  mean  time  to  appoint 
pecial  administrator  of  the  estate:  Barrett  v.  Superior  Court,  111 
.  154,  158;  43  Pac.  Rep.  S19.  Tbe  statute  of  Oregon  does  not  re- 
re  the  executor  to  give  an  additional  undertaking  before  entering 
n  the  duties  of  his  ndministration;  but  where  the  duty  of  ad- 
Li»tering  tbe  partnership  property  of  the  deceased  devolves  upon 
administrator  by  the  surviving  partner's  failure  to  qualify,  he  is 

exonerated  from  giving  the  additional  undertaking  required   by 

statute:  Palicio  v.  Eigne,  15  Or.  H2;  13  Pac.  Bep.  765,  767.  Tbe 
rs   at  law  are   authorized   to   ash   for   further   security,   and   it  is 

duty  of  the  court,  whenever  it  comes  to  its  knowledge  that  the 
id  of  an  executor  or  administrator  is  insufficient,  to  require  him 
file  additional  security,  or  an  additional  bond;  and  when  sueh

2.  Liability  on  admlnifrtratlon  bonds. 
(1)  lb  gtOMnl.    It  has  been  repeatedly  held  that  an  action  cannot 
maintained  against  the  sureties  of  an  executor,  administrator,  or 
irdian  for  breach  of  the  bond   until   the  amount  of   indebtedness 

been  determined  by  order  of  the  probate  court:  Nickals  v.  Stan- 
,  146  Cal.  724,  726;  81  Pac.  Bep.  117;  Reither  v.  Murdock,  135  Cal. 
;  67  Pac.  Eep.  784;  Cbaquette  v.  Ortet,  60  Cal.  594,  5B9.  But  in 
e  of   a   debt  due  from   the   executor   to   the   testator  long  before 

latter's  death,  which  has  been  properly  included  in  the  inventory 
money  in  the  bauds  of  the  executor,  the  sureties  on  the  bond  of 

executor  are  answerable  for  the  default  of  the  executor  in  not 
king  payment,  and  without  demand  or  notice.  In  such  a  case  the 
lilily  of  the  principal  is  fixed:  Treweek  v.  Howard,  105  Cal.  434, 
!;  39  Pac.  Bep.  SO.    But  an  action  may  be  brought  in  a  court  of 
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equity  to  have  the  aeeount  of  a  deceaied  guardian  settled,  miv!  for 
B  judgment  agaiuBt  the  suretiea  for  the  sum  that  may  be  found  due 
to  the  plaintiff  upon  anch  aettlement,  without  a  aeparate  suit  in 
equity  to  settle  and  doterminB  tho  liability  of  the  deeeaoed  gaardiao, 
where  all  the  partiea  in  interest  are  before  the  court.  One  auit  is  all 
that  ia  neceaaarj.  It  mattera  not  that  part  of  the  relief  ie  equitable 
and  part  of  it  legal,  nor  under  which  head  it  may  be  placed.  The 
reault  of  the  suit  is  the  same  aa  the  result  of  two  would  bavc  been: 
Zurfluh  V.  Smith,  135  Cal.  644,  647;  67  Pac.  Rep.  1089.  Sureties  are 
entitled  to  stand  upon  the  precise  terms  of  their  contract,  and  if  the 
bond  ie  limited  to  the  dntiea  cast  upon  the  principal,  the  liabilitiea 
cannot  be  extended:  Treweek  v.  Howard,  105  Cal.  434,  444;  39  Pac. 
I{<op.  20.  But  auretiea  on  the  bond  of  an  executor  or  admiDiatratoT 
are  anawerable  for  the  faithful  execution  of  the  duties  of  his  trust, 
without  regard  to  the  time  of  the  execution  of  the  bond:  Lacoate  v. 
Splivalo,  64  Cal.  35,  41;  30  Pac.  Bep.  571.  Sureties  are  all  liable  in 
the  same  action:  Slater  v.  McAvo;,  123  Cat.  437,  440;  58  Pac.  Rep.< 
49.  Suretiea  on  official  bonda  are  liable  only  for  defaults  occurring 
after  the  commencement  of  the  term  of  office  for  which  they  become 
answerable;  but  this  rule  has  no  application  to  an  executor's  or  ad- 
miniatrator'a  bond,  because  the  law  under  which  and  the  purpose  for 
which  they  are  given  are  different.  There  are  no  terms  of  office 
of  an  executor  or  administrator.  It  is  a  continuous  employment  from 
the  date  of  appointment  until  the  eloae  of  the  admin iatration,  and 
the  suretiea  on  the  bond  of  an  executor  or  admiuiatrator,  conditioned 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  are  answerable  for  assets 
which  have  been  misapplied  by  him  before  the  execution  of  the  bond, 
but  subsequent  to  his  appointment.  A  surety  on  the  adininiatrator'a 
i  bond  is  liable  for  whatever  is  properly  chargeable  to 
in  his  official  capacity;  and  it  is  not  necessary  to  show 
that  the  fund,  or  property  so  chargeable,  was  actually  on  band,  in- 
tact, or  in  specie  at  the  time  the  bond  was  executed.  If  it  is  shown 
to  have  come  into  the  hands  of  the  executor  in  bis  official  capacity, 
and  he  has  not  properly  disposed  of  or  accounted  for  it,  he  is  bound 
to  do  so  on  Bnal  settlement;  and  the  sureties  on  his  bond,  whenever 
given,  are  held  for  the  faithful  performance  of  that  duty:  Bellinger 
V.  Thompson,  26  Or.  330;  37  Pac.  Bep.  714,  718,  719;  Greer  v.  Mc- 
Neal,  11  Okl.  S26;  69  Pac.  Bep.  893,  S9B.  Where  an  executor,  who 
ia  a  reaiduary  legatee,  executes  a  bond  to  pay  all  the  debts  and 
legaciea  of  the  testator,  he  and  hia  suretiea  become  absolutely  liable, 
to  the  extent  of  the  penalty  of  the  bond,  for  all  debts  and  legaciea, 
regardless  of  the  amount  or  value  of  the  aaaeta  of  the  eatate;  and 
where  a  specific  legacy  ia  not  paid  when  due,  the  legatee  may,  with- 
out obtaining  an  order  of  allowance  by  the  probate  court,  and  upon 
dc[iiand  and  refusal  of  payment,  maintain  an  action  for  the  recovery 
of  such  legacy  against  the  obligors  of  the  bond:  Kreamer  v.  Kreamer, 
62  Kan.  597;  35  Pac.  Hep.  214. 
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(2)  Snntlw'  liability  atUdus  wliaii.  The  general  rule  is,  that 
tbe  liability  of  a  snret;'  on  an  adminiBtrator'a  or  guftrdian'B  bond 
depends  upon  tbe  liability  of  the  principal,  and  does  not  attach  until 
that  has  been  ascertained  and  determined  by  the  judgment  of  a 
court  of  competent  juriBdictioD:  Reither  v.  Murdock,  135  Cal.  197, 
198;  67  Pac.  Rep.  784;  Nickals  v.  Stanley,  148  Cal.  724,  72fi;  81  Pae. 
Hep.  117.  The  poverty  or  riches  of  their  principal,  the  condition 
of  the  estate,  and  where  and  how  invested,  are  proper  subjects  of 
inquiry  for  sureties  on  the  bond  of  an  executor  or  administrator,  in 
determining  whether  or  not  to  become  responsible,  bnt  cannot  be 
urged  as  reasons  to  excuse  then  from  the  liability  which  they  as- 
sume. Nor  can  the  representations  of  their  principal  as  to  his  finan- 
cial position  avail  the  sureties;  Treweek  v.  Howard,  lOS  Cal.  434,  446; 
39  Pae.  Rep.  20.  A  suiety  is  a  principal  debtor,  and  no  demand  is 
necessary  before  action.  It  a  demand  is  necessary,  the  bringing  of 
a  suit  is  Buffieient:  BoUes  v.  Bird,  12  Col.  App.  78;  64  Pac.  Bep.  403.

Liability  of  sureties  in  proceedings  against  them  on  the  bond  of 
an  executor  or  administrator;   See  note  51  Am.  Dec.  51(^525. 

(3)  OondnsiTeness  upon  siintias  of  acconntliig,  dlatrlbntlon,  utd 
Jndgment.  The  sureties  upon  tbe  bond  of  an  executor  or  administrator 
are,  in  the  absence  of  fraud,  concluded  by  the  decree  of  t^e  probate 
court,  duly  rendered  upon  a  final  settlement  and  accounting  by  their 
principal  as  to  the  amonnt  of  the  principal's  liability,  although  the 
sureties  on  the  bond  are  not  parties  to  the  acconiiting.  Such  a  de- 
cree cannot  be  collaterally  attacked:  Greer  t.  McNeal,  11  Okl.  536; 
69  Pae.  Bep.  693,  S98;  11  Okl.  519;  69  Pac.  Rep.  SSI;  Kenck  v. 
Parehen,  22  Mont.  519;  57  Pac.  Rep.  94;  Bellinger  v.  Thompaon,  26 
Or.  320;  37  Pac.  Bep.  714;  Irwin  v.  Backus,  25  Cal.  214;  85  Am.  Dec. 
125;  Chaquette  v.  Ortet,  60  Cal,  584;  Treweek  v.  Howard,  lOC  Cal. 
434,  445;  39  Pae.  Bep.  20;  Beither  v.  Murdoek,  135  Cal.  197,  19S; 
67  Pae.  Bep.  7S4.  Bat  the  probate  court  being  one  of  only  a  limited 
jurisdietion,  and  ita  proeeedisgs  being  regulated  and  governed  en- 
tirely by  statute,  it  can  only  settle  the  accounts  of  administrators 
or  guardians  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  code.  If  an  adminis- 
trator or  guardian  dies  or  absconds,  or  is  beyond  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  court,  the  proper  method,  in  order  to  ascertain  whether  be  is 
liable,  and  to  what  extent,  so  as  to  bind  the  sureties  on  his  official 
bond,  is  by  a  proceeding  in  the  nature  of  a  civil  action,  wherein  the 
snreties  are  made  parties  and  have  opportunity  to  be  heard.  If  this 
is  not  done,  neither  the  administrator  nor  his  sureties  are  bound  by 
the  decree  settling  his  account:  Beither  v.  Uurdock,  135  Cal.  197,  3()1; 
67  Pac,  Hop.  784.  So  a  decree  of  distribution  of  the  estate  of  a  de- 
ceased person  fixes  the  liability  of  the  executor  or  administrator,  and, 
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in  the  absence  of  fraud,  is  binding  upon  the  lepreientative  and  bis 
sureties,  although  they  were  not  made  parties  to  the  proceeding,  and 
without  regard  to  the  fact  as  to  whether  an  additional  bond  was 
given  or  not;  Evans  v.  Qerken,  105  Cal.  311,  313;  3S  Pac.  Bep.  725; 
Treweek  v.  Howard,  105  Cal.  434,  445;  39  Fac.  Bep.  20;  and  if  a 
person  continues  to  act  as  executor,  after  his  account  is  settled,  and 
after  a  dseree  of  partial  distribution  has  been  entered,  he  is  answer- 
able  on  his  bond  for  a,  faUure  to  pay  over  money,  actuall;r  in  hia 
possession  and  under  his  control,  until  it  is  actually  paid  over  pursuant 
to  agreement:  McCloud  v.  Hewlett,  135  Cal.  361,  363,  369;  67  Pac 
Bep.  333. 

ii)  Breacli  of  bond.  The  refusal  or  neglect  of  an  ezecntor  or 
administrator  to  obey  or  to  comply  with  the  flnal  judgment  of  the 
probate  court  rendered  against  him  eonstitntes  a  breach  of  bis  bond, 
which  provides  that  be  "shall  faithfully  execute  the  duties  of  the 
trust,  as  such  administrator,  according  to  law,"  and  renders  him 
liable,  as  well  as  the  sureties  thereon,  for  the  full  amount  of  said 
judgment:  Greer  v.  McNeal,  11  Okl.  626;  6S  Pac.  Bep.  893,  S98.  His 
failure  to  account  to  the  estate  for  certain  moneys  which  came  into 
his  hands  is  a  broach  of  bia  bond:  McAllister  v.  People,  2S  Col.  156; 
63  Pac.  Bep.  30S.  So  bis  failure  to  make  payment  according  to  the 
directions  of  the  court  coustituteEi  a  breach  of  his  bond,  for  whieli 
the  sureties  are  answerable.  But  there  is  no  breach  until  there  is  a 
failure  to  account,  or  to  ^ay  over  the  money  as  ordered:  Chaquette  v. 
Ortet,  60  Cal.  594,  5M;  Bellinger  v.  Thompson,  26  Or.  320;  37  Pac. 
Bep.  714,  718.

<6)  dnrsUsB  are  liable  for  wlutt.  As  the  employmeot  of  an  exec- 
utor or  administrator  is  a  continuous  one  from  the  date  of  appoint- 
ment until  the  close  of  the  administration,  and  as  he  is  answerable 
during  such  time  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,'  he  is 
liable  for  assets  misapplied  during  such  time,  though  the  appropria- 
tion occurred  before  the  execution  of  his  bond:  Bellinger  v.  Thomp- 
son, 26  Or.  320;  37  Pac.  Hop.  714,  718.  Under  the  statute  of  Wyoming, 
the  executor  or  administrator  of  a  decedent  becomes  liable,  with  his 
sureties,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  "  all  just  debts  and  obligatious  " 
of  the  doceased,  although  tbere  was  a  misapplication  of  funds  of  the 
estate,  occurring  aftpr  decedent's  death:  Snyder  v.  State,  5  Wyo.  318; 
40  Pac.  Hep,  441.  An  executor  or  administrator  and  his  surotien  are 
answerable  for  damages,  when  the  representative  does  what  the  law 
forbids,  or  fails  to  exercise  reasonable  care  and  diligence  in  doing 
what  it  enjoins.     Thus  tbey  are  answerable  for  money  deposited  in  a. 
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bank  by  the  adminiBtrator,  where  he  allows  it  to  remain  after  a  time 
ffben,  if  he  had  performed  his  duty,  it  would  have  been  distributed 
to  those  entitled,  and  is  lost  hj  the  bank'g  failure:  McNabb  v. 
(Viiom,  7  Nev.  830.  The  Bureties  on  the  bond  of  an  exei;utor  or 
idminiBtrator  are  answerable  for  the  faithful  execution,  by  the  repre- 
tentative,  of  the  duties  of  his  trust,  without  regard  to  the  time  of  the 
siecntion  of  the  bond:  lAcoste  v.  Spliv&lo,  M  Cal.  3S,  41;  30  Pac. 
aep.  571. 

(6)  Xdabillty  of  snietiu  for  penonal  dahta  of  ozAcntoi  or  ftdmlnlo- 
Crator.  Notwithstanding  the  fiction  of  law  in  California  that  money 
lue  from  an  administrator  to  the  estate  which  he  represents  shall,  as 
igainat  him,  be  deemed  money  on  hand,  such  legal  flctioa  will  not  be 
iLiowed  to  work  wrong  and  injustice.  It  may  be  that  he  will  never 
nave,  at  any  time,  in  accounting  aa  executor  or  administrator,  the 
neans  to  enable  him  to  pay  the  debt,  or  any  part  thereof;  and  the 
rale  now  is,  that  the  executor  or  administrator  shontd  not  be  charged 
ror  hie  personal  debt  to  the  estate  beyond  his  actual  ability  to  pay, 
For  only  to  that  extent  does  he,  by  bis  appointment,  receive  money 
From  himself  belonging  to  the  estate:  Estate  of  Walker,  125  Cal.  242, 
M8;  73  Am.  St.  Bep.  40;  37  Pac.  Kep.  Ml;  Sanchez  v.  Porster,  133 
::al.  614;  65  Pac.  Eep.  1077;  Estate  of  Thomas,  140  Cal.  397;  73  Pac. 
Bep.  1050.  The  safeties  upon  an  adminiRtrator'a  bond  are  in  no  sense 
^arantors  of  a  debt  owed  by  the  administrator  to  the  deceased  in  his 
lifetunn.  Section  1615  of  the  Code  of  CivO  Procedure  declares  that 
"  no  executor  or  administrator  is  accountable  for  any  debts  due  to 
the  decedent,  if  it  appears  that  they  remain  uncollected  without  his 
Fanlt."  This  rule  of  law  applies  to  the  debt  of  an  administrator, 
nqaally  with  that  of  any  other  person,  and  special  restrictions  upon 
jzeeutors,  as  declared  in  section  1447  of  that  code,  are  not  made  appli- 
:able  to  administrators:  Sanchez  v.  Forster,  133  Cal.  614,  615;  85  Pac. 
lep.  1077.  But  in  Oregon,  where  the  single  question  presented  on  appeal 
was,  whether  the  sureties  on  an  executor's  bond,  who  executed  the 
lame  without  knowledge  of  his  indebtedness  or  his  insolvency,  were 
liable,  ander  the  decree  of  final  distribution,  for  the  amount  of  his 
l>ersoiial  debt  to  the  estate,  the  court  was  of  the  opinion  that  there 
;ould  be  but  one  answer  to  the  question,  and  that  was,  that  they  were 
liable.  "It  is  common  learning  [knowledge],"  said  the  court,  "  that 
the  liability  of  the  executor  is  coextensive  with  that  of  the  principal," 
and  the  decree  of  the  county  or  probate  court,  which  binds  the  princi- 
pal, will,  in  the  absence  of  fraud  or  collusion,  bind  the  surety.  It 
roUowB,  that  when  an  executor  has  been  charged,  apon  the  settlement 
□f  his  accounts,  with  a  personal  debt  which  he  owed  the  deceased, 
whether  by  virtue  of  the  statute,  as  in  this  state,  or  without  a  statute, 
SB  in  other  jurisdictions,  the  sureties  on  bis  bond  are  bound  for  the 
payment  thereof,  and  the  executor's  insolvency  or  inability  to  pay  is 
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no  defense:  Uaited  Brethren  First  Cburch  ete.  v.  Akin,  45  Or.  247;  77 
Pae.  Bep.  748. 


Liability  of  BuretiSH  on  bond  of  executor  or  adminutrator  for  a 
debt  of  the  representative  ovdng  to  tbe  estate:  See  note  112  Am.  St. 
Rep.  409-413. 

(7)  SotetieB  are  not  liable  for  what.  The  snreties  on  an  adminis- 
trator's bond  are  not  answerable  for  his  failure  to  account  until  the 
power  of  the  court  to  secure  the  appearance  of  the  administrator  at 
a  settlement  baa  been  exhansted,  b^  the  issuance  of  a  citation  demand' 
ing  him  to  appear.  It  cannot  be  aBsumed  that  the  administrator 
would  have  failed  to  appear  and  to  render  an  account  bad  a  citation 
been  served  upon  him:  Aaburst  v.  Fountain,  67  CaL  IS;  6  Pac.  Rep. 
849.  So  where  an  administrator  uses  money  in  pursuance  of  an  order 
of  the  probate  court,  having  jurisdiction  of  the  subject-matter  and 
over  the  parties,  in  the  payment  of  the  costs  of  administration,  and  in 
payment  of  the  indebtedness  against  the  estate,  it  is  not  oalj  the 
right  of  the  administrator  to  comply  with  the  orders  of  tbe  court,  but 
it  is  also  his  duty,  and  he  is  not,  nor  are  his  bondsmen,  answerable  for 
such  disbursement:  Miller  v.  Baker,  9  Kan.  App.  SS3;  58  Pac.  Bep. 
lOOS,  1003.  Neither  is  the  administrator  in  his  official  capacity,  nor 
are  the  sureties  on  his  bond,  answerable  for  the  appropriation  of  the 
proceeds  of  a  policy  of  life  insurance  payable  to  the  exeeutoia  or  ad- 
ministrators of  tbe  decedent  for  tbe  benefit  of  bis  wife,  which  were 
collected  by  the  administrator  and  applied  to  the  payment  of  debts 
of  the  pstate.  The  sureties,  under  tbe  terms  of  the  contract,  were 
answerable  only  for  the  faithful  performance  of  such  duties  as  were 
imposed  by  law  on  the  administrator,  aa  administrator  of  the  estate 
of  the  deceased.  If  the  proceeds  of  the  insurance  policy  were 
received  by  the  administrator  as  a  trustee  for  the  widow,  and  solely 
for  her  use,  because  of  the  terms  of  the  agreement  between  the  de- 
ceased and  tbe  insurance  company,  such  proceeds  were  in  no  sense 
property  of  tbe  estate,  and  were  not  received  by  him  in  tbe  discharge 
of  any  official  duties  as  administrator.  Tbe  property  was,  in  such 
event,  tbe  property  of  the  widow,  and  the  administrator  was  simply 
her  agent  or  trustee  in  regard  thereto.  The  sureties  on  his  bond  as 
administrator  thereon  had  not  undertaken  to  be  answerable  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  bis  duties  as  such  agent  or  trustee,  or  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  any  duties,  except  those  relating  to  the 
administration  of  tbe  decedent's  estate.  And  tbe  fact  that  persons 
interested  in  the  estate  may  have  profited  by  reason  of  the  wroogfo! 
act  of  the  administrator  cannot  affect  the  question  as  to  the  liability 
of  the  estate:  Nickala  v.  Stanley,  146  Cal.  724,  725;  81  Pac.  Rep.  117. 
In  the  case  of  a  fraudulent  sale  of  tbe  estate  of  a  decedent,  made  by 
r  administrator  of  the  estate,  the  sureties  are  not  an- 
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wprable.  The  representative  alone  is  liable  in  double  tbe  value  ot 
he  land  sold,  as  liquidated  damages,  to  be  recovered  in  an  action  by 
he  persOD  having  an  estate  of  inheritajce  therein:  Weihe  v.  Statham, 
i7  Cal.  245;  7  Pac.  Rep.  673,  Q76. 

(8)  Joint  lUbUltT.  BnbrogaUon.  Ccmtribntlon.  Botmbnnsmmit. 
rhere  is  no  joint  liability  between  the  sureties  on  separate  bonds  of 
o-eiecutors,  and  as  there  is  no  joint  liability,  there  can  be  do  right 
if  coDtributioD  by  one  set  of  sureties  against  the  others:  Hewlett  v. 
Jrede,  2  Ca).  App.  561;  83  Pae.  Hep.  1088,  1087.  If  one  of  several 
inrelies  dies,  it  is  not  improper  to  join  his  executor  with  some  of  the 
ither  sureties,  in  an  action  against  another  surety  for  contribution: 
JuBBol  V,  Brupiiere,  50  Cal.  456,  459.  But  if  the  principal  dies,  a 
ud^ent  against  the  sureties  is  not  enforceable  by  tham  as  a  claim 
ig-dinst  their  principal's  estate  until  tbvy  have  paid  it.  Reimburse- 
ai>nt  can  be  claimed  only  for  what  has  been  expended:  ICstate  of  Hill, 
>7  Cal.  23S,  243;  7  Pac.  Rep.  664.  Sureties  on  an  administrator's 
H>Dd  are  usnally  entitled  to  be  subrogated  to  the  security  held  by  the 
^editor;  and  in  a  case  where  the  executor  or  administrator  is  in- 
li'btod  to  the  estate  which  be  represents,  the  sureties  would  succeed 

0  the  debt  against  the  administrator:  Estate  of  Walker,  125  Cal.  242, 
M7;  73  Am.  St.  Rep.  40;  57  Pac.  Bep.  991.  The  reimbursement  to 
vhich  an  administrator  is  entitled  on  account  of  payments  made  for 
ittorneys'  fees,  expenses,  ^nd  for  extraordinary  services,  is  a  right 
Mtsonal  to  himself,  and  one  which  he  may  waive;  but  if  it  could 
ie  taid  that  this  right  of  the  principal  on  the  bond  to  assert  tbe  claim 

1  one  to  which  the  sureties  might  be  subrogated,  yet  it  must  follow 
hat  such  sureties  would  be  restricted  in  the  enforcement  of  such 
mbrogated  rights  to  the  mode  prescribed  for  their  enforcement  by  the 
wincipal;  Eliaalde  v.  Murphy,  4  Cal.  App.  114,  116;  87  Pac.  Rep.  245. 

(9)  BoleaM.  Taimlnatioii  of  Itablllty.  Dlscharga.  In  g«neral. 
rfae  power  of  the  county  court  to  relieve  a  surety  on  an  administrator's 
■>T  eiecutor's  bond  from  liability  is  purely  statutory.  After  a  bond 
las  been  given,  the  heir,  legatee,  or  creditor  of  tbe  estate  acquires 
ind  has  a  vested  interest  in  it,  and  the  power  of  the  court  over  it 
:eaBos,  except  in  a  proceeding  authorized  by  law.  When,  therefore, 
in  executor  or  administrator  has  given  a  bond  for  the  performance  of 
lis  duties  as  such,  he  cannot,  after  it  has  been  accepted  and  filed, 
jpon  bis  own  motion,  and  to  suit  his  own  convenience  or  bis  own 
interest,  apply  for  and  obtain  an  order  of  the  court  setting  it  aside, 
litirharging  the  Sureties  thereof,  and  substituting  a  new  one  in  its 
iiRsd.  In  many  states  the  statutes  provide  that  a  surety  may^  on  his 
iwn  petition,  and  with  notice  to  interested  parties,  obtain  an  order 
knd  be  discharged  from  further  liability  upon  an  executor's  or  admin. 
istrator's  l>ond,  but  no  such  statute  exists  in  Oregon.     In  that  state 
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there  is  a  metbod  provided  hy  wbieb  a  Btiret^  can  be  dUchBTged  or 
relieved,  but  it  does  not  follow  that  because  a  county  court  in  that 
state  has  power  to  compel  an  executor  or  adminlBtratOT  to  give  a 
bond,  it  also  has  power  to  cancel  it  and  aabBtitute  another  in  ite 
place.  After  the  bond  has  been  given,  the  power  of  the  county 
court  over  it  ceases,  and  the  heirs,  legatees,  or  creditors  for  whose 
security  it  was  given  have  a  vested  interest  therein,  of  which  they 
can  be  deprived  only  by  some  proceeding  known  to  the  law.  It  it 
only  when  the  amount  of  the  eiecutor's  or  administrator's  undertak- 
ing is  insufficieDt,  or  the  sureties  therein,  or  either  of  them,  have 
become  non-residents  oE  the  state,  or  are  likely  to  or  have  become  in- 
Bolvent,  that  the  county  court  may  require  a  new  bond,  which  will 
operate  to  discharge  the  sureties  on  the  former  undertaking  from  lia- 
bility on  account  of  their  principal,  arising  from  his  acts  or  omissions 
subsequent  thereto;  and  this  proceeding  is,  by  statute,  wisely  limited 
to  cases  where  complaint  is  made  by  an  heir,  legatee,  devisee,  or 
creditor,  or  other  person  interested  in  the  estate,  and  who  have  a 
vested  interest  in  such  undertaking  or  bond:  Bellinger  v.  Thompson, 
26  Or.  320;  37  Pac.  Rep.  714,  T20.  The  entry  of  a  conventional  judg- 
ment and  order  in  an  action,  whereby  the  remedies  of  the  suretiei 
are  delayed  and  made  to  wait  upon  contingencies  to  which  they  have, 
never  assented,  and  about  which  they  have  never  been  eonsnited,  will 
release  the  sureties  on  an  executor's  bond  from  their  liability:  Fordye* 
V.  Ellis,  aB  Cal.  96,  101. 

(10)  What  does  not  i«leaM  gnratlas.  Mere  passive  delay  and  for- 
bearance on  the  part  of  the  sureties  of  an  executor  or  administrator  in 
compelling  him  to  account  to  the  probate  court  does  not  discharge 
them  from  liability  nor  affect  their  obligation.  The  condition  of  their 
obligation  is,  that  their  principal  will  perform  ail  the  duties  of  exec- 
utor or  administrator,  including  that  of  rendering  to  the  probate 
court,  from  time  to  time,  such  accounts  of  his  administration  as  are 
required  by  law;  and  his  failure  to  render  such  accounts  is  a  derelic- 
tion of  duty,  for  which  his  sureties  are  answerable,  especially  where 
they  might  have  taken  proceedings,  under  the  statute,  to  procure  their 
release  from  future  responsibility,  but  failed  to  do  so:  Biggins  v. 
Kaisch,  107  Cat.  210,  213;  40  Pac.  Rep.  333.  Where  the  statute  permits 
the  obligee  on  the  bond  of  an  executor  or  administrator  to  sae  any  or 
all  of  the  obligors,  the  dismissal  of  an  action  as  to  the  principal,  sued 
with  a  surety,  does  not  rclase  tho  surety.  The  situation  is  the  same 
as  though  the  action  in  the  first  instance  had  been  brought  by  the 
obligee  against  the  surety  only:  McAllister  v.  People,  28  Col.  158;  83 
Pac.  Rep.  308.  Under  the  statute,  the  heirs  at  law  are  authorized  to 
ask  for  ■'  further  security,"  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  court,  whenever 
it  comes  to  its  knowledge  that  the  bond  of  an  executor  or  adminis- 
trator is  insufficient,  to  require  bim  to  file  an  "  additional  secniity  ";

id  the  giviDg  of  Bucb  bond  does  not  affect  the  righti  and  liabilities 
'  a  surety  upon  the  original  bond,  whether  such  additional  bond  was 
!veu  by  the  repreaootative  voluntarily  or  after  an  order  requiring 
im  to  file  it:  EHzalde  v.  Murphy,  146  Cal.  16S,  171;  79  Pac.  Rep.  866. 
jction  1543  of  the  Civil  Code  of  California  dficlarea  that  "a  release 
'  one  of  two  or  more  joint  debtors  docs  not  eitinguish  the  obligation 
r  aoy  of  the  others."  The  proviBions  of  this  section  are  universal, 
id  include  all  releases,  whether  resulting  from  operation  of  law  or  by 
Irlue  of  a  statutory  provision,  or  by  the  direct  act  of  the  party  with 
bom  or  for  whose  benefit  the  obligation  was  entered  into:  Blizalde  v. 
inrphy,  146  Cal.  168,  171;  79  Pac.  Kep.  866.  An 
ade  on  application  of  the  heirs,  releasing  an  Inso 
jnd  of  an  adminiAtrator,  and  rei^uiring  the  adi 
Iditiooal  security,  does  not  release  the  co-snrety'i 
■iginal  bond;  Elizalde  v.  Murphy,  146  Cal.  1G8,  171 
or  are  the  Bureties  on  an  administrator's  bond  released  from  liability 
f  the  neglect  of  a  subsequent  administrator  of  the  estate  of  the  decc- 
>nt  to  collect  from  the  former  administrator  a  balance  found  to  be 
le  from  him  to  the  estate  upon  the  settlement  of  liie  accounts:  Estate 
'  Connolly,  73  Cal.  423,  424;  15  Pac.  Rep.  56.  If  a  decree  in  a  probate 
■ocpeding  has  been  entered,  directing  an  executor  to  deposit  certain 
oney  in  a  bank  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  an  heir,  the  executor  cannot 
1  released  and  his  bondsmen  discharged  nntil  he  has  fully  complied 
ith  the  decree  of  the  probate  court:  Ehrngren  v.  Qronlund,  19  Utah, 
1;  57  Fac.  Rep.  268. 

3.  Action  on  bonds. 

<1)  In  (enanl.  In  au  action  on  the  bond  of  an  executor  or  admin- 
trator,  the  only  matter  triable  is  the  validity  of  the  bond  sued  on, 
id  the  liability  of  the  sureties  to  the  plaintiff.  It  is  very  doubtful 
bether  the  rights  and  liabilities  of  the  defendants,  as  among  tbem- 
Ives,  can  be  determined,  even  upon  issues  framed  for  that  purpose: 
illinger  v.  Thompson,  26  Or.  320;  40  Pac.  Rep.  229.  In  such  an  action 
e  heirs  are  concluded  as  to  all  matters  embraced  in  the  final  account 

tbe  representative,  but  not  as  to  matters  not  embraced  therein; 
artsel  v.  People,  21  Col.  296;  40  Pac.  Rep.  567,  568.  If  a  person  bas 
ro  characters,  —  that  of  executor  and  that  of  trustee, —    tbe  duties 

one  are  separate  and  distinct  from  and  independent  of  the  other; 
id  until  he  is  discharged  from  tbe  former,  and  baa  assumed  tbe 
ities  of  tbe  latter,  his  liability  as  executor  still  continuea.  A  mere 
der  of  final  settlement  or  distribution  cannot  discharge  him  as  execu- 
r,  or  relieve  his  bondsmen,  until  distribution  ia  actually  made; 
id  if  he  has  never  qualified  as  trustee,  he  cannot  be  regarded 
having  acted  in  any  other  capacity  than  that  of  executor. 
t  all  events,  the  sureties  upon  bis  bond  as  executor  are,  in  an 
tion    thereon,   estopped   from   asserting   that   be   had   ceased   to   be 
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an  executor,  and  was  only  a  trnstee,  where  be  had  never  osEnmed  tlie 
duties  of  truBtee  for  the  parpose  of  converting  ansets  into  cash  and 
paying  the  proceeds  over  to  a  guardian:  Bellinger  v.  Thompeon,  26  Or. 
320;  37  Pac.  Bep.  714,  718,  So  the  Euretiee  upon  the  bond  of  an 
executor  or  admin iatrat or  are  eatopped  from  denying  that  the  order 
appointing  him  was  duly  made  and  entered,  where  the  bond  recites 
that,  by  an  order  of  the  probate  court  "  duly  made  and  entered,"  tbo 
executor  was  appointed  ae  such:  Moore  v.  Earl,  91  Cal.  632,  636;  27 
Pac.  Bep.  1087,  Under  the  Colorado  statute,  actions  may  be  main- 
tained by  the  people  of  the  state  for  the  use  of  any  person  who  may 
be  injured  by  the  conduct  of  the  administrator  or  executor.  Bnt  the 
statute  gives  strangers  a  right  to  sue  on  the  bond  only  when  they  have 
sustained  some  damage  which  they  show.  When  the  plaintiff  fails  to 
prove  that  he  had  a  claim  against  the  estate,  or  that  the  admisiatrator 
had  received  any  assets,  he  is  not  injured  by  the  miscocdact  of  the 
administrator  (in  this  case  failure  to  file  an  inventory),  and  conse- 
quently he  fails  to  establish  the  essential  elements  of  a  cause  ot 
action:  Motz  v.  People,  6  Col.  App.  57;  40  Pac,  Rep.  51. 

(2)  SaccaasiTe  administrations.  Actions  against  snretlaB  of  de- 
f  anlUng  admlnlstratoni  and  deceased  administrators  or  co-execntors. 
A  public  administrator  must  procure  letters  of  administratioD,  tike 
any  other  applicant.  He  is  not  an  ex  officio  administrator  of  any 
estate.  If  a  person's  authority  to  administer  apon  an  estate  is  derived 
solely  by  the  grant  of  letters  issued  to  him  during  his  first  term  ot 
office  as  public  administrator,  the  fact  that  he  afterwards  succeeds 
himself  as  public  administrator  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  liability  ot 
the  bondsmen  for  his  first  term,  and  may  he  treated  as  though  it  did 
not  exist.  He  continues  to  be  administrator  of  tho  estate  after  the 
expiration  of  his  first  term  as  public  administrator,  and  it  naturally 
follows  that  the  sureties  on  his  second  official  bond  are  not  liable  for 
the  acts  and  omissions  as  administrator  of  any  estate  of  which  he 
became  the  representative  before  they  executed  their  undertaking: 
O'Bourke  v.  Harper  (Mont.),  S9  Pac.  Bep.  65,  66.  An  administrator 
de  bonis  non  may  maintain  an  action  against  a  former  admin  istro tor, 
who  has  been  removed,  as  well  as  agaiffst  the  sureties  on  his  adminis- 
tration bond,  to  recover  the  personal  effects  and  assets  of  the  estate 
nn  ad  ministered,  including  the  proceeds  derived  from  a  sale  of  the 
assets  of  the  estate  and  converted  by  the  former  administrator,  and 
also  for  his  other  maladministrations  or  omissions.  Tho  fact  that  no 
final  accounting  has  been  had  with  such  administrator  in  the  probate 
court  does  not  deprive  the  district  court  of  power  to  hear  and  deter- 
mine such  action,  where  the  administrator  haa  absconded  from  the 
state,  and  has  been  removed  from  ofHce.  and  has  failed  to  turn  over  the 
assets  of  the  estate  upon  the  order  of  the  probate  court.  Tho  assets 
of  the  estate  are  not  to  be  regarded  as  administered  until  they  have 
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been  colleetod  and  applied  ss  required  bj  l&w  and  the  will  of  tfaa 
testator;  aod  when  moneys  o(  an  estate  have  been  misapplied  or 
wron^uUy  paid  out,  the  administrator  de  bonia  nan  may  recover  from 
the  defaulting  administrator  and  his  enreties  the  amount  so  misap' 
plied,  and  also  for  the  additional  eipense  of  administration  made 
necessary  by  the  default:  Surety  Co.  v.  Piatt,  67  Kan.  294,  Bub  nom. 
Ameriean  Surety  Co.  v.  Piatt,  72  Pac.  Bop.  775.  If  an  administrator 
dies.  leai'ing  an  unstated  account,  and  there  is  no  administration  of  bis 
eatate,  a  lubaequent  administrator  may  bring  an  action  against  the 
sureties  on  the  bond  of  the  deceased  administrator  to  compel  an  ac- 
counting, and  in  such  a  ease  the  sureties  are  the  proper  parties  to 
make  the  settlement:  Slater  v.  UcAvoy,  123  Cal.  437,  440;  5G  Pac. 
Bep.  49,  In  such  a  case,  jurisdiction  to  compel  an  accounting  from 
the  proper  parties  vests  in  the  superior  court  as  a  court  of  equity,  and 
it  is  not  necessary,  before  bringing  such  suit,  that  the  plaintiff  pursue 
the  personal  representative  of  the  deceased  administrator  and  compel 
from  him  a  statement  and  settlement  of  the  deceased  administrator's 
account.  It  ie  not  necessary  that  the  account  be  settled  in  some  other 
forum  or  in  some  other  action  before  proceeding  against  the  sureties; 
Slater  v.  AfcAvoy,  123  Cal.  437,  439;  56  Pac.  Bep.  i9.  See  also  Cha- 
qnette  t.  Ortet,  60  Cal.  594}  Zurfluh  v.  Smith,  135  Cal.  644;  67  Pac. 
Bep.  1089,  It  a  co-executor  dies,  leaving  funds  of  the  estate  received 
by  him  unaccounted  for,  it  is  the  duty  of  a  surviving  executor,  as 
such,  to  sue  his  snreties  for  the  recovery  of  such  funds:  Hewlett  v. 
Beede,  2  Cal.  App.  561;  83  Pac.  Bep.  1086,  108a. 

(3)  Leave  to  nie.  Except  in  cases  where  the  statute  prescribes 
that  application  must  first  be  made  to  the  court  and  leave  obtained 
to  sue  on  the  bond  of  an  executor  or  administrator,  no  applifation 
for  leave  to  bring  such  suit  is  necessary.  The  statute  of  Washing- 
ton which  provides  that  before  any  action  shall  be  commenced  by 
plaintiff,  other  than  the  state  or  municipality,  against  any  public 
officer  for  official  misconduct,  does  not  apply  to  an  action  against 
an  executor  or  administrator,  as  such  representative  is  not  a  "  public 
officer":  Bartels  v.  Gove,  4  Wash.  632;  30  Pac.  Sep.  675. 

(4)  Bastrlctiou  iq>ou  action  against  soietles.  No  action  can  be 
maintained  against  the  sureties  of  an  executor,  admiuistrator,  or 
guardian  for  broach  of  their  bond  until  the  amount  of  their  indebted- 
ness has  been  determined  by  order  of  the  probate  court:  Nickals  v.

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Petrain,  11  Or.  304;  3  Pae.  Hep.  163,  107.  Nor  eau  his  nretieB  b« 
held  until  their  prineipal'B  liability  is  determined;  Hamlin  v.  Kin- 
ney, 2  Or.  92,  93.  No  action  on  the  bond  for  a  misappropriation  of 
funds  of  the  estate  can  be  had  until  after  an  accounting  made  in  the 
probate  court,  and  the  refusal  of  the  represent ative  to  pay  the 
amount  adjudged  against  him:  Weihe  v.  Statham,  67  Cal.  84;  7  Pae. 
Rep.  143.  Nor  is  an  action  maintainabie  on  the  bond  of  an  executor 
or  administrator,  to  recover  for  his  neglect  or  misconduct  in  the 
Bale  of  decedent's  real  estate  unless  the  plaintiff  has  "  suffered  dam- 
ago  ":  Weihe  v.  Statham,  67  Cal.  245;  7  Pae.  Kep.  673,  676.  Where 
the  estate  of  a  deceased  person  is  in  proenss  of  settlement  in  the 
probate  court,  and  an  accounting  has  not  been  had  with  a  former 
executor  therein,  and  there  has  been  no  refusal  hj  such  executor 
to  make  a  full  and  final  accounting,  and  where  a  full  settlement 
may  be  required  and  an  adequate  remedy  had  in  that  court,  no  oc- 
casion exists  to  invoke  the  equitable  jurisdiction  of  the  district 
court,  or  for  interference  b;  that  court  with  the  settlement  in  the 
probate  court;  and,  in  such  a  case,  an  action  cannot  be  maintained 
on  the  executor's  bond  until  an  accounting  has  been  had  in  the 
proper  tribunal,  a  liability  aaeertained,  and  an  opportunity  afforded 
the  former  executor  to  discharge  it:  Hudson  r.  Barratt,  82  Kan. 
137;  61  Pae.  Rep.  737. 

<G>  Parties.  Where  a  deceased  administrator  had,  in  his  life- 
time, and  as  such  administrator,  collected  a  life-insurance  policy  made 
payable  by  assignment  to  the  executor,  administrator,  or  assigns  of 
the  deceased  policy-holder,  the  beneficiary  of  the  policy  is  the  real 
party  in  Interest;  and  a  suit  may  be  brought  in  his  name,  under 
the  code,  against  the  sureties  upon  the  admiuistrator's  bond,  to  re- 
cover the  proceeds  collected  upon  the  policy:  Conway  v.  Carter,  II 
N.  U.  419;  68  Pae.  Bep.  941.  In  an  action  against  a  representative 
purely  as  administrator,  his  sureties  are  not  proper  parties  defend- 
ant: Nickals  v.  Stanley,  146  Cal.  724,  726;  81  Pae.  Rep.  117;  but  in 
an  action  to  compel  the  sureties  of  a  deceased  administrator  to  ac- 
count, where  there  is  no  administration  of  his  estate,  the  sureties 
are  proper  parties  defendant:  Slater  v.  McAvoy,  123  Cal.  437,  440; 
56  Pae.  Kep.  49.  A  deceased  principal's  personal  representative  may 
he  joined  with  the  surviving  co-obligors  in  an  action  on  the  bond: 
Lawrence  v.  Doolan,  68  Cal.  309;  5  Pae.  Rep.  484, 

(6)  Pleadings.  Where  the  complaint  in  an  action  on  an  execu- 
tor's bond  alleges  that  the  executor  was  appointed;  that  letters  testa- 
mentary were  directed  to  be  isHued  to  him  upon  his  "  executing  a 
bond  according  to  law,"  etc.;  and  that  the  executor  and  the  appel- 
lants "duly  made  and  eiecutod  the  bond  required  by  said  order," — 
it  is  not  open  to  the  objection  that  it  does  not  allege  that  the  bond 
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aed  on  was  approved  by  the  judge,  or  waa  ever  filed  or  recorded,  ot 
hat  any  certificate  of  juitification  was  attached  thereto.  The  olle- 
atioaa  are  sufficient  to  meet  the  TeqnlTementR  of  the  statute,  cer- 
ainlj  ae  agaiuat  a  general  demurrer;  Evana  v.  Qerken,  105  Cal.  311, 
15;  38  Pac.  Bep.  72S.  In  an  action  to  recover  aaaetH  of  the  estate 
rutn  an  admiaiatratoT,  who  has  been  removed,  and  who  refuaes  to 
um  over  to  his  successor  the  property  and  moneys  of  said  estate, 
be  complaint  Eufficiently  alleges  a  breach  of  the  condition  of  tbe 
ond,  and  states  facts  sufficient  to  constitute  a  cause  of  action,  where 
[  alleges  that  the  order  removiag  tbe  administrator  required  him, 
pon  demand,  to  turn  over  to  the  auecesBor  all  property  and  moneys 
elonging  to  said  estate;  that  a  designated  person  naa  appointed  as 
uch  successor,  and,  having  duly  qualified  as  such  administrator, 
e  demanded  of  the  removed  administrator  all  of  the  money  in  his 
oBseESion  belonging  to  said  estate;  but  that  he  refused  and  atill  ne- 
lectB  to  pay  over  any  part  thereof;  Kutinic  v.  Hamakar,  40  Or.  *44; 
7  Pac.  Kep.  1B6,  200.  Where  a  complaint  in  an  action  against  an 
doiinistrator  and  Bureties  on  his  bond  contains  several  accounts, 
i  is  not  necessary  to  repeat  at  length,  in  each  of  the  succeeding 
onnte  of  the  complaint,  the  facts  stated  in  the  first  count  and  lead- 
ig  up  to  the  decree  of  distribution,  where  the  reference  made  to  the 
receding  count  is  definite  and  certain;  Treweek  v.  Howard,  105  Cal. 
34,  441;  39  Pac.  Kep,  20.  In  a  suit  against  an  administrator  and  the 
ureties  on  his  bond  for  moneys  alleged  to  have  been  lost  by  failure 
nd  refuaal  of  the  administrator,  for  nineteen  months  after  his  ap- 
ointment,  to  file  his  Qnal  account,  and  to  distribute  the  estate,  the 
■ere  failnre  on  the  part  of  defendants  to  deny  the  demand  and  re- 
uaal  does  not  admit  tbe  conversion  alleged:  McNabb  v.  Wixom,  7 
rev.  163,  174. 

(7)  Defoua.  Wliat  Is  aad  what  is  not.  In  an  action  on  the  bond 
t  an  executor  or  administrator  for  misappropriation  of  moneys  of 
tie  estate,  which  be  failed  to  pay  over  to  the  distributees,  it  is  not 

good  defense  that  sncb  money  was  not  a  part  of  the  personal  prop- 
rty  or  income  of  the  estate,  but  was  derived  from  tbe  sale  of  realty 
elonging  to  the  estate,  which  the  executor  bad  been  permitted,  by 
le  neglect  and  failure  of  tbe  superior  court  and  plaintiff,  to  sell 
'itbout  giving  tbe  additional  bond  required  by  law,  and  without  tbe 
ciDBent  of  tbe  sureties  of  defendant  that  said  realty  should  be  sold 

ithoot  such  additional  bond  being  given.  Such  a  defenso  may 
roperly  be  stricken  out  as  irrelevant  and  redundant;  Evans  v.  Qer- 
ea,  105  Cal.  311,  313;  38  Pac.  Bep.  725.  It  is  no  defense  for  the 
iiretieB,  in  such  an  action,  that  tbe  executor  had,  during  the  life- 
ime  of  the  testator,  and  while  acting  as  an  agent,  embezzled  money 
r  the  testator,  and  that  the  sureties  on  his  bond  were  ignorant  of 
lat  fact,  as  well  as  of  his  insolvency:  Treweek  v.  Howard,  105  Cal. 
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434,  446;  39  Fac.  Bep.  20.  Nor  does  tbe  neglect  of  a  lueeeediug  ad- 
miniatrator  to  recover  a  balance  found  to  be  due,  from  a  former  ad- 
ministrator, to  the  estate  upon  the  settlement  of  hie  ai^connts,  con- 
stitute a  defense  for  the  sureties  on  the  bond  of  tbe  former  admin- 
istrator;  Estate  of  CoonoUy,  73  Cal.  423;  IS  Pac.  Bep.  56.  It  is  no 
defense,  in  an  action  on  tlie  bond  of  an  executor  or  administrator  to 
recover  mooey  which  he  lias  been  ordered  to  turn  over  to  hie  suc- 
ficssor  in  office,  that  be  has  applied  monej  in  satisfaction  of  the 
debt  of  the  estate  to  him,  where  the  estate  is  insolvent.  To  permit 
such  a  defense  would  have  the  effect  of  disturbing  the  ratable  dis- 
tribution of  the  fund  arising  from  the  sale  of  the  decedent's  property 
to  which  each  of  the  creditors  is  entitled.  In  any  event,  the  repre- 
sentative, under  such  circumstances,  is  not  entitled  to  the  payment 
of  his  claim  in  full:  Butenic  v.  Hamakar,  40  Or.  444;  67  Pac.  Bep. 
196,  201.  But  the  sureties,  in  such  an  action,  may  show,  in  defense, 
that  the  bond  was  not  made,  or  that  the  decree  was  not  made,  or 
if  made,  that  the  eaoie  has  been  obeyed,  or  that  it  was  obtained 
by  collusion  or  fraud;  but  they  cannot  show  that  the  court  has 
erred  in  making  the  decree,  or  that  no  assets  ever  came  into  the 
poBsession  of  the  repreeentative:  Irwin  v.  Backus,  25  Cal.  214,  224; 
85  Am.  Dec.  125. 

(8)  Evidence.  Proceedings  fixing  the  liabilities  of  sureties  on  the 
bond  of  an  executor  or  administrator  are  admissible  in  evidence  in 
an  action  on  such  bond:  Irwin  v.  Backus,  25  Cal.  214,  224;  85  Am. 
Dec.  125.  The  fact  that  an  administrator  de  bonis  non  was  per- 
mitted to  testify  that  the  administrator,  at  the  time  of  the  former's 
appointment,  handed  to  him,  as  his  successor,  a  book  in  which  were 
kept  the  administrator's  accounts,  and  that  the  administrator  do 
bonis  non  was  permitted  to  testify  therefrom,  without  introducing 
the  book  in  evidence,  is  not  prejudicial,  even  if  it  be  considered 
erroneous:   McAllister  v.  People,  28  Col.  156;  63  Pac.  Sep.  308,  309. 

(9)  Judgment.  If  tbe  allegations  of  the  complaint  in  an  action 
on  the  bond  of  a  deceased  executor  or  administrator  are  sufficient  to 
warrant  a  recovery,  and  the  answer  and  cross- complaint  of  the  de- 
fendant surety  admit  all  the  allegations  of  the  complaint,  except  the 
allegation  that  the  deceased  administrator  was  insolvent  at  the  time 
of  his  death,  which  was  denied,  it  is  not  error  for  the  court  to 
render  judgment  for  the  plaintifF  upon  the  pleadings  on  plaintiff's 
motion;  issues  sought  to  be  raised  by  the  answer  and  cross-complaint 
being  immaterial.

'here  an  executor  or  administrator  has  received  money,  which  came 
ito  bis  hands  by  virtue  of  bis  trust,  the  estate,  in  &□  action  against 
im  and  bis  sureties,  is  entitled  to  interest  on  such  money,  and  the 
)urt  is  authorized  to  give  judgment  for  such  interest:  Kutentc  v. 
iamakar,  40  Or.  444;  67  Pac.  Hep.  196,  SOI.  The  sureties  on  an  ad- 
inistrator's  bond  cannot  collaterally  attack  a  judgment  of  the  pro- 
ite  court  agaiust  the  administrator  upon  a  final  settlement  and  ae- 
luDting  by  their  principal,  for  whose  fidelity  to  his  trust  they  have 
iligated  themselves:  Greer  t.  McNeal,  11  Okl.  526;  69  Pac.  Bep.  S93. 
judgment  entered  by  a  county  court  of  this  state  npon  the  final 
;counting  of  an  executor  is  conclusive  as  against  the  bondsmen  as 
ell  ai  the  executor,  and,  as  against  the  bondsmen,  importa  verity, 
id  is  not  merely  prima  facie  evidence  of  its  contents.  Such  judg- 
ent  is  not  a  judgment  against  mere  indemnitors;  hence  the  fact 
lat  the  bondsmen  were  not  present,  and  were  not  made  parties  to 
\e  accounting,  does  not  invalidate  the  judgment  as  against  tba 
>ndameQ:  Joy  v.  Elton,  9  N.  D.  428;  83  N.  W.  Rep.  875.

A  statute  which 
provides  for  the  appointment  of  a  special  administrator  in  eases 
where  "  the  death  of  the  person  whoso  estate  is  in  question  is  not 
satisfactorily'  proved,  bnt  he  is  shown  to  have  disappeared  under 
circumstances  which  afford  reasonable  grounds  to  believe  either 
that  be  is  dead  or  has  been  secreted,  confined,  or  otherwise  unlaw- 
fully done  away  with,"  is  invalid,  as  depriving  the  person  of  his 
property  and  its  poBsession  without  notice  or  due  process  of  law,  when 
applied  to  the  property  of  a  person  living,  although  such  special 
administrator  has  no  power  to  administer  such  estate  generally.

4.  Accounting.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  court  to  hear  and  determiD 
the  issue  raUed  by  the  exhibits  and  accounts  of  a  special  admii 
ietrator,  and  the  objections  thereto  filed,  at  least  so  far  aa  ms 
be  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  the  estate  before  a  regula 
administrator  is  appointed;  French  v.  Superior  Court,  3  Cal.  Ap] 
304;  S5  Fac.  Rep.  133,  134.  If  the  administrator  is  himself  ii 
debted  to  the  decedent,  he  is  properly  charged  by  the  probate  coun 
in  his  account,  with  the  amount  of  such  indebtedneas:  Estate  o 
Armstrong,  69  Cal.  239;  10  Fac.  Bep.  335.  The  rule  that  a  tmi 
tee  is  entitled  to  repayment,  out  of  the  trust  property,  of  al 
ezpcnsoa  actually  and  properly  incurred  by  him  in  the  performanc 
of  his  trust,  and  that  he  is  entitled  to  the  repayment  of  eve: 
unlawful  expenditures,  if  they  were  productive  of  actual  beneSt  t 
the  estate,  is  not  applicable  to  a  special  administrator.  Hene< 
although  a  special  admiuistrator  makes  expenditurea  in  good  faitt 
and  for  the  benefit  and  preservation  of  the  estate,  this  does  uo 
entitle  him  to  be  repaid  expenditures  not  authorized  by  law.  H 
is  therefore  not  entitled  to  credit  for  expenses  incurred  in  em 
ploying  real  estate  agents  to  sell  the  property  of  another  eatatt 
from  the  aale  of  which  the  estate  he  represented  was  benefited  b; 
the  payment  in  full  of  a  claim  in  favor  of  the  deceased  agaios 
such  other  estate.  Nor  is  he  entitled  to  repayment  of  expense 
incurred  in  the  employmoDt  of  an  expert  to  examine  and  repor 
upon  the  condition  of  a  mine  which  he  sold;  nor  is  he  entitled  t 
expenses  paid  to  a  detective  agency  to  watch  the  oCBce  of  forme 
executors,  who  had  been  removed,  on  the  ground  that  he  believei 
them  to  be  criminals,  where  so  criminal  act  was  shown;  nor  i 
he  entitled  to  credit  for  costs  and  expenses  incurred  in  tbe  tt 
moval  of  an  executor,  in  an  action  brought  by  him  as  heir  of  tb< 
deceased  and  as  a  creditor  of  his  estate;  neither  is  he  entitled  ti 
credit  for  moneys  psid  to  a  clerk  in  bis  office  for  engrossing  a  bil 
of  exceptions;  and  this,  although  such  expenditures  were  beneficia 
to  the  estate:  Estate  of  Bell,  145  Cal.  646,  648,  649,  650;  79  Pai 
Bep.  353.  In  the  absence  of  any  statute  requiring  a  special  ad 
I  have  appraisers  appointed,  all  expenses  incurred  bj 
I  made  by  him  on  account  of  auch  appraisers,  an 
not  justified,  and  should  not  be  allowed.  Neither  should  the  spe 
cia]  administrator  receive  credits  for  expenses  incurred  by  hia 
in  publishing  notice  to  creditors.  Neither  is  the  court  justified  ii 
allowing    him    the    expense   of   procuring   a   revenue    stamp   for   hit 
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bond:  In  re  Ford's  Eetate,  29  Mont.  2S3;  74  Pae.  Hep.  735.  Tli« 
court  mnBt  determine  whether,  under  th«  cireumBtancee,  repairs  made 
hy  a  speciai  adminiatrator  were  necessary,  and  the  expend itures 
reasonable;  and  it  is  competent  for  the  court  to  make  BiUowancea 
for  such  repairs  as  a  special  administrator  maj  have  made  In  excess 
of  the  amount  allowed  by  the  court,  where  it  appears  that  the 
expenses  were  necessarilj  incurred  in  the  proper  management  of 
the  estate:  In  re  Moore,  S8  Cal.  1,  4;  25  Pac.  Bep.  915.  A  special 
administrator,  who  is  individually  indebted  to  the  deceased,  must 
charge  himself,  in  his  account,  with  the  amount  of  the  debt:  Estate 
of  Armstrong,  69  Cal.  239,  241;  ID  Pac.  Bep.  335. 

6.  BelmbOTsemant.  Oi>mp«nsatioii.  If  it  becomes  necesiary,  dur- 
ing the  management  of  an  estate  bj  a.  epecial  administrator,  to  make 
any  repairs,  his  expenditures  must  be  sanctioned  bj  the  court 
appointing  him,  either  \>j  previous  order  or  by  subseqaent  approval, 
before  he  can  reimburse  himself  from  the  funds  of  the  estate.  A 
prudent  person  would  obtain  from  the  court  an  order  therefor  be- 
fore making  such  repairs,  but  it  is  not  an  indiapenaable  prerequisite 
that  he  should  do  so.  If  he  is  willing  to  forego  such  protection,  and 
relj  upon  his  belief  that  the  court  will  ratify  his  acts,  there  is 
no  mie  of  law  which  deprives  the  court  of  the  power  to  reimburse 
him,  if  his  acts  and  expenditures  are  approved;  In  re  Uoore,  88 
CaL  1,  3;  25  Pac.  Bep.  915.  Although  the  statute  makes  no  pro- 
vision for  the  compensation  of  a  special  admijiistrator  for  hie  ser- 
vices, the  law  doea  not  contemplate  that  sucb  services  shall  be 
rendered  gratuituously,  and  the  court  has  a  discretionary  power  to 
allow  him  compensation  in  the  settlement  of  bis  account;  In  re 
Ford's  Estate,  29  Mont.  2S3;  74  Pac.  Bep.  735,  T36;  and  it  is  not 
improper  for  the  court  to  make  the  rate  of  compensation  fixed  by 
the  statute  for  on  administrator  tho  standard  for  determining  a 
proper  allowance  to  be  made  to  him;  In  re  Moore,  88  Cal.  1,  4; 
25  Pae.  Bep.  915.  If  an  order  appointing  a  special  administrator 
was  inadvertently  granted,  without  notice  as  prescribed  by  the  rules 
of  court,  the  court,  or  a  judge  thereof,  has  power  to  set  the  order 
aside,  and  its  decision  is  conclnsive,  in  a  collateral  proceeding,  al- 
though it  was  made  in  the  erroneous  exercise  of  jurisdiction.  Pro- 
hibition will  not  lie  to  prevent  an  erroneous  order  setting  aside 
and  revoking  the  appointment;  Baine  v.  Lawlor,  1  Cal.  App.  483, 
480;  82  Pac.  Bep.  688.  An  heir  or  legatee,  who  seeks  the  removal 
of  an  executor,  has  no  power  to  deal  witb,  and  has  no  control 
over,  the  assets  of  the  estate,  and  cannot  make  contracts  which  in 
any  way  will  bind  the  estate.  Nor  can  the  fact  that  such  heir 
or  legatee  afterwards  becomes  special  adminiatrator  justify  the  pay- 
ment out  of  the  assets  of  the  estate  of  a  sum  paid  to  an  at- 
torney's clerk  for  engrossing  his  bill  of  exceptions.  It  was  the 
Probate  —  30 
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luty  of  the  attorney  to  engross,  or  cause  to  be  engrosBed,  the  bill 
)£  expcptions,  and  it  was  a  part  of  the  strict  legal  duty  of  tli( 
ittoroey.  A  special  remuneration  to  hia  clerk  is  no  more  a  Ifga! 
charge  against  the  estate  for  such  services  than  would  be  a  claim 
lot  bis  salary  during  the  time  that  he  was  actually  employed  upoi 
,he  work:  Estate  of  Bell,  145  Cal.  646;  79  Pac.  Kep.  358,  359. 

6.  Actions  by  and  against.     If  a  special  administrator  brings  as 

letion  to  quiet  title,  and  it  does  not  appear  from  the  face  of  tlit 
^laim  that  he  has  legal  capacity  to  sue,  such  omission  can  be  taken 
idvantage  of  only  by  answer.  It  is  not  a  good  ground  fur  de- 
nurrer:  MiUor  v,  Ltico,  80  Cal.  257,  259;  22  Pae.  Hep.  195.  An  action 
nay  be  maintained  against  a  special  administrator  for  the  obstnic- 
;ion  of  a  private  way  created  or  maintained  by  him,  notwitbatand- 
ng  it  was  placed  there  by  the  decedent  of  whose  estate  he  ia 
ipecial  administrator.  Such  obstruction  is  a  nuisance,  and  it  ia 
lo  defense  that  the  defendant  has  no  interest  in  the  land  over 
ivbich  the  way  is  claimed:  Hardin  v.  Sin  Claire,  115  Cal.  460;  47 
Pac.   Bep.  363,  364.

If  the  contestant  of  the  issuance  of  special  letters  of 
id  ministration  is  defeated,  his  remedy  is  by  appeal,  and  not  bj 
I  writ  of  prohibition-  State  v,  Ayer,  IT  Wash,  127;  49  Pac.  Hep.  226, 
!27,  There  is  no  statutory  right  in  any  person  to  be  appoiDled 
ipecial  administrator,  and,  even  if  no  appeal  lies  from  an  ordei 
revoking  the  appointment  of  a  special  administrator,  he  cannot  be 
jreatly  injured,  because  he  may  again  apply  upon  notice,  and  be 
tieard  the  same  as  any  one  else,  if  the  court  shall  deem  it  neces- 
lary  to  appoint  a  special  administrator:  Raine  v.  Lawlor,  1  Cal.

INOAFAOITT  OF  BEPBESBMTAIIVE  TO  ACT. 


1.  In  sraeraL  The  power  or  jurlsdictian  of  the  probate  court  to 
ippoiot  a  new  admioiBtrator  may  be  exercised  upon  the  happening  of 
the  death,  insaoitj,  or  conviction  of  an  infamous  offense,  of  tlie 
Former  administrator,  or  upon  tlie  revocation  of  his  power  and  an- 
thority  by  the  court.  In  c'ase  of  the  death,  insanity,  or  conviction 
>f  the  former  administrator,  such  death,  insanity,  or  conviction  must 
tie  judicially  aecerlained  by  the  probate  court  before  a  new  appoint- 
ment can  be  made,  but  such  fact  may  be  properly  ascertained  by  the 
;ourt  in  a  proceeding  under  a  petition  for  the  appointment  of  a  new 
xdministrator.  In  case  of  the  death  of  the  former  administrator,  the 
Fact  is  properly  prcseuted  to  the  court  in  a  petition  for  the  appoint' 
ment  of  a  new  administrator,  and  npon  the  hearing  the  fact  may 
tie  established  by  witnesses.  In  case  of  the  conviction  of  the  former 
administrator  of  an  infamous  oSense,  the  fact  may  be  presented  in 
Lhe  same  maimer,  and  proved  upon  the  hearing  by  the  production  of 
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the  record  of  his  conviction.  No  citation  to  the  convict  is  neeeMar; 
SB  il  is  the  fact  of  the  conviction,  when  shown  to  the  court  b 
proper  allegation  and  evidence,  which  authorizea  the  court  to  mah 
the  new  appointment.  The  convict  is  cot  a  neeeBgary  party  to  tl 
proceeding.  He  has  had  his  day  in  court,  and  is  conclusively  bonii 
by  the  record:  Estate  of  Blinn,  99  Cal.  216,  220;  33  Pac.  Eep.  84 
The  fact  that  the  representative  of  the  estate  of  a  deceased  perso 
waa  sent  to  an  insane  asylum  by  an  order  of  court  does  not  creal 
an  absolute  vacancy  in  the  administratorahip  of  the  estate,  althougl 
for  the  time  being,  he  Is  incapable  of  execating  the  trust:  Estal 
of  Moore,  68  Ca;.  281,  283;  9  Pac.  Rep.  184.  The  legislature  of  Cal 
fornin  hag  classiSed  death,  insanity,  and  conviction  of  an  infamot 
offense  under  the  designation  "incapable,"  anJ  other  matters  affec 
ing  the  integrity  or  qualification  for  the  discharge  of  the  duties  ( 
an  administrator  as  "incompetency."  The  embesEler,  the  thief,  tl 
man  who  hesitates  at  no  fraudulent  scheme  to  despoil  sn  estate,  ( 
who  is  so  careless  and  indifferent  as  to  neglect,  habitually  an 
grossly,  his  duties,  may  have  capacity  to  discharge  properly  all  tl 
duties  of  an  administrator,  but  the  man  who  is  dead,  or  insane,  ( 
civiliter  mortuus  is  "  incapable."  Whether  the  word  "  incompetent 
was  wisely  chosen  or  not,  the  context  of  the  statute  leaves  no  rooi 
to  doubt  the  sense  in  which  it  was  used,  and  that  it  was  used  1 
designate  a  different  class  from  those  characterized  as  "  incapable  '

not  have  been  instituted  in  good  faith,  but  was  instituted  for  the 
purpose  of  vexing,  annoying,  and  harassing  the  administratrix,  and 
illegaLly  and  wrongfully  to  deprive  the  estate,  represented  by  her, 
of  the  right  to  defend  against  the  actions  and  suits  brought  by  the 
county  on  an  alleged  wrongful  claim.  Under  these  circumstances,  a 
court  of  equity  should  not  hesitate  to  interfere,  by  injunction,  to  pro- 
tect the  rights  of  the  administratrix:  Alderman  v.  Tillamook  County 
(Or.),  91  Pac.  Eep.  298,  299. 

2.  Vacancy  In  administration.  There  must  be  a  vacancy  in  the 
administration  before  the  appointment  of  a  new  administrator: 
Haynes  v.  Meeks,  20  Cal.  268,  311.  There  is  no  such  thing  as  the 
removal  of  an  existing  administrator,  simply  by  force  of  the  appoint- 
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bt  of  aoother.  Tbe  ofSce  muat  fint  beeome  vacoitt  before  a  gecond 
pointraent  can  be  made.  A  vacancy  may  arise  by  operation  of  law 
aa  the  happening  of  certain  events,  ai  by  lunacy  of  the  admin ig- 
.tor,  established  by  judicial  decree,  or  b;  his  conviction  of  an 
amous  crime:  Haynes  v.  Meeka,  20  Cal.  288,  311.   But  the  sending  of 

cancy  in  the  adminiatration  of  the  estate,  as  that  provision  of  the 
le  which  provides  that  an  oEBce  becomes  vacant  on  the  happening 
the  incumbent's  insanity,  "  found  upon  a  commission  of  lunacy 
ued  to  determine  tbe  fact,"  has  reference  to  a  commission  issued 
t  of  chancery,  and  is  not  the  ordinary  proceeding  taken  to  send 
B  to  an  insane  asylum:  Estate  of  Moore,  68  Cal.  2S1,  283;  9  Pac. 
p.  164.  If  one  of  several  executors  or  administrators  should  die, 
;ome  a  lunatic,  be  convicted  of  an  infamous  crime,  or  otherwise 
:ome  incapable  of  executing  tbe  trust,  the  remaining  executors  or 
ministrators  must  proceed  to  complete  the  execution  of  the  will  or 
ministratioD;  and  if  all  tbe  executors  or  administrators  die  or  be- 
ne incapable,  the  court  must  issue  letters  to  others;  Estate  of 
tore,  68  Cal.  2S1,  283;  9  Pac.  Bep.  161.  Nor  does  the  fact  that  a 
blic  administrator  failed  to  file  an  additional  bond  on  taking  out 
ters,  as  directed  by  the  probate  judge,  create  a  vacancy  in  tbo 
ce,  ipso  facto,  though  it  is  a  ground  far  declaring  a  vacancy  therein 
}n  a  judicial  ascertainment  and  declaration  of  such  omission:  In  re 
ligie'B  Estate,  24  Mont.  37;  60  Pac,  Rep.  495,  496. 

3.  Besjgnatian.  A  resignation  is  not  a  matter  absolutely  in  tbe 
ner  of  an  administrator,  to  be  made  at  any  time  he  may  choose. 
e  statute  confers  upon  him  only  a  conditional  right  to  resign;  that 

"provided  he  shall  first  settle  his  accounts  and  deliver  up  all  the 
ate  to  such  person  as  may  be  appointed  by  the  court";  but  the 
erence  to  be  drawn  from  such  a  statute  is,  that  the  permission, 
■en  in  the  one  case  is  a  negative  upon  the  right  in  all  others: 
ynea  v.  Meeks,  20  Cal.  238,  310;  Haynes  v.  Meeks,  10  Cal.  110;  TO 
1.  Dec.  T03.  After  his  appointment,  an  administrator  has  no  riglit 
resign,  except  in  the  manner  pointed  oat  in  the  statute.  He  caonot 
t  aside  the  trust  at  his  own  volition.     He  has  no  right  to  consider 

own  convenience,  merely,  in  sach  a  case.  He  must  first  comply 
■.h  the  requirements  of  the  statute  before  he  has  the  right  to  ask 
ve  of  the  court  to  resign,  and  it  is  not  till  then  that  the  court  can 
iw  it:  Hamp  v.  McDaniel,  12  Or.  108;  6  Pac.  Kep.  456,  459.  If  the 
icutor  or  administrator  of  an  estate  resigns  his  trust,  and  a  new 
^cuto^  is  appointed,  it  must  be  presumed,  on  appeal,  in  favor  of  the 
ion  of  the  court  below,  that  the  former  executor  or  administrator 
1  settled  his  accounts,  delivered  up  all  tbe  assets  of  the  estate  to  his 
cessor,  and  that  all  conditions  existed  which  were  necessary  to 
;horize  the  new  appointment:  Lucas  v.  Todd,  28  Cal.  182,  185;  Jen- 
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nings  V.  Le  Breton,  60  Cal.  S,  IS;  21  Fac  Bep.  1127;  Estate  of  Allen, 
78  Cal.  S81,  21  Pac.  Bep.  426.  Upon  the  resignation  of  the  adminis- 
trator, it  is  the  dutj  of  the  court  to  appoint  another,  competent  to 
receive  the  estate  from  the  retiring  admiuiBtrator,  and  complete  its 
administration:  Wilson  v.  Hernandez,  S  Cal.  437,  443.  If  a  person 
tenders  his  resignatioa  as  administrator  and  flies,  at  the  same  time, 
his  account  with  the  estate,  showing  his  receipts  and  disbursements, 
bot  shortlj  afterwards  certain  heirs  of  the  deceased  petition  for  the 
appointment  of  an  administrator  de  bonis  non,  and,  at  the  same  time, 
file  objections  to  the  accounts  submitted  by  the  administrator,  who,  on 
the  hearing  of  such  matters,  withdraws  his  resignation,  whereupon 
the  petitioners  ask  for  his  removal,  on  the  ground  that  he  had  wrong- 
fully neglected  his  duties  as  administrator,  to  the  detriment  of  the 
estate,  the  heirs  have  the  right  to  insist  upon  the  revocation  of  his 
letters.  The  administrator,  having  filed  his  resignation,  and  thereby 
tendered  the  issue  whether  or  not  his  letters  should  be  revoked,  could 
not,  after  the  issue  had  been  joined  in  by  the  heirs  of  the  estate, 
withdraw  from  it  by  withdrawing  his  resignation:  In  re  Dietrich's 
Estate,  39  Wash.  520;  81  Pac.  Bep.  1061,  1062,  An  eieeutor's  agree- 
ment to  resign  for  a  consideration  is  illegal.  Such  an  agreement  is 
against  public  policy:  Currier  v.  Clark,  19  Col.  App.  250;  75  Pac.  Bep. 
927.  But  it  is  well  settled  that  the  renunciation  of  an  executor  may 
be  retracted  at  any  time  before  letters  have  beea  actually  granted  to 
another:  Estate  of  True,  120  Cal.  352,  353;  52  Pac.  Bep.  815.  It  must 
be  presumed  that  an  order  of  the  probate  court,  accepting  the  resig- 
nation of  an  executor  or  administrator,  and  discharging  bim  from  his 
trust,  is  regular.  Such  resignation  cannot  therefore  be  collaterally 
attacked:  Laco  t.  Commercial  Bank,  70  Cal.  339,  342;  11  Pac  Bep. 
650;  Lucas  v.  Todd,  28  Cal.  1S2.  An  executor  or  administrator  may 
resign  his  appointment,  having  first  settled  his  accounts  and  delivered 
up  all  the  estate  to  the  person  appointed  to  receive  the  Bame;.but  if 
there  be  delay  in  settling  the  accounts  and  delivering  the  estate,  or 
from  any  other  cause  the  circumstances  of  the  estate,  or  the  rights  of 
those  interested  require  it,  the  court  may,  before  the  settlement  and 
delivery  is  completed,  revoke  the  letters  and  appoint  an  administrator, 
either  general  or  special:  Luco  v.  Commercial  Bank,  70  Cal,  339,  342; 
11  Pac.  Bep.  650. 


Agreement  to  renounce  executorship  is  illegal  when:  See  note  48 
Am.  Bep.  332,  333. 

4.  PiOTlIlce  of  conrL  The  probate  court,  or  its  judge,  as  the  gen- 
eral supervisor  and  guardian  of  estates  of  deceased  persons,  has  power, 
by  law,  to  suspend  or  remove  an  administrator  whenever  there  is 
reason  to  believe,  either  from  personal  knowledge  or  from  credible 
information,  that  such  administrator  baa  fraudulently  wasted  or  mis- 
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managed  tho  estate,  or  is  ahont  to  do  to,  or  has  beeome  incompetent 
to  manage  it:  Deck's  Estate  v.  Qherke,  6  Cal.  086,  869;  In  re  Bal- 
dridge,  2  Ariz.  209;  15  Pac.  Kep.  141,  143;  Hamp  v.  McDaniol,  12  Or. 
lOS;  G  Pac.  Rep.  456,  459.  Tbe  court  by  which  an  executor  or  admin- 
istratoT  is  appointed  has  a  very  large  discretion  in  determining 
whether,  upon  tbe  facts  presented  to  it,  tbe  officer  shall  either  be 
suspended  or  removed:  Estate  of  Healy,  137  Cal.  474,  476;  70  Pac.  Hep. 
45S.  A  court,  after  appointing  an  administrator,  has  anthority  to 
revoke  the  appointment,  not  for  the  purpose  of  appointing  a  suc- 
eesaor,  but  for  the  sole  purpose  of  ending  an  nnneceesary  administra- 
tion: Murphy  v.  Murphy,  42  Wash.  142;  84  Pac.  Bep,  646,  648. 

6.  Petition  for  rsmoval.     A  petition  for  the  removal  of  an  admin- 

Irator  is  insufficient  if  it  is  not  presented  by  persons  interested,  or 
does  not  allege  sufficient  cause;  but  where  the  petition  specifleatly 
states  facts  whicb,  if  true,  conclusively  show  that  the  administrator 
neglected  his  Crust  within  the  cause  defined  by  the  statute,  it  is  suffi- 
cient: In  re  Miller's  Estate,  40  Or.  424,  sub  nom.  Knight  v.  Hamakar, 
B7  Pac.  Hep.  107,  lOfl,  110.  As  a  general  rule,  where  the  probato 
court  has  once  regularly  conferred  tho  appointment,  it  cannot  remove 
the  incumbent,  except  for  causes  defined  in  the  statute:  In  re  Miller's 
Estate,  40  Or.  424,  sub  nom.  Knight  v.  Hamakar,  67  Pac.  Bep.  107,  110. 
Tho  removal  can  only  bo  for  statutory  cause:  Miller  v.  Hider,  9  Col. 
App.  50;  47  Pac.  Bep.  406,  409.  Where  the  statute  provides  that 
letters  of  administration  may  be  revoked  if  the  administrator  wastes 
or  miamanageH  the  estate,  or  conducts  himself  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
endanger  his  co-administrators  or  sureties,  and  the  language  of  tbe 
petition  for  the  removal  is  as  broad  and  general  as  that  of  tbe  statute, 
proof  of  any  waste  or  mismanagement  is  admissible;  but  if  the  peti- 
tioner sign  all;  fails  to  establish  either  waste  or  mismanagement,  it  is 
error  for  the  court  to  remove  the  administrator;  Miller  v.  Hider,  9 
Col.  App.  50;  47  Pac.  Bep.  406,  409.  When  an  administrator  appears 
in  proceedings  for  his  removal,  based  on  a  neglect  of  hia  duty,  and 
submits  an  excuse  for  his  neglect,  without  objecting  to  the  sufficiency 
of  the  petition,  he  thereby  waives  any  objection  to  the  petition  on  the 
IP'onnd  that  it  does  not  allege  that  his  neglect  to  publish  notice  of  his- 
appointment,  or  to  file  an  inventory  within  the  time  required  by  law, 
baa  resulted  or  would  result  in  probable  loss  to  tbe  petitioner,  or  that 
the  facts  which  constitute  tbe  claim  of  the  petitioners  as  creditors  ara 
not  averred,  or  that  the  person  whom  the  court  is  asked  to  appoint  is- 
not  a  resident  of  the  county:  In  re  Barnes'  Estate,  38  Or.  279;  59  Pac. 
Bep.  464,  405.  A  demurrer  lies  to  a  petition  to  remove  an  executor 
or  administrator:  Estate  of  Carter,  16  Haw.  TS4. 

6.  SaBpension.    Where  the  statute  provides  that  an  order  must  be 
made,  suspending  tbe  powers  of  an  administrator  whenever  the  judge 
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"  h&B  reason  to  beliave,  from  his  own  knowledge  or  from  credible  in- 
formatioD,"  tb&t  tbe  facta  named  in  the  statute  as  reasons  for  such 
order  exist,  tha  implication  ia,  that  the  court  is  at  liberty  to  ezamine 
and  consider  the  "  information,"  for  the  purpose  of  determlniog 
whether  it  is  "  credible,"  or  affords  any  reason  to  believe  in  the  truth 
of  tbe  facts  alleged.  Haoce  where  an  application  has  been  filed  for 
the  removal  of  an  administrator,  and  for  tbe  revocation  of  bis  letters 
of  administration,  upon  the  ground  that  he  has  mismanaged  the  estate, 
and  neglected  bis  duties  as  administrator  thereof,  and  each  of  the  facta 
alleged  in  tbe  petition  is  distinctly  denied  b;  the  administrator,  the 
court  is  not  required  to  make  an  order  of  suspension  until  the  truth 
of  tbe  inforiiier's  allegations  shall  have  been  established;  Estate  ot 
Healy,  137  Cal.  474,  476;  70  Pac.  Kep.  455.  The  judge  may  suspend 
the  powers  of  an  executor  for  various  causes  designated  in  the  statute, 
one  of  which  is,  that  if  any  executor  has  permanently  removed  from 
the  state,  it  then  becomes  the  duty  of  the  judge  to  cite  the  executor 
to  appear  and  show  cause  why  his  letters  should  not  bo  revoked.  If 
he  appears,  and  the  court  is  satisfied  that  there  exists  cause  for  the 
removal,  his  letters  must  be  revoked,  but  it  is  not  necessary  that  the 
court  first  suspend  the  executor  before  citing  bim  to  appear  and  show 
cause  why  his  letters  should  not  be  revoked.  The  suspension  looks  to 
tbe  removal  of  the  executor,  and  is  a  step  toward  it,  but  not  a  neces- 
sary one.  Usually  the  ground  of  su.pension  would  justify  removal, 
but  the  former  takes  place  without  a  bearing,  while  the  latter  cannot- 
As  it  becomes  tbe  duty  of  the  court  to  issue  a  citation  after  its  sus- 
pension, there  seems  to  be  no  reason  why  it  may  not  reach  the  ulti- 
mate object  —  removal  —  by  direct  proceedings:  Estate  of  Kelley,  1S3 
Cal.  379,  382;  55  Pac.  Bep.  136. 

7.  WhAt  Is  canss  for  ramoval.  The  court  has  power  to  vacate  tbe 
appointment  of  an  executor  or  administrator  which  has  been  inadver- 
tently granted:  Baine  v,  Lawlor,  1  Cal.  App.  483;  82  Pac.  Hep.  688, 
«89;  or  where  he  is  not  entitled  to  adminiHtration:  Koury  v.  Castillo 
(N.  M..),  TS  Pac.  Bep.  293,  295.  Charges  which,  if  believed  by  tbe 
court,  may  be  ground  for  suspending  the  representative,  are,  if  proved 
upon  a  hearing,  ground  for  removing  him:  Estate  of  Bathgeb,  125  Cal. 
302,  308;  57  Pac.  Bep.  lOlD.  An  executor  who  has  no  business  capacity, 
who  made  no  effort  to  collect  debts  said  to  be  due  to  tbe  estate,  or  to 
find  whether  in  fact  they  were  valid  claims  of  the  deceaaad  against 
the  alleged  debtors,  who  never  read  and  did  not  know  the  contents  of 
affidavits  attached  to  his  reports,  who  did  not  know  the  amount  of 
money  due  the  estate,  who  mismanaged  the  affairs  of  tbe  estate,  and 
who  was  found,  in  geqeral,  to  be  incompetent  to  act  as  executor,  may. 
properly  be  removed:  In  re  Courtney's  Estate,  31  Mont.  625;  79  Pac. 
Bep.  317,  318,  An  executor  may  always  be  removed  after  his  appoint- 
ment, unless  he  discharges  the  duty  of  his  trust  faithfully  and  as 
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jrected  b;  law:  Estate  of  Bauquier,  88  Cal.  302,  313;  26  Pee:  Bep. 
78,  332.  He  may  bo  removed,  on  the  application  of  an  heir  or  other 
icraon  interested  in  the  estate,  for  unfaithfulness  or  neglect  to  the 
robable  loss  of  the  applicant  i  or  the  court  may,  for  like  cause,  upon 
Lb  own  motion,  remove  such  officer;  but  in  either  instaoce  he  must  be 
ited  to  appear  and  show  cause  why  such  action  should  not  be  taken, 
nd  is  thereby  accorded  a  hearing  in  the  premiBes;  In  re  Partridge's 
Estate,  31  Or.  287;  51  Pac.  Bep.  82,  81.  If  he  neglects  for  four  years 
0  file  an  inventory,  or  to  cause  the  estate  to  be  appraised,  or  to  give 
he  statutory  notice  to  creditors,  and  has  neglected  to  require  verified 
ouchers  to  be  presented  for  money  of  the  estate  bis  account  shows 
e  has  paid  out,  such  facts  abundantly  justify  his  removal,  especially 
rfaere  it  further  appears  that  he  has  temporarily  removed  from  the 
tate,  aud  does  not  have  a  residence  therein:  In  re  Dietrich's  Estate, 
9  Wash.  520;  81  Pac.  Bep.  1061,  1062.  Where  he  has  been  authorized 
a  sell  the  real  property  belonging  to  the  estate  for  cash,  baa  mado 
sale  thereof  under  the  power  conferred,  and  has  falsely  reported  that 
e  bad  received  the  cash  therefor,  and  the  court,  relying  thereon,  has 
onflrmed  the  sale  in  pursuance  of  which  the  administrator  has  deliv- 
red  a  deed  of  the  premises  to  the  purchaser,  such  conduct  conclu- 
ivsly  shows  that  the  administrator  has  "  neglected  "  his  trust,  within 
lie  cause  defined  by  the  statute:  In  re  Miller's  Estate,  40  Or.  424,  sub 
om.  Knight  v.  Hamakar,  67  Pac.  Bep.  107,  110.  An  executor  or 
dministrator  may  be  removed  for  mismanagement  and  neglect  of  the 
state,  where  it  appears  that  he  bas  assumed  conflicting  duties,  or 
'here  antagonistic  interests  disqualify  him  from  acting  as  executor 
r  administrator:  Estate  of  Bell,  135  Cal.  194,  196;  67  Pac.  Kep.  123; 
fills'  Estate,  22  Or.  210,  sub  nom.  Mills  v.  Mills,  29  Pac.  Kep.  443,  444. 
'bus  if  the  Bdministrator  fails  to  include  in  hia  inventory  certain 
ersonal  property,  which  he  claims  to  have  purchased  from  the  bein, 
:  ia  apparent  that  there  is  a  direct  conflict  in  interest  between  the 
state  and  the  administrator,  and  he  cannot  act  indifferently  in  the 
latter:  Mills'  Estate,  22  Or.  210,  sub  nom.  Mills  v.  Mills,  29  Pac. 
lep.  443,  444.  So  if  an  executor  acts  as  agent  of  the  mortgagee,  and 
Hows  the  mortgage  to  be  foreclosed,  and  the  sale  of  the  property 
lado  to  the  mortgagee,  without  interposing  any  defense  to  the  action, 
is  duties  to  the  estate  and  to  such  agent  are  necessarily  conflicting 

0  some  extent,  and  the  executor  should  be  removed  for  permitting 
uch  sale,  especially  where  it  appears  that  the  mortgaged  property 
'as  worth  twice  the  amount  of  the  mortgage:  Estate  of  Bell,  135  Cal. 
94,  195;  67  Pac.  Bep.  193.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  executor  or  adminis- 
rator  to  state  in  his  inventory  the  interest  of  the  estate  in  property, 
nd  to  have  that  interest  appraised.  If  he  refuses  to  do  so,  it  is  the 
uty  of  the  court,  in  its  discretion,  to  remove  him;  Mesiner  v.  Jenkins, 

1  Cal.  151,  154;  In  re  HoUaday's  Estate,  18  Or.  168;  22  Pac.  Bep.  750, 
51;  In  re  Barnes'  Estate,  36  Or.  2TS;  59  Pac.  Bep.  464,  465;  Clancy  t. 
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MeLeroy,  30  Waah.  567;  70  Pae.  Bep.  1095,  1096,  An  executor  or 
administrator  may  be  removed  for  "  unfaitlifulneBs  or  neglect  of  hie 
trust,"  to  the  probable  loss  of  persons  interested  in  the  estate,  where 
he  has  failed  to  publish  the  statutory  notice  to  creditors,  or  to  file 
the  tDveutory  nithin  the  time  prescribed  by  statute:  In  re  Barnes' 
Eatate,  36  Or.  279;  59  Pac.  Rep.  464,  465.  An  executor  may  also  be 
removed  wliere  he  has  failed  for  many  years,  without  any  satisfactory 
explanatioQ,  to  wind  up  the  administration  of  the  estate:  Estate  of 
Moore  (Cal.),  22  Pac.  Bep.  653,  654.  One  whose  personal  interests 
are  in  conflict  with  his  duties  as  executor  or  admlniBtrator  is  not  a 
proper  person  to  bold  the  office.  Thus  where  the  estate  of  a  deeeasod 
person  is  insolvent,  and  it  appears  that  the  decedent  made  a  convey- 
ance of  land  in  his  lifetime,  which  there  is  reasonable  ground  to 
believe  fraudulent,  the  creditors  have  a  right  to  insist  that  the  execu- 
tor or  administrator  shall  proceed  as  directed  by  the  statute;  and  if 
he  refuses  to  do  so,  or  if  his  personal  interests  are  such  as  to  prevdnt 
him  from  doing  his  official  duty  in  this  regard,  he  is  not  a  suitable 
person  to  be  intrusted  with  the  duties  of  the  office,  and  should  be  re- 
moved: Marks  v.  Coats,  37  Or.  609;  62  Pac.  Sep.  488,  469. 

8.  Bsmoral  of  noii-rutd«nt  execntors  for  absence.  In  some  states 
it  is  provided  by  statute  that  whenever  an  executor  has  permanently 
removed  from  the  state  it  becomes  the  duty  of  the  judge  to  cite  tbe 
executor  to  appear  and  show  cause  why  his  letters  should  not  be 
revoked.  The  phrase  "has  permanently  removed  from  the  state," 
in  such  a  statute,  may  more  properly  refer  to  a  resident  executor  who 
has  permauently  removed  from  the  state,  but  tbe  reason  for  revoking 
the  letters  iu  such  case  applies  equally  to  a  non-resident  executor  who 
comes  here  to  receive  his  appointment,  and  then  permanently  with- 
draws from  the  state  and  remains  away.  It  is  his  permanent  absence 
from  the  place  where  the  business  is  to  be  transacted,  beyond  the 
process  of  the  court,  and  where  the  creditors  of  the  estate  and  others 
having  busings  with  it  cannot  reach  him,  that  creates  the  disqualifica- 
tion; and  this  is  equally  true  of  both  resident  and  non-resideut  execu- 
tors. The  statute  should  be  so  construed  as  to  give  ground  of  removal 
of  a  Qou-resideat  executor  when  he  fails  to  come  to  this  state  and  per- 
sonally conduct  the  business  of  the  estate  at  such  times  and  as  fre- 
quently as  the  interests  of  the  estate  and  of  those  concerned  in  its 
settlement  may  require.  And  the  court,  exercising  a  sound  judicial 
discretion,  must  be  the  judge  as  to  what  will  constitute  the  permanent 
absence  from  the  state:  Estate  of  Kelley,  122  Cat.  379,  3S2;  55  Pac. 
Rep.  136.  After  he  has  appeared  and  submitted  hinaself  to  the  juris- 
diction of  tbe  court,  he  cannot  be  removed  from  the  office  on  the 
ground  of  his  non- residence,  unless  he  subsequently  permanently  re- 
moves from  the  state:  Hecht  v.  Carey,  13  Wyo.  154;  78  Pac.  Hep,  705, 
707.

0.  WtuA  la  no  cftOM  for  lemoval.  The  removal  of  an  executor  or 
Imioistrator  can  be  made  only  for  at&tutorr  cauio:  Miller  v.  Hider, 

Col.  App.  50;  47  Pac.  Eep.  406,  40B.  While  it  is  the  duty  of  tho 
lurti  to  protect  carefully  the  interests  of  estates,  the  rigiits  of  those 
ho  are  appointed  to  take  charge  of  and  to  manage  them  should  not 
i  overlooked:  and  an  executor  or  administrator  should  not  be  re- 
oved,  except  for  good  and  sufficient  cause;  Estate  of  Welch,  86  Cal. 
!9,  183;  24  Pac.  Bep.  943.  The  fact  that  he  has  improperly  paid  an 
^torney's  fee  is  no  ground  for  removal;  Estate  of  Welch,  110  Cal.  605; 
i  Pac.  Rep.  1089.  The  fact  that  the  person  who  administered  upon 
1  estate  maa  a  non-resident  is  not  such  a  fraud  as  will  avoid  the 
IminigtratioQ  proceedings.  That  a  person  applying  for  letters  is  a 
ID-resident  is  a  good  ground  far  opposing  his  appointment,  and  good 
luse  for  removing  him  after  he  has  been  appointed,  but  his  acts  as 
Iministrator,  when  once  appointed,  are  neither  void  nor  voidable,  and 
innot  be  set  aside  for  that  reason:  Meikle  v.  Cloquet  (Wash.),  87 
Bc.  Rep.  841,  843.  Nor  can  he  be  removed  for  refusing  to  give  notice 
I  creditors,  where  no  possible  good  could  have  been  accomplished  by 
iblishing  such  notice,  and  where  no  notice  to  creditors  is  necesBary; 
I,  where  the  estate  is  of  less  value  than  fifteen  hundred  dollars,  and 
lore  are  no  children,  and  the  widow  is  entitled  to  have  the  whole  set 
:>ai*t  to  her  without  any  further  proceedings  in  tbe  administration: 
state  of  Atwood,  127  Cal.  427,  430;  5B  Pac.  Rep.  770.  Where  it  is 
lund  tbat  some  of  the  heirs  have  power  to  act,  and  have  made  a 
alid  and  binding  transaction,  in  which  their  action  was  subject  to 
leir  own  control,  snch  as  the  eiecutioa  of  a  mortgage  on  their  inter- 
its,  this  is  no  ground  for  depriving  the  executor  of  his  office  in 
•spect  to  the  estate;  Id  re  Ming,  15  Mont.  79;  38  Pac.  Bep.  S28. 

10.  Notice.  Healing.  Evidence.  A  court  cannot,  of  its  own  mo- 
on, remove  bd  admiDistrator  without  giving  him  an  opportunity  to 
e  beard;  and  if  he  offers  to  explain  a  long  delay  in  his  administrn- 
on,  by  evidence  that  the  administration  had  been  prolonged  by  reason 
F  litigation,  it  is  error  to  reject  such  evidence.  For  the  purpose  of 
lowing  unavoidable  delay  and  good  faith,  be  has  the  right  to  intro- 
jce  every  paper  in  the  case  to  prove  the  various  proceedings  had 
lerein:  Estate  of  Moore,  83  Cal.  583,  586;  23  Pac.  Bep.  704.  Where 
is  powers  have  been  suspended  until  the  matter  for  which  he  has 
[ten  suspended  is  investigated,  notice  of  such  suspension  must  be 
iven  to  him,  and  he  must  be  cited  to  show  cause  why  his  letters 
lould  not  be  revoked.  If  he  fails  to  appear  in  obedience  to  the  cita- 
on,  or  if,  appearing,  the  court  is  satisfled  that  there  exists  cause 
>r  his  removal,  his  letters  must  be  revoked;  but  when  charges  against 
a  executor  or  admioistrator  are  formulated  in  a  swora  state  meat 
rior  to  issuing  a  citation  to  show  cause,  they  need  not  be  reiterated 
I  a  separate  document.     The  provisions  of  the  statute  allowing  any 
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person  interestBd  in  the  eatate  to  appear  at  the  hearing  and  file 
chargea  against  the  representative  cannot  be  constituted  as  requiring 
charges  previously  made  to  bo  filed  anew:  Estate  of  Batbgeb,  125  Col. 
302,  308;  57  Pac.  Kep.  1010.  An  execntrii  under  a  "  n  on -intervention 
■will  "  may  be  removed,  and  letters  testamentary  be  iasued  to  some 
other  person,  on  the  ground  that  she  failed  to  pay  a  certain  judgment 
within  a  specified  tine,  where  tbe  evidence  warrants  a  finding  that  she 
had  in  her  possession  funds  belonging  to  the  estate  sufficient  to  pay 
the  judgment,  and  that  it  was  the  only  claim:  In  re  MacDonald's 
Estate,  29  Wasb.  422;  69  Pac.  Kep.  1111,  1113,  1114.  For  evidence 
of  an  administrator's  neglect  of  his  tniat  sufficient  to  authorize  his 
removal,  see  In  re  Miller's  Estate,  40  Or,  421,  snb  nom.  Knight  v. 
Hamahar,  67  Pac.  Bep.  107. 

11.  Order  of  ramovol,  and  Ita  effect.  An  order  for  the  removal  of 
an  administrator  is  not  required  to  be  in  any  particular  form.  Hence 
if  he  has  failed  to  comply  with  the  order  of  the  court  to  give  addi- 
tional security,  an  order  "  that  tbe  right  of  the  administrator  to  the 
administration  of  this  estate  cease  "  cuts  ofF  his  powers  and  righta, 
and  completely  ousts  him  from  office,  and  the  order  cannot  be  attacked 
on  tbe  ground  that  it  was  made  without  notice,  because  do  notice  is 
required  by  the  statute,  and  no  notice  is  necessary:  Barrett  v.  Superior 
Court  (Cal.),  47  Pac.  Bep.  592,  593.  Where  three  persons  were  joint 
administrators  of  an  estate,  and  one  of  them  bod  possession  of  all  the 
fands,  but  was  removed  from  the  administration  by  the  probate  conrt, 
and  three  claims  presented  by  him  against  the  estate,  having  been 
passed  on  by  the  probate  court,  were  appealed  to  the  district  covrt, 
and  the  other  two  administrators,  as  administrators,  brought  suit  to 
recover  the  funds  in  his  hands,  and  the  case  was  tried  before  the 
appeals  were  determined,  and  a  judgment  rendered  against  tbe  defend- 
ant administrator  for  all  the  funds  in  his  hands,  it  was  held  that  the 
remaining  administrators  were  entitled  to  tbe  possession  of  the  funds 
belonging  to  the  estate,  pending  the  litigation  on  the  other  claims, 
and  that,  as  neither  party  asked  to  have  the  contested  claims  deter- 
mined in  the  action,  tbe  court  committed  no  error  in  rendering  judg- 
ment for  the  full  amount  of  the  assets  in  the  hands  of  the  defendant, 
leaving  the  contested  claims  to  be  determined  in  the  separate  actions 
ponding  on  appeal:  Gilmore  v.  Gilmore,  59  Kan.  19;  51  Pac.  Rep.  891. 
An  administrator,  after  the  removal  of  another  administrator,  has  the 
right  to  prosecute  a  pending  appeal  and  to  defend  the  action:  Kerns 
v.  Dean,  77  Cal.  555,  5eO;  19  Pac.  Kep.  817.  After  the  letters  of  an 
executor  or  administrator  have  been  revoked,  bis  authority  to  act  for 
tbe  estate  terminateB,  and  he  is  devested  of  all  power  to  pay  any 
claim  against  it:   Butcnic  v.  Hamakar,  40  Or.  444;  67  Pac.  Rep.  196, 
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12.  AppeaL  The  powers  of  an  executor  or  adminiBtrator  terminate 
at  the  date  of  his  remova)  from  office,  and  the  adminUtration  of  the 
estate  remaiaing  an  ad  m  mistered  immediatelj  devolves  upon  a  eo- 
ezMutor  or  co -admin istrat or,  if  there  be  one,  and  if  not,  upon  the 
person  to  whom  letters  shall  be  granted;  and  an  appeal  does  not 
restore  bim  to  that  office,  pending  its  determination,  in  the  absence  of 
a  statute  to  that  effect.  During  the  pendency  of  the  appeal,  his 
authority  is  suspended,  and  he  has  no  poner  to  control  or  to  manage 
the  affairs  of  the  estate  until  reinstated  by  an  order  of  the  appellate 
tribunal:  Enight  v.  Hamakar,  33  Or.  154;  54  Fac.  Rep.  659,  660;  and 
see  Alderman  v.  Tillamook  County  (Or.),  91  Fac.  Rep.  29S,  300.  Fend- 
ing the  appeal  of  an  administrator  from  an  order  removing  him,  he  is 
suspended  from  office,  and  it  is  within  the  power  of  the  court  to 
appoint  a  special  administrator  to  act  during  the  period  of  suBpcnsion, 
but  not  to  appoint  a  general  administrator  until  such  order  of  removal 
becomes  final:  Estate  of  Moore,  86  Cal.  72,  73;  24  Pac.  Rep.  S46.  When 
the  administrator  is  displaced,  he  ceases  to  have  either  interest  in  or 
power  aver  the  estate.  He  thereafter  ceases  to  have  any  connection 
with  the  estate,  and  a  judgment  relating  to  its  affairs  cannot  be  ren- 
dered against  him.  He  is  as  completely  separated  from  the  business 
of  the  estate  as  if  be  were  dead,  and  has  no  right  to  appear  in  or  be  a 
party,  in  any  court,  to  a  suit  which  the  law  confides  to  the  representa- 
tive of  the  deceased:  Moore  v.  Moore,  127  Cal.  460,  462;  59  Pac.  Rep. 
823.  If,  after  the  removal  of  an  administrator,  a  judgment  is  ren- 
dered against  him,  for  an  amount  found  to  be  due  from  him  to  the 
estate,  and  he  takes  an  appeal  from  the  judgment,  be  must  give  an 
appeal  bond,  required  of  the  appellants  in  civil  suits,  notwithstanding 
a  statute  that,  on  an  appeal  by  an  administrator  on  all  questions  rrtat- 
ing  to  probate,  no  bonds  will  be  required  of  him:  Fuller  v.  Fuller's 
Estate,  7  Col.  App.  755;  44  Pac.  Eep.  72.  The  revoking  of  the  letters 
of  an  administrator  affects  bim  personally,  and  he  is  not  exempted  by 
the  statute  from  giving  an  appeal  bond,  if  he  desires  to  stay  the  pro- 
ceedings. Where  he  has  taken  an  appeal  from  an  order  revoking  his 
letters,  the  decision  of  the  probate  court  on  the  sufficiency  of  the 
evidence  to  justify  the  removal  will  not  be  reviewed  on  a  writ  of 
certiorari,  if  the  evidence  is  not  set  out  in  the  petition,  and  there  was 
any  evidence  to  support  the  issue  of  fact  found  by  the  probate  judge: 
In  re  Henriques,  5  N.  M.  16Q;  21  Pac.  Rep.  60,  82.  The  appellate 
court  has  no  original  jurisdiction  in  the  matter  of  tbe  removal  of 
executors.  Its  jurisdiction  is  purely  appellate.  It  has  no  jurisdiction 
or  authority  to  go  into  the  lower  court  and  remove  an  executor;  and 
although  it  is  empowered  by  the  statute,  in  certain  cases,  to  render 
sucli  judgment  as  tbe  court  below  should  have  rendered,  it  can  only 
do  BO  when  the  issue  has  first  been  heard  and  determined  by  the  infe- 
rior court,  and  is  before  the  appellate  court  upon  proper  proceedings 
in  error.     It  certainly  cannot  do  so  where  no  issue  involving  miscon- 
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duet  upon  the  part  of  the  executor  was  determined  hy  the  court  belaw, 
and  where  the  onlj  isHue  had  or  determined  wae  &  queBtion  of  his  non- 
residence;  but  where  the  executor  was  erroneously  removed  on  the  sole 
ground  that  iie  was  a  noD-resideDt,  and  the  (act  of  nan-residence  was 
admitted,  his  right  to  the  office  becomes  purely  a  question  of  law,  and 
the  appellate  court  may  reverse  the  order  removing  the  executor  with- 
out having  all  of  the  evidence  before  it:  Hecbt  v.  Carey,  13  Wyo.  154; 
78  Pac.  Bep.  705,  70S.  All  the  coses  agree  that  the  appellate  court 
wilt  interfere  with  the  exercise  of  the  jMwer  conferred  upon  the  pro- 
bate judge  in  respect  to  the  removal  of  executors  or  administrators 
only  when  there  has  been  gross  abuse  of  discretion:  Estate  of  Healy, 
137  Cal.  474,  476;  70  Pac.  Rep.  455;  Estate  of  Hoore,  83  Cal.  583,  587; 
23  Pac.  Bep.  794;  lu  re  Holladay's  Estate,  IS  Or.  1Q8;  22  Pac.  Bep. 
750,  751;  In  re  Baldridgc,  2  Ariz.  299;  IS  Pac.  Bep.  141.  Unless  the 
statute  authorizes  an  appeal  from  an  order  refusing  to  remove  an 
administrator,  the  appeal  will  be  dismissed:  Estate  of  Hoore,  08  CaL 
394;  9  Pac.  Bep.  315;  and  see  Estate  of  Moore,  86  CsL  72,  73;  24  Pa«. 
Bep.  846.

To  make 
the  appraisement,  the  court,  or  a  judge  thereof,  mast  ap- 
point three  disinterested  persons  {any  two  of  whom  may 
act),  who  are  entitled  to  receive  a  reasonable  compensation 
for  their  services,  not  to  exceed  five  dollars  per  day,  to  be 
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allowed  by  the  court  or  judge.  The  appraisers  must,  with 
the  inventory,  file'  a  verified  account  of  their  services  and 
disbursements.  If  any  part  of  the  estate  is  in  any  other 
county  than  that  in  which  letters  issued,  appraisers  thereof 
may  be  appointed,  either  by  the  court  or  judge  having  juris- 
diction of  the  estate,  or  by  the  court  or  judge  of  such  other 
county,  on  request  of  the  court  or  judge  having  jurisdiction.

1.  EBeets  of  decedents. 
(1)  Administration  in  general.  "  The  rights  of  creditors  to  the  assets 
of  a  deceased  person's  estate  is  the  principal  reason  for  requiriog  official 
administration,  and  courts  therefore  sanction  the  disposition  of  the 
property  of  a  decedent  without  the  appointment  of  an  administrator, 
where  it  is  certain  that  no  debts  are  owing":  Murphy  v.  Murphy,  42 
Wash.  142;  84  Pac.  Bep.  646,  648,  quoting  Woerner'a  Law  of  Admin- 
istration, sec.  201.  In  Kansas,  no  administration  of  the  personal 
estate  of  an  intestate  is  necessary,  when  there  are  no  creditors.  The 
heirs,  in  such  case,  may  divido  the  assets  of  the  estate  among  them- 
selves, in  kind  or  otherwise,  by  mutual  agreement.  When  so  divided, 
each  will  become  the  owner  in  severalty  of  the  portion  so  received: 
Brown  v.  Baiter  (Kan.),  94  Pac.  Bep.  155;  but  administration  seems 
to  be  necessary  to  establish  the  eiistence  of  creditors  or  heirs;  and 
whatever  may  be  the  law  in  other  jurisdictions,  there  is  nothing  in  the 
probate  law  of  California  which  would,  either  eipressly  or  by  impli- 
cation, exempt  the  property  of  a  decedent  from  the  requirement  of 
administration.  The  whole  subject-matter  of  dealing  with  the  assets 
of  deceased  persons  is,  however,  one  of  statutory  regulation,  and  the 
policy  and  intent  of  the  statute  very  clearly  contemplates  that  prop- 
erty of  a  decedent,  left  undisposed  of  at  death,  eicept  in  the  instance 
of  the  homestead  acquired  under  certain  circumstances  as  provided  by 
the  statute,  shall,  for  tbe  purposes  of  ascertaining  and  protecting  the 
rights  of  creditors  and  heirs,  and  properly  transmitting  the  title  of 
record,  be  subjected  to  the  process  of  administration  in  the  probate 
court.  Indeed,  there  is  no  other  method  provided  by  the  statute 
whereby  the  existence  of  creditors  or  heirs  of  decedents  may  be  con- 
clusively established,  and  such  administration  may  be  initiated  and 
had  at  the  instance  of  any  person  entitled  under  the  law  to  administer 
upon  the  estate:  Estate  of  Strong,  119  Cal.  663,  665;  51  Pae.  Bep.  10T8. 
And  the  provisions  of  the  probate  law  all  look  to  a  speedy  close  of 
administration.  Thus  the  executor  or  administrator  must  collect  all 
debts  due  to  the  estate;  the  debts  of  the  decedent,  if  there  are  funds 
for  the  purpose,  are  to  be  paid  within  a  comparatively  brief  time  after 
the  administration  of  the  estate  begins;  and,  as  soon  as  the  estate  is 
in  proper  condition  to  be  eiosod,  the  administrator  must  render  a  flnai 
account  and  pray  final  settlement.     The  object  of  probate  proceedings 

and  the  whole  statutory  system  provided  therefor  contemplates  that 
this  object  shall  be  accomplished  with  reasonable  dispatch;  Maddock 
T.  BuBsell,  109  Cal.  417,  423;  42  Pae.  Bep.  139.     But  the  probate  laws 
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of  California  have  no  spplieation  to  the  estates  of  persons  who  died 
before  their  passage,  because,  under  the  Mexican  law  previouslv  en- 
forced,  the  heir  succeeded  immediately  to  the  estate,  and  became 
personally  answerable  for  the  debts  of  the  decedent;  Coppinger  t. 
Bice,  33  Cal.  408;  Ejder  v.  Cohn,  37  Cal.  69,  90;  McNeil  v.  First  Con- 
gregational Society,  M  Cal.  105;  4  Pac.  Rep.  1096.  Administration  on 
the  estate  of  a  lifing  person  is  void:  Fay  v.  Costa,  2  Cal.  App.  240, 
£44;  83  Pac.  Bep.  275.  It  was  decided  in  Scott  v.  McKeal,  5  Wasb. 
309;  31  Pac.  Bep.  873,  874,  as  agfunst  a  living  person,  that  he  was 
dead,  and  that  the  probate  court  had  power  to  dispose  of  his  estate; 
but  this  case  was  reversed  on  writ  of  error:  See  Scott  v.  McNeal,  154 
IT.  S.  34;  38  L.  ed.  8»6.  Administration  may  lawfully  be  had  on  the 
estate  of  a  dead  person,  bnt  not  upon  that  of  one  living.  Until  death 
occurs,  there  is  "  no  subject-matter  "  over  which  it  is  possible  to  exer- 
cise juriediction.  It  is  true  that  the  court  of  probate,  before  issuing 
letters  of  admioistration,  must  determine  affirmatively  the  question  of 
death;  but,  notwithstanding  such  determination,  the  fact  that  the  sup- 
posed intestate  is  alive  may  still  be  shown,  and  when  shown,  it  estab- 
lishes the  nallity  of  the  entire  proceedings:  Stevenson  v,  Superior 
Court,  62  Cal.  60,  61.

<2)  Interference  with  estate.  Irregnlar  acconnts.  Where  a  person 
or  corporation,  before  the  granting  of  letters  of  administration,  aelis 
or  alienates  any  of  the  property  of  the  decedent  which  is  covered  by 
a  chattel  mortgage,  he  or  it  is  chargeable  therewith,  and  liable  to  an 
action  by  the  administrator  of  the  estate  for  double  the  value  of  the 
property  so  sold  or  alienated:  Litz  v.  Exchange  Bank,  15  Okl.  564;  S3 
Pac.  Bep.  790.  The  public  officers  of  a  county  have  no  right  to  dispose 
of  the  money  of  a  deceased  person,  except  in  tho  manner  authorized 
by  the  statute.  If  all  tho  essential  requirenients  of  the  statute  are  not 
followed,  the  rights  of  the  legal  representative  to  such  money  will 
remain  unaffected.  Thus  where  the  coroner  is  required  by  the  statute 
to  deliver  the  money  or  effects  found  on  the  body  of  a  deceased  person 
to  the  county  treasurer,  the  treasurer  has  no  authority  to  pay  over  a 
sura  so  delivered  to  him  to  tho  administrator  without  an  order  of  the 
county  court,  whore  the  statute  makes  such  order  a  prerequisite  to 
such  payment:  Cbow  v.  Brockway,  £1  Or,  440,  sub  nom.  Oh  Chow  v. 
Brockway,  28  Pac.  Rep.  384,  387.  The  law  does  not  contemplate  that 
the  claims  of  an  administrator  for  reimbursement  for  moneys  expended 
before  his  appointment  can  be  established  by  his  uncontradicted  evi- 
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deuce:  Estate  of  Heenej,  3  Cal.  App.  548;  86  Pae.  Hep.  842,  844.  If 
tho  debtor  of  an  estate  makes  an  uaaothorized  payment  to  the  admin- 
istrator thereof,  such  payment  does  not  discharge  the  debtor  from  his 
liability  to  the  estate.  The  money  bo  paid  by  him  is  his  own,  and  not 
that  of  the  estate,  and  the  debtor,  but  not  the  estate,  can  recover  the 
same  of  the  administrator:  McCoy  v.  Ayrei,  2  Wash.  Ter.  307;  5  Pao. 
Bep.  S43,  S44. 

(3)  Wlutt  ore  ftSHta.  In  genenl.  A  debt  due  from  an  executor  or 
administrator  to  a  decedent  is  an  asset  in  his  hands,  applicable  to  the 
payment  of  debts:  United  States  v.  Egglestone,  4  Saw.  199;  Fed,  Cas., 
No.  15,027.  When  he  bas  been  c^harged.  upon  the  settlement  of  bis 
accounts,  with  a  personal  debt  he  owed  the  deceased,  whether  by 
virtue  of  a  statute,  as  in  Oregon,  or  without  a  statue,  as  in  some  other 
JDrisdictions,  the  sureties  on  his  bond  are  bound  for  the  payment 
thereof,  and  insolvency  or  inability  to  pay  is  no  defense;  United 
Brethren  First  Church  etc.  v.  Akin,  45  Or.  247;  77  Pae.  Rep.  748.  The 
rents  and  profits  of  real  property  belonging  to  a  decedent  are  assets  of 
his  estate:  Washington  v.  Black,  S3  Cal.  290,  295;  23  Pae.  Bep.  300; 
Head  v.  Sutton,  31  Kan.  616;  3  Pae.  Rep.  280,  282;  and  the  rents  of 
mortgaged  property  are  general  assets  of  the  estate,  on  which  the 
mortgage  is  not  a  lien,  and  in  which  it  is  entitled  to  no  preference 
under  the  statute  giving  a  preference  to  mortgage  debts.  Such  statute 
limits  the  preference  to  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  property  mort- 
gaged, either  upon  a  foreclosure  sale  or  a  sale  by  the  administrator: 
Estate  of  McDougald,  146  Cal.  196,  202;  79  Pae.  Rep.  875.  In  a  gen- 
eral sense,  every  part  of  the  estate  which  comes  under  the  law  to  an 
executor  or  administrator  is  assets:  Washington  v.  Black,  83  Cal.  290, 
29,i;  23  Pae.  Bep.  300,  The  general  rule  of  law  is  well  settled,  that, 
for  the  purpose  of  founding  administration,  all  simple  contract  debts 
are  assets  at  the  domicile  of  the  debtor,  and  that  the  locality  of  such 
a  debt  for  this  purpose  is  not  affected  by  a  bill  of  exchange  or  prom- 
issory note  having  been  given  for  it,  because  tho  bill  or  note  does  not 
alter  the  nature  of  the  debt,  but  is  merely  evidence  of  it,  and  there- 
fore the  debt  is  assets  where  the  debtor  lives,  without  regard  to  tbe 
place  where  the  instrument  is  found  or  payable;  Moore  v.  Jordan,  36 
Kan.  271;  13  Pae.  Rep.  337,  33S;  citing  Wj-man  v.  HaUtad,  109  U.  8. 
564;  3  Sup.  Ct.  Bep.  417;  and  other  authorities.  If  au  appeal  bond  has 
been  given  in  an  action  to  recover  property  alleged  to  belong  to  an 
estate,  and  the  beirs  sue  on  sucb  bond,  and  recover  judgment,  such 
judgment  should  be  paid  to  the  administrator  as  an  asset  of  the  estate, 
though  the  administrator  refused  to  bring  an  action  to  recover  the 
property  of  the  estate;  Bern  v.  Shoemaker,  10  S.  D.  453;  74  N.  W.  Rep. 
239,  240,  241.  A  claim  for  damages  by  one  who  has  sustained  personal 
injuries  from  tbe  negligence  or  wrongful  act  of  another,  is  an  asset 
of  the  estate,  justifying  an  appointment  of  an  executor  or  adminio- 
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tr&tor;  Missouri  Pac.  Sj.  Co.  t.  Bennett's  Estate,  5  Kan.  App.  231;  47 
Pac.  Rep.  133.  The  fund  recovered  by  tile  personal  representative  of  a 
deceased  person,  for  negligence  causing  the  latter's  death,  is  the  prop- 
erty of  the  estate;  Olston  v.  Oregon  etc  By.  Co.  (Or.),  96  Pac.  Rep. 
1095,  1097.  See  In  re  Lowham's  Estate,  30  Utah,  436;  85  Pae.  Kep. 
445,  446;  Southern  Pac.  Co.  v.  Wilson  (Ariz.),  85  Pac.  Rep.  401,  403. 
At  common  law,  the  executor  or  administrator  was  the  legal  beneficiary 
in  all  policies  of  insurance  payable  to  the  insured.  The  policy  de- 
scended to  him.  Our  system  differs,  in  that  personalty  descends  to  the 
heirs,  with  a  sppcial  interest  in  the  Bdministrator.  But,  so  far  as 
affects  this  question,  the  difference  is  purely  ideal.  In  either  case,  tha 
personal  representative  must  collect  and  administer  upon  it.  Although 
sot  apart  under  the  statute,  the  money  is  administered  upon,  and  until 
BO  set  apart,  is  a  part  of  the  estate.  The  order  setting  it  apart  is  & 
species  ot  distribution:  Estate  of  Miller,  121  Cal.  353,  354;  53  Pac.  Rep. 
906.  See  Yore  v.  Booth,  110  Cal.  23S;  5S  Am.  St.  Rep.  SI;  42  Pac.  Bep. 
808.  See  subd.  5,  infra,  showing  what  are  not  assets.  If  a  policy  of 
life  insurance  is  payable  to  and  collected  by  the  estate  of  a  deceased 
person,  the  estate  is  the  beneficiary,  and  the  money  is  exempt  from 
execution.  It  is  therefore  assets  of  the  deceased  cicmpt  from  execu- 
tion, and  is  properly  set  apart  to  the  widow  as  being  so  exempt: 
Holmes  v.  Marshall,  145  Cal.  777,  780;  104  Am.  St.  Bep.  86;  79  Pac. 
Rep.  534;  69  L.  R.  A.  67;  2  Am.  &  Eng.  Ann  Cas.  88.  A  judgment  is 
assets  of  the  estate  for  the  purposes  of  administration:  Low  v.  Horner, 
10  Haw.

(1)  Same.  Notwithstanding  ^rtiat.  Where  two  creditors  of  decs- 
dent's  estate,  after  the  death  of  an  intestate,  enter  into  an  oral  con- 
tract, whereby  one  of  them  agrees  to  pay  all  the  debts  and  expenses 
of  administration  in  consideration  that  the  other  creditor  will 
acknowledge  payment  of  a  judgment  against  said  estate,  and  of  tho 
heirs  of  the  estate  conveying  a  certain  tract  of  land  to  such  judgment 
creditor,  and  also  conveying  other  lands  to  the  creditor,  who  further 
agrees  to  pay  the  other  debts  and  expenses  of  administration  after  all 
of  such  conveyances  have  been  made  in  accordance  with  said  contrnet, 
such  contract,  after  it  has  been  ratified  by  the  heirs  making  the  con- 
veyances as  required  by  it,  becomes  an  asset  of  the  estate,  it  being 
made  for  the  benefit  thereof:  Stewart  v.  Rogers,  71  Ean.

<5)  Estoppel  to  dei)7.  An  executor  or  administrator  is  estopped  to 
deny  that  rents  collected  and  received  by  him  are  assets  of  tlie  estate: 
Kothman  v.  Markson,  34  Kan.  542;  9  Pac.  Rep.  218,  223;  but  where  an 
administratrix  recovers  judgment  in  an  action  commenced  by  her  in- 
testate as  a  trustee,  she  is  not  estopped,  as  against  the  creditor  of  the 
estate,  from  setting  up  that  the  funds  recovered  are  not  the  property 
of  the  estate.  A  trust  fund,  not  being  an  asset  of  the  estate,  is  a  fund 
n  which  the  creditor  of  the  estate  is  not  interested:  In  re  Beit's  Estate, 
29   Wash.

(6)  Wliat  ATS  not  assets.  A  gift  made  to  the  widow  of  a  decedent 
personally,  by  his  former  employers,  is  not  an  asset  of  the  estate, 
whether  she  knew  it  was  a  gift  to  her  or  not:  Estate  of  Stevens,  83 
Cal.  322,  324;  17  Am.  St.  Rep.  352;  23  Pnc.  Rep.  379.  Property  which 
was  disposed  of  in  decedent's  lifetime  by  a  valid  gift  causa  mortis 
is  not  an  asset  of  the  estate,  and  in  such  a  case  there  is  no  legal 
objection  to  a  delivery  to  an  agent  or  trustee  for  the  donor,  although 
the  donee  does  not,  at  the  timu,  declare  his  acceptance  thereof.  It  is 
Bufficient  if  he  avails  himself  of  the  provision  when  it  becomes  known 
to  him,  even  subsequently  to  the  decease  of  the  donor:  DeoafT  v.

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exocntor  is  not  received  b7  the  executor  in  his  representative  capacitj, 
and  JB  not  an  aaset  of  the  estate;  for,  the  sale  TiBing  void  on  the  face 
of  the  record,  the  executor  had  no  right  to  demand  or  to  receive  such 
depOBit;  Schlicket  v.  Heinenway,  110  Cal.  579,  581;  52  Am.  St.  Rep. 
116;  42  Pac.  Bep.  1003.  Neither  are  damages  recovered  by  an  admin- 
istrator for  the  death  of  decedent,  caused  by  neglect,  assets  of  the 
estate.  Such  damages  are  for  the  benefit  of  the  heirs:  Uunro  v.  Pa- 
cille  Coast  Dredging  etc.  Co.,  84  Cai,  515,  52S;  18  Am.  St.  Kep.  248; 
24  Fac.  Rep.  303.  Section  2269  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United 
States  provides  that  "where  a  party  entitled  to  claim  the  benefits  of 
the  pre-emptioQ  laws  dies  before  consummating  his  claim  by  filing  in 
due  time  all  the  papers  essential  to  the  establishment  of  the  same,  it 
shall  be  competent  for  the  executor  or  administrator  of  the  estate  of 
such  party,  or  one  of  the  heirs,  to  file  the  necessary  papers  to  complete 
the  same.  But  the  entry  in  such  cases  shall  be  made  in  favor  of  the 
heirs  of  the  deceased  pre-emptor,  and  a  payment  and  a  patent  thereon 
shall  cause  the  title  to  inure  to  such  heirs  as  if  their  names  had  been 
specially  mentioned."  The  title  thus  given  by  the  patent  is  not  to  the 
estate  of  the  decedent,  but,  by  the  terms  of  the  section,  the  patent 
shall  "  cause  the  title  to  inure  to  such  heirs."  The  heirs  do  not  take 
the  title  by  descent  from  their  ancestor,  but  the  land  is  conveyed  to 
them  directly  from  the  United  States,  by  virtue  of  the  privilege  of 
purchase  given  to  them  expressly  by  the  provisions  of  this  section. 
The  land  is  not  subject  to  devise  by  the  pre-emptor,  nor  can  it  be 
sold  in  satisfaction  of  his  debts,  or  for  the  expenses  of  administration: 
Wittenbrock  v.  Wheadon,  128  Cal.  150,  152;  79  Am.  St.  Rep.  32;  60 
Pac.  Rep.  684.  If  a  probate  homestead  has  been  set  apart  for  the  use 
of  the  family  of  the  deceased,  it  ceases  to  bo  a  part  of  the  assets  of 
the  estate:  Estate  of  Orr,  28  Cal.  101,  104;  Estate  of  Burns,  54  Cal. 
223,  228;  Estate  of  Hamilton,  120  Cal.  421,  426;  52  Pac.  Rep.  708.  So 
the  right  to  the  use  of  a  homestead  assigned  to  the  innocent  party  in 
divorce,  proceedings  does  not  constitute  on  asaot  of  the  estate  of  such 
party:  Neary  v.  Godfrey,  102  Cal.  338,  341;  36  Pac.  Rep.  655.  Part- 
nership property  is  an  asset  of  the  firm,  and  subject  to  the  exclusive 
management  and  control  of  the  surviving  partner.  It  is  not  an  asset 
of  the  estate  in  the  hands  of  the  administrator:  Tompkins  v.  Weeks, 
20  Cal.  50,  66;  Theller  v.  Such,  57  Cal.  447,  459.  The  assota  which 
passed  to  the  executor  or  administrator  in  such  cases  consist  of  the 
individual  estate  of  the  decedents.  Partnership  assets,  as  such, 
form  no  part  of  such  individual  estate;  the  residuum  only,  after  satis- 
fying liabilities  and  advances,  if  any,  made  by  the  survivor,  becomes 
the  property  of  the  estate:  Andrade  v.  Superior  Court,  75  Cal.  459, 
403;  17  Pac.  Rep.  531;  Theller  v.  Such,  57  Cal.  447,  459.  Property  held 
by  a  trustee  or  fiduciary  officer  is  not  an  asset  of  the  estate  in  the 
hands  of  his  executors,  administrators,  or  asBignees:  In  re  Belt's  Es- 
tate, 29  Wash.  535;  TO  Pac.  Rep.  T4,  70;  Pierce  v.  Robinson,  13  Cal. 
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116;  see  Swift  v.  San  Francisco  Stock  etc.  Board,  67  Cal.  567;  8  Pac. 
Bej>.  94,  101,  The  proceeds  at  an  insurance  policy  are  no  part  of  the 
assets  of  the  estate,  wbere  the  proceeds  of  such  polic;  are  payable 
to  the  widow  and  children;  and  tbe  eiecutora  have  no  right  to  collect 
Buch  proceeds:  Heydenfeidt  ^r.  Jatobs,  107  Cal.  373,  377;  40  Pac. 
Hep.  492]  and  see  Swift  v.  San  Francisco  Stock  etc.  Board,  67  Cal. 
567;  8  Pac.  Bep.  94,  102.  A  benefit  certificate  in  a  mutual  benefit 
society  is  not  an  asset  of  tbe  deceased  member's  estate:  Burke  v. 
Modem  Woodmen,  2  Cal.  App.  611;  84  Pac.  Hep.  275,  276.  The  pro- 
ceeds of  an  insurance  policy  payable  to  the  "legal  heirs"  of  an 
intestate,  collected  by  an  administrator,  are  not  assets  of  the  estate. 
The  money  does  not  belong  to  the  creditors.  It  belongs  to  the  heirs, 
and  the  administrator  should  pay  it  to  them:  Estate  of  Scrimgeour, 
17  Haw.  122,  123.  If  goods,  money,  or  securities  belonging  to  another 
person  lie  among  the  goods  of  the  deceased,  capable  of  identification, 
and  they  come  together  to  the  hands  of  the  personal  representative, 
such  other  person's  things  are  not  to  be  reckoned  among  assets  of  the 
estate.  Nor  is  money  collected  by  an  attorney,  factor,  or  agent,  and 
kept  distinct  and  nnmixed  with  the  rest  of  the  property:  In  re  Belt's 
Estate,  29  Wash.  555;  70  Pac.  Bep.  74,  76;  citing  Schouler  on  Execu- 
tors and  Administrators,  3d  ed.,  sec.  205. 

(7)  Dlwsovery  of  assets.  Under  the  statute  of  'Washington,  where 
a  person  is  charged  with  concealing  the  assets  of  a  decedent,  it  is 
tbe  court  which  cites  such  person  to  appear,  and  it  is  the  court  who 
may  examine  him  on  oath  upon  the  matters  suggested  in  the 
plaint-  The  object  of  the  statute  is  to  elicit  testimony  for  the  pur- 
pose of  furnishing  the  adminiBtrator  with  sufficient  knowledge  on 
which  to  base  a  formal  complaint  against  tbe  defendant.  The  de- 
fendant )■  not,  in  such  case,  entitled  to  any  more  than  the  statute 
accords  him,  and  it  does  not  accord  him,  either  in  terms  or  by  n 
sary  implication,  tbe  rigbt  to  a  formal  procedure  in  sach  a 
The  statute  does  not  require  that  all  the  interrogatories  shall  be 
reduced  to  writing  and  submitted  before  the  answering  of  any  c 
them:   Main  v.  Hadfietd,  41  Wash.  504;  84  Pac.  Bep.  12,  14. 


Summary  proceedings  to  discover  or  recover  property  of  estates  of 
decedents:   See  note  115  Am.  St.  Bep.  208-219. 

(8)  Collection  of  asasts.  The  executor  or  administrator  shall  take 
into  his  possession  all  the  estate  of  the  deceased,  real  and  personal, 
and  shall  collect  alt  debts  due  to  the  deceased.  Money  on  deposit 
in  a  bank  to  the  credit  of  the  deceased  may  not  constitute  a  "  debt," 
in  a  strict  technical  sense.  But  whether  it  be  so  or  not,  the  statute 
contemplates  that  the  executor  or  administrator  shall  reduce  into  his 
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pnseeBsion,  witb  all  rcaBODable  dispatch,  tbe  propertj  of  lie  estste; 
and  if  he  finds  money  on  deposit,  even  though  the  bank  is  one  of 
admitted  safety  and  of  undoubted  credit,  he  must  be  allowed  to  ei- 
orcise  liia  diacrctioii,  in  good  faith,  as  to  the  proprietj  of  reducing  ths 
money  into  his  actua]  poBseBaion,  bo  as  to  be  ready  to  meet  any 
exigency  in  the  affairB  of  the  estate:  Estate  of  McQueen,  41  CaL 
584,  589.  Assets  cannot  be  collected  upon  distribution  of  the  estate: 
Estate  of  Cook,  77  Cal.  220,  232,  233;  11  Am.  St.  Bep.  267;  17  Pac. 
Bep,  S23;  IB  Pac.  Bep.  431;  1  L.  E.  A.  567;  Estate  of  Smith,  IDS  Cal. 
115,  122;  40  Pac.  Rep.  1037;  and  the  court  hu  no  power  to  attempt 
to  make  Euch  collection  by  making  an  improper  deduction  from  the 
distributive  share  of  tbe  devisee:  Estate  of  Smith,  IDS  Cal.  IIS,  122; 
40  Pac.  Bep.  1037.  If  debts  are  evidenced  by  negotiable  promissory 
notes,  and  such  notes  arc,  at  the  time  of  decedent's  death,  situated 
in  a  designated  county  in  one  state,  and  the  same  are  there  taken 
possession  of  by  the  administrator  of  the  estate  in  tliat  county,  and 
by  hiru  duly  accounted  for  to  the  proper  court,  such  notes  are  prop' 
orty  payable  in  that  Btate,  and  any  moneys  paid  upon  them  would 
be  rightfully  paid  to  such  administrator  therein;  and  the  fact  that 
certain  of  these  notes  ara  secured  by  mortgages  on  real  estate  in 
another  atate  would  not  change  the  rights  of  the  holder  thereof; 
McCoy  V.  Ayres,  2  Wash.  Ter.  307;  5  Pac.  Bep.  843,  845.  The  Cali- 
fornia statute  of  set-off  relates  to  the  situation  of  the  parties  "  at 
the  commencement  of  the  action,"  and  the  death  of  one  of  the  par- 
tics  to  the  demand,  though  such  death  occurs  before  the  maturity 
of  tbe  demand,  does  not  chang;e  the  relative  rights  of  the  parties 
in  pleading  a  counterclaim,  or  in  compenRating  the  claims  so  far  as 
tbey  equal  each  other,  provided  the  set-off  be  due  when  the  action 
is  commenced.  Thus  in  an  action  by  an  executor  to  recover  from  a 
bank  the  amount  of  a  deposit  made  by  the  decedent,  the  defendant 
who  had  loaned  the  decedent  money  on  a  note,  which  matured  after 
the  death  of  the  decedent,  and  before  the  commencement  of  an  action 
by  the  executor,  has  the  right  to  use  the  note  as  a  countcrelsim, 
and  the  two  demands,  so  far  as  they  equal  each  other,  are  to  be 
deemed  "compensated";  Ainsworth  v.  Bank  of  California,  113  Cal. 
470,  471;  63  Am.  St.  Rep.  13.5;  51  Pac.  Bep.  952;  39  L.  R.  A.  636- 
It  is  said  in  the  dissenting  opinion  of  Beatty,  C.  J-,  in  Murphy  t. 
Clayton,  114  Cal.  526,  529;  43  Pac.  Rep.  613;  46  Pac,  Rep.  460,  that 
the  law  does  not  autborize  an  executor  or  administrator  "  to  com- 
mence an  action  for  which  thero  is  no  apparent  necoBsity,  He  can- 
not sue  to  recover  assets  for  the  estate,  unless  it  appear  that  there 
is  an  actual  deficiency  of  assets.  But  when  he  has  property  in  hi* 
hands  which  was  in  the  possession  of  the  intestate  at  the  time  of 
his  death,  and  which  haa  retrularly  devolved  upon  him,  —  property 
which,  if  nccfsaary,  is  applicable  to  the  purposes  of  administration,— 
it  is  his  duty  to  retain   tho  possession   until  it  appears  that  it  will 
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not  be  needed."  On  the  other  hand,  it  the  adminiBtrator,  when  he 
commeDces  an  action  to  recover  assetB,  must  ahow  a  neccasily  for 
their  recovery,  by  parity  of  reaaoning  the  party  who  aeeka  by  an 
action  to  deprive  him  of  asseta  should  at  least  be  required  to  ahow 
that  they  will  aot  be  needed  for  purposes  of  adminiatration.  If  snch 
property  is  not  Deeded  for  purposes  of  administration,  the  vendee  of 
the  decedent  haa  an  ample  remedy  in'  the  probate  court  without  ac- 
tion; if  it  is  needed  for  purposea  of  administration,  he  has  no  right 
to  the  property.  His  position  with  respect  to  it  is  no  better  than 
that  of  an  heir  with  respect  to  the  unsold  property  of  the  estate 
of  the  intestate.  It  ie  his,  if  not  needed  for  the  payment  of  debts, 
and,  like  the  heir,  he  should  wait  till  that  fact  is  aacerlained;  Mur- 
phy V.  Crayton,  114  Cal.  526,  530;  43  Pac.  Rep.  613;  46  Pac.  Eep. 
460,   per  Beatty,  C.  J.,  dissenting. 

<9>  CoU«ctioii  of,  1>7  domlcUlarr,  ancmarr,  and  foralgn  executor. 
It  ia  the  doty  of  a  domiciliary  administrator  to  take  reasonable 
means,  under  existing  cirrtimstances,  for  collecting  and  realizingf  the 
assets  out  of  his  jurisdiction,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  court  to 
compel  him  to  account  for  wilful  neglect  to  perform  such  duty;  and 
all  the  authorities  agree  that  the  residuum  of  the  foreign  assets  must 
finally  be  collected  and  distributed  by  the  domiciliary  executor:  Es- 
tate of  Ortiz,  86  Cal.  306,  315;  21  Am.  St.  Kep.  44;  24  Pac,  Rep. 
1034.  If  there  be  assets  in  another  state  or  states  than  that  in 
which  the  principal  letters  are  granted,  an  administration  may  bo 
obtained  there,  and  such  administration  will  be  regarded  as  ancillary 
to  the  administration  of  the  domicile,  and,  as  a  general  rule,  the 
excess  of  the  assets  resulting  from  such  ancillary  administration, 
after  the  payment  of  local  debts,  expenses  of  administering,  and 
local  legacies,  if  any,  in  the  juriedietion  of  the  ancillary  administra- 
tion, will  be  transmitted  to  the  administrator  of  the  domicile,  to 
be  there  distributed  according  to  the  law  of  vicinage:  Estate  of 
Apple,  66  Cal.  432;  6  Pac.  Rep.  7;  McCully  v.  Cooper,  114  Ca!.  2r,8, 
261;  55  Am.  St.  Rep.  66;  46  Pac.  Kep.  82;  35  L.  R.  A.  4B2.  An 
ancillary  administrator,  in  this  state,  may  recover  from  the  domi- 
ciliary administrator,  who  is  temporarily  here,  the  possession  of  assets 
of  the  estate.  The  very  object  of  the  ancillary  or  local  administra- 
tion in  this  state  is  to  collect  the  assets  of  the  estate  here  locally 
situated,  and  it  is  the  bounden  duty  of  the  ancillary  administrator 
so  to  collect  tbem,  and  to  pay  therefrom  the  demand  of  local  credi- 
tors, if  any  there  be.  Whether  there  are  any  such  creditors  can  only 
be  determined  by  giving  the  notice  to  creditors  required  by  our  law: 
Mc<;ully  V,  Cooper,  114  Cal.  2.")8,  263;  55  Am.  St.  Rep.  66;  46  Pae. 
Eop.  82;  35  L.  R.  A.  4S2.  Nor  has  the  domiciliary  executor,  as 
against  the  ancillary  administrator,  any  power  to  dispose  of  the 
personal  property  which  has  ita  situs  in  a  foreign  jurisdiction,  where 
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an  ancillary  administrator  haa  baeo  appointed.    Even  at  common  law, 

where  an  ancillary  administrator  has  been  appointed  in  a  foreign 
juriadiction,  thi>  title  to  personal  property  which  has  ila  situs  in  such 
foreign  country  is  in  the  ancillary  adminiatrator.  Thia  must  neeos- 
aarity  be  so.  There  cannot  be  two  independent  administrations  of 
the  same  property,  nor  could  it  be  tolerated  that  the  domiciliary  ad- 
ministrator should  he  able  practically  to  nullify  the  administration  in 
8  foreign  country  by  asaigning  the  personal  property  there  situated: 
Murphy  v.  Crouse,  133  Cal.  14,  17;  87  Am.  St.  Bep.  90;  66  Pae.  Rep. 
971.  Foreign  executors  cannot  bue  in  California  without  first  having; 
obtained  ancillary  letters  testamentary  or  of  admioietration:  Lewis 
V.  Adama  (Cal.},  8  Pac.  Rep.  619,  620;  though  he  may  sue  per- 
sonally here  on  a  foreign  jodgmcnt:  liewia  v.  Adams,  70  Cal.  403; 
59  Am.  Rep.  423;  11  Pac.  Rep.  833;  and  he  may  sue,  aa  mortgagee, 
nnder  the  terma  of  a  mortgage,  to  recover  a  trust  fund,  withont 
taking  out  letters  testamentary  in  the  jurisdiction  within  which 
the  mortgaged  property  is  situated:  Fox  v.  Tay,  89  Cal.  339,  350; 
23  Am.  St.  Bcp.  474;  24  Pac.  Rep.  855;  26  Pac.  Rep.  897.  If  there 
be  assets  of  the  estate  of  the  testator  in  this  state,  administration 
may  be  had,  the  adminiatrator  having  power  to  reduce  the  same  to 
poaseasion  by  auit  or  otherwise,  and  if  the  teatator  was  a  non-resident, 
the  adminiatratiou  would  be  treated  as  ancillary,  and  after  the  pay- 
ment of  the  local  debts  and  expenaea  the  surplna  may,  by  order  of 
the  court,  be  delivered  to  the  executor  or  administrator  of  the 
domicile,  and  to  that  end  the  executor  or  administrator  of  the  domi- 
cile may  doubtless  apply  to  the  court,  in  this  state,  for  such  order. 
But  beyond  that  no  authority  over  such  asseta  here  aeema  to  have 
been  given  to  the  executor  or  administrator  of  the  domicile:  Lewis 
v.  Adams  (Cal.),  8  Pac.  Kep.  619,  631.  Although  a  foreign  execu- 
tor may  have  no  coercive  power  in  the  collection  of  assets  in 
the  juriadiction  in  which  he  reaidea,  yet  if  assets  aituated  in  that 
juriadiction  come  into  hia  poaseasion  by  a  voluntary  payment  or  ad- 
ministration, he  ia  bound  to  account  for  tbem  in  the  domiciliary 
jurisdiction:  Fox  v.  Tay,  S9  Cal.  339,  348;  23  Am.  St.  Bep.  471;  24 
Pac.  Eep.  853;  26  Pac.  Bep.  897. 

(10)  Ciutodj  and  control  of  asseta.  The  cuatody  of  the  asaets  of 
an  estate  ia  in  the  executor  or  adminiatrator,  and  not  in  the  court. 
There  ia  no  law  which  authorizes  a  probate  judge  to  direct  him 
where  and  how  be  shall  keep  the  asaets  of  an  estate,  and  surely 
there  ought  to  be  no  such  law.  The  representative  ia  liable  for  their 
safety  on  his  bond.  If  the  court  could  lawfully  take  charge  of  them, 
it  would  deprive  interested  parties  of  this  security.  If  goods  are 
lost,  it  may  be  a  question  nbetber  they  have  been  properly  cared 
for.  If  tbey  have  been  placed  where  tho  judge  has  directed,  and 
then  loat,  be  will  have  prejudged  the  case  before  the  trial.     Execu- 
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tors  and  administrators  canoot  be  deprived  of  the  actual  euatodj  of 
the  assets  of  an  estate  by  such  an  order:  Estate  of  Welch,  110  Cal. 
605,  808;  42  Pac.  Rep.  1089.  Property  and  all  assets  of  the  decedent 
pass  to  bis  heirs,  subject  to  a  right  of  possession  in  the  executor  or 
administrator  for  purposes  of  admiuixtration  only:  Maddock  v.  Sns- 
sol],  109  Cal.  417,  422;  42  Pac.  Rep.  139.  But  the  representative  of 
the  estate  has  no  right  to  give  its  assets  anay,  even  though  he  may 
consider  them  worthless,  and  his  attorney  baa  no  right  to  receive  such 
a  gift  from  his  bands;  Estate  of  Kadovicb,  74  Cal.  536;  16  Pae. 
Bep.  321,  322;   5  Am.  St.  Bep.  466. 

<11>  Widow  takes  as  trnstee  wben.  The  aid  of  a  court  of  equity 
may  bo  invoked  to  have  certain  land  adjudged  to  be  the  property  of 
the  estate  of  a  decedent,  where  the  widow  holds  the  legal  title; 
and  the  court  cannot  be  held  to  have  abused  its  discretion  because 
it  does  not  proceed  to  close  the  estate  and  settle  the  administration 
after  determining  that  the  title  is  in  the  estate,  and  that  the  widow 
holds  as  trustee  for  the  estate.  It  is  proper  for  the  court  to  allow 
those  matters  to  reach  their  natural  termination  in  the  tribunal 
and  proceeding  in  which  tbey  are  pending;  Burton  v.  Burton,  79 
Cal.  490;  21  Pac.  Rep.  647,  SiS,  stating  facts  under  which  the  widow 
will  be  held  to  take  as  trustee  for  the  estate. 

(12)  Realty.  Personalty.  Eanltable  coDTexaion.  A  contract  for 
the  sale  of  real  estate,  which  is  valid  and  enforceable  in  equity, 
operates  as  a  conversion.  The  vendor's  interest  thereafter,  in  equity, 
is  in  the  unpaid  purchase  price,  and  is  treated  as  personalty;  the 
vendee's  interest  is  in  the  land,  and  is  realty.  Upon  the  death  of 
the  vendor,  his  interest  passes  to  his  executors  as  personalty,  and 
continues  as  such  for  the  purposes  of  administration;  Clapp  v. 
Tower  (N.  D.},  93  N.  W.  Rep.  862.  Real  estate  acquired  by  an 
administrator  in  obtaining  satisfaction  of  judgments  forming  a 
part  of  the  assets  of  the  estate  in  his  hands  for  settlement  is  to 
be  treated  for  purposes  of  administration  as  personal  property;  Weir 
v.  Bagby,  72  Kan.  67;  S2  Pac.  Bep.  585.  Where  a  person  dies  in- 
testate, having  a  title  or  interest  in  lands,  for  a  term  of  years,  such 
interest  is,  under  the  statute  of  Colorado,  to  be  regarded  and  treated 
as  real  estate  by  the  administrator:  McKee  v.  Howe,  17  Col.  538; 
31  Pac.  Bep.  115- 


Beal  estate  acquired  by  executor  or  administrator  for  beneDt  c 
state  as  realty  or  personalty:  See  note  7  Am.  &,  Eng.

(13)  Benulnder  la  fee  after  boroestead.  An  order  setting  apart, 
s  a  homestead,  a  life  estate  in  certain  real  property  does  not  re- 
love   the  remainder   in   fee   in  that   property   beyond   the   reach   of 
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creditors  of  the  eatate.  The  bomcstead  estate  is  bo  removed  and 
excluded  because  it  has  ceased  to  be  subject  to  any  of  the  purposes 
of  administration.  It  is  freed  from  the  debts  of  the  creditors.  It 
ie  freed  from  the  posfieBBion  of  the  administrator;  but  it  does  not 
follow  therefrom  tbat  the  title  in  fee  embraced  in  the  remainder  over 
to  the  beiiB  is  likewise  removed  from  administration,  and  there  is 
nothing  either  in  the  statute  or  in  the  decisions  to  warrant  such  a 
construction:  Estate  of  Tittel,  139  Cal.  I4S,  150,  153;  72  Pac.  Eep.  909. 

2.  Inventorr  and  appntlfiement. 
(1>  In  geneiaL  Wbcn  a  question  arises,  in  the  administration  of 
an  entate,  whether  property  shall  be  inventoried  as  a  part  of  the 
estate  or  not,  the  probate  court  may  hear  evidence  sufficient  to  de- 
termine whether  the  property  in  question  belongs  to  the  estate,  or 
whether  the  estate  has  any  interest  therein,  or  has  reasonable  claim 
thereto,  which  claim  may  become  an  asset  of  the  estate;  not  for  the 
purpose  of  judicially  determining  the  title  of  any  property  claimed 
by  any  third  person,  but  to  determine  the  good  faith  of  the  claim. 
The  statute  does  not  require  property  or  money  to  be  iuventoried, 
unless  it  belongs  to  the  estate,  and  the  court  will  not  require  money 
to  be  inventoried  which  does  not  belong  to  the  estate  and  is  not  an 
asset  thereof:  In  re  Belt's  Estate,  29  Wasb.  535;  TO  Pae.  Rep.  74, 
76.  "  The  executor  or  administrator  can  be  required  to  inventory  only 
the  property  that  belongs  to  the  decedent,  at  the  time  of  his  death, 
in  his  own  right,  or  to  which  the  personal  representative  is  entitled 
in  his  official  capacity,  as  distinguished  from  the  heir,  legatee, 
widow,  or  donee  mortis  causa  of  the  testator  or  intestate.  The  court 
has  no  power,  therefore,  to  Kompel  tlie  administrator  to  inventory 
property  not  clearly  belonging  to  the  estate.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
court  should  not  reject  an  inventory  exhibited  because  it  contains 
property,  the  title  of  which  is  in  dispute,"  as  the  court  has  no 
power  to  try  the  title  of  property  between  the  persona]  representa- 
tives and  a  stranger:  In  re  Belt's  Estate,  29  Wash.  535;  70  Pac. 
Rep.  74,  76,  quoting  from  2  Woerner's  Ijaw  of  Administration,  2d 
ed.,  sec.  317.  The  court  has  jurisdiction  to  determine  prima  facie 
whether  or  not  the  property  belongs  to  the  estate  and  is  an  asset 
thereof.  This  adjudication  is  not  binding  upon  any  person  after- 
wards claiming  the  property  in  another  forum,  but  is  only  for  the 
purpose  of  determining  whether  the  administrator  shall  be  forced  to 
make  an  inventory  thereof:  In  re  Belt's  Estate,  29  Wash.  535;  70 
Pac.  Rop.  74,  77.  The  inventory  is  required  to  set  forth  all  the 
estate  which  shall  have  come  to  the  "  knowledge,"  as  well  as  that 
which  shall  have  come  to  the  poSBcssion,  of  the  administrator,  though  ■ 
he  is  to  be  charged  in  his  account  with  only  sach  portion  of  the 
estate  as  may  come  to  his  possession  at  the  value  of  the  appraise- 
ment:  Estate  of  Simmons,  43  Cal.  543,  549.     A  clanse  in  the  statute 
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under  nhieh  the  admioiatrator  is  required  t.i  file  an  inveatOTj  and 
appraiflemeot  within  tbree  montha  after  his  ajipaintment  is  directory, 
and  does  not  render  them  invalid  when  gubsequently  filed:  Phelan 
V.  Smith,  100  Cal,  1S8,  169;  34  Pae.  Rep.  667.  The  notice  to  credi- 
Inra  may  be  given  before  the  inventory  ie  filed:  Pateraon  v.  Schmidt, 
m  Cal.  457,  458;  44  Pac.  Kep.  161.  Althongh  the  eiecutor  or  ad- 
minietrator  may,  upon  notiee,  have  hia  letters  testamentary  or  of 
administration  revoked  by  the  court  for  hie  failure  to  file  an  in- 
ventory and  appraisement  within  the  time  allowed  by  the  statute, 
such  statute  is  directory,  rather  than  mandatory,  and  the  court  has  a 
discretion  in  the  matter  of  removal  for  such  cauae,  which  will  not  be 
interfered  with  on  appeal,  except  in  cases  nhere  a  groaa  abuse  of 
discretioQ  has  occurred:  Estate  of  Oraber,  111  Cal.  432,  434;  44  Pac. 
Hep.  165.  The  duties  as  imposed  by  the  statute  upon  executors  and 
administrators  cannot  affect  the  rights  of  creditors  of  the  deceased, 
or  change  the  mutual  relations  existing  between  such  creditors  and 
the  estate:  Ainaworth  v.  Bank  of  California,  119  Cal,  470,  477;  63 
Am.  St.  Kep.  135;  51  Pac.  Bep.  952;  39  L.  B.  A.  686.  The  adniinis- 
tralor  cannot,  without  being  duly  authorized  by  the  probate  court, 
assign  a  mortgage  given  to  the  deceaaed  in  his  lifetime,  as  indemnity 
10  him  as  surety,  to  the  principal  creditor.  Such  a  mortgage  must  be 
listed  in  the  inventory  of  appraisement  as  a  credit  in  the  bands  of 
the  administrator,  to  be  applied  aa  an  offaot  against  the  debit  caused 
by  the  inatrument  upon  which  the  deceased  waa  surety:  Pierce  v. 
Batten,  3  Kan.  App.  396;  42  Pac.  Bep.  924. 

(2)  AJDdavlt.  The  object  of  requiring  an  affidavit  by  tbe  execU' 
tor  or  administrator  to  accompany  the  inventory  and  appraisement 
is,  apparently,  not  to  give  any  validity  to  the  inventory  aa  auch, 
but  to  furnish  evidence  that  it  contains  all  tbe  property  in  the 
knowledge  or  possession  of  afSant,  thus  SPrving  as  a  check  on  the 
administrator:  Phelan  v.  Smith,  100  Cal.  158,  168;  34  Pac.  Rep.  667. 
An  inventory  may  be  eaid  to  be  completed  when  the  work  of  the 
appraisers  has  been  concluded,  and  tbe  inatrument  showing  the  re- 
sult of  their  labor  has  been  signed  and  delivered  by  them.  Tbe  pur- 
jiose  of  the  statute  in  requiring  an  affidavit  is  to  furnish  an  addi- 
tional assurance  that  the  inventory  contains  a  full  account  of  all 
the  property  of  the  estate  known  to  the  executor  or  administrator, 
and  aleo  to  obtain  bis  solemn  admission  that  he  is  properly  charge- 
able in  his  accounts  with  ail  the  property  that  is  described  in  the 
iDvcntory;  and  while  tbe  court  may,  upon  its  own  motion,  or  upon 
the  application  of  any  person  interested  in  the  estate,  compel  the 
<'ii!culor  or  adminiatrator  to  comply  with  the  atatute  requiring  him 
to  make  an  affidavit,  yet  the  failure  of  an  executor  or  administrator 
to  discharge  this  duty  would  not  render  tbe  inveotory,  properly 
signed  and  delivered  by  the  appraisers,  of  no  effect  as  an  inventory: 
Eslate  of  Lux,  100  Cal.  593,  001;  35  Pac.  Kep.  341, 
ProBale  —  34 
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(3)  Batom.  An  iuventOTy  ia  returned,  within  the  meaning  of  the 
l&w,  when  it  has  been  completed  by  the  appraiierg  and  presented  to 
the  judge  or  court  for  information,  and  aa  a  basis  for  some  judicial 
action  to  be  taken  in  the  proceeding  for  the  aettlemeat  of  the  estate 
to  which  it  relates.  Nor  is  the  fling  of  the  inventory  with  a  clerk 
an  indispensable  requisite  to  its  return.  The  filing  of  an  inventory 
with  the  clerk  of  a  proper  court  would  certainly  constitute  its  re- 
turn, but  while  this  is  so,  such  filing  is  not  an  indispensable  step 
which  must  be  taken  in  order  to  effect  the  return  of  such  a  paper: 
Estate  of  Lux,  100  Cal.  S93,  600,  601;  35  Pae.  Bep.  341. 

<4)  Must  Inclnda  what.  The  law  treats  a  debt  or  demand  dae 
from  the  eiecutor  or  administrator  from  the  time  it  beeomes  dme  as 
so  much  money  in  bis  hands,  and  it  requires  faim  so  to  report  it: 
Estate  of  Walker,  125  Cal.  242;  73  Am.  St.  Bep.  40;  57  Pac  Rep.  Wlj 
Treweek  v.  Howard,  105  Cal.  434,  446;  39  Pac.  Bep.  20;  Estate  of 
Miner,  46  Cal.  564;  Estate  of  Thomas,  140  Cal.  397;  73  Pae.  Bep. 
1059;  but  the  sureties  on  his  bond  are  not  liable  beyond  the  repre- 
sentative's ability  to  pay:  Sanchez  v.  Forster,  133  Cal.  614;  65  Pae. 
Bep.  1077;  Estate  of  Thomas,  140  Cal.  397;  73  Pac.  Bep.  1059;  Estate 
of  Walker,  125  Cai.  242;  73  Am.  St.  Bep.  40;  57  Pac.  Kep.  991.  The 
interest  of  a  decedent  in  a  partnership  must  be  included  in  the  in- 
ventory of  his  estate,  and  he  appraised  as  other  property:  Painter  t. 
Estate  of  Painter,  68  Cal.  395,  396;  9  Pac,  Bep.  450.  The  inventory 
must  also  state  the  interest  of  the  estate  in  property  of  third  per- 
sons: Mesmer  v.  Jenkins,  61  Cal.  151,  154.  The  inventory  should  also 
include  money  transferred  by  the  husband  before  bis  death  to  his 
wife  in  trust:  Sprague  v.  Walton,  145  Cal.  228,  236;  78  Pae.  Bep. 
645.  A  judgment  in  favor  of  the  estate  should  bo  inventoried  by  the 
executor  or  administrator;  In  re  Censer's  Estate,  40  Or,  138;  66  Pae. 
Bep.  607,  609. 

<6)  Second  or  ftutlter  Inventorr.  If  the  first  inventory  is  in 
proper  form,  and  the  second  involves  no  additions  or  changes,  it  is 
merely  surplusage;  but  it  may  often  occur,  from  the  discovery  of 
other  property,  the  destruction  or  loss  of  a  portion  of  the  property, 
and  from  various  other  causes,  that  a  second  or  further  inventory 
or  appraisement  is  desirable.  In  all  cases,  the  court,  under  the  powers 
conferred  upon  it,  may  doubtless  inform  itself,  by  means  of  a  new 
or  further  inventory  and  appraisement,  of  the  true  condition  of  the 
estate:  Phelan  v.  Smith,  100  Cal.  158,  169;  34  Pac.  Bep.  667, 

<6)  As  evldsnce  of  value.  The  valuation  of  the  "  inventory "  is 
evidently  not  intended  to  be  conclusive  for  any  purpose:  Estate  of 
Hinckley.  58  Cal.  457,  516;  McNabb  v.  Wiiom,  7  Nev.  163;  In  re 
Belt's  EsUte,  29  Wash.  535;  70  Pac.  Rep.  74,  76;  Estate  of  Femandes, 
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119  (M.  579,  5S4;  51  Fftc.  Bep.  851;  lu  re  Conaer'a  Est&te,  40  Or. 
13S;  6e  Pac.  Rep.  60T,  610.  It  is  only  prima  facie  evidence  of  the 
value  of  the  estate;  Wheeler  v.  Bolton,  92  Cal.  159,  170;  28  Pac.  Bep. 
55S;  Estate  of  Fernandez,  IIS  Cal.  579,  584;  51  Pac.  Bep.  851.  The 
appraifters  make  a  preliminary  entimato  for  the  information  of  the 
court,  and  if  property  not  included  in  the  original  inventory  is  dis- 
covered, it  ie  made  the  duty  of  the  executor  or  administrator  to 
cause  the  value  of  such  property  to  be  estimated  by  the  appraisers: 
Estate  of  Hinckley,  58  Cal.  457,  516;  In  re  Conger's  Estate,  40  Or. 
138;  66  Pac.  Bep.  607,  609. 

(7)  AppTmlsement.  An  appraisement  mast  be  made  of  property 
discovered  subsequently  to  the  filing  of  the  inventory:  Estate  of 
Hinckley,  58  Cal.  457,  518;  In  re  Conser's  Estate,  40  Or.  138;  68  Pac. 
Sep.  607,  609.  The  executor  or  administrator  is  chargeable,  in  his 
arrouot,  for  the  whole  of  the  estate  of  tba  decedent  nhich  may 
come  into  his  possession,  at  tbe  value  of  the  appraisement  contained 
in  the  inventory:  Estate  of  Qianelli,  146  Cal.  139;  79  Pac.  Bep.  841, 
S4S;  but  it  ia  not  negligent  for  him  to  fail  to  appraise  mortgaged 
property  where  it  would  have  been  a  useless  expense,  as  where  it 
would  not,  if  sold,  have  brought  the  amount  of  the  mortgage:  Estate 
of  Strong,  12S  Cal.  603,  606;  58  Pac  Bep.  183.  If  personal  property 
has  been  disposed  of  by  the  executor  or  administrator  in  accordance 
with  the  expressed  wish  of  the  decedent,  and  without  including  such 
property  in  the  inventory,  though  he  does  not  make  a  supplemental 
inventory  thereof  on  final  settlement,  the  court  may  determine  its 
value,  without  having  it  appraised  as  other  property  of  tbe  estate: 
Estate  of  Garrity,  108  Cal.  463j  38  Pac.  Bep.  628,  630;  41  Pac. 
Hep.  485.  The  fact  of  non- appraisement  of  certain  property  of  the 
estate  does  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  final  account  if  all  the 
property  received,  or  which  by  reasonable  diligence  should  have  been 
received,  has  been  punctiliously  accounted  for:  In  re  Conser's  Estate, 
40  Or.   138;  68  Pac,  Kep.  607,  609. 

<8)  No  estoppel  from  ming  iuventoiy.    The  filing  of  an  inventory 

by  an  executor,  who  represents,  in  bis  petition  for  letters  testa- 
mentary, that  certain  property  included  therein  belongs  to  the  es- 
tate, is  not  estopped  from  afterwards  claiming  such  property  as  his 
own:  Anthony  v.  Cbapman,  65  Cal.  73,  76;  2  Pac.  Kep.  889.  So  if 
outside  lands  are  inventoried  by  an  administratrix  as  of  her  de- 
ceased husband,  which  were  in  truth  not  his  estate,  but  the  property 
of  the  administratrix,  such  fact  does  not  estop  her  from  claiming 
the  property  as  her  own,  where  she  made  the  inventory  by  mistake 
of  law  and  in  Ignorance  of  her  rights:  Baker  v.  Brickelt,  87  Cal. 
329,  342;  23  Pac.  Kep.  480,  1067.  It  is  quite  possible  for  property  to 
isly   included   in  an  inventory   by   one   acting   under  pure 
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mistahe  of  facts  or  in  igooraoce  of  legal  rights.  Such  conditions  in 
no  way  change  the  fact  of  the  real  ownership,  and  inridentally  do 
not  affect  the  right  of  possession  attached  to  Buch  ownership.  Hence 
where  property  included  in  the  inventory  of  the  estate  is  claimed  by 
the  administrator,  who  had  possession  before  he  became  adminislra- 
tor,  he  is  not  estopped  from  disputiog  the  title  of  his  successor:  In 
re  Murphy's  Estate  {Wash.),  ""O  Pac.  Rep.  107,  109.  And  if  the 
filing  of  an  inventory  is  not  ronclusive  against  the  claim  of  an 
administrator  to  property  therein  contained,  certainly  where  the  ad- 
ministrator comes  into  possession  of  property,  and  refuses  to  invcn* 
tory  it,  upon  the  claim  that  it  does  not  belong  to  the  estate,  but 
belongs  to  some  third  person  or  to  himself,  no  estoppel  as  to  the  title 
can  be  pleaded,  simply  because  the  property  was  received  in  a  rep- 
resentative capacity:  In  re  Belt's  Estate,  29  Wash.  535;  70  Pat 
Rep.  74,  76. 

3.  POBsesiion  of  estate. 
(1>  Bl^t  to,  and  nature  of.  Immediately  upon  the  issuance  of 
letters  of  sd  ministration  to  an  executor  or  administrator,  be  is  en- 
titled to  have  the  possession  of  the  estate  of  deceased,  both  real  and 
personal,  to  the  end  that  the  rents  and  profits,  and  if  need  be  the 
proceeds  of  the  property  itself,  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  debts 
and  charges,  and  the  b&lance,  if  any,  distributed  and  by  him  de- 
livered to  the  party  entitled:  Page  v.  Tucker,  54  Cal.  121,  123; 
MeelfS  V.  Hnhn,  20  Ca!.  620,  628;  Jahos  v.  Nolting,  29  Cal.  507,  510; 
Murphy  v.  Crouse,  135  Cal.  14;  87  Am.  St.  Rep.  90;  86  Pac.  Rep. 
971;  Webb  v.  Winter,  135  Cal.  455,  458;  67  Pac.  Rep.  691;  In  rs 
Higglns'  Estate,  15  Mont.  474;  39  Pac.  Eep,  506;  Bank  of  Ukiah  v. 
Rice,  143  Cal.  265;  76  Pac.  Rep.  1020,  An  administrator  is  entitled 
to  the  possession  of  the  property  of  the  deceased,  real  and  personal, 
for  the  purposes  of  administration:  Butler  v.  Smith,  20  Or.  126;  35 
Pac.  Sep.  381.  He  takes  charge  of  the  entire  estate,  whether  it 
passes  to  the  heir  or  is  otherwise  disposed  of:  Ward  v.  Moorey,  1 
Wash.  Ter.  104.  Not  only  is  the  eieeutor  or  administrator  entitled 
to  the  possession  of  all  the  real  and  personal  estate  of  the  decedent, 
but  it  is  made  his  duty  to  reduce  it  into  possession,  and  his  right  of 
action  must  he  commensurate  with  the  right  and  duties  thus  im- 
posed upon  him  by  the  statute:  Collins  v.  O'Laverty,  136  Cal.  31, 
34;  68  Pac.  Eep.  327.  The  possession  of  the  administrator  does  not 
devest  the  heir  or  devisee  of  the  fee.  His  possession  is  for  the  heirs 
or  devisees  who  are  the  owners  and  seised  in  fee,  subject  to  tb« 
temporary  right  of  the  administrator  to  the  possession,  and  subJMt 
to  the  deSued  statutory  authority  and  powers  of  sale  given  to  the 
administrator:  Rycr  v.  Fletcher  Ryer  Co.,  126  Cal.  482,  484;  5S  Pac. 
Eep.  908.  At  common  law,  the  administrator  was  entitled  to  the 
possession  of  the  personal  estate  of  the  deceased  until  disposed  of 
in  due  course  of  administration.     The  title  vested   in  him,  but  hers 
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tbe  title  vesti  in  tbe  heir.     At  common  law,  the  title  vested  in  the 

administrator,  by  relation,  at  the  time  of  tbe  death  of  the  deceased; 
but  here  the  administrator's  control  of  the  property,  by  relation, 
extends  back  to  the  same  paint  of  time,  and  he  is  deemed  in  lav 
from  that  time  to  have  the  poeseseion,  or  to  be  entitled  to  the 
poBseaeion,  of  the  personal  property,  as  the  case  may  require:  Jahna 
V.  Nolting,  29  Cal.  507,  511,  The  right  to  the  poasesBion  of  the 
real  property  of  an  intestate  remains  eiclueivel;  with  the  adminis- 
trator until  tbe  estate  is  settled,  or  until  distributioo  is  directed  by 
order  of  the  probate  court:  Meeks  v.  Habn,  20  Cal.  620,  628.  And  the 
court  cannot  deprive  an  eiecutor  or  administrator  of  bis  possession  of 
the  property  of  the  estate,  except  in  the  manner  provided  by  law: 
Estate  of  Welch,  110  Cal.  605,  609;  42  Pae.  Hep.  1089,  An  executor 
however,  has  no  right  of  possession  as  against  a  chattel  mortgagee 
who  has  tbe  right  of  posseBsion  under  the  terms  of  a  contract.  The 
death  of  tbe  mortgagor  does  not  aflFect  tbe  rights  of  the  mortgagee 
under  the  contract,  and  the  executor  possessee  no  new  rights  to  the 
property,  or  to  the  possession  of  it,  that  were  not  in  the  mortgagor 
in  bis  lifetime.  On  default  in  payment,  the  mortgagee  has  tbe  right 
of  possession  of  the  property,  as  well  against  the  executor  of  the 
mortgagor  aa  again  et  tbe  mortgagor  himself:  Mat  hew  v.  Mathew, 
138  Cal.  334,  337;  Tl  Pac.  Bep.  344.  An  executor  or  administrator 
is  not  a  co-tenant  with  a  devisee  or  heir,  and  he  is  entitled  to  the 
possession  against  the  devisee  or  heir:  Webb  v.  Winter,  I35  Cal.  455, 
458;  67  Pac.  Bep.  691.  Upon  tbe  death  of  one  owning  personal  prop- 
erty, the  property  passes  at  once  to  bis  heira,  devisees,  or  legatees, 
but  subject  to  the  control  of  the  probate  court  and  the  possession 
of  the  administrator  or  executor,  for  tbe  purposes  of  aUiiiinistration; 
and  tbe  title  of  the  heirs  is  subject  to  the  perforiuance  by  the 
executor  or  administrator  of  all  his  trusts,  among  whi^a  is  the  pay- 
ment of  the  debts  of  the  decedent;  and  the  heirs  finally  come  into 
the  possession  and  enjoyment  of  only  such  portion  as  may  remain 
after  tbe  execution  of  such  trusts  by  the  representative:  Estate  of 
Vance  (Cal.),  93  Pac.  Bep.  1010,  1011. 

(Z)  Statute  of  UinlUti<ms.  Iioss  of  right.  The  statute  of  limita- 
tions runs  against  the  executor's  or  administrator's  right  of  posseS' 
sion.  The  right  of  possession  resting  in  the  representative  is  barred 
in  the  same  way  as  the  right  of  possession  in  any  other  trustee: 
Webb  V.  Winter,  135  Cal.  455,  457;  67  Pac.  Bep.  691.  The  executor 
or  administrator  ceases  to  be  entitled  as  of  course  to  the  possession 
of  the  property  of  tbe  estate,  where  it  has  been  put  into  the  bands 
of  devisees  or  legatees  under  the  provisions  of  tbe  statute,  upon 
their  giving  bonds  for  the  payment  of  their  proportion  of  tbe  delits: 
Estate  of  Woodworth,  31  Cal,  595,  619.  Where  the  obji!i:tion  of  the 
bar  of  tho  statute  of  limitations  dues  not  appear  upon  the  face  of 
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tbe  complaitit,  and  the  objection  ie  not  raised  b^  the  answer,  it  ia, 
tot  the  purposeB  of  the  action,  to  be  regarded  as  abandoned.  Such  ia 
the  rule  where  the  action  ia  upon  a  demand  arising  upon  contract, 
and  in  our  system  of  practice  the  same  rule  must  apply  where  the 
action  is  to  enforce  a  right  to  the  possession  of  real  property:  Meeks 
V.  HahD,  20  Cat.  620,  627. 

(3)  SomlcUlftrjr  exocntors.  It  is  the  duty  of  the '  domiciliary  ex- 
ecutor to  take  poBsesBion  of  foreign  assets  of  his  testator,  so  far  as 
he  is  able  to  do  ao:  Estate  of  Ortiz,  88  Cal.  306,  316;  21  Am.  St. 
Eep.  44;  24  Pac.  Bep.  1034;  and,  where  no  conflicting  grant  of  au- 
thority appears,  the  domiciliary  appointee  of  another  state  may  take 
charge  of  and  control  personal  property  of  the  deceased  in  the 
state  of  its  situs:  Estate  of  Ortiz,  S6  Cal.  306,  315;  21  Am.  St.  Rep. 
«;  24  Pac.  Bep.  1034. 

(4)  B«Covei7  of  poSMSdon.  Where  the  eieentor  or  administrator 
has  the  exclusive  right  to  the  possession  of  the  property  of  the  estate 
of  a  decedent  until  the  flnal  order  of  the  court,  and  where  he  has 
the  right  to  bring  suit  to  recover  any  property  belonging  to  the 
estate  held  adversely  by  others,  and  where  the  possession  of  the  heirs 
is  made  subject  to  the  possession  of  the  executor  or  administrator 
for  the  purpose  of  administration,  the  executor  or  administrator  has  a 
right  to  maintain  an  action  to  recover  the  property  of  his  intestate: 
Jenkins  v.  Jensen,  24  Utah,  108;  56  Pac.  Bep.  773,  776;  Ronry  v. 
Duffield,  1  Ariz.  509.  He  may  recover  the  possession  from  an  heir 
or  devisee:  Page  v.  Tucker,  54  Cal.  121,  122.  And  the  executor  or 
administrator,  being  entitled  to  the  possession  of  the  estate  of  the 
deceased,  may  maintain  ejectment:  Curtis  v.  Herriek,  14  Cal.  117;  73 
Am.  Dec.  632;  McClelland  v.  Dickenson,  2  Utah,  100;  but  see  Gmeric 
V.  Penniman,  26  Cal.  119;  Carrbart  v.  Montana  etc.  Co.,  1  Mont. 
245.  He  may  also  bring  an  action  to  quiet  title  to  the  real  estate 
of  his  decedent:  Pennie  v,  EUdreth,  81  Cal.  127,  130;  22  Pac.  Bep. 
398;  Collins  v.  O'Laverty,  136  Cal.  31;  68  Pac.  Rep.  327.  If  a  per- 
son, before  his  death,  was  entitled  to  a  conveyance  of  land,  a  con- 
veyance of  it  to  his  administrator,  as  such,  vests  the  legal  title 
thereto  in  the  administrator:  In  re  Smith,  4  Nev.  254.  The  executor 
or  administrator  may  maintain  an  action  necessary  either  to  protect 
his  possession  or  to  rednce  into  possession  property  of  the  estate 
held  by  others.  In  the  application  of  this  rule,  "  the  difTerence  be 
twoen  legal  and  equitable  estates  is  of  no  practical  importance.  They 
are  both  estates  originating  by  law,  and  held  under  law,  and  in  thst 
sense  are  legal  estates."  There  is  therefore  no  room,  in  an  action 
by  the  administrator  of  a  deceased  person  to  set  aside  and  cancel 
a  deed  executed  by  the  decedent  in  her  lifetime,  for  any  distinction 
between   legal   actions   brought    on   the   title,   and   equitable   actions

brought  to  recover  propertj  of  which  the  legal  title  aa  well  aa  the 
poBBCBsion  ia  in  another.  The  sole  test  of  the  ad minietra tor's  right 
of  action  is  the  right  of  the  eetate  to  the  poaseaaion  of  the  prop- 
erty. If  the  right  eiista,  then  the  right  of  action  eziata;  and  it 
will  make  no  difference  if,  in  order  to  recover  property,  to  the  poa- 
aesBioa  of  wbicb  the  estate  is  entitled,  it  should  become  neccssarj  to 
cancel  a  voidable  deed,  or  otherwiae,  according  to  the  equity  prac- 
tice, to  dispoee  of  an  outstanding  legal  title:  Colliua  v.  O'Laverty, 
136  Cal,  31,  35;  68  Pac.  Hep.  327.  In  an  action  by  an  executor  or 
admiDistrator  for  the  poaseaaion  of  the  real  estate  of  his  decedent, 
it  is  not  necessary  to  set  out  the  inventory  and  appraisement  in  the 
complaint,  if  the  making  of  an  inventory  is  not  a  prerequisite  of 
the  right  to  take  poaeeasion  of  the  estate:  Black  t.  Story,  T  Moot. 
£38;  14  Pac,  Bep.  703.  An  executor  or  adminiatrator,  however,  i» 
not  entitled  to  institute  partition  proceedinga.  unlesa  expreaaly  author- 
ized by  the  statute:  Ryer  v.  Fletcher  Byer  Co.,  126  Cal.  482,  484, 
485;  58  Pac.  Bep.  908.  If  the  eieeutor  or  administrator  has  a  right 
to  sue,  and  omita  that  duty,  the  beneSciary  is  then  barred,  and  bia 
remedy  is  againet  the  adminiatrator  or  hia  bandsmen.  If  the  ad- 
miniatrator fails  to  sue  to  recover  laud  of  the  estate,  or  to  aet  aaide 
a  sale  within  three  years  next  following  it,  —  the  adminiatration  so 
long  eontiuuing,  —  then  the  heirs,  as  well  as  himself,  are  barred,  even 
though  the  heira  are  minora;  and  this  on  the  ground  that,  under  our 
system,  the  administrator  represents  the  heira;  he  the  trustee,  they 
the  cestuis:  Dennis  v.  Dint,  122  Cal.  39,  44;  68  Am.  St.  Bep.  17; 
54  Pac.  Bep.  37S.  If  an  administrator  negligently  allows  the  statute 
of  limitations  to  run  so  as  to  bar  his  rights  as  such,  he  lays  himaelf 
liable  to  the  heir  or  any  one  else  by  his  failure  to  perform  his  duty; 
Jenkins  v.  Jensen,  24  Utah,  108;  66  Pac.  Rep.  773,  778.  The  pos- 
aession  of  an  administrator  may  be  tacked  to  that  of  heira  to  make 
out  a  five  yeara'  continuous  adverae  poasesaion,  because  the  poasea- 
sion  of  the  administrator  is  that  of  the  beir:  Spotta  v.  Hanley,  85 
Cal.  155,  167;  24  Pac.  Bep.  738.  An  executor  or  adminiatrator  is 
entitled  to  the  possesaion  of  the  real  estate  of  his  decedent,  and 
may  maintain  an  action  therefor:  In  re  Higgina'  Eatate,  15  Mont. 
474;  39  Pac.  Bep.  506,  509.

1.  Seflnltion.  To  embezzle  the  property  of  an  estate  is  to  appro- 
priate fraudulently  to  one's  own  nae  and  to  conceal  the  effectB  of 
tbe  estate,  which  such  person  has  in  his  pOHSefslon',  and  to  alienate, 
aignifiea  to  transfer  wrongfully  such  property  to  another.  Such  em- 
bezzlement or  alienation  is  a  wrongful  conversion  of  the  property, 
for  which  an  action  of  trover  was  maintainable  at  common  law. 
An  action  of  the  nature  of  an  action  of  trover  may  be  brought  by 
the  administrator  without  the  aid  of  the  statute,  against  any  person 
who  bas  embezzled  or  alienated  the  personal  property  of  the  estate, 
prior  to  tbe  granting  of  administration.  The  statute  doe*  not  give 
a  new  right  of  action,  nor  create  a  remedy  where  one  did  not  pre- 
viously eiiat,  but  it  merely  increaBes  the  measure  of  damages,  in 
case  the  tortions  conversion  has  been  committed  at  a  particniar 
time  when  the  property  is  peculiarly  eiposed  to  loss,  —  that  is,  the 
time  intermediate  tbe  death  of  the  deceased  and  the  issuing  of  the 
letters  of  administration:   Jahns  v.  Nolting,  29  CaL  507,  511.

2.  Coiutnictlon  aod  validity  of  statiite.  The  statutory  proceeding! 
whereby  an  executor  or  administrator  may  recover  property  of  the 
estate  of  a  decedent,  alleged  to  have  been  embezzled  by  the  defend- 
ant and  converted  to  his  own  use,  are  remedial  and  not  penal  in 
their  nature,  and  do  not  contravene  any  provisions  of  tbe  state  con- 
stitution; Levy  V.  Superior  Court,  106  Cal.  GOO,  606;  38  Pac.  Bep. 
965;  29  L.  R.  A.  811;  dismissed  for  want  of  jurisdiction,  167  U.  S. 
175;   42  L.  ed.  126. 

3.  Indictment.  Petition.  An  indictment  which  charges  that  tbe 
defendant  received  into  his  bands,  as  administrator,  the  sum  of  sev- 
enteen hundred  and  ninety-four  dollars,  bot  in  rendering  his  final 
account  charged  himself  with  only  seventeen  hundred  dollars,  does 
not,  in  the  absence  of  all  averments  of  other  necessary  inculpatory 
facta,  charge  the  defendant  with  tbe  crime  of  embezzlement:  People 
V.  Gale,  77  Cal.  120;  19  Pac.  Rep.  231.  The  petition  of  an  adminis- 
trator, under  the  statute  of  Montiina,  alleged  that  decedent,  at  the 
time  of  his  death,  was  indebted  to  a  designated  bank;  that,  as 
security  for  such  indebtedness,  he  bad,  in  bis  lifetime,  given  certain 
mortgages  and  deeded  certain  real  property  to  the  bank;  that  the 
administrator  bad  since  paid  all  the  indebtedness  and  had  received  a 
reconvoyance  of  a  part  of  said  realty;  but  that  tbe  bank  had  refused 
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to  reeonve^  tbe  HBme;  and  foncludeil  hh  follows:  "  That  the  followisg- 
named  perBoaa  bave  Bome  knowledge  rplating  to  the  title  to  these  in- 
terests in  the  88 id  properties,  and  said  odmiuiBtrator  asks  that  tbia 
eoan  make  an  order  citing  the  following-aamed  persons  to  appear 
before  said  court  at  a  time  and  place  wbere  tbey  may  be  examined 
under  oalti,  and  that  they  be  required  to  bring  all  title  deeds,  books, 
memorandums,  and  entries  in  books  in  relation  to  all  matters  alleged 
in  said  complaint,"  after  which  follow  the  names  of  the  persons;  — 
is  fatally  defective,  in  that  it  fails  to  allege  that  any  of  these 
persons  has  in  his  possession  or  has  knowledge  of  any  book,  deed, 
conveyance,  bond,  contract,  or  other  writing  which  contains  evidence 
of,  or  tends  to  disclose  the  right,  title,  interest,  or  claim  of  the  de- 
cedent to,  any  part  of  the  real  estate  described  therein.  A  subse- 
quent allegation  to  this  effect  is  necessary,  in  order  to  set  the  ma- 
chinery of  the  court  in  operation;  and  the  court  erred  in  issuing  a 
citation  upon  such  insufficient  petition;  State  v.  District  Court 
(Mont.),  89  Pac.  Rep.  82,  63.  Where  the  plaintiff  in  an  action 
for  the  wrongful  taking  of  the  personal  estate  of  a  decedent  has 
averred  the  facts  entitling  him  to  recover  damages  according  to  the 
measure  as  enhanced  by  the  statute,  and  has  claimed  the  same  in  his 
prayer  for  relief,  they  should  be  awarded  to  him  accordingly,  if  the 
evidence  sustains  the  allegations  of  the  complaint;  and  if  he  fails  to 
prove  the  allegations  which  bring  the  case  witbin  the  statutory  rule 
if  damages,  but  sustains  the  issues  upon  the  remaining  allegations, 
the  recovery  should  be  as  in  ordinary  actions  for  trover  aicd  eonver- 
sion:  Jahns  v.  Nolting,  29  Cal.  507,  S13. 


4.  Power  of  conit.  While  the  statute  provides  for  a  c 
cisminatiOD  of  parties  alleged  to  have  in  their  possession  property 
belonging  to  an  estate,  it  does  not  declare  that  the  court  may,  after 
such  examination,  when  the  title  to  the  property  is  in  dispute,  order 
such  effects  to  be  delivered  up  to  the  executor  or  administrator,  or 
deposited  where  the  court  may  order.  Thus  the  court  has  no  power 
to  order  s  person  to  deposit  a  sum  of  money,  claimed  to  belong  to 
the  estate  of  a  decedent,  in  a  bank,  subject  to  the  order  of  the 
court,  where  such  person  claims  a  right  to  the  money:  Ex  parte  Casey, 
71  Cal.  269,  271;  12  Pac.  Bep.  118.  So  where  money  was  paid  to  an 
attorney  at  law,  as  a  retainer  and  for  services,  by  the  one  who 
employed  him,  the  fact  that  the  attorney  failed  to  comply  with  bis 
contract,  or  to  perform  the  agreed  services,  does  not  authorize  the 
court  to  commit  him  to  prison  for  refusing  to  refund  the  money  that 
had  been  paid  to  bim,  especially  where  the  court  acts  without  trial, 
and  without  giving  the  petitioner  e,  right  to  a  defense  in  the  ordinary 
way.  In  making  such  an  order  the  court  exceeds  its  jurisdiction: 

The 
probate  court  has  no  jurisdiction  over  a  contest  for  the  proceeds  of

(2)  Exsmpt  ptopertr-  The  court  has  power  to  set  apart  for  the 
use  of  the  widow  of  decedent  the  farming  utensils  and  implements 
of  huabandry  used  by  the  decedent  in  the  operation  of  hia  farm,  as 
property  exempt  from  execution;  and  it  may  set  off  Buch  exempt 
property  to  her  without  reference  to  any  question  as  to  the  suffi- 
ciency of  funds  in  the  estate  with  which  the  widow  may  be  sup- 
ported: Estate  of  Slado,  122  Cal.  434;  55  Pac.  Rep.  158.  But  a 
grain-drill,  not  used  nor  kept  by  decedent  during  his  lifetime  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  on  his  trade  or  business  of  keeping  a  city  hotel,  is 
not  exempt  for  the  use  of  his  widow  and  minor  children,  as  it  was 
not  exempt  to  the  decedent  at  the  time  of  his  death:  Reed  v.  Cooper, 
30  Kan.  574;  1  Pac.  Rep.  ,822.'  Exemptions  are  the  creatures  of 
statutes,  and  exceptions  to  the  general  rule.  No  property  is  exempt, 
unless  made  so  by  eiprcss  provision  of  Jaw.  Hence  life-insurance 
policies,  the  annual  premiums  of  which  exceed  five  hundred  dollars, 
cannot,  as  to  any  portion  thereof,  be  set  apart  to  the  widow  and 
minor  children  as  property  exempt  from  execution:  Estate  of  Brown, 
123  Cal.  389,  401,  402;  09  Am.  St.  Hep.  74;  55  Pac.  Rep.  1055.  But 
where  money  received  by  an  administrator  for  a  policy  of  insurance 
upon  the  life  of  a  decedent  is  an  asset  of  the  estate,  and  the  annual 
premiums  do  not  exceed  five  hundred  dollars,  the  money  is  exempt 
from  execution,  and  is  properly  set  apart  to  decedent's  widow;  Estate 
of  Miller,  121  Cal.  353,  355;  53  Pac.  Kep.  906;  Holmes  v.  Marshall, 
145  Cal.  777,  781;  104  Am.  St.  Bep.  86;  79  Pac.  Rep.  534;  69  L.  R.  A. 
67;  2  Am.  t  Eng.  Ann.  Cas.  38.  After  the  proceeds  of  a  policy  of 
insurance  have  been  set  apart  to  a  widow  as  being  property  exempt 
from  execution,  the  money  is  exempt  from  execution  in  her  hands. 
It  is  exempt  from  execution  as  to  all  strangers  or  parties  who  have 
no  claim  to  it  without  any  provisions  of  the  statute.  It  was  in- 
tended to  exempt  it  from  the  debts  of  the  parties  to  whom  it  waa 
payable,  and  wbo  procured  title  to  it  by  the  death  of  the  insured. 
It  was  not  the  intention  that  the  insured  might  die  leaving  a  small 
insurance  and  a  dependent  family,  and  that  the  insurance- money 
should  be  subject  to  execution  for  the  debts  of  the  wife,  even  if 
she  is  the  beneficiary  named  in  the  policy:  Holmes  v,  Marshall,  145 
Cal.  777,  779;  104  Am.  St.  Rep.  86;  79  Pac.  Bep.  534;  69  L.  R.  A. 
67;  2  Am.  &  Eng.  Ann.  Cas.  88.  A  policy  of  insurance  belongs 
to  the  estate  of  the  decedent,  although  it  was  made  payable  to  his 
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administrator:  Estate  of  Miller,  121  Cal.  353,  354;  53  Pac.  Rep.  fi06. 
Where  the  decedent  left  a  widow,  but  no  minor  child,  property  set 
apart  bj  the  probate  court  for  the  use  of  the  family  beeomea  the 
absolute  property  of  such  surviving  widow:  Fore  v.  Fore's  Estate,  2 
S.  D.  260;  50  N.  W.  Rep.  713.  While  it  iB  the  duty  of  the  probate 
court  to  set  apart,  for  the  use  of  the  family  of  the  decedent,  personal 
property,  in  addition  to  specISc  articles  mentioned  in  the  statute,  not 
to  exceed  in  value  the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars,  the  property 
BO  set  apart  does  not  belong  to  the  assets  of  the  estate  to  be  dis- 
tributed to  the  heirs  of  the  decedent:  Fore  v.  Fore's  Estate,  2  N.  D. 
260;   50  N.  W.  Rep.  712. 

(3)  Same.  Homestead.  Upon  the  return  of  the  inventory,  or  at 
any  time  thereafter  during  the  administration,  the  court  may  (but 
this  means  "must"),  on  its  own  motion  or  on  petition,  set  apart 
for  the  use  of  the  family  all  the  property  exempt  from  execution  and 
the  homestead,  if  one  has  been  selected  and  recorded.  If  no  home- 
stead has  been  selected  and  recorded,  etc.,  the  court  must  select,  des- 
ignate, set  apart,  and  cause  to  be  recorded,  a  homestead  for  the  sur- 
viving husband  or  wife  and  the  minor  children;  and  if  there  be  no 
husband  or  wife,  then  for  the  use  of  the  minor  children.  If  the 
amount  thus  set  apart  be  insuCBcient  for  the  support  of  the  family, 
then,  and  then  only,  the  court  is  required  to  make  such  reasonable 
allowance  out  of  the  estate  as  shall  be  necessary.  But  it  was  not 
the  legislative  intent  to  make  the  subsequent  allowance  which  might 
become  necessary  a  charge  or  lieu  upon  the  exempt  or  homestead 
property  which  the  court  is  required  to  set  apart  to  the  family.  This 
should,  in  regular  order,  be  set  apart  at  once  upon  the  coming  in  ot 
the  inventory  showing  its  existence;  but  if  not  then  done,  it  may 
be  done  at  any  subsequent  time  during  administration.  A  family 
allowance  subsequently  allowed  cannot  impair  the  right  of  the  sur- 
viving husband  or  wife  and  children  to  a  homestead.  A  family  al- 
lowance made  before  exempt  property  and  the  homestead  are  set 
apart,  by  parity  of  reasoning,  is  made  subject  to  the  right  of  the 
designated  beneficiary  to  have  a  homestead  and  tbe  exempt  property 
set  apart  for  tbeir  benefit:  Estate  of  Still,  117  Cal.  509,  516;  49  Pac. 
Rep.  463.  The  wife  and  the  minor  child  of  deceased  are  entitled  to 
have  set  apart  to  them,  as  their  absolute  property,  a  homestead,  if 
petitioned  for,  and  all  exempt  personal  property  of  the  estate.  The 
statute  is  mandatory,  and  was  evidently  intended  to  secure  and  pre- 
serve the  home  for  the  benefit  of  tbe  family,  where  they  may  live  and 
be  protected  against  creditors  and  heirs:  In  re  Byndergaard's  Estate 
(Utah),  68  Pac.  Rep.  616,  617;  and  see  Dooley  v.  Stringham,  4 
Utah,  107;  7  Pac.  Rep.  405.  Whether  the  homestead  be  set  apart 
or  not,  the  court  has  power,  in  ite  discretion,  to  make  such  reason- 
able allowance  out  of  tbe  estate  as  shall  be  necessary  for  tbe  main- 
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teoance  of  the  family  aceording  to  their  eireumetances  dvring  the 
progress  of  the  eettlement  of  the  estate.  The  circumstances  aod  con- 
dition of  the  familj,  as  well  as  thoiie  of  tlie  estate,  may  be  such  that 
the  court  would  more  wisely  exercise  its  discretion  in  making  a  pe- 
cuniary allowance  for  the  support  of  the  family  out  of  tbe  estate 
than  setting  apart  to  it  a  homestead;  and  if  the  widow  is  content 
with  such  allowance,  without  having  a  bomeatead  set  apart  to  her, 
it  would  seem  that  tbe  other  heirs  ought  not  to  complain.  A  bome- 
stead  is  primarilj>  a  place  of  abode  for  tbe  family,  and  it  might  be, 
that,  although,  if  one  were  set  apart,  they  would  thus  be  furnished 
with  an  abiding-place,  they  would  not  receive  a  sufficient  income 
for  their  support,  and  tbe  expense  of  maintaining  tbe  homestead 
would  be  disproportionate  to  their  necessities;  while,  on  the  other 
hand,  the  widow  might  be  better  eared  for  by  receiving  an  allow- 
ance sufficient  for  her  support  and  residing  elsewhere  than  upon  a 
portion  of  tbe  property  of  the  estate;  Estate  of  Oarrity,  108  Cal. 
463,  467;  38  Pac.  Rep.  628;  41  Pac.  Bep,  485,  The  surviving  widow 
or  minor  children  are  entitled  to  a  horoestead  estate,  to  the  extent 
prescribed  by  the  statute,  in  tbe  property  owned  and  occupied  by 
the  decedent,  at  the  time  of  his  death,  as  a  family  home,  although 
the  homestead  exceeds  in  value  the  statutory  limits  of  the  homestead 
exemption:  Calmer  v.  Calmer  (N.  D.},  106  N.  W.  Bep.  684.  In 
determining  the  value  of  the  homestead  for  the  purpose  of  ascertain- 
ing and  selecting  therefrom  the  homestead  exemption  or  estate,  the 
amount  of  existing  mortgages  or  Hens  thereon  cannot  be  deducted 
from  the  value  of  the  property:  Calmer  v.  Calmer  {N.  D.),  106 
N.  W,  Bep.  684.  When  a  party  dies  seised  in  fee  of  land  occupied 
and  used  by  bimself  and  family  as  a  homestead  at  the  time  of  his 
death,  bis  surviving  widow  is  entitled,  as  against  bis  heirs  or  devisees, 
to  occupy  and  possess  the  whole  of  such  homestead  as  long  as  sbe 
preserves  its  homestead  character  by  maintaining  her  home  thereon, 
and  the  fact  of  her  second  marriage  does  not  impair  this  right:  Fore 
V.  Fore'a  Estate,  2  N,  D.  260;  50  N,  W.  Bep.  712.  Where  the  home- 
stead is  indivisible,  without  material  injury,  tbe  surviving  husband 
or  wife,  or  minor  children,  as  tbe  case  may  be,  are  entitled,  as 
against  the  heirs  or  devisees,  to  hold  the  entire  premises  as  a  home- 
stead estate,  even  though  the  property  exceeds  five  thousand  dollars 
in  value:  Calmer  v.  Calmer  (N.  D.),  106  N.  W.  Bep.  684, 

<4)  Fanmonnt  uatnn  of  right.  The  right  of  a  widow  to  a  family 
allowance  is  not  only  statutory,  but  it  is  one  strongly  favored.  She 
is  entitled  to  her  allowance  even  before  letters  of  adminiatration  are 
granted.  After  the  issuance  of  such  letters  in  a  solvent  estate,  sbe 
is  entitled  to  a  family  allowance  during  the  progress  of  tbe  settle- 
ment of  the  estate:  Kstate  of  Welch,  106  Cal.  427,  432;  39  Pac. 
Bep.  805.    The  power  of  testamentary  disposition  of  property,  as  con- 
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ferred  and  defined  by  statute,  is  not  paramount,  but  ie  flubordinate  to 
the  authority  conferred  upon  the  probate  court  to  appropriate  the 
property  for  the  support  of  the  family  of  the  testator,  and  for  a 
homestead  for  the  widow  and  minor  child  or  children,  as  well  as  for 
the  payment  of  the  debts  of  the  estate.  In  other  words,  section  1405 
of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  of  California,  which  provides  that  all 
property  exempt  from  execution,  including  the  homeetead,  shall  be 
set  apart  for  the  use  of  the  family,  is  paramount  to  the  right  of  tes- 
tamentary disposition:  Sulzberger  v.  Sulzberger,  50  Cal.  3SS;  Estate 
of  Davis,  69  Cal.  458,  460;  10  Pae.  Kep.  671;  Estate  of  Lahiff,  86  Cal. 
JSI;  24  Pac.  Rep.  650.  The  section  mentioned  is  a  limitation  npon 
the  power  of  teatamenta^  disposition,  and  operates  to  vest  the  title 
to  the  homestead  in  the  heirs  at  law,  and  so  to  withdraw  it  from 
tbe  disposition  made  by  the  testator  under  his  will:  Estate  of  Walli- 
erly,  108  Cal.  627,  655;  49  Am.  St.  Eep.  97;  41  Pac.  Rep,  772.  Thus, 
despite  the  fact  that  a  farm  has  been  specifically  devised,  one  half  to 
the  widow  and  the  other  half  to  two  children,  it  is  competent  for 
the  probate  court  to  set  it  aside  as  a  homestead,  for  the  right  of  a 
testator  to  devise  is  subordinate  to  the  power  of  the  probate  conrt 
to  sequester  and  set  apart  the  property  for  the  shelter,  care,  and 
support  of  the  family:  Estate  of  Hurlsman,  127  Cal.  275,  276;  59  Pae. 
Bep.  776.  The  right  of  testamentary  disposition  is  itself  only  a 
right  given  by  statute,  and  may  be  restrained,  modified,  or  abrogated 
entirely.  But,  still,  it  is  unquestionably  the  general  policy  of  our 
law  to  allow  full  power  of  testamentary  disposition,  save  as  that 
power  may  be  abridged  by  specific  enactments.  The  code  provisions 
making  disposition  of  the  homestead  and  of  estates  in  value  less 
than  fifteen  hundred  dollars  are  iostances  of  the  limitations  put  by 
the  legislature  upon  the  free  power  of  testampntary  disposition,  and 
from  the  lack  of  uniformity  and  harmony  in  their  terms,  these  home- 
stead provisions  have  presented  questions  of  much  doubt  and  vexa- 
tion to  the  courts:  Estate  of  WaJkorly,  lOS  Cal.  627,  653;  49  Am.  St. 
Bep.  97;  41  Pac.  Rep.  772.  In  some  states  of  the  Union,  there  are 
statutes  conferring  on  probate  courts  power  to  provide  an  allow- 
ance for  the  support  of  the  family  for  longer  or  shorter  periods. 
Some  of  these  statutes  limit  a  family  allowance  to  cases  of  intes- 
tacy, or  to  cases  in  which  no  provision  is  made  by  a  will,  or,  if  made, 
where  such  provision  is  waived  by  the  widow.  The  California  statute 
is  not  so  limited:  Estate  of  Walkcrlcy,  77  Cal.  642,  645;  20  Pac. 
Bep.  150.  And  the  word  "  heira,"  in  the  California  statute,  does  not 
include  devisees:  Estate  of  Walkerly,  108  CaL  627,  655;  49  Am.  St. 
Eep.  97;  41  Pac,  Bep.  772,  The  right  of  a  widow,  who  is  a  member 
of  the  family  of  the  deceased,  and  entitled  to  support  from  him  at 
tbe  time  of  his  death,  to  have  such  family  allowance  from  the 
estate  as  may  be  reasonably  necessary  for  her  support  during  the 
•ettleraent  of  tbe  estate,  being  fixed  by  the  statute,  it  is  not  within 
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the  power  of  tlie  huabaad,  by  any  provision  of  hie  will,  to  deprive 
her  of  tbiH  right,  or  in  any  wise  to  limit  tlis  power  of  tlie  court  in 
tbe  exercise  of  its  proper  discretion  to  fix  the  amooot  to  be  al- 
lowed: Estate  of  Bump  (Csl.),  ^^  I'ac.  Rep.  643,  644.  Nor  can 
tbe  executor  or  admiaistrator  legally  enter  into  any  agreement,  or 
make  any  arrangement  with  the  widow,  or  any  one  else  intereatod 
in  tbe  fund  growing  out  of  a  family  allowance,  for  its  application 
to  tbe  payment  or  satisfaction  of  big  personal  obligations.  Such  an 
arrangement,  which  appropriates  a  fond  for  the  support  of  the  family 
of  the  deceased,  would  bo  subversive  of  the  policy  of  the  law,  and 
void.  Therefore  tie  consent  of  the  widow,  if  such  consent  waa 
given,  that  tbe  personal  obligation  of  the  administrator  might  be 
satisfied  out  of  the  family  allowance,  would  not  make  valid  what 
the  law  pronounces  void.  The  allowance  ia  as  much  for  tbe  advan- 
tage of  the  ebildren  of  the.  deceased  as  for  the  widow,  and  it  cannot 
be  affected  by  any  agreement  or  understanding  between  the  widow 
and  the  administrator  which  would  have  the  effect  of  depriving  tbe 
children  of  it,  or  to  divert  it  to  any  other  use  than  that  specified 
in  tbe  law:  Moore  v.  Hoore,  60  Cal.  526,  S30. 

(5)  Application  OT  petition.  "  FamUy."  It  is  not  necessary  that 
the  widow  herself  should  petition  for  the  allowance.  The  order  may 
be  made  upon  a  petition  by  any  one  in  ber  behalf,  and  the  fact  that 
tbe  executor  was  also  her  son  should  not  prevent  a  petition  made 
by  him  on  ber  behalf  from  receiving  the  same  consideration  by  the 
court  as  though  he  bad  not  held  that  office:  Estate  of  Garrity,  108 
Cal.  463,  468;  33  Fac.  Hep.  628;  41  Pae.  Rep.  4S5.  A  petition  to  set 
aside  a  homestead  which  seta  forth  a  making  and  return  of  tbe 
inventory  of  the  decedent;  the  description  and  ownership  of  tbe 
real  property  returned  in  the  inventory;  that  such  property  was  that 
of  the  deceased;  that  its  value  would  not  exceed  five  thousand  dollars; 
and  that  no  homestead  had  ever  been  designated  or  selected  by 
deceased  or  his  widow  during  bis  lifetime,  —  is  sufficient,  under  the 
statute  of  Idaho,  to  entitle  tbe  widow  to  have  the  property  therein 
described  set  off  as  a  probate  homestead:  In  re  McVay's  Estate 
(Ida.),  93  Pac.  Rep.  28.  The  word  "family,"  in  its  ordinary  signi- 
flcatioD,  refers  to  two  or  more  persons,  and  includes  those  living 
under  the  same  roof  as  kindred  or  dependents,  and  under  one  head; 
bnt  this  word,  as  used  in  tbe  statute  concerning  probate  homesteads, 
is  not  to  be  so  restricted  in  its  meaning  as  to  exclude  the  only 
survivor  of  the  family  of  which  tbe  deceased  was  a  member.  Tbe 
object  of  the  statute  is  to  preserve  the  family  home  for  tbe  use  and 
benefit  of  the  survivor  or  survivors  of  those  occupying  it  as  such, 
and  the  right  of  the  surviving  husband  or  wife  to  retain  this  home 
for  such  period  as  fhe  conrt  may  direct  does  not  depend  upon  tbe 
fact   that   there  are   children   or   others  who   may  share  in   its  nse: 
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Eatste  o(  Lamb,  »5  Cat.  397,  407;  28  Am.  St.  Hep.  131;  30  Pac.  Bep. 
568.  The  term  "  family  "  ie  used  aa  BynonymouB  with  and  aa  repre- 
aenting  the  aurviving  wife  or  huabsod  and  children,  if  any;  and  when 
the  term  "  family  "  is  used  in  the  decree  aetting  apart  the  bomeatead, 
it  expreaaea  tbe  moaning,  and  is  used  in  the  acnae  of  that  word  in 
the  statute,  and  ia  therefore  BufSciently  explicit  to  describe  the  widow 
and  ehUdren:  Phelan  v.  Smith,  100  Cal.  ISS,  170;  34  Pac.  Kep.  667.  A 
judgment  denying  a  family  allowance  to  a  widow  precludes  her  from 
proceeding  further  under  the  original  petition,  and  inurea  to  tbe  benefit 
of  all  creditors  of  the  decedent:  Eatate  of  Bell  (Cal.),  95  Pac.  Rep. 
378. 

(6)  Proof  of  right.  Of  courae,  there  muat  be  proof  of  tbe  applt- 
cant'a  right  to  a  family  allowance.  Whether  or  not  the  petitioner  is 
a  child  of  tbe  decedeot  is  a  queation  of  fact  for  the  court  to  deter- 
mine before  denying  or  granting  tbe  application,  and  the  mere  fact 
that  tbe  petitioner'a  atatua  as  a  child  of  the  decedent  is  denied  doca 
not  deprive  the  court  of  juriadiction  to  make  the  order  of  allow- 
ance, if  the  facta  ahowing  the  petitioner's  right  are  proved  by  com- 
petent evidence:  Estate  of  Biythe,  B9  Cal.  472,  474;  34  Pac.  Rep. 
108.  And  the  widow  ia  a  competent  witness  to  prove  any  fact  re- 
apecting  the  family  allowance.  The  statute  providing  that  "parties 
to  an  action  or  proceeding,  or  in  whose  behalf  a  proceeding  ia  prose- 
cuted, against  an  executor  or  administrator  upon  a  claim  or  demand 
against  the  estate  of  the  deceased,"  doea  not  apply  to  such  a  case. 
That  statute  refera  to  an  action  or  proceeding  which  ia  adverse  to 
the  eatate,  by  which  aome  relief  ia  aought  which  will  diminish  or 
impair  the  eatate.  But  an  application  for  a,  family  allowance  ia  not 
an  action  or  proceeding  againat  an  executor  or  admin  iatrator.  It 
is  aimilar  to  an  application  for  a  partial  or  final  distribution  of 
the  estate,  or  the  payment  of  a  legacy:  Eatate  of  McC'ausland,  52 
Cal.  568,  576. 

(7>  Notice  not  raqnlred.  Aa  tbe  widow  ia  entitled  to  an  allow- 
ance as  a  matter  of  right,  no  notice  of  the  court's  intention  or  action 
in  the  matter  ia  required,  nor  is  a  formal  application  absolutely  necea- 
aar>-:  In  re  Dougherty's  Eatate,  34  Mont.  336;  86  Pac.  Rep.  38,  40. 
The  legislature  haa  full  power  to  provide  that  a  part  of  tbe  estate 
shall  thus  be  subject  to  the  order  of  a  probate  court  without  notice 
other  than  the  notice  of  the  application  for  adminiatration  thereon. 
The  statute,  in  ao  far  as  it  authorizes  the  making  of  orders  setting 
apart  exempt  property  and  the  homestead  to  the  widow,  and  for  the 
payment  of  money  to  her  out  of  tbe  eatate  for  ber  support,  without 
notice  to  the  heira,  devisees,  or  legatees,  is  not  unconatitutional  aa 
being  against  due  proceas  of  law.  The  making  of  sucb  orders  with- 
□Dt  notice  is  a  part  of  the  statutory  proceeding  of  tbe  administration 
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of  the  estate,  which  ie  initiated  by  tie  giving  sf  a  general  notice  m 
prescribed  by  the  atatute.  These  notices  constitute  due  process  of 
law,  and  are  sufficient  to  give  the  court  jurisdiction  to  make  all  the 
BubBOqueut  orders  in  the  proceeding,  as  to  which  special  additional 
notice  is  not  required.  The  right  of  inheritance  and  testamentary 
disposition  is  entirely  the  creation  of  the  statute,  and  the  heirs,  devi- 
ser's, and  legatees  take  the  property  subject  to  such  burdens  aa  the 
legislature  has  seen  fit  to  fix  upon  it,  among  which  Ja  the  burden  of 
Bupporting  the  widow  and  children  of  the  deceased  whenever  the  court 
having  jurisdiction  of  the  estate  shall  make  an  order  to  that  effect: 
Estate  of  Bump  <Cal.),  92  Pac.  Bep.  643,  644.  If  the  statute  in 
any  particular  jurisdiction  requires  notice,  and  an  order  has  been 
made  ei  parte  without  notice,  but  there  is  a  hearing  of  objections, 
after  due  notice  given,  a  nunc  pro  tunc  order  may  be  made  covering 
the  same  items  included  in  the  former  order,  if  they  were  proper 
ones  for  allowance  under  the  law:  In  re  Murphy's  Estate,  30  Wash, 
9;   70  Pac.  Eop.  109,  110. 

(8)  OonslderatlonH  in  flxlng.  The  court  is  not  restricted,  in  mak- 
ing a  family  allowance,  to  a  bare  support  of  the  widow.  Regard 
should  be  had  to  the  mode  in  which  she  lived  during  the  lifetime  of 
her  husband.  The  allowance  is  to  be  sufBcient  to  provide  all  the 
necessities  of  life,  and  this  will  include  all  those  things  which  are 
reasonable  and  proper  for  use  in  the  home  and  in  social  intercourse, 
in  view  of  the  condition  and  value  of  the  estate  and  station  and  sur- 
roundings of  the  family;  Estate  of  Stevens,  83  Cal.  322,  325;  17 
Am.  St.  Rep.  252;  23  Pac.  Rep.  37B;  Estate  of  Lui,  100  Cal.  S93,  605; 
35  Pac.  Rep.  341.  The  court  may  also  take  into  consideration  the 
character  and  amount  of  the  estate  left,  and  the  provision  the  hua- 
baud  sought  to  make  for  the  benefit  of  the  widow,  as  well  as  her 
actual  necessities:  In  re  Drnado's  Estate,  36  Wash.  47S;  7S  Pac.  Bep. 
1U22,  1023.  In  fixing  the  amount  of  the  allowance,  the  ages  of  tha 
survivor  or  survivors,  their  health,  their  social  position  and  stf^d- 
ing,  the  education  of  the  children,  the  value  of  the  estate,  and  its 
solvency  or  insolvency,  are  proper  subjects  for  consideration:  In  re 
Pugley's  Estate,  27  Utah,  489;  70  Pac.  Bep.  560,  563. 

(9)  Objecttoiu.      Eneptlons.      Where    a    reasonable    period    has 

elapsed,  after  a  family  allowance  has  been  made  to  the  widow,  for  tha 
settlement  of  the  estate,  persons  who  are  interested  therein  have  the 
right  to  object  to  a  continuation  of  the  allowance,  although  they 
could  have  compelled  the  administrator  to  settle  and  distribute  the 
estate  promptly,  but  failed  to  do  it.  And  indulgence  in  the  matter 
is  no  excuse  for  the  neglect  of  the  administrator  to  settle  the  estate: 
In  re  Dougherty's  Estate,  34  Mont.  336;  86  Pac.  Rep.  38,  41.  Under 
the  Utah  statute,  where  there  is  no  property  answering  to  the  statu- 
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tory  ipecifl cations  which  might  be  turned  over  to  the  widow,  she 
is  entitled  to  an  equal  value  of  money  or  other  property,  at  her 
election.  And  she  must  elect;  but  upon  her  election  to  take  either 
the  property  or  the  money,  it  becomeH  the  duty  of  the  administrator 
or  of  the  court  to  allow  it  to  her.  The  duty  is  not  discretionary;  it 
is  mandatory;  and  an  exception  by  a  bank,  to  the  report  of  the 
admin istiator,  showing  a  money  allowance  to  the  widow,  on  the 
ground  that  she  "  had  elected  "  to  take  money  in  lieu  of  the  statutory 
property,  is  a  solemn  admission  by  the  bank  that  she  bad  made  bor 
election  and  so  entitled  herself  to  the  money;  and  such  admission 
is  conclusive  upon  the  bank  and  upon  the  court:  Western  Nat.  Bank 
T.  Rizar,  J3  Col.  App.  202;  55  Pac.  Bep.  268,  289. 

(10)  Flzlag  amotint.  Wben  not  excosslTfl.  The  fact  that  the  ad- 
ministrator has  not  in  his  hands  sufficient  money  to  pay  the  family 
allowance  does  not  deprive  the  court  of  the  power  to  fii  the  amount 
to  be  paid.  If  tbere  is  other  estate  which  can  be  subjected  to  this 
payment,  the  court  can  make  a  proper  order  therefor:  Estate  of 
Carnger  (Ca].),  41  Pac.  Rep.  TOO,  701.  Where  an  estate  was  of  the 
value  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  produced  an  income  of  over 
fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  month,  an  allowance  to  the  widow  of  the 
household  goods,  furniture,  wearing-apparel,  and  personal  effects  of 
the  testator,  and  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  a  month  for  her  main- 
tenance, pending  the  settlement  of  the  estate,  is  not  ezcessife: 
Estate  of  Drasdo,  36  Wash.  478;   78  Pac.  Bep.  1022,  1023. 

(11)  To  be  made  when.  A  widow  is  not  to  be  denied  a  family  al- 
lowance because  she  has  sufficient  property  of  her  own  to  support 
herself.  The  court  must  make  a  reasonable  allowance  out  of  the 
estate,  if  the  portion  set  apart  for  the  family  atlowance  is  insofii- 
cient  for  her  support;  and  for  the  court  to  hold  that  no  allowance 
shall  be  made  to  the  widow  if  she  has  sufficient  property  of  her  own, 
although  the  property  set  apart  to  her  is  insufficient  of  itself  for 
her  support,  would  be,  in  effect,  an  amendment  of  the  law  by  judicial 
construction:  Estate  of  Lux,  100  Cal.  593,  603;  35  Pac.  Bep.  341. 
The  widow  is  entitled  to  have  such  reasonable  allowance  as  is  neces- 
sary for  her  maintenance  during  the  progress  of  the  settlement  of 
her  husband's  estate:  Estate  of  Boberts,  67  Cal.  349;  7  Pac.  Bep. 
733,  734.  She  is  entitled  to  this,  notwithstanding  provision  has  been 
made  for  her  in  the  will,  and  until  such  time  as  the  disposition  of 
property  contained  in  the  will  becomes  available  for  her  use:  Estate 
of  Walkerley,  77  Cal.  642,  646;  20  Pac.  Bep.  150.  But,  under  the  statute 
of  Utah,  where  the  estate  is  solvent  and  out  of  debt,  the  value  of 
such  part  of  the  homestead  as  may  be  set  aside  to  the  widow  should 
be  deducted  from  her  distributive  share,  as  provided  for  in  the 
statute.     She  cannot   have  both,   unless  such  design  on  the   part   of

the  testator  clearly  appears  from  the  will:  In  re  Little,  22  Utah,  204; 
61  Pac.  Bep.  S99.  Whore  the  nidow,  andor  the  statute,  is  entitled 
to  certain  enumerated  property,  and  the  doceaaed  doea  not  have  such 
propertj,  she  is  entitled  to  other  propeit7,  or  the  Talne  of  the 
articles  apeeifled  in  the  statute,  and  it  is  the  dntj  of  the  adminis- 
trator or  of  the  probate  court  to  allow  the  value  in  money,  or  other 
personal  propertj,  at  the  widow's  election:  Western  Nat.  Bank  7. 
Bizcr,  12  Col.  App.  202;  55  Pac.  Rep.  268.  The  statute  providing  for 
a  family  allowance  was  donbtleis  intended  to  make  immediate  pro- 
vision for  the  family  when  the  head  of  it  is  removed  by  death,  and 
snch  provision  is  to  continue  during  the  administration  of  decedent's 
estate.  But  where  there  is  no  family,  no  allowance  can  be  made; 
as,  where  the  husband  and  wife  had,  for  many  years  prior  to  the 
husband's  death,  been  living  separate  and  apart  from  each  other, 
and  had  so  lived  up  to  the  time  of  his  death,  and  the  wife  had  never 
been,  during  such  period,  dependent  upon  him  for  support,  she  doea 
not  constitute  the  "  immediate  "  family  of  the  deceased,  and  the  court 
may  properly  refuse  to  make  an  allowance  to  her  as  the  widow  of 
the  deceased:  Hilton  v.  Stewart,  25  Utah,  161,  sub  oom.  In  re  Park's 
Estate,  69  Pac.  Kep.  671.  Fnneral  expenses  must  be  paid  before 
the  family  aHowance  is  made:  In  re  Thorn's  Estate,  24  Utah,  209; 
67  Pac.  Bep.  2B,  23. 

(12)  Widow  Is  entitled  to,  wben.  The  widow  has  an  absolute 
right  to  a  reasonable  provision  for  her  support  dnring  the  adminis- 
tration of  her  husband's  estate:  Estate  of  Stevens,  83  Cat.  322,  325; 
17  Am.  St.  Kep.  252;  23  Pac.  Bep.  370;  In  re  Pugley's  Estate,  27 
Utah,  489;  70  Pac.  Bep.  560,  562;  and  it  makes  no  difference  that 
the  widow  has  sufficient  property  of  her  own  out  of  which  to  sup- 
pott  herself:  Estate  of  Lni,  100  Cal.  593;  35  Pac.  Bep.  341,  344; 
Estate  of  Bump  (Cat.),  92  Ca).  643,  644.  The  right  to  allowance 
is  not  affected  by  the  separate  estate  of  the  widow.  Even  a  non- 
resident widow  is  entitled  to  a  family  allowance,  notwithstanding 
she  has  abundant  means  of  her  own  with  which  to  support  herself: 
Griesemer  v.  Boyer,  13  Wash.  171;  43  Pae.  Hep.  17,  18.  The  right 
of  the  widow  and  children  is  paramount  to  that  of  creditors,  and 
does  not  depend  upon  the  solvency  or  the  insolvency  of  the  estate: 
Gricaomer  v.  Boyer,  13  Wash.  171;  43  Pac.  Bep.  17,  19.  The  widow's 
delay  in  demanding  a  family  allowance  docs  not  forfeit  her  right 
to  it;  and  she  has  a  right  to  a  family  allowance  when  a  special  ad- 
ministrator has  been  appointed  after  the  suspension  or  removal  of 
the  general  administrator:  Estate  of  Welch,  106  Cai.  427,  432,  433; 
39  Pac.  Bep.  805.  The  right  of  the  widow  to  a  family  allowance  is 
not  lost  because  of  her  immoral  conduct  during  marriage.  The  hus- 
band's legTktees  cannot  cut  her  off  from  her  rights  as  widow  by  show- 
ing that   her  ways   were   not  the  ways   of  continence  and   sobriety: 
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In  re  Draedo'a  Estate,  36  Wash.  478;  78  Pac,  Bep.  1022,  1023.  She 
is  entitled  to  a  family  allowance,  altbougli  she  wrongfnllj  appropriated 
the  moaef  of  her  basband  to  her  own  use  during  bis  lifetime,  and 
she  is  also  entitled  to  the  rights  of  a  widow  where  she  has  refused 
to  abide  bj  the  terms  of  her  husband's  will,  notwithstaiiding  previons 
allowances  made  to  hen  Estate  of  Bump  (Cal.),  92  Pae.  Sep.  643,  645. 
Of  course,  if  a  wife  accepts  a  devise  conditioned  that  she  will  re- 
linquish all  further  claims  to  her  husband's  estate,  she  must  abide 
thereby;  but  until  she  does  elect  to  take  under  the  deviso,  she  is 
entitled  to  the  enjoyment  of  her  statutory  rights  and  to  the  allowance 
made  to  her  thereunder:  Estate  of  Lnfkiu,  131  Cal.  2»1,  293;  63 
Pac.  Bep.  469;  and  see  Estate  of  Bump  (Cal.),  S2  Pac.  Bep.  643,  644. 
In  Oregon,  where  the  property  of  the  estate  exempt  from  execution 
has  been  devised  and  bequeathed  by  the  testator  to  his  children,  and 
the  estate  ia  sufficient  to  satisfy  all  the  debts  and  liabilities  of  the 
deceased,  and  to  pay  the  expenses  of  administration,  together  with 
a  monthly  allowance  to  the  widow  and  children,  the  right  of  the 
county  court  to  order  a  monthly  allowance  to  the  widow  cannot  be 
Buccessfullj'  controverted:  Dekum's  Estate,  28  Or.  97,  sub  nom.  Dekum 
V.  Dekum,  41  Pac.  Bep.  159,  ISO.  The  widow  is  not  chargeable,  as 
executrix,  with  profits  received  from  the  subletting  of  rooms  in  a 
house  hired  by  her,  the  rental  of  which  was  paid  out  of  her  monthly 
allowance;  Estate  of  Stevens,  S3  Cal.  322,  326;  17  Am.  St.  Bep. 
252;   23  Pac.  Bep.  379. 


Widow's  right  to  exemption  or  allowance  for  support  out  of  per- 
sonal assets  of  estate  of  deceased  husband,  who  was  a  non-resident: 
See  note  II  L.  B.  A.  (N.  S.)   301-363. 

(13)  Widow  is  not  entttlad  to,  when.  A  family  allowance  should 
not  be  made  to  the  widow  of  decedent,  where  she,  at  the  time  of 
bis  death,  was  not  a  member  of  his  immediate  family,  as  where  the 
husband  and  wife  were  voluntarily  living  apart  undor  an  agreement 
for  separation:  Estate  of  Noah,  73  Cal.  583;  2  Am.  St.  Bep.  82B;  15 
Pac.  Bep.  287:  88  Cal.  468;  26  Pac.  Rep.  3611;  Hilton  v.  Stewart, 
25  Utah,  161,  sub  nom.  In  re  Park's  Estate,  69  Pac.  Bep.  671;  Wick- 
ershan  v.  Comerford,  96  Cal.  433;  31  Pac.  Eep,  358.  Nor  is  the 
widow  entitled,  under  such  circumstances,  to  have  a  homestead  set 
apart  from  her  husband's  separate  property,  even  for  a  limited  period: 
Wickersham  v.  Comerford,  96  Cal.  433,  439;  31  Pac.  Bep.  358.  So  if 
a  wife,  supposing  her  husband  to  be  dead,  marries  a  second  time,  she 
cannot  claim  a  family  allowance  from  the  estate  of  her  former  hus- 
band, so  iong  as  the  second  marriage  has  not  been  annulled  by  a  com- 
petent tribunal,  for,  until  such  annulment,  the  second  marriage  is 
valid:  Estate  of  Harrington,  140  Cal.  294,  295;  74  Pac.  Bep.  1D6. 
Where  the  petition  for  the  family  allowance  fails  to  state  that  a  home- 
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Btead  Bet  apart  to  the  widow  and  children  ia  insufficient  for  the  Bnp- 
port  of  the  family,  an  order  refusing  to  make  a  familv  allowance 
ont  of  the  estate  of  the  decedent  is  not  erroneous,  where  it  appears 
that  a  homestead  had  been  set  apart  to  the  widow  and  children: 
Estate  of  Luther,  67  Cal.  319;  7  Pac.  Rep.  708.  The  court  is  also 
juBtifled  in  refusing  to  ratif;  any  family  allowance  made  after  the 
estate  ia  ready  for  distribution.  The  widow,  as  executrix  of  her 
husband's  estate,  cannot  properly  delay  the  Bettlement  of  the  estate 
in  order  that  she  may  consume  the  whole  of  it  by  means  of  her 
allowance:  In  re  Dougherty's  Estate,  34  Mont.  336;  86  Pac.  Rep. 
38,  41.  Where  the  fact  of  marriage  is  dispnted,  and  tbe  iiersoo 
claiming  to  have  been  the  wife  of  tbe  deceased  has,  as  his  widow, 
filed  a  petition  asking  for  the  appointment  of  an  administrator,  and 
the  same  has  been  decided  in  her  favor,  and  an  appeal  has  been 
taken  therefrom  to  review  and  finaDy  determine  the  very  question 
of  the  marriage  relation,  the  superior  court,  pending  the  appeal,  has 
no  jurisdiction  to  make  an  order  allowing  such  person,  so  claiming 
to  be  the  widow,  anything  for  hor  maintenance  pending  the  appeal; 
otherwise  the  proceeds  of  the  estate  might,  in  some  instances,  thereby 
become  exhausted,  and  the  contestant  thus  be  deprived  of  the  fruits 
of  the  litigation  by  a  person  having  no  right  whatever  to  the  same; 
and  while,  in  some  instances,  this  might  result  in  hardship,  in  pre- 
venting a  person  lawfully  entitlod  to  the  benefits  of  such  a  provision 
from  having  the  same  pending  the  appeal,  yet  this  cannot,  of  itself, 
alter  the  rule  of  law  in  relation  thereto;  State  v.  Liehtenberg,  4 
■Wash.  231;  2B  Pac.  Kep.  999.  Where  a  family  allowance  has  been 
made  to  a  widow  and  minor  children,  but  the  widow  marries,  the 
court  may  continue  the  allowance,  if  necessary  for  the  benefit  of  the 
children;  but  when  their  mother  ceases  to  be  tbe  widow  of  deceased, 
she  cannot  claim,  as  a  perquisite  for  berself  or  for  her  new  hnsband, 
a  family  allowance  from  the  estate  of  her  former  spouse:  Estate 
of  Still,  117  Cat.  509;  49  Pae.  Rep.  463,  465. 

(14)  To  children.  The  family  allowance  is  as  much  for  the  ad- 
vantage of  the  children  of  the  deceased  as  for  the  widow:  Moore  v. 
Moore,  60  Cal.  526,  530.  It  is  not  made  ■'  for  the  use  of  the  family," 
but,  by  the  terms  of  the  statute,  for  its  "maintenance"  while  the 
estate  is  ia  progress  of  settlement  and  its  property  is  in  the  custody 
of  the  executor  or  administrator,  and  this  includes  the  duty  of  keep- 
ing its  members  under  the  same  roof  with  the  common  interest  of  a 
home,  as  well  as  the  expense  incurred  for  food  and  raiment  or  for 
education  and  health.  Upon  the  death  of  the  father,  tbe  maintenance 
of  tbe  family  devolves  upon  the  mother,  aud  it  is  for  the  purpose 
of  enabling  her  to  discharge  this  duty  that  the  court  is  authorized 
to  appropriate  a  portion  of  the  property  of  the  estate.  The  allow- 
mnce  is  not  made  merely  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  her  to  defray 
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the  sevGral  expeoaes  iocurred  for  each  member  of  the  family,  but 
that  she  ma;  also  provide  a.  means  whereby  she  and  the  minor  chil- 
dren oiay  be  kept  together  and  the  family  may  be  maintained  as  a 
whole.  A  provision,  in  the  statute,  that  the  court  "must  make  iueh 
reaaoaable  allowance  out  of  the  estate  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  family  according  to  their  circum stances  "  implies 
that,  before  making  the  order,  the  court  will  ascertain  the  circum- 
Btancea  of  the  family,  and  of  the  estate  out  of  which  the  allowance 
is  to  be  made.  This  will  involve  an  inquiry,  among  other  matters, 
into  their  habits  and  mode  of  life  durini;  the  lifetime  of  the  dece- 
dent; the  requirements  of  the  several  members  of  the  family  —  depend- 
ing Dpon  their  age  and  conditions  —  whether  for  education,  physical 
support,  or  health,  and  also  the  condition  and  extent  of  the  prop- 
erty belonging  to  the  estate.  The  amount  which,  npon  such  consid- 
eration, the  court  determines  will  be  reasonable  is  properly  directed 
to  be  paid  to  the  widow  as  the  person  charged  with  the  maintenance 
of  the  family,  and  it  then  becomes  a  judgment  in  her  favor  tor  that 
amount.  The  minor  children  have  no  claim  to  any  portion  of  the 
allowance  thns  made  to  her,  nor  Is  it  held  by  her  in  trust  for  tbem. 
Certainly,  the  legislature  did  not  intend  tbat  one  half  of  the  allow- 
ance should  belong  to  her,  out  of  which  should  be  paid  the  cost  of 
her  maintenance,  and  that  an  equal  part  of  the  other  half  should 
belong  to  each  child,  out  of  which  should  be  paid  only  the  cost 
of  BDpporting  that  child.  In  determining  the  amount  to  be  paid, 
the  court  does  not  attempt  to  fli  the  amounts  which  will  be  con- 
sumed for  each  member  of  the  family,  but  aggregates  the  needs  of 
the  family  as  a  whole  and  makes  an  allowance  which  it  considara 
would  be  reasonable  for  those  needs.  It  is  of  universal  experience 
that  the  same  expense  is  not  incurred  for  each  child,  and  that  there 
are  many  expenses  which  do  not  appertain  to  either  child,  but  which 
are  incurred  for  the  family  as  a  whole;  and  there  are  also  many 
duties  of  the  mother  which  are  not  susceptible  of  pecuniary  measure- 
ments. The  expenses  incurred  for  the  infant,  which  requires  the 
mother's  care,  the  child  at  school,  or  the  youth  preparing  for  the 
duties  of  manhood  or  womanhood  in  the  years  before  majority  are 
not  the  same;  and  the  rent  of  the  home,  its  furniture,  the  expense 
of  reparation,  wages  of  servants,  cost  of  equipage,  and  numerous 
other  items,  are  a  charge  upon  the  famUy  as  a  whole,  and  are  not 
to  be  apportioned  among  the  individual  members  thereof.  The 
amount  of  the  allowance  is  fixed,  with  the  view  that  it  will  be  en- 
tirely consumed  in  maintaining  the  family,  and  if,  in  this  respect, 
the  court  errs,  whether  by  making  the  allowance  too  large  or  too 
small,  it  is  an  error  in  its  judgment,  which  can  be  corrected  only 
upon  a  further  application,  setting  forth  the  grounds  upon  which  the 
amount  of  the  allowance  should  be  modified.  Until  such  change,  if 
there  be  any  portion  which  is  not   expended,  it  is  the  property  of 
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tho  widow,  and  if  the  ezpeDses  are  greater  than  the  allowance,  the 
loBB  must  be  borne  bj  her.  Upon  these  conaiderations,  it  must  be 
held  that  the  widow  to  whom  the  court  directs  a  family  allowance 
to  be  paid  is  not  required  to  account  to  her  children  for  the  manner 
in  which  such  allowance  has  been  expended:  Bell  t.  Bell,  2  Cal.  App. 
338,  340;  83  Pac.  Rep.  814,  But  tho  allowance  cannot  be  affected  bj 
any  agreement  or  understanding  between  the  widow  and  administra- 
tor which  would  have  the  effect  ot  depriving  the  children  of  it,  oi 
of  diverting  it  to  any  other  use  than  that  Bpecified  by  the  law: 
Moore  v.  Moore,  60  Cal.  626,  530.  If  a  minor,  being  within  Biiteen 
days  of  the  age  of  majority,  makes  an  application  to  the  court  to  have 
the  personal  property  left  by  his  parents  set  apart  to  him,  and  there 
is  no  showing  in  the  application  that  such  property  is  necessary  for 
his  support  during  such  sixteen  days,  it  is  not  error  for  the  court 
to  deny  the  applieatioa:  Stewin  v.  Thrift,  30  Wash.  36;  70  Pac.  Bep. 
116,  118. 

(16)  Order.  In  gaiwraL  Though  there  can  be  no  family  allow- 
ance subsequent  to  a  widow's  death,  the  amount  allowed  to  her  be- 
fore death,  and  which  was  unpaid  at  the  time  of  such  death,  is 
property  of  her  estate,  going  to  her  heirs  or  personal  representa- 
tives: Estate  of  Lui,  114  Cal.  73,  81;  45  Pac.  Rep.  1023.  And  all 
property  exempt  from  execution,  set  apart  for  the  family,  including 
the  homestead  selected,  is  exempt  from  execution:  Holmes  v.  Mar- 
shall, 145  Cal.  777,  781;  104  Am.  St.  Rep.  86;  78  Pac.  Rep.  534;  69 
L.  B.  A.  S7;  2  Am.  ft  Eng.  Ann.  Cas.  8S.  A  family  allowance,  made 
before  exempt  property  and  the  homestead  are  set  apart,  is  made 
subject  to  the  rights  of  the  designated  beneficiaries  to  have  a  home- 
stood  and  the  exempt  property  set  apart  for  their  benefit,  and  is 
not  a  charge  or  lien  upon  the  family  home:  Estate  o(  Still,  117  Cal. 
509,  513;  49  Pac.  Bep.  463.

(16)  Order.  Duration,  modiffcaUon,  cassation,  ind  snapeiufon.  Upon 

the  filing  of  the  petition  for  letters,  and  when  the  court  is  without 
definite  information  concerning  the  value  of  the  estate,  which  is 
afforded  by  the  inventory  and  the  appraispmi  at,  it  may  make  an 
allowance  for  the  widow  and  the  children  of  dec  -dent,  which  is  in  the 
nature  of  a  preliminary  or  temporary  allowani  e,  not  extending  be- 
yond the  return  of  the  inventory,  after  which  time  it  becomes  the 
duty  of  the  court  to  make  a  further  allowance,  if  the  property  set 
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apart  to  the  familj  is  insufficient  for  their  support,  and  which  al- 
lowance is  to  bo  of  a  more  permanent  character,  and  to  coutinue 
dnriug  the  adminiatration  of  the  estate;  Estate  of  Lux,  lOU  CaL

341;  Estate  of  Montgomery,  60  Cal.  64S;  Estate  of  Walkerley,  77 
Cal.  MZ;  20  Pac.  Bep.  150.  The  order  for  family  support,  when 
made,  may  be  subsequently  modified  by  the  court,  if  the  condition 
of  the  estate  or  the  relation  of  the  family  thereto  should  ebuoge; 
s«,  if,  for  iDStauce,  it  should  appear  that  the  value  of  the  estate 
waa  materially  less  than  shown  at  the  date  of  the  order  sought  to 
be  modified,  or  that  its  indebtedness  iu  greater  than  was  then  sup- 
posed, or  in  the  event  of  a  partial  distribution  to  the  widow  or  chil- 
dren before  the  final  distribution  of  the  estate:  Estate  of  Lui,  100 
Cal.  593,  60*;  35  Pac.  Hep.  341;  Estate  of  Freud,  131  Cal.  867,  674; 
82  Am.  St.  Rep.  407;  63  Pac.  Rep.  1080.  An  order  of  family  allow- 
ance granted  before  the  return  of  the  inventory  ceases  upon  such 
return:  Crew  v.  Pratt,  119  Cal.  131,  137;  SI  Pac.  Hep.  44.  The 
order  of  allowance  to  a  widow,  where  there  are  no  children,  ter' 
minatea  at  her  second  marriage,  unless  there  is  a  further  order  of 
the  court:  Estate  of  Hamilton,  66  Cal.  576;  8  Pac.  Bep.  493;  but 
where  there  are  children,  the  order  may  be  continued  for  their  benefit: 
Estate  of  Still,  117  Cal.  509,  514;  49  Pac.  Rep.  463.  If  an  order 
of  family  allowance  has  become  final,  by  the  lapse  of  time  in  which 
to  appeal  therefrom,  the  probate  court  or  judge  has  no  power,  with- 
out motion  or  showing  upon  notice,  to  suspend  the  order:  Estate  of 
Nolan,  145  Cal.  559,  561;  79  Pac.  Rep.  428.  If  a  family  allowance  is 
granted  to  the  widow  during  general  administration,  her  right  thereto 
is  not  BDHpended  by  reason  of  removal  of  the  general  administrator 
and  the  appointment  of  a  special  administrator.  Tiie  right  to  such 
allowance  continues  doring  special  adminiatration:  Estate  of  Welch, 
106  Cal,  427,  432;  39  Pac.  Rep.  805.  But  the  widow,  who  is  admin- 
istratrix of  the  estate,  and  wbo  has  received  a  family  allowance, 
cannot  purposely  delay  the  settlement  of  the  estate  that  she  may 
consume  the  wbole  of  it  by  means  of  her  allowance.  The  policy 
of  the  law  is,  that  the  afifairs  of  estates  shall  be  settled  and  the 
assets  distributed  as  speedily  as  possible.  The  expression,  "  during 
tbe  progress  of  the  settlement  of  the  estate,"  must  be  construed  to 
mean  during  the  time  reasonably  necessary  for  that  purpose.  If  so, 
tbe  order,  though  regarded  as  a  judgment,  fixing  a  lieu  upon  the 
assets  of  tbe  estate,  must  be  presumed  to  have  been  satisfied,  when 
the  time  shall  have  arrived  at  which  tbe  estate  may  be  settled;  else 
the  administrator  may  delay  action  until  the  whole  estate  is  con- 
sumed and  nothing  be  left  to  those  who  are  entitled  to  a  distributive 
•bare  in  its  assets:  In  re  Dougherty's  Estate,  34  Mont.  336;  86  Pac 
Probate  — 17 
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Bep.  38,  41.  If  Et  family  allonanee  is  made  before  the  return  of  tli« 
inventory,  it  ceases  to  be  operative  apon  Bucb  Teturn:  Estate  of  Bell 
(Cal.),  95  Pac.  Hep.  372,  377. 

(17)  Order.  Validity.  An  order  of  family  allowance  is  not  in- 
valid for  lack  of  a  finding  that  the  property  eiempt  from  execution, 
and  already  set  apart  for  the  support  of  the  widow,  was  insufficient 
for  that  purpose.  The  order  for  additional  allowance,  in  itself,  is  a 
declaration  of  the  insufficiency  of  the  amount  originally  set  apart 
for  the  support  of  the  famUy:  Estate  of  Welch,  106  Cal.  427,  430;  39 
Fac.  Rep.  SD5.  A  temporary  order  for  family  allowance,  made  before 
the  return  of  the  inventory,  ceases  to  be  operative  when  that  return 
is  made,  notwithstanding  such  order  contains  the  words  "until  fur- 
ther order  of  this  court."  That  phrase  does  not  have  the  effect  of 
prolonging  the  life  of  the  order  beyond  the  return  of  the  inventory: 
Estate  of  Bell,  142  Cal.  97,  100;  75  Pac.  Eep.  679.  And  it  is  unjust, 
after  the  widow  has  received  five  thousand  seven  hundred  dollars, 
through  the  court  of  another  state,  to  allow  her  five  hundred  dollars 
per  month  in  this  state,  thirteen  years  after  her  husband's  death, 
where  the  failure  to  close  the  estate  many  years  prior  to  the  order 
for  such  allowance  was  due  solely  to  her  neglect:  State  v.  Superior 
Court  (Wash.),  92  Pac.  Rep.  B42,  943.  The  survivor  of  the  com- 
munity of  husband  and  wife,  after  the  dissolution  of  the  commanity 
by  death,  cannot  create  a  charge  against  the  community  estate  which 
would  be  superior  to  the  claims  of  the  creditors  of  the  communilr, 
and  also  to  the  rights  of  the  deceased  spouse's  heirs  or  devisees  to 
a  one-half  interest  in  the  community  property.  Hence  if  a  husband 
marries  again,  after  his  wife's  death,  and  then  dies  himself,  an  order 
of  allowance  to  his  second  wife,  making  it  a  charge  on  the  husband's 
interest  in  the  community  property,  prior  to  that  of  community 
debts,  cannot  be  sustainod,  because  the  interest  of  the  deceased  wife 
in  the  community  properi;y  would  then  be  subjected  to  the  payment 
of  the  community  debts  to  the  extent  of  the  depiction  of  the  hus- 
band's interest  therein:  In  re  Cannon's  Estate,  IS  Wash.  101;  50 
Pac,  Rep.  1021,  1022. 

(IS)  Order.  Finality,  conclnslTeiMBi.  A  family  allowance,  made 
under  a  valid  order  of  court,  becomes  final,  where  no  motion  has 
beeu  made  to  set  it  aside,  and  the  time  for  an  appeal  thorefroni  has 
elapsed.  It  is  then  conclusive  as  to  the  status  of  the  person  in 
whose  favor  it  was  made,  for  all  purposes  connected  with  the  order 
and  payment  of  the  money  thereunder:  Estate  of  Nolan,  145  Cnl. 
559,  561;  79  Pac.  Hep.  428. 

(19)  Paid  without  order  of  court.  In  the  matter  of  paying  a  fam- 
ily allowance,  the  executor  or  administrator  is  not  required  to  wait 
for  an  order  of  court,  but  may  make  the  necessary  expeuditurea  ai 
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the  exigeDcies  oecnr,  and  the  court  will  allow  auch  lams  U  mav  be 
reasonable  in  the  settlement.  It  an  order  is  made  for  an  allowance  to 
the  widow,  it  is  a  determination  bj  the  court  that  she  is  entitled 
to  a  family  allowance  for  the  period  therein  named,  and  the  executors 
or  adminlBtratoTB,  having  paid  the  same,  are  entitled  to  a  credit  in 
the  statement  of  their  accounts  for  the  amount  thus  fixed  by  the 
court  as  a  reasonable  and  proper  Bum  to  be  paid  to  the  BurvivinK 
widow  for  that  pnrpose;  and  it  is  error  to  refuBe  sncb  credit:  EBtate 
of  Lm,  100  Cal.  606,  60S-,  35  Pac.  Bep.  34^;;  Estate  of  Lux,  114  Cal. 
S9,  90;  45  Pac.  Rep.  1028;  Dekum's  Estate,  28  Or.  97,  aub  nom.  Dekum 
V.  Dekum,  41  Pac.  Rep.  159;  Estate  of  Fernandez,  118  Cal.  579,  583; 
51  Pac.  Kep.  851.  As  the  court  has  power  to  credit  the  executors 
or  administrators  in  their  final  account  with  any  reasonable  sum 
of  money  paid  ont  for  the  family  allowance,  the  question  of  family 
allowance  becomes  adjudicated  where  no  appeal  is  taken  from  an 
order  of  settlement,  and  no  offaet  can  be  claimed  to  an  annuity  pay- 
able to  the  widow  from  the  date  of  the  death  of  the  testator  on 
account  of  payments  after  the  return  of  the  inventory:  Crew  v. 
Pratt,  118  Cal.   131,   137;   51  Pac.  Bep.  44. 

(20)  Ooiit«gt  of  allowance.  OoUateral  attack.  After  au  order  for 
family  allowance  becomes  final  and  conclusive,  it  is  not  subject  to 
eoUateral  attack:  Crew  v.  Pratt,  119  Cal.  139;  51  Pac.  Bep.  38;  Es- 
tate of  Bell,  131  Cal.  1,  4;  63  Pac.  Rep.  81,  668;  Estate  of  Nolan,  145 
Cal.  559;  79  Pac.  Rep.  428;  In  re  Daugherty'g  Estate,  34  Mont.  336; 
86  Pac.  Bep.  38;  and  the  order  is  not  reviewable  in  equity:  Dough- 
erty V.  Bartlett,  100  Cal.  496,  499;  35  Pac.  Rep.  431.  On  the  settla- 
ment  oE  an  administrator's  accounta,  a  creditor  of  the  estate  cannot 
object  to  the  allowance  of  a  voucher  filed  by  the  widow  of  the  de- 
ceased for  payments  alleged  to  have  been  made  her  as  a  family 
allowance,  on  the  ground  that  it  had  never  been  received  by  her: 
Estate  of  Fisher  (Cal.),  42  Pac.  Bep.   237,  23S. 

(21)  Vacating  allowance.  Fraud.  An  order  for  a  family  allowance 
may  be  vacated  by  the  probate  court,  and  it  will  be  presumed  that, 
in  setting  aside  orders  approving  the  time  of  the  allowance,  the 
court  duly  considered  the  administrator's  claim  to  protection  for  mak- 
ing payment  under  its  previous  orders;  the  court  undoubtedly  has  a 
right  to  vacate  its  order  of  family  allowance  on  the  ground  of  fraud 
or  mistake,  and,  in  the  absence  of  anything  in  the  record  to  the 
contrary,  it  mast  be  assumed,  where  such  an  order  is  set  aside,  that 
it  waa  upon  one  or  the  other,  or  both,  of  these  grounds  that  its 
jnrisdiction  was  invoked.  Although  the  widow  mi^^ht  not  have  been 
in  conrt  when  the  vacating  order  was  made,  yet  she  waived  any 
objection  by  reason  of  subsequent  proceedings  in  the  court  from 
which  it  appears  that  she  auBuccessfully  appealed  from  the  vacating 
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order,  and  apoD  final  bearing  asked  tbe  court  to  make  a  new  award 
to  her,  and,  when  tbe  estimate  was  returned  by  the  appraisera,  asked 
to  have  it  approved  bj  the  court,  which  was  done:  Clemes  t.  Fox, 
25  Col.  3&;  53  Pac.  Bep.  225,  228,  220.  Qeneral  equitable  relief  can- 
not be  granted  in  the  probate  department  of  the  superior  court,  for 
the  reason  that  such  relief  is  not  within  ite  probate  jurisdiction.  Sit- 
ting as  a  court  of  probate,  the  superior  court  exorcises  a  special  and 
limited  statutory  jurisdiction  under  statutory  procedure,  and  although 
guides  b;  the  principles  of  equity  in  the  exercise  of  that  jurisdic- 
tion, it  does  not  exercise  general  jurisdiction  in  equity,  but  is  limited 
to  matters  in  probate,  and  in  the  administration  of  the  estate  of 
decedents,  to  the  objects  of  such  administration.  These  objects  are 
the  temporary  preservation  and  protection  of  the  estate  of  the  de- 
ceased, the  satisfaction  or  payment  of  such  debts  and  claims  as  are 
charges  or  liens  upon  it,  and  the  distribution  of  the  residue  to  those 
who  are  entitled  thereto.  Incidentally,  the  expenses  incurred  in  the 
administration,  and  a  temporary  provision  for  the  support  of  the 
family,  including  a  homestead,  where  proper,  are  to  be  taken  from 
the  estate.  This  provision,  however,  is  in  reality  a  distribution  of 
a  portion  of  the  estate  to  those  who,  by  virtue  of  the  statute,  are  en- 
titled thereto.  Under  its  probate  jurisdiction  the  court  cannot  bring 
before  it  strangers  to  the  estate  for  the  purpose  of  adjusting  their 
claims  to  property  held  by  the  executrix  or  administrator,  or  for 
the  purpose  of  determining  their  rights  to  the  proceeds  of  a  sals 
derived  under  those  for  whose  bene&t  the  sale  was  ordered.  Thus 
when  it  appears  that  the  order  for  family  allowance  was  made  to 
reimburse  the  widow  for  moneya  which  she  had  already  expended 
in  the  support  of  her  family,  and  that  she  had  obtained  these 
moneys  from  the  assignors  of  the  plaintiff  by  mortgaging  her  interest 
in  the  estate  for  security  for  their  repayment,  and,  without  disclosing 
this  fact,  had,  as  executrix,  obtained  an  order  for  the  sale  of  the 
entire  estate  under  which  the  purchaser  would  take  the  land  dis- 
charged of  such  mortgage,  there  is  presented  the  precise  case  in 
which  a  court  of  equity  ehoald  interfere  to  control  the  enforcement 
of  the  judgment  of  another  court  by  directing  the  application  of  the 
proceeds  of  that  sale.  The  probate  court  lacks  jurisdiction  of  such  a 
matter,  and  jurisdiction  in  equity  is  therefore  properly  invoked  and 
exercised:  Curtis  v.  Schell,  12B  Cal.  208,  219,  220;  TB  Am.  St.  Bep. 
107;  61  Pac.  Hep.  951;  Savings  Bank  v.  Schell,  143  Cal.  505,  50&; 
70  Pac.  Bep.  250. 

(22)  Liens.  Oontracts  to  pay  oat.  A  family  allowance,  made 
before  exempt  property  and  the  homestead  are  set  apart,  does  not 
constitute  a  charge  or  lion  upon  the  family  home;  Estate  of  Still, 
117  Cal.  509.  513;  49  Pac.  Bep.  483.  Where  a  lessor's  lien  possesses 
no   superiority   over   that  of   any  other  person,  it  is  subject   to  the 
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Tight  of  the  widow  and  the  minor  children  to  support  from  the 
eetate  of  the  decedent:  In  re  Stone's  Estate,  14  Utah,  205;  46  Pac. 
Bep.  1101,  1102.  If  an  executrix  mortgages  her  interest  in  the  prop- 
erty of  the  estate  to  obtain  auj  additional  income  with  which  to  . 
support  the  family,  and  many  years  afterwards  obtains  an  order 
for  a  family  allowance,  by  concealing  from  the  court  the  fact  that 
the  income  and  borrowed  money  had  been  suffleient  for  the  support 
of  the  family,  or  that  any  money  had  been  borrowed  at  alt  for 
that  purpose,  and  by  falsely  representing  to  the  court  that  the 
moneys  received  by  her  had  been  insufficient,  and  she  obtains  an  ex 
parte  order,  in  the  matter  of  the  estate,  for  a  family  allowance, 
reaching  back  many  years,  and  for  a.  large  amount,  and  then  flies 
a  petition  for  an  order  of  sale  of  all  the  real  property  for  the  pur- 
pose of  paying  said  allowance,  it  is  clearly  a  scheme  to  deprive  the 
mortgagee  of  his  security,  by  selling  the  property  at  probate  sale 
free  of  the  mortgage,  and,  by  means  of  the  direction  to  pay  the 
family  allowance,  to  appropriate  all  the  proceeds  to  her  own  use, 
and  thus  defraud  the  mortgagee  of  the  amount  duo  upon  his  mort- 
gage. This  the  court  will  not  allow,  and  it  makes  no  difference 
whether  the  mortgages  were  executed  by  the  widow  herself  on  her 
individual  interest  in  the  estate,  or  whether  they  were  made  for 
the  benefit  of  a  son  upon  his  interest.  The  legal  effect  of  the  trans- 
action is  the  same:  Curtis  v.  Schell,  129  Cal.  20S;  79  Am.  St.  Bep. 
107;  61  Fac.  Bep.  B5I;  Savings  Bank  v.  Schell,  142  Cal.  SOS,  509;  76 
Pac.  Bep.  250. 

<23)  Further  allowanca.  When  the  family  allowance  becomes  ex- 
hausted, and  the  estate  is  solvent,  the  widow  is  entitled  to  such  fur- 
ther allowance  as  is  necessary  for  her  maintenance  during  the  pro- 
gress of  the  settlement  of  the  estate:  Estate  of  Roberts,  67  Csl,  349, 
350;  7  Pac.  Bep.  733.  So  where  the  exempt  property  is  set  apart 
as  insufficient  for  the  support  of  the  widow  and  minor  children,  the 
conrt  may  make  such  further  allowance;  and  if  the  widow  dies,  an 
allowance  may  be  made  for  the  benefit  of  the  minor  children:  In  re 
Murphy's  Estate,  30  Wash.  9;  70  Pac.  Bep.  109.  In  making  such 
further  allowance,  it  must  be  presumed  that  the  court  will  act  with 
due  regard  to  any  previous  order  made  for  the  widow's  support  and 
the  subsequent  condition  of  the  estiite:  Estate  of  Stade,  122  Cal. 
434,  438;  55  Pac.  Bep.  168. 

(24)  MoUon  tot  new  trial.  A  motion  for  a  new  trial  is  not  the 
proper  procedure  after  a  family  allowance  has  been  granted.  It  ia 
the  duty  of  the  court,  ex  parte,  and  without  petition,  to  make  such 
order,  and,  there  being  no  provision  for  the  framing  of  issues  with 
respect  to  the  matter  of  family  allowance,  proceedings  for  a  new 
trial  as  to   such  a  matter  are  not  authorized:   Shipman  v.   Unangst 
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(Cal.),  88  Pac.  Bep.  1090;  Leaeh  v.  PierM,  83  Cal.  614,  619;  29  Pm. 
B«p.  23S. 

<2S)  AppoBl.  KarlOT.  An  order  granting  an  allowance  to  the 
widow  of  an  intestate  is  appealablo:  In  re  Doughertj's  Estate,  H 
Mont.  336;  86  Pac.  Bep.  38,  40.  An  appeal  from  an  order  denjing 
a  family  allowance  will  not  be  reversed,  where  the  petition  for  anth 
allowance  contains  no  statement  that  the  proceeds  of  a  homestead 
coDBiBting  of  farming-lands  were  insufficient  for  tho  support  of  the 
family;  Estate  of  Luther,  67  CaL  319j  7  Pac  Bep.  708.  An  aUow- 
ance  to  the  widow  is  not  reviewable  after  the  time  has  elapsed  for 
an  appeal  from  the  order.  It  then  becomes  final,  and  the  power  of 
the  court  over  it  is  at  an  end.  The  court  below  cannot  sit  as  an 
appellate  court  to  review  its  own  orders:  Estate  of  Stevens,  83  C»l. 
322,  320;  17  Am.  St.  Bep.  252;  23  Pac.  Bep.  379.  A  wife  separaied 
from  her  husband  is  not  a  party  "  aggrieved  "  by  the  action  of  Ite 
court  in  refusing  a  family  allowance  to  her,  and  has  no  right  of 
appeal:  Estate  of  Nosh,  S8  Csl.  468;  26  Fac.  Bep.  361.  If  a  special 
administrator  has  been  directed,  by  order  of  the  court,  to  pay  ar- 
rearages of  family  allowance,  accruing  after  tho  sospension  of  the 
general  administrator,  he  maj-  appeal  from  such  order:  Estate  of 
Welch,  106  Cal.  427,  428,  429;  38  Pac.  Bep.  805;  and  the  preBomption 
is,  where  a  epeciai  administrator  of  the  estate  of  the  deceased  has 
appealed  from  an  order  of  the  court  directing  him  to  pay  to  the  widow 
of  the  deceased  a  designated  sum  of  money  as  a  family  allowance, 
that  the  condition  of  the  estate  was  such  as  to  justify  the  order: 
Estate  of  Carriger  (Cal.),  41  Pac.  Bep.  700,  701.  An  appeal  from  an 
order  requiring  an  administrator  to  pay  a  family  allowance  stayi 
proceedings  upon  the  order  appealed  from,  where  an  unJcrtakiug  or 
deposit  on  appeal  has  been  given  or  made:  Pennie  v.  Superior  Court, 
89  Cal.  31,  32;  20  Pac.  Bep.  617.  An  appeal  from  Buch  an  order 
operates  as  a  supersedeas,  and  stays  all  further  proceedings  in  the 
court  below  in  the  particular  matter  involved  in  the  order  appealed 
from,  but  the  order  or  decree  in  "  set  at  large,"  and  the  subjc!.'!' 
matter  removed  from  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  lower  court,  until  the 
appeal  has  been  determined,  and  the  matter  remitted  back  from  the 
appHllato  court;  Buggies  v.  Superior  Court,  103  Cal.  125,  12S;  37 
Pac.  Kep.  211.  Upon  an  appeal  from  an  order  directing  the  payment 
of  a  family  allowance,  the  appellate  court  will  sustain  the  order, 
whoro  the  only  ground  alleged  is  the  insufficiency  of  the  evidence: 
Estate  o£  Nolan,  145  Cal.  559,  5G1;  7B  Pac.  Bep.  428.  Where  Ihe 
amount  of  the  allowance  is  not  so  excessive  as  to  constitute  an 
abuse  of  discretion  on  the  part  of  the  court  below,  tho  appellate 
court  will  not  disturb  the  order:  Estate  of  Bump  (Cal.),  92  Fac. 
Bep.  0^3,  645.  Where  the  showing  is  sufficient  to  justify  an  anaid 
to   the   widow   for   her    allowance,    the    court   will   not    reverse   the 
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order,  even  though  tbp  estate  is  iasolveot:  Clemes  v.  Fox,  25  Cot.  39; 
53  Pac.  Eep.  225,  229.  The  appellate  court  will  not  interfere  with 
the  diBcretioD  of  the  lower  court  in  Bucb  matters,  if  not  eicrciaed 
on  erroneous  principles,  except  in  extreme  cases:  Estate  of  Lufkin, 
131  Cal.  291,  293;  83  Pac.  Rep.  46S.  Where  there  is  no  specific 
provision  in  the  statute  as  to  the  contents  of  the  record  in  such  cases, 
or  the  mode  of  authentication,  the  provisions  regulating  bills  of  ex- 
ceptions, statements,  and  appeals  in  ordinary  actions  must  be  ap- 
plied, and,  so  far  as  may  be,  though  the  proceedings  are  conducted 
in  a  different  way,  and  the  records  differ  in  their  make-up.  the 
analogies  between  them  must  govern.  While  there  is  no  such  thing, 
technically,  as  a  judgment  roll  ia  probate  proceedings,  the  successive 
determinations  in  the  course  of  them,  whenever  the  statute  directly 
or  by  implication  declares  them  final,  must  be  regarded  as  final 
judgments,  and  the  portions  of  the  record  upon  which  they  are 
based  must,  on  appeal,  be  regarded  tia  the  record  for  the  particular 
determination:  In  re  Dougherty's  Estate,  34  Mont.  336;  86  Pac.  Hep. 
38,  40.  The  record  must  be  held  to  consist  of  the  papers  found  in 
the  transcript,  and,  for  the  purpose  of  appeal,  these  papers  must 
be  held  to  constitute  the  judgment  roll.  Other  matters,  not  forming 
part  of  the  judgment  roll  in  snch  cases,  would  have  to  be  iucor- 
porated  in  bills  of  exceptions  or  statements,  as  the  case  might  be, 
following  the  analogies  of  provisions  regulating  records  on  appeal 
from  judgments  in  ordinary  actions:  In  re  Dougherty's  Estate,  34 
Mont.  336(  86  Pac.  Rep.  38,  40;  Estate  of  liyer,  130  Cal.  556;  42 
Pac.  Hep.  1082.  A  proposed  bill  of  exceptions,  accompanied  by  general 
notice  to  the  attorneys,  by  the  general  objectors,  that  the  bill  was 
intended  to  be  used  as  a  bill  of  cxceptiona  in  the  matter  of  the 
petition  by  the  widow  for  maintenance,  filed  by  her  in  the  matter 
of  said  estate,  is  one  which  the  widow  is  entitled  to  use  on  the 
objectors'  direct  appeal  from  the  order  granting  her  a  family  allow- 
ance: Leach  v.  Pierce,  93  Cal.  614,  620;  29  Pac.  Hep.  235.  A  cred- 
itor of  an  insolvent  estate  may  appeal  from  an  order  of  family  allow- 
ance, though  it  may  have  been  made  without  notice;  Estate  of 
Pretwell  (Cal.),  93  Pac.  Kep.  S83,  284.  An  appeal  may  be  taken  at 
any  time  within  sixty  days  after  the  order  is  entered,  but  the  time 
fixed  in  which  to  prepare  and  serve  a  bill  of  exceptions  is  ten  days 
after  notice  of  the  entry  of  the  judgment;  Leach  v.  Pierce,  93  Cal. 
614,  623;  29  Pac.  Rep.  235.  Where  an  application  for  a  family  allow- 
ance is  made  under  an  order  which  was  never  entered,  a  reversal 
by  an  appellate  conrt  of  such  order  on  a  former  appeal  is  res  judi- 
cata: Estate  of  Bell,  35  Cal.  Dec.  3.56,  363,  365  (April  2,  1908). 

2.  Aaalgnment  of  estate  less  In  value  than  fifteen  himdred  dollars. 
(1)  In  genaraL     When  it  appears,  both  from  the  petition  for  let- 
ters of  administration  and  the  return  of  the  inventory  and  appraise- 
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meot,  that  the  entire  propert;  of  the  estate  is  of  less  valve  than 
fifteen  hundred  dollara,  the  widow,  if  there  are  no  children,  is  entitled 
to  have  the  whole  estate  set  apart  to  her  without  any  further  pro- 
ceedings in  the  administration;  and  no  notice  to  creditors  is  neces- 
sary, though  an  order  to  show  cause  is  necessary,  under  the  statute: 
Estate  of  Atwood,  127  Cal.  137,  430;  59  Pao.  Eep.  7T0.  And  the 
widow  is  entitled  thereto  in  case  of  an  invalid  second  marriage: 
Estate  of  Richards,  133  Cal.  524,  528;  65  Pac.  Hep.  1034.  The  court, 
however,  in  setting  apart  the  whole  estate  to  the  widow  and  minor 
children,  where  it  is  of  less  value  than  fifteen  hundred  dollars,  baa 
no  power  to  order  any  sale  of  the  property  of  the  deceased.  The 
statute  merely  provides  that  the  whole  estate  shall  be  set  apart  for 
the  widow  and  children,  subject  only  to  the  expenses  of  the  last  sick- 
ness, administration,  etc.  If  there  is  to  bo  any  sale  of  the  real 
property  of  the  estate  to  pay  such  expenses,  such  sale  must  be  con- 
ducted under  the  provisions  of  the  statute  relating  to  the  sale  of 
real  property  of  a  decedent,  where  alone  the  power  to  make  and  the 
method  of  such  sale  are  to  be  found.  The  court  has  no  jurisdiction  to 
dispense  with  the  regular  proceedings  required  in  the  case  of  the  sale 
of  the  real  property  of  the  decedent  because  of  the  fact  that  the 
estate  is  of  less  value  than  fifteen  hundred  dollars:  Wills  v.  Pauly,  116 
Cal.  575,  561;  48  Pac.  Bep.  709.  In  such  cases  the  expensea  of  admin- 
istration, burial,  and  last  sickness  are  to  be  paid  before  snch  estate 
is  set  apart  to  the  widow,  or  to  the  widow  and  children;  In  re  Thorn'i 
Estate,  24  Utah,  209;  67  Pac.  Rep.  22,  In  Utah,  the  widow  does  not 
become  the  absolute  owner  of  such  property,  to  the  ezdnsiou  of  the 
heirs  and  members  of  the  family:  Bands  v.  Brain  (Utah),  14  Pac. 
Hep.  12B,  130;  5  Utah,  272;  15  Pac.  Hep.  1. 

<2)  Notice  to  creditors,  and  to  Bbow  cause.  The  whole  estate  of 
a  decedent,  where  it  is  less  than  fifteen  hundred  dollars  in  value,  may 
be  set  apart  to  the  widow,  or  to  the  widow  and  children,  without 
notice  to  creditors:  Estate  of  Palomares,  63  Cal.  402;  Estate  of  At- 
wood, 127  Cal.  437;  58  Pac.  Eep.  770.  And  notice  of  the  order  to 
appear  and  show  cause  why  the  whole  of  the  estate  should  not  be 
assigned  to  the  widow,  or  to  the  widow  and  children,  need  not  be 
given  by  publication,  because  the  statute  does  not  require  it,  and 
because  the  judge,  on  final  hearing,  if  he  deems  the  notice  insufficient, 
may  order  such  further  notice  as  may  seem  to  him  proper;  Wills  v. 
Booth  (Cal.  App.),  91  Pac.  Hep.  759,  760. 

(3)  TCIiBt  property  may  be  set  apart.    It  was  clearly  the  intention 

of  the  legislature  that  estates  under  fifteen  hundred  dollars  in  value 
should  go  immediately  to  the  family,  without  further  administration, 
and  the  entire  estate  of  the  decedent  is  included.  The  fact  that  a 
part  of  the  estate  was  separate  property  of  the  deceased,  and  that

before  his  death  the  widow  had  filed  a  bomeatead  declaration  thereon, 
he  not  joining  therein,  does  not  take  the  property  out  of  the  operation 
of  the  statute.  The  court,  in  making  the  order,  is  not  setting  aaide 
a  homestead  nor  dealing  with  the  subject  of  homesteada:  Estate  of 
Neff,  139  Cal.  71,  72;  72  Pae.  Bep.  633.  The  statute  covers  alt  prop- 
erty, where  the  eatate  does  not  exceed  Qfteen  hundred  dollars  in 
value,  whether  the  property  be  community  or  separate;  Estate  of 
LeBlie,  118  Cal.  72,  73;  50  Pac.  Hep.  29. 

(4)  Apportionment,  and  rlgHU  of  cbUdran.  Seetion  1469  of  the 
Code  of  Civil  Procedure  of  California  does  not  expressly  state  to 
whom  the  estate  shall  be  assigned,  but  simply  that  it  shall  be  as- 
signed for  the  use  and  support  of  the  widow  and  minor  children. 
The  preceding  section,  however,  which  is  in  the  same  chapter,  pro- 
vides that  ■'  when  property  is  aet  apart  to  the  use  of  the  family  under 
the  provision  of  tliis  chapter,  if  the  decedent  left  also  a  minor  child 
or  children,  the  one  half  of  such  property  shall  belong  to  the  widow 
or  surviving  hnsband,  and  the  remainder  [shall  go]  to  the  child,  or 
in  equal  aharee  to  the  children,  if  there  be  more  than  one."  In  the 
absence  of  special  provision  in  said  section  1469,  the  preceding  see- 
tion must  control.  The  children,  therefore,  are  entitled,  as  tenants  in 
common,  to  an  undivided  one  half  of  the  property  set  apart  to  the 
widow  and  minor  children,  and  they  may  recover  the  demanded  prem- 
ises in  an  action  of  ejectment:  McOuire  v.  Lynch,  126  Cal.  576,  57S; 
59  Pac.  Rep.  27. 

(5)  Lions,  ontstandlng  titles,  etc.  The  setting  apart  of  property 
for  the  support  of  the  family,  where  the  estate  is  less  than  fifteen 
hundred  dollars  in  value,  does  not  devest  existing  liens  against  the 
property:  Fairbanks  v.  Bobinson,  S4  Cal.  250,  251.  The  order  of  the 
court  sets  apart  only  the  title  and  interest  of  the  deceased.  It  can  do 
DO  more.  It  is  not  the  purpose  of  the  statute  to  have  the  court  ex- 
amine the  title  and  set  apart  such  property  on  condition  that  the 
title  is  perfect.  It  is  evident  that  the  court  cannot  affect  the  out- 
standing title  in  the  hands  of  a  third  person:  Estate  of  Richards, 
133  Cal.  624,  528;  65  Pae.  Bep.  1034.  Where  a  lessor's  lien  is  gone, 
his  claim  possesses  no  superiority  to  that  of  any  other  person,  and 
i*  inferior  to  that  of  the  widow  and  the  minor  children:  In  re 
Stone's  Estate,  14  Utah,  205;  46  Pac.  Bep.  1101,  1102.  In  the  case 
of  a  valid  mortgage  lien,  however,  upon  a  probate  homestead  set 
apart  for  the  nse  of  the  family,  it  was  not  intended  that  the  creditor 
shonld  lose  hie  debt  for  not  doing  an  impossible  act  by  presenting 
his  claim,  because  no  notice  to  creditors  can  be  given  and  no  claims 
presented  for  allowance  in  such  a  case,  and  no  presentation  of  the 
mortgage  claim  is  necessary:  Browne  v.  9woet,  127  Cal.  332,  335;  59 
Pac.   Bep.   774.     Where  a   deceased   husband's   estate  is  found,   upon 
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the  return  of  the  inventory,  to  be  of  less  value  than  fifteen  hun- 
dred doUars,  and  the  probate  court  thereafter  duly  and  regularly 
makes  an  order  and  decree  setting  the  entire  estate  aside  for  the 
use  and  support  of  the  family  of  the  deceased,  in  compliance  with 
the  statute,  and  the  widow  thereafter  mortgages  all  her  interest  in 
and  to  euch  estate,  the  mortgage  so  executed  covers  whatever  right, 
title,  or  interest  she  has  in  or  to  the  estate  by  right  of  succeBsion 
as  an  heir  of  her  deceased  husband,  and  the  interest  so  granted  and 
encumbered  is  commeoBurate  only  with  her  rights  of  succession,  and 
Si  purchaser  under  foreclosure  sale  can  acquire  only  such  rights  and 
privileges  as  she  has  by  reason  of  being  an  heir  to  such  estate:  Booth 
Mer.  Co.  v.  Murphy   (Ida.),  93  Pac.  Rep,  777. 

(6)  Apjtaal.  If  a  widow,  who  is  also  the  admin istratrii  of  the  es- 
tate, makes  application  to  have  the  whole  of  the  estate  of  the  de- 
ceased set  apart  to  her  on  the  ground  that  it  does  not  exceed  in  value 
fifteen  hundred  dollars,  but  the  application  is  denied,  and  an  appeal 
is  taken  by  the  widow,  it  will  be  dismissed,  where  she  gave  no  bond 
on  appeal.  The  order  is  against  the  widow,  and  in  favor  of  the 
estate;  and  the  widow,  individually,  is  alone  aggrieved,  and  she  alone 
can  appeal,  bnt  the  appeal  will  not  stand  unless  an  undertaking  on 
appeal  was  filed;  and  if  the  appeal  was  taken  in  her  representative 
capacity,  it  must  be  dismissed,  because  she  has  no  right  to  appeal  in 
that  capacity:  Estate  of  Wood,  143  Cal.  522,  524;  77  Pac.  Bep.  4S1. 
No  notice  of  the  application  for  a  family  allowance  is  required.  The 
court  may  make  the  order  on  its  own  motion.  But  any  person 
interested,  whether  be  has  bad  actual  notice  of  the  entry  of  the 
order  or  not,  may  appeal  at  any  time  within  sixty  days.  Those  who 
have  had  only  constructive  notice  certainly  should  have  a  reasonable 
time  within  which  to  prepare  and  serve  their  bills  of  exceptions.  What 
is  a  reasonable  time  is  a  question  to  be  determined  by  the  judge, 
upon  all  the  facts  and  circumstances.  As  to  those  who  have  been 
parties  to  the  contest,  they  are,  following  the  analogies  found  in  pro- 
visions of  the  code  relating  to  civil  actions,  entitled  to  actual  notice 
of  the  entry  of  the  order;  and  the  time  within  which  to  move  for  a 
new  trial,  when  proceedings  therefor  are  proper,  or  to  prepare  and 
serve  a  bill  of  exceptions  to  be  used  on  appeal  from  the  order,  does 
not  begin  to  run  until  such  notice  has  been  given:  Leach  v.  Pierce, 
93  Cal.  614,  esi;   29  Pac.  Bep.  235. 

(7)  Death  pending  Evpeal.  Abatement.  The  power  of  the  court 
to  set  apart  the  whole  of  an  estate  without  administration,  for  the 
nse  and  support  of  tbe  widow  and  minor  children,  cannot  be  exer- 
cised, where  there  is  no  widow  or  minor  children,  and  the  estate  is 
therefore  subject  to  administration.  Ilenco,  where  the  court  has  de- 
nied the  widow's  application  to  have  the  whole   estate  set  apart  to

her,  tbere  being  do  minor  cliild,  and  sho  dies  pending  her  appeal  from 
such  order,  sbe  is  the  only  person  for  whose  use  and  support  tha 
eitate  could  be  set  apart,  and  b^  her  death  the  court  loses  jnrisdie- 
tion  to  make  such  an  order.  Her  death,  pending  the  appeal  from  on 
order  refusing  to  grant  her  application,  has  the  same  effect  upon 
the  power  of  the  court  as  if  she  had  died  before  tha  application  had 
been  heard.  This  right  of  the  widow  does  not  survive  to  any  one, 
and  the  proceedings,  therefore,  abate  by  her  death:  Estate  of  Bachel- 
der,  123  Cal.  466,  467;  56  Pac.  Bep.  97.  No  action  on  the  note  of 
a  decedent  can  be  maintained  agaibst  his  adminietratriz,  where  the 
value  of  the  estate  left  bf  him  is  less  than  fifteen  hundred  dollars:

If  the  home- 
stead selected  by  the  huaband  and  wife,  or  either  of  them,

t.  &1  gananl.  The  rigbt  ot  teBtamentarj  diaposition  is  BubordiDate 
to  th«  rights  of  the  famil}'.  Thus,  despite  the  fact  that  a  farm  has 
been  8peeidcall7  devised,  one  hal£  to  the  widow  and  the  other 
half  to  the  ehildren,  it  is  eompetcnt  for  the  probate  conrt  to  set  it 
aside  as  a  homestead,  for  the  right  of  a  testator  to  devise  is  suboi- 
dinate  to  the  power  of  the  probate  court  to  sequester  and  set  apart 
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the  property  for  the  shelter,  care,  and  support  of  the  family:  Estat* 
of  HueJaman,  127  Cal.  275,  276;  59  Pac.  Rep.  T76.  A  homeitead  oat 
of  the  separate  property  of  a  deceased  hueband  can  be  set  apart  to 
the  widow  only  for  a  limited  time,  and  certainly  not  longer  than  dar- 
ing her  life:  Hutchinson  v.  TtlcNally,  85  Cal.  619,  621;  24  Fac.  Kep. 
1071.  An  overruled  opposition  to  the  setting  apart  of  a  homestead 
doee  not  estop  the  party  objecting  from  establishing  bis  title,  in  an 
action  for  that  purpose:  Dickey  v.  Qibson,  121  Cal.  276,  27S;  53  Fae. 
Rep.  704.

2.  DeflDMon  of  "  homestead."  The  homestead,  and  the  tests  by 
which  it  is  ascertained,  are  the  same,  whether  the  question  arises  be' 
tween  those  claiming  the  homestead,  or  one  of  them  and  a  vendee,  a 
mortgagee,  a  creditor,  oj  the  heirs  of  the  deceased  husband  or  wife. 
There  is  not  one  homestead  as  against  a  creditor,  and  a  different  one 
when  the  survivor  asserts  his  or  her  claim  as  againat  the  heirs  of 
the  deceaaed;  Estate  of  Delaney,  37  Cal.  176,  180.  The  word  "  home- 
itead "  signifies  the  place  of  the  home;  the  residence  of  the  family. 
It  represents  the  dwelling-house  at  which  the  family  reaidoa,  with 
the  usual  and  customary  appurtenances,  including  the  outplaces  of 
every  kind  necessary  and  convenient  for  the  family  use,  and  land 
used  for  the  purposes  thereof.  It  is  in  this  sense  that  the  word  is 
nB«d  in  the  constitution,  and  also  in  the  statute.  In  other  words,  it 
ia  the  actual  homestead  to  which  they  refer,  and  to  which  they  pur- 
port to  add  certain  legal  incidents:  Keyes  v.  Cyrua,  100  Cal.  322,  324; 
38  Am.  St.  Rep.  286;  34  Pae.  Hep.  722;  Estate  of  Garrity,  108  Cal. 
463,  468;  38  Pae.  Kep.  628;  41  Pac.  Kep.  485,  The  purpoae  of  the 
homestead  law  is  to  secure  a  homo  to  those  clothed  with  a  homestead 
right,  —  to  each  and  all  of  them:  Moore  v.  Hoffman,  125  CaL  90,  63; 
73  Am.  St.  Rep.  27;  57  Pac.  Rep.  769. 

3.  Application  of  statute.  The  devolution  of  title  to  the  homestead 
of  one  of  the  spouses  is  provided  for  in  section  1265  of  the  Civil 
Code  of  California,  and  also  in  section  1474  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Froce- 
dure  of  that  state.  The  latter  section  was  amended  ten  days  later  than 
the  aection  of  the  Civil  Code,  and  ia  to  be  regarded  as  the  latest 
expression  of  the  legislative  will.  By  said  section  1474  the  legislature 
has  declared  that  "  if  the  homestead  was  selected  from  the  separate 
property  of  either  the  husband  or  the  wife,  without  his  or  her  con- 
sent, it  vests,  on  the  death  of  the  person  from  whose  property  it  wai 
selected,  in  his  or  her  heirs,  subject  to  the  power  of  the  superior  court 
to  assign  it  for  a  limited  period  to  the  family  of  the  decedent,"  The 
power  thus  to  limit  the  estate  of  the  heirs  is  not  given  by  said  sec- 
tion 1474,  but  is  merely  referred  to  as  the  source  of  the  limitation 
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wUeh  ma-y  ba  placed  upon  the  «Btate.  The  said  geetion  1474  pur- 
port* to  deal  merely  with  tbe  descent  of  the  property  from  wbich  the 
homestead  waa  selected,  but  the  power  of  the  court  to  assigii  the 
homestead,  and  upon  whose  exercise  a  limitation  upon  the  estate  of 
heirs  is  created,  is  given  in  section  1465  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Pro- 
cedure of  that  state,  and  the  provisions  of  tbe  section  last  named 
are  to  be  read  in  connection  with  the  provisions  of  section  1474: 
Weinreieb  v.  Hensley,  121  Cal.  647,  653;  54  Fac.  Bep.  254;  Estate  of 
Fath,  132  Gal.  €09,  611;  64  Pac.  Bep.  995.  The  power  thus  given 
to  the  court,  by  said  section  1465,  to  set  apart  a  homestead  that  has 
been  selected  from  the  separate  estate  of  the  decedent  is  the  same 
as  its  power  to  set  apart  a  homestead  when  none  has  been  selected 
in  the  lifetime  of  the  decedent,  and  must  be  exercised  in  the  same 
manner  and  under  tbe  same  limitations  and  conditions.  The  pro- 
vision in  section  1474  making  the  estate  of  the  heirs  sabject  to  the 
exercise  by  the  court  of  its  power  to  assign  the  homestead  to  the 
family  for  a  limited  period  does  not  confer  upon  the  court  the 
power  to  assign  the  homestead  taken  from  the  separate  property  of 
the  decedent,  unless  by  the  conditions  of  section  1465  tbe  separate 
estate  may  be  so  set  apart.  Bection  1465  does  not  direct  tbe  conrt  to 
set  apart  the  homestead  which  had  been  selected  by  the  survivor  oat 
of  the  separate  property  of  the  deceased  spouse,  but  declares,  in  snch 
case,  that  tbe  court  "  must  select,"  designate,  and  set  apart  a  home- 
stead, and  limits  the  property  out  of  which  it  is  to  be  selected  to 
tbe  common  property,  if  there  be  any.  It  is  only  in  the  case  where 
there  is  no  common  property  that  it  may  select,  designate,  and  set 
apart  a  homestead  oat  of  the  separate  estate  of  the  decedent.  It 
is  very  evident  that  if  there  be  any  common  property,  tbe  homestead 
which  may  have  been  selected  by  the  survivor  from  the  separate 
property  of  the  decedent,  without  his  assent,  would  cease  to  be  such 
upon  his  death;  but  the  effect  of  his  death  upon  the  homestead 
selected  from  his  separate  estate,  without  his  assent,  is  the  same, 
whether  there  be  common  property  or  not;  Weioreieh  v.  Hensley,  121 
Cal.  647,  664;  54  Pac.  Bep.  252.  Section  1468  of  the  Code  of  Civil 
Procedure  of  California,  as  amended  in  1881,  applies  to  probate  home- 
steads selected  and  set  apart  by  the  court;  and  such  amendment  was 
intended  to  change  the  rule  declared  in  Uawson  v.  Mawson,  50  Cal. 
539,  543,  and  to  take  from  the  court  the  power  to  B«t  apart  a  home- 
Btead  selected  from  the  separate  property  of  the  deceased,  except 
for  a  limited  period:  Estate  of  Schmidt,  94  Cal.  334,  339;  29  Pac.  Rep. 
714.  The  provision  in  section  1466,  declaring  what  shall  be  the  own- 
ership "when  property  is  set  apart  to  tbe  nse  of  the  family  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  "  implies  that,  until  it  is 
BO  set  apart,  the  property  belongs  to  the  estate  of  the  decedent;  and 
the  subsequent  provision  in  tbe  same  section,  that  "  if  the  property 
set  apart  be  a  homestead  selected  from  the  separate  property  of  the 
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deceased,  the  eourt  can  oalj  set  it  apart  for  a  limited  period,  to 
be  designated  in  the  order,  and  the  title  vests  in  the  heirs  of  the 
deceased  and  subject  to  such  order,"  clearly  indicates  that  the  court 
must  make  an  order  designating'  tlie  limited  period  for  which  the 
homestead  is  set  apart,  and  that  until  such  order  is  made  there  is 
no  homestead,  and  that  the  propertj  selected  as  a  homestead  out  of 
the  separate  estate  of  the  deceased  in  his  lifetime,  without  his  assent, 
ceases  upon  his  death  to  be  a  homestead,  and  vests  in  his  heirs, 
free  from  any  such  limitation,  unless  it  is  afterwards  selected  and  set 
apart  as  a  homestead  by  an  order  of  the  court:  Weinreicb  v.  Hensley, 
121  Cal.  647,  655;  54  Pac.  Rep.  254. 

i,  8iirTlT0i8lilp.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  codes  of  California, 
it  ia  only  a  homestead  selected  from  the  community  property  during 
the  eristence  of  the  community  to  which  the  law  of  title  by  sor- 
Tivorship  applies:  Estate  of  Oilmore,  SI  Cal.  240,  243;  22  Pac.  Rep. 
655.  If  community  property  has  been  designated  as  a  homestead,  it 
becomes,  upon  the  death  of  one  of  the  spouses,  the  sole  property  of 
the  survivor,  who  will  be  protected  in  the  same  manner  as  he  was 
before:  Sanders  v.  KusseU,  86  Cal.  IIB,  120;  21  Am.  St.  Bep.  26;  24 
Pac.  Rep.  852.  The  homestead  character  of  property  is  not  affected 
by  the  death  of  the  husband,  bnt  continues  so  long  as  it  remains  a 
homestead:  Estate  of  Path,  132  Cal.  609,  6J2;  64  Pac.  Rep.  995. 
Where  a  homestead  was  the  separate  property  of  the  husband,  the 
wife  has  no  right  of  survivorship  in  the  property,  but,  on  bis  death, 
it  wilt  be  vested  in  his  heirs,  discharged  of  all  claim  or  interest  oo 
her  part  by  virtue  of  any  previous  declaration  of  homestead  she  may 
have  made  thereon:  Warner  v.  Warner,  144  Cal.  615,  618;  78  Pac 
R«p.  24.

5.  Itaw  at  deatb  controls.  The  law  in  force  at  the  time  of  death 
controls  on  the  subject  of  homesteads  and  the  rights  of  survivors: 
Rich  V.  Tubba,  41  Cal.  34,  36;  Estate  of  Headen,  52  Cal.  204,  297; 
Tyrrell  v.  Baldwin,  78  Cal.  470,  473;  21  Pac.  Bep.  116;  Gruwell  v. 
Beybolt,  82  Cal.  7;  22  Pac.  Hep.  938;  In  re  Thorn's  Estate,  24  Utah, 
209;  67  Pac.  Rep.  22,  23.  Thus  if  the  act  under  which  a  homestead 
was  created  was  amended  before  the  death  of  either  husband  or 
wife,  the  right  of  survivorship  is  governed  by  the  amended  law,  and 
not  by  the  original  one:  Tyrrell  v.  Baldwin,  78  Cal.  470,  474;  21  Pac. 
Rep.  116.  There  can  be  no  survivorship  until  a  death  has  occurred; 
but  the  death  of  one  of  the  spouses  does  cot  alter  in  any  way  the 
estate  or  title  of  the  homestead;  Tj-rrell  v.  Baldwin,  78  Cal.  470,  473, 
475;  21  Pac.  Rep.  116.     And  as  the  descent  of  the  homestead  to  the 
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enrrlTliig  widow  ia  governed  by  the  law  in  force  at  tlie  death  of  her 
husband,  she  becomos  the  owner  in  fee  of  the  homestead  property 
by  virtne  of  her  aurvivorahip,  and  the  title  bo  acquired  is  not  affected 
by  the  subsequent  order  of  the  court  setting  the  property  apart 
to  her  as  a  homestead.  The  effect  of  such  order  is  to  withdraw  the 
property  therein  named  from  admiuistTatioii,  but  it  does  not  qualify 
or  affect  the  title  that  had  vested  in  the  widow  at  the  instant  of  her 
husband's  death:  Estate  of  Fath,  132  Ca).  609,  €121  61  Par.  Bep.  995. 

e.  Bl^t  to  homestead.  "  Family."  Where  a  husband  owdh  an  un- 
divided interest  in  land,  as  a  tenant  in  common  with  others,  and  is 
living  thereon  with  his  family,  bis  wife  may  claim  a  homestead  therein 
to  the  extent  of  the  husband's  undivided  interest  aod  to  the  value 
of  five  thousand  dollars:  Higgins  v.  Higgins,  16  Gal.  259,  266;  and 
although  a  widow  has  obtained  a  homestead,  and  she  afterwards  mar- 
ries, she  may  claim  another  homestead  out  of  the  estate  of  her  sec- 
ond deceased  husband:  Higgina  v.  Higgins,  46  Cal.  2S9,  265.  Where 
property  was  the  separate  property  of  the  wife,  and  at  her  death  was 
the  homestead  of  herself  and  her  husband  by  virtue  of  a  declaration 
made  by  her  in  due  form,  the  husband,  upon  her  death,  acquires 
absolute  title  thereto.  Upon  the  death  of  either  spouse,  the  home- 
stead selected  from  the  community  property,  or  from  the  separate 
property  of  the  parties  making  the  declaration,  or  joining  therein, 
vests  absolutely  in  the  mrvivor.  The  survivor,  in  such  case,  takes  bis 
title  by  operation  of  law,  and  no  order  of  court  is  necessary  to  per- 
fect his  title:  Fisher  v.  Bartholomew,  4  Cal.  App.  5%1;  88  Fac.  Rep. 
60S,  609.  And  the  title  thus  acquired  cannot  be  affected  by  subse-  - 
queut  orders  of  the  probate  court.  Heuce  an  order  of  the  probate 
court  authorizing  a  sale  of  the  premises  operates  only  upon  the  title 
then  remaining  in  the  estate  of  the  decedent,  which  is  nothing:  Fisher 
V.  Bartholomew,  1  Cal.  App.  581;  88  Fac.  Kep.  608,  609.  The  statute 
of  Oklahoma,  which  authorizes  the  survivor  to  continue  to  possess 
and  to  occupy  the  whole  homestead  untU  it  is  otherwise  disposed  of 
according  to  law,  does  not  support  the  contention  that  any  single 
survivor  of  the  family  may  be  entitled  to  the  possession  of  the  prop- 
erty as  a  homestead,  unless  such  survivor  is  "  the  head  of  a  family." 
To  constitute  a  family,  there  must  be  a  eolleetion  of  persons  living 
together.  One  person  cannot  constitute  a  family,  nor  the  head  of  a 
family:  Betts  v.  MiUs,  8  Okl.  351;  5S  Fac.  Bep.  957. 


What  constitutes  a  "  family,"  under  the  homestead  and  exemption 
laws:  See  note  1  U  K.  A.  (N.  a)  365-398. 

7.  Abandonment.    Btattit«  of  limitations.    Selection.    A  homestead 
may  be  abaadoned  by  a  deed  in  prnsenti,  vesting  the  title  in  the 
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grantee  upon  condition  aabsequcnt,  and  coataining  a  reaerration  to 
the  factor;  and  a  reconvsyanco  will  not  revive  the  homestead:  Bank 
of  Suisun  V.  Starli,  108  Cal.  202,  207;  3&  Pac.  Eep.  S31.  If  a.  widow 
does  not  know  the  law,  that  the  homestead  vested  in  her  by  the 
death  of  her  husband,  and,  although  she  has  able  attorneys,  she  la  not 
advised  of  her  right  to  a  probate  homestead,  and  she  relinquishes  all 
riglits  in  ber  husband's  estate,  but  brings  suit  nearly  nineteen  years 
after  his  death  to  set  aside  Buch  surrender  of  her  homestead  rights, 
the  five-year  statute  of  limitations  applies  to  prevent  her  recovery. 
Such  an  action  being  one  to  settle  and  determine  thft  question  as  to 
whether  or  not  plaintiff  is  the  owner  of  the  homestead  ie  one  for  the 
recovery  of  real  estate:  Daniels  v.  Dean,  2  Cal.  App.  421;  84  Pae.  Bep. 
332,  334.  Where  a  husband,  the  wife  being  dead,  owned  and  ocenpied 
a  tract  of  real  estate  as  a  homestead  with  his  two  minor  children  at 
the  time  of  his  death,  and,  immediately  after  his  death,  the  said 
minor  chUdren  were  moved  from  said  land,  and  a  guardian  was 
appointed  for  them,  and  the  guardian,  in  his  capacity  as  sueh,  leased 
the  land  and  collected  the  rents  therefrom,  but  did  not  occupy  the 
same,  and  where  none  of  the  said  children  had  occupied  the  land  as 
a  residence  after  the  death  of  their  father,  it  was  held  that  such 
removal  of  the  minor  heirs  from  the  land  did  not  constitute  a  waiver 
or  abandonment  of  the  homestead;  and  further,  that  personal  "pos- 
session and  occupancy  "  of  the  land,  by  either  the  minor  heirs  or  their 
guardian,  was  not  necessary;  that  "possession  and  occupancy"  by  a 
tenant  of  the  guardian  was  sufflcient  to  preserve  the  homestead  char- 
acter of  the  land  for  the  minor  heirs;  and  that  said  land  could  not 
be  subjected  to  the  payment  of  the  debts  of  plaintiff,  created  prior 
to  the  death  of  the  father:  Rockwood  v.  St.  John's  Estate,  10  OU. 
4T6;  62  Pac.  Rep.  277.  A  homestead  selected  by  a  wife  from  the  sep- 
arate property  of  her  husband  is  not  abandoned  by  a  subsequent 
agreement  between  her  and  him  for  a  division  of  the  homestead  be- 
tween them,  especially  where  it  is  not  recorded  by  either  of  the 
parties.  If  a  husband  makes  a  filing  upon  public  lands,  before  his 
marriage,  the  legal  title  acquired  becomes  his  separate  property;  and 
a  homestead  filed  thereon  by  the  wife  alone  is  not  a  "  selection  " 
from  the  "  community  property."  If  a  wife  files  a  declaration  of  home- 
stead upon  property  at  a  time  when  all  of  the  land  in  controversy  is 
the  separate  property  of  her  husband,  the  subsequent  acquisition  by 
her  of  the  title  to  a  part  of  the  land  as  her  separate  property  does 
not  have  the  effect  of  changing  the  prior  declaration  into  a  selection 
by  her  of  the  homestead  from  her  separate  property.  When  the  statute 
speaks  of  a  selection  of  a  homestead  "from  the  separate  property  of 
the  person  selecting  or  joining  in  the  selection  of  the  same,"  it  has 
reference  to  the  status  of  the  property  as  separate  property  at  the 
time  when  the  selection  is  made;  and  only  in  sueh  case  can  there 
be  properly  imputed  to  the  person  making  the  selection  an  intention

to  dedicate  his  or  ler  property  for  homestead  purpoBea,  and  thDB  to 
vest  in  the  other  Bpouee  an  estate  therein  which,  upon  the  contingency 
of  survivorship,  will  ripen  into  an  absolute  title  to  the  land  so  dedi' 
Gated.  It  Trould  be  subversive  of  the  object  and  purpose  of  the 
law  to  hold  that  the  wife's  subsequent  acquisition  of  the  property 
from  which  she  selected  a  homestead,  when  it  belonged  to  her  husband, 
could  be  made  to  relate  back  to  give  to  her  former  act  in  selecting 
■uch  homestead  an  intention  and  purpose  which  did  not  in  fact  then 
accompany  it:  Estate  of  I<amb,  So  Cal.  3BT,  406;  2B  Am.  St.  Rep.  421; 
30  Pac.  Bep.  568. 

8.  HomestMtd  vests  bow, 
(1)  Hommteads  selected  from  community  property.  Where  the 
homestead  was  selected  from  community  property,  it  vests  absolutely 
in  the  survivor  at  the  death  of  either  spouse:  Tyrrell  v.  Baldwin,  78 
Cttl.  470,  476;  21  Pac.  Rep.  116;  Bollinger  v.  Manning,  79  Cal.  7,  11; 
21  Pac.  Rep.  375;  8h<.>ehy  v.  Miles,  93  Cal.  288;  28  Pac.  Rep.  1046; 
Vandall  v.  Teague,  142  Cai.  471;  76  Pac.  Rep.  35;  Saddlemire  v.  Stoek- 
toa  Sav.  etc.  Soc,  144  Cal.  650;  79  Pac.  Rep.  381;  Hibomia  Sav.  &  L. 
Soc.  V.  Hinz,  4  Cal.  App.  620;  88  Psc.  Bep.  730;  and  an  order  of  court 
made  purporting  to  set  aside  tlie  homestead  property  "  for  the  uee 
of  the  family"  does  not  in  any  way  change  or  affect  the  rights  of  the 
survivor,  but  merely  eicludes  the  property  from  administration:  Bol- 
linger V.  Manning,  79  Cal.  7,  11;  21  Pac.  Bep.  375.  The  probate  court, 
in  such  a  case,  has  no  power  to  make  a  decree  setting  apart  the 
property  for  the  use  of  the  family;  and  its  effect,  no  matter  how 
broad  its  language,  is  simply  to  take  the  property  out  of  adminis- 
tration: Sheehy  v.  Uilee,  93  Cal.  28S,  295;  28  Pac.  Bep.  1046.  As 
the  wife  becomes  the  owner  of  a  homestead  upon  community  prop- 
erty immediately  upon  the  death  of  her  husband,  the  property  retains 
its  homestead  character:  Hibernia  Sav.  &  L.  Soc.  v.  Hinz,  4  Cal. 
App.  626;  S8  Pac.  Rep.  730,  731;  and  the  probate  court  has  no  juris- 
diction over  it;  hence  its  order  setting  apart  the  homestead  to  the 
widow  has  do  other  effect  than  to  take  the  property  out  of  adminis- 
tration. The  order  could  aSect  only  the  interest  of  the  estate  in  the 
property,  which  in  such  a  ease  would  be  nothing:  Vandall  v.  Teugue, 
142  Cal.  471,  474;   76  Pac.  Bep.  36. 


Amendment  of  1880  to  section  1474  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure 
of  California  made  no  change  in  the  case  of  a  homestead  selected 
from  community  property:  See  next  eabdivision,  infra. 

(2)  Homesteads  selected  from  separate  property  of  persons  selecting 
or  Joining  In  selection  of  same,  if  the  homcBteud  selected  by  the  hus- 
band or  wife,  or  either  of  them,  during  their  coverture,  and  recorded 
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while  both  weie  livings,  was  selected  from  the  separate  property  of 
the  person  selecting  or  joining  in  the  Belection  of  the  same,  it  veata, 
on  the  death  of  the  huBband  or  wife,  absolutely  in  the  survivor;  Estate 
of  Croghan,  92  Cal.  370,  3T1;  28  Pac.  Rep.  570;  Estate  of  Fath,  132 
Cal.  609;  64  Pac.  Rep,  995.  Hence  if  the  widow,  upon  the  death 
of  her  husband,  becomes,  by  virtue  of  her  survivorship,  the  owner  in 
fee  of  a  homestead  selected  by  the  husband  in  bis  lifetime  from 
hia  separate  estate,  the  title  thus  acquired  is  not  affected  by  a  sub- 
sequent order  of  the  court  setting  the  property  apart  to  her  as  a 
homestead.  The  effect  of  the  order  is  simply  to  withdraw  the  prop- 
erty therein  named  from  administration:  Estate  of  Fath,  132  Cal. 
609,  G12;  64  Pac.  Rep.  995.  In  such  a  case  the  death  of  the  husband 
does  not  affect  the  homestead  selected  by  him,  but  the  homestead 
continues  so  long  as  it  remains  a  homestead;  and  upon  the  death  of 
the  widow,  leaving  no  minor  children,  there  ceases  to  be  anj  family 
for  whose  benefit  the  exemption  exists  and  the  homestead  itself 
ceases  to  eiist.  It  is  subject  to  the  widow's  testamentary  disposi- 
tion, and  in  case  she  dies  intestate,  it  descends  to  her  heirs  under 
the  laws  of  succession:  Estate  of  Fath,  132  Cal.  609,  612;  64  Pac. 
Rep.  995.  The  amendment  of  1880  to  seetioo  1474  of  the  Code  of 
Civil  Procedure  of  California  made  no  change  in  the  case  ot  a.  home- 
stead selected  from  community  property;  but  with  reference  to  home- 
steads selected  from  separate  property,  it  distinguished  between  those 
selected  by  or  with  the  consent  of  the  owner  of  the  property,  and 
those  selected  by  one  of  the  spouses  without  the  consent  of  the 
other.  Those  of  the  former  class  were  made  to  go  to  the  survivor; 
of  the  latter,  to  the  heirs  of  the  person  from  whose  property  the  se- 
lection had  been  made.  Thus  the  only  change  made  by  said  amend- 
ment was  with  relation  to  homesteads  selected  from  separate  prop- 
erty where  the  owner  of  the  property  made  the  selection  or  joined 
in  it.  But  in  the  case  of  a  homestead  selected  by  the  wife  from  the 
separate  property  of  tho  husband  without  his  consent,  sach  property 
went  to  the  heirs,  by  the  provisions  of  said  section  1474,  before  as 
well  as  after  the  amendment  of  1880:  Estate  of  McQee,  36  Cal.  Dec 
155,  156  (Aug.  2",  190S). 

<3)  Homesteads  selected  from  separate  property  wlUiont  owner's 
consent.  If  the  property  was  selected  from  the  separate  property  of 
either  the  husband  or  wife  without  his  or  her  consent,  it  vests,  on 
the  death  of  the  person  from  whoso  property  it  was  selected,  in  his 
or  her  heirs,  subject  to  the  power  of  the  probate  court  to  assign 
it  for  a  limited  period  to  the  family  of  the  decedent;  Estate  of 
Croghan,  92  Cal.  370,  371;  28  Pac.  Rep.  570;  Oruwell  v.  Seybolt,  82 
Cal.  7;  22  Pac.  Rep.  938;  Estate  of  Schmidt,  94  Cal.  334,  338;  29  Pac. 
Hep.  714;  Estate  of  Lamb,  95  Cal,  397;  29  Am.  St.  Rep.  121;  30  Pac. 
Rep.   508;    Estate  of  Walkerly,   108   Cal.   627,   654;   49   Am.   St.  Eep. 
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97;' 41  Pae.  Rep.  772;  Weinreich  v.  Heniiley,  131  Csl.  647,  634,  655i 
54  Pae.  Rep.  254.  It  will  be  aotieed  that,  under  the  lana  of  Cali- 
fornia, where  a.  homeBtead  has  been  seleeted  from  the  separate  prop- 
erty of  a  husband  during  his  lifetime,  and  without  his  consent,  it 
goes,  upon  his  death,  to  his  "  heirs  or  devisees,"  subject  to  the  power 
of  the  court  to  BBsign  the  same  for  a  limited  period,  under  section 
1265  of  the  Civil  Code  of  that  state,  while,  by  section  1474  of  the 
Code  of  Civil  Procedure  of  said  state,  the  same  property  vests  in 
"  the  heirs,"  subject  to  the  same  power  of  limited  assignment  in  the 
court.  For  comment  upon  this  inbarmoniouancaB,  see  Estate  of  Walk- 
erly,  108  Cal.  627,  654;  49  Am.  St.  Hep.  B7;  41  Pae.  Rep.  772;  EsUte 
of  Matheny,  121  Cal.  ^87,  269;  53  Pao.  Rep.  800. 

(4)  Homoatead  dedarod  b7  hasband.  Where  the  huaband  made  a 
valid  declaration  of  homestead,  the  title  thereto,  upon  bis  death,  vests 
absolutely  io  his  wife,  and  the  children  have  no  title  or  interest 
therein,  whether  the  declaration  was  made  upon  community  prop- 
erty, the  separate  property  of  the  husband,  or  upon  the  separate 
property  of  the  wife;  because,  if  the  land  was  tho  separate  property 
of  the  wife,  it  was  no  part  of  the  estate  of  the  deceased  husband, 
and  the  court  sitting  in  probate  had  do  jurisdiction  over  it,  and 
eould  not  deal  with  it  as  belonging  to  the  estate:  Saddlcmirc  v. 
Stockton  Sav.  etc.  Soc,  144  Cal.  650,  653;  79  Pae.  Hep.  381.  When 
the  homestead  is  selected  from  the  separate  property  of  the  hasband, 
who  joins  in  its  selection  as  a  homestead,  then,  upon  the  death  of 
the  wife,  it  goes  absolutely  to  the  surviving  husband.  By  the  death 
of  his  first  -wife,  the  homestead  property  vests  in  him  aa  fully  and 
perfectly  as  though  no  homestead  had  ever  been  carved  out  of  it; 
the  title  to  the  property  is  not  affected  by  his  second  marriage;  and 
he  may  alone  mortgage  tho  homestead  without  the  second  wife's  sig- 
nature: Dickey  v.  Gibson,  113  Cal.  26,  32;  54  Am.  St.  Rep.  321;  45 
Pae.  Rep.  IS. 

B.  Settliig  apart  a  homsrtmd.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  court  below, 
where  a  homestead  has  been  selected,  first  to  ascertain  what  was 
legally  held  ae  homestead  property  at  tho  time  of  tho  death  of  the 
deceased,  and  then  set  it  apart  for  the  use  of  the  widow:  Estate  of 
■Wixom,  35  Cal.  320,  325.  The  court  has  a  discretion  to  exereiae  in 
determining  whether  it  will  set  aside  a  homestead  from  the  separate 
property  of  the  decedent,  as  weU  as  the  partii;ular  property  which  it 
will  set  aeide,  and  also  in  determining  the  tinie  during  which  it  shall 
be  held  as  a  homestead.  It  is  not  required  to  set  aside  the  property 
which  was  selected  by  the  survivor,  and  is  limited  to  selecting  and 
designating  property  which  is  of  no  greater  value  than  five  thou- 
sand dollars.  The  court  is  not  bound  by  the  wishes  of  the  appli- 
cant, bnt  should  exercise  ita  own  discretion  and  good  judgment.     Tbe 
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rigbt  to  have  it  assigned  for  a  limited  period  ie  not  absolute,  but  rests 
in  tbe  sound  discietion  of  the  court,  to  be  exorcised  in  view  of  all 
the  facta  appearing  before  it:  Weinreich  v.  Ilensley,  121  Cal.  647, 
655;  54  Fac.  Sep.  254;  Estate  of  Sehmidt,  94  Cal.  334;  29  Psc.  Bep. 
714;  Estate  of  Lamb,  95  Cal.  397;  29  Am.  St.  Bep.  121;  30  Pac.  Rep. 
56S.  The  right  given  to  the  probate  eouit  to  set  apart  "to  the 
familj  of  the  decedent,"  for  a  limited  period,  is  not  controlled  or 
in  any  way  affected  by  the  wife's  previous  selection  of  a  homestead; 
Warner  v.  Warner,  144  Cal.  615,  019;  78  Pac.  Bep.  24;  Weinreich  v. 
Hensley,  121  Cat.  647,  653;  54  Pac.  Bep.  254.  Although  she  filed  a 
declaration  of  homestead  upon  her  husband's  separate  property,  her 
aubseqnent  acquisition  of  a  part  of  such  property  aa  her  separate 
property  does  not  convert  the  prior  declaration  into  a  selection  by 
her  to  a  homestead  of  her  separate  property.  Upon  her  death,  the 
property  so  conveyed  to  her  is  to  be  treated  as  if  the  homestead  had 
been  selected  without  her  consent,  and  as  vesting  in  her  heirs,  sub- 
ject to  have  it  assigned  for  a  limited  period  to  the  family  of  the 
deceased:  Estate  of  Lamb,  95  Cal.  397,  407;  29  Am.  St.  Rep.  121;  30 
Pac.  Rep.  588.  Where  a  homestead  was  declared  by  the  wife  upon 
her  separate  property,  which  was  of  such  a  kind  that  it  could  be 
impressed  with  the  homestead  characteristics,  the  title  to  it  descends 
absolutely  to  the  husband:  Estate  of  Toung,  123  Cal.  337,  347;  55 
Pac.  Rep.  1011;  Estate  of  Croghan,  92  Cal.  370;  23  Pac.  Rep.  570. 
The  right  of  the  survivor  to  retain  a  home  for  euch  a  limited  period 
as  the  court  may  direct  does  not  depend  on  the  fact  that  there  are 
children  or  others  who  may  share  in  its  use.  In  such  event  the  peti- 
tioner may  himself  be  regarded  aa  constituting  the  "family"  of 
deceased.  It  ie  true  that  the  word  "  family,"  in  its  ordinary  signifi- 
cation, and  as  uaed  in  the  statute  concerning  the  descent  of  a  home- 
stead, refers  to  two  or  more  perBOns,  and  includes  those  living  under 
the  same  roof,  as  kindred  or  dependents,  under  one  head;  but  this 
word,  as  used  in  the  statute  confirming  probate  homestaads,  is  not  to 
be  BO  restricted  in  its  meaning  as  to  exclude  the  only  survivor  of  the 
family  of  which  the  deceased  was  a  member.  The  object  of  the  statute 
is  to  preserve  the  family  home  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  survivor 
or  survivors  of  those  occupying  it  as  such:  Estate  of  Lamb,  93  Cal. 
897,  407;  29  Am.  St.  Bep.  121;  30  Pac.  Rep.  568. 

10.  Order.  In  general,  In  making  an  order  setting  aside  a  home- 
stead to  the  widow  for  her  lifetime,  it  is  not  proper  for  the  court  to 
decree  to  whom  the  fee  in  remainder  shall  vest  upon  her  death.  It 
should  not  undertake  to  adjudicate  the  question  of  heirship.  When 
there  is  a  contest  between  different  persons  claiming,  in  hostility  to 
each  other,  to  be  heirs.  Chat  contest  must  be  adjudicated  in  an  appro- 
priate action  or  proceeding  in  which  the  issue  of  heirship  properly 
arises:   Estate  of  Firth,  145  Cal.  236,  340;  78  Fae.  Bep.  643.     If  the 
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entire  estate  set  apart  to  tfae  widow  aB  a  homestead  was  tlie  separate 
property  of  the  husband,  and  the  order  setting  it  aside  did  not 
limit  the  homestead  to  a  life  estate  in  tbe  widow,  but  set  it  aside 
to  her  absolutely,  the  order  of  course  is  erroneous,  but  if  the  time 
to  appeal  from  the  order  has  expired,  and  no  appeal  was  taken,  title 
in  fee,  under  the  order,  vests  in  the  widow,  for  the  order,  though 
erroneous,  wae  not  void;  and,  in  each  a  ease,  the  court  has  no  power 
to  order  the  exeeaton  to  discharge  liens  upon  the  property:  Estate 
of  Huelsmau,  127  Cal.  27S,  276,  277j  59  Fac.  Bep.  776. 

11.  Older.  Eff«ct  of.  Title  is  not  adjudicated  by  an  order  of  tbe 
court  setting  apart  premises  as  a  homestead  for  the  family,  and  one 
who  opposes  the  order  is  not  precluded  from  establishing  his  title 
in  a.  proper  action  for  that  purpose:  Dickey  v.  Oibeon,  121  Cal.  276, 
278;  63  Pac.  Rep.  704.  Even  ao  order  setting  apart  a  probate  home- 
stead for  the  use  of  the  family,  including  the  widow  and  children, 
does  not  affect  her  absolute  title,  or  confer  any  title  upon  the  chil- 
dren by  adjudication.  The  only  effect  of  the  order  is  to  withdraw 
tbe  premises  therein  named  from  administration:  Saddlemire  t.  Stock- 
tun  Sav.  etc.  Soc.,  144  Cal.  650,  653;  TO  Pac.  Bep.  381.  So  If  a  home- 
stead selected  by  tbe  husband,  in  his  lifetime,  from  his  separate 
estate  vesta  absolutely  in  his  surviving  wife,  an  order  setting  apart 
the  property  to  the  widow  as  a  homestead,  pending  the  administration 
of  her  husband's  estate,  does  not  affect  the  widow's  title  by  survivor- 
ship. Its  only  effect  is  to  remove  the  homestead  from  administration 
of  the  husband's  estate:  Estate  of  Fatb,  132  Cal.  609,  612;  64  Pac.  Hep. 
99ip.  Where  the  survivor  takes  his  title  to  a  homestead  by  operation 
of  law,  no  order  of  the  court  is  necessary  to  protect  his  title:  Fisher 
V.  Bartholomew,  4  Cal.  App.  581;  8S  Pae.  Bep.  608,  609.  The  effect 
of  an  order  of  a  probate  court  setting  apart,  for  a  limited  period,  sep- 
arate property  of  a  decedent  to  the  surviving  spouse,  which  has  al- 
ready been  devised  to  another  person,  and  upon  which  no  antemortem 
homestead  has  been  filed,  is  to  invalidate  the  devise,  and  such  prop- 
erty should  be  distributed  to  tbe  heirs  at  law  of  tbe  decedent,  sub- 
ject to  the  homestead:  Estate  of  Uatheny,  121  Cal.  2S7,  26S)  S3  Pae. 
Bep.  800. 

12.  No  money  In  lien  of.  If  the  widow  seeks  to  have  set  apart 
to  her  a  homestead  out  of  the  separate  property  of  her  deceased 
hustand,  but  there  is  no  separate  property,  tbe  eonrt  has  no  authority 
to  award  a  sum  of  money  as  a  substitute  for  a  homestead.  There  is 
no  provision  of  the  codes  which  authorizes  such  an  order,  and,  by 
■trong  implication,  such  an  order  is  prohibited:  Estate  of  Noah,  73 
Cal-  590,  593;  2  Am.  St.  Bep.  634;  15  Pac.  Bep.  200;  Estate  of  Isaacs, 
30  CaL  105,  109. 
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13.  ApptftlHiaent.  Uader  eeetioo  1476  of  Code  of  Civil  Procedure 
of  Califoraia,  the  homestead  is  treated  as  having  vested  at  the  time 
of  its  selection;  but,  under  section  1465  of  that  code,  it  is  created 
iiy  the  order  of  bhe  court.  The  appraissment  provided  for  in  section 
1476  applies  to  a  selected  homestead,  and  the  valae  is  to  be  flxcd 
as  of  the  time  the  homestead  waa  selected.  Section  1465  does  not, 
in  itself,  require  any  appraisement;  and  so  much  of  section  1476  as 
requires  an  appraisement  cannot  be  applied  in  the  case  of  a  pro- 
bate homestead,  for  the  resson  that  it  relates  to  a  selected  home- 
stead and  to  an  entirely  different  time:  Estate  of  Walherly,  31  Cal. 
679,  583;  22  Pac.  Hep.  388.  The  court  provides  for  the  appointment 
of  appraisers  in  certain  cases,  vhere  there  ia  a  question  as  to  the 
Talue  of  the  homestead;  and  the  court  is  authorized  to  appoint 
appraisers,  in  tho  first  instance,  upon  proof  made  of  service  npon  the 
defendants  of  a  copy  of  the  petition  and  notice  of  the  time  aud 
place  of  hearing,  as  provided  in  sections  1248  and  1249  of  the  Civil 
Code  of  California:  Harrier  v.  Bassford,  145  Cal.  529;  78  Pac.  Eep. 
1038,  1040.  If  a  vacancy  is  caused  in  a  board  of  appraisers  by  the 
absence  of  one  of  the  appraisers  from  the  county,  the  court  bas 
authority  to  appoint  another  person  without  further  notice;  and  either 
party  has,  of  course,  the  right  to  move  the  court  to  vacate  such 
appointment,  or  to  set  aside  the  report  of  appraisers,  upon  a  reasonable 
showing  that  the  appointee  is  unfit,  incompetent,  or  disqualified:  Har- 
rier V.  Bassford,  145  Cal.  529;  78  Pae.  Kep,  1038,  1040.  Bnt  a  day 
for  hearing  and  notice  of  the  bearing  must  be  given,  under  section 
147S  of  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  of  that  state;  and  if  it  be  conceded 
that  the  court  has  tho  right  to  order  a  reappraisement  of  tho  home- 
stead under  that  section,  it  must  be  admitted  that,  under  the  same 
section,  the  court  should  set  a  day  for  hearing  any  objections  to  the 
report  made  by  the  new  appraisers,  and  cause  notice  thereof  to  be 
given.  Hence  it  is  error  if  the  court  not  only  does  not  set  a  day 
for  hearing  any  objections  to  the  report,  but  refuses  to  bear  the  oj)- 
jectioDs  of  a  creditor  upon  bis  direct  application  to  be  heard:  Estate 
of  McCarthy,  1  Cal.  App.  467,  471;  83  Pac.  Rep.  635.  On  an  appeal 
from  a  judgment  confirming  the  report  of  appraisers  setting  apart  a 
homestead,  the  evidence  may  bo  reviewed,  if  the  appeal  was  taken 
witbin  sixty  days:  Estate  of  Crowey,  Tl  Cal.  300,  302;  12  Pac.  Bep. 
£30. 

14.  Valne.  The  value  of  an  antemortem  homestead  is  limited  to 
five  thousand  dollars.  The  court  has  no  power  to  select  and  designate 
property  of  a  greater  value  than  that  amount;  Estate  of  Delaney, 
37  Cal.  176,  181;  Higgins  v.  Higgins,  40  Cal.  259,  266;  Weinreich  v. 
Hensley,  121  Cal.  647,  6155;  54  Pac.  Bep.  254;  Estate  of  Herbert,  122 
Cal.  329,  331;  54  Pac.  Bep.  1109;  People  v.  Gallanar,  144  Cal.  656, 
663;  79  Pac.  Bep.  378.    If  the  premises  selected  as  a  homestead  from 
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eommunitj  propertj*  do  not  exceed  in  value  the  sum  of  five  thousand 
dollsTB  at  the  time  they  were  appraised  in  the  probate  proceedings,  it 
is  the  imperative  duty  of  the  court  to  make  the  order  setting  them 
off  a«  a  homestead  to  the  petitiocar:  Estate  of  McCarthy,  1  Cal. 
App,  467;  82  Pae.  Hop.  635.  The  homeetead  character  applies  only 
to  so  much  of  the  property  as  does  not  exceed  five  thousand  dollars 
in  valup.  If  what  is  actually  used  aa  a  homeatead  is  of  a  greater 
value  than  five  thousand  dollars,  the  excess  is  not  homestead  nndcr 
the  statute,  though  so  in  fact.  At  its  inception,  the  homestead  ia 
limited  to  five  thousand  dollars  in  value,  and  when  the  property  is 
enhanced  in  value,  ho  that  it  exceeds  the  statutory  limit,  the  cxfcsa 
does  not  constitute  a  part  of  the  statutory  homestead.  If  the  premises 
are  worth  five  thousand  dollars,  every  increase  in  value  works  a. 
ivduetioa  in  the  area  of  the  homestead;  aud  where  the  statute  does 
not  contain  aoy  other  provision  for  determining  the  area  of  the 
homestead,  if  the  selected  premises  exceed  five  thousand  dollars  in 
value,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  court,  nevertheless,  to  ascertain  the 
amount  of  land  necessary  to  make  up  the  value  of  the  exemption,  and 
'  set  off  that  amount  alone  aa  the  homestead;  Bank  of  Woodland  v. 
Stephens,  144  Cal.  659,  663;  79  Pac.  Rep.  379;  Estate  of  Delaney,  37 
Cal.  176,  130;  Qrogg  v.  Bostwick,  33  Cal.  220,  228;  91  Am.  Dec.  637. 
Where,  upon  the  death  of  the  homestead  claimant,  the  inventory 
shows  that  the  premises  claimed  exceeded  five  thousand  dollars  in 
value,  the  method  of  determining  what  part  is  homestead  and  what 
part  is  subject  to  the  dcbta  of  the  deceased  is  prescribed,  in  Califor- 
nia, by  sectiona  1478  et  aeq.  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure:  Bank 
of  Woodland  v,  Stephens,  144  Cal.  659,  663;  78  Pac.  Rep.  379.  Said 
section  1476  applies  to  homesteads  created  by  a  declaration  made  and 
recorded,  and  it  applies  alone  to  such  character  of  homosteads;  Estate 
of  Herbert,  122  Cal.  329,  331;  54  Pac.  Rep.  1109.  Sections  1465  and 
1476  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  of  California  are  to  be  applied 
in  setting  apart  a  homestead  created  by  an  insolvent  debtor  in  caae 
the  value  of  the  premises  exceeds  five  thousand  dollars;  and  in 
fixing  the  valuation  of  homestead  premises.  Hens  or  eneumbrancea  of 
any  character  are  not  an  element  entering  into  the  question;  Estate 
of  Herbert,  122  Cal,  329,  331;  54  Pac.  Ecp.  1109.  In  case  the  home- 
itead  is  of  less  value  than  five  thousand  dollars  at  the  time  of  its 
selection,  it  goes  absolutely  to  the  survivor,  although  at  the  time  of 
the  death  of  the  husband  its  value  may  exceed  five  thousand  dollars; 
Estate  of  Burdick,  76  Cal.  639,  641;  18  Pac.  Kep.  805;  and  in  case 
the  value  of  the  estate  of  a  deceased  husband  is  less  than  fifteen 
hundred  dollars,  it  is  proper  for  the  court  to  set  it  apart,  without 
further  admin  iatrat ion,  to  the  widen,  although  she  claims  a  home- 
stead  upon  the  separate  property  of  the  husband,  he  not  joining 
therein.  Such  a  proceeding  is  under  soetion  1469  of  the  Code  of 
Civil  Procedure  of  California,  which  deals  specifically  with  the  special 
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subjeetB  of  the  estate  leas  in  value  than  fifteen  hundred  dollars: 
Estate  of  Neff,  139  Cat.  71,  72;  72  Pac,  Rep.  632.  There  seems  to  be 
no  impropriety,  in  the  state  of  Nevada,  in  setting  apart  a  homestead 
to  the  value  of  five  thousand  dollars  out  of  property  worth  seven 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  without  defining  the  boundary  or  extent 
necessary  to  reach  that  sum,  or  without  ascertaining  whether  the 
premises  can  be  divided.  The  necessity  for  this  division  or  determi' 
nation  may  never  arise,  and  it  is  better  that  the  trouble  and  expense 
incident  to  &  divisiOQ  of  the  homestead  be  avoided  until  the  time 
arrives,  if  ever,  when  the  occupants  of  the  homestead  and  the  owner 
of  the  excess  cannot  agree,  and  then  the  tenant  in  common,  who 
is  dissatisfied,  can  proceed  under  the  general  statute  allowing  and 
regulating  suits  for  partition:  In  re  Qainn'a  Estate,  27  Nev.  156; 
74  Pac.  Rep.  5,  0.  The  homestead  exemption  of  a  childless  surviviag 
spouse  is  in  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  and  is  not  limited  to 
one  thousand  dollars,  as  prescribed  in  section  1260  of  the  Civil  Code 
of  California,  in  a  case  whore  the  debt  sought  to  be  enforced  was 
contracted  during  the  existence  of  the  community  and  of  the  home- 
stead, and  where  the  homestead  itself  was  declared  during  coverture 
upon  community  property:  Robinson  v,  Dougherty,  118  Cal.  299,  300; 
50  Pac.  Bep.  649. 

16.  Dtvlalon  or  sole.  The  appraisers  must  determine  whether  the 
premises  can  be  divided  without  material  injury,  where  they  are  worth 
more  than  five  thousand  dollars.  If  they  can,  they  must  proceed 
to  admeasure  and  set  apart  a  portion  not  to  exceed  in  value  five 
thousand  dollars;  otherwise  provision  is  mode  for  sale:  Estate  of 
Herbert,  122  Csl.  329,  331;  54  Pac.  Rep.  1109;  Estate  of  Burdiok,  76 
Cal.  639,  641;  18  Pac.  Rep.  805.  The  statute  is  clear,  that  if  a  home- 
stead was  declared  ia  the  lifetime  of  the  deceased,  and  if  it  is  appraised 
at  more  than  five  thousand  dollars,  and  cannot  be  divided,  the 
whole  may  be  sold,  and  five  thousand  dollars  of  the  proceeds  be  set 
apart  in  lieu  of  the  homestead  claim:  Lord  v.  Lord,  (iS  Cat.  84,  85;  3 
Pac.  Hep.  96. 

16.  Bli^ta  and  tlUe  of  surrlTor,  Iieln,  successors,  and  cUldien. 

Where  one  of  the  spouses  takes  title  to  a  humeateod  by  survivorship, 
such  title  is  not  affected  by  orders  of  the  probate  court  respecting 
the  homestead:  Saddlemire  v.  Stockton  Sav.  etc.  Soc,  144  Cal.  6S0;  79 
Pac.  Eep.  381;  Estate  of  Path,  132  Cal.  609,  612;  64  Pac.  Eep.  995. 
Section  1468  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  of  Csllfornia  is  a  limita- 
tion upon  the  power  of  testamentary  disposition,  and  operates  to  vest 
the  title  to  the  homestead  in  the  heirs  at  law,  and  to  withdraw  it 
from  disposition  made  by  the  testator  under  bis  will:  Estate  of 
Malheny,  121  Cal.  267,  269;  53  Pac.  Rep.  800.  The  power  of  the 
court  to  set  property  apart  as  a  probate  homestead  is  paramount  to 
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the  power  of  the  testator  to  devise  his  estate,  and  eannot  be  affected 
by  a  Bpecifle  deiiBe  of  the  property:  Estate  of  Huelsmau,  127  Cal. 
27S,  277;  59  Pac.  Bep.  776.  A  widow,  who  takes  a  homestead,  cannot 
claim  that  a  specific  devise  to  her  is  exempt  from  the  payment  of 
debts  of  the  estate:  Estate  of  Huelamaa,  127  Cal.  275;  S9  Pac.  Bep. 
776.  Where  a  widow  becomes  the  owner  in  fee  of  homestead  property 
by  virtue  of  her  survivorBhip,  and  she  dies,  leaving  no  minor  .?hild, 
there  ceases  to  be  any  family  for  whose  benefit  the  eiemption  eiists, 
and  tbe  homestead  itself  ceases  to  exist.  It  is  subject  to  ber  testa- 
mentary disposition,  and  in  ease  she  dies  intestate,  it  descends  to 
har  heirs,  under  the  laws  of  SDceesaion:  Estate  of  Fath,  132  Cal.  609, 
612;  64  Pac.  Bep.  995.  And,  under  the  statute  which  provides  for 
the  protection  of  "persons  succeeding,  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  to 
the  interests,  rights,  and  title  of  successors  to  homesteads,"  those 
who  acquire  the  title  of  a  successor  to  a  homestead  hold  the  prop- 
erty under  the  same  etemptiou  as  did  the  pereoD  to  whose  interest 
they  have  succeeded:  Estate  of  Fath,  132  Cal.  609,  613;  64  Pac.  Rep. 
995.  Section  14S5  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  of  California  does 
not  apply  to  probate  homesteads:  Estate  of  Moore,  57  Cal.  437,  443. 
If  a  probate  homestead  has  been  set  apart  out  of  tbe  estate  of  a 
deceased  person  to  his  widow  and  minor  children,  one  half  of  which 
was  to  go  to  the  widow  and  the  other  half  to  the  children,  the 
title  is  in  tbe  widow  and  minor  children  during  the  latter's  minority. 
When  the  children  arrive  at  majority,  their  interest  in  the  homestead 
ceases,  and  whatever  property  rights  they  thereafter  have  in  the  land 
covered  by  the  homestead  are  in  tbe  nature  of  remaindermen  or  rever- 
sioners; but  80  long  as  tbe  widow  sees  fit  to  continne  in  the  family 
home,  the  grantee  of  one  of  the  children  cannot  legally  go  into 
possession  of  the  homestead  as  a  tenant  in  common  with  the  widow: 
Moore  v.  Hoffman,  125  Cal.  90,  92;  73  Am.  St.  Bep.  27;  57  Pac.  Bep. 
769.  If  tbe  title  of  tbe  homestead  vests  absolutely  in  the  wife  upon 
the  death  of  ber  husband,  and  the  homestead  declared  by  the  bus- 
band,  whether  it  is  upon  community  property  or  upon  the  separate 
property  of  the  husband,  or  upon  the  separate  property  of  tbe  wife, 
tbe  children  have  no  interest  or  title  therein;  and  no  title  is  conferred 
on  them  by  an  order  of  the  probate  court  setting  the  homestead 
apart  for  the  use  of  the  family,  including  tbe  widow  and  children: 
Saddlemire  v.  Stockton  Sav.  etc.  Soc,  144  Cal.  650,  854;  79  Pae. 
Bep.  3S1.  Tbe  tenure  by  which  a  homestead  is  held  by  the  snrvivor  of 
a  community  depends  upon  tbe  nature  of  tbe  title  to  the  land  from 
whicfa  the  homestead  is  selected.  If  it  is  selected  from  community 
property  in  tbe  lifetime  of  both  spouses,  it  vests  in  the  survivor  in 
fee,  and  becomes  his  or  her  separate  property.  If  it  is  selected  from 
separate  property,  it  goes,  on  tbe  death  of  tbe  person  from  whose 
property  it  was  selected,  to  tbe  heirs  or  devisees  of  such  person,  sub- 
ject to  the  power  of  the  court  to  assign  it  for  a  limited  period  to 
Probate  —  S> 
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the  f&mil7  of  the  decedent:   Estate  of  Qilmore,  81  Cal.  240,  243}  28 
Pac.  Bep.  65S.

17.  Exemption  of  homestead. 

(1)  In  general.  Where  a  wife,  after  the  death  of  her  husband, 
continueH  to  reside  upon  the  family  homestead,  although  she  is  ita 
sole  occupant,  it  Is  exempt  against  her  own  creditors,  as  well  as  the 
creditors  of  her  hasband's  estate,  irrespective  of  the  time  the  indebt- 
edness was  incurred,  and  without  regard  to  which  spouse  held  the 
legal  title  to  the  property  during  their  married  life:  Weaver  v.  First 
Mat.  Bank  {Kan.),  94  Pac.  Rep.  273,  The  nae  of  merely  formal  phrases 
will  not  make  a  devise  of  a  homestead  subject  to  the  payment  of  the 
testator's  debts.  To  do  so,  the  language  employed  muet  be  uneqoivo- 
cal  and  imperative.  A  wife,  upon  the  death  of  her  husband,  may 
elect  to  take  title  under  his  will  to  their  homestead,  which  she  con- 
tinues to  occupy,  without  subjecting  it  to  the  payment  of  his  debts: 
Cross  V.  Benson,  6S  Kan.  495;  75  Pac.  Bep.  559. 

(2)  Policy  of  the  law.  The  provisions  of  the  Civil  Code  of  Cali- 
fornia, by  which  the  wife  is  authorized  to  select  a  home  for  herself 
and  the  family  out  of  the  separate  property  of  the  husband,  that 
shall  be  exempt  from  the  effect  of  misfortune  or  improvidence  on  bis 
part,  as  well  as  from  the  Importunity  or  rapacity  of  his  creditors, 
have  been  enacted  in  pursuance  of  tbe  public  policy  declared  in  the 
constitution,  and,  being  remedial  in  their  nature,  are  to  receive  a 
liberal  constmction:  Warner  v.  Warner,  144  Cal.  615,  618;  78  Pac. 
Bep.  24;  Sanders  v.  Russell,  86  Cal.  119;  21  Am.  St.  Bep.  26;  24  Pac. 
Hep.  852;  Roth  v.  Insley,  S6  Cal.  134;  24  Pac.  Rep.  853.  To  the 
extent  that  these  provisions  are  enacted  in  the  interest  of  the  wife, 
the  policy  in  porsuance  of  which  they  are  enacted,  as  well  as  the 
purposes  of  their  enactment,  is  to  be  considered  in  the  construction  of 
any  agreement  by  her  in  reference  thereto.  She  is  not  to  be  held  to 
have  surrendered  the  rights  conferred  by  these  provisions,  except  by 
clear  and  expressive  language:  Warner  v.  Warner,  144  Cal.  615,  818; 
78  Pac.  Rep.  24.  Having  regard  to  the  policy  of  the  law,  it  seems 
plain  that  only  the  homestead,  or  the  homestead  estate,  if  it  may  be 
so  called,  is  thus  exempted  from  creditors'  claims,  and  that  the  law 
evinces  no  such  tenderness  or  regard  for  the  heirs  (except  in  the 
case  of  estates  in  value  of  less  than  fifteen  hundred  dollars)  as  would 
justify  the  conclusion  that  it  means  to  prefer  their  claims  to  the 
claims  of  the  creditors  of  the  estate.  In  other  words,  the  manifest 
policy  of  the  law  is  to  subject  all  property,  excepting  that  exempt 
from  execution,   the   homestead   estate,   and   the  property   of   estates

in  Talne  leei  tliaa  fifteen  hosdred  dollara,  to  JDSt  claims  of  creditora: 
Estate  of  Tittel,  139  Cal.  14B,  153;  72  Pac.  Eep.  909. 

(3)  OoustrDCtlon  of  codes.  Tu  Bection  1474  of  the  Code  of  Civil 
Procedure  of  Cslifomia,  dealing  witb  the  case  of  the  homeetead 
eole«ted  from  the  separate  property  of  its  owner  during  hie  lifetime, 
the  law  is  particular  to  declare  that  it  shall  not  be  subject  to  the 
payment  of  any  debt  or  liability  eontracted  by  or  existing  against 
the  husband  or  wife,  or  either  of  them,  at  the  time  of  the  death 
of  such  husband  or  wife,  except  as  provided  in  the  Civil  Code  of  that 
state.  Section  1265  of  the  Civil  Code  of  said  state,  with  like  particu- 
larity, provides  that,  "  upon  the  death  of  the  person  whose  property 
was  selected  as  a  homestead,  it  shall  go  to  his  heirs  or  devisees,  sub- 
ject to  the  power  of  the  superior  court  to  assign  the  same  for  a  limited 
period  to  the  family  of  the  decedent;  but  in  no  ease  shall  it  be  held 
liable  for  the  debts  of  the  owner,  except  as  provided  in  this  title." 
In  section  14C$  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  of  that  state,  there  is 
no  such  provision,  and  the  simple  language  is,  that  title  vests  in  the 
heirs.  This  distinct  difference  is  woil  founded  in  reason.  The  law 
has  regard  for  the  family  as  the  basic  unit  of  society,  and  for  that 
reason  protects  the  family  home.  In  the  case  of  the  death  of  either 
spouse,  in  contemplation  of  the  situation  of  minor  and  dependent 
children,  it  makes  provision  securing  the  surviving  spouse  and  such 
children  in  the  homestead.  And  where  the  estate  is  of  small  value, 
the  law  entirely  cuts  o0  the  rights  of  the  creditors,  deeming  it  of 
paramount  importance  that  the  property  of  the  deceased  should  be 
devoted  to  the  maintenance  and  support  of  the  family.  Moreover,  in 
the  case  of  a  homestead  declared  during  the  lifetime  of  the  owner,  all 
who  may  give  credit  to  the  family  do  bo  with  knowledge  that  they 
can  have  no  recourse  to  the  homestead  for  their  debts.  But  where  a 
homestead  was  set  apart  to  the  widow  out  of  the  separate  estate  of 
ber  deceased  husband  daring  widowhood,  tbe  estate  of  bis  heirs  is 
alienable  at  tbeir  pleasure,  and  alienable  by  operation  of  law,  and  is 
likewise  subject  to  the  just  demands  of  creditors  of  the  estate:  ES' 
tate  of  Tittel,  13B  Cal.  149,  153;  72  Pac.  Rep,  909.  Section  1468  of 
tbe  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  of  California,  fixing  the  title  of  the  prop- 
erty selected  as  a  homestead  for  the  use  of  the  surviving  husband 
or  wife  and  the  minor  children,  does  not  effect  such  a  direct  statutory 
distribution  of  the  property  as  both  to  remove  it  from  tho  adminis- 
trative control  of  the  court  in  probate,  and  at  the  same  time  from 
the  reach  of  the  creditors  of  tbe  estate:  Estate  of  Tittel,  130  Cal.  ]49, 
150;  72  Pac.  Rep.  90S.  But  those  who  acquire  the  title  of  a  suc- 
cessor to  a  homestead  hold  the  property  under  the  same  exemption 
as  did  the  person  to  whose  intereet  they  have  succeeded;  Estate  of 
Fath,  133  Cal.  609,  612;  64  Pac.  Eep.  905. 
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(1)  "  Family "  of  owner.  Although,  under  the  proTiBioDiS  of  the 
Kansas  cooBtitutioa,  "a  bomeatead  occupied  as  a  residence  hy  the 
family  of  the  owner  shall  be  erempt  from  forced  sale  under  any  pro- 
cess of  law,"  a  right  to  exemption  cannot  originate  without  the  ei- 
istoncB  of  a  family,  —  of  a  household  consisting  of  more  than  one  per- 
son,—  yet  when  the  homestead  character  has  once  attached,  it  may 
persist  for  the  benefit  of  a  single  individual,  who  is  the  sole  surviv- 
ing member  of  the  family;  Weaver  v.  First  Nat.  Bank  (Kan.),  94 
Pao.  Rep.  273,  overruling  Elliuger  v.  Thomas,  64  Kan.  180;  67  Pan. 
Bep.  029.  Under  the  terms  of  the  constitution  of  Kansas,  the  area 
and  appurtenances  of  the  home  are  expressly  limited;  the  beneficiary 
of  the  right  is  eipreasly  limited;  the  manner  of  its  enjoyment  is 
expressly  limited;  the  method  of  transferring  the  estate  and  the  land 
it  covers  is  expressly  limited;  the  charges  which  may  he  made  are 
expressly  limited;  and  the  character  of  process  upon  which  it  may  be 
sold  is  expressly  limited:  but  the  time  during  which  occupation  by  the 
family  of  the  owner  shall  be  a  barrier  against  its  appropriation  for 
debts  is  not  limited.  There  is  no  time  appointed  beyond  which  it 
shall  not  endure;  and  so  long  as  family  occupation  as  residence  per- 
sists, no  creditor  may  intrude  upon  the  sanctity  of  the  homestead 
demesne.  Hence,  if  a  husband  and  wife  occupy  a  tract  of  land  be- 
longing to  bim  as  a  homestead,  she  is  the  "family"  of  the  owner, 
within  the  meaning  of  the  constitation;  and  his  death  does  not 
deprive  her  of  the  right  to  continue  to  be  so  designated,  in  order  to 
maintain  the  homestead,  to  which  she  takes  title,  and  which  she  con- 
tinues to  occupy  free  from  forced  sale  under  process  of  law  for  the 
payment  of  his  debts;  and,  though  the  statute  of  descents  and  dis- 
tribution may  enlarge  the  right  of  an  exemption  of  real  estate  from 
appropriation  to  the  payment  of  debts,  yet  it  cannot  restrict  the 
constitutional  guaranty:  Cross  v.  Benson,  6S  Kan.  49S;  75  Pac.  Bep. 
65S,  561.  In  Oklahoma,  he  who  claims  a  homestead  as  exempt  on  the 
ground  that  he  is  "  the  head  of  a  famUy  "  must  be  able  to  show  thai 
there  are  others  besides  himself,  who  together  form  the  family,  and 
who  are  legally  dependent  upon  bim,  and  whom  he  is  legally  obliged 
to  care  for:  Belts  v.  Mills,  S  Okl.  351;  58  Pae.  Bep.  957.  The 
owner  of  eighty  acres  of  farming-land,  occupied  by  himself  and 
wife  as  their  homestead,  died;  the  widow  continued  to  occupy 
it  as  a  homestead;  their  children  had  all  arrived  at  the  age 
of  majority  and  lived  in  homos  of  their  own.  It  was  held  that  the 
widow  was  "the  family  of  the  owner,"  and,  as  such,  was  entitled  to 
hold  the  homestead  exempt  from  the  payment  of  the  debts  of  her 
husband  so  long  as  she  continued  to  occupy  it:  Aultman,  M.  &  Co. 
V.  Price,  88  Kan.  640;  75  Pac,  Eep.  1019.  Where  a  man  died  intestate, 
and  his  widow  continued  to  reside  on  the  farm  as  a  homestead,  but, 
in  proceedings  brought  in  the  probate  court  by  the  creditors  of  the 
itate,  it   appeared   that   the   children  had  attained   their

majority  &aA  were  living  elsewhere;  that  the  widow  had  previonsly 
eoQvayed  to  her  daughter  an  undivided  one-half  intereet  in  the  farm, 
bnt  in  the  deed  conveying  such  interest  had  prpserved  to  herself  the 
poseessioD,  use,  and  proflts  of  the  land  during  her  lifetime;  and  that 
she  had  not  only  not  abandoned  the  homestead,  but,  on  the  contrary, 
was  intending  to  make  the  farm  her  home  as  long  as  she  lived,  her 
support  being  derived  from  the  rental  thereof,  —  it  was  held  that  an 
order  from  the  probate  court  directing  the  administrator  to  sell  an 
undivided  one-half  interest  in  the  farm  for  the  payment  o(  debts 
owing  by  deceased  was  erroneous;  Harclerode  v.  Qreen,  8  Kan.  App. 
477;  S4  Pac.  Eep.  503.  If,  however,  a  man  and  his  wife  have  a 
homestead,  and  both  die,  leaving  no  minor  children,  and  none  of  theii 
children  ever  resided  upon  the  land,  no  conveyance  of  which  was 
made  while  it  was  occupied  as  a  homestead,  Buch  land,  after  the  death 
of  both  husband  and  wife,  is  subject  to  sale  for  the  payment  of  the 
debt  of  the  husband,  which  ho  owed  at  the  time  of  his  death,  and  it  is 
tho  duty  of  the  executor  or  administrator  of  his  estate  to  sell  the 
land  for  the  payment  of  his  debts,  where  the  husband  left  no  real 
or  personal  property,  other  than  the  land  so  occupied  as  a  homestead: 
StrattDQ  V.  McCandlisB,  32  Cal.  512;  4  Pac.  Bep.  lOlS,  1021. 

(6)  Limit  as  to  valno.  In  California,  no  limit  is  placed  by  the  code 
on  the  amount  of  property  that  may  be  claimed  as  a  homestead,  ex- 
cept to  confine  it  to  the  value  of  Ave  thonsand  dollars,  and,  however 
great  the  area,  do  diviaion  can  be  had  in  court  except  for  excess  of 
that  amount  in  value:  Payne  v.  Comings,  146  Cal.  426,  429;  106  Am. 
St.  Bep.  47;  80  Pac.  Kep.  620.  To  the  extent  that  an  indivisible  home- 
stead exceeds  five  thousand  dollars  in  value,  it  may  be  snbjected  to 
the  payment  of  the  debts  of  the  deceased,  but  not  until  after  all 
other  available  assets  of  the  estate  are  exhausted:  Calmer  v.  Calmer 
(N.  D.),  106  N.  W.  Kep.  684. 

18.  Alienation  of  homestead.  Where  the  statute  provides  that  one 
half  of  the  real  estate  of  which  tbe  deceased  dies  seised  shall  "be- 
long "  to  bis  widow,  and  the  remainder  to  his  child  or  children,  and 
that  the  person  succeeding  to  the  title  of  "  successors  to  homesteads  " 
have  all  the  rights  of  the  persons  whose  interest  they  acquire,  a  wife, 
having  minor  children  by  a  former,  deceased  husband,  may  convey 
to  her  second  husband  less  than  one  half  of  the  premises  set  apart 
to  her  and  her  children  as  a  homestead  from  tbe  estate  of  her  deceased 
husband:  McUarry  v.  Stewart  (Cal.),  35  Pac.  Bep.  141,  142,  143. 
So  where  the  homestead  was  selected  from  the  separate  property 
of  the  husband,  who  joined  in  its  selection  as  a  homestead,  title 
thereto  vested  in  him  at  the  death  of  his  first  wife,  and,  although 
he  marries  a  second  time,  he  alone  may  mortgage  the  homestead  with- 
ont  his  second  wife's  signature:  Dickey  v.  Qibson,  113  Cal.  26,  31,  32; 
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5i  Am.  St.  Bep.  321;  49  Pae.  Bep.  15.  And  if  the  title  to  s  liotne- 
Btead  occupied  by  husband  and  wir«  is  in  the  husband,  he  may  devise 
the  entire  property  to  her  by  will;  Martindale  v.  Smith,  31  Ean.  270; 
1  Pae.  Bep.  56S,  572.  In  Utah,  a  husband  may,  by  will,  diBpoue  of 
the  homestead  property  in  exeess  of  the  homestead  limit.  If  the 
estate  is  insolvent,  or  below  the  homestead  limit  in  value,  the  home- 
stead right  of  the  widow  attaches;  but  if  the  estate  is  solveut  and  out 
of  debt,  the  value  of  snch  part  of  the  homestead  aa  may  be  set  apart 
to  the  widow  should  be  deducted  from  her  distributive  share,  unless 
it  clearly  appears  from  the  will  that  the  decedent  designed  the  testa- 
mentary provision  for  the  widow  to  be  iu  addition  to  such  share;  In 
re  Little,  22  Utah,  204;  61  Pac.  Bep.  899,  901. 

19.  PieBentation  of  elalma. 
(1)  In  goneral.  Purpose  of  law.  The  evident  purpose  of  the  legis- 
lature in  providing  that  if  there  be  subsiating  liens  or  encumbrances 
on  the  homestead,  the  claim  secured  thereby  must  be  presented  and 
allowed,  the  same  as  other  claims  against  the  estate,  was  undoubtedly 
to  preserve  the  homestead  Bstate,  if  possible;  Camp  v.  Grider,  62  Cal. 
20,  2S.  The  general  proposition  that  a  mortgage  upon  the  homestead 
cannot  be  enforced  unless  a  claim  therefor  had  been  duly  presented  to 
the  administrator  is  settled;  but  this  rule  applies  ercluaively  to  the 
property  described  in  the  mortgage  which  is  impressed  with  the  char- 
acter of  the  homestead.  The  rule,  in  California,  which  requires  a 
mortgage  upon  the  homestead  to  be  presented  to  the  administrator 
as  a  claim  is  based  upon  the  provisions  of  section  14T5  of  the  Code 
□f  Civil  Procedure  of  that  state,  and  is  limited  to  cases  in  which  the 
homestead  does  not  exceed  five  thousand  dollars  in  value,  or  in  which 
the  mortgagee  seeks  to  proceed  in  foreclosure  of  his  mortgage  against 
the  property  that  is  eventually  set  off  as  a  homestead,  where  the 
promises  described  in  the  homestead  declaration  exceed  five  thousand 
dollars.  It  does  not  apply  at  all  to  a  probate  homestead;  Bank  of 
Woodland  v.  Stephens,  144'  Cal.  659,  663,  664;  79  Pac.  Bep.  379. 

(2>  Necessity  of  presentmenL  Before  a  suit  can  be  commenced  to 
foreclose  a  mortgage  upon  a  homestead  which  was  selected  and 
recorded  prior  to  the  death  of  the  decedent,  it  is  necessary  to  present 
a  claim  upon  the  demand  against  the  husband's  estate  to  the  executor 
or  administrator  of  the  estate  for  allowance.  This  is  an  cjtception  to 
the  general  rule  as  to  mortgages  and  other  liens,  and  the  reason  for 
it  is  to  preserve  the  homesteaii,  if  possible;  Wise  v.  Williams,  88  Cal. 
ao,  33;  25  Pac.  Bep.  1064;  McGahey  v.  Forrest,  109  Cal.  63,  67;  41 
Pac.  Bep,  817.  A  mortgage  of  a  homestead  on  community  property 
must  bo  presented  before  an  action  can  be  maintained  thereon  for 
its  foreeloBure:  Perkins  v.  Onyctt,  86  Cal.  348,  3.W;  24  Pac.  Bep. 
1024;  Bollinger  v.  Manning,  79  Cal.  7,  11;  "21  Pac.  Bep.  37o;  Sanders 
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T.  RuBsell,  8fl  Cal.  119;  21  Am.  St.  Eep.  26;  24  Pac.  Bep.  852;  Wise  v. 
WilliamB,  88  Cal  30;  25  Pac.  Bep.  1064;  Mechaoks'  B.  &  L,  Abboc. 
V.  Kiog,  83  Cal.  440;  23  Pac.  Bep.  376;  Hibernia  Sav.  &  L.  Soc.  v. 
Hinz,  4  Cal.  App.  626;  SS  Pac.  Bep.  730,  731.  And  such  preseatation 
is  Dot  excused  by  tbe  fact  that  the  entire  estate  is  homestead  prop- 
erty: Bolliogcr  V.  Manning,  79  Cal.  7,  11;  31  Pac,  Eep.  375.  Where  a 
homestead  has  been  declared  upon  the  property,  it  is  necessary  to 
present  a,  claim  against  the  husband's  estate,  notwithstanding  a 
waiver  in  the  complaint  in  an  action  of  foreclosnro  of  all  recourse 
against  the  property  of  the  estate  other  than  that  mortgaged:  Wise 
V.  Williams,  88  Cat.  30,  33;  25  Pac.  Eep.  1064;  Perkins  v.  Onyett,  86 
Col.  348;  24  Pac.  Bep.  1024.  A  presentation  of  a  mortgage  note  with- 
out a  presentation  of  the  mortgage  is  insufficient:  Perkins  v.  Onyett, 
86  Cal.  348,  350;  24  Pac.  Bep.  1024.  The  mortgage  of  a  homestead 
has  no  effect  upon  its  character  as  a  homestead,  but  the  property 
thereby  becomes  subject  to  the  lien  of  the  mortgage,  and  during  tbe 
mortgagor's  lifetime  is  subject  to  foreclosure  and  sale  in  an  action 
by  the  plaintiff  therefor.  But  upon  the  mortgagor's  dosth  the  pro- 
visions of  sectioQ  1475  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  of  California 
become  operative,  and  require  the  plaintiff,  as  holder  of  the  mortgage, 
to  present  his  claim  secured  thereby  for  allowance,  as  other  claimg 
against  the  estate,  and,  after  the  presentation,  the  plaintiff  has  the 
right  to  have  tbe  claim  paid  out  of  the  general  funds  of  tiie  estate, 
BO  far  as  these  funds  are  available,  and  to  enforce  the  lien  of  his 
mortgage  against  the  homestead  for  aoy  deficiency  remaining  after 
iueh.  payment.  His  failure  to  make  such  presentation  deprives  him 
of  the  right  to  enforce  his  mortgage  for  any  part  of  the  claim; 
Hibernia  Sav.  &  L.  Soc.  v.  Hinz,  4  Cal.  App.  626;  88  Pac.  Bep.  730, 
731.  Where  the  homestead  was  declared  upon  com,munity  property, 
and  a  judgment  is  recovered  against  the  owner,  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
judgment  creditors,  upon  the  death  of  the  judgment  debtor,  to  pre- 
sent the  judgment  to  the  executor  or  administrator  for  allowance,  in 
like  manner  as  any  other  claim:  Sanders  v.  Bussell,  86  Cal.  119,  121; 
21  Am.  St.  Eep.  26;  24  Pac.  Bep.  852.  If  a  mortgagee  neglects  to 
present  his  claim  of  mortgage  upon  a  homestead  given  to  secure  a 
note  executed  by  tlie  husband  and  wife,  he  not  only  deprives  him- 
self of  the  right  to  foreclose  the  mortgage,  but  at  the  same  time 
deprives  himself  of  the  right  to  an  action  upon  the  note.  And  he 
will  not  be  permitted,  without  the  consent  of  the  mortgagor,  to 
release  the  mortgage  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  an  action  upon  the 
note:  Hibernia  Sav.  &  L.  Soc.  v.  Thornton,  109  Cal.  427,  429;  50 
Am.  St.  Bop.  52;  42  Pac.  Bep,  447.  If  the  mortgage  covers  a  home- 
stead upon  tbe  separate  property  of  the  wife,  the  mortgagee  may 
foreclose  without  presenting  a  claim  against  the  hasband's  estate,  if 
he  waives  all  claims  against  itr  Bull  v.  Coe,  77  Cal.  54,  63;  11  Am.  St. 
Bep.  235;   IS  Pac.  Bep.  SOS.     If  the  homestead  did  not  exist  at  the

time  of  the  death  of  the  deceased,  but  was  set  apart  subseqnentiy  b^ 
the  probate  court,  it  is  not  aecessary  to  present  the  mortgage  claim 
if  the  mortgagee  waives  all  recourse  against  the  decedent's  estate, 
other  tban  the  property  mortgaged:  McQabej  v.  Forrest,  109  Cal.  63, 
6S;  41  Pac.  Rep.  81T;  Schadt  v.  Heppe,  45  Cal.  433.  The  rule  that  a 
mortgage  can  be  foreclosed  withont  the  presentation  of  a  claim 
against  the  estate  applies  to  probate  homesteads:  McGahcy  v.  For- 
rest, 109  Cal.  83;  41  Pac,  Kep.  817;  Browne  v.  Sweet,  127  Cal.  332; 
59  Pac.  Bep.  774;  to  a  case  where  a  homestead  existed  at  tbe  date 
of  mortgage,  but  was  abandoned  before  deatb:  Bank  of  Suiaun  v. 
Stark,  106  CsJ.  202;  39  Pac.  Bep.  531;  and  to  mortgages  on  land 
given  at  tbe  time  of  its  purchase:  Byan  v.  Holliday,  110  Cal.  335;  42 
Pac.  Bep.  S9I.  And  the  settlement  and  distribution  of  the  estate  is 
no  bar  to  the  right  to  foreclose  tbe  mortgage  against  the  distributees 
of  tbe  mortgaged  lands,  or  tbe  grantee  of  such  distributees;  Dreyfnss 
V.  Giles,  79  Cal.  409;  21  Pae.  Bep.  S40;  and  it  is  immaterial  that 
the  action  of  foreclosure  has  not  been  commenced  until  after  the 
time  for  the  presentation  of  claims  has  expired;  Anglo-Nevada  Assnr. 
Corp.  T.  Nedeau,  90  Cal,  393;  27  Pac.  Rep.  302. 


Concerning  suits  on  mortgage  claims  against  homesteads,  see  note 
1 4S1,  post. 

<3>  Statute  of  limitations.  If  a  mortgage  on  a  homestead,  and  tbe 
note  secured  thereby,  have  been  presented  to  tbe  executor  or  admin- 
istrator of  the  estate,  and  have  been  properly  allowed,  an  action 
against  the  ratate  to  foreclose  the  mortgage  is  not  affected  by  the 
statute  of  limitations,  pending  proceedings  for  the  settlement  of  the 
estate:  Wise  v.  Williams,  72  Cal.  544,  54S;  14  Pac.  Bep.  204.  If  it 
does  not  appear  what,  if  any,  interest  the  wife  had  in  the  home- 
stead property  at  the  time  the  mortgage  was  made,  and  no  claim  is 
presented  against  ber  separate  estate,  tbe  allowance  of  a  claim  against 
the  estate  of  the  husband  stops  tbe  running  of  the  statute  of  limita- 
tions, BO  far  as  the  wife's  rights,  as  successor  of  her  husband,  are 
concerned:  Wise  v.  Williams,  88  Cal.  30,  35;  35  Pac  Rep,  1004.  The 
mortgagee  of  a  homestead  must  present  his  claim  for  allowance,  or  he 
can  have  no  deficiency  judgment  against  the  estate,  but  must  look 
only  to  the  mortgaged  property;  and  if  he  would  charge  a  joint 
obligor  or  mortgagor,  be  must  bring  his  action  against  bim  within 
four  years  from  tbe  maturity  of  the  principal  obligation;  Vandall  v, 
Teague,  143  Cal.  471,  476;  76  Pac.  Bep.  35. 

20.  FoteclOEtiie  wiUioiit  piesentment.  The  separate  property  of  a 
survivor  is  not  a  part  of  the  estate  of  the  dpcedeut;  and  if  all 
demands  against  the  estate  are  waived,  it  is  not  necessary  or  proper 
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to  preeent  a  mortgage  upon  sach  separate  property  &b  a  claim  against 
the  estate.  Whatever  may  be  tbe  nature  of  the  iDtersBt  which  the 
husband  acquires  of  his  wife's  separate  property  by  virtue  of  a 
homestead,  it  vests  in  her  at  his  death.  It  is  not  a  part  of  his 
estate.  Hence  if  a  mortgage  covers  a  homestead  upon  the  wife's 
ieparate  property,  and  tbe  creditor  waives  all  claims  against  the 
husband's  estate,  it  in  not  neeesBaiy  for  him  to  present  a  claim  against 
such  estate  before  bringing  an  action  to  foreclose  bis  mortgage:  Bull 
V.  Coe,  77  Cal.  54,  62,  63;  11  Am.  St.  Bep.  235;  18  Pac.  Bep.  808; 
overruling  former  opinion,  15  Pac.  Rep.  123.  It  is  not  necessary  to 
present  a  mortgage  claim  to  the  executor  or  administrator  for  allow- 
ance, before  bringing  suit  thereon,  if  no  claim  is  made  against  the 
assets  of  the  estate  for  a  deficiency,  and  recourse  is  waived  as  to  any 
property  of  the  estate  of  the  mortgagor  other  than  that  described  in 
the  mortgage:  Scbadt  v.  Heppe,  45  Cal.  433,  437.  The  provisions  of 
section  1475  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  of  California  do  not  apply 
to  land  which  is  eventually  determined  not  to  be  a  homestead;  and  a 
mortgagee  of  sneh  lands  is  not  required  to  present  his  claim  to  the 
exeeutor  or  administrator  as  a  condition  precedent  to  his  right  to  fore- 
close the  mortgage  on  the  excess:  Bank  of  Woodland  v.  Stephens,  144 
Cal.  659,  664;  T»  Pac.  Bep.  378.  So  the  provisions  of  section  1475  have 
DO  application  where  a  note  and  mortgage  were  executed  by  a  husband 
alone  upon  community  property,  where  the  wife  filed  a  declaration  of 
the  homestead  upon  tbe  land  described  in  the  mortgage,  but  died 
before  tbe  commencemont  of  tbe  action  to  foreclose,  and  bad  not 
signed  tbe  note  to  the  plaintiCt,  and  there  was  no  claim  against  her 
estate.  The  property  described  in  the  mortgage,  being  community 
property,  vested,  upon  the  wife's  death,  in  the  husband,  as  the  sur- 
vivor both  of  the  community  and  of  the  bomostead.  In  such  a  case  it 
is  not  necessary  that  any  claim  should  be  presented  against  the  wife's 
estate  before  the  foreclosure  of  the  mortgage;  Bay  City  etc.  Assoc,  v. 
Broad,  136  Cal.  525,  527;  69  Pac.  Eep.  225.  Although  a  homestead  is 
abandoned  before  the  mortgagor's  death,  the  fact  that  a  homestead 
exists  on  the  premises  at  the  time  tbe  mortgage  thereon  is  executed 
does  not  require  a  presentation  of  tbe  claim  against  the  estate  of  the 
deceased  mortgagor.  The  mortgagee  may  foreclose  without  present- 
ment of  his  claim,  where  his  complaint  in  foreclosure  expressly  waives 
all  recourse  against  any  other  property  than  that  described  in  the 
mortgage:  Bank  of  Suisun  v.  Stark,  106  Cal.  202,  204,  208;  39  Pac. 
Rep.  531,  Property  which  has  ceased  to  become  a  homestead  is  subject 
to  the  foreclosure  of  a  mortgage  thereon  without  tbe  presentation  of  a 
claim  to  the  execntor  or  administrator;  Weinreich  v.  Henslcy,  121  Cal. 
647,  656;  54  Pac.  Rep.  254. 

21.  Liens    and    payment.     The    court   has   jurisdiction    over    the 
bomestead  for  tbe  purposes  specified  in  tbe  statute,  and  if  the  court. 
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from  ignorance  of  the  fact  tliat  there  was  a  homestead,  or  by  inad- 
vertence or  a  mistake  of  law,  makes  an  order  not  authorized  by  the 
statute,  its  proceedings,  however  erroneouu,  are  not  without  jurisdie- 
tiou,  and  are  valid  as  against  a  collateral  attack:  Ions  v.  Harbison, 
112  Cal,  200,  267;  44  Pac.  Hep.  572,  It  is  proper  for  the  court  to  set 
apart  a  bomestBad  out  of  or  embracing  the  common  property  which  is 
subject  to  a  mortgage,  and  the  widow  is  then  in  a  position  to  effect  a 
sale  of  the  rest  of  tbe  property,  and  the  application  of  the  proceeds  to 
the  payment  of  the  mortgage,  under  section  1475  of  the  Code  of  Civil 
Procedure  of  California,  or  in  case  of  foreclosure,  to  aak  that  the 
mortgaged  property  not  set  apart  be  first  sold,  and  the  proceeds 
applied,  leaving  the  homestead  liable  for  the  remainder  only:  Lord  v. 
Lord,  65  Cal.  64,  66;  3  Pac.  Bop.  06.  But  that  section,  which  makes 
provision  for  the  eitinguiahment  of  liena  and  encumbrances  on 
homesteads,  is  limited  exclusively  to  homesteads  declared  during  the 
lifetime  of  the  spouses.  The  law  has  not  seen  fit  to  make  the  same 
provision  as  to  probate  homesteads:  Estate  of  Huelsman,  127  Cal.  275, 
277;  59  Pac.  Bep.  770.  The  levy  of  an  execution  upon  homestead 
property  creates  no  lien,  but  simply  a  foundation  for  proceedings, 
under  the  statute,  for  the  ascertainment  of  the  value  of  the  property 
covered  by  the  declaration  of  homestead,  and  the  procurement  of  an 
order  for  the  partition  or  sale  thereof,  and  the  application  of  the 
excess  to  tbe  satisfaction  of  the  judgment:  Sanders  v.  Busaell,  86 
Cat.  119,  120;  21  Am.  St.  Bep.  26;  24  Pac.  Bep.  652.  Valid  liens  existing 
OB  a  homestead,  created  before  the  death  of  the  head  of  a  family,  must 
be  enforced  in  a  court  of  equity:  Estate  of  Orr,  29  Cal.  101,  104. 

22.  Determination  of  Hght.  If  tbe  survivor,  in  whom  a  homestead 
is  vested,  afterwards  mortgages  it  and  dies,  there  is  no  presumption 
that  no  family  is  left  surviving  and  that  the  homestead  eiemption  has 
terminated.  Tbe  burden  of  proof  of  those  facts  is  upon  tbe  bolder  of 
a  mortgage  who  asserts  them;  Ilibernia  Sav.  &  L.  8oc.  v.  Hina,  4  Cal. 
App.  62ft;  S8  Pac.  Bep.  730,  731.  The  death  of  the  husband  does  not 
affect  the  homestead  character  of  property  selected  by  bim,  in  bis  life- 
time, from  his  separate  estate  as  a  homestead,  but  such  homestead 
character  continues  bo  long  as  the  property  remains  a  homestead.  It 
ceases,  however,  upon  the  death  of  his  wife,  leaving  no  minor  child, 
for  then  there  is  no  family  for  whose  benefit  the  exemption  exists;  and 
if  sho  dies  intestate,  the  property  passes  to  her  heirs,  under  the  laws 
of  Bueceasion:  Estate  of  Fath,  132  Cal.  609,  612;  64  Pac.  Bep.  995.  If 
the  homestead  was  selected  from  the  separate  estate  of  a  spouse, 
without  the  owner's  consent,  the  property,  upon  the  death  of  the 
owner,  ceases  to  have  the  incidents  of  a  homestead,  and  vests  in  his 
heirs,  free  from  any  such  limitation,  unless  it  is  afterwards  selected 
and  set  apart  as  a  homestead  by  an  order  of  the  court:  Weiureieh  v. 
Heusley,  121  Cal.  647,  655;  54  Pac.  Bep.  254. 
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23.  Partition  of  homeste&d.  The  estate  in  land  set  apart  for  a 
limited  period  ont  of  the  separate  estate  of  a  decedent  as  a  homestead 
YOBtH  in  those  declared  by  the  statute  to  be  entitled  to  it,  bat  subject 
to  the  assignment  of  such  homestead  bj  the  court,  and,  at  the  expira- 
tion of  the  time  limited  foi  its  existence,  is  subject  to  partition  as 
though  no  homestead  had  been  created:  McHarrj  v.  Stewart  (Cal.).  35 
Pac.  Rep.  141,  14S.  So  long  as  the  homestead  is  occupied  bj  the 
family  of  the  deceased,  and  until  the  widow  again  marrieii,  or  the 
childreo  arrive  at  the  age  of  majority,  no  partition  of  the  homestead 
can  be  made:  Hafer  v.  Hafer,  33  Ean.  449;  6  Pac.  Eep.  537,  547.  But 
where  a  widow,  the  head  of  a  family,  occupies  certain  real  estate  as 
a  homestead,  and  dies  intestate,  leaving  heirs,  some  of  whom  are  minor 
children,  who  continue  to  reside  upon  and  to  occupy  said  homestead 
as  a  Tesidenee,  such  residence  is  not  exempt  from  partition,  for  the 
reason  that  all  of  the  children  of  said  widow  have  not  arrived  at  the 
age  of  majority:  Martell  v.  Trumbly,  9  Kan.  App.  364;  58  Pac.  Rep.  120. 

H.  PROBATE  HOMESTEADS. 
1.  In  gtmtoL  Where  no  homestead  has  been  selected  and  recorded 
during  the  lifetime  of  the  decedent,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  court  to  desig- 
nate and  set  apart  a  homestead  out  of  the  community  property,  if  any 
there  be,  and  if  not,  then  out  of  the  separate  property  of  the  decedent; 
Estate  of  Davis,  69  Cal.  45S;  10  Pac.  Sep.  671;  Estate  of  Lahiff,  86  Cal. 
ISl,  1S3;  24  Pac.  Bep.  850;  and  it  may  be  done  from  any  property 
suitable  for  the  purpose:  Estate  of  Sharp,  78  Cal.  483;  21  Pac.  Rep.  182, 
If  there  are  no  minor  children,  then  the  homestead  is  for  the  surviving 
wife  or  husband  alone:  Estate  of  Lahiff,  86  Cal.  ISl,  1S3;  24  Pac.  Eep. 
S50;  but  if  taken  from  the  separate  property  of  the  decedent,  it  can 
be  for  only  a  limited  period;  Estate  of  Lahiff,  86  Cal.  151,  153;  24  Pac. 
Bep.  850.  The  statute  authorizing  the  court  to  set  aside  all  property 
exempt  from  execution,  including  the  homestead,  authorizes  the  setting 
aside  of  the  homestead  in  connection  with  and  in  addition  to  the  per- 
sonal property  exempt  from  execution:  Estate  of  Busse,  35  Cal.  310, 
314,  315;  and  the  insolvency  of  an  estate  does  not  prevent  a  court 
from  setting  apart  a  probate  homestead:  Estate  of  Adams,  128  Cal. 
380;  57  Pac.  Rep.  56S.  If  a  husband  dies,  and  his  widow,  in  ignorance 
of  her  right  to  a  homestead,  joins  in  a  transfer  of  the  property,  and 
afterwards  purchases  it  herself,  this  is  not  evidence  of  any  abandon- 
ment of  her  homestead  right,  and  she  is  entitled  to  have  the  property 
set  aside  to  her  as  a  homestead:  Smith  v.  Ferry,  43  Wash.  460;  86  Pac. 
Rep.  658.  A  stranger  is  not  entitled  to  enter  into  posseBsion  of  home- 
stead premises  as  a  tenant  in  common  and  interfere  wrth  the  occupancy 
and  control  by  the  homestead  claimants,  as  this  would  be  inconsistent 
with  the  very  nature  of  a  homestead,  and  violative  of  the  very  pur. 
pose  for  which  homesteads  are  created;  namely,  to  secure  a  home  for 
those   clothed   with   a   homestead  right,  —  to   each   and   all   of  them: 
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Uoore  V.  Hoffman,  125  Cal.  90,  92;  73  Am.  St.  Hep.  27;  57  Pae.  R«p. 
T69.  If  a  bomcBtead  is  Bct  apart  to  the  widow  out  of  her  deeeaaed 
husband's  separate  estate,  the  interest  of  bis  beirs  in  remainder  is 
liable  for  debts  against  the  estate,  or  charges  against  it,  such  as  a 
family  allowance  mada  in  favor  of  the  widow.  The  statute  was  not 
designed  to  effect  a  statutory  distribution  of  the  estate  so  as  to  place 
it  beyond  the  reach  of  creditors:  Estate  of  Tittel,  139  Cal.  149,  150,  1S3; 
72  Pae.  Kep.  909. 

2.  DeBultlon  of  bomestaad.  Where  tbe  statute  authorizing  the 
court  to  set  apart  a  probate  homestead  for  the  use  of  the  widow  and 
children  does  not  define  such  homestead,  resort  must  be  had  to  the 
general  law  for  such  deflnitioo.  Tbe  homestead  represents  the 
dwelling-house  at  which  the  family  reside,  with  the  usual  and  cus- 
tomary appurtenances,  including  out-buildings  of  every  kind  necessary 
or  convenient  for  family  use,  and  lands  used  for  the  purpose  thereof. 
If  situated  in  the  country,  it  may  include  a  garden  or  farm.  If  situ- 
ated in  a  city  or  town,  it  may  include  one  or  more  lots,  or  one  or 
more  blocks.  In  either  case,  it  is  unlimited  by  extent,  and  is  not  cir- 
cumscribed by  fences.  It  need  not  be  in  a  compact  body;  on  the 
contrary,  it  may  bo  intersected  by  highways,  streets,  or  alleys.  In 
respect  to  quantity,  by  itself  eoasidcrcd,  it  is  unlimited,  whether  in 
town  or  country.  In  short,  the  only  tests  are  use  and  value.  Whatever 
is  used  —  being  necessary  or  convenient  —  as  a  place  of  residence  for 
the  family,  as  con  trad  istiaguished  from  a  place  of  business,  constitutes 
a  homestead.  Jf,  however,  it  is  also  used  as  the  place  of  business  by 
the  family,  as  frequently  happens,  it  may  not  therefore  cease  to  be  a 
homestead,  if  it  would  be  necessary  or  convenient  for  family  use,  inde- 
pendently of  the  business.  The  homestead,  and  the  tests  by  which  it 
is  ascertained,  are  the  same,  whether  the  question  arises  between  those 
claiming  the  homestead,  or  one  of  them  and  a  vendee,  a  mortgagee,  a 
creditor,  or  tbe  heirs  of  the  deceased  husband  or  wife.  There  is  not 
one  homestead  as  against  a  cruditor,  and  a  different  one  when  tbe 
survivor  asserts  his  or  her  claims  as  against  the  heirs  of  the  deceased: 
Orcgg  V.  Bostwict,  33  Cal.  220,  227;  91  Am.  Dec.  637;  Estate  of 
Delaney,  37  Cal.  176,  179;  Keyes  v.  Cyrus,  100  Cal.  322,  324;  38  Am. 
St.  Hep.  296;  34  Pac.  Rep.  722;  Estate  of  Garrity,  108  Cal.  463,  468;  3S 
Pac.  Eep.  628;  41  Pac.  Kep.  4S5;  Moore  v.  UofCman,  125  Cal.  90,  92;  73 
Am,  St.  Hep.  27;  S7  Pae.  Kep.  769.  A  probate  homestead  differs  from 
the  case  of  a  homestead  created  during  the  ezisteocc  of  tbe  community 
by  a  compliance  with  tbe  statute,  the  title  to  which  vests  in  the  sur- 
vivor: Estate  of  Boland,  43  Cal.  640,  642. 

3.  Besldenca  not  essentiaL  It  is  not  essential  to  the  validity  of  a 
homestead  set  apart  to  the  surviving  husband  or  wife,  by  order  of  the 
court,  tliat  tbe  property  ba  actually  occupied  at  the  time  when  the 
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order  is  made:  Estate  ot  Noah,  73  Cal.  590,  5fl2;  2  Am.  St.  Rep.  834; 
15  Pan.  Hep.  290.  Nor  does  the  court  make  it  requisite  that  the 
deeeaaed  should  have  resided  on  the  property  at  the  time  of  his  death 
ia  order  that  the  court  majr  set  apart  a  homestead  for  the  use  of  the 
familj,  bat  authorizes  the  court  to  set  apart  an;  portion  of  the  estate 
which  is  suitable  for  a  homestead:  Estate  of  Pahlmani],  2  Cal.  App. 
380;  84  Pac.  Rep.  354,  355;  Estate  of  Bowman,  69  Cal.  244. 

4.  Pnipose  and  co:utnictio&  of  statnto.  lAandatory  nature  of  pro- 
ceeding. The  word  "may,"  io  public  statutes,  ia  often  used  for 
"must,"  or  ■' shall,"  and  is  construed  imperatively;  aud  the  statute 
which  directs  that  the  court  "  ntay,"  on  its  own  motion,  or  on  petition, 
"  set  apart "  for  the  use  of  the  family  all  property  eierapt  from  execu- 
tion including  the  hameetead  is  to  be  construed  as  "  shall,"  and  the 
court  has  do  discretion  to  refuse  the  application.  It  was  not  intended 
to  leave  to  the  court's  discretion  the  qnestion  whether  or  not  the  per- 
sonal property  eiempt  by  law  from  execution,  or  the  homestead 
selected  under  the  provision  of  the  general  homostead  law,  should  be 
set  apart;  and  there  is  no  more  reason  to  suppose  that  it  was  intended 
he  should  eiereise  a  discretion  in  reference  to  setting  apart  a  probate 
homestead.  The  statute  is  mandatory  in  its  nature:  Estate  of  Balleu- 
tine,  45  Cal.  696,  699;  Estate  of  Wiiom,  35  Cal.  .120,  323;  Estate  of 
Davis,  69  Cal.  458;  10  Pac.  Hep.  671;  Kearney  v.  Kearney,  72  Cal,  591; 
15  Pac.  Bep.  769;  Deroartin  v.  Demartin,  85  Cal.  71,  75;  24  Pac.  Rep. 
594;  Estate  of  Lahiff,  86  Cal.  151,  153;  24  Pac.  Rep.  850.  Under  the 
statute  of  Utah,  the  widow  and  minor  child  are  entitled  to  a  homestead 
of  the  value  of  two  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  out  of  the 
real  property  of  the  estate,  and  to  all  of  the  eiempt  personal  property 
of  decedent:  In  re  Syndergaard's  Estate  (Utah),  88  Pac.  Rep.  616,  617. 
It  is  only  in  cases  where  the  court  sets  apart  a  homestead  for  a  limited 
period  that  it  can  exercise  discretion:  See  subd.  16,  infra,  "Limited 
Homestead."  The  fact  that  a  widow,  after  the  death  of  her  husband, 
gives  a  quitclaim  deed  is  no  ground  for  refusing  to  set  apart  to  her 
as  a  homestead,  from  the  separate  property  of  her  deceased  husband,  a 
portion  of  the  laud  conveyed  by  such  deed:  Ketate  of  Moore,  57  Cal. 
437,  443.  Section  1485  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  of  California 
does  not  apply  to  probate  homesteads:  Estate  of  Moore,  57  Cat.  437, 
443;  and  section  1465  of  the  same  code  purports  to  deal  merely  with 
the  descent  of  thi;  property  from  which  the  homestead  was  selected; 
but  the  power  of  the  court  to  assign  the  homestead,  and  upon  whose 
exercise  a  limitation  upon  the  estate  of  the  heirs  is  created,  is  given 
in  the  section  last  named,  and  the  provisions  of  the  latter  section  are 
to  be  read  in  connection  with  the  provisions  of  section  1474  of  the 
same  code:  Weinreich  v.  Hensley,  121  Cal.  647,  653;  54  Pac.  Bep,  254. 

5.  Blgbt  paramount  to  testamentai?  disposition.  The  right  of  the 
widow  of  a  decedent,  and  of  his  minor  children,  to  have  a  probate 
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homBHtead  set  apart  to  them  out  of  the  estate  is  paramonnt  to  tlial  of 
testamentaT}'  dispoBition.  Thus,  although  a  farm  bad  been  Hpeeiflcally 
devised,  one  half  to  the  widow  aud  the  other  half  to  the  ehildran,  it  is 
competent  for  the  probate  court  to  sot  it  aside  aa  a  homcBtoad,  for  the 
right  of  a  testator  to  devise  is  subordinate  to  the  power  in  the  probate 
court  to  sequester  and  set  apart  the  property  for  the  shelter,  care,  and 
support  of  the  famUy:  Estate  of  Huelsman,  127  CaL  275;  58  Pac.  Rep. 
776.  The  power  of  testamentary  dispoaition  of  property  as  conferred 
and  defined  by  the  statute  is  not  paramount,  hut  is  subordioate  to  the 
authority  conferred  upon  the  probate  court  to  appropriate  the  property 
for  the  support  of  the  family  of  the  testator,  and  for  a  homestead  for 
the  widow  and  minor  child  or  children,  as  well  as  for  the  payment  of 
the  debts  of  the  estate:  Sulzberger  v.  Sulzberger,  50  Cal.  385,  387,  Tha 
power  or  duty  of  the  court  to  set  aside  a  probate  homestead  is  not 
limited  by  the  fact  that  the  decedent  left  a  will  by  which  he  disposed 
of  the  property  sought  to  be  set  aside:  In  re  Davis,  69  Cal.  458,  460; 
10  Pac.  Rep.  671. 

6.  AppUcaUon.  Jnilsdictlon.  It  is  not  for  a  court  of  law,  in  an 
action  of  ejectment,  to  set  apart  premises  as  a  homestead-,  that  func- 
tion appertains  to  a  court  sitting  in  probate  in  the  matter  of  the  estate 
of  the  deceased:  Richards  v.  Wetmore,  66  Cal.  365,  336;  5  Pac.  Rep. 
620.  When  the  surviving  wi'fe  petitions  to  have  the  homestead  set 
oS  to  her,  it  ought  to  be  shown  what  the  homestead  was  at  the  time 
of  the  husband's  drath:  Estate  of  Delaney,  37  Cal.  176,  182.  The  obvi- 
ous purpose  of  the  statute  is  to  provide  the  family  of  tho  deceased 
with  a  home,  where  they  may  live  and  be  protected  as  against  creditors 
and  heirs;  and  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  court  to  select  and  set  apart 
for  that  home  such  part  of  the  estate,  consisting  of  a  dwelling-house, 
and  the  land  on  which  the  same  is  situated,  as,  in  view  of  the  value  of 
the  estate  aud  all  the  circumstances  surrounding  it,  shall  seem  juat  and 
proper.  The  court  is  not  bound  by  the  wishes  of  the  applicant,  but 
should  exercise  its  own  discretion  or  good  judgment;  and  unless  that 
discretion  is  abused,  its  action  will  not  be  disturbed  on  appeal:  Estate 
of  Schmidt,  94  Cal.  3:14,  337;  2&  Pac.  Rep.  714.  It  ia  immaterial,  how- 
ever, whether  the  probate  court  acts  on  petition  or  on  its  own  motion 
in  setting  apart  a  homestead  to  the  widow,  or  widow  and  children, 
where  no  homestead  had  been  selected  and  recorded  during  the  dece- 
dent's lifetime:  Butlcrdich  v.  Uermsmeyer,  32  Mont.  541;  SI  Pac.  Rep. 
334.  The  guardian  of  a  minor  has  authority  to  petition  the  court  to 
set  apart  a  homestead  to  such  minor:  Estate  of  Pohlmann,  2  Cal.  App. 
360;  84  Pac-  Rep,  354,  356.  The  jurisdiction  of  a  probate  court  to  set 
aside  a  homestead  to  the  surviving  wifo  is  not  subject  to  the  condition 
that  she  does  not  have  any  other  property,  or  any  other  property  suit- 
able for  a  home.  Such  jurisdiction  is  excluded  only  when  she  has 
already  a  legal  homestead,  nnd  a  mere  place  fit  to  reside  in  is  not  a 
homestead,  unless  it  has  been  impressed  with  that  character  by  certain 
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acti  required  hy  l&w  to  be  done  for  that  purpose.  Tbe  power  and  duty 
of  tbe  court  to  set  apart  tbe  bomsBtead  ia  not,  in  any  part  of  tbe  stat- 
utory law,  limited  to  a  case  nbere  the  widow  has  no  other  property; 
and  if  she  has  other  property,  it  matterH  not  how  ebe  obtained  it, 
whether  under  her  husband's  will  or  otherwise.  Her  right  to  a  probate 
homestead  is  an  independent  right,  which  she  has  in  addition  to  any 
other  right  or  property  which  ehe  may  have:  Estate  of  Firth,  145  Cal. 
236(  73  Pae.  Rep.  643,  644.  On  an  application  of  a  surviving  widow  to 
have  a  probate  homestead  set  apart  to  ber,  and  where  the  only 
question  involved  is  whether  or  not  she  should  have  the  homestead,  the 
adjudication  should  be  limited  to  that  question;  and  the  court  has  no 
jurisdiction  to  undertake  to  adjudicate  heirship.  That  is  a  question 
which  should  be  determined  in  an  appropriate  action  or  proceeding  in 
which  the  issue  of  heirship  properly  arises:  Estate  of  Firth,  145  Cal. 
236;  78  Pac.  Rep.  643,  645.  After  the  conrt  has  set  apart  community 
property  as  a  homestead  to  the  widow,  it  has  no  further  jurisdiction 
over  it  for  any  purpose  of  distribution:  Estate  of  Oilmore,  SI  Cal.  240, 
843;  22  Pac.  Rep.  655.  Application  for  a  homestead  may  be  made  upon 
the  return  of  the  inventory,  or  at  any  subsequent  time  during  tbe 
administration.  The  application  does  not  come  too  late  if  made  before 
the  administration  of  the  estate  is  closed:  Estate  of  Still,  117  Cal.  509; 
49  Pac.  Rep.  463,  465.  The  power  of  the  court  to  set  aside  a  bome- 
atead  is  not  defeated  by  the  action  of  the  executor  in  negotiating  a 
sale  which  is  unconfirmed,  before  the  decree  setting  apart  tbe  home- 
stead is  made:  Estate  of  LahifF,  86  Cal.  151,  154;  24  Pac.  Rep.  S50. 

7.  How  to  be  selectML  If  no  homestead  has  been  selected,  desig' 
nated,  and  recorded,  or  in  case  the  homestead  was  selected  by  tbe  sur- 
vivor out  of  tbe  separate  property  of  tbe  decedent,  the  decedent  not 
baving  joined  therein,  the  court  must  select,  designate,  and  set  apart, 
and  cause  to  be  recorded,  tbe  homestead,  for  the  use  of  tbe  surviving 
husband  or  wife  and  the  minor  children,  out  of  the  common  property, 
or  if  there  be  no  common  property,  then  out  of  the  separate  property 
belonging  to  the  decedent.  The  selection  must  be  made  from  the 
common  property,  if  there  be  any;  it  can  be  made  from  the  separate 
property  only  in  case  there  be  no  common  property.  Tbe  statute, 
in  this  regard,  is  clear  and  explicit,  and  admits  of  no  question: 
Lord  V,  Lord,  65  Cal.  84,  86;  3  Pac.  Bep.  96;  Estate  of  LahifF,  86  Cal. 
151;  24  Pac.  Rep.  850;  Estate  of  Schmidt,  84  Cal.  334;  29  Pac.  Rep. 
714;  Weinreieb  v.  Hensley,  121  Cal.  647;  54  Pae.  Hep.  254.  It  is  to  be 
observed  in  this  connection,  however,  that  if  the  homestead  is  selected 
out  of  the  separate  estate  of  tbe  decedent  it  is  "  subject  to  the  power 
of  the  auperioT  court  to  assign  it  for  a  limited  period  to  tbe  family  of 
the  decedent."  It  can  only  set  it  apart  for  a  limited  period,  to  be 
designated  in  the  order,  and  tbe  title  vests  in  the  heirs  of  tbe  deceased, 
•nbject  to  such  order.  This  is  so  in  California  because  the  provision  in 
•eetion  1468  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  of  that  state,  which  pro- 
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videB  that  "  if  the  property  set  apart  bs  a  homestead,  selected  from 
the  separate  property  of  the  deceased,  the  court  can  only  Bet  it  apart 
for  a  limited  period,  to  be  designated  in  the  order,  and  the  title  veats 
in  the  heirs  of  the  deceased  subject  to  sneh  order,"  has  been  held  to 
apply  to  probate  homesteads  selected  and  set  apart  by  the  court: 
Estate  of  Schmidt,  94  Cal.  334;  29  Fac.  Bep.  714;  Weinrsich  v,  Henaley, 
121  Cat.  647;  54  Pac.  Bep.  254;  Estate  of  Lahiff,  86  Cal.  151;  24  Fac. 
Bep.  S60;  and  see  infra,  subd.  16,  "Limited  Homestead."  But  it  is 
only  in  cnseB  where  a  homestead  is  set  apart  from  the  separate  prop- 
erty of  the  deceased  that  it  is  required  to  be  for  a  limited  period: 
Phelan  v.  Bmith,  100  Cal.  153,  170;  34  Pac  Bep.  667. 

8.  Ptocedme  and  piMtlca.  The  code  does  not  point  out  the  steps 
to  be  pursued  in  setting  apart  a  homestead,  vhere  none  has  been 
declared  by  the  husband  and  wife,  or  one  of  them,  daring  the  lives  of 
the  parties,  and  in  such  cases  the  court  may  adopt  any  suitable  method 
of  procedure  conformable  to  the  spirit  of  the  code:  Phelan  \.  Smith, 
100  Cal.  168,  169;  34  Pac.  Kcp.  667.  In  a  proceeding  to  set  apart  a 
homestead  to  the  widow  and  children  of  the  decedent,  title  may  be 
examined,  but  cannot  be  tried.  That  should  be  determined  in  some 
appropriate  action  brought  for  the  purpose  of  settling  the  question. 
The  question  of  the  validity  of  adverse  title  claimed  by  contestants 
Id  the  property  sought  to  be  set  apart  as  a  homestead  is  not  proper 
to  be  litigated  in  such  a  proceeding:  Chalmers  v.  Stockton  B.  &  L. 
Soc.,  64  Cal.  77;  28  Pac.  Bep.  59;  Estate  of  Burton,  64  Cal.  428;  1  Pae. 
Bep.  702;  Estate  of  Groomcs,  94  Cal.  69,  72;  2S  Pac.  Bep.  487;  Estate 
of  Kimberly,  97  Cal.  281;  32  Pac.  Bep.  234;  Dickey  v.  Gibson,  121  CaL 
276;  53  Pac.  Kep.  704.  The  court  will  not  pass  upon  the  validity  of 
mortgages  upon  the  homestead  property:  Chalmers  v.  Stockton  B.  &  L. 
Soc,  64  Cal.  77,  78;  28  Pac.  Bop.  59.  In  the  regular  course  of  proce- 
dure, a  homestead  should  be  set  apart  at  once  upon  the  coming  in  of 
the  inventory  showing  its  existence,  but,  if  not  then  done,  it  may  be 
done  at  any  subuequeut  time  during  administration.  When  thus  set 
apart,  it  is  properly  withdrawn  from  administration,  and  the  adminis- 
trator has  no  further  concern  in  it:  Estate  of  Still,  117  Cal.  509;  49 
Pac.  Hep.  463,  465. 

9.  Appialsemeat.  The  statute  of  Washington  does  not  seem  to 
require  appraisers,  in  a  proceeding  to*  set  aside  certain  property  of  an 
intcstato  as  a  homestead  to  his  widow,  where  there  is  no  evidence  that 
the  property  is  worth  more  than  seventeen  hundred  dollars;  Smith  y. 
Perry,  43  Wash.  460;  83  Pac.  Bep.  658,  659. 

10.  Property  sabject  to.  It  is  expressed  in  some  of  the  older 
eases  tfaat  no  property  could  be  set  apart  as  a  probate  homestead  which 
could  not  have  been  dedicated  as  such  under  the  homestead  act  imme- 
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dlftt«1y  preeediDg  the  death  of  the  deceased  and  dnriag  the  continn- 
ance  of  tha  marriage  of  the  spoueeg;  and  resideaea  on  the  property 
WM  coDBidered  a  prerequisite  to  the  filing  of  a  hameBtesd  thereon: 
Estate  of  Noah,  73  Cal.  590;  2  Am.  St.  Bep.  S34;  15  Pae.  Rep.  290; 
Estate  of  Ackerman,  SO  Cal.  20S;  13  Am.  St.  Bap.  116;  2S  Pac.  Rep. 
141;  Wickersham  v.  Comerford,  96  Cat.  433;  31  Pac.  Eep.  358;  Eatate 
of  Carriger,  107  Cal.  618;  40  Pac.  Rep.  1032;  In  re  McVay's  Estate 
(Ida.),  93  Pac.  Bep.  29,  31.  But  the  expreBsion,  used  in  some  of  thoae 
eases,  to  the  effect  that  a  probate  homeatead  can  be  set  apart  only  on 
property  which  could  have  bean  dedicated  under  tbe  homestead  act, 
immadiately  preceding  the  death  of  tha  husband,  must  be  construed  to 
mean  only  that  it  must  be  property  which  in  its  character  is  home- 
stead property,  —  that  is,  a  dwelling-house,  with  the  land  on  which 
it  is  situated,  and  which  could  have  been  occupied  as  a  home, — 
and  not  that  it  must  be  land  on  which  tbe  husband  actually  resided  at 
the  time  of  his  deatb.  In  the  case  of  a  probate  homestead,  tbe  court 
creates  the  homestead,  and  it  may  be  carved  out  of  any  property  of 
the  estate  suitable  for  a  homestead:  Estate  of  Gallagher,  134  CaJ.  96, 
97;  66  Pac.  Rep.  TO;  Estate  of  Lahiff,  86  Cal.  151;  Z4  Pac.  Rep.  850. 
The  code  does  not  make  it  requisite  that  the  deceased  should  have 
resided  on  the  property  at  the  time  of  bis  death,  in  order  that  tba 
court  may  set  apart  a  homestead  for  tbe  use  of  tbe  family,  but 
authorizes  the  court  to  set  apart  any  portion  of  tbe  estate  which  is 
suitable  for  a  homestead:  Estate  of  Pohlmann,  2  Cal.  App.  360,  362; 
84  Pae.  Rep.  354.  If  property  is  suitable  and  proper  for  a  homestead, 
it  may  be  set  apart  as  a  probate  homestead,  although  it  had  previously 
been  used  exclusively  for  business  purposes:  Estate  of  Sharp,  78  Cal. 
483,  485;  21  Pac.  Rep.  182.  It  has  been  held  that  property  consisting 
of  a  four-story  brick  building  of  tbe  value  of  twenty-flve  thousand 
dollars,  and  which  was  erected  and  occupied  exclusively  for  business' 
purposes,  could  not  be  set  apart  as  a  probate  homestead:  Estate  of 
Noab,  73  Cal.  590;  2  Am.  St.  Bep.  834;  15  Pac.  Bep.  290,  But  if  a 
building  is  the  actual  bona  fide  residence  of  a  party,  he  may  legally 
select  it,  and  the  land  on  which  it  is  situated,  as  a  homestead,  even 
though,  incidentally,  a  part  thereof,  no  matter  bow  large,  may  be  used 
by  him  for  other  purposes  than  those  of  a  family  residence;  and  this 
is  not  in  conflict  with  tbe  equally  well-settled  doctrine,  that  tbe  use 
of  the  property  is  an  important  element  to  be  considered,  and  that 
where  the  building  is  occupied  by  the  claimant  primarily  for  other 
purposes  than  those  of  residence,  tbe  occupancy  of  a  portioii  thereof 
by  him  and  bis  family  being  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  a  business 
therein,  and  but  incidental  to  tbe  business,  the  property  cannot  be 
legally  selected  as  a  homestead.  In  no  case  has  it  been  decided  that 
where  a  portion  of  the  building  is  dedicated  to  residence  purposes,  and 
is  actually  occupied  by  the  claimnut  as  the  home  of  himself  and  his 
family,  and  sucb  occupation  is  not  merely  incidental  to  the  carrying 
Probate  — 40 
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OD  of  Bome  business  in  other  p&rts  of  the  building,  the  building,  And 
the  land  on  which  it  ia  aituated,  cannot  be  legally  selected  as  a  home- 
Bteadr  Estate  of  Levy,  141  Cal.  646,  850;  9ft  Am.  St.  Bep.  92;  75  Pac. 
Bep.  301.  It  may  be  true  that  where  two  or  more  buildings  suitable 
for  dwelling-houBe  purposes,  belonging  to  the  claimaot,  are  situated 
upon  the  same  parcel  of  land,  and  the  cUiraant  resides  in  one,  be  can 
legally  select  but  one  as  a  homestead.  But  eases  of  this  kind  aie  dis- 
tioguishable  from  the  case  of  a  single  building.  Tbus  where  an  entire 
building  ia  composed  of  three  flats,  one  of  the  floors  being  aetnally 
occupied  as  the  family  home,  the  occupation  being  solely  for  the 
purpose  of  such  a  home,  and  not  merely  incidental  to  some  other  pnr- 
pase,  and  the  place  bo  occupied  is  an  Integral  part  of  the  land  on  nhich 
the  building  stands,  the  fact  that  the  building  cantains  two  other 
stories,  so  cooBtructed  that  they  are  more  adapted  for  renting  purposes, 
being  built  with  separate  street  entrances,  cannot  impair  tbe  right 
of  the  claimant  to  select  as  n  homestead  the  building  and  all  of  the 
land  on  which  it  stands.  While  tbe  floors  of  such  a  building  may  con- 
stitute separate  dwelling-places,  there  is  but  one  building  incapable  of 
division,  and  the  form  of  the  constmction  of  the  building  is  imma- 
terial: Estate  of  Levy,  141  Cal.  646,  651;  99  Am.  St.  Bep.  92;  75  Pae. 
Bep.  301. 

11.  Froperty  not  subject  to.  A  widow  died  testate,  and  left  surviv- 
ing her  several  children,  none  of  whom  were  minors.  By  her  wilt,  the 
property  was  divided  among  her  children,  and  the  home  place,  on  which 
she  had  resided  many  years,  was  given  to  a  son,  who  did  not  reside 
therein,  and  who  did  not  claim  the  same  as  a  homestead.  For  some 
time  before  her  death  a  married  daughter,  and  also  a  granddaughter, 
lived  with  her,  and  after  her  death  they  continued  to  occupy  the  home 
place,  claiming  a  homestead  right  therein.  The  language  of  the  will, 
giving  the  property  to  the  son,  imported  a  complete  transfer  of 
ownership  to  him;  but  in  another  clause  she  recommended  bim  to  keep 
the  home,  so  that  if  any  of  her  children  should  become  homeless  it 
might  be  a  refuge  for  them.  On  the  claim  of  a  homestead,  it  was  held 
that  the  complete  title  to  the  land  passed  to  tbe  son,  and  that  the 
daughter  and  granddaughter  had  no  interest  in  the  land  to  whicb  the 
homestead  right  could  attach:  Hartman  v.  Armstrong,  59  Kan.  696; 
54  Pae.  Eop.  1046.  Partnership  property  cannot  be  set  apart  by  the 
probate  court  as  a  homestead  to  the  widow  of  the  deceased  member  of 
the  firm:  Kingsley  v.  Kingsley,  39  Cal.  665,  667.  Nor  can  property 
hold  by  the  decedent  as  a  tenant  in  common  bo  set  aside  as  a  probate 
homestead:  Estate  of  Carriger,  lOT  Cal.  618,  621;  40  Pae.  Hep.  1032. 
Lands  held  in  joint  tenancy  are  not  subject  to  a  probate  homestead: 
Cameto  v.  Dupuy,  47  Cal.  79,  80.  Nor  can  such  a  homestead  be  set 
apart  out  of  farming-land  upon  which  there  is  do  dwelling,  and  which 
had  not  been  lawfully  claimed  as  a  homestead,  and  upon  which  no  one 
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teBided  at  the  time  of  the  husband's  death,  sneh  premises  not  being 
■nitable  for  n  homeateaj.  The  fact  that  the  deceased  and  bis  widow 
had,  many  j'eais  before  the  application  for  a  homestead,  resided  on 
the  lands  involved,  in  a  dwelling- house  which  stood  thereon;  that  such 
dwelling-house  and  contents  bad  been  destroyed  by  file;  and  that  both 
hnsband  and  wife  had  resided  elsewhere, — does  not  afFect  the  legal 
qoestion  presented,  where  no  other  dwelling-honse  was  ever  built  on 
the  land,  and  where  it  was  not  in  any  way,  after  the  flre,  occupied  as 
a  home:  Estate  of  Qallagher,  134  Cal.  SB,  98;  66  Fac.  Bep.  TO.  A  pro- 
bate homestead  caunot  be  taken  from  tracts  of  land  widely  separated. 
If  separate  parcels  of  land  are  selected  as  a  homestead,  and  such  selec- 
tion may  perhaps  be  made,  they  must,  at  least,  be  so  near  together 
that  they  can  be  occupied  and  used  for  the  purposes  of  a  homestead; 
and  in  this  respect  there  is  no  difFerence  between  a  ham«Btead  set 
■part  by  the  court,  and  one  selected  under  the  homestead  law:  Estate 
of  Armstrong,  SO  Cal.  71,  74;  22  Pae.  Bep.  79.  A  homestead  cannot 
be  created  out  of  land  held  by  the  applicant  as  a  tenant  in  common 
with  others;  but  where  a  widow  has  no  title  as  tenant  in  common  in 
community  property,  which,  during  the  administration  of  the  estate,  is 
subject  to  a  probate  homestead,  her  infant  son  ia  entitled,  upon  appli- 
cation, to  have  a  homestead  therein  set  apart  to  him:  Estate  of  Still, 
117  Cal.  509,  516;  49  Pac.  Rep.  463,  465. 

12.  Widow's  light.  In  generaL  The  power  and  duty  of  the  court 
to  set  apart  a  probate  homestead  is  not  limited  to  a  case  where  the 
widow  has  no  other  property.  Her  right  to  a  probate  homestead  is  an 
independent  right,  which  she  has  in  addition  to  any  other  right  or 
property  which  sho  may  have:  Estate  of  Firth,  145  Cal.  236;  7S  Pac. 
Rep,  843,  644.  Although  a  widow  marries  after  she  has  had  a  probate 
homestead  set  apart  to  her  out  of  the  estate  of  her  deceased  husband, 
she  may  claim  a  homestead  out  of  the  estate  of  her  second  husband: 
Higgius  V.  Uiggins,  46  Cal.  259,  2S5.  A  widow  to  whom  a  probate 
homestead  has  been  set  aside  may  maintain  an  action  to  quiet  title 
thereto:  McKinnie  v.  Shaffer,  74  Cal.  614;  IS  Pac.  Rep.  509;  or  eject- 
ment against  the  administrator  of  her  deceased  husband:  Moore  v. 
Moore  (Cal.),  34  Pae.  Kep.  90.  The  widow  of  a  deceased  partner  is 
not  entitled  to  a  homestead  out  of  the  partoorsbip  property:  Kingsley 
V.  Kingsley,  39  Cal,  665,  667.  If  .a  widow  marries  before  an  order  of 
the  probate  court  setting  apart  to  her  a  probate  homestead,  she  loses, 
by  her  marriage,  the  right  to  such  homoatead;  Estate  of  Bolaud,  43  Cal. 
640.  If  a  wife,  supposing  her  husband  to  be  dead,  marries  a  second 
time,  she  cannot  claim  a  probate  homestead  in  the  estate  of  her  former 
husband,  as  bis  widow,  until  the  second  marriage  has  been  annulled 
by  a  competent  tribunal.  The  second  marriage  is  valid  uotil  so 
annulled:  Estate  of  Harrington,  140  Cal.  244;  98  Am.  St.  Bep.  51;  73 
Pac.  Rep.  1000.     And  a  widow,  who  has  never  resided  in  the  state,  ia 
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ncit  entitled  to  a  probate  homeatead,  where  tbe  statute  prorides  th&t 
all  of  the  property  eiempt  from  execution,  including  the  homeatead, 
of  &  decedent,  who  leaves  a  widow  residing  in  the  state,  shall  be  set 
apart  for  her  use.  "It  la  not  questioned,"  said  the  court,  "that  the 
widow,  in  some  casea,  may  be  entitled  to  tbe  homestead,  although  she 
was  absent  at  the  time  of  her  husband's  death,  and  although  she  may 
never  have  been  upon  the  premiaes  claimed,  or  within  the  borders  of 
tbe  state;  but  it  is  not  so  where  slie  voluntarily  ceased  to  be  a  member 
of  her  huaband'a  family,  and,  by  ber  own  preference,  made  her  home 
elsewhere."  "  The  petitioner,"  said  the  court,  "  was  never  a  memtier 
of  the  family  or  household  of  the  deceased  in  this  state,  and  this  was, 
as  a  matter  of  fact,  never  her  home  or  residence.  Upon  the  contrary, 
■be  persistently,  and  in  terms,  refused  to  reside  here  or  to  make  this 
her  home":  Ullman  v.  Abbott,  10  Wyo.  97;  67  Pac.  Bep.  467,  470. 
After  an  order  of  sale  of  real  estate  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  last 
sickness,  etc.,  is  made,  the  court  cannot  properly  set  apart  the  Bam« 
real  estate  to  the  widow  as  a  homeatead,  where  the  expenses  were  a 
proper  charge  against  tbe  estate,  and  could  only  be  realized  and  paid 
from  tbe  proceeds  of  tbe  sale  of  the  property;  and,  under  tbe  circum- 
stances, no  error  is  made  in  refusing  to  set  aside  the  homestead  to  tbe 
widow:  In  re  Them's  Estate,  24  Utah,  209;  67  Pac.  Rep.  22. 

13.  Widow's  Tight.  How  not  affected.  A  widow  is  entitled  to  a 
probate  homestead,  although  there  are  no  minor  children:  Estate  of 
Armstrong,  SO  Cal.  71;  22  Pac.  Kep.  79.  She  is  alao  entitled  to  one, 
though  she  has  other  property:  Estate  of  Firth,  145  Cal.  238;  78  Pac. 
Rep.  643.  Although  a  widow  grants  all  of  her  individual  estate  in  a 
tract  of  land,  which  was  community  property,  the  grantee  takes  the 
property  subject  to  have  the  laud  set  apart  as  a  homestead  for  tbe 
widow  and  minor  children,  and  be  cannot  defeat  the  homestead  right 
by  assertiug  his  right  to  take  as  a  tenant  in  common.  The  right  to 
have  a  probate  homestead  carved  out  of  tbe  estate  is  inherent,  not  in 
her  alone,  but  in  the  children  as  well,  and  she  can  no  more  foreclose 
their  right  thereto,  than  she  can  their  rights  as  heirs  to  the  estate.  To 
say  that  the  widow  may  convey  her  right  to  such  a  homestead,  and  that 
tbe  granted  takes  as  a  tenant  in  common  with  the  children,  is,  in 
effect,  to  say  there  shall  be  no  homeatead.  The  law  conaecrates  the 
homestead  to  a  speciSc  purpose,  and  that  purpose  can  only  be  accom- 
plished by  making  it  a  home  for  tbe  family:  Phelan  v.  Smith,  lOtP 
Cal.  158,  165,  166;  34  Pac.  Rep.  667.  The  widow  and  minor  children 
do  not  lose  their  right  to  a  probate  homestead  when,  as  administratrix, 
the  mother  procured  an  order  of  sale  of  the  property,  which  was 
nover  sold  under  such  order:  Estate  of  Still,  117  Cal,  508,  514;  49 
Pac.  Gcp.  463.  The  fact  that  the  wife  waa  separated  from  her 
husband  before  his  death,  but  not  permanently,  where  such  separa- 
tion was  caused  by  his  cruel  and  inhuman  treatment,  does  not  prevent 
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her  from  maintaining  an  application  for  a  probate  Itomeetrad  out 
of  the  property  of  her  det^eased  husband:  In  re  McVay'B  Eatate  (Ida.), 
[*3  Pac.  Rep.  28,  31.  And  an  agreement  between  husband  and  wife 
to  live  separate  and  apart,  with  an  allowance  to  the  wife,  does 
not  bar  ber  right  to  a  probate  homestead  from  the  estate  of  her  de- 
ceased husband;  Eproson  v.  Wheat,  53  Cal,  715.  In  this  case,  however, 
the  agreement  did  not  divide  any  property,  but  merely  provided  for 
separation,  and  that  the  husband  should  pay  one  hundred  dollars  pei 
annum  to  the  wife  during  his  lifetime;  the  wife  relinquished  no  right 
to  property;  and  the  setting  apart  to  her  of  the  homestead,  after  his 
death,  is  not  in  contravention  of  any  expressed  or  implied  term  of  the 
agreement.  But  it  is  different  where  both  husband  and  wife  enter 
into  a  valid  agreement,  which  is  binding  upon  the  parties,  and  the 
wife  thereby  absolntely  relinquishes  her  right  to  select  as  a  homestead, 
during  the  husband's  life,  any  part  of  the  property  allotted  under  such 
agreement  to  him  as  his  separate  estate,  and  the  court  has  no  authority 
to  set  apart  to  her  any  part  of  it,  after  his  death,  as  a  probate  home- 
stead: Wickersbain  v.  Comerford,  »fl  Cal.  433,  439;  31  Pac.  Rep.  358,  A 
devise  to  the  widow  does  not  affect  her  right  to  a  probate  bomestead: 
Estate  of  Firth,  145  Cal.  236,  238;  78  Pac.  Bep.  643.  A  bequest  by  a 
husband  to  his  wife,  of  money,  in  lien  of  the  homestead,  does  not  bar 
her  right  to  a  probate  homestead,  where  she  has  not  accepted  the  be- 
quest: Eproson  v.  Wheat,  53  Cal.  715,  719.  The  obtaining  of  a  general 
judgment  lieu  does  not  cut  off  the  widow's  right  to  select  the  land  of  a 
deceased  husband  as  a  probate  homestead  at  any  time  before  a  sale 
thereof:  McMillan  v.  Mau,  1  Wash.  26;  23  Pac,  Kep.  441.  For  other 
cases  concerning  this  topic,  see  subdivision  6,  ante;  and  subdivision  25, 

14.  Widow's  Tlgbt.  Llmltatloiu  on.  A  widow's  right  to  a  probate 
homestead  cannot  be  conveyed  or  waived  by  her,  at  least  in  such  a 
way  as  to  defeat  the  interests  of  the  minor  children:  Pbelan  v.  Smith, 
100  Cal.  ISS;  34  Pac.  Bep.  667.  But  a  valid  agreement  between  a  hus- 
band and  wife  for  a  separation  and  division  of  the  community 
property,  whereby  she  relinquishes  all  right  and  claim  to  any  part  of 
the  share  allotted  to  the  husband,  deprives  her  of  the  right  thereafter 
to  select  a  homestead  out  of  the  husband's  separate  estate,  either 
during  his  life  or  after  his  death:  Wickersham  v.  Comerford,  96  Cal. 
433,  439;  31  Pac.  Bep.  358.  And  acquiescence  for  a  long  period  as  to 
certain  property  selected  and  set  apart  as  a  probate  homestead  is  an 
estoppel  from  claiming  other  property,  although  there  were  liens  after- 
ward discovered  on  the  lot  first  set  aside:  Holdon  v.  Pinney,  6  Cal.  234, 
236. 

16.  Limited  homestead. 

(1)  In  general.  Those  words  are  used  to  designate  a  probate  home- 
stead set  apart  for  "  a  limited  period  "  to  the  surviving  husband  or 
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wife.  The  code  of  California  provides  thet  if  no  bomeato&d  is  selected, 
designated,  and  recorded,  tlie  «0OTt  most  select,  designate,  and  set 
apart,  and  cause  to  be  recorded,  a  homestead  for  the  use  of  the  hus- 
band or  wife,  out  of  the  common  property,  and  if  there  be  no  common 
property,  then  out  of  the  real  estate  belonging  to  the  docedeut.  And 
there  is  another  provision  of  said  code,  that  if  the  probate  homestead 
be  selected  out  of  the  probate  property  of  the  deceaBod,  it  mast  be 
only  for  a  limited  period,  and  it  may  be  done  from  any  property  auit- 
able  for  the  purpose.  Section  1468  of  the  California  Code  of  Civil 
Procedure,  which  provides  that  "  if  the  property  set  apart  be  a  home- 
stead selected  from  the  separate  property  of  the  deceased,  the  court 
can  set  it  apart  only  for  a  limited  period,  to  be  designated  in  the 
order,  and  the  title  vests  in  the  heirs  of  the  deceased  subject  to  such 
order,"  has  been  held  to  apply  to  probate  homesteads  selected  and  set 
apart  by  the  court.  The  court  has  a  discretion  in  selecting  such  a 
homestead  from  the  separate  property  of  the  deceased,  but  it  has  no 
power  to  set  it  apart,  except  for  a  limited  period:  Estate  of  Schmidt, 
84  Cal.  334,  340;  29  Pae.  Rep.  714;  Estate  of  Lahiff,  86  Cal.  151;  24 
Pac.  Bep.  850;  Estate  of  Firth,  145  Cal.  236;  78  Pac.  Rep.  643;  Lord  v. 
Lord,  65  Cal,  84,  87;  3  Pac.  Rep,  96;  Neary  v.  Godfrey,  102  Cal.  338, 
341;  38  Pac.  Bep.  655;  Estate  of  Burrows,  136  Cal.  113,  118;  68  Pae. 
Bep.  488;  Warner  v.  Warner,  144  Cal.  615,  B18;  78  Pac.  Rep.  24.  The 
right  of  a  survivor  to  have  a  probate  homestead  set  apart  to  him  oi 
her  out  of  the  separate  estate  of  the  decedent  for  a  limited  period  is 
not  absolute,  bnt  rests  in  the  sound  discretion  of  tbe  court,  to  be  exer- 
cised in  view  of  all  the  facts  appearing  before  it:  Estate  of  Lamb,  95 
Cal.  397,  408;  29  Am.  St.  Bop.  121;  30  Pac.  Bep.  508.  The  right  given 
to  the  probate  court,  by  the  statute,  to  set  apart  a  homestead  "  to  the 
family  of  the  decedent  "  for  a  limited  period,  is  not  controlled,  nor  in 
any  way  affected,  by  the  wife's  previous  selection  of  a  homestead  out 
of  har  husband's  separate  estate  without  his  assent:  Weinreich  v. 
Honsley,  121  Cal.  647,  653;  51  Pac.  Bep.  254,  The  power  given  to  the 
court  to  set  apart  a  homestead  that  has  been  selected  from  tbe  separate 
estate  of  tbe  decedent  is  the  same  as  its  power  to  set  aside  a  homestead 
when  none  has  been  selected  in  the  lifetime  of  the  decedent,  and  must 
be  exercised  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  limitations  and 
conditions.  It  is  only  in  the  case  where  there  is  no  common  property 
that  the  court  may  select,  designate,  and  set  apart  a  homestead  out  of 
the  separate  estate  of  the  decedent:  Weinreich  v.  Hensley,  121  Cal.  647, 
654;  54  Pac.  Rep.  254.  The  court  has  a  discretion  to  exercise  in  deter- 
mining whether  it  will  set  aside  a  homestead  from  the  separate  prop- 
erty of  the  decedent,  as  well  as  the  particular  property  which  it  will 
set  aside,  and  also  in  determining  tbe  time  during  which  it  shall  be 
hold  as  a  homestead.  Scetion  1468  of  the  California  Code  of  Civil 
Procedure  clearly  indicates  that  the  court  must  make  an  order  designat- 
ing the  limited  period  for  which  tbe  homestead  is  set  apart,  and  until

BDcb  order  is  made  there  ie  no  homestead:  Weinreicb  v.  Henaley,  121  Cal. 
647,  655;  S4  Pac.  Bep.  254.  The  widow's  right  to  a  probate  homestead 
is  ao  indepeDdeiit  right,  which  she  haa  in  addition  to  anj'  other  right 
or  property  which  she  may  have,  and  the  power  of  the  court  to  set 
aside  a  homestead  to  her  on  separate  property  of  the  husbaiid  which 
has  been  devised  to  others  is  well  established;  Estate  of  Huelsmaii, 
137  Cal.  275;  5B  Pac.  Rep,  778;  Estate  of  Firth,  145  Cal.  236,  239;  78 
Pac.  Rep.  643;  Sulzberger  v.  Sulzberger,  50  Cal.  385.  Our  law  is  liberal 
to  a  wife  with  respect  to  community  property,  —  that  is,  property 
acquired  after  marriage,  by  the  assumed  joint  efforts  of  both  spouses,  — 
yet,  with  regard  to  the  husband's  separate  property,  she  has  scarcely  any 
right  at  all.  He  may  devise  it  all  to  strangers,  and  leave  her  penniless. 
The  old  estate  of  dower  is  taken  away.  The  right  to  have  a  homestead 
for  a  limited  period  given  her  by  the  probate  court  is  about  the  only 
ioterest  which  she  can  assert  io  a  deceased  husband's  property:  Estate 
of  Firth,  145  Cal.  236,  239;  78  Pac.  Rep.  643.  It  is  true  that  by  aectioo 
1468  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  of  California  it  is  declared,  as  a 
general  rule  of  property,  that  wlibre  a  probate  homestead  is  selected 
for  a  limited  period  from  the  separate  property  of  the  deceased  "  the 
title  vests  in  the  heirs  of  the  deceased  subject  to  such  order  ";  but  the 
question  as  to  wbom  the  remainder  goes  is  not  before  the  court  on  a 
simple  petition  for  a  homestead,  and  it  is  error,  on  such  a  petition,  for 
the  court  to  determine  where  the  title  of  the  property  shall  vest  upon 
the  termination  of  the  homestead.  The  adjudication  should  be  con- 
fined to  the  question  as  to  whether  the  wife  sbould  have  the  homestead; 
Estate  of  Firth,  145  Cal.  236,  240;  78  Pac.  Rep.  643.  The  limited  period 
for  which  a  probate  bomestead  may  be  set  apart  to  the  widow  out  of 
the  separate  property  of  her  husband  certainly  does  not  extend  longer 
than  during  her  life;  Hutchinson  v.  McNally,  85  Cal.  619,  621;  34  Pac. 
Hep.  1071.  Where  the  wife  alone  makes  a  declaration  of  homestead 
OD  separate  property  of  the  husband,  it  does  not  affect  the  title  of  the 
heirs  to  the  property;  but  it  vests  in  them  subject  to  the  right  of  the 
court  to  set  the  same  aside  for  a  limited  period  to  the  surviving  wife 
and  children:  Oruwell  v.  Seybolt,  S2  Cal.  T,  9;  22  Pac.  Bep.  938.  The 
court  will  not  refuse  to  set  apart  a  probate  homestead  to  a  widow 
from  the  separate  property  of  her  deceased  husband,  though  a  part  of 
the  property  was  conveyed  by  her  after  bis  death,  by  a  quitclaim 
deed;  Estate  of  Moore,  57  Cal.  437,  442. 

(2)  Dlasentiiig  oplnlODB.  Though  a  homestead  was  set  aside  to  a 
surviving  widow,  and  the  order  so  setting  it  aside  did  not  limit  it  to  a 
life  estate  in  the  widow,  but  set  it  aside  to  her  absolutely,  this,  though 
erroneous,  is  not  void,  where  the  time  to  appeal  from  the  order  bad 
expired  and  no  appeal  had  been  taken,  and  the  order,  though  erroneous, 
vests  the  title  In  fee  in  the  widow:  Estate  of  Huelsman,  127  Cal.  275, 
276}  59  Pac.  Rep.  776.     While  the  cases  of  Estate  of  Huelsman,  127 
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Cal.  275,  £76;  59  Fac.  Rep.  776;  Eatate  of  Uoore,  96  Cal,  522,  SSI;  31 
Pac.  Eep.  584;  and  Fealey  v,  Fealey,  104  Cal.  354,  360;  38  Pac.  Eep.  49, 
BupjFort  tbe  proposition  stated,  in  effect,  that  a  title  in  feo  may  arise 
out  of  a,  voidable  order,  yet  wliore  an  appeal  is  sot  taken,  and  the 
time  for  appeal  has  expired,  it  cannot  be  said  that  the  ease  of  Hanley 
V.  Hanley,  114  Cal.  690,  693;  46  Pae.  Hep,  736,  supports  such  proposi- 
tion, although  it  is  cited  upon  the  point  in  the  case  of  Estate  of  Enels- 
man,  127  Cal.  275,  276;  59  Pac.  Bep.  776.  Justice  Oaroutte,  in  his 
specially  concurring  opinion  in  the  last-namad  case,  disaentB  from  the 
decisioD  on  this  point,  and  holds,  as  would  seem  to  be  the  reasonable 
positiau,  that  aucb  an  order  would  be  void,  at  least  as  to  any  interest 
beyond  a  life  estate.  He  says  further:  "  The  statute  is  the  measure 
of  tbe  court's  power  in  such  a  case,  and  the  statute  says  the  property 
may  be  set  aside  for  a  '  limited  period,*  and  this  court  has  declared 
that  such  limited  period  may  not  exceed  a  term  for  life."  Hence  an 
order  that  purports  to  set  aside  separate  property  as  a  homestead  in 
fee  is  void  upon  its  face,  to  the  extent,  at  loast,  of  anything  beyond 
a  life  estate:  Estate  of  Huelsman,  127  Cal.  275,  278;  SB  Pac.  Hep.  776. 
The  same  exception  to  the  ruling  opinion  in  Estate  of  Moore,  was 
token  in  the  concurring  opinion  of  Justice  Patorson,  who  held  that 
where  it  is  conceded  that  the  property  out  of  which  the  estate  was 
carved  was  separate  property  of  the  deceased,  the  court  had  bo  power 
to  set  aside  a  homestead  in  fee;  and  that,  the  fact  being  admitted, 
and  shown  by  the  record,  no  appeal  from  the  order  was  necessary: 
Estate  of  Moore,  96  Cal.  522,  532;  31  Pac.  Rep.  584. 

16.  Snrrlvliig  bmband's  right.  A  surviving  husband  may  have  set 
apart  to  bim  a  probate  homestead  out  of  the  separate  property  of  the 
estate  of  his  deceased  wife  in  a  proper  case.  But  if,  after  a  homestead 
has  absolutely  vested  in  the  surviving  husband,  be  sells  it,  he  is  not 
afterwards  entitled  to  have  another  homestead  set  apart  to  him  out 
of  the  separate  property  of  bis  deceased  wife:  Estate  of  Ackerman, 
80  Cal.  208,  210;  13  Am.  St.  Bep.  116;  22  Pac.  Rep.  141.  And  while 
he  could  not  have  selected  a  homestesd  out  of  his  wife's  separate 
property  without  her  consent  when  living,  yet  this  does  not  affect  the 
power  of  the  court  to  set  it  apart  to  him,  as  such,  for  a  limited 
period  after  her  death;  and  the  power  of  tbe  court,  in  this  regard,  is 
not  defeated  by  the  action  of  the  executor  in  negotiating  a  sale  which 
is  nnconGrmcd  before  tbe  decree  is  made  setting  apart  the  homestead: 
Estate  of  Lahiff,  86  Cal.  151,  154;  24  Pac.  Rep.  850.  In  such  a  case 
the  homestead  may  be  taken  from  any  property  suitable  for  the  pur- 
pose, and  if  there  is  no  minor  child,  it  is  for  the  surviving  husband 
alone:  Estate  of  Lahiff,  86  Cal.  151,  153;  24  Pac.  Rep.  850.  The  sur- 
viving husband,  upon  the  administration  of  the  estate  of  his  deceased 
wife,  is  entitled  to  have  a  probate  homestead  out  of  the  community 
property   set  apart   to   him   absolutely,   whore   it   was   declared   upon 
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eommniiit}'  property,  though  ha  had  conveyed  it  to  a  third  parson,  who 
■ubaequeatly  convoyed  it  to  the  wife,  because  the  deed  of  the  home- 
stead pretniaeB  made  by  the  husband  alone  did  not  convey  any  title  to 
the  grantee,  anleas  it  appeared  that  it  was  in  trust  for  the  wife,  and 
the  grantee's  deed  to  the  wife  conveyed  nothing,  even  if  the  husband 
consented  to  or  directed  it:  Estate  of  Qeary,  146  Col.  105,  110;  T9  Pac 
Bep.  855.  But  the  surviving  hnsband's  right  to  have  a  homestead  set 
off  to  him  for  a  limited  period  out  of  the  property  of  his  deceased  wife, 
as  "  the  family  of  the  decedent,"  is  not  an  absolute  right,  but  rests  in 
the  sound  discretion  of  the  court,  to  be  exercised  in  view  of  all  the 
facts  appearing  before  it.  The  right  of  the  surviving  husband,  in 
such  a  case,  does  not  depend  upon  the  fact  that  there  are  children  or 
others  who  may  share  the  use  of  the  homestead:  Estate  of  Lamb,  95 
Cal.  3»7,  40S;  29  Am.  St.  Bep.  121;  30  Pac.  Bep.  508. 

17.  Minor  chlldran'a  right.  The  court  has  power  to  set  apart  a  pro- 
bate homestead  for  minor  children  who  have  no  living  parent,  though 
they  are  temporarily  abaent  from  the  state  at  the  hearing  of  a  petition 
to  set  apart  such  homestead  for  them:  Estate  of  Pohlmann,  2  Cal.  App. 
360;  84  Pac.  Bep.  354;  Estate  of  Still,  117  Cal.  50S;  49  Pae.  Bep.  463; 
Estate  of  Bavis,  69  Cal.  453;  10  Pae.  Bep.  671.  Premises  which  are 
suitable  for  a  homestead  may  be  set  apart  to  them  as  a  probate 
homestead,  although  the  decoded  never  resided  thereon:  Estate  of 
Pohlmann,  2  Cal.  App.  36U;  84  Pac.  Bep.  354.  Their  gnardiaa,  or 
any  friend  of  the  minors,  may  petition  for  such  homestead,  because 
the  court  has  authority  to  set  it  apart,  either  on  petition  or  on  its  own 
motion:  Estate  of  Pohlmann,  2  Cal.  App.  360;  84  Pac.  Bop.  354.  Those 
who  are  not  children  in  fact  or  by  adoption  are  not  entitled  to  have 
a  homestead  set  apart  to  them  out  of  the  estate  at  a  decedent:  Estate 
of  Bomero,  75  Cal.  379,  381;  IT  Pac.  Bep.  434.  A  minor  child  loses  its 
right  to  a  probate  homestead  if  application  therefor  is  not  made  during 
the  minority  ot  the  child:  Estate  of  Ueywood,  149  Cal.  ISO;  84  Pac. 
Bep.  834.  A  probate  homestead  set  apart  by  the  court  from  community 
property  for  the  use  of  the  surviving  wife  and  minor  children,  belongs 
one  half  to  the  widow  and  the  remainder,  in  equal  shares,  to  the  chil- 
dren; and  the  shares  of  the  minors,  the  moment  the  probate  homestead 
is  set  apart  for  the  use  of  the  widow  and  the  minor  children  out  of  the 
community  property,  at  once  becomes  their  property,  and  their  several 
Interests  therein  become  part  of  their  respective  estates,  to  be  cared 
for  by  their  several  guardians,  and  during  their  minority  the  children's 
interests  may  be  sold  by  their  guardlHns,  under  proper  proceedings  for 
the  sale  thereof  had  in  the  matter  of  their  estates:  Estate  of  Hamil- 
ton, 12U  Cal.  421,  428;  52  Pac.  Rep.  70S.  The  widow  may  mortgage 
her  interest  in  a  probate  homestead,  but  such  mortgage  is  subject  to 
the  rights  of  the  children:  Hoppe  v.  Hoppe,  104  Cal.  94,  101;  37  Pac. 
Bop.  894,     If  a  widow  dies,  leaving  a  minor  child,  no  arrears  of  a 
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family  altonance  due  to  tbe  widow,  ot  any  claim  in  lier  favor  figaiiiBt 
the  estate,  either  as  administratrix  or  otherwise,  ean  preclude  the  Bet- 
ting apart  of  a  probate  homestead  to  such  child,  after  the  death  of  th« 
widow,  where  no  prior  order  had  bepn  made  setting  apart  the  home- 
stead: Estate  of  Still,  117  Cal,  509,  513;  49  Pac.  Rep.  463.  The  right 
of  Bu  infaot  applicant  to  a  homestead  out  of  the  estate  ia  independent 
of,  and  is  not  abridged  bj,  the  general  debts  of  the  estate,  or  the 
claims  of  the  administratrix,  however  just;  but  neither  the  widow  nor 
the  other  children  can,  individually  or  collectively,  waive  the  right 
of  an  infant  child  to  a  homestead:  Estate  of  Still,  117  Cal.  509;  4B  Pae. 
Bep.  463,  465.  The  right  to  have  a  probate  homestead  carved  out  of 
tho  estate  is  in  the  nature  of  a  cbarge  upon  the  estate,  from  which  the 
widow,  under  her  right  of  succession,  could  no  more  discharge  it,  than 
she  could  free  the  estate  from  its  liability  for  the  debts  of  her  deceased 
husband.  The  homestead  is,  in  a  proper  case,  a  charge  upon  the  estate 
of  the  deceased,  created  by  the  law,  and  is  one  of  the  burdens  upon 
the  community  property,  subject  to  which  the  surviving  wife  takes  her 
interest  therein  equally  with  tbo  other  limitations  prescribed  by  the 
Civil  Code.  Pending  the  administration  of  a  decedent's  estate,  a  minor 
child  is  entitled  to  his  right  of  homestead,  although  other  minors,  bj 
reaching  their  majority,  without  an  application  for  a  homestead  having 
been  made  by  them,  or  on  their  behalf,  have  lost  their  rights:  Estate 
of  Still,  117  Cal.  509;  49  Pac.  Bep.  463,  465. 

18.  No  money  in  lien  of  Homestead.  There  is  no  authority  for  the 
probate  court  to  set  apart  money  to  the  widow  in  lieu  of  a  homestead, 
where  there  is  no  property  belonging  to  the  estate  of  the  deceased  hue- 
band  out  of  which  a  homestead  can  be  set  apart  to  her:  Estate  of 
Isaacs,  30  Cal.  105,  113;  Estate  of  Noah,  73  Cal.  590,  594;  2  Am.  St. 
Rep.  834;  15  Pac,  Rep,  390. 

19.  Older.  Notice.  Validity.  An  order  setting  apart  a  probate 
homestead  out  of  community  property,  ex  parte,  and  without  notice,  is 
valid:  Kearney  v,  Kearney,  72  Cal,  591,  595;  15  Pac,  Bep,  769;  Gaylord 
v.  Place,  98  Cal.  472,  480;  33  Pac.  Bep.  484.  The  proceeding  is  in  rem, 
and  all  parties  interested  are  bound  by  it,  without  personal  notice: 
Hanley  v.  Hanley,  114  Cal.  080,  694;  46  Pac.  Bep.  736;  Kearney  v. 
Kearney,  72  Cal.  591,  593;  15  Pac,  Bep.  769.  Nor  can  beire  or  devisees 
claim  that  they  are  deprived  oC  their  property  without  due  process  of 
law,  because  the  court,  having  jurisdiction  of  the  estate  of  the  de- 
ceased before  distribution,  has  determined,  without  notice,  to  set  apart 
some  or  all  of  the  estate  absolutely  to  tho  widow,  and  that  do  appeal  is 
allowed  from  the  order.  They  take  the  estate  subject  to  that  very  con- 
tingency, and  they  are  not  deprived  of  it  in  the  sense  intended  by 
the  constitutional  inhibition  when  that  contingency  occurs:  Otto  v. 
liong,  144  Cal.  144,  148;  77  Pac.  Bep.  8SS.    A  failure  to  file  or  to  enter 
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the  order  setting  apart  a  probate  homeBtead  to  the  widovr,  until  after 
Bhe  had  executed  a  mortgage  thereon,  which  was  foreclosed  against  her, 
did  not  affect  the  validity  of  her  title,  or  of  the  mortgage;  Otto  v.  Long, 
144  Cal.  144,  146;  TT  Pac.  Bep.  SS5.  Should  it  be  conceded  that  the 
court  erred  in  setting  apart  absolutely  to  a  widow  a  homeatead  out  of 
the  separate  property  of  hec  deceased  husband,  still  it  is  only  an  error 
committed  in  the  ezercise  of  its  jurisdiction,  and  the  order  is  not  void. 
Hence,  if  no  appeal  has  ever  been  taken  from  the  order,  it  is  in  force; 
and  this  being  bo,  the  court  errs  in  distributing,  as  part  of  the  estate, 
the  land  so  set  apart  as  a  homcBtead.  By  force  of  the  decree  setting  it 
aside,  the  title  to  the  homestead  is,  as  against  the  heirs  of  the 
deceased,  in  tbe  parties  named  in  that  decree:  Estate  of  Moore,  86  Cal. 
522,  531;  32  Pac.  Rep.  584.  The  term  "family"  is  synonymous  with 
and  represents  tbe  surviving  wife  or  husband  and  children,  if  any. 
Hence  when  the  court,  in  its  decree  setting  apart  a  probate  bomestcad 
for  the  widow  and  children,  usea  the  phrase,  for  the  "use  of  tbe 
family"  of  the  deceased,  tbe  term  "family"  expresses  tbe  meaning 
and  is  used  in  tbe  sense  of  the  statute,  and  is  therefore  fully  explicit 
enough  to  describe  the  widow  and  children:  Pbclan  v.  Smith,  101)  Cal. 
159,  170;  34  Pac.  Eep.  687.  The  provision  in  the  statute  for  recording 
in  the  recorder's  office  a  homestead  ont  of  tbe  decedent's  exempt  prop- 
erty, for  the  use  of  the  widow,  is  manifestly  no  more  than  a  direction 
for  the  preservation  of  an  additional  record,  to  impart  notice  to  third 
persons,  and  recording  is  not  essential  to  tbe  validity  of  a  probate 
homestead:  Otto  v.  Long,  144  Cal.  144;  77  Pac.  Rep.  885,  886.  In  view 
of  tbe  very  grave  questions  which  have  been  raised  in  regard  to  the 
validity  of  homesteads  set  apart  without  notice,  it  has  been  suggested 
in  California  that  probate  judges  adopt,  as  a  suitable  mode  of  pro- 
ceeding, the  mode  found  in  sections  1474-1486  of  the  Code  of  Civil 
Procedure  of  that  state,  so  far  as  applicable;  that  is,  the  admeasure- 
ment and  appraisal  of  the  homestead,  the  report,  the  setting  of  the  day 
for  hearing,  and  the  notice  as  there  prescribed:  Kearney  v.  Kearney, 
72  Cal.  5B1,  5B7;  15  Pac.  Rep.  769. 

20.  Order.  Eflect  of.  The  order  setting  apart  a  probate  homestead 
to  the  widow  relieves  the  property  from  administration,  as  It  does  not 
then  constitute  assets  of  the  estate  of  the  deceased,  and  excludes  it 
from  distribution;  but  it  does  not  affect  tbe  title  of  tbe  homestead; 
Estate  of  Gilmore,  SI  Cal.  240,  243;  22  Pac.  Rep.  655;  Dickey  v.  Gibson, 
121  Cal.  270,  278;  53  Pac.  Rep.  704;  Estate  of  Still,  117  Cal.  501),  513; 
4B  Pac.  Rep-  463;  Saddlcmire  v.  Stockton  Sav.  etc.  Soc,  144  Cal.  630, 
654;  79  Pac.  Rep.  381;  Herrold  v.  Reen,  58  Cal.  443;  Rich  v.  Tubbs,  41 
CaL  34;  Sehadt  v.  Heppe,  45  Cal.  433;  Estate  of  Roland,  43  Cal.  640, 
642;  Estate  of  HamUton,  120  Cal.  421,  426;  S2  Pac.  Rep.  708.  As  the 
homestead,  when  set  apart,  ceases  to  be  a  part  of  the  assets  of  the 
estate,  neither  the  probate  court  nor  the  executor  or  administrator  has 
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anj  further  cootrol  over  it  after  it  has  been  bo  aMigned:  Estate  of  Orr, 
29  Cal.  101,  104;  Schadt  v.  Heppe,  45  Cal.  433,  437;  Estate  of  Bums, 

54  Cal,  223,  228.  The  title  of  the  widow,  acquired  by  survivorship,  ia 
not  afTccted  by  a  subsequent  order  of  the  court  setting  the  property 
apart  to  her  as  a  homestead:  Saddlpmire  v.  Stockton  Sav.  etc.  Soc,  144 
Cal,  6aO,  653;  7B  Pac.  Bep.  381.  The  effect  of  the  homestead  order  is 
to  remove  the  premises  set  apart  from  the  disposition  of  the  will,  and 
to  vest  title  thereto,  subject  to  the  order,  in  the  heira  of  the  deceased, 
as  distioguished  from  the  devisees:  Estate  of  Levy,  141  Cal.  646,  648; 
99  Am.  St.  Rep.  92;  75  Pac.  Rep.  301.  It  is  error  for  the  probata 
court  to  set  apart  absolutely  to  the  widow  and  minor  children  a  pro- 
bate homestead  out  of  the  estate  of  her  deceased  husband  for  the  "  use 
of  the  family,"  though  he  docs  not  designate  that  it  is  for  a  "  limited 
period."  It  is  only  where  a  homestead  is  set  apart  from  the  separate 
property  of  the  deceased  that  it  is  required  to  be  for  a  "  limited 
period":  Phelan  v.  Smith,  IDO  Cal.  158,  170;  34  Pac.  Bep.  667.  The 
widow,  or  widow  and  minor  child  or  children,  as  the  case  may  be,  take 
the  homestead  subject  to  all  valid  liens  existing  against  it  at  the  time 
of  the  death  of  the  husband,  and  free  from  all  other  claims:  Estate  of 
Orr,  29  Cal.  101,  104.  The  adjudication  of  claims  against  a  probate 
homestead  is  for  another  forum  than  the  probate  court.  Hence  a 
decree  of  the  probate  court  setting  apart  a  probate  homestead  subject 
to  the  liens  of  mortgages  existing  against  it  is  unauthorized:  Chalmers 
V.  Stockton  B.  &  L.  Soc,  64  Cal.  77,  78;  38  Pac.  Kep.  59.  The  statute 
requiring  the  court  to  set  aside  a  jirubate  homestead  does  not  provide 
that  it  shall  be  set  aside  clear  and  free  from  all  encumbrances;  nor 
does  it  declare  that  the  order  setting  apart  the  homestead  shall  destroy 
or  in  any  manner  impair  any  lien  upon  the  property.  It  follows  that 
the  setting  apart  of  a  homestead  does  not  destroy  or  impair  the  lien  of 
a  valid  mortgage  erecuted  by  the  testator:  Estate  of  McCalley,  50  Cal. 
544,  548.  Where  the  property  exempt  from  execution  is  set  apart  to 
the  widow  and  minor  children,  it  is  no  longer  under  the  control  or 
sapervision  of  the  court:  Bell  v.  Bell,  2  Cal.  App.  338;  83  Pac.  Bep.  814. 

21.  Order.  Finality  and  conclnslTeneBB.  An  order  sotting  apart  a 
homestead  for  the  use  of  the  survivor,  or  of  the  survivor  and  minor 
chUdren,  is  appealable;  but  where  the  time  for  an  appeal  has  elapsed, 
the  order  becomes  flnat  and  conclusive  upon  all  matters  determined,  or 
which  might  have  been  dotormined,  upon  the  hearing  of  the  matter. 
Such  a  judgment  is  founded  in  proceedings,  not  against  persons  as 
such,  but  against  or  apoD  the  thing  or  subject-matter  itself,  whose 
statue  or  condition  is  to  bo  determined,  and  the  judgment,  when  ren- 
dered, is  a  solemn  declaration  of  the  status  of  the  thing,  and  ipso 
facto  renders  it  what  it  declares  it  to  be:  Kearney  v.  Kearney,  73 
Cal.  591;  15  Pac.  Bep.  769;  Oruwell  v.  Seybolt,  82  Cal.  7,  10;  23 
Pac.  Kep.  938;  Fealey  v.  Pealey,  104  Cal.  354;  43  Am.  St.  Bep.  Ill; 
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38  Pae.  Rep.  46;  Hanley  v.  Hanley,  114  Cal.  690,  694;  46  Pac.  Kep. 
736.  Thua  if  tbe  question  whether  the  property  set  apart  to  the 
widow  as  a  homestead  was  or  was  not  community  propertj,  is  put 
in  issue  in  the  homestead  proceedings,  that  question  is  concluded  by 
the  judgment:  Fealey  v.  Fealey,  104  Cal.  354,  358,  359;  43  Am.  St. 
Eep,  111;  38  Pac.  Rop.  49,  The  proceeding  being  in  rem,  aJl  per- 
BODS  interested  are  bound  by  it,  without  personal  notice;  Uanley  t. 
Hanley,  114  Cal,  SBO,  604;  47  Pac.  Bep.  730.  And  a  decision,  in  » 
probate  bomestead  proceeding,  finding  and  deelariog  that  the  appli- 
cant is  not  the  widow,  is,  where  such  issue  of  fact  is  vital  to  the 
controversy,  and  has  been  tried  and  determined  against  the  widow,  a 
final  determination  of  fact,  which  is  forever  binding  in  every  court 
between  the  parties  to  that  HtigatioD  and  their  privies,  and  becomes 
the  law  of  the  case:  Estate  of  Harrington,  147  Cal.  124;  SI  Pac. 
B«p,  546. 

22.  Fov«T  to  enCDJDbei  OI  allenat«.  The  right  to  a  probate  home- 
stead is  not  the  subject  of  sale.  It  is  merely  a  right  to  have  the 
court,  as  a  part  of  the  administration  of  the  estate  of  a  decedent,  set 
apkrt  property,  and  not  until  such  action  can  it  be  said  that  any 
estate  has  become  vested,  either  at  law  or  in  equity.  Tbe  right  to 
have  a  homestead  set  apart  is  therefore  not  estate,  either  at  law 
or  in  equity.  The  estate  of  homestead  is  one  of  a  peculiar  nature. 
It  is  a  provision,  by  the  humanity  of  the  law,  for  a  residence  for 
the  owner  and  his  family:  Estate  of  Moore,  57  Cal.  43T,  444;  Estate 
of  Burton,  63  Cal.  36,  3S.  The  homestead  is  set  apart  "  for  the  use 
of  tbe  family,"  and  "belongs"  to  the  widow  and  minor  children; 
and  is  to  remain  as  a  homestead,  without  any  power  in  either  of  the 
parties  interested  to  destroy  its  quality  as  a  homestead  until  after 
all  of  tbe  children  have  arrived  at  majority.  The  homestead  is  a 
plaee  of  abode  for  the  family,  and  no  act  of  any  member  of  the 
family  can  in  any  way  prejudice  the  rights  of  the  others  to  occupy 
it.  It  must  remain  intact  until  the  youngest  child  has  reached  ma- 
jority. Hence  it  is  not  competent  for  either  of  the  other  co-tenants 
to  have  a  partition  until  that  period  has  been  reached:  Hoppe  v. 
Hoppe,  104  Cal.  94,  100;  37  Pac.  Bep.  S94.  To  hold  that  the  widow, 
or  any  fewer  than  all  o'f  the  parties  in  interest,  can,  by  a  convey- 
SDce,  defeat  the  object  of  the  law,  would  be  a  frand  upon  the  rights 
of  those  not  joining  in  such  conveyance:  Phelan  v.  Smith,  100  Cal. 
158,  166;  34  Pac.  Bep.  667.  But  tbe  widow,  and  the  children  upon 
attaining  majority,  may  dispose  of  their  respective  interests  in  tbe 
homestead,  and  when  all  the  children  have  reached  majority,  the 
mother  and  children  may  have  a  partition,  or  may  sell  the  property 
treed  from  its  homestead  character:  Estate  of  Hamilton,  120  Cat. 
421,  428;  52  Pac.  Rep.  TOS,  And  where  the  widow  has  the  right  to 
convey  a  homestead  awarded  to  her  by  the  probate  court,  her  grantee 
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!a  vSBted  with  the  fee,  and  the  right  to  the  use  of  water  appurtenant 
thereto:  Bullerdipk  v.  HeTmsmeyer,  32  Mont.  541;  81  Pac.  Bep.  334, 
337.  A  widow  who  hag  no  intereBt  in  her  deceased  husbaud'H  estate 
whatever,  except  to  have  a  probate'  homestead  admeasured  to  her, 
and  her  right  as  a  legatee  under  his  will,  is  not  estopped  from  claim- 
ing a  probate  homestead  out  of  the  land  of  her  deceased  husband 
notwithstanding  she  had  made  an  agreempat  aseigning  her  right  to 
receive  a  legacy  from  the  estate,  and  making  Buch  assignment  more 
secure  by  conveying  her  right  as  heir  in  case  the  legacy  should  fail  by 
the  revocation  of  tbe  nUl.  The  will  not  being  revoked,  there  was 
not  a  conveyance  by  her  of  any  interest  in  the  estate,  if  her  right 
to  a  probate  homestead  out  of  the  estate  was  not  a  subject  of  con- 
v^ance:  Estate  of  Vance,  100  Cal.  425,  428;  34  Pac.  Bep.  1087. 

23.  Mortgage  lien.  Prvsentatlon  of  claiau.  If  the  widow  t&kea 
a  probate  homestead,  it  ia  subject  to  a  valid  mortgage  thereoD,  and 
the  mortgagee,  as  before  tbe  death  of  the  husband,  may  subject 
the  land  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  mortgage  debt,  but  his  remedy  ia 
not  in  the  probate  court;  Estate  of  Oir,  23  Cal.  101,  104.  The  probate 
court  has  no  power  to  make  a  decree  declaring  that  the  homestead,  as 
■et  apart,  shall  be  subject  to  the  liens  of  mortgages  thereon;  Chal- 
mers v.  Stockton  B.  &  L.  Soc,  64  Cal.  T7,  7H;  28  Pac.  Rep.  59.  The 
court  has  no  power  to  order  the  executors  or  adniinistrators  to  Ha- 
charge  the  lien  of  a  mortgage  upon  a  probate  homestead,  the  title 
to  which  is  vested  in  fee  in  the  widow,  if  no  claim  for  tbe  debt 
has  been  presented  against  the  estate.  The  mortgagee's  recourse,  in 
such  a  case,  Is  limited  to  tbe  mortgaged  property;  Estate  of  IIuols- 
man,  127  (Jal,  275,  277;  51)  Pac.  Bep.  776,  The  statute  does  make 
a  provision  for  the  extinguishment  of  liens  and  encumbrances  upon 
a  homestead  which  is  selected  and  recorded  ptior  to  the  death  of  one 
of  tbe  spouses,  but  that  statute  deals  with  homesteads  declared  during 
the  lifetime  of  the  spousea,  and  the  law  has  not  seen  fit  to  make  the 
same  provision  with  respect  to  probate  homcBteads:  Estate  of  Uuels- 
man,  127  Cftl.  275,  277;  59  Pac.  Bep.  776.  This  ease,  however,  hold- 
ing that  thero  is  no  provision  for  paying  off  liens  on  a  probate  home- 
stead, which  liens  existed  at  the  death  of  deceased,  docs  not  hold 
that  the  administrator  cannot  pay  oS  liens  on  a  probate  homestead, 
which  they,  of  their  own  volition,  and  contrary  to  the  spirit  and  in- 
tent of  the  law,  have  placed  there.  If  the  court  authoriises  a  mort- 
gage upon  an  estate,  including  tbe  probate  homestead  set  apart 
therefrom  for  the  minor  children,  when  it  would  not  have  done  so 
if  tbe  facta  had  been  called  to  its  attention,  and  the  estate  is  sol- 
vent, land  not  included  in  the  homestead  should  first  bo  sold  and  the 
proceeds  applied  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  mortgage  debt,  and  if  the 
proceeds  are  sufficient  to  pay  oflf  the  mortgage,  the  homestead  claim- 
aut   is   entitled   to   have   the   premises   free   from   the   encumbrance: 
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Estate  Of  Sbively,  145  Cal.  400,  403;  78  Pac.  Sep.  869.  It  is  the  dutf 
of  the  conrt,  before  the  property  of  an  estate  is  mortgaged,  to  aet 
apart  a  homestead  from  the  uneocumbered  real  estate,  regardlesa  of 
the  creditors  of  the  estate;  but  if  the  court  authorizes  a  portion  of 
the  property  of  a  decedent's  eatate  to  ba  mortgaged  before  setting 
apart  n  probate  homestead  out  of  that  portion  thereof,  and  the  pro- 
ceeds of  Buch  mortgage  are  used  in  paying  debts  and  expenses  of 
administration,  the  administrators  have  the  right  to  apply  all  of  the 
proceeds  of  a  sale  of  the  mortgaged  premises  toward  payment  of  the 
mortgage  ou  the  probate  homestead.  The  estate  being  solvent,  the 
administrators  cannot  ba  allowed  to  deprive  the  minor  children  of  a 
homestead  because  the  court  authorized  a  mortgage  upon  it  when  it 
TTDuld  not  have  done  bo  if  the  facts  bad  been  called  to  its  attention: 
Estate  of  Shively,  145  Cal.  400,  402,  403;  78  Pac.  Bep.  889.  The 
rule  in  Califoroia  which  requires  a  mortgage  upon  tho  homestead  to 
be  presented  to  the  administrator  as  a  claim  is  based  upon  the  pro- 
visions of  section  1475  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  of  that  state, 
bnt  such  rule  docs  not  apply  at  all  to  a  probate  homestead:  Bank  of 
Woodland  v.  Stephens,  144  Cal.  659,  663,  664;  T9  Pac.  Bep.  370.  If 
the  mortgage  is  upon  a  probate  bomaatead  set  apart  by  the  court  for 
the  use  of  the  family,  no  preaentatioc  of  tbe  mortgage  claim  is  re- 
quired: Browne  v.  Sweet,  127  Cal.  332,  335;  59  Pac.  Rep.  774;  Mc- 
Qahey  v.  Forrest,  109  Cal.  63,  68;  41  Pac.  Hep.  817;  Schadt  v.  Ueppe, 
45  Cal.  433.  Homesteads  set  apart  by  order  of  the  court  during  the 
pendency  of  probate  proceedings,  which  had  no  eiistence  prior  to  the 
death  of  the  decedent,  are  not  Incladad  in  sectiou  1475  of  the  Code 
of  Civil  Procedure  of  California,  but  are  left  to  tbe  control  of 
section  1500  of  the  same  code,  and  a  prior  lieu  thereon  may  be 
enforced  without  the  necessity  of  presenting  the  claim  secured  thereby 
to  the  executor  or  adroinlstrator,  provided  the  holder  is  willing  to 
expressly  waive,  in  his  complaint,  and  does  waive,  all  recourse  to  any 
other  property  of  the  estate:  McOahoy  v.  Forrest,  109  Cal.  63,  60; 
41  Pac.  Bep.  817. 


A  mortgage  placed  upon  property  after  it  has  been  set  aside  as  a 
probate  homestead  need  not  be  presented  against  the  estate.  The 
claim,  in  snch  a  case,  is  not  against  the  estate:  See  19,  subd.  (2),  supra. 

24.  Value.  It  is  settled  that  there  is  no  specified  limitation  of 
value  in  the  case  of  a  probate  homestead,  the  rule  being,  that  the 
court  may  set  apart  such  property  as,  regardless  of  its  value,  iu  view 
of  the  value  and  condition  of  the  estate,  may  seem  just  and  proper, 
and  this  is  so,  whether  such  homestead  has  been  selected  for  a  limited 
period  or  not:  Estate  of  Levy,  141  Cal.  646,  652;  99  Am.  St.  Rep. 
92;  75  Pac.  Bep.  301;  Estate  of  Adams,  128  Cal.  380;  57  Pac.  Eep. 
560;  60  Pac.  Kep.  905;  Estate  of  Walkerly,  81  Cal.  579;  22  Pac.  Hep.

8S8;  Estate  of  Smith,  09  Cal.  449;  34  Psc.  Bep.  77;  Batata  of  Schmidt, 
04  Cal.  334,  337;  29  Pac.  Hep.  714.  But  it  has  been  held  that  where 
an  estate  is  soivent  the  court  must  take  into  account  the  rights  of 
creditors;  and  as  the  legislature  has  fixed  the  sunt  of  five  thousand 
dollars  as  the  limit  in  value  which  the  debtor  may  claim  for  his 
homestead  against  the  demand  of  his  creditors,  "a  wise  ezereise  of 
judicial  discretion  would  limit  the  homestead  to  be  bo  set  apart  to 
this  amount  in  value  in  the  case  of  an  insolvent  estate,  where  a  home- 
stead of  this  value  can  be  divided  from  the  remaiader  of  the  estate, 
or  where  the  property  sought  to  be  set  apart  is  capable  of  auch  ad- 
measurement ":  Estate  of  Adams,  123  Cal.  380,  384;  57  Pac.  Bep. 
569;  60  Pac.  Rep.  965.  While  the  rights  of  creditors  are  not  to  be 
disregarded  in  setting  apart  a  homestead,  they  "are  subordinate  to 
the  right  of  the  familj  to  a  home":  Estate  of  Adams,  128  Cal.  380, 
383;  57  Pac.  Bap.  569;  60  Pac.  Bep.  96S;  and  if,  in  order  to  set 
apart  such  a  home,  it  is  necesaary  to  take  the  entire  estate  of  the 
deceased,  the  creditors'  rights  must  yield:  Keyea  v.  Cyrua,  100  Cal. 
322,  326;  38  Am.  St.  Bep.  296;  34  Pac.  Bep.  722.  Heirs,  devisees,  and 
legatees  occupy,  at  beat,  a  no  more  advantageous  position  than  credi- 
tors: Sulzberger  t.  Sulzberger,  50  Cal.  385;  Estate  of  Davis,  69  Cal. 
458;  10  Pac.  Bep.  671;  Estate  of  Lahift,  86  Cal.  151;  24  Pac.  Bep. 
850,  While  they  have  rights  which  should  be  considered,  the  family 
is  first  entitled  to  a  home,  if  there  is  property  capable  of  being  set 
apart  as  such;  and  where  the  only  premises  suitable  for  homestead 
purposes  are  indivisible,  and  no  homestead  can  be  given  to  the  family, 
unlose  the  whole  of  such  premises  ia  given,  the  fact  that  such  premises 
are  valued  at  seventeen  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  and  constitute 
in  value  nearly  one  half  of  the  estate,  does  not  impair  the  home- 
stead right,  in  the  absence  of  a  statutory  limitation  as  to  value: 
Estate  of  Levy,  141  Cal.  646,  652;  99  Am.  St.  Bep.  92;  75  Pac.  Bep. 
301.  If  the  only  property  suitable  for  homestead  purposes  is  incapable 
of  division,  and  if  it  is  necessary  to  Bet  aside  the  whole  of  such 
property,  the  court  may  properly  set  it  apart  for  the  most  limited 
period,  —  the  period  of  administration  of  the  estate,  —  and  may  further 
provide  that  the  family  allowance  theretofore  granted  shall  cease  and 
determine.  The  rights  of  all  others  interested  in  the  estate  will  thus 
be  preserved,  so  far  as  practicable:  Estate  of  Levy,  141  Cal.  646,  653; 
99  Am.  St.  Bep.  92;  75  Pac.  Rep.  301.  Although  the  code  provides  a 
machinery  by  which  creditors  may  have  the  houiestead  declared  sold, 
and  the  proceeds  in  excess  of  five  thousand  dollars  applied  to  the 
payment  of  debts,  this  does  not  affect  the  "  creation  "  of  a  homestead 
upon  land  in  ezceaa  of  five  thousand  dollara,  upon  a  contest  between 
the  widow  and  the  heirs  at  law  of  tbe  decedent.  Such  provision 
has  nothing  to  do  with  tbe  "  creation  "  of  a  homestead,  even  when  it 
is  established  by  the  parties  under  the  Civil  Code;  and  there  are  no 
existing  provisions  of  the  code  which  restrain  the  court  from  select- 
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fug  premisea  as  a  homestead  because  thej'  exceed  in  value  five  tbou- 
Band  dollars.  There  were  such  provisionB  in  sections  1480- 14S4  of  the 
Code  of  Civil  Procedure  of  California;  but  tboie  sections  were  re- 
pealed in  18T4:  Estate  of  Smith,  94  Cai.  449;  34  Pac.  Bep.  77.  When 
a  homestead  estate  is  decreed  by  the  county  court  in  a  homestead 
which  exceeds  five  thousand  dollars  in  value,  and  is  indivisible,  the 
decree  should  show  the  amount  of  the  excess  in  value,  and  the  fact 
that  the  property  is  indivisible:  Calmer  v.  Calmer  (N.  D.),  106  N.  W. 
Kep.  684.  In  the  state  of  Washiugton,  a  widow  cannot  claim  for  her- 
aeif  and  her  minor  children  any  permanent  homestead  in  premises 
which  were  the  separate  property  of  the  deceased  husband  at  the 
time  of  his  death.  The  realty  vests  in  the  heirs  at  law  of  the  decedent, 
subject  to  the  lawful  rights  and  claims  of  creditors  and  all  parties 
interested  in  the  regular  course  of  administration.  The  law  does 
not  prevail  in  that  state,  that,  no  matter  how  valuable  the  home- 
stead of  the  decedent  may  be,  it  must  go  to  his  widow  or  children,  to 
the  exclusion  of  the  rights  of  his  creditors,  as  this  would  have  the 
effect  of  enlarging  the  homestead  rights  of  the  widow  and  children 
by  reason  of  the  death  of  the  husband:  Lloyd  v.  Lloyd,  31  Wash.  64; 
U  Pac.  Bep.  1061. 

25.  Waiver,  loss,  and  detenDinatloii  of  right.  The  acceptance,  by  a 
widow,  of  letters  testamentary,  and  the  fact  that  she  was,  by  the 
will,  constituted  one  of  the  residuary  legatees,  does  not  tend  to  show 
that  she  waived  her  right  to  a  homestead  as  prescribed  by  the 
statute:  Sulzberger  v.  Sulzberger,  50  Cal.  335,  388;  Estate  of  Firth, 
145  Cal.  236,  23S;  TS  Pac.  Bep.  643.  Nor  does  she  waive  her  right 
to  a  probate  homestead  by  qualifying  as  executrix  under  the  will: 
Estate  of  Firth,  145  Cal.  236,  239;  78  Pac.  Rep.  G43.  The  homestead, 
when  set  apart,  is  for  Che  benefit  of  the  widow  aud  children,  and  the 
widow  cannot  individually,  by  any  act  of  her  own,  waive  the  rights 
of  the  children:  Pbelau  v.  Smith,  100  Cal.  158,  165;  34  Pac.  Bep.  667. 
When  minors  have  reached  their  majority  without  an  application  for 
a  homestead  having  beeu  made  for  or  on  their  behalf,  their  rights  are 
lost;  but  neither  the  widow,  nor  the  other  children,  can,  individually 
or  collectively,  waive  the  right  ef  a  child  who  has  not  attained 
majority  to  a  probate  homestead:  Estate  of  Still,  117  Cal.  509;  49 
Pac.  Bep.  463,  465.  If  a  surviving  husband,  who  has  had  a  bome- 
otead  set  apart  to  him,  afterwards  sells  the  same,  he  is  not  entitled 
to  another  homestead  out  of  the  separate  property  of  hie  deceased 
wife:  Estate  of  Ackerman,  80  Cal.  208;  13  Am.  St.  Bep.  116;  22  Pac, 
Bep.  141.  So  if  a  widow,  who  is  entitled  to  a  homestead,  marries 
before  an  order  of  the  court  setting  it  apart  to  ber,  she  loses,  by 
■uch  marriage,  her  right  to  the  homestead:  Estate  of  Boland,  43  Cal. 
MO,  642;  Estate  of  Still,  117  Cal.  509;  49  Pac.  Bep.  463.  The  home- 
fftMtd  is  set  apart  "for  the  use  of  the  family,"  and  "belongs"  to 
Probate  —  41

the  widow  and  miaor  children;  and  la  to  remain  as  &  homeBtead, 
without  an7  power  in  either  of  the  parties  interested  to  dsatroj  its 
quality  as  a  homeetead,  until  after  all  of  the  children  h&ve  arrived 
at  majority.  The  homestead  is  the  place  of  abode  for  the  family, 
and  DO  act  of  any  member  of  tbe  family  can  in  any  way  prejudice 
the  rights  of  the  others  to  occupy  it.  It  must  remain  Intact  nntil 
the  youngest  child  bas  teaehed  its  majority.  Hence  it  is  not  compe- 
tent for  either  of  the  other  co- tenants  to  have  a  partition  until 
that  period  has  been  reached:  Hoppe  v.  Hoppe,  104  Cal.  94,  100;  37 
Pac.  Bep.  894;  Estate  of  Hamilton,  120  Cal.  421,  427;  52  Pac  Eop. 
708.  When  the  children  arrive  at  majority,  their  interest  in  the 
homestead,  as  a  homestead,  ceases,  for  tfacy  no  longer  constitute 
a  part  of  the  family,  and  whatever  rights  they  thereafter  have 
in  the  land  covered  by  the  homestead  are  in  the  nature  of  those 
of  remaindermen  or  reversioners:  Afoore  v.  Hoffman,  125  Cal.  90, 
93;  73  Am.  St.  Bep.  27;  57  Pac.  Eep.  769.  The  widow  and  minor 
children  do  not  lose  their  right  to  a  homestead  by  the  widow's  act, 
as  administratrix,  in  procuring  an  order  of  sale  of  the  property, 
which  property  was  never  sold  under  such  order:  Estate  of  Still, 
117  Cal.  509;  49  Pac.  Bep.  463,  465.  It  is  a  governing  principle 
that  the  homestead  right  continues  in  favor  of  any  one  of  the 
family  for  whom  it  was  created,  as  long  as  he  or  she  asserts  it,  and 
remains  in  a  position  to  assert  it;  and  this  principle  applies,  either 
where  the  rights  of  the  minor  children  are  being  asserted  as  against 
the  act  of  the  widow,  or  where  the  rights  of  the  widow  are  being 
asserted  as  against  the  acts  of  the  children.  When  the  children  arrive 
at  majority,  their  lotereHt  in  the  homestead,  as  a  homestead,  ceases, 
and  the  wulow,  being  the  only  homestead  claimant  left,  could,  of 
course,  dispose  of  her  interest  in  the  land,  because  there  would  then 
be  no  other  homestead  claimant  to  contest  her  right  to  do  so.  But 
the  grantee  of  a  child  cannot  disturb  the  widow's  possession  until  her 
homestead  right  has  been  extinguished,  either  by  her  own  act  or  by 
operation  of  law,  and  it  cannot  be  extinguished  by  the  act  of  any 
one  of  the  children,  either  before  or  after  their  majority:  Moore  v. 
Hoffman,  125  Cal.  90,  93;   73  Am.  St.  Bep.  27;  57  Pac.  Rep.   769. 

26.  Vesting  of  tltU.  If  no  homestead  was  selected,  designated,  or 
recorded  in  the  lifetime  of  the  husband,  a  decree  setting  apart  a 
homestead  for  the  nse  of  the  family  of  the  decedent  vests  the  title 
to  the  homestead  in  the  widow  and  minor  children:  Hoppe  v.  Hoppe, 
104  CaL  94,  100;  37  Pac.  Bep.  894;  Fealey  v.  Fealey,  104  Cal.  354,  360; 
43  Am.  St.  Bep.  Ill;  38  Pac.  Rep.  49;  Estate  of  Oilmore,  81  CaL  240, 
243;  22  Pac.  Rep.  655;  but  upon  the  death  of  a  spouse,  the  community 
property  upon  which  a  homestead  eiistB  vests  absolutely  in  the  sur- 
vivor: Sheehy  v.  Miles,  B3  Cai.  ass,  295;  28  Pae.  Bep.  1046;  Dickey 
T.  Gibson,  113  Cal,   26,  30;  54   Am.   St.   Rep.   321;   45  Pac.  Bep.   15; 
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Vandall  v.  Teague,  143  Cal.  471,  474;  76  Pac.  Rep.  35;  Saddlemire  v. 
'  Stockton  Sav.  etc.  Sac,  144  Cal.  050,  653;  7S  Pac.  Rep.  381;  and  tha 
probate  court  has  no  power  to  make  a  decree  setting  apart  tlie  prop- 
erty for  tbo  "  UBG  of  the  family";  and  the  effect  of  euch  a  decree,  if 
made,  no  matter  how  broad  its  language,  is,  simply,  to  take  the 
property  out  of  administration:  Sheehy  v.  Miles,  93  Cal.  2SS,  2S5;  28 
Pac.  Rep.  1046.  If  the  homestead,  however,  was  selected  while  the 
husband  and  wife  were  both  alive,  out  of  the  separate  property  of 
either,  it  vests,  on  the  death  of  the  person  from  whose  property  it 
was  selected,  in  his  or  her  beirs,  subject  to  the  power  of  the  court 
to  assign  it  for  a  limited  period  to  the  family  of  tbe  decedent:  Maw- 
son  V.  Mawson,  50  Cal.  539,  543;  Gruwell  v.  Seybolt,  82  Cal.  7;  22  Pac. 
Rep.  938;  Estate  of  Moore,  96  Ca!.  522;  32  Pac.  Rep.  584;  Uardwick 
V.  Black,  128  Cal.  672;  61  Pac.  Rep.  381;  Estate  of  Path,  132  Cal. 
609;  64  Pac.  Rep.  995.  If  a  probate  homestead  ia  set  apart  to  tbe 
widow  out  of  community  property,  and  there  are  no  minor  children, 
the  title  thereto  vests  absolutely  in  her:  Otto  v.  Long,  144  Cal.  144, 
146;  77  Pac.  Rep.  885.  If  the  homestead  is  set  apart  by  the  prO' 
bate  court  out  of  the  separate  estate  of  the  deceased  husband,  it 
belongs  to  the  widow  and  minor  children,  if  there  are  any:  Estate  of 
Schmidt,  94  Cat.  334,  33S;  29  Pac.  Rep.  714;  but  if  there  is  no  minor 
child  or  children,  one  half  vests  in  the  widow  and  the  other  half  in 
the  child,  or  in  the  children  in  equal  proportion:  Hardwiek  v.  Black, 
128  Cal.  6T2,  6T4;  61  Pac.  Rep.  381,  approving  Mawson  v.  Mawson, 
50  Cal.  539,  542,  a  case  which  the  court  said  had  not  only  stood 
unquestioned  for  twenty-Svc  years,  but  had  beeu  frequently  alluded  to 
in  subsequent  decisions  of  the  supreme  court,  —  sometimes  with 
approval,  and  never  otherwise.  Under  a  statute  prescribing  that  the 
homestead  may  be  set  apart  for  a  limited  period,  the  period  caoaot 
be  greater  than  for  life,  and  a  decree  sotting  aside  a  homestead  for  a 
specified  term  of  years  is  on  condition  that  the  party  live  so  long,  and 
upon  death  before  tbe  expiration  of  such  period,  the  homestead  vesta 
in  the  party  from  whose  property  it  was  taken:  Neary  v.  Godfrey, 
102  Cal.  338,  341;  36  Pae.  Rep.  655. 

27.  Vacating  order.     Collateial  attack.     Before  making  an  order 

sotting  apart  a  probate  homestead,  it  is  necessary  for  the  court  to 
determine  that  the  facts  exist  which  authorize  it  to  do  so,  and  this 
determination,  when  made,  cannot  be  inquired  into  collaterally:  Otto  v. 
Long,  144  Cal,  144,  147;  77  Pac.  Hop.  585;  Saddlemire  v,  Stockton 
Sav.  etc.  Soc,  144  Cal.  650,  655;  79  Pac.  Rep.  381.  But  if  an  appli- 
cation is  made  within  six  months,  to  have  an  order  setting  apart  a 
homestead  vacated  on  the  ground  of  "  inadvertence,  surprise,  or  excus- 
able neglect,"  such  application,  upon  a  proper  showing,  wiU  be  granted; 
Levy  V.  Superior  Court,  139  Cal.  590,  591;  T3  Pac.  Rep.  417; 
Cahill  V.  Superior  Court,  145  Cal.  42,  43;  78  Pae.  Rep.  467.    A  creditor 
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of  an  estate,  whose  claim  against  it  has  not  been  allowed,  is  entitled 
to  bring  an  action  in  equity  to  set  aside  and  annul  an  order  setting  , 
apart  a  homeatead  to  the  widow  of  the  deceased,  upon  the  ground 
that  it  was  procured  bj  fraud;  and  where  the  complaint  charges  a 
wilful  suppression  of  a  matcrisi  truth,  and  a  anggestion  of  a  false- 
hood bj  defendant,  with  intent  to  deceive  and  mislead  the  court,  to 
the  prejudice  of  the  creditors  of  the  estate,  and  avers  that  such  sug- 
geation  had  the  intended  effect,  to  the  injury  of  plaintiff,  who  was 
one  of  such  creditors,  it  charges  a  fraud:  Wickeraham  v.  Comerford, 
96  Cal.  433,  435,  439;  31  Pac.  Kep.  358.  But  a  judgment  or  decree  of 
a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  can  be  set  aside  m  an  independent 
equitable  proceeding  for  fraud  only  where  the  fraud  alleged  waa 
extrinsic  or  collateral  to  the  matter  which  was  tried  and  determined  by 
such  court.  Wilful  and  false  representations  made  to  the  court,  in 
testimony,  that  tb'e  premiees  involved  were  community  property,  and 
that  a  declaration  of  homestead  had  been  filed  on  the  premises  while 
the  widow  and  her  husband  were  actually  residing  thereon,  is  not  a 
fraud  "  extrinsic  or  collateral  "  to  the  matter  tried  and  determined  by 
the  court.  A  decree  obtained  by  perjured  testimony  is  not  such  fraud: 
Hanley  v.  Hanley,  114  Cal.  090.  693;  46  Pac.  Eep.  736;  Feaiey  v. 
Fealey,  104  Cat.  354;  43  Am.  St.  Rep.  Ill;  3S  Pac.  Rep.  49;  Gruwell 
V.  Seybolt,  82  Cal.  7,  10;  22  Pac.  Rep.  93S.  And  where  the  heirs  had 
notice  of  the  application  for  a  homestead,  and  the  estate  has  been 
fully  administered,  their  complaint,  in  an  action  to  set  aside  the 
decree,  which  fails  to  show  any  fraud  or  device  which  would  prevent 
proof  of  the  character  of  the  property  from  which  the  homestead  was 
selected,  does  not  show  a  cause  of  action:  Qruwell  v.  Seybolt,  S2  Cal. 
7,  10;  22  Pac.  Rep.  938. 

2B.  Exemption  of  taomestead.  The  homestead  is  exempt  from  execu- 
tion or  forced  sale,  whether  selected  and  recorded  by  the  voluntatj 
act  of  the  parties  or  by  an  order  of  the  probate  court:  Keyes  t. 
Cyrus,  100  Cal.  322,  327;  3S  Am.  St.  Bep.  29fl;  34  Pac.  Rep.  722; 
Estate  of  Hamilton,  120  Cal.  421,  429;  52  Pac.  Rep.  70S;  Tyrrell  r.  Bald- 
win, 78  Cal.  470,  475;  31  Pac.  Hep.  116.  Where  statutes  exist  exempt- 
ing a  limited  estate  for  the  nae  of  the  widow  and  minor  children,  and 
from  levy  and  forced  sale  under  legal  process  for  debts  against  the 
decedent,  it  cannot  be  said  that  the  legislature  intended  that  the 
expenses  of  the  last  sickness,  funeral  charges,  and  expense  of  adminis- 
tration should  not  be  a  proper  charge  against  such  exempted  property: 
In  re  Thorn's  Estate,  24  Utah,  209;  67  Pac.  Bep.  22. 

29.  Appeal.  The  order  setting  apart  a  probate  homestead  is  appeal- 
able, but  the  right  to  have  it  reviewed  for  error  is  lost  by  a  failure 
to  appeal  therefrom:  Gruwell  v.  Seybolt,  82  Cal.  7,  10;  22  Pac,  Bep. 
938.    But,  while  such  order  is  appealable,  yet  it  cannot  be  reviewed 
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on  appeal  from  a  subsequent  order:  Estate  of  Bums,  S4  Cal.  SS3,  228. 
The  eode  requirea  such  appeal  to  be  taken  within  sixty  days:  Estate 
of  Bums,  54  C&l.  223,  22S;  Est&te  of  Burton,  64  Cal.  428;  1  Pac.  Sep. 
702.  And  an  appeal  from  a  decree  denying  a  widow's  application  to 
have  a  homestead  set  aside  to  her  out  of  her  deceased  husband's 
estate  must  be  taken  within  the  same  time  after  the  decree  or  judgment 
is  entered:  Estate  of  Harland,  €4  Cal.  STB;  1  Pac.  Rep.  159.  Both  the 
executor  under  the  will  and  the  devisees  and  legatees  under  the  wUl 
are  "  parties  aggrieved,"  within  the  meaning  of  those  words  as  used 
in  the  law  relative  to  the  right  of  apjieal.  They  are  therefore  entitled 
to  appeal  from  an  order  setting  apart  from  the  property  of  the 
estate  of  a  decedent  a  homestead  for  the  use  of  the  surviving  wife 
for  and  during  the  period  of  administration  of  the  estate  and  until 
its  final  distribution:  Estate  of  Levy,  141  Cal.  646,  647;  S9  Am.  St. 
Bep.  92;  75  Pac.  Bep.  301.  The  devisees  in  such  a  case  are  specially 
aggrieved  by  tbe  order,  for  the  reason  that,  under  the  settled  law 
in  this  state,  the  effect  of  tbe  homestead  order  is  to  remove  the 
premises  set  apart  from  tbe  disposition  of  the  will,  and  to  vest  title 
thereto,  subject  to  tbe  order  in  tbe  "beirs"  of  tbe  deceased  as  dis- 
tiugnished  from  tbe  devisees:  Estate  of  Levy,  141  Cal.  646,  647;  99 
Am.  St.  Bep.  92;  75  Pac.  Bep.  301.  If  the  petition  for  the  setting 
aside  of  a  probate  homestead  to  the  widow  is  denied,  findings  should 
be  made,  if  requested:  Estate  of  Burton,  63  Cal.  36,  37;  but  not  upon 
immaterial  issues:  Estate  of  Adams,  128  Cal.  3S0,  38S;  57  Pac.  Bep. 
569;  60  Pac.  Bep.  965.  The  correctness  of  the  order  setting  apart 
a  probate  homestead  out  of  the  separate  estate  of  the  decedent  is  to 
be  determined  upon  a  consideration  of  the  character  of  the  estate  at 
the  time  of  making  the  application  or  of  the  bearing  thereon.  No 
benefit  that  the  estate  may  have  derived  from  the  care  and  provision 
of  the  executrix,  or  any  extravagance  in  the  management  of  the 
estate,  or  tbe  amount  previously  allowed  for  the  support  of  the  family, 
is  an  element  to  be  considered  in  determining  the  right  to  have  a 
bomestead  set  apart;  Estate  of  Adams,  12S  Cal.  3S0,  3S4;  57  Pac.  Bep. 
569;  60  Pac.  Rep.  965.  An  objection  not  mado  in  proceedings  to 
set  apart  a  bomestead  cannot  be  heard  for  the  first  time  on  appeal: 
Estate  of  Pohlmaon,  2  Cal.  App.  360;  84  Pac.  Kop.  354,  355.  In  the 
absence  of  a  statement  on  appeal  from  an  order  setting  aside  a  home- 
stead to  the  widow  and  minor  children,  only  errors  appearing  on  the 
face  of  the  order  are  properly  before  the  appellate  court  for  deter- 
mination: In  re  Quinn'a  Estate,  27  Nev.  156;  74  Pac.  Rep.  5.  The 
action  of  the  trial  court  will  not  bo  disturbed  on  appeal  in  such 
eases,  unless  abuse  of  discretion  is  shown:  Estate  of  Schmidt,  94  Cal. 
834;  28  Pac.  Bep.  714;  Estate  of  Firth,  145  Cal.  236;  78  Pac.  Kep.  643.

The  effect  of  the  insanity  of 
one  of  the  spouses  is  not  to  deprive  him  or  her  of  homestead  beneSts, 
or  to  give  to  the  other  spouse  any  greater  interest  therein  or  authority 
to  encumber  it  than  is  expressly  provided  by  law:  Security  etc. 
Co.  V.  KaufFman,  lOS  Cal.  214,  220;  41  Pac.  Bop.  467.  The  joining 
of  the  guardian  of  an  insane  spouse,  under  an  order  of  the  probate 
court,  with  the  sane  spouse,  in  a  mortgage  on  the  homestead,  is  not 
such  joint  consent  as  is  contemplated  by  the  constitutional  provision 
relating  to  encumbering  or  conveying  the  homestead.  Such  a  mort- 
gage is  void:  Locke  v.  Redmond,  59  Kan.

L  Dower.  In  generaL  Tbe  right  of  dower  in  Utah  was  aboliflbed 
in  1872,  and  romained  bo  abolished  until  re-eatablighed  bj  the  Edmunds- 
Tuckor  act,  in  March,  1887;  and  thoreaftor  dower  could  only  be 
waived  or  vested  as  in  said  act  provided;  Norton  v.  Tufts,  19  Utah, 
'470;  57  Pae.  Bep.  409.  In  Uoutana,  a  court  sitting  in  probata 
has  no  juriBdietion  of  anj  matter  touching  the  admeaBuremeut  of 
dower.  Tbe  jurisdiction  upon  this  subject  is  conferred  upon  the 
court  as  a  court  of  general  jurisdiction,  and  must  be  invoked  hj  an 
independent  action.  If  the  court,  when  exercising  its  probate  juris- 
diction, has  no  power  with  reference  to  dower,  no  order  which  it  may 
make  touching  the  distribution  of  property  during  the  course  of 
administration  can,  of  itsi^If,  affect  the  right  of  dower  in  any  lands  to 
which  the  rigbt  has  attacbed,  or  any  election  which  the  nidoi*  has 
with  reference  to  it.  She  may  bring  her  action  to  have  her  dower 
allotted  to  her,  notwithstanding  the  order  of  distribution  makes  no 
mention  of  her  right;  In  re  Dahtman's  Estate,  2S  Munt.  379;  12  Pae. 
Hep.  750,  751.  A  circuit  judge  at  chambers  has  jurisdiction,  in  the 
territory  of  Hawaii,  to  admeasure  dower;  but  he  has  do  such  juriS' 
diction  if  the  right  of  dower  is  denied,  even  in  a  eaao  instituted  by 
the  widow  hereelf:  Ahin  v.  Opele,  17  Haw.

2.  Dower.     Power  to  modify  right.     Dower  is  a  subject  that  is 

entirely  within  the  control  of  tbe  legislative  power  until  it  becomes 
vested  by  the  death  of  the  husband,  and,  until  vested,  the  legisla- 
ture may  modify,  abrogate,  increase,  or  diminish  it  at  pleasure,  at 
least  so  far  as  it  affects  the  wife.  The  common  law  respecting  dower 
remained  in  force  all  of  the  time  while  Utah  was  a  territory,  and 
continued  in  force  after  it  became  a  state,  except  as  modified  by 
statutory  enactment.  The  common  law  as  to  dower,  in  Utah,  con- 
tinued in  force  from  1887  to  January  1,  1898;  Hilton  v.  Thatcher  31 
Utah,  3B0j  88  Pae.  Eep.  20,  21,  22,  23,  24.

The  asBignment  of  dower,  under  a  statute  like 
that  of  Oregon,  moHt  be  made  according  to  the  statute  m  force  at 
the  time  of  the  death  of  the  husband,  except  aa  against  the  ezistiog 
rights  of  third  persons  in  the  lands  of  the  husband,  acquired  by  deed 
or  mortgage,  in  which  the  wife  did  not  join,  by  sheriff's  sale  during 
the  life  of  the  husband,  or  by  executory  contract,  in  which  cases  the 
assignment  mnst  be  under  the  law  in  force  o.t  the  time  of  such  con- 
veyance, sale,  or  contract,  if,  by  the  later  statute,  the  dower  estate 
is  enlarged  to  the  prejudice  of  such  purchaser;  tbe  reason  for  the 
exemption  being  that  such  purchaser  has  a  vested  right  by  reason  of 
his  purchase,  and  the  legislature  cannot  enact  a  law  that  will  impair 
the  obligation  of  his  contract;  Davidson  v.  Bicbardson  (Or.),  89  Pac. 
Rep.  712,  743.  This  rule  applies  to  judgment  liens  obtained  prior  to 
the  enactment  enlarging  the  dower  estate.  A  judgment  lien  is  not  a 
vested  right  or  interest  of  a  creditor  in  the  land  until  levy  and  sale. 
It  is  only  an  incident  in  the  remedy  for  the  collection  of  the  debt, 
purely  a  creation  of  statute,  and  not  of  tbe  contract,  and  consequently 
is  subject  to  the  control  of  the  legislature  to  modify  it  by  increasing 
or  diminishing,  or  to  abolish  it  altogether,  without  violating  the  credi- 
tor's constitutional  guaranty  that  the  obligation  of  his  contract  shall 
not  be  impaired:  Davidson  v.  Bichardson  (Or.),  89  Pac.  Eep.  742,  743.

That  portion  of  a  Btatute  abolishing  the  esUte  of 
dower  and  curtesy  does  not  cut  off  the  widow's  right  to 
in  the  lands  of  tbe  husband,  alienated  by  bim  without  bis  wife's  c 
sent  prior  to  the  passage   of  such  law,  although   his   death  did   i 
occur  until  many  years  aubsequently  to  its  enactment.     The  n 
of  her  right  in  such  alienated  lands  is  to  be  determined  by  the  law 
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in  farce  at  the  time  they  were  alienated:  Hilton  v.  Thatcher,  31  Utah, 
360;  as  Pac.  Rep.  20,  22,  24,  25.  The  estates  of  doner  and  curtesy, 
as  Buch,  were  abrogated  by  statnte  in  Utah  in  J898,  but  tha  right 
itself  was  continued  in  force  as  an  enlarged  estate  or  intereat:  In 
re  Park's  Estate  (Utah),  87  Pae.  Hep.  900,  903.  Prior  to  1898,  the 
widow,  upon  the  death  of  her  husband,  mas  entitled  to  a  one-third  part 
of  all  lands  of  which  he  was  seiaad  during  the  marriage,  and  the 
extent  of  each  interest  was  a  life  estate;  bnt,  under  a  statute  enacted 
at  that  time,  she  was,  upon  the  death  of  her  husband,  entitled  to 
one  third  in  value  of  the  lands  so  owned  by  him,  or  in  which  lie  had 
an  equitable  estate,  the  same  to  be  set  apart  to  her  in  fee-simple. 
This  was  an  enlargement  of  the  widow's  interest  becoming  effective 
January  1,  1S98.  Prior  to  that  time  her  interest  terminated,  aa  at  com- 
mon law,  at  her  death.  Hence  where  lands  were  alienated  by  the 
husband  before  January  1,  1S98,  and  while  the  widow  was  entitled 
to  a  life  estate  only,  she  is  not  entitled  to  take  the  value  of  her 
interest  in  the  husband's  lands  out  of  his  estate,  as  authorised  by 
the  act  adopted  on  said  date.  No  doubt  this  might  be  consented  to 
by  all  who  have  an  interest  in  the  estate,  but  it  cannot  be  accorded  as 
a  matter  of  legal  right:  In  re  Park's  Estate  (Utah),  ST  Pac.  Bep. 
900,  902,  903.  The  dower  rights  of  a  wife  cannot  be  affected  by  an 
attempted  sale  by  her  husbaud  without  her  consent,  where  the  pur- 
chaacr  knows  that  the  vendor  is  a  married  man.  The  purchaser  buys 
with  full  knowledge  of  both  the  interest  fixed  by  law  and  of  bis 
vendor's  legal  status.  He  knows  that  he  cannot  obtain  the  interest 
of  a  wife  without  her  consent;  that  such  interest  is  contingent  only 
during  the  life  of  her  husband;  and  that,  upon  bis  death,  it  im- 
mediately vesta  in  her  as  a  fee-aimple  eatate:  Free  v.  Little  (Utah), 
88  Pac.  Rep.  407,  411.  The  act  of  Congress  endows  the  widow,  in 
Utah,  with  a  one-third  part  of  all  lands  whereof  the  husband  was 
seiaed;  consequently  the  widow  should  have  a  dower  intereat,  a  life 
estate,  to  the  extent  of  one  third  of  all  the  real  estate  whereof  the 
huaband  died  seised,  and  she  is  further  entitled  to  her  rights  under 
the  law  of  succession;  Knudsen  v.  Hannberg,  8  Utah,  203;  3D  Pac. 
Bep.  749,  753.  The  homestead  right  doea  not  attach  in  favor  of  the 
widow  or  children,  unless  the  estate  is  insolvent  and  in  debt,  or  ia 
below  the  homestead  allowance  in  value,  and  if  it  ia  not,  it  goes  to  the 
heirs  at  once,  under  the  law  of  sacceaaion,  subject  to  the  widow's 
right  of  dower:  Knudsen  v.  Hannberg,  8  Utah,  203;  30  Pac,  Rep, 
749,  752.  A  marital  separation  by  mutual  agreement,  even  if  fol- 
lowed by  adultery,  was  not  auflicient  to  disendow  the  wife,  under  13 
Edward  1,  until  the  huaband,  by  offering  to  take  her  back,  had  with- 
drawn from  the  contract  of  separation,  and  the  wife  had  thereupon 
refused  such  offer:  Norton  v.  Tufta,  19  Utah,  470;  57  Pae.  Bep.  409. 
A  widow  may,  by  mere  silence,  eatop  herself  in  pais  from  claiming 
dower  in  her  husband's  estate.  But  where  a  concealment  by  silence 
is  relied   upon  for  estoppel,  the  parties  against  whom  ratoppel  is 
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claimed  must  have  knowledge  of  the  facta  and  of  the  action  about 
to  be  taken:  Norton  v.  Tofts,  19  Utah,  470;  57  Pae.  Bep.  409. 

(3)  m  Montana.  The  Montana  statute  recognizes  the  common-law 
Tight  of  dower.  At  the  same  tine,  it  extends  this  right  to  estates  to 
which  it  did  not  attach  at  the  common  law,  and  enlarges  the  wife's 
right  by  the  election  g^ranted  to  her  under  sueh  statute.  By  this 
provision  ahe  has  the  absolute  right  to  take  in  fee,  in  lien  of  the 
eommon-law  dower,  one  half  of  all  the  real  estate,  subject  to  the 
payment  of  debts  lawfully  due  from  the  estate.  This  estate  falls  to 
her,  not  as  heir,  or  by  will  of  her  husband,  but  by  virtue  of  her 
marital  right,  and  without  regard  to  the  law  relating  to  the  rights 
of  heirs,  or  to  any  will  made  by  the  husband.  After  the  wife's  right 
has  become  fixed  by  the  death  of  the  husband,  she  can  assert  it, 
despite  the  rights  of  creditors,  heirs,  or  any  other  person  whomiioever. 
It  is  true  that  when  the  fee  to  her  portion  in  lands  has  vested  in  her 
under  the  right  of  succession,  the  dower  right  in  such  property  is 
pro  tanto  merged  in  the  fee;  but  this  in  no  wise  affects  her  right  to 
dower  in  the  residue  of  the  estate.  This  descends  to  the  heirs,  sub' 
ject  to  her  rights,  and,  though  she  falls  within  the  class  of  those 
who,  under  the  statute,  are  denominated  "  heirs,"  this  does  not  aSect 
her  rights  conferred  by  other  statutes  which  have  no  connection  what- 
ever with  the  law  of  succession.  Hence  if  the  husband  dies  intestate, 
leaving  surviving  him  his  widow,  and  one  or  both  of  his  parents,  but 
without  children  oi  grandchildren,  the  widow,  although  she  has  par- 
ticipated in  the  distribution  of  her  husband's  estate  as  an  heir,  is 
entitled  to  one  half  of  said  estate,  after  the  payment  of  debts,  under 
the  statute  relating  to  succession,  in  addition  to  her  right  of  dower,  or 
election  in  lieu  thereof.  The  two  rights,  though  conferred  by  statute, 
rest  upon  different  principles,  and  exist  independently  of  each  other; 
and  the  right  of  election  given  the  widow,  under  the  circumstances 
contemplated  by  statute,  has  no  connection  with  the  right  to  take  as 
heir  one  half  of  the  residue  of  the  estate,  real  and  personal,  after  the 
claims  of  creditors  are  satisfled:  Dahlman  v.  Dablman,  28  Mont.  373; 
72  Pac.  Rep.  74S,  749,  ISO.  Tbs  express  provision  of  ths  Montana 
statute  is,  that  the  widow  shall  be  endowed  of  the  third  part  of  all 
lands  wherein  her  husband  was  seised  of  an  estate  of  inheritance  at 
any  time  daring  the  marriage,  including  equitable  and  all  other  estates 
in  lands  of  whatever  description.  This  provision  is  without  restriction 
or  limitation.  It  attaches  to  all  lands  falling  within  the  description, 
unless  the  wife  shall  have  relinquished  her  right  in  legal  form.  This 
may  be  done  only  by  her  deed  executed  and  duly  acknowlfdged  in 
conformity  with  the  law,  or  by  the  acceptance  by  her  of  a  devise  or 
bequest  under  the  will  of  her  husband,  or  by  a  jointure  settled  upon 
her,  with  her  assent,  by  her  husband  before  the  marriage:  Dahlman  v. 
Dahlman,  28  Mont.  373;  72  Pac.  Kep.  748,  749.  Under  a  statute  which 
provides  that  every  devise  of  land,  or  any  estate   therein,  by  will. 
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Bball  bar  tlie  widow's  dowet  in  laud,  etc.,  a  widow,  b;  accepting  ttm 
proviBians  made  for  her  by  tbe  will  of  hai  deceased  huBbasd,  ia  es- 
topped and  barred  from  claiming  dower  in  any  real  estate  of  which 
her  husband  died  seised,  as  well  as  tho  lands  aliened  b;  him  alone  in  his 
lifetime;  Spalding  v.  Hershfield,  IS  Mont.  2B3;  39  Pac.  B«p.  83,  S9,  90. 

<4)  la  Oregon.  Tbe  administrator  is  entitled  to  tbe  possession  of 
all  tbe  property  of  the  deceased,  both  real  and  personal,  for  the  pur- 
poses of  administration;  but  the  county  court  baa  power  to  protect 
the  widow's  dower  interest  in  moneys  in  tbe  hands  of  such  adminis' 
trator:  Butler  v.  Smith,  20  Or.  126;  25  Pse.  Gep.  3S1.  Proceedings  for 
tbe  sale  of  real  property  of  a  deceaaed  husband  to  pay  his  debts 
affect  his  widow's  rights  of  dower:  Arnold  v.  Smith,  43  Or.  595;  T3 
Pac.  Rep.  336,  337.  A  widow's  absolute  right  to  dower  in  the  lands 
of  which  ber  husband  had  been  seised,  although  resting  in  action,  is 
liable  in  equity  for  her  debts,  but  the  creditors  should  have  the  dower 
actnally  assigned  before  it  is  sold  under  execntion,  as  the  uncertainty 
existing  before  assignment  would  inevitably  cause  diminntion  of  price 
which  would  not  occur  if  tbe  dower  was  assigned  before  the  sale  took 
place:  Baer  v.  Ballingall,  3T  Or.  416;  61  Pac.  Bep.  862,  853.  A  wife's 
inchoate  right  of  dower  attaches  to  the  surplus  moneys  realizod  from 
a  sale  of  tbe  husband's  lands  upon  a  decree  of  foreclosure,  and  her 
interest  in  the  funds  will  be  protected  against  the  deceased  husband's 
creditors;  but  ber  right  cannot  be  litigated  in  an  action  to  recover 
the  funds  in  a  case  to  which  she  is  not  a  party:  Butler  v.  Smith,  20 
Or.  126;  25  Pac.  Hep.  381.

§479.  Executor  to  return  statement  of  claims.  At  the 
same  time  at  which  he  is  required  to  return  his  inventory, 
the  executor  or  administrator  must  also  return  a  statement

§  481.  Manner  of  closing  estates  when  claims  are  unpaid 
and  claimant  cannot  be  found.  Whenever  any  claim  has 
been  presented  to  an  executor  or  administrator,  and  to  the 
court,  and  has  been  allowed  and  approved,  but  the  same  shall 
not  have  been  paid,  and  the  estate  is  in  all  other  respects 
ready  to  be  closed,  if  it  be  made  to  appear  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  the  court  or  judge,  by  affidavit,  or  by  testimony 
taken  in  open  court,  that  the  same  cannot  be,  and  has  not 
been,  paid  because  the  claimant  cannot  be  found,  the  court 
or  judge  shall  make  an  order  fixing  the  amount  of  said 
claim,  with  interest,  if  any,  and  directing  the  executor  or 
administrator  to  deposit  the  amount  with  the  county  treas- 
urer of  the  county  in  which  the  estate  is  being  probated, 
who  shall  give  a  receipt  for  the  same,  and  who  shall  be 
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liable  upon  his  official  bond  therefor.  Snch  executor  or 
adminiatrator  shall  at  once  make  the  deposit  in  accordance 
with  such  order  of  court  and  shall  forthwith  proceed  to 
close  up  and  settle  such  estate.  Upon  the  final  settlement  , 
of  his  accounts,  the  receipt  of  such  treasurer  shall  be  received 
as  a  proper  voucher  for  the  payment  of  sueh  claim,  and 
shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  executed  by  such 
claimant. 

[Deposit  in  state  treasury.]  When  the  amount  so  depos- 
ited is  not  claimed  within  five  years  the  court  or  judge,  upon 
such  showing  by  the  affidavit  of  the  county  treasurer,  must 
direct  the  same  to  be  deposited  in  the  state  treasury  for  the 
benefit  of  sueh  claimant,  or  his  legal  representative,  to  be 
paid  to  him,  whenever,  within  five  years  after  such  deposit, 
proof  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  state  controller  and  state 
treasurer  is  produced  that  he  is  entitled  thereto.  When  so 
claimed,  the  evidence  and  the  joint  order  of  the  controller 
and  treasurer  must  be  filed  by  the  treasurer  as  his  voucher, 
and  the  amoimt  of  the  claim  paid  to  the  claimant,  or  his 
legal  representative,  on  filing  the  proper  receipt, 

[When  amount  of  claim  escheats  to  state.]  If  no  one 
claims  the  amount,  as  herein  provided,  the  claim  devolves 
and  escheats  to  people  of  the  state  of  California  and  shall 
be  placed  by  the  state  treasurer  to  the  credit  of  the  school 
fund.  This  section  shall  be  applicable  to  any  and  all  estates 
now  pending  in  which  a  decree  of  final  discharge  has  not 
been  granted.    Kerr'a  Oyc.  Code  Civ.  Proc.,  §  1514.

(1)  In  geneial.  A  Dotice  to  the  creditors  of  a  decedent,  requiring 
them  to  preeent  tbeir  claimB  to  the  executor  or  administrator,  m&j' 
designate  the  office  of  hie  attorney  as  the  place  where  be  transacts  the 
buainesa  of  the  estate,  and  bb  the  place  for  the  presentation,  although 
he  may  be  engaged  in  transactiDg  some  kind  of  business  elsewhere: 
Bollinger  v.  Manning,  T»  Ca).  T,  13;  21  Pac.  Bcp.  373.  But  a  claim 
may  be  presented  to  bim  before  the  publication  of  notice  to  creditors: 
Janin  v.  Browne,  59  L'a].  37,  43.     Id  a  statute  that  require*  creditors 
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to  present  their  elainiB  to  the  executor  or  adminiatrator  "  at  the  place 
of  his  busioeaB,"  the  words  "place  of  hia  buHJoess  "  should  be  eon- 
Btrued  to  include  the  place  where  the  admiiiiBtrator  transacts  the 
busineBB  of  the  estate,  though  he  may  be  engaged  in  transacting  some 
kind  of  buBinesB  elsewhere.  He  may  properly  doEignate  the  office  of  his 
attorney  as  the  place  where  he  transacts  the  buBiness  of  the  estate, 
and  designate  that  as  the  place  for  the  presentation  of  claims:  Bol- 
linger V.  Manning,  TS  Cal.  7,  13;  BI  Pac.  Bep.  375.  It  is  unnecessary, 
under  the  Nevada  statute,  that  the  notice  to  be  given  by  an  executor 
or  an  administrator  to  the  creditors  of  an  estate  shoold  specify 
whether  the  place  where  the  claims  are  to  be  presented  ia  his  place 
of  residence  or  is  his  place  of  business:  Douglass  v.  Foleom,  21  Nev. 
441;  33  Pac.  Bep.  660.  Where  the  statute  does  not  expressly  require 
the  administrator  to  sign  the  notice  personally,  he  may  authorize  his 
attorney  to  sign  it  in  his  name  and  in  hia  behalf:  Meikle  t.  Cloqnet 
(Wash.),  87  Pac.  Bep.  841,  843. 

(2)  When  sot  nftcessary.  Notice  to  creditors  is  not  necessary  whers 
it  can  result  in  no  possible  good.  The  law  does  not  require  vain 
things.  Hence  where  tho  widow  is  entitled  to  have  the  whole  estate 
set  apart  to  her,  as  where  it  does  not  exceed  the  statutory  limit, 
publication  of  notice  to  creditors  is  not  necessary:  Estate  of  Atwood, 
127  Gal.  427,  430;  59  Pac.  Rep.  770;  Estate  of  Palomares,  63  Cal.  402. 

<3)  Time  of,  dependent  on  Talne  of  estate.  Under  the  California 
statute,  if  the  estate  exceeds  ten  thousand  dollars  in  value  the  execu- 
tor or  ndministrator  is  to  call  upon  tbe  claimants  to  present  their 
claims  within  ten  months  from  the  date  of  the  first  publication  of 
notice.  If  the  estate  is  less  than  ten  thousand  dollars,  then  to  present 
them  within  four  moDths.  But,  while  he  is  so  called  upon  to  designate 
the  time,  his  designation  is  sot,  of  course,  a  judicial  determination  of 
the  value  of  the  estate,  and  is  not  binding  upon  any  creditor  or 
claimant,  if  tbe  time  limit  is  not  tbe  time  prescribed  by  law  according 
to  the  value  of  the  estate.  A  wrong  determination,  by  an  executor  or 
administrator,  of  the  value  of  the  estate,  and  publication  of  notice 
accordingly,  cannot  deprive  creditors  of  their  rights,  i'rom  the  fact 
that  the  notice  to  creditors  must  be  published  immediately  after  ho 
is  appointed,  and  that  the  executor  or  administrator,  after  hia  appoint- 
ment, has  three  months  within  which  to  return  the  inventory  and 
appraisenient,  it  is  plainly  observable  that  the  law  does  not  contem- 
plate that  be  shall  obtain  information  from  the  appraieemcnts  for  the 
purpose  of  fixing  the  time  specified  in  tbe  notice  in  which  creditors 
may  present  their  claims.  It  would  scpm,  therefore,  that  he  must, 
for  himself,  and  at  bis  own  risk,  investigate  and  determine  the  time 
1)1  which  creditors  may  a|)peur  and  prtscnt  their  claims;  and  a  wrong 
dctormination  of  that  fact,  by  him,  may  often  result  in  serious  conse- 
quences,  fur   bis   decision   of   tbe   fact    is   in   no   sense   judicial,   and 
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tberefore  not  binding  and  conclusive  upon  the  creditore.  The  law,  in 
effect,  Bays  that  when  the  estate  is  of  greater  value  than  ten  thousand 
dollars  the  creditors  are  entitled  to  tea  months'  notice.  It  does  not 
■ay  that  when  the  executor  or  administrator  determines  the  valne  to 
be  greater  than  ten  thousand,  the  notice  shall  be  given  for  ten  months; 
but  it  is  the  fact,  and  not  the  executor's  or  administTataT's  determina' 
tion  of  the  fact,  that  is  controlling.  The  Jaw  gives  the  creditors 
certain  rights  as  to  the  time  within  which  they  may  present  their 
claims,  and  no  executor  or  administrator,  by  giving  a  four  months' 
notice,  where  he  should  have  given  a  ten  months'  notice,  can  in  any 
way  deprive  creditors  of  those  rights:  Paterson  v.  Schmidt,  111  Cal. 
4fi7,  458;  44  Pac.  Bep.  161. 

(4)  Addlttonal  notice.  N«w  notice.  When  the  probate  judge  makes 
an  order  for  the  publication  of  notice  to  creditors,  he  may  also  direct 
additional  notice  at  any  time  within  the  period  allowed  for  the  preaen- 
tation  of  claims:  Johnston  v.  Superior  Court,  105  Cal.  666,  668;  39 
Pac.  Bep,  36.  The  only  effect  of  giving  insufficient  notice  ia  to  operate 
as  an  extension  'of  the  time  for  the  presentation  of  claims,  until  due 
and  proper  notice  shall  be  given;  Pitte  v.  Shipley,  46  Cal.  154,  161. 
If  the  probate  judge  determines,  when  proof  of  publication  is  made, 
that  the  publication  did  not  give  notice  to  creditors,  it  is  hie  duty 
to  direct  notice  to  be  given,  as  though  there  had  been  no  previous 
attempt  to  do  so,  and  the  time  for  the  presentation  of  claims  will 
begin  to  run  from  the  time  of  the  giving  of  the  new  notice:  Johnston 
r.  Superior  Court,  105  Cal.  666,  669;  39  Pac.  Bep.  36. 

(6)  PnblleattML  The  court  has  no  power  to  designate  in  its  origt. 
nal  order  the  newspaper  in  which  the  notice  to  creditors  shall  be 
published;  this  is  a  function  to  be  performed  by  the  executor  or  admin- 
istrator. A  provision  in  the  statute,  that  if  there  is  no  newspaper 
published  in  the  county,  the  court  is  to  designate  the  newspaper  in 
which  the  notice  is  to  be  published,  impliei  that  the  power  of  the 
court  to  designate  the  newspaper  ciistH  only  in  the  case  sprcified; 
Brouse  v.  Law,  127  Cal.  152,  153;  59  Pac.  Bop.  384.  The  legal  period 
of  publication,  however,  is  to  be  fixed  by  the  judge.  Until  he  acts, 
it  cannot  be  known  whether  the  period  of  publication  will  exceed  the 
statutory  minimum  or  not.  Without  an  order,  therefore,  there  can 
be  no  legal  period  of  publication,  and  consequently  no  authority  for 
publishing.  A  publication  in  advance  of  the  order  of  the  court  is 
of  no  validity;  and  the  best  evidence  of  publication  is  the  newspaper 
itself:  Wise  v.  Williams,  88  Cal.  30,  34;  25  Pac.  Bep.  1064.  The  affi- 
davit of  publication  is  only  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  facts  therein 
stated,  and  may  be  contradicted  by  the  files  of  the  newspaper  in 
which  the  notice  was  published,  showing  that  such  notice  was  not 
published  for  the  time  required  by  law:  Wise  v.  Williams,  S8  Cal. 
30,  34;  25  Pac.  Bep.  1064.     If  a  publication  is  to  be  made  not  less 
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thaii  oDce  a  week  for  four  weeks,  and  the  affidavit  of  pablic&tion 
BhowB  that  it  was  publiebed  oa  Au^st  7th,  14th,  2]8t,  and  28th,  but 
the  flies  of  the  newspaper  introduced  in  evidence  show  that  the  notice 
was  not  published  on  August  28th,  which  contradicts  the  affidavit,  it 
results  that  there  were  onl^  three  publications  after  the  order  for 
publication  was  made:  Wise  v.  Williams,  S8  Cal.  30,  34;  23  Pae.  Hep. 
1064.  A  failure  to  publish  such  notice  does  not  dispense  with  the 
necessity  of  presenting  claims  before  suit  thercou,  but  only  with  the 
necessity  of  presenting  tbem  within  the  time  prescribed  by  the  statute: 
McFarland  v.  Fairlamb,  18  Wash.  SOI;  52  Pae.  Hep.  239,  240.  It  la 
only  in  those  cases  where  the  court,  in  its  discretion,  by  reason  of 
the  circumstances,  deems  it  proper  to  require  a  more  extended  pub- 
lication than  the  minimum  required  by  the  statute  that  it  is  necessary 
to  specify  the  time  of  publication  in  the  order.  In  all  other  instances 
the  order  may  be  silent  in  that  respect,  and  when  it  is  so,  a  publica- 
tion of  proper  notice  thereunder,  not  less  than  the  minimum  number 
of  times  required  by  the  statute,  is  a  compliance  with  the  law,  and 
constitutes  legal  notice  to  the  creditors:  Henaley  v.  Superior  Court, 
111  Cal.  541,  542;  44  Pae.  Rep.  232.  The  executor  or  administrator 
is  required  to  publish  the  notice  to  creditors  in  a  newspaper  for  the 
length  of  time  directed,  calling  upon  all  persons  having  claims  against 
him  to  exhibit  their  claims,  with  the  necessary  vouchers,  either  at  his 
place  of  residence  or  business,  as  specified  in  the  notice;  and  he  is 
further  called  upon  to  prescribe  in  this  notice  the  time  limit  within 
which  their  claims  must  be  presented:  Estate  of  Wilson,  147  Cal. 
108,  110;  81  Pae.  Bep.  313. 

(6)  DeciM  ratabllstiliig  notica.     If  legal  notice  to  creditors  has 

been  given,  and  due  proof  thereof  made,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  coart 
to  make  an  order  or  decree  showing  that  due  notice  to  creditors  has 
been  given,  and  directing  that  such  order  or  decree  be  entered  in  the 
minutes  of  the  court  and  recorded:  Hensley  v.  Superior  Court,  111 
Cal.  541,  543;  44  Pae.  Sep.  232.  But  a  decree  establishing  due  notice 
to  creditors  is  not  conclusive.  It  may  be  shown  by  proof  that  the 
publication  of  notice  to  creditors  was  insufficient;  Wise  v.  Williams, 
88  Cal.  30,  34;  25  Pao.  Rep.  1064;  Estate  of  WUson,  147  Cal.  108, 
111;  81  Pae.  Rep.  313.  Upon  the  application  of  the  executor  or  admin- 
istrator for  a  decree  declaring  that  due  notice  to  creditors  has  been 
given,  the  court  will  examine  the  character  of  the  publication  that 
has  been  made,  and,  if  it  shall  then  determine  that  its  character  and 
form  have  been  such  as  not  to  give  a  sufficient  notice  for  the  presen- 
tation of  claims  against  the  estate,  it  will  refuse  to  make  snch  decree: 
Brouso  V.  Law,  127  Cal.  152,  154;  59  Pae.  Rep.  384.  A  failure  to  file 
proof  of  the  publication  of  the  notice  to  creditors  within  the  time 
prescribed  by  the  statute  does  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  notice, 
if  it  was  properly  given.  The  time  within  which  a  creditor  is  required 
to  present  his  claim  begins  to  run  from  the  first  publication  of  the 
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notice,  and  not  from,  the  filing  of  the  proof  thereof  with  the  county 
clerk.  The  publication,  and  not  the  filing,  is  therefore  the  vital  fact 
to  be  considered,  and  the  date  of  the  filing  is  not  jurisdictional.  The 
statute  requiring  it  to  be  made  within  a  certain  time  ia  directory, 
»Dd  not  mandatory:  In  re  Conant's  Estate,  43  Or.  530;  73  Pac.  Rep. 
1018,  1020.  The  statute  contemplates  that  an  executor  or  administra- 
tor may  obtain  his  decree  establishing  due  notice  to  creditors  after 
the  notice  has  in  fact  been  given,  by  presenting  and  filing  a  copy 
thereof,  with  the  affidavit  of  due  publication,  and  upon  the  production 
of  such  other  testimony  as  may  be  satisfactory  to  the  court.  While, 
in  practice,  such  decrees  are  taken  always  as  a  matter  of  course 
upon  the  presentation  and  inspection  of  the  statutory  proofs,  it  may 
sometimes  happen  that  the  question  of  tlie  value  of  the  estate  is  an 
exceedingly  close  one,  and  that  valuable  rights  may  depend  on  an 
exact  determination  of  the  value.  It  is  not  incnmbent,  therefore,  upon 
the  trial  judge  to  make  his  decree  at  haphazard,  or  upon  partial,  and 
what  may  prove  subsequently  to  be  most  unsatisfactory,  proof.  The 
wisest  course  to  pursue  in  such  a  case  might  well  be  to  wait  until  the 
time  for  distribution  has  arrived,  when  all  the  parties  are  regularly 
before  the  court,  and  when  the  value  of  the  estate  can  be  accurately 
determined:   Estate  of  WUson,  117  Cal.  108,  110;  SI  Pac.  Rep.  313. 

(7)  Ordor  vocattng  decreo.  The  question  of  the  value  of  an  estate 
is  often  a  close  one,  and  the  order  directing  publication  of  notice  in 
some  designated  newspaper  is  made  without  knowledge  of  the  actual 
value  of  the  estate.  It  follows,  therefore,  that  the  order  of  the  trial 
court  vacating  its  decree  establishing  due  notice  to  the  creditors  is 
is  DO  sense  a  judgment  upon  the  facts,  so  as  to  constitute  res  judicata 
between  the  parties,  and  has  no  other  or  further  effect  than  to  clear 
the  way  for  a  proper  determination  of  the  question  aa  to  the  disputed 
value  of  the  Estate.  If  tbe  determination  of  that  question  has  been 
reserved  until  the  time  for  distribution  has  arrived,  and  it  has  been 
made  to  appear  clearly  that  the  estate  was  of  less  value  than  ten 
thousand  dollars,  a  publication  of  notice  to  creditors  for  four  months 
would  be  sufficient,  and  the  court's  decree  establishing  due  notice 
would  be  in  all  respects  regular:  Estate  of  Wilson,  117  Cal.  IDS;  81 
Pac  Eep.  313,  314. 

(8)  Docrea  of  no  debts.  A  decree  that  there  are  no  debts  cannot 
be  entered  until  the  time  limited  in  the  notice  to  creditors  has 
expired,  and  if  no  such  notice  has  been  given,  the  ex  parte  affidavits 
of  persons  interested  in  the  estate  are  not  sufficient  to  prove  that 
there  are  no  debts  outstanding:  In  re  Eiggins'  Estate,  15  Mont.  174; 
39  Pac.  Eep.  506,  610. 

2.  Olafms  In  general. 
(1)  Jnrlsdlction   of   courts.      Tbe   estate   of   a   deceased   person   is 
within  the  jurisdiction  and   under  thp  control  of  the   probate  court. 
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Executors  and  adminiBtratorB  are  appointed  by  aod  render  their 
accounts  to  that  court,  and  the  nhole  subject-matter  of  such  estatsa, 
and  their  settlement  and  diBtribution,  comes  within  its  juriadiction 
and  under  its  scrutiny:  Dodson  v.  Nevitt,  5  Mont.  518;  8  Pac.  Rep. 
358.  Though  county  courts  are  vested  with  jurisdictioii  pertaining  to 
courtB  of  probate,  the  two  juriBdictiong  are  as  separate  and  distinct  aa 
if  conferred  upon  separate  tribunals.  While  Bitting  in  the  transaction 
of  probate  buBinesB,  the  nature  and  jurisdiction  of  the  coanty  court 
must  be  sought  in  the  general  nature  and  jurisdiction  of  the  probate 
courts  as  tbey  are  known  in  the  history  of  the  English  law  and  the 
jurisprudence  of  this  country.  Tbe  allowance  or  ordering  of  the  pay- 
ment of  claims  against  estates  that  are  in  process  of  administration 
has  always  been  considered  an  appropriate  subject  for  the  jurisdiction 
of  probate  courts.  It  follows  that,  although  a  county  court  has  civil 
jurisdiction  of  an  amount  not  exceeding  Qve  hundred  dollars,  it  has, 
while  sitting  in  the  transaction  of  probate  business,  jurisdiction  to 
adjudicate  and  allow  a  claim  for  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  against 
an  estate:  In  re  Morgan's  Estate,  46  Or.  S33;  TT  Pac.  Bep.  60S. 

{2)  Meaning  of  tonns.  The  word  "  due  "  ib  somctiroeB  used,  in  the 
statute,  in  two  senses;  namely,  in  the  sense  of  "  payable  "  and  in  the 
sense  of  "  owing."  Thus  in  tbe  clause  "  if  the  claim  be  not  due  when 
presented,"  etc.,  and  in  the  clause  "if  the  claim  which  is  due,"  etc., 
the  term  is  used  in  the  sense  of  payable;  and  in  the  clause  "JDstly 
due,"  it  is  used  in  the  sense  of  owing;  Crocker- Wool  worth  Kat,  Bank 
V.  Carle,  133  Cal.  409,  411;  65  Pac.  Rep.  951.  The  words  "claimant" 
and  "  claim  "  are  used,  respectively,  as  synonymous  with  "  creditor  " 
and  "legal  demand  for  money"  to  be  paid  out  of  the  estate:  Oray 
V.  Palmer,  9  Cal.  61G,  63G;  Estate  of  McCausland,  52  Cal.  568.  "  Claims 
against  an  estate"  are  those  in  existence  at  the  date  of  the  death  of 
the  deceased.  Other  claims  against  tbe  estate  are  those  incurred  by 
the  administrator  or  executor  in  settling  the  estate,  and  are  properly 
denominated  "  expenses  of  administration  ":  Dodson  v.  Nevitt,  5  Mont. 
51S;  6  Pac.  Hep.  358. 

(3)  Wbat  la  a  claim.  Tbe  term  "  claim,"  as  used  in  connection 
with  tbo  estate  of  a  deceased  person,  has  reference  to  such  debts  or 
domands  against  the  decedent  as  might  have  been  enforced  against 
him  in  his  lifetime  by  personal  action  for  tbe  recovery  of  money,  and 
upon  which  a  money  judgment  could  have  been  rendered.  A  balance 
struck  upon  an  accouot  between  parties  is  such  a  demand  as  wonld 
constitute  a  sufficient  cause  of  at^tion:  Estate  of  Swain,  67  Cal.  637; 
8  Pac.  Rep.  497,  500;  Fallon  v.  Butler,  21  Cal.  24;  81  Am.  Dec.  140; 
Estate  of  McCausland,  52  Cal.  5CS;  Stuttmeister  v.  Superior  Court, 
72  Cal.  487,  4^9;  14  Pac.  Rep.  35.  The  word  "  claim  "  is  broad  enough 
to  embrai'c  a  mortgage  or  any  other  lien  against  the  estate:  Ellis  v. 
Polhumus,  27  Cal.  a."i(i,  354;  but  the  word  "  claim  "  or  "  demand  "  dots 
not  include  a  family  allowance:  Estate  of  McCanaland,  SS  Cal.  56S,  577. 
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AD  wages  doe  a  clerk  for  service!  reodered,  before  as  well  oa  dnring 
ths  last  allowanee  of  a  deceased  employer,  fall  within  the  second 
class  of  claims  againat  fais  estate,  and  aie  included  in  the  term  "  wages 
of  servants"  as  used  in  the  Kansas  statute  respeetisg  ezecutora  and 
administTatora  and  tbe  settlement  of  eatates  of  deceased  penoos: 
Cawood  V.  Wolflej,  5$  Kan.  2S1;  43  Pae.  Bep.  236.  A  vendor  of  real 
estate  has  a  lien  upon  the  same  in  the  hands  of  the  administrator  for 
the  unpaid  purchase-monef:  Gaboon  v.  Bobinsou,  6  Cal.  225,  226. 
Where  an  attorney  compromises  a  elaim  against  an  estate,  on  a  con- 
tract made  with  the  administrator,  ssTeral  years  after  the  intestate's 
death,  the  claim  of  such  attorney  for  services  is  not  a  elaim  against 
the  estate:  Lust  v.  Patterson,  2  Col.  App.  306;  30  Pac.  Bep,  253,  254. 
A  payment  made  b;  the  heirs  of  an  intestate  on  the  latter's  mort- 
gage indebtedeeas,  before  one  of  such  heirs  is  appointed  as  administra- 
tor, is  not  a  claim  against  the  estate;  and  cannot  be  made  such  by 
the  heir's  subaequent  appointment  as  administrator:  Estate  of  Heeaey, 
3  Cal.  App.  548;  S6  Pac.  Bep.  S42.  So  if  heirs  choose  to  bring  suit 
to  remove  a  cloud  from  their  property,  no  one  can  object;  but  the 
exp.nses  of  such  litigation  are  to  be  adjusted  and  paid  by  the  parties 
to  the  action,  and  not  by  tbe  estate  of  which  the  property  forms  a 
part:  Estate  of  Heeney,  3  Cal,  App.  548;  86  Pac.  Bep.  842,  844.  If 
a  large  amount  of  the  separate  funds  of  the  husband  is  commingled 
with  a  comparatively  trifling  amount  of  the  separate  funds  of  the 
wife,  the  husband's  separate  property  is  not  to  be  forfeited,  but  the 
wife,  at  most,  can  have  a  claim  only  against  the  estate  of  her  hus- 
band for  her  funds  so  commingled:  Estate  of  Cudworth,  133  Cal. 
462,  468;  65  Pac.  Hep.  1041. 

<4)  Statement  of  partlcnlars.  It  is  not  required  that  a  claim 
against  an  estate  should  state  tbe  facts  with  all  the  precisoness  and 
detail  required  in  a  complaint,  and  the  sufficiency  of  such  a  claim 
je  not  to  be  tested  by  the  rules  applicable  to  pleadiogs.  It  should,  of 
course,  sufficiently  indicate  the  nature  and  amount  of  the  demand  to 
enable  the  executor  and  judge  in  probate  to  act  advisedly  upon  it; 
and  when  it  does  this,  it  is  sufficient.  The  claimant  is  not  required 
to  show  the  circumstances  ia  which  the  claim  originated,  and  tbe  con- 
duct of  the  parties  in  reference  thereto:  Pollitz  v.  Wickersham  (CaL), 
&8  Pac.  Kcp.  I'll,  916.  As  an  illustration  of  a  sufficient  statement  of 
particulars  of  claims,  ste  Mauer  v.  King,  127  Cal.  114,  IIG;  5B  Pac 
Kep.  290.  It  18  a  sufficient  statement  of  the  "particulars"  of  claims 
based  on  contract,  if  such  statement  shows  the  date  of  the  contract, 
tbe  names  of  the  parties,  tho  amount  to  be  paid,  when  it  is  to  be 
paid,  and  the  kind  of  money  is  also  stated:  Landis  v.  Woodman,  126 
L'ul.  454,  456;  58  Pac.  Bep.  857.  !□  the  case  of  a  simple,  plain,  ordi- 
nary promissory  note,  there  is  no  neeossity  for  stating  any  other  par* 
tirulars  than  those  appearing  upon  its  face.  The  business  world 
would  be  badly  handicapped  in  dealing  with  commercial  paper  if  a 
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hiatorj  of  such  paper  were  required  to  aeeompsii;  it  from  Ita  inception 
throughout  its  long  and  devious  travels.  To  obtain  sueh  a  hiator; 
would  be  impossible  in  namberless  esses:  Landis  v.  Woodman,  126 
Csl.  454,  456;  58  Pae.  Sep.  85T.  A  claim  against  the  estate  of  a 
deceased  person,  for  serviees  rendered  to  him  in  his  lifetime,  which 
were  a^ced  Co  be  paid  for  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  certain 
parcels  of  real  estate,  that  remained  unsold  at  his  death,  is  not  void 
for  uncertainty  in  not  describing  snch  real  estate,  as  the  onlf  neees- 
sitj  for  any  reference  to  the  land  arises  out  of  the  fact  that  the 
claim  should  show  that  it  was  not  barred  bj  tbe  statute  of  limit&tioDS, 
knd  the  description  of  the  land  is  not  essential  to  that  fact:  Thompson 
T.  OreBa,  134  Cal.  20,  29;  66  Pae.  Bep.  24. 

<6)  AffldATlt  or  TeriflcAtlML  The  affidavit  to  a  claim  against  the 
Mtate  of  a  deceased  person  must  be  made  before  an  officer  authorized 
to  administer  oaths:  Winder  v.  Hendricks,  56  Cal.  464,  465.  If  the 
statute  requires  creditors,  in  filing  claims  against  a  decedent's  estate, 
to  file  an  affidavit  stating  that  no  payments  have  been  made  thereon 
wbieh  are  not  credited,  and  that  there  are  no  offsets  to  the  same  to 
the  knowledge  of  the  "  affiant,"  an  affidavit,  filed  by  a  creditor,  that 
there  are  no  offsets  to  the  same  to  the  knowledge  of  said  "  claimant  " 
is  sufficient,  where  the  same  person  was  "  claimant  "  and  "  affiant." 
Tbe  use  of  one  word  rather  than  the  other  in  such  a  ease  is  wholly 
immaterial:  Davis  v.  Browning,  91  Cal.  603,  605;  2T  Pae,  Rep,  93*; 
Dorais  v.  Doll,  33  Mont.  314;  83  Pae.  Bep.  684;  Warren  v.  McOill,  103 
Cal.  153;  37  Pae.  Bep.  144,  145.  Bo  the  verification  to  a  claim  againsl 
the  estate  of  a  decedent  is  sulScient  where  it  was  in  substantial  com- 
plianee  with  the  law  in  force  at  the  time  it  was  made:  Poncin  v. 
Furth,  15  Wash.  201)  46  Pae.  Bep.  241,  242.  Jf  it  is  stated  in  the 
zlaim  that  it  is  for  the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars,  but  in  the 
affidavit  to  the  claim  it  is  stated  "  that  tbe  amount  thereof,  to  wit. 
the  sum  of  four  hundred,  is  justly  due,"  etc.,  tbe  onissioD  of  the  word 
"  dollars  "  is  not  fatal  to  the  affidavit:  Hall  v.  Superior  Court,  69  Cal. 
79,  80;  10  Pae.  Bep.  257.  It  is  not  material  that  the  claim  is  verified, 
as  in  the  case  of  a  claim  based  upon  a  judgment,  if  the  statute  does 
not  require  it  to  be  verified:  Estate  of  Crosby,  56  Cal.  674,  678.  The 
verification  of  a  claim  against  the  estate  of  a  deceased  person  is 
sufficient  if  it  substantially  complies  with  the  statute:  Qriffith  v. 
Lewin,  129  Cal.  596,  598;  62  Pae.  Rep.  172.  Thus  if  the  claim  con- 
tains a  copy  of  the  promissory  note  on  which  it  is  founded,  and  states 
that  no  part  thereof  has  been  paid,  except  the  specified  amount,  and 
that  a  specified  balance  is  due  for  principal  and  interest  to  a  given 
date,  an  affidavit  to  the  claim,  reciting  that  the  balance  is  justly  due 
the  claimant  up  to  such  date;  that  no  payments  have  been  made 
thereon  which  are  not  credited;  and  that  there  are  no  offsets  to  tbe 
same  to  tbe  knowledge  of  tbe  affiant,  —  is  good,  although  the  verifi- 
cation was  made  about  two  weeks  after  tbe  date  to  which  such  bal- 
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ftuee  referred:  Oriffitb  v.  Lewin,  12S  Cal.  596,  598;  62  Pac.  Bep.  172. 
BarpIuBBge  does  not  vitiate  the  veriflcation,  where  it  contains  all  that 
tbo  Btatnte  requires.  If  the  verifleation  Htatei  that  the  sum  is  juitly 
due  to  the  claimant,  aud  that  no  payments  have  been  made  thereon 
which  are  not  credited,  and  that  there  are  aa  offsets  to  the  same  to 
the  kaowledge  of  the  claimant  or  affiant,  "  except  some  small  items, 
the  exact  amount  of  which  is  not  known  to  affiaat,"  but  which  he  is 
willing  to  have  credited  when  the  same  is  shown  by  the  adminiatra- 
tor,  such  exception  does  not  vitiate  the  Terifioation:  Guerian  v.  Joyce, 
133  Cal.  40S,  400;  65  Pao.  Bep.  973.  Where  the  statute  requires  the 
affidavit  to  set  forth  the  reason  why  it  is  not  made  by  the  claimant, 
when  it  is  not  so  made,  an  affidavit,  by  claimant's  attorney,  that  the 
claimant  is  a  corporation,  and  that  none  of  its  officers,  except  said 
attorney,  reside  in  the  county,  is  a  sufficient  compliance  with  the 
statnte:  Empire  State  Min.  Co.  v.  Mitchell,  29  Mont.  55;  74  Pac.  Bep. 
SI,  82.  But  the  affidavit  b  defective  if  it  does  not  assign  some 
reason  which  would  relieve  the  claimant  from  makiug  it:  Maier 
Packing  Co.  v.  Fray  (Cal.  App.),  S9  Pac.  Bep.  S75,  876.  So  if  the 
agent  of  a  claimant  presents  a  mortgage  note  to  an  executor  or 
administrator  of  a  deceased  mortgagor,  and  makes  an  affidavit  thereto, 
which  fails  to  give  any  reason  why  it  was  not  made  by  the  claimant, 
and  states  that  there  are  no  offsets,  "to  the  knowledge  of  the  claim- 
ant," instead  of  "to  the  knowledge  of  affiant,"  as  required  by  the 
statute,  and  the  claim  is  rejected  aa  a  claim  against  the  estate,  such 
presentation  is  fatally  defective,  aod  will  not  support  ao  action  or 
judgmeut  upon  the  note:  Perkins  v.  Onyett,  86  Cal.  348,  350;  24  Pac. 
Rep.  1024.  The  statute  requiring  an  affidavit  to  be  attached  to  a 
claim  showing  that  it  is  due,  and  that  there  have  been  no  pajments 
and  no  offsets,  is  not  applicable  to  a  judgment.  In  the  ease  of  a 
judgment,  no  such  affidavit  is  required:  Cullerton  v.  Mead,  22  Cal. 
95,  99.  The  demand  of  an  attorney  for  services  rendered  an  adminis- 
trator during  the  progress  of  the  settlement  of  the  estate  of  a  dece- 
dent, which  has  been  allowed  and  approved,  is  not  technically  a 
"  claim  "  against  the  estate,  bat  will  be  treated  as  such:  Stuttmeister 
V.  Superior  Court,  72  Cal.  487;  14  Pac.  Sep.  35. 

(6)  Claim  is  good  Im  form  irtien.  A  elaim  against  the  estate  of  a 
deceased  person,  for  services  rendered,  is  sufficient  in  form,  though 
it  is  in  the  form  of  an  account  showing  the  total  number  of  days 
of  service,  the  rate  of  payment  per  day,  the  amount  paid  on  account, 
and  the  balance  due:  Duncan  v.  Thomas,  81  Cal.  66,  57;  22  Pac.  Bep. 
297.  Under  a  statute  which  provides  that  claims  presented  in  the 
probate  court  for  allowance  shall  be  heard  summarily,  and  without 
the  form  of  pleading,  it  is  not  proper  practice  to  interpose  a  demurrer 
to  a  claim  therein:  Hayner  v.  Trott,  46  Kan.  70;  28  Pac.  Bep.  415. 
A  claim  is  good  in  form  where  it  is  presented  to  a  probate  court  for 
allowance,  and  alleges  that  the  debtor  therein  named  owes  the  party 
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presenting  it  k  stated  sam  for  commiwions  paid  npon  the  sale  of 
certain  machines,  for  which  notes  were  taken  that  are  uacolleetable, 
and  copies  of  said  notee  are  attached,  showing  the  amount  of  the 
same,  and  the  amount  of  the  commissiona  paid  thereon  is  also  shown, 
and  said  claim  is  veriAed,  and  has  attached  thereto  contracts  which 
provide  that,  when  commissions  have  been  paid  on  notes  that  are 
uncollectable,  they  shall  be  refunded:  Hajmer  t,  Trott,  46  Kan.  70j 
26  Pac.  Rep.  415.  So  a  claim  based  upon  a  promissory  note  which 
has  not  matured  at  the  time  the  claim  is  presented  is  sufficient,  if  it 
is  in  the  usual  form  and  contains  a  copy  of  the  note,  followed  by 
the  required  statutory  affidavit.  No  other  particulars  of  the  claim 
need  be  stated  where  the  promise  to  pay  is  not  contingent,  but  is 
absolute,  though  the  time  of  payment  of  the  note  depends  upon  the 
eompletion  of  another  contract:  Crocker-Wootworth  Nat.  Dank  v. 
Carle,  133  CaL  409,  410;  6S  Pac.  Bep.  931.  A  verified  claim  on  a 
note,  setting  out  a  copy  of  the  note,  is  sufficient  without  producing 
the  original  instrument,  if  the  original  is  not  demanded,  particularly 
if  the  attorney  for  the  estate  afterwards  informs  the  claimant  that 
his  claim  may  be  considered  as  "rejected":  UcFarlaod  v.  FairUunb, 
18  Wash.  601;  52  Pac.  Bep.  239,  241. 

3. 'Pieseiitatlon  of  clsJnu. 
(1)  In  general.  Claims  against  the  estate  of  a  decedent  may  be 
presented  to  the  executor  or  administrator  thereof  before  the  publica- 
tion of  notice  to  creditors  to  present  their  claims,  but  it  is  not  usual 
to  do  so:  Bicketson  v.  Biehardson,  19  Cal.  330,  354;  Jauin  v.  Browne, 
59  Cal.  37,  43.  A  claim  must  be  presented  within  the  time  prescribed 
by  the  notice:  Davidson  v.  Rankin,  34  Cal.  503.  There  is  no  statute 
in  California  which,  in  terms,  denies  to  a  creditor  and  resident  of  a 
sister  state  the  right  to  present  his  claim  in  the  courts  of  California, 
whether  the  administration  in  the  courts  of  that  state  be  primary  or 
ancillary;  and,  under  the  principle  of  comity,  such  a  claim  should  be 
enleruined:  McKee  v.  Dodd  (Cal.),  93  Pac.  Bep.  tJ54,  S56.  The  com- 
mencement of  a  suit,  and  the  service  upon  the  executor  or  adminis- 
trator of  a  verified  complaint,  witbin  the  time  in  which  a  claim  could 
have  been  properly  presented,  operates  as  a  presentation  of  the  claim: 
Clayton  v.  Diowoodey  (Utah),  93  Pac.  Bep.  723,  720.  The  commeuce- 
ment  of  a  suit  and  its  continuous  prosecution  operates  as  a  presenta- 
tion of  the  claim,  and  obviates  the  necessity  of  presentation:  Clayton 
v.  Diowoodey  (Utah),  93  Pac.  Bep.  723,  720.  There  should  be  an 
actual  presentation  of  the  claim  within  the  time  prescribed,  or  some- 
thing done  by  the  party  equivalent  to  it.  The  presentation  need  not 
be  in  any  particular  form,  but  must  be  safficient  to  give  such  notice  to 
the  executor  or  administrator  of  the  existence  of  the  debt  or  demand, 
its  character  and  amount,  as  would  enable  him  with  reasonable  cer- 
tainty to  provide  for  its  payment.  Mere  knowledge  on  the  part  of  the 
r  administrator  of  the  existence  of  the  claim  ia  not  enough. 
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The  party  lioldiog  the  claim  or  demand  must  puraae  aome  mesaureB 
to  present  bia  demand,  and  sot  remain  pasaive  or  sleep  upon  hia  right. 
The  bringing  of  a  auit  or  action  at  law  or  in  equity,  is  in  aome  juris- 
dictions regarded  as  an  actual  presentation:  Clayton  v.  Dinwoodey 
(Utab),  93  Pac.  Bep.  723,  726. 

(2)  NecasBltr  of.  The  bolder  of  a  claim  agaioat  the  estate  of  a 
deceased  person  cannot  maintain  any  action  thereon  unlesa  the  claim 
has  first  been  presented  to  the  executor  or  administrator  for  allow- 
ance or  rejection:  Dodson  v.  Nevitt,  5  Mont.  518;  6  Pac,  Bep.  356, 
359;  Etcbas  v.  Orefia,  127  Cal,  588;  60  Pac.  Hep.  45;  Morse  v.  Steele, 
H9  Cal.  303;  86  Pae.  Rep.  693.  And  there  is  no  erception  to  this  rule, 
oxeept  as  to  one  who  has  been  absent  from  the  state.  The  statute  is 
imperative,  and  applies  to  all  claims  arising  upon  contracts,  and  a 
court  is  not  authorized  to  make  an  exception  to  relieve  from  hardship 
or  to  aid  apparent  equities.  The  requirement  is  a  statute  of  limita- 
tions, and  the  claima  that  ore  due  or  contingent  must  be  presented 
within  the  time  limited  by  the  notice,  and  any  claim  not  so  pre- 
sented is  barred  forever:  Morrow  v.  Barker,  119  Cal.  65,  OG;  51  Pac. 
Bep.  12.  All  claims,  whether  due  or  not  due,  stand  upon  the  aamc 
footing  as  to  the  time  of  presenting  the  same  for  allowance:  Estate 
of  Swain,  67  Cal.  637,  639;  6  Pac.  Bep.  497.  The  failure  to  publiab 
notice  to  creditors,  as  provided  by  the  statute,  does  not  diapenae  witb 
tbe  necessity  of  presenting  the  claim  before  suing  tbereon.  The  only 
effect  of  such  failure  is  to  dispense  with  the  nccesBity  of  presenting 
the  claim  within  the  time  prescribed  by  the  atatute:  McFarland  v. 
Pairlamb,  IS  Wash.  601;  52  Pac.  Bep.  239,  241.  Nor  does  the  statute 
which  regulates  the  presentation  of  the  claim  affect  the  question  of 
the  necessity  of  presenting  it:  Pitte  v,  Shipley,  46  Cal.  154,  161.  If 
any  claim  is  made  against  the  estate  of  deceased,  it  is  necessary  to 
present  the  same;  otherwise  no  preaentation  is  necessary:  Sharpstein 
V.  Friedlander,  54  Cal.  5S.  The  law  in  force  at  the  time  governs  as  t(i 
tbe  presentation  of  all  claims  to  the  representative  of  the  estate  for 
allowance:  Uibernia  3.  &  L.  Soc.  v.  Hayes,  56  Cal.  297,  298.  A  con- 
tingent claim  and  a  claim  not  due  mast  be  presented  according  to  the 
statute  after  tbe  same  becomes  due  or  absolute:  Pico  v.  De  la  Guorra, 
lU  Cal.  422,  42S.  Claims  must  be  presented,  not  merely  filed  with  the 
eounty  clerk.  A  mere  filing  with  such  officer  does  not  make  the  claim 
ft  charge  upon  the  estate:  Pico  v.  De  la  tiuerta,  18  Cal.  422,  428.  It  is 
compulsory  upon  a  claimant  to  present  bia  claim  under  oath,  stating 
all  offsets  and  credits,  before  he  can  maintain  an  action  or  be  paid  his 
claim.  Tbe  purpose  of  the  law  is  to  ascertain  the  balance  existing, 
ftnd  to  give  to  both  the  claimant  and  to  the  estate  the  benefit  of  all 
just  offsets,  whether  tbe  eatate  be  solvent  or  insolvent;  Ainsworth  v. 
Bank  of  California,  119  Cal.  470,  476;  63  Am.  St.  Rep.  135;  51  Pac. 
Bep.  952;  39  L.  "K.  A.  6st!.  If  a  married  woman  owns  a  minp  in  hcT 
own  right  and  as  her  separate  property,  and  employs  an  agent  to  rent 
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such  mine  for  her  and  to  account  for  the  proceed!  to  her,  and  she 
brings  an  actiou  against  him  to  recover  the  same,  it  ii  no  defeoae  to 
such  claim  for  rents  that  the  agent  had  expended  money  tor  plaintiff's 
huBband,  in  re*preBentiDg  certain  quartz-mining  claims,  which  had  been 
convoyed  by  the  husband  to  such  agent  for  the  purpose  of  sale,  where 
the  facta  eloaily  show  that  the  agent  held  the  title  to  Buch  quartz 
claims  in  trust  for  the  deceased  buaband,  in  his  lifetime,  and,  aFter  bii 
death,  in  trust  for  his  estate,  and  nhere  the  estate  had  sot  been 
admiuistered.  In  anch  a  case,  where  the  plaintiff  was  appointed  adniin- 
ietratriz  of  her  bueband's  estate,  claims  against  it  must  have  been 
presented  to  the  administratrix  for  allowance  before  a  suit  could  be 
commenced  thereon:  Rutherford  v.  Talent,  G  Mont.  13S;  9  Pac.  Rep.  821.

<S)  Plac«.  PwsonB  to  act.  Walvu.  Claims  against  an  estate  of 
a  deceased  person  may  be  legally  presented  at  the  place  where  the 
notice  directs  them  to  be  presented,  whether  the  administrator  or  exec- 
utor is  there  to  receive  them  or  not.  Absence  from  the  state  makes 
no  difference  in  this  rule:  Douglass  v.  Polsom,  21  Nev.  441;  33  Pac.  Rep. 
660.  The  owner  of  a  claim  is  the  proper  person  to  present  it.  Thus 
so  long  as  a  note  and  mortgage  remain  in  the  possession  of  the  mort- 
gagee, unaBsigned,  he  is  the  only  person  that  can  lawfully  present  the 
demand  for  allowance,  and  if  he  fails  to  present  it  within  the  time 
specified  in  the  notice  to  creditors,  the  demand,  as  a  claim  against  the 
estate  generally,  is  barred  by  the  statute:  Marah  v.  Dooley,  52  Oal. 
232,  233.  Under  the  statutes  of  Nevada,  it  is  not  a  sufficient  presenta- 
tion of  a  claim  against  an  estate  to  band  it  to  the  "  attorney  for  the 
estate,"  at  least,  not  without  showing  that  it  actually  reached  the 
administrator  within  the  proper  time  for  the  presentation  of  claims. 
There  is  no  such  ofBcer  as  attorney  of  record,  or  attorney  generally, 
for  an  estate.  An  attorney's  employment  with  reference  to  the  estate 
must  always  be  in  a  particular  matter,  and  with  that  matter  his  legal 
connection  with  the  estate  ends:  Douglass  v.  Folsom,  21  Nev.  441;  33 
Pac.  Rep.  660.  Even  where  an  attorney  is  authorized  by  the  executor 
to  receive  the  presentation  of  particular  claims,  that  does  not  authorize 
the  attorney  to  receive  claims  generally,  and  to  bind  the  executor  by 
their  presentation,  without  regard  to  whether  they  ever  reached  him. 
The  attorney  is  simply  the  vehicle  through  which  such  claims  are 
conveyed  to  the  administrator,  and  this  no  more  authorizes  him  to 
receive  other  claims  generally  than  it  would  have  authorized  the  post' 
office  department  to  do  so,  had  that  been  the  instrument  of  conveyance 
chosen.  The  presentation  of  a  claim  loft  at  the  place  designated  in  the 
notice  to  creditors  is  legal,  regardless  of  whether  it  is  ever  delivered 
to  the  executor  or  administrator,  but  a  claim  against  an  estate,  not 
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preiented  to  the  executor,  nor  presented  at  the  place  deiigaated  in  the 
notice,  bnt  presented  to  an  attorney  who  is  acting  for  the  eatate,  is 
not  legatlj  preaeuted:  Douglass  v.  Folsom,  22  Nev.  217;  38  Pae.  Bep. 
111.  An  eiecntor  or  admiuiBtrator  cannot  waive  the  necessity  of  pre- 
senting a  claim  against  an  estate  for  allowance:  Harp  v.  Calahan,  46 
Cal.  222,  233.  An  execntor  or  administrator  cannot  waive  the  statu- 
tory regnlatioD  of  the  probate  law  that  imposes  the  loss  of  a  claim  if 
it  is  not  presented  within  the  time  prescribed:  Defries  v.  Cartwright, 
10  Haw.  249,  251.  Where  the  business  of  a  decedent  has  been  con- 
ducted by  the  executor  or  administrator  at  a  profit,  obligations 
incurred  by  him  for  goods  furnished  in  the  conduct  of  the  business 
are  claims  against  the  estate,  and  not  against  him  perBoually.  Such 
claims  may  therefore  be  presented  for  allowance  either  by  the  cred- 
itors or  by  the  successor  of  the  executor  or  administrator:  Fleming  v. 
Kelly,  IS  Col.  App.  23;  69  Fac.  Rep.  272,  273. 

(4>  Absence  from  state.  When  it  is  made  to  appear  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  court  or  Judge,  by  the  affidavit  of  the  claimant,  or  by 
other  proof,  that  he  had  no  notice  requiring  him  to  present  bis  claim 
against  an  estate,  as  provided  by  the  statute,  it  may  be  filed  after  the 
expiration  of  the  statutory  time  for  the  publication  of  the  notice  to 
creditors,  if  within  the  time  prescribed  by  statute  specially  applicable 
to  such  a  case;  as,  before  the  decree  of  distribution  is  entered,  or  before 
the  filing  of  the  final  account:  CuUerton  v.  Uead,  22  Cal.  95,  99;  bor- 
row V.  Barker,  IIB  Cal.  65,  66;  51  Pac.  Bep.  12;  Pacific  States  S.  L. 
&  B.  Co.  V,  Pox,  25  Nev.  229;  5fl  Pae.  Eep.  4.  No  other  proof  of 
absence  will  be  required  than  the  claimant's  own  affidavit;  nor  is  the 
time  for  filing  his  claim  limited  by  the  fact  of  his  return  to  the  state 
before  the  expiration  of  the  time  within  which,  by  the  terms  of  the 
notice,  claims  were  required  to  be  presented,  for  the  law  extends  the 
time  for  presenting  his  claim,  he  being  absent  from  the  state  during 
the  time  of  the  publication  of  the  notice  to  creditors;  and  the  statute 
requiring  that  it  must  appear  "to  the  satisfaction  of  the  executor  or 
administrator  and  the  probate  judge  "  that  the  claimant  bad  no  notice 
does  not  give  any  power  or  right  to  say  arbitrarily  that  they  are  not 
"  satisfied,"  and  therefore  to  reject  the  claim.  The  affidavit  must 
show  to  the  satisfaction  of  a  reasonable,  fair,  and  impartial  mind  that 
the  claimant  had  no  notice,  and  that  is  all  that  is  required:  Cnllerton 
v.  Uead,  22  Cal.  95,  99. 

(6)  UaniMr  of  pnsentment.  The  apparent  purposes  in  requiring 
the  presentation  of  claims  accompanied  with  proper  vouchers  are:  1.  To 
furnish  the  administrator  with  pertinent  evidence  touching  their 
validity  and  justness,  by  means  of  which  he  may  determine  for  him- 
self whether  they  ought  to  be  paid  ont  of  the  funds  of  the  estate;  and 
2.  To  enable  him  to  justify  his  acts,  in  some  measore  at  least,  in 
accounting  with  the  probate  court:   Willis  t.  Marks,  29  Or.  493;  45 
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Pac.  Bop.  283,  296.  The  claimant  is  requtrod  to  present  hia  claim  witli 
tbtt  proper  voucher.  Tbe  voucher  referred  to  is  undoubtedly  tbe  affi- 
davit of  the  claimant  to  tbe  effect  that  tbe  amount  claimed  is  jiutly 
due,  etc.  Tbe  claim  and  the  voucher  go  together,  or,  rather,  tbe 
voucher  muat  go  with  the  claim,  in  order  to  coDBtitute  a  valid  presontS' 
tion  of  tho  Bamo;  Willia  v.  Marks,  29  Or,  493;  45  Pac.  Rep.  393,  296. 
No  presentation  oC  a  claim  against  a  decedent,  to  an  executor  or 
admin  iatrator,  is  effective  without  an  afBdsvit  that  tbe  claim  is  justly 
due:  Pico  v.  De  la  Querra,  18  Cat.  422,  427.  A  preseDtation  of  the 
claim,  accompanied  by  a,  copy  of  tbe  affidavit,  instead  of  the  original, 
is  insufficient:  Ash  v.  Clark,  32  Wash.  390;  T3  Pac.  Rep.  351,  353.  The 
presentation  of  a  claim  to  an  administrator  ia  in  many  respects  analu- 
gouB  to  tbe  commencement  of  an  action,  but  there  are  some  differences, 
and  one  difference  is  important.  One  cannot  maintain  an  action  on  a 
claim  which  will  become  due  only  on  demand,  until  demand  has  been 
made,  because  it  is  unjust  to  subject  a  defendant  to  coats  until  be  bas 
neglected  or  refused  to  perform  bis  obligation,  but  tbe  adminiatrator 
not  only  cannot  perform  on  demand,  but  the  mere  preaentation  of  the 
claim  for  an  allowance  does  not  aubject  the  catate  to  payment  of 
costa,  and,  in  reality,  the  requirement  that  claims  must  be  presented 
before  suit  can  be  brought  is  the  statutory  mode  as  well  as  the 
statutory  requirement  for  making  a  demand  upon  an  estate;  Manrer 
V.  King,  127  Cal.  114,  117;  59  Pac.  Kep.  290.  Where  a  decedent  gave 
certain  shares  of  mining  stock  in  part  payment  for  lacd  purchased  by 
him,  and  agreed  to  take  back  the  stock  from  the  vendor  at  the  end  of 
two  years  if  the  vendor  should  hold  the  stock  at  that  time  and  so 
request  it,  a  claim  presented  against  the  estate  of  tho  deceased  pur- 
chaser, a  tew  days  after  the  pxjiiration  of  the  two  years,  by  the 
vendor  of  the  land,  for  the  amount  at  which  he  agreed  to  take  back 
the  stock,  and  an  offer  to  surrender  the  shares  of  the  stock  to  the 
oiecutor  or  administrator  in  the  eame  condition  in  which  they  were 
received,  accompanied  by  a  copy  of  the  contract  attached  to  the  claim, 
is  a  good  presentation  of  the  same;  Maurer  v.  King,  127  Cal.  114,  116; 
59  Pac.  Rep.  290.  Although  an  executor  or  administrator  may  demand 
the  production,  for  hia  examination,  of  a  promissory  note  which  ia 
made  the  basis  of  a  claim,  yet,  if  he  does  not  do  so,  the  presentation 
of  a  verified  copy  of  the  note  by  the  claimant  is  sufficient:  First  Nat. 
Bank  v.  Root,  19  Wash.  Ill;  52  Pac.  Rep.  521,  522.  In  Colorado,  tho 
manner  of  exhibiting  a  claim  against  tho  estate  of  a  decedent,  founded 
upon  a  promissory  note,  is  by  tiling  the  note  itself  in  tho  county 
court,  and  this  must  be  done  within  a  year  from  the  granting  of 
letters.  It  is  not  sufficient  to  flie  a  copy  of  the  note,  and  the  knowl- 
edge of  tho  executor  or  adminiatrator  of  the  existence  of  the  note 
furnishes  the  claimant  no  excuse  for  a  failure  to  file  a  claim  as  the 
stamte  directs:  Tn  re  Hobson"R  Estate  (Col.).  Bl  Pac.  Rop.  929,  931, 
AlthouRh  an  executor  or  administrator  knows  of  the  existence  of  a 
note,  or  has  it  in  his  possession,  .vet  if  the  holder  asserts  it  as  a  claim 
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against  the  estate,  and  the  executor  or  adminiatrator  neglects  to 
complv  with  the  request  of  the  claimant  to  prraent  the  claim  prop- 
erl;  and  have  it  allowed,  this  furnialies  no  e^ceiise  for  the  claimant's 
failure  to  file  his  claim  in  the  probate  court  as  the  statute  directs.  If 
the  claimant  has  been  injured  by  the  failure  of  the  executor  or  admin- 
istrator to  carry  out  a  supposed  promise,  the  estate  is  not  answerable 
therefor:  In  re  Hobson's  Estate  (Col.),  91  Pac,  Rep.  929,  931.  Where 
a  married  woman  rendered  services  as  nurse  to  a  person  who  after- 
wards died,  her  claim  for  such  services  is  commuriity  property,  and 
should  be  presented  to  the  executor  or  administrator  of  the  estate  of 
the  deceased  in  the  name  of  her  husband:  Smith  r.  Fnrnish,  TO  Cal. 
424;  12  Pae.  Rep.  392,  393.  It  is  not  necessary  that  a  eopy  of  the 
claim,  accompany  a  preseutatiott  of  the  claim,  ODlesa  the  law  at  the 
time  required  such  copy,  as  in  the  case  of  a  judgment:  Estate  of 
Crosby,  55  Cal.  574.  A  claim  based  on  an  oral  agreement  does  not  fall 
within  a  statute  providing  that  a  copy  of  the  instrument  on  which  the 
claim  is  founded  must  accompany  the  claim:  Dorais  v.  Doll,  33  Mont. 
314;  S3  Pac.  Rep.  684,  SSS.  Although  a  document  used  as  a  bill  of 
particulars  has  been  presented  to  an  executor  or  administrator  on  one 
occasion,  yet  it  may  be  proved  that  the  claim  therein  described  waa 
presented  to  him  at  another  time:  Poor  v.  Smith,  10  Haw.  467,  46S. 

(6)  Aaendmeiit  of  claims.  No  substantial  change  can  be  made 
in  the  claim  on  file,  either  by  way  of  amendment  or  otherwise,  after 
the  expiration  of  the  time  for  the  presentation  of  claims:  In  re  Sullen- 
bergor,  72  Cal.  549,  552;  14  Pac.  Rep.  513.  Where  an  order  has  been 
made  directing  the  sale  of  decedent's  property,  upon  a  consideration 
of  the  claims  against  the  estate  theretofore  allowed,  and  such  order 
has  been  confirmed,  no  amendment  of  a  claim  can  be  made  that  affects 
the  order  of  conSrmation,  or  that  will  take  away  from  it  the  force  of 
the  direction  therein  to  execute  a  conveyance  on  payment  of  the  pur- 
chase price.  No  amendment  can  be  allowed  that  will  affect  any  sale  of 
the  property  made  under  such  order,  because  th6  claim,  after  its  amend- 
ment, would  still  have  to  be  presented  to  the  executor  or  administrator 
for  allowance  before  it  could  become  a  charge  upon  the  estate:  Estate 
<tt  Turner,  128  Cal.  36S,  393;  60  Pac.  Rep.  967.  A  creditor's  claim 
against  an  estate  is,  in  no  sense  of  the  word,  a  pleading,  nor  is  there 
any  such  thing  known  to  our  law  as  the  amendment  of  such  a  claim: 
Pollitz  V.  Wickersham  (Cal.),  88  Pae.  Rep.  911,  915.  A  mortgagee's 
claim  may  be  amended  by  attaching  the  original  note  and  mortgage 
thereto:  Kirnan  v.  Powning,  25  Nev.  378;  60  Pac.  834,  838.

(7)  What  claims  must  be  pTesented.  A  claim  in  favor  of  the 
United  States,  against  the  estate  of  a  decedent,  cannot  be  sued  upon 
until  after  its  presentation  for  allowance  to 
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trator  of  Bueh  eaUte:  United  States  v.  Hailej,  2  Ida.  20;  3  Pot.  Bap. 
263,  264.  ClainiB  not  due  must  be  presented,  or  the;  are  barred:  Pico 
V.  De  la  Guerra,  IS  Cal.  422.  No  suit  can  be  maintained  against  the 
executor  or  administrator  of  the  estate  aC  a  deceased  person  on  a 
claim  for  moneys  received  by  the  decedent  in  his  lifetime,  while  acting 
as  giiardian  of  the  plaintiff,  until  after  such  claim  has  been  presented 
to  the  executor  or  admiaiatrator:  Qillespie  v.  Winn,  6S  Cal.  429;  4  Pac 
Bep.  411,  413.  A  claim  based  on  the  liability  of  a  decedent  as  a  stock- 
holder is  a  claim  upon  which  no  action  can  be  maintained,  though  the 
amount,  if  any,  that  will  have  to  he  paid  is  not  known,  unless  it  has 
been  presented  within  the  time  prescribed  by  the  statute;  Barto  v. 
Stewart,  21  Wash.  605;  59  Pac.  Rep.  480,  4S2.  The  word  "claim" 
includes  every  species  of  liability  that  the  executor  or  administrator 
can  be  called  on  to  pay,  or  to  provide  for  the  payment  of,  out  of  the 
general  fund  belonging  to  the  estate:  Barto  v.  Stewart,  21  Wash.  605; 
59  Pac.  Bep.  4SU,  482.  Tbe  word  "  due  "  is  not  used  in  the  sense  of 
"  mature,"  in  tbe  statute  prescribing  the  form  of  an  affidavit  to  a 
claim,  but  wsa  intended  to  apply  to  all  claims,  whether  due  or  to 
became  d\ie,  or  contingent.  The  object  of  this  provision  is  to  secure 
good  faith  in  their  presentation,  and  is  satisfied  by  an  affidavit  stating 
that  tbe  facts  out  of  which  the  liability  is  claimed  to  arise  are  true: 
Barto  V.  Stewart,  21  Wash.  60S;  59  Pac.  Bep.  480,  4S2.  One  who  holds 
a  laborer's  lien  on  logs  cannot  bring  an  action  to  foreclose  the  same 
against  tbe  executor  or  administrator  of  a  deceased  person,  against 
whom  the  lien  was  acquired,  without  first  presenting  hie  claim  to  the 
executor  or  administrator:  Casey  v.  Ault,  4  Wash.  167;  29  Pac.  Bep. 
1048.  If  a  purchaser  pays  taxes  on  the  property  bought  before  the 
testator's  death,  by  reason  of  a  breach  of  a  covenant  in  the  deed,  his 
clfiim  against  the  estate  is  one  that  requires  presentation:  Clayton  v. 
Dinwoodey   (Utah),  93  Pac.  Bep.  723,  T2S. 

<8)  "  Oontingeiit  claims."  If  a  code  of  laws  designates  three 
classes  of  claims  against  an  estate,  that  must  be  presented,  —  1.  Claims 
due;  2.  Claims  not  due;  3.  Contingent  claims,  —  this  implies  that  tbe 
mere  fact  that  a  claim  is  not  due  does  not  make  it  contingent.  If  the 
amount  of  tbe  claim  and  the  date  at  which  it  is  to  become  due  are 
certain,  it  is  not  contingent,  though  not  due.  Therefore  a  contingent 
claim  is  not  distinguished  from  other  claims  by  the  qualifying  words 
"not  doe,"  but  by  the  words  "not  absolute."  A  claim  ceases  to  be 
contingent  when  it  becomes  absolute,  though  not  yet  due,  as  in  the 
case  of  a  contract  to  pay  money  after  the  future  occurrence  of  a  con- 
tingent event,  in  which  the  obligation  becomes  absolute  before  due; 
yet  contingent  claims  may  become  absolute  and  due  at  the  same  time; 
and  the  probate  law  requires  thai  all  contingent  claims  that  are  prov- 
able and  payable  at  any  time  shall  be  presented  for  allowance  within 
the  prescribed  statutory  time  after  the  publication  of  notice  to  cred- 
itors, as  a  condition  precedent  to  the  commencement  of  actions 
thereon;   otherwise,   how   can   any   provision   whatever   be   made  for 
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them  before  the  estate  ia  settled  I  Timelj  notice  of  all  claims  that 
maj  prejudicially  affect  an  estate  should  be  given  to  the  adminis- 
trator, so  that  he  may  have  an  opportauitj'  to  investigate  their  merits, 
and  to  contest  them  if  advisable,  before  the  evidence  of  their  iovalid- 
itj'  shall  be  lost.  That  they  should  be  forever  barred  if  not  presented 
to  him  within  the  time  prescribed  hj  law  is  surely  no  greater  hardship 
than  that  absolute  claims  should  be  so  barred:  Verdier  v.  Koach,  r>6 
Cal.  467,  474,  478;  31  Pac.  Rep.  554;  Janin  v.  Browne,  69  Cal.  37.  In 
Pico  V.  De  la  Ooerra,  IS  Cal.  422,  a  ciaim  against  the  estate  was  pre- 
dicated upon  a  guaranty  to  indemnify  a  surety  upon  a  promissory  note. 
Before  the  note  became  dne  and  payable,  the  guarantor  died,  and  the 
surety,  before  he  had  paid  the  note,  presented  a  claim  upon  the 
guaranty,  which  the  ezecntor  allowed  and  approved;  but  tbe  allowance 
and  approval  were  held  unauthorized  and  void,  because,  as  tbe  claim 
against  the  estate  was  merely  contingent  upon  payment,  by  the 
surety,  of  the  promissory  note  of  his  principal,  no  cause  of  action 
accrued  until  the  contingency  happened,  and  no  recovery  could  be  had 
against  the  estate,  either  by  presentation  of  an  immature  claim,  or 
by  a  suit  at  law  against  the  estate.  A  judgment  obtained  against 
sureties  cannot  be  enforced  by  them  after  the  death  of  their 
principal,  as  a  claim  against  hie  estate,'  until  they  have  paid  such 
debt;  Estate  of  Hill,  B7  Cal.  238,  244;  7  Pac.  Rep.  664.  A  covenant  to 
indemnify  a  lessee  must  be  presented  as  a  contingent  claim  to  the 
administrator  of  a  deceased  lessor  within  the  time  limited  by  the 
notice  to  creditors,  or  no  action  can  be  based  thereon  for  a  breach 
occurring  after  tbe  time  for  presentation  of  claims  has  expired:  Ver- 
dier V.  Boacb,  96  Cal.  467;  31  Pac.  Bep.  554.  A  mere  personal  promise 
of  reimbursement,  which  creates  a  contingent  liability,  most  be  pre- 
sented to  the  administrator  for  allowance  as  a  claim  against  the 
estate.  If  not  so  presented  within  tbe  time  fixed  by  statute,  it  is 
barred  forever;  and  the  executor  or  administrator  has  no  power, 
without  the  authority  of  the  court,  to  bind  the  estate  by  agreeing  to 
delay  the  collection  of  the  debt  due  tbe  estate  tor  a  period  of  years, 
in  order  to  determine  whether  a  contingent  right  of  set-off  shall  become 
absolute,  when  such  contingent  rigbt  has  not  been  presented  or  allowed 
as  a  claim  against  tbe  estate:  Maddock  v.  Kussell,  109  Cal.  417,  421, 
424;  42  Pac.  Bep.  139,  The  statute  which  allows  one  who  has  been 
absent  from  the  state,  and  has  had  no  notice  of  the  time  in  which  to 
present  his  claim  against  the  estate  of  a  decedent,  to  present  it  at  any 
time  before  a  decree  of  distribution  is  entered  upon  making  an  affi- 
davit to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court  or  judge  thereof  that  he  had 
no  notice,  applies  alike  to  all  claims,  whether  absolute  or  contingent: 
Verdier  v.  Boaeh,  96  Cal.  467,  469,  470;  31  Pac.  Bep.  554.

Contingency  of  claim  as  affecting  limitation  of  time  for  its  pres- 
e  note  58  L.  B.  A.  82-90. 
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(9)  Olalm  of  axseutor  or  administrator.  All  peraons  baving  claims 
againat  the  deceased  must  preaeat  them  for  allowance;  the  executor  or 
administrator,  to  the  probate  judge  alone;  other  creditors,  to  the 
executor  or  Bdministrator,  and  if  allowed,  to  the  probate  judge.  If 
not  thus  presented  within  the  time  prescribed  bj  the  statute  after 
the  publication  of  notice  for  the  presentation  of  claims,  thej  are 
barred  b^  the  express  provision  of  the  statute;  and  the  requirement  to 
make  the  presentation,  and  the  period  within  which  it  is  to  be  made, 
are  the  same,  whether  the  claims  be  held  bj  the  executor  or  adminis- 
trator, or  by  other  creditors  of  the  deceased:  Estate  of  Ta;lor,  16  CaL 
434.  A  claim  due  to  an  executor  or  administrator  must  be  presented 
to  the  judge  for  allowance  within  the  time  allowed  by  law  for  the 
presentation  of  claims,  or  it  cannot  be  allowed  to  him  in  his  accounts: 
In  re  Eildcbrandt,  92  Cat.  433;  2S  Pac.  Bep.  486.  The  mere  fact  that 
the  executor  or  administrator,  as  such,  has  in  his  hands  more  money 
belonging  to  the  estate  than  the  amount  of  bis  claim  does  not  entitle 
him  to  treat  it  as  an  offset  to  his  claim,  nor  prevent  bim  from  making 
the  statutory  affidavit,  "  that  there  are  no  offsets  to  the  same,  to  the 
knowledge  of  affiant."  Money  received  by  him,  and  that  belongs  to 
the  estate,  is  held  by  him  in  his  official  capacity  as  such  administrator, 
while  the  debt  due  him  as  a  creditor  of  decedent  is  due  to  him  in  bis 
individual  capacity:  In  re  Hildebrandt,  B2  Cal.  433,  436;  2S  Fac.  Hep. 
486.  But  an  unauthorized  appropriation  by  an  executor  or  adminis- 
trator of  the  funds  of  the  estate  cannot  be  made  the  basis  of  a  claim 
fay  him  against  the  estate:  Estate  of  Hill,  67  Cal.  238,  241;  7  Pac.  Bep. 
664. 

(10)  Wtiat  dolms  nted  not  be  presentod.  It  Is  not  necessary  to 
present  to  the  execntor  or  admiDistrator,  for  aUowance,  a  judgment 
against  the  deceased:  Enott  v.  Shaw,  5  Or.  482;  Estate  of  Brennan, 
65  Cal.  SIT;  4  Pac.  Bep.  S61;  Estate  of  Page,  50  Cal.  40.  A  pledgee  is 
not  obliged  to  present  his  claim  to  the  executor  or  administrator  for 
allowance,  unless  he  seeks  recourse  against  other  property  of  the 
esUte  than  that  pledged:  Estate  of  Kibbe,  57  Cal.  407,  408.  A  distinc- 
tion is  to  be  made  between  the  debts  of  deceased,  and  the  expenses 
incurred  or  disbursements  made  by  the  execntor  or  administrator  in 
his  management  of  the  estate:  Beck's  Estate  v.  Qherke,  6  Cal.  666,  669. 
Claims  against  an  estate,  incurred  by  an  executor  or  administrator  in 
settling  the  estate,  are  expenses  of  administration,  which  are  subject 
to  the  objection  and  exception  of  those  interested  in  the  estate,  and 
are  finally  passed  upon  by  the  probate  judge  when  the  administrator  or 
executor  renders  his  accounts:  Dodaon  v.  Nevitt,  5  Mont.  518;  6  Pac. 
Bep.  35S,  359.  A  claim  for  expenses  of  admin  iat ration  need  not  be 
presented  to  the  executor  or  admioistrator  for  his  approval;  as,  a  claim 
for  funeral  cxpenseB;  Potter  v.  Lewin,  123  Cal.  146,  147;  55  Pac.  Bep. 
783;  or  for  services  rendered  and  money  advanced,  at  the  request  of 
an  adininislnitor,  for  the  buneflt  of  the  estate:  Ournee  v.  Maloni-y,  3S 
Cal.  85,  8S;  99  Am.  Dec.  352.    The  only  claims  required  to  be  filed  and 
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rejected  before  auit  brought  are  those  arising  on  coutracts.  Hence  an 
action  to  abate  nuisaucea  and  for  dsmagea  caused  by  obstructing  a 
private  way  may  be  maintained  against  the  personal  rapresentatives  of 
the  deceased  without  drat  filing  a  claim  against  the  estate;  Hardin  v. 
Sin  Claire,  115  Cal.  460;  47  Pac.  Sep.  363,  364.  A  cause  of  action  in 
which  equitable  relief  alone  is  sought  is  not  a  "claim"  which  it  ia 
neeessary  to  present  Bgaiust  the  estate  before  the  action  can  be  main- 
tained; Toulouse  T.  Burkett,  2  Ida.  184;  10  Pac.  Sep.  26,  26.  Nor 
is  it  necessary,  before  suit,  to  present  against  the  estate  a  claim  upon 
a  demand  for  discovery  and  accounting,  as  such  demand  necessarily 
involves  an  uncertain  amount,  Where  the  demand  is  merely  for 
equitable  relief,  or  for  uncertain  and  liquidated  damages,  it  is  not 
necessary  to  present  it  to  the  administratrr  for  allowance  or  rejection; 
for  it  ia  obvious  that  in  all  such  casoa  the  exhibition  would  be  but 
an  idle  ceremony;  Neia  v.  Farquharson,  9  Wash.  508;  37  Pac.  Rep,  697, 
TOO.  It  is  not  necessary  to  present  a  claim  against  an  estate  for  the 
amount  of  an  unpaid  subscription  by  the  decedent  for  the  stock  of  a 
aavings  bank  before  bringing  a  suit  in  equity  against  the  administrator 
to  recover  the  amount  of  such  unpaid  subscription;  Thompson  v.  Reno 
Sav.  Bank,  10  Nev.  242;  9  Pac.  Bep.  121.  There  ia  no  provision  of  the 
California  code  requiring  the  presentation  of  a  claim  to  a  guardian 
as  there  is  in  the  case  of  as  administrator;  Estate  of  Breslin,  133  Cal. 
21;  66  Pac.  Bep.  B6S.  A  debt  secured  by  a  mechanic's  lien  made  of 
record  is  not  a  claim  that  must  be  presented  to  an  admin  istTD tor  for 
allowance  or  rejection:  Fish  v.  De  Laray,  8  B.  D.  320;  66  N.  W.  Rep. 
465.  Taxes  and  street  assessments  paid  under  authority  given  in  a 
mortgage  are  properly  allowed  upon  the  foreclosure  of  the  mortgage 
against  the  estate  of  a  decedent,  if  auch  payments  were  made  after 
the  presentation  of  the  claim  upon  the  note  and  mortgage.  No  sep' 
arate  presentation  as  to  taxes  and  street  asaessments  is  requiri'd: 
German  8.  &  L.  Soc.  v.  Hutchinson,  68  Cal.  52,  54;  S  Pac.  Rep.  627. 
A  claim  for  an  aasesament  for  the  improvement  of  a  street,  made  after 
the  death  of  the  property  owner,  need  not  be  presented:  Hancock  v. 
Whittemore,  50  Cal.  522,  523.  Taxes  assessed  against  or  which  are  due 
upon  property  of  the  estate  of  a  decedent  are  not  claims  against  the 
estate  which  need  to  be  presented  to  the  executor  or  administrator  for 
allowance:  Clayton  v.  Dinwoodey  (Utah),  93  Pac.  Rep.  723,  725;  People 
V.  Olvera,  43  Cal.  402,  4B4. 

(11)  Sune.  Vendor's  lien.  A  vendor  of  real  estate  has  a  lien  on 
the  same,  in  the  hands  of  the  executor  or  administrator  of  the  pur- 
chaser, for  the  unpaid  purchase- money;  Cahoon  v.  Robinson,  6  Cal.  225, 
226;  and  it  is  not  necessary  to  present  a  claim  (or  the  purchase-money 
to  the  c.iocutor  or  administrator,  if  nothing  is  aaked  against  the 
estate:  Kerns  v.  Dean,  77  Cal.  555,  580;  19  Pac.  Rep.  817.  The  Hen 
of  the  vendor  is  of  so  high  a  nature  that  it  is  not  extinguished  by  his 
death,  but  passes  to  his  representatives.     Nor  is  it  discharged  by  the 
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doath  of  the  grantee,  but  msj  be  enforced  against  his  estate,  ot  tboM 
into  whose  bauda  tbo  property  may  come.  If  the  vendor  presents  a 
claim  against  tbe  estate  of  the  deceased  grantee  for  the  amount  of  tbe 
unpaid  purcbase-money,  it  is  not  necessary  for  him  to  state  that  be 
claims  a  lien  against  the  grantee's  premises  for  tbe  apiount  of  saeh 
claim.  It  would  probably  be  the  better  practice  to  make  such  state- 
ment, but  its  omission  does  not  constitute  a  waiver  of  tbe  liea,  nor 
make  it  inequitable  to  enforce  it.  80  long  as  the  debt  exists,  the 
courts  will  not  presume  that  the  lien  bas  been  waived,  except  upon 
clear  and  convincing  testimony.  Tbe  filing  of  tbe  claim  does  not  give 
the  vendor  any  security  upon  specific  property,  nor  any  liea  upon  any 
property.  It  simply  maintains  tbe  same  general  rights  which  the 
vendor  had  before:  Selna  v.  Selna,  125  Oal.  357,  361,  3tt3;  73  Am.  St. 
Bep.  47;  58  Fac.  Bep.  16. 

(12)  Same.  Sp«ciflc  pioperty-  Tbe  claimant  of  specific  property  is 
not  a  creditor  of  the  estate,  and  is  not  bound  to  present  his  claim 
against  it:  Ounter  v.  Janes,  9  Cal.  643,  65S.  So  an  adverse  clnim, 
based  upon  a  trust,  is  one  which  need  not  be  presented  against  the 
estate  for  allowance.  Where  one  seeks  to  recover  from  tbe  repre- 
sentatives of  an  estate  specific  property,  alleged  to  have  been  held 
in  trust  by  the  decedent  at  the  time  of  his  death,  be  is  not  seeking 
payment  of  a  claim  from  tbs  assets  of  the  estate,  is  not  required  to 
present  a  claim  as  a  creditor,  and  is  not  "  a  creditor  of  the  estate." 
His  action  is  not  founded  upon  a  claim  or  demand  against  the  estate. 
There  is  a  clear  distinction  between  a  demand  for  certain  specific 
property  on  tbe  gronnd  that  it  is  the  property  of  the  claimant  held 
in  trust  by  tbe  decedent,  and  a  claim  of  personal  indebtedness  on 
the  part  of  the  decedent  based  upon  the  fact  that  he  has  ho  mingled 
tbe  trust  property  with  his  own  as  to  make  it  impossible  for  the 
beneficiaries  to  follow  and  identify  it.  Tbe  latter  may  be  a  proper 
claim  against  the  decedent  upon  the  gronnd  that  there  has  been  a 
breach  of  the  trust  and  that  a  personal  liability  has  therefore  arisen, 
while  tbe  former  cannot  possibly  be  such  a  claim:  Estate  of  Datard, 
147  Cal.  253,  256,  257;  81  Pac.  Rep.  519.  A  claim  upon  the  estate 
for  certain  specific  property  does  not  show  any  personal  liability: 
Estate  of  Dutard,  147  Cal.  253,  258;  81  Pac.  Rep.  51B.  If  an  admih- 
istrator  has  wrongfully  taken  possession  of  certain  horses,  and  the 
owner  presents  his  claim  for  them,  which  is  rejected,  he  is  entitled 
to  replevin  the  animals,  though  his  suit  is  not  brought  within  tbe  time 
limited  by  statute  on  rejected  claims.  Tbe  plaintiff,  in  such  a  case,  is 
not  a  "creditor"  of  the  estate,  and  his  claim  is  not  within  each 
statute:  Emele  v,  Williams,  10  Haw.  123,  121.  If  recovery  is  sought  of 
specific  property  alleged  to  have  been  held  in  trust  by  the  decedent  at 
tbo  time  of  his  death,  a  party  seeking  such  recovery  is  not  asking 
psyment  of  tbe  claim  from  the  assets  of  the  estate,  and  is  therefore 
not  required  to  present  his  claim  as  a  creditor  of  the  estate:   Brown 
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V.  Town  of  SebRBtopol,  35  Cal.  Dec.  631,  622  (June  B,  1908).  The 
right  to  BUS  an  ezecutor  or  odminiBtrator  for  moneys  alleged  to  be  due 
an  estate,  and  to  which  the  exocutor  or  admin istrat or  asserts  title  in 
himself  individually,  is  not  conditioned  open  the  preseDtatioa  of  a 
elaim  therefor.  The  right  to  sue,  in  such  cases,  without  prescntatioD 
arises  from  the  fact  that  the  specific  thing  sued  for  is  not  a  part  of  the 
decedent's  estate,  and  the  action  will  lie  whenever  the  thing  demanded 
ean  be  identified  in  specie  as  the  property  of  aoothei:  Sprague  v, 
Walton,  145  Cal.  228,  235;  78  Pae.  Rep.  645. 

(13)  Eflect  of  praeflatmeot.  The  presentation  of  a  claim  against  the 
estate  of  a  decedent  is  not  a  demand  of  payment:  Chase  v.  Evoy,  49 
CaL  467,  469.  But  it  is  practically  the  commencement  of  a  suit  upon 
the  claim,  and  is  sufficient  to  stop  the  runniog  of  the  statute  of  limita- 
tions: Beckett  v.  Selover,  7  Cal.  S15,  241;  Wise  v.  Williams,  88  Cal.  30; 
25  Pac.  Bep.  1064.  A  party,  by  presenting  his  claim  against  the  estate 
of  a  decedent,  does  not  part  with  his  right  to  enforce  it  against  the 
person  primarily  liable:  Thompson  v.  Bank  of  California,  4  Cal.  App. 
660;  88  Pac.  Rep.  987,  990.  The  lien  of  a  vendor  is  not  waived  by  the 
presentation  of  bis  claim  against  the  estate  of  a  deceased  vendee.  Its 
only  effect  is  to  maintain  the  same  general  rights  which  the  vendor 
had  before  the  death  of  bis  grantee,  to  look  not  only  to  the  land  of 
the  grantee,  but  also  to  the  property  owned  by  him;  and  even  if  he 
claims  a  lieu  against  the  granted  premises,  the  omission  of  a  state- 
ment, in  the  elaim,  that  be  claims  a  lien  against  the  granted  premises 
for  the  amount  of  such  claim  does  not  constitute  a  waiver  of  the  lien, 
nor  make  it  inequitable  to  enforce  it:  Selna  v.  3elna,  125  Cal.  357, 
362;  73  Am.  St.  Bep.  47;  58  Pac.  Rep.  16.  Nor,  in  the  case  of  a  condi- 
tional sale,  does  the  presentation  of  the  plaintiff's  claim  for  the 
unpaid  pure  base- money  to  the  administrator  of  the  purchaser's  estate, 
and  its  approval  by  him  and  by  the  court,  constitute  such  an  election 
as  debars  the  plaintiff  from  bringing  a  subseqoent  action  to  recover 
the  possession  of  the  property  upon  the  assumption  that  the  title  has 
never  passed  to  the  purchaser:  Holt  Mfg.  Co.  v,  Bwing,  109  Cal.  353, 
356;  42  Pac.  Bep.  435.  If  a  party  makes  an  attempt  to  present  a  claim 
to  an  executor  or  administrator  for  allowance,  but  from  some  cause 
fails  to  do  BO  properly,  he  is  not  estopped  from  again  presenting  it  in 
due  form,  if  within  proper  time:  Westbay  v.  Gray,  116  Cal.  660,  668; 
48  Pac.  Rep.  800.  So  a  devisee  is  not  estopped  from  claiming  under 
the  will  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  he  presented  a  claim  against  the 
estate,  where  such  claim  was  presented  in  ignorance  of  the  value  of 
the  property  devised,  was  allowed  only  in  part,  was  then  withdrawn, 
and  a  written  election  made  to  take  under  the  will:  Estate  of  Tbayer, 
142  Cal.  453,  455;  76  Pac.  Bep.  41. 

(14)  Effect  Of  non-piesentmant.  The  effect  of  not  presenting  a 
claim  within  the  statutory  time  from  the  first  publication  of  notice  to 
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creditors  ia,  that  it  shall  be  barred  forever,  provided  that  if  the  clain 
ia  not  then  due,  or  if  it  is  contingent,  it  may  be  presented  within  m 
specified  time  after  it  shall  become  due  or  abaolkitc:  Davidson  v. 
Rankin,  34  Cal.  603,  504.  A  claim  cot  presented  is  no  charge  against 
the  estate,  though  it  is  veriSed  and  filed  with  the  count?  clerk:  Pico 
V.  De  la  Guerrs,  18  Cal.  422,  428.  A  mortgage  claim  upon  a.  home- 
stead cannot  be  foreclosed,  unless  the  claim  is  presented  for  allow- 
ance against  the  estate  of  a  decedent  within  the  time  limited  for  tha 
preeentatiou  of  claims:  Mechanics'  B.  &  L.  Assoc,  v.  Kiog,  83  CaL  440, 
443;  23  Phc.  Rcp.  37fi.  The  limitation,  however,  on  the  right  to  enforce 
a  claim  or  debt,  which  is  not  presented  to  the  executor  or  administrator 
within  the  prescribed  statutory  time  after  the  publication  of  notice  to 
creditors,  is  not  a  general  statute  of  limitations,  taking  away  all  rem- 
edy as  to  (!vory  person  liable,  either  personally  or  through  fais  property, 
for  the  debt.  It  arises  under  a  specific  act  adopted  for  a  particular 
purpose,  and  has  reference  solely  to  the  estates  of  deceased  persons. 
It  applies  to  no  other  subject-matter,  and  in  no  way  affects  the 
validity  of  the  debt  as  against  other  pcrsoDs  who  are  liable  for  the 
debt,  or  whose  property  is  liable:  Uicbel  v.  Carrillo,  42  Cal.  493,  499. 
Such  a  limitation  does  not  apply  to  proceedings  under  a  non- 
intervention will;  In  re  Smith's  Will,  43  Or.  S95;  75  Pac.  Rep.  133, 
137.  tleuce,  if  executors  are  empowered  by  will  to  administer  an 
estate  witliout  the  intervention  of  the  court,  the  failure  of  creditors  to 
prtsent  their  claims  within  a  certain  period  alter  publication  of  a 
notice  to  do  so  does  not  bar  their  claims,  as  probate  procedure  relative 
to  tha  administration  of  estates  does  not  apply  in  such  a  case:  In  re 
Smith's  Will,  43  Or.  595;  75  Pac.  Hep.  133,  137;  Moore  v.  Kirtntan,  1» 
Wash.  605;  54  Pac.  Rep.  24,  26;  In  re  McDonald's  Estate,  29  Wash. 
422;  69  Pac.  Rep.  1111,  1115.  Nor  is  the  claim  of  the  goverument  of 
the  United  States  against  the  estate  of  a  deceased  surety,  on  the 
bond  of  a  collector  of  internal  revenue,  barred  by  its  failure  to 
present  a  claim  against  such  estate  within  the  statutory  time,  as 
BQch  governmeDt  is  exempt  from  all  statutes  of  limitation,  and  there- 
fore has  a  right  to  pursue  the  property  of  a  deceased  debtor  into 
the  hands  of  the  distributee  of  any  estate:  Pond  v.  Dougherty  (Cal. 
App.),  92  Pac.  Bep.  1035,  1037. 

(16)  SSect  of  death.  In  an  action  on  a  promissory  note,  the  sug- 
gestion of  the  death  of  the  maker  of  the  note,  and  the  substitution  of 
his  administrator,  and  the  continuance  of  the  suit  against  the  latter, 
subject  tbe  proceedings  to  such  rules  of  the  probate  law  as  are  appli- 
cable to  proceedings  for  the  collection  of  claims  against  the  estate  of 
a  decoBSi'd  persou:  Myers  v,  Mott,  29  Cnl.  359,  3GS;  89  Am".  Dec.  48. 
The  doctrine  that  when  the  statute  of  limitations  begins  to  run,  a  sub- 
sequent disability,  as  death  of  the  party  bound,  etc.,  does  no  stop  it, 
has  no  application  where  a  judgment  bas  been  obtained  against  an 
1  bis  lifetime,  but  no  execution  levied.     In  such  a  case  the 
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judgment  creditor  being  pravented  by  the  statute  from  suing  after  the 
death  of  the  debtor,  the  statute  ceases  to  mn  until  presentation  of  the 
claim  to  the  administrator,  and  the  party  is  not  bound  to  present  it 
until  after  publication  of  the  notice  required  by  statute:  Quivey  v. 
Hall,  19  Cal.  87,  100.  A  judgment,  whether  rendered  before  or  after 
death  of  the  judgment  debtor,  must  be  presented  as  a  claim  against 
his  estate.  The  lien  of  the  judgment  rendered  against  him  during  his 
lifetime  is  not  released  or  afFectcd  by  hia  death,  ponding  the  time 
limited  by  tbe  statute  for  the  continuance  of  such  lien;  and  the  pres- 
entation and  allowance  of  the  judgment  ae  a  claim  does  not  destroy 
nor  merge  the  judgment  lien;  nor  do  any  of  the  gronnda  upon  which 
one  judgment  has  been  allowed  to  be  merged  in  another  apply  to  the 
case  of  the  allowance  of  a  judgment  as  a  claim  against  an  estate, 
because  the  allowance  of  the  claim  is  not,  in  any  true  sense,  a  judg- 
ment: Morton  v.  Adams,  121  Cal.  229,  230,  232,  233;  71  Am.  St.  Bep.  S3; 
56  Pae.  Bep.  103S.  The  death  of  an  insolvent  before  tbe  return-day 
upon  a  petition  has  the  effect  of  abating  insolvency  proceedings  and 
all  the  orders  therein;  but  where  an  execution  was  levied  prior  to  his 
death,  and  the  sheriff  took  tbe  property  into  his  custody  under  the 
execution,  the  property  ceased  to  be  subject  to  any  control  of  the 
court  in  the  proceedings  in  insolvency,  and  a  court  has  no  jurisdiction 
to  make  an  order  restraioing  the  sheriff  from  selling  the  same:  Ver- 
mont M.  Co.  V.  Superior  Court,  99  Cal.  578,  582;  34  Pac.  Rep.  326. 

(IS)  Presentation  after  death.  Litigants  must  know,  at  their  peril, 
of  tbe  death  of  an  adversary.  Negligence  cannot  be  attributed  to  the 
dead,  and  though  the  heirs  may  sometimes  lose  by  failure  to  have 
administration  properly  made,  yet  those  having  claims  against  the 
estate  acquire  no  rights  by  tbe  delay,  except  the  extension  of  the  time 
to  collect  their  demands.  Hence  one  wbo  seeks  to  recover  a  judgment 
against  tlie  defendant  is  not  entitled  to  recover  a  judgment  that  will 
bind  his  estate,  unless,  within  the  period  allowed  by  law  for  the  pres- 
entation of  claims,  he  makes  a  presentation  of  his  claim  to  the  repre- 
sentative of  the  decedent:  Falkner  v.  Hendy,  107  Cal.  49,  54;  40  Pac. 
Bep.  21,  3S6.  A  claim  arising  upon  a  contract  presented  by  the  admin- 
istrator of  a  deceased  claimant,  after  the  time  for  prcBentation  of 
claims  has  elapsed,  is  properly  rejected,  and  an  action  thereon  is 
barred.  In  case  of  the  death  of  the  person  entitled  to  bring  an  action 
before  the  expiration  of  the  time  limited  for  the  commencement 
thereof,  an  action  may  be  commenced  by  hia  representatives  after  that 
time,  and  within  the  specified  time  from  his  death;  but  the  first  essen- 
tial of  tbe  right  to  maintain  or  to  prosecute  it  Is  the  right  to  bring  or 
to  commence  it,  and  the  holder  of  the  claim  cannot  maintain  any 
action  thereon,  unless  it  shall  have  first  been  presenled  for  allowance 
within  the  time  prescribed  by  the  statute:  Morrow  v.  Barker,  119  Cal, 
65,  8«;  51  Pac.  Rep.  12.  In  the  event  of  the  death  of  an  executor  or 
administrator,  the  claim  which  the  creditor  of  the  estate  bad  against 
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him,  bj  reason  of  bia  acta  or  omiaeionB  as  executor  or  adminiBtnitoT, 
was  ons  which  became  fixed  in  the  lifetime  of  the  executor,  and  was 
not  contingent  upon  the  fact  that  the  estate  might  prove  insolvent  on 
an  account  taken  after  the  death  of  the  executor  or  adminiBtratiir; 
Estate  of  Halleck,  4S  Cal.  Ill,  116.  If  a  person  having  a  claim  against 
an  estate  dies  before  the  time  limited  for  its  presentation,  his  repre- 
sentative cannot  maintain  an  action  against  the  estate  of  another 
deceased  person  on  the  claim,  where  it  has  not  been  presented  to  the 
executor  witbtn  the  time  prescribed  by  the  statute  for  the  presenta- 
tion of  claims:  Morrow  v.  Barker,  119  Cal.  65;  51  Pae.  Kep.  12.  So  a 
broken  promise  to  provide,  by  will,  a  compensation  for  servicoB  ren- 
dered to  the  decedent  must  be  presented  as  a  claim  against  the  estate, 
if  reliance  was  placed  thereon  as  a  continuing  contract  for  services  up 
to  the  time  of  his  death.  If  not  so  presented,  it  cannot  be  rcHed  upon 
to  save  the  bar  of  the  statote  as  to  part  of  the  rejected  claim  for  ser- 
vices presented  against  the  estate:  Etchas  v.  Ore&a,  127  Cal.  588,  592; 
ao  Pae,  Hep.  45. 

4.  Allowanco  and  rejactlon  of  claims. 
<1)  In  ganaraL  If  there  are  two  or  more  executors  or  adminis- 
trators, the  allowance  of  a  claim  by  one  of  them  is  the  act  of  all,  and 
is  binding  upon  all:  Willis  v.  Parley,  24  Cal.  490,  501.  A  claim  may 
be  allowed  though  the  executor  or  administrator  has  not  filed  any 
undertaking:  Estate  of  Houck,  23  Or.  10;  17  Pae.  Rep.  461;  but  an 
executor  or  administrator,  who  is  personally  interested  in  a  claim 
against  the  estate,  is  disqualified  from  acting  upon  it:  Estate  of  Hill, 
«7  Cal.  238,  244;  7  Pae.  Rep.  664;  Estate  of  Crosby,  55  Cal.  574,  578. 
The  allowing  or  rejecting  of  a  claim  is  an  official  act,  which  the 
attorneys  of  the  executors  or  administratara  have  not  the  power  to 
perform;  but  delivery  of  a  rejected  claim  to  the  owner  thereof,  upon 
demand,  is  a  mere  ministerial  act,  which  attorneys  of  the  executors 
or  administrators  have  a  right  to  perform,  when  such  claim  is  in  their 
possession,  and  their  action  therein  will  bind  the  executors  or  admin- 
istrators: Cowgill  v.  Dinwlddie,  98  Cal.  481,  484;  33  Pae.  Bep.  439. 
The  purpose  and  effect  of  a  statute  providing  that  where  a  claim  in 
presented  to  an  executor  or  administrator,  and  he  disallows  it,  the 
claimant  may  present  the  same  to  the  county  court  for  allowance,  on 
giving  notice,  and  that  the  court  is  empowered  to  hear  and  determine 
the  same  in  a  summary  manner,  and  to  direct  a  eonciae  entry  of  the 
order  of  allowance  and  rejection  to  be  made  on  the  record,  which 
order  shall  have  the  force  and  effect  of  a  j'udgmeat,  from  which  an 
appeal  may  be  taken,  are  to  afford  a  summary  method  for  the  adjudi- 
cation of  claima  by  the  court  against  the  estates  of  deceased  persons, 
without  the  necessity  of  technical  pleadings.  The  proceeding  is  in 
the  nature  of  an  action,  as  contradistinguished  from  a  suit,  affording 
to  the  parties  the  right  of  trial  de  novo  and  trial  by  jury  in  the 
appellato  court:  Pruitt  v.  Muldrick,  3fl  Or.  333;  65  Pae.  Eep.  20,  21, 
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g  on  dtinu.  In  groienL  The  executor  or  administrator 
is  not  reqnired,  on  tbe  preseiitation  of  a  claim,  immediately  to  indorse 
it  "  allowed  "  or  "  rejected  ";  nor  mnst  it  be  bo  indorsed  within  "  ten 
dajB  "  after  it  is  presented.  The  executor  or  administrator  is  not  lim- 
ited to  any  specific  period  in  which  he  most  take  formal  action  to 
indorBfl  his  allowance  or  rejection  of  a  claim.  It  may  be  conceded 
that  it  ia  not  the  duty  of  tbe  eiecutor  or  adtniniitrator  to  seek  out 
one  who  has  presented  a  claim,  to  notify  such  person  that  he  —  the 
executor  or  administrator  —  has  neglected  or  refused  to  act  on  the 
claim  for  ten  days  after  its  presentation,  or  that  he  has  indorsed  it 
"rejected."  And  it  may  also  be  conceded  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
claimant  to  inquire  of  the  executor  or  administrator  whether  the  claim 
he  has  presented  has  been  acted  upon,  and  how.  But  as  there  ia  no 
specific  limitation  of  time  within  which  tbe  executor  or  administrator 
must  allow  or  reject  the  claim,  there  is  none  in  which  the  elaimaiit 
is  entitled  to  be  informed  of  tbe  action  or  non-action  of  tbe  executor. 
If  he  neglects  to  inquire  within  three  months  after  his  claim  has  been 
actually  indorsed  "  rejected,"  his  suit  on  the  claim  will  perhaps  be 
barred.  Nevertheless,  if  he  cannot  maintain  a  suit  on  his  claim  until 
it  has  been  rejected,  he  has  an  absolute  right  to  be  informed  of  its 
rejection  by  the  executor  or  administrator,  who  alone  knows  what 
formal  action  has  been  taken  with  respect  to  it.  If  information  with 
respect  to  it  ia  refuaed  by  the  executor  or  administrator,  the  claimant 
may  treat  the  previous  presentation  of  his  claim  and  secret  action,  if 
any,  of  the  executor  or  administrator,  as  going  for  naught,  and  again 
present  the  claim:  Steward  v.  Hinkel,  73  Cal.  187,  189;  13  Pae.  Eep. 
494.  But  if  the  statute  makes  it  tbe  dnty  of  tbe  executor  or  adminis- 
trator, within  a  certain  apeeified  time,  to  indorse  on  a  claim  his 
approval  or  rejection  thereof,  his  failure  to  indorse  it  within  the  time 
prescribed  operates,  in  Nevada,  as  an  allowance  of  the  claim:  Kirman 
v.  Powning,  25  Nev.  378;  60  Pac.  Rep.  834,  838,  The  claimant  is 
entitled  to  tbe  possession  of  the  claim  presented  by  him,  if  the  execu- 
tor or  administrator  has  had  a  reasonable  time  in  which  to  examine  it, 
and  may  maintain  an  action  to  recover  it:  WilHs  v.  Marka,  29  Or.  493; 
45  Pac.  Sep.  293,  29e,  If  a  claim,  as  presented,  is  allowed  in  full,  tbe 
words  "  approved  and  allowed,"  indorsed  thereon,  without  any  limita- 
tion or  reservation  whatever,  must  be  taken  to  refer  to  the  claim  on 
which  they  were  indorsed,  and  if  tbat  purports,  upon  its  face,  to  be  a 
secured  claim,  it  must  be  deemed  to  have  been  allowed  as  a  secured 
claim:  Estate  of  McDougnld,  14B  Cal.  191,  193;  79  Pac.  Rep.  878.  A 
money  demand  upon  unpaid  accounts  against  the  estate  of  an  intestate 
must  be  allowed,  if  at  all,  upon  legal  evidence  auataining  tbe  same; 
and  such  evidence  must  be  taken  and  the  claim  passed  upon  at  a  regu- 
lar session  of  tbe  probate  court.  At  least,  the  executor  or  adminis- 
trator of  tbe  eetate  againat  whom  the  claim  is  made  must  either  be 
present  in  court  while  the  evidence  is  being  taken  of  the  claim  passed 
upon,  or  he  must  have  an  opportunity  to  be  present  and  to  be  heard; 
Chaves  V.  Perea,  3  N.  M.  71;  2  Pac.  Rep.  73,  74. 
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(3)  Suns.  Bfljectlon  of  claims.  The  rejection  of  %  dum  agunit 
the  estate  of  a  decedent,  either  by  the  executor,  adminiatratar,  or 
eonnty  judge,  is  a  condition  precedent  to  the  right  to  sue  upon  it:  Ib 
re  Smith's  Estate,  13  N.  D.  513;  101  N.  W.  Bep.  890.  A  claim  against 
an  estate  m&y  be  rejected  hj  an  admiuistrator,  either  bj  indorsing 
his  written  disallowance  on  such  claimB,  or  by  neglecting  or  refusing 
to  act  thereon  for  a  period  prescribed  bj  the  statute  after  it  is  pre- 
sented, and  in  cither  case  the  rejection  is  a  rejection  b;  the  adminis- 
trator: Boyd  V.  Von  Neida,  9  N.  D.  337;  83  N.  "W.  Rep.  32B.  For  the 
purpose  of  authorizing  actiouB  on  claims,  and  of  limiting  the  time  in 
which  suit  must  be  brought,  the  constructive  rejection  which,  hy 
statute,  follows  as  a  result  of  ten  days'  neglect  or  refusal  to  allow  it 
is  equivalent  to  a  rejection  by  written  indorsement:  In  re  Smith's 
Estate,  13  N.  D.  513;  101  N.  W.  Bep.  890.  The  non-action  of  the 
administrator,  upon  a  claim  presented  to  him  for  allowance,  for  a 
period  of  time  exceeding  ten  days  next  after  the  claim  is  filed 
with  him  for  allowance,  operates,  under  the  statute,  as  a  rejec- 
tion of  the  claim;  and  the  time  limited  for  bringing  suit  on 
the  claim  begins  to  run  at  once  after  the  ten-day  period  expiree: 
Parwell  v.  Kichardson,  10  N.  D.  34;  84  N.  W.  Rep.  558.  If 
the  claim  is  presented  at  the  office  of  the  administrator's  attorney, 
and  it  is  indorsed  "  rejected  "  by  such  attorney,  under  the  direction 
of  the  administrator,  and  such  rejection  is  subscribed  by  the  adminis- 
trator named,  it  is  a  valid  rejection  of  the  claim:  Dorais  v.  Doll,  33 
Mont.  314;  83  Pac.  Rep.  SS4,  885.  The  statute  contemplates  that  no 
claim  which  has  reached  tho  status  of  a  rejected  claim  will  be  pre- 
sented to  a  county  court  for  its  nilowance,  and  where  such  a  claim  is 
in  fact  presented  to  such  court  for  allowance,  and  the  same  is  rejected 
by  the  court,  such  rejection  does  not  operate  to  fix  any  new  period  of 
time  within  which  an  action  can  be  iustitutud  upon  the  rejected  claim: 
Parweli  v.  Eichardaon,  10  N.  D.  34;  84  N.  W.  Rep.  558.  The  indorse- 
ment required  to  be  made  by  the  executor  or  administrator  is  evidenre 
of  his  action,  necessary  to  the  claimant  in  bringing  and  maintaining 
an  action  to  establish  the  claim,  and  if  be  secretly  rejects  the  claim, 
and  refuses  to  deliver  it  to  the  claimant,  or  to  inform  him  of  tbe 
action  taken  thereon,  it  operates,  or  may  operate,  as  a  fraud  upon  the 
claimant,  and  become  inoperative  as  a  rejection.  Where  the  executor 
or  administrator  not  only  fails  to  inform  the  creditor  of  his  action,  bat 
also  refuses  to  do  so,  it  may  be  considered  that  he  has  not  acted  at  alL 
Secret  action,  which  the  creditor  has  no  means  of  knowing,  is  equiva- 
lent to  no  action  at  all:  Cowgiil  v.  Dinwiddle,  98  Cal.  481,  mi;  33  Pac, 
Bep.  439.  The  allowance  of  a  claim  against  a  decedent's  estate,  by  an 
executor  or  administrator,  for  a  portion  of  the  full  amount,  is  clearly 
a  rejection  of  the  remainder  of  the  claim:  Jones  v.  Walden,  145  Cal. 
523;  78  Pac.  Bep.  1046,  1047. 

(4)  Btgbt  to  consider  claim  rejected.  The  question  of  reasonable 
time  in  which  to  alien  or  reject  a  claim  is  a  matter  of  law,  and  should 
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be  80  ileclnred  hy  the  «ourt;  and  Biz  montliB  ia  clearly  a  reaeonable 
length  of  time  in  wliieh  to  determine  whether  an  executor  oi  adminis- 
trator will  allow  or  reject  a  claim:  Ooltra  v.  Penland,  4a  Or.  254;  77 
Pbc.  Rep.  126,  1.32.  If  a  reasonable  time  elapses,  without  action  on 
the  part  of  the  executor  or  admiuiBtrator,  the  claimant  is  entitled  to 
consider  hie  claim  as  disallowed  and  to  maintaiu  an  action  thereon: 
Goltra  V.  Penland,  45  Or.  254;  77  Pae.  Rep.  129,  132;  Gregory  v.  Cla- 
brough's  Executors,  139  Cal.  475,  480;  62  Pac.  Eep.  72.  Where  the 
■tatute  requires  the  executor  or  administrator  to  whom  a  claim  is  pre- 
sented to  indorse  thereon  his  allowance  or  rejection,  with  the  day  and 
date  thereof,  but  does  not,  in  terma,  specify  the  time  within  which 
this  must  be  done,  and  provides  that  if  the  executor  or  administrator, 
or  the  judge,  refuses  or  neglects  to  indorse  such  allowance  or  rejection 
for  "ten  days"  after  the  claim  has  been  presented  to  him,  it  is 
optional  with  the  claimant  to  consider  his  claim  rejected  after  the 
tenth  day,  if  it  has  not  been  so  indorsed  within  ten  days,  but  he  need 
not  so  deem  it  unless  he  chaoses:  Cowgill  v.  Dinniddie,  98  Cal.  481, 
483;  33  Pae.  Bep.  439.  If  the  executor  or  administrator  neglects,  for 
more  than  ten  daya,  to  indorse  either  his  allowance  or  rejection  thereof, 
the  claim,  at  the  expiration  of  ten  days,  becomes  a  rejected  claim  by 
operation  of  law,  and  not  before:  Bice  v.  Inskeep,  34  Gal.  224,  226  ^ 
Bank  of  Ukiah  v.  Shoemake,  67  Cal.  147,  148;  7  Fac.  Kep.  420;  Itoddan 
T.  Doane,  92  Cal.  555,  558;  28  Fac  Bep.  604.  And  if  the  claim  was 
presented  to  the  administrator  at  the  office  of  his  attorney,  the  leaving 
of  the  claim  at  the  attorney's  office,  with  the  attorney's  clerk,  in  the 
absence  of  the  administrator,  is  a  sufficient  presentation  of  the  claim, 
and  if  it  is  not  acted  upon  within  the  ten  days,  the  creditor's  right  tu 
consider  it  as  rejected  is  not  affected  by  the  fact  that  the  adminis- 
trator afterwards  demanded  proof  and  vouchers:  Boddan  v.  Doane, 
92  Cal.  555,  558;  28  Pac.  Eep.  604, 

(6)  Fnwar  of  conit  and  Jndge,  Probata  courts  have  jurisdiction  to 
eorr-^ct  the  classifl cation  of  claims  allowed  against  the  estate  of 
deceased  persons  at  a  term  of  the  court  subsequent  to  the  allowance 
and  erroneous  clasaiflcation  thereof:  IrlcPherson  v.  Wolfley,  9  Kan. 
App.  67;  57  Pac.  Bep.  257.  An  executor  or  administrator,  by  paying 
a  claim  after  its  allowance,  does  not  devest  the  county  court  of  juris- 
diction of  claims  against  the  estate:  Clemes  v.  Fox,  25  Coi.  39;  53  Pac. 
Bep.  225,  228.  If  a  claim  has  been  presented  to  tbe  administrator,  and 
allowed  by  him  within  ten  days  after  its  presentation,  no  action  can  be 
maintained  thereon  until  after  its  presentation  to  the  judge,  unless  he 
rejects  it  within  that  period:  Naliy  v.  McDonald,  66  Cal.  530, 532;  6  Pac. 
Kep.  390.  A  claim  may  be  approved  and  allowed  by  a  county  judge 
after  it  has  been  rejected  either  by  non-action  or  by  written  indorse- 
ment, at  any  time  before  it  ia  barred  by  the  special  or  general  statute 
of  limitations:  In  re  Smith's  Estate,  13  N.  D.  513;  101  N.  W.  Rep.  890. 
Where  the  claim  has  been  lost,  after  its  allowance  by  the  e 
Frobate  —  4C 
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administrator,  the  judge  may  approve  a  copy  tfaereof:  Nally  t, 
McDonald,  66  Cal.  530,  533;  6  Pac.  Rep.  300.  When  an  executor  or 
administrator  rejects  a  claim,  the  rejection  is  complete  and  final,  and 
cannot  be  cbanged  or  in  any  way  affected  by  any  future  action  of  the 
judge.  In  Huch  a  caae  there  is  no  reason  for  presenting  a  claim  to  the 
judge  at  all.  It  is  only  where  a  claim  bos  been  allowed  by  an  executor 
or  administrator  that  there  is  a  necessity  of  presenting  it  to  the  judge, 
for  be  may  reject  it,  notwithstanding  its  allowance  by  the  executor  or 
administrator.  A  claim  may  be  conclaaively  rejected  by  either  the 
administrator  or  the  judge;  and  when  there  is  a  rejection  by  either, 
the  statute  commencea  to  run  from  the  date  of  sucb  rejection;  Jones 
V.  Wttlden,  145  Cal.  523,  52S;  78  Pao.  Eep.  1046.  When  an  executor 
or  administrator  rejects  a  claim  against  an  estate,  the  rejection  is 
complete  and  final,  and  cannot  be  changed  or  in  any  way  affected  by 
any  future  action  of  the  judge.  In  such  case  there  is  no  reason  for 
presenting  a  claim  to  the  judge  at  all,  and  it  is  only  where  a  claim 
bas  been  allowed  by  the  executor  or  administrator  that  there  is  a 
necessity  for  presenting  it  to  the  judge,  for  be  may  reject  it  not- 
withstanding its  allowance  by  the  administrator:  Jones  v.  Walden, 
145  Cal.  523;  78  Pac.  Rep.  1046,  1047.  Although  the  judge  had 
allowed  a  claim  against  the  estate  of  a  deceased  person,  be  may,  upon 
an  ex  parte  application,  afterwards  set  sucb  allowance  aside  without 
notice  to  the  claimant;  Estate  of  Sullenberger,  72  CaL  949,  552;  14 
Pac.  Rep.  513. 

(6)  FlllnK  of  claims.     When  a  claim  is  allowed  by  the  executor  or 

administrator,  and  approved  by  the  judge  of  the  superior  court,  it  must 
be  filed  in  the  court  within  the  prescribed  time,  but  as  to  rejected 
claims  there  is  no  sncb  provision.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  eieentor  or 
admioistrator,  on  demand,  to  return  rejected  claims  to  claimants  with 
his  official  action  indorsed  tboreon;  Cowgill  v,  Dinwiddle,  98  Cal.  481, 
484;  33  Pac.  Rep.  439.  The  allowance  of  a  claim  against  the  estate 
prevents  the  claim  from  becoming  barred  by  the  statute,  although  it 
has  not  been  filed  in  the  probate  court,  especially  where  the  statute 
requiring  it  to  be  so  filed  does  not  declare  by  whom  it  should  be  eo 
filed.  It  is  the  presentation  of  the  claim  that  saves  the  debt  from 
becoming  barred:  Willis  v.  Farley,  24  Cal.  490,  501.  The  allowance  of 
a  contingent  claim  admits  and  establishes  the  validity  of  the  applica- 
tion, and  entitles  it  to  be  filed  in  court  and  to  rank  among  the 
acknowledged  debts  of  the  estate,  to  be  paid  in  due  course  of  admin- 
istration, as  the  circumstances  of  the  estate  require:  Verdicr  v.  Koacb, 
96  Cal.  467,  475;  31  Pac,  Hep,  554.  The  statute  requiring  judgments 
against  administratorB  and  claims  against  tbo  estate,  that  have  been 
allowed,  to  be  filed  in  the  probate  court  are  merely  directory,  where 
tbfre  is  no  penalty  prescribed  for  a  failure  to  file  them  within  the 
design.itod  time:  Estate  of  Sebroeder,  46  Cal.  304,  316.  Rejected 
claims  need  not  be  filed  with  the  county  clerk.     It  is  only  the  claims 
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that  lutve  been  allowed  that  are  to  be  filed;  Saztoii  v.  MueselmaD,  17 
S.  T>.  35;  05  N.  W.  Bep.  2S1,  292.  A  claim  against  tbe  estate  of  a 
deeedeot,  cossiBting  of  an  itemized  atatement  of  ozpeudituies  made  b^ 
the  claimant  for  and  od  account  of  tbe  deceaaad  in  bis  lifetime,  with 
a  balance  due  defendant  of  a  apeciSed  amount  after  deducting  a  aum 
named  in  favor  of  tbe  deceased  from  tbe  total  amount  claimed  to  have 
been  ao  expended  for  the  deceased  by  tbe  defendant,  does  not  carry 
with  it  the  acknowledgmunt  of  any  indobtedncBB  to  tbe  deceased  or  to 
the  estate;  but,  on.  the  contrary,  negatives  any  such  inference,  and 
would  not,  of  course,  have  been  filed  but  for  the  claim  of  the  claimant 
that  tbe  estate  was  indebted  to  him  and  not  be  to  tbe  estate:  Visber 
V.  Wilbur  (Cal,  App.),  BO  Pac.  fiep.  1065,  1069, 

(7)  DefectlTO  veilficmtion.  The  allowance  of  claims  upon  defective 
verification  does  not  always  render  them  void.  Where  claims  have 
been  allowed  and  approved  by  the  administrator  and  tbe  probate  judge, 
and  have  been  filed  among  tbe  approved  claima  against  the  estate,  such 
allowance  prima  facie  establisbeE  their  validity.  The  heirs  have  the 
right  to  question  the  allowance  at  the  settlement  of  the  estate,  but  tbe 
burden  of  showing  the  invalidity  of  the  allowance  is  cast  upon  them. 
The  allowance  of  a  claim,  although  made  upon  a  detective  verification, 
is  a  judicial  act,  which  entitles  tbe  claim  to  rank  as  an  acknowledged 
debt  of  tbe  estate,  to  be  paid  in  due  course  of  administration,  and  if 
the  claim  is  adjudged  to  be  valid,  the  defective  verification  will  not 
invalidate  it.  The  allowance  of  a  mortgage  claim  entitles  it  to  rank 
as  an  acknowledged  debt  against  the  estate,  to  be  paid  in  due  course 
of  administration,  but  because  there  is  a  defective  verification  of  a 
claim  upon  a  note  secured  by  mortgage  is  no  reason  why  the  fore- 
closure of  the  mortgage  should  be  denied.  A  mortgage  is  a  mere  inci- 
dent of  tbe  debt  it  was  intended  to  secure,  and  passes  by  tbe  assign- 
ment of  the  debt,  is  discharged  by  a  payment  of  the  debt,  and  is 
barred  by  the  statute  of  limitations  when  the. debt  is  barred;  and  if 
the  allowance  of  the  claim  on  tbe  mortgage  was  sufficient  to  make  it 
an  acknowledged  debt  of  the  estate,  it  is  also  sufficient  to  keep  alive 
the  mortgage,  and  to  entitle  the  plaintiff  to  have  it  foreclosed:  (Jonsol- 
idated  Nat.  Bank  v.  Hayes,  112  Cal.  75,  82;  41  Pac.  Rep.  469;  Estate 
of  Swain,  67  Cal.  637;  8  Pac  Bep.  497. 


t  of  claim.  No  substantial  change  can  be  made  in 
a  claim  on  file,  either  by  way  of  amendment  or  otherwise,  after  the 
expiration  of  tbe  time  for  the  presentation  of  claims;  Estate  of  Sul- 
lenberger,  72  Cal,  549,  652;  14  Pac.  Rep.  513;  Dickey  v.  Dickey,  3  Col. 
App.  141;  45  Pac.  Bep.  228.  But  the  claimant  may  be  permitted  to 
amend  his  claim  as  to  any  technical  matter  that  does  not  substantially 
change  the  nature  and  character  of  the  same:  Kirman  v.  Powning,  25 
Nev.  3T8;  60  Pac.  Rep.  834,  838.  If  the  account  of  a  claimant  against 
the  estate  of  a  decedent  is  contested,  the  court,  upon  motion,  should 
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)  particular   account  of   his   claim; 


(9)  Objoctions  to  allowance.  An  objection  that  a.  claim  was  never 
presented  cannot  be  made  after  a  decree  allowing  it.  Such  objections 
should  be  made  during  the  pendancj  of  prot^eedings:  Estate  of  Cook, 
14  Cal.  129,  130.  An  objection  that  a  claim  against  a  decedent's 
estate  was  not  presented  by  the  proper  person  is  a  matter  in  abate- 
ment only,  and  is 'waived  by  joining  issue  on  the  merits  without 
raiqiug  it  in  the  county  court:  In  re  Morgan's  Estate,  46  Or.  233;  7S 
Pac.  Kep.  1029,  1030.  Under  the  Colorado  statute,  not  only  an  execu- 
tor or  an  administrator  may  object  to  the  allowance  of  a  claim,  but 
also  the  heirs  at  law,  devisees,  legatees,  or  creditors,  or  others  inter' 
ested  in  the  estate,  may  do  so:  In  re  Uobson's  Estate  (Col.),  91  Pac 
Bep.  929,  931. 

<10)  EBset  of  aUowance.  In  geneial,  The  allowance  of  a  claim, 
by  an  executor  or  administrator  and  the  probate  judge,  amounts  to  a 
judgment,  not  in  a  general  sense,  but  of  a  qualified  character  only. 
It  is  simply  a  judgment  as  to  the  amount  due  and  to  whom  due,  and 
by  the  act  of  allowance  and  approval  the  claim  is  placed  among  the 
acknowledged  debts  of  the  estate;  but  before  payment  can  be  enforced, 
it  is  necessary  to  obtain  a  decree  of  the  probate  court  for  that  pur- 
pose: Magrow  v.  McQlynn,  26  Cal.  420,  431;  Estate  of  Hidden,  23  Cal. 
362;  Pico  V.  De  la  Guerra,  18  Cal.  422;  Walkerly  v.  BacoQ,  85  Gal.  137, 
141;  24  Pac.  Bep.  638.  No  claim  against  any  estate,  which  has 
been  presented  and  allowed,  is  affected  by  the  statute  of  limitations, 
pending  the  proceedings  for  the  settlement  of  the  estate;  sod  such 
proceedings  are  pending  until  the  entry  of  a  decree  discharging  the 
executor  or  administrator:  Dobs  v.  Dohs,  60  Cal.  255,  260.  When  a 
claim  against  bd  estate  has  been  allowed  and  approved  and  filed,  it 
ranks  among  the  acknowledged  debts  of  the  estate,  to  be  paid  in  due 
course  of  the  administration:  Estate  of  Loshe,  62  Cal.  413,  415.  A 
demand  of  an  attorney  for  services  rendered  to  an  administrator  or 
executor  during  the  settlement  of  the  estate,  and  which  has  been 
presented,  allowed,  and  approved,  and  ordered  to  be  paid  out  of  tha 
estate,  in  due  course  of  administration,  while  not  technically  a 
"claim"  agaiost  the  estate,  yet  it  will  be  treated  as  such;  Statt- 
nieister  v.  Superior  Court,  72  Cal.  487,  48S;  14  Pac,  Rep.  35.  The 
nppearanco  in  a  probate  rourt,  at  a,  hearing  upon  a  claim  against  an 
entnte,  and  ronscut  to  the  allowance  of  such  claim,  by  one  of  two 
joint  (xci-utocM,  without  noticp  to  or  the  concurrence  of  the  other, 
is  HLifficiciit  to  bind  the  pstate:  L'rOHs  v.  Long,  60  Kan.  293;  71  Pac. 
Bep.  524.     The  admissions  of  an  executor,  made  in  the  allowance  of 
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ft  claim  sgainat  the  estate,  although  the  claim  ia  allowed  only  in 
part,  bind  tba  estate:  Meintirt  v.  Snow,  3  Ida.  112;  27  Pac.  Bep.  677. 
The  presentation  and  allowance  of  a  claim  in  part  is  not  material  in 
determining  the  question  as  to  whether  Buch  claim  is  barred  by  the 
Btatuts  of  limitationa:  Potter  y.  Lewin,  123  Cal.  146,  14T;  55  Pac. 
Bcp.  783.  The  allowance  of  a  claim  in  part  is  clearlj  a  rejection  of 
the  remainder,  though  when  an  administrator  rejects  a  claim,  the 
rejection  is  complete  and  final,  and  cannot  in  any  way  be  affected 
by  any  fntore  action  of  the  judge:  Jones  v.  Walden,  145  Cal.  523; 
7S  Psc-  Bep.  1046.  A  verbal  allowance  of  a  claim  against  an  estate 
ie  ineffective  to  give  the  claimant  any  cause  of  action  against  the 
estate:  Fitte  v.  Shipley,  46  Cal.  154,  161.  If  a  claim  against  an 
estate  has  passed  beyond  the  jurisdiction  of  the  administrator  to 
allow  the  same,  and  has  reached  the  status  of  a  rejected  claim,  his 
indorsement  of  allowance  upon  such  rejected  claim  is  futile,  and  does 
not  operate  to  allow  or  validate  the  claim,  either  in  whole  or  in  part, 
especially  where  it  was  outlawed  at  the  time  ha  indorsed  his  allow- 
anee  thereoni  Faiwell  v.  Bichardaon,  10  N.  £.  34;  84  N.  W.  Bep.  558. 


Allowance  of  claims  by  esecutors  and  administrators,  when  and 
against  whom  conclusive:  See  note  65  Am.  Dec.  121-127. 

(11)  Suns.  Prenunptioii.  ETtdence.  The  presumption  ia,  where 
a  elaim  against  the  estate  of  a  decedent  has  been  allowed  and  approved 
as  presented,  that  it  was  allowed  upon  vouchers  and  proof  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  executor  or  administrator  and  probate  judge:  Estate 
of  Swain,  67  Cal.  637;  8  Pac.  Rep.  497,  500.  Under  the  statute  of 
Oregon,  the  mere  allowance  of  a  claim  by  the  executor  or  adminis- 
trator is  not  eves  prima  facie  evidence  in  favor  of  its  validity.  The 
claimant  must,  on  the  settlement  of  an  account,  support  his  elaim 
by  proof  of  its  validity,  and  by  other  evidence  than  the  aUowanee 
of  the  administrator.  The  county  court  is  not  bound  to  approve  a 
claim,  simply  because  it  has  been  allowed  by  the  administrator;  for, 
if  such  was  the  case,  it  would  merely  sit  in  a  perfunctory  manner  to 
«ntcr  its  approval  upon  the  journal.  The  court  acts  judicially,  and 
when  objections  are  interposed  to  a  claim,  it  must  be  supported  by 
proof,  as  in  other  litigated  controversies,  or  the  claim  must  fail  of 
its  establishment,  and' the  simple  allowance  by  the  administrator  will 
not  avail  to  make  a  prima  facie  case:  Cbambera  v.  Chambers,  38  Or. 
131;  63  Pac.  Eep.  1013,  1014,  1015.  The  final  recognition  of  a  claim 
as  valid  in  no  way  depends  upon  the  question  whether  the  adminis- 
trator or  probate  judge  allowed  it  upon  insufficient  evidence.  The 
law  simply  makes  the  allowance  evidence,  prima  facte,  of  the  claim, 
and  casts  the  onus  of  proof  upon  him  who  contests  it:  Instate  of 
Crosby,  55  Cal.  574,  578. 
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(12)  Jndcnwat  of  KllowuiGa.  The  judgment  of  a  probate  eonrt 
allowing  a  claim  Hgainst  an  estate  io  tiie  form  of  a  promiBBDry  note, 
which  ia  not  Bworn  to,  is  erraneous,  but  not  void  for  want  of  juris- 
dietioD;  Guitorrez  v,  Scbolle,  13  N.  M.  328;  78  Pbc.  Rep.  50,  overruling, 
on  this  point,  Clancey  v,  Clancej,  7  N.  M.  405;  37  Pac.  Eep.  1105, 
1107;  38  Pae.  Bep.  108.  A  decree  of  the  probate  court,  ordering  a  claim 
to  be  paid,  at  the  inatance  of  the  administrator,  and  upon  his  peti- 
tion, stating  the  amount  and  elass  of  the  claim,  the  person  to  whom 
due,  and  the  amount  of  monej  in  bia  hands  ready  to  pay  out  as  the 
court  shall  direct,  ia  final  and  conclusive,  and  cannot  be  collaterally 
attacked;  nor  can  it  be  attacked  in  any  other  proceeding  upon  the 
ground  of  the  inaufficiency  of  the  evidence  upon  which  it  was  ren- 
dered; Estate  of  Cook,  14  Cal.  139,  130.  A  judgment  of  allowance  of 
a  claim  against  the  estate  of  a  deceased  person  ii  not  a  complete  and 
effective  judgment  until  an  order  on  the  administrator  to  pay  is 
obtained,  and  a  proceeding  to  obtain  sucb  order  ia  not  an  action  on 
the  judgment  of  allowance:  Ouiterrez  v.  Scholle,  12  Jf,  H.  328;  78 
Pac.  Rep.  50.  The  presentation  and  allowance  of  a  claim  based  upon 
a  judgment  lien,  to  be  paid  in  due  course  of  administration,  is  not 
inconsistent  with  tbe  continuance  of  the  lien,  and  such  lieu  ranks 
with  the  recognized  lien  of  a  mortgage,  and  is  not  released  or  affected 
by  tbe  death  of  the  judgment  debtor,  pending  the  time  limited  by 
the  statute  for  the  continuance  of  the  lien.  No  difTerence  is  perceiv- 
able between  the  allowance  of  the  claim  by  the  administrator,  and 
the  judgment  of  the  court  allowing  the  claim,  on  suit  brought  after 
its  rejection;  the  judgment  establisbei  the  claim  the  same  as  if  it  bad 
been  allowed;  Estate  of  Wiley,  138  Cal.  301,  306;  71  Pae.  Bep.  441. 
See  Morton  v.  Adams,  121  Lai.  228;  38  Pac.  Rep.  1038;  71  Am.  St. 
Bep.  53. 

(13)  Arbttiation.  Beferencs.  If  an  executor  or  administrator 
doubts  the  validity  of  any  claim  presented  to  him,  he  may  agree,  in 
writing,  with  tbe  claimant  that  an  order  of  reference  be  made  by  the 
court  or  judge  concerning  the  same  by  filing  such  agreement.  The 
order  should  be  made  accordingly.  The  referee  is  empowered  to  hear 
and  determine  the  matter,  and  to  report  thereon  to  the  court,  in  the 
same  manner  and  with  like  efiTect  as  if  the  order  were  made  in  an 
action  or  suit  on  tbe  claim;  Chambers  v.  Chambers,  38  Or.  131;  62 
Pac.  Rep.  1013,  1014.  The  reference  of  a  claim'  may  be  made  in  court 
by  consent  of  the  parties:  Hall  v.  Superior  Court,  69  Cal.  79;  10  Pae. 
Bep.  257,  The  referee  should  report  bis  findings,  in  writing,  to  the 
court,  and  tbe  facts  found  and  conclusions  of  law  must  be  separately 
stated.  If  tbe  claim  is  referred  to  the  superior  court  for  its  decision, 
the  testimony  taken  before  the  judge  sitting  as  a  referee,  although 
embodied  in  his  report,  is  no  part  of  the  record,  and  cannot  be  reviewed 
upon  appeal,  unless  embodied  in  a  bill  of  exceptions  and  filed.  It 
is  only  tbe  finding  of  the  referee  wbicb  becomes  part  of  the  judgment 
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roll.  The  court  or  Judge  sittiag  as  a  referee  is  aa  distinct  in  law 
from  the  eourt  acting  as  such  in  its  own  proper  sphere  aa  if  a 
different  referee  had  been  selected.  The  code  fixes  one  rule  far  the 
guidance  of  all  referees,  and  they  are  alike,  and,  without  exception, 
subject  to  its  provisions:  Lee  Sack  Bam  v.  Qray,  104  Cal.  243,  248; 
38  Pac.  Bep.  S5.  Claims  against  an  estate  maj,  under  the  approval 
of  the  probate  court,  be  submitted  bj  the  executor  or  ailministrator 
to  a  referee:  Unterrainer  v.  Seelig,  13  9.  D.  14S;  82  N.  W.  Rep.  394, 
396.  If  a  claim  in  favor  of  an  estate  has  been  referred  to  arbitrators, 
who  have  clearly  determiued  by  their  award  the  amount  due  tlie 
estate,  the  fact  that  thej'  have  included  matters,  in  their  award,  not 
submitted  to  them  does  not  render  the  award  invalid  as  to  the  matters 
properlj  submitted,  as  that  portion  of  the  award  maj  be  rejected: 
ttuterrainer  v.  Seelig,  13  S.  D.  148;  82  N.  W.  Bop.  394,  396.  An 
r  administrator  has,  at  common  law,  the  right  to  submit 
B  between  himself  and  creditors  of  or  debtors  to  the 
estate  to  arbitration:  Unterrainer  v.  Seelig,  13  S.  D.  148;  82  N.  W. 
Rep.  394,  396.  The  statute  of  South  Dakota  does  not  deprive  the 
executor  or  administrator  of  the  common-law  power  to  arbitrate  claims, 
either  against  or  in  favor  of  the  estate.  It  provides  a  certain  mode 
of  adjusting  a  certain  class  of  claims,  without  the  formal  proceeding 
of  an  action,  and  leaves  it  to  the  option  of  the  parties  whether  they 
will  avail  themselves  of  its  provisionB,  but  it  was  not  intended  to 
restrict  or  exclude  the  common-law  right  of  arbitration:  Unterrainer 
V.  Seelig,  13  S.  D.  148;  82  N.  W.  Bep.  3H,  396. 

(14)  Claims  ptoperlr  ftUowsil  Even  where  there  is  no  testamentary 
disposition  or  direction,  the  court  will  allow  a  reasonable  sum  to  be 
paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the  estate  for  the  erection  of  a  monument 
over  decedent's  grave,  putting  the  expenditure  upon  the  ground  of 
fnneral  expenses:  Van  Emon  v.  Superior  Court,  76  Cal.  589,  590;  9 
Am.  St.  Bep.  258;  18  Pac.  Kep.  877;  Estate  of  Koppikus,  1  Col.  App. 
84;  SI  Pac.  Bep.  732.  The  burial  of  the  dead  is  a  necessity  that  the 
preservation  of  the  health  of  the  living  enjoins,  and  the  reasoDable 
expenses  connected  therewith  constitute  a  preferred  charge  upou  the 
decedent's  estate.  What  is  a  reasonable  charge  in  such  a  case  muse 
be  determiued  by  the  apparent  condition  of  the  estate  that  is  bur- 
dened therewith.  An  estate  appraised  at  two  thousand  four  hundred 
dollars  warrants  the  administrator  in  incurring  expenses  aggregating 
thirty-one  dollars  for  funeral  notices,  carriages,  and  hearse  hire:  In  re 
Osbum's  Estate,  36  Or.  8;  58  Pac.  Bep.  521,  523.  If  a  nephew  pays 
out  money  for  traveling  expeosea  prior  to  the  death  of  his  uncle, 
he  cannot  recover  such  expenses  from  the  estate  of  his  uncle  after 
the  latter's  death,  by  reason  of  the  relation  existing  between  them; 
but  if  he  incurs  traveling  expenses  for  the  benefit  of  the  vstatc,  after 
his  uncle's  death,  he  is  entitled  to  be  compensated  therefor  iu  a  rea- 
sonable amount:   Estate  of  McCuIlough,  31  Or.  86;  49  Pac.  Kep.  ys6, 
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SS7.  The  proper  amount  to  allow  on  a  claim  against  an  estate  for 
eervicM  rendered  in  consideration  of  a  conveyance  of  land  which 
the  decedent  failed  to  eonvej'  before  his  death  is  the  value  of  the 
land  agreed  to  be  conveyed,  without  other  proof  of  reasonable  value; 
Estate  of  Towne,  143  Cal.  507,  510;  77  Pac.  Eap.  «6. 

(16)  ClatmB  th&t  wUl  bo  rejactod.  One  who  renders  a  kindly  and 
gratuitous  service  to  another,  with  no  intention  at  the  time  of  asking 
for  or  receiving  any  pecuniary  compensation,  canaot  afterwards  make 
such  act  the  subject  of  a  claim.  Hence  gratuitons  services  to  a 
decedent,  in  his  lifetime,  under  such  circumstances,  cannot  form  the 
basis  of  a  charge  against  his  estate  after  his  death:  Estate  of  Hanson, 
133  Cat.  33,  39;  65  Pac.  Bep.  14.  Where  a  son  maintained  his  aged 
mother  in  his  own  home  as  a  member  of  his  family,  the  law  will  not 
imply  a  promise  on  her  part  to  pay  for  her  maintenance:  Jones  v. 
Humphrey's  Estate,  10  Kan.  App.  545;  63  Pac.  Bep.  26.  So  it  is 
proper  to  reject  the  claim  of  a  child  against  the  executor  of  his 
parent's  estate  for  services  rendered  by  soch  child  to  the  parent, 
unless  a  clear  promise  on  the  part  of  the  parent  to  pay  therefor 
appears.  Where  services  are  rendered  by  one  near  relative  to  another, 
no  promise  is  implied  to  pay  for  the  servieeB,  and  no  compensation 
can  be  claimed  therefor  unless  an  express  agreement,  or  its  equiva- 
lent, to  pay  for  the  same  is  shown:  Wilkes  v.  Cornelius,  21  Or.  34S; 
28  Pac.  Kep.  135.  The  universally  accepted  rule  is,  that  the  estate 
of  a  deceased  person  is  answerable  for  the  funeral  expenses  and  other 
debts.  This  being  true,  and  it  not  appearing  from  the  record  tliat 
the  estate  of  a  decedent  is  insolvent,  the  question  of  the  liability  of 
his  wife's  estate  for  such  expenses  should  not  arise.  If  the  executor 
or  administrator  of  the  estate  of  decedent's  wife  sets  np  a  claim  to 
property  standing  in  the  name  of  the  deceased  husband,  such  claim 
for  funeral  expenses  cannot  be  allowed  against  the  estate  of  the 
widow:  Burdsal's  Estate  v.  Walley  (Col.  App.),  32  Pac.  Rep.  989,  B36. 
If  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  forty  dollars  is  an  ample  and  liberal 
allowance  for  the  purchase  of  a  burial  lot,  it  is  proper  to  refuse  the 
administrator  credit  for  thirteen  hundred  dollars  expended  in  the  pur- 
chase of  such  lot,  if  the  estate  is  insolvent:  Clemes  v.  Fox,  S  CoL 
App.  377;  40  Pac.  Eep.  843,  847. 

(16)  Claim  of  ezecntoT  or  administrator.  If  an  administrator's 
claim  against  an  estate  is  disallowed  by  the  probate  judge,  the  admin- 
istrator's ouly  remedy  is  to  resign  Mb  trust  and  to  bring  suit  as  any 
other  creditor  of  the  estate:  Wilkina  v.  Wilkins,  1  Wash.  87;  23  Pac. 
Eep.  411.  If  the  administrator  holds  a  claim  against  the  estate  which 
he  represents,  the  county  court  has  power  to  allow  his  claim,  although 
ho  failed  to  file  his  undertaking  as  administrator;  Estate  of  Houck, 
23  Or.  10;  17  Pac.  Hep.  461,  463.  An  exeeutor  or  administrator  cannot, 
under  the  guise  of  allowing  a  claim  against  himself  as  such,  and  in 
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favor  of  himself  aa  a  creditoT,  be  permitted  to  put  the  aasctB  of  the 
estate  beyond  the  reach  of  the  rightful  claimants,  whoever  thej  may 
be:  CUneey  v.  Clancey,  7  N.  M.  405;  37  Pac.  Bep.  1105,  1107. 

(17)  Absaoce  from  state.  While  the  statnte  provides  that  a  credi- 
tor of  the  eetate  of  a  deceased  person,  who  is  absent  from  the  state 
during  tlie  whale  period  of  publication  of  the  notice  to  creditors,  and 
has  no  actual  knowledge  of  the  publication,  may  present  hiB  claim  to 
the  administrator  at  any  time  before  the  decree  of  distribution  is 
entered,  yet  no  other  proof  of  such  absence  and  want  of  knowledge 
is  required  than  the  affidavit  of  the  claimant;  and  the  statute  does 
not  give  the  executor  or  administrator,  or  the  probate  judge,  any 
power  or  right  to  say,  arbitrarily,  that  they  are  not  "satisfied,"  and 
therefore  reject  the  claim.  All  that  is  necessary  is  for  the  affidavit 
to  show,  to  the  satisfaetiou  of  a  reasonable,  fair,  and  impartial  mind, 
that  the  claimant  had  no  notice:  Cullerton  v.  Mead,  22  Cal.  95,  SB. 
But  if  the  claimant  returned  to  the  state,  and  bad  actual  notice  of 
the  publication  of  the  notice  to  creditors  for  more  than  one  month 
prior  to  the  expiration  of -the  time  for  filing  his  claim,  and  neglected 
to  do  so  until  lODg  after  that  date,  he  does  not  come  within  the 
remedial  provision  of  the  statute.  Hence,  under  such  circumstances, 
if  he  does  not  present  his  claim  within  the  time  limited,  it  is  barred 
by  the  statute;  UacOawan  v.  Jones,  142  Cal.  593,  596;  76  Pac.  Rep. 
503. 

(18)  JndgmentB.  A  judgment  may  be  allowed  as  a  claim  against 
an  eetate  without  the  aflidavit  required  in  other  cases  showing  that 
it  u  due,  and  that  there  have  been  no  payments,  and  that  there  are 
no  offsets:  Cullerton  v.  Head,  22  Cal.  95,  99.  The  presentation  and 
allowance  of  a  judgment  as  a  claim  against  the  estate  of  a  decedent 
does  not  destroy  or  merge  the  judgment  lien.  None  of  the  grounds 
upon  which  one  judgment  has  been  allowed  to  merge  in  another  apply 
to  the  case  of  the  allowance  of  a  judgment  as  a  claim  againat  the 
estate:  Morton  v.  Adams,  124  Cal.  229,  232,  233;  71  Am.  St.  Bep.  53; 
56  Pac.  Bep.  103S.  « 

(19)  ConUngOlt  dalma.  All  contingent  claims,  which  are  provable 
and  payable  at  any  time,  must  be  presented  for  allowance  within  the 
statutory  time  after  publication  of  notice  to  creditors,  as  a  condi- 
tion precedent  to  the  commencement  of  actions  thereon.  The  require- 
ment that  an  allowed  claim  shall  be  ranked  "  among  "  debts  does  not 
exclude  from  the  ranks  all  claims  which  may  not  properly  be  termed 
legal  debts.  The  statute  plainly  requires  contingent  claims  to  be 
presented  for  allowance,  and  that  all  allowed  claims  shall  bo  Qlcd 
in  court  and  ranked  "among"  the  acknowledged  (allowed)  debts, 
whether  all  such  allowed  claims  are  technical  dfbta  or  uul:  Vcrdier 
V.  Beach,  96  CaL  467,  476,  47S;  31  Pac.  Bep.  554;  Pico  v,  De  In  Querta, 
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18  Cal.  422,  430.  If  the  claim  is  allowed  and  Approved,  the  allowance, 
prima  facie,  eBtablisbes  its  validity  against  tbe  estate.  If  it  ia  due, 
and  ia  rejected,  tbe  claimant  is  required  to  eBtablish  its  validity  by 
suit  upon  it  within  the  prescribed  statutory  time  after  the  rejection, 
or  if  it  is  not  due,  then  within  a  certain  time  after  it  becomes  due; 
and  if  its  validity  is  established  by  recovery  thereon,  tbe  judgment 
entitles  the  claimant  to  rank  as  a  creditor  of  the  estate,  and  to 
payment  in  due  course  of  administration;  or,  if  the  administrator 
allows  tbe  claim  although  not  due,  it  entitles  the  claimant  to  rank 
in  the  Bame  way,  and,  upon  deducting  a  rebate  of  interest  upon  the 
claim,  entitles  him  to  payment  of  the  principal  sum,  or  to  share  in 
a  distribution  of  the  estate  pari  passu  with  creditors  whose  allowed 
claims  are  due:  Estate  of  Swain,  6T  Cal.  B37,  610;  8  Pae.  Rep.  *»7. 

<S0)  IntMest.  An  allowed  claim  against  an  estate  draws  interest 
at  the  legal  rate  from  the  date  of  its  approval  by  the  judge:  Estate 
of  Olinn,  T4  Cal.  567,  569;  IS  Pac.  Bep.  3B6;  Estate  of  OUvera,  TO 
Cal.  1S4;  11  Pac.  Rep.  624;  and  this  is  true,  although  tbe  demand  on 
which  another  claim  was  founded  did  not  bear  interest:  Estate  of 
Olvera,  70  Cal.  184,  ISS;  11  Pac.  Bep.  624.  A  claim  against 
the  estate  of  a  decedent  for  funeral  expenses  bears  interest 
after  its  allowance:  Estate  of  Cummins,  143  Cal.  525;  77  Pac.  Bep. 
479.  If  a  suit  on  a  mortgage  claim  is  not  brought  within  the  pre- 
scribed statutory  time  after  the  rejection  of  a  claim  for  accrued 
interest,  there  can  be  no  foreclosure  of  the  mortgage  therefor;  but 
where  there  has  been  a  stipulation  respecting  interest,  which  has  been 
overlooked  in  drawing  a  decree  of  foreclosure,  the  judgment  should 
be  modified  so  as  to  conform  with  the  stipulation:  Consolidated  Nat. 
Bank  v.  Hayes,  112  Cal.  75,  84;  44  Pac.  Rep.  469.  It  is  sometimes 
provided  by  tbe  statute  that,  "if  the  estate  be  insolvent,  no  greater 
rate  of  interest  shall  be  allowed  upon  any  claim  after  the  first  publi- 
cation of  notice  to  creditors,  than  is  allowed  on  judgments  obtained 
in  tbe  superior  court";  but  such  a  statute  applies  only  to  claims 
which  must  be  presented  for  allowance,  or  be  barred  forever,  and 
which,  when  approved,  are  filed  in  tbe  court  and  become  acknowledged 
debts.  It  does  not  apply  to  an  independent  action  brought  by  a 
mortgagee  to  foreclose  his  lien  against  the  property  of  tbe  estate, 
where  be  looks  to  tbe  mortgaged  property  alone  as  security.  Id  sneh 
an  action  the  court  acts  independently  of  the  administration  of  tbe 
estate,  and  may  enforce  the  lien  upon  the  property  by  a  sale  thereof 
for  the  full  amount  of  the  mortgaged  debt,  irrespective  of  tbe  insol- 
vent condition  of  tbe  estate.  Tbe  court,  in  such  an  action,  is  not 
called  upon  to  "allow"  a  claim  against  the  estate,  which  is  to  be 
paid  in  the  course  of  administration,  but  merely  determines  the 
amount  of  tbe  mortgage  debt  according  to  its  terms,  and  directs  a 
sale  of  the  mortgaged  property:  Visalia  Sav.  Bank  v.  Curtis,  135  Cal. 
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350,  353;  07  Pa«.  Bep.  329;  ChriBt}'  v.  Dana,  42  Cal.  174;  BichardsoD 
V.  Dim,  127  Cal.  5S;  59  Pac.  Sep.  197;  Estate  of  McDougald,  146  Cal. 
196;  79  Pac,  Rep.  875.  Such  a  statute,  in  specially  mentioning  insol- 
vent estates  as  subjects  of  reduction  of  interest,  ex  industria  excludes 
all  estates  not  mentioDed  from  the  operation  of  this  law  reducing 
interest,  and  shows,  as  plainlj  as  anTthing  short  of  positive  enact- 
ment can  show,  that  it  was  the  purpose  and  intention  of  the  legislature 
that  credits  against  solvent  estates  should  continue  after  allowance 
to  draw  interest  at  any  rate  in  excess  of  the  legal  rate  that  the  con- 
tracts OD  which  tbey  were  based  will  warrant;  Bicbardson  v.  Diss, 
127  CaL  S8,  60;  59  Pac.  Bep.  197. 

(21)  Oontmt  Of  Claims.  Vscatmg  allowance.  There-  are  at  least 
two  points  in  the  administration  of  an  estate  at  nbich  an  approved 
cUim  may  be  contested;  namely,  when  application  is  made  for  tbe 
sale  of  property,  and  when  an  account  is  rendered  for  settlement.  But, 
in  making  the  contest,  the  contestant  has  the  affirmative,  and  must 
show  cause:  Hastate  of  Iioshe,  62  Cal.  413,  415.  Heirs  may  question 
the  allowance  and  approval  of  claims  by  the  administrator  and  judge: 
Beckett  v.  Selovet,  7  Cal.  215,  241;  68  Am.  Dec.  237;  and  minor  heirs 
are  not  estopped  from  questioning  the  correctness  of  the  administra- 
tor's auconnt  by  reason  of  proceedings  in  the  probate  court  for  a 
sale  of  the  property  to  pay  an  alleged  claim:  Estate  of  Hill,  67  Cal. 
238,  244;  1  Pac.  Bep.  664,  If  tbe  account  of  a  claimant  is  contested, 
and  he  applies  for  leave  to  amend  by  filing  a  more  full  and  particular 
account  of  his  claim,  tbe  amendment  should  be  allowed,  and  the  court 
errs  in  refusing  to  give  him  an  opportunity  to  prove  that  his  claim 
bas  not  been  barred  by  the  statute  of  limitations;  Estate  of  Hidden, 
23  Cal.  362,  363.  An  order  of  the  probate  court  allowing  a  claim 
against  tbe  estate  of  a  decedent  is  not  open  to  collateral  attack  upon 
the  ground  that  the  statute  of  limitations  bad  run  against  such  claim 
before  its  allowance:  Van  Dusen  v.  Topeka  Woolen  Mill  Co.  (Kan.), 
87  Pac.  Kep.  74.  And  it  is  not  sufficient  ground  for  refusing  to  order 
the  payment  of  a  claim  for  professional  services  rendered  the  decedent 
in  his  lifetime,  that  such  services  were  not  worth  tbe  amount  charged 
by  him,  and  allowed  by  the  administrator  and  by  the  probate  judge: 
Estate  of  McKioley,  49  Cal.  152,  154.  Not  only  may  an  executor  or 
administrator  object  to  tbe  allowance  of  a  claim,  but  tbe  heirs  at 
law,  devisees,  or  legatees,  or  creditors,  or  others  interested  iu  the 
estate,  may  do  so;  and  where  the  bolder  of  a  note  asserts  it  as  a 
claim  against  the  estate,  a  general  objection  to  it  is  sufficient,  under 
a  statute  which  expressly  provides  that  formal  pleadings  shall  not  be 
required,  and  that,  iu  case  of  a  contested  claim,  the  issue  sbult  bo 
formed,  beard,  and  determined  in  the  same  manner  as  in  actions 
before  justices  of  the  peace.  Under  this  procedure,  a  plea  of  the 
statute  of  limitations,  or  that  a  copy,  and  not  tbe  note  itself,  was 
filed,  may  be  orally  Interposed  any  time  before  or  at  the  time  of  tbe 
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hearing:  In  ro  Hobson'a  Estate  (Col.),  91  Pac.  Rep.  929,  931.  The 
allowance,  by  a  judge,  of  a  claim  against  the  estate  of  a  decedent, 
made  on  an  ex  parte  application,  may  properly  be  set  aside  by  liim 
without  notice  to  the  claitnant:  In  re  Sullenberger,  72  Cal.  549,  55S; 
14  Par.  Rep.  513.  Orders  approving  claims  against  an  estate  may  bo 
set  aside,  undoubtedly,  upon  the  ground  of  fraud  or  mietaiie,  but,  in 
the  abssnce  of  proof  of  sueh  fraud  or  mistake,  the  appellate  court  will 
presume  that,  in  setting  aside  sueh  orders,  the  administrator's  claim 
to  protection  for  making  payments  under  its  previous  orders  was  con- 
sidered by  the  lower  court,  and,  in  the  absence  of  anything  in  the 
record  to  tbe  contrary,  the  appellate  court  will  assume  Chat  the  court 
below  had  jurisdiction,  and  that  an  approval  order  was  set  aside  upon 
the  ground  of  fraud'  or  mistake,  or  upon  both  of  these  grounds:  Clentes 
V.  Fox,  25  Col.  39;  53  Pac.  Rep.  225,  22S.  A  proceeding  to  vacate  the 
allowance  of  a  claim  against  an  estate  is  a  direct  attack  upon  the 
judgment  of  the  probate  court  which  that  court  has  jurisdiction  to 
entertain:  Lutz  t.  Balcom,  5B  Kan.  777;  53  Pac  Bep.  523. 

6.  Snits  on  clalnu. 
(1)  In  getteraL  The  plaintiff,  in  hia  suit  upon  the  claim  of  a 
decedent,  is  not  estopped  because  of  the  prior  presentation  of  a  dif- 
ferent claim,  which  was  not  npproved,  although  the  former  claim  was 
for  a  lesser  amount.  The  doctrine  of  estoppel  cannot  be  invoked  in 
such  a  case,  where  the  former  claim  was  never  read  to  nor  seen  by 
the  executor  or  administrator,  and  was  largely  incorrect:  Warren  v. 
McGill.  103  Cal.  153,  155;  37  Pac.  Rep.  144.  The  doctrine  of  estoppel 
cannot  be  invoked  where,  to  give  it  effect,  there  must  be  an  entire 
disregard  of  statutory  law.  Hence  a  plea  of  estoppel  cannot  be 
invoked  against  the  substituted  executors  of  the  deceased  member  of 
a  copartnership,  so  as  to  permit  a  judgment  against  them  in  violation 
of  the  statute  requiring  the  presentation  of  a  claim,  on  the  gronnd  that 
the  deceased  fraudulently  induced  plaintitF  to  believe  that  ho  was  deal- 
ing with  a  copartnership,  and  not  with  him  individually:  Frazier  ▼. 
Murphy,  133  Cal.  91,  9S;  65  Pac.  Bep.  326.  So  if  a  portion  of  a 
claim  which  has  been  filed  has  been  allowed,  and  the  remainder 
refused,  the  claimant  is  not  estopped  to  sue,  either  at  law  or  in 
equity,  for  the  portion  disallowed:  Walkerly  t.  Bacon,  85  Cal.  137, 
141;  24  Pac.  Ecp.  638.  Where  the  plaintiff  had  conveyed  a  mining 
claim  to  tbe  decedent  before  the  lattrr's  death,  and  the  deceased 
failed  to  make  payment  therefor,  and  subsequently  the  plaintiff 
agrt-ed  to  accept  a  specified  snm  of  money  and  a  farm,  and  plaintiff 
did  not  agree  to  release  his  claim  for  the  purchase  price  of  the  mining 
claim  until  the  title  to  the  farm  had  been  cleared  and  a  deed  given 
him,  which  latter  agreement  was  not  in  writing,  and  was  without 
consideration,  such  latter  agreement  was  not  binding  upon  either 
party,  nt  liiw  or  in  equity,  and  did  not  prevent  a  right  of  recovery 
Hgaiust  a   representative  of   the  estate  for   the  amount   due   for  the 
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mining  cUim:  Bull  v.  Payne  (Or.),  84  P«e.  Bep.  69T,  699.  In  an 
action  against  an  eiecator  on  a  elaim  against  his  decedent,  it  is  no 
defense  that  tlie  payment  of  such  claim  would  exhaust  the  assetB  ot 
the  esMte;  Orubbe  v.  Orubbe,  26  Or.  303;  38  Fac.  Bep.  182,  183,  184. 
A  defendant  administrator,  in  an  action  upon  the  claim  of  bis  decC' 
dent,  that  has  been  barred  by  tlie  statute  of  limitatione,  has  no  poner 
to  bind  the  estate  by  waiving  the  defense  of  aaeb  statute.  The  admin- 
istrator is  prohibited  from  allowing  or  paying  any  claim  that  is 
barred,  and  for  him  to  waive  the  defense  of  the  statute  of  limita- 
tions would  be  to  allow  such  a  claim  to  be  collected.  In  other  words, 
the  administrator  would  be  fmudulently  paying  a  claim  that  is  barred. 
No  such  consent  could  be  given  bo  as  to  bind  the  estate.  This  rule 
is  applicable  to  all  trusteos:  Vrooman  t.  Li  Po  Tai,  113  Cal.  302;  45 
Pac.  Hci,.  470,  472.  If  a  claim  against  the  estate  of  a  deceaai'd  per- 
son has  been  presented  to  the  eiecutor  or  administrator,  and  allowed 
by  him  within  the  prescribed  statutory  time  after  its  presentation,  no 
action  can  be  maintained  thereon  until  that  time  has  elapsed  after 
its  presentation  to  the  judge,  unless  he  rejects  it  within  that  period: 
Nally  V.  McDonald,  86  Cai.  530,  532. 


Is  an  administrator  or  executor  in  snob  privity  with  a  legatee, 
distributee,  or  creditor,  that  he  may  assert  a  personal  defense  of  the 
latter  to  a  daim  against  the  estatel  See  note  8  L.  B.  A.  (N.  a)  212, 
214. 

(2)  Jniladlctlon.  The  superior  coart  haa  no  jurisdiction  of  a  suit 
on  a  note  against  the  estate  of  a  decedent,  where  the  demand,  exclu- 
sive of  interest,  does  not  amount  to  three  hundred  dollars;  and'  the 
fact  that  the  claim  upon  the  note,  with  accrued  interest,  amounts  to 
over  three  hundred  dollars  when  presented  to  the  admibistrator  does 
not  change  the  resuit.  The  action  is  upon  the  note.  It  is  made 
necessary,  under  the  statute,  to  present  a  claim  of  this  kind  to  the 
representative  of  the  deceased  before  an  action  can  be  maintained 
upon  it,  but  when  the  action  is  brought  it  is  upon  the  original  claim 
or  note.  The  presentation  of  the  claim  in  no  way  changes  the  nature 
of  the  demand,  nor  the  form  in  which  the  action  must  be  brought: 
Gallagher  v.  :iilcQraw,  132  Cal.  601;  64  Pac.  Bep.  1080.  If  a  defendant 
executor  or  administrator,  in  an  action  upon  a  claim  against  the 
estate,  makes  a  voluntary  appearance,  the  court  ac^iuires  jurisdiction 
over  him  with  the  same  effect  as  if  he  had  been  brought  in  by  a 
summons  upon  him  at  that  time:  Union  Sav.  Bank  v.  Barrett,  132 
Cal.  453,  455;  34  Pac.  Bep.  713,  1071. 

(3)  PieseDtatlon,  when  nec«ESai]r.  It  is  a  condition  precedent  to 
the  right  to  maintain  an  action  on  a  claim  against  the  estate  of  a 
deceased  person  where  recourse  is  had  to  such  estate  alone,  that  such 
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elaim  be  first  preBented  to  the  executor  or  administrator  for  allow- 
ance or  rejectioa:  Dodeon  v.  Nevitt,  5  Uoat.  518;  6  Pac.  Rep.  3SS,  339; 
Eustace  v.  Johns,  38  Cal.  3.  Or,  as  it  is  Bometimea  espreseed,  no 
action  can  be  maiataiaed  upon  a  siniple  mone^  demand  or  elaim 
against  an  estate,  whether  Bucb  demand  or  claim  be  based  upon  a 
simple  or  special  contract,  or  any  other  legitimate  basis  for  a  elaim 
or  demand  payable  out  of  the  general  assets,  until  the  same  has  been 
duly  presented  to  the  executor  or  administrator  for  allowance,  and 
by  him  disallowed  or  retained  for  more  than  the  time  specified  in  the 
statute,  without  the  indorsement  of  his  action  thereon:  Eustace  v. 
Johns,  3S  Cal.  3,  23.  No  action  can  be  msintained  on  a  claim  if 
there  bas  been  no  legal  presentation  of  it  within  the  time  prescribed; 
Zachary  v.  Chambers,  1  Or.  321.  If  the  claim  has  been  rejected  for 
want  of  verification,  as  not  having  been  made  before  an  officer  author- 
ized to  administer  oaths,  no  action  can  be  maintained  against  tbe 
executor  or  administrator  upon  such  claim:  Winder  v.  Hendricks,  66 
Cal.  464.  Thus  a  claim  in  favor  of  the  United  States,  against  the 
estate  of  a  decedent,  cannot  be  sued  on  unless  it  has  been  properly 
presented.  When  the  government  of  tbe  United  States  is  compelled  to 
come  into  court  to  enforce  its  rights,  it  must  come  as  any  other  suitor, 
and  the  proceeding  in  such  action  must  be  in  accordance  with  the 
local  laws  in  force  when  tbe  suit  is  commenced:  United  States  v. 
Uailey,  2  Ida.  26;  3  Pac.  Bep.  263.  No  action  can  be  maintained 
by  a  ward  against  the  administrator  of  his  deceased  guardian  to 
recover  a  sum  of  money  received  by  the  guardian  in  trust,  where 
the  claim  was  never  presented  for  allowance,  and  it  is  not  shown 
that  tbe  money  received  as  the  guardian  of  plaintifF  ever  came  into 
the  hands  of  defendant  as  administrator  or  otherwise;  Oillespie  v. 
Winn,  65  Cal.  42B,  430;  4  Pac.  Rep.  411.  And  a  surviving  partner 
cannot  bring  suit  against  tbe  administrator  of  his  deceased  partner 
for  his  interest  in  the  assets  of  the  same,  unless  he  has  first  presented 
his  claim  to  the  executor  or  administrator  within  the  time  prescribed 
by  tbe  statute;  McKay  v.  Joy  (Cal.),  9  Pac.  Rep.  940.  An  action 
cannot  be  maintained  against  the  represantative  of  a  deceased  stock- 
holder of  a  mining  corporation,  by  reason  of  his  individual  liability 
for  its  debts,  unless  tbe  claim  arising  therefrom  was  presented  to  his 
executors  or  administrators  for  allowance  within  the  time  prescribed 
by  statute:  Davidson  v.  Ranitin,  34  Cal.  SOS,  506.  And  no  action  can 
lie  to  foreclose  a  laborer's  lien  on  logs,  against  the  execntor  of  a 
deceased  person,  unless  the  claim  has  first  been  presented  to  the 
executor  or  administrator  of  decedent's  estate:  Uunholland  v.  Anlt 
(Wash.),  32  Fac.  Bi'p.  294.  No  action  can  be  maintained  upon  a  claim 
until  it  is  first  presented,  save  in  excepted  cases,  but  the  California 
statute  does  not  require  that  tbe  executor  or  administrator  must 
reject  the  claim  before  an  action  can  be  maintained  upon  it;  Cowgill 
v.  Dinwiddie,  B8  Cal.  481,  488;  33  Pac.  Rep.  439.  Under  the  Montana 
statute,  both  tbe  presentation  and  the  rejection  of  a  claim  are  neces- 
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ury  before  an  action  can  be  maintained  tliereon;  and  a  complaint 
wbich  alleges  a  promiee  to  pay,  and  simply  tbe  preaentation  of  a 
claim  against  the  estate,  fails  to  state  a  cause  of  action:  Brown  v. 
Daly,  33  Mont.  523;  84  Pac.  Bep.  863,  884. 

<4)  No  presMitaUon  neceiauy  wban.  As  the  statute  which  relates 
to  tbe  presentation  of  claims  against  estates  before  actions  can  be 
maintaiQed  tberean  relates  to  claims  arising  npon  contracts,  other 
actions  do  not  come  within  tbe  rule.  Tbus  no  presentation  of  a  claim 
is  necessary  before  the  bringing  of  an  action  to  recover  damages  for 
wrongful  aets:  Hardin  y.  Sin  Claire,  US  Cal.  4G0,  464;  47  Pac.  Bep. 
363.  No  presentation  need  be  made  in  an  action  which  is  purely 
equitable,  and  in  which  purely  equitable  relief  is  sought:  Toulouse  v. 
Burkett,  2  Ida.  184;  10  Pac.  Bep.  26,  28;  Tyler  v.  Mayre,  95  Cal. 
160,  168;  27  Pac.  Bep.  160;  30  Pac.  Eep.  1B6.  A  claim  in  favor  of 
the  attorney  of  an  assignor,  in  trust,  against  the  administrator  of  tbe 
assignee,  in  trust,  need  not  be  presented  before  suit:  Tyler  v.  Mayre, 
95  Cal.  160,  166;  27  Pac.  Hep.  160;  30  Pac.  Bep.  19S.  So  a  pledgee 
is  not  obliged  to  present  his  claim  to  the  administrator  of  the  pledgor, 
unlesa  he  seeks  recourse  against  other  property  of  the  estate  than 
that  pledged:  Estate  of  Kibbe,  ST  Cal.  407,  40B.  The  death  of  the 
grantor  in  a  trust  deed  does  not  operate  as  a  revocation  of  the  power 
of  sale  contained  in  tbe  deed,  nor  in  any  manner  limit  the  effect  of 
the  deed.  Hence  a  failure  to  present  claims  secured  by  such  deed  to 
the  administrator  of  the  deceased  furnishes  no  ground  for  a  court  of 
equity-to  cancel  the  deed:  More  v.  Calkins,  S5  Cal.  435,  438;  29  Am. 
St.  Rep.  128;  30  Pac.  Rep.  583.  Liens  in  general  may  be  foreclosed 
without  presentment  of  a  claim  against  the  estate,  where  no  recourse 
against  other  property  is  waived  and  no  deficiency  judgment  is 
sought:  Sebadt  v.  Ueppe,  45  Cal.  433,  437.  Where  expenditures  have 
bqen  made  for  taxes  and  insurance,  for  the  protection  of  property, 
subsequent  to  the  presentation  of  a  mortgage  claim  to  the  executor 
of  the  deceased  mortgagor,  they  may  properly  be  allowed  on  the  fore- 
closure without  demand  or  tba  preaentation  of  a  claim  tberefor:  Hum- 
boldt 8.  &  L.  Soc.  v.  Buroham,  111  Cal.  343,  346;  43  Pac.  Bep.  071. 
An  action  may  be  maintained  without  the  presentment  of  a  claim 
where  the  speciflc  thing  sued  for  is  not  a  part  of  the  decedent's  estate. 
An  action  will  lie  whenever  the  thing  demanded  can  be  ideotified  in 
specie  as  the  property  of  another:  Sprague  v.  Walton,  14S  Cal.  228; 
78  Pac.  Bep.  645,  647.  In  Colorado,  although  the  estate  is  in  course 
of  administration  in  the  county  court,  a  plaintiff  is  not  for  this 
reason  required  to  present  his  claim  to  that  court  for  allowance,  but, 
at  his  optiun,  may  bring  a  suit  thereon  in  the  district  court,  without 
first  having  presented  bis  claim  to  the  county  court:  Jones  v.  Perot, 
19  Col.  141;  34  Pac.  Hep.  728,  731.  An  action  against  a  special  admin- 
istrator to  recover  damages  for  the  maintenance  of  a  nuisance  may  be 
maintained  without  the  preaentation  of  a  claim  against  the  estate  for 
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8ucli  wroDgfut  act:  Hardio  v.  Sin  Claire,  115  Cal.  460;  47  Pac.  Kep. 
363,  364.  A  claim  against  the  estate  of  a  decedent,  lor  property 
pledged,  may  be  foreclosed  without  any  presentation  of  a  elaim 
against  t}ie  estate,  if  all  recourse  against  the  estate  is  eipreaaly 
waived  in  the  complaint:  Building  and  Loan  Assoc,  v.  King,  83  Cal. 
440,  444;  23  Pac.  Bep.  376;  Estate  of  Galland,  92  Cal.  293,  2S4;  2S 
Pae.  Sep.  2S7. 

<6)  Ocmtlngent  elalma.  A  contiagent  claim  against  the  estate  of  a 
deceased  person  is  a  claim  "  not  due."  An  action  upon  a  rejected 
contingent  claim,  brought  after  such  rejection,  but  before  the  claim 
has  become  due,  is  premature,  and  cannot  be  sustained.  An  action 
upon  a  rejected  contingent  el^m  must  be  brought  within  the  pre- 
scribed statutory  time  after  it  beeomss  due;  and  if  it  never  becomes 
doe,  no  action  can  be  sustained  thereon:  Morse  v.  Steele,  132  Cal.  4o6, 
458;  64  Pac.  Bep.  690.  If  a  claim  presented  against  the  estate  of  a 
docedcnt  as  the  guarantor  of  the  faithful  performance  of  the  cove- 
nantB  of  a  lease  is  the  foundation  of  an  action,  the  complaint,  upon 
its  fa^-o,  must  show  a  present  liability  of  the  guarantor.  It  must 
show  a  presentation  and  rejection  of  the  claim  npon  which  the  action 
is  brought,  or  a  legal  reason  excusing  such  presentation  and  rejection. 
If  the  complaint  fails  to  do  this,  there  can  be  no  recovery;  Fratt  v. 
Hunt,  108  Cal.  2SS,  294;  41  Pac.  Rep.  12.  An  action  upon  a  contin- 
gent claim  is  barred,  uqIcbb  the  same  was  presented  within  the  time 
limited  by  the  notice  to  creditors:  Verdicr  v.  Hoach,  90  Cal.  467.  4T9; 
31  Pac.  Bep.  5S4.  An  action  upon  a  rejected  claim  against  tht  estate 
of  a  deceased  person,  based  upon  a  promise  to  pay  money  when  cer- 
tain laud  is  sold,  is  upon  a  contingent  claim,  and  cannot  be  main- 
tained before  the  land  is  sold.  If  any  action  can  be  maintained 
thereon  at  all,  it  must  be  witbin  two  mouths,  or  other  speciQed  statu- 
tory time  after  the  claim  becomto  due:  Brooks  v.  Lawson,  136  CaL 
10,  13;  68  Pac.  Bep.  97. 

(6)  Serrices.  Where  a  person,  as  nurse,  companion,  etc.,  rendered 
services  to  a  decedent  before  his  death,  or  voluntarily  performed  work 
or  made  voluntary  payments,  and  no  express  contract  to  pay  there- 
for appears,  the  law  will  not  imply  a  contract  to  pay  therefor,  eapc- 
eiaily  where  the  one  who  rendpred  such  serviees  or  performed  such 
work,  or  made  such  payniontB,  ia  a  member  of  the  family  of  th« 
employer;  and,  in  order  to  sustain  an  action  therefor,  it  must  be 
proved,  on  the  presentation  of  a  claim  against  the  estate,  that  there 
was  an*  tinderstanding  that  such  sfrvices  should  be  paid  for.  But  it 
is  not  necessary  that  aurli  proof  be  made  of  a  direct  and  positive 
contract.  It  ia  sufficient  that  proof  be  made  of  words,  acts,  and  con- 
duct of  the  parties,  and  circumstaticca  from  which  the  inference  may 
follow  that  there  was  an  understanding  that  the  services  were  not 
to  be  rendered  gratuitously.     When  such  is  the  case,  there  is  «  con- 
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tract  npoD  which  the  value  of  the  services  can  be  recovered,  and  it  ia 
for  the  jury  to  say,  from  all  the  conduct  of  the  parties,  and  from  the 
cireumstances  in  evidence,  whether  there  was  in  fact  auch  an  under- 
standing and  Agreement.  In  the  absence  of  proof  of  any  such  agree' 
ment  there  can  be  no  recovery:  Hodge  v.  Hodge  CWash.),  91  Pae. 
Sep.  764,  765;  Liehtenberg  v.  McGiynn,  105  Cal.  45;  38  Pae.  Bep. 
541;  McGleir  v.  McDadc,  146  Cal.  553;  SO  Pae.  Bep.  6B5.  But  the 
fact  that  the  services  to  be  performed  under  such  a  contract  were  to 
be,  or  were,  performed  in  a  foreign  country  does  not  affect  plaintiff's 
right  to  maintain  an  action  in  the  courts  of  this  state  against  an 
administrator  appointed  here.  Where  the  contract  of  the  deceased 
is  of  an  executory  nature,  and  the  personal  representative  can  fairly 
and  sufficiently  execute  all  the  deceased  could  have  done,  he  may  do 
BO,  and  enforce  the  contract;  e  converse,  the  personal  representative 
is  bound  to  complete  such  a  contract,  and  if  he  does  not,  may  be 
made  to  pay  damages  ont  of  the  assets  of  the  estate:  McOnnn  v. 
Pennie,  100  Cal.  547,  551;  35  Pae.  Eep,  158.  The  fact  that  a  hus- 
band is  liable  for  neeeEsary  services  rendered  to  the  wife  does  not 
preclude  her  ftom  making  any  contract  which  she  sees  fit  in  respect 
to  those  matters  to  be  compensated  out  of  her  estate:  Bonebrake  v. 
Tauer,  67  Kan.  827;  72  Pae.  Bep.  621.  When  a  daughter  nurses  and 
cares  for  her  mother  for  several  years,  including  her  last  siekncas, 
under  an  express  contract  that  payment  for  such  services  will  be 
provided  for  in  the  will  of  her  mother,  who  dies  intestate,  the  daughter 
ntay  recover  the  reasonable  value  of  such  services  from  the  estate  of 
the  deceased  mother:  Griffith  t.  Bobertson,  73  Kan.  666;  S5  Pae. 
Bep.  74S.  And  it  is  not  essential  that  the  evidence  in  support  of 
such  express  contract  shall  consist  of  a  formal  ofFer  and  aceeptauee; 
it  may  be  established,  like  other  disputed  facts,  by  competent  testi- 
mony: Griffith  V.  BobertBon,  73  Kan.  666;  85  Pae.  Bep.  T4S.  A  person 
employed  as  housekeeper,  at  an  agreed  price  per  week,  cannot  recover 
from  the  estate  of  such  employer,  who  dies  during  the  employment, 
compensation  for  services  as  nurse  in  addition  to  her  weekly  wages  as 
housekeepeT,  when  it  does  not  appear  that  any  agreement  was  ever 
made  to  pay  for  such  extra  services,  or  that  the  employer  had  any 
knowledge  that  she  expected  to  charge  therefor:  Houghton  v.  Kittle- 
man,  7  Kan.  App.  207;  52  Pae.  Bep.  698.  In  an  action  on  a  claim 
against  the  estate  of  a  deceased  person  for  services  rendered  at  his 
request,  the  evidence  must  be  confined  to  proof  of  services  rendered 
within  two  years  prior  to  the  death  of  the  decedent,  as  there  ia  no 
right  to  allow  a  claim  which  has  been  barred  by  the  statute  of  limi- 
tations: Etchas  V.  Orana,  127  Cal.  588,  592;  60  Pae.  Bep.  45.  If  one 
has  rendered  services  to  a  deceased  person  as  nurse,  and  it  appears 
that  tlie  decedent,  by  his  will,  bequeathed  to  such  person  a  sum  of 
money  in  consideration  of,  and  in  payment  for,  services  during  his  last 
sickness,  an  action  brought  by  such  person  to  recover  the  value  of 
such  services  rendered  ia  a  renunciation  of  tho  bequest,  and  an  elec- 
Probate  — 47 
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tion  b;  the  plaintiff  not  to  rely  upon  it  aa  &  payment  for  such 
Bervicear  Smith  v.  Furnish,  70  Cal.  424,  428;  12  Pac.  Rep.  392.  The 
judgment  agaioHt  the  adminiatrator  on  a  claim  for  aerviees  can  only 
have  the  efloet  of  a  claim  duly  allowed  against  the  estate  to  be  paid  in 
due  course,  and  cannot  give  the  creditor  any  further  rights.  There  is 
nothing  in  the  mode  of  allowance  which  flies  the  rank  of  a  claim; 
and  as  there  is  no  mode  of  allowance  which  can  give  a  claim  priority, 
it  must  follow  that  there  can  be  no  judgment  establishing  the  validity 
of  a  claim  which  the  administrator  or  court  has  refused  to  allow 
which  can  have  that  effect.  The  priority  of  claims  must  be  deter- 
mined by  the  probate  court  when  the  assets  are  finally  marshaled,  and 
the  order  of  payment  must  be  determined  by  that  court:  McLean  v. 
Crow,  88  Cat.  644,  647 ;  26  Pac.  Bep.  506. 

<7)  Fleadlnga.    SnlBclenej  of  complaint.    In  an  action  agaiast  an 

administrator  upon  a  claim  against  the  estato  of  a  decedent,  it  Is 
sufficient  to  aver  non-payment  by  the  deceased,  and  that  the  claim 
has  been  properly  presented  to  and  rejected  by  the  administrator: 
Wise  V.  Hogan,  77  Cal,  184,  188;  19  Pac.  Bep.  278.  A  complaint  in 
an  action  by  an  administrator  upon  a  claim  against  the  estate  of 
another  person  is  sufficient  against  the  objection  that  the  adminis- 
trative  characters  of  the  plaintiff  and  defendant  are  not  sufficiently 
alleged,  where,  as  to  the  plaintiff,  the  death  of  bis  intestate  is 
alleged,  and  further,  tliat  on  a  certain  day  a  decree  was  duly  given 
and  made,  in  a  designated  court,  upon  which  letters  of  administration 
upon  the  estate  of  the  decedent  named  were  issued  by  the  said  court, 
etc.;  where  the  allegation  as  to  the  defendant  is  in  effect  the  same; 
and  where,  as  to  each,  the  allegation  is,  "that  he  duly  qualified  and 
entered  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties  as  snch  administrator,  and 
has  ever  since  been,  and  now  is,  the  duly  qualified  and  acting  admin- 
istrator," etc.;'  Wise  v.  Hogan,  77  Cal.  184,  188;  19  Pac.  Bep.  278.  Tha 
complaint  in  such  a  case  is  suCScient  if  it  shows  a  subsisting  liability 
in  favor  of  the  plaintiff,  and  is  verified  according  to  the  statute.  It 
is  not  necessary  to  set  out  therein  the  evidence  upon  which  the  claim- 
ant expects  to  recover:  Ooltra  v.  Pcnlnnd,  42  Or.  18;  69  Pac.  Kep. 
92S,  926.  The  facts  constituting  the  claim  need  not  be  set  out  with 
the  same  particularity  required  in  a  pleading,  but  may  be  stated  in 
general  terms;  and  if  the  claim  is  rejected,  and  an  action  is  brought 
thereon,  it  is  sufficient,  if  it  appears  that  it  is  founded  on  the  same 
claim  or  demand  as  that  presented  to  the  executor  or  administrator: 
Ooltra  V.  Penland,  43  Or.  18;  69  Pac.  Kep.  925,  926;  Pollitz  v.  Wick- 
ersham  (Cal.),  88  Pac.  Bep.  911,  916.  AlChou((b  the  details  alleged 
in  the  complaint  are  more  particular  than  is  necessary,  the  complaint 
will  support  a  recovery  if  it  is  upon  the  same  cause  of  action  set 
out  in  the  claim,  sets  forth  the  name  services,  where  the  action  is 
for  the  value  of  services,  and  states  the  same  agreement  referred  to 
in  the  claim:  Thompson  v.  Orefia,  134  Cal.  26,  29;  66  Pac.  Bep.  24.    An 
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avermeiit  of  non-pBymeDt  is  Deceisarj  to  the  aufficieney  of  a  com- 
plaint for  moQe]'  claimed  to  be  due  on  a  contract.  This  is  on  the 
ground  that  the  faUnre  to  pay  eonstitutee  the  breach  of  a  contract, 
and  gives  a  right  of  action.  Hence,  in  an  action  on  a  ctaini  against 
the  eitate  of  a  decedent,  it  is  Bufflcieat  to  allege  non-payment  by  the 
deceased,  and  that  the  claim  has  been  properly  presented  to  and 
rejected  by  the  adminiBtrator.  The  non-payment  by  the  debtor  is  a 
breach  of  the  contract,  and  gives  a  canse  of  action.  The  subsequent 
presentation  of  the  claim  to  the  adminiatrator  is  made  necessary  by 
the  statute  before  an  action  can  be  maintained,  but  this  does  not 
render  it  necessary  to  allege  that  lie  has  sot  paid  the  claim;  Wise  v. 
Hogan,  77  Cal.  1S4,  188;  lb  Pac.  Bep.  278.  A  complaint  in  an  action 
on  an  account  against  an  executor  is  sufficient,  as  against  the  statute 
□f  limitations,  where  it  does  not  appear  upon  the  face  of  the  com- 
plaint that  the  claim  is  barred.  In  such  a  case,  that  objection  cannot 
be  raised  by  demurrer,  and  may  be  determined  on  the  trial:  Wise  v. 
Hogan,  77  Cal.  1S4;  19  Pac.  Bep.  278,  2S0  (revecBing  Wise  v.  Hogan, 
18  Pae.  Bep.  784). 

(8)  naadinga.  Allegation  tt  to  prasentatlon  of  claim.  In  an  action 
upon  a  claim  against  the  estate  of  a  decedent,  where  it  was  not  neces- 
sary to  present  such  claim  to  the  executor  or  administrator  for  allow- 
ance or  rejection,  it  is  not  necessary  that  the  plaintiff  should  set  forth 
in  his  complaint  any  presentation  of  the  claim:  Security  Sav.  Bank  v. 
Connell,  65  Cal.  ST4;  4  Pac.  Rep.  S8D;  Toulouse  v.  Buricett,  2  Ida.  1S4; 
10  Pac.  Bep,  26.  But  in  a  case  where  it  was  necessary  for  the 
claimant  to  present  bis  claim  against  the  estate,  the  allegation  of 
presentation  of  the  claim  becomps  material  to  plaintiff's  complaint, 
and  must  be  made  and  proved:  Bowland  v.  Madden,  72  Cal.  17,  20; 
12  Pac.  Bep.  226,  S70.  The  presentation  ia  sufficiently  averred  where 
the  complaint  alleges  that  the  claim  sued  upon  was  presented  to  tbe 
administrator  within  tbe  time  limited  in  the  notice  to  creditors,  and 
a  copy  of  the  claim  presented,  with  the  veriflcetion  annexed,  together 
with  tbe  indorsement  thereon,  is  attached  to  the  complaint:  Janin  v. 
Browne,  5D  Cal.  37,  42.  So  a  general  allegation  of  presentment  to 
the  executor  or  administrator  for  the  amount  due  and  to  become 
due,  that  the  claim  was  duly  verified  in  all  respects  according  to  law, 
and  was  duly  allowed,  and  approved  by  tbe  executor  or  administrator 
'  and  judge,  and  was  duly  filed,  etc.,  is  a  sufficient  averment  of  tbe 
ultimate  fact  of  presentation  of  the  claim,  as  against  a  general  demur- 
rer, though  the  claim  is  not  set  out,  nor  attached  to  the  complaint; 
such  allegation  is  sufficient  to  authorize  proof  as  to  whether  the  claim, 
as  presented,  was  sufficient  in  form  or  was  properly  presented:  Hum- 
boldt Sav.  &  L.  Soc.  V.  Burnham,  111  Cal.  343,  315;  43  Pac.  Bep.  B71. 
In  an  action  on  a  claim  against  the  estate  of  a  deceased  person,  the 
complaint  must  show  that  the  claim  had  been  first  presented  to  the 
executor  or  administrator,  in  order  to  state  a  cause  of  action:  Foley  y. 
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McDonnell  (Waeli.},  93  Pac.  Rep.  321,  3S2.  In  a  suit  on  a  eiaim 
against  the  estate  of  &  deceased  person,  the  complaint,  stating  a  causa 
of  action  soundiDg  in  contract,  fails  to  state  a  cause  of  action  if  it 
does  not  aver  that  a  claim  for  the  cause  of  action  sued  on  had  been 
presentBd  to  the  administrator:  Burke  v.  Maguire,  35  Cat.  Dec,  428, 
429  (April  28,  ISOS).  A  failure  to  make  an  averment  in  the  com- 
plaint, in  an  action  on  a  claim  against  the  estate  of  a  decedent,  that 
it  was  presented  to  the  executor  or  administrator  and  rejected,  where 
presentment  is  necessary,  makes  the  complaint  demurrable;  Morse  v. 
Steele,  149  Cal.  303;  S6  Pac.  Rep.  693.  An  allegation  of  presentment, 
though  defectively  stated,  is  good  as  against  a  general  demurret  for 
want  of  facts:  Wise  v.  Hogan,  77  Cal.  184,  188;  19  Pac.  Hep.  278; 
Cbaae  v.  Evoy,  5S  Cal.  348.  Where  the  complaint  alleges  that  the 
claim  nas  presented  in  due  form,  but  contains  no  allegation  touching 
the  publication  of  notice  to  creditors,  the  complaint  is  not  demnriable 
for  not  aJlegJDg  that  tho  plaintiff  presented  his  claim  within  tbe 
time  limited  in  tbe  notice  to  creditors:  McCann  v.  Pennie,  100  Cal. 
S4T,  5o2;  35  Pac.  Bep.  15S.  It  is  not  necesHary,  in  the  complaint  on 
a  claim  against  the  estate  of  a  decedent,  to  allege  that  notice  to  credi- 
tors bas  been  published.  It  is  not  the  publication  of  notice  which  ia 
the  prerequisite  to  the  maintanance  of  an  action  on  a  claim,  but  the 
proper  presentation  of  the  claim  and  its  rejection:  Harp  v.  Calahan, 
46  Cal.  222,  233;  Janin  v.  Browne,  59  Cal.  37,  43.  Hence  an  allega- 
tion, in  such  complaint,  that  the  eiccutor  or  administrator  had  waived 
the  presentation  of  the  claim  for  allowance  is  irrelevant  and  immate- 
rial, as  he  has  no  power  to  waive  the  necessity  of  the  presentment 
of  the  claim  for  allowance  and  rejection:  Harp  v.  Calahan,  46  Cal. 
222,  233. 

(9)  Pleadlnga.  Amendment  of  complaint.  In  an  action  against 
the  estate  of  a  deeedoDt,  it  is  error  to  refuse  the  plaintiff  permis- 
sion to  amend  his  complaint,  if  defectively  stated,  so  as  to  state  prop- 
erly his  cause  of  action:  Cowdory  v.  McCheaney,  124  Cal.  363,  365;  57 
Pac.  Bop.  221;  Anglo-Californian  Bank  v.  Field,  146  Cal.  644,  630; 
80  Pac.  Rep.  1080;  Vanderaliee  v.  Matthews,  79  Cai.  273,  277;  21  Pac. 
Bep.  748;  but  the  complaint  cannot  be  amended  so  as  to  set  up  a 
new  or  different  cause  of  action:  Morehouse  v.  Morehouse,  140  CaL 
88,  94;  73  Pac.  Bep.  738.  The  plaintiff  should  be  permitted  to  ameol 
his  complaint  by  inserting  a  waiver  of  all  recourse  against  the  prop-  - 
erty  of  tbe  estate,  other  than  that  doscribcd  in  the  complaint:  Anglo- 
.  Calif omian  Bank  v.  Field,  146  Cal.  644,  656;  80  Pac.  Hep.  1080.  The 
only  way  in  which  an  action  can  be  brought  against  an  estate  is  to 
sue  the  administrator  or  executor  in  hia  ropreaL'ntative  capacity;  and 
tbe  rule  is,  that  he  cannot  bv  sued  in  the  same  action  upon  his  indi- 
vidual or  personal  liubility,  and  in  bis  representative  capacity.  Hence, 
if  a  complaint  lias  been  brought  agnioat  him  in  his  representative 
capacity,  it  cannot  be  ao  amended  as  to  constitute  an  action  against 
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tiim  individually,  as  that  would  be  an  entiro  changn  of  tbe  party 
defendant,  and  a  different  suit:  Sterrett  v.  Barker,  119  Cal.  492,  194, 
495;  51  Pac.  Eep.  69o.  The  plaintiff  in  an  action  upon  a  claim  againat 
the  tstate  of  a  decedent  can  recover  only  upon  the  claim  as  preaented. 
He  eannot  recover  upon  any  other  cause  of  action;  Lichteuberg  v. 
lIcGlynn,  105  Cal.  45,  47;  3S  Pac.  Rep.  541;  McGrath  v.  Carroll,  110 
Cal.  79,  S4;  42  Pac.  Eep.  466;  Bartho  v.  BoRcrs,  127  Cal.  52.  54;  59 
Pac.  Eep.  310;  Etchas  v.  Oreiia,  ]27  Cal.  588,  594;  60  Pac.  Rep.  45; 
Brooks  V.  Lawaon,  136  Cal.  10,  13;  6S  Pac.  Rep.  97.  If  the  claim  is 
upon  a  note,  the  plaintiff  cannot  change  the  nature  of  the  demand, 
vilh  reference  to  the  jurisdiction  of  an  action  upon  the  note  for  the 
amount  of  the  claim:  Qallagher  v.  McOraw,  132  Cal.  601,  602;  64  Pac. 
Bep.  1080.  No  other  cause  of  action  can  be  properly  alleged  or  proved, 
than  that  stated  in  the  claim  presented  and  passed  upon  by  the 
eiecntor:  Etchas  v.  Orpfia,  127  Cal.  588,  592;  60  Pac.  Rep.  45.  If  the 
action  is  upon  an  original  oral  promise,  against  which  the  statute  of 
limitationa  had  run  before  the  death  of  the  decedent,  the  recovery  is 
limited  to  the  claim  presented,  and  the  complaint  cannot  be  amended 
to  set  up  a  new  cause  of  action  upon  a  subsequent  conditional  promise: 
Morehouse  v.  Morehouse,  140  Cal.  88,  92;  73  Pae.  Rep.  738,  739. 
If  the  action  is  upon  a  claim  for  certain  apecifled  aervicea,  for  which 
specific  compensation  was  demanded,  he  cannot  recover  a  greater 
amount  having  no  foundation  in  the  claim  aa  presented:  Barthe  v. 
Rogers,  127  Cal.  52,  54;  59  Pac.  Eep.  310. 

(IQ)  Pleadings.  Answei.  Bill  of  partlcnlftiB.  In  an  action  upon 
a  claim  against  an  estate,  an  allegation  that  the  claim,  duly  verified, 
had  been  presented,  is  aufficiently  denied  by  an  affirmative  allegation 
in  the  answer  that  the  claim  was  not  verified  or  presented  as  required 
by  the  statute:  Derby  £  Co.  v.  Jackman,  89  Cal.  1,  4;  26  Pac,  Rep. 
610;  and  see  Rowland  v.  Madden,  72  Cal.  17,  20;  12  Pac.  Rep.  226, 
STO.  Non-payment  should  be  presumed  from  the  alleged  fact  of  the 
rejection  of  the  claim:  Wise  v.  Hogan,  77  Cal.  184,  188;  19  Pac.  Eep. 
278.  A  party  suing  on  an  account  need  not  aet  forth  specifically  the 
items  of  the  indebtedness.  If  the  defendant  is  not  satisfied  with  the 
general  allegation  of  indebtedness,  he  may,  within  a  specified  time, 
demand  a  copy  of  tbe  plaintiff's  account.  If  he  fails  to  avail  him- 
self of  the  right  thus  given  him,  he  cannot  be  hoard  to  say  that  the 
complaint  is  insuCGcient  on  tbe  ground  of  uncertainty  in  that  respect, 
and  eiecntors  and  administratora  arc  governed  by  this  rule  of  prac- 
tice: Wise  V.  Hogan,  77  Cal.  184,  186;  19  Pac.  Rep.  278.  Where  the 
allegation  was  that  the  claim  presented  "was  duly  verified  by  (he 
oath  of  plaintiff,  in  the  form  prescribed  by  law,  an  objection  that 
the  complaint  does  not  state  facia  sufficient  to  constitute  a  cause  of 
action,  because  "  it  fails  to  show  the  due  presentation  of  the  claim 
to  the  administratrix"  of  llie  estate  of  the  deceased  is  untenable;

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405,  iOS;  65  Pae.  B«p.  972,  for  s  much  batter  allegation  as  to  verifi- 
cation and  preaentment  of  the  claim  than  did  the  complaint  in  the 
caae  last  cited.  In  an  action  on  a  claim  rejected  tj  an  adminiBtrator, 
an  answer,  pleading  the  statute  of  limitations,  which  alleges  that  the 
cause  of  action  therein  set  forth  did  not  accrue  within  six  years  from 
the  commencement  of  the  action  is  sufficient,  without  alleging  that 
deceased  had  been  a  resident  of  the  state  for  six  jears  prior  to  his 
death:  Baxton  v.  Musselraan,  17  S.  D.  35;  95  N.  W.  Eep.  291,  292. 

(11)  Pleadings.  Variance.  If  the  claim  sned  upon  can  be  recon- 
ciled with  the  claim  as  presented  to  the  executor  or  administrator, 
the  recover;  is  upon  the  same  cause  of  action  as  that  aet  up  in  the 
claim;  and  the  fact  that  plaintiff,  in  his  complaint,  has  segregated 
and  lumped  certain  items  of  the  claim,  without  increasing  or  dimin- 
ishing the  amonnt  of  an;  item,  and  without  alleging  anj  different 
contract  as  to  liability  on  any  items  other  than  those  that  appear  on 
the  face  of  the  complaint,  does  not  constitute  a  material  variance: 
Bnscoe  T.  Fletcher,  1  Cal.  App.  659,  662;  82  Pac.  Kep.  1075.  While 
the  recovery  must  be  had  on  the  same  cause  of  action  as  that  set 
np  in  the  claim,  and  while  no  other  or  diflerent  contract  or  cause  of 
action  can  be  alleged  or  proved,  fet,  where  the  action  is  upon  the 
identical  notes  rejected,  and  additional  facta  stated  in  the  complaint 
are  merely  explanatory  of  the  demand,  and  no  different  contract  is 
stated  than  that  set  forth  in  the  claim,  the  cause  of  action  is  upon 
the  claim:  Enscoe  v.  Fletcher,  1  Cal.  App.  659;  82  Pac.  Bep.  107S. 
Where  the  cause  of  action  established  by  the  findings  is  precisely  the 
cause  of  action  attempted  to  be  set  out  in  the  claim  and  in  the  com- 
plaint, and  by  all,  the  claim  asserted  is  one  for  money  advanced  by 
plaintiffs  to  the  use  of  the  decedent,  which  he  had  agreed  to  pay, 
there  is  no  material  variance:  Pollitz  v.  Wickerabam  (CaL),  88  Pac, 
Bep.  911,  916.  In  Cheney  v.  McGravin  (Cal.  App.),  93  Pae.  Sep. 
36(1,  387,  an  order  granting  a  new  trial  on  the  ground  of  a  variance 
between  the  claim  presented  against  the  estate  of  a  decedent  and  the 
proof  adduced  in  an  action  commenced  on  the  claim  by  the  plaintiff 
within  the  statutory  time  was  reversed  on  the  ground  that  there  was 
no  variance. 

(12)  Parties.  Admlnlatrator,  onljr,  la  necesaar;  whan.  In  an  action 
to  enforce  claims  of  liens  against  an  estate,  where  the  same  might 
have  been  maintained  against  the  deceased,  if  living,  the  only  neces- 
sary party  defendant  is  the  administrator.  The  heirs  of  the  decedent 
need  not  bo  joined,  and  this  applies  to  an  action  to  foreclose  a  mort- 
gage executed  by  the  decedent:  McCaoghey  v.  Lyall  (Cal.),  93  Pac. 
Bep.  681,  682. 

(13)  Evidence.  In  generaL  The  only  way  that  an  account  can  be 
proved,  ordinarily,  is  by  establishing  by  evidence   the  several  items 
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of  the  iame,  and  the  oral  evidence  of  pereoDB  having  peraonal  knowl- 
edge of  the  transactiona  is  the  beat  evidence  of  the  items,  unless  there 
is  something  to  indicate  tliat  sncli  items  aeemed  in  pursuance  of,  or 
are  the  result  of,  a  written  contract  between  the  parties.  The  fact 
that  one  or  both  of  the  parties  kept  a  book-aceonnt  of  their  trans- 
actions does  not  affect  the  mle  of  evidence,  and  the  oral  testimony 
of  eye  and  ear  witnesses  to  the  transactions  in  which  the  various 
items  of  an  account  accrued  is  still  primary  and  not  secondary 
evidence  of  such  items.  The  books  themselvos  are  secondary  or  sup- 
plementary evidence;  Cowdary  v.  MeChesney,  134  Cal.  363,  365;  57 
Pac.  Bep.  221.  In  an  action  on  a  rejected  claim  against  the  estate  of 
a  decedent,  it  is  proper  to  admit  in  evidence,  as  tending  to  discredit 
plaintiff's  claim,  a  letter  of  the  plaintiff  to  third  persons  bearing 
directly  upon  the  transaction  in  controversy,  and  showing  other 
unpaid  claims  in  his  favor  against  the  estate  amounting  to  a  larger 
sum:  Sanguinetti  v.  Pelligrini,  2  Cal.  App.  294,  296;  83  Pac.  Bep.  293. 
Where  a  daughter  gave  her  father  a  general  power  of  attorney,  author- 
izing him  to  sell  and  convey  her  lands,  and  to  manage  the  proceeds 
without  any  restrictions  whatever,  and  he  sold  the  land  many  years 
prior  to  his  death,  without  notifying  her  of  such  fact,  and  she  pre- 
sented a  claim  against  his  estate  on  her  demand,  which  was  denied, 
and  afterwards  commenced  suit  upon  the  claim,  in  which  she  alleged 
and  proved  the  foregoing  facts,  she  is  entitled  to  recover,  in  the 
absence  of  proof  by  the  defense  showing  that  the  agency  bad  been 
terminated  more  than  six  years  prior  to  the  commencement  of  the 
action.  The  agency  was  a  continuing  one,  and  plaintiff  had  a  right 
to  expect  that,  in  ease  her  property  had  been  sold,  the  proceeds  had 
been  managed  by  him  for  her  benefit;  Quion  v.  Gross,  24  Or.  147; 
33  Pac.  Bep.  535,  536,  537.  In  an  action  against  the  estate  of  a 
decedent,  evidence  that  the  plaintiff  bad  given  the  decedent  a  check, 
and  that  the  latter  had  collected  it,  is  not  proof  of  q  loan  to  the 
decedent,  nor  sufficient  to  establish  a  claim  against  his  estate;  Dickey 
V.  .Dickey,  8  Col.  App.  141;  45  Pac.  Rep.  228.  Ah  to  what  evidence, 
other  than  that  of  plaintiff,  is  iosufficieut  to  establish  a  claim  upon 
a  note  given  by  a  decedent,  see  Harding  v.  Grin,  25  Or.  G06;  36  Pac. 
Bep.  634.  The  proof  of  a  fact  admitted  by  the  pleadings  is  harm- 
less error.  Hence,  in  a  claim  against  the  estate  of  a  decedent,  the 
introduction  of  his  will  in  evidence  is  harmless  error,  where  bo  issue 
is  made  upon  its  provisions:  Bonebrake  v.  Tauer,  67  Kan.  827;  72  Pac. 
Bep.  521,  522,  As  to  evidence  sufficient  to  sustain  a  finding  that  the 
claim  sued  on  arose  from  a  debt  of  a  Qrm  of  which  the  decedent 
was  a  partner,  see  In  re  Morgan's  Estate,  46  Or.  233;  77  Pac.  Rep. 
608.  In  an  action  upon  a  note  againat  the  estate  of  decedent,  it  is 
proper  to  admit  the  note  in  evidence,  where  the  holder  has  testified 
that  no  part  of  the  principal  or  interpst  coupons  attached  thereto 
have  been  paid,  but  that  decedent  had  paid  other  interest  coupons 
amounting  to  a  designated  sum,  as  the  payment  of  interest  is  prima 
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facie  evidence  of  the  execution  of  the  note  bj  decedent,  and  obviate* 
the  neceuity  of  fortber  proof  of  the  genuinenesH  of  the  signature: 
McKay'i  Estate  v.  Belknap  Sav.  Bank,  27.  Col.  50;  59  Pac  Eep.  7*5, 
747. 

(14)  Evldmce.     Frssent&tioa.     PaTment.     Borden.     In  «n  sction 

on  a  claim  againet  the  estate  of  a  decedent,  where  recourse  is  bad 
against  the  estate,  tbcre  must  be  proof  of  the  presentation  of  the 
claim  to  the  eieeator  or  administrator  of  the  estate  before  a  recovery 
can  be  had  thereon:  Bowland  v.  Madden,  72  Cal.  IT,  18;  12  Pac.  Bep. 
226,  870.  There  is  no  proof  of  the  presentation,  where  there  is  no 
proof  of  the  signature  of  the  eiecutor  or  administrator  to  the  rcjec' 
tion  of  the  claim:  Bank  of  Chico  t.  Spect  (Cal.},  II  Pac.  Rep.  T40. 
Where  there  is  no  issue  raised  as  to  the  presantstion  of  the  claim,  it 
is  neither  necessary  nor  proper  for  the  rejected  claim  to  be  offered 
in  evidence:  Guerian  v.  Joyce,  133  Cal.  405;  65  Pac.  Bep.  973.  Where 
the  action  is  to  recover  on  a  promissory  note,  and  plaintiff  introduces 
in  evidence  the  note,  with  indorsements  thereon,  proves  the  signature 
of  the  deceased  thereto,  and  the  due  presentation  of  the  claim  and 
its  rejection,  he  thereby  makes  out  a  prima  facie  case  of  non-paynenL 
Such  evidence  on  the  part  of  the  plaintiff  raises  a  presumption  of  non- 
payment, which,  in  law,  entitles  him  to  recover,  and,  it  being  thus 
shown  that  the  note  was  not  paid,  the  burden  is  cast  upon  defendant 
to  prove  by  competent  evidence  that  it  had  been  paid;  and  the 
evidence  mnst  be  such,  whether  direct  or  by  raising  legal  presumptions, 
as  to  rebut  the  prima  facie  case  made  by  the  plaintiff:  Griffin  v. 
Lewin,  125  CaL  618,  620;  58  Pac.  Eep.  205.  Although  due  presenta- 
tion of  the  claim  is  not  denied,  still  it  must  be  proved:  Derby  v.  Jack- 
man,  89  Cal.  1,  4;  26  Pac.  Rep.  610.  Where  the  plaintiff  charged  that 
a  claim,  duly  veriQed,  was  left  with  the  attorney  for  the  adminis- 
trator, in  accordance  with  the  published  notice,  but  that  subsequently 
the  claim  as  made  out  was  lost  or  destroyed,  so  that  the  action  of 
the  administrator  thereon  could  lu^t  be  ascertained,  but  does  not  state 
that  the  claim  was  approved  by  the  administrator,  tho  inference  is 
that  he  neglected  to  inform  himself  as  to  the  action  taken  by  the 
administrator,  and  a  court  cannot,  in  aid  of  the  allegatioDs  of  the 
complaint,  presume  that  the  administrator  approved  the  claim.  If 
any  presumption  is  to  be  indulged  in,  it  must  be  that  either  the  claim 
was  rejected  or  not  acted  upon,  especially  where  no  record  appears 
that  the  executor  or  administrator  has  presented  the  same  to  the 
probate  court  for  the  tatter's  allowance  or  rejection,  as  he  would  have 
been  required  to  do,  where  be  had  taken  action  tbcreon.  Hence,  under 
a  statute  requiring  suit  to  be  brought  upon  the  claim  within  three 
tnonths,  no  action  can  bo  maintained  thereon  where  suit  was  not  com- 
menced until  the  vxpirHtion  of  eight  months  from  the  time  of  such 
alipgL'd  pn-senCition:  L'ud.Twood  v,  Browne,  7  Ariz.

Tuo,  701.    Proof  of  the  presentation  of  plaintiff's  claim  to  the  e 
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or  adminiatrator,  and  the  reiection  thereof  by  him,  though  arpressly 
required  by  the  Btatute,  aod  that  prohibits  any  recovery  unless  proof 
of  the  presentation  ia  made,  is  not  required,  if  defendant'a  supple- 
mental  answer  admits  the  prcHentation  and  rejection  as  alleged:  Har- 
rington V.  Butte  etc.  Min.  Co.,  35  Mont.  530;  90  Pac.  Rep.  748,  T4a. 
Whether  a  claim,  as  presented,  was  sufficient  in  form,  or  properly 
preaented,  is  a  matter  of  evidence,  and  a  general  allegation  of  presen- 
tation is  Huffieient  to  authorize  proof  aa  to  aucb  presentation:  Hum- 
boldt S.  &  L.  8oo.  T,  Burnham,  111  Cal.  343,  345;  43  Pac.  Rep.  971. 
In  an  action  against  the  executor  or  admioiBtrator  on  a  claim  against 
the  deceased,  the  burden  of  proof  of  showing  non-payment  dops  not 
rest  Dpon  the  plaintiff,  but  is  upon  the  defendant  to  prove  payment; 
and  it  ia  error  to  find  payment  merely  beeaose  plaintiff  doea  not 
prove  that  the  claim  ia  not  paid:   Stuart  v.  Lord,  13S  Gal.  672,  674; 

72  Pac.  Kep.  112.  The  allegation  of  non-payment  of  a  debt  sued  on, 
though  necessary  to  make  the  complaint  perfect,  need  not  be  proved; 
the  burden  of  proof  of  payment  is  npon  the  defendant:  Melone  v. 
Ruffino,  129  Cal.  514,  619;  79  Am.  St.  Bep.  127;  62  Pac.  Bep.  93; 
Hurley  v.  Ryan,  137  CaL  461,  4Q2;  70  Pac.  Rep.  292. 

(16)  Evidence.  FlalnUff'a  statatory  Inability  to  testify.  Where 
the  statute  says  that  no  claim  which  has  been  rejected,  etc.,  shall 
be  allowed  bj  any  court,  referee,  or  jury,  eicept  upon  some  competent 
or  satisfactory  evidence,  other  than  the  testimony  of  the  claimant, 
but  says  nothing  about  the  proof  necessary  to  establish  the  prelimi- 
nary Ihbuo  of  the  presentation  and  rejection  of  the  claim,  it  is  only 
on  the  trial  of  the  merits  of  the  rejected  claim  that  the  Btatute  can 
apply.  The  issue  as  to  whether  the  claim  has  been  presented  or 
rejected  is  not  within  the  purpose  of  the  statute  or  the  mischief 
intended  to  be  remedied.  It  is  an  issue  to  be  determined  from  the 
testimony  of  living  witnesses,  to  be  tried  out  as  any  other  question 
of  fact,  and  decided  upon  the  preponderance  of  the  evidence;  but, 
when  it  comes  to  the  trial  of  the  merits,  the  atatuts  applies.  It  must 
be  first  shown,  however,  that  the  claim  has  been  presented  to  the 
executor  or  administrator  and  rejected  by  him,  and  this  can  be  done 
by  any  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  trier  of  fact:  Qoltra  v,  Penland, 
45  Or,  254;  77  Pac.  Rep.  129,  133.  In  an  action  npon  a  rejected  claim 
against  the  estate  of  a  decedent,  the  burden  of  proof  ia  upon  the 
plaintiff  to  establish  bis  claim,  and  the  statutory  inability  on  the 
part  of  the  plaintiff  to  t^tify  in  his  own  behalf  does  not  relieve  him 
from  the  necessity  of  producing  sufficient  evidence  to  prove  his  cause 
of  action.  His  incompetency  to  testify  may  he  hia  misfortune,  but 
the  defendant's  obligation  does  not  thereby  vary:  Baithe  v.  liogern, 
127  Cal.  52,  54;  69  Pac.  Bep.  310;  Stuart  v.  Lord,  138  Cal.  673,  677; 

73  Pac.  Rep.  142.  As  to  when  plaintiff  in  an  action  on  a  claim 
againtil   the   estate   of   a  deceased   person   has   established   his   claim 
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by  eatiefactory  evidence  other  tban   hia  own  teBtimony,  see  Bull  i 
Payne  (Or.),  84  Pac.  Bep.  097,  698. 


Compctencj'  of  witneaaes  to  testify  in  an  action  on  a  claim  against 
the  estate  of  a  decedent;  See  note  i  HOT,  head-line  2,  subd.  2,  post. 

(16)  Evldenc«.  Admlnioiii  of  d«codeiit.  The  general  rule  that 
evidence  of  admisEions  againet  interest  is  admissible  applies  to  a  case 
where  one  who  has  preseated  a  bill  or  demand  against  the  estate  of  a 
decedent,  embodying  certain  stateroeDta  ae  to  the  facts  upon  which 
it  is  founded,  subsequently  seeks  to  maintain  aa  action  utterly  incou- 
Bistent  with  the  facts  praTiouslj  asserted.  In  such  a  case  the  state- 
meats  of  the  superseded  pleading  are  admissible  as  admissions  against 
interest  on  the  part  of  the  peraon  making  them:  Pollitz  v.  Wicker' 
sham  (Cal.),  88  Pac.  Bep.  911,  915.  Aa  to  the  insufficiency  of  admie- 
sioua  of  decedent  to  establish  the  value  of  any  services  rendered  for 
the  decedent  individually,  see  Liohtenberg  v.  McQlynn,  105  CaL  45, 
48;  38  Pac.  Bep.  541. 

(17)  Intenst.  Interest  follows  the  contract  according  to  the  law 
iri  existence  at  the  time  and  place  of  the  contract,  or  of  the  per- 
formance of  it.  But  a  subsequent  change  of  the  legal  rate  of  interest 
does  not  affect  the  contract:  Aguirre  v.  Packard,  14  CW.  171,  172;  73 
Am.  Dec.  645.  If  an  account  presented  to  aa  executor  or  adminis- 
trator for  allowance  contains  no  item  for  interest,  and  the  face  of  the 
paper  does  not  show  that  interest  results  necessarily  from  the  facts 
stated  in  the  claim,  interest  cannot  be  recovered  in  the  action 
founded  upon  such  claim:  Aguirre  v.  Packard,  14  Cal.  171,  ITS;  73 
Am.  Dec.  645;  Etchas  v.  OreBa,  127  Cal.  588,  593;  60  Pac.  Hep.  45.  If 
an  executor  or  adminlBtrator,  refuses  a  legal  claim  against  the 
estate,  and  the  claimant  afterwards  brings  suit  thereon,  and 
recovers  judgment  therefor,  he  is  entitled  to  interest  from  the 
time  of  the  presentation  of  his  claim:  Pico  v.  Stevens,  18  Cal.  376, 
378.  The  statute  which  provides  that  "  if  the  estate  be  insolvent  no 
greater  rate  of  interest  shall  be  allowed  after  the  first  publication  of 
notice  to  creditors  than  is  allowed  on  judgments  obtained  in  the 
superior  court  "  does  not  apply  to  the  foreclraure  of  mortgages  where 
no  recourse  is  had  against  the  property  of  the  estate  other  than  that 
mortgaged.  In  such  a  case  the  estate  has  no  interest  in  the  land,  and 
can  in  no  manner  be  benefited  by  a  reduction  of  the  interest:  Christy 
V.  Dana,  42  Cal.  174,  178;  Visalia  Sav,  Bank  v.  Curtis,  135  CaL  350, 
352;  97  Pac.  Bep.  329. 

(18)  Bet-oS.  Oonnterclalm.  An  executor  or  administrator  of  the  - 
estate  of  a  dpceased  person  has  no  right  to  set  off  any  claim  held  by 
himself   individually   against   a   debt   due   from   him   i 
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adminUtrator  to  a  creditor  of  his  iiiteBt«t«:  Estate  of  Watkina,  121 
Cal.  327,  328;  S3  Pac.  Bop.  702.  But  in  an  action  against  an  executor 
or  administTator  for  the  value  of  artieleB  pledged,  which  were  not 
returned  upon  demand  and  tender  of  the  amonnt  due,  the  indebted- 
ness secnred  hj  the  pledge  is  a  proper  subject  to  set  off  against  the 
value  of  the  articles:  Vanderslice  v.  Uattbews,  79  Cal.  273,  276;  21 
Pac.  Bep.  748.  A  person  cannot  avoid  the  pajDient  of  a  debt  owed 
to  the  administrator,  b;  boTing  at  a  discount,  after  the  death  of  the 
decedent,  a  claim  against  his  estate,  which  accrued  in  bis  lifetime; 
and  such  purchase  will  not  operate  as  a  set-ofl  to  the  debt:  Van 
Dnsen  v.  Topeka  Woolen  Mill  Co.  (Kan.),  87  Pac.  Eep.  74,  One  who 
is  a  creditor  and  also  a  debtor  of  an  inaolTent  estate  ma;  have  bis 
claim  against  the  estate  set  off  against  bis  debt  to  the  estate,  if  both 
accrued  during  the  lifetime  of  tbe  deceased  and  are  of  such  character 
as  to  constitute  proper  subjects  of  set-off  in  an  action  hy  or  against 
the  deceased  if  living:  Helms  v.  Earelerode,  69  Ean.  736;  70  Pac.  Bep. 
866,  S67.  In  an  action  to  foreclose  a  mortgage  hj  a  distributee  of 
the  mortgagee's  estate,  claims  of  tbe  mortgagor  which  must  have 
been  presented  to  tbe  estate  of  the  deceased  mortgagee  before  suit, 
but  were  not  so  presented,  cannot  be  pleaded  as  counterclaims  to  the 
mortgage:  Moore  v.  Gould,  151  CaL  723,  732;  91  Pac.  Bep.  616. 

(19)  Finding  Bocovmy  of  costs.  Whore  a  claim  was  not  pre- 
sented against  an  estate  vrithin  ten  montbB  after  the  notice  to  cred- 
itors, and  an  action  is  brought  to  recover  the  claim,  which  was  dis- 
allowed, a  finding  is  necessarj  from  which  it  can  be  seen  at  what 
precise  time  the  ciaim  became  due,  in  order  to  determine  whether 
the  presentation  of  the  claim  was  made  within  the  time  required  bj' 
tbe  statute:  Elliott  v.  Peck,  53  Cal.  84,  85.  While  suit  may  be  brought 
upon  an  allowed  claim,  plaintiff  cannot  recover  costs,  as  be  recovers 
no  more  than  the  administrator  was  willing  to  allow:  Corbett  v.  Bice, 
2  Nflv.  330. 

e.  Zdmitatioii  of  actions.  I^>eclal  statntM  of  llmltatton. 
(1)  In.  geneiaL  A  claim  may  be  conclusively  rejected  by  either 
the  administrator  or  tbe  judge,  and  when  there  is  a  rejection  by 
either,  the  statute  limiting  the  time  within  which  suit  may  be  brought 
commences  to  mn  from  the  date  of  such  rejection:  Jones  v.  Waldeu, 
146  Cal.  623;  78  Pac.  Bep.  1046,  1047.  That  special  regulation  of  the 
probata  law  that  imposes  the  loss  of  a  claim  if  not  presented  within 
the  time  prescribed  is  a  statute  of  non-claim,  frequently  called  a 
special  statute  of  limitation;  Dcfries  v.  Cartwright,  10  Haw.  249,  251. 
The  general  statute  of  limitations  is  not  affected  by  the  giving,  or 
faUore  to  give,  notice  to  creditors  of  a  decedent.  Such  notice  is 
simply  a  matter  of  probate  procedure:  McMillan  v.  Hayward,  94  Cal. 
3S7;  29  Fac.  Bep.  774,  775.  If  tbe  debtor  has  substituted  a  new  obliga- 
tion in  place  of  an  old  one,  a  claim  against  bis  estate  must  be  baaed 
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on  the  new  obligation.  Thus  where  a  note  ia  eitingiiished  by  the 
substitution  of  a  new  obligation  in  ita  place,  and  the  maker  of  tbe 
uotu  afterwards  dies,  tbe  claim  must  be  based  on  the  new  obligation 
and  not  on  the  note:  Estate  of  Sullenberger,  72  Cal.  549,  S51;  14  Pae. 
Bep.  513;  Etchas  v.  Orefia,  127  Cal.  58S,  593;  60  Pae.  Bep.  45.  So  ■ 
broken  promise  to  provide,  by  will,  a  compenBation  for  services  ren- 
dered to  tbe  decedent,  if  not  presented  aa  a  claim  against  the  estate, 
cannot  be  relied  upon  to  save  the  bar  of  the  statute  as  to  part  of  a 
rejected  claim  for  aervices  presented  against  the  estate:  Etchas  v. 
Oreiia,  127  Cal.  5S8,  692;  60  Pac.  Rep.  45.  Where  the  statute  gives 
to  the  plaintiff  three  years  after  the  commencement  of  an  action  in 
which  to  make  service  and  the  return  of  summons,  and  declares,  "  bnt 
all  such  actions  may  be  proatcated  if  appearance  bas  been  made  by 
defendant  or  defendants  within  said  three  years,  in  the  same  manner 
as  if  summons  bad  been  issued  and  served,"  -tbe  necessity  of  any 
Borrice  of  tbe  summons  is  obviated  by  tbe  appearance,  in  the  action, 
of  the  personal  representative  within  three  years.  Buch  voluntary 
appearance  gives  the  court  jurisdiction  over  this  representative,  the 
same  aa  if  he  had  been  brought  in  by  the  service  of  summona  upon 
him  at  that  time;  and  where  this  jurisdiction  is  acquired  within  tbrtv 
years  after  the  commcncemeat  of  tbe  action,  no  rights  of  tbe  estate, 
or  of  the  person  interested  therein,  are  waived  by  his  appearance: 
Union  ISav.  Bank  v.  Barrett,  132  Cal.  453,  456;  64  Pac.  Bep.  713,  1071.

(Z)  Application  of  statntM.     q^lal  and  general.     The  special 

limitations  of  time  within  nhich  suit  must  be  brought  against  the 
estates  of  deceased  persons  are  called,  in  many  states,  statutes  of  non- 
claim  or  of  short  or  special  limitations.  These  limitations  exist  inde- 
pendently of  and  collateral  to  the  general  law  of  limitations.  The 
statute  which  allows  a  plaintiff  three  months  after  a  claim  is  for- 
mally and  officially  rejected  by  the  executor  or  administrator  in  which 
to  briog  bis  action  may  shorten,  but  cannot  lengthen,  the  general 
statute  of  limitations:  Barclay  v.  Blackinton,  127  Cal.  189,  193;  59 
Pac.  Rep.  N.t4.  Tbo  right  to  enforce  hiH  claim  under  statutes  of  limita- 
tion dfpends  upon  his  own  vigilance,  and  is  often  lost  by  his  own 
laches.  The  policy  of  the  law  ia  to  ai'ttle  up  tbo  estates  of  deceased 
persons  as  spetdily  as  possible,  to  pay  the  just  debts  and  eipensoa,  and 
to  diHtribute  the  property  to  the  rightful  heirs  or  devisees.  For  this 
reaaou,  statutes  that  ahortrn  the  period  and  time  of  preseutiug  and 
briii^'ing  suits  on  claims  aKainst  estates  are  justified  and  upheld. 
After  H  claim  is  barred  by  tbe  general  statute  of  limitations,  it  run 
never  be  allowed  or  made  a  valid  claim  ugaiuat  the  estate  by  any  act 
or  neglect   of  tbe  cxi-cutor  or  administrator:   Barclay   v.  Blackinton, 
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127  Cal.  189,  194,  195;  5fl  Pai^.  Rep.  834.  If  an  action  b  brought 
more  than  four  years  and  nine  months  after  the  maturity  of  a  written 
promise  of  the  decedent  to  pay  money,  and  one  year  and  seven 
months  after  the  isBuance  of  letters  of  admin ist ration,  it  is  barred  by 
the  general  statute  of  limitationa:  Barclay  v.  Blackinton,  127  Cai.  189, 
191,  190;  59  Pac.  Hep.  834.  A  three  months'  limitation  provided  by 
Statute  for  the  commencement  □(  an  action  upon  a  rejected  claim  does 
not  apply  to  a  claim  which  it  is  not  necesaBry  to  present  to  the  execu- 
tor or  administrator,  as  one  for  funeral  eipenses;  Potter  v.  Xvewin,  123 
Cat.  146;  55  Pac.  Rep.  783.  An  action  upon  a  rejected  claim  against 
the  estate  of  a  deceased  person  must  be  brought,  if  at  all,  withia 
the  prescribed  statutory  time  after  the  same  becomes  due;  Brooks  v. 
Lawson,  136  Cal.  10,  14;  68  Pae.  Eep.  97;  Morse  v.  Steele,  133  Cal. 
456;  64  Pac.  Kep.  690.  Where  an  obligation  fixes  the  period  of  two 
years  within  which  to  exercise  an  option,  a  delay  of  four  days 
after  the 'expiration  of  the  two  years  in  presenting  a  money  demand 
to  the  executor  or  administrator  of  the  decedent  is  not  unreasonable: 
Maurer  v.  King,  127  Cal.  114,  117;  59  Pac.  Hep.  290.  The  bar  of  the 
statute  relates  only  to  claims  against  the  estate;  it  in  no  way  affects 
claims  against  other  parties,  or  against  the  propcry  of  others,  or  the 
contracts  of  other  parties,  although  the  same  demand  may  also  be  a 
claim  against  the  estate;  and  where  a  note  was  executed  by  the  hus- 
band and  wife  on  the  aeparate  property  of  the  wife,  and  where  the 
note  and  mortgage  were  not  presented  tor  allowance  against  the 
estate  of  the  husband  within  the  time  fixed  by  the  statute,  the  bar  of 
the  probate  act  does  not  apply  as  to  the  wife:  Sichel  v,  CarrilIo,'42 
Cal.  493.

Where  the  claim  presented  is  h 
simple  demand  for  money  lent,  accompanied  by  a  demand  for  legal 
interest,  and  there  is  no  hint  or  suggestion  made  of  a  trust,  and  the 
debts  have  long  been  barred  by  the  statute  of  limitations,  tbe  executor 
or  administrator  bas  no  discretion  in  tbe  matter,  but  it  is  bis  plain 
duty  to  reject  it:  MeGrath  v.  Carroll,  110  Cal.

Notwithstanding  the  right  to  foreclose  a  mortgage  or  to  collect  a  debt

Though  tbe  statute  provides 
that  if  a  claim  is  not  presented  within  a  designated  time  after  tbe 
first  publication  of  notice  to  creditors,  it  shall  be  forever  barred,  yet 
there  is  no  bar  if  no  publication  was  made:  Smith  v.  Hall,  19  Cal.  85, 
86.  A  suit  not  brought  within  such  specified  time  after  the  rejection 
of  the  claim  is  not,  of  course,  in  time  to  avoid  the  bar  of  tbe  statute: 
Consolidated  Bank  v.  Hayes,  112  Cal.  75,  84;  44  Pae.  Bep.  469.  If  the 
claim  is  presented  to  the  eiecutor,  and  allowed  by  bim  within  the 
Btatutory  time  after  its  presentation,  no  action  can  be  maintained 
thereon  until  the  lapse  of  such  time  after  its  presentation  to  tbe 
judge,  unless  he  rejects  it  within  that  period:  Natly  v.  McDonald,  66 
Cal.

If  one  who  baa  a  claim  against  the 
estate  of  a  decedent  commeneeB  an  action  tbereon  within  the  time  in 
which  a  claim  sbonld  have  been  presented,  before  giving  the  executor 
or  administrator  an  oppoTtnnity  to  pass  on  the  claim,  such  action  is,  at 
most,  odIj  prematurely  brought.

The  statute  of  limitationi 
does  not  begin  to  run,  where  no  administration  exists  on  the  dece- 
dent's estate  at  the  time  the  cause  of  action  accrues:  Heeser  v.

V.  De  la  Qnerra,  10  Cal.  386.  A  claim  may  be  conclusively  rejected  by 
either  the  administrator  or  the  judge;  and  when  there  is  a  rejection 
by  either,  the  statute  commences  to  run  from  the  date  of  such  rejec- 
tion: Jones  T.  Walden,  145  Cal.  523,  525;  78  Pac,  Bep.  1048;  Bank  of 
Uliiah  V.  Shoemake,  67  Cal.

A  statute  which 
regulates  actions  upon  rejected  claims  against  the  states  of  deceased 
persons  does  not  begin  to  mn  until  a  claim  has  been  properly  pre- 
sented and  rejected.  If  a  party  makes  an  attempt  to  present  a  claim 
for  allowance,  but  from  some  cause  fails  to  do  so  properly,  this  does 
not  prevent  him  from  subsequently  presenting  the  claim  in  due  form, 
if  within  proper  time,  and  the  statute  of  limitations  does  not  begin 
to  mn  until  proper  presentation  of  the  claim  is  made,  provided  that 
it  is  made  within  the  time  prescribed  by  tlie  statute:  Westbay  v.

The  statute  does  not  run 
against  a  trust  clsim  until  some  repudiation  of  the  trnet  made  by  the 
trustee  is  brought  home  to  the  knowledge  of  the  trustor:  McGrath  v.

(6)  Airest,  staying,  or  snspenalon  at  statate.  The  time  during 
which  a  claim  is  in  the  hands  of  the  executor  or  administTator  for 
examination,  without  notifying  the  claimant  that  it  has  been  rejected, 
should  not  be  taken  as  a  part  of  the  time  limited  by  the  statute  for 
the  commencement  of  an  action  thereon:  In  re  Morgan's  Estate,  46 
Or.  233;  77  Pac.  Eep.  608,  610.  The  statute  of  limitations  does  not 
run,  while  the  administration  is  pending  and  unsettled,  as  to  a  claim 
against  the  estate  that  has  been  allowed:  Estate  of  Schioeder,  46  Cal.

304,  317.  When  claims  have  been  presented  and  allowed,  none  of  the 
statutory  limitations  run  against  them:  In  re  Tuohy's  Estate,  33 
Mont.  230;  83  Pae.  Kep.  486,  491.  Until  the  entry  of  a  decree  dis- 
charging the  executor  or  administrator,  the  administration  of  the 
estate  is  still  pending,  and  until  then  no  claim  against  the  estate 
which  has  been  presented  and  allowed  is  affected  by  the  statute  of 
limitations:  Dobs  v.  Doha,  60  Cal.  255,  260.  The  allowance  of  a  claim 
by  an  executor  or  adrainistrator,  and  its  approval  by  the  judge,  stops 
the  running  of  the  statute  of  limitations:  Barclay  v.  Blackinton,  127 
Cal.  1S0,  1B4;  59  Pac.  Eep.  834;  Wise  v.  Williams,  88  Cal.  30;  25  Pac. 
Rep.  1064;  Wise  v.  Williams,  72  Cal.  544;  14  Pac.  Eep.  204;  Willis  v. 
Parley,  24  Cal.  480;  and  this  applies  to  a  claim  arising  upon  a  mort- 
gage and  notes  secured  thereby:  Hibernia  Sav.  &  L.  Soc.  v.  Conlin,  67 
t'al.  178;  7  Pae.  Eep.  477;  German  Sav.  &  L.  Soc.  -v.  Hutchinson,  68 
Cal.  52;  8  Pae.  Eep.  627;  Wise  v,  Williams,  72  Cal.  544;  14  Pac.  Eep. 
204;  88  Cal.  30;  25  Pae.  Eep.  1064,  An  executor's  repeated  promise  to 
pay  a  claim  sgainst  an  estate  which  has  not  been  barred  by  the 
statute  of  limitations  does  not  suspend  the  running  of  the  statute; 
the  creditor  is  chargeable  with  knowledge  of  his  legal  rights,  and  is 
bound  to  know  that  the  statute  of  limitations  is  constantly  running 
against  his  claim;  and  if  he  allows  the  period  of  limitation  to  expire, 
his  claim  is  thereafter  barred,  although  the  executor  neglects  his  duty 
in  failing  to  proceed  with  the  administration,  as  that  is  no  reason  why 
the  creditor  should  remain  idle  and  allow  the  statute  to  continue  to 
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mn  agaiDBt  his  claim;  Banlc  of  Montreal  v.  Buchaaan,  32  Waab.  4B0i 
73  Pac.  Hep.  482,  484.  The  time  in  which  a  creditor  ia  prohibited  from 
eommpncing  an  action  upon  liis  claim,  either  because  the  statutory 
time  after  the  granting  of  letters  testamentary  or  of  administration 
has  not  expired,  or  because  the  question  of  allowance  of  the  claim  is 
pending  before  the  executor  and  undecided,  nilt  not  be  deemed  a  part 
of  tbe  time  limited  for  the  eommeneement  of  the  action  thereon.  Tbe 
creditor  must,  of  course,  present  his  claim  before  it  is  barred  by  the 
statute  of  limitations;  otherniee  the  executor  or  administrator  is  not 
authorized  to  allow  it.  The  statute  cannot  be  tolled'  by  a  mere  failure 
to  present  the  claim.  After  it  has  been  presented,  however,  the  claim- 
ant is  prohibited  from  suing  until  it  is  disallowed,  and  the  operation 
of  the  statute  will  be  euspcnded  during  the  time  of  such  prohibition:

the  qualification  of  his  oiecutor  or  admiDistratDr  may  be  excluded  in 
the  computation  of  such  period:  Whiteside  v.  Catching,  Ifi  Mont.  394; 
48  Pac.  Bep.  747,  74S.  When  the  statute  of  limitations  has  commenced 
to  ran,  it  continues  to  run,  notwithstanding  the  death  of  defendant  or 
an  intervening  disability,  unless  it  is  expressly  provided  otherwise  in 
the  statute.  Disability  of  the  defendant  does  not,  in  any  case,  pre- 
vent the  running  of  the  statute,  nor  will  ignorance  of  the  creditor  as 
to  the  residence  of  the  debtor,  or  that  be  has  property  which  can  be 
reached,  or  even  of  his  own  right  of  action,  prevent  the  running  of 
the  statute.  Whenever  the  statute  has  commenced  to  tun,  delay  in 
bringing  an  action  is  always  at  tbe  risk  of  an  intervening  diBabitity, 
ivhich  may,  in  the  absence  of  a  statutory  saving,  prevent  suit  from 
being  brought  at  all:  Davis  v.  Hart,  123  Cal.  3S4,  3SS;  55  Pac.  Bep. 
J060.  If  not  barred  by  the  statute  of  limitations,  the  right  of  action 
on  a  claim  against  the  estate  of  a  decedent  cannot  be  lost  by  reason 
of  the  negligence  of  the  plaintiS  in  tbe  prosecution  of  tbe  claim  on 
wbich  the  action  ia  founded:  Nally  v.  McDonald.  56  CaL  530,  532;  6 
Pac.  Rep.  390. 


(7)  BevlTsl  of  actions.  Walvei  of  statnte.  An  executor  or  admin- 
istrator will  not  be  permitted  to  waive  either  the  general  statute  of 
limitations  or  the  failure  of  a  party  to  present  his  claim;  Boyce  v. 
Pisk,  110  Cal.  107,  117;  42  Pac.  Rep.  473;  Eeay  v.  Heazelton,  128  Cal. 
335;  60  Pac.  Bep.  977;  Clayton  v,  Dinwoodey  (Utah),  93  Pac.  Rep.  723, 
His  waiver  of  the  statute  and  allowance  of  a  claim  barred  thereby  are 
invalid:  Jones  v,  Powning,  25  Nev.  399;  60  Pac,  Rep.  833.  An  execu- 
tor or  administrator  cannot,  by  appearing  and  answering  a  supple- 
mental complaint  in  an  action  originally  brought  against  the  decedent,

But  a  tsHtator  may  express  on  the  face  of  hia  will  Ma  intent 
that  all  his  actual  obligationa  Bhall  be  paid  without  reference  to  the 
law  of  limitations;  and  there  in  no  good  reason  why  that  teBtameotary 
intent  should  not  be  carried  out  by  his  executors  and  admin! etraton, 
as  well  a.a  any  other  part  of  the  will:  Glassell  v.  Glassell,  147  Cal.  510, 
512;  S2  Pac.  Bep.  42.  If  the  statute  at  limitations  has  run,  the  debt 
cannot  be  revived,  except  by  a  promise  in  writing  signed  by  the 
debtor:  Estate  of  Oalvin,  SI  Cal.  213,  217. 

<8)  Action  Is  not  barred  when.    Where  it  has  been  agreed,  by  the 

terms  of  a  written  contract,  entered  into  by  defendant's  testator  and 
plaintiff's  assignor,  for  the  sale  of  land  by  the  former  to  the  latter,  to 
return  a  deposit  of  money  in  case  of  failure  to  make  title  as  agreed 
upon,  the  liability  is  upon  the  contract,  and  does  not  arise  by  impli- 
cation. Hence  an  action  to  recover  the  deposit  is  not  controlled  by  the 
two-year  statute  of  limitations,  and  is  not  barred  nntil  the  lapse  of 
four  years  from  the  accrual  of  the  cause  of  action:  Melone  v.  Buffino, 
129  Cal.  514,  S25;  78  Am.  St.  Bep.  127;  62  Pac.  Bep.  93.  "Where  a 
daughter  executed  and  delivered  to  her  father  a  general  power  of 
attorney,  which  authorized  him  to  sell  and  convey  her  real  property 
and  to  manage  the  proceeds  without  any  restrictions  whatever,  and  he 
sold  the  land,  and  died  about  seventeen  years  afterwards,  without  ever 
having  informed  his  daughter  of  the  condition  of  her  property,  and  of 
his  receiving  any  money  on  account  of  its  sale,  and  fraudulently  mis- 
informed her  concerning  the  facts,  which  she  did  not  discover  untQ 
after  her  father's  death,  and  hence  failed  to  demand  the  proceeds  of 
such  sale  during  his  lifetime,  her  claim  against  his  estate  is  not  barred 
by  the  statute  of  limitations.  The  agency  was  a  continuing  one,  and 
the  statute  would  not  commence  to  run  until  it  was  terminated,  or 
until  the  agent  had  notified  the  principal  that  the  proceeds  of  the  sale 
of  her  property  were  at  her  disposal,  and  then,  if  she  failed  to  demand 
them  within  the  statutory  period,  her  right  of  action  would  be  barred. 
The  agency  being  general  and  continuing,  the  money  received  by  the 
testator  on  account  of  the  sale  of  plaintiff's  land  must,  in  the  absence 
of  proof  of  the  termination  of  such  agency,  be  considered  as  held  by 
him  for  her  use  and  benefit:  Quinn  v.  Gross,  24  Or.  147;  33  Pac.  Bep. 
535.  530.  The  Colorado  statute  does  not  prevent  a  claimant  against 
the  estate  of  a  decedent  from  bringing  an  action  at  any  distance  of 
time,  provided  the  same  is  not  barred  by  some  other  statute,  if  the 
creditor  can  discover  property  not  inventoried  or  accounted  for  by 
tbe  executor  or  administrator,  and  such  creditor  has  the  right  to  havn 
his  claim  paesed  upon  by  the  court,  and  recover  a  judgment  presently 
for  the  amount  due,  if  any,  to  be  satisfied  out  of  any  estate  that  may 
be  found  not  inventoried  or  accounted  for  by  the  executor  or  adminia- 
trator.     Hence,  although  tbe  claim  of  the  creditor  is  not  sued  upon 
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within  one  yeu,  nevertheleBS  the  enme  is  not  barred.  The  only  effect 
of  sneh  failure  to  Bne  within  that  time  is,  that  the  creditor  is  deprived 
of  the  right  to  a  distributive  share  in  the  inventoried  assets.  The  suit 
may  proceed  to  judgment  that,  however,  must  be  special  in  character, 
and  limited  to  a  BBtiefaction  out  of  the  dd inventoried  property  of  tha 
estate:  McClnre  v.  Commise loners  etc.,  23  Col.  130;  46  Pao,  Bep.  677, 
67S.  In  a  case  where  an  executor  or  administrator  is  empowered  by 
will  to  adminiBter  an  estate  without  the  intervention  of  the  court,  the 
claim  of  a  creditor  against  such  estate  is  not  barred  by  the  fact  that 
he  did  not  present  his  claim  within  one  year  from  the  first  publica- 
tion of  the  notice  to  creditors,  especially  where  his  claim  did  not 
eiiat  until  after  the  expiration  of  the  year  specified  in  such  notice: 
In  re  MacDonald's  Estate,  29  Wash.  *22;  69  Pae.  Bep.  1111,  lllS. 

(9>  Action  IH  barred  wbes.  Under  the  statute,  all  claims  must  be 
presented  within  the  time  limited  in  the  notice  to  creditors,  or  they 
are  barred  forever,  except  in  cases  where  it  is  made  to  appear,  by  the 
affidavit  of  the  claimant,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court  or  judge, 
that  the  claimant  bad  no  notice,  by  reason  of  being  oat  of  tbe  state. 
Hence  if  a  claim  is  not  presented  within  such  time,  it  is  barred: 
Melton  V.  Uartin,  SS  Mont.  150;  72  Pac.  Bep.  414;  Consolidated  Nat. 
Bank  v.  Hayes,  112  Cal.  75;  44  Pac.  Bep.  469;  Morse  v.  Clark,  10  Col. 
216;  14  Pac.  Bep.  327;  In  re  Hobson's  Estate  (Col.),  Bl  Pac.  Bep.  929; 
and  the  claimant  cannot  be  given  relief  on  the  ground  of  mistake,  if 
the  court  is  not  satisSed  that  a  mistake  was  ever  made,  and  that  the 
claimant  conld  have  discovered  its  existence  within  the  time  limited 
in  the  notice,  by  the  exercise  of  reasonable  diligence:  Melton  v, 
Martin,  28  Mont.  150;  72  Pac.  Bop.  414.  Under  the  Colorado  statute 
of  Doa-claim,  a  claim  that  has  not  been  exhibited  as  tbe  statute 
requires,  within  one  year  from  the  granting  of  letters  testamentary,  is 
barred  except  as  to  property  that  may  be  subsequently  discovered  or 
inventoried  by  the  executor;  and  where  there  is  no  claim  that  there  is 
any  such  property  of  the  estate,  the  claim  is  completely  barred:  In  re 
Hobson's  Estate  (Col.),  91  Pac.  Bep.  929,  931.  Where  no  administrator 
has  been  appointed,  the  claim  of  a  creditor  will  become  barred  by  limita- 
tion at  tbe  end  of  three  years  after  the  last  date  at  which  the  adminis- 
trator might  have  been  appointed:  Brown  v.  Baxter  (Kan.),  94  Pac. 
Bep.  155,  574.  A  promissory  note  which  has  not  been  presented  as  a 
claim  against  the  estate  of  a  decedent  is  barred  by  the  statute  of 
limitations,  where  more  than  eii  years  have  elapsed  since  the  note 
became  due;  In  re  Hobson's  Estate  (Col.),  91  Pac.  Bep.  929,  931.  In 
the  case  of  non-intervention  wills,  creditors  must  present  their  claima 
within  one  year  of  the  publication  of  notice,  and  failure  so  to  da  bars 
such  claim:  Foley  v.  McDonnell  (Wash.),  93  Pac.  Bep.  321,  322. 


Claims   against   decedent's    estate    are   barred   when:    See   note   8 
L.  B.  A.  651-652. 
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(10)  Fle&dlng.  Def«iue.  Ab  between  parties  acting  in  their  own 
right,  tbe  plea  of  tlie  Btatote  of  liiiiitationH  is  unquestionably  a 
personal  privilege  which  may  be  waived.  But  an  eiccntor  or  admin- 
istrator acting  for  others,  and  in  a  trust  irapactty,  is  not  vested  with 
this  privilege,  and  has  no  power  to  waive  such  a  defense.  He  will 
not  be  permitted,  by  his  failure  to  invoke  the  plea  of  the  statute  of 
limitations,  to  suffer  judgment  upon  tbe  claim,  which,  when  presented 
to  him,  he  was  bound  by  law  to  reject  because  of  the  bar  of  the 
statute:  Heay  v.  Heazelton,  £8  Cal.  335,  338;  60  Pac.  Bep.  977.  The 
failure  of  the  eiecntor  or  administrator  to  plead  the  bar  of  the  atatnte 
of  limitations  cannot  avail  the  claimant,  since  the  duty  to  set  up  tbe 
bar  of  the  statute  rests  upon  the  executor  or  administrator.  In  pleading 
the  statute  of  limitations,  the  facts  relied  upon,  or  the  facts  constitut- 
ing the  defense,  should  be  stated.  A  defense  of  the  statute  of  limitations 
may  be  presented  by  demurrer  when  the  pleadings  show  that  the  statu- 
tory time  has  elapsed.  But  tbe  statute  of  limitations  cannot  be  raised 
under  a  demurrer  that  the  complaint  does  not  state  facts  sufficient  to 
constitute  a  cause  of  action.  The  statute  must  be  pleaded:  Fnllerton 
V.  Bailey,  17  Utah,  85;  53  Pac,  Bep.  1020.  To  be  raised  by  demurrer, 
the  bar  must  affirmatively  appear  on  the  face  of  the  petition;  other- 
wise the  objection  must  be  taken  by  answer:  Columbia  Sav.  &  L.  Assoc. 
V.  Clause,  13  Wyo.  166;  78  Pac.  Bep.  703,  709;  Wise  v.  Williams,  72  Cal. 
.■144,  548;  14  Pac.  Bep.  204;  McCann  v.  Pennie,  100  Cal.  547.  S53;  35 
Pac.  Rep.  158,  If  it  does  not  affirmatively  appear  upon  the  face  of  the 
complaint  that  the  claim  is  barred  by  the  statute  of  limitations,  a 
demurrer  based  upon  sueh  statute  is  not  allowable.  Tbe  question  as 
to  whether  the  claim  is  or  is  not  barred  is  a  matter  to  be  determined 
at  the  trial,  if  the  claim  does  not  appear  on  Its  face  to  have  been 
barred  when  presented.  The  fact  that  it  does  not  show  upon  its  face 
whether  it  was  or  was  not  barrpd  would  not  defeat  a  recovery:  Wise 
V.  Ilogan,  77  Cal.  184,  187;  19  Pac.  Bep,  278.  If  the  statute  provides 
that  suit  must  be  brought  upon  a  rejected  claim  within  three  months 
after  its  rejection,  and  that  if  not  so  brought  it  is  forever  barred, 
an  answer,  in  an  action  upon  a  rejected  claim  which  alleges  thut  the 
claim  was  duly  presented  at  a  date  named,  and  that  the  same  was  not 
acted  on  within  ten  days  thereafter,  nor  at  all,  and  that  more  thau 
throe  months  after  such  ten-day  period  had  expired  before  suit  was 
commenced,  states  a  complete  defense:  Boyd  v.  Von  Keida,  9  N.  D. 
337;  83  N.  W.  Hep.  339. 

7,  Judgment  against  executor  or  admlnistTatot. 
(1)  In  Keneral.  It  is  one  of  the  very  elements  of  the  law.  that, 
when  a  suitor  reaches  the  parting  of  the  ways  in  the  pursuit  of  incon- 
sistent remcdif  a,  he  must  elect  which  rond  he  shall  follow.  The  first 
atop  taken  la  an  election,  and  the  election,  when  made,  is  irrevocable. 
But  this  priuci[>le  b.is  no  application  to  .i  case  where  there  is  no  choice 
between  two  iucousiateut  remedies.     Thus  the  mere  filing  of  a  com- 
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plaint,  which  cannot  be  Buatained,  and  which  was  abandoned,  eaunot 
be  urged  as  an  estoppel  againat  the  asiertion  of  a  judgment  against 
the  estate  whieh  haa  not  been  satisftcd  and  etill  remaine  in  full  force 
and  effect.  In  snch  &  caae  there  is  no  election  of  remedies:  Shively  v. 
HairiB  (Cal.  App,),  90  Pac.  Kep.  »71,  972,  A  judgment  on  a  rejected 
claim  against  the  eatate  of  a  decedent  ia  subjei^t  to  be  afterward  con- 
tested by  any  person  interested  in  the  estate,  in  the  same  manner  and 
to  the  same  extent  as  other  allowed  claims  may  be  contested.  But  in 
all  BDCh  cases  the  burden  is  upon  the  patty  contesting  to  show  that 
the  claim  was  not  properly  allowed:  Estate  of  More,  121  Cal.  635,  639; 
S4  Pac.  Bep.  14S. 

(2)  Defanlt    Amendmant.    A  judgment  by  default  may  be  taken 

against  an  executor  or  administrator,  as  well  aa  any  other  party.  A 
default  must  be  taken  as  an  admissiou  of  all  the  material  allegations 
of  the  complaint:  Chaae  v.  Swain,  9  Cal.  130,  137.  If  a  judgment 
agaitist  an  executor  or  administrator  is  informal,  in  that  it  omits  the 
provision  that  it  is  to  be  paid  out  of  the  estate  "  in  the  due  course  of 
administration,"  such  omission  may  be  aupplied  by  an  amendment, 
though  made  some  years  after  the  judgment  was  rendered,  where  such 
amendment  is  made  by  the  records  in  the  action:  Estate  of  Schroeder, 
46  Cat.  304,  31G.  Thus  it  is  error  to  render-a  personal  judgment 
against  him,  and  such  error  being  apparent  on  the  judgment  roll,  it 
may  be  corrected  even  on  appeal:  Davis  v.  Lamb  (Cal.),  35  Pac.  Bei>. 
306,  307. 

(3)  Form  of  Jndgment.  Upon  the  issue  as  to  whether  the  estate  of 
a  decedent  is  indebted  to  the  plaintiff  upon  a  claim,  a  judgment  in 
personam  cannot  be  rendered  against  the  executor  or  administrator; 
Myers  v.  Mott,  29  Cal.  359,  363;  89  Am.  Dec.  49;  Bice  v.  Inskeep,  34 
Cal.  224,  226.  A  judgment  against  an  executor  or  administrator 
should  first  ascertaia  the  amount  due,  and  adjudge  the  same  to  be  a 
valid  claim  against  the  estate,  and  then  provide  that  the  same  be 
paid  by  the  defendant  "  in  the  due  course  of  administration  ":  Fisher 
V.  Chadwick,  4  Wyo.  379;  34  Pac.  Bep.  899;  Bice  v.  Inakeep,  34  Cal. 
224,  226;  Bacouillat  v.  Sanaevain,  32  Cal.  376;  Kelly  v.  Baudini,  50  Cat. 
530;  Drake  v.  Poster,  52  Cal.  225.  In  an  action  to  foreclose  a  mort- 
gage against  the  estate  of  a  decedent,  brought  after  the  note  and 
mortgage  have  been  preneuted  to  the  excutor  or  administrator,  and 
rejected,  the  judgment  for  a  deficiently  should  provide  that  it  be  paid 
"in  due  course  of  admiaistration  ":  Moore  v.  Buasell,  133  Cal.  2»7, 
301;  85  Am.  8t.  Eep.  1B6;  65  Pac.  Rep.  624.  No  valid  juilgment  can 
be  entered  against  a  testator  after  his  death,  and  upon  the  substitu- 
tion of  the  oiccntor  or  administrator  of  defendant  as  defendant,  in  an 
action  to  recover  money;  and  where  plaintiff  obtains  judgment,  auch 
judgment  ahould  be  madi'  payable  "  in  due  course  of  admin  jut  ration," 
aod  not  otherwise:   Preston  v.  Knapp,  SS  Cal.  559,  560;  24  Pac.  Ki'p. 
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811;  Eatste  of  BrenDan,  G5  Cal.  517,  518;  4  Phc.  B«p.  561.  At  common 
law,  tbere  eonid  not  be  &  joint  judgment,  even  on  the  joint  demand 
against  the  executor  or  administrator  of  a  deceased  obligor  and  the 
surviving  obligors,  for  the  reason  that,  as  to  the  former,  the  judgment 
ivonld  be  payable  de  bonis  testataris,  and  aa  to  the  latter,  de  bonis 
propriis.  Nor  has  the  rule  been  changed  by  the  statute  in  California. 
Tbere  cannot  be  a  joint  judgment  against  all,  for  the  reason  stated; 
Bank  of  atockton  v.  Howland,  42  Cal.  129,  130,  133.  But  an  error  in 
the  judgment  as  to  the  executor  or  administrator  does  not  invalidate 
tbe  judgment  as  to  the  other  defendants:  Bank  of  Stockton  v.  How. 
land,  42  Cal.  129,  133;  Kelly  v.  Bandini,  50  Cal.  S30.  At  common  law, 
the  rule  is  absolute  that  the  estate  of  a  deceased  joint  contractor  was 
not  liable  to  the  obligee  in  the  joint  contract  except  in  case  of  the 
insolvency  of  the  surviving  joint  obligor.  If  the  survivor  was  solvent, 
there  was  a  plain  and  adequate  remedy  by  action  at  law  against  him. 
In  such  a  case  the  liability  of  the  estate  of  the  deceased  joint  obligor 
was  to  contribute  to  him  after  the  debt  was  collected  from  or  paid  by 
Mm.  In  case  of  his  insolvency,  the  obligee  in  the  joint  contract  could 
bring  his  action  in  equity  against  the  administrators  of  the  deceased 
joint  obligor.  But  the  English  courts  no  longer  follow  the  old  common 
law,  making  the  solvent  surviving  joint  obligor  alone  liable  to  the 
obligee  in  the  joint  contract.  They  permit  the  action  to  be  brought 
against  the  eiectuors  or  administrators  in  the  first  instance,  whether 
the  survivor  be  solvent  or  not;  and  a  statute  which  provides  that  any 
person  may  be  made  a  defendant,  who  has  or  claims  an  interest  in 
the  controversy  adverse  to  plaintiff,  or  who  is  a  necessary  party  to  a 
complete  determination  of  the  question  involved  does  away  with  the 
commoU'law  rule,  where  the  petition  alleges  a  joint  and  several  eon- 
tract,  and  one  of  the  joint  contractors  is  dead:  Fisher  r.  Chadwick,  4 
Wyo.  37»;  34  Pac.  Kep.  869,  900.  The  judgment  rendered  in  an  action 
in  equity  for  an  accounting  against  the  administrator  of  a  deceased 
administrator  must  be  made  payable  ont  of  his  estate  "  in  due  course 
of  administration":  Vance  v.  Smith,  124  Cal.  219,  233;  58  Pac.  Rep. 
1031.  A  judgment  against  executors  on  a  claim  against  the  estate 
should  be  that  they  pay,  "  in  due  course  of  administration,  the  amount 
ascertained  to  be  due."  It  should  not  be  entered  against  them  per- 
sonally: Clayton  v.  Dinwoodey  (Utah),  93  Pac.  Eep,  723,  728.  Under 
the  statute  of  Utah,  a  judgment  against  an  executor  or  administrator 
upon  any  claim  for  money  against  the  estate  of  a  deceased  person  must 
be,  that  the  executor  or  administrator  pay,  in  due  course  of  adminis- 
tration, the  amount  ascertained  to  be  due.  No  execution  most  issue 
upon  such  judgment,  nor  shall  it  create  any  lien  upon  the  property  of 
the  estate  or  give  to  the  judgment  creditor  any  priority  of  payment. 
In  such  a  case  it  is  error  to  enter  a  personal  judgment  against  the  rep- 
resentative:  Smith  V.  Hanson   (Utah),  96  Pac.  Bep.  10S7,  1091. 

(4)  B«C0T«I7-     Ootta.     In  an  action  upon  a  rejected  claim  against 
the  estate  of  a  decedent,  the  claimant  can  recover  only  upon  the  cause 
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of  action  set  fortb  m  that  claim:  EsUte  of  Dutard,  147  Cal.  233;  SI 
Pac  Eep.  619,  520;  Enscoe  v.  Fletcher,  1  Cal.  App.  659;  82  Pac.  Eep. 
1075.  If  tbe  court  finds  that  the  claim  has  been  paid  and  that  nothing 
is  dD0,  no  farther  finding  on  the  evidence  eonceming  the  vbmtj  law  of 
the  place  in  which  tbe  debt  was  contracted  is  necessary:  Sanguinetti  v. 
Pelligrini,  2  Cal.  App.  294;  83  Pac.  Rep.  2B3,  296.  A  judgment  on  a 
claim  draws  interest  at  the  legal  rate:  Estate  of  Glenn,  74  Cal.  567, 
508;  16  Pac.  Rep.  396;  Quivey  v.  Hall,  19  Cal.  97.  If  the  executor  or 
administrator  neglects  or  fails  to  indorse  his  allowance  or  rejection  on 
a  claim  within  ten  days  after  its  presentation,  and  the  claimant  elects 
to  consider  his  claim  rejected,  but,  pending  an  action  thereon,  it  is 
approved  and  filed  as  an  allowed  claim,  a  judgment  for  costs  is  the 
maximum  of  plaintiff's  relief;  Hall  v.  Cayot,  141  Cal.  13,  16;  74  Pae. 
Rep.  299. 

(S)  Efloct  of  Jtidgment.  The  sole  object  of  an  action  upon  a 
rejected  claim  for  money  is  to  place  it  among  the  allowed  claims 
against  the  estate.  The  judgment  rendered  against  an  ezecntor  or 
administrator  npon  any  claim  for  money  against  the  deceased  only 
establishes  the  claim  in  the  same  manner  as  if  it  had  been  allowed 
by  the  executor  or  administrator  aud  the  judge,  and  such  judgment  is 
no  more  effectual  as  an  estoppel  than  an  allowance  of  a  claim  would 
be,  for  it  can  be  contested  by  the  heirs  on  tba  settlement  of  an 
account  in  tbe  same  manner  as  a  claim  allowed  by  tbe  executor  or 
administrator  and  judge  can  be  contested;  Hal!  v.  Cayot,  141  Cal.  13, 
16;  74  Pac.  Rep.  299;  Estate  of  More,  121  Cal.  635;  54  Pac.  Sep.  143; 
McLean  r.  Crow,  88  Cal.  644;  26  Pac.  Rep.  596;  Estate  of  Glenn,  74 
Cal.  567;  16  Pac.  Rep,  3B6;  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.  v.  Robinson,  13  OaL 
133.  And  a  judgment  in  favor  of  an  executor  or  administrator  upon 
a  claim  presented  by  him  and  rejected  by  the  j'udge  has  no  greater 
force  and  effect  than  a  judgment  upon  any  other  rejected  claim.  It 
merely  establishes  the  claim  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same 
extent  as  if  it  had  been  alton-ed:  Estate  of  More,  121  Cal.  635,  638; 
51  Pac.  Rep.  148.  A  judgment  against  tbe  estate  of  a  decedent  does 
not  have  the  effect  of  giving  the  creditor  any  furtber  right  than  if  his 
claim  had  been  allowed,  nor  does  it  determine  the  right  of  priority 
over  other  claims.  That  must  be  determined  by  the  probate  court 
when  the  assets  are  finally  marshaled  and  tbe  order  at  payment  deter- 
mined by  that  court:  McLean  v.  Crow,  88  Cal.  644,  647;  26  Pac.  Hep. 
596.  A  judgment  at  common  law  was  no  evidence  in  an  action  against 
the  heir:  Beckett  v.  Selovor,  7  Cal.  215,  228;  6B  Am.  Dee.  237;  but  in 
this  country,  where  tbe  real  estate  is  a  fund  in  the  hands  of  the  execQ- 
tor  or  administrator  for  the  payment  of  debts,  a  judgment  against  the 
estate  is  prima  facie  evidence  of  indebtedness  as  against  the  beir: 
Estate  of  More,  121  Cal.  635,  6.^8;  54  Pae.  Eep.  148;  Estate  of  Schroe- 
der,  46  Cal.  304,  318.  A  judgment  may  afterward  be  contested  by  any 
person  interested  in  tbe  estate,  but  in  all  eases  the  burden  is  upon  the 
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eontcBtant  to  Bhow  th&t  the  claim  ia  wiCliout  merit:  Estate  of  More, 
121  Cal.  635,  639;  54  Pac.  liep.  14S.  If  ooe  is  sued  eb  an  lulmioU- 
trator,  but  he  is  not  an  admin istrHtor,  a  judgment  againBt  him  in  a 
representative  capacity  is  void:  Willis  v.  Farley,  24  Cal.  491,  502.  A 
judgment  against  an  executor,  after  the  resignation  of  his  trust  and 
acf^cptanee  thereof  by  the  probate  court,  and  where  the  beira  were 
not  made  particB,  does  not  bind  the  heirs:  Lnco  v.  Commercial  Bank, 

70  Cal.  339,  341;  11  Pac.  Eep.  850.  No  judgment  can  properly  be  ren- 
dered against  an  executor  or  administrator,  pending  an  appeal  from 
an  order  removing  him,  and  such  judgment  should  be  vacated,  as  llie 
appeal  does  not  revive  or  restore  his  powers,  but  be  remains  sus- 
pended from  office  pending  the  appeal,  and  has  ceased  from  the  date 
of  the  removal  to  be  practically  and  in  effect  the  eiecutor  of  admin- 
istrator of  the  estate  until  such  time  as  the  order  mlky  be  reversed: 
More  V,  More,  127  Cal.  400,  403;  59  Pac.  Rep.  823.  As  the  prpsenta- 
tion  of  a  judgment  lien  as  a  claim  against  an  estate  does  not  destroy 
the  lien,  the  recovery  of  another  judgment  upon  the  claim,  if 
rejected,  does  not  merge  the  original  judgment  nor  destroy  its  lien. 
The  executor  or  administrator  cannot,  by  rejecting  the  claim  and 
compelling  the  creditor  to  establish  it  by  suit,  take  from  the  latter  any 
right  that  would  have  attached  to  the  claim  had  it  been  allowed  with- 
out suit;  and  no  difference  is  observable  between  the  allowance  of  tbe 
claim  by  the  eiecutor  or  administrator  or  the  court,  and  tbe  judgment 
of  tho  court  allowing  the  claim  on  suit  brought  after  its  rejection; 
the  judgment  cstablislies  the  claim,  the  same  as  if  it  bad  been  allowed; 
Estate  of  Wiley,  138  Cal.  301,  306;  71  Pac.  Rep.  449.  Tho  mere  dis- 
missal of  an  action  against  an  estate  of  a  decedent  by  tbe  plaintiff, 
and  a  judgment  entered  thereon  without  prejudice  to  bis  riglit  to 
bring  a  new  action  on  the  same  cause  of  action,  is  no  bar  to  another 
action  on  the  same  claim:  Moore  v.  Bussell,  133  Cal.  297,  299;  85  Am. 
St.  Sep.  166;  6o  Pac.  Bep.  C24.  When  a  judgment  lien  has  attached 
to  land,  it  continues  two  years  from  its  inception,  whether  or  not  any 
execution  has  been  levied.  The  issuance  of  execution  is  not  necessary 
to  the  life  of  the  judgment  lien:  Estate  of  Wiley,  138  Cal.  301,  305; 

71  Pac.  Bep.  441. 

(6)  Execution.  After  the  death  of  the  judgment  debtor,  no  execu- 
tion can  issue;  the  creditor  must  then  present  bis  claim  to  the  eiecutor 
or  administrator,  like  any  other  claim,  and  if  rejected,  may  bring  suit 
thereon;  Estate  of  Wiley,  138  Cal.  301,  305;  71  Pac.  Rep.  441;  Rice  v, 
Inskeep,  34  Cat.  224,  226.  Upon  a  judgment  rendered  against  the 
deceased  in  his  lifetime,  no  execution  can  issue;  but  where  an  execu- 
tion is  issued  before  tbe  death  of  the  decedent,  and  actnally  levied,  the 
property  may  be  sold  under  it:  Balloc  v.  Bogers,  9  Cal.  123,  127.  A 
decree  for  the  payment  of  money  in  probate  proceedings  cannot  be 
enforced  as  for  a  contempt.  The  proper  process  ia  an  i 
Eostel  V.  Moral,  19  Or.  181;  23  Pac.  Hop.  900. 
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8.  Enforcemont  of  elalitus  against  estatos. 
(1)  Ll  gnunL  If  an  &dmiiiiHtr&tar  dsob  lacmey  belang^iag  to  an 
estate  witb  which  to  bu}'  property  in  hie  own  name,  and  to  alt 
nppearanceB  iu  bis  individual  capacity  the  administrator  has  the  legal 
title,  bnt  h«  holds  it  in  truet  for  the  heirs,  and  one  who,  without 
notice  of  the  lights  of  the  estate,  supplies  labor  and  materials  for  a, 
building  thereon,  acquires  a  mechanic's  lien  on  the  building  and  land, 
superior  to  the  rights  of  the  heirs;  Selbel  v.  Bath,  5  V!yo.  409;  40 
Pac.  Rep.  756,  780.  A  creditor  has  the  right  to  reduce  his  collaterals 
and  to  pursue  his  debtor  by  &  judgment  and  execution  until  his  claim 
is  satisfied,  subjeet  to  the  limitation  that  the  creditor  may  onlj-  har« 
one  satisfactioni  and  if  he  is  a  creditor  of  an  insolvent  estate  of  a 
decedent,  who  holds  collateral  security  for  his  claim,  but  disposes  of 
such  collateral  security  after  his  claim  has  been  proved,  the  amount 
received  for  the  security  is  a  payment  pro  tanto,  and  to  that  extent 
the  debt  is  extinguished.  He  is  therefore  entitled  to  dividends  only 
on  the  amount  remaining  due  on  the  claim.  Ho  is  not  entitled  to  divi' 
dends  on  the  whole  claim  as  allowed,  though  the  authorities  on  this 
question  are  divided:  Sullivan  v.  Erie,  8  Col.  App.  I;  44  Pac.  Bep.  948, 
949,  933.  A  creditor  of  an  estate  which  cannot  pay  all  claims  in  full 
is  entitled  to  come  in  upon  notice  at  the  settlement  of  the  adminis- 
trator's account,  and  contest  any  allowed  claim.  He  is  injured  by  the 
allowance  of  a  claim,  for  tbe  reason  that  it  reduces  the  percentage 
which  he  is  to  receive  in  case  the  estute  does  not  pay  its  debts  in  full. 
He  ie  interested  in  the  estate,  and  there  is  facing  bim  a  final  judgment, 
which  is  to  his  injury,  given  without  his  knowledge,  and  without  his 
having  a  day  in  court.  There  has  been  no  hearing  to  which  ho  has 
been  invited;  there  has  been  no  adjudication  at  which  he  has  been 
notified  to  appear.  Of  course,  it  may  be  said  that  he  can  bo  presi'nt 
at  the  probate  court,  or  before  the  probate  judge,  during  all  tho  period 
during  which  claims  may  be  filed,  and  watch  for  tbe  presentation  of 
the  claim  to  which  he  believes  he  has  s  valid  objection.  But  the  law 
does  not  require  anything  of  this  sort:  In  re  Mouillerat's  Estate,  14 
Mont.  245;  3«  Pac.  Kop.  )85,  187.  Where  tbe  note  of  a  decedent  is 
secured  by  shares  of  corporate  stock,  but  the  claim  is  not  acted  upon 
within  tbe  statutory  time  by  tho  executor  or  administrator,  and  the 
claimant,  deeming  his  claim  rejected,  brings  suit  upon  the  rejected 
note  and  security,  be  is  entitled  to  enforce  both,  and  to  have  an  order 
of  sale  of  bis  stock  na  against  tbe  executor  who  occupies  the  same 
position  that  the  decedent  would  havo  occupied  had  he  lived;  Hall  v. 
Cayot,  141  Cal.  13,  18,  19;  74  Pac.  Bep.  299.  A  claimant  against  the 
estate  of  a  decedent  cannot  recover  the  amount  of  his  debt  from  tbe 
administrator's  bondsmen,  where  he  failed  to  file  his  claim  against  the 
estate  until  after  the  time  set  therefor,  and  made  no  attempt  to  iiave 
its  validity  determined  by  tho  court.  The  filing  of  tbe  claim  in  the 
county  court  proves  nothing,  and,  unless  there  is  an  alluwaiu-c  and  an 
adjudication,  there  is  no   establishment   of  the  debt   as   against   the 
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estate,  and  no  proof  o(  its  liability  to  pay:  Metz  v.  People,  6  Col.  App. 
57;  40  Pac.  Rep.  51,  53.  A  judgment  obtained  agaioHt  the  sureties  on 
tho  bond  of  an  ofiicial  cannot  be  enforced  by  tlietn  as  a  claim  against 
his  estate,  after  hie  death,  until  they  have  paid  such  bond:  Estate  of 
Hill,  67  Cal.  238,  244;  7  Pac,  Sep.  <S64.  Tho  holder  of  a  note,  dellTered 
to  him  aa  tbe  beir  of  an  estate,  may  maintain  an  action  thereon 
against  the  executor,  though  such  note  has  not  been  indorsed  or 
assigned  to  him:  Perry  t.  'Wheeler,  63  Kan.  STO;  66  Pac.  Rep.  lOOT. 
A  creditor  whose  claim  against  the  estate  of  a  decedent  has  been  pre- 
sented, and  rejected  in  whole  or  in  part,  may  maintain  a  suit  in  equity 
for  the  enforcement  of  his  rights:  Walkerly  v.  Bacon,  85  Cal.  137,  141; 
24  Pac.  Rep.  63%.  In  an  action  to  foreclose  the  lien  of  a  street  assess- 
ment, after  the  death  of  the  owner,  the  personal  representatives  of  the 
deceased  owner  are  not  necessary  parties  defendant.  His  heirs  or 
devisees  are  the  only  necessary  defendants:  Phelan  v.  Dunne,  TS  Cal. 
239,  331;  13  Pac.  Rep.  663. 

(2)  B7  attachment.  A  probate  judge  has  no  authority  to  issue  an 
order  of  attachment  in  an  action  pending  in  the  district  court  upon 
a  claim  not  due,  and  any  levy  of  an  order  of  attachment  issued  only 
by  the  probate  jndge  is  void:  Noyes  v.  Phipps,  10  Kan.  App.  580;  63 
Pac.  Rep.  659.  Funds  in  the  hands  of  an  executor  or  administrator  of 
an  estate  cannot  be  reached  by  a  garnishment  proceeding  in  an  action 
against  a  distributee,  before  an  order  of  distribution  has  been  made, 
and  while  the  estate  remains  unsettled:  Nelson  v.  Stall,  65  Kan.  SS5; 
68  Pae.  Hap.  617,  618;  Norton  v.  Clark,  18  Nev.  247;  3  Pac.  Bep.  589; 
but  property  vested  in  a  non-resideot  executor  or  administrator  is  sub- 
ject to  attachment  and  other  process:  Barlow  v.  Cogan,  1  Wash.  Ter. 
357.  Even  if  a  lien  by  execution  could  be  levied  upon  specific  prop- 
erty sold  to  a  person  before  bis  death  to  satisfy  a  judgment  for  the 
purchase  price,  it  does  sot  follow  that  the  proceeds  of  such  property 
after  sale  by  the  administrator  could  be  levied  npon  to  satisfy  such 
judgment,  especially  if  the  same  has  passed  into  the  hands  of  the 
administrator,  with  other  property,  and  has  become  so  mixed  that  it 
cannot  be  ascertained  how  much  of  the  goods  sold  by  the  adminis- 
trator was  Bold  by  the  plaintiff  to  the  deceased,  nor  how  much  Bach 
goods  brought.  If  the  plaintiff  has  a  right  to  any  lien  at  all,  it  is  for 
the  specific  goods  sold  to  the  deceased  under  and  by  virtue  of  tho 
execution.  The  plaintiff  has  no  legal  claim  to  mooey  in  the  hands  of 
the  administrator,  even  though  the  money  accrued  in  part  from  tbe 
sale  of  the  goods  which  bad  previously  been  sold  to  tbe  decedent: 
In  re  Farmer's  Estate,  17  Utah,  80;  53  Pac.  Sep.  972.  By  the  levy 
of  an  attachment  at  tho  commencement  of  an  action,  only  a  contingent 
lien  upon  the  land  is  created ;  and  until  it  is  matured  by  a  judgment 
the  lien  cannot  be  enforced  against  the  property;  and  when  judgment 
is  finally  obtained  the  plaintiff  acquires  no  other  than  a  creditor's 
interest  in  the  land,  except  the  right  to  enforce  the  lien  by  a  sale  of 
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the  land.  The  reodition  of  tbe  judgment,  &nd  of  an  order  decreeing 
the  sale  of  the  real  estate,  does  not  transfer  the  title  thereto,  nor  give 
any  right  of  posaession  to  the  judgment  creditor.  Until  the  Bale  and 
eonvejanee  are  made,  the  right  of  posaession  remains  in  the  debtor, 
and  until  the  sale  ia  completed  in  pursuance  of  the  judgment  and 
decree,  neither  the  plaintiff  nor  the  purchaser  at  the  sale  acquires  any- 
right  to  the  lands,  issues,  or  profits  of  the  real  estate.  Hence  where 
an  adminiatrator  takes  possession  of  tha  real  estate  of  an  intestate 
under  an  order  of  the  probate  court,  and  eoUectH  and  receives  rent 
for  the  same,  an  attaching  creditor  has  no  special  right  to  the  rents 
received,  and  no  Interest  therein  beyond  that  of  a  general  creditor  of 
the  estate:  Eotbmau  v.  Maikson,  34  Kan.  M2;  9  Pac.  Bep.  218,  222. 
Where  the  creditor  of  the  devisee  attached  real  property  devised 
before  the  distribution  of  the  estate,  his  rights  under  the  attaehmeut 
levied  will  in  no  way  be  affected  by  the  decree  of  distribution.  He  is 
not  required  to  present  his  claim  to  the  probate  court,  and  is  not 
entitled  to  participate  in  the  distribution  of  the  estate,  but  the  prop- 
erty distributed  continues  to  be  subject  to  the  lien  of  his  attachment, 
if  properly  levied:  Martinovich  v.  Marsieano  (Cal.),  89  Pac.  Bop.  333. 
Pri^erty  of  a  decedent  attached  in  his  lifetime  cannot  be  sold  after 
his  death  to  satisfy  a  judgment  against  him.  The  death  of  defendant 
destroys  the  attachment  lien:  Myers  v.  Mott,  29  Cal.  359,  367;  Ham  v. 
Cunningham,  50  Cal.  SSS,  367.  The  death  of  a  defendant  destroys  the 
lien  of  an  attachment,  and  the  attached  property  passes  into  the  bands 
of  the  ezecntor  or  adminiatrator,  to  be  administered  upon  in  due  course 
of  administration:  Myers  v.  Kott,  29  Cal.  359,  367;  S9  Am.  Dec.  49.  If 
the  defendant  died  after  the  service  of  summons  and  the  levy  of  an 
attachment,  and  before  judgment,  and  the  executor  or  administrator 
is  substituted,  and  the  action  is  continued  against  him,  it  is  error  for 
the  court  to  render  a  judgment  and  enforce  the  lien  of  the  attachment 
by  a  sals  of  the  attached  property  and  an  application  of  the  proceeds 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  demand:  Myers  v.  Uott,  29  Cal.  359,  367;  89 
Am.  Dec  40. 

9.  AcUon  pending  against  decedent  at  time  of  his  death.  Presentation 
of  claim. 
(1)  In  general.  The  plaintiff  in  an  action  pending  against  a 
deceased  person  at  the  time  of  his  death  must  present  his  claim 
against  the  estate  to  the  executor  or  administrator  of  the  estate 
of  the  deceased,  where  such  presentation  is  necessary  under  the  law, 
nnd  cannot  recover  in  his  action  unices  proof  of  such  presentation  is 
made:  Derby  &  Co.  v.  Jackman,  89  Cal.  1,  4;  26  Pac.  Bep.  610;  Hibernia 
etc.  Soc.  V.  Wackenreuder,  99  Cal.  503,  537,  508;  34  Pac.  Bep.  219; 
Falkner  v.  Heady,  107  Cal.  49,  52;  40  Pac.  Bep.  21,  386;  Vermont 
Marble  Co.  v.  Black,  123  Cal.  21,  22;  55  Pac.  Bep.  599;  Gregory  v. 
Clabrough's  Executors,  129  Cal.  475,  479;  62  Pac.  Rep.  72;  Frazier  v. 
Murphy,  133  Cal.  91,  95;  65  Pac.  Bep.  326.    All  that  U  required  of  the 
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plaintiff  in  saeli  a  case  is  Bimply  to  present  his  claim:  Oregorv  t. 
Clabrough'B  Eiecutors,  129  Cal.  ir.l,  479;  62  Pac.  Hep.  72,  The  presen- 
tation of  a  claim  must  be  proved,  although  not  denied  in  the  answer, 
and  DO  judgment  for  the  plaintiff  can  be  properly  rendered  upon  the 
pleadings:  Derby  &  Co.  v.  Jackman,  89  Cal.  J,  4;  26  Pac.  Bep.  810.  If 
the  plaintiff  fails  to  make  the  required  proof,  upon  a  trial  had,  against 
tho  personal  representatives  of  the  decedent,  he  should  be  nonsuited: 
Vermont  Marble  Co.  v.  Black,  123  Cal.  21,  23;  55  Pac.  Bep.  599.  A 
statute  limiting  the  comnienceinent  of  an  action  upon  a  rejected 
claim,  which  is  past  due,  to  a  specified  time,  has  no  application  to  an 
action  already  pending;  and  the  fact  that  the  suit  may  have  been 
revived  against  the  executors  more  than  three  months  after  tbe  rejec- 
tion of  the  claim  cannot  affect  the  cause  of  action;  Gregory  v.  Cia- 
brough's  Eitecutors,  129  Cal.  475,  479;  62  Pac.  Bep.  72.  Proof  of  the 
pvescntation  of  a  claim  to  the  executor  or  administrator  of  the  estate 
of  defendant,  where  he  died  during  the  pendency  of  an  action 
against  him,  and  where  the  executor  or  administrator  of  his  estate 
has  been  substituted  as  defendant,  is  not  a  fact  essential  to  the  valid- 
ity of  the  judgment,  where  no  issue  has  been  made  upon  that  ques- 
tion, but  tbe  failure  to  make  the  proof  is  ground  for  reversal,  when 
objection  is  made  in  tbe  trial  court,  and  the  exception  is  properly  pre- 
served, although  the  appeal  was  not  taken  within  sixty  days  after  the 
rendition  of  the  judgment:  Falkner  v.  Hcndy,  107  Cal.  49,  53;  4U  Pac. 
Bep.  21,  380.  The  objection  must  be  first  made  in  the  court  below; 
it  is  too  late  to  raise  tbe  point  for  the  first  time  in  the  supreme  court: 
Drake  v.  Foster,  52  Cal.  225,  227.  A  statute  which  requires  the 
plaiutiff  to  present  his  claim  to  the  representative  of  the  estate,  where 
the  defendant  dies  pending  the  suit,  simply  means  that,  nben  an 
action  is  pending  against  tbe  decedent  at  the  time  of  his  death,  tbe 
plaintiff  therein  is  not  relieved  from  the  duty  of  presenting  for  allow- 
ance the  claim  upon  which  it  is  based,  when  the  claim  is  of  that  char- 
acter that  he  would  have  been  required  to  make  such  presentation  in 
order  to  preserve  its  validity  as  a  claim  against  tbe  estate  if  such 
action  had  not  been  brought  in  the  lifetime  of  the  decedent:  Hibernia 
etc.  Soc.  V.  Wackenreuder,  99  Cal.  503,  507;  34  Pac.  Bep.  219;  Frazier 
V.  Murphy,  133  Cal.  91,  90;  55  Pac.  Bep.  326.

(Z)  Practice.  Substitution.  Supplemental  complaint.  If  a  defend- 
ant dies  pending  an  action  against  him,  the  proper  practice  is  for  tbe 
plaintiff  to  file  a  suppleiucntal  complaint,  alleging  the  death,  and  due 
presentation  of  the  claim:  Falkner  v.  Ilendy,  107  Cal.  4B,  52;  40  Pac. 
Bep.  21,  3.S6;  Bemmerly  v.  Woodward,  12*  Cal.  568,  570;  57  Pac.  Bep, 
561.     The  proper  practice  on  tbe  suggestion  of  tbe  death  of  a  party 
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after  verdict  and  before  judgment  is  to  direct  the  e'ntry  of  the  judg- 
mont  provided  for  in  the  statute,  and  then  to  suspend  all  furtLer  pro- 
ceedings in  the  cause  until  an  exrcytor  or  adminiatrator  shall  qualify 
and  be  substituted  as  a  party:  Estate  of  Page,  SO  Cal.  40,  42.  If  the 
judgment  in  such  a  case  is  entered  against  the  executor  hy  name, 
payable  in  due  course  of  admini  strati  on,  instead  of  being  against  the 
testator  by  name,  such  error  does  not  render  the  judgment  void,  and  it 
is  not  necessary  to  present  it  to  the  executor  for  allowance  as  a  claim 
against  the  estate,  but  the  executor  must  pay  out  of  money  in  his 
hands  applicable  for  that  purpose:  Estate  of  Page,  50  Cal.  40,  43.  If 
a  party  against  whom  a  money  judgment  has  been  rendered  moves  for 
a  new  trial,  but  dies  before  the  motion  is  determined,  and  his  executor 
is  substituted  as  defendant,  and  prosecutes  the  motion,  and  obtains  an 
order  modifying  the  judgment,  but  no  new  judgment  is  rendered,  the 
judgment  as  modified  is  a  claim  against  the  estate  which  should  be 
paid  in  due  course  of  administration,  and  no  presentation  thereof  to 
the  executor  is  necesaary:  Estate  of  Brennan,  63  Cal.  517,  518;  4  Pac. 
Bop.  561.  If  an  appellant  dies  pending  an  appeal,  a  motion  by  his 
substituted  executors  to  remand  the  cause  to  the  lower  court  upon  the 
ground  that  the  judgment  is  incapable  of  enforcement  for  the  reason 
that  there  was  a  want  of  proper  presentation  of  it  as  a  claim  against 
the  estate  of  the  deceased  will  be  denied.  The  enforcement  of  a  judg- 
ment, or  the  right  to  withhold  its  enforcement,  is  a  matter  primarily 
within  tKe  jurisdiction  of  the  court  by  which  it  was  rendered.  Upon 
the  death  of  the  appellant,  the  power  of  the  lower  court  to  enforce  its 
judgment  hy  execution  terminated,  and  the  respondent  was  remitted 
for  its  collection  to  the  probate  jurisdiction  of  tho  court  having  charge 
of  the  administration  of  the  estate  of  the  detedent,  and  to  that  court 
the  executors  must  present  any  defense  there  may  have  been  to  its 
payment  out  of  the  assets  of  that  estate:  People's  Homo  Sav.  Bank  v. 
Sadler,  1  Cal.  App.  JS9,  193,  194;  01  I'ae.  Rep.  1029.  Where  a  judg- 
ment had  been  obtained  against  a  joint  debtor  in  hia  lifetime,  and  he 
died  pending  bis  appeal  from  tho  judgment,  and  his  executors  were 
substituted  pending  the  appeal,  and  obtained  a  reversal  of  the  judg- 
ment, the  executors  are  not  released  because  of  a  failure  to  present 
the  claims  to  them:  Megrath  v.  Gilmore,  15  Wash.  558;  46  Pac.  Eep. 
1032.  If  a  widow  has  no  children,  and  dies  pending  her  appeal  from 
an  order  refusing  to  grant  her  application  to  have  tho  whole  estate  set 
apart  to  her,  her  right  does  not  survive  to  any  one,  and  the  proceed- 
ings abate  by  her  death:  Estate  of  Bachelder,  123  Cal.  466,  167;  56 
Pac.  Rep.  97.  Although  an  order  substituting  the  representative  of  a 
deceased  person  as  a  party  to  an  action  pending  an  appeal  to  the 
anpreme  court  has  been  made,  the  regular  and  orderly  method  of  pro- 
aednre  is  to  procure  upon  a  proper  showing  a  like  substitution  in  the 
lower  court.  The  propriety,  if  not  the  necessity,  of  such  procedure 
must  become  manifest  when  it  is  considered  that  there  will  be  thus 
avoided  vexatious  questions  of  the  responsibility  for  coats  and  of  the 
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effect  which  a  JQ^gment  may  have  as  a  lien  npon  the  property  of  the 
peTSOnal  representative  who  ma;  be  fonnd  chargeable  with  coatB,  and 
whose  name  does  not  appear  in  the  jodgment-bookB:  Beay  v.  Heazel- 
ton,  138  Cal.  333,  338;  60  Pae.  Bep.  977.  WTiere  the  atatnte  provides 
that  an  action  shall  not  abate  by  the  death  of  a  party,  and  that  the 
same  may  be  continned  against  bis  Tepreseutative,  or  bis  successor  in 
interest,  the  filing  of  a  snpplemental  complaint,  and  the  bringing  in  as 
defendants  snch  ezecutora  or  administrators  is  not  the  commencement 
of  any  action  against  them,  bat  only  a  step  in  the  pregress  of  the 
original  action  to  judgment;  and  where  the  original  action  was  com- 
menced within  the  time  limited  by  the  statnte,  the  cause  of  action 
stated  in  the  supplemental  complaint  is  not  barred  by  the  provisions 
of  such  statute,  though  the  time  therein  specified  had  expired  before 
the  filing  of  the  latter  complaint:  Ribernia  etc.  Soc.  v.  'Wachenreuder,  99 
Cal.  503, 510;  34  Pac.  Bep.  219.  In  the  absence  of  proof  of  the  presenta- 
tion of  the  claim,  a  jndgment  against  the  executor  or  administrator  as 
a  substituted  defendant,  payable  in  due  course  of  administration,  and 
against  their  objection  for  want  of  such  proof,  is  erroneons:  Fraeier 
V,  Mnrpby,  133  Cal.  91,  95;  6S  Pac.  Bep.  326. 

ID.  Deatli  of  one  against  wliom  il^t  of  acUon  exists. 
(1)  Blgbt  of  action  pTesarved.  If  a  person  against  whom  an  action 
may  be  brought  dies  before  the  expiration  of  the  time  limited  for  the 
commencemGnt  thereof,  and  the  cause  of  action  survives,  and  the 
statute  provides  that  an  action  may  be  commenced  against  his  execu- 
tors or  administrators  after  the  expiration  of  that  time,  and  within 
one  year  after  the  isaning  of  Utters  testamentary  or  of  administration, 
such  statute  applies  only  to  cases  where  the  statnte  of  limitations  has 
commenced  to  run.  The  abject  of  the  statute  is,  not  to  curtaO,  but 
to  prolong  the  period  for  suing  in  the  given  category;  Smith  v.  Hall, 
1ft  Cal.  85,  86;  Estate  of  Bullard,  118  Cal.  355,  357;  48  Pac.  Bep.  219. 
The  evident  purpose  of  such  a  statnte  is  to  secure  to  a  party,  who 
has  a  cause  of  action  against  a  decedent,  one  year  after  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  legal  representative  within  which  to  bring  his  action.  This 
may  or  may  not  have  the  effect  of  extending  the  time:  Barclay  v. 
Blackinton,  1ST  Cal.  1S»,  192;  59  Fac.  Bep.  834.  A  party  having  a 
cause  of  action  against  the  estate  of  a  deceased  person  is  not  bound 
to  eause  administration  to  be  had  because  the  statute  expresaly 
extends  his  time  for  one  year  after  the  issuance  of  letters:  Davis  v. 
Hart,  123  Cat.  3S4,  388;  55  Pac.  Kep.  1060.  Upon  the  death  of  a  judg- 
ment debtor,  the  plaintiff's  right  of  action  ceases;  but  the  statute 
substitutes  the  presentation  of  the  claim  for  suit,  allowing  the  execu- 
tor or  administrator  to  aclcnowle'lge  it  and  place  it  on  the  list  of 
recognized  debts  of  the  estate.  The  right  to  sue  does  not  come  from 
the  existence  of  the  claim  and  the  non-payment,  but  comes  from  the 
refusal  of  the  executor  or  administrator  to  acknowledge  it  as  a  jnst 
claim  against  the  estate.     This  right,  therefore,  does  not  accrue  until 
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the  preaentation  of  the  claim,  and  the  party  ia  not  bound  to  present  it 
tnitil  after  publication  of  tbe  notice  to  creditOTS.  It  would  be  unjust 
to  hold  that  tbe  claim  is  barred  by  the  statute  of  limitations  when  the 
claimant  was  in  no  default:  Qulvey  v.  Eall,  19  Cal.  07,  100.  It  is  a 
^neral  rule  o£  law,  that  when  a  right  of  action  has  accrued  against 
a  party  who  may  be  sued,  tbe  statute  of  limitations  begins  to  run,  and 
its  running  will  not  be  sospended  by  the  happening  of  any  subsequent 
event,  unless  within  some  saving  clause  of  the  statute;  and  the  aubse- 
qnent  death  of  the  debtor  or  the  lapse  of  time  before  the  appoint- 
ment of  his  personal  representative  is  no  exception  to  the  mle.  And 
this  is  true,  although  the  debtor  may  die  within  the  period  fixed  by 
the  statute,  and,  by  reason  of  litigation  aa  to  tbe  rigbt  to  probate,  an 
executor  or  administrator  may  not  be  appointed  until  after  tho  expira- 
tion of  tbe  time  limited.  To  avoid  the  harshness  and  injustice  of  this 
rule,  that  often  barred  a  cause  of  action,  without  any  fault  or  lacbes 
on  the  part  of  tbe  creditor,  statutes  have  been  passed  that  preserve 
to  a  creditor  the  right  to  bring  an  action  within  a  specified  time  after 
the  appointment  of  an  executor  or  adminiatratOT,  when  tbe  time 
limited  would  otherwise  expire  subsequently  to  tbe  death  of  the 
debtor,  and  before  the  appointment  of  bis  personal  representative. 
Hence,  nnder  statutes  which  provide  that  an  action  cannot  be  main- 
tained against  an  executor  or  administrator  until  tbe  rejection  of  the 
claim  and  the  expiration  of  six  months  from  the  granting  of  letters 
testamentary,  it  is  manifest  that  tbe  allowance  of  six  months  after 
the  iaaning  of  letters  testamentary,  before  an  executor  or  adminis- 
trator can  be  sued,  ia  a  statutory  prohibition,  and  has  the  effect  of 
suspending  the  operation  of  tbe  statute  during  the  time  of  the  con- 
tinuance of  aoch  prohibition:  Blaskower  v.  Steel,  23  Or.  106;  31  Pac. 
Rep.  253,  254. 

(2)  Effect  of ,  as  to  rtatnto  of  Umltattons.  Where  no  canee  of 
action  accrued  to  a  person  in  his  lifetime,  bat  did  aecrne  after  his 
death,  tbe  statute  of  limitations  began  to  run  at  tbe  date  of  accrual, 
tbongh  there  was  no  person  in  existence  competent  to  sue,  and  con- 
tinned  to  run  from  such  date  without  cessation;  but,  where  the  cause 
of  action  has  accrued  to  tbe  testator  or  intestate  in  his  lifetime,  the 
running  of  the  statute  will  not  be  stayed  by  his  death  until  the  grant 
of  ad miojat ration,  "  It  is  not  easy,"  said  Sanderson,  J.,  "  to  perceive 
why,  upon  principle,  any  distinction  ahonld  be  made  between  the  case 
where  the  cause  of  action  accrues  in  the  lifetime  of  the  testator 
or  intestate,  and  where  it  does  not  accrue  until  after  hie  death.  The 
only  reason  which  can  be  given  why  the  statute  should  not  mn  in 
any  case  ia,  that  there  is  no  person  to  sue,  therefore  no  person  to 
whom  laches  can  be  imputed,  but  the  reason  applies  to  tbe  latter 
case  as  well  as  to  tbe  former,  and  if  an  exception  is  allowed  in  the 
former,  it  ought  also  to  be  extended  to  the  latter";  Tynan  v.  Walker, 
K  Cal.  634,  638;  95  Am.  Dec.  152;  Hibernia  Sav.  A  L.  8oc.  v.  Conliu, 
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67  Cal.  ITS,  130;  7  Pac.  Rep.  477;  Eatsto  of  BulUrd,  116  Cal.  355, 
356;  48  Pac.  Rep.  219.  If  a  cause  of  action  accnies  after  the  death 
of  a  peraoc,  the  itatate  of  limitationB  beginH  to  ran  at  the  data 
of  the  accrual,  though  there  is  do  peraon  ia  existence  competent  to 
sue,  and  the  statute  continues  to  run  from  such  date  without  cessa- 
tion; and  it  nakea  no  difference  whether  the  cause  of  action  wai 
one  accruing  after  the  death  of  a  person  who  would,  if  he  had  sur- 
vived the  accrual,  been  plaintiff  in  the  action,  or  whether  it  is  one 
where  the  action  would  have  been  against  a  person  as  defendant  if 
he  had  lived  vntil  the  cause  of  action  came  into  existence:  Hibemia 
8av,  &  L.  Soc.  v.  Conlin,  67  Cal.  178;  7  Pac.  Rep.  477,  478.  A  claim 
against  the  estate  of  a  decedent,  which  did  not  exist  until  after  the 
expiration  of  the  jear  speciSed  in  the  notice  to  creditors,  could  not 
be  affected  by  such  notice,  nor  be  barred  because  not  presented  to 
the  executor  or  administrator  within  that  time:  In  re  MacDonald's 
Estate,  20  Wash.  422;  69  Pac.  Rep.  1111,  lllo.  The  statute  of  limita- 
tions will  run  upon  a,  demand  against  the  estate  of  a,  deceased  person 
after  a  reasonable  time  has  elapsed  after  the  death  of  such  person, 
and  this,  even  though  no  executor  or  administrator  has  been  appointed: 
Black  T.  Elliott,  63  Kan.  211;  65  Pac.  Bep.  215.  Where  the  plaintiff 
has  failed  to  serve  summonB  within  the  time  prescribed  by  the  statute 
after  its  isBuance,  bis  action  must  be  dismiBsed,  and  it  is  immaterial 
that  the  defendant  died  within  less  than  one  year  after  the  com- 
mencement of  the  action.  The  time,  having  begun  to  run  during  his 
lifetime,  was  not  suspended  by  his  death,  nor  by  a  failure  to  appoint 
an  administrator  of  his  estate.  When  once  the  statute  of  limitations 
begins  to  run,  its  running  is  not  suspended  by  any  subsequent  dis- 
ability. There  is  no  eicption  to  the  bar  of  the  statute,  except  it  ia 
found  in  the  statute  itself:  Davis  v.  Hart,  123  Cal.  3S4,  38S;  55  Pac 
Rep.  1060;  Union  8av.  Bank  v,  Barrett,  132  Cal.  453;  64  Pac.  Rep. 
713,  1071.  But  the  doctrine  that  when  the  statute  of  limitations 
begins  to  run,  a  subsequent  disabUtty,  such  as  death  of  the  party 
bound,  etc.,  has  no  application  where  a  judgment  ia  obtained  against 
an  intestate  in  his  lifetime  and  no  execution  is  levied.  In  such  a 
case,  the  judgment  creditor  being  prevented  by  the  statute  from  suing 
after  the  death  of  the  debtor,  the  statute  ceases  to  mn  until  presen. 
tation  of  the  claim  to  the  administrator;  Quivey  v.  Hall,  19  Cal.  97, 
100. 

11.  Forecloson  of  mortgagas.  In  general. 
(1)  Piesentatlon  of  claim.  Purpose  of.  The  presentation  and  allow- 
ance of  a  mortgage  claim  against  the  estate  of  decedent  is  to  prevent 
the  debt  from  being  barred  and  the  mortgage  extinguished  by  limita- 
tion; but  it  does  not  preclude  a  subsequent  action  for  the  foreclosure 
of  the  mortgage,  in  which  tho  estate  may  be  subjected  to  costs  and 
eounsol  fees:  Moran  v.  Gardemcyvr,  63  Cal.  96,  100;  23  Pac.  Rep.  6; 
and,  whether  the  claim  be  allowed  or  rejected,  the  creditor  may  at  once 
proceed  to  foreclose  his  mortgage:   Willis  v.  Farley,  24  Cal.  490,  499. 
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(2)  Pnaeatatlon.  Wben  naceBwry.  If  a  mortgagee  reliM  on  tha 
general  aaeetB  in  the  hands  of  the  exeentor  or  ftdministrator  of  &n 
estate  for  the  paymeat  of  his  debt,  or  anj  part  of  it,  be  must  present 
the  same  in  the  manner  and  within  the  time  required  bj  the  statute 
relating  to  the  presentation  of  claims;  and  failing  to  do  this,  he  is 
limited  to  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  the  mortgaged  prop- 
erty. In  other  words,  a  mortgage,  to  be  available  as  a  claim  against 
the  estate,  must  be  presented  as  other  elaima:  Estate  of  Turner,  128 
Cal.  388,  392;  60  Pae.  Bep.  997;  Pitte  v.  Shipley,  46  Cal.  154;  ElUssen 
V.  Halleck,  6  Cal.  386;  Ellis  v.  PolherauB,  27  Cal.  3^0;  Andrews  v. 
Morse  (Kan.),  32  Pac.  Bep.  640;  Beid  v.  SuUivan,  20  Col.  408;  3S 
Pac.  Bep.  338;  Scammon  v.  Ward,  1  Wash.  176;  23  Pae.  Bep.  43S. 
Under  the  Colorado  statute,  a  foreclosure  of  a  mortgage  can  be  had 
within  one  year  from  the  death  of  the  testator  or  intestate  only  by 
permission  of  the  county  court;  and  before  a  foreclosure  can  be  had 
in  any  ease,  although  one  year  may  have  elapsed,  the  debt  or  claim 
secured  must  have  been  presented  and  allowed  by  such  court.  The 
time  within  which  such  claims  may  be  allowed  is  not  Szed  by  statute, 
but  where  the  claim  is  presented  before  the  discharge  of  the  adminis- 
trator, and  while  the  estate  is  atlll  in  process  of  administration,  it  is 
a  sufficient  compliance  with  the  statute:  Sullivan  v.  Sheets,  22  Col. 
153;  43  Pae.  Bep.  1012,  1013;  Beid  t.  Snllivan,  20  Col.  408;  39  Pac. 


<3)  PTMentaUon.  When  not  nacessai?-  A  mortgagee  may  fore- 
close his  iDortgage  against  the  property  of  a  decedent,  described 
in  the  mortgage,  without  presentation  of  his  claim  to  the  eiecutor 
or  administrator  of  the  estate,  where  he  waives  all  elaim  to  any 
other  property  of  the  estate:  Dreyfusa  v,  Giles,  79  Cal.  409;  21  Pac, 
Bep.  840;  Anglo-Nevada  Assur.  Corp.  v.  Nadeau,  90  Cal.  393;  27 
Pac.  Bep.  302;  Qennan  S.  A  h.  8oc.  t.  Fisher,  92  Cal.  502;  28  Pac. 
Bep.  391;  Heeser  v.  Taylor,  1  Cal.  App.  61S;  82  Pac.  Bep.  977;  Security 
Sav.  Bank  v.  Connell,  65  Cal.  574;  4  Pac.  Bep.  580;  Andrews  v. 
Marsh  (Kan.),  32  Pac.  Bep.  640;  Fullerton  v.  Bailev,  17  Utah,  85; 
P3  Pac.  Bep.  1020;  Teel  v.  Winston,  22  Or.  489;  28  Pae.  E«p.  142; 
Bced  v.  Miller,  1  Wash.  428;  25  Pac.  Kep.  334;  Bank  of  Sonoma  v. 
Charles,  86  Cal.  322,  32T;  24  Pae.  Bep.  1019;  Bank  of  Suisan  v. 
Stark,  106  Cal.  202;  30  Pac.  Bep.  531.  But,  to  do  this,  there  must 
be  an  express  waiver  in  the  complaint;  Security  Sav.  Bank  v.  Cor- 
nell, 65  Cal.  574;  4  Pac.  Bep.  SSO;  Dreyfuss  v.  Giles,  79  Cal.  409; 
21  Pac.  Bep.  840;  Anglo-Nevada  Assur.  Corp.  y.  Nadeau,  00  Cal.  393; 
27  Pac.  Bep.  302;  Bank  of  Sonoma  County  v.  Charles,  80  Cal.  322, 
327;  24  Pac.  Bep.  1019.  The  presentation  of  a  note  secured  by  mort- 
gage as  a  claim  against  the  estate,  without  the  presentation  of  the 
mortgage,  docs  not  waive  the  mortgage,  if  there  was  no  intention  to 
waive  or  abandon  it:  Bank  of  Sonoma  County  v.  Chnrles,  86  Cal.  31i2. 
327;  24  Pap.  Rep.  1019.  The  purpose  of  the  staliite  as  to  waiving 
Probate  —  4t 
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recourse  ig  to  require  the  pUintiff  to  put  bu  waiver  upon  record  in 
his  complaint,  so  that  there  may  be  no  queetiou  that  be  baa  waived 
recourse,  etc.;  and  it  is  immatBrial  whether  or  not  he  made  the 
waiver  before  bis  complaint  waa  drawn  by  failure  to  present  the  claim 
to  the  eieculofB  within  the  time  prescribed  by  the  statute,  or  other- 
wise: Anglo-Nevada  Assur.  Corp.  v.  Nadeau,  90  Cal.  393,  396;  27 
Pac.  Rep.  302.  It  is  not  essential  to  a  waiver  that  the  claim  at  right 
waived  should  be  enforceable.  There  may  be  a  waiver  or  relinquish- 
ment of  a  claim  to  something  without  right:  Anglo-Nevada  Assur. 
Corp.  V.  Nadeau,  90  Cal.  393,  396;  27  Pac.  Eep.  302.  A  auit  to  fore- 
close a  mortgage  given  by  a  decedent  may  be  maintained,  though  it 
was  not  due  at  the  time  the  estate  was  closed  and  discbarge  made, 
and  was  not  presented  as  a  claim  against  the  estate,  where  the  com- 
plaint expressly  waives  all  claim  against  any  other  property  of  the 
estate  except  the  land  described  in  the  mortgage:  Dreyfuss  v.  Giles, 
79  Cal.  409;  21  Pac.  Bep.  840.  With  the  eiception  of  a  deScieney 
found  to  exist  after  a  foreclosure  sale,  it  is  not  necessary  to  present 
to  an  administrator  a  claim  secured  by  mortgage  upon  the  real  prop- 
erty of  a  decedent:  Kelsey  v.  "Welch,  8  8.  D.  255;  66  N.  W.  Eep.  390. 

ii)  Distinct  proceedings.  Where  the  statute  gives  to  the  holder  of 
the  mortgage  the  right  to  enforce  the  same  "against  the  property  of 
the  estate  subject  thereto  "  without  proBentation  of  the  claim  to  the 
executor  or  administrator,  the  bolder  of  a  claim  secured  by  mortgage 
has  two  modea  in  which  ho  may  enforce  its  payment,  He  may  insti- 
tute an  action  for  its  foreclosure  under  such  statute,  in  which  the 
amount  of  his  recovery  will  be  limited  to  the  proceeds  of  his  security; 
or  he  may  present  bis  claim  to  the  executor  or  administrator  for 
allowance,  and,  under  another  provision  of  the  statute,  receive  the 
amount  allowed  therefor  from  the  proceeds  of  a  sale  made  under  the 
supervision  of  the  probate  court;  and,  if  those  proceeds  are  insuffi- 
cient therefor,  may  share  equally,  with  the  other  creditors,  in  the 
general  assets  of  the  estate,  for  the  amount  of  such  deficiency.  The 
two  proceedings  are  entirely  independent  of  each  other,  and  may  be 
conducted  in  different  forums.  The  proceedings  to  foreclose  the  mort- 
gage may  be  talien  after  the  presentation  and  allowance  of  his  claim, 
or  even  after  its  rejection:  Visolia  Sav.  Bank  v.  Curtis,  135  Cal.  350, 
352;  67  Pac.  Eep.  32B;  Moran  v.  Oardmeyer,  82  Cal,  B6;  23  Pac.  Eep. 
6;  Hibornia  etc.  Sec.  v.  Conlin,  67  Cal.  178;  7  Pac.  Eep.  477.  The 
manifest  intention  of  the  California  statute  is  to  give  to  the  holder 
of  a  mortgage,  where  he  holds  a  claim  against  the  estate  secured  by 
it,  that,  if  allowed,  would  rank  with  the  acknowledged  debts  of  the 
estate,  an  election  to  present  the  claim  for  aUowance,  have  it  allowed, 
and  proceed  to  foreclose  far  the  whole  amount  due  on  the  claim, 
including  any  deficiency  arising  on  the  sale  of  the  mortgage  premi- 
ses, or  to  present  no  claim,  and  sue  on  the  mortgage  alone,  and 
obtain    whatever    may   be    realized    on    the    sale    of    the    mortgaged 
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pTemiseH  und«T  tbe  decree  of  foreclomre:  Hiberniii  etc.  Soc.  v.  Conlin, 
67  Cal.  178,  180;  7  Pae.  Eep.  177. 

(6)  PrMniltatiolL  Toim  of.  Where  the  statute  does  not  require 
the  preaentatioa  of  the  mortgage  to  the  administrator  for  allowance 
as  a  claim  against  the  estate,  as  a  condition  to  forecloBurs,  and  the 
requirement  aa  to  filing  the  mortgage  ii  not  mandatory,  the  Sling  of 
a  verified  claim  for  the  amount  due,  frith  the  executor  or  adminis- 
trator, apprising  him  of  the  nature  and  character  of  tbe  claim,  is  a 
sufficient  compliance  with  the  statute  relative  to  Sling:  Kirman  v. 
Powning,  23  Nev.  378;  60  Pac.  Sep.  834,  838.  If  the  holder  of  a 
mortgage  note  seeks  judgment  against  the  estate  of  the  deeedeot 
upon  the  debt,  he  must  substantiatl?  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
the  statute  relative  to  tbe  presentation  of  claims,  and  if  he  makee 
no  attempt  to  comply  with  such  provisions  as  to  the  affidavit,  etc., 
by  which  a  claim  may  be  supported,  he  cannot  maintain  an  action 
against  the  estate  upon  the  note  secured  by  his  mortgage;  Perkins  v. 
Onyett,  86  Cal.  348,  3S1;  24  Pac.  Bep.  10S4.  In  presenting  a  mort- 
gage claim  against  the  estate  of  the  deceased  mortgagor,  it  is  neces- 
sary to  accompany  the  claim  by  a  copy  of  the  mortgage,  or  to  dencribe 
it  by  reference  to  the  date,  volume,  and  page  of  its  record.  It  is 
not  sufficient  to  present  a  copy  of  tbe  note  which  states  tbat  it  is 
secured  by  mortgage  of  even  date  therewith:  Bank  of  Sonoma  County 
V.  Charles,  86  Cal.  322,  327;  24  Pac.  Rep.  1019.  Nor  does  the  mere 
recital  in  a  promissory  note,  presented  as  a  claim  against  the  estate 
of  a  deceased  person,  that  it  is  secured  by  mortgage,  constitute  a 
presentation  of  the  mortgage,  wbere  no  copy  of  the  mortgage  is  set 
out  in  the  claim,  and  no  reference  is  made  therein  to  the  date,  vol- 
ume, or  page  of  its  record;  Estate  of  Turner,  128  Cal.  388,  390)  60 
Pac.  Rep.  967.  Jf  a  note  secured  by  mortgage  is  presented  as  a 
claim  against  the  estate,  but  no  copy  of  the  mortgage  is  attached 
to  or  presented  with  the  note,  and  the  mortgage  is  not  described  in 
the  elaim,  and  no  reference  is  made  therein  to  the  date,  volumo,  or 
page  of  its  recordation,  there  is  no  presentation  of  the  mortgage: 
Evans  v.  Johnston,  115  Cal.  ISO,  182;  46  Fac.  Sep.  906.  The  presen- 
tation of  a  note  secured  by  mortgage,  and  a  claim  against  the  estate 
of  a  decedent,  is  suBictent  in  form  where  there  is  attached  to  tbo 
claim  a  cop3'  of  the  note  and  mortgage,  showing  all  the  indorsements 
on  the  mortgage,  the  date,  volume,  and  page  of  its  record  in  the 
recorder's  office,  and  also  containing  a  full  and  complete  copy  of  the 
note;  Consolidated  Nat.  Bank  v.  Hayes,  112  Cal.  75,  79;  44  Pac.  Rep. 
46B.  If  a  widow,  who  is  the  administratrix  of  the  deceased,  pur- 
chased with  her  own  funds  a  note  secured  by  mortgage  upon  all  the 
real  property  of  the  deceased  to  preserve  it  from  foreclosure,  and  took 
an  assignment  of  the  mortgage,  the  presentation  by  her  of  a  secured 
claim  against  the  estate  is  not  based  upon  the  asaignmect,  but  upon 
the  note  and  mortgage;  and  if  she  presents  a  claim  against  the  estate 
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for  the  debt,  it  is  a  sufficient  deacription  of  the  mortgage  to  compl; 
with  tbe  statute,  where  it  ie  stated  in  the  claim  th&t  the  note  was 
secured  by  a  mortgage  upon  the  real  property  of  the  deceased  described 
in  the  inventory  on  file,  to  which  reference  is  made  for  further 
particulars,  where  the  date  of  its  execution  and  its  acknowledgment 
is  given  in  the  claim,  with  the  volume  and  page  of  record  where  it 
was  recorded,  to  which  reference  was  also  made,  and  where  the  mort- 
gage covered  all  the  real  property  belonging  to  the  deceased  at  the 
time  of  hia  death,  and  included  all  the  real  property  described  in  the 
inventory.  In  such  a  case  there  could  be  no  mistake  as  to  the  par- 
ticular mortgage  intended  to  be  relied  upon,  and  the  only  purpose  of 
the  required  description  is  to  identify  the  mortgage;  Estate  of 
McDougald,  146  Cal.  191,  193;  79  Pac.  Bep.  878,  The  presentation  of 
a  claim  against  the  estate  of  a  decedent,  founded  on  a  note  secured 
by  a  mortgage,  is  sufficient,  without  a  deacription  of  the  mortgage, 
if  the  presentation  refers  to  the  date,  volume,  and  page  of  tbe  record 
of  the  mortgage,  allowing  that  it  is  all  real  property,  situated  in  a 
county  stated,  and  was  given  to  secure  a  note  a  copy  of  which  is 
contained  in  tbe  presentation:  Moore  v.  Bnssell,  133  Cal.  297,  299; 
S5  Am.  St.  Bep.  166;  65  Pac.  Bep.  624. 

(6)  Pl«adlngs.  PutiM.  In  an  action  to  foreclose  a  mortgage 
securing  a  note,  the  breach  of  the  contract  to  pay  the  note  is  of 
the  essence  of  the  cause  of  action,  and  must  be  allied;  and  r 
failure  to  aver  non-payment  of  the  note  ia  fatal  to  the  complaint, 
although  no  demurrer  is  interposed,  and  judgment  goes  by  default, 
ns  the  defect  goes  to  the  statement  of  a  cause  of  action,  and  such 
defect  is  not  waived  by  a  failure  to  demur:  Hyan  v.  HoUiday,  110 
Cal.  33S,  337;  42  Pac.  Bep.  891.  The  forecloaure  of  a  mortgage  ia  ft 
I'ase  of  equitable  cognizance;  Willis  v.  Farley,  24  Cal.  490.  It  is  not 
necessary,  in  an  action  for  the  foreclosure  of  a  mortgage,  where  all 
recourse  against  property  of  tbe  estate,  other  than  that  mortgaged,  ia 
waived,  to  allege  that  the  claim  has  been  presented  to  an  executor 
or  adminiatrator  for  allowance  or  rejection:  Security  Sav,  Bank  v, 
Connell,  65  Cal,  574;  4  Pac.  Bep.  580.  So  if  the  mortgage  was  not 
executed  by  the  deceased  person,  though  the  mortgaged  land  was 
afterwards  purchased  by  the  decedent  in  his  lifetime,  and  became  a 
part  of  his  estate,  it  is  not  necessary,  in  an  action  to  foreclose  the 
mortgage,  either  to  aver  a  presentation  of  a  claim  against  the  estate 
of  the  decedent,  or  an  express  waiver  of  any  reeoume  against  his 
general  assets:  Byan  v.  Holltday,  110  Cal.  335,  333;  42  Pac.  Bep.  S91. 
The  waiver,  in  an  amended  complaint  in  a  former  action,  of  all 
recourse  againat  the  estate,  except  as  to  the  mortgaged  premises,  ia 
effectual  only  in  that  action,  and  if  the  action  is  dismiaaed,  it  ceaaea 
to  have  any  efficacy  or  binding  force  in  a  auiiseqaent  action,  and 
does  not  preclude  the  proper  preseotation  of  a  claim  against  the 
eatate,  or  the  enforcement  of  such  a  claim  in  the  subsequent  action: 
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Weatbay  v.  Gray,  116  Cal.  660,  669;  48  Pae.  Eep.  800.  la  an  action 
to  foreclose  a  mortgage  againat  an  estate,  the  executor  repreaentH 
the  estate,  and  it  is  not  necesHary  to  make  the  heirs  parties  to  the 
Huit.  A  judgment  against  the  executor  would  bind  the  heirs  and 
devisees,  and  a  sale  under  the  judgment  would  relate  to  the  date  of 
the  mortgage,  and  cut  aS  the  interest  of  all  persons  to  the  suit  derived 
under  the  deceased  mortgagor  subsequently  thereto:  Dickey  v.  Gib- 
son, 121  Cai.  276,  278;  53  Pac.  Rep.  704;  Finger  v.  McCaughey,  110 
Cal.  59;  51  Pae.  Sep.  13.  Nor  is  it  necessary  that  the  administrator 
should  be  sued  individually,  in  order  to  bar  bis  right  of  succession 
to  the  mortgaged  premises:  Finger  v.  UeCaughey,  119  Cal.  o9;  51 
Pac.  Sep.  13. 

(7)  Fnsentatlan.  Fklinre  to  pnsaiit.  The  mortgagee's  failure  to 
exhibit  his  mortgage  debt  as  a  demand  against  the  estate  of  a. 
deceased  mortgagor  within  the  time  prescribed  liy  the  statute  for  the 
preeontstion  of  claims  after  letters  of  administration  have  been 
granted  will  not  ordinarily  preclude  him  from  foreclosing  bis  mort- 
gage lien  and  subjecting  the  mortgaged  property  to  the  payment  of 
tbe  debt:  Andrews  v.  Morse  (Kan.),  32  Pac.  Bep.  640;  Beid  v.  Sulli- 
van, 20  Col.  49S;  39  Pac.  Rep.  338;  Beed  v.  Miller,  1  Wash.  426;  25 
Pae.  Bep.  334;  Scammou  v.  Ward,  1  Wash.  170;  23  Pac.  Bep.  438; 
Teel  V.  Winston,  22  Or.  489;  29  Pac.  Kep.  142;  Kirman  v.  Ponning, 
25  Nev.  378;  60  Pac.  Bep.  834;  Bank  of  Sonoma  County  v.  Charles, 
86  Cai.  322;  24  Pac.  Rep.  1019;  Dreyfusa  v.  Giles,  79  Cal.  408;  21 
Pae.  Hep.  840.  A  mortgagee  who  has  failed  to  present  his  claim  to 
the  administrator  of  a  deceased  mortgagor  within  tbe  time  prescribed 
by  the  statute  does  not  thereby  lose  his  remedy  by  foreclosure: 
Kaikainahaole  v.  Alien,  14  Haw.  527,  529. 

(8)  BilMt  Of  allowance.  Bigbt  to  foraclOM.  The  allowance  of  s 
mortgage  as  a  claim  against  the  estate  of  a  decedent  does  not  bar  its 
foreclosure:  German  8.  &  L.  Soc.  v.  Hntehiuson,  68  Cal.  52;  8  Pae 
Rep.  627;  Wise  v.  Williams,  72  Cal.  544;  14  Pac.  Bep  204;  Moran  v. 
Gardemeyer,  82  Cal.  96;  23  Pac.  Bep.  6.  Contra:  Falkner  v.  Fol- 
Bom'a  Executors,  6  Cal.  412.  Tho  allowance  and  acknowledgment  of 
a  debt  against  the  estate  of  a  decedent  ia  sufGcient  to  keep  alive  tbe 
mortgago  securing  it,  and  to  entitle  the  plaintiff  to  foreclose  such 
mortgage,  without  any  express  waiver  of  recourse  against  the  estate: 
Consolidated  Nat.  Bank  v.  Hayes,  112  Cal.  75,  82;  44  Pac.  Bep.  469. 
Wheru  a  claim  against  a  mortgagor,  as  iodorser  of  a  note  of  a  third 
jiarty,  which  was  purchased  by  the  mortgagee  from  the  mortgagor, 
was  not  presented  to  tho  estate  as  a  secured  claim,  but  was  pre- 
sented and  allowed  as  an  unsecured  claim  against  the  estate,  to  be 
paid  in  due  course  of  administration,  the  mortgagee  is  not  authorized 
10  buy  up  noti'S  of  a  third  party  upon  which  the  mortgagor  was  the 
simple   indorser,   and   hold   the   name   as   secured   by   the   inortgage; 
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Iforan  T.  Oardemejer,  82  Cal.  fl6,  B9,  101;  23  Pac.  Eep.  6.  If  an 
executor  or  adraiaietrator  takes  a  mortgaga  to  secure  himself  against 
a  doobtful  paTinent  of  a  «laim  to  the  mortgagor,  and  tbe  adminis- 
trator afterwards  goes  into  baDlinipte7,  a  claim  hj  the  mortgagor 
tor  the  money  paid  him  by  tbe  adminiatrator,  and  for  tlia  payment 
of  which  the  mortgage  was  ordered  foreclosed,  is  properly  disallowed: 
In  re  Myer  (N.  M.),  89  Pac.  Eep.  246,  24B.  Where  appellant  paid 
a  mortgage  to  prevent  a  foreclosure  thereof,  and  the  mortgage,  at 
the  time  of  the  payment,  was  a  proper  claim  upon  the  land  and 
against  the  estate  of  the  deceased,  but,  after  appellant  had  paid  the 
mortgage,  a  claim  was  allowed  in  favor  of  the  brotbera  of  the 
deceased,  which  absorbed  the  entire  estate,  and  left  the  appellant 
without  anything  to  reimburse  him  for  money  paid  to  satisfy  the 
mortgage,  he  is  entitled  to  subrogation  to  an  interest  in  the  land 
equal  to  the  amount  of  the  mortgage  debt  paidi  Fullerton  v.  Bailey, 
17  Utah,  S5;  S3  Pac.  Rep.  lOSO.  If  there  has  been  no  contest  ia  tbe 
probate  court  in  regard  to  a  claim  against  the  estate  of  a  decedent 
upon  a  note  secured  by  mortgage,  the  allowance  of  tbe  plaintiff's 
claim  is  sufficient  to  make  it  aa  accepted  debt  of  the  estate,  to  keep 
alive  the  mortgage,  and  to  entitle  the  plaintiff  to  have  it  foreclosed: 
Consolidated  Nat.  Bank  v.  Hayes,  112  Cal.  75,  82;  44  Pac.  Bep.  469. 
Tbe  presentation  or  allowance  of  a  mortgage  claim  does  not  affect  the 
mnning  of  the  statute  of  limitations  against  a  mortgage,  where  it 
is  not  necessary  to  present  6uch  mortgage  claim:  Hibernia  S.  £  L. 
Soc.  V.  Conlin,  67  Gal.  178;  7  Pac,  Rep.  477.  If  a  mortgagor  has  no 
interest  in  the  property  mortgaged,  tbe  mortgage  creates  no  lien,  and 
cannot  properly  be  foreclosed:  Otto  v,  Law,  127  Cal.  471;  59  Pac, 
Bep.  895. 

(9)  Judgment  Intarest.  Where  tbe  mortgage  claim  has  been 
presented  to  the  estate,  and  allowed,  there  can  be  no  deficiency  judg- 
ment. The  amount  of  any  deficiency  will  be  payable,  if  at  all,  in 
the  due  course. of  administration,  without  any  judgment  to  that  affect: 
Pechaud  v.  Binquet,  21  Cal.  76,  77.  Where  a  mortgage  claim  was 
presented  to  tbe  executor  or  administrator  of  a  decedent,  and  an 
action  to  foreclose  the  mortgage  against  the  estate  has  been  brought, 
a  judgment  for  a  deficiency  should  provide  that  it  be  paid  "  in  due 
course  of  administration":  Moore  v.  BusscU,  133  Cal.  297,  301;  35 
Am.  St.  Hep.  166;  65  Pac.  Bep.  624.  Altfaongh  a  mortgage  against 
the  property  of  a  deceased  person  provides  for  a  deficiency  judgment, 
the  mortgagee's  claim  is  barred,  where  he  did  not  present  it  to  the 
executors  or  administrators  within  tbe  time  limited  in  the  notice  to 
creditors,  published  by  the  executors,  and  did  not,  after  that,  and 
before  bringing  an  action,  or  at  any  time,  present  tbe  notes  sued 
on  in  the  action,  or  any  claim  on  account  thereof,  to  said  eiecutors 
or  their  saccesBors.  The  conclusion  that  be  is  not,  under  such  cir- 
cumstances, entitled  to  a  deficiency  judgment  is  in  full  accord  with 
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the  itatnte  reqnirJDg  tbe  claim  ta  be  presected  in  sncli  cases  within 
one  month  after  the  defloieney  ie  ascertained:  Thniber  v.  Miller,  11 
S.  D.  124;  75  N.  W.  Bep.  900.  A  decree  of  foreclosare  in  an  action 
bronght  againit  an  executor  or  administrator  after  his  discharge,  is 
a  naliity,  and  is  no  hex  to  a  Bubseqaent  anit  against  the  hairs  of  the 
deceased  to  enforce  the  mortgage  and  a  sale  of  the  mortgaged  prop- 
erty:  Willie  v.  Farley,  24  Cal.  490,  GOl.  A  mortgagee  may  enforce  the 
lien  of  hig  mortgage  against  the  property  for  the  full  amount  thereof, 
including  the  conventional  rate  of  interest.  He  is  not  limited  to  legal 
interest  upon  the  mortgage  debt,  notwithstandiDg  the  insolTency  of 
the  estate:  Tisalia  Bav.  Bank  t.  Curtis,  13S  Cal.  360,  3S3;  AT  Pac. 
S«p.  329. 

(10)  Sala.  Holder  bm  pnichaser.  While  the  holder  of  a  mortgage 
may  become  a  purchaser  at  any  sale  nnder  order  of  the  court  of  the 
lands  ineladed  in  the  mortgage,  yet  if,  by  reason  of  the  failnre  to 
have  the  mortgage  allowed  as  a  claim  against  the  estate,  the  mort- 
gsgee  has  waived  his  right  to  have  the  aame  considered  as  a  lien 
upon  the  property,  he  is  not  entitled  to  demand  a  conveyance  from 
the  ezecntor  or  administrator,  without  payment  of  the  price  at  which 
anch  mortgagee  had  purchased  the  land.  He  cannot  claim  an  appli- 
cation of  the  purchase-money  as  a  credit  upon  the  mortgage  not 
presented  and  allowed  as  a  claim  against  the  estate:  Estate  of  Tur- 
ner, 128  Cal.  388,  392,  393;  60  Pac.  Bep.  »67. 

<11)  SedemptlOIL  Snrpliu.  Unless  the  owner  of  a.  mortgage  has, 
within  one  year,  preaented  hia  claim  against  the  estate  of  a  decedent, 
he  is  not  entitled  to  apply  to  the  probate  court  to  have  his  mortgage 
redeemed  out  of  the  personal  assets  of  the  estate,  cor,  in  the  alter- 
native, to  have  the  land  sold  and  the  proceeds  applied  on  the  debt: 
Seammon  v.  Ward,  1  Wash.  179;  S3  Pac.  Rep.  439,  440.  If  a  mort- 
gage is  foreclosed  upon  an  insolvent  estate  of  a  deceased  mortgagor, 
the  surplus,  if  any,  should  be  paid  to  the  administrator,  and  not  to 
the  heirs  of  the  mortgagor,  when  it  is  required  for  the  payment 
of  debts.  The  administrator,  in  such  a  case,  may  recover  front  the 
aasiguee  of  the  mortgagee:  Whitney  v.  Boss,  IT  Haw.  453,  454. 

12.  FoiedDBDie  of  mortgages.  Limitation  of  actions. 
(1)  In  genoraL  Where  a  mortgage  claim  has  been  allowed  and 
approved,  the  right  of  the  mortgagee  to  maintain  an  action  to  fore- 
close the  mortgage  is  not  affected  by  the  statute  of  limitations,  pend- 
ing the  proeedings  for  the  settlement  of  the  estate  of  the  mortgagor: 
German  Sav.  &  L.  Soc.  v.  Hutchinson,  dS  Cal.  52,  54;  8  Pac.  Bpp. 
627;  Wise  ¥.  Williams,  72  Cat.  544;  14  Pac.  Hep.  £04;  but  the  assignee 
of  a  mortgage  has  no  right  to  foreclose  it  against  the  estate  of  a 
deceased  mortgagor  for  the  benefit  of  the  assigDor,  where  the  mort- 
gagee is  administrator   of   the   estate   of  the   mortgagor;   and   if   he 
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commenceH  a  auit  for  foreclosure  while  the  mortgagee  ii  adminiatra- 
tor,  but  such  mortgagee,  after  ceasing  to  be  administrator,  is  sub- 
stituted as  plaintiff  in  place  of  the  assignee,  the  statute  of  limita- 
tions will  run  against  the  mortgage  debt  until  the  date  of  the  sub- 
stitution. If  the  action  is  then  barred,  no  suit  can  be  maintained: 
Brown  v.  Mann,  71  Cal.  192;  13  Pae.  Rep.  51.  The  failure  to  appoint 
an  administrator  of  the  estate  of  a  deceased  mortgagor  and  debtor 
does  not  prevent  the  statute  of  limitations  from  running  in  favor  at 
the  mortgagor's  heirs  against  an  action  to  foreclose  the  mortgage: 
Colonial  etc.  Mtge.  Co.  v.  Plemington  (N.  D.),  103  N.  W.  Key.  B29. 
Where  a  mortgagor  died  intestate,  seised  of  the  mortgaged  land, 
before  the  mortgage  debt  was  due,  and  left  four  heirs,  only  one  of 
whom  was  a  resident  of  the  state;  where  no  administrator  was  ever 
appointed;  and  where  nearly  fourteen  years  after  the  debt  was  due 
the  heirs  conveyed  the  land  to  defeudant,  —  it  was  held  that  an 
action  to  foreclose  the  mortgage  was  barred  as  to  ooe  fourth  of  the 
land,  but  was  not  barred  as  to  the  remaining  three  fourths:  Colonial 
etc.  Mtge.  Co.  v.  Plemington  (N.  D.),  103  N.  W.  Rep.  929.  Under 
the  California  statute,  "  no  claim  against  any  estate,  which  has  been 
presented  and  allowed,  is  affected  by  the  statute  of  limitations,  pend- 
ing the  proceedings  for  the  settlement  of  the  estate,"  etc.  But  it 
has  been  held,  in  an  action  where  a  husband  and  wife  executed  a 
joint  promissory  note,  secured  by  mortgage  on  their  community  prop- 
erty, where,  after  the  husband  died  testate,  and  the  claim  of  the 
mortgage  was  filed  against  his  estate,  and  where  the  claim  was 
allowed  and  approved  by  the  administrator,  and  dniy  allowed  by  the 
judge,  that  such  statute  haa  application  alone  to  claims  against  the 
estate,  and  does  not  apply  to  any  person  who  may  happen  to  be 
jointly  or  severally  indebted  with  the  deceased  upon  snch  claim,  and 
that,  in  snch  case,  the  general  statute  of  limitations  applies  to  all 
obligations  of  co- mortgagors  or  co-obligors  generally,  and  in  all 
coses  where  exception  to  its  operation  is  not  specifically  made:  Van- 
dall  V.  Teagne,  142  Col.  471,  476;  see  Tynan  v.  Walker,  35  Cal.  634; 
95  Am.  Dec.  152.  The  settlement  and  distribution  of  the  estate  is 
no  bar  to  the  right  to  foreclose  the  mortgage  agsinet  the  distributee 
of  the  mortgaged  property,  or  the  grantee  of  such  distributee:  Drey- 
fuss  T.  Oiles,  79  Cal.  409;  21  Pac.  Rep.  840.  The  fact  that  the  action 
was  not  commenced  until  after  the  expiration  of  the  time  for  the 
presentation  of  claims  against  the  estate  does  not  bar  the  right  of 
action;  German  Sav.  &  L.  Soc.  v.  Fisher,  92  Cal.  502;  28  Pae.  Rep. 
S91.  Where  the  law  as  to  the  presentation  of  mortgage  claims  has 
been  amended,  after  notice  to  creditors  has  been  given  and  the  time 
to  present  claims  has  expired,  so  that  claims  must  be  presented  which 
would  not  before  have  to  be  presented,  a  mortgage,  given  by  the 
deceased,  falling  due  after  the  amendment  is  not  barred  by  a  failure 
to  present  the  claim  to  the  administrator:  Hibernia  Sav.  &  L.  See. 
T.  Hayes,  58  Cal.  297,  299. 
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13.  Foreclomra  of  mortgageB.    Death  of  mortgagor. 

(1)  In  goner&L  If  a  huaband  and  vife,  during  the  hiiBband'i 
life,  give  a  mortgage  on  a  tract  of  land,  Buch  mortgage  may  be 
enforced,  after  tbe  husband's  death,  against  the  heirs,  but  the  mort- 
gagee has  no  right  to  a  peTBonal  judgment  against  any  of  the  defend- 
ants: Brown  t.  Orr,  29  Cal.  120,  122.  Where  a  mortgagor  died,  and 
tbe  mortgagee  filed  a  claim  against  his  estate  for  tbe  amount  of  the 
mortgage  debt,  without  referring  to  the  mortgage,  an  allowance  of 
the  same  aa  au  unsecnred  claim  is  not  void,  whore  there  was  in  fact 
uo  mortgage:  Otto  v.  Long,  127  Cal.  471;  59  Pac.  Sep.  895.  In  an 
action  to  foreclose  a  mortgage  executed  by  a  person  before  his  death, 
and  where  his  widow  was  made  administratrix  of  his  estate  as  a 
party  defendant,  the  purchaser  at  the  foreclosure  sale,  after  receiving 
his  deed,  ia  entitled  to  a  writ  of  assistance  against  tbe  administra- 
trix for  possession  of  the  promises,  where  ber  answer  to  the  applica- 
tion for  tbe  writ  fails  to  show  that  she  claims  tbe  property,  or  tbe 
possession  thereof,  by  any  rigbt  or  title  adverse  to  that  of  her  deceased 
husband:  Finger  v.  McCaughey,  119  Cat.  59,  61;  51  Fac.  Rep.  13. 

(2)  Enforcemet^t  wlthont  presttatatloii.  If  the  mortgagor  dies  after 
Belting  land  upon  nbich  he  has  given  a  mortgage,  tbe  mortgagee  may 
enforce  the  mortgage  against  the  subsequent  purchaser,  without  pre- 
senting his  claim  to  the  executor  or  adminiBtrator  for  altowance: 
Christy  v.  Dana,  42  Cal.  174,  179.  A  failure  to  present  a  claim 
against  .an  estate  before  bringing  suit  thereon  is  a  mere  matter  of 
abatement,  which  is  waived  unless  pleaded;  Bemmerlj  v.  Woodward, 
124  Cal.  568,  574;  57  Pac.  Bep.  561.  An  action  to  foreclose  a  mort- 
gage does  not  abate  by  the  death  of  the  mortgagor  pending  the  suit, 
but  survives  against  his  estate,  and  may  be  prosecuted  against  the 
representative  of  such  estate,  with  the  same  effect  as  if  the  original 
defendant  had  not  died:  Union  Sav.  Bank  v.  Barrett,  132  Cal.  453, 
454;  64  Pac.  Rep.  713,  1071;  Hibernia  etc.  Soc.  v.  Waclienreuder,  99 
Cal.  503;  34  Pac.  Rep.  219.  If  a  married  woman,  having  authority, 
executes  a  mortgage  in  her  own  name  and  afterwards  dies,  and  tbe 
mortgagee  seeks  to  foreclose,  but  does  not  ask  for  any  judgment 
against  the  estate,  and  the  estate  no  longer  has  any  interest  whatever 
in  the  property,  it  is  unnecessary  for  tbe  mortgagee  to  present  the 
note  and  mortgage  to  the  executor  or  administrator  for  allowance,  and 
he  can  maintain  an  action  for  tbe  foreclosure  of  the  mortgage  against 
the  property  without  making  the  executor  or  administrator  a  party  to 
the  foreclosure  suit:  Rickards  v.  Hutubinson,  18  Nev.  215;  2  Pac. 
Bep.  52,  54;  4  Pac.  Rep.  702.  If  a  mortgage  has  been  given  to  secure 
the  debt  of  a  third  person,  and  the  mortgagor  afterwards  dies,  no 
presentation  of  the  mortgage  claim  need  be  made  to  his  personal 
representative:  Hibernia  Sav.  ft  L.  Soe.  v.  Conlin,  67  Cal.  178;  7  Pac. 
Rep.  477.  If  the  mortgagor  in  a  chattel  mortgage  agrees  that,  upon 
default,  the  mortgagee  may  take  posieasion  of  the  mortgaged  prop- 
arty,  either  preliminary  to  foreclosure  or  for  preservation,  the  right 
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of  the  mortgagee  to  take  poHsession  U  not  defeated  b^  tlie  death  of 
the  mortgagor;  his  right  of  possesBion  is  good  against  the  mort- 
gagor's admiaistrator;  and  the  mortgagee's  claim  to  such  poBseEsion  is 
not  such  a  claim  as  must  be  presented  to  the  administrator  for  allow- 
ance or  rejection:  Purdin  v.  Archer,  i  S.  D,  54;  54  N.  W.  Bep,  1043, 

(3)  Expnea  valvar  In  complaint.  In  an  action  to  foreclose  a 
mortgage  against  the  property  of  a  deceased  mortgagor,  where  the 
complaint  contains  a  waiver,  in  the  exact  language  of  the  statute, 
against  any  othor  property  of  the  estate,  the  effect  of  such  express 
waiver  ia  not  destroyed  by  a  prayer  for  relief  in  which  the  plaintifF 
asks  for  judgment  for  "  the  amount  due  upon  the  said  note  and  mort- 
gage," and  for  costs  "and  counsel  fees,"  and  "that  a  receiver  be 
appointed  to  take  charge  of  the  real  estate  until  the  same  be  sold, 
and  to  collect  the  rents  and  all  the  net  income  therefrom,  to  be 
applied  on  any  deficiency  which  may  remain  due  to  plaintiff  after 
aaid  sale  ":  Hibemia  etc.  Soc.  v.  Wackenreuder,  99  Cal.  503,  509;  34

(4)  Limitation  of  actlona.  In  general.  The  fact  that  one  of  two 
mortgagors  dies  does  not  have  tbo  effect  of  suspending  the  ruanlDg 
of  the  statute  of  limitatians  as  to  the  other  mortgagor  or  as  to  his 
grantee:  Hibemia  etc.  Soc.  v.  Botaod,  145  Cal.  626,  628;  79  Pac.  Bep. 
365;  Vandal!  v.  Tcaguo,  142  Cal.  471;  76  Pac.  Eep.  35.  If  a  mortgage 
is  given  b;  one  person  to  secure  the  promissory  note  of  anofher  per- 
son, and  the  payor  of  the  note  dies,  and  the  bolder  thereof  fails  to 
present  either  the  note  or  mortgage  to  his  administrator  for  allowance 
within  the  time  prescribed  by  the  statute  after  publication  of  notice 
to  creditors,  the  claim  is  barred  as  against  the  estate,  but  the  mort- 
gage remains  in  foree,  and  maj-  be  foreclosed  at  any  time  before  it 
ia  barred,  as  against  the  mortgagor,  by  the  statute  of  limitations; 
and  this  applies  to  a  note  made  by  the  husband  for  his  own  debt, 
and  where  the  wife  gives  a  mortgage  on  her  separate  property  to 
secure  it,  and  the  husband  eigne  the  mortgage  to  show  his  assent 
to  it.  The  wife's  liability  on  thi;  mortgage,  in  such  a  case,  is  not 
affected  by  the  death  of  the  husband  and  the  failure  of  the  holder 
of  the  note  to  present  the  claim  for  allowance  to  the  administrator  of 
bis  estate:  Sichel  v.  Csrrillo,  42  Cal.  493,  504.  A  mortgage  is  capable 
of  enforcement  against  the  mortgaged  property,  though  the  mortgagor 
be  deceased,  in  a  direct  suit  brought  for  that  purpose  against  the 
heirs  of  the  mortgagor,  or  the  person  or  persons  in  whom  the  legal 
title  to  the  raortgnged  property  is  vested  at  the  time  of  the  fore- 
closure; and  such  mortgaged  property  may  be  subjected  to  the  pay- 
ment of  the  debt  it  is  plrdgod  to  secure  without  a  presentation  of  the 
debt  to  the  executor  or  administrator  in  a  probate  proceeding;  but  the 
statute  of  limitations  runs  against  Bui?h  right,  and  the  action  mutt 
be  begun  within  the  statutory  period:  Gleason  v.  Hawkins,  32  Wash. 
464;   73  Pac  Bep.  533,  534;   but,  notwithstanding  the  right   to  fore- 
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eloae  the  mortg^e,  or  to  coUeet  the  debt  oat  of  the  real  property 
of  the  deceased  debtor,  Ib  barred  hj  the  Btatate,  the  creditor  ptUl 
has  the  right  to  have  his  cIbIdi  allowed  by  the  adminiBtrator  to  be 
paid,  as  other  claims  of  the  estate  must  be  paid,  out  of  the  persoiial 
property  in  the  hands  of  the  adminiBtrator  belonging  to  the  estate. 
The  statute  deatroys  the  lien  of  the  debt  at  the  end  of  six  years  upon 
the  deceased  debtor's  real  property,  bat  keeps  it  alive,  in  so  far  as 
his  personal  property  is  eoneemed.  The  debt  should  for  that  reasoo 
be  allowed  as  a  claim  against  the  estate;  Oleason  t.  Hawkins,  32 
Wash.  464;  73  Pac.  Bep.  533,  534. 

(6)  Limitation  of  acUoiu.  Death  bafon  maturity.  Where  a  note 
and  mortgage  were  not  mature  at  the  death  of  the  mortgagor,  they 
are  not  barred  by  the  statute  of  limitationa,  although  letters  of  admin- 
istration were  not  issued  until  more  than  four  years  after  the  maturity 
of  the  note  and  mortgage;  and  the  claim  thereon,  presented  to  the 
administrator  immediately  after  the  publication  of  notice  to  credi- 
tors, is  properly  allowed:  Estate  of  Bullard,  116  Cal.  355,  356;  48 
Pac,  Rep.  219.  If  a  mortgage  debt  was  not  due  at  the  time  of  the 
mortgagor's  death,  the  statute  of  limitations  would  not  begin  to  run 
against  the  mortgagee's  right  to  foreclose  while  ttiere  was  no  admin- 
istration on  the  mortgagor's  estate;  Heeser  y.  Taylor,  1  Cal.  App.  619; 
82  Fac.  Sep.  BTT.  Where  a  decedent  had  given  a  mortgage,  but  died 
before  its  maturity,  the  statute  of  limitations  does  not  bar  a  recovery, 
although  more  than  four  years  had  elapsed  from  the  maturity  of  the 
mortgage  before  foreclosure,  if  loss  than  one  year  bad  elapsed  after 
the  issuing  of  letters  testamentary  or  of  administration,  before  such 
foreclosnre  suit  was  brought:  Heeser  v.  Taylor,  1  Cal.  App.  619,  620; 
82  Pac.  Bep.  977. 

(6)  lalmltatloii  of  octicms.  Death  of  defendant  pending  action. 
The  rale  that  if  an  action  is  pending  against  a  decedent  at  the  time 
of  his  death,  the  plaintiff  must  present  his  claim  against  the  estate 
in  order  to  recover,  does  not  apply  to  an  action  for  the  foreclosure 
of  a  mortgage  other  than  homestead  premises,  though  it  was  com' 
mencsd  before  the  death  of  the  mortgagor,  and  was  pending  undeter- 
mined at  hie  death.  Such  action  may  be  continued  against  the 
executors  of  the  deceased  mortgagor  without  preaentntion  of  thu 
claim  to  them  for  allowance,  where  the  plaintift  expressly  waives 
recourse  against  all  other  property  of  the  decedent:  Hibernia  etc.  Soe. 
V.  Wackenreuder,  99  Cal.  503,  507,  508;  34  Pac.  Rep.  219.  An  action 
is  deemed  to  be  pending  until  its  final  determination  on  appeal,  unless 
the  judgment  is  sooner  Batisfled:  Vermont  Marble  Co.  v.  Black,  123 
Cal.  21,  23;  55  Pac-  Rep.  599.  If  an  action  to  foreclose  a  mortgage 
does  not  abate  by  the  death  of  a  mortgagor  pending  the  suit,  but 
survives  against  hb  estate,  and  can  be  prosecuted  against  the  person 
who  shall  thereafter  be  appointed  his  personal  representative,  the 
plaintiff  has  the  same  right  to  proceed  against  him  as  it  would  have 
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to  proceed  against  the  original  defendant  had  he  not  died,  and  the 
cause  of  action  is  not  extinguished  or  affected  by  the  fact  that  the 
eummanB  was  not  pereonally  served  upon  the  mortgagor,  and  that  the 
action  was  begun  more  than  one  year  prior  to  hia  death.  The  power 
expressly  conferred  upon  the  court  to  continne  the  proceediog  against 
the  mortgagor's  perHonal  representative  carries  with  it  an  implied 
power  to  order  a  new  summons  to  bring  in  the  executrix  as  a  new 
psrty,  after  the  lapse  of  a  year:  Union  Sav.  Bank  v.  Barrett,  132  Cal. 
453,  435,  466;  64  Pac.  Bep.  713,  1071. 

(7)  Bedemptlon.  Upon  the  death  of  a  mortgagor  or  owner  of 
redemption,  his  heir  at  law  may  redeem.  The  widow  and  the  admin- 
istrator may  also  redeem;  but  the  right  of  the  heirs  at  law  to  redeem 
is  independent  of  that  of  the  widow  or  administrator,  and  tbe  exer- 
cise of  each  right  by  the  heirs,  in  bringing  a  suit  in  equity  to 
redeem,  is  not  an  interference  with  the  administration  of  the  estate- 
Such  suit  may  therefore  be  brought  without  asking  leave  of  the 
probate  court;  Eahoomana  v.  Carvalho,  11  Haw.  516,  517. 

14.  Mortgages  on  homesteads. 

(1)  In  goneial.  Paittes  to  foiocloBure.  Where  a  homestead  is 
mortgaged,  or  is  declared  on  land  subject  to  a  mortgage,  it  is  not 
tbe  exemption  that  is  mortgaged,  but  the  whole  property,  and  the 
homestead  exemption  stitl  exists,  and  is  to  be  recognized  subject  only 
to  a  reduction  in  amount  to  satisfy  the  just  demand  of  tbe  mortgagee; 
White  V.  Horton,  36  Cal.  Dec,  103,  105  (Aug.  4,  1908).  In  the  case  of 
a  mortgage  against  a  probate  homestead,  the  executor  or  administrator 
of  the  estate  is  not  a  necessary  party  to  the  foreclosure  of  the  mort- 
gage, if  no  present  claim  is  made  against  the  estate:  Sehadt  v.  Keppe, 
45  Cal.  433.  Where  a  recorded  homestead  has  been  set  apart  to  the 
widow  by  the  court,  the  executor  or  administrator  is  no  longer  a 
necessary  or  proper  party  to  an  action  of  foreclosure.  Nothing  being 
claimed  against  the  estate,  it  is  a  matter  of  no  concern  to  him 
whether  the  mortgage  is  foreclosed  or  not:  Sehadt  v.  Eeppe,  45  Ca!. 
433,  437.  But  if  recourse  is  had  to  property  of  the  estate  other  than 
that  mortgaged,  the  executor  or  administrator  is  a  necessary  party 
to  the  suit:  Belloc  v.  Bogars,  9  Cal.  123,  126,  Where  the  whole 
estate  has  been  set  apart  for  the  use  of  the  family,  and  the  executor 
or  administrator  has  been  discharged,  be  is  not  a  necessary  party 
defendant  to  the  foreclosure  of  a  mortgage  on  the  real  estate  set 
apart  to  the  family  as  a  homestead:  Browne  v.  Sweet,  127  Cal.  332, 
335;  5S  Pac.  Bep.  77i. 

(2)  Piesentatloii  of  daUn.  Wben  necessary.  No  action  to  fore- 
close a  mortgage  on  the  homestead  of  a  deceased  mortgagor  can  be 
maintained,  unless  tbe  claim  secured  by  the  mortgage  is  first  duly 
preaCDted  for  allowance  to  the  personal  representative  of  the  mort- 
gagor, although  the  estate  Has  no  assets  other  than  the  mortgaged 
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homestead  which  cao  be  subjected  to  the  payment  of  the  mortgage 
debt;  aod,  notwithatandiDg  an  aetiou  of  foreclosure  had  been  com- 
meDced  and  a  lie  pendens  filed  prior  to  the  mortgagor's  death,  and 
that  the  plaintiBT  has  eipresatj  waived  all  recourse  against  any  other 
property  of  the  estate:  Bollinger  v.  Manning,  79  Cal.  7,  12;  21  Pac. 
Sep.  C75.  Liens  and  eueumbrancee  on  the  homeatead  must  be  pre- 
sented for  allowance  againat  the  estate  of  a  decedent  of  which  it 
forma  a  part.  The  pnrpoae  io  requiring  the  preBeotation  of  liens  and 
eneuoibrancea  on  the  bomeBtead  for  allowance  against  the  estate  ia 
to  preserve  the  homestead,  if  possible:  Camp  v.  Grider,  62  Cal.  20, 
26.  Where  an  action  to  foreclose  a  mortgage  given  by  a  husband  and 
wife  upun  the  homeetead  has  been  brought,  and  all  recourse  against 
the  property  of  the  estate  other  than  the  property  mortgaged  has 
been  waived,  such  mortgage  must,  upon  the  death  of  the  husband,  bo 
presented  as  a  claim  against  hia  estate,  notwithstanding  such  waiver: 
Wise  V.  Williams,  88  Cal.  HO,  33;  25  Pac.  Hep.  1064.  A  mortgage  given 
by  a  husband  and  wife  upon  property  upon  which  a  hooieatead  is 
afterwards  declared  must,  upon  the  death  of  the  husband,  be  pre- 
sented as  a  claim  against  his  estate,  although  recourse  against  an^ 
other  property  of  the  estate  than  that  mortgaged  ia  waived:  Wise  v. 
Williams,  88  Cal,  30,  33;  25  Pac.  Bep,  1064.  So  a  mortgage  of  a 
homestead  on  community  property  must  be  presented  before  an 
action  can  be  brought  for  its  forecloaure,  and  a  judgment  of  fore- 
closure without  such  presentation  ia  erroneous,  even  if  all  recourse 
against  other  property  has  been  waived  in  the  complaint;  and  a 
presentation  of  a  mortgage  note  without  a  preaentation  of  the  mort- 
gage is  insufBcient:  Perkins  v.  Onyett,  86  Cal.  343,  350;  24  Pac.  Bep. 
1024.  If  the  mortgage  is  upon  property  which  is  subject  to  a  claim 
of  bomeatoad,  and  the  statute  provides  that  if  there  be  subsisting 
liens  or  encumbrances  on  the  homestead  left  by  a  deceased  person, 
the  claims  secured  thereby  must  be  pteeented  and  allowed  as  other 
claims  against  the  estate,  and  the  plaintiff  has  failed  to  present  to 
the  executor  or  administrator  of  the  estate  his  claim  upon  the  debt 
set  forth  in  the  complaint,  he  is  not  only  unable  to  maintain  an 
action  for  the  forecloaure  of  the  mortgage,  but  is  also  precluded  from 
maintaining  an  action  on  the  note  independently  of  the  mortgage. 
The  extinguishment  of  the  mortgage  lien  by  reason  of  hia  failure  to 
present  his  claim  does  not  give  him  the  right  to  bring  an  action  upon 
the  debt  without  such  presentation:  Hibernta  Sav.  &  L.  Soc.  t.  Hinz 
(Cal.  App.),  88  Pac,  Bep,  730.

(3)  FiesenUtlon  of  claim.  Whan  not  necessary.  If  the  mortgage 
eovera  n  homestead  upon  the  separate  property  of  the  wife,  and  the 
erodiiur  waives  all  claims  against  the  husband's  estate,  no  presenta- 
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tioa  ot  the  elum  ij  neceBsary:  Boll  v.  Coe,  TT  Cal.  54;  11  Am.  St. 
Kep.  235;  18  Pac.  Bep.  808.  A  mortgagra  on  a  homeBtaad,  Bxeeeding 
the  Btatutorj  limit  in  value,  need  not  be  presented  as  a  claim  against 
the  eatate  of  the  deceased  mortgagor  prior  to  tbe  commencement  of 
an  action  to  enforce  the  mortgage  against  the  exceaa.  The  rale 
that  a  mortgage  upon  the  homestead  cannot  be  enforced  onless  a 
claim  therefor  has  been  duly  presented  to  the  eiecntor  or  adminia- 
trator  does  not  apply  to  a  probate  homestead.  Hence,  if  a  pari  of  the 
mortgaged  premises  has  been  apportioned  to  the  widow  of  a  decedent, 
the  mortgagee  may,  without  presenting  his  claim  to  the  executor  or 
administrator,  foreclose  as  to  the  other  part,  where  the  premises 
described  in  the  homestead  declaration  exceed  the  statutory  limit: 
Bank  of  Woodland  v.  Stephens,  144  Gal.  eS9,  064;  79  Pae.  Bep.  379. 

(4)  UnltatiOIl  of  actions.  A  mortgage  on  an  antemortem  home- 
stead cannot  be  foreclosed,  unless  the  claim  is  presented  for  allow- 
ance against  the  estate  of  the  decedent  within  the  time  limited  for 
the  presentation  of  claims:  Building  and  Loan  Assoc,  v.  King,  S3  Cal. 
440;  23  Psc.  Rep.  376.  Where  a  husband  and  wife  have  mortgaged  the 
homestead  selected  from  the  community  property,  and  the  husband 
dies  and  the  wife  conveys  her  interest,  an  action  to  foreclose  the 
mortgage  on  such  homestead  cannot  be  maintained,  unless  it  is 
brought  within  four  years  from  the  maturity  of  the  mortgage:  Van- 
daU  V.  league,  143  Cal.  471;  76  Pac.  Rep.  35,  37.  A  statute  which 
provides  that  claims  against  the  estate  of  a  decedent  secured  by 
"subsisting  iiens  or  encumbrances  on  the  homestead"  "must  be  pre- 
sented and  allowed  as  other  claims  against  the  estate,"  and  that  if 
the  funds  of  the  estate  are  inadequate  to  pay  all  claims,  the  claims 
so  secured  must  be  Qrst  paid,  does  not  forbid  the  commencement  of 
a  proceeding  to  foreclose  a  mortgage  given  by  a  husband  and  wife 
upon  a  homestead  selected  from  community  property;  and  the  statute 
of  limitatioDB  will  bar  such  action  unless  it  has  been  commenced 
within  the  statutory  period  of  four  years:  Vandall  v.  Teague,  142 
Cal.  471;  76  Pac.  Bep.  35,  37.  Where  a  husband  and  wife  jointly 
executed  a  mortgage  upon  their  homestead  declared  on  community 
property,  title  to  the  homestead  vests  absolutely  in  the  wife  upon  the 
husband's  death.  Hence  the  allowance  of  a  claim  against  the  estate 
of  the  deceased  husband  has  the  effect  only  of  suspending  the  statute 
of  limitations  as  against  the  estate.  It  does  not  have  that  effect 
as  against  the  surviving  wife.  She  and  her  successor  in  interest 
may  therefore  plead  the  statute  of  limitations  in  bar  of  a  foreclosure 
against  them  if  not  brought  within  the  time  prescribed  by  the  gen* 
eral  statute  of  limitations  after  the  maturity  of  the  mortgage:  Yan- 
dall  V.  Teague,  142  Cal.  471,  474,  476;  76  Pac,  Bep.  S5. 

IC.  Tmstfl.    Deeds  of  trnat. 

(1)  In  general.     Equity  will  enforce  a  trust  against  the  personal 

representatives  of  a  deceased  trustee,  and  without  the  presentation 
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of  the  claim  agnioflt  the  estate,  whnii  the  identical  trust  property,  or 
its  prodnct  in  a  sew  form,  can  be  traced  into  the  estate,  and  so  into 
the  poHSBBsion  of  tbe  repreaentativea.  But  a  beneflciarj  who  ie 
unable  to  do  this  must  relj  upon  the  personal  liabilit}'  of  the  trus- 
tee, and,  10  relying,  lias  onlj'  a  claim  against  the  estate  that  must  be 
Aalj  presented  for  allowance.  Such  a  claim,  however,  is  still  based 
upon  the  trust,  whatever  that  may  have  been.  It  had  its  origin  in 
the  trust,  and  depends  for  its  validity  upon  the  legality  and  suffi- 
ciency of  the  trust.  The  fact  that  the  beoeflciary  is  obliged  to  preseot 
his  claim,  and  to  look,  like  a  general  creditor,  to  the  assets  of  the 
estate  for  payment,  does  not  change  the  nature  of  his  demand,  which 
is  still  one  for  property  due  under  a  trust  account;  it  merely  has 
changed  his  remedy:  McOrath  v.  Carroll,  110  Cal.  79,  S3;  42  Pac. 
Eep.  466.  Where  deposits  in  bank  are  community  property,  and  were 
made  in  the  name  of  the  husband,  and  it  is  found  that  these  deposits 
would  not  pass  to  the  wife,  either  as  donee  or  beneficiary  of  a  trust, 
they  may  be  recovered,  so  far  as  they  can  be  ideutiSed,  without  the 
presentation  of  a  claim  against  the  estate  of  the  wife.  The  right 
to  sue  an  executor  or  administrator  in  cases  like  this,  without  the 
presentation  of  a  claim  agaiost  his  decedent's  estate,  arises  from  the 
fact  that  the  specific  thing  sued  for  is  not  a  part  of  decedent's  estate, 
and  the  action  will  lie  whenever  the  thing  demanded  can  be  identided 
in  specie  as  the  property  of  another;  Sprague  v.  Walton,  145  Cal. 
228,  236;  TS  Pac.  Bep.  645.  In  an  action  to  enforce  a  trust  against 
the  executor  of  a  deceased  trustee,  and  the  due  presentation  of  a 
proper  claim  against  the  estate  is  averred  in  an  amended  and  supple- 
mental complaint,  but  which  shows  that  such  presentation  and  rejec- 
tion was  after  the  commencement  of  the  action,  the  failure  to  present 
the  claim  before  suit  is  a  mere  matter  in  abatement  of  the  action, 
which  is  not  favored,  and  is  waived  if  not  set  up  in  ansner  either  to 
the  original  or  to  the  supplemental  complaint  in  proper  time;  Bem- 
merly  v.  Woodward,  124  Cal.  568,  570,  575;  57  Pac.  Bep.  561. 

(2)  FresMitation  Is  necMsaiy  when.  If  one  of  two  executors  of 
the  estate  of  a  deceased  person  dies,  having  in  bis  hands  a  portion 
of  the  estate,  which  could  not  be  identified  as  a  trust  fund,  the  other 
r  must  present  a  claim  against  his  estate,  and  if  the  time  for 
L  presentation  has  expired,  tbe  amount  dne  from  the  deceased 
to  the  estate  of  the  original  decedent  cannot  be  deducted 
from  his  distributive  share  of  that  estate:  Estate  of  Smith,  108  Cal. 
115,  122;  40  Pac.  Bep.  1037.  The  beneficiary  of  a  trust,  who  is  unable 
to  follow  tbe  trust  funds  through  its  mutations,  is  placpd,  upon  the 
death  of  the  trustee,  in  the  position  of  a  general  creditor  of  the 
estate:  Byrne  v.  Byrne,  133  Cal.  294,  299;  45  Pac.  Eep.  536;  Lathrop 
V.  Bainpton,  31  Cal.  17;  89  Am.  Dec.  141.  Whenever  a  trust  fund 
has  been  wrongfully  converted  into  another  species  of  property,  if  its 
identity  can  be  traced,  it  will  be  held,  in  its  new  form,  liable  to  the 
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CMtui  que  trust.  No  chaoge  of  ita  state  and  form  can  devest  it  of 
Bucb  trust.  So  long  as  it  can  be  identi3e<t,  either  as  the  original 
property  of  tbe  cestui  que  tmat,  or  aa  the  product  of  it,  equity  will 
follow  it;  and  tho  right  of  reclamation  attaches  to  it  until  detached 
by  the  eaperior  equity  of  a  bona  fide  purchaser  for  a  valuable  con- 
sideration without  notice.  The  substitute  for  the  original  thing  fol- 
lows the  nature  of  the  thing  itself,  so  long  as  it  can  be  ascertained 
to  bo  such.  But  the  right  of  pursuing  it  fails  when  tho  means  of 
ascertainment  fails.  This  is  always  the  ca»e  where  the  subject- 
matter  is  turned  into  money,  and  mixed  and  confounded  in  a  general 
mafis  of  property  of  the  same  description;  Lathrop  t.  Bampton,  31 
Cal.  17,  22;  89  Am.  Dec.  141.  Hence  where  trust  moneys  held  and 
used  by  a,  deceased  person  weie  ho  commingled  that  they  are  incapable 
of  identification  as  a  distinct  fund,  and  no  fruit  or  product  thereof 
is  susceptible  of  identification,  the  only  remedy  of  a  benefieiarv  is 
to  pnsent  a  claim  for  the  money  so  held  and  used  against  the  estate, 
and  to  sue  thereon  if  the  claim  is  rejected;  and  no  suit  against  thF 
eiaeutor  or  administrator  can  be  maintained  to  enforce  the  trust 
without  such  presentation:  Orcutt  v.  Gould,  117  Cal.  315,  316,  317; 
49  Pac.  Eep.  188;  Beroinerly  v.  Woodward,  124  Cal.  B68,  573;  57  Pac. 
Rop.  661;  Estate  of  Smith,  108  Cal.  115,  122;  40  Pac.  Bep.  1037; 
UcGrath  v.  Carroll,  110  Cal.  79,  S3;  42  Pac.  Sep.  466;  Boach  v.  CaraSa, 
S5  Cal.  436,  444;  25  Pac.  Rep.  22;  Ounter  v.  Janes,  9  Cal.  643.  Nor 
can  any  action  against  the  executor  or  administrator  to  recover  a 
trust  fund  be  maintained,  unless  it  is  shown  that  such  fund,  or  some 
specific  property  or  fund  to  which  it  ean  be  traced,  has  come  into  the 
poBSesaion  of  the  defendants:  Gillespie  v.  Winn,  65  Cal.  429;  4  Pae. 
Sep.  411;  Rowland  v.  Madden,  72  Cal.  17;  12  Pac.  Rep.  226,  870. 

<3)  Becoverr  of  specific  proparty.  Where  recovery  is  sought  of 
specific  property  alleged  to  have  been  held  in  trnst  by  the  decedent 
at  the  time  of  his  death,  a  party  seeking  such  recovery  ia  not  asking 
payment  of  the  claim  from  tho  assets  of  the  estate,  and  is  therefore 
not  required  to  present  his  claim  as  a  creditor  of  the  estate:  Brown  v. 
Town  of  Sebastopol  (Cal.),  9S  Pac.  Rep.  363,  364.  One  who  seeks 
to  recover  from  the  representativeB  of  an  estate  specific  property 
alleged  to  have  been  held  in  trust  by  the  decedent  at  the  time  of  his 
death  is  not  a  "creditor  of  the  estate."  He  is  mot  seeking  payment 
of  a  claim  from  the  assets  of  the  estate,  and  is  not  required  to 
present  a  claim  as  a  creditor.  His  action  is  not  founded  upon  a  claim 
or  demand  against  the  estate:  Estate  of  Dutard,  147  Cal.  253,  256; 
81  Pac.  Rep.  519.  The  presentation  of  a  claim  against  the  estate 
of  a  decedent  is  not  required  in  order  to  maintain  an  action  to 
recover  property  held  in  trust  by  him.  It  is  only  where  payment 
of  a  claim  is  sought  out  of  the  saseta  of  decedent's  estate  where 
such  presentation  is  necessary.  Property  held  by  tho  decedent  in  trust 
is  not  a  part  of  his  estate,  and  cannot  be  applied  in  satisfaction  of 
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hiB  debts,  or  from  a  portion  of  his  eatate  to  be  distributed  b;  hia 
heirs:  Elisalde  v.  Elizalde,  137  Cal.  634,  642;  66  Pae.  Bop.  369;  TO 
Pae.  Rep.  861.  If  it  appears  that  a  decedent  was  the  sole  devisee  of 
an  estate  that  he  received  on  distribution,  subject  to  a  parol  trust 
to  pay  out  of  the  estate  a  certain  sum  to  the  plaintiff,  and  that  a 
claim  B^inst  the  estate  of  the  decedent  was  presented  by  the  plain- 
tiff and  allowed  in  part  by  the  executors  of  the  estate,  and  approved 
by  the  judge,  a  bill  in  equity  will  lie  against  tho  executors,  without 
a  ptevioui  demand  upon  them,  to  enforce  the  trust  against  the  estate 
as  to  tbe  remainder  of  the  claim:  Walkerly  v.  Bacon,  S5  Cal.  137, 
141;  24  Pae  Bep.  63S.  So  where  a  trust  fund  received  by  b.  deceased 
husband  in  his  lifetime,  under  tbe  will  of  his  deceased  wife,  was 
invested  by  him  as  directed  by  the  decree  of  distribution  of  her 
estate,  and  was  kept  separate  by  the  husband  from  his  other  estate, 
each  fund  was  no  part  of  his  estate,  and  it  was  not  necessary  for 
the  trustees  of  a  Masonic  lodge  appointed  to  receive  such  fund  to 
present  a  claim  against  the  husband's  estate,  as  a  condition  precedent 
to  ths  recovery  of  such  fund  from  his  administrator.  It  is  only 
where  payment  of  a  claim  is  sought  out  of  the  assets  of  decedent's 
estate  that  a  presentation  of  a  claim  against  the  exeeutor  or  admin- 
istrator is  necessary.  Kaoffman  v.  Foster,  3  Cal.  App.  741,  743;  86 
Pae.  Bep.  1108. 

(4)  Deoda  of  tnut.  The  right  to  execnte  powers  of  sale  conferred 
by  a  deed  of  trust,  and  to  apply  the  proceeds  arising  therefrom 
to  the  payment  of  debts  and  charges  named  in  tbe  deed,  is  not 
dependent  upon  a  eompliaoee  with  the  statute  prescribing  the  time 
within  which  claims  must  be  presented  against  the  estate  of  a 
deceased  person:  More  v.  Calkins,  95  Cal.  435,  438;  29  Am.  St.  Bep. 
128;  30  Pae.  Bep.  S83.  If  a  husband  executes  a  deed  of  trust  to 
secure  money  loaned  to  him,  and  empowers  the  trustees  to  sell  the 
land  for  default  in  payment,  and  his  wife  afterwards  declares  a 
homestead  upon  the  property,  which  is  community  property,  and  tbe 
husband  dies  before  any  sale  is  made  by  the  trustees,  and  his  widow 
becomes  executrix  of  his  estate,  it  is  not  necessary  that  any  presen- 
tation of  tbe  debt  as  a  claim  against  the  estate  of  the  deceased 
hnsband  be  made  as  a  prerequisite  to  the  execution  of  the  power  of 
sale.  Such  deed  of  trust  is  not  a  lien  or  encumbrance  requiring  pres- 
entation or  allowance.  It  passed  title  to  tbe  trustees,  and  a  sale 
by  them  under  the  power  would  extinguish  the  homestead  which  was 
subject  thereto.  In  legal  effect,  a  deed  of  trust  does  not  create  a  lien 
or  encumbrance  on  the  land,  but  conveys  the  legal  title  to  the  trus- 
tee, and  if  the  homestead  applies  only  to  the  title  vested  in  one  or 
both  of  the  spouses,  and  does  not  affect  titles  vested  in  third  persons, 
it  follows  that  the  legal  title  thus  vested  in  the  trustee  forms  no  part 
of  a  subsequently  declared  homestead,  and  that  tbe  deed  of  trust 
or  the  title  of  the  trustee  is  not  a  subsisting  lien  or  encumbrance  upon 
Probate  — 60 
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the  homeatead  interest:  "Webber  v,  McCleverty,  149  Cal.  316,  318,  320; 
Se  Pae.  Bep.  706,  708,  709.  See,  also,  Athem  v.  By&n,  36  Cat.  Dec.  416, 
41T  (Nov.  20,  1908),  In  Colorado,  where  a  cl&im  against  the  estate  ot 
a  decedont  is  aocured  by  a  deed  ot  truBt,  it  is  error  for  the  court, 
in  entering  judKniect,  to  prohibit  the  claimant  from  proceeding  to 
sell  the  property  covered  by  his  lien.  The  statute  of  non-cUims  does 
not  apply  to  a  claim  secured  by  a  deed  of  trust;  and,  after  the  expi- 
ration oE  one  year,  the  only  condition  precedent  of  the  claimant's 
right  to  a  foreclosure  is  the  allonance  of  his  claim:  Townsend  t. 
Thompson,  24  Col.  411;  51  Pac.  Hep.  433, 

16.  Appeal. 
(1)  In  Kenotal.  In  the  trial  of  an  action  appealed  by  an  admin- 
istrator from  the  decision  of  the  probate  conrt  in  allowing  a  claim 
against  an  estate,  the  district  court  sits  as  a  court  of  probate.  In 
such  a  case  it  is  JDcumbent  upon  the  plaintiff  to  establish  his  demand 
by  com  potent  testimony,  the  same  as  would  be  required  of  him  In 
the  probate  court:  Phillips  v.  Faherty,  9  Kan.  App.  360;  68  Pac. 
Bep.  801.  On  appeal  to  the  district  court  from  an  order  of  the  probate 
court  allowing  a  claim  against  the  estate  of  a  deceased  person,  where 
the  case  is  tried  on  the  appeal  upon  the  transcript  from  the  probate 
court,  without  pleadings  being  filed,  a  promissory  note  purporting  to 
have  been  given  by  the  deceased  in  his  lifetime  does  not  prove  itself, 
the  execution  thereof  not  having  been  denied  uoder  oath,  under  the 
provisions  of  the  statute:  EafTamier  v.  Hund,  10  Kan.  App.  579;  63 
Pac.  Rep.  659.  To  give  the  probate  court  jurisdiction  to  hear  and 
determine  a  claim,  it  is  necessary  that  such  claim  be  verified.  If  it 
is  not  vcrifled,  the  claimant  cannot,  on  appeal,  supply  the  defect: 
Clancey  v.  Clancey,  7  N.  M.  405;  37  Pac.  Eep.  1105.  An  administra- 
tor's appeal  from  the  order  of  a  county  court,  allowing  a  claim 
against  an  estate,  should  be  dismissed,  where  the  order  recites  that 
the  administrator  "  was  present,  took  part  in  the  examination  of 
witnesses,  but  stated  that  he  declined  to  regularly  appear  in  person 
or  by  attorney":  In  re  Carver's  Estate,  10  S.  D.  609;  74  N,  W.  Rep. 
lO.ld.  Objections  to  a  claim  against  the  estate  of  a  decedent,  not 
raised  in  the  court  below,  cannot  be  raised  for  the  first  time  in  the 
supreme  court:  Colman  v.  Woodsworth,  28  Cal,  567,  569;  Hentaeh  v. 
PortiT,  10  Cal.  rw-^;  Bank  of  Stockton  v.  Howland,  42  Cal.  129,  134. 
A  judgment  for  defendant  in  an  action  oo  a  claim  against  an  estate 
will  not  be  reversed  on  appeal,  though  based  on  a  ground  not  stated 
in  the  pleadings,  where  the  complaint  does  not  state  a  cause  of 
action,  and  it  is  apparent  that  it  cannot  be  amended  to  do  so: 
Brown  v.  Daly,  33  Mont.  523;  84  Pac.  Rep.  883,  884,  If  objection  is 
made  that  a  claim  against  an  estate  was  not  properly  presented,  the 
objection  should  be  ruled  upon  by  the  court  at  some  time  during  the 
trial,  in  order  that  the  required  proof  may  be  supplied,  if  necessarj, 
and   a  failure  to   make   such   ruling   is   reversibie   error:    Thurber   t. 
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Miller,  14  S.  D.  352;  85  N.  W.  Eep.  600,  601.  An  objection  to  the 
recovery  on  a,  claim  agninat  tlie  estate  of  a  deceased  person  on  tbe 
ground  that  it  was  not  presented  to  tbe  executor  for  allowance 
cannot  be  made  for  the  first  time  in  the  supreme  court,  nor  on 
motion  for  &  new  trial:  ClATton  v.  Dinwoodey  (Utab),  93  Pac.  Bop. 
723,  727,  While  proof  of  the  presentation  of  a  claim  is  not  n  fact 
essential  to  the  validity'  of  a  judgment,  where  any  issue  has  been 
nmde  upon  that  question,  failure  to  make  proof  is  ground  for  rever- 
sal, if  an  objection  is  made  in  tbe  trial  court,  and  an  exception  is 
properly  preserved;  Falkner  v.  Hendy,  107  Cal,  40;  40  Pac.  Hep.  49; 
Frazier  v.  Murphy,  133  Cal.  81,  BS;  65  Pac.  Rep.  91. 

(2)  Bight  Of  app«al.  JnTlsdlction.  While  an  appeal  does  not  lie 
from  a  decree  establishing  due  notice  to  creditors,  as  such,  it  is 
othemise  if  such  decree  is  embraced  in  a  decree  settling  tbe  final 
account  of  the  executor  and  making  final  distribution  of  the  estate, 
and  the  appellant,  in  terms,  appeals  from  such  decree:  Estate  of 
Wilson,  147  Cal.  lOS;  81  Pac.  Bep.  313,  314.  An  erroneous  judgment 
against  tbe  estate  of  a  decedent  may  be  modified  npon  appeal:  Pres- 
ton V.  Enapp,  S5  Col.  559;  24  Pac  Bep.  811;  Moore  v.  Bussell,  133 
Cal.  297,  301;  S5  Am.  St.  Bep.  166;  €5  Pac.  Hep.  624;  and  the  judg- 
ment, as  modified  according  to  directioiiB,  is  a  final  adjudication  of  the 
rights  of  the  parties  to  the  action,  and  the  lower  court  is  without 
jariadiction  to  make  any  further  judgment  or  order:  Vance  v.  Smith, 
132  Cal.  510,  511;  64  Psc.  Bep.  1078.  Where  a  judgment  against 
executors  established  a  claim  against  the  estate  of  a  decedent,  the 
subsequent  affirmance  of  that  judgment  in  the  appellate  court  would 
not  create  a  new  or  different  judgment,  nor  impose  upon  the  plaintiff 
therein  the  necessity  of  "  filing  among  the  papers  of  the  estate  in 
court  "  a  certified  copy  of  the  transcript  of  the  docket  of  judgment 
on  the  remittitur  from  the  appellate  court:  Estate  of  Kennedy,  93 
Cal.  16,  28  Pac.  Bep.  830.  A  judgment  against  the  estate  of  a 
decedent  will  not  be  reversed  for  a  more  informality  in  the  presenta- 
tion of  the  claim;  Smith  v.  Furnish,  70  Cal.  424,  427;  12  Pac.  Kep. 
3S2.  An  administrator  of  the  estate  of  a  deceased  person,  who  seeks 
to  appeal  from  an  allowance  of  a  demand  against  the  estate,  must 
give  notice  of  such  appeal,  either  during  the  term  at  which  the 
decision  is  made  or  within  ten  days  after  the  date  of  the  allowance: 
Mcintosh  V.  Wheeler,  58  Kan.  324;  49  Pac.  Rep.  77.  An  order  dis- 
allowing  a  claim  against  tbe  estate  of  a  decedent  is  not  appealable. 
The  remedy  of  the  claimant  is  exclusively  by  suit:  In  re  Barker's 
Estate,  26  Mont.  279;  67  Pac.  Bep.  941;  Wilkins  v.  Wilkins,  1  Wash. 
87;  23  Pac.  Bep.  411.  If  tbe  claim  of  an  executor  or  administrator 
against  the  estate  Is  disallowed,  his  only  remedy  is  to  resign  his 
trust,  and  sue  like  any  other  creditor:  Wilkins  v.  Wilkins,  1  Wash. 
87;  23  Pac.  Eep,  411,  412;  and  a  person,  in  his  representative  capacity 
OB  executor  or  administrator,  cannot  appeal  from  an  order  disallow- 
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ing  his  individual  clBim  against  tbe  eatate:  In  ro  Barker's  Estate, 
26  Kont.  2*»;  67  Pac.  Bep.  941,  943.  Where  trustees  are  not  named 
in  tbe  will,  and  claim  no  rights  Duder  it,  and  have  presented  no 
claim  against  tbe  estate,  thej  are  not  "  aggrieved  "  persons,  and  have 
no  right  of  appeal  from  a  decree  distributing  the  funds  of  the  estate 
to  tbe  heirs:  Estate  of  Bnrdick,  112  Cat.  3S7,  396;  44  Pac.  Bep.  734. 
Where  the  statute  prohibits  tbe  eounty  court  from  allowing  the  claim 
of  an  executor  or  administrator,  unless  it  has  been  presented  to  the 
couutj  judge  for  allowance  before  it  is  barred  hj  the  Btatate  of  limi' 
tations,  and  a  claim  is  not  ao  presented,  the  court  exceeds  its  juris- 
diction  in  allowing  the  executor  or  administrator  credit  for  the  claim 
on  final  settlement,  and  its  order  allowing  the  claim  is  reviewable  on 
a  writ  of  review:  Farrow  v,  Nevin,  44  Or.  498;  75  Pac.  Bep.  711,  713; 
but  matters  which  were  properly  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  county 
court  will  not  be  disturbed  on  such  writ,  although  tbe  determination 
of  the  county  court  was  erroneous:  Farrow  v.  Nevin,  44  Or.  496;  75 
Pac.  Hep.  711,  713.  In  New  Mexico,  the  general  administration  of  an 
estate  in  the  probate  court  is  in  the  nature  of  a  proceeding  in 
equity,  and  an  appeal  from  the  decision  of  such  court  allowing  or  dis- 
allowing a  claim  is  an  appeal  to  the  district  court  sitting  aa  a  court 
of  equity,  and  the  action  of  the  latter  may  be  reviewed  in  the  enpreme 
court  on  appeal:  Clancey  v.  Clancey,  7  N,  M,  405;  37  Pac.  Bep.  1105, 
1106.  In  Nevada,  a  person  whose  claim  against  the  estate  of  a 
Oocedent  has  been  rejected  may  institute  a  suit  thereon  in  which 
there  are  adverse  parties,  and,  under  the  statutory  rules,  reserve  all 
questions  affecting  his  rights  for  review  in  the  appellate  eourt.  Heaea, 
whi-ro  he  has  made  application  to  the  court  for  leave  to  amend  a 
defective  affidavit  to  a  claim,  which  application  is  refused,  an  appeal 
from  the  order  refusing  permission  to  amend  will  be  dismissed;  In  re 
Powning's  Estate,  25  Nev.  428;  62  Pac.  Hep.  235,  236.

(1)  In  ganoTftL  One  prominent  puipoae  of  adminifltration  Is  to 
paj  the  debts  of  the  estate  from  the  real  and  personal  propertj  of  the 
deceased.  The  admin istrator  is,  I17  law,  charged  with  this  dat^.  To 
sell  real  estate  of  the  decedent  to  pay  the  debts  is  as  plainly  a  step 
in  the  administration  as  is  the  sale  of  personal  property  for  the  same 
purpose.  But,  although  it  is  within  the  scope  of  the  administration  to 
sell  either  real  or  personal  property,  the  legislature  has  power  to  direct 
how  this  shall  be  done;  Burrie  v.  Kennedy,  lOS  Cal.  331,  338;  41  Pae. 
Rep.  458.  The  application,  of  tbe  executor  or  of  an  administrator  for 
the  sale  of  lands  belonging  to  the  estate  is  a  special  and  independent 
proceeding.  The  jurisdiction  of  tbe  probate  court  depends  absolutely 
on  the  sufficiency  of  the  petition;  in  other  words,  on  its  substantial 
compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  statute.  Though  the  pro- 
ceeding for  a  sale  occurs  iu  the  general  course  of  administration,  it 
is  a  distinct  proceeding  in  the  nature  of  an  action  in  which  the 
petition  is  the  commencement  and  the  order  ot  sale  is  the  judgment: 

Wiiat  is 
meant  when  it  is  said  that  an  application  to  sell  real  estate  of  a 
decedent  is  an  independent  proceeding  is,  simply,  that  it  is  essential 
that  the  application  should  be  made  substantially  as  provided  by 
statute;  otherwise  the  court  has  no  power  to  order  the  sale,  or  the 
administrator  to  sell:  Burris  v.  Kennedy,  lOS  Cal.  331,  33S;  41  Pac. 
Bep.  45S.  While  an  application  to  sell  real  estate  of  a  deceased 
person  does  partake  somewhat  of  the  nature  of  an  action,  it  is  not, 
in  any  sense  of  the  term,  an  action  to  recover  real  estate,  or  the 
possession  of  it.  Nor  is  it  an  action  arising  out  of  the  title  thereto, 
or  the  rents  and  profits  thereof:  In  re  Tuofay's  Estate,  33  Mont.  230; 
63  Pac.  Rep.  486.  In  Colorado,  tbe  proceeding  to  sell  real  estate 
of  a  decedent  is  separate  and  distinct  from  the  administration  of  tbe 
estate  proper,  and  is  a  special  proceeding  recognized  by  tbe  statute: 
Ryan  v.  Geigel   (Col.),  89  Pac.  Rep.  775.     The  rule  that  the  applica- 
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t)on  of  the  administrator  for  the  sale  of  lands  belonging  to  the 
estate  of  a  decedent  is  an  independent  proceeding;  that  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  probate  court  over  such  sals  does  not  come  from  its  gen- 
eral jurisdiction  over  the  administration  of  the  estflte,  but  from  the 
petition  for  the  asle;  and  that  the  petition  must  camplj  with  .the 
requirements  of  the  code,  ^  is  not  changed  hj  the  piovisiODS  of 
the  present  constitution,  which  give  jurisdictioD  of  probate  business 
to  a  court  of  general  jurisdiction,  or  by  the  fact  that  the  code  no 
longer  requires  a  deficiency  of  personal  property  to  be  sbawn  before 
there  can  be  any  valid  sale  of  real  propertj:  Richardson  v.  Butler, 
82  Cal.  171,  176;  23  Pac.  Rep.  9;  16  Am.  St.  Rep.  101.  So  long  as  the 
administration  of  the  estate  is  pending,  the  exocotors  are  at  all 
times  subject  to  the  control  and  direction  of  the  superior  court,  and 
that  court  may  at  any  time  order  a  sale  of  the  lands,  if  necessary 
for  the  payment  of  creditors,  or  nben  it  will  be  for  the  advantage 
of  those  interested  in  the  estate,  or  when  they  assent  to  its  sale. 
There  is  therefore  no  point  of  time  at  which  the  beneficiaries  under 
a  will  may  not  unite  in  a  conveyance  made  at  a  sale  under  the  order 
of  the  court,  and  thus  give  to  the  grantee  an  absolute  interest  in 
possession  of  the  estate  of  the  testator  in  the  property  conveyed; 
EsUte  of  Pforr,  1«  Cal.  121,  127;  77  Pac.  Sep.  825.  Upon  the  death 
of  the  wife,  tbe  husband,  in  succeeding  to  the  estate,  talies  the  same 
subject  to  the  claims  against  it;  and  the  only  interest  in  the  estate, 
therefore,  that  can  be  talien  at  a  sale  under  execution  upon  a  judg- 
ment recovered  against  tbe  husband  is  the  distributive  share  of  the 
husband  in  the  estate  of  tbe  wife  after  tbe  payment  of  all  debts; 
Nichols  T.  Lee,  16  Col.  147;  26  Pac.  Eep.  15T,

(2)  Procwdinga  aro  sUtatoiy.  Proceedings  for  the  sale  of  real 
property  of  a  decedent  are  statntory,  and  such  sale  will  be  void,  uuIgbb 
the  requirements  of  the  statute  are  complied  with;  Hellman  v.  Merz, 
112  Cal.  661,  666;  44  Pae.  Eep.  107B.  The  provision  of  the  statute 
declaring  that  no  sale  of  any  property  of  an  estate  shall  be  valid 
unless  made  upon  an  order  of  the  probate  court  applies  only  to  sales 
made  by  exeeutors  or  administrators.  It  has  no  reference  to  judicial 
sales  under  tbe  decrees  of  the  district  courts  (superseded  by  the 
superior  courts,  in  California),  or  to  sales  in  pursuance  of  testamen- 
tary authority:  Fallon  v.  Butler,  21  Cal.  24,  31.  The  administration 
of  an  estate  is  a  proceeding  in  rem:  See  Dooly  v.  Russell,  10  Wash. 
195;  38  Pac.  Rep.  1000. 

(3)  Policy  of  law  as  to  tlUea.    The  policy  of  the  statute  is  to  quiet 

titles  to  real  estate  sold  by  order  of  the  probate  courts;  Harlan  v. 
Peck,  33  Cal.  521;  91  Am.  Dec.  653. 
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2.  JnrlsdicUon. 

(1)  Wlian  kcqnlrad.    There  are  tbree  methods,  onder  the  California 

statute,  by  which  juriadiction  of  an  application  for  leave  to  sell  may 
ba  acquired:  1.  Bj  a  perBonal  serriee  on  all  pernoiia  interested  in 
the  estate;  2.  By  pnblication  far  four  succesBLve  weeks;  3.  By  the 
assent,  in  writing,  to  the  order  of  sale  by  all  persona  interested  in 
the  estate:  Pearson  t.  Pearson,  46  Cal.  GIO,  636.  Where  the  court 
acquires  jurisdiction,  alt  parties  interested  in  the  estate  are  bound 
by  its  action  as  fully  by  default,  for  not  appearing,  as  if  tbey  had 
appeared  and  contested  the  sufficiency  of  the  petition:  Estate  of 
Couts,  100  Cal.  400,  402;  34  Pao.  Bep.  885.  When  the  record  diaeloses 
what  was  done  to  acquire  jurisdiction,  it  will  not  be  presumed  that 
something  different  was  done:  Hahn  v.  Kelly,  34  Cal.  407;  Pearson  v. 
Mitchell,  43  Cal.  610,  636.  The  authority  of  a  court  to  order  the  sale 
of  real  property  of  a  decedent's  estate  is  not  general,  but  limited,  is 
derived  from  the  statute  conferring  the  right,  and  can  be  exereisAd 
only  in  the  manner  prescribed:  Haynes  v.  Ueeks,  20  Cal.  288,  312;  In 
re  Neon's  Estate  (Or.),  88  Pac.  Bep.  673,  673.  The  legislature  has 
prescribed,  as  a  prerequisite  to  the  sale  of  the  property  of  a  decedent, 
that  a  petition  shall  be  filed;  that  notice  shall  be  given;  and  that 
an  opportunity  for  a  hearing  shall  be  afforded.  These  acts,  therefore, 
are  essential  to  power  on  the  part  of  the  (ourt  to  order  the  sale,  and 
ID  that  sense  tbe  petition  and  the  order  are  jurisdictional:  Burris  v. 
Kennedy,  108  Cal.  331,  339;  41  Pac.  Bep.  458. 

(2)  Katnie  and  eztenL  In  proceedings  to  sell  real  estate  to  pay 
tbe  debts  of  a  deceased  person,  the  decedent's  title  or  interests  in 
the  land  described  in  the  petition  shall  not  be  put  in  issue,  but, 
otherwise,  tbe  jurisdiction  of  the  court  extends  to  tbe  adjudication 
of  all  questions,  in  such  proceedings,  involving  the  rights  of  those 
before  tbe  court,  interested  in  the  real  estate  sought  to  be  sold, 
whose  rights  therein  will  be  injuriously  aftected  by  a  decree  of  sale. 
As  to  such  proceedings,  the  constitutional  prohibition  that  county 
courts  shall  not  exercise  jurisdiction  where  the  value  of  the  property 
involved  exceeds  two  thousand  dollars  does  not  apply:  New  York 
Life  Ins.  Co.  v.  Brown,  32  Col.  3Q5;  76  Pac.  Bep.  79B. 

(3)  BasiB  of  JnilsdlcUon.  The  legislature  has  prescribed  that  a 
petition  shall  be  filed,  that  notice  shall  be  given,  and  that  an  oppor- 
tunity for  a  hearing  shall  be  afforded.  Since  the  procedure  is  one 
in  which  there  are  no  adversary  parties  present  at  all  times  in  court, 
it  is  reasonable  to  hold,  as  has  always  been  held,  that  these  acts 
are  essential  to  the  power  on  tbe  part  of  the  court  to  order  the  sale. 
In  that  sense  the  petition  and  notice  are  jurisdictional:  Bnrris  t. 
Kennedy,  108  Cal.  331,  338;  41  Pac.  Bep.  458.  In  acting  upon  the 
petition  for  an  order  of  sale,  the  superior  court  of  the  state  of  Cali- 
fornia is  still  a  court  of  general  jurisdiction,  etc.:  Estate  of  Cook,  137 
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Cal.  184,  1S6;  69  P&e.  Rep.  968.  The  petition  for  a  snle  is  a  QMe»- 
•ary  prerequiBite  to  the  jariadietiou  of  tlie  court  to  order  a  sale:  Burria 
T.  Kennedy,  108  Cal.  331,  345;  41  Pac.  Rep.  458;  Gager  v.  Henry, 
5  Saw.  244;  Wright  v.  EdwardB,  10  Or.  298,  306.  Without  juriBdie- 
tion,  the  probate  court  haB  no  power  to  eonflrm  the  gale  or  to  impart 
any  validity  to  it:  Gregory  v.  Taber,  19  Cal.  397,  410.  See  Gregory 
T.  McPhereon,  13  Cal.  562,  573. 

(4)  Not  dopendsnt  on  trntli  of  patltlotL  It  ia  immaterial,  ho  far 
as  the  question  of  juriBdietion  is  concerned,  whether  the  etatementB  of 
the  petition  are  true  or  not;  the  jurisdiction  reata  upon  the  averments 
of  the  petition,  not  upon  proof  of  tbem:  Pryor  v.  Downey,  SO  Cal.  388, 
398;  Bichardson  v.  Butler,  82  Cal.  174,  178;  16  Am.  St.  Eep.  101;  23 
Pac.  Bep.  9.  The  truth  of  avermenta  respecting  personal  property, 
so  far  as  they  affect  the  validity  of  the  order,  ia  to  be  determined 
at  the  hearing  of  the  petition:  Haynes  v.  Meeks,  20  Cal.  288,  316. 

3.  I>aw  goremlng  probata  sales. 
<1)  In  gsnaral.  A  statute  in  force  at  the  time  of  the  death  of  an 
intestate,  conoeming  authority  to  sell  hia  property,  governs  the  rights 
of  the  heirs:  Estate  of  Porter,  129  Cal.  86,  88;  79  Am.  St.  Bep.  TS; 
61  Pac.  Bep.  659.  Upon  an  application  for  an  order  of  aale,  the  court 
must  be  governed  by  the  statute  in  force  at  the  death  of  the  testator, 
St  which  time  the  eatate  vests  in  the  devisees:  Estate  of  Boach,  139 
Cal.  17,  19;  72  Pac.  Kep.  3B3.  Bee  Halleck  y.  Moss,  22  Cal.  266,  276. 
Siieb  proceedings  must  be  in  accordance  with  local  laws  in  force  at 
the  time,  in  the  state  or  territory  where  suit  is  commenced,  and  this 
principle  applies,  tbongh  the  United  States  itself  is  a  suitor:  United 
States  V.  Hailey,  2  Ida.  2Q;  3  Pac.  Bep.  263.  It  is  undoubtedly  within 
the  scope  of  legislative  authority  to  direct  that  the  debts  of  an 
estate  be  paid  from  tbe  realty  instead  of  the  personal  property;  or 
(as  is  done  in  aome  states}  that  the  heir  need  not  be  made  a  party 
to  the  proceeding  to  obtain  a  sale  of  the  real  estate;  or  that  the 
administrator  may  sell  without  any  order  of  the  court  whatever. 
But  all  these  acts  must  be  for  the  satisfaction  of  liens  of  creditors, 
or  for  the  support  of  the  family  of  the  deceased,  which  matters  are 
held  to  be  paramount  to  the  claim  of  the  heirs  or  devisees;  Breuham 
V.  Story,  39  Cal.  179,  185.  The  limitation  placed  upon  actions  for  the' 
recovery  of  real  estate  sold  by  an  executor  or  administrator,  under 
the  provisions  of  the  probate  law,  are  not  applicable,  where  the 
premises  in  controversy  were  not  subject  to  sale,  and  were  not  sold 
under  the  provisions  of  such  law;  McNeil  v.  Congregational  Sec,  69 
Cal.  105,  111;  4  Pac.  Bep.  1096.  An  order  of  the  probate  court,  made 
after  the  passage  of  the  act  of  April  22,  1B50,  authorizing  a  person, 
appointed  by  an  alcalde's  court  as  adminiatrator  of  the  estate  of  a 
decedent,  to  sell  the  real  estate  of  the  intestate,  was  void  for  want 
of  jurisdiction,  becaose  there  was  no  provision  for   the   transfer  of 
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Bach  proceeding  from  tbe  alcalde's  court  to  the  probate  court:  McNeil 
V.  Congregational  8oc.,  06  Cal.  105,  108;  4  Pae.  Bep.  1006. 

(2)  Statata  of  fiands.  Tlie  statute  of  frauds  does  not  apply  to 
Bales  made  hj  executors  or  administrators  under  our  probate  system, 
iuasmuch  aa  such  sales  are  judicial  and  cot  ministsTial.  Tbe  admin- 
istrator is  under  the  control  of -the  court,  and  the  contract  for  the 
aale  in  probate,  therefore,  need  not  be  in  writing,  nor  ia  it  required  to 
be  subscribed  by  the  parties:  Halleck  v.  Gay,  9  Cat.  181,  1»5;  TO  Am. 
Dec.  043. 

<3)  Statate  of  llmltatloiu.  The  statute  of  limitatlona  does  not  run 
against  an  alloned  claim  of  a  creditor  while  the  administration  is 
ponding  and  unsettled,  and  he  is  not,  for  that  reason,  precluded  from 
petitioning  for  an  order  of  sale:  Estate  of  Arguello,  85  Cal.  151,  153; 
24  Fac.  Rep.  641;  Estate  of  Schroeder,  46  Cal.  305,  316.

1.  Property  capable  of  sale  tn  generaL 
<1)  Enle  at  common  law.  At  common  law,  the  representative  could 
sell  personal  property  without  restraint,  so  long  as  bis  acts  were  not 
fraudulent;  but  under  the  code  his  power  to  sell  is  dependent  upon 
the  assent  of  the  court:  Wicltersham  v.  Johnson,  104  Cal.  407,  412; 
38  Pae.  Bep.  89;  43  Am.  St.  Bep.  118;  Rankin  t.  Newman,  114  Cal. 
635,  600;  46  Pae.  Bep.  742;  34  L.  B.  A.  265;  Bovard  v.  Dickenson, 
131  Cal.  162,  164;  63  Pae.  Bep.  162.  The  rule  at  common  law  with 
reference  to  the  application  of  lands  and  personalty  for  the  payment 
of  debts  has  been  modified  by  the  code  provisions.  Under  our  statute, 
both  lands  and  personalty,  as  assets  in  the  bands  of  the  executor,  are 
liable  for  all  the  debts,  and  both,  if  generally  devised,  are  therefore, 
like  specific  legacies  and  devises,  chargeable  with  tbe  same  debts, 
and  stand  upon  precisely  the  same  footing,  so  far  as  the  reasons  for 
charging  them  pro  rata  are  concerned:  Estate  of  Woodworth,  31  Cal. 
595,  614.  Bule  of  the  common  law  relating  to  vesting  of  legal  title; 
See  Weider  v.  Osborn,  20  Or.  307;  25  Pae.  Bep.  715. 

<2)  Bnle  under  codM  and  statntes.  There  is  no  priority,  under  the 
code,  between  real  and  personal  property,  where  a  sale  of  property  is 
necessary  for  the  payment  of  debts:  Estate  of  Montgomery,  60  Cal. 
645,  647.  Under  the  Washington  statute  providing  for  tbe  order  of 
payment  of  the  debts  of  an  estate,  including  funeral  expenses,  and 
further  providing  that  "no  real  estate  of  a  deceased  peraon  shall  be 
liable  for  bis  debts  unless  letters  testamentary  or  of  administration 
be  granted  within  six  years  from  the  date  of  the  death  of  sneh 
decedent,"  the  real  estate  is  stamped  with  the  charges  and  ei;>eas«e 
of  administration  only  within  the  limitation  provided,  but,  after  the 
lapse  of  that  time,  purchasers  who  have  taken  possession  of  the  real 
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property  in  good  faith,  and  who  bave  paid  taxes  thereon,  ahall  not 
be  disturbed  in  their  posseBsion:  In  re  Smith's  Estate,  35  Wash.  539; 
66  Pac.  lt«p.  93.  It  is  competent  for  the  legislature  to  ehaoge  the 
rule  of  inheritance,  or  to  restrict  the  testamentary  power.  It  may 
provide  that  the  heir  or  devisee  shsll  take,  subject  to  certain  burdens 
at  the  payment  of  the  debts,  etc.;  but  this  is  far  from  saying  that 
the  legislature  may,  after  the  title  has  vested  in  the  heir,  empower 
the  administrator  to  sell  the  inheritance  (or  purposes  not  authorized 
at  the  time  the  title  vested,  and  to  which  it  was  not  subject  when  it 
vested:  Estate  of  Trend,  131  Cal.  667,  670;  63  Pac.  Rep.  1080;  82  Am. 
8t.  Bep.  407.  Upon  the  death  of  the  ancestor,  the  heir  at  once 
becomes  vested  with  the  full  property,  subject  only  to  liens  then 
existing  or  created  by  the  statute  then  in  force:  Brenham  v.  Btory,  3S 
Cal.  177;  Smith  v.  Olmstead,  88  Cal.  SS2,  586;  26  Pac.  Bep.  621;  22 
Am.  St.  Eep.  835;  12  L.  B.  A.  46.  See  also  Estate  of  Packer,  125 
Cal.  396,  3&9;  58  Pac.  Bep.  59.  The  entire  estate,  both  real  and  per- 
sonal, is  liable  in  the  hands  of  the  executor  to  the  charge  of  all  the 
debts:  Estate  of  Woodworth,  31  Cal.  595,  614;  Murphy  v.  Farmers 
etc.  Bank,  131  Cat.  115,  119;  63  Pac.  Bep.  368.  The  executor  has  no 
more  right  to  sell  personal  than  real  estate,  unless  necessary  for  its 
preservation,  to  pay  charges  upon  it.  PerBonal  estate  not  bequeathed, 
like  real  estate,  goes  to  the  heir,  under  our  statute,  and  not  to  tho 
executor,  except  for  the  purpose  of  settling  the  estate  and  paying 
the  debts  and  charges  upon  it.  The  executor  no  more  onus  it  (as  he 
did  at  common  law),  than  be  does  real  estate;  and  he  is  no  more 
authorized  to  sell  it  unless  necessary,  than  he  is  to  sell  real  estate: 
Estate  of  Woodworth,  31  Cal.  593,  606.  The  whole  property  of  a 
decedent,  not  exempt,  both  real  and  personal,  is  charged  with  the 
payment  of  debts:  McNutt  v.  McComb,  61  Ean.  25;  58  Pac.  Bep.  065; 
Lake  v.  Hathaway  (Kan.),  SO  Pac.  Sep.  666.  As  to  the  real  estate, 
tho  title  of  the  decedent,  upon  his  death,  descends  at  once  to  the 
heir,  who  is  entitled  to  the  possession  thereof.  No  right  or  title 
therein  goes  to  the  administrator;  not  even  possession:  Black  v. 
Elliott,  63  Kan.  211;  65  Pac.  Bep.  215;  following  Bauserman  v.  Char- 
lotte, 46  Kan.  480;  26  Pac.  Rep.  1051;  and  Kulp  v.  Kulp,  51  Kan.  341; 
32  Pac.  Bep.  1118;  21  L.  B.  A.  550.  The  whole  of  the  estate,  both 
real  and  personal,  goes  into  the  possession  of  the  executor  or  admin- 
istrator, first  for  the  payment  of  debts,  and  then  for  distribution  under 
the  will  or  the  laws  of  succession:  In  re  Tuohy's  Estate,  33  Mont.  230; 
83  Pac.  Rep.  6.  Therefore  any  question  of  title  to  the  property  belong- 
ing to  the  estate  of  a  deceased  person  must  be  settled  in  an  appro- 
priate action  brought  in  the  district  court  as  a  court  of  general  juris- 
diction: In  re  Tuohy's  Estate,  33  Mont.  230;  83  Pac.  Bep.  486;  Estate 
of  Burton,  63  Cal.  36;  Estate  of  Groome,  94  Cal.  69;  29  Pac.  Rep.  487;  . 
Stewart  v.  Lohr,  1  Wash.  341;  25  Pac.  Eep.  457;  23  Am.  St.  Rep.  150. 
Upon  the  appointment  of  &o  administrator,  the  court  obtains  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  real  and  personal  estate  of  the  deceased,  and  the  admin- 
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iBtr&tion  of  the  estate  is  &  praceeding  in  rent:  Forth  r.  United  States 
etc  Trust  Co.,  13  Wash.  73;  42  Pao.  Eep.  523,  Under  the  rule  that 
prior  possession  of  public  lands  will  entitle  the  possessor  to  maia- 
tain  an  action  against  a  traspasser,  the  right  of  enjoyment  of  posses- 
sion of  public  lands  descends  among  the  effects  of  a  deceased  person 
to  the  executor  or  admiuistrator,  and  may  be  the  subject  of  a  sale 
under  the  order  of  a  probate  court,  entitling  the  purchaser  to  be 
subrogated  to  the  rights  of  the  first  holder:  Grover  v,  Hawlej,  5  CaL 
4g5,  486. 

(8)  Bnle  where  p«noiialt7  la  Insnlllclaiit.  If  there  is  not  safficient 
persoualt;'  to  pay  the  aggregate  of  all  elasses  of  claims,  —  family 
allonance,  debts,  expenses,  and  charges  of  administration,  —  be  the 
same  more  or  less,  or  be  it  made  up  of  items  belonging  to  one  or 
more  of  these  classes  of  charges,  real  estate  may  be  sold  to  pay  the 
deficiency  left  over  the  amount  which  the  personalty  will  pay;  Estate 
of  Bentz,  36  Cal.  fiS7,  690.  The  California  statute  does  not  require 
all  pf  the  personal  property  to  be  exhausted  before  an  order  can  be 
made  for  the  sale  of  the  realty:  Stuart  t.  Allen,  16  Cal.  473,  503; 
76  Am.  Dee.  551.  The  long-established  rule  of  priority  in  marshaling 
assets,  as  betvreeu  legatees,  devisees,  and  heirs,  has  not  been  disturbed 
by  our  statute.  It  follows  that,  as  between  a  legatee  of  the  person- 
alty and  a  devisee  of  the  realty,  the  executor  is  not  authorized  to 
appropriate  the  rents  of  real  estate,  which  accrued  subsequent  to  the 
decease  of  the  testator,  to  the  satisfaction  of  a  mortgage  debt  in 
exoneration  of  the  personalty:  Estate  of  Woodworth,  31  Cal.  595,  609. 
The  title  to  both  real  and  personal  property  of  one  who  dies  without 
disposing  of  it  by  will  passes,  under  the  statute  of  Idaho,  to  the 
heirs  of  the  Intestate,  subject,  however,  to  the  control  of  the  probate 
court,  and  to  the  possession  of  any  administrator  appointed  by  that 
court  for  the  purpose  of  administration.  This  being  true,  the  minor 
heirs,  in  a  proceeding  for  the  confirmation  of  a  sale  of  real  estate  and 
the  conveyance  thereof,  are  adverse  parties  to  said  proceeding,  and  to 
a  proceeding  to  set  aside  the  sale,  and  their  guardian  ad  litem  should 
he  served  with  notice  of  appeal  from  the  order  io  the  premises:  Reed 
V.  Stewart  (Ida.),  87  Pac.  Kep.  1002,  It  is  the  duty  of  the  court  first 
to  ascertain  whether  the  proceeds  of  a  sale  of  personal  property  is 
sufficient  to  meet  legitimate  charges,  expenses,  and  claims,  before 
ordering  a  sale  of  the  realty:  In  re  Honck's  Estate,  23  Or.  10;  17 
Pac.  Sep.  461.  Provision  is  made  in  the  state  of  Washington,  by  the 
statute,  for  the  sale  of  real  estate  for  the  payment  of  the  debts  of 
decedent  only  in  cases  where  there  is  not  sufficient  personal  estate  in 
the  hands  of  the  representative  for  that  purpose:  Prefoutaine  v. 
MeMieken,  16  Wash,  16;  47  Pac.  Rep.  231.  A  sUtute  providing  that, 
whenever  it  shall  appear,  after  an  inventory  and  appraisement,  that 
the  personal  estate  of  any  decedent  is  insufficient  to  discbarge  the 
just  debts,  resort  may  be  had  to  the  real  estate,  cannot  be  regarded 
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aa  prescribing  a  eondition  precedeot  to  the  ezeroiBe  of  the  right,  by 
the  administrator,  to  resort  to  the  real  estate  for  the  satisfaction  of 
the  paymeDt  of  the  debts.  The  right  to  leeort  to  the  realty  is  given 
whenever  it  appears  that  the  pereoualty  is  insaffieient  for  the  pur- 
pose, independently  of  whether  an  inventory  of  the  personal  property 
and  its  appraisement  has  been  filed  or  not:  Nichols  v.  Lee,  16  Col. 
147;  26  Pac.  Bep.  157.  There  are  two  separate  and  distinct  methods 
in  Kansas  by  which  real  property  in  that  state  may  be  sold  to  satisfy 
the  debts  of  a  non-resident  testator.  One  method  is  as  follows;  When 
a  will  has  been  duly  proved  in  another  state,  upon  the  production,  by 
the  executor  or  other  interested  person,  of  an  authenticated  copy  of 
the  will  and  probate  thereof,  the  probate  court  of  any  county  in 
Kansas  in  which  there  is  property  upon  which  the  will  may  operate 
may  admit  it  to  record;  and  the  executor  taking  out  letters,  or  the 
administrator  with  the  will  annexed,  shall  have  the  same  power  to 
sell  and  convey  the  real  and  personal  estate,  by  virtue  of  tfae  will 
or  the  law,  as  other  executors  or  administrators  with  the  will  annexed 
shall  or  may  have  by  law.  The  other  method  referred  to  does  not 
contemplate  the  appointment  of  a  Kansas  executor  or  administrator, 
or  any  appointpient  in  Kansas  whatever.  This  latter  method  merely 
relates  to  the  recognition,  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  the  sale  of  real 
estate  situated  in  Kansas,  of  an  appointment  made  elsewhere:  Albright 
V.  Bangs,  72  Kan.  43S;  83  Pac.  Bep.  1030.

2.  Particular  Inteiests  In  property. 
(1)  Sales  of  mines  and  mining  Intereata.  No  sale  of  a  decedent's 
AState  is  aothoriited,  except  when  it  is  necessary, —  1.  To  pay  family 
allowance;  2.  Debts  of  the  decedent;  3.  Expenses  of  administration; 
or  4.  Legacies.  But  mines  and  mining  interests  belonging  to  estates 
of  decedents  are  an  exception  to  this  rule.  Such  interests  may  be  sold, 
when  it  is  expedient  to  do  so,  for  the  benefit  of  the  estate,  although 
the  proceeds  are  not  needed  to  pay  debts,  expenses,  etc.;  and  where  it 
is  sought  to  sell  mining  property  for  the  benefit  of  the  estate,  it  is 
not  required  that  the  petition  shall  set  forth  the  condition  of  any 
property  except  that  which  is  to  be  sold.  The  manifest  reasen  of 
this  is,  that  the  expediency  of  such  sales  Is  in  no  wise  dependent  upon 
the  condition  of  other  portions  of  tbe  estate:  Smith  v.  Biscailuz,  S3 
CbL  344,  349;  21  Pac.  Bep.  15;  23  Pac.  Bep.  314. 

(8)  Sale  of  property  subject  to  lease.  The  executor  may  sell  prop- 
erty held  under  a  lease,  where  there  is  no  provision  in  the  lease 
itself  prohibiting  a  sale  of  tbe  property  during  its  term,  and  where 
the  sale  is  made  subject  to  such  lease:  Bstate  of  Branuan  (Cal.),  51 
Pae.  Bep.  320. 
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(3)  8al«  of  putnenhlp  tntensta.  When  a  partoerBbip  ia  disBolved 
by  tbe  death  of  one  of  the  partners,  its  assets,  debts,  and  credits 
lemain  as  distioct  from  those  of  its  late  memberB,  until  its  affaire 
are  wound  up,  ae  before  the  disBolation:  Qleason  v.  White,  31  CaL  2SS. 
It  would  aeem  to  be  equaUj  clear,  that,  if  all  die  (whether  within  tha 
jurisdiction  of  the  same  or  of  different  probate  courts),  the  assets,  debts, 
and  credits  of  tbe  partnership  do  not  became  confused  with  the  estate 
of  tbe  last  survivor,  but  continue  a  separata  existence,  and  that  the 
rigbts  of  the  representatives  or  successors  of  the  several  partners  caa 
only  be  determined  in  a  court  of  equity,  which  has  the  power  and 
machinery  for  settling  those  rights  by  appropriate  decree:  Theller  v. 
Such,  S7  Cat.  447,  461. 

(4)  8al«  of  cotamniilty  Inteieats.  The  interest  of  the  surviving 
widow  in  the  community  property  is  that  of  an  heir,  and  her  title  to 
one  half  of  the  community  property  ia  to  be  administered  as  part 
of  the  estate  of  her  husband,  and  is  subject  to  sale  for  the  payment 
of  his  debts:  Sharp  v.  Loupe,  120  Cai.  89,  83;  52  Pac.  Eep.  134,  586. 
Section  1402  of  the  Civil  Code  of  California  provides  that,  "  in  case  of 
the  dissolution  of  the  community  by  the  death  of  the  husband,  the 
entire  community  property  ia  equally  subject  to  his  debts,  the  family 
allowance,  and  the  charges  and  expenses  of  administration."  This 
is  the  same  rule  expressed  in  different  terms  by  section  1510  of  tbe 
Code  of  Civil  Procedure  of  that  state.  The  latter  section  decliirea 
that  "  all  the  property  of  a  decedent  shall  bo  chargeable  with  the 
payment  of  the  dcbta  of  the  deceased,  tbe  eipenscH  of  administra- 
tion, and  the  allowance  to  the  family,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in 
this  code  and  in  the  Civil  Code."  The  phrase,  "all  tbe  property  of 
a  decedent,"  in  the  latter  section,  is  the  equivalent  of  "  the  entire 
community  property,"  in  the  former:  Estate  of  Burdick,  112  Cal. 
387,  399;  44  Pac.  Rep.  734;  Sharp  v.  Loupe,  120  CaL  89,  92;  52  Pac. 
Rep.  134,  586. 

(5)  Homostud  under  TTnited  States  laud  laws.    The  homestead  law 

of  tbe  United  States  vests  tbe  right  in  the  land  in  tbe  claimant  him- 
self, for  bis  exclusive  benefit,  and  if  he  dies  before  patent  issues, 
leaving  no  widow,  tben  in  his  beirs,  or  devisees,  if  they  are  at  the 
time  citizens  of  the  United  States.  There  is  no  authority  under  the 
land  laws  for  an  executor  or  administrator  to  consummate  the  inchoate 
claim  of  the  decedent's  homestead,  or  to  sell  his  rights  thereunder, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  creditors:  Towner  v.  Rodegeb,  33  Wash.  153; 
74  Pac.  Rep.  SO,  51.  If  the  homestead  claimant  dies  before  patent 
isBuos,  or  before  the  right  to  demand  a  patent  has  accrued,  the  land 
docs  not  become  a  part  of  his  estate.  Upon  his  death,  all  bis  rights 
under  tbe  homestead  entry  cease,  and  his  heirs  become  entitled  to  a 
patent,  not  because  they  bave  succeeded  to  his  equitable  interest. 
but  because  the  law  gives  them  preference  aa  new  homesteaders,  and 
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allows  them  the  benefit  of  the  residence  of  their  ancestor  upon  the 
land:  Ojerstadengen  v.  Van  Duien,  7  N.  D.  612;  76  N.  "W.  Hep.  233; 
66  Am.  St.  Bep:  679;  Chapman  v.  Price,  32  Esn.  446;  4  Pac.  Bep.  807. 
The  same  principle,  onder  similar  statntory  proTiaions,  ia  applied  in 
case  of  the  death  of  a  pre-emptor.  The  sabsequentlj'  perfected  title 
innres  to  the  benefit  of  the  heirs,  and  can  neither  bj  devised  bj  the 
pre-emptor  nor  sold  in  satisfaction  of  his  debts  or  ezpensos  of  admin- 
iatration:  Wittenbrock  v.  Wheadon,  128  Gal.  150;  60  Pac.  Bep,  664;  79 
Am.  St.  Bep.  32.  Uoreover,  a  homestead  cannot  be  aold  for  debta 
contracted  before  patent  isBues:  Barnard  v.  Bollai,  105  Cal.  214;  38 
Pac.  Rep.  728;  Bank  v.  TLilej,  29  Or.  289;  43  Pac  Bep.  766.  It  follovra 
that  such  debts  cannot  be  enforced  a^nst  the  homestead  hy  the  pro- 
cesses of  administratioc;  and  aa  attempted  sale  of  tbe  inchoate  right 
thereof  for  the  benefit  of  the  creditors  is  void:  Towner  v.  Bodegeb, 
33  Wash.  153;  74  Fae.  Bep.  50.  Where  a  patent  conveps  land  to  the 
heirs,  and  not  to  the  decedent,  the  heirs  have  the  right  to  convey 
and  give  possession  as  grantees  of'  the  United  States,  and  any 
attempted  sale  of  snch  lands  made  by  the  administrator  of  the  estate 
of  the  deceased  is  an  absolute  nullity,  and  no  title  is  communicated 
thereby  to  any  purchaser:  Coulson  v.  Wing,  42  Ean.  607;  22  Fae.  Bep. 
570.  Under  the  Bevised  Statutes  of  the  United  States,  directing  that, 
in  case  of  the  death  of  the  claimant  before  perfecting  title,  it  shall 
be  competent  for  his  administrator,  or  one  of  his  heirs,  to  file  the 
necessary  papers  to  perfect  the  same,  but  that  entry  in  such  cases 
efaall  be  made  in  favor  of  the  heirs  of  the  deceased  pre-emptor,  and 
that  a  patent  thereon  shall  cause  tbe  title  to  inure  to  such  heirs,  as 
if  their  names  had  been  specially  mentioned,  the  right  of  possession 
of  pre-empted  land  to  which  title  is  inchoate  passes,  on  the  death 
of  the  pre-emptor,  to  his  administrator.  The  right  of  possession  thus 
acquired  is  subject  to  a  trust,  which  requires  the  administrator  to 
proceed  to  perfect  title  in  favor  of  the  heirs,  provided  there  are 
heirs,  and  the  estate  ia  in  such  condition  as  to  enable  him  to  do  so, 
and  the  interest  of  the  heirs,  all  things  considered,  so  demand.  But, 
aside  from  this  trast,  he  is  free  to  dispose  of  the  possession  for  the 
best  advantage  of  the  estate.  No  fraud  in  the  premises,  on  the  part 
of  tbe  administrator,  will  be  presumed;  but,  when  there  is  no  admin- 
istrator, or,  if  there  is  one,  and  he  consents,  an  heir  may  perfect  the 
title.  The  statute  puts  only  one  limitation  upon  the  administrator  in 
dealing  with  the  posBession,  which  limitation  ia,  that  he  should,  for 
all  purjMiBeB  of  perfecing  the  title,  stand  in  possession  as  representing 
tbe  ancestor  for  the  benefit  of  the  heirs  and  creditors  alike;  and, 
aside  from  such  limitation,  a  salable  possessory  right  passes  to  the 
administrator:  Bureh  v.  McDaniel,  2  Wash.  Ter.  58,  63;  3  Pac.  Bep. 


<6)  Sala  of  contracts  for  pnrcliase  of  realty.    Contract  for  purchase 
of  lands  may  be  sold  how:  See  i  576,  ante. 
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<7)  Piopertr  ondfli  moitgaga  oi  otber  Hen.  Where  the  court  lias 
jurisdietiou  uf  laad,  with  power  to  order  a  Bale,  and  a  mortgagee 
claimant  has  subjected  his  mortgage  to  the  jurisdiction  ot  the  court, 
hy  conseut,  and  the  proceedings  have  been  fully  carried  out,  and  a 
deed  issued  to  the  mortgagee  thereunder,  it  is  thereafter  too  late  to 
jaise  any  question  relating  to  the  regularity  of  the  proceedings,  where 
there  are  no  jurisdictional  queatioDB  involved:  Dooly  v.  Russell,  10 
Wash.  19S;  38  Pac.  Hep.  1000.  When  mortgaged  property  of  a  dece- 
dent >a  sold  at  a  probate  sale,  such  sale  of  the  decedent's  interest 
in  the  land  does  not  in  any  way  aflfect  the  indebtedness  of  his  widow 
to  the  estate,  except  to  alter  the  security  held  by  the  estate  for  tha 
payment  of  such  debt.  Instead  of  holding  her  interest  as  heir  itt  the 
land  of  the  estate,  as  security,  it  thereafter  holds  her  interest  as  heir 
in  the  proceeds  of  such  land:  Estate  of  Angle,  148  Cal.  102;  82  Pac. 
Bep.  668.  Where  a  mortgage  is  given  by  an  heir,  by  which  be  mort- 
gages his  interest  in  an  estate,  and  where  the  mortgaged  land  was 
Bubsequently  sold  by  the  administrator  at  probate  sale,  the  mortgagee 
acquires,  upon  foreclosure,  only  a  lien  on  the  funds  of  the  mortgagor 
in  the  hands  of  the  defendant  administrator;  and,  for  the  purpose 
of  securing  the  amount  due,  is  the  assignee  of  the  mortgagor's  interest 
therein,  with  power,  as  his  attorney,  to  demand  and  receive  the  same. 
The  mortgagee  is  therefore  entitled  to  recover  of  the  administrator, 
payable  out  of  the  share  of  the  mortgagor,  the  amount  due,  with  costa 
as  found  by  the  court:  Gutter  v.  Dallamore,  144  Cal.  665,  669;  79 
Pac.  Eep.  383.  Tha  purchaser  at  a  mortgage  sale,  which  is  void  for 
any  reason,  becomes  the  assignee  of  the  mortgage  and  the  debt  secured 
thereby:  Smithson  Land  Co.  v.  Brautigam,  16  Waah.  174;  47  Pac. 
Eep.  434;  Bryan  v.  Braauis,  162  U.  S.  415;  16  Sup.  Ct.  Rep.  803;  40 
L.  ed.  1022.  The  heirs  and  a  mortgagor  cannot  recover  in  an  action 
against  the  mortgagee,  who  makes  a  void  foreclosure,  and  in  good 
faith  takes  possession  under  cover  of  such  proceedings,  where  no  claim 
is  made  that  the  debt  was  ever  paid:  Investment  Security  Co.  v. 
Adams,  37  Wash.  211;  79  Pac.  Bep.  623. 

(8)  Same.  Application  of  pmchase-money.  Where  a  bidder  has 
the  privilege  of  paying  the  whole  sum  on  the  date  of  sale,  it  is  error 
for  the  court  to  direct  the  entire  amount  to  be  credited  upon  a  mort- 
gage held  by  the  purchaser  against  the  property  for  an  amount 
exceeding  the  amount  of  his  bid,  which  mortgage  debt  was  drawing 
interest  at  the  rate  of  two  and  a  half  per  cent  per  month,  whereas, 
by  the  terms  of  the  sale,  half  of  the  purcbase-monej  was  to  have  been 
cash  in  hand,  and  the  remainder  in  ninety  days,  with  interest  from 
the  date  of  sale,  at  tbe  rate  of  one  per  cent  per  month:  Halleek  v. 
Guy,  0  Cal.  181,  197.  Where  property  is  sold  by  an  administrator,  and 
the  purchaser  has  a  mortgage  claim  against  the  property,  which  he 
presenteu  to  the  estate,  and  tbe  elaita  was  allowed  by  the  adminia- 
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trator  and  by  the  court,  the  amonnt  of  auch  claim  upon  the  mortgage 
is  a  credit  upon  the  parcbaee  price,  and  the  purchaser  will  not  be 
compelled  to  paj*  such  amount  to  the  adminiatrator  of  the  estate  in 
cash,  before  be  is  entitled  to  a  conveyance  of  the  property  upon  the 
sale  and  confirmation.  It  ts  sufficient,  where  the  purchaser,  or,  in  the 
event  of  hia  death,  bia  administrator,  credits  the  amount  due  upon 
the  mortgage  claim  against  the  estate  of  the  mortgagor,  for  such 
credit  is  equivalent  to  an  actual  payment  of  the  amount  in  caah: 
Estate  of  I«wia,  39  Cal.  3DG,  300.  The  proviaion  of  the  statute,  that, 
"  when  any  aate  ia  made  by  an  executor  or  adminiatrator  of  land 
subject  to  any  mortgage  or  lien,  which  is  a  valid  claim  against  the 
estate  of  the  deceased,  the  pur  chase- money  shall  be  applied,  after 
paying  the  neceaaary  expense  of  the  sale,  first  to  the  payment  and 
satisfaction  of  the  mortgage,  and  the  residue  in  due  course  of  admin- 
istration," is  not  controlled  by  tbe  general  provisions  of  the  statute 
in  reference  to  the  distribution  of  assets  and  payment  of  debts. 
The  creditor  merely  gets  the  benefit  of  the  contract  made  with  the 
deceased,  and  is  under  no  obligation  to  pay  any  other  expensea  than 
those  incurred  in  the  enforcement  of  the  mortgage  security:  Estate  of 
Murray,  IS  Cal.  OSS,  eS7. 

<9)  Oboses  In  Mtton.  It  was  not  the  intention  of  legialation,  chan- 
ging the  rule  at  common  law,  to  require  an  order  for  the  sale  of  per- 
gonal property  to  include  choaes  in  action,  or  to  deprive  the  eiecutor 
or  administrator  of  the  power  of  disposition  over  them;  Welder  v. 
Osbom,  20  Or.  307;  25  Pac.  Hep.  715.  In  California,  choees  in  action 
must  be  sold  in  the  same  manner  as  other  personal  property:  Bovard 
V.  Dickenson,  131  Cal.  162,  164;  63  Pac.  Bep.  162.  The  statute  has 
curtailed  the  power  of  the  executor  or  administrator  to  sell  or  dis- 
pose of  the  peraonal  property  of  the  decedent,  and  limited  it  to  sneh 
as  ia  visible  and  tangible,  except  by  an  order  of  the  probate  court, 
either  at  public  or  private  aale,  aa  may  be  provided  therein;  but  with 
this  difference,  the  power  of  disposition  of  the  executor  or  adminis- 
trator remains  as  at  common  law,  and  the  title  of  all  choses  in  action 
la  vested  in  him,  with  authority  to  collect  and  otherwise  dispose 
of  them:  Welder  v.  Oaborn,  20  Or.  307;  25  Pac.  Bep.  715.  An  exedutor 
or  adminiatrator  msy  sell  or  dispose  of  choses  in  action  by  indorse- 
ment to  another,  or  to  a  distributee,  without  an  order  of  the  probate 
court,  and  auch  transfer  paasea  the  title,  ao  aa  to  enable  the  trans- 
feree or  distributee  to  maintain  an  action  on  them;  and  the  makera,  in 
the  absence  of  fraud,  cannot  abate  such  an  action  for  a  want  of 
authority  to  make  the  transfer:  Wcider  v.  Osborn,  20  Or.  307;  25  Pac. 
Eep,  715.  An  administrator  cannot  sell  the  property  under  adminis- 
tration to  pay  for  improvemonti  on  land  of  the  heirs,  erected  by  somo 
unauthorized  person  yean  after  the  decedent's  death:  Cain  Heirs  v. 
Young,  1  Utah,  361. 
Probate  —  B7 
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3.  Wlien  sale  is  not  ftaUioriiacL  Before  a  probate  court,  in  Utah,  is 
ftntfaorized  to  order  ao  administrator  to  sell  tlie  lands  of  a  decedent, 
two  prerequisites  muat  "be  observed:  1.  There  must  be  debts  and 
charges  againat  the  estate  unpaid;  and  2.  The  personal  property  of 
the  decedent  must  be  insufficient  to  pay  these  debts  and  charges. 
Where,  therefore,  the  petition  for  such  a  sale  did  not  allege  that 
there  existed  debts  or  charges  against  the  estate  unpaid,  and  did  not 
allege  that  there  was  no  personal  property  to  pay  such  debts  or 
charges,  if  any  existed,  there  is  no  escape  from  the  conclusion  that 
the  court  hsd  nothing  before  it  to  give  it  jurisdiction,  and  an  order 
of  sale  based  upon  such  petition  is  void:  Needham  v.  Salt  Lake  City, 
7  Utah,  319j  26  Pac.  Kep.  B30. 

4.  Petition  for  order. 
<1}  In  general.  A  petition  for  the  order  of  sale  of  the  estate  of  a 
decedent,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  debts,  whether  made  by  the 
executor,  or  administrator,  or  a  judgment  creditor,  must  set  out  all  the 
facts  required  to  be  shown  by  the  statute:  PrcFontaine  v.  McMicken, 
16  Wash.  16;  47  Pac.  Kep.  231,  2TS.  A  substantial  compliance  with 
tbe  statute  is  sufficient  in  setting  forth  the  facts  in  the  petition  for 
an  order  of  sale:  Estate  of  Argucllo,  85  Cal.  ISl,  152;  24  Pac.  Bep. 
641;  Richardson  v.  Butler,  82  Cal.  174;  23  Pae.  Hep.  9;  SUvermaa  t. 
OundelBnger,  82  Cal.  54S,  549;  23  Pae.  Bep.  12;  Estate  of  O'SulHvan, 
84  Cal.  444,  447;  24  Pac.  Rep.  281.  The  court  gets  jurisdiction,  not 
merely  by  tbe  actual  existence  of  jurisdictional  facts,  but  by  their 
averment  in  the  petition:  Holmes  v.  Oregon  etc.  S.  B.  Co.,  7  Saw. 
387;  Wright  v.  Edwards,  10  Or.  298,  304.  A  petition  for  the  sale  of 
real  property  should  show  the  facta  required,  since  not  only  tbe 
judgment  of  Che  court  is  invoked  to  determine  whether  tbere  sball  be 
any  sale,  but  also,  if  any,  what  property  it  is  best  for  the  interests 
of  the  heir  should  be  sold;  Townaend  v.  Gordon,  19  Cal.  188,  208. 
Tbe  general  rule  that  matters  of  substance  must  be  alleged  in  direct 
terms,  and  not  by  way  of  recital  or  reference,  much  less  by  exhibits 
merely  attached  to  the  pleading,  is  ajpplicable  with  equal  force  and 
propriety  to  petitions  for  the  sale  of  real  estate  to  pay  debts  and 
expenses  of  administration:  Estate  of  Cook,  137  Cal.  184,  186j  69  Pac, 
Bep.  P68.  The  sufficiency  of  the  particulars,  in  a  petition  for  the 
sale  of  property,  as  to  the  condition  of  the  property,  must  be  deter- 
mined by  the  circumstances  of  each  case.  Therefore,  in  a  case  where 
it  is  shown  to  be  necessary  to  make  a  sale  of  some  of  the  property 
of  the  estate  for  the  purpose  of  paying  claims  against  it,  and  the 
ostftte  of  the  decedent  consists  of  a  single  piece  of  real  property,  a 
court  will  require  less  particularity  in  the  petition  than  where  the 
estate  comprises  several  pieces  of  property,  and  only  one  of  sneb 
pieces  is  to  be  sold:  Estate  of  Devincenzi,  119  Cat.  498,  501;  51  Pae. 
Bep.  845,  840;  Burris  v.  Kennedy,  108  Cal.  331;  41  Pac.  Bep.  458.  If 
the  court  has,  by  the  petition  and  notice,  acquired  jurisdiction,  errors 
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afterward  made  in  the  exercise  of  it  will  not  render  the  decree 
invalid:  Burria  v.  Kennedy,  lOS  Cal.  331,  339;  41  Pac.  Bep.  45S. 

(2)  Defects.  Mistakes.  OmlSOlona.  A  petition  for  the  sale  of  the 
property  of  an  estate  ia  defective,  and  an  order  baaed  thereon  cou- 
vejs  no  title,  where  there  is  no  attempt  at  a  statement  of  the  god- 
dition  of  the  property  of  the  estate,  nor  of  the  value  of  the  property 
asked  to  be  soid,  except  a  statement  that  it  ia  of  uncertain  value,  od 
account  of  litigation  with  reference  thereto,  and  where  the  defects  in 
the  petition  itself  are  not  supplied  by  proofs  at  the  hearing,  and 
where  the  decree  authorizing  the  aale  doea  not  state  any  general  or 
other  facts  showing  a  necessity  for  tbe  sale:  Estate  of  Rose,  63  Cal. 
346,  34S.  There  is  no  difference  between  no  petition  at  all,  and  a 
petition  lacking  the  substantial  averments  required  by  statute: 
Gregory  v.  McPherson,  13  Cal.  562,  578.  A  petition  may  set  forth 
inaccurately  the  amount  of  tbe  personal  property  which  has  come  to 
tbe  hands  of  the  adminigtrator;  it  may  even  omit  valuable  portions 
thereof:  yet,  if  it  purports,  on  its  face,  to  set  forth  the  whole  of 
such  property,  and  how  much  of  it,  if  any,  remains  undisposed  of, 
the  order  for  tbe  sale  which  may  follow  cannot  be  attacked  by 
reason  of  tbe  inaccuracies  or  omisaions:  Haynes  v.  Meeke,  20  Gal. 
288,  316.  When  the  petition  states  that  the  personal  property  of  the 
estate  which  will  be  shown  by  the  inventory  ia  insufficient,  this  aver- 
ment, though  informal  and  indirect,  is  equivalent  to  saying  that  the 
personal  estate  mentioned  in  the  inventory  is  still  on  hand,  and 
therefore  undisposed  of.  No  nice  criticism  of  the  mere  form  of 
statement  for  the  purpose  of  ousting  a  court  of  jurisdiction  will  be 
made,  where  it  is  sought  to  declare  its  proceedings  void:  Stuart  v. 
Allen,  16  Cal.  473,  503;  76  Am.  Dee.  551.  A  recital  in  a  petition  for 
an  order  of  sale  ae  follows:  "  This  petition  respectfully  represents 
that,  in  order  to  settle  up  the  business  of  the  estate  of  said  deceased, 
to  pay  certain  debts  and  demands  due  and  owing  by  such  estate," 
etc.,  —  is  not  a  BuOLcient  allegation  that  legal  debts  and  legal  charges 
exist  unpaid  against  the  estate:  Needhani  v.  Salt  Lake  City,  7  Utah, 
319;  26  Pac.  Rep.  920.  A  mistake  in  the  petition,  in  stating  the 
amount  of  the  estate,  is  not  fat{il  to  the  jurisdiction,  as  not  tmly 
Betting'  forth  the  condition  of  the  estate,  or  tbe  amount  of  the  prop- 
erty, 80  as  to  present  to  the  court  the  proper  data  by  which  it  can 
Judge  of  the  portion  necessary  to  be  sold;  Fitch  v.  Miller,  20  Cal, 
353,  383.  The  omission,  in  a  petition  for  an  order  to  sell  real  estate 
of  a  decedent,  to  state  that  the  persons  who  were  named  in  the  peti- 
tion as  the  devisees  and  legatees  were  also  the  heirs  of  the  deceased, 
as  appears  from  the  order  of  sale,  is  not  fatal  to  the  validity  of  tbe 
order:  Estate  of  Levy,  141  Cal.  63B,  645;  75  Pac.  Rep.  317.  No  sale  is 
invalid  on  account  of  the  omission  to  state  in  the  petition  any  of  the 
matters  enumerated  in  the  statute,  provided  the  general  facts  show- 
ing that  the  sale  is  necessary  are  proven  and  found.    The  facts  show- 
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ing  that  the  sale  ii  necessary  are:  that  there  are  debts;  that  an 
allowaoce  has  been  made  for  the  aapport  ot  the  family,  or  that  there 
are  expense  of  adminiBtration;  and  that  there  ia  not  eufficient  money 
in  the  hands  of  the  administrator  to  pay  tbetn.  Where  such  facta  are 
alleged  in  the  petition,  even  though  erroneons,  the  decree  is  not  void, 
nor  the  Bale  invalid  on  that  ground:  Burris  v.  Kennedy,  lOS  Cal.  331, 
340;  41  Pac.  Bep.  458. 

(3)  May  be  made  when.  Laches  In  filing.  The  administrator  is 
justified  in  assumtng  that  creditors  will  exhibit  and  prove  their  elaima 
against  the  estate,  and  he  is  not  required  to  wait  until  they  do  so 
before  preparing  to  pay  tbem.  Whea  he  ascertains  that  tbe  personal 
property  will  not  be  euffieient  to  pay  the  debts,  he  may  then  petition 
the  court  to  sell  the  real  estate:  Randel  v.  Randel,  64  Kau.  254;  67 
Pae.  Hop.  837.  A  creditor  may  petition  the  court  lor  a  sale  of  the 
land  of  the  estate,  where  the  administrator  neglects  to  perform  his 
duty,  at  least  within  a  reasonablo  time  after  the  claim  is  presented 
and  filed:  Estate  of  Wiley,  138  Cal.  301,  307;  71  Pac.  Rep.  441.  An 
application  for  an  order  authorizing  the  sale  of  tbe  real  estate  ot 
a  decedent  should  be  refused,  where  there  has  been  long  delay  pre- 
ceding the  filing  of  the  petition  without  any  satisfactory  explanation: 
Estate  of  Crosby,  Sij  Cal.  574,  5H8.  The  right  to  sell  real  property 
in  B  proceeding  for  the  payment  of  expenses  and  charges  of  adminis- 
tration accrued  and  to  accrue  ia  not  lost  by  laches,  where  the  applica- 
tion is  made  upon  the  double  necessity  of  redeeming  the  mortgaged 
premises  from  an  existing  lien,  and  to  pay  tbe  "debts,  expenses,  and 
charges  of  the  administration  accruing  and  to  accrue  ":  Estate  of 
Preud,  131  Cal.  667,  C73;  63  Pae.  Bep.  1080;  82  Am.  St.  Rep.  40". 
Qross  negligence  or  palpable  laches  on  tbe  part  of  the  executor  or 
administrator  is  eufScient  reason  for  denying  an  order  of  sale  in  a 
given  case;  Estate  of  Crosby,  55  Cal.  574.  No  hard  and  fast  rule  ha» 
ever  been  promulgated  defining  what  lapse  of  time  in  applying  for  a 
license  to  sell  real  property  will  amount  to  laches,  and  every  ease 
must  necessarily  be  governed  by  its  own  particular  facts  and  circum- 
stances: In  re  Smith's  Will,  43  Or.  595;  75  Pac.  Rep.  133.  The  rule 
that  laches  will,  in  some  cases,  defeat  a  creditor's  application  for  tbe 
sale  of  property  of  the  estate  goes  only  to  tbe  extent  that  a  probate 
court  has  discretionary  power  to  deny  a  petition  for  the  sale  of  real 
estate  when  there  has  been  unreasonable  delay  without  circumstanesB 
to  excuse  it:  Estate  of  Arguello,  85  Cal,  151,  154;  24  Pac.  Rep.  641. 
An  objection  that  there  was  an  unreasonable  delay  in  applying  for 
the  order  of  sale  finds  no  support  in  facts  showing  a  persistent  and 
long-continued  effort,  on  the  part  of  the  creditors,  to  bring  the  admin- 
istrator to  an  accounting,  and  where  litigation  assumed  eo  many 
phases  and  had  been  so  protracted  as  to  account  for  the  delay  which 
occurred:  Estate  of  Schroeder,  id  Cal.  305,  320.  Laches  in  applying 
for  an  appointment  as  administrator,  and  for  a  license  to  sell  real 
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property,  will  not  bar  tbe  liglit  of  the  adminiatTator  to  sell  the 
realty,  where  delay  in  applying  for  letters  of  HdminiBtratiou  or 
license  to  sell  has  resulted  in  uo  such  changes  of  onnership  or  phyai- 
ca]  conditions  as  to  render  it  inequitable  to  sell,  or  where,  by  analogy 
to  the  statute  of  limitatioDs  prescribed  in  the  jurisdiction,  sufficient 
time  has  not  run  to  bar  the  relief  in  the  form  proposed;  In  re  Smith's 
Will,  43  Or.  595;  75  Pac.  Kep.  133.  There  is  no  limitation  in  the 
state  of  Oregon  as  to  the  time  when  a  claim  against  the  estate  of  a 
deceased  person  may  be  presented,  nor  as  to  when  an  application  for 
an  order  of  sale  of  real  property  for  the  purpose  of  paying  debts, 
etc.,  may  be  made:  In  re  Houck's  Estate,  23  Or.  10;  17  Pac.  Eep. 
461.  Where  a  question  of  laches  is  ia  Issue,  the  plaintiff  is  chargeable 
with  such  linovrledge  as  bo  might  have  obtained  upon  inquiry,  pro- 
Tided  the  facts  already  known  to  him  were  such  as  to  put  the  duty 
of  inquiry  upon  a  man  of  ordinary  intelligence.'  Johnston  v.  Mining 
Co.,  148  U.  a,  360;  13  Sup.  CL  Rep.  385. 


Laches  of  executors  or  administrators  in  applying  for  orders  author- 
izing them  to  sell  property  for  the  payment  of  debts:  Bee  note  26  Am. 
St.  Eep.  22-29. 

(4)  Partlas  to  tlie  proceeding.  The  creditor  of  an  heir  is  in  no 
sense  a  necessary  party  to  a  proceeding  in  an  estate  for  leave  to  sell: 
Nichols  V.  Lee,  16  Col.  147;  28  Pac.  Eep.  157.  Under  the  statute  of 
New  Mexico,  the  anrriving  wife  is  a  party  to  the  proceeding,  where 
it  is  sought  to  sell  lands  of  the  decedent  in  which  she  has  a 
which  are  not  susceptible  of  division;  but  in  sncb  case  bi 
should  be  ascertained,  so  that  her  rights  at  the  sale  may  be  protected 
witbont  putting  her  under  the  burden  of  protecting  incidentally  the 
rights  of  the  creditors.  And  the  proceedings  to  sell  of  real  estate 
be  joined  in  one  suit  with  pTOceedings  for  the  sale  of  real  estate 
belonging  to  the  decedent:  First  Nat.  Bank  t.  Lee,  8  N.  M.  588;  45 
Pac.  Kep.  1114. 

(E)  Necessity  for  sale.  The  necessity  for  a  sale  is  not  a  matter 
for  an  executor  or  administrator  to  determine,  but  is  a  conclusion 
which  the  court  must  draw  from  the  facts  stated,  and  the  petition 
must  furnish  the  materials  for  its  judgment:  Pryor  v.  Downey,  50 
Cal.  388,  398;  19  Am.  St.  Bep.  656.  The  executor  baa  no  more  right 
to  sell  personal  estate  than  be  has  to  sell  real  estate,  unless  necessary 
for  its  preservation,  or  to  pay  charges  upon  it;  but  there- may  be 
as  great  a  necessity  for  selling  it,  for  the  purpose  of  marshaling  the 
assets  between  the  legatees,  heirs,  and  devisees,  as  to  pay  debts; 
Estate  of  Woodworth,  31  Cal.  595,  605.  The  facts  showing  that  a 
sale  is  necessary  are:  that  there  are  debts;  that  an  allowance  has 
been  made  for  the  support  of  the  family,  or  that  there  are  expenses 
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of  admiDiBtratioii ;  and  that  there  U  not  BufBcient  money  in  the  hands 
of  the  eiBcutor  or  adminiatrator  to  pay  them:  Burria  v.  Kennedy,  108 
Cal.  331,  339;  41  Pae.  Bep.  458.  It  is  not  necessaiy  to  the  right  of 
the  adminiBtrator  to  petition  for,  or  to  the  power  of  the  court  to 
order,  a  sale,  that  there  ebould  first  be  a  demand  upon  the  adminis- 
trator to  Hell.  It  iB  his  duty  to  petition  for  a  sale  whenever  a  neces- 
sity arisea  andar  the  statute.  The  creditor,  or  any  one  interested,  may 
make  application,  if  the  adminiatrstor  ueglectB  to  apply  for  the  order: 
Estate  of  Boacb,  139  Cal  17,  19;  73  Pao.  Rep.  393.  The  statnte  in 
California  does  not  make  it  necesBary  that  an  account  at  the  execu- 
tor's transactions  shall  be  rendered  and  a  final  adjudication  had  upon 
it  before  the  court  can  make  an  order  for  the  Bale  of  the  real  estate 
to  meet  the  eipeuBes  of  admiaistration.  It  canaot,  therefore,  be  said 
that  where  an  executor  applies  for  an  order  authorizing  him  to  sell 
real  property  belonging  to  the  estate  of  his  testator  for  the  purpose 
of  satisfying  a  claim  in  his  own  favor,  for  services  and  eipeuBes  as 
executor,  that  an  accoant  should  be  flret  presented  and  settled.  It 
is  proper,  and  not  premature,  for  the  court  to  make  an  order  of  sale 
on  finding  a  legal  necessity  for  such  sale:  Abila  v.  Burnett,  33  Cal. 
6S8,  665.  The  description  and  condition  of  the  property  quite  fally 
appear,  and  the  necessity  for  a  sale  sufflciently  appears,  when  it  is 
shown  that  there  are  debts  or  eipenses  of  administration,  and  that 
there  is  no  money,  or  personal  property,  or  income  from  which  to  meet 
these  liabilities:  Estate  of  Boach,  139  Cal.  17,  21.  A  petition  which 
discloses  the  nature,  extent,  and  value  of  the  personal  property  belong- 
ing to  the  estate,  and  contains  a  detailed  statement  of  facts  from 
which  it  sufficiently  appears  tliat  the  personal  property  is  not  snffi* 
cieot  to  meet  the  claims  and  costs  allowed  against  the  estate,  suffi- 
ciently shows  the  neccsBity  for  resorting  to  the  real  property:  Bate- 
man  V.  Beitler,  16  Col.  547;  36  Pac,  Bep.  548.  The  question  as  to 
whether  there  was  a  necessity  for  a  sale  is  one  for  the  probate  court 
to  decide,  and  its  unreversed  decision,  whether  right  or  wrong,  is 
absolutely  binding  upon  tho  parties  in  a  collateral  attack  thereon; 
Lake  v.  Hathaway  (Kan.),  89  Pae.  Bep.  868. 

<6)  Oondltloii  of  propert7.  The  court  should  be  informed,  by  the 
petition,  of  the  condition  of  the  property;  that  is,  whether  the  prop- 
erty is  improved  or  unimproved,  productive  or  unproductive,  occupied 
or  vacant,  and  the  like.  Such  information  is  necessary  to  enable 
the  court  to  intelligently  ejercise  its  judgment  in  the  selection  of  the 
property  of  the  estate,  which  can  be  most  advantageously  sold.  Where 
the  condition  of  the  property  is  not  stated,  the  petition  is  substantially 
defective,  and  the  provision  found  in  the  statute,  aa  to  supplying 
defects  by  proof  at  the  hearing,  has  no  application  to  a  petition,  the 
sufficiency  of  which  is  directly  attacked  by  general  demurrer,  or  by 
objection  to  its  sufficiency,  taken  upon  appeal  from  the  order  of  sale: 
Estate   of   Smith,  51   Cal.   563,  565.     An   objection   that   the  petition 
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fails  to  etate  tbs  condition  ot  the  property  will  not  tw  considered  on 
appeal,  wliere  such  objection  was  not  made  in  the  court  below,  wliere 
the  petition  states  the  jurisdictional  facts  required  by  the  statute,  and 
where  the  attack  is  collateral  and  not  direct:  Baum  v.  itoper,  132  Cal. 
42,  48;  64  Pac.  Rep.  12S.  In  the  case  of  mining  property,  which  a 
guardian  seeks  to  sell  for  the  interest  of  bis  ward's  estate,  it  is  not 
required  that  the  petition  should  set  forth  the  condition  of  any 
property  except  that  which  is  to  be  sold.  The  manifest  reason  of  this 
ia,  that  the  expediency  of  such  sales  is  in  no  wise  dopaudent  upon  the 
condition  of  other  portions  of  the  estate:  Smith  v.  Biaeailuz,  S3  Cal. 
344,  340;  21  Pae.  Rep.  15;  23  Pac.  Rep.  314. 

(7)  Description  of  pTopert7-  The  sufficiency  of  a  description  of 
one  parcel  of  land  does  not  cure  defects  of  description  as  to  other 
parcels;  for  the  statute  requires  that  all  of  the  real  estate  of  the 
decesBsd  should  be  described:  Wilson  t.  Hastings,  66  Cal.  243,  24S; 
5  Pae.  Rep.  217.  Where  a  petition  for  an  order  of  sale  describes  the 
land  as  in  "Township  29  N.,"  etc.,  instead  of  in  "Township  2S  N.," 
where  the  saae  is  situated,  and  in  connection  with  the  statement  that 
the  land  is  in  "Township  29  N."  ia  the  further  statement  that  it  is 
in  "  King  County,"  in  which  said  township  is  not  situated,  the  descrip- 
tion is  fatally  defective,  and  a  sale  under  such  petition  is  Toid: 
Hazolton  v.  Bogardus,  8  Wash.  102;  35  Pac.  Rep.  602.  Where,  in  a 
contract  for  the  sale  of  land,  the  property  is  described  as  "  the 
whole  of  the  Redding  ranch,"  purchased  by  deed  of  a  certain  date, 
and  the  place  of  record  of  such  deed  is  specified,  the  description  is 
sufficient;  and  where  the  land,  so  described  in  a  decree  of  distribu- 
tion, has  been  distributed  to  the  heirs  of  a  deceased  person,  they 
have  a  marketable  title  thereto:  Bates  v.  Howard,  105  Cal.  173,  183; 
38  Pae.  Bep.  715. 

(8>  Ksfeienca  to  other  papeis.  Reference  may  be  made  in  the 
petition  to  other  papers  to  show  the  facts:  Wilson  v.  Hastings,  66 
Cal.  243,  346;  5  Pac.  Rep.  217.  The  petition  may  refer  to  the  inven- 
tory for  the  description  of  the  real  property,  and  the  inventory  there- 
upon becomes  a  part  of  the  petition  fur  that  purpose:  Richardson  v. 
Butler,  82  Cal.  174,  178;  23  Pac.  Kep.  9;  16  Am.  St.  Bep.  101.  But 
a  reference  to  the  inventory  in  the  petition  for  one  purpose  cannot 
be  taken  as  a  reference  for  any  other  purpose  to  supply  an  omission 
of  some  necessary  statement:  Townsend  v.  Gordon,  19  Cal.  189,  208. 
A  petition  for  an  order  of  sale  may  refer  to  the  inventory  for  the 
description  of  the  real  estate  to  bo  sold;  but  where  the  inventory  is 
deficient  as  to  the  description,  the  petition  itself  is  insufficient  to 
give  the  probate  court  jurisdiction  to  order  a  sale  of  the  property; 
Wilson  V.  Hastings,  66  Col.  243,  246;  5  Pac.  Kep.  217.  See  Stuart  v. 
Allen,  16  Cal.  473.  Where  a  petition  sufficiently  shows  to  the  court 
what  the  interest  of  the  deceased  in  the  land  was  nt  the  time  of  his 
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death,  and  eontaiiis,  bj  Teference  to  fho  invento^,  a  full  deecription 
ot  all  real  property  of  the  estate  at  the  time  the  sale  is  asked,  and 
gives  to  the  court  all  the  information  on  that  Bubject  contemplated  by 
the  code,  the  sale  cannot  be  held  void  for  want  of  a  sufficient  deserip- 
tion  cf  the  real  property  in  the  petition  itself,  apart  from  the  inven- 
tory: Richardson  v.  Butler,  83  Cal.  174,  179;  23  Pac.  Rep.  9;  16  Am. 
St.  Rep.  101.  Bchodules  attached  to  the  petition  constitute  a  part 
thereof,  and  if,  in  the  body  of  the  petition,  it  is  stated  that  the 
values  and  conditions  of  the  realty  are  set  forth  in  a  particular 
schedule,  naming  it,  and  tlie  only  values  there  set  forth  aro  the 
appraised  values,  this,  in  the  absence  of  special  objection,  is  a  suffi- 
cient statement  as  to  present  value:  Estate  of  Levy,  141  Cal.  639, 
S43;  75  Pac.  Rep.  317.  The  requirement  of  the  statute,  that  the 
facts  prescribed  shall  be  stated  in  the  petition,  is  peremptory.  If 
the  petition  refers  to  another  paper  on  file,  for  the  purpose  of  a 
more  full  and  explicit  statement  of  facts,  that  paper  might  be  con- 
sidered in  connection  with  the  petition,  and  both  be  taken  together 
as  a  statement  of  all  the  required  facts.  But  it  is  apparent  that  no 
such  result  can  be  attained,  unless  the  petition  itself  make  the 
reference.  It  is  not  sufSeient  for  the  administrator  to  file  a  separate 
paper,  not  a  part  of,  nor  referred  to  in,  the  petition,  though  this  paper 
contains  part  of  the  facts  which  the  statute  requires  the  petition  to 
state;  Gregory  v.  Taber,  19  Cal.  397,  410.  See  Gregory  v.  McPherson, 
13  Cal.  562,  573.  A  reference,  "for  greater  certainty,"  witliont 
stating  for  what  the  reference  is  made,  whether  for  description,  or 
value,  or  condition,  is  an  insufficient  reference  to  make  the  inventory 
a  part  of  the  petition  as  to  description,  or  value,  or  condition:  Wil- 
son V.  Hastings,  66  Cal.  243,  24C;  5  Pac.  Rep.  217.  A  reference  to  an 
inventory  may  be  construed  as  justifying  the  omission  to  include  in 
the  petition  a  more  particular  statement  of  personal  effects  than 
'  that  made  in  it,  but  such  reference  does  not  make  the  inventory 
a  part  of  the  petition  for  any  other  purpose:  Tonnsend  v.  Gordon, 
19  Cal.  ISS,  208.  A  petition  for  the  sale  of  mining  interests,  referring 
to  the  inventory  for  a  description  of  the  real  property,  while  suffi- 
cient as  to  the  description,  is  defective  in  failing  to  set  forth  the 
condition  and  value  of  the  estate,  as  required  by  the  statute,  if  there 
is  nothing  in  the  petition,  or  the  inventory  and  appraisement  referred 
to  therein,  which  indicates  the  condition  of  the  mining  interests,  or 
of  the  mining  company  in  which  such  interests  are  held,  or  of  the 
mining  claims,  or  whether  they  are  being  worked  or  are  lying  idle, 
or  whether  they  are  sources  of  profit  or  of  loss  to  the  estate:  Estate 
of  Boland,  55  Cal.  310,  314. 

(9)  Verifying  the  petition.     A  petition  lacking  a  verification  ia 
invalid.     The  description   of  the  property,  its  condition,  value,  and 

character,  are   jurisdictional   facts,  which   must   affirmatively  appear 
in  a  verified   petition,   before   a  probate   court   can  make  any   valid 
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order  for  the  sale  of  the  real  property  of  an  estate  to  paj  debts. 
These  are  of  the  esBence  of  the  petition,  without  which  it  has  no 
legal  existence:  Estate  of  Boland,  55  Cal.  310,  315.  In  the  state  of 
Washington,  it  baa  been  held  that  a  failure  to  verify  the  petition, 
which  is  the  foundation  of  proceedings  to  sell  real  estate,  is  a  mere 
irregularity;  for,  if  the  petition  is  in  other  respects  suCGcient,  the 
court  is  given  jurisdiction:  McCoy  v.  Ayers,  2  Wash.  Ter.  203;  3  Pae. 
Bep.  2T3.  Schedules  attached  to  the  petition  are  a  part  of  it,  and  are 
included  in  the  verification.  An  objection  that  the  petition  is  not 
properly  verified  because  the  certificate  of  verification  is  placed  before 
the  schedules  which  were  attached  to  it,  is  not  tenable:  BicbardsoD 
T.  Butler,  82  Cal.  174,  180;  23  Pac.  Eep.  9;  16  Am.  St.  Hep.  101, 

(10)  Amending  tAe  petition.  The  petition  must  contain  a  general 
description  of  all  the  real  property  of  which  the  decedent  died  seised; 
and  if  it  does  not  contain  any  such  description,  it  is  error  to  maite 
the  order  of  sale  on  such  petition,  though  amended,  without  further 
notice.  The  court  should  treat  the  petition,  when  amended,  as  a  new 
petition,  and  proceed  de  novo:  Gharliy  v.  Werner,  6S  Cal.  388,  389. 
A  petition  based  upon  a  former  petition  is,  in  effect,  a  continuation 
of  a  first  application,  where  there  was  no  revocation  of  the  order 
made  upon  such  first  application,  and  the  statute  of  limitations  can- 
not be  considered  as  barring  the  subsequent  proceeding,  where  the 
first  application  on  which  it  was  based  is  not  barred:  Estate  of 
Montgomery,  60  Cal.  345,  648. 

(11)  Dafecta  ati«d  by  the  oidei  of  sala.  If  the  petition  substan- 
tially complies  with  the  requirements  of  the  code,  it  may  bo  aided  by 
the  order  of  sale  as  to  all  the  facts  showing  the  sale  to  be  neces- 
sary, and  giving  the  court  jurisdiction,  if  the  defect  is  supplied  by 
proofs  at  the  hearing,  and  the  general  facts  showing  such  necessity 
are  stated  in  the  decree:  Dennis  v.  Winter,  03  Cal.  16,  17.  A  defect  in 
the  petition,  which  consists  in  the  failure  to  state  whether  the  real 
property  was  separate  or  community  property,  is  remedied  by  the  fact 
that  it  is  stated  in  the  order  directing  the  sale  that  the  property 
was  separate  property:  Estate  of  Arguello,  85  Cal.  151,  152;  24  Pac. 
Eep.  641. 

<12)  Defects  not  cured  by  the  older.  If  the  petition  for  the  sale 
of  real  estate  does  not  set  forth  the  value  of  the  real  estate  sought 
to  be  sold,  the  petition  is  fatally  defective,  and  cannot  be  cured  by 
recitals  in  the  order  of  sale,  or  by  inferences  to  be  drawn  from  the 
inventory  and  appraisement  of  the  estate  referred  to  in  the  petition 
generally,  but  not  specifically,  as  to  the  lands  or  their  value:  Estate 
of  Cook,  137  Cal.  184,  190,  191;  69  Pac.  Bep.  968.  A  petition  in  which 
tbe  only  recital  upon  the  subject  of  condition  and  value  of  the  land 
ia,  that  it  waa  an  "  unperfected  claim  under  tbe  homestead  laws  of 
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CongreBB,"  and  wbich  does  not  state  what  tbe  land  was  worth,  whether 
it  was  improved  or  unimproved,  productive  or  unproductive,  occupied 
or  vacant,  nor  a^oy  other  information  by  which  the  court  might 
inteUigeutlj  have  exercieed  its  judgment  that  the  property  could  be 
most  advantageoual/  aold,  is  fatally  defective,  and  a  sale  thereof  is 
void  for  want  of  jurisdiction  in  the  court  to  order  it:  Kertehem  v. 
Ocorge,  78  Cal.  597,  5S9;  21  Pac.  Bep.  372.  A  petttiou  for  an  order 
of  Bale  Ib  fatally  defective,  where,  with  reference  to  personal  prop- 
erty, there  is  no  attempt  to  comply  with  the  statute,  and  the  court 
is  left  in  entire  ignorance  as  to  the  condition  of  the  estate  with 
respect  to  such  property,  information  in  respect  to  which  is  essential 
to  its  jurisdiction,  and  where,  in  respect  to  the  real  property  naked  to 
bo  sold,  the  petitiou  does  not  show  the  condition  of  the  land,  whether 
it  is  improved  or  waste  land,  or  whether  it  is  yielding  an  income  or 
is  burdening  the  estate  with  expense,  and  does  not  purport  to  give 
a  deBcription  of  all  the  real  cBtate  of  which  the  intestate  died  seised. 
The  condition  of  the  laud  that  it  is  desired  to  sell  should  be  stated 
so  that  the  court  may  judge  of  the  necBBsity  of  ite  sale:  Eaynes  v, 
Meeks,  20  Cal.  288,  317.  See  Estate  of  Boland,  S5  Cal.  514;  Janes  v. 
Throckmorton,  5T  CaL  386. 

(IS)  Creditor's  petition.  A  creditor  of  the  estate  of  a  decedent, 
whose  claim  has  been  allowed  by  the  court,  may  petition  for  the  sale 
of  the  real  estate  of  such  estate:  Estate  of  Conte,  87  CaL  480,  481; 
25  Pac.  Rep.  6S5.  When  the  proi;eeding  for  a  sale  is  not  instituted 
by  the  representative  of  the  estate,  but  by  a  creditor,  his  standing, 
as  such,  must  be  averred  and  shown,  in  order  to  qualify  him  to  insti- 
tute the  proceeding;  but,  when  the  real  estate  of  the  decedent  is 
sold  under  the  decree,  the  proceeds  are  to  be  paid  over  to  the  executor 
or  administrator  for  administration  under  the  direction  of  the  probate 
court.  The  allowance  of  an  ordinary  claim  against  the  estate  of  a 
deceased  person  does  not  give  the  creditor  any  superior  right  or  lien 
over  the  real  estate,  or  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  thereof, 
prior  and  superior  to  the  rights  of  any  other  creditor  whose  claim 
against  the  estate  may  be  allowed:  First  Nat.  Bank  v.  Lee,  8  N.  U. 
689;  45  Pac.  Bep.  1114.  A  creditor  of  an  estate,  having  a  valid  lies, 
may  petition  for  an  order  of  sale  of  the  lands  covered  by  the  lien, 
and  has  the  right,  upon  purchasing  the  property  at  the  sale,  to  have 
the  amount  of  his  bid,  less  the  necessary  expense  of  sale,  credited  on 
his  claim  by  reason  of  his  lien  upon  said  lands:  Estate  of  Wiley,  13S 
Cal.  301,  303;  71  Pac.  Bep.  441.  The  petition  of  a  creditor,  whose 
claim  is  secured  by  a  lien  upon  specific  property  of  the  estate,  to  sell 
the  land  to  enforce  payment  of  the  claim  and  lien,  filed  before  the 
statute  of  limitations  has  expired,  has  the  eifect  of  arresting  the 
further  operation  of  the  statute:  Estate  of  Wiley,  138  Cal.  301,  308; 
71  Pac.  Hep.  441.  Where  a  creditor  of  the  executor  files  a  petition 
asking  for  an  order  requiring  the  executor  to  sell  so  much  of  the  real

Mtate  a.B  shall  be  necesBAiy  to  paj  hig  claim,  and,  upon  the  hearing, 
evidence  upon  every  material  allegation  of  hie  petition  is  intro- 
duced, it  ia  error  to  ^ant  a  nonauit,  on  motion  of  the  devisees,  upon 
the  ground  that  tbe  claim  is  against  the  executor;  that,  until  he 
pays  it  and  presents  it  in  bis  account  as  an  expense  of  administra- 
tion, the  court  cannot  act  upon  it;  that  the  order  allowing  the  claim 
is  void;  and  that  the  claim  is  barred  by  the  statute  of  limitations: 
Estate  of  Couts,  S7  CaL  480,  481;  25  Pae.  Rep.  685. 

B.  Opposing  tAfl  appUctiUott. 
(1)  In  generoL  A  grantee  of  one  of  the  heirs  of  the  deceased, 
being  entitled,  upon  distribution  of  the  estate,  to  the  share  of  the 
heir  so  conveyed  to  him,  is  a  person  "interested"  in  the  estate,  and 
is  entitled  to  oppose  an  application  for  an  order  of  sale;  Estate  of 
Steward,  1  Cal.  App.  67,  60;  SI  Pac.  Rep.  728;  Estate  of  Baum,  92 
Cal.  192;  28  Pae.  Bep.  221.  The  court  is  not  bound  to  refuse  an 
order  of  sale  whenever  it  appears  that  the  required  money  can  be 
obtained  by  mortgage.  It  may  inqnire  into  the  wisdom  of  mort- 
gaging the  property,  and  the  means  of  payment  thereof  possessed  by 
the  heirs,  and,  if  it  appears  that  the  distributees  must  inevitably  lose 
the  entire  property  at  some  time  before  default  and  foreclosure,  in 
case  a  mortgage  be  made,  unless  they  can  make  a  sale  of  the  prop- 
erty, the  court  does  not  err  in  finding  that  a  sale  is  necessary; 
Estate  of  Newlove,  142  Cal.  377,  383;  75  Pac.  Bep.  1083.  The  pro. 
visions  of  the  statute  allowing  objections  to  be  made  to  the  sale,  and 
requiring,  for  its  efficacy,  a  confirmation  by  the  court,  are  intended 
to  secure  only  such  an  execution  of  the  order  of  sale  that  a  just 
and  fair  price  may  be  obtained  for  the  property  for  the  benefit  of 
the  estate.  The  authority  of  the  court  is  limited  to  such  a  super- 
vision and  control,  that  this  end  may  be  efFected:  Estate  of  Spriggs, 
20  Cal.  121,  126.  The  pendency  of  a  suit  involving  title  to  a  part 
of  the  real  proprety  is  not,  in  itself,  sufficient  cause  for  refusing  to 
make  an  order  of  sale;  especially  where  the  evidence  taken  concern. 
ing  the  merits  of  the  action  tends  strongly  to  show  that  it  was  insti- 
tuted in  good  faith.  Whether  a  sale  would  impair  the  value  of  the 
land,  under  such  circumstances,  is  a  matter  largely  within  the  dis. 
eretloD  of  the  court  to  determine:  Estate  of  Newlove,  142  Cal.  377, 
3S2;  75  Pac.  Bep.  1083. 

(2)  DMmtrrer  to  the  paUtton.  The  point  that  a  statement  is 
insufficient,  which  is  easily  understood  as  an  admitted  statement  of 
a  particular  fact,  and  is  merely  shadowed  by  some  uncertainty  or 
want  of  fnllnesB  or  aptness  of  expression,  can  be  reached  only  by  a 
special  demurrer  or  objection  in  the  court  below:  Estate  of  Heyden- 
feldt,  127  Cal.  456,  458;  59  Pac.  Bep.  839;  Estate  of  Levy,  141  Cal. 
639,  643.  See  also  Silverman  v.  Gundelfinger,  62  Cal.  548;  23  Pac. 
Bep.  12;  Estate  of  Bevincenzi,  llfl  Cal.  498,  500;  51  Pae.  Bep.  S45. 
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Upon  a  special  demvrrer  the  court  migbt  require  a  little  more  eer- 
taint^,  where  the  value  is  informally  alleged;  but  where  there  is  not 
such  a  total  want  of  a  Btatcment  of  vaiucs  as  renders  the  petition 
defcDscleBB  against  a  collateral  attack,  which  is  in  the  nature  of  an 
objection,  in  an  ordinary  civU  action,  that  the  complaint  does  not 
state  facts  sufficient  to  constitute  a  cause  of  action,  the  petition  #111 
be  held  snCBcieat:  Silvennan  v.  Qundelflnger,  62  Cal.  548,  649;  23  Pac. 
Rep.  12.  If  a  defect  of  parties  plaintiS  or  defendant  does  not  appear 
npon  the  face  of  the  petition  filed  in  a  proceeding  to  sell,  the  objec- 
tion may  be  taken  by  answer;  but  if  no  objection  is  taken,  cither 
by  demarrer  or  by  answer,  the  defendant  is  deemed  to  have  waived 
the  same:  Coulson  v.  Wing,  42  Kan.  507;  22  Pac.  Bep.  570.  So  far 
as  the  question  of  the  insufficiency  of  the  petition  is  concerned,  an 
appellant  occupies  a  no  more  advantageous  position  by  reason  of  the 
filing  of  a  general  demurrer,  than  he  would  have  occupied  had  be 
presented  no  demurrer  and  simply  appealed  from  the  order  of  sale. 
In  either  event  the  question  for  determination  is  as  to  whether  or 
not  the  petition  is  substantially  defective  in  any  of  the  requirements 
of  the  code:  Estate  of  Levy,  141  Cal.  639,  642;  75  Pac.  Bep.  317.  The 
provision  of  the  statute,  that  a  failure  to  set  out  the  necessary  facts 
in  the  petition  will  not  invalidate  the  subsequent  proceedings,  if  the 
defects  are  supplied  by  proof  at  the  heaicing  and  stated  in  the  decree, 
has  no  applicability  to  a  petition,  the  insufGciency  of  which  is  directly 
attacked  by  general  demurrer  in  the  probate  court,  or  by  objection 
to  its  sufficiency  taken  upon  appeal  from  the  order  of  sale:  Estate 
of  Smith,  51  Cal.  563,  565;  Estate  of  Boland,  SS  Cal.  310,  313;  EsUte 
of  Cook,  137  Cal.  184,  188;  69  Pac.  Bep.  968. 

6.  Sale  for  paTtnont  of  debts. 
(1)  In  geseraJ.  One  prominent  purpose  of  administration  is  to 
pay  the  debts  of  the  estate  from  the  real  and  personal  property  of 
the  deceased.  To  sell  real  estate  to  pay  the  debts  ia  as  plainly  a 
step  in  the  administration  as  is  the  sale  of  personal  property  for  the 
same  purpose;  and  while  it  is  within  the  scope  of  the  administration 
to  sell  either  real  or  personal  property,  yet  the  legislature  has  the 
power  to  direct  how  this  shall  be  done:  Burris  v.  Kennedy,  108  Cal. 
331,  338;  41  Pac.  Bep.  458.  An  order  for  the  sale  of  certain  pergonal 
property  to  pay  debts,  set  forth  in  a  schedule  of  claims  against  the 
estate,  is  not  a  determination  that  the  claim  is  a  valid  debt  due  from. 
the  estate:  Estate  of  Wells  {Cal.  App.),  94  Pac.  Bep.  856,  858.  An 
executor  or  an  administrator  cannot  be  compelled,  by  a  probate  court, 
to  sell  the  real  estate  of  a  decedent  which  has  been  distributed  by 
order  of  the  proper  court,  to  pay  debts  established  after  such  distribu- 
tion. It  is  only  property  in  the  hands  of  the  personal  representa- 
tive that  can  be  sold  by  bim,  and  such  sale  must  be  made  in  accord- 
ance with  the  statute:  Prefontaine  v.  McUicken,  16  Wash.  16;  47 
Pac.  Bep.  231,  233.     A  probate  court  does  not  have  any  authority 
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to  order  a  sale  of  the  homeatead  for  the  purpose  of  pacing  debts  ol 
the  deceased,  although  tbej  are  secured  by  a  valid  mortgage  on  tha 
same:  Estate  of  Orr,  29  Cal.  101,  104.  While  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
^minietrator  to  preserve  the  estate,  yet  this  dooa  not  mean  that  he 
ia,  at  bis  discretion,  to  pay  off  all  Gueumbrances  resting  on  the  prop- 
erty, upon  the  notion  that  the  property  may  increase  in  value,  and 
that  thereby  a  speculation  may  be  made  for  the  estate.  He  cannot 
advance  money  to  remove  encumbrances,  unless  his  intestate  was 
bound  to  pay  the  money:  Estate  of  Knigbt,  12  Cal.  200,  207;  73  Am. 
Dec.  531.  A  sale  may  be  ordered  when  neceaaary  to  meet  the  pros- 
pective charges  or  expenses,  though  there  be  no  debts  or  expenses  of 
administration  accrued  and  unpaid  at  the  time  the  application  ia 
made;  Richardson  v.  Butler,  82  Cal.  174,  17»;  23  Pac.  Rep.  9;  16 
Am.  St.  Eep.  101;  Estate  of  Freud,  131  Cal.  667,  670;  63  Pac.  Bep. 
lOSO;  S2  Am.  St.  Bep.  407.  The  executor  or  administrator  has  power 
to  use  the  money  in  bis  hands  for  the  purpose  of  redeeming  property 
of  the  estate  from  lieua  eiiatiog  on  it;  Estate  of  Freud,  131  Cal.  667, 
671;  63  Pac.  Bep.  1080;  82  Am.  St.  Bep.  407.  This  power  arises  from 
the  general  character  of  the  executor  or  administrator  as  a  trustee 
charged  witb  the  duty  of  preserving  the  property  of  the  estate: 
Estate  of  Smith,  116  Cal.  462,  460;  SO  Pac.  Sep.  701;  Estate  of  Freud, 
ISl  Cal.  667,  671;  63  Pac.  Bep.  1080;  Burnett  v.  Lyford,  03  Cal. 
114,  118,  119;  28  Pac.  Rep.  855.  The  same  principle  applies  in  the 
case  of  taxes,  tax  sales,  etc.:  People  v.  Olvera,  43  Cal.  492,  494;  Wein- 
reieh  v.  Hensley,  121  Cal.  647,  657;  54  Pac.  Bep.  254.  And  in  cases 
of  cattle  or  horaes  impounded  and  held  for  the  expense  of  pasture; 
EsUte  of  Armstrong,  125  Col.  603,  605;  58  Pac.  Rep.  183.  But  the 
principle  does  not  apply  where  the  lien  ia  not  a  charge  against  the 
estate,  and  no  part  of  it  could  ever  be  paid  out  of  the  estate: 
Tompkins  v.  Weeks,  26  Cal.  50,  60.  Under  the  Washington  statute, 
funeral  expenses  are  a  debt  against  the  estate,  and  may  be  given 
preference  in  payment:  In  re  Smith's  Estate,  2S  Wash.  93;  66  Pac. 
Bep.  93.  The  probate  court  has  no  authority  to  reach  out  and  dis- 
pose of  property  belonging  to  the  heira  of  the  decedent,  which  is  in 
no  respect  subject  to  the  debts  or  the  liabilities  of  such  decedent; 
Coulson  V.  Wing,  42  Kan,  507;  22  Pac.  Rep.  570.

(2>  ConteatUig  debts  on  the  liaailii(.  Upon  an  application  to  sell 
real  estate  to  pay  debts,  the  heir  can  dispute  the  validity  of  the 
claims  allowed,  and  to  pay  which  the  application  ia  made.     The  peti- 
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tion  to  sell  the  real  estate  of  an  inteitate  ia  the  Bubatitnte,  under 
our  system,  for  an  action  against  the  heir  at  common  law.  The  heir 
is  required  to  be  cited,  and  is  allowed  to  be  hoard.  The  hearing 
amounts  to  a  re-examination  of  the  claim,  to  teat  its  validitj  aa 
against  the  heir,  and  to  produce  or  to  prevent  a  decree  for  the  sale 
of  the  land.  If  the  claim  is  not  valid,  then,  of  course,  the  land 
ought  not  to  be  sold,  if  the  application  is  made  for  the  puipose  of 
meeting  such  claim:  Beckett  v.  Selover,  7  Cal.  215,  229;  68  Am.  Dec, 
237.  See  Estate  of  Schroeder,  4G  Cal.  305,  31B.  UpoQ  this  question, 
it  has  been  held  that  the  allowance  by  the  administrator,  and  the 
approval  by  the  probate  judge,  of  a  claim  against  the  estate  is  a 
quasi -judgment,  and,  in  attacking  it,  the  bnrden  of  proof  is  on  the 
heir:  Hillebrant  v.  Burton,  IT  Tex.  13S;  approved  in  Estate  of 
Sehrooder,  4G  Cal.  305,  31S.  "Allowance"  is  only  prima  facie  proof 
of  the  validity  of  the  claim;  therefore,  on  an  application  to  salt,  the 
heir  may  dispute  the  claima,  upon  which  the  petition  is  based,  although 
they  have  been  allowed  by  the  executor  or  administrator  and  probate 
judge:  Wingerter  v.  Wingerter,  71  Cal.  105,  111;  11  Pac.  Eep.  853. 
See  Beckett  v.  Selover,  7  Cai.  215;  68  Am.  Bee.  237.  A  judgment, 
in  the  state  of  Kansas,  against  the  executor,  in  favor  of  a  creditor, 
although  binding  upon  the  personalty,  is  not  necessarily  binding  npon 
the  heirs  to  the  extent  of  subjecting  the  real  estate  descended  to 
them  for  the  satisfaction  of  any  such  judgment.  Before  there  ean  be  a 
valid  order  devesting  them  of  their  title  by  a  sale  for  the  payment 
of  debts,  the  heirs  must  have  an  opportunity  to  be  heard,  and  to 
contest  not  only  the  necessity  or  propriety  of  the  sale,  but  also  the 
justice  and  validity  of  the  debts  for  the  payment  of  which  the  sale 
is  demanded;  Black  v.  Elliott,  63  Kan.  211;  65  Pac.  Sep.  215;  following 
Bauserman  v.  Charlott,  46  Ean.  480;  26  Pac.  Bep.  1051,  and  Knip  v. 
Kulp,  51  Kan.  341;  32  Pac.  Rep.  1118;  21  L.  B.  A.  550.  See  ahio 
OTIynn  v.  Powers,  136  N.  Y.  419;  33  N.  E.  Sep.  1087. 

(3)  "  Demand."  When  not  k  dabt  or  claim.  A  demand  against  an 
estate,  based  on  an  instrument  upon  which  the  testator  never  could 
be  made  liable,  is  not  a  "  claim  "  against  the  estate,  within  the 
meaning  of  the  statute  conferring  power  upon  administrators,  with 
license  from  the  proper  court,  to  sell  the  real  estate  of  decedents  to 
pay  claims  against  their  estates  in  the  event  of  a  deficiency  of  per- 
sonal assets:  Weill  v.  Clark's  Estate,  9  Or.  387,  391.  See  also  Walker 
V.  Diehl,  79  HI.  473,  and  Gray  v.  Palmer,  9  Cal.  616. 

(4)  Expenses  of  administration.  The  provisions  of  the  statute 
which   authori«s  a  sale  of  the   property   of  a  decedent  for   certain 

purposes  are  maintained  to  afford  to  creditors  of  the  executors,  as 
well  as  creditors  of  the  decedent,  the  means  of  securing  payment  of 
their  clsims  againat  the  estate,  and  nocessarily  contemplate  expenaea 
of  ad  mini  strati  on  which  the  executor  neglects  or  refuses  to  pay: 
Estate  of  Gouts,  8T  Cal.  430,  482;  25  Pac.  Bep.  683. 
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7.  Sale  to  pay  ftuuitJ  axpaiuas.  An  executor  ximj  petition  for  a 
sale  of  the  real  property  in  order  to  meet  the  expense  of  ereetiog  a 
moanment  over  the  grave  of  the  daceaaed  peison,  pursuant  to  a  pro- 
vision in  the  will.  The  ezpense,  in  such  a  case,  is  included  in  funeral 
expenses;  Estate  of  Koppikus,  1  Cal.  App.  84;  SI  Pac.  Rep.  732; 
Van  Emou  v.  Superior  Court,  76  Cal.  539;  IS  Pac.  Bep.  877;  9  Am.  St. 
Bep.  2SS. 

8.  Spodflc  devises  to  contilbnte  to  payment  of  debts.  Under  the 
statute  of  Oregon,  it  an;  article  of  personal  propert;  has  been  spe- 
cially bequeathed,  it  is  exonerated  from  the  operation  of  the  order  of 
sale  until  resort  thereto  becomes  necessary  for  the  payment  of  claims, 
by  reason  of  a  deficiency,  in  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  other  prop- 
erty: In  re  Noon's  Estate  (Or.),  88  Pac.  Rep.  673,  675.  A  devise 
made  in  the  will  for  tbe  payment  of  an  indebtedness  due  from  the 
testator  is  required  to  contribute  with  the  other  devises  to  the  pay- 
ment of  the  debts  of  the  estate  and  charges  of  admiuistratioii.  There 
is  ao  exception  mode  in  the  statute  as  to  such  devise:  Estate  of 
Thayer,  142  Cal.  453,  4S6;  76  Pac.  Rep.  453.  Tbe  remedy  of  a  legatee, 
whose  special  bequest  is  applied  to  the  payment  of  a  claim,  where 
there  are  other  special  bequests  which  would  bear  their  proportion  in 
tbe  payment  of  a  debt,  is  to  seek  contribution  from  the  legatees  of 
such  other  bequests:  Estate  of  lloulton,  46  Cal.  191,  192. 


Devises  or  legacies,  when  subject  to  and  when  exempt  from  pay- 
ment of  debts  of  administration:  See  1 574,  ante.  Contribution 
among  legatees  for  the  payment  of  debts,  expenses  of  administration, 
etc.;  See  £575,  ante. 

9.  Sale  to  pay  legacies.  The  probate  court  is  not  bound  to  decree 
a  sale  of  the  assets  of  an  eatate  for  the  payment  of  legacies  until  there 
is  an  ascertained  balance  of  assets,  real  or  personal,  in  the  hands  of 
the  executor  or  administrator.  If  the  assets  are  merely  claimed  to 
exist,  and  the  right  to  them  is  involved  in  litigation,  either  by  an 
action  brought  by  the  executor  or  administrator  to  recover  them  for 
the  estate,  or  by  an  action  against  the  executor  or  administrator  to 
recover  them  from  the  estate,  then  the  eatate  is  not  ready  for  distri- 
bution, and  the  probate  court,  in  the  exercise  of  judicial  discretion, 
may  delay  the  distribution  until  the  right  to  the  assets  is  judicially 
determined,  and  the  balance  for  distribution  ascertained:  Estate  of 
Bicaud,  57  Cal.  421,  423. 

Order  of  resort  to  the  property  of  the  testator  for  the  payment  of 
legaoiea:  Bee  I  709,  poat. 
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10.  Sal«  for  1>Mt  InterwtB  of  ttio  estfttw.  The  Califoniia  lUtute, 
wbich  authorizeg  tbe  property  of  a  decedent  to  be  sold,  whether  leal 
OT  personal  property,  wbere  it  appears  to  be  for  the  advantage,  bane- 
fit,  or  best  interests  of  the  estate,  is  constitutional  and  valid:  Estate 
of  Porter,  129  Cal.  86,  87;  79  Am.  St.  Eep.  78;  61  Pac.  3ep.  659,  Tho 
provisions  of  section  1536  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  of  California, 
as  amended  in  1893,  in  so  far  as  tbej  authorize  a  sale  "  for  tbe  advan- 
tage, benefit,  and  best  interests  of  the  estate,"  are  unconstitutional  aa 
to  titles  that  vested  prior  to  soch  amendment,  but  Bach  a  sale  is  valid 
as  to  titles  which  vested  subsequently  to  that  amendment:  Gutter  v. 
Dallamore,  144  Cal.  665,  668;  79  Pac.  Bep.  383.  An  amendmeot  to  the 
code,  authorizing  a  sale  to  be  made  when  it  appears  to  be  for  the 
advantage,  benefit,  and  best  interest  of  the  estate,  cannot  affect  the 
title  to  tho  land  vested  in  the  heirs  at  the  death  of  the  decadent, 
which  occurred  prior  to  tho  enactment  of  such  amendment;  the  right 
of  the  heirs  is  subject  only  to  such  powers  to  order  a  sale  in  the  course 
of  administration  as  were  possessed  by  the  eouTt  at  the  time  of  testa- 
'  tor's  decease,  and  are  unafifected  by  subsequent  legislation  giving  the 
power  of  sale  for  new  purposes  different  from  and  greater  than  thoaa 
conferred  by  the  law  in  force  at  the  death  of  the  deceased:  Estate  of 
Newlove,  142  Cat.  377,  380;  75  Pac.  Kep.  1083.  Whether  it  be  for  the 
advantage,  benefit,  and  best  interests  of  the  estate,  or  those  inter- 
ested therein,  to  order  a  sale  of  more  than  one  parcel  of  real 
estate,  is  a  question  of  fact  to  be  determined  by  the  court  upon  the 
evidence  before  it  in  reference  thereto;  and  to  the  extent  that  its 
decision  depends  upon  inferences  to  be  drawn  from  the  situation  of 
tbe  property,  or  of  the  parties  who  are  interested  therein,  it  is  not 
open  to  review:  Estate  of  Steward,  1  Cal.  App.  57;  81  Pac.  Bep.  72S. 
Upon  the  death  of  the  ancestor,  the  property  of  the  intestate  at  once 
vests  in  the  heir;  it  vests  subject  to  conditions  imposed  by  the  statute, 
such  as  tbe  qualified  possession  and  control  of  the  administrator,  under 
the  direction  of  tbe  court,  for  its  care  and  its  appropriation  to  the 
payment  of  tbe  debts  of  the  decedent,  expenses  of  administration,  and 
other  liabilities  enumerated  in  the  statute;  but,  as  the  right  of  the 
heir  to  inherit  the  estate  is  itself  a  creature  of  th^  statute,  there  can 
be  no  question  aa  to  tbe  power  to  impose  these  liabilities  upon  the 
estate,  subject  to  which  the  property  vests  in  the  heir.  Directions 
for  the  control  of  the  estate  have  no  other  basis  than  that  of  the 
preservation  of  the  best  interests  of  those  in  whom  the  statute  vasts 
the  right  of  property.  Aa  amendment  to  a  statute  adding,  as  a  ground 
upon  which  an  order  of  sale  may  be  made,  the  following:  "  Or  when  it 
appears  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court  that  it  is  for  the  advantage, 
benefit,  and  best  interests  of  the  estate,  and  those  interested  therein, 
that  the  real  estate,  or 'some  part  thereof,  be  sold,  the  executor  or 
administrator  may  sell  any  real  as  well  as  personal  property  of  the 
estate  upon  an  order  of  the  court,"  is  not  unconstitutional,  and  where 
a  testator  died  after  the  enactment  of  such  amendment  to  tbe  code. 
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the  eoart  may  order  a  sale,  upon  the  ground  mentioned  in  such  amend- 
ment, tinder  such  ciicumstacceH  that  the  conaent  of  the  owner,  if  he 
were  capable  of  giving  it,  would  ha  presumed:  Estate  of  Porter,  129 
Col.  86,  99;  61  Pac.  Bep.  659;  79  Am.  St.  Bep.  7S. 

11.  Order  to  show  caiue.  Nottc«  of  hearing. 
(1)  In  genetal.  The  absence  of  any  order  to  show  cause,  and  of 
any  service  of  the  notice  upon  all  persons  interested  in  the  estate,  as 
provided  by  statute,  is  fatal  to  the  Validity  of  the  sale:  Campbell  v. 
Drais,  123  Cat.  2S3,  258;  57  Pac.  Bop.  994.  The  court  may  proceed  at 
once,  on  completion  of  the  publication  of  the  order,  at  the  time  named 
in  the  order.  It  is  not  required  that  thirty  days  shall  have  elapsed 
after  the  completion  of  publication  of  the  order  to  show  cause  before 
the  court  has  jurisdiction  of  persons  interested  in  the  estate,  even 
though  some  of  such  persons  reside  in  a  foreign  country.  There  is  no 
analogy  between  this  method  of  obtaining  jurisdiction  of  the  person 
in  probate  proceedings,  and  by  the  publication  of  summons  in  ordinary 
civil  actions:  Estate  of  Boach,  139  Cal.  IT,  21;  72  Pac.  Bep.  393.  The 
pt»ting  of  a  notice  on  the  twelfth  day  of  July,  giving  notice  of  a 
hearing  of  the  petition  on  the  twenty-second  da^  of  the  same  month, 
ia  SDfficient  as  a  ten-day  notice:  Bates  v.  Howard,  105  Cal.  173,  1S2; 
38  Pac.  Rep.  715.  An  administrator's  deed  is  void,  even  upon  a  col- 
lateral attack,  if  there  was  no  notice  to  the  heirs  of  the  time  and 
place  at  which  the  application  to  sell  real  estate  to  pay  debts  could  be 
heard:  Chicago  etc.  B.  Co.  v.  Cook,  43  Kan.  83;  22  Pac.  Bep.  SS3.  See 
Miekel  v.  Hicks,  19  Kan.  578.  An  order  to  show  cause  why  a  sale 
Bhould  not  be  granted,  directed  only  "  to  all  persons  interested,"  is  not 
required  to  be  addressed  to  the  heirs  of  the  deceased  by  name.  While 
it  would  be  proper  to  name  the  parties  interested,  where  the  same  are 
known,  yet  it  has  been  held  by  the  supreme  court,  in  the  state  of 
Washington,  that  it  is  not  essential,  under  existing  legislatiou:  Furth 
V.  United  States  etc.  Trust  Co.,  13  Wash.  73;  42  Pac.  Rep.  523.  Nor  is 
it  required,  under  the  Washington  statute,  that  an  order  for  the  publi- 
cation of  the  notice,  with  the  designation  of  the  particular  newspaper, 
shall  be  contained  in  the  order  to  show  cause  why  a  sale  should  not 
be  granted:  Purth  v.  United  States  etc.  Trust  Co.,  13  Wash.  73;  42 
Pac.  Bep.  523.  Upon  the  hearing  of  a  petition  by  an  administrator  for 
an  order  of  sale  of  real  estate  to  pay  judgments,  and  costs,  and 
expenses  of  administration,  an  objection  was  made  to  the  introduction 
in  evidence  of  the  said  judgments,  on  the  ground  that  they  bad  not 
been  filed  in  time,  and  because  of  omissions  which  wero  supplied  by 
amendments  made  some  years  after  the  judgments  were  rendered,  and 
before  the  hearing;  but  it  was  held  that  the  provision  as  to  the  time 
of  filing  was  merely  directory;  that  the  amendments  in  the  judgments 
were  to  correct  clerical  errors  and  misprisions  by  the  record  itself; 
and  that  the  court  did  not  exceed  its  powers  in  permitting  the  amend- 
ments: Estate  of  Schroeder,  46  Cal.  305,  316.  Under  the  Kansas  statute 
Probate  —  68 
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relating  to  proceedings  of  the  probate  court  for  the  Bale  of  lands  of 
decedents,  the  court  has  full  authority  and  dlseretiou  to  fli  the  time  of 
the  notice  as  it  seea  fit,  aod,  in  doing  ao,  ia  in  no  wiae  reetrictod  hj 
law.  The  defect  in  the  notice  must  have  rendered  the  proceedings 
void  in  order  to  avail  the  heir,  upon  coliateral  attack,  in  an  actioQ  of 
ejectment:  Thompaon  v.  Burge,  60  Kan.  549;  57  Pae.  Bep.  110.  See 
alao  Wyant  v.  TuthUI,  17  Neb.  4B5;  23  N.  W.  Hep.  342. 

(2)  Serrlca  of  notice.  Where  objection  is  made  that  the  order  of 
sale  is  void  because  there  was  no  service  of  the  order  to  Bbo^  canse 
entered,  after  the  filing  of  the  petition,  upon  the  minor  heira,  and  it 
is  urged  that  the  appointmeot  of  the  guardian  ad  litem  was  made  on 
the  same  day  on  which  the  order  of  sale  was  entered,  the  act  of  the 
court  and  of  the  guardian  in  making  a  sale  cantiot  be  held  void, 
because  the  statute  docs  not  prescribe  that  service  must  be  made  of  a 
copy  of  the  order  before  such  appointment,  and  the  statute  is  silent  as 
to  the  time  of  the  appointment:  Stuart  v.  Allen,  16  Cal.  473,  504;  Tfi 
Am.  Dec.  551.  The  order  to  show  cause  must  be  personally  served  at 
least  ten  days  before  the  hearing,  on  all  persons  interested,  etc.,  or  be 
published  in  some  newspaper,  as  the  court  may  direct.  If  all  persons 
in t created  join  in  the  petition  for  the  aale,  or  aasent  in  writing 
thereto,  the  notice  may  be  dispensod  with,  and  the  hearing  had  at  any 
time.  The  language  of  the  statute,  that  the  appearance  of  an  appointed 
attorney  "  is  sufficieot  proof  of  the  service  of  the  notice  on  the  parties 
be  is  appointed  to  represent,"  impiiea  that  there  must  be  notice  to 
the  parties  and  proof  of  the  aervice  of  such  notice,  and  merely  means 
that  after  such  aervice  the  "appearance"  of  the  attorney,  under 
certain  circumstances,  may  be  taken  as  sufficient  proof  of  the  fact  of 
service.  But  where  it  afSrmatively  appears  that  there  was  neither 
notice  nor  service,  there  ia  no  jurisdiction.  The  attorney  cannot  waive 
both  notice  and  service:  Campbell  v.  Drais,  125  Cal.  253,  258;  57  Pae. 
Bep.  994.  An  attorney  for  minor  heirs  can  represent  them  only  in  B 
proceeding  which  has  been  duly  inaugurated,  and  in  which  the  court 
haa  already  jurisdiction  of  the  minors  by  sach  service  of  summons  or 
notice  as  the  code  provides.  Therefore  be  has  no  authority  to  repre- 
sent them  in  a  proceeding  to  sell  the  real  estate  of  a  decedent  until 
after  the  court  has  obtained  juriadiction  of  their  persona  by  tbe  service 
of  notice  upon  them.  He  cannot  waive  auch  notice,  nor  by  any  of  hia 
acta  invest  the  court  with  juriadiction  of  their  persona,  which  it  has 
not  already  acquired:  Campbell  v.  Drais,  125  Cal.  253,  258;  57  Pae. 
Bep.  994. 

12.  Hearing. 

(1)  Demand  for  jnr;  trial  of  tsines.  Where  a  demand  for  a  trial 
by  jury  of  the  issues  raised  upon  an  opposition  to  the  executor's  peti- 
tion to  sell  real  property  belonging  to  the  eatate  to  pay  debts,  etc., 
was  made  in  the  lower  court  only  in  the  objections  filed,  and  not  by  s 
written  demand  for  a  trial  by  jury  as  required  by  the  statute,  and,  so 
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far  as  the  record  BbowB,  the  demand  nas  never  called  to  tlie  attention 
of  the  court  or  judge  until  the  bearing  began,  a  trial  by  jury  waa 
properly  denied,  no  matter  what  the  Ibbuos  were:  In  re  Tuohy's  Eatate, 
33  Mont.  £30;  83  Fac  Bep.  486. 

(2)  QnestioiiB  not  considered.  XTpon  an  application  for  an  order  to 
■sU  property,  the  court  will  not  hear  and  detetmine  a  question  of 
heirship.  Such  fact  may  be  determined  at  the  Qnal  aottlement  of  the 
eatate,  in  proceedings  connected  therewith.  When  parties  appear, 
claimtDg  to  be  heirs  of  the  intestate,  they  should  be  permitted  to  abow 
any  relevant  and  pertinent  cause  why  a  sale  of  the  real  property  shonld 
not  be  made  in  accordance  vith  the  petition,  without  questioning  their 
beirabip:  In  re  Eouck's  Estate,  23  Or.  JO;  17  Pac.  Rep.  461. 

<S)  Findings.  It  has  never  been  definitely  determined  that  findings 
are  necessary  in  probate  orders,  such  as  an  order  for  the  sale  of  real 
property;  but  where  the  record  does  not  show  that  findings  were  not 
waived,  the  error,  if  any,  is  immaterial:  Estate  of  Arguello,  &5  Cal. 
151,  153.  See  Reynolds  v.  Bnimagim,  54  Cal.  258;  Estate  of  Crosby, 
55  Cal.  574;  Estate  of  Sanderson,  74  Cal.  199;  15  Pac.  Rep.  733; 
Campbell  v.  Cobnrn,  77  Cal.  36;  IS  Pac.  Rep.  SQO.  A  finding,  in  a 
former  proceeding,  which  is  not  necessary  to  the  judgment  in  that 
proceeding,  cannot  operate  as  an  estoppel  as  against  any  one  in  a  sub- 
sequent proceeding  upon  an  application  for  an  order  to  sell  real  estate 
for  the  payment  of  debts  and  coats  of  administration:  Estate  of 
Heydenfeldt,  127  Cal.  15G;  59  Pac.  Bep.  839.  See  Lillia  v.  Emigrant 
Ditch  Co.,  9S  Cal.  553^  30  Pac.  Bep.  1103. 

13.  Notice  after  appeal.  After  the  remittitur  of  the  appellate  court 
has  been  filed  in  the  probate  court,  tbe  last-named  court  is  at  liberty 
to  hear  and  diapose  of  a  petition  upon  sucb  notice  as  may  be  provided 
by  its  general  rules,  or  as  it  may  deem  reasonable  in  the  particular 
case;  and,  unless  it  should  be  made  to  appear  that  it  has  abused  its 
discretion  in  this  respect,  or  that  the  parties  entitled  thereto  have 
been  prevented  from  having  a  hearing,  its  action  will  not  be  set  aside. 
It  is  not  necessary  for  the  court  below,  after  reversal  of  its  former 
order,  again  to  give  the  notice  required  by  the  statute,  where  it  origi- 
nally complied  with  the  reqnirements  of  the  statute,  and  had  obtained 
jurisdiction  in  the  matter  and  over  all  peraons  interested  therein.  The 
court's  subsequent  action  upon  the  petition  is  a  movement  witbin  its 
jurisdiction,  to  be  reversed  only  for  some  error  in  law  which  might  be 
shown  upon  a  direct  appeal:  Estate  of  Couts,  100  Cal.  400,  403;  34  Pac. 
Bep.  865. 

14.  Otdei  of  sale. 

(1)  In  gtawal.  An  order  of  sale,  after  notice  to  all  parties  inter- 
ested, and  after  examination  of  the  proofs  presented,  is  an  adjudica- 
tion of  the  court  that  the  sale  of  the  property  described  is  necesaary. 
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FTom  this  older  tbe  adminiatrator,  and  any  person  interested  in  the 
estate,  ma^  appeal,  but,  unless  taken,  tbe  order  ig  conclusive  and  bind- 
ing upon  tbem:  Estate  of  Spriggs,  20  Cal.  121,  1S5.  An  order  for  the 
sale  of  real  estate  is  not  one  made  in  tbe  pre-existing  proceeding,  to 
which  the  court  has  already  acquired  jurisdiction,  but  it  is  in  reality 
a  judgment  in  a  new,  separate,  and  indepeodent  proceeding;  depending 
for  its  validity  upon  the  sufficiency  of  the  facts  contained  in  th« 
petition;  Ethell  v.  Nichols,  1  Ida.  741,  T45.  It  is  not  necessary  to 
particularize,  in  an  order  for  the  sale  of  a  decedent's  property,  itenu 
coDBtituting  the  debts  and  expenses  of  administration  accrued  and  to 
Bcerue:  Estate  of  Boach,  139  Cal.  17,  21;  72  Pac,  Eep.  393.  The  order 
of  sale  imports  a  flndiog  of  tbe  truth  of  the  general  facts  showing 
that  the  sale  is  necessary,  and  that  evidence  of  that  effect  was  given 
at  the  hearing;  Burris  v.  Kennedy,  108  Cal.  331,  339;  41  Pac.  Eep.  458. 
It  will  be  presumed  that  the  evidence  sustains  the  findings  and  the 
order,  whore  the  court  finds  that  outstanding  debts  eziated,  and  that 
there  were  charges  of  administration  accrued  and  to  accrue:  Bst«ta 
of  Boach,  139  Cal.  17,  21;  72  Pac.  Sep.  393.  The  order  of  sale  eaoBOt 
be  obviated,  nor  can  its  efficacy  be  impaired,  by  the  fact  that  it  may 
subsequently  appear  that  too  low  an  estimate  was  placed  by  the  court 
upon  the  value  of  the  property  ordered  to  be  sold,  or  as  to  the  pries 
it  would  bring;  Estate  of  Spriggs,  20  Cal.  121,  125.  The  order  for  a 
sale  of  perishable  personal  property  is  not  required  to  state  that  such 
property  was  "  perishable  property,  and  liable  to  assessment  and  taxa- 
tion," inasmuch  as  such  statements  are  not  neceasary  to  the  order,  end 
are,  in  truth,  mere  surplusage;  Hallcck  v.  Moss,  22  Cai.  266,  275.  The 
order  for  the  sale  and  the  order  of  confirmation  are  both  judicial  acts. 
The  sale  is  o.  judicial  sale,  and  therefore  not  within  the  statute  of 
frauds:  Hallcck  v.  Guy,  8  Cal.  181,  196;  70  Am.  Dec.  643. 

(2)  Validity  of.  It  would  be  better  practice  for  the  court,  in  all 
cases  where  there  are  several  distinct  parcels  of  property,  to  insert  in 
its  order  a.  direction  that  the  sale  cease  when  the  amount  required  has 
been  obtained;  but  tbe  omission  of  such  a  direction  cannot  invalidate 
the  order  or  the  salea  made  in  pursuance  of  it;  Estate  of  Spriggs,  20 
Cal.  121,  125.  The  principle  that  no  sale  can  be  had  without  the  order 
of  tbe  court  applies  also  to  claims  of  causes  of  action  existing  in  favor 
of  the  estate.  So  where  an  executrix,  appointed  in  another  state, 
attempted  to  assign  and  transfer  to  the  plaintiff,  by  an  instrument  in 
writing  executed  by  her  as  each  executrix,  presumably  in  such  foreign 
state,  all  the  claim  and  cause  of  action  of  said  estate,  under  instru- 
ments of  writing  held  by  the  estate  against  the  plaiotJfF,  it  was  held 
that  such  transfer  and  assignment,  without  authority  of  tbe  probate 
court,  woe  invalid,  the  presumption  being  that  the  laws  of  such  foreign 
state,  prohibiting  probate  sales  without  order  of  court,  are  the  same  as 
tbe  laws  of  this  state,  in  the  absence  of  evidence  to  tbe  contrary: 
Bovard  v.  Dickenson,  131  Cal.  162,  164;  63  Pac.  Bep.  162.    See  also 
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WickerBham  v.  Johnson,  104  Cal.  407;  38  Pac.  Eep.  89;  43  Am,  St.  Eep. 
118;  Bankin  v,  Newman,  114  Cal.  635, 660;  46  Pac.  Hep.  742;  34  L.  R.  A. 
£65.  The  provision  of  the  statute  declaring  that  no  sale  of  any  property 
of  an  estate  shall  be  valid  unless  made  upon  an  order  of  the  probate 
court  applies  only  to  sales  by  executors  and  administrators.  It  has  no 
reference  to  judicial  sales  under  the  decrees  of  the  district  courts,  nor 
to  sates  in  pursuance  of  testamentary  authority:  Fallon  v.  Butler,  21 
Cal.  24,  31;  81  Am.  Dec.  140.  See  Larco  v.  Casaneuava,  30  Cal.  561,  567. 
Ad  order  of  sale,  where  it  appears  that  the  person  applying  for  the 
order  never  had  letters  issued  to  him,  and  never  qualified  as  adminis- 
trator, is  void,  and  a  statute  passed  for  the  purpose  of  curing  defects 
of  form,  amissions,  or  errors,  etc.,  is  without  effect,  in  so  far  as  it 
attempts  to  validate  such  judgment  or  order:  Pryor  v.  Downey,  50  Cal. 
388,  398.  Where  the  order  of  sale  provides  "  that  such  sale  shall  cease 
when  an  amount  not  less  than  ten  thousand  dollars  and  not  exceeding 
eleven  thousand  dollars  has  been  obtained,"  such  provision  does  not 
render  the  whole  order  void:  Richardson  v.  Butler,  82  Cal.  IT4,  ISO;  23 
Pac.  Rep.  9;  16  Am.  St.  Rep.  101.  An  order  of  sale  providing  for  the 
sale  of  other  property  before  a  sale  is  made  of  a  particular  lot  or 
tract  described  therein,  is  in  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Washington  code,  and  a  sale  of  the  property  that  was  last  to  be 
resorted  to  will  not  be  set  aside,  where  it  appears  that  the  adminis-' 
trator  complied  with  the  order  by  first  offering  the  other  property  for 
sale  in  the  manner  provided:  In  re  Bryant's  Estate,  33  Wash.  337;  80 
Pac.  Eep.  655. 

15.  Notic«  of  sale. 

(1)  In  gnieral.  A  sale  upon  insufGcient  notice  is  at  least  voidable, 
if  not  absolutely  void:  Haynes  v.  Meek,  10  Cal.  119;  Halleck  v.  Moss, 
17  Cal.  340,  344.  The  probate  court,  in  its  order  confirming  a  sale, 
declared  that  the  notice  of  sale  had  been  posted  in  three  public 
places.  Evidence  was  introduced  with  the  intent  to  show  that  one 
of  the  places  was  not  a  "  public  "  place,  withiu  the  meaning  of  the 
code.  It  was  held  that  the  court,  having  Jurisdiction  of  the  proceeding, 
could,  within  that  jurisdiction,  find  the  fact  that  the  place  was  a 
public  place,  and  that  such  finding  could  not  be  attacked  collaterallj: 
Richardson  t.  Butler,  82  Cal.  174,  ISO;  23  Pac.  Bep.  9;  16  Am.  St. 
Bep.   101. 

(2)  Ptibllcatlon.  Under  the  California  statute,  notice  of  a  sale 
most  be  published  "  for  two  weeks  snccessively  neit  before  the  day 
on  OT  after  which  the  sale  is  to  be  made,"  and  the  publication  must 
be  "  as  often,  daring  the  prescribed  period,  as  the  paper  is  regularly 
issued."  This  means  that  the  publication  must  be  for  two  successive 
weeks,  and  in  each  successive  issue  of  the  paper  up  to  the  day  on  or 
ftfter  which  the  sale  is  to  take  place.  Under  this  statute,  a  notice 
published  OD  January  27tb,  February  3d,  and  February  lOth  is  sufficient 
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for  s  sale  which  takes  place  on  February  IStli:  Eatste  of  O'SiUliTan,  S4 
Cal.  444,  448;  24  Pac.  Rep.  281.  Where  pnblication  of  a  notice  of 
administrator's  sale,  under  a  statute  and  order  requiring  publication 
for  "  at  least  four  Hucceasive  weeks,"  etc.,  was  made  for  three  weeks  in 
a  paper,  at  which  time  the  paper  discontinued  publication,  and  the 
fourth  publication  was  in  a  paper  not  mentioned  in  the  order,  it  hai 
been  held  that  the  discontinuance  of  the  paper  did  not  annul  tbe 
order,  nor  tum  the  question  at  publication,  or  of  further  publication, 
over  to  tbe  discretion  of  the  administrator,  and  that  the  order  of  sale 
was  Toid  from  the  beginning,  for  that  reason:  Townsend  v.  Tallant,  33 
Cal.  45,  51;  99  Am.  Dec.  617.  On  an  appeal  from  an  order  confirming  a 
Bale  of  real  property'  on  the  ground  of  insufflciencj  of  the  notice  of  sale, 
it  has  been  held  that  where  a  statute  prescribes  that  the  notice  shall 
be  published  in  a  newspaper  for  three  weeks  suecessivelj,  etc.,  the 
phrase  "  three  weeks  successively  "  has  the  same  meaning  as  "  three 
successive  weeks."  It  simply  indicates  tbe  time  during  which  the  sale 
must  be  advertised,  and  not  the  manner  of  the  publication,  as  that  it 
shall  be  published  sncceasively  during  tbe  period.  The  word  "  succes- 
sively" refers  to  weeks,  and  not  to  the  publications  of  tbe  paper. 
Therefore  it  is  not  required,  where  a  publication  under  such  an  ord^r 
is  had  in  a  daily  newspaper,  that  tbe  notice  be  published  in  each  issue 
of  the  paper:  Estate  of  Cunningham,  73  Cat.  558,  559;  15  Pac.  Rep.  136. 
Publication,  under  a  statute  which  requires  notice  of  the  aale  to  be 
published  "  for  three  weeks  Huccossively  next  before  such  sale,"  is 
insufficient,  where  tbe  notice  of  sale  was  published  in  a  weekly  news- 
paper for  throo  successive  weeks,  but  cot  during  the  last  week  next 
before  the  day  named  for  the  sale,  there  being  aa  interval  of  nine  daya 
between  the  completion  of  the  last  publication  and  the  day  of  sale: 
Hartley  v.  Croze,  3S  Uinn.  325.  So,  also,  where  a  notice  of  sale  named 
April  21,  1892,  as  tbe  day  on  or  after  which  tbe  sale  would  be  made, 
and  the  notice  was  publisbed  in  a  daily  newspaper  from  the  fifth  to 
the  nineteenth  day  of  that  month,  ancb  publication  is  insufficient;  for  if 
publication  in  the  daily  paper  may  be  omitted  for  one  day,  it  may  be 
omitted  for  two  or  more  daya,  and  there  can,  in  auch  case,  be  no 
certainty  as  to  when  the  laat  publication  must  be  made:  Hellman  v. 
Merz,  112  Cal.  661,  666;  44  Pae.  Bop.  1079.  Wbere  there  ia  nothing  in 
tbe  statute  to  indicate  a  legislative  intent  that  the  publication  of  the 
notice  of  sale  aball  be  in  a  daily  rather  than  a  weekly  paper,  the 
publication  in  a  weekly  paper  ia  aufflcient  to  meet  all  requirements  of 
the  law:  Estate  of  O'Sullivan,  84  Cal.  444,  447;  24  Pac,  Rep.  281. 
Where  notice  of  sale  had  been  given  by  publication  in  a  newspaper, 
but  it  ia  not  shown  that  it  had  been  so  given  under  the  authority  of 
any  order  directing  it  to  be  done,  this  ia  a  fatal  defect  of  proof  in 
relation  to  tbe  notice  under  which  tbe  sale  was  made,  and  for  this 
reason,  and  for  the  additional  reason  that  no  notices  had  ever  been 
posted,  the  sale  was  invalid:  Halleck  v.  Moss,  17  Cal.  340,  344. 
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16.  Ordering  reulo.  Where  no  other  course  is  open,  it  is  proper  for 
the  court,  in  ite  discretion,  to  order  a  resale:  Estate  of  Long  (Cal. 
App.),  91  Pac.  Eep,  169,  A  lesole  o(  real  eetate,  made  after  annulment 
of  the  first  sale,  but  based  upon  the  original  nnverifled  petition,  is,  as 
was  the  first  sale,  void  for  want  of  jurisdiction:  Estate  of  Bolaod,  55 
Cal.  310,  316.  Where  an  executor,  upon  a  resale  of  property, — 
directed  by  the  court,  at  the  hearing  for  confirmation,  because  of 
an  advanced  bid  having  been  made,  —  contracted  with  the  pur- 
chaser at  the  second  sale,  after  the  sale  but  before  confirma- 
tion, and  received  a  deed  from  the  purchaser,  immediately  after 
confirmation  to  euch  purchaser,  the  executor  holds  the  legal 
title  to  the  property  in  trust  for  the  devisees  under  the  will, 
subject  to  a  proper  accounting  for  money  paid  on  the  purchase,  for 
repairs,  etc.,  less  rents  received,  and  for  any  other  proper  transactions 
that  may  exist  between  the  parties;  O'Connor  v.  Flynn,  5T  Gal.  293, 
295.  Where  the  executors  of  a  vendor  have  canceled  bis  contract  for 
the  sale  of  land,  for  default  of  the  purchaser,  and  thus  regained  title, 
they  may  sell  and  convey  such  real  estate,  and  account  to  the  court  of 
their  appointment  for  the  proceeds  as  personalty,  and  the  title  so  con- 
veyed is  good  as  against  the  heirs  of  the  decedent  claiming  title  by 
succession:  Glapp  v.  Tower  (N.  D.),  S3  N.  W.  Bep.  S62. 

17.  Mnnc  pro  tame  ordai  of  sale.  Where,  on  the  return-day  men- 
tioned in  the  order  to  show  cause,  a  hearing  was  ha^  and  proofs  made, 
and  a  decree  directing  a  sale  was  also  made  on  that  day;  and  subse- 
quently, seven  days  later,  another  decree  or  order  of  sale  was  made, 
referring  to  the  same  petition,  and  reciting  that  the  order  theretofore 
made  in  the  matter  had  been  vacated  for  errors,  and  where  the  sale 
took  place  under  a  later  order,  although  the  later  order  was  not  in 
form  a  dusc  pro  tunc  order,  it  must  be  so  regarded,  as  it  was  evidently 
.in  lien  of  the  order  made  on  the  flrst  day  of  the  hearing,  although,  by 
mistake,  a  different  decree  was  then  entered:  Burria  v.  Kennedy,  lOS 
Cal.  331,  340;  41  Pac.  Bep.  45S. 

18.  PnUlo  Bale.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  statute  of  California, 
all  sales  must  be  made  at  public  auction,  unless,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
court,  the  best  interests  of  the  estate  would  be  subserved  by  a  private 
Bale.  When,  however,  a  private  sale  is  asked  for,  the  court  may  act 
upon  the  opinion  of  the  execntor  or  administrator  and  order  such  a  sale 
to  be  made.  Wbere,  upon  a  petition  of  a  creditor  for  an  order  of  sale 
at  public  auction,  and  where  a  private  sale  is  not  asked  for  by  the 
administrator,  the  court  does  not  improperly  exercise  its  judgment  in 
ordering  a  public  sale,  although  the  administrator  is  present  at  the 
hearing  of  the  petition,  and  objects  to  having  the  property  sold  at 
public  auction,  on  the  ground  that  a  private  sale  would  be  most  bene- 
ficial to  the  estate  and  to  the  creditors  thereof:  Estate  of  Dorsey,  75 
Cal.  25S,  260;  17  Pac.  Bep.  209.    The  duty  of  an  administrator  is  not, 
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necessarily,  iucoDsiBtent  with  an  agreement  to  ask  for  an  order  of  dale, 
upon  eonsideration  that  tbe  purchaser  will  give  an  agreed  sDm  at  the 
sale,  nor  does  this  amount  to  a  piivate  sale,  for  the  vcrj  agreement 
contemplates  that  tbe  sate  shall  be  public,  and  the  court  has  no  power 
to  make  or  to  autborize  any  other  sale,  or  a  Bale  in  any  other  mode: 
Stuart  T.  Allen,  16  Cal.  *74,  499;  7B  Am.  Dee.  551. 

19.  FrlTBta  salo.     Where  land  is  sold  by  the  executor  at  private 

sale,  and  return  made  thereof,  and  not  at  public  sale,  as  directed  in 
the  order  of  sale,  the  court  has  no  jurisdiction  to  conBrin  it,  and  the 
sale  is  void  on  the  face  of  the  record:  Scbliclier  v.  Hemonway,  110  Cal. 
579,  581;  43  Pae.  Hep.  1063;  52  Am.  St.  Rep.  116.  Neither  an  executor 
nor  a  legatee  can  authorize  a  sale  of  the  property  of  a  decedent,  and 
therefore  neither  can  ratify  such  sale;  nor  can  an  agent,  empowered 
by  a  decedent  in  his  lifetime  to  sell  certain  property,  eflect  a  sale 
thereof  after  the  decease  of  his  principal.  The  agency  is  terminated 
by  death,  and  thereafter  the  estate  acquires  the  property  for  purposes 
of  administration,  and  for  the  benefit  of  all  classes  of  creditors,  in  the 
manner  prescribed  by  tbe  statute;  Krumdick  v.  White,  107  Cal.  37,  41; 
39  Pac.  Bep.  1008.  Under  the  Oregon  statute,  the  county  court  is 
vested  with  discretion  in  the  matter  of  ordering  private  sales  of  the 
personal  property  of  an  estate,  and  may  allow  the  administrator  com- 
pensation for  clerk's  rent  of  a  store,  and  other  expenses  connected 
therewith,  but  the  court  is  powerless  to  authorize  the  purchase  of 
goods  to  replenish  the  stock.  As  to  such  expenses,  the  administrator 
will  be  charged  on  his  own  account:  To  re  Oebum'a  Estate,  36  Or.  8;  58 
Pae.  Ecp.  521. 

20.  Batttm  of  salea.     At  the  hearing  of  a  return  of  sale  of  certain 

real  estate,  made  by  the  administrator,  under  order  of  the  court,  it  is 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court  to  postpone  a  further  hearing  upon 
the  matter  until  another  day  to  receive  additional  bids,  even  though  an 
offer  is  made,  at  the  time  of  the  original  hearing,  of  ten  per  cent  more 
in  amount  than  that  named  in  the  return.  The  provision  of  the  Cali- 
fornia statute,  giving  tbe  court  discretion  to  accept  the  offer  of  an 
made  or  of  ordering  a  oew  sale.  It  is  authorised  to  receive  as  many 
discretion  to  the  alternative  of  accepting  the  first  offer  that  may  1>e 
mado  or  of  ordering  a  new  sale.  It  is  authorized  to  receive  as  many 
bids  as  may  be  made,  and,  upon  a  consideration  of  all  the  bids,  m^y 
then  determine  whether  to  accept  the  highest,  or  to  order  a  new  sale: 
Estate  of  GrifBth,  127  Cal.  543,  544;  59  Pac.  Hep.  988.  A  recital  in  the 
decree  conflrming  the  fact  that  tbe  return  of  the  sale  was  duly  verified 
by  affidavit  is  conclusive  as  to  that  fact,  and  a  finding  of  fact  to  the 
contrary  does  not  in  any  manner  aflfect  the  conclusiveness  of  the  recital 
in  the  decree.  The  fact  ia  not  a  jurisdictional  one,  and  the  principle 
applied  to  tbe  inconclusiveness  of  statements  or  recitals  in  judgmenti, 
conferring  jurisdiction,  does  not  apply:  Dennis  v.  Winter,  63  CaL  16,  J8. 
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21.  IrragnlailtlM  In  nlos.  Uutuat  mistake.  Informality  as  to  the 
delivery  of  personal  property  upon  a  probate  sale  does  not  make  tbe 
sale  HO  far  void  tliat  it  cannot  be  ratified  by  tbe  probate  court  in  some 
subsequent  order:  Srewster  v.  Baxter,  3  Wash.  Ter.  13S;  3  Poc.  Rep. 
844.  Irregularities,  in  no  wise  fatal  to  tbe  proceedings,  may  be  subee- 
qnentlj  cured  by  tbe  order  of  the  court  coufirmiug  the  sale:  Furth  v. 
United  States  etc.  Trust  Co.,  13  Wash.  73;  42  Pac,  Bep.  523.  Irrepila- 
rities,  dnfects,  and  ineonsisteneiea  in  the  proceedings  do  not  necessarily 
render  a  decree  ordering  a  sale  void,  for,  vbere  it  appears  that  tbe 
conrt  iras  acting  within  the  scope  of  its  jurisdiction  in  making  its 
final  decree,  such  ineonsisteneiea,  irregularities,  and  defects  may  b« 
eorreetod  upon  appeal,  and  the  decree  will  not  be  nullified  in  an  indi- 
rect attack:  Stuart  v.  Allen,  16  Cal.  474,  499.  Technical  objections  to 
a  sale,  where  there  is  no  pretense  that  the  sale  under  which  appellants 
claim  was  in  fact  fraudulent,  or  that  it  was  without  adequate  consid- 
eration, or  in  any  way  unfair,  will  not  be  regarded  as  sufficient  to 
overturn,  for  want  of  jurisdiction,  the  judgment  of  a  court,  or  to 
destroy  a  title  to  realty  honestly  acquired:  Hicbardson  v.  Butter,  62 
Cal.  174,  180(  23  Pac.  Rep.  0;  16  Am.  8t.  Hep.  101.  Mere  irregularities 
do  not  affect  the  title,  and  such  objections  cannot  prevail  iu  a  collat- 
eral attack  upon  the  order  of  sale:  Dennis  v.  Winter,  63  Cal.  IS,  18. 
See  Irwin  v.  Scriber,  IS  Cal.  499;  Ealleck  r.  Moss,  22  Cal.  2S6,  276. 
The  faOure  of  a  probate  court  to  require  a  new  or  an  additional  bond 
from  the  executor,  if  any  is  necessary,  with  resident  sureties,  does  not 
render  void  the  sale  of  real  estate  which  was  subsequently  confirmed 
by  the  probate  court:  Higgins  v;  Reed,  48  £an.  272;  29  Pac.  Rep.  389. 
Though  the  petition  for  a  sale  is  irregular  and  defective,  in  not  stating 
some  of  the  things  that  the  statute  requires  it  to  state,  yet  if  it  is  sulB- 
cieat  to  give  the  court  jurisdicion,  questions  raised  in  a  collateral  pro- 
ceeding as  to  tbe  publication  of  the  order  to  show  cause,  a  failure  of 
the  petition  to  state  the  amount  of  the  personal  estate  undisposed  of, 
to  state  that  a  sale  of  the  real  estate  was  necessary  in  the  coarse  of 
administration,  or  to  state  whether  the  deceased  left  any  debts,  are 
defects  insufficient  to  affect  the  title  in  the  hands  of  bona  tide  pur- 
chasers: Ackerson  v.  Orchard,  7  Wash.  377;  34  Pac.  Rep.  1106.  In  a 
ease  where  there  is  no  misstatement  or  concealment  of  any  fact,  and 
no  misrepresentation  as  to  tbe  law,  and  which  presents  only  a  mutaal 
mistake  of  the  purchaser  of  certain  land  sold  under  the  order  of  the 
probate  conrt  and  the  administrator  as  to  tbe  law,  each  believing 
that,  under  tbe  facts,  the  land  was  part  of  the  decedent's  estate,  there 
can  be  no  estoppel  based  on  such  error:  Qjerstadenjen  v.  Van  Duzen,  7 
N.  D.  612;  76  N.  W.  Rep.  233. 

22.  Frandnlent  sales.  If  the  administrator  and  another  person  enter 
into  a  contract  with  the  purchaser  at  a  probate  sale,  after  the  sale  and 
before  confirmation,  to  purchase  the  property  from  the  latter,  such  con- 
tract is  a  violation  of  the  statute  which  prohibits  o 
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administrator  from  being  iuteTest«d  is  a  sale  made  hj  him,  and  ia 

voidable,  at  the  election  of  heirs  or  other  persoas  interested  in  the 
estate,  bat  is  not  abeolutely  void:  Bums  v.  Kennedy,  lOS  Cal.  331,  341; 
41  Pae.  Bep.  45S.  In  eucb  casei  the  sale  is  alwaja  virtnalljr  to  th« 
administrator,  and  it  is  that  fact  which  renders  it  voidable:  Burris  v. 
Kennedy,  IDS  Cal.  331,  343;  41  Pac.  Sep.  458.  Where,  in  order  to 
overthrow  title  to  property  purchased  at  a  probate  Bale,  by  proof  of  a 
frauduteot  conspiracy  between  the  administrator  and  the  real  pur- 
chaser, the  facts  constitutiug  the  fraud  must  be  averred;  and  this 
rule  applies  in  an  action  to  quiet  title,  where  the  only  possible  defense 
would  be  proof  of  such  fraudulent  conspiracy.  The  defendant,  in  snch 
a  case,  could  not  give  proof  without  an  averment  of  the  facts  consti- 
tuting the  fraud:  Burris  v.  Adams,  96  Cal.  664,  C6S;  31  P&e.  Bep.  565; 
Wetherly  v.  Straus,  83  Cal.  283;  28  Pac.  Bep.  1045,  An  executor  or 
administrator,  as  the  case  may  be,  who  fraudulently  sells  any  real 
estate  of  the  decedent,  is  made,  by  statute,  liable  in  double  the  value 
of  the  land  sold,  as  liquidated  damages,  to  be  recovered  in  an  action 
by  the  person  having  an  estate  of  inheritance  therein,  but  this  liability 
does  not  apply  to  the  sureties,  and  the  statute  affords  no  warrant  for 
ao  action  upon  the  bond  of  the  administrator  for  the  recovery  of 
double  the  value  of  the  land  alli?gcd  to  have  been  fraudulently  sold  by 
him:  Weihe  v.  Statham,  67  Cal.  245,  248;  7  Pac.  Kep.  673,  Where  fraud 
is  not  established  by  the  record,  or  the  evidence,  and  the  court  acquires 
jurisdiction  to  order  and  confirm  the  sale,  the  proceedings  are  not  void, 
and  their  regularity  is  not  subject  to  attack  in  a  collateral  manner  as 
against  a  bona  fida  purchaser:  Ackerson  v.  Orchard,  7  Wash.  377;  34 
Pac.  Bep.  1106;  35  Pac.  Bep.  635;  McKenna  v,  Cosgrove,  41  Wash,  332; 
83  Pac.  Bep.  240;  Otis  Brothers  Co,  v,  Nash,  26  Wash.  39;  66  Pac.  Bep. 
Ill;  nuberman  v,  Evans,  46  Neb.  784;  65  N,  W.  Bep,  1045;  Phillips  v. 
Phillips,  13  S.  O,  231;  83  N,  W.  Bep.  94;  Hahu  v,  Kelly,  34  Cal.  391;  94 
Am.  Dec.  742. 

23.  Execntoi  pnrcliaaliig  at  his  own  sale. 
(1)  Oenerally  proUbltad.    The  rule  that  prohibits  an  executor  from 

purchasing  at  hie  own  sate  is  based  upon  the  principle  that  a  trustee 
is  disabled  from  purchasing  trust  property,  whether  the  purchase  is 
made  directly  by  himself  or  through  another:  Webb  v.  Branner,  59 
Kan.  190;  52  Pac.  Bep.  429.  If  an  administrator  purchases  property  of 
the  estate  at  a  foreclosure  sale,  he  cannot  claim  title  thereto  adversely 
to  the  estate,  but  he  is  a  trustee  thereof,  and  will  be  compelled  to 
reconvey  to  the  estate  upon  payment  to  him  of  the  amount  equitably 
due  him  from  the  estate:  Smith  v.  Goethe,  147  Cal,  725;  82  Pac.  Bep. 
384,  387.  If  two  executors  lend  money  of  the  estate,  taking  a  trost 
deed  on  certain  real  estate  as  security,  and,  the  money  not  being  paid, 
a  foreclosure  is  had,  and  one  of  the  executors  bids  in  the  property, 
taking  a  deed  investing  him  personally  with  the  title,  his  creditors, 
who  have  attached  the  land,  are  entitled  to  subject  it  to  their  claims. 
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where  the  atatate  daelares  that  all  eonveyancea  or  agieementH  in  writing 
affecting  title  to  real  estate  shall,  when  recorded,  take  eSect  as  to 
subsequent  hona  flde  encumbrancers  without  notice.  They  are  supposed 
to  have  known  that  the  executor  might  lawfully  purchase  for  himself 
at  the  sale  by  the  trustee,  and,  finding  upon  the  record  a  deed  from 
which  it  appears  that  he  has  so  purchased,  they  have  the  right,  in 
the  absence  of  other  knowledge,  to  regard  the  property  as  bis:  Perkins 
V.  Adams,  16  Col.  App.  S6;  63  Pac.  Sep.  792,  79S.

Validity  of  sale  to  surety  on  executor's  bond;  See  note  4  L.  B.  A. 
(N.  8.)  S20,  821.  Pnrcbast^e  in  the  interest  of  executors  or  adminis- 
trators at  sale  made  by  them:  See  note  12  Am.  Dec.  85,  S6.  An  executor 
or  administrator  is  not  permitted  to  purchase  any  property  of  the 
estate,  directly  or  indirectly,  at  sales  thereof:  See  t592,  ante. 

(2)  Invalldltj  of  ancb  puicbasa.  B«m«dT.  An  executor  who  bar- 
gains with  the  purchaser  of  property  sold  by  the  estate,  after  purchase 
and  before  coafirmation,  places  hia  interest  in  conflict  with  his  duty, 
and  such  porchases  will  be  set  aside  aa  void,  at  the  instance  of  the 
cestui  que  trust,  and  a  resale  ordered:  O'Connor  v.  Flynn,  57  Cal.  293, 
296.  Where  the  agent  of  the  administrator  purchases  the  property  at 
a  tax  sale,  while  he  or  his  teaaute  are  in  possession,  such  purchase  does 
not  pass,  or  otherwise  affect  the  title  to  the  property:  Burnall  v.  Lynch, 
36  Cal.  135,  146.  While,  upon  the  face  of  the  proceedings,  the  sale 
may  appear  to  be  a  bona  flde  sale  and  an  actual  transfer,  yet  where  it 
was  only  a  device  by  which  the  administrator  undertook  to  acquire, 
indirectly,  title  for  himself,  as  trustee,  this  is  as  much  a  violation  of 
the  fiduciary  relation,  and  as  great  a  fraud,  in  the  eye  of  the  taw,  aa 
though  the  administrator  bad  made  a  direct  aale  to  himself:  Webb  v. 
Branner,  59  Ean.  179;  52  Fac.  Bep.  429.  A  corrupt  agreement  entered 
into  by  an  executrix,  while  acting  as  such,  with  a  person,  by  which, 
upon  a  sale  of  the  property  of  the  estate,  such  person,  is  to  purchase 
the  same  and  share  with  the  executrix  the  profits  of  the  transaction,  is 
interdicted  by  the  law,  and  any  contract  sued  upon  by  such  purchaser, 
as,  for  instance,  for  commissions  in  purchasing  and  selling  the  property, 
and  for  interest  on  the  advances,  etc.,  cannot  be  enforced  in  court, 
either  against  the  representative  of  the  estate  or  any  person  who 
knowingly  indorsed  instruments  relating  to  the  transaction,  as  such 
contract  is  not  only  contrary  to  the  express  proviaions  of  the  statute, 
but  is  also  contrary  to  public  policy,  and  is  void:  Jones  v.  Hanna,  SI 
Csl.  S07,  509;  22  Pac.  Bop.  863.  If  the  administrator,  in  effect,  pur- 
chases at  his  own  sale,  the  cestui  que  trust  has  several  remedies  which 
may  afford  him  adequate  relief.  He  may  have  the  sale  set  aside  and 
the  administrator  declared  a  trustee;  he  may  sue  upon  the  adminis- 
trator's bond;  or  he  may  proceed  to  recover  the  penalty  of  double  the 
value  of  the  land  sold,  where  the  statute  provides  for  such  penalty; 
Boyd  V.  Blankman,  29  Cal.  20,  35;  87  Am.  Dec.  140.    Though  an  beir 
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acquiesced  id  tlie  Bettlement  of  the  administrator's  aceounte,  and  wai 
paid  the  amoaat  awarded  thereuuder,  yet,  if  the  admiuist rater  failed 
to  Bet  in  good  faith,  and  effected  a  fraudulent  and  indirect  eale  tu 
himself,  and  the  heir,  bj  reason  of  his  fraud  and  concealment,  was 
not  aware  of  the  facts  in  the  case,  he  is  not  estopped  from  bringing  his 
action  to  recover  his  interest  in  the  property  thus  fraudulent);  sold, 
together  with  the  rents  and  profits  thereof:  Webb  t.  Branner,  59  Kan. 
190;  52  Pac.  Bep.  429. 

(3)  Such  pmcliaBe  Is  not  void  whan.  An  executor  or  administrator 
is  prohibited  bj  the  statute  from  purchasing  the  property'  of  the  estate 
he  represents:  Burnett  t.  Lyford,  93  Cal.  114,  120;  28  Pac.  Bep.  SS5; 
Banielwitz  t.  Sheppsrd,  62  Cal.  33S.  A  -violation,  however,  of  such 
prohibition  does  sot  render  a  sale  or  convej^nee  to  the  administrator 
absolutely  void.  It  is  only  voidable  within  a  reasonable  time,  at  the 
election  of  the  heirs  or  other  persons  interested  in  the  estate,  who 
must  rescind,  and,  in  doing  so,  restore  to  the  purchaser  the  mone; 
which  has  been  paid  ae  a  consideration:  Burris  v.  Eennedj',  109  Cal. 
331,  342;  41  Pac.  Bep.  4SS;  Burnett  t.  Lyford,  93  Cal.  114,  118;  28  Psc 
Bep.  855.  If  an  administrator  has,  without  actual  fraud,  purchased 
property  of  the  estate  at  his  own  sale,  the  transaction  is  not  absolutely 
void,  but  only  voidable,  at  the  suit  of  the  cestui  que  trust:  Furtb  v. 
Wyatt,  17  Nev.  180;  30  Pac.  Bep.  828.  There  is  nothing  in  the  law  to 
prohibit  the  executor  from  becoming  interested  and  acquiring  an 
interest  in  property  after  the  estate  has  ceased  to  have  an  interest 
therein.  So  where  an  executor  acquired  an  interest  after  a  sale,  for 
its  full  value,  although  an  interest  so  acquired  may  create  a  suspicion 
that  he  was  interested  in  the  first  sale,  it  is,  nevertheless,  not  sufficient 
to  authorize  setting  the  sale  aside:  Estate  of  Uitlenovich,  5  Nev.  161. 
Where  the  administrator,  in  good  faith,  and  to  save  the  estate  from 
costs,  and  to  preserve  the  samo,  purchased  a  mortgage  claim,  and  snch 
purchase  resulted  in  benefit  to  the  estate,  without  gain  to  the  admin- 
istrator, the  administrator  is  eotitled  to  be  protected  and  remunerated: 
Furth  v.  Wyatt,  17  Nev.  180;  30  Pac.  Bep.  828.  An  executor  or  admin- 
istrator may  purchase  the  property  of  a  decedent  he  represents,  to 
protect  it  from  a  sacrifice  by  foreclosure  at  the  salt  of  a  mortgagee. 
In  such  a  case  it  will  be  considered  that  he  is  acting  within  the  exer- 
cise of  his  duties  as  a.  representative,  rather  than  as  a  purchaser  of 
the  claim  for  his  own  benefit:  Bnmett  v.  Lyford,  93  CaL  114,  118;  28 
Pac.  Bep.  855. 

24.  Snbatitntlon  of  pmcttueis.  The  mere  substitution  of  one  pur- 
chaser for  another  cannot  affect  the  validity  of  the  sale.  The  order 
directing  the  sate,  and  the  order  confirming  it,  give  vitality  to  the  pur- 
chase: Halleck  v.  Ouy,  9  Cal.  181,  197;  70  Am.  Dec.  643. 
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estate,  and  by  another  person  as  heir,  with  a  third  pergon,  hj  whieh  it 
was  agreed  that  all  moneys  derived  from  the  sale  of  real  property 
belonging  to  the  estate  over  and  above  a  stated  figure  ebould  be  paid 
to  such  third  party  for  services,  etc.,  is  an  agreement  unauthorized  by 
any  provision  of  the  statute,  and  is  contrary  to  the  policy  of  the  law. 
Hence  a  judgment  recovered  by  such  third  person  for  the  amount 
derived  from  the  property,  over  and  above  the  amount  stated  in  the 
contract  in  such  agreement,  will  not  be  sustained:  Danielwitz  v,  Shep- 
pard,  62  Cal.  339,  3  J2. 

26.  InegnlarltieB  cured  by  ntxotuMn  acts.  Where  the  sale  ie  void, 
merely  in  consequence  of  a  failure  of  those  having  the  direction  of  it 
to  observe  conditiors  imposed  by  the  legislature  itself,  and  nbich  it 
could  have  dispensed  with  in  the  beginning,  and  the  sale  has  been  other- 
wise valid,  the  legislature  may,  by  a  retroactive  act,  cure  the  defect: 
Mitchell  V.  Campbell,  IB  Or.  198;  24  Pac.  Rep.  455,  457.  The  title  of 
heirs  to  the  property  is  subject  to  the  paramount  right  of  the  government 
to  direct  its  disposition,  if  necessary,  for  the  purpose  of  liquidating 
existing  claims  against  the  e«tate  of  the  decedent.  The  title  of  the  heirs 
vests  in  them  by  operation  of  law,  but  is  subject  to  such  right  of  dis- 
position. If,  therefore,  the  property  is  sold  under  an  order  of  the 
probate  eonrt,  by  a  duly  appointed  and  qualified  executor  or  adminis- 
trator, for  the  purposes  mentioned,  and  a  valuable  consideration  has 
been  paid  therefor  by  the  purchasers  in  good  faith,  the  heirs  are  not 
deprived  of  any  vested  right,  although  the  conditions  npon  which  the 
general  statute  authorized  the  sale  to  be  made  were  not  strictly  com- 
plied with:  MitcheU  v.  Campbell,  19  Or,  198;  24  Pac.  Eep.  455. 

27.  Sales  by  guardian.    The  provision  of  the  statute  requiring  the 

petition  to  show  the  amount  of  personal  estate,  and  how  much  remains 
ondisposed  of,  ia  inapplicable  to  a  guardian's  sale.  The  reasons  requir- 
ing that  the  personal  estate  of  a  deceased  person  should  be  first  sold  do 
not  apply  to  the  estates  of  a  ward.  In  the  latter  case,  tlie  court,  in 
determining  whether  the  real  or  personal  estate  should  be  sold,  should 
ordinarily  be  governed  by  the  same  reasons  which  would  infiuenee  a 
competent  adult  in  disposing  of  his  own  property.  A  determination  of 
what  is  for  the  best  interest  of  the  ward  must  control:  Estate  of  Ham- 
ilton, 120  Cal.  421,  424;  52  Pac.  Bop.  708.  The  petition  for  a  sale  by  a 
guardian  is  required  to  state  only  the  condition  of  the  estate  to  be 
sold,  when  the  sale  is  asked  upon  the  sole  ground  that  it  is  for  the 
benefit  of  the  ward  that  his  real  estate,  or  some  part  of  it,  should  be 
■old  and  the  proceeds  otherwise  invested:  Smith  v.  Biscailuj;,  83  Cal. 
344,  351;  21  Pac.  Hep.  15;  23  H.  314.  The  order  for  a  guardian's  sale 
must  describe  the  land  to  be  sold  with  sufllcicnt  certainty,  and  this 
must  be  so  without  reference  to  any  extraneous  matter.  The  record 
cannot  be  helped  out  by  reference  to  a  document  not  found  in  the 
order  itself:   Hill  v.   Wall,  66  Cal.  130,  132;  4  Pac.   Bep.  1139.     See 
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Crosby  V.  Dowd,  61  Cal.  557.  Where  the  statute  relating  to  a  gnai- 
dian't  sale  provides  for  the  publication  of  notice,  and  further  provides 
that  the  relatives  living  in  the  county,  if  the  court  thinks  proper,  shall 
be  given  such  notice  as  the  court  deems  reasonable,  this  clearly  implies 
that  the  kind  or  character  of  the  notice  to  be  given  is  a  matter  for  the 
judge  to  deterninc,  and  that  a  personal  notice  is  not  absolutely 
demanded  by  the  statute.  Furthermore,  it  is  a  matter  of  discretion, 
upon  the  part  of  the  court,  whether  to  give  any  notice  whatever  to  the 
relatives  residing  in  the  county:  Asher  v.  Yorba,  125  Cal.  513,  513;  58 
Pac.  Bep.  137.  See  also  Burroughs  v.  De  Coute,  70  Cal.  373;  11  Pac 
Rep.  734.  Though  a  non-resident  guardian  of  non-resident  minor 
devisees  assumes  to  consent  to  a  probate  sale  in  this  state  on  behalf 
of  sucb  minor  devisees,  such  consent  is  insufficient  to  give  the  court 
here  jurisdiction  to  make  an  order  of  sale  of  their  property  in  this 
state.  Such  guardianship  gives  no  authority  here  to  bind  the  estate 
of  non-resident  minor  devisees,  that  is  situated  in  this  stcte:  Wilson 
V.  Hastings,  66  Cal.  243,  246;  5  Pac.  Bep.  217.  Where  a  coUateral 
attack  is  made  upon  a  guardian's  sale  of  the  land  of  a  minor,  the 
burden  of  showing  that  the  sale  was  not  a  valid  one,  or  that  it  was 
void,  is  upon  the  person  who  attacks  the  same.  The  absence  of  evi- 
dence in  the  record,  upon  such  collateral  attack,  showing  the  jurisdic- 
tional facts,  may  be  taken  as  evidence  of  their  existence:  Asher  v. 
Yorba,  125  Cal.  513,  516;  58  Pac.  Bep.  137. 

2S.  Sales  by  foreign  execntoi.  An  executor  or  administrator  in 
another  jurisdiction,  with  power  to  sell,  and  having  property  of  his 
testator  or  intestate,  may  sell  the  same,  and  vest  title  in  the  pur- 
chaser. The  title  of  the  purchaser  is  complete,  as  between  the  parties, 
when  the  property  (in  this  case  indorsed  certificates  of  stock)  has  been 
delivered.  And  with  reference  to  such  sale  and  transfer  of  stock,  it  is 
not  necessary  to  have  letters  of  administration  Issued  in  this  state  in 
order  to  obtain  a  transfer  on  the  books  of  the  corporation.  Nor  is  it 
necessary  that  the  bond  provided  for  in  section  326  of  the  Civil  Code 
of  California  be  required  by  the  corporation  from  the  purchaser  of  the 
stock:  Brown  v.  San  Francisco  Gas  Light  Co.,  58  Cal.  426,  428. 

29.  Exchange  Is  not  a  sale,  The  exchange,  by  an  executor,  of  one 
form  of  currency,  belonging  to  the  estate,  for  another  form,  cannot  be 
treated  as  a  sale:  Estate  of  Sanderson,  74  Cal.  199,  214;  15  Pac.  Bep. 

753. 

30.  Bales  wlthont  order.  Section  1561  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Proce- 
dure of  California  implies  an  authority  in  the  testator  to  confer  power 
on  his  executor  to  sell  property  without  the  order  of  the  court,  and 
declares  that  when  such  authority  is  given,  the  executor  may  sell  any 
"  property  of  the  estate  "  without  such  order.  The  "  property  of  the 
estate  "  here  referred  to  "  must  receive  the  same  construction  as  the

586.  Where  an  administrator  sells  property  belonging  to  the  estate, 
without  an  order  of  the  court  authorizing  him  to  do  so,  and  in  tha 
absence  of  any  authority  under  the  will,  he,  in  legal  effect,  converts 
such  property  to  his  own  use,  and  becomes  responsible  for  its  value, 
with  legal  interest  thereon:  Estate  of  Badovich,  74  Cal.  536,  539;  IS 
Pae.  Rep.  321;  5  Am.  St.  Bep.  4SC. 

SI.  Title  cODToyed  'by  sale.  The  rule  of  caveat  emptor  applies  to  a 
purchaser  at  an  administrator's  sale;  Towner  v.  Bodegeb,  33  Wash. 
153;  74  Pac.  Eep.  50;  CJjerstadangen  v.  Van  Dusien,  7  N.  D.  812;  76 
N.  W.  Bop.  233;  66  Am.  St.  Hep.  679;  Smith  v.  Wildman,  17S  Pa.  St. 
245;  35  Atl.  Hep.  iU47;  36  L.  B.  A,  834;  56  Am.  St,  Hep.  760;  Lindsay  v. 
Cooper,  94  Ala.  170;  11  So.  Kep.  325;  18  L.  B.  A.  813;  33  Am.  St. 
Bep.  105.  In  the  absence  of  any  special  agreement  as  to  the  title  of 
the  property  sold,  it  is  incumbent  upon  the  vendee  to  examine  the  title 
for  himself,  and  to  point  oat  any  objections  he  may  have  to  the  title 
tendered  him  by  the  vendor:  Easton  v.  Montgomery,  90  Cal.  307,  313; 
27  Pac.  Bep.  280;  25  Am.  St.  Bep.  123;  Estate  of  Pearsons,  98  Cat.  603, 
613;  33  Pac.  Hep.  431.  Sales  made  under  orders  of  the  probate  court 
pass  only  such  title  as  the  decedent  had  at  the  time  of  bis  death,  and 
such  as  the  estate  may  have  subsequently  acquired;  Meyers  v.  Far- 
quharson,  46  Cat.  190,  200.  Uodcr  this  principle,  that  a  sale  by  an 
executor  passee  only  such  interest  in  and  title  to  the  property  sold  as 
the  decedent  had  at  the  time  of  bis  death,  a  sale  of  the  interest  of  the 
estate  in  community  propectj',  made  by  the  wife  in  her  capacity  as 
executrix,  does  not  affect  tho  wife's  one-half  interest  in  the  property 
Bold:  Estate  of  Wickersham,  139  Cai.  652,  656;  73  Pae.  Bep.  541.  No 
distinction  is  made  between  sales  of  community  property  to  pay  debts 
and  to  pay  expenses  of  administration.  Such  a  sale  passes  the  wife's 
title,  and  also  the  title  of  any  heir,  under  the  statutory  provision 
declaring  that  the  community  property  shall  be  subject  to  claims 
against  the  estate  and  for  purposes  of  administration:  Sbarp  v. 
Loupe,  120  Cal.  89,  93;  52  Pac.  Hep.  134.  If  an  executor  or  admin- 
istrator sells  the  laud  of  a  decedent,  under  an  order  of  the  court,  to 
pay  the  debts  and  expenses  of  administration,  the  title  vests  as  of  the 
date  of  the  death  of  the  decedent,  and  devests  the  lien  of  a  mortgage 
made  thereon  by  an  heir.  Hence  such  mortgage  cannot  be  foreclosed  as 
against  the  purchaser:  Gutter  v.  Dallamore,  144  Cal,  665,  669;  79  Pac. 
Rep.  383,  The  statement  of  a  witness  regarding  tho  claim  of  title  of 
the  plaintiff,  wbere  too  indefinite  to  be  tbe  basis  of  a  judgment  as  to 
title,  cannot  in  any  seose  be  considered  as  an  estoppel;  Wilson  v.  Hast- 
ings, 66  Cai.  243,  246;  a  Pae.  Hep.  217.  The  question  of  the  power  of 
the  executor  to  sell  any  property  of  the  decedent  under  a  power  in 
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the  will  IB  not  involved  in  proceedings  before  the  eonrt,  upon  petition 
filed  by  the  eiecutor,  praying  for  the  oonstrnction  of  certain  clauaes 
of  the  will,  and  for  the  determination  of  hia  dnties  in  reference  thereto, 
prior  to  the  sale  of  the  land.  Nor  can  the  purchaser,  upon  an  appeal 
from  an  order  conflrming  a  sale,  urge  that,  by  such  proceeding,  the 
executor  had  doubts  as  to  his  power  to  sell  any  portion  of  the  estate 
of  the  testator,  that  thereby  the  title  to  the  land  sold  by  him  was  ren- 
dered uncertain,  and  therefore  that  the  purchaser  ought  not  to  be  com- 
pelled to  take  the  same,  acd  that  the  court  should  not  have  made  a 
confirmation  of  the  sale:  Estate  of  Pearsons,  98  Cal.  COS,  610;  33  Pae. 
Bep.  431. 

82.  Bona  flde  pmchaMis. 
(1)  Sights  of.  A  bona  flde  purchaser,  at  a  probate  sale  to  pay  a  mort- 
gage executed,  under  authority  of  the  court,  by  the  executor,  takes  the 
land  from  the  estate  free  of  any  claim  of  lien  or  charge  against  it  for 
a  personal  obligation  of  the  widow;  McKenna  v.  Cosgrovc,  41  Wash. 
332;  83  Pac.  Rep.  240.  When  one  purchases  land  at  a  void  or  voidable 
judicial  sale,  in  entire  ignorance  that  it  is  void,  and  in  good  faith  pays 
money  thereon,  which  is  applied  to  the  satisfaction  of  a  lien  or  eneum- 
brance  on  the  land,  be  should  be  put  in  the  place  of  the  creditor,  to  the 
the  extent,  at  least,  that  his  money  has  satisfied  the  lien:  BusseU  v. 
Mixer,  42  Cal.  475;  Waldrip  v.  Black,  74  Cat.  409,  412;  16  Pac.  Bep. 
226;  Favill  v.  Boberts,  SO  N.  Y.  222.  But  where  the  purchaser  knew 
of  the  want  of  power  of  the  executor  to  sell  without  an  order  of  the 
probate  court,  was  warned  not  to  purchase  without  an  order  and 
sanction  of  said  court,  but  purchased  in  the  face  of  this  knowledge 
and  caution,  he  is  not  au  ignorant  purchaser  in  good  faith  to  which 
the  doctrine  of  subrogation  would,  under  any  circomstanees,  apply: 
Huae  V.  Den,  85  Cal.  390,  400;  24  Pac.  Eep.  790;  20  Am.  St.  Kep.  232. 
Where  the  sale  is  a  fraud  upon  the  heirs,  a  purchaser  of  the  property 
can  only  be  protected  upon  the  hypothesis  that  he  was  a  purchaser  for 
a  valuable  consideration,  in  good  faith  and  without  notice.  Where  the 
fact  of  notice  ia  clearly  charged  in  a  bill  to  set  aside  the  sale  for 
fraud,  and  a  specific  denial  of  such  facts,  and  knowledge  thereof,  are 
not  made  in  the  answer,  the  answer  does  not  contain  a  sufficient  denial 
of  notice,  though  it  contains  affirmative  averments  to  the  effect  that 
the  defendant  purchased  the  property  for  a  valuable  consideration,  in 
good  faith,  and  without  any  knowledge  or  suspicion,  on  his  part,  of  any 
unfairness,  illegality,  or  wrongfulness  on  the  part  of  the  administrator: 
Scott  v.  Umbarger,  41  Cal.  410,  418. 

<2)  Hov  affected  by  adverse  possession.  In  an  action  to  recover 
possession  of  real  property  sold  at  an  administrator's  sale,  adverse  pos- 
session thereof  for  the  period  prescribed  by  the  statute  of  limitatioas 
vesta  a  perfect  title  in  the  possessor  as  against  the  former  holder  of 
the  title  and  all  the  world,  and  the  tenure  in  the  property  is  as  certain 
under  the  proof  of  an  adverse  holding  during  the  period  prescribed  b; 
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the  statute  of  limitationa,  aa  it  would  be  under  an  absolute  deed  of 
coQTeTance:  Mitehell  v.  Campbell,  19  Or.  198;  24  Pac,  Eep.  455,  459. 

33.  Heeesaaiy  tale  la  valid  wlieo.  No  sale  of  tlie  real  estate  of  a 
decedent,  made  b^  an  admin istrator  or  executor,  is  invalid  on  accouat 
of  a  failure  to  aet  forth,  in  the  petition  therefor,  the  facta  ahowing 
such  Hale  to  be  necesaarj,  if  the  general  facts  showing  the  necessitj  of 
the  sale  are  proved  and  found:  Blackman  v.  Mulhall  (S.  D.),  104  N.  W, 
Bep.  230,  233.  A  failure  to  sot  forth  any  of  the  facts  enumerated  in 
section  1537  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  of  California,  prescribing 
what  the  verified  petition  for  the  sale  of  real  property  of  a  decedent 
shall  contain,  will  not  invalidate  the  sale,  provided  the  general  facts 
showing  that  a  sale  is  necessary  are  proved  and  found:  Bnitia  v.  Ken- 
nedy, 108  Cal.  331,  339;  41  Pac.  Sep.  458. 

34.  Voidable  sales.  Where  an  executor,  as  a  trnstee,  charged  with 
the  duty  of  Belling  the  property,  purchases  the  same  from  hia  cestui 
que  trust,  and  takes  a  conveyance  directly  to  himself,  or  acts  through 
the  intervention  of  a  third  person,  the  sale  is  not,  as  a  gi^ncral  rule, 
absolutely  void:  Blockley  v.  Fowler,  21  Cal.  329;  Boyd  v.  Blankman, 
29  Cal,  19;  but  is  voidable,  at  the  election  of  the  cestui  que  trust; 
Blockley  v.  Fowler,  21  Cal.  329;  Guerrero  v.  Ballerino,  48  Cal.  118; 
Tracy  v.  Colby,  55  Cal.  71;  and  without  reference  to  the  question  of  the 
adequacy  of  the  price:  San  Diego  v.  San  Diego  etc.  B.  S.  Co.,  44  Cal. 
106;  O'Connor  v.  Flyno,  57  Cal.  2B3.  This  principle  is  applicable  in  a 
eaae  where  the  executors,  acting  under  a  power  of  sale  in  the  will, 
purchase,  from  absent  devisees,  property  belonging  to  the  estate,  and 
convey  the  same,  under  their  power,  to  the  wife  of  one  of  the 
executors,  and,  after  distribution,  obtain  the  conveyance  thereof  to 
themselves,  where  it  is  admitted  that  the  wife  acted  for  the  executors 
throughout  the  transaction:  Goldson  v.  Dunlap,  73  Cal.  I5T,  159;  14 
Pac.  Bep.  576.  The  legislature  itself  cannot  make  a  void  proceeding 
valid.  It  can  no  more  impart  a  binding  efficacy  to  a  void  proceeding, 
than  it  can  take  one  man's  property  from  him  and  give  it  to  another: 
Pryor  v.  Downey,  50  Cal.  388,  405.  A  contract  entered  into  by  an 
administrator  with  a  prospective  purchaser,  which  is  reported  to  the 
probate  court,  with  a  petition  praying  the  court  to  confirm  the  agree- 
ment, or  if  the  court  should  conclude  not  to  confirm  the  contract,  then 
that  an  order  for  sale  be  made,  is  not  contrary  to  public  policy  and 
void;  nor  is  a  decree  passed  thereon  void  because  the  prayer  for  the 
petition  for  an  order  of  sale  is  in  the  alternative,  the  main  object  of 
the  petition  being  to  obtain  from  the  court  a  confirmation  of  the 
private  agreement.  Although  the  petition  is  defective  in  this  respect, 
the  decree  is  not  rendered  a  nullity  where  the  final  decree  is  made  in 
the  usual  form;  Stuart  v.  Allen,  16  Cai.  474,  499.  A  mere  volunteer, 
who  institutes  proceedings  in  probate  upon  an  estate  in  which  he  hiia 

:,  and  for  the  ostensible  purpose  of  paying  the  debts  of  such 
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«BtatB,  but,  ia  fact,  to  ptocure  a  sale  of  a  part  of  the  estate  to  himtelf, 
and  directs,  controls,  aod  mauageB  the  proceedings  in  probate  auecesB- 
fully  to  that  end,  has  no  stauding  iu  a  court  of  equity.  Such  a  sale  b 
voidable,  and  will  be  set  aside  at  the  instance  of  anj  one  injured 
tboreby:  Bergin  v.  Haight,  99  Cal.  52,  65;  33  Pae.  Bep.  TOO. 

36.  Void  sales.  An  order  of  sale  upon  a  defective  petition  is  utterly 
void:  Pryor  v.  Downey,  SO  Cat.  388,  399.  A  conveyance  cannot  be  said 
to  be  utterly  void  nnleaa  it  is  of  no  effect  whatsoever  and  is  incapable 
of  confirmation  or  ratiQcation.  The  acceptance  of  the  purchase-money, 
with  full  aotico  that  the  administrator  was  the  purchaser,  per  inter- 
positam  personHDi,  would  unquestionably  amount  to  a  ratification  of 
the  sale:  Boyd  v.  Blaokman,  29  Cal.  20,  35;  87  Am.  Dae.  146.  I.and» 
acquired  under  the  provisions  of  a  statute  of  the  United  States,  pro- 
viding that  "no  lands  acquired  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter 
in  any  event  became  liable  to  the  satisfaction  of  any  debt  contracted 
prior  to  the  iaaue  of  the  patent  therefor,"  are  aubject  to  such  statute. 
The  probate  court  of  a  state  has  no  authority  to  order  a  aale  of  such 
lands  for  the  payment  of  debts  of  tbe  patentee,  contracted  prior  to  the 
issuance  of  tbe  patent,  and  a  sale  made  under  auch  circumstances  is 
void:  Watkins  L.  &  M.  Co.  v.  Mullen,  8  Kan.  705;  54  Pac.  Rep.  921. 
An  order  of  sale  is  void  as  to  a  minor  without  any  guardian  at  the 
time,  and  who  was  not  made  a  party  to  the  proceeding,  where  the 
statute  eiplicitly  provides  that  the  order  to  show  cause  shall  be 
directed  to  all  persons  interested,  and  if  any  of  the  devisees  or  heirs 
are  minors,  that  a  general  guardian  shall  be  appointed  before  proceed- 
ing to  act  upon  the  petition;  Fiske  v.  Kellogg,  3  Or.  503.  If  tbe  court 
authorizes  and  directs  an  executor  to  sell  certain  real  estate  of  a  dece- 
dent at  public  auction,  but  the  executor,  instead  of  doing  so,  negotiates 
a  private  sale,  and  reports  it  as  such  to  the  court,  such  sale  ia  void, 
and  there  is  no  power  to  eonSrin  it:  Schlickec  v.  Hemenway,  110  Cal. 
579,  581;  52  Am.  St.  Bep.  116;  42  Pac.  Hep.  1063.  A  probata  sale  of 
real  estate,  made  without  the  required  order  to  show  cause,  ani  without 
the  required  service  or  publication  of  notice,  is  void;  Campbell  t. 
Drais,  125  Cal.  253,  257;  57  Pac.  Bep.  99*.  If  the  deceased  left  per- 
sonal property,  not  specially  bequeathed,  which  is  primarily  liable  for 
tbe  payment  of  his  debts,  the  court  is  powerless  to  order  a  sale  of  the 
real  estate  until  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  former  class  of  property 
ia  exhausted.  Under  such  circumstances,  an  order  for  the  sale  of  any 
part  of  the  real  property  would  be  void,  but  if  such  order  is  not 
obeyed  by  the  executors,  no  injury  results  therefrom;  In  re  Noon'a 
Estate  (Or.),  88  Pac.  Hep.  673,  675.

Sales  by  executors  or  administrators  are  void,  because  in  excess  of 
the  order  of  sale,  when;  See  note  37  Am.  Dec.  65,  66. 
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36.  Vacating  salM.  It  has  been  auggeeted  tliat  the  proper  procedure 
to  set  aside  a  sale,  void  or  voidable,  would  be  bj  a  direct  proceeding, 
for,  under  our  piobate  Bystem,  the  true  theory  is,  that  both  the  real 
and  personal  estate  of  the  intestate  vest  in  the  heir,  subject  to  the 
lien  of  the  administrator  for  the  payment  of  debts  and  the  ezpeases  of 
admini  strati  on,  and  with  the  right  in  the  administrator  of  present  pos- 
session. If  the  sale  is  void  or  voidable,  the  lien  of  the  administrator 
continues;  and  it  would  seen  equitable  that  the  purchaser,  who  has 
paid  the  debts  of  the  estate,  should  have  a  lien  upon  the  estate  for 
his  purchase-money.  All  the  equities  of  all  parties  could,  it  is  said,  be 
better  settled  in  a  direct  proceeding:  Haynes  v.  Meeks,  10  Cal.  110, 
120;  TO  Am.  Dec.  703.  An  action  to  set  aside  a  fraudulent  probate 
sale  of  land,  made  by  an  administrator,  involves  the  determination  of 
a  right  or  interest  in  real  property,  and  is  to  be  tried  where  the  real 
property  is  situated:  Sloss  v.  De  Tore,  77  Cal.  129,  132;  19  Pac.  Rep. 
233.  A  creditor,  who  accepts  payment  of  his  debt  out  of  sales  of 
property  of  the  estate,  boon-ing  that  there  are  no  other  assets,  will  not 
be  permitted  afterward  to  attack  the  validity  of  the  sale  under  any 
circumstances;  because  one  who,  with  full  knowledge  of  the  facts, 
accepts  the  benefit  of  a  void  judicial  sale  is  thereby  precluded  from 
questioning  its  validity:  Powers  v.  Scharling  (Kan.),  92  Pac.  Rep.  1099. 
See  also  Meddes  v.  Kenny,  170  Mo.  200;  75  8.  W.  Rep.  633;  98  Am.  St. 
Bop.  496.  The  district  court,  considered  apart  from  the  probate  court, 
in  the  state  of  Colorado,  has  jurisdiction  to  hear  and  determine  a  cause 
instituted  for  the  purpose  of  auQulling  and  setting  aside  a  sale  made 
by  an  administrator,  and  for  the  purpose  of  quieting  the  title  to  the 
property  sold  under  the  decree  of  the  probate  court:  Byan  v.  Geigel 
(Co!.),  89  Pac.  Hep.  775.  A  sale  of  the  real  estate  of  a  decedent  will  not 
be  held  Toid  because  the  petition  fails  to  give  a  description  of  all  the 
real  estate  of  which  the  deceased  died  seised,  or  the  value  or  condition 
of  the  different  parcels:  Burris  v.  Kennedy,  108  Cal.  331,  33B;  41  Pac. 
Bep.  458.  A  sale  cannot  be  treated  as  invalid  because  the  adminis- 
trator received  a  promissory  note  from  the  purchaser  for  a  portion  of 
the  price  of  the  property  sold,  where  it  appears  that  ti»e  note  was  in 
addition  to  the  full  cash  value  of  the  stock;  that  the  administrator 
reported  that  the  sale  was  advantageous  to  the  estate;  and  that  the 
court,  in  confirmiog  the  sale,  dctcrmiiied  the  sale  to  be  thus  advanta- 
geous: Estate  of  Kibbe,  57  Cal.  407,  4US. 

S7.  Bights  of  heirs. 
(1)  In  general.    Upon  the  death  of  the  ancestor,  the  beir  becomes 

vested  at  once  with  the  full  property,  subject  to  the  liens  for  the  pay- 
ment of  debts,  expenses  of  administration,  otc,  and,  sub.iect  to  these 
liens  and  the  temporary  right  of  possession  of  the  administrator,  the 
beir  may  at  once  sell  and  dispose  of  the  property,  and  has  the  samo 
right  to  judge  for  himself  of  the  relative  advantiiges  of  selling  or 
holding,  that  any  other  owner  has:  Bniith  v.  Olmstead,  88  Cal.  582,  586;

26  Pac.  Eep.  521;  22  Am.  St.  Bop.  235;  12  L,  B.  A.  48,  qnoting  from  «nd 
approving  Bronham  v.  Story,  3B  Cal.  188.  A  special  act  of  the  legisla- 
ture empowering  the  probate  court  to  order  a  ealo  of  the  property  of  an 
«state,  either  at  public  or  private  sale,  at  the  discretion  of  the  admin- 
JBtratOT,  "  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  said  administrator  will  best 
promote  the  interest  of  those  entitled  to  the  estate,"  would  be  to  pass 
beyond  the  proper  functions  of  the  administrator  and  conatitnte  him 
the  forced  agent  of  the  living  for  tbe  management  of  their  estates: 
Brenham  v.  Story,  39  Cal.  179,  186,  While  probate  proceedings  are,  at 
least,  quasi  proceedings  in  rem,  yet,  where  the  statute  provides  for  the 
service  of  notice  upon  persona,  the  same  rule  applies  as  in  ordinary 
civil  actions.  Where,  therefore,  a  sale  ia  made  without  aotice  to  show 
cause,  as  provided  by  statute,  and  no  service  of  any  kind  is  made 
upon  the  heirs,  the  court  acquires  no  jurisdiction  to  make  the  order  of 
•ale,  and  the  sale,  if  made,  is  invalid  and  void:  Campbell  v.  Drals,  I2S 
Cal.  253,  258;  ST  Pac.  Bep.  991.  If  there  has  been  a  purchase,  by  an 
administrator,  at  bis  own  sale,  made  by  order  of  the  probate  court,  of 
Jand  belonging  to  the  estate,  it  is  necesssry,  in  order  to  cut  off  the 
■cestui  que  trust  from  any  recourse  upon  the  land  and  to  restrict  him 
to  the  proceeds,  that  there  be  either  some  positive  act  of  affirmance  of 
the  Bale,  or  such  an  acquiescence  in  it,  manifested  by  tbe  receipt  of 
the  proceeds,  or  such  a  delay,  beyond  the  period  fixed  by  the  statute  of 
limitations,  in  commencing  proceedings  to  set  it  aside,  or  in  some 
other  manner,  that  the  court  will  deem  it  equivalent  to  and  presump- 
tively a  ratiflcatioh  of  the  sale.  By  disaffirmance,  the  cestui  que 
trust  elects  to  have  the  legal  title  held  as  it  was  before  the  aale,  and 
have  the  property  remain  subject  to  all  the  trusts  with  which  it  was 
formerly  charged;  Boyd  v.  Blankman,  29  Cal.  SO,  32;  87  Am.  Dec,  140. 
Where  the  court  hea  juriadiction  to  appoint  an  administrator  of  the 
estate  of  a  deceased  person,  and  where  tbe  letters  that  issued  were 
duly  attested,  tbe  heirs,  in  a  collateral  proceeding  to  set  aside  a 
probate  sale  made  of  the  property,  will  not  be  permitted  to  say  that 
there  was  no  administration  of  the  estate  at  all,  and  it  is  unquestion- 
able that,  as  against  any  collateral  attack,  the  attestation  to  the  letters 
will  be  deemed  conclusive  evidence  of  tbe  administrator's  due  qualifi- 
cation and  of  his  authority  to  act  as  such:  Dennis  v.  Bint,  122  Cal.  39, 
42;  54  Pac.  Rep.  378;  68  Am.  St.  Bep.  378.  A  creditor  of  an  heir  can 
acquire  no  better  right  in  the  estate  of  a  decedent  than  that  held  by 
the  heir  himself.  Hence  if  the  heir  owes  tbe  estate  more  than  the 
value  of  his  share,  and  does  not  pay  his  debt,  he  has  no  interest  in 
the  property  of  the  estate,  and  it  necessarily  followa  that  a  creditor 
of  the  heir,  by  a  sale  and  purchase,  under  judicial  process,  of  bis  nomi- 
nal interest,  can  acquire  no  right  in  the  property:  Boyer  v.  Bobinson, 
26  Wash.  117;  6G  Pac.  Rep.  119,  120.  The  appointment  of  "  attorneys 
for  absent  and  minor  heirs,"  prior  to  the  filing  of  a  petition  for  leave 
to  sell,  cannot  satisfy  a  statute  requiring  the  appointment  of  a  guar- 
dian for  minor  heirs,  to  represent  tbem  before  the  petition  shall  have 
b^en  acted  upon:  Townsend  v.  Tallaut,  33  Cal.  45,  52;  99  Am.  Dec.  617. 
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(2)  Heln  nndu  Knaldlanablp.  Where  a  peraon  aoiteB  in  bimself 
the  capacities  of  administrator  and  guardian,  altbougb  the  two,  so 
far  aa  general  uses  are  concerned,  are  necessarily  incompatible,  yet,  in 
a  special  proceeding,  set  on  foot  by  the  person  as  administrator 
against  bis  ward,  and  for  the  distinct  purpose  of  devesting  the  ward 
of  his  title  as  heir,  the  administrator  cannot  represoat  the  ward: 
Townsond  v,  Tailant,  33  Cal.  45,  52;  99  Am.  Dee.  617.  It  was 
objected  that  the  real  estate  of  certain  wards  could  not  be  sold 
by  an  order  of  the  probate  court,  because  its  disposition  was  eon- 
trolled  by  will,  under  which  they  held,  the  provision  of  the  will  being 
that  the  devisees  "  may  each  '  take  out '  one  half  of  his  share  when 
he  comes  of  age,  and  the  other  half  not  until  all  the  other  children 
come  of  age."  But,  whatever  effect  this  provision  might  have  in 
controlling  the  use  of  the  property  until  the  devisees  were  entitled 
to  take  its  control  by  the  terms  of  the  will,  the  title  to  the  property, 
the  estate  of  the  devisees,  undoubtedly  vested  in  the  devisees  upon 
the  death  of  the  testator,  and  a.  statute  authorizing  the  sale  of  the 
estate  of  any  person  under  guardianship,  when  necessary,  or  when 
for  his  benefit,  in  certain  cases,  is  sufficiently  comprehensive  to  author- 
ize the  sale  of  such  estate,  and  if  legally  made,  to  transfer  whatever 
estate  the  wards  had  to  the  purchasers;  Fitch  v.  Uiller,  20  Cal.  352, 
385. 

(3>  Actions  by  heirs  iu  general  to  set  aside  sales.  Where  an  execu- 
tor or  an  administrator  has  sold  the  real  property  of  a  decedent  by 
order  of  the  probate  court,  the  heirs  of  the  decedent  are  barred  from 
bringing  an  action  to  recover  the  property  sold,  unless  such  action  is 
brought  within  three  years  next  after  the  sale,  or  within  three  years 
after  they  attain  majority;  and  this  rule  applies,  whether  the  inva- 
lidity of  tbe  sale  resulted  from  an  insufficiency  in  the  petition  for 
sale,  in  the  notice  of  sale,  or  in  the  notice  for  the  appointment  of  an 
administrator,  or  other  insufficiency  in  the  progress  of  the  adtninis- 
tration:  Ganahl  v.  Soher,  68  Cal.  95,  97;  6  Pac.  Sep.  650.  After  an 
administrator's  deed,  made  pursuant  to  an  order  or  judgment  of  the 
proper  court,  directing  a  sale,  has  been  placed  on  record,  heirs,  under 
the  Kansas  statute,  must  sue  to  recover  the  property  within  five 
years,  or  be  deemed  to  have  admitted  the  validity  of  the  sale  and 
conveyance,  whether  they  had  notice  of  the  proceedings  or  not.  After 
the  expiration  of  that  time,  the  purchaser  cannot  be  called  npon  to 
■vindicate  their  legality:  O'Keufe  v.  Behrens,  73  Kan.  469;  85  Pao.  Rep. 
555.  Compare  Gage  v.  Downey,  94  Cal.  241;  29  Pac.  Kep.  635.  Id 
«n  action  brought  by  heirs  to  obtain  a  decree  that  the  legal  title  to 
lands  in  the  estate,  sold  fraudulently,  is  held  in  trust  for  the  plain- 
tiffs, and  that  defendants  convey  the  same,  the  answer,  in  effect, 
admits  that  the  pretended  sale  was  purely  fictitious,  and  was  made  for 
tbe  purpose  mentioned  in  the  complaint,  where  it  fails  to  deny  the 
fraud  alleged  in  the  complaint:   Scott  v.  Umbarger,  41  Cal.  410,  416. 
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The  laches  of  the  administrator,  who,  under  our  sTstem,  repreaeuta 
the  beirB,  while  he  boldg  office  as  snch,  must  be  imputed  to  the  benefi- 
ciary, and  the  remedy  of  the  heir,  where  the  admiiUBtrator  fails  to  sue 
to  recover  land,  or  to  aet  aside  a  probate  sale,  ie  against  the  admin- 
istrator; Wheeler  v.  Bolton,  54  Cal.  302;  McLeran  v.  Benton,  73 
Cal.  32S,  343;  14  Pac.  Rep.  879;  2  Am.  St.  Bep.  814. 

<4}  Actfons  by  minor  heln  to  set  aside  sales.  In  an  action  of  eject- 
ment, brought  by  a  minor  through  bis  guardian  ad  litem,  to  recover 
certain  land  sold  by  the  administrator  of  his  father's  estate,  which 
administrator  also  represented  the  minor  as  guardian,  and  where 
such  sale  was  declared  void  for  this  and  other  irregularities,  it  cannot 
be  maintained  that  the  minor  is  estopped  from  maintaining  the  action 
upon  the  groand  that  he,  although  an  infant,  received  the  purchase- 
money  paid  at  the  probate  sale  of  the  land  in  question,  upon  a  judicial 
accounting  with  the  administrator,  it  not  appearing  that  the  minor 
received  any  money  from  his  guardian  on  that  occasion,  or  on  any 
other,  and  where  the  only  questions  involved  in  such  accounting  were 
as  to  receipts  and  disbursementB  by  the  administrator,  the  final  bal- 
ance being  in  his  favor;  TowDsend  v.  Tallaat,  33  Cal.  45,  55;  99 
Am.  Dec.  617.  A  person  who  assumes  to  act  as  administrator,  who 
has  not  given  the  ofGcial  bond  required  by  law,  and  who  is  not  even 
under  the  sanction  of  an  oath  of  office,  cannot  be  said  to  represent 
the  interests  of  minor  heirs,  so  as  to  raise  the  bar  of  the  statute  of 
limitations  against  them.  The  principle  that  the  administrator  repre- 
sents the  heirs  (minors  as  well  as  others),  and  that  when  he  is  barred 
by  limitation  they  also  are  barred,  has  no  application  where  the  acts 
of  the  person  assuming  to  act  as  administrator  cannot  be  sustained, 
even  upon  the  ground  that  he  is  an  officer  do  facto:  Staples  v.  Connor, 
79  Gal.  14,  16;  21  Pac.  Rep.  380.  Tlie  limitation  reserving  to  minors, 
and  others  under  legal  disabUity  to  sue,  the  right  to  commence  an 
action  for  the  recovery  of  any  estate  sold  by  an  executor  or  admin- 
istrator under  the  probate  law,  applies  alike  to  all  probate  sales  of 
real  estate,  void  as  well  as  voidable,  belonging  to  persons  who  have 
diod  since  the  passage  of  the  probate  act:  Ganahl  v.  Sober,  68  Cal. 
95,  97;  8  Pac.  Rep.  650.  The  attorney  for  minor  heirs  can  represent 
thorn  only  in  the  proceeding  which  has  been  duly  inaugurated,  and 
in  which  the  court  has  already  jurisdiction  of  the  minors,  by  such 
eorv'ice  of  summons  or  notice  as  the  code  provides;  be  cannot  waive 
their  rights,  nor  by  any  of  his  acts  invest  the  court  with  jurisdic- 
tion of  their  persons  which  it  had  not  already  acquired:  Campbell  v. 
Drais,  135  Cal.  253,  25S;  57  Pac.  Bep.  994. 

38.  Sales  imder  power  in  tlie  wllL 
(1)  In  general.    The  potver  to  sell  without  an  order  from  the  court 
does  not  apply  to  nor  restrict  the  statutory  powers  of  the  executor 
or  executrix  to  sell  under  an  order  of  the  court  whenever  it  ia  shown 
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to  be  neeessaiy  to  soil,  or  beneficial  to  the  persons  interested  in  the 
Mtate  to  do  so;  Campbell's  Estate  (Cal.),  87  Pac.  Hep.  573,  574; 
Estate  of  Plon,  144  Cal.  126;  77  Pac.  Rep.  825.  An  administrator 
cannot  make  investments  for  the  heirs,  nor  satisf?  adverse  claims, 
nor  sell  because  the  estate  would  profit  by  it;  Brenham  v.  Story,  39 
Cal.  179,  18S.  A  sale  hy  an  executor  under  a  power  in  the  will  is 
not  a  judicial  aale,  nor  does  the  statutory  requirement  that  no  title 
shall  pass  until  the  Bale  is  confirmed  give  to  it  the  incidents  of  a 
judicial  sale:  Godell  v.  Sanford,  31  Mont.  163;  77  Pac.  Kep.  533,  524. 
A  power  of  sale  given  to  the  creditors  as  such  is  not  applicable  to 
trust  property  distributed  to  thorn  as  truHtees  under  the  will;  Goad  v. 
Montgomerj-,  119  Cal.  552,  561;  63  Am.  St.  Bep.  145;  51  Pac.  Rep. 
681.  A  sale  under  a  power  in  a  will  most  be  made  by  the  eiecutors 
in  the  course  of  administration;  and  the  court  has  power  at  any  time 
to  direct  a  sale,  when  it  is  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  administra- 
tion, to  pay  creditors,  or  when  it  will  be  for  tbe  advantage  of  those 
interested  in  the  estate,  or  when  such  interested  persons  assent  to 
it:  Estate  of  Pforr,  144  Cal.  121,  126;  77  Pac.  Bop.  825.  When  a 
testator  confers  upon  each  one  of  several  cTecutors  full  power  to 
administer,  and  gives  to  each  all  tbe  power  over  his  property  which 
he  himself  possesses,  power  is  conferred  thereby,  not  to  his  executors 
jointly,  but  to  each  of  them,  and  consequently  each  one  is  author- 
ized to  dispose  of  the  property  for  tbe  purpoBCS  mentioned  in  tbe 
will:  Panaud  v.  Jones,  1  Cal.  488,  510.  The  legislature  may  give  to 
the  husband  the  right  to  anthorize  an  executor  to  sell  any  portion  of 
the  community  property  without  obtaining  an  order  of  the  court 
therefor:  Sharp  v.  Loupe,  120  Cal.  89,  SI;  52  Pac.  Rep.  134,  5S6. 
The  testator  has  tbe  same  right  to  authorize  tbe  executor  to  deter- 
mine the  portion  of  his  estate  which  should  be  sold  for  the  purpose 
of  paying  his  debts,  as  he  had  to  designate  any  portion  to  be  appro- 
priated for  their  payment:  Sharp  v.  Loupe,  120  Cal.  80,  93;  52  Pac. 
Bep.  134,  586.  There  is  a  clearly  marked  distinction  between  a  mere 
executor  (whether  bis  power  to  sell  lands  is  conferred  by  the  will 
or  by  the  order  of  the  probate  court),  and  an  executor  to  whom  the 
lands  are  devised  in  trust  to  carry  iota  effect  the  provisions  of  the 
will.  In  the  former  case  he  poBsesses  tbe  power  of  sale,  but  in  the 
latter  he  takes  the  fee,  or  any  less  estate  which  the  testator  may 
devise:  Estate  of  Delaney,  49  Cal.  76,  85. 


(2)  No  ImvUed  power  whan.  An  executor  has  no  implied  power  to 
sell  lands,  arising  from  the  mere  charge  of  debts  upon  it  made  by 
the  will.  The  lands  descend  to  the  heir  or  devisee,  Bubj>>ct  to  the 
charge,  and  the  executor  has  no  power  to  sell  them  to  enforce  the 
charge;  Worley  v.  Taylor,  21  Or.  589;  28  Pac,  Bep.  903,  904.

Executor  or  administrator  is  vested  with  power  of  sale  by  impli- 
cation when:  See  note  87  Am.  Dec.  209-217. 
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(3)  DIaCTetlon  at  execntor.  Thovgb  executors  ma;  h&Te  a  dit- 
eretion,  nnder  tbe  terms  of  a  will,  in  making  pajinenta  for  the  sap- 
port  of  certain  designated  beneficiaries,  jet  thcj  have  no  right  to  Mil 
real  property  belonging  to  the  estate  for  that  purpose  without  appU- 
eatioD  to  and  authoritj  from  the  proper  court:  Allen  v.  Barnes,  5 
Utah,  100;  12  Pac.  Bep.  S12,  916.  The  right  to  determine  whether 
or  not  a  sale  should  be  made  pursuant  to  a  power  of  sale  in  tbe 
will  is  lodged  by  the  testator  in  the  discretion  of  bis  execntor,  who 
has  been  given  "  foil  power  and  authority  to  grant,  bargain,  sell,  and 
eonvej  all  property,  real  or  personal,  or  to  pay  dividends,  without 
application  to  any  court  for  authority  to  do  bo."  The  court  will  not 
inquire  into  the  fairness  of  the  sale,  where  one  is  made,  or  the 
reasonable  adequacy  of  the  purchase  price,  where  such  questions  are 
not  presented  by  averments  and  proof;  and  the  discretion  of  the  execu- 
tor, exercised  in  good  faith,  as  to  whether  or  not  the  sales  were  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  estate,  is  controlling;  Estate  of  Wiekersham,  139 
CaL.  652,  655;  73  Pac.  Kep.  541.

Cowell  V.  South  Denver  Eeal  Estate  Co.,  16  Col.  App.  108;  63  Pac 
Bep.  991,  993.  A  power  given  in  a  will  to  an  executor  to  make  a 
sale  for  Che  best  interests  of  tbe  estate,  and  coupled  with  a  life  estate, 
gives  no  right  to  make  any  sale  or  disposition  of  the  property,  unless 
■Qch  a  sale  or  disposition  is  necessary  to  carry  out  the  express  pro- 
visions of  the  will,  and  is  essential  to  the  due  administration  of  the 
estate:  Cowell  v.  South  Denver  Beal  EsUte  Co.,  16  Col.  App.  lOS;  63 
Pac.  Bep.  991,  905.  Where  there  is  a  general  devise  without  any 
specification  as  to  the  estate  devised,  and  an  absolute  power  of  dis- 
posal, the  donee  may  convey  a  title  in  fee,  although  he  may  be 
required  to  account  for  the  proceeds  as  a  trustee;  and  this  applies 
to  a  case  in  which  the  testator  devised  and  bequeathed  to  his  widow 
all  his  property  for  certain  uses  and  purposes,  with  power  to  sell  and 
to  dispose  of  tbe  same  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  estate:  Savage 
V.  Savage  (Or.),  94  Pac.  Bep.  182,  184, 

(6)  Devesting  esUte.     A  clause  in  a  will,  which  empowers  the 

executor  to  sell  land  to  pay  the  testator's  debts,  cannot  operate  to 
devest  a  child's  title  to  tho  land,  though  such  child  was  bom  after 
the  making  of  the  will,  if  it  was  not  named  or  provided  for  therein: 
Woriey  v.  Taylor,  21  Or.  589;  28  Pae.  Bep.  903,  905.  An  estate  which 
is  cast  on  tbe  hoir  by  the  law,  or  devolved  on  him  by  will,  cannot  be 
devested  or  taken  away  by  tbe  exercise  of  the  power  of  sale  given 
in  the  will  to  a  representative,  unless  the  intention  is  most  clearly 
and  most  unmistakably  expressed,  and  the  exercise  of  that  power  is 
essential   to  the   execution  of   the  evident  purposes  of   the   t 
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(6)  Affent  to  Mil.  Oompenutioo.  A  statute  which  preBcribes  ths 
eompensatios  of  execntors  does  not  apptj  to  the  compensation  of 
eieeutora  making  a  sale  under  a  power  in  ths  will.  In  such  casei 
the  executor  has  a  right  to  employ  an  agent  to  make  the  sale,  and 
to  agree  with  him  aa  to  hia  eompenaation:  Ingham  v.  Bj'an,  13  Col. 
App.  347;  71  Pao.  Bep.  899. 

(7)  Pnichasers.  Eatoppal.  The  purchaser  from  on  eieeutor,  at  a 
sale  under  a  power  in  the  will,  deals  with  him,  in  making  the  pur- 
chase, as  he  would  with  any  other  vendor:  Estate  of  Pearsons,  98  Cal. 
603,  612;  102  Cal.  669,  574;  36  Pae.  Bep.  934.  PurehaserH  at  a  sale 
made  by  virtue  of  a  power  in  the  will  are  estopped  from  saying  that 
thejr  received  no  title,  or  that  the  sale  was  irregularly  made,  where 
they  have  assented  thereto  for  years,  entered  into  poBsesBion  of  the 
property,  sold  portiona  thereof,  made  payments  on  the  purchase 
price,  and  in  all  respects  have  ratified  the  sale  until  sued  for  the 
balance  of  the  pnrchose  price:  Oodell  v.  Sanford,  31  Uont.  163;  77 
Pac.  Bep.  522,  525. 

<S)  Validity  ot  sale.  Before  a  power  in  a  will  to  make  a  sale 
cau  have  any  validity,  it  is  essential  that  the  will  shall  have  been 
admitted  to  probate:  Estate  of  PearaoQH,  98  Cal.  603,  613;  33  Pac. 
Bep.  451.  A  person  empowered  hy  will  to  make  a  sale  of  property 
may  be  vested  with  a  wide  discretion  in  doing  so,  ond  the  sale  will 
not  be  disturbed  where  the  donee  of  a  power  does  not  appear  to  have 
transgressed  hia  rights  under  the  terms  of  the  will:  Oodell  v.  San- 
ford, 31  Uont.  163;  77  Pac.  Bep.  522,  525.  Where  the  intent  of  the 
testator  was  to  withdraw  his  estate  from  the  operation  of  the  probate 
act,  and  vest  in  his  executor  full  power  to  convert,  in  his  own  way, 
the  estate  into  cash  for  the  benefit  of  the  devisees,  it  is  not  esBential 
to  the  validity  of  his  sale  that  it  should  be  conducted  in  the  statutory 
mode.  The  party,  in  such  case,  acts  under  the  will,  and,  like  a  power 
of  an  attorney,  the  will  is  to  be  looked  to  and  consulted  on  the  ques- 
tion of  power,  and  if  found  sufficient,  the  act  must  be  declared  valid: 
Lsrco  V.  Casaneuava,  30  Cal.  561,  569.  A  sale  of  the  estate  of  a 
decedent,  by  on  executor  and  trustee  of  the  estate  witb  power  to 
■ell,  but  not  to  mortgage,  may  be  valid,  and  transfer  the  estate  to  the 
purchaser,  although  mortgages  given  to  secure  the  debts  for  which 
the  property  was  sold  are  void.  In  such  a  case  the  purchaser  will  not 
hold  the  property  as  secnrity  for  a  debt,  but  as  an  absolute  transfer; 
Sprague  v.  Betz  (Wash.),  87  Pac.  Bep.  916,  918.  Where  a  sale  was 
made  by  an  executor,  and  the  deposit  and  the  bid  were  made  for  a  pro- 
posed sale  to  be  authorized  by  an  order  of  the  court,  and  it  was  such 
a  sale  only  which  was  confirmed,  the  validity  of  the   sale   must  be 
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determined  b;  the  sate  mode,  and  not  bj  the  snppoBod  validity  of 
a  sale  which  might  have  been  made  under  authority  given  in  the  will: 
Hellman  v.  Merz,  112  Cal.  6S1,  637;  44  Ptie.  Bep.  1079.  A  memorandum 
of  agreemeiit  to  sell,  the  sale  being  nnder  a  power  in  the  will,  is  sufG- 
cient,  where  it  coutaiaB  the  names  of  the  parties,  a  sufficient  descrip- 
tion of  the  property  for  ideutificatiou,  and  the  price  and  terms  of 
purchase,  and  states  that  the  BsJe  is  made  subject  to  conflrmBtion  b; 
the  superior  court;  and  such  memorandum  cannot  be  said  to  be  insuffi- 
cient to  talce  the  sale  out  of  the  statute  of  frauds:  Estate  of  Robinson, 
142  Cal.  152,  155;  75  Pac.  Bep.  777.  A  power  of  sale  in  the  will  does 
not  auttiorize  a  conveyance,  by  the  executor,  of  the  wife's  share  of  the 
community  property:  King  v.  La  Orange,  50  Cal.  328. 

(0)  Equitable  converBloii.  Election  for  reconverslan.  The  <)ueBtion 
of  equitable  conversion  is  a  question  of  iotontioD.  If  it  is  apparent 
from  the  terms  of  the  will  that  it  was  the  testator's  intention  that  his 
estate  be  sold  and  the  proceeds  given  to  his  beneficiaries,  an  equitable 
conversion  results,  even  if  the  direction  for  the  sale  is  not  imperative: 
Estate  of  Pforr,  144  Cal.  121,  128;  77  Pac.  Rep.  825.  As  reconversion 
depends  upon  an  election  therefor  by  the  beneficiaries,  such  election 
is  an  affirmative  element  in  the  establisbment  of  their  right  to  the 
land,  and  must  be  manifested  by  some  unequivocal  act  or  declaration; 
and  the  plaintiff,  whose  right  of  action  rests  upon  a  reconversion 
resulting  from  such  eloetlon,  must  not  only  show  this  fact  by  his 
complaint,  but  also  establish  it  by  proof:  Bank  of  Ukiah  v.  Bice,  143 
Cal.  265;  76  Pac.  Kep.  1020,  1022.  Until  the  beneficiaries  make  an 
election  for  reconversion  of  the  estate,  and  manifest  such  intention 
to  the  executor,  thej  are  not  entitled  to  the  possession  of  the  land, 
nor  to  exercise  any  dominion  over  it.  The  executor  of  the  will  is 
entitled  to  the  possession  of  the  land  until  the  estate  is  settled  or 
delivered  to  the  heirs  or  devisees,  "  by  order  of  the  court  ":  Bank  of 
Ukiah  V.  Rice,  143  Cal.  266;  76  Pac.  Rep.  1020, 1022.  Where  a  testator 
directs  land  to  be  sold,  and  the  proceeds  thereof  to  be  distributed 
between  certain  designated  beneficiaries,  such  beneficiaries  may  elect, 
before  the  sale  has  taken  place,  to  take  the  land  instead  of  its  pro- 
ceeds, and  when  they  liave  so  elected  and  sufficiently  manifested  their 
election,  the  authority  to  sell  the  land  cannot  thereafter  be  exercised 
by  the  executor,  but  is  extinguished.  The  estate  is  to  be  recon- 
verted into  real  property,  and,  by  reason  of  such  reconversion,  the 
relation  of  the  beneficiaries  to  the  land  is  the  same  as  if  it  bad  been 
directly  devised  to  them:  Bank  of  Ukiah  v.  Rice,  143  Cal.  265;  76 
Pac.  Hep.  1020,  1022.  A  eom-eyance  by  one  beneficiary  of  his  undi- 
vided interest  in  land  will  not  operate  as  a  reconversion  of  that 
interest:  Bank  of  Ukiah  v.  Rice,  143  Cal.  265;  76  Pae.  Rep.  1020,  1023. 
The  commencement  of  an  action  for  a  partition  of  land  is  a  positive 
and  unequivocal  act,  indicating  an  election  to  take  the  land,  where, 
by  the  terms  of  the  will,  land  is  to  be  sold  and  the  proceeds  divided 
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between  cert&in  beneficiaries:  Bank  of  Ukiab  t.  Bice,  143  Cal.  265;  Tfi 
Pae.  Kep.  1020,  10S3  (ihowing  other  positive  and  unequivocal  acts 
indicating  an  election  for  a

(ID)  DttTlaa  In  tnist  with  power  to  lelL  By  a  will  devising  to  the 
executor  the  fee  of  the  lands  in  question,  to  be  held  in  tnut  for  the 
purposes  mentioned  in  the  will,  the  testator  intended  to  give  and  did 
give  the  executor  the  power  of  sale  without  requiring  a  compliance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  probata  act  applicable  to  the  procuring  of 
orders  of  sale  and  confirmations:  Estate  of  Delanej,  49  CaL  76,  85. 
The  renuueiatiOD,  by  the  widow  of  the  testator,  of  her  right  under  the 
will,  and  the  order  of  the  probate  court  setting  off  to  her  a  portion 
of  the  property  as  common  property,  does  not  extinguish  the  trust 
declftred  in  the  will,  nor  devest  the  executor  of  the  fee,  nor  alter  his 
powers,  in  the  remaining  portion  of  the  property:  Estate  of  Delaney, 
49  Cal.  76,  S4.  It  is  within  the  province  of  the  probate  court  to 
determine  whether  a  valid  trust  has  been  created,  bat  the  power  to 
regulate  and  direct  its  subsequent  administration  is  in  a  conrt  pos- 
sessed of  general  equity  jurisdictiOD:  Estate  of  Hinckley,  SS  Cal.  518; 
Estate  of  ThompBoo,  101  Cal,  349,  353;  35  Pac.  Kep.  991;  Morffew  v. 
San  Francisco  etc.  K.  E.  Co.,  107  Cal.  587,  694;  40  Pac.  Rep.  810. 
Under  a  will  creating  a  trust  for  the  purpose  of  the  preservation  of 
an  estate,  "  with  an  ordained  aucceseion  of  trnsteea,"  permitting,  how- 
ever, a  sale  of  unproductive  property  if  found  desirable,  the  lands 
thus  delivered  into  tbe  hands  of  a  trustee,  although  he  is  also  e 
of  the  estate  of  the  deceased,  ceases  to  be  part  of  the  estate 
course  of  administration,  and  the  probate  court  and 
the  superior  court,  in  the  exercise  of  probate  jurisdiction,  has  no  fur- 
ther control  of  the  same:  Morffew  v.  San  Praucisco  etc.  B.  E.  Co.. 
107  Cal.  587,  594;  40  Pac.  Rep.  310.  The  circumstance  that,  at  a 
future  time,  there  is  to  be  a  division  of  the  property  among  the 
remaindermen,  benaflciaries  of  the  trust,  does  not  affect  the  rule: 
Estate  of  Thompson,  101  Cal.  349,  363;  35  Pac.  Bep.  991;  36  Pac.  Rep. 
es,  508;  Morffew  v.  San  Francisco  etc.  B.  B.  Co.,  107  CaL  587,  594; 
40  Pac.  Rep.  810.  No  ground  for  an  action  to  declare  a  trust  exists, 
where  the  title  to  real  estate  is  vested  in  the  heirs  uoder  a  will 
giving  to  the  executor  complete  power  to  dispose  of  tbe  property  of 
the  estate  "as  to  him  shall  seem  best,  etc.,  and  without  reaponsi- 
bility":  Auguisola  v.  Arnaz,  51  Cat.  435,  439.  The  quantity  of  inter- 
est which  passes  to  the  trustee  in  case  of  an  express  trust  is  com- 
mensurate with  the  necessities  of  his  office;  the  trustee  shall  have  an 
estate  in  fee,  if  that  is  necessary,  to  enable  him  to  perform  tbe  duties 
imposed  upon  him,  although  it  is  not,  in  terms,  given  to  him  by  the 
instrument  creating  tbe  trust.     A  devise  of  lands,  in  trust,  to  sell, 
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clothes  the  truatee  with  a  fee,  because  that  ie  necessary  to  the  execn- 
tion  of  the  tmst:  Morftew  v.  San  Francisco  etc.  B.  B.  Co.,  107  CaJ.

The  lands  of  an  esWte, 
delivered  into  the  hands  of  the  executor,  as  the  donee  of  a  power 
under  the  will,  in  his  character  as  trustee,  cease  to  be  a  part  of  the 
estate  in  the  course  of  administration;  and  the  probate  court,  in  the 
exercise  of  probate  jurisdiction,  has  no  further  control  of  tho  same:

Bep.  SIO. 

(11)  Directions  convled  vitlt  the  trnst.  Efiect  of.  A  will  which 
merely  gives  the  executor  certain  directions  to  be  observed  in  carry- 
ing out  its  conditions  does  not  create  an  express  trust  in  the  real 
property  to  which  such  directions  relate.  To  the  extent  that  snch 
directions  are  inconsistent  with  tho  law,  they  are  nugatory:  Estate 
of  Fforr,  144  Cal.  121,  125;  77  Pac.  Bep.  82S.  A  direction,  in  the 
will,  to  the  executor  to  collect  the  rents  and  maintain  the  estate  for 
a  definite  term,  is  not  a  restriction  upon  its  alienation  during  that 
period,  nor  is  the  provision  for  its  sale  at  the  expiration  of  such 
term  a  prohibition  against  its  sale  prior  to  that  time:  Estate  of  Pforr, 
144  Cal.  121,  126;  77  Pac.  Kep.  825.  A  provision  contained  in  a  will, 
directing  the  executor  to  sell  the  property  within  one  year,  is  merely 
directory,  and  does  not  limit  the  exercise  of  tho  power  to  that 
period,  where  power  to  sell  is  coupled  with,  and  is  subsidiary  to,  cer- 
tain express  trusts,  and  is  given  as  the  means,  and  the  only  means, 
of  carrying  out  those  trusts:  Kidwell  v.  Brummagim,  32  Cal.  437,  442.

executor,  as  such,  by  virtue  of  his  office:  Eidwell  v.  Brummagim,  32 
Cal.  43G,  442.     A  distinction  is  made,  however,  between  cases  where 
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the  power  to  sell  under  a  will  passes  to  the  administrator  with  tha 
will  anneied,  not  as  a  mere  naked  power,  but  a  power  coupled  with 
various  trusts  which  could  only  be  carried  out  through  an  execution 
of  the  power,  and  those  cases  which  clearly  show  that  where  the  terms 
made  use  of  in  creating  the  power,  detached  from  other  parts  of 
the  will,  confer  merely  a  naked  power  to  sell;  Kidwell  v.  Brummagim, 
32  Cat.

(13)  Farticnlar  sales  under  power  in  the  vrHl.  An  executor  having 
moved,  before  the  hearing,  to  diBmiss  his  own  petition  for  a  sale,  upon 
a  satisfactory  showing  that  the  sale  had  in  fact  been  made  by  him 
in  his  character  of  devisee  in  trust,  and  no  creditor  or  distributee 
having  objected,  the  court  should  have  dismissed  tha  proceeding,  and 
left  the  sale  to  stand  upon  the  same  footing  with  other  sales  made  by 
the  trustee  as  such:  Estate  of  Williams,  92  Cal.  183,  187;  2S  Pac. 
Eep.  227,  679.

The  fact  that  a  per- 
son is  named  in  the  will  as  executor,  and  actually  applies  for  letters, 
but  refuses  or  fails  to  qualify  as  executor,  does  not  constitute  him  a 
trustee  for  the  estate  at  the  time  the  contract  of  sale  was  made,  and 
at  which  sale  such  person  becomes  a  purchaser,  where  it  appears  that 
he  paid  full  consideration  for  the  property  purchased  by  him,  and 
that  the  estate  wae  in  no  way  injured  by  his  acts:  Bowden  v.  Pierce, 
73  Cal.  459,  464;  14  Fac.  Bep.  302;  15  Pac.  Bep.  64. 

(1&)  B«ttim  at  sales  under  power  In  will.  Oonflrmatlon.  While  an 
executor  may  sell  land  under  a  power  in  the  wilt,  his  sale  thereof 
must  be  reported  to  the  court  and  conQrmed,  as  in  other  cases  of 
sates  of  real  property  by  executors  or  administrators:  Northrop  v, 
Uarquam,  16  Or.  173;  J8  Pac.  Kep.  449,  457.  The  statute  contem- 
plates that  the  same  proceedings  shall  be  had  with  respect  to  the- 
return  of  sale,  whether  the  sale  is  made  under  a  power  in  the  will 
or  under  an  order  of  court.  If  the  will  creates  a  naked  power,  —  a 
power  not  coupled  with  an  interest,  —  the  executors  must  give  notice- 
of  the  sale,  return  accounts  thereof,  and,  unless  there  arc  special 
directions  in  the  will,  must  conduct  the  sate  in  all  respects  as  if 
made  under  an  order  of  the  court.  If  no  date  was  fixed  by  order  of 
the  court  or  judge,  and  no  notice  of  the  hearing  of  the  report,  or  tbe 
filing  thereof,  was  given  by  posting  or  publication,  and  where  it  doea 
not  appear  in  the  record  that  the  persons  interested  in  the  estate 
were  actually  present  at  the  hearing,  in  person  or  by  attorney,  the 
order  purporting  to  confirm  the  sale  is  properly  set  aside,  as  the  probate 
eourt  may  annul  it  whenever  the  attention  of  the  judge  is  called  t(i 
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the  cirenmBtance  that  it  was  made  without  the  scquisition  of  jnri*- 
diction  over  the  persoiis  ot  all  interested:  Estate  of  Durham,  49  Cat. 
490,  485;  Perking  v.  Gridley,  50  Cal.  97,  100.  An  executor,  to  whom 
lands  have  been  devised  in  trust  for  sale  to  pay  debts  of  the  estate, 
can  legally  sell  aod  convey  such  lands  to  a  purchaser  without  confirma- 
tion by  the  probate  court:  Estate  of  WUliamB,  92  Cal  1S3,  185;  28 
Pae.  Bep.  227,  079.  If,  under  a  will,  the  executor  is  given  power, 
after  the  expiration  of  two  years  from  the  death  of  the  testator,  to 
sell  any  portion  of  his  estate  at  public  or  private  sale,  "  without  any 
order  of  court,  or  being  required  to  account  to  any  court,"  such  will 
does  not  have  the  effect  of  creating  a  valid  trust  in  relation  to  the 
land,  or  any  other  trust  than  such  as  pertains  to  the  office  as  execu- 
tor, and  such  sale  must  be  confirmed  by  the  court  before  title  is 
passed:  Bennalack  v.  Richards,  116  Cal.  405,  408;  48  Pac.  Bep.  622; 
125  Cal.  427,  432;  58  Pac.  Bep.  65.  If  the  only  persons  interested  in 
the  proceeds  of  any  sale  of  the  property  of  the  estate  have  so  ratified 
the  contract  made  by  the  executor  under  a  supposed  power  in  the  will 
as  to  estop  them  from  disputing  it,  the  probate  court  may,  upon  that 
ground  alone,  confirm  the  sale,  and  direct  the  execution  of  a  con- 
veyance on  a  compliance  by  the  purchaser  with  the  terms  of  the 
contract:  Estate  of  Walker,  149  Cal.  627;  85  Pac.  Bep.  310. 

39.  Sale  of  preteimltted  cblld's  interost.  A  pretermitted  child  is 
not  estopped,  by  the  decree  of  distribution,  from  claiming  any  portion 
of  the  estate,  where  the  proceedings  as  to  such  child  are  void  for 
want  of  jurisdiction:  Pearson  v.  Pearson,  46  Cal.  010,  635.  Minor 
children  of  the  decedent,  not  provided  for  in  his  will,  and  the  will 
not  showing  that  the  omission  to  provide  for  them  was  intentional, 
succeed  immediately,  by  operation  of  law,  to  the  same  portion  of  the 
testator's  real  property  as  if  no  will  had  been  mode.  As  to  such 
portion,  the  testator  is  to  be  regarded  as  dying  intestate,  and  its 
succession  is  directed  by  law,  and  not  by  the  will.  As  a  Deccssary 
consequence  of  this  construction,  it  follows  that  every  provision  of 
the  will,  directly  or  indirectly  attempting  to  dispose  of  such  portion 
of  the  estate,  except  for  the  discharge  of  the  decedent's  debts,  or 
other  charges  accruing  in  due  course  of  administration,  is  inoperative 
as  against  such  child.  This  title  of  a  pretermitted  child  cannot  be 
devested  by  a  sale  made  by  the  executrix  of  his  father's  will:  Smith  v.

A  power  of  sale  in  a  will  does 
not  authorize  a  sale  of  the  interest  of  a  child  not  mentioned  in  the 
will:  Smith  v.  Olmstead,  88  Cal.  572;  22  Pac.  Bep.  1143.  An  order 
of  confirmation,  in  such  eases,  imparts  no  validity  to  the  sale  as  against 
such  interests;  it  only  adjudicates  that  the  power  contained  in  tke 
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will  bad  been  followed,  and  that  the  sale  waB  for  a  fair  price: 
Smith  V.  Olniitead,  88  Cal.  682,  588;  26  Pa«.  Eep.  521;  22  Am.  at. 
Bep.  235;  12  L.  B.  A.  4S  (quoting  from  and  approving  Brenham  v. 
Stoiy,  3S  Cal.  ISS).  A  recital  in  the  decree,  and  the  appearance  of 
tiie  "  attorney  appointed  to  represent  the  minor  heirs  of  said  estate," 
muBt  be  construed  as  an  appearance  by  bim  onl}'  for  the  miuorB 
whom  he  had  been  appointed  to  represent,  and  not  for  a  minor  pre- 
termitted child  for  whom  he  had  no  aathoritj  to  appear:  Pearson  v. 
Pearson,  46  Cal.  610,  636. 

40.  Limitation  of  actions  for  vacating  sals.  An  application  to  sell 
real  estate  of  a  decedent  is  not,  in  any  sense  of  the  term,  an  action 
to  recover  real  estate  or  the  poiseasion  of  it;  nor  is  it  an  action 
arising  out  of  the  title  thereto,  or  the  rents  and  proflts  thereof;  and, 
since  the  petition  for  the  sale  must  set  forth  the  debts  of  the  estate, 
it  would  seem  that  the  appropriate  limitation  may  then  he  invoked  in 
order  to  defeat  a  particular  claim,'  and  therefore  the  sale  pro  tanto: 
In  re  Tuohy's  Estate,  33  Mont.  230;  83  Pac.  Eep.  486,  490.  The  period 
of  three  years  prescribed  by  the  statute  within  which  the  heirs  of  the 
decedent  may  avoid  a  sale  made  by  an  executor  or  administrator  does 
not  run  if  it  appears  that  the  heirs  had  no  canse  of  action  against 
the  purchaser:  Campbell  v.  Drais,  125  Cal.  253,  260;  57  Pac.  Eep. 
Sd4.  The  limitation  of  the  code  with  reference  to  actions  for  the 
recovery  of  any  estates  sold  by  an  executor  or  administrator  does 
not  affect  the  question  of  title,  but  simply  refers  to  a  right  of  action. 
Hence,  if  no  title  passed  at  a  probate  sale,  it  is  in  the  heirs  and 
their  grantees,  and  is  not  affected  by  the  statute  of  limitations:  Gage 
V.  Downey,  84  Cal.  241,  251;  2S  Pac.  Rep.  635;  79  Cal.  140;  21  Pac. 
Bep.  S5S. 

m.   OOHFIBUATIOK  OF  SALEB  AKD  OONVXTAKOES. 

1.  Discretion  of  conrt  as  to  conflrmation.  The  court  doubtless  has 
the  power  to  confirm  or  refuse  to  confirm,  but  this  is  not  an  arbitrary 
power;  it  is  neither  more  nor  less  than  a  sound  discretion,  and  must 
be  exercised  with  a  just  regard  to  the  rights  of  all  concerned,  subject 
to   the   review   of   the*  appellate   tribunal,   and   the   propriety   of   itn 

9  depends   upon   the  circumstances  of   each   case.     A   rightful 
e  of  this  discretion  requires  due  consideration  of  the  rights  and 

interests  of  alt  concerned,  the  purchaser  as  well  as  others:   Dunn  v. 

Dunn,  137  Cal.  51,  59;  69  Pac.  Bep.  847. 

2.  Authority  to  conflim,  when  presnmed.  As  the  court  has  power  to 
make  an  order  conflrmiog  an  admin  istrator's  sale  of  puraonal  assets 
in  a  proper  case,  its  authority  to  act  will  be  presumed,  unJess  the 
want  of  such  authority  is  clearly  made  to  appear:  Jerrue  v.  Superior 
Court  (Cal.  App.),  95  Pac.  Kep.  9U6,  807. 
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3.  Wlieii  ieq,ntred.  The  court  has  no  authority  or  juriBdiction  to  aet 
aside  the  ord«r  of  sale,  to  refuse  to  confirm  a  sale,  or  to  hear  any 
evidence  in  relation  thereto  outside  o(  the  method  provided  by 
Btatnte,  and  in  disregard  of  the  rights  of  a  purchaser  after  a  sale. 
If  the  order  of  Bale  is  regularly  made,  and  it  has  QOt  been  appealed 
from,  it  is  binding  upon  all.  The  purchaaer  is  entitlsd  to  hav..'  the 
Bale  couflriued,  if  there  is  no  valid  reason  within  the  law  why  thii 
should  not  be  done:  Dunn  v.  Dunn,  137  Cal.  51,  58j  69  Pac.  Rep.  HI. 
Upon  the  court's  own  Boding  that  the  Bale  "  was  legally  madb  and 
fairly  conducted  ";  that  due  proof  was  made,  to  its  satisfaction;  ^at 
the  price  was  not  disproportionate  to  the  ralue  of  the  property;  and 
that  a  sum  exceeding  the  bid  of  the  appellant  (tea  per  cent,  exclusive 
of  the  expenses  of  a  now  sale)  cannot  be  obtained,  —  it  only  retnaina 
for  the  court  to  confirm  the  sale,  where  tbe  order  of  sale  has  not  been 
vacated,  and  no  appeal  has  been  taken  therefrom,  even  though  it  is 
admitted  that  the  court  erred  in  directing  too  large  an  amount  of 
the  property  to  be  sold:  Estate  of  Spriggs,  20  Cal.  121,  126.  Words 
in  a  will,  which  direct  that  the  executor  "  shall  have  tiie  property 
sold  '■  at  the  expiration  of  two  years  after  the  testator's  death,  and 
■hall  distribute  the  proceeds  among  dsBignated  beneficiaries,  do  not 
confer  upon  tbe  executor  the  power  to  sell  as  a  trustee.  The  sale 
which  is  thus  directed  is  to  be  made  by  the  executor  as  esetutor 
of  tbe  will,  and  as  a  part  of  bis  administration  of  the  estate,  and 
not  as  a  trustee  of  an  express  trust,  and  will  be  ineffectual  without  a 
confirmation  by  the  court:  Estate  of  Pforr,  144  Cal.  121,  126;  77 
Pac.  Rep.  825.  Under  the  statute  of  Idaho,  it  is  mandatory  that  all 
sales  be  reported,  under  oath,  to  the  probate  court  and  be  confirmed 
by  it,  before  title  to  the  property  sold  can  pass;  and  where  there  is 
no  return  of  sale,  the  order  confirming  a  sale  is  void:  People  v.  Cnn- 
ningham,  6  Ida.  113;  53  Pac.  Bep.  451. 

1.  Wlien  not  nqnlnd.  Under  a  will  that  creates  a  trnst,  with 
power  In  the  trustee  to  sell  the  property  without  the  intervention  of 
any  court,  no  confirmation  by  the  court  is  required  or  authorized  by 
law:  MorfEew  v.  San  Francisco  etc.  E.  R.  Co.,  107  Cal.  587,  595;  40 
Pac.  Rep.  810.  If  the  order  of  sale  is  coram  Don  judice,  then  the 
"  sale  "  is  no  sale,  and  it  cannot  be  made  valid  and  binding  by  any 
number  of  so-called  confirmations.  The  sale  being  void,  there  is  no 
subject-matter  upon  which  the  order  of  confirmation  can  aet:  Town- 
send  V,  Tallant,  33  Cal.  45,  54. 

6.  No  power  to  confiim  when.  If,  at  tbe  time  an  executor  or 
administrator  asks  for  a  confirmation  of  a  sale  of  the  real  estate 
of  a  deceased  person,  the  court  is  confronted  with  a  valid  order  by 
which  that  sale  has  been  annulled,  it  is  without  jurisdiction  to  grant 
the  application:  Estate  of  Devtneenzi,  131  Cal.  452,  453;  63  Pae. 
Rep.  733.

6.  Objections  to  conflsnatlon.  The  provisionB  of  the  statute  allow- 
ing objections  to  be  made  to  tbo  sale,  ftnd  requiring  foi  its  efficsejr 
&  conflraiation  by  the  court,  are  only  intended  to  secure  euch  ao 
execution  of  the  order  of  sale  that  a  just  and  fair  price  may  be 
obtained  for  the  property  for  the  benefit  of  the  estate.  The  authority 
of  the  eouTt  is  limited  to  sucb  a  superrision  and  control  that  this 
end  may  be  eftected:  Estate  of  Spriggs,  20  Cal.  121;  Estate  of  Leonis, 
138  Cal.  194,  199;  71  Pae.  Rep.  171.  At  a  probate  sale  the  court  is 
regarded  as  the  vendor,  and  the  purchaser  who  buys  property  at  the 
sale  has  the  right  to  a  conveyance  that  will  vest  in  him  the  title  of 
the  property  sold.  He  may.  present,  in  abjection  to  its  confirmation, 
any  facts  that  will  impair  or  defeat  the  title  thereby  transferred: 
Estate  of  Pearsons,  98  Cal.  603,  612;  33  Pac.  Rep.  451.  An  objection 
to  the  confirmation  of  the  sale,  on  the  ground  that  the  bond  required 
by  the  probate  judge  had  not  in  fact  been  given,  is  a  valid  one,  and 
the  objecting  party  should  be  permitted  to  submit  his  proof  in  support 
of  big  objection:  Estate  of  Arguello,  50  Cal.  308,  310. 

7.  Effect  of  the  order.  The  order  of  confirmation  is  a  final  judg- 
ment, and,  in  the  absence  of  an  appeal,  is  as  coneluBive  on  the  rights 
of  the  parties  as  could  be  any  adjudication  by  a  court  of  competent 
jarisdiction:  Lake  v.  Hathaway  (Ean.),  80  Pac.  Hep.  666;  Watson  v. 
Trondle,  33  Neb.  450;  50  N.  W.  Rep.  331;  29  Am.  St.  Sep.  4B2.  Th'e 
fact  that  the  court  eonflrms  a  sale  upon  the  return  thereof,  made  by 
an  administrator  pursuant  to  an  order  of  sale,  is  not  an  adjudication 
against  the  alleged  purchaser.  He  may  not  have  bid  at  all,  or  if  he 
did  bid,  he  may  have  been,  by  timely  withdrawal,  or  otherwise,  legally 
released  from  any  obligation  thereon.  In  an  action  to  enforce  the 
alleged  contract  of  purchase  against  him,  the  proceedings,  at  most, 
eonld  constitute  evidence  only  in  a  prima  facie  case:  Jerrue  t. 
Superior  Court  (Cal  App.),  95  Pac  Hep.  906,  907. 

8.  B«ftuliig  conflmutlon.  Efloct  of  t)i«  order.  On  refusal  to  con- 
firm the  first  sale,  it  is  in  the  discretion  of  the  court  either  to  order 
a  new  sale  or  to  accept  another  bid  of  an  advance  of  ten  per  cent  and 
additional  costs:  Griflln  v.  Warner,  48  Cal.  383,  385.  Or  the  court  may 
merely  vacate  the  sole  and  continue  the  cause  for  further  proceedings; 
Oriffin  V.  Warner,  48  Cal.  3S3,  3S5.  In  a  case  where  confirmation  is 
set  aside  for  insufficiency  of  notice  of  the  hearing,  proceedings  for 
hearing  upon  the  application  to  confirm  may  be  renewed,  and,  if 
the  bid  be  disproportionate  to  the  value  of  the  property  in  the 
amount  designated  by  the  statute,  such  sale  may  be  set  aside:  Estate 
of  Durham,  49  Cal.  i90,  495;  Perkins  v.  Gridley,  50  Cal.  95,  100. 

9.  Sflfnsal  to  report  sale  for  conflnnation.  Effect  of.  Where  the 
executor   refuses   to  report  a  sale  to   the  court  for  confirmation,  in 
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violation  of  k  dntj  imposed  npon  him  by  law,  and  having  pDt  the 
purebaser  in  possession,  and  permitted  him  to  make  improvements  to 
an  amount  nearly  or  qnlte  equal  to  the  value  of  the  property  at  the 
time  tbe  contract  of  sale  wae  made,  he  cannot  invoke  the  aid  of  a 
eonrt  of  equity  to  compel  an  accounting,  or  to  place  the  property  in 
the  hands  of  a  receiver,  until  some  future  order  of  the  court.  In 
making  the  sale,  the  executor  exercised  and  exhausted  his  power  to 
deal  with  the  property,  unless,  upon  reporting  to  the  court,  confirma- 
tion of  the  sale  was  refused:  Bennalack  v.  Bichards,  125  Cal.  427, 
433;  5S  Pae.  Bep.  65. 

ID.  Action  to  set  aside  confirmation.  No  one  but  parties  interested 
in  the  estate  may  object  to  confirmation.  This  being  true,  a  com- 
plaint does  not  state  facts  sufficient  to  constitute  a  cause  of  action, 
and  a  demurrer  thereto  is  properly  sustained,  where  the  action  to  set 
aside  a  confirmation  is  brought  by  parties  who  allege  that  they  are 
willing  to  pay  an  advance  of  ten  per  cent  on  the  price  for  which 
the  lands  were  sold,  all  objections  by  the  heirs  and  other  parties 
interested  to  confirmation  having  been  withdrawn  or  abandoned: 
Terry  v.  Clothier,  1  Wash.  475;  25  Pac.  Bep,  673. 

11.  OonToyanc*. 
(1)  In  general.  Tbe  word  "  administrator,"  following  the  name  of 
a  person  in  a  deed,  is  simply  descriptive  of  the  person,  and  is  not 
entitled  to  any  greater  significance:  Love  v.  Love,  72  Kan.  65S;  S3 
Pac.  Bep.  201,  202.  Where  land  was  purchased  from  the  estate  in 
good  faith,  and  the  purchase  price  thereof  was  paid  into  the  estate 
and  used  in  the  administratitfu  thereof,  the  administrator's  deed 
should  not  be  set  aside  without  repayment  of  the  purchase  price: 
Ball  v.  Clothier,  34  Wash.  299;  7S  Pac.  Bep.  1099,  J104;  Wilson  v. 
Morrell  (Wash.),  32  Pac.  Bep.  733,  734. 


Validity  of  deed  by  executor  or  administrator  to  porson  other  than 
the  purchaser:  See  note  5  Am.  &  £ng,  Ann.  Cas.  70S. 

(2)  Uay  be  ordered  wlian.  The  probate  court  has  jurisdiction  to 
order  a  conveyance  by  an  administrator  after  confirmation  of  a  sale, 
in  a  case  where  the  purchase  price  of  the  premises  sold  was  paid  by 
tho  purchneer  in  cash,  less  the  amount  of  the  mortgage  debt  against 
the  premises  held  by  the  purchaser,  for  which  he  was  entitled  to  a 
credit:  Estate  of  Lewis,  39  Cal.  306,  307.  Where  an  executor,  in  sat- 
isfaction of  mortgage  debts,  has  accepted  conveyances  of  tho  eneum- 
bored  land,  and  aJao  foreclosed  mortgages,  and,  on  the  sate  of  the 
real  property  affpcted  thereby,  takes  deeds  therefor  to  himself  as 
executor,  he  will,  as  a  condition  precedent  to  his  discharge  and  libcra- 
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tioQ  of  hia  bondsmen,  aud  in  order  tbat  any  rigbt,  title,  or  interest 
be  may  have  in  such  premises  maj  be  traoBferred,  be  required  to 
execute  quitclaim  deeds  o(  certain  designated  property:  In  re  Boacb's 

Estate   (Or.),  02  Pac.  Bep.  118,  127. 

<S)  Is  Individual  d«ed  when.  An  adminiHtrator's  deed,  wbicb 
recites  tbat  it  was  made  by  the  grantor  as  "  administrator  of  the 
estate,"  etc.,  but  which  ia  acknowledged  by  him  individually,  is  his 
individual  deed,  and  not  his  deed  as  an  administrator,  where  such 
deed  contains  no  recital  showing  that  it  was  intended  to  be  a  deed 
by  such  person  in  his  official  capacity  as  administrator,  except  as 
above  indicated:  Estate  of  Conroy  (Cal.  App.),  93  Pae,  Bep.  205,  208, 

(1)  Conditions  not  to  bo  Imposed.  When  the  sale  is  confirmed,  and 
a  deed  is  ordered  and  made,  the  purchaser,  or  his  assignee,  is  entitled 
to  the  possession  of  it,  on  payment  of  the  purchase-money,  and  neither 
the  administrator  nor  the  court  can  impose  any  other  condition  than 
the  payment  of  the  purchase-money,  no  matter  in  whose  hands  the  deed 
is  left  for  delivery:  Codtins  v.  MeCurdy,  40  Kan.  758;  20  Pac,  Bep. 
470.

Effect  of  covenants  in  conveyances  made  by  execntors  or  adminis- 
trators;  See  note  17  Am.  Dec.  224-228. 

(6)  Title  carried  by.  Where  a  trustee  is  clothed  with  the  legal 
title,  and  is  not  restrained  by  the  terms  of  the  trust,  a  conveyance 
by  him,  although  in  violation  of  the  trust,  carries  the  legal  title,  and 
the  beneficiaries  must  seek  their  remedy  in  equity:  Davidson  v.  Man- 
tor  (Wash.),  89  Pac.  Bep.  167.  Though  an  administrator's  deed  may 
be  ineffectual  to  convey  the  legal  title,  it  may  pass  to  tlie  vendee 
an  equitable  title:  Wilson  v.  Morrell  (Wash.),  32  Pae.  Bep.  733,  734. 
The  only  effect  of  an  administrator's  deed  is  to  convey  to  the  purchaser 
the  title  of  the  deceased.  Such  a  deed  can  contain  no  warranty  of 
the  title.  The  purchaser  must  know  the  law,  the  character  of  the  sale, 
the  effect  of  the  deed,  and  is  bound  to  examine  the  title  for  himself. 
The  language  of  the  notice  puts  him  upon  bis  guard.  In  these  sales, 
caveat  emptor  is  the  rule:  Halleek  v.  Guy,  9  Cal,  181,  187. 

<6)  Is  void  when.  A  conveyance  made  by  an  administrator  to 
himself  is  ipso  facto  void,  without  regard  to  the  statute,  for  it  bears 
its  own  invalidity  upon  its  face:  Boyd  v.  Blankman,  29  Cal.  2(1,  24;  M7 
Am.  Dec.  140.  An  administrator's  deed  is  void  where  it  appears  that 
the  land  was  sold  without  the  prescribed  order,  showing  notice  of 
the  time  and  place  of  the  hearing  of  the  petition  to  sell,  and  fixing 
the  length  of  tine  and  the  manner  in  which  notice  should  be  given: 
Qraden  v.  Mais   (Kan.),  95  Pac.  Bep,   412. 
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(7)  Maodata  to  compel.  A  writ  of  mandate  will  lie  to  compel  the 
administrator  to  execute  a  coaveyance  to  which  the  puichaeei  is 
entitled:  People  v.  CuQUiagham,  6  Ida.  113;  63  Pac.  Bep.  451.

IV.  DIRECT  AND  OOIiATEBAL  ATTACK  D70S  SALES. 

1.  I>lI«Ct  attack  la  general.  If  the  proceedings  on  a  probate  sale 
were  defective  or  irregular  in  any  way,  they  can  only  be  attacked 
bj  a  direct  action  brought  for  that  purpose.  They  cannot  be 
impeached  in  any  collateral  suit:  Irwin  v.  Scriber,  IB  Cal.  499.  If 
the  petition  upon  which  the  order  of  sale  was  made  is  so  defective 
that  the  court  did  not  acquire  jurisdiction,  the  order  may  be  BBsailed 
at  any  time  upon  a  collateral  as  well  as  upon  a  direct  attack;  but  tf 
the  facts  stated  in  the  petition  were  sufficient  to  confer  jurisdiction 
npon  the  court  to  bear  the  application,  its  order  directing  the  sale 
cannot  be  impeached  upon  a  collateral  attack:  Estate  of  Devincenzi, 
119  Cal.  4S8,  500;  51  Pac.  Eep.  845.  Oo  direct  appeal  from  an  order 
of  sale,  a  substantial  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  statute 
is  essential  to  the  validity  of  such  order:  Estate  of  Byrne,  112  CaL 
176(  44  Pae.  Bep.  467j  Estate  of  Levy,  141  Gal.  C39,  643;  75  Pac 
Bep.  317. 

2.  DlstfscUon  between  direct  aad  collateral  attack.    An  action  to 

enjoin  the  delivery  of  a  deed  executed  by  the  executor,  and  to  set 
aside  the  orders  of  a  probate  court  for  the  sale,  and  confirmatioD  of 
the  sale,  of  land  in  pursuance  of  which  the  deed  was  executed,  is  a 
collateral  attack  on  the  proceedings  in  and  decision  of  a  court  of 
record:  Lake  v.  Hathaway  (Kan.),  89  Pac.  Rep.  666;  Watson  v. 
Trondle,  33  Neb.  450;  50  N.  W.  Bep.  331;  29  Am.  St.  Rep.  492.  The 
attack  on  a  probate  sale  Is  direct  and  not  collateral,  where  it  is  baaed 
upon  the  ground  of  fraud.  The  fraud  must  be,  however,  a  fraud 
extrinsic  or  collateral  to  the  questions  examined  and  determined  in  the 
action.  Among  the  instances  given  in  the  books  are  such  as  these: 
keeping  the  unsuccessful  party  away  from  the  court  by  a  false  promise 
of  a  compromise;  or  purposely  keeping  him  in  ignorance  of  the  suit;  or 
where  an  attorney  fraudulently  attempts  to  represent  a  party  and 
connives  at  his  defeat,  or,  being  regularly  employed,  corruptly  sells 
out  his  client:  Bergin  v,  llaight,  99  Cal.  52,  56;  33  Pac.  Bep.  760. 
See  Pico  v.  Cohn,  91  Cal.  129,  133;  25  Pac.  Bep.  470;  27  Pac.  Bep. 
537;  25  Am.  St.  Rep.  159.  Proceedings  in  an  application  for  a  probate 
sale  are  subject  to  review  and  reversal,  as  in  oChcr  cases,  upon  a 
direct  attack  made  by  appeal  from  tho  order  directing  the  sale,  and 
upon  such  review  any  substantial  departure  from  the  statutory  require- 
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ments  compels  a  reversal;  the  distinction  being  that  upon  a,  collateral 
attack  the  procoedings  will  be  sustained,  and  the  purchaser's  title  held 
good,  vnlees  it  appears  that  the  court  did  not  acquire  jurisdiction  to 
order  the  sale;  while,  upon  a  direct  attack  bj  appeal  from  the  order, 
it  may  be  reversed  for  error,  though  the  court  had  jurisdiction:  Estate 
of  Cook,  137  Ca!.  184,  186;  69  Pac.  Rep.  968. 

3.  Collateral  attack. 
(1)  In  general.  Probate  sales  will  not  be  upheld,  even  against  a 
collateral  attack,  when  the  petition  in  the  proceeding  for  an  order 
of  sale  affirmatively  discloses  an  entire  want  of  any  statement  of 
facts  essential,  under  tbe  statute,  to  give  jurisdiction:  Wright  v.  Ed- 
wards, 10  Or.  298,  306,  A  party,  in  a  collateral  proceeding  to  set 
aside  an  administrator's  sale,  is  bound  by  the  findings  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  court  in  the  proceedings  resulting  in  the  sale,  especially 
where  such  party  was  also  a  party  to  such  proceedings:  Bateman  v. 
Eeitler,  IB  Col.  547;  36  Pao.  Bep.  548,  li  a  court  of  general  juris- 
diction, and  particularly  charged  with  the  administration  of  estates, 
acquires  jurisdiction  of  the  subject-matter  and  of  the  parties,  its 
orders  and  judgments  are  not  open  to  attack  in  a  proceeding  brought 
by  the  heirs  to  set  aside  an  administrator's  sale  and  for  other  relief, 
the  same  being  a  collateral  proceeding:  Bateman  v.  Beitlor,  19  Col. 
547;  36  Pac.  Rep.  548,  If  the  petition  for  an  order  of  sale  suffi- 
ciently states  the  facts  necessary  to  give  the  court  jurisdiction,  the 
order  thereon,  being  a  judicial  determination  in  a  proceeding  of  which 
the  court  has  jurisdiction  over  the  subject-matter  and  of  the  parties 
interested  therein,  is  not  subject  to  a  collateral  attack:  Estate  uf 
Devincenzi,  119  Cal.  498,  501;  51  Pac.  Bep.  845.  The  authority  of  the 
administrator  to  sell  land  of  a  decedent  is  not  impaired  by  the  absence 
of  the  impress  of  a  seal  upon  his  letters  of  administration,  where  bis 
authority  is  impeached  coUaterallyr  Dennis  v.  Bint,  122  Cal,  39,  43; 
64  Pac.  Hep.  378;  68  Am.  St.  Bep.  17,  When  an  order  of  sale  is 
relied  upon  as  a  defcnsa  in  a  collateral  proceeding,  the  authority  of 
the  court  to  make  the  order  must  exist;  for,  if  it  acted  without 
jurisdiction,  its  order  or  decree  is  a  nullity,  and  confers  no  right  or 
title,  and  cannot  be  asserted  as  a  defense  to  bar  a  recovery:  Wright 
V.  Edwards,  10  Or.  298,  302.  A  minor  heir,  who  was  four  years  of 
age  at  the  time  of  a  probate  sale,  may  commence  an  action  of  eject- 
ment within  two  years  after  reaching  his  majority;  but  irrcguiatities  or 
defects  in  giving  or  publishing  notice  of  the  pendency  of  the  pro- 
ceeding for  a  sale  of  real  property  of  the  deceased  cannot  vitiate 
tbe  proceedings  of  the  probate  court  when  attacked  collaterally  in 
such  an  action:  Thompson  v.  Burge,  60  Kan.  549;  57  Pac.  Bop.  110. 
A  title  acquired  on  a  probate  sale  ie  not  affected  by  mere  irregulari' 
tips,  and,  upon  collateral  attack,  such  objections  cannot  be  made: 
Dennis  t.  Winter,  63  Cal.  16,  18, 
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(2)  Wlutt  cumot  be  ^neettraed.     A  finding  of  the  coon  that  ft 

petition  for  the  sale  of  the  land  of  a  decedent  was  presented  bj  two 
adminiBtratorH,  and  an  order  of  sale  made  in  the  name  of  both,  cannot 
be  queBtioned  in  a  collateral  proceeding,  though  there  may  have  been 
a  defect  in  the  appointment  of  one  of  the  adminiitTatora:  Blaekman 
V.  Mulhall  (S.  B.),  104  N.  W.  Rep.  250,  264.  The  publication  of  an 
order  to  show  cause  why  the  real  property  of  a  decedent  should  not 
be  sold,  for  two  days  less  than  the  time  prescribed  by  statute,  does 
not  render  the  sale  void,  nor  affect  its  validity,  in  a  collateral  pro- 
ceeding. Where  there  is  some  notice,  an  irregularity  or  the  insuffi- 
ciency thereof  cannot  be  questioned  in  a  collateral  proceeding;  Black- 
man  V.  Mnlball  (S.  D.),  104  N.  W.  Bep.  250,  255.  If  a  deere«  order- 
ing the  sale  of  a  decedent's  real  estate  states  that  the  same  is  baaed 
upon  a  verified  petition,  with  certain  auxiliary  proceedings  eaaential 
to  its  validity,  and  cecites  all  jurisdictional  facts,  it  cannot  ha  attacked 
collaterally  on  the  ground  that  the  petition  was  not  verified,  and 
failed  to  specify  facts  sufScient  to  justify  the  order  granting  leave 
to  sell:  Phillips  v.  Phillips,  13  S.  B.  231;  S3  N.  W.  Bep.  94,  95. 

(3)  Frmnmirtdoiu  on.  If  an  order  confirming  the  sale  of  a  dece- 
dent's land  to  pay  debts  recites  that  the  sale  was  legally  made  and 
fairly  conducted,  that  the  amount  received  is  not  disproportionate  to 
the  value  at  the  land,  and  orders  and  decrees  that  the  said  sale  be 
and  the  same  is  beroby  in  all  things  confirmed,  it  must  be  assumed,  on 
collateral  attack,  that  the  probate  court  had  before  it  the  required 
proof  showing  that  all  of  the  provisions  of  the  statute  had  been  com- 
plied with:  Blaekman  v.  Mulhall  (S.  D.),  104  N.  W.  Bep.  250,  255. 
The  same  presumption  must  now  attach  to  decrees  in  probate  pro- 
coedings,  upon  collateral  attack,  as  to  judgments  in  cases  at  common 
law  or  in  equity,  and  the  sufficiency  of  the  proceedings,  or  petition 
for  an  order  of  sale,  will  be  tested  by  the  same  liberal  rule  which 
applies  to  the  pleadings  in  an  ordianry  action  upon  sach  attaclc 
Burns  v.  Kennedy,  108  Cal.  331,  338;  41  Pac.  Bep.  458. 

(4>  Wliat  iB  good  on  collataral  attack.  Where  the  petition  for 
a  probate  sale  fails  to  state  the  value  of  the  property  sought  to 
be  sold,  but  where,  following  the  description  of  the  property  in  the 

schedule  annexed  to  the  petition,  it  is  stated  that  "  the  said  one- 
half  interest  was  appraised  at  seven  thousand  dollars,"  the  petition 
is  good,  on  collateral  attack,  and  is  sufficient  under  the  statute,  as  it 
fully  and  fairly  answers  the  purpose  of  the  code:  Silverman  v.  Oundel- 
fiuger,  82  Cal.  54S,  550;  23  Pac.  Bep.  12.  Where  the  petition  of  the 
administrator  sets  forth  that  there  was  no  personal  property  belong- 
ing to  the  estate,  this  is  sufficient,  upon  collateral  attack,  to  warrant 
an  order  for  the  sale  of  real  estate,  where  the  petition  is  otherwise 
Bufflcient:  McKenna  v.  Cosgrove,  41  Wash,  332;  83  Pac  Hep,  240. 
Though  an   order  to  show  cause  why  the  sale  of  a  decedent's  land 
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■bould  not  bo  made  for  the  pa^rment  of  debts  fails  to  nae  the  words, 
"  that  the  party  is  required  to  show  cause  nhj  the  sale  should 
not  be  ordered,"  it  is  good,  as  against  a  collateral  attack,  where  it 
substantially  complies  with  the  statute  b;  giving  netiee  that  appli- 
cation has  bean  made  for  a  sale,  and  that  a  hearing  will  be  had  at 
the  time  designated  in  the  notice,  and  one  of  the  recitals  in  the 
order  is  that  all  the  proceedings  required  by  the  statute  have  been 
complied  with,  as  this  la  an  adjudication  that  the  proceedings  prior  to 
the  granting  of  the  order  were  valid:  Blackman  t.  Mnlhall  (S.  D.), 
104  N.  W.  Bep.  250,  255. 

T.    APFEAI.. 

1.  In  general.  If  an  appeal  is  taken  from  an  order  vacating  a  sale 
of  the  real  estate  of  a  deceased  person  before  such  order  is  entered 
in  the  minutes*  of  the  court,  the  appeal  is  premature,  and  gives  the 
court  no  jurisdiction  of  the  subject-matter:  Estate  of  Devincenzi,  131 
Cal.  452,  453j  63  Pac.  Bop.  723.  An  appeal  from  an  order  vacating  a 
•ale  of  the  real  estate  of  a  deceased  person  is  inefCeetual,  where  there 
was  a  want  of  jurisdiction,  whether  such  appeal  was  dismissed  or 
not:  Estate  of  Devincenzi,  131  Cal.  452,  454;  63  Pac.  Rep.  723.  Par- 
ties who  have  been  duly  notified  of  the  proceedings  for  the  sale  of 
the  property  of  a  decedent  should  be  held  to  have  waived  all  objec- 
tions to  the  petition  not  made  in  the  court  below:  Estate  of  Levy, 
141  Cal.  637,  643;  75  Pae.  Bep.  317. 

2.  Non-appealBble  orders.  An  order  directing  the  executor  or 
administrator  to  make  a  sale  nnder  a  previous  order  is  not  appeal- 
able: Estate  of  Martin,  56  Cal.  208,  209.  An  order  of  the  probate 
court  refusing  to  set  aside  an  order  of  sale  previously  entered  is  not 
the  subject  of  appeal:  Estate  of  Smith,  51  Cal.  563,  565. 

3.  Appealable  orders.  Writs  of  error  lie  from  the  supreme  court  of 
the  state  of  Colorado  to  every  final  judgment  or  decree  of  the  county 
courts  of  that  state,  including  a  decree  in  probate  for  the  sale  of  the 
lands  of  an  estate  of  a  daceased  porson.  Such  cases  may  be  reviewed 
on  tbe  ground  that  the  judgment  or  decision  is  final:  Sloan  v.  Strick- 
ler,  12  Col.  179;  20  Pac.  Kep.  611;  Vance's  Heirs  v.  Rockwell,  3  Col. 
240.  Where,  on  an  application  for  the  sale  of  real  estate  to  pay 
debts,  tbe  matter  under  adjudication  is  tbe  construction  of  the  will, 
and  a  decree  is  entered  after  a  full  hearing,  tbe  same  is  final  and 
appealable,  and  cannot  be  set  aside  unless  the  statutory  steps  are 
instituted  for  its  vacation:  In  re  Barker's  Estate,  ^3  Wash.  79;  73 
Pac.  Rep.  796.  An  order  refusing  to  hear  evidence  or  to  confirm  tbe 
sale  is,  in  effect,  an  order  against  directing  the  sate  or  conveyance 
of  real  estate,  and  is  therefore  appoalable,  under  tbe  language  of  the 
California  statute:  Estate  of  Leoais,  138  Cal.  li<4,  197;  71  Pac.  Hep. 
171. 
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4.  PATtleB  Intnestod  or  aggrloTed.  It  is  &  statatoTy  rale  that  m  liti- 
gant can  appeal  only  from  an  order  affecting  a  Babstantial  right.  Tbis 
rale  accords  with  the  fundamental  principle,  everywheie  recognized, 
that  the  administrator  has  no  appeal  unless  aggrieved  by  the  judg- 
ment or  decree  of  the  trial  court;  Hume  v.  Turner,  42  Or.  202,  208;  70 
Pae.  Hep,  611,  614;  In  re  Smith's  Will,  43  Or.  595;  75  Pac.  Eep.  133. 
An  order  confirming  a  sale  and  directing  a  conveyance  to  be  made  is 
appealable.  The  right  of  the  purchaMr  at  such  Bale  to  be  heard  at 
the  return  of  sale  is  implied  from  the  statute,  and  such  person  may  be 
a  party  "aggrieved"  by  the  action  of  the  court,  whether  he  be 
"  interested  "  in  the  estate  or  not:  Estate  of  Peareans,  98  Cal.  603,  605; 
33  Pae.  Rep.  451.  'Where  the  administrator  has  allowed  claims  against 
the  estate,  and  the  law  imposes  upon  him  the  duty  to  sell  the  real 
property,  and  he  petitions  for  leave  to  sell,  the  administrator  in  soeh 
proceediug  represents  the  creditor,  and  has  an  appealable  interest  in 
the  order  denying  him  license  to  sell  the  real  property:  In  re  Smith's 
■Will,  43  Or.  395;  75  Pac.  Rep.  133.  In  a  proceeding  for  the  sale  of 
real  estate  belonging  to  a  decedent's  estate,  the  guardian  ad  litem  of 
the  minor  heirs  is  entitled,  as  an  adverse  party,  to  service  of  the 
notice  of  appeal  from  an  order  confirming  a  sale  of  such  real  estate. 
Under  the  provisions  of  the  Idaho  statute,  title  descends  to  the  heirs, 
subject  to  the  control  of  the  probate  court  for  the  purposes  of  admin- 
istration, etc.  The  heirs  are  therefore  affected  by  a  modification  or 
reversal  of  the  order  or  judgment  appealed  from,  and  are  adverse 
parties,  within  the  meaning  of  the  provisions  of  such  statute;  Beed  v. 
Stewart  (Ida.),  67  Pac.  Bep.  1002;  Aulbach  v.  Dahler,  4  Ida.  654;  43 
Pac.  Rep.  322;  Titiman  v.  Alamance  Min.  Co.,  9  Ida.  240;  74  Pac  Bep. 
529.  On  appeal  by  a  purchaser,  at  the  first  sale  of  property,  from  an 
order  of  the  probate  court  authorizing  the  administrator  to  resell  the 
property,  which  order  was  made  after  the  court  had  vacated  and 
annulled  the  decree  of  confirmation  of  the  previous  sale,  although  the 
appellant  was  in  no  way  a  party  to  the  order  directing  a  resale,  the 
court  will  assume,  for  the  purposes  of  the  decision,  that  such  pur- 
chaser at  the  original  sale  was  a  party  aggrieved  by  the  order  for  a 
resale:  Estate  of  Roland,  55  Cal.  310,  312. 

5.  Parties  not  lnteieBt«d  or  aggileTwL  The  administrator  is  not  a 
party  aggrieved  by  en  order  denying  the  petition  to  sell,  where  none 
of  the  parties  interested  in  the  property  objected  to  the  terms  of  the 
order,  and  the  administrator,  therefore,  iji  not  entitled  to  an  appeal 
from  such  order;  Estate  of  Steward,  1  Cal.  App.  57;  61  Pac  Bep. 
72B.  A  party  interested  adversely  to  the  estate,  as  a  claimant  of  the 
land,  is  not  a  party  injured  or  aggrieved  by  an  order  authorizing 
the  administrator  to  mortgage  the  property  of  the  estate  covered  by 
the  lien,  which  will  be  lost  unless  redeemed.  Such  party  has  no 
standing  in  court,  and  his  grievance,  if  any,  in  failing  to  acquire  the 
property  of  the  estate  cannot  be  considered:  Estate  of  Freud,  131 
CaL  667,  674;  63  Pac  Rep.  lOSO;  82  Am.  St.  Bep.  407. 
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6.  Aillnnlng  Uie  ordar  of  sale  on  aiipeal.  Where  an  order  of  sale 
is  ra&Ae,  and  the  owaor,  who  has  succeeded  to  the  title  of  the  Bole 
devisee,  has  expressly  cansented  to  the  order  of  sale,  such  order  must 
be  affirmed,  whether  it  is  erroneoos  or  otherwise,  if  the  appellant 
claims  no  interest  therein:  Estate  of  Schroeder,  46  Cal.  305,  317. 

7.  Record  on  appeal.  Where  the  record  is  produced  upon  the  hear- 
ing, and  it  purports  to  contain  a  full  and  detailed  statement  of  every- 
thing that  occurred  in  the  course  of  the  proceedings  on  the  petition 
for  leave  to  sell,  there  is  no  room  left  for  presuming  that  anything 
more  was  done  than  what  the  record  recites,  nor  anything  less,  nor 
anything  different:  Townscnd  t.  Tallant,  33  Cal.  45,  53;  99  Am.  Dec. 
617,  Where  it  appears  that  an  order  of  sale  was  not  granted  on 
the  day  the  caption  would  indicate,  it  will  be  presumed  that  there 
was  a  tnistalie  in  making  up  the  record,  rather  than  that  the  order 
was  made  before  the  return-dayr  Russell  v.  Lewis,  3  Or.  380,  385.  An 
affidavit  purporting  to  embody  the  objections  of  a  purchaser,  who 
neglects  or  refuses  to  comply  with  the  terms  of  the  sale,  to  the 
granting  of  a  motion  to  set  aside  a  sale  of  real  estate  and  ordering 
a  resale,  and  which  afBdavit  was  stricken  from  the  files,  will  not, 
nor  will  the  ruling  of  the  court  thereon,  be  considered  on  appeal  from 
the  order:  Estate  of  Long  (Cal.  App.},  91  Pac.  Bep.  169.  The  petition, 
citation,  and  proof  of  service  are  as  essential  parts  of  the  record 
in  a  probate  case  as  are  the  pleadings,  process,  and  return  in  pro- 
ceedings iu  the  circuit  court.  It  has  been  held,  therefore,  that 
where  the  statute  regulating  probate  proceedings  does  not  contain  a 
provision  directing  the  clerk  of  the  probate  court  to  attach  together 
papers  constituting  the  judgment  roll,  similar  to  the  provision  of  the 
general  practice  act  relating  to  the  judgment  roll,  that  the  general 
act  should  be  construed  to  include  probate  cases:  Gilmore  v.  Taylor, 
5  Or.  89,  91.  The  supreme  court  cannot  act  upon  a  stipulation  as  a 
basis  for  a  judgment  to  be  entered  in  that  court,  consenting  that  the 
order  of  confirmation  be  affirmed  in  part,  unless  the  stipulation  be 
eigued  by  all  the  parties  to  the  proceeding,  (hither  in  person  or  by 
attorneys:  Estate  of  Arguello,  50  Cal.  308,  310. 

8.  Decree.  EfTect  of,  on  appeal.  It  is  not  error  for  an  appellate 
court  to  go  behind  the  order  of  sale  made  in  a  probate  court,  and  to 
hear  and  sustain  objections  to  the  order  of  sale  itself,  in  order  to 
ascertain  whether  the  sale  should  be  approved  or  not,  the  objections 
coming  from  one  who  bad  no  opportunity  to  be  heard:  Estate  of 
Qibbs,  4  Utah,  97;  6  Pac.  Rep.  5S5.  Whether  a  sale  will  be  for  the 
advantage,  benefit,  and  best  interests  of  the  estate,  or  those  inter- 
ested therein,  is  a  question  of  fact  to  be  determined  by  the  probate 
coart  upon  the  evidence  before  it  in  reference  thereto;  and  to  the 
extent  that  its  decision  depends  upon  inferences  to  be  drawn  from 

1  of  the  property,  or  of  the  parties  who  are  interested 
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therein,  it  U  not  open  to  review  upon  on  nppeal  from  the  order; 
EBtnte  of  Steward,  1  Cal.  App.  57,  60;  81  Pac.  Bep.  728.  If  the  coort 
finds  as  an  ultimata  fact  that  an  estate  is  indebted  to  a  plaintiS 
in  an  action  brought  to  recover  a  debt,  the  appellate  court  will  not 
disturb  Bueh  finding,  where  the  evidence  is  not  before  the  court: 
Morithew  v.  Orr,  90  Cal.  363,  364;  27  Pac.  Rep.  295.  On  an  appeal 
from  an  order  refusing  to  confinn  a  Bale,  the  purchaser  cannot  object 
that  the  court  had  no  power  to  direct  a  new  sale,  where  such  order 
was  made  upon  the  application  of  the  executor,  and  where  a  written 
offer,  at  the  time  of  the  return,  was  made  by  the  purchaser  of  a  ten 
per  cent  advance  over  the  amount  named  in  the  return,  it  being 
in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  under  the  provisions  of  the  statute, 
either  to  accept  such  offer  and  confirm  the  sale  or  to  order  a  new 
sale;  Estate  of  Reed,  3  Cal.  App.  142;  85  Pac.  Bep.  155. 

9.  Bm  Jiidlcat*.  Law  of  th«  case.  The  doctrine  of  res  judicata 
applies  to  the  judgments  and  decrees  of  a  probate  court,  aa  well  m  to 
those  of  anj  other  judicial  tribunal:  Qarwood  v.  Garwood,  29  Cal. 
61S,  S22.  A  ruling,  given  upon  a  former  appeal,  construing  a  will,  and 
holding  that  it  gave  no  power  to  ths  executors  to  sell  the  real  estate 
without  an  order  of  the  probate  court,  and  holding  that  the  sales 
and  conveyances  attempted  to  be  made  without  such  order  were 
void,  is  the  law  of  the  case,  and  conclusive  upon  the  points  in  subse- 
quent appeals:  Hill  v.  Den,  54  Cal.  6,  21;  Hose  v.  Den,  85  CaL  390, 
399;  24  Pac.  Rep.  790;  20  Am.  St.  Bep.  232.

Whea 
a  person  who  is  bound  by  contract  in  writing  to  convey  any 
real  estate,  or  to  transfer  any  personal  property,  dies  before 
making  conveyance  or  transfer,  and  in  all  cases  when  snch 
decedent,  if  living  might  be  compelled  to  make  such  con-

A  copy  of  the 
decree  for  a  conveyance  or  transfer  as  provided  in  this 
chapter,  duly  certified  and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the 
recorder  of  the  county  in  which  the  property  is  situated, 
gives  the  person  entitled  to  the  conveyance  or  transfer  a 
right  to  the  possession  of  the  property  contracted  for,  and 
to  hold  the  same  according  to  the  terms  of  the  intended  con- 
veyance or  transfer,  in  like  manner  as  if  the  same  bad  been 
conveyed  or  transferred  in  pursuance  of  the  decree.  Kerr's 
Oyc.  Code  Oiv.  Proo.,  §  1604.

1.  Oontiactii  Of  decodant  to  caanr  nal  estata. 
(1)  Scopa  uid  tolldiltT  of  statuto.  The  power  of  the  legiHlatnre 
over  the  Baocesaioa  and  conveyance  of  land  b  unlimited.  Hence  it 
may  authorize  an  executor  or  adminiatrator  to  convey  land  pursuant 
to  the  contract  of  his  intestate:  Adams  v.  Lewis,  5  Sair.  229;  Fed. 
Caa.,  No.  60.  And  this  BpecJsl  statntory  remedy,  conferring  opon  the 
probate  court  administering  the  estate  jarisdiction  to  grant  specific 
performance  in  caseB  where  the  right  of  petitioner  in  the  premises 
is  free  from  doubt,  would  seem  to  be  a  wise  provision;  It  evidently 
tends  to  save  the  expenses  and  delay  that  would  follow  a  separate 
action  in  equity  for  a  speeifie  performance.  At  any  rate,  the  remedy 
in  California  seems  to  be  complete,  and  it  is  clearly  within  the 
power  of  the  legislature  to  prescribe  such  remedy.  In  several  of 
the  atates,  a  summarj-  special  proceeding  is  allowed,  in  which  a  con- 
tract may  be  enforced  without  suit,  as  a  step  in  the  settlement  of 
the  deceased  vendor's  estate.  In  such  ease  the  statutory  method  may 
be  followed,  and  the  probata  court  having  jurisdiction  may  authorise 
the  administrator  or  executor  of  the  decedent  to  make  the  convey- 
ance which  the  vendor  himself  should  have  made  bad  he  been 
alive:  Estate  of  Gamier,  147  Cal.  457,  459;  82  Pac.  Rep.  68.  The 
statute  does  not  authorize  the  probate  court  to  direct  an  executor  or 
administrator  to  perform  specifically  a  contract  for  the  conveyance  of 
land  made  by  his  intestate  unless  such  contract  was  in  writing: 
Cory  V.  Hyde,  49  Cal.  469,  473;  Wadleigh  v.  Phelps  (Cal.),  87  Pac 
Rep.  93.  The  statute  has  no  reference  to  a  suit  to  compel  an  execu- 
tor or  administrator  to  reconvey  certain  property  to  hia  testator  by 
an  absolute  deed  intended  as  a  mortgage:  Wadleigb  v.  Phelps  (Cal.), 
87  Pac.  Bcp.  93,  100.  Neither  is  the  statute  applicable  to  a  contract 
involving  property  which  was  not  subject  to  administration;  Estate  of 
Hoaly,  137  Cal.  474,  478;  70  Pac.  Rep.  455.  The  statute  of  Wash- 
ington providing  that  the  title  of  a  decedent  in  realty  shall,  without 
any  decree  of  distribution,  vest  in  the  heirs,  subject  to  his  debts,  does 
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not  impliedly  repeal  the  statute  which  provides  that,  on  the  death 
of  an  owner  who  had  contnicted  to  convey  leal  estate,  the  court  may 
direct  hia  repreoentative  to  convey  to  the  purchaser,  etc.  In  that 
state,  where  the  owner  of  land  hae  made  a  contract  to  convey,  he 
can  leave  to  his  heirs  only  the  interest  owned  at  the  time  of  his 
death,  which  is  virtually  but  the  right  to  the  proceeds,  the  holder 
of  the  contract  being  entitled  to  have  the  land  conveyed  to  him  upon 
paying  the  purchase  price.  In  such  cases  the  courts  treat  the  prop- 
erty, for  purposes  of  administration,  as  personal  rather  than  reai: 
Qriggs  Land  Co.  v.  Smith  (Wash.),  8B  Pac.  Rep.  477,  479.  Section 
1042  of  the  Washington  Code  of  Procedure,  which  provides  "  that 
actions  for  the  recovery  of  any  property,  real  or  personal,  or  for 
the  possession  thereof,  and  of  actions  founded  upon  contracts,  may 
be  maintained  by  and  against  eiecntors  and  administrators  in  all 
eases  in  which  the  same  might  have  been  maintained  by  or  against 
their  respective  testators  or  intestates,"  applies  to  all  persons  who  have 
contracted  in  writing  to  convey  real  property,  whether  they  have  died 
testate  or  intestate,  and  without  regard  to  the  conditions  of  a  wUl: 
Hyde  v.  Heller,  10  Wash.  580;  39  Fac.  Rep.  249. 

<2>  Jurisdiction.  Piohat«  courts  and  equity.  The  statute  pro- 
vides, in  eCTect,  that  when  a  person  bound  by  a  contract  in  writing 
to  make  a  conveyance  of  real  estate  shall  die  before  making  the  con- 
veyance, in  a  case  where,  if  the  decedent  were  living,  a  conrt  of 
equity  would  compel  him  to  make  such  conveyance,  the  probate  court 
may  decree  it;  but,  as  the  contract  must  be  in  writing,  it  was  not 
intended  to  confer  upon  the  probate  court  equity  powers  in  that 
large  class  of  cases  founded  on  a  part  performance  of  verbal  contracts 
for  the  sale  and  conveyance  of  land:  Cory  v.  Hyde,  49  Cal.  4G9,  472, 
473.  The  proceeding  provided  for  by  the  statute  is  one  for  a 
specific  performance  of  a  contract  in  the  probate  court,  but  it  was 
not  the  intentioQ  of  the  statute  to  vest  in  the  probate  court  more 
extensive  power  than  was  administered  by  a  court  of  equity:  Estate 
of  Corwin,  61  Cal.  ICO,  1Q3.  A  specific  performance  ia  essentially  a 
branch  of  equity  jurisdiction.  Under  the  statute,  many  deeds  have 
been  made  in  this  state  by  executors  and  administrators  upon  orders 
made  by  the  probate  court,  and  the  titles  thereby  attempted  to  be 
made  have  been  acted  upon  and  recognized  as  valid.  Yet  the  com- 
pelling of  an  executor  or  administrator,  representing  a  deceased  per- 
son, who  was  bound  by  contract  in  writing,  to  execute  his  deed  is 
a  case  in  equity:  Rosenberg  v.  Frank,  SS  Cal.  3S7,  416.  But,  while 
the  probate  court  has  power  to  decree  specific  performance  of  certain 
written  contracts,  it  has  no  power,  on  the  petition  of  an  executor,  to 
order  hint,  on  the  receipt  of  money  loaned,  to  reconvey  real  estate 
convoyed  to  his  testator  by  a  defd  absolute  on  its  face,  but  intended 
tm  a  mortgage:  Anderson  v.  Fisk,  41  Cal.  SOS,  309,  310.  The  probate 
court   has   power   to   compel   an   administrator,   as   admin 
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convey  to  himself  as  an  individual:  Jlstate  of  Gamier,  147  CaL  457, 
45S;  82  Fac.  Bep.  68. 

(S)  PetiUon.  Tbe  petition  aakiog  for  a  decree  compelling  the 
executor  or  adminiatrator  to  convej  mnst  state  that  the  contract  was 
in  writing,  In  order  to  give  the  probate  court  jurisdiction.  As  tbe 
probate  court  has  no  jurisdiction  to  decree  a  conveyance,  except  when 
the  contract  ia  in  writing,  the  jurisdictional  fact  must  appear  on  the 
face  of  the  petition:  Cory  v.  Hyde,  49  Cal.  46B,  470.  An  executor 
or  administrator  of  an  estate  has  the  same  right,  under  the  provis- 
ions of  the  code,  to  present  a  petition  for  the  conveyance  of  real 
estate,  or  for  a  transfer  of  personal  property,  ae  any  other  party. 
If  an  executor  or  administrator  petitions  for  a  specific  performance, 
the  court,  by  analogy,  may  appoint  a  separate  attorney  to  represent 
the  estate,  though  he  is  not  required  to  do  it  if  the  heirs  appear  and 
oppose  the  petition.  However  that  may  be,  an  executor  or  adminis- 
trator, under  the  law,  has  the  same  right  as  an  outside  party,  whether 
liis  claim  be  a  money  demand,  or  for  the  performance  of  a  written 
contract  to  transfer  property,  and  the  law  does  not  require  that  he 
should  first  resign  his  position  as  executor  or  adminiatrator  in  order 
to  have  his  claim  allowed  or  enforced  against  the  estate:  Estate  of 
Garnier,  147  Cal.  467,  460;  82  Pac.  Bep.  68.  Under  the  statute  of 
Montana,  the  petition  must  also  show  that  tbe  agreement  waa  in 
writing.  This  fact  is  jurisdictionaL  If  tbe  petition  fails  to  show 
that  the  contract  was  in  writing,  the  court  is  without  power  to  pro- 
ceed, and  its  order  is  not  effective  for  any  purpose.  There  can  be 
no  presumption  that  the  contract  waa  in  writing:  Bullerdick  v.  Herms- 
meyer,  32  Meat.  541;   81  Pae.  Bap.  334,  336. 

(4)  Bpeclflc  peiformance  ma?  he  anfocced  when.    If  tbe  probate 

court  dismisses  a  petition  to  compel  an  executor  or  administrator  to 
convey  lands  in  accordance  with  tbe  terms  of  the  contract  executed 
by  bis  decedent,  tbe  superior  court  has  jurisdiction  of  the  action,  and 
may  decree  a  specific  performance  of  the  contract  of  the  sale  and 
purchase  of  such  lands:  Hall  v.  Bice,  64  Cal.  443,  444.  A  specific 
performance  of  a  decedent's  contract  may  be  decreed  upon  tbe  peti- 
tion of  the  executor  or  administrator:  Estate  of  Gamier,  147  Cal. 
457(  82  Pac.  Rep.  68.  In  Oregon,  where  two  partners  made  a  verbal 
contract  to  convey  certain  real  property,  and  a  portion  of  the  pur- 
chase price  was  paid,  but  both  members  of  the  firm  died  subse- 
quently to  entering  into  the  contract,  the  purchaser  from  the  firm 
is  entitled  to  a  title  free  from  litigation  before  he  can  be  required 
to  accept  it  and  to  pay  the  balance  of  the  purchase  price;  Wollenbcrg 
V.  Hose,  45  Or.  615;  78  Pac.  Rep.  751,  753.  A  partially  executod  con- 
tract to  convey  land  for  a  valuable  consideration  can  be  enforced 
by  or  against  the  estate  of  the  deceased  vendor.  Thus  where  a  son 
received  property  as  heir  of  his  father's  estate,  and  thereafter  occu- 
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pied  ind  eoltivkted  a  tract  of  land  that  the  testate  had  received  aa 
part  consideration  ol  bii  contract  to  convey  certain  other  lands  to 
which  it  IB  fonnd  he  had  no  title,  the  agreement  of  the  aon  with 
tha  vendees  therein,  made  after  becoming  the  owner,  by  purchase,  of 
the  last-named  land,  to  carry  ont  the  terms  of  the  contract,  is  based 
on  a  sufficient  consideration  and  is  enforceable:  Janes  v.  Holanden, 
7  Kan.  App.  811;  52  Pac.  Bcp.  913. 

<6)  BpocUc  peitomutDce  ciimot  b«  anfoiced  when.  No  specific 
performance  of  the  contract  of  a  decedent  to  convey  can  be  enforced 
unless  the  contract  is  in  writing:  Cory  v.  Hyde,  49  Cal.  469,  4TD; 
Bullexdick  v.  Hennsmeyer,  32  Mont.  541;  81  Pac.  Bep.  334,  336.  Nor 
can  specific  performance  of  such  contract  be  decreed  unless  it  is 
fonnd  that  the  intestate  had  contracted  to  convey  the  particular  lands 
described  in  the  complaint.  The  decedent's  agreement  to  exchange 
"  some  "  of  his  city  lots  will  not  be  enforced,  where  no  particular  lot 
is  described;  Ferris  v.  Irving,  2S  Cal.  645,  348.  Under  the  statute  of 
ITtab,  there  can  be  no  specific  performance  of  a  written  contract  of 
a  deceased  husband  as  against  his  wife.  "  The  buyer's  right,"  said 
the  court,  quoting  from  6  Fomeroy'a  Equity  Jurisprudonce,  3d  ed., 
aec.  834,  "  to  apeeifle  performance,  with  compensation,  is  subject  to 
certain  limitations;  as,  when  it  conflicts  with  the  intervening  rights 
of  third  parties,  an  instance  of  which  is  the  case  of  the  right  of  a 
wife  to  be  protected  in  her  dower  interest.  Where  the  wife  of  the 
vendor  refuses  to  convey  her  inchoate  dower  interest  in  the  land 
whieh  the  vendor  has  contracted  to  sell,  equity,  in  many  jurisdictions, 
denies  specific  performance  with  compensation,  against  the  vendor  for 
the  deficiency,  viz.,  the  dower  interest,  on  the  ground  that  compul' 
sion  upon  the  hosband  would  tend  to  cause  him  to  procure  his  wife's 
eonveyanee  of  dower  against  ber  will.  For  that  reason,  the  buyer 
must  be  satiefled  to  take  less  than  he  contracted  for,  by  the  amount 
of  the  dower  interest,  or  abandon  the  contract."  The  court  will  not 
order  a  defendant  to  procure  a  conveyance  or  release  by  his  wife, 
or  require  him  to  fumieb  indemnity  against  her  right  of  dower  unless 
in  cases  of  clear  fraud.  Hence  a  suit  for  the  specific  performance  of 
a  eontract  between  plaintiff  and  defendant's  ancestors  to  convey  land 
is  open  to  the  defense  that  the  contract  is  not  enforceable,  because  of 
the  law  in  relation  to  dower.  And  in  that  state,  unless  a  petition 
is  filed  or  a  claim  is  made  in  a  court  for  specific  performance  within 
the  time  limited  to  file  other  elaime,  the  claim  for  specific  perform- 
anee  must  be  held  to  be  waived  or  abandoned,  unless,  as  in  other 
easM,  good  cause  is  shown  why  it  could  not  be  filed  within  the  time 
allowed  for  dsima  to  be  filed;  and  such  application  must  be  made 
before  the  administration  of  the  estate  is  closed  and  distribution 
is  made,  where  the  applicant  knew  of  the  death  of  the  person  against 
whom  he  holds  a  claim,  and  of  the  administration  of  his  estate: 
Ftm  V.  Little  (Utah),  68  Pac.  Bep.  407,  411,  414.    In  Washington,  it 
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is  eRor  for  the  coart  to  decree  tbe  epeeiSe  performaiiee  of  ^  cIm*- 
deut's  coDtract  to  convey  real  estate,  where  no  copy  of  the  petition 
or  notice  was  served  on  the  siecotor  or  adminiBtrator;  where  the 
hearing  was  had  at  a  time  later  than  that  fixed  in  the  notice,  and 
to  which  no  adjooniinent  had  been  taken;  and  where  the  convey- 
ance was  ordered  to  be  made  before  the  expiration  of  the  time 
allowed  for  appeal:  Sander-Boman  Beal  Estate  Co.  v.  Yesler's  Estate) 
2  Wash.  42B;  27  Pac.  Bep.  269,  270.  Under  the  statute  of  Montana, 
requiring  the  contract  to  be  in  writing,  before  Bpecific  performance 
thereof  can  be  decreed,  the  probate  eoort  hae  no  jorisdiction  to  direct 
the  speciflc  performance  of  a  verbal  contract  whereby  the  deceased 
in  his  lifetime  agreed  to  convey  certain  water  rights  to  his  wife: 
Bullerdick  v.  Hermsmeyer,  32  Mont.  641;  61  Pac.  Bep.  334,  338. 
Where  the  decedent  was  bound  by  contract  to  convpy  real  estate,  but 
died  before  making  the  conveyance,  and  a  petition  is  filed  for  a  decree 
to  compel  the  executor  to  make  the  conveyance,  and  tbe  right  to 
speciflc  performance  is  doubtful,  such  petition  will  be  dismiaied: 
Hartshorn  v.  Smith  (S.  D.},  104  N.  W.  Bep.  467,  4€S.  If  the  decree 
of  a  probate  court  for  the  specific  perf ormanee  of  a  written  contract 
of  a  decedent  to  convey  is  void  for  want  of  jurisdiction  in  the  court 
at  the  time  of  its  rendition,  a  subsequent  act  of  the  legislature 
validating  judicial  sales  by  executors  and  administrators  can  give 
such  decree  no  validity:  Bullerdick  v.  Hermsmeyer,  32  Mont.  541; 
81  Pae.  Bep.  334,  337. 

<6)  Nnnc  pro  tone  oidan.  Oofta.  Id  a  proceeding  which  seeks 
the  specific  performance  of  a,  contract  for  the  sale  and  conveyance 
of  land  made  by  deceased  with  petitioner,  and  where  the  judgment 
is  advisedly  silent  as  to  costs,  the  court  has  no  power,  at  a  subsequent 
time,  to  enter  a  judgment  nunc  pro  tune  so  as  to  include  costs.  Tbe 
object  of  entering  judgments  and  decrees  as  of  some  previous  date  is 
to  supply  matters  of  evidence  and  to  rectify  clerical  misprisions,  but 
not  to  enable  the  court  to  correct  judicial  errors.  If  the  court  has 
not  rendered  a  judgment  that  it  might  or  should  have  rendered,  or 
if  it  has  rendered  an  imperfect  or  improper  judgment,  it  has  no 
power  to  remedy  such  errors  by  ordering  an  amendment  nunc  pro  tunc 
of  a  proper  judgment:  Estate  of  Potter,  141  Cal.  124,  486;  75  Pac. 
Bep.  850. 

(7)  Appeal  lAw  of  the  caM.  An  order  directing,  or  refusing  to 
direct,  a  conveyance  of  real  estate,  by  an  executor  or  administrator, 
under  the  statute  relative  to  tbe  conveyance  of  real  estate  and 
transfer  of  personal  property  by  executors  and  administrators  in 
certain  cases,  is  appealable:  Estate  of  Corwin,  61  Cal.  160,  163.  If 
the  court  decrees  specific  performance  of  a  contract  for  the  sale  and 
conveyance  of  land,  made  by  deceased  with  petitioner,  and  the  decree 
is  silent  as  to  easts,  but  the  court  afterwards  makes  an  unauthorized 
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amendment  aod  modification  of  the  decree  so  aa  to  include  costs,  an 
appeal  will  lie,  if  taken  within  sixty  dajs  from  Buch  judgment: 
Estate  of  Potter,  141  Cal.  350;  74  Pac.  Rep.  986;  141  Cal.  424;  75  Pac. 
Eep.  850.  The  nile  of  the  "law  of  the  case,"  where  the  specific 
performance  of  the  contract  of  a  decedent  is  sought,  Is  applicable 
only  where  the  same  matters  which  were  determined  in  the  previous 
appeal  arc  involved  in  the  second  appeal;  Flood  v.  Templeton  (Cal.), 
92  Pac.  Rep,  78,  83. 

2.  Enforcement  of  otliei  contracts  made  h;  decedent. 

(1)  Obligation  to  perform  contracts  of  deceaMd.  Executors  are 
answerable  on  all  the  contracts  of  the  t<>atator  broken  in  bis  life- 
time, and  there  is  only  one  exception  with  regard  to  their  liability 
upon  contracts  broken  after  his  death;  and  that  is,  that  they  are 
not  answerable  in  those  cases  where  personal  skill  or  taste  is  required. 
Executors  and  administrators,  as  representatives  of  the  deceased,  are 
charged  with  the  duties  of  performing  his  contracts  whtre  they 
involve  bo  dpecial  skill  or  taste.  If  the  complaint  alleges  that  the 
deceased  was  the  holder  of  a  large  tract  of  land  adjacent  to  and 
surrounding  the  land  of  plaintiff,  on  wbicb  a  bouse  was  erected,  "  and 
was  desirous  of  improviug  and  building  up  said  neighborhood,  for  the 
purpose  of  attracting  purchasers  for  his  said  land";  and,  with  this 
inducement,  be  agreed  to  improve  tbc  lands  of  plaintiff,  to  superintend 
the  house  erected  by  the  expenditure  of  plaintiffs  money,  and  to 
guarantee  him  a  certain  profit  on  the  investment,  —  all  that  required 
any  peculiar  skill,  taste,  or  judgment  was  done  by  deceased  in  his 
lifetime,  and  the  contract  and  right  of  action  upon  it  survived: 
Janin  v.  Browne,  59  Cal.  37,  45. 

(2)  Vbat  contracts  may  be  enforced.  Where  the  contract  of  the 
deceased  is  of  an  executory  nature,  and  the  personal  represL'ntative 
can  fairly  and  sufficiently  execute  all  the  deceased  could  have  done, 
he  may  do  so,  and  enforce  the  contract.  E  converao,  the  personal 
representative  is  bound  to  complete  such  a  contract,  and  if  he  dots  not, 
may  be  made  to  pay  damages  out  of  the  assets.  But  where  an  executory 
contract  is  of  a  strictly  personal  nature,  the  death  of  the  party  by 
whom  work  is  to  be  done  before  its  completion  determines  the  contract, 
nnless  what  remains  to  be  executed  can  be  certainly  done  to  the  same 
purpose  by  another:  Janin  v.  Browne,  59  Cal.  37,  44;  McCaan  v. 
Fennie,  100  Cal.  547,  .^51;  35  Pac.  Rep.  158.  A  cause  of  action  for 
personal  services  performed  in  a  foreign  country  for  a  person  after- 
wards deceased  is  transitory  in  its  nature,  and  may  be  maintained  in 
any  jurisdiction  wherein  the  executor  or  the  administrator  of  the 
deceased  may  be  served  with  process,  without  reference  to  where 
tbo  contract  was  made  or  was  to  be  performed:  McCann  v.  Pennie, 
100  Cal.  547,  552;  33  Pac.  Rep.  ]3S.  As  to  the  conclusiveness,  upon 
■dministratore  and   heirs,  of  decedent's  contract   Co   transfer  curtain 
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bonds,  see  Jones  v.  TaJIant,  90  Cal.  386;  2T  Pac.  Bep.  SOS.  Where  a 
will  anthorizeB  the  executor  to  sell  land  of  the  testator,  and  such 
representative  enters  into  an  execiitor;^  eontraot  for  the  sale,  specific 
performance  of  such  contract  may  be  enforced  in  equity  at  the  suit 
of  the  purchaser:  Ingham  v.  Ryan,  IS  CoL  App.  317;  71  Fac.  Bep.  899, 
900. 

(3)  Wliat  contracts  csimot  be  osToicod.  An  execntoiy  contract, 
which  involves  personal  aervice,  terminates  with  death,  and  no  action 
will  lio  against  his  executor  or  representative  to  enforce  it:  Janin  v. 
Browne,  59  Cal,  37,  44.  Bo  with  the  contract  of  a  decedent  which 
requires  skill  or  taste:  Janin  v.  Browne,  59  Cal.  37,  45.  The  contract 
against  a  decedent  is  not  enforceable  anloBs  it  bound  decedent  in  his 
lifetime.  Thus  where  an  agent  of  the  owner  entered  into  •  written 
contract  for  the  sale  of  real  estate,  upon  the  express  condition  that  it 
was  to  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  owner,  but  the  owner  died 
before  approving  such  contract,  it  cannot  be  enforced  against  his 
personal  representative:  Estate  of  Dick,  74  Cal.  2S4,  286;  15  Pae. 
Bep.  837.  Support,  which  a  daughter  and  son-in-law  are  already 
bound  to  give  to  the  surviving  widow  of  a  decedent  can  hardly  form 
a  consideration  for  the  assigoment  of  property  by  her  to  them:  Estate 
of  Casner,  1  Cal.  App.  145,  147;  81  Pac.  Bep.  991. 

3.  Oontracts  to  make  a  wlU. 
(1)  Wben  enforceable.  Contracts  providing  for  the  dispoaition  of 
property  by  will  are  clearly  enforceable,  but  the  same  general  prin- 
ciples of  equity  apply  that  must  be  present  in  the  enforcement  of 
contracts  to  convey  during  the  lifetime  of  the  parties;  there  must  be 
an  adequate  consideration;  the  contract  must  be  just  and  reasonable 
as  to  the  party  against  whom  it  is  to  be  enforced;  the  other  parties 
must  not  have  practised  fraud  or  undue  inQuence  in  securing  the 
contract;  it  must  be  certain  and  definite,  not  within  the  statote  of 
frauds;  and  its  enforcement  must  not  involve  an  invasion  of  the 
legal  or  equitable  rights  of  an  innocent  third  party:  Stewart  v. 
Smith  (Cal.  App.),  91  Pac.  Rep.  667,  669.  A  contract  to  leave  a  will 
in  favor  of  certain  parties,  in  consideration  of  a  conveyance  of  certain 
property  to  the  testator  by  the  proposed  beneficiaries  under  the  will, 
which  contract  had  been  fully  performed  on  the  part  of  such  benefi' 
ciaricB,  is  not  open  to  attack  under  the  statute  of  frauds:  Stewart  v. 
Smith  (Cal.  App.),  91  Pac  Bep.  667,  670-672.  When  a  definite  con- 
tract to  leave  property  by  will  has  been  eiearly  and  certainly  estab- 
lished, and  there  has  been  performance  by  the  party  asking  its 
enforcement,  equity  will  grant  relief,  provided  the  case  is  free  from 
objection  on  account  of  inadequacy  of  consideration,  and  there  are 
no  ciicumBtances  or  conditions  rendering  the  claim  inequitable:  Ander- 
son v.  Anderson  <Kan.),  88  Pac.  Bep.  743,  745.  A  decedent,  having 
&  right  to  dispose  of  his  property  as  he  pleases,  his  contract  to  diepoM 
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of  it,  nhen  free  from  fraud,  impasition,  or  surprise,  and  being  rea- 
sonable and  moral,  will  be  carried  out  and  enforced  by  a  court  of 
equity:  Burns  v.  Smith,  21  Mont.  251;  53  Pac.  Bep.  742,  748.  The 
contract  of  a  decedent  to  leave  the  plaintiff  a  child's  shftre  of  deceased 
at  tug  death,  if  clearly  shown,  cannot  be  avoided  by  the  heirs  on 
the  ground  that  the  plaintiff  bad  cot  performed  her  portion  of  the 
contract,  where  no  objection  had  been  made  by  the  deceased  prior  to 
bis  death,  and  no  fraud,  impoaition,  or  surpriBs  is  shown,  and  the 
contract  was  not  rescindod:  Burns  v.  Smith,  21  Mont.  251;  53  Pac. 
Bep.  T4S,  748.  Where  a  decedent,  for  aa  adequate  consideration,  had 
agreed  to  leave  a  will  giving  atl  of  hie  estate  to  plaiatiff,  but  died 
intestate,  the  decedent's  failure  to  leave  the  will  as  agreed  by  htm 
vorke  a  fraud  upon  plaintiff;  and,  where  he  caiiDOt  be  placed  in  statu 
quo,  the  agreement  will  be  enforced  in  equity  by  declaring  the  heirs 
constructive  trustees,  where  the  granting  of  such  equitable  relief  will 
work  no  injustice  to  innocent  third  parties:  McCabe  v.  Healy,  133 
Cal.  81,  85;  70  Pac.  Hop.  1008.  Specific  performance  will  be  decreed 
where  there  is  present  the  clement  of  peculiar  personal  services  fully 
performed  under  the  contract,  which  are  incapable  of  compensation 
in  money:  Owens  v.  McNally,  113  Cal.  444;  45  Pac.  Eep.  710;  33 
L.  R.  A.  369;  MeCabe  v.  Healy,  138  Cal.  81;  70  Pac.  Hep.  1008.  A 
contract  by  which  a  party  agrees  to  leave  all  property  of  which  he 
dies  possessed  in  a  particular  manner  is  not  invalid  as  a  sale,  although 
it  may  include  property  having  neither  an  actual  nor  a  potential 
existence  at  the  time:  Stewart  v.  Smith  (Cal.  App.},  91  Pac.  Bep.  667, 
670. 


Specific  performance  of  contracts  against  estate  of  decedent:  See 
note  14  L.  B.  A.  S60.  Specific  performance  of  contract  to  malte  will, 
or  to  leave  property,  in  consideration  of  services  to  continue  during 
the  promisor's  lifetime,  as  affected  by  brevity  of  period  before  the 
promisor's  death:  See  note  6  L.  B.  A.  (N.  S.)  157,  158.  Kigbt  to 
recover  for  services  rendered  beyond  statutory  period  of  limitation 
upon  breach  of  parol  contract  to  make  provision  by  will:  See  note 
6  L.  B.  A.  (N.  S.)  703,  704.  Enforceability  of  contract  to  give  a 
child  a  share  of  estate  in  consideratioo  of  the  surrender  of  the  child 
to  the  promisor,  as  affected  by  non-compliance  with  a  statute  pre- 
scribing the  mode  of  adoption:  See  note  8  L.  E.  A.  (N.  S.)  1130-1132. 


(2)  TChen  not  enforceable.  An  alleged  contract  to  dispose  of  prop- 
erty in  a  particular  manner  by  will  cannot  be  enforced  in  equity, 
when  there  is  no  evidence  to  sustain  an  allegation  of  the  existence  of 
such  contract;  Ostrom  v.  De  Yoe,  4  Cal.  App.  326,  332^  87  Pac.  Bep. 
811.  Equity  will  not  enforce  specific  performaEce  of  an  alleged 
agreement  to  leave  property  in  a  particular  manner  by  will,  unless 
the  agreement  is  established  by  clear  and  convincing  evidence:  Bich- 
ardson  v,  Orth,  40  Or.  252;  66  Pac.  Eep.  925,  931,    Before  the  contract 
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to  dispose  b7  will  of  a.  part  or  the  whole  of  the  promiHor'a  estate  ia 
a  particular  manner  will  be  enforced  in  equity,  it  must  be  definite, 
certain,  and  founded  ou  a  valuable  consid oration.  The  delivery  of  ■ 
life-inBu ranee  policy  to  the  promisor,  to  which  he  is  already  entitled, 
is  not  such  a  consideration:  Schaadt  v.  Mutual  Life  Ins.  Co.,  2  Cat. 
App.  715,  T18-719;  84  Pac.  Eep.  294.  A  promise  to  make  a  gift  of 
property  by  will  caoaot  be  enforced  after  the  death  of  the  party 
making  the  promise.  Proof  of  some  return  or  consideration  for  such 
promise  is  necoBsary  to  make  it  enforceable:  Mitchell  v.  Pirie,  38 
Wash.  691;  SO  Pac.  Rep.  T74.  Although  one  may  make  a  valid  agree- 
mont,  binding  himself  to  dispose  of  bis  property  in  a  particular  way 
by  will,  and  equity  will  enforce  such  agreement,  in  proper  cases,  yet 
no  agreement  may  be  enforced  the  terms  of  which  are  not  sufficiently 
certain  to  make  the  precise  act  to  be  done  clearly  ascertainable.  The 
terms  of  the  agreement  must  not  only  be  fair,  but  they  must  also  be 
free  from  doubt:  Russell  v.  Agar,  121  Cal.  396,  398;  53  Pac.  Bcp.  926; 
66  Am.  St.  Rep.  35.  Specific  performance  of  a  contract  to  leave  prop- 
erty by  will  may  be  decreed  when  no  other  adequate  relief  is  avail- 
able, but  where  the  complaint  in  an  action  against  an  eiecutor  to 
compel  speeiflc  performance  of  an  alleged  contract  with  the  testator 
shows  that  no  services  were  performed,  but,  at  most,  that  plaintilC 
forbore  to  press  a  fixed  money  demand,  the  failure  of  the  deceased 
to  deed  plaintiff  the  property,  upon  his  death,  according  to  promise, 
constitutes  a  breach  of  his  promise,  for  which  the  plaintiff  may  be  com- 
pensated by  m»ney  in  an  action  at  law,  and  hence  he  is  not  in  a 
position  to  apply  to  a  court  of  equity  for  specific  relief;  Flood  v. 
Templeton,  148  Cal.  374;  83  Pac.  Hep.  148.  Equity,  in  proper  cases, 
will  decree  specific  performance  of  a  contract  to  convey  property  by 
will;  but  it  does  so  only  upon  clear  proof  of  fairness,  justness,  and 
adequacy,  and  where  the  rights  of  innocent  third  parties  are  not 
imperiled;  and  further,  where  the  plaintiff  cannot  be  compensated  in 
money:  Flood  v.  Templeton,  148  Cal.  374,  378;  83  Pac.  Hep,  148.  See 
Flood  V.  Templeton  (Cal,),  92  Pac.  Rep.  78. 

(3)  PaitieB.  Misjoinder.  In  an  action  for  the  specific  performance 
of  a  contract  to  make  a  will  in  favor  of  the  plaintiCt,  the  executor  of 
a  will  made  in  violation  of  the  contract  is  not  a  necessary  party: 
Stewart  v.  Smith  (Cal.  App.),  91  Pac.  Rep.  667,  669.  Nor  is  the 
administrator  of  a  decedent,  who  dies  intestate,  a  necessary  party  to 
such  an  action;  McCabe  v.  Healy,  138  Cal.  81,  89;  70  Pac.  Kep.  1008. 
In  an  action  for  the  specific  performance  of  a  contract  to  devise 
property,  there  is  no  misjoinder  of  parties  when  all  are  interested  in 
the  same  subject  of  enforcing  the  contract,  though  all  may  not  be 
interested  to  the  same  extent;  Stewart  v.  Smith  (Cal.  App.),  91 
P««.  Bep.  667,  669.

ZieaM.  Whenever,  in  any  estate  now  being  administered,  or 
that  may  hereafter  be  administered,  it  shall  appear  to  the 
BQperior  court,  or  a  judge  thereof,  to  be  for  the  advantage 
of  the  estate  to  raise  money,  upon  a  note  or  notes,  to  be 
secured  by  a  mortgage  of  the  real  property  of  any  decedent, 
Probate  — SZ  (977) 
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or  of  a  minor,  or  an  incompetent  person,  or  any  part  thereof, 
or  to  make  a  lease  of  said  realty,  or  any  part  thereof,  the 
court  or  judge,  as  often  as  occasion  therefor  shall  arise  in 
the  administration  of  any  estate,  may,  on  a  petition,  notice, 
and  hearing,  as  provided  in  this  article,  authorize,  empower, 
and  direct  the  executor  or  administrator,  or  guardian  of 
such  minor  or  incompetent  person,  to  mortgage  such  real 
estate,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  to  execute  a  note  or  notes 
to  be  secured  by  such  mortgage,  or  to  lease  such  real  estate, 
or  any  part  thereof.

g  612.  Proceedings  to  obtain  order  to  mortgage.  To  obtain 
an  order  to  mortgage  such  realty,  the  proceedings  to  be 
taken  and  the  effect  thereof  shall  be  as  follows : 

[What  petitioiL  must  show.]  First.  The  executor  or  ad- 
ministrator of  any  estate,  or  guardian  of  any  minor  or 
incompetent  person,  or  any  person  interested  in  the  estates 
of  such  decedents,  minors,  or  incompetent  persons,  may  file  a 
verified  petition  showing: 

[Particular  purpose.]  1.  The  particular  purpose  or  pur- 
poses for  which  it  is  proposed  to  make  the  note  or  notes  and 
mortgage,  which  shall  be  either  to  maintain  the  ward  and 
his  family  or  to  maintain  and  educate  the  ward  when  a 
minor,  or  to  pay  the  debts,  legacies,  or  charges  of  adminis- 
tration, or  to  pay.  reduce,  extend,  or  renew  some  lien  or 
mortgage  already  subsisting  on  said  realty  or  some  part 
thereof;  or,  if  the  application  be  made  by  the  guardian  of 
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any  minor  or  incompetent  person,  to  erect,  alter  or  repair 
buildings  or  other  structures  upon,  or  otherwise  to  improve, 
the  realty  proposed  to  be  mortgaged,  or  some  part  thereof. 

[Statement  of  facta,  etc.]  2.  A  statement  of  the  facts 
and  circumstances  showing  the  insufficiency  of  the  income  of 
the  estate  under  guardianship  to  maintain  the  ward  and 
his  family  or  to  maintain  and  educate  the  ward  when  a 
minor  and  the  debts,  legacies,  charges  of  administration,  liejis 
or  mortgages  to  be  paid,  reduced,  extended,  or  renewed,  as 
the  ease  may  be;  or,  if  the  application  be  made  by  the  guar- 
dian of  any  minor  or  incompetent  person  for  the  purpose 
of  improving  the  realty  or  some  part  thereof,  the  condition 
and  value  of  all  the  real  and  personal  property  then  belong- 
ing to  the  estate,  a  statement  of  all  debts  and  obligations 
secured  or  unsecured  outstanding  against  the  estate,  and  the 
character  and  estimated  cost  of  the  buildings,  structures  or 
other  improvements  proposed  to  be  erected,  altered  or  re- 
paired with  the  proceeds  of  the  mortgage. 

[Advantages  that  may  aocme.]  3.  The  advantage  that 
may  accrue  to  the  estate  from  raising  the  required  money  by 
note  or  notes  and  mortgage  or  providing  for  the  payment, 
redtietion,  extension,  or  renewal  of  the  subsisting  liens  or 
mortgages,  as  the  case  may  be;  or,  if  the  application  be 
made  by  the  guardian  of  a  minor  or  incompetent  person  for 
the  purpose  of  improving  the  realty  belonging  to  the  estate 
or  some  part  thereof,  the  advantage  that  will  accrue  to  the 
estate  by  the  making  of  such  improvements, 

[Amotmt  to  be  raised.]  4.  The  amouut  to  be  raised,  with 
a  general  description  of  the  property  proposed  to  be  mort- 
gaged; and, 

[Names  of  l^atees.]  5.  The  names  of  the  legatees  and 
devisees,  if  any,  and  of  the  heirs  of  the  deceased,  or  of  the 
minor,  or  of  the  incompetent  person,  as  the  case  may  be, 
so  far  as  known  to  the  petitioner. 

[Order  to  appear.]  Second.  Upon  filing  such  petition, 
an  order  shall  be  made  by  the  court  or  judge,  requiring  all 
persons  interested  in  the  estate  to  appear  before  the  court 
or  judge,  at  a  time  and  place  specified,  not  less  than  four 
nor  more  than  ten  weeks  thereafter,  then  and  there  to  show 
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cause  why  the  realty  (brieiiy  indicating  it),  or  some  part 
thereof,  should  not  be  mortgaged  for  the  amount  men- 
tioned in  the  petition  (stating  such  amount),  or  such  lesser 
amount  as  to  the  court  or  judge  shall  seem  meet,  and  refer- 
ring to  the  petition  on  file  for  further  particulars. 

[Service  of  order.]  Third.  The  order  to  show  cause  may 
be  personally  served  on  the  persons  interested  in  the  estate, 
at  least  ten  days  before  the  time  appointed  for  hearing  the 
petition,  or  may  be  published  for  four  successive  weeks  in 
a  newspaper  of  general  circulation,  published  in  the  county, 

[Hearing  of  petition.]  Fourth.  At  the  time  and  at  the 
place  appointed  in  the  order  to  show  cause,  or  at  such  other 
time  and  place  to  which  the  hearing  may  be  postponed  (the 
power  to  make  all  needful  postponements  being  hereby 
vested  in  the  court  or  judge),  having  first  received  satis- 
factory proof  of  personal  service  or  publication  of  the  order 
to  show  cause,  the  court  or  judge  must  proceed  to  hear  the 
petition  and  any  objections  that  may  be  filed  or  presented 
thereto. 

[Testimony  of  witneues.  Order  of  court  directing  loan.] 
Upon  such  hearing,  witnesses  may  be  compelled  to  attend 
and  testify,  in  the  same  manner,  and  with  like  effect,  as  in 
other  cases ;  and  if,  after  a  full  bearing,  the  court  or  judge 
is  satisfied  that  it  will  be  for  the  advantage  of  the  estate 
to  mortgage  the  whole  or  any  portion  of  the  real  estate, 
an  order  must  be  made  authorizing,  empowering,  and  direct- 
ing the  executor  or  administrator,  or  the  guardian  of  such 
minor  or  incompetent  person,  to  make  such  mortgage,  and 
a  promissory  note  or  notes  to  the  lender,  for  the  amount  of 
the  loan,  to  be  secured  by  said  mortgage;  the  order  may 
direct  that  a  lesser  amount  than  that  named  in  the  petition 
be  borrowed,  and  may  prescribe  the  maximum  rate  of  inter- 
est  and  period  of  the  loan,  and  may  direct  in  what  coin  or 
currency  it  shall  be  paid,  and  require  that  the  interest  and 
the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  principal  be  paid,  from  time  to 
time,  out  of  the  whole  estate  or  any  part  thereof,  and  that 
any  buildings  on  the  premises  to  be  mortgaged  shall  be 
insured  for  further  security  of  the  lender,  and  the  premiums 
paid  from  such  income.

[Dnty  of  execQtor,  admimstrator,  etc.]  Fifth.  After  the 
making  of  the  order  to  mortgage,  the  executor,  administra- 
tor, or  guardian  of  a  minor  or  of  an  incompetent  person 
shall  execute  and  deliver  a  promissory  note  or  notes  for  the 
amount  and  period  specified  in  the  order,  and  shall  execute, 
acknowledge,  and  deliver  a  mortgage  of  the  premises,  setting 
forth  in  the  mortgage  that  it  is  made  by  authority  of  the 
order,  and  giving  the  date  of  such  order.  A  certified  copy 
of  the  order  shall  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  county 
recorder  of  every  county  in  which  the  encumbered  land,  or 
any  portion  thereof,  lies.  The  note  or  notes  and  mortgage 
shall  be  signed  by  the  executor,  administrator,  or  guardian 
as  such,  and  shall  create  no  personal  liability  against  the 
person  so  signing.

(1)  Oonstntctlon  and  validity  of  statate.  The  court  baa,  andoubt- 
odly,  in  a  proper  case,  power  to  authorize  the  mortgaging  o(  estates 
of  decedents;  and,  within  the  Jimitationa  placed  by  law  upon  the 
power  to  sell  to  pay  charges  against  tbe  estate,  if  the  law  existed 
at  the  decedent's  death,  the  court  may,  on  cause  shown,  as  required 
by  the  statute,  authorize  such  mortgage,  whether  the  decedent  died 
before  or  after  passage  of  the  act  of  1887,  the  time  at  which  sec- 
tions 1677  and  157S  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  of  California  were 
originally  enacted;  Murphy  v.  Farmers  etc.  Bank,  131  Cal.  115,  120; 
63  Pac.  Eep.  368;  Howard  v.  Bryan,  133  Cal.  257,  259;  65  Pac.  Bep. 
462.  To  authorize  the  mortgaging  of  such  property  for  the  express 
purpose  of  raising  money  with  which  to  pay  charges  or  liena  resting 
upon  it  is  but  to  change  the  form  of  the  lien,  and  adds  do  new  burden 
not  already  borne  by  the  property,  or  to  which  the  property  may  be 
Bnbjeeted  under  the  law  as  it  existed  when  the  testator  died;  and 
oven  if  the  mortgage,  under  the  statute,  may  bear  a  greater  rate  of 
interest  than  the  legacies  may  bear,  that  fact  does  not  affect  the 
question  of  power,  nor  can  it  reasonably  be  said  to  be  a  new  burden, 
as  the  increased  rate  of  interest  allowed  by  law  is  but  an  incident  of 
the  power  by  which  the  burden  or  lien  already  on  the  property  may 
be  changed  by  changing  the  form  of  the  statutory  burden  to  a  mort- 
gage lien:  Murphy  v.  Farmers  etc.  Bank,  131  Cal.  115,  119;  63  Pac. 
Bep.  368.  For  cases  where  probate  mortgages  given  under  said  sec- 
tions 1577  and  1578  have  been  upheld,  see  Thomas  v.  Parker,  97 
Cal.  456;  32  Pac.  Bep.  562;  Stow  v.  Schiefferly,  120  Cal.  609;  52  Pac. 
Bep.  1000;  Weinreich  v.  Hensley,  121  Cal.  647;  54  Pac.  Hop.  254;  Past 
V.  Steele,  127  Cal.  202;  59  Pac.  Bep.  585.  The  authority  of  the  court 
to  order  a  mortgage  for  the  purpose  of  paying  liens  on  the  realty  of 
a  decedent's  estate,  or  to  pay  debts,  legacies,  or  exponses  of  admin- 
istration, is  expressly  given  by  the  provision  of  the  statute;  and  it  is 
not  essential  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court  that  the  order  shall 
indnde  tbe  payment  of  all  debts:  Estate  of  Freud,  131  Cal.  667,  674; 
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82  Am.  St.  Bep.  407;  63  Pac.  Bep.  1030;  Stambach  v 
Cal.  282,  285;  72  Pae.  Bep.  991.  The  statute  of  Oregon  does  not,  in 
expresa  terms,  authorize  the  borrowing  of  money  with  which  to  redeem 
real  property,  belonging  to  the  decedent's  estate,  that  may  have  bees 
sold  under  a  decree  or  judgment;  but,  as  a  lien  of  tbis  character  is 
an  indebtedness  against  said  estate,  the  right  to  borrow  money  for 
the  purpose  of  funding  such  indebtednera  necessarily  carries  with  it> 
exercise  a  grant  of  power  to  borrow  money  to  be  used  in  redeemiog 
real  property  from  such  sale;  Lawrey  v.  Sterling,  41'  Or.  518;  69  Pac. 
Rep.  460,  462.  The  statute  of  Oregon  authorizing  an  executor  or 
administrator  to  borrow  money  upon  any  property  belonging  to  the 
estate  of  his  decedent  for  the  purpose  of  funding  the  indebtedness 
against  the  estate  is  not  unconstitutional  because  of  the  title  of  the 
act  containing  more  than  one  subject.  The  subject  of  the  act  is  the 
granting  of  power,  by  the  county  court  to  an  executor  or  adminis- 
trator to  borrow  money,  and  the  incident  to  the  eiercise  of  snch 
power  is  the  right  to  use  the  money  ao  borrowed  in  paying  the  indebt- 
edness against  the  estate  of  a  decedent,  including  the  redemption  of 
the  real  property,  tbougb  that  may  be  sold  under  a  decree  ot  judg- 
ment. The  purpose  for  which  the  money  may  be  used  is  properly 
connected  with  an  exercise  of  the  power  to  borrow  it:  Lawrey  v. 
Sterling,  41  Or.  518;  69  Pac.  Rep.  460,  462. 

(2)  Antltotitj  to  mortgage.    JnrlBdlctioiul  facts.    A  mortgage  or 

eale  of  the  real  estate  of  a  deceased  person  is  in  derogation  of  the 
common  law,  and  is  authorized,  if  at  all,  by  statute.  And  when 
authorized  by  statute,  the  statute  must,  in  substance  at  least,  be  com- 
plied with:  Wallace  v.  Grant,  27  Wash.  170;  67  Pac.  Bep.  578,  579. 
In  the  statute  of  Washington  the  basis  of  the  statutory  provision  is 
the  exhaustion  of  the  personal  estate  in  the  hands  of  the  executor 
or  administrator,  and  it  is  only  when  the  personal  estate  in  the  hands 
of  the  executor  or  administrator  shall  be  insufficient  to  pay  the  debts 
of  the  administration  that  the  executor  or  administrator  may  sell 
or  mortgage  the  real  estate.  There  must  be  a  showing  that  tlie  per- 
sonal property  is  insufficient  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  estate: 
Wallace  v.  Grant,  27  Wash.  170;  67  Pac.  Rep,  578,  579.  The  foundar 
tion  of  jurisdiction  in  cases  of  this  sort  is  the  petition  filed  by  the 
applicant  for  leave  to  mortgaga;  sod  the  essentia!  fact  to  be  found  by 
the  court,  under  the  present  statute  of  California,  as  the  basis  of  its 
order  is,  that  it  will  be  for  the  advantage  of  the  estate  to  raise 
money  by  a  loan,  and  the  statute  prescribes  the  matters  which  must 
be  set  forth  in  the  petition  as  a  basis  for  the  judgment  of  eonrt: 
Howard  v.  Bryan,  133  Cal.  257,  260,  263;  65  Pac.  Bep.  462.  Where  a 
petition  to  mortgage  real  estate  was  not  verified,  and  failed  to  show 
that  the  personal  estate  was  exhausted,  or  that  the  same  was  insuffi- 
cient to  pay  tbe  debts  of  the  administration,  the  probate  court  would 
not  acquire  jurisdiction  to  make  an  order  to  mortgage:  Wallaea  t. 
Grant,  27  Wash.  170;  «T  Pac.  Bep.  S78,  580. 
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<3)  Fnipwe  to  be  shown.  The  Qret  requisite  of  the  petition  ia 
that  it  must  diseloae  the  particular  purpose  for  which  the  money 
ii  to  be  used.  And,  in  the  case  of  a  minor's  estate,  that  purpose  must 
be  aither  to  paj  debts  or  charges  of  admiiriatTatioii,  or  to  pay,  reduce, 
extend,  or  renew  aome  lien  or  mortgage  already  aubHisticg  on  the 
realty  which  it  is  propoaed  to  mortgagei  Howard  v.  Bryan,  133  Cal. 
2S7,  263;  65  Pac.  Bep.  462.  A  petition  which  shows  that  the  purpose 
IB  to  obtain  the  money  wherewith  to  pay  a  debt  of  the  deceased 
sufficiently  shows  a  purpose  authorized  by  statute  to  clothe  the  court 
with  jurisdiction  to  make  the  order.  The  language  of  the  statute, 
providing  that  the  petition  shall  state  the  particular  purposes,  and 
which  enumerates  them,  was  intended  simply  to  designate  the  various 
objects  for  which  a  mortgage,  binding  the  property  of  the  estate, 
may  be  given,  to  the  end  that  the  court  should  not  impose  a  lien  for 
some  purpose  not  included  within  the  proper  functions  of  the  admin- 
istration of  the  estate.  It  is  necessary,  before  there  can  be  any  final 
diattibution  of  the  realty,  that  the  expenses  of  administration,  debts 
of  deceased,  and  legacies  be  paid.  It  was  to  confine  the  authority 
to  mortgage  to  these  general  purposes  that  the  language  of  the 
statute  was  used,  and  subdivision  one  of  section  15TS  of  the  Code  of 
Civil  Procedure  of  California  should  be  read  precisely  as  if  the 
word  "  the "  were  omitted,  and  the  statute  was,  "  which  shall  be 
either  to  pay  debts,  legacies,  or  charges  of  administration":  Stam- 
bach  v.  Emerson,  139  Cal.  282,  284;  72  Pac.  Bep.  991. 

(4)  Snfficency  of  petition.  To  mortgage  the  land  of  a  decedent, 
a  verified  petition,  in  substantial  conformity  with  the  statute,  must 
be  filed  to  give  the  court  jurisdiction  to  proceed.  The  omission  to 
file  it  would  be  more  than  a  mere  irregularity;  and  the  petition  must 
disclose  the  particular  purpose  for  which  tbe  money  is  to  be  uaed: 
Boward  v.  Bryan,  133  Cal.  257,  263,  265;  65  Pac.  Eep.  462;  Stambach 
V.  Emerson,  13S  Cal.  282,  284;  72  Pac.  Kop.  991.  In  the  state  of 
Washington  the  petition  to  mortgage  the  realty  of  a  decedent  is 
inEufficient  unless  it  shows  that  there  ia  not  enough  personal  property 
to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  estate,  and  such  petition  must  be  verified 
by  the  oath  of  the  party  presenting  the  same:  Wallace  v.  Grant,  27 
Wash.  170;  67  Pac.  Eep.  578,  579,  580,  The  county  court  in  Oregon, 
in  the  administration  of  estates,  exercises  its  powers  by  means  of  an 
affidavit,  or  the  verified  petition  or  statement  of  a  party,  and  this 
applies  to  an  application  for  an  order  to  mortgage  the  real  estate  of 
a  decedent:  Lawrey  v.  Sterling,  41  Or.  51S;  69  Pac.  Bep.  460,  463. 

(6)  Validltir  of  mortgage.  The  power  to  borrow  money,  conferred 
upon  an  eiecntor  or  administrator  by  the  statute  of  Oregon,  evidently 
carries  with  it,  by  implication,  authority  to  execute  promissory  notes 
evidencing  the  loan,  expressing  tbe  rate  of  interest  stipulated  for, 
and   fixing   the   day   of   payment,   and   also   the   right   to   execute   an 
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instrument  in  eommou  form,  and  containing  tbe  proTisionB  u 
use.  It  is  the  common  practice,  in  that  state,  to  include  in  s  promi«> 
aory  note  ft  stipulation  for  the  pajnieut  of  Buch  sum  aa  the  court 
may  adjudge  reaBonable  for  attorneys'  fees  in  case  suit  or  action  is 
instituted  to  collect  the  sum  specified  in  the  note,  or  any  part  thereof; 
and  this  being  so,  the  executor  or  administrator  is  authorized  to 
include  such  a  promise  in  the  note;  Lawrey  v.  Sterling,  41  Or.  518; 
69  Pac.  Eep.  460,  464.  A  power  lo  mortgage,  given  in  general  terms, 
without  specifying  what  provisions  the  deed  shall  contain,  inctndes 
the  power  to  make  it  in  the  form  and  with  the  provisions  cuatomaril; 
used  within  the  state  or  county  where  the  land  is  situated:  Lawrey 
V.  Sterling,  41  Or.  518;  69  Pac.  460,  464.  Under  the  California 
statute,  no  irregnlarity  in  the  proceedings  impairs  or  invalidates  the 
note  or  notes,  or  the  mortgage  given  in  pursuance  thereof.  Hence,  if 
the  executor  foUows  the  statute,  and  executes  a  promissory  note  for 
the  money  borrowed,  though  the  order  made  by  tbe  conrt  omitted  tbe 
direction  to  execute  a  promissory  note,  such  omission  is  a  mere  irregU' 
larity,  wbetber  such  irregularity  consists  in  the  omission  of  tbe  court 
to  direct  tbe  execution  of  tbe  note,  or  in  the  action  of  tbe  executor  in 
giving  it.  In  any  event,  no  injury  is  done,  and  the  proceedings  are 
not  affected  by  such  irregularity.  Neither  does  tbe  fact  that  the 
note  and  mortgage  were  made  payable  on  or  before  one  year  after 
their  date,  while  the  order  directed  that  the  mortgage  should  be  made 
payable  "  on  or  before  two  years  "  after  its  date  "  impair  or  invali- 
date" the  note  or  mortgage.  Sucb  departure  from  the  order  is  a 
mere  irregularity.  Nor  will  an  oral  direction  of  tbe  judge  to  the 
executor  to  pay,  or  individually  secure  to  the  mortgagee  the  whole 
of  the  interest  which  was  to  become  due  on  the  note,  which  was  to 
be  secured  by  the  mortgage,  and  that  the  execntor,  in  order  to  secnre 
to  the  mortgagee  one  year's  interest,  assigned  to  him  his  conuniaaions 
as  executor  to  tbe  extent  of  one  year's  interest,  affect  the  rights  of 
the  mortgagee.  He  is  charged  with  notice  of  all  that  tbe  order  con- 
tains, but  is  not  bound  by  such  oral  direction  of  the  judge  to  tbe 
executor:  Fast  v.  Steele,  127  Cal.  202,  205;  59  Pac.  Rep.  5S5.  A 
mortgage  is  sufficient  to  show  that  it  was  intended  as  a  mortgage  of 
property  belocging  to  the  estate  of  which  the  mortgagor  was  adminis- 
trator, and  was  executed  by  him  in  bis  character  as  administrator  in 
pursuance  of  law,  and  the  order  of  the  court  directing  its  execution, 
where  it  refers  to  the  order  of  the  court  authorizing  its  execution,  and 
ri.'citcB  that  "the  said  mortgagor,  pursuant  to  the  order,"  mortgages 
to  the  mortgagee,  etc.:  Thomas  v.  Parker,  97  Cal.  456,  457;  32  Pac. 
Sep.  562.  Where  a  testator  has  given  hie  executors  certain  directions 
to  be  observed  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  his  mil!,  such  direc- 
tions are  nugatory,  to  the  extent  that  tbey  aro  inconslBtent  with  law. 
The  executors,  as  such,  are  not  trustees  of  an  express  trust  in  such 
a  case,  and  the  authority  which  the  testator  gives  them  creates  only 
such  a  trust  as  pertains  to  the  ofBca  of  executor,  where  he  has  not 
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eonferred  upoD  them  tbe  power  to  make  any  sale  or  disposition  of  hia 
estate  other  thBii  tbat  they  "  Bhall  have  the  property  sold  "  at  the 
aipiratioii  of  two  years  after  his  death,  and  shall  distribote  the  pro- 
ceeds amoDg  his  designated  beneficiaries.  The  sale  which  is  thus 
directed  is  to  be  made  by  them  as  executors  of  his  will,  and  as  a 
part  ot  their  administration  of  tbe  estate,  and  not  as  the  trustees  of 
an  express  trust,  and  will  be  ineffective  without  a  confirmation  by 
the  court.  In  sucb  a  case,  a  mortgage,  by  them,  of  the  property  of 
the  estate  will  not  be  effective  unless  made  by  an  order  of  the  court 
as  prescribed  by  the  statute.  Otherwise  they  would  be  able  to  trans- 
fer the  estate  without  the  approval  of  the  court,  and  thus  to  do 
indirectly  what  they  are  forbidden  to  do  directly,  since  the  right  to 
mortjage  includes  a  right  in  the  mortgagee  to  have  a  sale  of  the 
remainder  in  satisfaction  of  the  obligation  for  which  the  mortgage 
was  given:  Estate  of  Pforr,  144  Cal.  121,  125;  77  Pac.  Eep.  825.  Tbe 
law  cannot  be  construed  to  authorize  the  mortgage  of  a  minor's 
estate  to  pay  any  debt  but  his  own.  It  must  be  such  a  mortgage  as 
be  can  discharge  by  paying  what  he  is  individually  bound  for,  and 
sucb  as  will  admit  of  a  redemption  by  tbe  payment  of  that  which  is 
due  from  him  on  his  own  account.  Hence,  if  a  court  authoriaes  a 
mortgage  of  the  interest  of  Ave  minora  to  secure  a  sum  in  excess  of 
their  aggregate  indebtedness,  or  to  mortgage  their  separate  interestB 
for  their  aggregate  debt,  it  exceeds  its  Jurisdiction,  however  advan- 
tageous it  may  seem  to  pursue  that  course.  The  proceeding  cannot 
be  sustained  without  establishing  a  dangerous  precedent,  from  which 
serious  abuses  would  be  certain  to  flow:  Howard  v.  Bryan,  133  Cal. 
257,  264;  65  Pac.  Bep.  462.  No  bond  is  required  as  a  condition  to 
the  making  of  a  mortgage  upon  the  estate  of  a  decedent:  Howard  v. 
Bryan,  133  Cal.  257,  265;  63  Pac.  Kep.  462. 

(6)  Fiasamptiona.  Oieditor'a  right.  In  examining  the  record  of  a 
mortgage  authorizing  the  sale  of  a  decedent's  property,  the  same 
presumptions  are  indulged  in  view  of  the  regularity  and  validity  of 
the  proceeding  as  those  which  govern  the  construction  of  the  record 
in  an  ordinary  action:  Howard  v.  Bryan,  133  Cal.  257,  262;  63  Pac. 
Bep.  462.  Presumably  the  mortgaged  property  has  a  market  value 
greater  than  the  mortgage  debt,  for  the  lender  would  rarely  lend  up  to 
tbe  full  cash  value.  But  the  mortgage  is  not  a  sale,  and  the  creditors 
may  at  any  time  petition  to  sell,  and  pay  the  mortgage,  and  they 
will  thus  have  an  opportunity  to  realize  the  margin  of  value  above 
the  mortgage  debt;  and  if  a  sale  cannot  be  made  for  an  amount  in 
excess  ot  the  loan,  it  will  show  that  the  estate  has  realized  on  tbe 
mortgage  all  the  property  is  worth  in  the  market,  and  creditors 
wonld  have  no  cause  of  complaint,  for  no  deficiency  judgment  can  be 
entered.  The  mortgagee  must  look  alone  to  tbe  property:  Uurpby  v. 
Farmers  etc.  Bank,  131  Cal.  115,  120;  63  Pac.  Bep.  368. 
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(7)  Procedure.  Fractiee.  Collateral  attack.  Appeal.  An  order 
to  show  cauHO  why  the  real  estate  of  a  decedent  should  not  be  mort- 
gaged, baviDg  been  duly  published,  is  not  insufficient  because  it  does 
not  direct  or  require  personal  service  on  minor  heirsr  ThomaB  v. 
Parker,  97  Cal.  456,  458;  32  Pac.  Kep.  562.  And  the  non-appointment 
of  a  guardian  ad  litem  is  merely  an  irregularity.  The  statute  does 
not  require  any  guardian  ad  litem  to  be  appointed,  and  provides  tbat 
if  the  court  hag  juriadictioa  to  administer  the  estate  of  decedent,  it 
has  jurisdiction  to  make  the  order  for  the  mortgage:  Thomas  v. 
Parker,  OT  Cal.  456,  458)  32  ^ac.  Bep.  562.  In  making  an  order 
directing  that  the  estate  of  a  decedent  shall  be  mortgaged,  the  inter- 
est of  one  who  is  seeking  to  acquire  title  to  the  property  adversely 
to  the  estate  cannot  be  considered:  Estate  of  Preud,  133  Cal.  667,  674; 
82  Am.  St.  Rep.  4DT;  63  Pac.  Rep.  1080.  If,  by  mistake,  the  conrt 
authorizes  a  mortgage  to  be  given  on  property  which  is  subject  to  a 
probate  homestead,  such  mortgage  should  be  paid  out  of  moneys 
realized  from  the  sale  of  other  property  belonging  to  the  estate,  where 
it  is  solvent:  Estate  of  Shively,  115  Cal.  400,  402;  TS  Pac.  Rep.  869. 
The  statute  controls  the  probate  court  in  the  exercise  of  its  jurisdic- 
tion in  the  matter  of  the  payment  of  debts  of  the  estate,  and  a 
disregard  thereof  would  be  error  reviewable  on  appeal  taken  by  any 
person  interested.  But  the  court  has  jurisdiction  to  make  an  order 
erroneously  preferring  one  creditor  to  another,  and  its  action  in  so 
doing  is  only  error  in  the  exercise  of  jurisdiction,  and  cannot  be  col- 
laterally attacked.  If  the  effect  of  an  order  authorizing  the  mortgage 
of  decedent's  property  is  to  prefer  erroneously  certain  creditors  of 
the  estate,  the  action  of  the  court  can  bo  reviewed  only  on  appeal 
from  the  order:  Stambach  v.  Emerson,  13Q  Cal.  2S2,  284;  73  Pac. 
Bep.  991.  In  a  collateral  attack  upon  an  order  authorizing  the  estate 
of  a  decedent  to  be  mortgaged,  only  those  facts  and  matters  appearing 
upon  the  face  of  the  record  are  to  be  considered;  and  if  they  show 
no  excess  or  defect  of  jurisdiction,  no  mere  error  of  the  court  in  the 
exercise  of  its  jurisdiction,  or  irregularity  in  the  proceeding,  will 
invalidate  the  order:  Howard  v.  Bryan,  133  Cal.  257,  282;  65  Pac. 
Bep.  462. 

(S)  Foreclomire.    Title  of  pnrcbaser.    Where  an  order  autheriisiDg 

the  mortgaging  of  a  decedent's  property  declares  that  it  was  made 
and  entered  upon  a  verified  petition,  it  will  be  presumed,  if  a  verid- 
cation  to  the  petition  was  essential  to  jurisdiction,  that  such  verifi- 
cation appeared  upon  the  original  as  filed.  The  court  must  assume 
the  fact  to  be  as  stated  in  the  complaint  and  in  the  order,  althou^ 
the  verification  does  not  appear  on  the  exhibit.  It  is  not  necessary 
to  a  good  complaint,  that  all  the  proceedings  leading  to  the  mortgage 
should  be  set  out  in  the  complaint.  It  is  only  neoeasary  to  set  fortli 
the  mortgage  in  hsc  verba  or  in  substance;  it  is  not  necessary  to 
set  out  the  petition  or  order;  both  of  these  exhibits  may  be  wholly 
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diaregarded,  &nd  there  will  remain  a  good  complaint;  Stone  v.  Schiel- 
ferly,  ISO  Cal.  609,  612;  62  Pac.  Rep.  1000.  If  the  purpose  of  the 
mortgage  authorized  ia  to  pa.j  an  indebtedness  of  the  estate,  but  Buch 
mortgage  is  executed  in  part  for  a  private  debt  of  the  executor  or 
administrator,  and  in  part  for  money  loaned  to  the  estate,  the  title 
obtained  hj  the  mortgagee  under  foreclosure  ia  not  void,  but  the 
application  of  the  mortgage-money  to  pay  the  personal  debt  of  the 
executor  or  adminiHtrator  is  a  breach  of  trust  on  the  part  of  the 
Tepresentative,  and  if  tbe  mortgagee  became  a  party  to  the  violation 
of  the  trust,  such  mortgagee  acquired  no  right  to  the  money  received 
from  the  representative,  so  far  as  a  minor  heir  ie  concerned,  and  the 
minor  heir'B  right  to  the  money  is  unafFectecl  by  the  mortgage,  or 
by  the  payment  to  tbe  representative:  Uurphy  t.  Farmers  etc.  Bank, 
131  Cal.  lis,  118;  63  Pac.  Rep.  368. 


(l>  Power  of  execntar  or  (UUnlaistntoi  to  leue.    An  exeentor  or 

administrator  of  the  estate  of  tbe  deceased  person  has  authority  to 
lease  the  real  property  of  the  estate  during  the  period  of  adminis- 
tration; but  any  lease  for  a  term  definite  is  subject  to  be  terminated 
by  final  distribution  of  the  estate  and  the  discharge  of  the  represent- 
ative: Doolan  v.  McCauley,  66  Cal.  JT6;  6  Pac.  Bep.  130.  A  resident 
of  Ohio,  owning,  In  Kansas,  a  farm  that  had  never  been  used  for 
other  than  agricultural  purposes,  executed  a  will  in  Ohio,  providing 
that  the  executor  and  trustee  should  take  charge  of  said  premises, 
and  "  lease  and  maintain  the  same  in  repair  and  good  condition,  with 
a  view  to  obtaining  the  best  income  therefrom  without  permitting  the 
same  to  deteriorate  in  value  or  quality."  It  was  held  that  the 
executor  and  trustee  was  not,  by  said  will,  authorized  to  execute  an 
oil  and  gas  lease  granting  to  tbe  leBseo  all  the  oil  and  gas  under  said 
premises  and  bind  the  legatees  thereby.  Where  an  executor  and  trus- 
tee, without  having  sufficient  authority  nnder  the  will  to  bind  the 
legatees  thereby,  executed  an  oil  and  gas  lease  on  a  farm  that  had 
never  been  used  for  other  than  agricultural  purposes;  but,  prior  to 
the  execution  of  the  lease,  he  bad  individually  acquired  the  interest 
of  one  of  the  legatees  in  the  premises,  and  soon  thereafter  acquired 
the  interest  of  another  of  the  legatees,  he  is  estopped,  in  an  action 
of  partition,  under  such  circumstances,  from  denying  that  the  interest 
acquired  by  him  was  not  subject  to  the  lease:  Lanyon  Zinc  Co.  v. 
Freeman,  68  Kan.  691;  75  Pac.  Bep.  995.

<2)  Validity  of  loase.  Under  the  statutes  of  Utah,  requiring  a 
lease  for  more  than  one  year  to  be  in  writing,   if  one  of  six  duly 
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qualified  executors  ot  the  estate  of  a.  decedent,  having  no  written 
authority  from  the  othpra,  or  any  of  them,  who  are  aU  within  that 
jurisdiction,  and  free  from  any  diBability,  executes  a  lease  for  more 
than  one  year,  such  lease  is  not  valid,  where  the  statute  requires  the 
act  of  a  majority,  if  there  arc  more  than  two  executors  or  adminla- 
trators:  Utah  L.  &  T.  Co.  v.  Garbutt,  6  Utah,  342;  33  Pac.  Rap.  758. 
The  proceedings  to  obtain  an  order  to  lease  the  realty  of  a  decedent, 
in  Montana,  are  set  out  at  length  in  State  v.  Second  Jud.  Dist.  Court, 
24  Mont.  1;  60  Pac.  Hep.  489,  491.  In  that  state,  the  order  may 
prescribe  the  minimum  rental  to  be  received  for  the  promises,  and 
the  period  of  the  lease,  which  must  in  no  case  be  longer  than  for 
Ave  years,  and  may  prescribe  the  other  terms  and  conditions  of  such 
lease.  The  notice  to  be  given  must  contain  mention  of  the  term  and 
rental  contemplated  by  the  proposed  lease.  The  lease  may  also  be 
conditioned  upoa  the  furnishing  of  security  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance thereof,  as  there  may  be  circumstancea  indicating  that  rents 
will  fluctuate  during  the  term,  and  it  may  fix  a  rental  for  the  time 
being,  with  provisions  for  the  payment  of  a  greater  or  less  amount 
upon  the  happening  of  certain  contingencies,  but  never  a  less  amount 
than  a  specified  minimum.  A  vorlfled  petition  by  soma  authorized 
person,  and  notice  to  all  parties  interested,  cannot  be  dispensed  with. 
It  has  no  power  to  authorize  the  execution  of  a  lease  to  parties  who 
are  not  before  it,  and  where  no  one  is  petitioning  for  tbem.  If  the 
court  could  grant  them  the  lease,  it  could,  of  its  own  motion,  without 
any  application,  or  notice,  or  bearing,  grant  a  lease  to  any  person 
making  it  known  that  a  lease  was  desired.  This  the  court  cannot  do: 
State  V.  Second  Jud.  Dist.  Court,  24  Mont.  1;  60  Pac.  Kep.  4S9,  493.

Under  the  statute  of  Montana,  the  court  has  power  to  make  an  order 
modifying  its  former  order  authorizing  a  lease,  where  the  lessees  and 
executors  agree  to  the  modification;  and  it  is  also  the  duty  of  the 
court  to  refuse  to  revoke  an  order  authorizing  a  lease,  without  the 
consent  of  the  lessees,  after  they  have  accepted  its  terms,  and  com- 
plied with  them  on  their  part.  After  this  has  been  done,  the  court 
has  no  authority  to  revoke  it:  State  v.  Second  Jud.  Dist.  Court,  84 
Mont.  1;  60  Pac.  Bep.  489,  493.

representative  of  a  deceased  lessor  has  no  power  to  alter  or  modify  a

Note. — At  flrat  blush  the  last  sentence  of  thia  section  seems  to 
place  a  premium  npon  fraud;  and  one  might  be  inclined,  without  due 
coDBideration,  to  imagine  that  the  aection  is  unconatitutioDal,  on  the 
ground  that  it  takes  the  propert?  of  the  heirs  without  duo  process 
of  law,  that  is,  without  giving  them  thpir  day  in  court. 

But  a  man  may  do  what  he  will  with  bis  own  property,  and,  unless 
his  heirs  taiie  by  will  or  the  law  of  succession,  they  have  do  interest 
in  it,  and  they  cannot  take  in  either  way  where  the  ancestor  has 
convoyed  it.  If  the  conveyance  was  fraudulent,  it  could  be  fraudu- 
lent only  as  to  creditors,  for  no  one  else  was,  at  the  time,  interested. 
And  it  is  only  the  exeeutoT  or  administrator,  who  can  attack  the 
deed  as  fraudulent,  and  even  this  must  be  for  the  benefit  of  the 
creditors.  No  other  person  is  authorized  to  sue.  As  said  in  Campbell 
T.  Whitson,  08  111.  240;  18  Am.  Rep.  553;  "It  Is  well  settled  and 
familiar  doctrine,  that,  although  voluntary  conveyancea  are  or  may 
be  void,  as  to  existing  creditors,  yet  they  are  valid  and  effectual  aa 
between  the  parties,  and  cannot  be  aet  aside  by  the  grantor  if  he 
shonid  become  dissatiafled  with  the  transaction;  the  law  regards  it 
as  his  own  folly  to  have  made  such  a  conveyance,  and  leaves  him  to 
bear  the  consequences  without  means  of  redresa.  *  They  are,'  saya 
Story,  'not  only  valid  aa  to  the  grantor,  but  also  as  to  bis  heirs,  and 
all  other  persona  claiming  under  him  in  privity  of  thc!  eatnte  with 
notice  of  the  fraud.     A   oonveyance   of   this  sort   (it  has  been   said 
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with  great  truth  and  force},  is  void  only  aa  against  ereditora,  and 
than  onlj  to  the  extent  in  which  it  may  be  necesHary  to  deal  with 
tb«  conveyed  estate  for  their  satisfaction.  To  tbia  extent,  and  to 
this  only,  it  is  treated  aa  if  it  had  not  been  made.  To  every  othpr 
purpose  it  is  good.  Satisfy  the  creditors,  and  the  conveyance  stands '; 
1  Story's  Eq.  Jur.,  J  371,  and  eases  cited  in  notes." 

If  a  grantor,  since  deceased,  conveyed  his  property  in  fraud  of 
creditors,  and  the  assignee  of  money  demands  against  his  estate  brings 
suit  to  have  the  deed  declared  fraudulent  as  against  the  plaintiff 
"  the  judgment  ",  said  ilfcFarland,  J.,  in  Emmoiis  v.  Barton,  109  Cal. 
602,  66S,  "  should  be  that  the  property  fraudulently  conveyed,  or  so 
much  thereof  as  is  necessary,  be  applied  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
debts,  and  that  the  residue,  if  any,  go  to  the  grantee.  It  is  not  to 
go  into  the  assets  of  the  estate  for  any  purpose  other  than  the 
payment  of  the  debts.  The  residue  does  not  go  to  the  heir;  for  he 
stands  in  the  shoes  of  the  fraudulent  grantor."  See,  also,  Tully  v. 
Tully,  137  Cal,  60,  96;  Burtch  v.  Elliott,  3  Ind.  99,  101;  showing  that 
the  residue  after  satisfying  creditors,  goes  to  to  the  grantee  or  the 
latter's  heirs.  Whore  the  invalidity  of  a  mortgage  has  been  estab- 
lished, as  to  creditors,  the  surplus,  if  aoy,  may  be  paid  to  the  mort- 
gagee; Fleischner  v.  First  Nat.

I.  FOWEBS  AHD  DUTIEU  OF  EZEOUTOBS  AND  ADMINtSTKATOIta. 

1.  Title  to  propertr.  At  common  iaw,  the  legal  title  to  all  per- 
sonal property  of  the  deceased  is  vested  in  the  executor  or  adminis- 
trator, with  absolute  power  to  dispose  oE  it:  Weider  v.  Osborn,  20 
Or.  307;  25  Pac.  Bep.  715.  The  real  estate  descends  directly  to  the 
heirs  of  the  deceased,  subject  to  the  payment  of  the  debts  of  the 
deceased.  The  administrator  has  no  title  or  interest  in  the  real  estate, 
eicopt  the  rents  thereof,  and  then  only  when  it  becomes  necessary  to 
have  recourse  to  the  real  estate  to  pay  the  debts  of  the  deceased: 
Adams  V.  Slattery  (Col.),  85  Pac.  Bep.  87,  88.  The  right  of  posses- 
sion of  pre-empted  land  to  which  the  title  is  inchoate,  passes,  on  the 
death  of  the  pre-emptor  to  his  administrator:  Burch  v.  MeDaniel,  2 
Wash.  Ter.  58;  3  Pac.  Kep.  586, 


2.  Become  trustees  when.  Tn  a  general  sense,  ev 
trustee  for  the  legatees  and  next  of  kin:  In  re  Koach's  Estate  (Or.), 
92  Pac.  Rep.  118,  121.  One  who  qualifles  as  trustee  under  a  will 
becomes  the  trustee  of  an  express  trust:  Fox  v.  Tay,  89  Cal.  339,  349; 
23  Am.  St.  Bep.  174;  24  Pac.  Rep.  855;  26  Pac.  Rep.  897.  If  an 
administrator,  by  false  representations,  procures  the  heir  of  his  estate 
to  couvey  to  him  all  of  the  heir's  interest  in  the  estate,  the  admin- 
istrator becomes  an  involuntary  trustee  of  the  property  conveyed  for 
the  benefit  of  the  heir,  though  such  representations  were  not  made 
with  a  fraudulent  intent:  Wingerter  v.  Wingerter,  71  Cal.  105;  11 
Pac.  Bep.  853,  855.  If  an  executor  or  administrator  purchases  real 
property  from  the  funds  of  the  estate  in  his  hands,  a  trust  in  the 
property  results  to  the  heirs,  though  the  representative  added  funds 
of  his  own  to  the  pure  base- money:  Mcrket  v.  Smith,  33  Kan.  66;  5 
Pac.  Bep.  394,  396.  And  an  administrator  who  becomes  a  trustee 
cannot  defeat  heirs  by  afterwards  becoming  a  guardian:  Merket  v. 
Smith,  33  Kan.  66;  5  Pac.  Eep.  394,  306.  The  right  of  possession  of 
pre-empted  land,  acquired  by  an  administrator,  is  subject  to  a  trust 
which  requires  the  administrator  to  proceed  to  effect  title  la  favor 
of  the  heirs,  provided  there  are  heirs,  and  the  estate  is  in  such  a 
condition  as  to  enable  him  to  do  so,  and  the  interest  of  the  heirs,  sll 
things  considered,  so  demand:  Burch  v.  McDaniel,  2  Wash.  Ter.  58; 
3  Pac.  Bep.  586,  588. 
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3.  Executors  de  non  tort.  There  is  no  snch  office  recognized  under 
the  probate  practice  of  California  as  an  executor  de  son  tort;  Bowdon 
V.  Pierce,  73  Cal.  459,  463;  14  Pac.  Sep.  302;  15  Pac.  Rep.  64.  Such 
an  executor  was  regarded  bj  the  common  law  as  an  intermeddler  and 
a  wrongdoer.  He  had  no  rights,  but  there  ia  no  doubt  that  hia  acts, 
for  some  purposes,  were  regarded  as  valid:  De  la  Guerra  v.  Packard, 
IT  Cat.  182,  102.  It  was  formerly  considered  that  if  an  individaal 
interfered  with  the  property  of  the  deceased,  he  thereby  made  him- 
self an  executor  in  his  own  wrong,  or,  as  it  is  generally  termed,  au 
executor  de  son  tort.  This  rule  has  long  been  modified,  if  not 
abolished,  bj  the  statute;  and  whoever  intermeddles  with  an  estate, 
without  rightful  authority  so  to  do,  is  answerable  to  the  rightful 
executor  or  administrator.  The  statutory  change,  however,  produced 
some  important  consequences.  It  takes  away  the  remedy  the  creditor 
before  had  to  charge  the  intermeddler  as  an  executor  de  eon  tort. 
He  can  no  longer  proceed  against  htm  in  that  character,  but  must 
procure  the  appointment  of  an  administrator,  and  have  suit  instituted 
in  his  name  to  recover  the  property  from  such  person,  who  has  con. 
verted  it  to  his  own  use.  In  a  word,  he  is  merely  sent  to  the  rightful 
representative  of  the  estate,  and  cannot  pursue  his  action  against 
an  executor  de  son  tort.  The  rightful  executor  or  administrator  is 
constituted  the  trustee  of  the  assets  of  the  deceased,  whose  duty  it 
is  to  receive  and  hold  them  in  his  hands  as  a  fund  to  be  disposed  of 
in  the  best  manner  for  the  beneSt  of  creditors.  The  person  who  inter- 
meddles with  the  goods  of  the  deceased,  is  now  answerable  only  to 
the  rightful  executor  or  administrator,  in  an  action  brought  by  the 
representative.  The  fiction  of  olBce  may  be  gone,  hut  the  unauthor- 
ized act  of  intermeddling  remains  to  be  dealt  with  judicially,  accord- 
ing to  the  priticiples  of  right  and  justice  as  applied  by  the  law  in  such 
a  case:  Rutherford  v.  Thompson,  14  Or.  236;  12  Pac.  Rep.  382,  383. 
Under  our  system,  there  is  probably  no  such  thing  as  an  executor 
de  sou  tort;  at  all  events,  no  man  can  he  executor  de  son  tort  in 
regard  to  land:  Pryoi  v.  Downey,  50  Gal.  3SS,  399;  19  Am.  Sep.  656.

4.  Duties  of  ezemtors  and  adminlstiators.  An  executor  or  admin- 
istrator, while  he  must  act  in  the  utmost  good  faith,  and  must 
strictly  perform  his  official  duties,  is  bound  to  perform  only  such  duties 
as  are  imposed  upon  him  by  statute;  Hoyee  v.  Hampton,  16  Nev.  25; 
but  he  is  presumed  to  liave  done  bis  duty  until  the  contrary  appears: 
Territory  v.  Mix,  1  Ariz.  52.  An  executor  or  administrator  ia  not 
clothed,  under  the  statute,  with  discretion  in  any  ease  to  determine 
whether  or  not  it  is  necessary  and  proper  that  he  should  take  possea- 
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iioD  of  tlie  real  estate.  It  is  his  duty  to  take  char^  of  the  entira 
eitate  of  the  deceased:  Balch  v.  Smith,  i  Wash.  497;  30  Pac.  Rep. 
648,  650.  The  meaBurc  of  an  admiaistrator'a  dutj  is  to  act  with 
fidelity  and  with  that  degree  of  prudence  and  diligence  which  a  man 
of  ordinary  judgment  would  be  eipeeted  to  bestow  upon  his  own 
Bff&ira  of  a  iike  nature:  Elizalde  v.  Murphy,  4  Csl.  App.  114,  117; 
87  Pac.  Bep.  215,  246;  and  it  is  his  duty  to  settle  and  to  distribute 
the  estate  with  as  little  delay  as  possible;  MeNabb  t.  Wiiom,  7 
Nev.  163,  171.  The  duties  of  an  executor  or  administrator  are  active, 
and  not  pasaivo.  He  cannot  be  permitted  to  neglect  those  things 
which  are  plainly  required  at  hia  bands,  by  law  or  the  order  of  the 
court,  and  when  complaint  is  made  of  such  neglect,  eicaee  himself 
by  alleging  that  such  delay  or  omission  was  for  the  benefit  of  the 
estate:  In  re  Holladay'a  Estate,  18  Or.  168;  22  Pac.  Hop.  750.  The 
duties  of  the  executor  are  to  preserve  the  estate,  pay  the  indebted- 
ness of  tbe  deceased,  the  charges  of  administration,  and  to  put  the 
estate  in  sucb  condition  that  distribution  may  bo  had  to  those  entitled 
to  it  under  the  will;  and  they  bave  no  rigbt  to  go  outside  of  their 
duties:  EsUte  of  Wiiley,  140  Cal.  23S,  241;  73  Pac.  Bep.  998;  O'Neiie 
V.  Temes,  32  Wash.  52S;  73  Pac.  Rep.  602,  696.  It  is  the  duty  of 
the  executor  to  give  the  decedent  a  decent  burial,  and  he  cannot  be 
absolutely  limited  in  the  performance  of  such  duty  'by  the  provisions 
of  a  will:  Estate  of  Gatland,  92  Cal.  293,  293;  28  Pac.  Rep.  2S7. 
Under  the  provisions  of  a  will,  directing  that  the  body  of  the  testa- 
tor bs  buried  in  a  certain  cemetery,  and  that  a  monument  be  erected 
over  the  grave,  the  executor  is  obliged  to  erect  a  monument  over  the 
place  of  burial,  though  the  body  has  been  removed:  Estate  of  Kop- 
pikns,  1  Cal.  App.  84;  81  Pac.  Bep.  732,  733.  The  doctrine  that  officers 
and  directors  of  a  corporation  are  trustees  of  the  stockholders  applies 
only  in  respect  to  their  acts  relating  to  the  property  or  business  of 
the  corporation.  It  does  not  extend  to  their  private  dealings  with 
stoekholdsrH  or  others,  though  in  such  dealings  they  take  advantage 
of  knowledge  gained  through  their  official  positiou.  Hence  where 
corporate  stock  has  been  bequeathed,  as  a  specific  legacy,  by  the 
terms  of  a  will,  the  legatee  has  tbe  right  to  sell  it  to  whomsoever  ha 
pleases,  and  tbe  executor  or  administrator  has  tbe  right  to  purchase 
it;  and  the  executor  is  under  no  duty  to  give  to  the  legatee  informa- 
tion as  to  the  value  of  corporate  stock  bequeathed  to  sucb  legatee 
and  bought  by  the  executor:  O'Neiie  v.  Temes,  32  Wash.  528;  73  Pac. 
Bep.  692,  696.  If  an  executrix  holds  a  mortgage  on  the  estate,  it  is 
her  duty  to  list  her  mortgage  interest  for  assessment,  and  not  to 
allow  the  land  to  be  taxed  in  tbe  same  manner  as  if  there  were  no 
mortgage  thereon.  The  taxes  consequently  levied  on  that  interest 
would  therefore  be  her  individual  debt,  and  not  the  debt  of  the 
estate;  and  if  the  debt  is  greater  than  the  value  of  the  land,  there 
can  be  no  excess  on  which  the  estate  could  be  taxed.    Tha  mortgage 
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debt  would  cover  it  all.  Equity  will  regard  that  done  which  oagbt 
to  have  been' done,  and  the  matter  must  be  adjusted  by  requiring  her 
to  bear  the  burden  of  the  taxes  whleh  sbe  should  have  paid,  as  fully 
as  she  woold  have  borne  it  had  ehe  listed  her  mortgage  interest  for 
taxation,  as  tbe  ought  to  have  done;  Satate  of  McDougald,  146  Cal. 
196,  198;  79  Pac.  Bep.  875.  And  it  is  ber  duty  to  pay  taxes  on 
the  estate,  though  she  is  not  in  possession:  Stanford  v.  San  Fran- 
cisco, 131  Cal.  34,  36;  63  Pac.  Bep.  14^,  It  is  the  duty  of  an  executor 
to  retain  moneys  received  by  him  until  they  can  be  applied  and  dis- 
tributed in  tbe  order  and  mode  provided  by  law:  Magraw  v. 
UeGlynn,  26  Cal.  420,  429. 


Duty  of  executor  or  administrator  to  retain  from  his  distributive 
share  of  estate  the  amount  of  his  debt  to  tbe  estate:  See  note  6  Am.

6.  Power  of  ez«catoiB  and  admlnlstratots. 
(1)  In  gansraL    Wbere  tbe  statute  does  not  expressly  require  tbe 

administrator  to  personally  sign  the  notice  to  creditors,  he  may 
authorize  his  attorney  to  sign  it  in  hie  name  and  in  bis  behalf: 
Meikle  v.  Cloquet,  44  Wash.  513;  ST  Pac.  Bep.  841,  843.  One  who 
is  not  qnali&ed  as  an  executor  is  free  to  make  contracts  with  the 
executor  or  administrator,  although  they  redound  to  his  benefit : 
Bowden  v.  Pierce,  73  Cal.  459;  14  Pac.  Bep.  302,  301.  If  an  execu- 
trix is  also  a  residuary  devisee,  and  does  not  appear  and  contest  a 
petition  by  legatees  for  partial  distribution,  except  in  her  capacity 
as  executrix  only,  she  is  as  fully  concluded,  with  respect  to  her  . 
rights  as  devisee  in  such  proceeding,  as  are  the  other  devisees.  Her 
appearance  as  executrix  gives  her  no  standing  to  claim  rights  which 
she  posBCBBes  solely  as  devisee.  As  such  devieee,  she  must,  under 
such  eircum stances,  be  considered  as  one  who  has  snfFered  default: 
Estate  of  Murphy,  145  Cal.  464;  78  Pac  Kep.  960,  982.  After  the 
distribution  of  an  estate,  the  persons  appointed  as  executors  have 
a  discretion  to  increase  an  annuity  out  of  the  estate  of  the  residuary 
legatee,  where  such  discretion  has  been  vested  in  tbe  executors, 
although  they  have  also  been  appointed  guardians  of  the  estate  of 
tbe  testator's  minor  child,  a  residuary  legatee  under  the  will:  Elmer 
V.  Gray,  73  Cal.  283;  14  Pac.  Kep.  803.  The  code  provides  for  an 
appeal  from  an  order  of  revocation  of  tbe  probate  of  a  will  and 
of  letters  testamentary,  and  therefore  the  statnte  keeps  alive,  ad 
interim,  appellant's  character  as  executor  for  tbe  purposes  of  appeal. 
Bnt,  in  all  other  respects,  the  powers  and  functions  of  the  other 
executor  are  suspended  when  the  revocation  is  entered:  Estate  of 
Crozier,  65  Cal.  332;  4  Pac.  Bep.  109,  110.  An  agreement,  by  an 
admin  istrator,  to  delay  the  collection  of  a  debt  due  the  estate  for 
years,  simply  to  see  if  a  contingent  right  of  set-off  in  the  defendant. 
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which  had  not  been  piesented  as  a  claim,  woald  become  abBoIate,  it 
unwarranted,  and  does  not  bind  the  beira  or  those  ioterested  in 
enforcing  collection  of  the  debt:  Maddock  v.  RuBsell,  109  Cal.  417, 
424;  42  Pae.  Eep,  139.  A  peTBon  nominated  ae  executor  by  a  will 
probated  iu  the  state  of  Utah,  and  appointed  us  such  in  that  state, 
and  afterwards  appointed  administrator  with  the  will  annexed  in  this 
state,  represents  said  estate  in  both  jurisdictions,  and  occupies  the 
same  position  with  reference  to  all  controversies  and  suits  b;  or 
against  said  estate,  and  in  that  respect,  and  to  that  extent,  is  the 
same  person  for  both  statea:  Hilton  v.  Stewart  (Ida.),  96  Pac.  Bep. 
579.  If  the  administrator  of  an  estate  desires  to  donate  his  fees 
for  services  as  such  to  a  third  party,  the  execution  and  datively  of 
a  written  assignment  thereof  is  a  delivery  of  the  property  itself: 
Lnther  v.  Hunter,  7  N.  D.  544;  75  N.  W.  Bep,  916.  An  executor  or 
administrator,  if  empowered  by  the  will,  may,  after  the  distribution 
of  an  estate,  increase  the  annuity  of  a  residuary  legatee:  Elmer  v. 
Gray,  73  Cal.  283,  2S4;  14  Pac.  Bep.  SCZ.

<2)  To  dispose  of  personal  property.  At  common  law,  the  legal 
title  to  all  personal  property  of  the  estate  vested  to  the  executor  or 
administrator,  with  absolute  power  to  dispose  of  it,  and,  in  the 
absence  of  fraud  or  collusion  between  Mm  and  the  person  to  whom 
he  transferred  it,  the  creditors  or  next  of  kin  could  not  follow  it 
into  the  hands  of  the  alienee.  But,  under  the  statutes  of  Oregon,  the 
power  is  not  conferred  on  the  eieeutor  or  administrator  to  sell  or  to 
dispose  of  visible,  tangible  personal  property,  except  by  an  order 
of  the  probate  court,  either  at  public  or  private  sale,  aa  may  be  pro- 
vided therein.  The  administrator's  power  of  disposition,  however, 
over  his  intestate's  choses  in  action  remains  unaffected  by  legisla- 
tion.    Aa   executor   or   administrator   is,   with    respect   to   chases  is 
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Mtion,  vested  with  power  and  authority  to  mU  sod  to  dispoie  of 
them  by  indorsement  to  another,  or  to  a  diBtrlbutee,  without  an  order 
ot  the  probate  court.  Such  transfer  la  valid,  and  paaeea  the  title, 
so  as  to  enable  the  transferee  or  distributee  to  maintain  an  action 
thereon,  and  the  payers  or  maliors  of  them,  in  the  absence  of  fraud 
or  collusion  between  the  administrator  and  the  person  to  whom  he 
transfers  them,  cannot  abate  the  action  on  the  ground  of  the  want 
of  authority  to  make  such  transfer:  Weider  v.  Osborn,  20  Or.  30T; 
25  Pac.  Bep.  71S,  717.  The  right  of  possession  of  pre-empted  land,  to 
which  the  title  is  inchoate,  passes,  on  the  death  of  the  pre-empter,  to 
his  administrator,  subject  to  a  trust  requiring  the  administrator  to 
proceed  to  perfect  the  title  io  favor  of  the  heirs,  provided  there  are 
any,  but,  aside  from  this  trust,  he  is  free  to  dispose  of  the  possession 
to  the  best  advantage  of  the  estate;  Burch  v.  McDaniel,  S  Wash.  Ter. 
58;  3  Pac.  Bep.  586,  588.

(3)  To  compound  ot  compromise,  in  geneiaL  Eiecutorti  and  admin- 
istrators have  the  legal  right  to  compound  and  discharge  debts  due 
to  their  testator  or  intestate:  Moulton  v.  Holmes,  57  Cal.  337,  343; 
EsUte  of  Dunne,  58  Cal.  543;  Denney  v.  Parker,  10  Wash.  2tS;  38 
Pac.  Bep.  lOlS;  Estate  of  Irvine,  1D2  Cal.  606;  36  Pac.  Eep.  1013. 
The  authorities  are  to  the  effect  that  an  administrator  has  authority 
to  compound  or  compromise  with  a  debtor  of  hia  decedent  when  it 
is  to  the  interest  of  the  estate,  irrespective  of  any  statutory  power 
conferred  upon  him:  Mulville  v.  Pacific  Mut.  L.  Ins.  Co.,  19  Mont.  95; 
47  Pac.  Bep.  650,  652.  This  right  exists  independently  of  the  statute, 
the  object  of  which  is  to  afford  executors  and  administrators  addi- 
tional protection,  when  acting  in  good  faith  in  the  exercise  of  their 
common-law  powers.  Although  they  may  compromise  a  claim  or 
compound  a  debt  without  the  aid  of  the  statute,  still  they  may  per- 
haps be  held  answerable  for  any  serious  error  in  judgment  in  so 
doing.  The  statute  enables  them  to  obtain  the  sanction  of  the  judg- 
ment of  the  probate  court  in  addition  to  their  own,  and  thus  affords 
them  additional  protection,  if  their  conduct  is  fair  and  honest:  Moul- 
ton v.  Holmes,  57  Cal,  337,  344.  Such  a  power  belongs  to  all  trustees 
for  the  benefit  of  the  trust  estate,  and  they  have  the  right  to  assume 
the  responsibility  of  judging  of  the  necessity  for  its  c.tercise.  The 
circumstances  which  may  render  it  necesssry  are  presumably  better 
known  to  them  than  to  any  one  else.  Executors  and  administrators 
have  therefore  never  been  required  to  obtain  preliminary  authority 
for  that  purpose  from  the  probate  court,  although  the  judgment  must 
be  ultimately  approved  by  the  court,  when  they  come  to  render  an 
account  ot  their  trust:   Moulton  v.  Holmes,  57  Cal.  337,  343.     Con- 
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ceding  that  ezeeutorH  and  adminiBtratOTs  have  the  legal  right  to 
eompToraise  and  discharge  debts  due  the  estates  which  they  represent 
without  the  approbation  o*  the  court,  or  a  judge  thereof,  when  it 
appears  to  tbem  to  be  just  and  for  the  best  interest  of  tbe  estate, 
still  it  has  been  held  in  California  that  a  payment  of  a  part  of  the 
amount  due  upon  a  money  judgment  under  an  agreement  that  it  shall 
operate  as  a  satisfaction  in  full  will  not  discharge  the  judgment,  and 
that  an  agreement  to  discbarge  a  judgment  for  s  sum  less  than  the 
amount  for  which  it  was  rendered  is  void.  Hence  an  agreement  on 
the  part  of  an  administratrix  to  accept  a  note  to  take  the  place  of 
and  to  be  a  Bnbstitute  for  a  judgment,  where  the  amount  of  the  note 
is  for  a  Bum  less  than  the  amount  for  which  the  judgment  was  ren- 
dered, and  where  the  attempted  compromise  was  never  authorized  or 
approved  b.v  the  probate  court,  or  a  judge  thereof,  is  null  and  void, 
especially  where  the  note  was  executed  without  any  special  eonald- 
eratioD  therefor;  Siddall  v.  Clark,  89  Gal.  321,  323;  2d  Pac.  Rep.  829. 
Where  an  executor  claims  that  certain  money  is  an  asset  of  tbe 
estate,  and  trustees  claim  that  it  is  not,  it  is  tbe  duty  of  the  executor 
to  get  it  for  the  estate,  and  he  has  no  right  to  compromise  tbe  claim 
of  tbe  estate  by  consenting  that  the  trustees  shall  have  the  money, 
provided  they  shall  pay  the  debts  and  expenses  of  adminiatration 
out  of  it;  and  if  he  has  been  permitted  to  inventory  the  money  as 
assets  of  the  estate,  and  administer  it  as  such,  the  eieeutor  cannot 
return  the  surplus  to  the  trustees,  as  this  would  be  to  assume  the 
responsibility  of  maintaining  the  title  of  the  trasteea  against  the 
estate,  and  the  executor  is  not  at  liberty  to  assume  such  a  position: 
Estate  of  Burdick,  112  Cal.  3ST,  392;  44  Pac.  Bep.  734.  At  common 
law,  the  executor  or  administrator  has  an  absolute  power  of  dis- 
posal over  the  whole  of  the  personal  effects  of  tbe  decedent,  with 
full  power  to  compromise  or  accept  any  composition,  or  otherwise 
settle  any  debt,  claim,  or  thing  whatsoever;  Olston  v.  Oregon  etc. 
Hy.  Co.  (Or.),  Bfl  Pac.  Rep.  1095,  1096.  In  Oregon,  the  powers  of 
unliquidated  claim  for  damages,  remain 
a  law,  and  he  ma;  liquidate  and  accept  settle- 
ment of  such  a  claim  without  special  authority  from  the  county  court; 
Olston  V.  Oregon  etc.  Ry.  Co.  (Or.),  06  Pac.  Rep.  1095,  1096. 


Release  of  debt  by  one  of  several  executors  or  administrators:  See 
note  14  Am.  Dec.  157,  158.  Compromise  or  release  by  personal  repre- 
sentative of  claim  due  the  estate:  See  note  14  L.  B.  A.  414-417. 

(4)  Same.  Beatrictlotis.  Approval  of  court  An  executor,  without 
the  advice  of  the  court,  has  no  right  to  make  a  compromise  of  a  suit 
pending  against  the  estate;  Lucich  v.  Medio,  3  Nev.  93.  Under  the 
present  statute  of  California,   tbe  right  of  an   executor  or  admiuis- 
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tratoT  to  cotnpouad  with  a  debtor,  and  to  give  bim  a  discharge,  is 
subject  to  the  approbation  of  the  probate  court,  or  a  judge  thereof: 
Hartigan  v.  Southern  Pac.  Co.,  86  Cal.  142,  144;  24  Pac.  Eep.  851. 
Id  Kausas,  the  proviBione  of  the  statute  are  held  to  restrict  the 
powers  of  administrators  under  the  common  law,  and  do  not  simply 
afford  them  additional  protection  in  the  exercise  of  those  powers; 
and  it  is  there  held  that  no  authoritj  is  giren  administrators  to  do 
anything  in  the  way  of  compromising  claims,  debts,  or  demands 
belonging  to  the  estate  of  an  intestate,  and  accruing  in  the  lifetime 
of  such  intestate,  without  the  order  or  consent  of  the  probate  court: 
MttM  Life  Ins.  Co.  v.  Swayze,  30  Kan.  118;  1  Pac.  Sep.  36,  38,  40. 
In  that  state,  an  administrator  has  no  authority  to  accept  less  than 
the  full  amount  of  a  demand  in  satisfaction  thereof,  where  such 
demand  accrued  in  the  lifetime  of  his  decedent,  except  by  the  eon- 
sent  of  the  probate  court;  Van  Dusen  v.  Topeka  Woolen  Miil  Co. 
(Kan.),  67  Pac.  Rep.  74.  In  Nevada,  an  executor  may  pay  money 
to  compromise  a  suit  pending  against  an  estate;  but  he  cannot  law- 
fully make  such  payment  without  the  previous  consent  of  the  pro- 
bate court:  Lucich  v.  Medin,  3  Nev.  93.  An  executor  has  authority, 
with  the  approval  of  the  probate  court,  to  compromise  an  action  for 
damages  for  injuries  resulting  in  the  wrongful  death  of  his  testator: 
Hartigan  v.  Southern  Pac.  Co.,  86  Cal.  142,  144^  24  Pac.  Sep.  851. 
In  Montana,  a  public  administrator,  as  welt  as  a  general  adminis- 
trator, may  be  authorized  to  compromise  an  action  brought  to  recover 
the  amonnt  of  an  accident -insurance  policy,  when  it  is  to  the  inter- 
est of  the  estate  to  do  so:  Mulville  v.  Pacific  Mut.  L.  Ins.  Co.,  1ft 
Mont.  95;  47  Pac.  Bep.  650,  652. 

<S>  Same.  Dl8tiiicU<m.  In  Washington,  a  distinction  is  drawn 
between  the  compromise  of  a  claim  out  of  court  and  the  condnct  of  a 
litigated  claim  in  court.  The  statutes  of  that  state  require  the  action 
of  the  representative  of  an  estate,  in  compromising  claims  in  favor 
of  or  against  the  estate,  to  bo  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  probate 
court,  but  it  is  said  that,  in  the  conduct  of  a  litigated  case  in  court, 
the  representative  ia  often  called  upon  to  act  at  once,  and  without 
any  opportunity  of  consulting  the  probate  court,  and  that  his  action, 
once  taken,  and  acted  upon  by  the  court  in  which  the  action  is  pend- 
ing, is  generally  beyond  recall,  should  the  probate  court  thereafter 
disapprove  of  the  course  taken;  and  that  it  must  follow,  from  the 
very  necessities  or  the  case,  that  sncb  representative  has  to  act 
without  consulting  the  probate  court;  that,  under  sucb  circumstances, 
his  action  will  be  final  without  its  approval;  and  that  if,  during  the 
progress  of  the  trial,  an  opportunity  to  compromise  is  offered,  the 
representative  should  have  power  to  act  in  reference  thereto  without 
the  consent  of  the  probate  court.  "  It  may  well  happen,  in  the  con- 
dnct of  the  case,  that  a  favorable  compromise  will  be  offered  to  the 
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ropreBentative  of  the  estate;  and  to  give  it  the  benefit  of  tlie  compro- 
mise, he  must  reject  or  accept  it  at  once,  and  if  be  has  not  tbo 
power  to  act  until  he  can  codbuU  with  the  probate  court,  the  oppor- 
tunity to  accept  the  advantageous  compromise  may  be  entirely  losL 
The  interests  of  the  estate  are  oecessarily  eommitted  almost  entirely 
to  the  administrators,  bo  far  aa  they  may  be  affected  by  issues  joined 
in  an  action;  and,  within  those  issues,  he  should  be  given  full 
power  to  adjust  matters  as  between  the  estate  and  the  other  party 
to  the  action.  Hy  hia  neglect  of  the  interests  of  the  estate,  in  the 
prosecution  or  defense  of  the  action,  his  rights  could  be  lost  beyond 
the  power  of  the  probate  court  to  save  them,  and  as  its  rights  can 
be  affected  by  the  negative  action  of  the  administrator  in  the  case, 
there  is  no  reason  why  he  should  not  have  the  right  to  effect  them 
by  hia  positive  action  as  to  such  matter  in  litigation.  Taking  into 
consideration  atl  of  our  statutes  in  reference  to  the  settlement  of  an 
estate,  we  feel  compelled  to  bold,  in  an  action  prosecuted  in  good 
faitb  by  a  representative  thereof,  that  be  has  power  to  adjust  its 
rights  with  the  contending  parties  so  far  as  they  might  be  affected  in 
the  action,  if  prosecuted  to  judgment.  And  we  can  aee  no  good 
reason  for  limiting  such  rights  to  caaes  not  involving  real  estate.  If 
the  power  to  compromise  exists,  it  should  only  be  limited  by  the 
issues  made  by  the  pleadings":  Denney  v.  Parker,  10  Wash.  218;  3S 
Pac.  Hep.  1018,  1019. 

(6)  To  bind  estate.  The  rule  is,  that  executors  and  administra- 
tora  cannot,  by  virtue  of  their  general  powers  as  such,  make  any 
contract  which  will  bind  the  estate  and  authorize  a  judgment  de 
bonis  decendentis:  Bemwick  v.  Qaxland,  1  Cal.  App.  237,  23S;  82 
Pac.  Bep.  69.  But  on  contracts  made  by  them  on  necessary  iDatters 
relating  to  the  estate,  they  are  personally  liable,  and  must  see  to  it 
that  they  are  reimbursed  out  of  the  assets:  Sterrett  v.  Barker,  119 
Cal.  492,  495;  51  Pac.  Bep,  695,  citing  Bchouler  on  Executors  and 
Administrators,  sec.  256;  Miller  &  Lnx  v.  Gray,  136  Cal.  261,  264;  6S 
Pac.  Bep.  770.  There  are  doubtless  exceptions  to  this  rule,  such  as 
funeral  expenses,  clerks'  fees,  etc.;  but  neither  an  executor  nor  an 
administrator  can  borrow  money  on  the  credit  of  the  estate.  He 
cannot,  except  when  expressly  authorized  by  the  will  or  statu tt, 
create  aU  obligation  which  will  give  a  right  of  action  against  the 
estate:  Sterrett  v.  Barker,  119  Cal.  492,  495;  61  Pac.  Bep.  695;  Miller 
V.  Gray,  136  Cal.  261,  264;  68  Pac.  Hep.  770.  An  executor  or  admiu- 
iatrator  cannot,  without  authority  of  the  court,  bind  the  estate  by 
agreeing  to  delay  the  collection  of  a  debt  due  the  estate  for  a  period 
of  years  in  order  to  determine  whether  a  contingent  right  of  set-off 
shall  become  absolute,  when  such  contingent  right  has  not  been  pre- 
sented or  allowed  aa  a  claim  against  the  estate:  Haddock  v.  Hussell, 
109  Cal.  417,  424;  42  Pac.  Hep.   139.     Nor   has  he  any  authority  to 
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pledge  the  porBonal  property  of  tbe  est&te  bb  surety  for  money  bor- 
rowed by  him  for  the  purpose  of  paying  debts  against  the  estate: 
Parki  V.  Moekenhaapt,  133  Cal.  424,  425;  65  Pac.  Bep.  875.  Without 
any  showing  of  authority  by  the  will  or  otherwise,  the  executor  of  the 
estate  of  a  deceased  person  will  not  be  held  authorized  to  bind  the 
estate  by  a  new  contract  for  the  completion  of  a  building,  for  the 
erection  of  which  the  deceased  had  contracted,  but  the  executor, 
being  also  an  heir,  and  interested  in  the  property,  may  bind  himself 
personally  by  any  contract  he  authorizes:  Lumber  Co.  v.  TomliuBon, 
Bub  nom.  Chicago  Lumber  Co.  v.  Tomliuson,  54  Kan.  770;  39  Pac. 
Bep.  694,  There  ia  no  privity  between  the  administrator  of  one  state 
and  a  foreign  administrator;  and  an  administrator  has  no  authority 
to  act  or  hind  the  estate  outside  of  the  jurisdiction  of  his  own  state; 
Braithwaite  v.  Harvey,  14  Mont.  20S;  36  Pac,  Bep.  3S.  The  estate 
of  a  decedent  is  not  answerable  for  a  tort  committed  by  an  adminis- 
trator or  executor:  Stcrrett  v.  Barker,  119  Cal.  492,  494;  51  Pac. 
Bep.  695.  Authority  to  an  administrator  to  execute  a  trust  deed  does 
not  authorize  him  to  stipulate  therein  for  tbe  payment  of  an  attor- 
ney's fee,  in  case  such  deed  is  foreclosed:  Pershing  v.  Wolfe,  6  Col. 
App.  410;  40  Pae.  Bep.  856,  860. 

(7)  Hot  to  porchue  claims  against  astate.  The  statute  forbids 
an  administrator  from  purchasing  a  claim  against  the  estate  he 
represents,  but  a  mortgage  lien  is  not  a  "claim"  against  the  estate: 
Fallon  T.  Butler,  21  Cal.  24,  32;  81  Am.  Dec.  HO.  Nor  is  the  lien 
of  &  mechanic  a  "claim"  against  an  estate:  Booth  v.  Pendola,  S8 
Cal.  36,  44;  23  Pac.  Rep.  200;  25  Pae.  Rep.  1101.  The  term  "claim," 
as  used  in  the  code,  in  reference  to  estates  of  deceased  persons,  has 
reference  to  such  demands  or  debts  against  the  decedent  as  existed, 
and,  if  due,  might  have  been  enforced  against  him  in  his  lifetime  by 
proper  action.  The  liabilities  of  the  administrator  or  executor, 
included  in  the  management  of  the  estate  or  in  administering  the 
trust,  stand  upon  a  different  footing:  Stuttmeister  v.  Superior  Court, 
72  Cal.  487,  489;  14  Pae.  Rep.  35.  If  the  executor  or  administrator, 
for  the  purpose  of  protecting  the  estate,  advances  money  of  his  own 
to  secure  the  transfer  of  a  mortgage  upon  decedent's  land,  where  he 
has  no  funds  of  the  estate  in  his  hands,  and  procures  the  aasignment 
to  be  made  either  to  himself  or  to  a  third  party  for  the  purpose 
of  enabling  him  to  protect  the  property  from  a  sacrifice  by  fore- 
closure at  suit  of  the  mortgagee,  ho  is  acting  within  the  line  of  his 
authority  as  representative,  and  his  act  is  not  to  be  construed  as  a 
"  pnrcbase "  of  the  claim  for  his  own  benefit,  in  violation  of  tbe 
statute:  Burnett  v.  Lyford,  93  Cal.  114,  118;  28  Pae.  Bep.  855;  Estate 
of  McDougald,  146  Cal.  191,  192;  79  Pac.  Rep.  878.  The  contract 
between  an  ezeentrii  and  third  persons,  who  have  full  knowledge  of 
the  facts,  whereby  such  third  persons  are  to  purchase  personal  prop. 
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ert7,  ftt  a  probate  sale  thereof  far  the  beaefit  of  aueli  execntrix,  she 
agreeing  to  advance  tbe  purchase  price,  and  to  guarantee  the  bnyera 
againet  loss  or  damage  aod  to  give  them  poBHession  of  the  goods  until 
other  aeeocitj'  is  famished,  and  to  pay  them  interest  on  the  amount 
advanced,  is  an  unlaT^ful  and  void  traesaetiou,  becaose  it  is  in  aid 
of  an  act  expTessly  prohibited  bj  law,  and  because  it  is  contrary  to 
the  policy  of  express  law,  for  the  reason  that  it  is  indirectly  a  pur- 
chase by  the  executrix  of  the  property  of  the  estate  she  represented; 
Jones  V.  Hanna,  81  Cal.  SOT,  508,  509;  22  Pac.  Bep.  883.  In  Nevada, 
the  purchase,  bj  an  executor  or  an  administrator,  of  a  claim  against 
tbe  estate  which  he  represents  is  not  absolutely  void.  Hence  if  he 
purchases  a  mortgage  in  good  faith,  and  with  no  design  to  injure  the 
estate,  the  purchase  will  be  sustained,  where  the  estate  has  been 
benefited  by  the  delay  in  foreclosure;  Furth  v.  Wyatt,  37  Nev.  180; 
30  Pac.  Bep.  &SS,  829.  A  surety  on  an  administrator's  bond  is  not 
precluded  from  purchasing  claims  against  the  estate;  and,  when  the 
estate  is  insolvent,  and  pays  only  a  percentage  of  the  claims  against 
it,  and  when  this  percentage  was  received  by  such  boadsman  on  a 
claim  which  he  undertook  to  purchase,  but  did  not  in  fact  own,  and 
an  action  is  brought  against  him  by  the  true  owner  for  money  had 
and  received,  tbe  recovery  must  be  limited  to  the  amount  actually 
received:  Luther  v.  Hunter,  7  N.  D.  544;  75  K.  W.  Eep.  916. 

(B>  Not  to  puicbaaa  estate.  An  executor  or  administrator  of  an 
estate  of  a  deceased  person  has  no  authority  to  bid  in  for  the  estate, 
at  execution  sale,  real  or  personal  property  levied  upon  to  satisfy  an 
execution  issued  upon  a  judgment  in  favor  of  the  estate;  Sedgwick 
V.  Sedgwick  (Cal.),  4  Pac.  Rep.  570.  A  statute  which  expressly 
declares  that  no  executor  shall,  directly  or  indirectly,  purchase  any 
property  of  the  estate  he  represents,  and  which  prohibits  him  from 
being  interested  in  any  sale,  simply  declares,  in  the  case  of  executor* 
and  administrators,  an  already  existing  rule  in  equity,  to  wit,  that 
contracts  in  which  a  trustee  both  buys  and  sells  to  himself  are  void. 
But  a  contract  to  purchase  tbe  interest  of  an  heir  in  an  estate  by 
an  executor  does  not  come  within  the  letter  or  spirit  of  either  the 
statute  or  this  equitable  rule.  The  executor  has  no  authority,  as 
such,  to  sell  tbe  interest  of  an  heir  in  the  estate.  Such  interest  is 
not,  in  any  sense,  property  of  tbe  estate;  it  is  the  property  of  the 
heir,  and  he  alone  can  sell  it.  Owing  to  the  advantage  that  might 
be  taken  of  heirs  by  executors  or  administrators,  the  court  would, 
if  it  were  called  upon  to  pass  upon  such  a  sale,  where  the  heir  waa 
claiming  that  he  had  been  overreached  or  wronged,  ssrutinize  tho 
matter,  and,  if  unfair  in  its  terms,  would  not  hesitate  to  set  such 
contract  aside,  but  not  because  it  is  in  violation  of  the  statute 
referred  to.  In  other  words,  these  sales  by  an  heir  to  an  executor 
are  not  within  tbe  statute  at  all.    It  Ihey  arc  fair  in  themselves,  they 
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shonld  be  upheld,  the  same  as  otber  coatraete;  Height  t.  Pesraon,  11 
Utah,  S4;  39  Pac.  Bep.  479,  480.  After  one  has  ceased  to  be  an 
administrator,  and  the  ftdmiuist ration  has  been  closed,  be  has  a  per- 
fect right  to  purehaae  from  the  purchaeer  at  a.  probate  sale,  and 
there  is  nothing  on  the  tare  of  the  business  that  is  irregular  or 
improper:  Barris  v.  Adams,  96  Cal.  664,  668;  31  Pac.  Bep.  565. 

(8>  Cannot  do  Wluit.  An  oieoutor  or  administrator,  being  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  estate,  cannot  represent  a  claimant  against  the 
estate:  Id  re  Hobson's  Estate  (Col.),  91  Pac.  Rep.  929,  931.  He  has 
no  power  to  receive,  in  full  satisfaction  of  a  judgment  in  favor  of 
the  estate,  an  amount  less  than  that  due  thereon:  Siddall  v.  Clark,  89 
Cal.  321;  26  Pac.  Rep.  829,  S30.  Ho  has  no  power  to  relieve  a  bank, 
which  is  an  involuntary  trustee,  of  money  belonging  to  tho  estate, 
from  its  trnst  relation  to  the  estate:  First  Nat.  Bank  v.  Waketield, 
148  Cal.  55S;  83  Pac.  Bep.  10T6,  1077.  He  has  no  power  to  bind 
the  heirs  by  consenting  to  the  laying  out  of  a  highway  across  the 
estate,  whereby  such  heirs  are  devested  of  their  estate  in  the  land: 
Rush  V.  McDermott,  50  Cal.  471,  473.  He  has  no  power  to  convey 
a  part  of  the  estate  to  an  attorney  as  a  contingent  fee  for  his  ser- 
vices in  recovering  it:  Estate  of  Page,  57  Cal.  238,  241.  He  is  not 
authorized  to  loan  funds  of  the  estate,  as  that,  of  itself,  would  be  a 
breach  of  trust:  Estate  of  Clark,  S3  Cal.  355,  357.  He  is  not  author- 
ized to  extend  the  time  of  payments  to  the  estate:  Maddock  v.  Bus- 
sell,  109  Cal.  417,  424;  i2  Pac.  Rep.  139.  Whenever  an  executor  or 
administrator  undertakes  to  go  beyond  the  strict  line  of  his  duty, 
he  acts  upon  bis  own  responsibility:  Estate  of  Rose,  80  Cal.  166,  172; 
22  Pac.  Bep.  86;  Estate  of  Knight,  12  Cal.  200,  208;  73  Am.  Dec. 
531.  An  executor  or  administrator  cannot  cf^nvey  the  estate  be  rep- 
resents to  pay  his  own  debts.  Such  a  conveyance  would  be  a  mis- 
appropriation and  waste  of  the  property  of  the  estate:  Horton  v. 
Jack,  126  Cal.  521;  58  Pac.  Rep.  1051.  Executors  or  administrators 
are  not  authorized  to  erect  a  dwelling-house  with  the  funds  or  assets 
of  the  estate  to  be  occupied  by  one  of  tbem;  nor  can  they  involve 
the  estate  by  borrowing  money  with  which  to  pay  for  material  and 
labor  performed  in  the  construction  of  such  house:  Bolfsou  v.  Can- 
non, 3  Utah,  232;  2  Pac.  Bep.  205.  An  executor  or  administrator 
cannot  give  a  right  of  lien  against  the  property  be  represents,  with- 
out an  order  of  court:  San  Francisco  Pav.  Co.  v.  Fairfield,  134  Cal. 
220,  224;  66  Pac.  Rep.  255;  Fish  v.  McCarthy,  96  Cal.  484;  31  Am. 
St.  Bep.  237;  31  Pac.  Hep.  529;  Chappius  v.  Blankman,  128  Cal.  362; 
69  Pac.  Rep.  925.  An  executor,  not  authorized  by  the  will,  cannot 
pay  a  mortgage  indebtedness  on  property  conveyed  by  the  testator 
to  another:  Estate  of  Wells  (Cal.  App.),  94  Pac.  Bep.  856,  858.  An 
executor  or  administrator  has  no  power  to  sign  a  petition  for  the 
openiog  of  a  street  fronting  the  property  of  the  estate  he  represents, 
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unless  autliorized  bj  the  law  under  which  he  is  acting:  Kahn  t. 
Board  of  Sopervisora,  79  Cal.  388,  398;  21  Pac.  Bep.  849.  An  executor 
or  adminiHtrator  eaunot,  where  the  estate  is  insolvent,  retain  monej' 
thereof  for  a  dsbt  due  to  himeelf:  De  la  Querra  v.  Packard,  IT  Cal. 
18S,  192.  An  executor  cannot,  in  an^  case,  litigate  the  claim  of  one 
legatee  as  against  the  others  at  the  expense  of  the  estate:  Estate 
of.Marrey,  6a  Cal.  287;  3  Pae,  Hep.  896. 

(ID)  With  respect  to  leasas  utd  mortgagaa.  In  Colorado,  the  lands 
of  au  intestate  descend  to  the  heirs,  and  not  to  the  administrator. 
The  title  veats  immediately  in  the  heirs;  and  the  administrator  has 
no  control  over,  or  right,  title,  or  interest  in,  the  lands,  except  the 
power  to  harvest  growing  crops,  and  to  lease,  mortgage,  or  sell  in 
certain  contingencies,  and  under  proper  order  of  tbo  court  having 
probate  jurisdiction.  By  special  statute,  he  is  empowered  to  take 
possession  of,  sue  for,  and  recover  the  rents  of  real  property  belong- 
ing to  the  estate,  but  this  statute  does  not  give  w,ay  further  power 
or  authority  over,  or  in  cODUection  with,  ths  realty,  other  than  the 
receipt  and  collection  of  the  rents.  It  does  not  direct  nor  author- 
ize the  administrator  to  taiie  possession  of  the  lands  or  tenements. 
It  dose  not  empower  him  to  execute  a  lease.  Neither  can  the  admin- 
istrator, by  virtue  of  any  authority  given  him  in  sueh  statute,  termi- 
nate an  existing  lease,  of  his  own  volition:  Rupp  v.  Bupp,  11  Cot. 
App.  36;  52  Pac.  Hep.  290,  291.  The  administrator  cannot,  without 
being  duly  authorised  by  the  probate  court,  assign  to  the  principal 
creditor,  a  mortgage  given  to  the  deceased  in  his  lifetime  to  indemnify 
the  latter  as  surety:  Pierce  v.  Batten,  3  Kan.  App.  396;  42  Pac.  Bep. 
924.  An  estate  cannot  be  estopped  from  pleading  the  illegality  of  a 
mortgage  executed  tber.eon  by  a  prior  administrator,  unless  it  is 
shown  that  the  estate  was  actually  the  recipient  of  the  money 
obtained  by  the  administrator:  Wallace  v.  Grant,  27  Wash.  171);  67 
Pac.  Bep.  S78,  580.  Where  bo  administrator  bad  giveu  a  mortgage 
to  his  intestate  on  certain  lots,  the  administrator  has  no  power  to 
caneel  or  relr^Hse,  from  the  lien  of  the  mortgage  due  to  thi;  estate,  a 
portion  of  the  property  covered  by  such  mortgage  for  the  purpose 
of  enabliog  him  individually  to  borrow  money  thereon.  His  attempt 
to  do  so  constitutes  a  fraud  upon  the  estate,  particularly  where  he 
does  not  use  the  money  to  make  payment  of  the  debt  owing  by  him 
to  the  estate:  Eastham  v.  Landon,  IT  Wash.  48;  48  Pac.  Bep.  729, 
740,  An  adininistrutor  receiving,  as  assets  of  the  estate  of  his 
decedent,  a  promissory  note  secured  by  mortgsge,  and  having  obtained 
a  judgment  on  the  note,  and  a  decree  of  foreclosure,  may  bid  in  the 
land  at  the  foreclosure  sale,  as  administrator,  in  satisfaction  of  the 
indebtedness,  wholly  or  in  part,  and  the  sherifTs  deed  will  pass  the 
title  to  him  as  administrator:  Briggs  v.  Chicago  etc.  B.  B.  Co.,  56 
Kan.   526;   43   Pac.   Bep.   1131. 
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(11)  O&imot  lltigftta  wbat  cIhUiib.  Executors  and  sdminiBtratoTS 
cannot  litigate  the  claims  of  one  heir  agaiust  those  of  another:  Gold- 
tree  v.  Thompson,  83  Cal.  420,  422;  23  Pa?.  Eep.  383;  Hoach  v. 
Coffey,  73  Cal.  281;  14  Pac.  Bep.  S40.  An  executrix  cannot  litigate 
the  claims  of  one  Bet  of  legatees  against  the  others  at  the  expense 
of  the  estate,  where  she  has  no  interest,  in  her  representative  capacity, 
in  the  matters  involved:  Estate  of  Murphy,  145  Cal.  464;  78  Pac.  Hep. 
980,  961. 

(12)  In  Jndldal  pioceodlngs.  An  action  for  divorce  is  a  purely 
personal  action,  and  where  the  plaintiff  obtained  a  decree,  but  died 
afterwards,  his  executor  has  no  power  to  consent  to  the  setting  aside 
of  the  decree:  Dwyer  v.  Nolan,  40  Wash.  459;  82  Pac.  Hep.  746,  747. 
Where  judgment  was  recovered  on  a  note  against  the  testator,  who 
was  not  in  pari  delicto  with  the  assignees  of  the  note,  his  executors 
are  not  precluded  from  denying  the  validity  of  the  judgment  thereon 
as  a  claim  against  his  estate:  McColgan  v.  Muirlaad,  2  Cal.  App.  6, 
9;   82  Pac.  Bep.  1113. 


6.  Joint  administrators  and  ci 

(1)  In  general.  Joint  administrators  stand  on  the  same  footing, 
and  are  invested  with  the  same  authority,  in  respect  to  tbc  admin- 
istration of  the  estate,  as  co-executors,  and,  like  them,  are  regarded 
in  law  as  one  person,  and  consequently  the  acts  of  one  of  them,  in 
respect  to  the  administration,  are  deemed  to  be  the  acts  of  all,  Inas- 
much as  they  have  a  Joint  and  entire  authority  over  the  whole 
property:  Willis  v.  Farley,  24  Gal.  490,  501.  Each  is  chargeable  with 
the  full  amount  of  the  assets  which  may  come  into  his  hands,  and 
is  entitled  to  bo  credited  with  all  disbursements  legally  made  on 
behalf  of  the  estate.  Each  may  keep  a  separate  account,  and  present 
the  same  for  final  settlement.  They  are  entitled  to  share  and  share 
alike  only  where  their  liabilities  and  services  have  been  equal:  Hope 
V.  Jones,  24  Cal.  89,  93.  It  one  of  two  execntors  is  absent  from  the 
Htate,  the  other  can  administer:  Wheeler  v.  Bolton,  54  Cal.  302. 
Where  it  appears  from  various  paragraphs  of  the  will  that  the  inten- 
tion of  the  tcstatrii  was  simply  to  make  a  designated  person  the 
attorney  and  counselor  of  the  executrix,  and  not  to  commit  to  him  the 
administration  of  the  estate,  he  is  not  entitled  to  be  appointed  as 
co-executor  with  the  executrix:  Estate  of  Ogier,  101  Cal.  381,  337; 
40  Am.  8t.  Eep.  61;  35  Pac.  Bep.  900. 

(2)  OljUgationa  and  liability.  Bond.  The  obligations  of  co-execu- 
tors arise  from  their  contract,  and  are  several.  Although  one  may, 
in  some  cases,  make  himself  liable  by  placing  the  other  in  a  position 
to  do  wrong,  or  by  aiding  him  in  his  acts  of  misfeasance,  the  liability 
is  still  the  several   liability  of  each.     And   this  is  so,  even   if  it  bo 
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conceded  that  tlie  deviseeB  and  legatees  may,  under  Bome  eiicumstances, 
claim  both  to  be  liable.  If  an  executor  etanda  bj  and  Bees  a  breach 
of  tniBt  committed,  or  about  to  be  committed,  by  a  co-executor,  aud 
does  notbiug  to  protect  the  estate,  or  to  call  the  defaulting  eieeotor 
to  account,  he  ib  liable.  When  an  executor  iB  guilt/  of  neglect  with 
reference  to  assets  in  the  poBsoiaioc  of  his  co-executor,  he  is  not 
made  liable  upon  the  theory  that  the  assets  are  in  the  posscBBion  of 
both,  which  in  fact  they  are  not,  but  for  his  neglect  to  deliver  them 
to  his  co-executor  without  good  cauae,  or  in  not  seeing  to  it  that 
thej  were  taken  out  of  the  possession  of  the  co-executor,  or  were 
not  by  him  misapplied  oi  lost:  Estate  of  Sanderson,  71  Cal.  199,  211, 
213;  IS  Pac.  Bep.  753.  The  extent  of  the  liability  of  an  executor  for 
the  acts  of  his  co-executor  will  depend  verj  much  on  the  circum- 
BtBDceB  of  each  case:  Estate  of  Sanderson,  74  Cal.  1B9,  212;  15  Pac 
Bep.  753.  The  fact  that  the  testator  misplaced  bis  confldeace  in 
one  executor  does  not  operate  to  the  prejudice  of  the  other:  Estate  of 
Sanderaon,  74  Cal.  199,  212;  15  Pac.  Bep.  753.  If  one  executor  merely 
permits  his  co-executor  to  take  possession  of  assets  without  going 
further,  and  does  not  concur  in  any  miaapplication  of  them,  he  does 
not  render  himself  answerable  for  the  receipt  of  his  co-executor: 
Estate  of  Sanderson,  74  Cal.  109,  212;  15  Pac.  Bep.  753.  When  two 
or  more  persons  are  appointed  executors  or  admin jstrators,  the  court 
most  require  a  separate  bond  from  each  of  them;  and  each  ie  charge- 
able in  his  account  with  the  whole  of  the  estate  which  ma.j  come 
into  his  hands.  But  when  executors  give  a  joint  and  several  bond, 
the  effect  is  to  make  them  jointly  and  severally  liable  on  such  bond 
for  the  misconduct  of  each:  Estate  of  Sanderson,  74  Cal.  199,  213;  15 
Pac.  Bep.  753. 

(3)  Same.  Fonndation  of  liability-  A  wrongful  act  or  omitted 
duty  lies  at  the  foundation  -of  an  executor's  liability.  He  has  the 
right  to  assume,  in  all  cases,  that  hia  co-executor  ia  an  honest  man. 
The  testator,  by  his  appointment,  recommended  him  as  such,  and  the 
fact  that  he  is  insolvent  should  create  no  suspicion  upon  which  to 
base  a  want  of  confidence.  An  honest  executor  who  ia  poor  is  as 
worthy  of  confidence  and  trust  as  an  honest  executor  who  is  rich. 
But  where  the  estate,  or  part  of  it,  has  been  lost  through  the  failure 
of  the  executors  to  perform  some  duty  required  of  them  by  the  trnst) 
such  as  to  collect  debts  before  the  statute  of  limitationa  haa  barred  an 
action  thereon  to  preserve  the  estate,  to  prevent  waste,  etc.,  they 
are  liable,  jointly  and  severally:  Estate  of  Osborn,  87  Cal.  1,  S;  25 
Pac.  Bep.  157;  11  L,  E,  A,  204.  An  executor  who  has  money  of  the 
catatc  in  hia  hands,  and  turns  it  over  to  bis  co-exeentor,  or  who 
actively  assists  to  put  it  into  the  hands  of  his  co.executor,  is  generally 
answerable  for  any  miaappli cation  of  it  by  the  latter.  There  are 
exceptions  to  this  geocrul  rule;   but  to  avoid  liability  in  such  eases, 
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It  muit' appear  that  good  rsaHonB  existed  for  turning  over  the  money 
to  the  co-eieeutor,  and  that,  in  aHowing  him  to  keep,  control,  and 
diaburBe  it,  he  acted  in  good  laith,  without  notice  of  any  purpose  to 
migapply  it,  and  with  reasonable  prudence  and  diHcretion:  Estate  of 
Osborn,  87  Cat.  1,  i;  25  Pac.  Bep.  157;  11  L.  B.  A.  264.  When  an 
executor  discovers  that  there  is  a  shortage  in  tho  estate,  that  his  co- 
executor  is  not  doing  right,  and  is  in  failing  circumstances,  it  is  his 
duty  to  the  beneficiaries  and  to  himself  to  report  the  facts  to  the 
coart,  and  to  procure  a  settlement  of  the  estate.  This  would  deter- 
mine the  liability  of  each,  and  put  all  concerned  upon  their  guard. 
An  executor  must  be  held  answerable  when  it  is  apparent  that  only 
his  own  neglect  and  mistaken  ii  .a  as  to  his  liability  have  occasioned 
loss:  Estate  of  Osbom,  87  Cai.  1,  10;  25  Pac.  Bep.  157;  11  L.  B.  A.  264. 
£ach  co-executor  is  equally  entitled  to  the  possession  of  the  estate: 
Abila  V.  Burnett,  33  Cal.  658,  867.  An  execntoT  who  allows  his  co- 
executor  to  handle  the  money  of  the  estate,  because  such  co-executor 
is  a  lawyer,  and  knows  more  about  the  business,  is  still  jointly  and 
severally  answerable  with  him  to  the  heirs,  if,  through  his  inexcusable 
neglect,  he  permits  such  co-executor  to  lose  the  estate:  Hewlett  v. 
Beede,  2  Cal.  App,  561;  83  Pac.  Rep.  1086,  1087.  A  eo-exeeutor  Is 
properly  charged  with  interest  upon  a  sum  which  he  appropriates  as 
his  commissions  prior  to  the  final  settlement  of  his  estate:  Estate  of 
Carter,  133  Cal.  113,  114;  64  Pac.  Bep.  123. 


Co-executors  are  coDsidered  as  one  person:  Bee  note  9  L.  B.  A.  S23-227. 

7.  Foreign  and  ancillary  administratloti. 
(1>  Foralgn  admin tstratlon.  It  is  the  duty  of  a  domiciliary  exeea- 
tor  to  gather  in  and  account  for  the  foreign  assets  of  his  testator,  so 
far  as  he  is  able  to  do  so:  Estate  of  Ortiz,  86  Cal.  306,  315;  21  Am.  St. 
Bep.  44;  24  Pac.  Bep.  1034.  When  a  court  in  a  foreign  jurisdiction 
has  found,  upon  the  evidence  before  it,  that  it  has  jurisdiction  of  an 
estate  and  of  its  settlement,  and  authority  to  issue  letters  of  adminis- 
tration therein,  this  finding  necessarily  implies  that  the  decedent  was 
a  resident  of  that  place,  if  that  fact  was  essential  to  give  such  juris- 
diction to  that  court:  Collins  v.  Maude,  144  Cal.  280,  293;  77  Pac.  Rep. 
945.  If  a  foreign  executor  desires  to  maintain  an  action  in  the  courts 
of  California,  his  first  step  is  to  obtain  letters  of  administration 
from  the  court  in  that  state.  He  cannot  maintain  an  action  for 
a  claim  due  the  testator,  without  first  haviug  obtained  ancillary  letters 
testamentary  or  of  administration:  Lewis  v.  Adams  (Cal.),  8  Pac. 
Bep.  619,  620;  but  a  foreign  administrator  or  executor  has  a  right  to 
sue  personally,  in  that  state,  on  a  judgment  by  him  recovered  as  execu- 
tor or  administrator  out  of  the  state:  Lewis  v.  Adams,  70  Cal.  403, 
408;  59  Am.  Bep.  423;  11  Pac.  Bep.  833.  And  when  it  is  not  necM- 
Probate  —  E6 
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sary  for  a  plaintiff  to  sue  ae  executor  or  adniiDistrator,  all  avcrmenta' 
in  Lib  complaint  in  relation  to  his  ofiBcial  capacity  may  be  rejected. 
Hence  if  tbc  plaintiflf,  who  has  recovered  a  jadgtnent  as  administrator 
in  one  jurisdiction,  brings  an  action  on  the  judgment  in  another,  and 
names  himself  as  administrator  in  tbe  last  action,  the  aTerment  may 
be  disregarded:  Lewis  v.  Adama,  70  Cai.  4B3,  412;  39  Am.  Eep.  423; 
11  Pac.  Rep.  833.  So  an  administrator  who  has,  within  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  bis  appointment,  obtained  a  judgment  against  a  debtor  of  a 
foreign  state,  or  has  reduced  the  personal  property  of  the  estate  to 
possession,  so  as  to  acquire  the  legal  title  thereto,  and  it  is  wrong- 
fully taken  from  him  and  carried  to  a  foreign  state,  he  may,  in  such 
foreign  state,  maintain  an  action,  not  officially,  but  in  bis  individual 
i;apacity,  upon  such  judgment,  or  to  recover  such  personal  property  so 
wrongfully  taken  from  bim:  McCully  v.  Cooper,  114  Gal.  358,  261;  55 
Am.  at.  Kcp.  66;  46  Pae.  Kep.  82;  35  L.  E.  A,  492,  If  there  are  no 
debts  owing  by  the  estate  in  the  jurisdiction  where  tbe  foreign  debtor 
r:  sides,  and  no  ancillary  administration  bas  been  granted  there,  the 
principal  administrator  may,  in  such  foreign  state,  receive  a  voluntary 
payment  from  tbe  debtor,  which  will  be  a  good  acquittance  to  him, 
oven  if  an  ancillary  administrator  should  be  subsaquently  appointed: 
McCully  v.  Cooper,  114  Cal.  253,  261;  55  Am.  St.  Bep.  56;  46  Pac.  Bep. 
S2;  35  L.  R.  A.  492.  A  certificate  of  deposit  is  a  negotiable  security, 
and  to  tbat  extout  is  on  the  same  footing  as  promissory  notes;- and 
where  a  domiciliary  administrator,  appointed  in  the  state  of  Indiana, 
is  temporarily  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  courts  of  California,  with 
the  evidence  of  a  simple  contract  debt,  which  contract  debt  is  due 
and  owing  in  (Talifornia,  the  California  administratrix  may  recover 
from  such  domiciliary  administrator  a  certificate  of  deposit  which  is 
the  evidence  of  such  debt;  McCully  v.  Cooper,  114  Cal.  2SS,  260;  55 
Am.  St.  Eep.  66;  46  Pac.  Bep.  82;  35  L.  B.  A.  492.

(2)  Same.  AnclUaiy  administration.  The  authority  of  an  execu- 
tor or  administrator  does  not  extend  beyond  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
state  or  government  under  which  the  representative  is  invested  with 
authority;  and  if  there  be  assets  in  another  state  than  that  in  which 
the  principal  letters  are  granted,  an  administration  may  be  obtained 
there,  and  such  administration  will  be  regarded  as  ancillary  to  the 
administration  of  the  domicile:  McCully  v.  Cooper,  114  Cal.  258,  261; 
55  Am.  St.  Rep.  66;  46  Pac,  Rep.  82;  35  L.  B.  A.  492.  An  ancUIary 
administration  is  recognized  by  the  laws  of  California:  Estate  of 
Apple,  66  Cal.  432,  435;   6  Pac.  Bep.  7;  UcCully  v.  Cooper,  114  Cal. 
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258;  55  Am.  St.  Rep.  66;  46  Pac.  Bep.  S2;  35  L.  B.  A.  492.  AbcUlaTy 
administration  is  called  Bucb  to  distinguish  it  from  the  adminiBtration 
of  the  last  residence  of  the  deceased,  but  they  are  wholly  independent 
of  each  other.  The  reason  why  local  administration  is  provided  for 
is  for  the  protection  of  local  creditors  and  claimants,  and  no  state 
should  allow  property  to  be  taken  from  its  borders  untU  debts  to 
its  own  citizens  have  been  satisfied.  No  country  will  allow  a 
foreign  court  to  eiercise  its  jurisdiction  within  its  borders.  For 
most  purposes,  a  chose  in  action  ad  be  res  to  the  person  of  the  owner, 
but  for  the  purposes  of  founding  administration,  this  is  not  true. 
For  such  purpose,  the  situs  is  whore  the  debtor  resides.  The  power 
of  a  domiciliary  executor  to  assign  personal  property,  which  has  its 
situs  in  another  jurisdiction,  results  from  the  common-law  rule  tbat 
such  assets  descend  to  the  personal  representative,  and  not  to  the 
heir.  That  doctrine  docs  not  prevail  in  California.  Hence  an  executor 
outside  of  that  state  has  no  power,  as  against  an  administrator  with 
the  will  aunexed,  appointed  in  the  ancillary  administration  of  his 
property  situated  in  that  state,  to  sell  and  assign  certificates  of  stock 
in  a  national  bank  located  in  tbat  stale;  Murphy  v.  Crouse,  135  Cal. 
14,  18,  19;  87  Am.  St,  Rep.  90;  06  Pac.  Rep.  971.  The  Kansas  statute 
authorizing  foreign  executors  and  administrators  with  the  will 
annexed  to  convey  real  estate  in  pursuance  of  power  contained  in 
the  will  is  constitutional  and  valid;  and  such  statute  is  applicable  to 
all  wills  which  were  executed  and  proved  in  Huolher  state  or  territory 
prior  to  its  passage,  as  well  as  to  those  executed  and  proved  after 
its  passage:  Calloway  v.  Cooley  (Kan),  32  Pac.  Kep.  372.  When  an 
executrix  is  appointed  in  another  state,  on  the  estate  of  a  person 
dying  outside  of  tbe  state  of  Kansas,  and  no  executor,  executrix,  or 
Administrator  thereon  is  appointed  in  the  state  of  Kansas,  the  foreign 
executrix  may  file  an  authenticated  copy  of  her  appointment  in  the 
probate  court  of  any  county  in  tha  state  of  Kansas  in  which  there 
is  real  estate  of  the  deceased,  and  then  may  be  authorized,  under  an 
order  of  the  court,  to  s.-il  the  real  estate  for  the  payment  of  debts 
of  the  decedent  and  the  charges  of  administration,  in  the  manner  and 
on  the  terms  and  conditions  prescribed  by  the  statute  of  Kansas: 
lEiggina  t.  Seed,  48  Kan.  272;  29  Pac.  Rep.  389.

ot  his  rights,  traosfcrs  pcrsounl  property  to  another  for  an  adequate 
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consideration,  which  be  received,  bis  admioiBtrator  and  beiiB  are 
bound  bj  bis  act  and  caunot  queatios  the  validity  of  the  agroement: 
Jones  T.  Tallant,  »0  Gal.  3S6,  389;  27  Pae.  Bep.  305.  An  adminia- 
tratOT  may  maintain  an  action  against  tbo  executors  of  a  former 
administrator  to  recover  moneys  received  by  the  testator  of  tbe 
defendant  estate,  while  acting  as  aueh  former  administrator,  and  for 
which  moneys  no  accounting  bad  ever  been  made:  Curran  v.  Ken- 
nedy, SO  Cal.  9S,  99;  26  Vac.  Hep.  64.  A  widow,  who  is  also  executrix, 
cannot,  as  claimant,  sue  herself  in  her  repreBentative  capacity  ta 
recover  money  paid  for  funeral  ezpensea  of  decedent:  Phillips  v. 
Phillips,  IS  Mont.  31)S;  45  Pac.  Rep.  221.  An  administrator,  who  baa 
been  appointed  under  a  void  order,  cannot  recover  fees  from  the 
estate:  Slate  v.  Henkle,  45  Or.  430;  78  Pac.  Bep,  325,  326.  An  estate 
of  a  decedent  would  not  be  entitled  to  recover  the  possession  of  real 
property  on  the  ground  that  a  sale  thereof  was  made  without  the 
confirmation  of  the  court,  without  returning,  or  offering  to  return 
to  the  purchaser,  the  purchase  money,  after  an  acconnting  which 
would  involve  the  purchase  price:  Richards  v.  Ricliards,  36  Cal.  Dec. 
369,  380  (Nov.  4,  1908).  If  an  executor,  under  a  miBtake  of  law, 
makes  a  payment  of  money  to  a  beneficiary  under  a  will,  he  cannot 
recover  the  same:  Scott  v.  Ford  (Or.),  97  Pac.  Bep.  SB,  100,  101.  In 
an  action  of  assumpsit  by  an  administrator,  the  defendant  cannot 
contest  the  plaintiff's  appointment,  or  collaterally  question  its  valid- 
ity: Magoon  v.  AAii,  S  Haw.  191,  195.

2.  Abatsment.  DI«contlntuuice.  The  statute  of  Colorado,  which 
extends  the  time  for  bringing  actions  in  favor  of  executors  and  admin- 
istrators upon  the  happening  of  certain  contingencies,  is  not  applicable 
to  a  case  brought  by  decedent  in  his  lifetime,  and  ia  not  abated  nor 
discontinued  by  his  death,  or  for  any  other  reason  ennmerated  in  the 
statute:  Barlow  v.  Hitzler  (Col.),  90  Pac.  Bep.  90,  82. 

3.  Parties.  As  the  estate  is  entire,  where  more  than  one  executor 
is  appointed,  they  arc  considered  in  law  as  one  person,  and  all  of 

them  must  join  as  plaintiffs  in  bringing  an  action  for  aa  accounting 
in  behalf  of  the  estate;  but  where  no  objection  was  made  on  account 
of  the  non-joinder  of  two  of  the  executors,  and,  as  they  were  made 
defendants  in  the  action  in  their  representative  capacity,  and 
remained  in  the  court  throughout  the  proccr^ding  while  the  accounting 
was  being  made,   the  failure   to  name   them  as  plaintiffs  cannot  be 
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regarded  as  a  fatal  objection:  Inalej  v.  Sbire,  54  Ean.  793;  39  Pae. 
Bep.  713.  An  eiecntrix  of  a  deceased  person  is  the  proper  party  to 
Bue  on  a  fire-insurance  policy  issued  on  tbe  property  of  deceased, 
where  the  death  occurred  before  the  loss;  and  an  allegation  that  she 
is  the  duly  qnalified  and  acting  executrix  is  sufficient,  without  alleg- 
ing the  probate  of  the  will:  German  Iniuraoce  etc.  Co.  v.  Wright, 
6  Kan.  App.  611;  49  P&c.  Kep,  704.  If  an  administratrix,  as  an  indi- 
vidual, claims  adversely  to  the  estate  she  represents,  she  cannot 
properly  represent  the  estate  in  an  action  relating  to  property  so 
claimed,  and  in  any  sucli  action  it  is  necessary  to  make  all  creditors, 
as  well  as  all  heirs,  parties:  Byrne  v.  Byrne,  94  Cal.  576,  5S1;  29 
Pac.  Bep.  1115;  13  Pac.  Bep.  196.  An  action  may  be  maintained  by 
the  plaintiff,  both  in  bis  individual  capacity  and  in  bis  representative 
capacity,  where  he  has  a  personal  interest  in  securing  the  cancelation 
of  a  note  made  by  him,  and  is  therefore  entitled  to  an  application,  on 
the  original  debt  and  interest  thereon,  of  all  payments  made  by  bim, 
and  where  he  has,  as  the  executor  of  another,  a  like  interest  in  tbe 
application  of  payments  made  by  such  other  person;  and  he  is  a 
proper  party  to  such  suit:  Epping  v.  Washington  Nat.  Bldg.  Assoc, 
44  Or.  116;  74  Pac.  Bep.  923.  In  an  action  by  an  administrator  of  a 
co-surety  to  recover  from  the  principal  a  sum  paid  by  such  adminis- 
trator in  discbarge  of  tbe  debt,  tbe  fact  that  tbere  was  another 
co-surety  does  not  make  tbe  latter's  estate  a  necessary  party  to  the 
action:  Townsend  v.  Sullivan,  3  Cal.  App.  115,  119;  84  Pac.  Bep.  435. 
A  bill  in  equity,  by  an  administrator,  to  foreclose  an  equitable  inter- 
est in  lauds  sold  but  not  conveyed  by  his  intestate,  is  not  objection- 
able for  nonjoinder  of  heirs,  after  answer,  if  the  administrator 
alleges  his  readiness  to  furnish  a  good  deed  wbich  would  have  to 
be  executed  by  the  heirs:  Wollenberg  v.  Bose,  41  Or.  314;  6S  Pac.  Bep. 
804,  SOS. 

4.  By  andllaij  admliilstraton.  Ad  ancillary  administrator  may 
maintain  an  action  against  a  foreign  domiciliary  administrator,  who 
is  temporarily  in  this  jurisdiction,  to  recover  possession  of  a  certifi- 
cate of  deposit  belonging  to  tbe  estate,  issued  by  an  insolvent  bank 
in  this  state,  wbich  the  receiver  of  tbe  bank  had  refused  to  allow: 
UcCully  T.  Cooper,  114  Cal.  25S,  263;  46  Fac.  Bep.  82;  55  Am.  St.  Bep. 
66;  95  L.  B.  A.  4S2.  See  also  Murpby  v.  Cross,  135  Cal.  14,  19;  66 
Pao.  Bep.  971;  87  Am,  St,  Bep.  90. 

6.  By  foreign  ezecntors.  A  foreign  executor,  who  purchased  prop. 
erty  in  hie  own  name  as  trustee  for  the  estate  of  which  he  is  an 
executor,  may  maintain  an  action  as  trustee  in  respect  to  such  prop- 
erty: Doe  V.  Tenino  Coal  etc.  Co.,  43  Wash.  523;  86  Pac.  Hep.  938,  B39. 
Under  tbe  law  of  Kansas,  a  foreign  executor  may  sue  to  foreclose  a 
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mortgage  in  favor  of  bis  testKtoi;  Greenwalt  v.  Bastian,  10  Ean.  App. 
101;  61  Pac.  Hep.  513.  Foreign  eiecutora,  to  whom,  tu  truateee,  a  note 
and  mortgage  wore  given  for  assets  of  the  estate  i-eceived  by  the 
mortgagor,  may  maintaiu  an  action  to  foreclose  the  mortgage,  with- 
out taking  out  letters  teBtameotary  in  the  state  where  the  land  is 
situated:  Fox  v.  Tay,  89  Gal.  33B,  350;  24  Pac.  Rep.  855;  26  Pac.  Bep. 
897;  23  Am.  St.  Bep.  474.  A  corporation  which  has  been  reguJarJy 
appointed  an  administrator  in  another  state  may  bring  an  action  as 
administrator  in  this  state:  Germantown  Trust  Co.  v.  Whitney  (S.  D.), 
102  N.  W.  Rep.  304.  An  assignee  of  foreign  eiecutora  may  sue  on  a 
contract  by  deceased,  if  it  appears  that  such  eiecutors  had  authority 
to  make  the  assignment:  Camp  v.  Simon,  23  Utah,  56;  63  Pac.  Bep. 
332,  335.  An  action  may  be  maintained  by  an  executor  in  his  indi- 
vidual capacity  on  a  judgment  recovered  by  him  in  a  foreign  juris- 
diction, in  hia  representative  capacity:  Lewis  v.  Adams,  TO  Cal.  403, 
411;  11  Pac.  Bep.  833;  59  Am.  Bop.  423.  He  may  also,  in  Arizona, 
maintain  such  an  action  in  his  representative  capacity:  Arizona  Cattle 
Co.  V,  Eubcr,  4  Ariz.  G9;  33  Pac.  Bep.  555.  A  foreign  administrator 
cannot  maintain  an  action  for  damages  in  wrongfully  causing  the 
death  of  the  deceased,  if  the  law  of  the  state  where  he  waa  appointed 
does  not  authorize  such  action  by  him.  The  powers  of  the  adminis- 
trator are  limited  by  the  taws  of  the  state  of  his  appointment,  and 
cannot  be  changed  or  enlarged  by  the  laws  of  another  state:  Lime- 
killer  V.  Hannibal  etc.  B.  B.  Co.,  33  Eau.  S3;  5  Pac.  Bep.  401,  404,  405. 
Aa  administrator  appointed  in  one  state,  not  being  entitled  to  the 
poBseesion  of  land  claimed  by  hia  decedent  in  another  state,  cannot 
sue  to  redeem  said  land  from  a  mortgage  by  setting  off  waate  com- 
mitted by  the  mortgagee  in  possession  after  the  death  of  his  intestate; 
nor  to  recover  damagea  for  treapaaaes  committed  by  such  mortgagee 
on  said  land  after  the  death:  Price  v.  Ward,  25  Nev.  203;  58  Pae.  Bep. 
849.  Where  a  resident  of  Illinois  dies  intestate  in  Colorado,  leaving 
promissory  notes  secured  by  mortgage  on  land  in  Kansas,  and  general 
administration  ia  had  on  hia  estate  in  Illinois,  and  admioiatration  is 
also  had  in  Colorado  as  to  property  in  that  state,  but  no  adminiatration 
ia  bad  in  Kanaas,  and  the  notes  and  Kansas  mortgage  come  to  the 
hands  of  the  Colorado  administratrix,  sbe  cannot  maintain  suit 
thereon  aa  administratrix  in  Kansas:  Moore  v.  Jordan,  36  Kan.  271; 
13  Pac.  Bep.  337,  338.  In  the  state  of  Washington  it  ia  held  that  if  a 
foreign  executor,  together  with  his  co-executor  and  the  beneflcianes 
of  the  estate,  sign  a  written  agreement  whereby  such  foreign  czecntor 
purchases  property  in  his  own  name  for  the  benefit  of  the  estate, 
such  purchase  has  the  effect  of  making  him  the  trustee  of  an  express 
trust,  and  that  be  may,  aa  such  trustee,  but  not  aa  executor,  maintain 
an  action  in  that  state  concerning  the  property;  Doe  v.  Tenino  Coal 
etc.  Co.,  43  Wash.  533;  86  Pae.  Kep.  638,  939.     In  aa  action  by   an 
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exeeator  appointed  in  a  foreign  state,  all  averments  in  the  complaint 
in  relation  to  the  plaintiff's  official  capacitj*  maj'  be  rejected:  Owen 
V.  Prink,  24  Cal.  171;  Lewis  v.  Adams,  70  Cal.  403,  411;  11  Pac.  Hep. 
833;  50  Am.  Sep.  423;  Middle  v.  Wilfcins,  1  Pet.  (U.  S.)  686.

6.  Ezecntor  or  administrator  as  repreasntatlve.  The  executors 
represent  both  the  creditors  and  the  heirs  in  all  suits  for  the  benefit 
of  the  estate:  Cunoingbam  v.  Ashley,  45  Cal.  4g5,  403.  The  adminis- 
trator Is  in  privity  with  and  Tepresents  both  heirs  and  creditors,  and 
a  judgment  in  ejectment  recovered  by  or  against  an  administrator  is 
an  estoppel  in  favor  of  or  against  the  heirs  and  tliose  claiming  under 
them;  Cunningham  v.  Aahley,  45  Cal.  485,  403;  McLerau  v.  Benton, 
73  Cal.  320,  342;  14  Pac.  Rep.  870;  2  Am.  St.  Bep.  S14;  Spotts  v. 
Hanley,  85  Cal.  1S5,  167;  24  Pac.  Bep.  738.  An  administrator  may 
maintain  an  action  upon  a  contract  made  after  tbe  death  of  the  intes- 
tate, to  which  he  was  not,  as  such  administrator,  a  party,  and  of 
which  be  had  no  knowledge  at  tho  time  it  was  made,  where  such 
contract  was  made  for  tbe  benefit  of  the  creditors  of  the  estate.  The 
administrator  is  the  agent  of  the  creditors  in  marshaling  the  asseta 
of  the  estate,  and  accumnlating  funds  to  pay  their  claims,  and  he  is, 
aa  well,  the  legal  representative  of  the  estate:  Stewart  v.  Rogers,  71 
Kan.

7.  B]r  a  CO-*X»eatOt.  A  special  administrator,  under  the  California 
statots,  may  maintain  an  action  to  recover  what  he  claims  to  be 
property  of  the  estate  from  the  defendant,  who  asserts  that  such 
property  belongs  to  him  in  his  individual  capacity  and  that  it  is  not 
an  asset  of  the  estate.  If  the  alleged  cause  of  action  is  well  grounded, 
and  the  property  in  question  ought  to  be  decreed  to  be  the  property  of 
the  estate,  the  defendant  cannot  avoid  a  trial  of  tbe  roerita  and  hold 
the  property  upon  the  ground  that,  beeaase  he  is  one  of  the  executors, 
he  cannot  be  sued.  The  statute  providing  that  one  executor  cannot 
maintain  an  action  against  his  co-eiocctor  for  exclusive  possession  of 
property  of  tbe  estate,  etc.,  does  not  apply  to  an  action  where  tbe 
defendant  is  sued  in  bis  individual  capacity,  and  this  pliase  of  the 
case  is  not  changed  by  tbe  fact  that  the  defendant  has  become  an 
executor:  Stohr  v,  Stobr,  148  Cal.  180;  82  Pac.  Rep.  777,  778.  An 
execntor  cannot  sue  bis  co-executor  on  a  promissory  note  given  by  tbe 
latter  to  the  former  for  money  due  to  tbe  estate:  Taylor  v.  Minton,  4o 
Ean.  17;  25  Pac.  Rep.  222. 
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S.  Snt)stttDtlon.  B«TiTftl  of  action.  If  an  executrix  dies  and  ad- 
ministrators are  appointed,  wbo  comneoee  an  action  on  a  note 
belonging  to  the  estate,  tbej  are  the  "  HuceeesorB  in  interest "  of 
the  executrix,  and  may  be  BubBtituted  in  her  place:  Bunker  v.  Taylor, 
:3  8.  D.  433;  83  N.  W.  Eep.  555,  357.  If  an  Bieeutrix  dies,  and 
adminiBtratoTH  are  BubBtituted,  it  is  corraet  practice  to  serve  a  sam- 
m'ons  showing  the  death  of  the  original  plaintiff,  and  the  substitution 
of  tbe  adminiBtrators  as  plaintiffs:  Bunker  v.  Taylor,  13  S.  D.  433;  83 
N.  W.  Sep.  555,  559.  If  an  action  be  brought  by  an  administratrix, 
and  another  be  substituted  in  her  place  pending  a  Buit,  in  tbe 
absence  of  a  showing  to  tbe  contrary  it  will  be  assumed  that  tbe 
substitution  was  properly  made;  and  au  allegation  that  plaintiff  is  a 
stockholder  in  a  designated  company  is  a  sufficient  allegation  that  the 
estate  owned  stock  therein:  Jones  v.  Pearl  Mining  Co.,  20  Col.  417; 
38  Pac.  Sep.  700,  702.  If  a  party  dies  pending  his  appeal  from  a 
judgment  against  him,  and  bia  administrator  is  substituted  as  appel- 
lant, an  affirmance  of  the  judgment  makes  it  a  judgment  against  the 
adminiBtrator,  end  establisbes  the  judgment  as  a  claim  against  the 
estate,  which  shonid  be  paid  before  distribution:  Green  v.  Taney, 
16  Col.  398;  27  Pae.  Rep.  249,  250.  Where  a  judgment  has  been 
entered  against  a  party  after  his  death,  wUch  is  not  void  on  its  face, 
bis  administrator,  subsequently  appointed,  should  procure  it  to  be  set 
aside  before  applying  for  mandamus  to  compel  tbe  court  to  substitute 
him  in  the  action  in  place  of  deceased:  Elliott  v.  Patterson,  65  Gal.

Where  a  plaintiff 
sues  upon  a  note,  having  tbe  legal  title  thereto,  but  no  beneflcial 
interest  therein,  and  upon  tbe  death  of  the  real  owner  executes  an 
assignment  of  the  cause  of  action  to  his  legatee,  and  tbereafter  mich 
plaintiff  dies,  and  the  action  is  revived  and  prosecuted  to  judgment  in 
the  name  of  his  administrator,  no  revivor  being  had  in  the  name  of 
bis  assignee,  the  proceeds  of  such  judgment,  when  collected  by  the 
administrator,  do  not  become  a  part  of  the  assets  of  tbe  estate,  but 
are  held  by  him  in  trust  for  such  assignee:  Wood  v.  Sheidley  (Kan.), 
97  Pac.  Rep.  800.  If  an  action  is  brought  by  a  husband  and  wife, 
properly  joined  as  plaintiffs,  and  the  husband  dies  pending  tbe  suit, 
it  is  proper  to  substitute  his  administratrix  as  a  plaintiff:  Gomez  v. 
Scanlan,  2  Cal.  App.  579,  580;  84  Pac.  Eep.  850. 

9.  heading.  A  complaint  by  an  administrator,  containing  no  alle- 
gation respecting  his  representative  character,  but  in  tbe  title  of 
which  words  showing  simply  his  official  capacity  are  added  directly 
to  his  name  without  tbe  word  "as,"  will  be  deemed  s  complaint  by 
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him  in  hia  individual  c&pacitj:  Burling  t.  TompkinB,  77  Cal.  257,  S58; 
19  Fac.  Bep.  429.  Eiecutora  in  the  state  of  Washington  may  sue 
without  alleging  that  letters  teHtaraentary  have  been  granted  on  a 
non-intervention  will  provided  for  by  the  etatuter  Boyer  v.  Robineon, 
26  Wash.  117;  66  Pae.  Kep.  IIB,  120.  Where  a  plaintiff  dies  pending 
iuit,  and  tbe  action  ia  revived  by  an  order  in  favor  of  his  personal 
representative,  the  pleadings  should  be  so  amended  as  to  show  the 
legal  capacity  of  tbe  representative:  Central  Braneli  U.  P.  By,  Co.  v, 
Andrews,  34  Kan.  563;  9  Pae.  Rep.  213,  216.  If  the  plaintiff  saes  as 
administrator,  and  proves  the  death  of  decadent,  and  issuance  of 
letters  of  administration  to  himself,  this,  in  the  absence  of  any 
proof  to  the  contrary,  sufficiently  establishes  his  representative 
capacity:  Sallazar  v.  Taylor,  18  Col.  538;  33  Pae.

An  allegation,  in  a  complaint,  that  plaintiff  was  duly  appointed 
administrator,  and  that  he  qualified  and  received  letters,  is  a  suiBcieDt 
statement  of  his  representative  capacity  as  against  a  general 
demurrer  for  want  of  facts;  Knight  v.  Le  Bean,  19  Mont.  223;  47 
Pae.  Hep.  952;  Ocrmau  Fire  Ins.  Co.  v.  Wright,  6  Kan,  App.  611;  49 
Pae.  Rep.  704;  Halleck  v.  Miier,  16  Cal.  574,  579.  Though  a  complaint 
by  an  administrator  may  contain  redundant  matter,  and  perhaps  alle- 
(tations  relating  to  more  than  one  cause  of  action,  it  is  the  duty  of 
the  court  to  sustain  the  pleading,  if  sufficient  facts  can  be  found  to 
constitute  any  cause  of  action:  Bright  v.  Ecker,  9  S.  D.  192;  68  N,  W. 
Rep.  326,  327.  Where  a  cause  of  action  accrues  to  an  executor  or 
administrator  after  the  death  of  tbe  decedent,  be  may  sue  thereon, 
either  in  his  representative  or  individual  character,  and  an  aver- 
ment of  the  representative' character  may  be  regarded  as  surplusage: 
Soars  V.  Daly,  43  Or.  346;  73  Pae.  Kep.  5,  6;  Lewis  v.  Adams,  70  Cal. 
403,  411,  412;  II  Pae.  Kep.  833;  59  Am.  Rep.  423.  If  an  executrix 
takes  notes  in  her  own  name  for  a  debt  due  the  estate,  she  may  bring 
suit  in  her  own  name  thereon,  as  well  as  in  her  representative  character: 
Getty  v.  Larkin,  59  Kan.  548;  53  Pae.  Bep.  7S5.  A  person  appointed 
administrator  by  an  order  of  court,  which  was  void  for  want  of  juris- 
diction, cannot  maintain  a  bill  in  equity  against  the  administrator 
legally  appointed  for  expenses  incurred  and  fees  claimed  to  have  been 
earned  in  his  alleged  administration,  where  he  has  an  adequate 
remedy  at  law  for  all  payments  made  by  him  for  the  benefit  of  the 
estate;  Slate  v.  Henkle,  45  Or.  430;  78  Pae.  Kep.  325,  337.  An  objec- 
tion to  an  action  brought  by  an  executor,  that  the  complaint  does 
not  show  by  what  court,  if  any,  the  plaintiff  was  appointed  executor, 
is  not  good  upon  general  demurrer,  where  it  appears  that  the  defend- 
ant contracted  with  the  plaintiff  as  executor.     This,  prima  facie  at

to  fully  execute  all  its  terms  and  provisiona,  is  sufficient,  aa  against 
demurrer,  to  show  that  the  will  under  which  the  executor  was  acting 
at  the  time  dispensed  with  letters  of  administration:  Miller  v.  Borst, 
11  Wash.  260;  39  Pac.  Rep.  662.  The  statute  of  Oregon  has  abolished 
the  common-law  rule  which  made  one  who  officiously  interfered  with 
the  property  of  a  deceased  person  an  executor  de  son  tort,  by  depriv- 
ing creditors  of  the  estate  and  others  of  the  remedy  which  they 
anciently  possessed.  Such  intermeddler  is  now  made  answerable  only 
to  the  iDgal  representative  of  the  deceased,  for  the  value  of  all  prop- 
erty taken  or  removed,  and  for  all  injury  caused  by  his  interference 
therewith;  and  where  an  adequate  remedy  in  a  law  action  instituted 
against  such  intcrmeddier  may  be  bad  to  recoup  against  the  claim 
for  damages  caused  by  his  intermeddling,  a  demurrer  to  the  com- 
plaint, in  the  nature  of  a  cross-bill  in  equity,  should  be  sustained: 
Slate  V.  Henkle,  45  Or.  430;  78  Pac.  "Eep.  325,  326.

11.  Jndgment.  Judgment  in  every  case  commenced  by  an  executoi 
or  administrator  in  which  the  defendant  becomes  entitled  to  costs 
ought  to  be  entered  against  such  executor  or  administrator  personally. 
After  payment,  he  may  charge  the  amount  in  his  account  of  adminis- 
tration, to  be  allowed  or  not  as  it  may  appear  to  the  judge  of  the 
probate  court  that  the  suit  was  discreet  or  otherwise:  Meyer  v. 
O'Hourke  (Cal.),  88  Pac.  Hep.  706,  707.

12.  Costs.  The  general  rule,  subject  to  eertain  exceptions,  is, 
tbat  a  personal  representative  who  sues  or  defends  in  anj  proceeding 
wbicb  he  can  bring  or  defend  in  such  eapacitf  is  not  perBonallj'  liable 
for  costs,  if  he  fails  in  his  contest:  De  Bow  v.  Wollenberg  (Or.),  96 
Pae.  Rep.  53S,  544.  An  administrator  is  individually  liable  for  costs, 
under  a  judgment  for  defendant  in  an  action  brought  by  him  as  such 
administrator,  unless  the  estate  is  expressly  made  chargeable:  SteTens 
V,  San  Francisco  etc.  B.  H.  Co.,  103  Cal.  252,  254;  .27  Pac.  Kcp.  146. 
Costs  Hhould  be  imposed  upon  the  executor  individually',  and  not 
upon  the  estate,  nor  upon  him  in  bis  representative  capacity.  He  bas 
the  right  to  seek  an  allowance  from  the  estate  in  a  proper  case.  If, 
however,  tbe  litigation  has  been  unjust,  or  ill-advised,  then,  to  prevent 
the  dissipation  of  estates  at  tbe  hands  of  careless  executors,  tbe 
executor  wOl  be  compelled  to  bear  tbe  burden:  Meyer  v.  O'Bourke 
(Cal.),  88  Pac.  Rep.  706,  707. 


13.  On  contracts.  An  administrator  may  sue  to  enforce  an  agree- 
ment to  sell  corporate  stock,  which  had  been  sold  under  a  pledge  to 
secure  a  debt  of  the  deceased  before  his  death,  the  holder  of  the  stock 
having  agreed  to  transfer  the  same  to  him  on  certain  conditions: 
Sayward  v.  Hougbton,  119  Cal.  545,  549;  51  Pac.  Hop.  853;  52  Pac. 
Rep.  44,  An  administrator  may  sue  and  recover  on  an  oral  contract. 
made  after  tbe  3eath  of  the  intestate,  in  which  it  is  agreed  by  two 
creditors  of  the  decoaspd  that,  in  consideration  of  the  conveyance  of 
lands  of  tbe  estate  by  the  beirs  to  each  of  said  creditors,  one  of  tbem 
will  release  and  satisfy  a  judgment  in  bis  favor  against  the  estati'. 
and  the  other  creditor  will  pay  and  discbarge  all  debts  of  tbe  deceased 
and  costs  of  administration,  and  cause  said  eatnte  to  be  SL-ttled  sol- 
vent, where  such  contract  is  shown  to  liuve  been  performed  by  the 
heirs  and  by  the  former  contracting  creditor,  but  the  latter  creditor 
refuses  to  perform  after  having  received  the  consideration;  Stewart 
V.  Rogers,  71  Kan.  53;  80  Pac.  Rep.  58,  HO.  An  action  may  be  main- 
tained by  tbe  administratrix  of  a  surety  on  a  promissory  note  of 
defendant,  which  she.  as  administratrix,  has  been  compelled  to  pay 
in  order  to  protect  the  estate:  Townsend  v.  Sullivan,  3  Cal.  App.  115, 
118;  84  Pac.  Rep.  435.  An  action  may  be  maintained  by  an  executor 
on  a  certificate  of  deposit  issued  by  a  bank  to  bis  testator,  payable 
to  the  ord<'r  of  himself  upon  the  return  of  tbe  certificate  properly 
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indorsed,  wbeie  a  demand  of  paTmeut  bj  tlie  execator  before  suit  ii 
alleged,  without  alleging  that  the  certificate  waa  proper! j-  indorsed: 
Emereon  v.  Thatcher,  6  Kan,  App.  25;  51  Pac.  Eep.  50,  51.  The  right 
to  sue  on  a  promiSBOrj  note  belonging  to  an  estate  is  vested  in  the 
personal  representatives  and  not  in  the  heirs  of  deceased:  Presb7  v. 
Pickett,  J  Kan.  App.  831;  i3  Pac.  Eep.  405.  The  same  is  true  of  a 
right  to  sue  on  a  policj  of  Are  ioBuraiice:  Qerman  Fire  Ins.  Co.  t, 
Wright,  6  Kan.  App.  Sll;  49  Pac.  Bep.  704.  An  action  may  be  main- 
tained hj  an  administrator  against  the  executor  of  a  deeeaaed  prede- 
ceflBor  in  administration  to  recover  the  proceeds  of  a  life-insurance 
policy  on  the  life  of  the  intestate,  collected  and  not  accounted  for 
by  the  deceased  administrator:  Curran  v.  Kennedy,  89  Cal.  9B,  99;  28 
Pae.  Bep.  641.  An  action  by  the  executor  to  compel  a  specific  per- 
formance of  a  contract,  by  which,  as  alleged,  the  defendant  became 
liable  to  pay  the  purchase  price  bid  by  Um  at  a  probate  sals  of  the 
land  of  the  decedent,  will  not  lie,  where  the  attempted  sale  was  void: 
Eertchem  v.  George,  78  Cai.  5QT,  600;  21  Pac.  Rep.  372.  The  prin- 
ciple that  a  contract  made  through  a  mutual  mistake  of  law  may  give 
a  right  to  one  of  the  parties  thereto  to  rescind,  or  to  have  some 
other  legal  remedy  against  the  other  party,  does  not,  in  an  action 
by  an  administrator,  apply  to  a  ease  where  property  of  the  estate 
was  used  by  a  former  executor  to  pay  an  individual  debt:  Snyder  v. 
Jack,  140  Cat.  5S4,  586;  74  Pac.  Bep.  139,  355.  In  an  action  by  exeen- 
tors  for  a  debt  due  the  estate,  it  is  no  defense  that  a  final  acconnt 
has  been  rendered  and  distribntion  made,  if  the  executors  have  not 
been  finally  discharged:  Denny  v.  Sayward,  10  Wash.  422;  39  Pae. 
Bep.  II». 

14.  Oo&T«8l<m. 
(1)  Jxt  generaL  An  execntor  may  sne  for  the  recovery  of  con- 
verted property  of  the  estate,  under  the  general  authority  conferred 
by  statute,  and  needs  no  special  authorization  therefor  from  the 
court:  Halleck  v.  Mixer,  16  Cal.  5T4,  580.  An  administrator  may 
maintain  an  action  to  recover  possession  of  personal  property,  for 
the  benefit  of  creditors,  from  the  mortgagee  in  possession,  who  had 
allowed  his  mortgage  to  expire  by  lapse  of  time:  First  Nat.  Bank  v. 
Ludvigsen,  S  Wyo.  230;  56  Pac.  Bep.  994,  1000.  An  administrator  may 
maintain  an  action  for  the  conversion  of  personal  property  against  one 
claiming  under  an  alleged  sale  from  decedent,  where  the  evidence 
shows  the  sale  was  not  accompanied  by  immediate  delivery  and  con- 
tinued change  of  possession:  Kelly  v.  Wnrphy,  70  Cal.  560,  563;  IS 
Pac.  Eep.  467.  An  administrator  de  bonis  non  may  maintain  an  action 
against  bis  predecessor  and  sureties  for  assets  wbich  have  been  con- 
verted into  money,  but  are  still  unadministered :  Oatch  v.  Simpson, 
40  Or.  90;  66  Pac.  Eep.  688,  690;  American  Surety  etc.  Co.  v.  Piatt, 
67  Kan.  294;  72  Pac.  Bep.  775,  776.  At  common  law,  the  authority  of 
an  administrator  de  bonis  non  extended  only  to  ancb  estate  as  remained

TtnadminiHtered  or  unconverted  by  liia  predecAsBor.  Ha  conld  not 
maintain  an  action  to  reeover  converted  assets.  That  right  belonged 
to  heirs  or  others  interested  in  the  estate:  Qatch  v.  Simpson,  40  Or. 
90;  66  Pao.  Kep.  688,  688;  Reed  v.  Hume,  25  Utah,  248;  70  Pao.  Rep. 
998,  1000.  A  complaint  in  an  action  in  the  nature  of  an  action  of 
trover,  maintained  hy  the  administrator,  contained  the  averment  that 
"  said  estate  was  the  owner  and  possessed "  of  the  property,  etc. 
Held,  that  the  allegation  was  equivalent  to  an  averment  that  the 
plaintiff,  SB  administrator,  was  the  owner  in  possession:  Ham  v.  Hen- 
derson, 50  Cal.  367,  369.  If  the  taking  of  the  property  by  the  defend- 
ant waa  tortious,  no  demand  by  the  piaintiff,  previous  to  the  com- 
mencement of  the  action,  is  necessarj:  Ham.  r.  Henderson,  60  Cal. 
367,  369.  In  an  action  by  an  administrator  to  recover  personal  prop- 
erty of  the  estate,  which  bad  been  sold  by  the  widow,  an  allegation, 
in  the  answer,  that  the  sale  was  made  under  a  mutual  mistake  by 
both  parties  is  no  defense:  Snyder  v.  Jack,  140  Cal.  584,  586;  74  Pae. 
Rep.  139,  355. 

(2)  WhaX  1b  a  converBion.  Where  property  of  the  estate  has  been 
sold,  but  the  sale  was  not  sanctioned  by  the  probate  court,  the  admin- 
istrator may  treat  the  property  as  converted  by  the  pnrchaaer,  and 
sue  to  recover  the  same  or  its  value,  without  regard  to  the  question 
as  to  whether  it  was  sold  to  satisfy  a  debt;  Horton  v.  Jack,  115  Cal. 
29,  33;  46  Pac.  Rep.  920.  An  administrator  is  absolutely  entitled  to 
all  personal  property  of  the  estate  until  distribution,  and  any  inter- 
ference with  that  property,  which  deprives  him  of  the  possession,  is 
a  conversion  for  which  he  ia  entitled  to  recover,  irrespective  of 
whether  the  estate  ia  indebted  or  not;  Horton  v.  Jack,  115  Cal.  29,  34; 
46  Pac.  Rep.  920.  If,  on  the  retarn  of  an  executrix  of  sales  under  an 
order  to  sell,  she  reports  tfaat  she  sold  the  property  to  satisfy  her 
individual  liability  to  a  creditor,  and  on  this  showing  the  court  refuses 
to  confirm  the  sale,  and  the  executrix  subsequently  files  an  account, 
in  which  she  treats  the  property  sold  as  still  on  band,  and  does  not 
ask  for  not  receive  any  credit  for  the  payment  of  any  debt  of  the 
estate,  title  to  the  property  remains  in  the  estate,  and  the  ezecntrii 
is  entitled  to  treat  the  property  as  converted  by  the  individual  cred- 
itor, and  to  recover  its  value  from  him:  Horton  v.  Jack,  115  Cal.  29, 
33;  46  Pac.  Rep.  920;  37  Pac.  Rep.  652. 

(3>  Snlts  In  iudiTidnal  capacity.  The  adminiatrator  is  deemed  in 
law  to  have  possession,  or  to  be  entitled  to  posaession,  of  personal 
'  property  of  the  estate  from  the  time  of  the  death  of  deceased,  and 
may  therefore  maintain  an  action  in  his  own  name  against  a  person 
who,  after  the  death  and  before  the  issuance  of  letters,  converts  auv 
of  the  personal  property  of  the  estate  to  his  use:  Jahns  v.  Nolting,  29 
Cal.  507,  511;  Ham  v.  Henderson,  50  Cal.  367,  369.    An  executor  may 
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■ue  OD  a  note  &nd  mortgage  executed  to  him  in  either  his  repiesenti- 
tive  or  big  individual  capacity;  Burrell  v.  Eera,  34  Or.  501;  5fi  Pae. 
Rep.  809,  810.  The  person  in  posseHaion  of  personal  property  as  admiu- 
iatrator  may  Bue  in  hiB  individual  capacity  to  recover  poBseasion  from 
one  who  wrongfully  takes  it  from  him  and  converts  it  to  his  own 
use;  sad  any  statement  of  the  representative  capacity  of  plaintiS 
may  be  regarded  as  surplusage:  Munch  v.  WilliamB,  24  Cal.  167,  171. 
Although  an  adminiBtrator  may  sue  in  hii  own  name  to  recover  prop- 
erty belonging  to  the  estate,  the  anit  most  be  brought  before  he  eeaaea 
to  be  administrator:  Affierbach  v.  MeOovem,  79  Cal.  268,  272;  21  Pac 
Bep.  837. 

(4)  Action  nmrt  fail  wli«n.  An  action  by  an  executrix  for  tho 
conversion  of  property  of  the  estate  must  fail,  where  it  appears  that 
defendant  received  the  property  by  direction  of  the  plaintiff  to  be 
sold,  and  that  the  defendant  had  sold  the  same  and  applied  the  pro- 
ceeds in  paying  debts  of  the  deceased;  Rutherford  v.  Thompaon,  1* 
Or.  236;  12  Pac.  Bep.  382. 

16.  For  damages  In  causing  deatlL  An  action  for  the  wrongful 
death  of  a  deceased  husband,  though  usually  prosecuted  in  the  name 
of  the  widow  and  children,  may  be  likewise  prosecated  in  the  name 
of  the  personal  representative  for  the  benefit  of  the  widow  and 
children:  Archibald  v.  Lincoln  Count;  (Wash.),  96  Pac.  Bep.  331,  S32. 
The  statute  of  Oregon  authorizes  the  personal  representative  of  a 
deceased  person  to  bring  an  action  for  negligence  which  caused  his 
death;  but  the  heirs  have  no  remedy  for  damages  occasioned  by  an 
injury  to  the  person  of  the  deceased.  The  fund  recovered  in  auch  a 
case  is  the  property  of  the  estate;  Olston  v.  Oregon  etc.  By.  Co.  (Dr.), 
96  Pac.  Bep.  109S,  1097.  A  statute  creating  a  cause  of  action  for 
damages  sustained  by  the  relatives  or  next  of  kin  of  the  deceased  is 
not  penal.  Such  a  cause  of  action  is  transitory,  and  may  therefore 
be  enforced  in  any  state  or  country  whose  public  policy  is  not  opposed 
to  tho  recognition,  and  enforcement  thereof:  Denver  etc.  B,  B.  Co.  v. 
Waring,  37  Col.  122;  86  Pac.  Rep.  305,  306.  The  right  given  by  the 
statute  of  one  state  to  recover  for  the  death  of  a  person  caused  by 
wrongful  act  may  be  enforced  in  the  jurisdiction  of  another  state, 
through  the  medium  of  an  administrator  appointed  by  the  courts  of 
the  latter  state  for  that  purpose:  Id  re  Lowham'a  Estate,  30  Utah,  436; 
85  Pac.  Bep.  445,  446;  Utah  8.  &  T.  Co.  v.  Diamond  Coal  etc.  Co.,  26 
Utah,  299;  73  Pac.  Bep.  524;  Stewart  v.  Baltimore  etc.  R.  B.  Co.,  168 
U.  S.  445,  447;  18  Sup.  Ct.  Bep.  105;  42  L.  ed.  537;  Boston  and  Ualne 
B.  R.  Co.  V.  Kurd,  108  Fed.  Bep.  116;  47  C.  C.  A.  615;  56  h.  B.  A.  193. 
It  seems  to  be  the  rule  in  most  states,  that,  unless  there  is  aonie  taw 
of  the  forum  which  will  prevent  the  action  from  being  maintained 
by  the  person  designated  by   the  law  of  the  place  where  the   injury 
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oeeurred,  it  ma.j  be  so  maiataioed.  This  follows  the  rale  announced 
by  Mr.  Justice  Miller  in  Dennick  v.  Railroad  Co.,  103  U.  8.  11;  26 
Ii.  ed.  429,  that  actions  may  be  maintained  in  one  state  by  a  personal 
representative  of  a  decedent,  and  based  upon  a  liability  of  the  de- 
fendant for  damages  arising  out  of  injuries  sustained  by  the  dece- 
dent or  for  death  resulting  from  injuries  to  the  decedent  in  another 
state:  Denver  etc.  B.  K.  Co.  v.  Waring,  37  Col.  122;  86  Pao.  Hep, 
305,  309.  Actions  by  the  executor  or  administrator  for  damages 
sustained  by  a  deceased  employee,  and  resulting  in  his  death,  must 
be  brought  by  and  in  the  name  of  the  party  designated  by  the  statute 
of  the  state  or  country  in  which  the  cause  of  action  arose,  even 
though  a  similar  statute  of  the  forum  provides  tbat  the  action  shall 
be  brought  by  some  other  party:  Denver  etc  B,  R.  Co.  v.  Waring,  37 
Col.  122;  86  Pac.  Rep,  3(i5,  306.  While  a  claim  for  damages  for 
death  by  wrongful  act  is  not  a  general  asset  of  the  estate,  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Wyoming  statute,  yet,  under  the  provisions  of 
that  statute,  it  has  been  held,  in  an  action  in  the  state  of  Utah,  con- 
struing said  statute  and  the  right  of  an  administrator  thereunder, 
that  such  claim  is  a  sufScient  asset  of  the  estate  for  the  appointment 
of  an  administrator  to  bring  suit  to  recover  damages  for  such  death: 
In  re  Lowham's  Estate,  30  Utah,  436;  85  Pac.  Rep.  445,  446,  The 
statutes  of  Arizona  create  a  right  of  action  for  the  benefit  of  the 
estate,  the  damages  recoverable  to  be  distributed  as  assets  of  the 
estate,  not  subject,  however,  to  debts:  Southern  Pac.  Co.  v.  Wilson 
(Ariz.),  85  Pac.  Rep.  401,  403.  An  administrator  may  bring  an 
action  to  recover  damages  for  the  death  of  a  decedent  whom  he 
represents,  but  the  action  is  for  the  benefit  of  the  heirs,  and  an 
allegation  that  there  are  heirs  is  necessary  to  maintain  the  action: 
Webster  v.  Norwegian  Min,  Co.,  137  Cal.  399,  400;  92  Am.  St.  Hep. 
181;  70  Pac.  Rep.  276.  The  power  of  an  administrator  to  sue  for 
damages  sustained  by  causing  death  will  be  upheld,  where  the  record 
of  the  probate  court  shows  tbat  it  had  jurisdiction  to  issue  letters: 
Union  Pac.  Hy.  Co.  v,  Dunden,  37  Kan.  1;  14  Pac.  Rep.  501,  502.

16.  EjMtment.  A  patent  to  land,  issued  to  an  administrator,  vests 
the  legal  title  in  him,  and  entitles  him  to  recover  in  ejectment:  Bur- 
ling v.  Tompkins,  77  Cal.  257,  262;  19  Pac.  Bep.  429.  Under  the 
statutes  of  Wssbington,  an  administrator  appointed  within  the  time 
limited  for  the  presentation  of  claims  against  the  estate,  may  bring 
an  action  to  recover  possession  of  land  of  the  intestate  hold  by  one 
claiming  adversely,  even  though  such  adverse  claimant  be  an  heir: 
Gibson  V.  Slater,  42  Wash.  347;  84  Pac.  Bep.  648,  651.     An  adminis- 
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trator  may  bring  ejeetment  in  hia  own  name  aa  Bdministnitor  for  tlie 
poBsesBian  of  land  of  the  deceBsed:  Black  v.  Story,  7  Uont.  238;  14 
Pac.  Bep.  703,  704.  An  executor  or  adntiniBtrator  can,  in  behalf  of 
the  eatato  and  a.11  of  the  heirs  at  law,  maintain  an  action  for  the  poa- 
BessioD  of  real  estate  against  a  person  who,  whether  ha  is  one  of  the 
heirs  or  not,  has  wrongfully  soized  such  real  estate  and  retained  the 
poBseeeion  under  &□  adverse  claim  of  title,  thus  depriving  both  the 
administrator  and  the  heirs  at  law  of  the  enjoyment  of  their  lights: 
Oibeon  V.  Slater,  42  Wash.  347;  34  Pae.  Rep.  648,  651.  The  right  of 
posseseian  resting  in  an  executor  or  administrator  is  barred  in  the 
game  way  as  the  right  of  poBsession  in  any  other  trnstee,  and  his 
right  to  maintain  ejectment  for  lands  claimed  by  the  estate  may  be 
barred  by  adverse  posseeaion:  Webb  v.  Winter,  135  Cal.  455,  457;  67 
Pac.  Rep.  691,  An  eiecutor  of  a  deceased  tenant  in  common  may 
join  with  his  co-tenants  in  bringing  ejectment;  Toucbard  v.  Eeyes, 
21  Cal.  202,  209.  An  administrator  cannot  maintain  ejectment  for 
land,  the  legal  title  to  which  vested  in  tho  heirs  of  his  intestate  after 
his  death:  Emeric  v.  Penniman,  26  Cal.  119,  123,  124.  A  judgment  in 
an  action  of  ejectment,  brought  by  an  administrator,  where  the  title 
of  the  decedent  is  put  in  issue,  binds  the  heirs  and  all  claiming  under 
the  decedent:  Cunningham  v.  Ashley,  45  Cal.  484,  485,  494.  And  a 
judgment  in  favor  of  the  administrator  would  inure  to  the  bene&t 
of  the  heir  and  of  his  grantee,  to  whom  he  had  conveyed  prior  to 
the  recovery  of  the  judgment:  Spotts  v.  Hanloy,  85  Cal,  155,  187,  108; 
24  Pac.  Rep.  738.

17.  To  enforce  tnuta.  An  administrator  is  not  a  proper  party  to 
bring  an  action  to  establish  a  trust  and  to  compel  a  conveyance  of  the 
legal  title  of  land  to  himself:  Jones  v.  Throckmorton,  57  Cal.  363, 
387;  Field  v.  Andrada,  106  Cal.  107,  108;  39  Pac.  Rep.  323.  An  admin- 
istrator cannot  maintain  an  action  against  a  trustee  under  a  trust 
created  by  Oeceasod  in  his  lifetime,  whore  neither  the  trust  property 
nor  its  proceeds  constitute  a  part  of  the  estate;  Barrette  v.  Dooly,  21 
Utah,  81;  59  Pac.  Rep.  718.  Without  showing  that  an  alleged  trust 
fund  is  mingled  with  some  part  of  a  decedent's  estate  Into  which  it 
can  be  traced,  no  action  in  equity  can  be  maintained  to  have  it 
declared  a  lien  thereon  and  to  have  it  or  its  equivalent  paid  over  to 
the  beneficiary;  and,  without  averments  of  a  conversion,  or  some 
other  breach  of  trust  by  the  representative  of  the  estate,  no  action  at 
law  can  be  sustained  against  the  estate  without  averring  a  presenta- 
tion of  a  claim  for  the  fund  claimed:  Burke  v.  Maguire,  36  Cal.  Dec. 
322,  324  (Oct.  17,  1908).  An  action  may  be  maintained  by  an  admin- 
iatrator  to  charge  defendants  as  involuntary  trustees  of  his 
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and  to  redeem  from  such  periouH,  who  bald  a  deed  of  trust  exeeated 
bj  the  deceased  in  his  lifetime,  etc.  Smith  v.  Qoethe,  147  Cal.  725, 
730,  733;  82  Pac.  Sep.  384.  In  a  suit  hy  the  sdminiHtrator  of  a 
deceaeed  locator  of  a  mining  claim  to  have  the  patentee  declared  a 
trustee  for  the  estate,  on  the  ground  of  fraud,  the  burden  is  on  the 
plaintiff  of  proving  the  alleged  fraud:  Bcott  v.  Crouch,  24  Utah,  377;

Ad  action  may  be  main- 
tained bj  an  eseeutor  to  recover  from  a  public  officer  excesBive  fees 
charged  for  filing  papers  in  the  estate,  under  circumstances  showing 
that  the  payment  was  compulsory  and  not  voluntary;  and  it  is  none 
the  less  compulsory  that  the  party  could  have  procured  a  writ  of 
mandate  compelling  the  officer  to  file  the  papers  without  the  fees 
demanded:  Lewis  v.  San  Francisco,  2  Cal.  App.  112;  82  Pac.  Bep.  1106. 

19.  On  foivlgn  ]adgm«iits.  If  a  judgiocDt  debtor  removes  to 
another  jurisdiction,  administration  may  be  there  granted,  and  the 
administrator  appointed  may  maintain  sn  action  upon  such  judg- 
ment: Law  V.  Horner,  10  Haw.  531,  539.  An  action  may  be  main- 
tained in  the  state  of  California  by  an  executor  appointed  in  a 
foreign  state,  upon  a  judgment  obtained  in  such  foreign  state,  as 
npon  a  debt  at  law  due  to  the  plaintiff  personally:  Lewis  v.  Adams, 
70  Cal.  403,  411;  11  Pac.  Hep.  833;  59  Am.  Bep.  423. 

20.  Olfta.  If  an  action  brought  by  an  administrator  is  one  to 
recover  a  gift  in  view  of  death,  the  complaint  sufficiently  shows,  if 
that  is  necessary,  that  there  are  creditors  interested  in  having  the 
property  recovered,  where  it  alleges  that  there  are  outstanding  and 
unpaid  claims  which  have  beoo  duly  presented,  allowed  by  the 
administrator,  and  approved  by  the  county  judge,  to  a  specified 
amount,  and  that  there  is  no  property  other  than  that  in  poBBession 
of  defendants  out  of  which  they  can  be  satisfied:  Bright  v,  Ecker, 
9  8.  D.  192;  68  N.  W.  Rep.  326,  327.  In  an  action  by  sn  administrator 
to  recover  a  bank  deposit  of  decedent,  a  claim  of  gift  from  the  decb- 
dent,  by  a  third  party,  supported  only  by  the  oath  of  the  claimant, 
should  be  received  with  caution,  and  even  with  suspicion,  in  order  to 
prevent  frauds:  Freeae  v.  Odd  Fellows'  Sav.  Bank,  136  Cal.  662,  665; 
89  Pac.  Rep.  493.  If  it  is  shown,  in  sn  action  by  the  executor  of  a 
deceased  husband  to  recover  bank  deposits  of  community  property 
from  the  executor  of  the  wife,  who  died  after  drawing  and  transfer- 
ring them  to  her  own  account,  that  the  husband  had  done  everything 
necessary  to  a  valid  gift  to  his  wife,  and  so  intended,  the  gift  was 
complete:  Spring  v.  Walton,  145  Cal.  22S,  233;  79  Pac.  Bep.  843. 
And  oral  declarations  by  the  donor  at  the  time  are  admissible  to 
show  the  husband's  intent  to  make  a  gift:  Spring  v.  Walton,  145  Cal,

21.  For  Injunction.  An  administrator  is  entitled  to  bring  &n  action 
againit  a  countj,  county  judge  thereof,  and  otbera,  to  enjoin  and 
restrain  the  proBecation  of  a  proceeding  inatituted  by  the  county, 
for  hiB  removal  as  such  administrator,  where  it  appears,  among  otfaer 
facts,  that  the  action  or  procesding  sought  to  be  enjoined  was  insti- 
tuted in  pursuance  of  a  conspiracy  entered  into  by  the  county  judge, 
and  the  attorneys  for  the  county,  upon  false  charges  of  misconduct 
against  the  administrator,  filed  in  the  name  of  the  county  by  certun 
of  the  defendants:  Alderman  v.  TUlamooli  Co.  (Or.),  91  Pae.  Bep.  298. 

22.  For  llfa  tnsnranca,  and  sick  benefits.  In  an  action  on  a  policy 
of  life  insurance,  which  does  not  contain  the  name  of  any  beneficiary, 
but  is  payable  subject  to  the  will  of  the  insuied,  and  where  the 
insured  died,  leaving  a  will,  by  which  be  gave  all  bis  estate  to  a 
person  named,  after  payment  of  bis  debts,  and  appointed  another 
person  executor,  the  latter  is  the  proper  party  to  recover  on  the 
policy:  Winterhalter  v.  Workmen  etc.  Fund  Assoc.,  75  Cal.  245,  250; 
17  Pac.  Kep.  1.  An  action  to  recover  sick  benefits  due  the  deceased 
during  his  lifetime,  from  a  defendant  voluntary  beneficial  association, 

.  is  properly  brought  by  and  in  the  name  of  the  persona]  representative: 
Pearson  v.  Ajiderburg,  2S  Utah,  495;  80  Pac,  Bep.  307,  308.  This  right 
to  maintain  an  action  against  a  voluntary  benefit  assocition  is  not  lost 
by  stipulations  made  by  the  deceased  in  his  application  to  become  a 
member,  to  the  effect  that,  "  I  will  seek  my  remedy  for  all  legal  rights 
on  account  of  said  membership  or  connection  therewith,  in  the 
tribunals  of  the  order  only,  without  resorting  for  their  enforcement, 
in  any  event,  or  for  any  purpose,  to  the  civil  courts."  This  stipula- 
tion does  not  go  to  the  extent  of  affecting  a  property  right  created 
by,  and  growing  out  of,  a  contract  with  the  association:  PearsoD  v. 
Anderburg,  28  UUh,  495;  SO  Pae.  Bep.  307,  309. 

23.  On  mortgagss.  Id  an  action  by  an  administratoT  to  obtain  a 
decree  to  the  effect  that  the  intestate  was,  at  the  time  of  his  dsatb, 
the  owner  of  certain  lands;  that  an  accounting  be  bad  to  determine 
the  amount  due  to  defendant  upon  a  mortgage;  that  defendant  has 
no  right,  title,  or  interest  in  the  land,  except  as  a  mortgage  thereof; 
and  that,  upon  the  payment  to  defendant  of  such  sum  as  may  be 
found  due  him  (if  any),  he  be  required  to  satisfy  the  mortgage, — 
the  proper  judgment  to  be  rendered  is  that,  upon  the  failure  of 
plaintiff  to  pay  the  amount  found  due,  within  the  time  specified  by 
the  court,  the  action  be  dismissed:  Boyee  v.  Fisk,  110  Cat.  107,  116; 
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42  Pac.  Bep.  473;  Booth  t.  Eoikina,  75  Cal.  271;  17  P&c.  Rep.  229. 
In  an  action  by  an  adminlatrator  to  foredoie  a  mortgage,  the  defend- 
ant ia  not  permitted  to  plead  a  note  held  hj  him  against  the  testator, 
aa  a  counterclaim,  where  such  note  is  barred  b;  the  statute  of  limita- 
tions at  the  commencement  of  the  action  upon  the  principal  claim, 
inasmuch  aa  the  same  did  not  constitute  a  cause  of  action  existing  at 
the  commencement  of  the  action,  or  upon  which  a  counterclaim  was 
maintainable:  Ljon  t.  Petty,  65  Cal.  322,  325;  4  Pae.  Bep.  103.  The 
answer  iu  snch  an  action  should  set  forth  the  fact  as  to  when  the 
note  pleaded  as  a  counterclaim  was  assigned  to  defendant.  It  is  not 
sufficient  to  aver  that  the  assignment  waa  before  the  death  of  the 
maker.  It  must  appear  whether  such  assignment  waa  before  or  after 
the  maturity  of  the  note  itself.  If  the  note  was  assigned  before 
maturity,  it  would  have  constituted  the  subject-matter  of  a  counter- 
claim if  a  cause  of  action  could  have  boen  predicated  upon  it  at  the 
commencement  of  tbe  plaintiff's  action;  but,  if  after  maturity,  the 
assignee  took  it  subject  to  all  existing  equities  between  the  maker 
and  the  payees.  Under  such  circumstances  it  would  not  be  the  sub- 
ject of  a  counterclaim,  and  could  not  be  pleaded  as  such:  Lyon  t. 
Petty,  65  Cal.  322,  325;  4  Pae.  Bep.  103.  An  action  to  foreclose  a 
mortgage  given  to  eecure  a  debt  due  to  the  deceased  should  be 
brought  by  the  administrator.  The  heirs  are  not  proper  parties: 
Qrattan  v.  Wiggiiv,  23  Cal.  16,  29.  An  executor  of  the  mortgagee  of 
laud  must  briog  suit  to  foreclose  before  the  statute  of  limitations 
has  run  against  the  mortgage,  or  the  grantee  of  tbe  mortgagor  may 
plead  the  bar  of  the  statute:  California  Title  etc.  loa.  Co.  v.  Miller,  3 
Cal.  App.  54,  5S;  84  Pac.  Bep.  453. 

24.  PartltloiL  An  sdmiaiBtrator  has  no  anch  interest  in  the  land 
of  an  estate  as  entitles  him  to  sue  for  a  partition:  Byer  v.  Fletcher 
Byer  Co.,  126  Cal.  482,  4S5;  58  Pac.  Rep.  908. 


26.  To  qnlM  Utlo,  or  to  detennlne  adveiM  claims. 

administrator  is  authorized,  by  the  statute  of  North  Dakota,  to  bring 
an  action  to  quiet  title  to  real  estate  belonging  to  a  decedent,  pend- 
ing administratian  of  the  estate:  Blakemore  v.  Roberts,  12  N.  D.  394; 
96  N.  W.  Rep.  1029.  Actions  to  quiet  title,  or  determine  any  adverse 
claim  to  property  of  an  estate,  may  be  bronght  by  an  administrator, 
and  a  suit  to  aet  aside  a  deed  on  the  ground  of  incapacity  of  the 
grantor  is  clearly  within  this  provision :  Collins  v.  O'Laverty,  136  Gal. 
31,  33.  The  sole  test  of  the  administrator's  right  of  action  is  the 
right  of  the  estate  to  the  possession  of  the  property:  Collins  v.  O'Lav- 
erty, 136  Cal,  31,  35;  60  Pac.  Rep.  327.  A  suit  to  determine  adverse 
claims  to  property  of  the  estate  is  rightly  brought  in  the  name  of  the 
administrator,  and  is  prosecuted  for  the  beneflt  of  the  estate:  Curtis 
T.  Sutter,  16  Cal.  259,  264;  Pennie  v.  Hildreth,  SI  Cal.  12T,  130;  22 
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Pac.  Bep.  39S.  Under  the  statute  of  Colorado,  an  administrator  is 
not  autboHzed  to  sue  to  remove  a  cloud  from  a  leaeebold  interest 
held  by  hie  intestate,  where  there  is  no  allegation  that  a  sale  of  the 
land  ifl  necessary  to  pay  debts,  etc.;  McKee  v.  Hone,  17  Col,  533j  31 
Pac.  Bep.  115,  116.  Nor  can  be  sue  to  quiet  title  to  a  water  right 
appurtenant  to  land:  Travelers  Ins.  Co.  v.  Childs,  25  Col.  360;  51  Pac 
Eep.  1020,  1023.  Although  an  administrator  has  no  legal  title  to  the 
real  property  of  a  deeedeut,  yet,  as  he  is  entitled  to  possession  thereof, 
he  has  such  an  interest  as  entitles  him  to  maintain  suit  to  determine 
an  adverse  claim  thereto:  Ladd  v.  MUls,  44  Or.  224;  75  Pac.  Rep.  141, 
142.  In  an  action  by  an  administrator  to  quiet  title,  where  the  com- 
plaint is  unverified,  a  general  denial  puts  in  issue  the  fact  that  he  is 
Bdministrator:  Penuie  v,  Hildreth,  SI  Cal.  127,  132;  22  Pac.  Hep.  398. 

26.  Beplevla.  An  action  to  recover  personal  property  of  the 
estate  may  be  maintained  by  the  admiuistraCor,  against  one  who 
claims  title  thereto,  without  a  previous  demand;  Knight  v.  Tripp 
(Cat.),  49  Pac.  Bep.  838,  839.  In  an  action  by  an  administrator  to 
recover  assets  claimed  to  belong  to  his  intestate's  estate,  the  plain- 
tiff's own  affidavit,  and  a  prior  citation  issued  by  the  county  judge, 
requiring  defendant  to  appear  and  be  examined,  and  the  order  of 
the  county  court  made  on  such  hearing,  requiring  defendant  to  dis- 
close his  knowledge  of  assets  of  the  estate  appropriated  by  him,  and 
to  deliver  such  assets  to  plaintiff,  are  competent  evidence,  and  it  is 
error  to  sustain  an  objection  to  it:  Bright  v.  Ecker,  9  S.  D.  192;  68 
N.  W.  Rep.  326,  327.  If  an  executor  borrowa  money  to  pay  debts  of 
the  estate,  and  pledges  the  personal  property  thereof  to  secure  its 
payment,  he  may  sue  in  replevin  to  recover  such  pledged  property: 
Parks  V.  Mockenhaupt,  133  Cal.  424,  425;  63  Pac.  Eep,  875.  An 
administrator,  under  the  Kansas  statute,  may  mnintain  any  possessoty 
action  to  enforce  his  right  to  the  possession  of  the  personal  estate; 
Black  V.  Elliott,  63  Kan.  211;  65  Pac.  Bep.  215;  following  Bauserman 
V.  Charlotte,  40  Kan.  480;  26  Pac,  Kep.  1051,  and  Kulp  v.  Kulp,  51 
Kan.  341;  32  Pac.  Eep.  1118;  21  K  B.  A.  550. 

27.  To  «et  aside  fiaadnlent  conTeyuices. 
(1>  In  getMral.  Wbero  a  complaint,  by  an  administrator,  to  set 
aside  a  conveyance  for  the  benefit  of  creditors  cbargea  actual  fraud 
on  the  part  of  the  deceased  grantor,  and  the  evidence  shows  the  con- 
veyance to  have  been  voluntary;  that  the  deceased  was  indebted  at 
the  time,  and  conveyed  all  bis  property  subject  to  execution;  thai  the 
conveyance  was  kept  secret;  that  the  grantor  continued  to  use  the 
property  as  his  own  until  the  time  of  his  death;  and  that  there  were 
other  circumstances  of  a  want  of  good  faith;  and  there  is  do  sub- 
stantial contradiction,  —  a,  finding  which  negatives  the  charge  of 
fraud  is  unwarranted  by  the  testimony:  Daagherty  v.  Daugberty,  104 
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Oil.  221,  223;  ST  Pae.  Eep.  889.  An  eseeutor  or  admin iHtrator  may 
maintain  an  action  necessary  either  to  protect  liis  poasesBion  or  reduce 
into  possession  property  of  the  estate  held  by  others*  Collins  v. 
O'Laverty,  130  Cal.  31,  35;  68  Pac.  Rep.  327.  Where  the  husband 
(raudulontly  conveyed  land  to  his  wife,  but  the  deed  was  not  recorded, 
and  be  continued  to  exercise  a^ts  of  annership,  and  had  it  assessed 
to  himself  until  his  death,  a  judgment  creditor  of  the  husband  may 
pursue  the  land  to  enforce  his  judgment  lien  thereon  without  joining 
the  executrix  of  the  deceased  husband  as  a  defendant  and  withotit 
having  presented  his  claim  to  the  estate  within  the  time  limited  by 
statute:  O'Doherty  v,  Toole,  2  Ariz.  288;  15  Pac.  Eep,  28.  Where  an 
estate  is  insolvent,  and  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  a  conveyance  o£ 
land  executed  by  decedent  was  fraudulent,  the  creditors  have  the 
right  to  insiat  that  the  administrator  endeavor  to  recover  it  for  their 
benefit,  and  if  he  refuses  to  do  so,  or  hia  personal  interest  tends  to 
present  him  from  doing  his  duty  in  this  regard,  he  should  be  removed: 
Marks  v.  Coats,  3T  Or.  609;  62  Pac.  Rep.  1S8.  If  the  pleader,  in  an 
action  to  recover  property  embezzled  or  alienated  before  the  granting 
of  letters  of  administration,  desires  to  show  that  there  are  acknowl- 
edged debts  against  the  estate,  it  is  appropriate  for  him  to' allege 
that  the  claims  have  been  "approved"  by  the  county  judge,  where 
the  Btatate  provides  that  claims  against  an  estate  "  allowed  by  the 
executor  or  administrator,  and  approved  by  the  judge,"  etc.,  shall  be 
filed  in  the  county  court,  and  be  ranl^d  among  the  acknowledged 
debts  of  the  estate  to  be  paid  in  due  course  of  administration;  Bright 
V.  Ecker,  9  8.  D.  192;  88  N.  W.  Rep.  326,  327.  In  a  suit  by  an  adminia- 
trator  to  recover,  for  the  benefit  of  creditors,  property  fraudulently 
conveyed  by  the  deceased,  be  is  entitled  to  recover  only  the  decedent's 
interest  in  the  property  fraudulently  conveyed.  If  it  had  been  previously 
mortgaged,  and  the  fraudulent  grantee  discharged  that  mortgage,  he  is 
entitled  to  be  subrogated  to  the  rights  of  the  mortgagee:  Ackerman  v. 
Merle,  137  Cal.  169,  171;  69  Pac.  Rep.  983.  In  an  action  by  an  adminis- 
trator to  recover,  for  the  benefit  of  creditors,  property  fraudulently 
conveyed  by  the  deceased,  be  may  recover  all  the  property  so  conveyed, 
if  his  complaint  is  otherwise  auRlcieot,  without  a  direct  allegation  that 
all  is  necessary  to  pay  debts:  Ackerman  v.  Merle,  137  Cal.  157,  158;  69 
Pac.  Eep.  982.  A  judgment  in  ejectment  against  an  executor,  in  favor 
of  the  grantee  in  a  fraudulent  deed  of  a  deceased  person,  is  not  a  bar 
to  a  suit  in  equity,  brought  either  by  the  executor  or  by  a  creditor  of 
tha  testator,  to  set  aside  ancb  fraudulent  deed,  on  which  the  judgment 
in  ejectment  was  obtained,  and  to  apply  the  property  in  payment  of 
hia  elalm:  Hills  r.  Sherwood,  48  Cal.  386,  392.

(2)  Mat  Im  bioDght  b7  spsdal  admlnlstntoi  wlien.  If  suit  b« 
brought  hy  a.  gpecial  administratrix  to  set  aside  a  deed  and  to 
recover  property  for  tlio  estate,  and  a  will  is  afterward  probated,  and 
both  plaintiff  and  defendaat  in  that  action  are  appointed  and  qualified 
as  executors,  the  executrix,  who  was  the  special  adminiatiatrix  and 
the  original  plaintiff,  ia  the  proper  partj  to  prosecute  the  action,  and 
tbe  defendant  should  retain  his  individual  character  therein:  Stohr  v. 
Stohr,  1*8  Cal.  180,  182;  82  Pac.  Eep.  40,  777.  Where  there  is  a  defi- 
ciency of  assets,  an  action  may  be  maintained  by  a  special  admtnis- 
trator  to  recover  property,  for  the  benefit  of  creditors,  which  had  been 
fraudulently  conveyed  by  decedent  in  his  lifetime;  Forde  v.  Exempt 
Fire  Co.,  SO  Cal.  299,  302.  The  statute  of  limitations  does  not  afford 
a  defense  to  an  action  brought  by  a  special  adminiBtrator  to  set  aside 
a  fraudulent  conveyance  made  by  the  deceased,  where,  by  the  com- 
plaint, it  appeared  that  the  conveyance  was  made  with  the  intent  to 
defraud  the  creditors,  and  that  tbere  was  a  defleiency  in  the  assets  of 
the  decedent's  estate,  and  that  some  of  the  creditors  obtained  judg- 
ment against  the  estate  within  three  years  next  before  the  filing  of 
the  complaint:  Forde  t.  Exempt  Fire  Co.,  50  Cal.  299,  302.  Under  the 
Califoi^ia  statute,  it  is  the  duty  of  a  special  adminiBtrator,  where 
there  is  a  deficiency  of  assets,  to  maintain  an  action  to  recover  real 
estate  conveyed  by  the  decedent,  in  his  lifetime,  with  the  intent  to 
defraud  bis  creditors:  Forde  v.  Exempt  Fire  Co.,  50  Cal.  299,  302. 

(3)  Hay  be  brought  by  creditor  when.  If  it  is  made  tbe  duty 
of  an  executor  or  administrator  to  sue  to  recover  property  fraudn- 
lently  conveyed  by  the  deceased,  when  there  is  a  deficiency  of  aasets, 
such  action  by  a  creditor  will  not  ordinarily  lie,  at  least  until  he 
has  exhausted  all  means  to  procure  action  by  the  representative;  but 
where  the  representative  is  also  the  fraudulent  grantee,  it  may  be 
maintained  by  tbe  creditor  or  his  assignee:  Emmons  v.  Barton,  109 
Cal.  662,  668;  42  Pac.  Bep.  303.  A  statute  empowering  tbe  executor 
or  administrator  to  prosecute  an  action  to  eet  aside  a  frandulent 
conveyance  of  the  personalty  or  realty  by  the  testator  or  intestate 
does  not  necessarily  preclude  tbe  creditors  from  bringing  such  action, 
if  they  are  antborised  so  to  do  by  tbe  general  law:  Hills  v.  Sher- 
wood, 48  Cal.  386,  393.  A  creditor  has,  under  the  general  laws,  the 
right  to  pnrsue  property  fraudulently  conveyed  by  the  debtor,  in  tbe 
hands  of  tbe  vendee,  without  joining  the  executor  of  tbe  deceased 
debtor.  The  statute  gives  the  executor  or  administrator  tbe  right, 
when  the  assets  are  not  sufficient  to  pay  the  debts  of  the  estate,  to 
bring  suit  to  set  aside  a  fraudulent  conveyance  of  the  testator  or 
intestate;  but  he  is  not  the  only  party  who  has  that  right.  The 
right  is  given  for  the  protection  of  creditors,  and  a  creditor  himself 
may,  in  equity,  pursue  the  remedy:  O'Doberty  v,  Tooie,  2  Ariz.  288; 
IS  Pac.  Bep.  28.    Tbe  statute  providing  for  tbe  filing  of  claims  against 
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an  estate  within  a  specified  period,  while  barriDg  the  ereditoT  from, 
collecting  his  debt  agaitiBt  the  estate  proper  (in  tbis  iuBtance  an 
insolvent  estate),  does  not  preclude  the  ereditor  from  bringing  an 
action  to  recover  property  fraudulently  conveyed  by  a  deceased 
debtor:  O'Doherty  v.  Toole,  2  Ariz.  288;  15  Pae.  Bep,  E8.  Claims 
against  an  estate,  which  have  been  allowed,  may  be  assigned  to  one 
of  the  creditors  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  an  action  to  set  aside 
a  fraudnlent  conveyance  of  property  by  the  decedent;  and  where  the 
grantee  of  snch  a  conveyance  is  executrix,  the  action  may  be  brought 
by  the  assignee  creditor:  Emmons  v.  Barton,  109  Cal.  6fl2,  66T,  666; 
42  Pac.  Bep.  303.  An  action  to  set  aside  a  fraudulent  conveyance 
made  by  a  decedent  in  his  lifetime  may  be  maintained  by  a  creditor 
of  the  estate,  where  the  administrator  occupies  a  position  hostile  to 
the  creditor  and  refuses  to  act  at  his  request:  Barker  v.  Battey,  62 
Kan.  584;  64  Pae.  Bep.  75.  It  hae  been  held,  in  Utah,  that  a  creditor 
cannot  maintain  an  action  to  set  aside  a  fraudulent  conveyance  by  a 
deceased  debtor  without  first  demanding  that  the  administrator  bring 
such  suit  and  being  met  by  a  refusal  to  comply  on  the  part  of  the 
latter:  Fehringer  v.  Commercial  Nat.  Bank,  23  Utah,  363;  64  Pac.  Bep. 
1108.  An  administrator  of  a  deceased  creditor  may  prosecute  an 
action  commenced  by  his  intestate  against  the  widow  of  a  deceased 
debtor  to  set  aside  an  alleged  fraudnlent  conveyance  by  the  latter: 
Peres  v.  De  Gallegos,  3  N.  M.  151;  3  Pac.  Bep.  246,  248.  A  judgment 
in  an  action  by  a  creditor  to  set  aside  a  fraudulent  conveyance  of 
real  property  made  by  an  intestate  proves  the  indebtedness  prima 
facie  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff  as  against  the  grantee  of  the  intestate: 
Hills  V.  Sherwood,  48  Cal.  386,  393.  See  McLaughlin  v.  Bank  of  Poto- 
mac, 7  How.  (U.  8.)  S21.  The  holder  of  a  claim  against  an  estate, 
which  has  been  disallowed  by  the  admioiBtrator,  is  not  a  creditor  who 
may  compel  the  administrator  to  sue  for  property  alleged  to  have 
been  fraudulentiy  conveyed  by  the  deceased;  Ohm  v.  Superior  Court, 
85  Cal.  545,  548;  26  Pac.  Bep.  244;  20  Am.  St.  Bep.  245.  But  an  order 
that  the  administrator  allow  ber  name  to  be  used  in  a  suit  for  the 
recovery  of  such  property  for  the  benefit  of  creditors  is  not  appeal- 
able: Estate  of  Ohm,  S2  Cal.  160,  161,  163;  22  Pae.  Rep.  927. 

(4)  ElenMnta  necessatr  to  maintain.  The  administrator  of  a  de- 
ceased person  cannot  maintain  any  claim  against  a  surviving  wife,  for 
whom  provision  had  been  made  by  the  deceased,  while  solvent,  in  thf 
setting  apart  to  her  of  property,  upon  which  a  large  sum  coiistituting 
community  property  had  been  expended,  that  the  deceased  himself 
could  not  have  successfully  asserted  in  hie  lifetime;  and  this  applies 
also  to  the  creditors,  who,  like  the  administrator,  are  limited  by  the 
lines  bounding  the  rights  of  the  husband,  except  in  cases  of  a  diepo- 
sition  of  his  property  for  the  purpose  of  defrauding  them:  Peck  v. 
Bmmmagim,  31  Cal.  440,  450;  89  Am.  Dec.  195.     In  an  action  by  an 
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ftdmiiUBtrator  to  set  aaide  &  eonvejance  of  land  t>j  the  deceased,  on 
tha  ground  that  it  was  in  fraud  of  creditors,  it  must  appear  that 
there  are  ereditors  and  that  there  is  an  insufficiency  of  aseets  to  meet 
their  demanda:  Field  t.  Andrada,  106  Gal.  107,  110;  39  Pac.  "Rep.  323. 
In  an  action  bj  an  administratoT  to  subject  to  administration  certain 
propertj  alleged  to  have  been  convejed  bj  the  decedent  in  bis  life- 
time, in  fraud  of  creditors,  where  there  is  neither  a  claim  nor  a  pre- 
tense that  the  decedent,  in  making  the  conveyance  in  question,  had 
a.aj  intent  to  defraud  any  one,  and  where  a  noavojHace  by  gift  is 
not  made,  it  eannot  be  said  that  the  conveyance  i*  fraudulent  as  a 
matter  of  law.  The  question  of  fraudulent  intent  is  one  of  fact  and 
not  of  law:  Brown  v.  Pereault,  5  Ida.  729;  SJ  Pac.  Bep.  752.  In  an 
action  by  an  administrator  against  the  wife  of  a  decedent  to  recover 
property  alleged  to  have  been  fraudulently  conveyed  to  her,  the 
fraudulent  intent  of  the  grantor  must  be  aUeged:  Threlkel  v.  Scott, 
89  Cal.  351,  353;  26  Pac.  Bep.  879.  In  an  action  by  a  legatee  against 
the  sdminiatrator  of  a  deceased  executor  to  compel  the  application  of 
property,  alleged  to  have  been  fraudulently  concealed  and  misapplied 
by  Huch  deceased  executor,  in  payment  of  a  legacy  to  plaintiff,  tbe 
complaint  should  show  proper  diligence  in  discovering  the  alleged 
fraud;  and  if  more  than  three  years  have  elapsed  after  the  perpetra- 
tion of  it,  the  facts  and  circumHtaucea  should  be  stated  which  would 
excuse  delay  in  its  discovery:  Burke  v.  Maguire,  35  Cal.  Dec.  423,  432 
(April  2S,  1908).  On  the  trial  of  an  action  by  an  administrator  to 
recover,  for  the  benefit  of  creditors,  persoDal  property  fraudulently 
transferred  by  a  deceased  debtor,  evidence  that  there  were  creditors  to 
be  defrauded,  and  that  the  transfer  was  made  with  intent  to  defraud 
them,  would  be  material,  and  its  exclusion  is  reversible  error;  Harris 
T.  Harria,  59  Cal.  623. 

SB.  SstrOS  and  counterclaim.  In  a  suit  by  an  administrator,  a  de- 
fendant having  a  set-off  may  plead  and  prove  the  same  without 
showing  that  it  has  been  presented  as  a  claim  against  the  estate,  and 
this,  notwithstanding  the  amount  of  the  aetoS  exceeds  tiii-  suot  sued 
for,  though  in  such  caao  no  judgment  for  the  aurpluB  should  be  ren- 
dered agaioBt  the  eatate:  Murphy  v.  Collon,  i  Okl.  181;  44  Pac.  Bep. 
208,  209;  Fishburne  v.  Merchants'  Bank,  42  Waah.  473;  85  Pac.  Rep. 
38,  40;  Talty  v.  Torling,  TB  Miuu.  3S6;  82  N.  W.  Bep.  632.  In  an 
action  by  an  oxcoutii.t  to  recover  a  dwpoait  of  her  teatator  from  a 
bank,  the  latter  may  plead  us  a  couuterclaim  tbe  application  of  the 
amount  in  part  payment  of  a  promissory  note  of  the  testator  held  by 
it  for  a  larger  amount,  which  fell  due  after  his  death,  but  before 
suit  brought:  Ainaworth  v.  Bank  of  California,  IIB  Cal.  470,  474,  475; 
51  Pac.  Rep.  952;  63  Am.  St.  Hep.  135;  39  L.  B.  A.  686.  Under  the 
Washington  statute,  a  set-off  may  be  interposed  by  the  defendant  in 
an  action  by  an  executor  or  adniiniatrator,  and  it  is  not  required  that 
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mch  set-off  claim  shall  be  first  preaeuted  to  the  executoT  or  adminis- 
trator: Fisbbame  v.  Merchants'  Bank,  42  Wash.  473;  85  Pac.  Bep.  3S, 
40.  A  note  may-  be  interposed  aa  a  set-off  in  an  action  by  an  adminis- 
trator, where  such  note  had  matured  before  the  commencement  of  the 
action.  A  note  maturing  after  death,  and  before  the  eommeneemeut 
of  the  action,  maj  be  properly  interposed  bj  wa7  of  connterelaim  in 
aa  action  by  the  eiocutor  or  administrator:  Piahbumo  v.  Merchants' 
Bank,  42  Wash.  473;  85  Pac.  Rep.  38,  40;  Ainsworth  v.  Bank  of  Cali- 
fornia, 119  Cal.  470;  51  Pac.  Kep.  952;  39  L.  R.  A.  686;  63  Am.  St. 
Bep.  135.  The  code  provision  concerning  set-off  relates  to  the  situ- 
ation of  the  parties  "at  the  commencement  of  the  action,"  and  the 
death  of  one  of  the  parties  to  the  demand,  though  such  death  occur 
before  the  maturity  of  the  demand,  does  not  change  the  relative  rights 
of  the  parties  in  pleading  a  counterclaim,  or  in  compensating  the 
claims  so  far  as  thej  equaj  each  other,  provided  the  set-off  be  doe 
when  the  action  is  commenced:  Ainsworth  v.  Bank  of  California,  119 
Cal.  470,  474;  83  Am.  St.  Rep.  135;  51  Pac,  Bep.  952;  39  L.  B.  A.  086. 
If  a  patient  of  a  physician  has  transferred  all  of  his  property,  which 
fact  is  known  to  the  physician,  who  delays  for  a  number  of  years, 
after  the  patient's  death,  to  assert  his  rights  ia  the  estate,  such 
physician  cannot,  when  sued  on  an  individual  claim  by  the  adminis- 
trator of  the  decedent,  and  which  administrator  was  the  transferee  of 
the  decedent's  property,  counterclaim  for  his  services  on  the  ground 
of  a  trust  imposed  on  the  plaintiff  to  pay  the  decedeot's  debts  when 
the  property  was  conveyed  to  him:  Lauridsen  v.  Lewis  (Wash.),  97 
Pac.  Bep.  663,  665.  In  an  action  by  an  administrator  to  recover  upon 
a  promissory  note  executed  by  the  defendant  to  the  intestate,  the 
defendant  cannot  set  up,  by  way  of  counterclaim,  his  share  of  an 
indebtedness  alleged  to  be  due  to  him  from  the  intestate,  because  of 
partnership  moneys  misappropriated  by  the  latter,  where  there  is  no 
averment  in  the  counterclaim  that  any  claim  had  ever  been  presented 
to  the  representative  of  the  estate  of  the  deceased,  or  any  allow- 
ance made:  Beed  v.  Johnson,  127  Cal.  538,  541;  59  Pac.  Bep.  S86.  The 
cross-demand  must  have  been  an  eiisting  demand  against  the  testator 
or  intestate  at  his  death.  It  is  not  uecessary  that  the  cross-demand 
thus  existing  should  have  become  due  at  the  time  of  the  testator's 
death.  It  is  sufficient  if  it  becomes  due  and  payable  in  time  to  be 
pleaded  as  a  set-ofl  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the  testator  or  intestate 
had  lived  to  bring  the  action;  Ainsworth  v.  Bank  of  California,  119 
Cal.  470,  475;  63  Am.  St.  Bep.  135;  51  Pac.  Bep.  952;  39  L.  B.  A,  686.

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29.  For  tMBPHB  (ffl  land.  As  adminiatTator  is  *  proper  party  to 
Bue  for  damsgeH  to  land  of  the  deceaeed,  which  accrued  in  the  life- 
time of  the  l&tter:  Hanleu  v.  Baden,  6  Kan.  App.  635;  49  Pac.  Bep. 
615,  616.  As  to  the  sufficienej  of  allegatioiis  that  plaintifEs  are  quali- 
fied adminiatratorB,  see  Central  Branch  etc.  B.  B.  Co.  t.  Andrews,  37 
Kan.  162;  Ij  Fae.  Bep.  SOS.  A  sole  deviaee  in  posaesBion,  who  ia  also 
executrix,  may  eue  for  damagea  to  property  of  the  catate,  and  a 
recovery  by  her  as  doviBee  would  bar  a  recovery  by  her  for  the  same 
cause  as  executrix:  Colton  v.  Onderdonk,  69  Cal.  155,  15S;  10  Pac.

30.  nalawfnl  dotalnor.  Execntora  of  a  deceased  lesaor  may  give 
the  neceaaary  notice  and  maintain  an  action  in  unlawful  detainer 
against  leBsees  of  the  deceaaed,  who  hold  after  rent  due  and  demand 
made:  Knowles  v.  Murphy,  107  Cal.  107,  112;  40  Pac.  Bep.  111. 

31.  Limitation  of  acttoni.  The  statute  of  limitationa  doca  not 
commence  to  run  upon  a  contract  until  the  plaintiff  can  maintain  an 
aetioD  thereon.  Hence  an  admin iatrat or  may  maintain  an  action  upon 
a  contract  made  eight  years  prior  to  the  comraeneement  of  the  action, 
where  it  appears  that  the  contingency  on  which  payment  depended 
happened  within  the  period  of  the  statute:  Noyes  v.  Young,  32  Mont. 
226;  7B  Pac,  Eop,  1063,  1066.  An  action  by  an  executor  of  a  deceased 
husband  is  not  barred  by  limitation  against  the  administratrix  of  his 
deceaeed  widow,  where  the  latter  was  appointed  loss  than  two  years 
before  action  was  commenced:  Sprague  v.  Walton,  145  Cal.  228,  236; 
78  Pac.  Bep.  04a..  If  an  executor  or  administrator  makes  a  void  sale 
of  the  land  of  a  docedent,  and  fails  to  sue  for  the  recovery  of  the 
land,  or  to  set  aside  the  sale,  the  three  years'  statute  of  limitations 
begins  to  run  after  the  administrator  haa  had  a  reasonable  time  in 
which  to  obtain  settlement  of  his  final  account,  and  what  is  such 
reasonable  time  must  depend,  in  general,  on  the  circumstances  of 
each  estate:  Dennis  v.  Bint,  122  Cal,  3S,  44,  45;  6S  Am.  St.  Bep.  17; 
54  Pac.  Bep.  378.  Under  a  statute  by  which,  upon  the  death  of  ■ 
plaintiff,  an  order  to  revive  the  action  in  the  names  of  his  repreeenta- 
tivua  or  successors  may  be  made,  but  shall  not  be  made  without  the 
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consent  of  defendant  after  the  expiration  of  one  jear  from  the  time 
the  order  might  hare  first  been  made,  the  statute  of  limitations  is  not 
suspended  until  the  appointment  of  a  representative,  but  begins  to 
run  after  the  expiration  of  a  reasonable  time  from  the  death  in  which 
a  representative  might  have  been  appointed,  and  parties  seeking  to 
avail  themselves  of  its  benefit  must  use  diligence  and  strictly  comply 
with  its  terms:  Glaiier  v.  Heneybuss  (Okl.},  91  Pae.  Bep.  S72.  Under 
the  California  statute,  the  ozecutors  or  administrators  of  a  deceased 
judgment  creditor  may,  by  motion  and  order,  obtain  and  enforce  execu- 
tion upon  a  judgment  in  favor  of  their  decedent  after  the  lapse  of  five 
years  from  the  date  of  its  entry:  Weldon  v.  Sogers,  151  Cal.  432,  435; 
90  Pae.  Rep.  1062.  Suit  bronght  by  the  assignee  of  a  mortgage  to 
foreclose  the  same  for  the  benefit  of  the  assignor,  who  is  administrator 
of  the  mortgagor's  estate,  may  be  disregarded  in  considering  whether 
the  action  is  barred  by  limitation:  Brown  v.  Mann,  71  Cal.  192,  193; 
12  Pae.  Bep.  51.  If  an  administratrix,  becanse  of  lapse  of  time, 
cannot  maintain  an  action  to  recover  property  of  the  estate  sold  by 
her  under  proceedings  alleged  to  be  defective,  the  right  of  the  heirs 
to  maintain  such  action  is  also  barred:  Dennis  v.  Bint,  122  Cal.  39, 
47;  54  Pae.  Bep.  378;  68  Am.  St.  Rep.  17;  MeLoran  v.  Benton,  73  Cal. 
328,  348;  14  Pae,  Hep.  879;  2  Am.  St.  Bep.  814;  Jenkins  v.  Jensen,  24 
Utah,  108;  66  Pae.  Bep.  773,  778.  A  letter  by  a  debtor  of  a  decedent 
to  plaintiff,  before  the  latter  became  administrator,  although  an  heir, 
eould  not  revive  a  right  of  action  barred  by  limitation:  Visher  v. 
Wilbur  (Cal.  App.),  90  Pae.  Rep.  1065.  An  administrator  will  not  be 
permitted  to  waive  the  statute  of  limitations:  Boyce  v.  Flak,  110  Cal. 
107,  117.

32.  Tennlnatlon  of  il^t  to  sna.  If  it  is  conceded  that  an  adminiS' 
trator,  at  the  time  suit  was  brought,  had  ceased  to  be  the  adminis- 
trator, no  cause  of  action  can  be  maintained  by  him  bh  such.  But 
if  it  appears  on  retrial  that  a  bill  of  sala  for  the  property  in  contro- 
versy should  have  been  to  the  plaintiff  individually,  and  not  as  admin- 
istrator, the  reference  to  him  as  administrator  should  be  regarded  as 
merely  descriptive  of  the  person:  AfKerbach  v.  McGovern,  79  Cal.  268, 
272;  21  Pae.  Bep.  S37.  If  a  testator  dies  seised  of  certain  land,  leav- 
ing a  will  under  which  his  administrstrix  is  the  sole  residuary  legatee, 
and  it  appears  that  she  has  made  an  agreement  to  sell  the  property 
after  the  time  for  presentation  of  claims  has  passed,  and  all  debts 
and  legacies  have  been  paid,  leaving  in  her  hands  money  much  more 
than  sufficient  to  pay  all  costs  and  expenses  of  administration,  she 
thus  becomes  the  sole  beneficary  of  the  land  in  question,  and  not 
having  been  empowered  by  the  court  to  sell  the  land,  her  contract  to 
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■ell  it  is  binding  on  Iier  pereonallj,  and  operates  as  an  equitable 
transfeT   of   the    ownership    of   the   property.      The    purchaser    moat 

therefore  be  regarded  in  equity  as  the  real  owner  of  the  land,  aad, 
after  the  estate  has  been  fully  settled,  leaving  nothing  to  be  done 
except  the  entry  of  the  decree,  whieh  it  ia  the  duty  of  the  executrix 
to  apply  for  and  of  the  court  to  enter,  the  power  of  the  executrix  to 
maiatain  a  suit  against  such  purchaser  must  be  regarded  as  having 
terminated;  Moffitt  v.  Roaencrana,  136  Cat.  416,  418;  69  Pac.  Rep.  ST. 
The  right  of  an  executrix  to  maintain  suit  against  one  holding  under 
her  personally  must  be  regarded  as  termiuated  when  the  estate  has 
been  fully  settled,  except  as  to  costs  of  adminiet ration,  for  whieh  she 
has  ample  funds;  and  a  person  in  possession  of  land,  under  a  contract 
of  purchase  not  authorized  or  ratified  by  the  court,  will  be  regarded 
as  holding  under  her  persouaily:  Moffitt  t.  Bosencrans,  136  Cal.  416, 
41S,  419;  69  Pac.  Bep.  ST. 

m.  ACTIONS  AQAINST  BXSCVT0S8  OB  ADMDIISTBATOBS. 

1.  In  general.  Where  a  partnership  existed,  between  the  plain. 
tiS  and  the  defendant  administrator's  intestate,  and  the  administrator 
collects  funds  belonging  to  the  partnership,  an  action  may  be  main- 
tained by  the  surviving  partner  against  the  administrator  to  recover 
the  amounts  so  collected.  As  to  such  amounts,  the  representative 
of  the  deceased  partner  has  no  right  thereto,  either  in  his  representa- 
tive or  individual  capacity.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  there  was  no 
partnership,  and  the  representative  collected,  either  in  his  individual 
or  representative  capacity,  more  than  the  share  which  belonged  to 
the  intestate,  suit  may,  nevertheless,  be  maintained  against  the  rep- 
resentative for  moneys  received  which  should  have  been  paid  to 
the  plaintiff:  Bales  v.  Cannon  (Col.),  94  Pac.  Hep.  21.  The  presence 
of  an  executor  at  a  sale  by  a  trustee  under  a  trust  deed  made  by 
the  testator,  and  the  conduct  of  the  executor  in  failing  to  object 
when  the  trustee  read  the  conditions  showing  that  the  title  would  be 
certified  to  the  purchaser  free  and  clear  of  encumbrances,  do  not 
conclusively  estHblish  an  estoppel  against  him  as  executor  from 
defending  an  action  brought  to  charge  the  estate  with  liability  for 
a  deficiency  resulting  from  the  sale:  Crisman  v.  Lanterman,  149  Cal. 
647;  87  Pac.  Bep.  89;  IIT  Am.  St.  Bep.  167. 

2.  Parties.  In  an  action  in  equity  to  adjudge  as  null  and  void  ft 
note  purporting  to  have  been  given  by  a  deceased  husband  and  by  the 
plaintiffs,  as  joint  makers,  and  which  was  alleged  to  have  been  a 
false,  fraudulent,  and  forged  instrument,  the  personal  representativu 
of  the  deceased  husband  of  a  co-plaintilT  are  not  necessary  parties 
to  the  adjudication:  Bitterhoff  v,  Puget  Sound  Nat.  Bank,  37  Wash. 
76;  79  Pac.  Rep,  601.  Where  a  complete  determination  of  the  con- 
troversy cannot  be  had  without  the  presence  of  the  administrator,  ths 
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eovrt  baa  the  right  to  order  him  to  be  brougbt  in  as  a  part}',  upon 
the  applicatioQ  of  the  plaintiff,  through  the  filing  of  a  supplemental 
complaint,  and  Bnmmona  may  be  iaaued  and  served  upon  such  admin- 
istrator after  the  erpiration  of  one  year  from  the  commencement  of 
the  action,  where  summons  bad  been  issued  against  the  original 
defendants  within  the  year,  as  provided  by  Btatute.  The  plaintiff, 
in  such  ease,  was  under  no  obligation  to  procure  the  appointment  of 
an  administrator  at  an  earlier  time:  Churchill  v.  Woodworth,  14S  Cal. 
669;  84  Pac.  Kep.  155;  113  Am.  St.  Eep.  324.  Tho  plaintiff  in  an 
aetion  to  have  a  deed  absolute  in  form  declared  to  be  a  mortgage, 
and  to  foreclose  the  same,  may  bring  his  action  against  the  heira 
of  the  mortgagor,  and  subsequently,  upon  the  appointment  of  an 
administrator,  the  latter  should  be  joined  in  the  action  as  a  neces- 
sary party.  The  plaintiff  does  not  waive  his  right  to  bring  his 
action  against  the  administrator  within  a  year  after  the  issuance  of 
letters,  by  commencing  mo  action  against  the  heirs  of  the  deceased, 
before  the  appointment  of  such  administrator:  Churchill  v.  Wood- 
worth,  14S  Cal.  669;  84  Pac.  Rep.  155;  113  Am.  St.  Sep.  324.  No 
action  will  lie  against  an  administrator  to  set  aside  a  decree  between 
parties,  where  one  of  the  parties  to  the  suit  is  dead,  and  the  admin- 
■  is  brought  in,  in  a  representative  capacity,  and  the  action 
rights  other  than  those  affecting  property  as  to  which  the 
administrator  stands  only  in  a  representative  capacity:  Smith  v. 
Smith,  13  Col.  App.  295;  57  Pac.  Bep.  747,  748.  It  is  no  valid  objec- 
tion to  an  order  sabstituting  an  executor  or  administrator  in  ptace 
□f  a  deceased  party  to  an  action,  that  it  was  made  on  the  day  notice 
of  the  application  therefor  was  served :  Skiuncr  v.  Lewis,  40  Or. 
571;  02  Pac.  Kep.  523,  Under  the  law  of  Colorado,  where  an  attempt 
has  been  made  to  revive  an  action  in  the  name  of  an  administrator 
which  was-  pending  against  his  decedent  at  his  death,  if  the  admin- 
istrator has  no  notice  of  the  proceeding,  and  did  not  appear  in  the 
action,  a  judgment  against  him  is  void  for  want  of  jurisdiction: 
Symes  v.  Charpiot,  17  Col.  App.  463,  466;  69  Pac.  Bep,  311,  312. 

3.  B7  dlBtribntees.  An  action  for  the  distribntive  share  of  an 
estate  by  a  distributee,  after  final  distribution,  should  be  brought 
against  the  administrator  in  his  individual  and  not  in  his  representa- 
tive capacity,  and  it  is  unnecessary  to  allege  a  demand  before  suit: 
Iifalone  v.  Davis,  67  Cal.  279,  282;  7  Pac.  Rep.  703.  An  aetion  by 
a  legatee  against  an  executor  or  administrator  to  recover  his  share 
of  an  estate  is  an  action  against  the  executor  or  administrator  indi- 
vidually, and  not  against  him  in  his  representative  capacity.  It  is 
not  an  action  against  the  estate.  As  against  tho  estate,  the  rights 
of  the  distributee  are  fully  adjudicated  by  the  decree  of  distribu- 
tion; St.  Mary's  Hospital  v.  Perry  (Cal.),  93  Pac.  Rep.  864,  865.  In 
an  action   to  recover  a  distributive  share  of  an   estate,  as  fixed  by 
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the  decree  of  distribatioii,  for  refusal  to  pa^  over  moneys  whieli, 
under  the  decree,  it  was  the  duty  of  the  executrix  to  pay,  the  words 
"  ae  executrix,"  in  the  title  of  the  action,  ahoold  be  held  to  be 
merely  descriptive:  St.  Mary'a  Hospital  v.  Perry  (CaL),  82  Pac.  Bcp. 
8fl4,  S65.  In  an  action  to  recover  plaintiff's  share  of  an  estate,  dis- 
tributed to  the  plaintiff  legatee  iu  trust,  it  is  not  proper  for  the 
judgment  against  the  executrix  to  specify  the  terms  of  the  trust: 
St.  USry's  Hospital  v.  Perry   (Cat.),  92  Pac.  Bep.  864,  866. 

i.  Against  foTslgm  exocntor  oi  admlniatratoT.  A  foreign  executor, 
who  comes  into  this  state  to  reside,  and  brings  with  him  property 
belonging  to  the  estate,  cannot  be  made  liable  in  this  state,  upon 
the  suit  of  a  local  creditor  of  the  testator,  to  the  extent  of  the  prop- 
erty brought  here,  but  may  be  to  the  extent  of  the  property  already 
here:  Falke  v.  Terry,  32  Col.  85;  76  Pac.  Bep.  425.  Under  the  statute 
of  Kansas,  a  foreign  executor  or  administrator  may  be  sued  in  an 
action  on  a  contract  for  the  recovery  of  money,  and  service  may  be 
obtained  by  attachment  and  publication;  Cady  v.  Bard,  21  Ean.  667; 
Donifelser  v.  Heyl,  7  Kan.  App.  606;  52  Pac.  Bep.  466.  Courts  of  a 
state,  other  than  that  of  the  domiciliary  jurisdiction,  cannot  try  the 
title  of  real  estate  situate  in  the  latter,  where  the  action  is  one 
between  legatees  under  a  will  and  a  foreign  executor,  who  is  charged 
with  the  wrongful  application  of  the  personal  assets  of  the  estate: 
Faike  v.  Terry,  32  Col.  65;  75  Pac.  Bep.  425.  An  administrator  de 
bonis  son,  appointed  in  Illinois,  may  be  authorized  to  sell  real  estate 
in  Kansas,  in  the  same  manner  and  upon  the  same  terms  and  con- 
ditions as  are  prescribed  in  the  case  of  an  executor  or  administrator 
appointed  in  the  latter  state;  but,  to  procure  an  order  for  that  pur- 
pose, it  is  essential  that  he  should  give  notice.  If  be  sella  prop- 
erty in  Kansas  without  giving  notice,  the  deed  is  void,  and  consti- 
tutes  no  defense  to  an  action  of  ejectment  brought  by  the  owners 
of  the  land:  Albright  v.  Bangs,  72  Kan.  435;  83  Pac.  Bep.  1030. 
Where  a  defendant  dies  peuding  suit,  and  his  executors,  appointed 
in  another  state,  who  are  also  legatees,  appear  as  such  executors  in 
the  action,  without  ancillary  administration,  and  adopt  the  answer 
of  their  testator,  and  judgment  is  rendered  against  them,  not  pay- 
able in  course  of  administration,  the  validity  of  such  judgment  can- 
not be  denied  by  them  iu  an  action  thereon  against  them  as  executors 
de  son  tort  in  the  state  of  their  appointment,  although  it  cannot 
there  be  enforced  against  the  estate:  First  Nat.  Bank  v.  Lewis,  12 
Utah,  84;  41  Pac.  Rep,  712.

6.  Pleadings.  A  suit  against  an  administrator  in  his  representa- 
tive capacity  is  simply  an  action  against  the  estate,  and  a  complaint 
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in  such  a  aait  abould  atate  a  eauM  of  action  agaioBt  the  estate: 
Nickals  t.  Btanlej,  146  CaL  724,  T2T;  81  P&e.  Bep.  1X7.  lo  an  action 
brought  aKsiaat  a  defendant  aa  an  executor,  tbe  probate  of  the  will 
and  the  eieeutorahip  of  defeodaot  are  aufficiently  pleaded,  where  it 
ia  alleged  that  the  will  "  waa  duly  admitted  to  probate  "j  that  "  lettora 
teBtamentary  were  thereupon  iaaned  to  him";  and  that  "he  haa  been 
and  now  ia  the  dulj  appointed,  qualified,  and  acting  eieeator"  of 
the  »aid  will  of,  etc.:  Eirach  v.  Berbj,  96  Gal.  602,  604;  31  Pae.  Bep. 
567.  A  gift  by  a  decedent  to  his  daughter,  who  ia  administratrix  of 
hia  estate,  cannot  be  aet  aaide  aa  fraudulent  by  a  creditor  without 
appropriate  pleading  in  which  the  fraudulent  intent  is  alleged  aa  a 
fact:  Eatate  of  Vance,  141  Cal,  624,  627;  75  Pac.  Bep.  323.  Where 
a  plaintifF  snca  in  a  repreHOntative  capacity,  he  mnat  allege  mattera 
showing  hia  appointment,  but  such  ia  not  tbe  caae  as  to  defendanta 
who  are  sued  as  ezeentora  or  administrators.  It  ia  lufficient  to  allege, 
aimply,  that  they  are  aneh  exeentora  or  admin istratora:  Wise  t.  Will- 
iains  (Cal.),  14  Pac  Bep.  204,  An  administrator  ia  bound  by  the  rale 
of  practice  that  a  party  suing  on  a  contract  need  not  set  forth  apeci- 
fically  the  items  of  the  indebtedneaa.  If  the  defendant  is  not  satti- 
fled  with  the  general  allegation  of  indebtednesa,  the  code  apeeially 
provides  a  remedy.  He  may,  within  five  days,  demand  a  copy  of  the 
plaintiff'a  account;  and  if  he  fails  to  avail  himself  of  the  right  thua 
given  him,  be  cannot  be  heard  to  say  that  the  complaint  is  insuffl- 
eient  on  the  ground  of  uncertainty  in  that  respect:  Wise  v.  Hogan, 
77  Cal.  1S4,  186;  IB  Pac.  Bep.  278.  -In  an  action  agaioat  a  represen- 
tative to  recover  an  alleged  indebtedness  dne  from  the  defendant's 
testator,  and  based  upon  separate  counts,  and  where,  following  the 
main  allegatiouB,  there  is  an  allegation  of  the  death  of  the  testator 
and  of  tbe  proceedings  in  probate,  the  complaint  ia  anfflcient  against 
the  objection  that  the  allegations  as  to  the  death  of  the  testator  and 
aa  to  the  proceedinga  in  probate  are  not  separately  stated  in  each 
eonnt,  aa  aucb  allegations  may  be  considered  as  referring  to  either 
or  both  of  the  counts:  Moseley  v.  Heney,  66  Cal.  47S;  6  Pac.  Bep.  134. 
A  cause  of  action  ia  not  shown  in  a  complaint  against  an  adminis- 
trator and  his  sureties,  brought  by  alleged  heira  to  recover  a  aum 
equivalent  to  the  plaintiff's  alleged  interest  in  the  estate  of  a  dece- 
dent, where  it  is  averred  that  no  mention  of  the  two  alleged  heirs 
was  made  in  tbe  proceedings  for  the  sale  of  the  real  estate  of  the 
decedent,  or  of  their  claima  to  heirahip,  and  where  it  appeared  that 
at  no  time  hod  either  of  the  alleged  heirs,  or  their  asaigneea, 
appeared  in  the  probate  court  to  have  liia  or  her  atatua  as  beir 
adjudicated.  An  administrator,  at  his  peril,  declares  peraons  to  be 
interested  as  heirs,  or  other  claimants,  before  snch  persons  bav« 
been  formally  declared  by  the  court,  in  probate  proceedings,  to  b« 
such:  Eirk  v.  Baker,  26  Mont.  190;  66  Pac.  Bep.  942,  943.  In  a 
suit  brought  by  a  creditor  against  an  executor  de  aon  tort,  in  Colo- 
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r&do,  the  complaint,  though  inartifici&l,  will  be  deemed  to  state  a 
eaaae  of  action,  where  it  alleges  that  the  defendant  was  an  execu- 
tor de  son  tort  of  the  estate  of  the  deceased,  and  that,  as  executor, 
the  defendant  took  charge,  without  authority,  of  the  property  of 
decedent,  which  consiated  of  a  large  aum  of  money,  house  and  lot, 
and  personal  property,  if  such  allegations  are  followed  by  other 
allegations  relating  to  the  employment  of  the  plaintiff  by  the  dece- 
dent, the  agreed  eompenBatiou  therefor,  that  decedent  died  without 
paying,  and  that  demand  had  been  made  upon  the  defendant  and 
payment  refused:  Ebbinger  t.  Wightman,  15  Col.  App.  439;  62  Pac. 
Bop.  963.  Consent  given  by  an  executor  to  the  filing  of  a  aobstittited 
complaint  after  an  action  accrued  opon  a  claim  based  upon  a  promis- 
sory note,  and  answering  suub  substituted  complaint,  does  not  con- 
stitute an  estoppel  from  invoking  the  premature  bringing  of  the 
action  aa  a  defense,  where  sueh  action  waa  instituted  before  the 
cause  of  action  accrued:  Badue  v.  Pauwelyn,  27  Mont.  68;  69  Pac 
Kep,   557. 

6.  Bridancs.  Stipulations.  In  an  action  against  an  administrator, 
wherein  the  plaintiff  claims  ownership  of  certain  mining  lands,  and 
seeks  to  quiet  tbe  title  against  the  administrator  and  other  defend- 
ants, declarations  of  a  deceased  person,  as  to  the  identity  of  tbe 
landa,  made  after  conveyance,  are  admissible  against  the  personal 
representative  in  the  action:  Collins  v.  McEay  (Mont.),  92  Pac. 
Bep.  295,  29S.  A  will  is  not  admissible  in  evidence  in  an  action 
against  the  executor  to  recover  money  paid  to  the  decedent  by  tbe 
plaintiff,  where  such  will  did  not  contain  any  statements  of  the 
deceased  concerning  his  receipt  of  the  money,  nor  any  denial  of 
his  obligation  to  repay  it,  nor  in  any  manner  tend  to  contradict  any 
fact  to  which  the  plaintiff  or  any  of  her  witnesses,  or  any  of  his 
witnesses,  bad  testiSed  in  support  of  the  action.  The  admission  of 
the  will  in  evidence,  injecting  collateral  facts  into  a  case,  and 
diverting  the  jurors  from  the  real  question  in  issue,  la,  where  no 
opportunity  was  given  to  rebut  it,  reversible  error;  Qrubbo  v. 
Gmbbe,  26  Or.  363;  38  Pac.  Bep.  132,  ISl.  A  stipulation,  in  an 
action  against  an  administrator  upon  a  promissory  note,  that  the 
claim  sued  upon  had  been  disallowed  by  the  administrator,  as  well 
as  by  the  probate  court,  and  that  the  action  be  tried  npon  the 
issues  made  upon  the  pleadings,  etc.,  does  not  estop  the  defendant, 
as  administrator,  from  offering  evidence  to  show  that  the  claim 
was  not  presented,  and  does  not  have  the  effect  of  shifting  the  bur- 
den of  proof  in  tbe  action:  Logan  County  Bank  v.  Beyer  (Olil.),  87 
Pac.  Bep.  607. 


(1)  In  generaL     Where  an  action  was  brought  against  a  porsoa 
who  refused,  as  executor,  to  turn  over  to  a  distributee,  after  a  decree 
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of  distributioQ,  a  legaej  charged  with  a  traat,  without  first  receiT- 
ing  from  the  legatee  an  agreiMnent  to  perform  the  trust,  and  this 
constituted  the  only  defense,  it  was  proper  to  render  a  judgment  npon 
the  pleadings  in  favoi  of  the  distributee,  inasmuch  as  the  duty 
appertaining  to  the  trust  is  another  and  subsequent  matter  with 
which  the  executor  or  administrator  has  nothing  to  do;  St.  Mary's 
Hospital  V.  Perry  (Cal.),  92  Pnc.  Rep.  864.  8ee  Melone  v.  Davis,  67 
Cal.  279;  7  Pac.  Esp,  703;  Le  Meanager  v.  Variel,  144  Cal.  463;  77 
Pac.  Rep,  988;  103  Am.  at.  Rep.  91.  A  creditor  of  an  estate  has  the 
right  to  inquire  into  the  legality  of  a  judgment  against  the  admin- 
istrator, Bueh  as  a  judgment  rendered  for  the  foreclosure  of  a  mort- 
gage, and  for  judgment  for  attorneys'  fees  and  a  deficiency,  as  a 
judgment  for  a  deficcncy  arising  upon  the  sale  must,  of  necessity, 
swell  the  liabilities  of  the  estate,  and  leave  a  smaller  amount  to  be 
distributed;  O'Keefe  v.  Foster,  5  Wyo.  343;  40  Pac.  Rep.  525.  If 
an  administrator,  believing  that  he  has  assets  sufflcient  for  the  pay- 
ment of  all  debts,  Buffers  judgment  to  be  entered  against  him,  he 
will  be  relieved  in  equity,  if  the  assets  become  insufficient  through 
an  unexpected  depreciation  of  their  value.  So,  too,  if  the  act  done 
or  the  judgment  suffered  is  made  tinder  a  mistake,  or  through  ignor. 
anee  of  a  material  fact,  and  without  fault  on  his  part,  it  is  relievable 
in  eqnity.  But  if  an  executor  confesses  judgment  against  himself, 
for  a  debt  of  his  testator,  upon  a  miscalculation  of  the  amount  of 
assets  in  his  hands,  and  it  appears  afterward  that  the  assets  are 
insulScient  to  satisfy  it,  he  will  not  be  relieved  in  eqnity  against 
the  judgment:  Brenner  v.  Alexander,  16  Or.  349;  19  Pac.  Bep.  9. 
Where,  under  the  statute,  the  entire  estate  has  been  set  aside  to 
the  widow,  she  cannot  be  made  a  party  to  a  suit  against  the  repre- 
sentative of  the  deceased,  or  be  bound  by  any  judgment  which  may 
thereby  and  therein  be  obtained,  where  she  had  nothing  to  do  with 
the  making  or  indorsing  of  the  note  upon  which  the  action  was 
based:  Wills  v.  Booth  (Cal.  App.),  Bl  Pac.  Rep.  7S9,  Judgment 
against  the  executor  of  one  estate,  as  well  as  against  the  adminiS' 
trator  de  bonis  non  of  another  state,  has  the  effect,  only,  of  estab- 
lishing the  claims  of  the  plaintiff  against  such  estates  in  the  same 
manner  as  if  they  had  been  presented  to  and  allowed  by  the  executor 
of  the  one,  and  the  administrator  de  bonis  non  of  the  other,  and  by 
the  court.  No  execution  can  issue  on  such  a  judgment,  and  it  is 
not  even  a  lien  on  the  property  of  the  estate;  Prefontaine  y. 
McMtchen,  16  Wash.  16;  47  Pac.  Bep.  231.  Where  an  agreement  is 
entered  into  between  a  prospective  purchaser  and  an  executor,  and 
a  deposit  is  made  in  advance  of  the  order  of  the  court  authorizing 
the  sale  of  the  property,  the  deposit  to  be  retnmed  if  the  sale  is 
not  a  good  one,  such  prospective  purchaser  is  entitled  to  recover  such 
deposit,  where  the  sale  is  irregular  and  invalid,  and  the  deed  to 
the  property  wonld  pass  no  title.  The  executor,  in  such  case,  cannot 
Probate— tl 
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recover  the  Iobs  incident  to  a  resale  of  each  propert;,  or  rstain  each 
deposit,  or  apply  the  iame  ic  paTment  of  the  de&aieuej  remltiug 
therefrom.  In  an  action  to  recover  the  deposit,  a  judgment  in  favor 
of  the  plaintiff  wilt  not  be  reversed,  because  it  was  entered  against 
the  defendant  individuaUy,  where  no  objection  to  the  action  on  the 
ground  that  defeudants  were  sued  as  individuals  and  not  as  ezeco- 
tors,  was  raised  ty  demurrer  or  answer:  Hellman  v.  Merz,  112  Cal. 
661,  668;  44  Fae.  Bep.  1079. 

<2)  Hnst  b«  poTable  la  coniM  of  admlnistntiou.  A  judgment  in 
an  action  against  an  administrator  should  be  against  him  de  bonis 
testatoris;  Jones  v.  Perot,  19  Col.  141;  34  Pae.  Bep.  728.  A  judg- 
ment against  executors  or  administrators  should  be  made  payable  in 
due  course  of  ftdminist ration:  Atherton  v.  Fowler,  46  Cal.  323,  327; 
Kelly  V.  BsDdini,  50  Cal.  530,  632;  Drake  v.  Foster,  S2  Cal.  225,  227; 
Lawrence  v.  Doolan,  68  Cal.  300,  315;  5  Pac.  Bep.  484;  9  Pac.  B«p. 
159.  So  in  Colorado,  a  judgment  in  an  action  against  an  executor  or 
an  administrator  should  be,  that  it  be  payable  out  of  the  estate  of 
the  deceased  in  due  course  of  administration;  and  «  provision  in 
the  judgment,  in  that  state,  that  the  plaintiff  have  costs  and  that 
he  have  execution  therefor,  is  erroneous:  Kilpatrick  v.  Haley,  14 
Col.  399;  eo  Pac.  Bep.  261,  If  a  party  to  an  action  dies  after  a 
cause  is  tried,  and  submitted  to  the  court  for  its  decision,  and  a  writ< 
ten  opinion  announcing  the  court's  conelusion  is  filed,  and  before 
judgment  is  entered,  the  court  may  order  judgment  entered  nunc  pro 
tunc  as  of  the  date  of  the  submission  and  filing  of  its  decision.  In 
such  case  it  is  proper  that  judgment  be  directed  against  the  decedent 
payable  in  the  course  of  administration  on  his  estate:  Fox  v.  Hale 
and  NorcroBB  S.  M.  Co.,  108  Cal.  478;  41  Pac,  Sep.  328.  An  action 
may  be  maintained  against  the  administrator  of  a  tax-collector  and 
the  sureties  on  the  official  bond  of  the  deceased  official  to  recover 
money  of  the  plaintiff  received  by  the  deceased  in  liis  official  capa- 
city, but  which  money  was  neither  paid  to  the  treasurer  nor  to  the 
plaintiff;  and  the  judgment  against  the  representative  must  provide 
that  it  be  paid  by  him  In  due  course  of  administration:  Lawrence  v. 
Doolan,  68  Cal.  309,  313;  5  Pac.  Hep.  484;  9  Pac.  Eep.  159.  If  an 
action  la  instituted  against  an  executor  as  snch,  and  the  court  has 
acquired  CO  juriadictian  of  him  in  his  personal  capacity,  the  proceed- 
ings cannot  be  amended  so  ^  to  permit  a  personal  judgment  to  be 
entered;  Kenwick  v.  Qarland,  1  Cal.  App.  237;  82  Pae.  Bep.  SS. 

<3)  Foreign  Jodgmeots.  A  judgment  recovered  against  the  admin- 
istrator of  a  deceased  person  in  one  state  is  no  evidence  of  debt  in 
a  subsequent  suit  by  the  same  plaintiff  in  another  state,  either 
against  an  administrator,  whether  the  same  or  a  different  person 
appointed   there,   or  against   any   other  person  having  assets   of   the 
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deeeaa«d:  Braitbw&ite  v.  Harvey,  14  U«at.  208;  36  P>e.  Bep.  i 
JobnsoD  T.  Powen,  139  U.  &  156;  11  Sap.  Ct.  Bep.  526.

(4)  Void  U  made  after  termination  of  office.  A  judgment  recov- 
ered againat  an  executor,  upon  a  contract  made  by  tlie  testator  in 
his  lifetime  for  the  conveyance  of  an  interest  in  real  eatato,  to 
compel  the  execution,  liy  the  executor,  of  a  deed  according  to  tha 
terme  of  the  contcsct,  is  not  binding  upon  the  heirs  and  devisees, 
where  such  judgment  waa  obtained  against  the  executor  after  his 
resignation,  and  the  approval  and  settlement  of  his  account:  Luco  v. 
Commercial  Bank,  70  Cal.  339;  11  Pac.  Bep.  650.  No  judgment  can 
properly  be  entered  against  an  administrator,  as  Hueh,  after  his 
removal  from  ot&ee,  although  he  may  have  an  appeal  pending  from 
the  order  for  his  removal:  More  v.  More,  127  Cat.  460,  463;  59  Pac.

9.  Actions  on  aoconnts.  In  an  action  against  an  executor  to 
recover  a  balance  due  on  a  mutual  account,  the  finding  of  the  trial 
court  as  to  the  amount  due  upon  the  account,  which  was  less  than 
the  amount  claimed,  will  be  treated  as  conclusive  by  the  appellate 
court:  Merithew  v.  Orr,  90  Cal.  363,  364;  27  Pac.  Bep.  2B5.  An  admin- 
istrator defendant  may  demand  a  copy  of  the  account  suad  on,  in 
an  action  against  him,  where  the  complaint  is  on  an  account,  wit  boat 
specifying  the  items,  and  is  bound  by  the  rule  that  if  he  falls  so 
to  do,  he  cannot  object  to  the  complaint  for  uncertainty  in  that 
respect:  Wise  v.  Hogan,  77  Cal.

eBtate  in  aBsumpBit  on  a  quantum  meruit  for  Eerriees  rendered  bj 
a  wife  to  the  decedent,  the  plaintiff  must  prove  a  contract,  either 
express  or  implied,  and  tliat  Berviccs  were  rendered  under  such  con- 
tract, and  the  value  thereof.  Assumpsit  does  not  neceBBSrily  imply  a 
contract,  but  may  lie  where  some  duty  would  justify  the  court  in 
imputing  a  promise  to  perform  it:  Snowden  v.  demons,  5  Col.  App. 
251;  38  Pac.  Rep.  475.  An  action  brought  against  the  estate  of  a 
decedent  for  services  rendered  in  discovering  ore  on  mining  prop, 
erty  belonging  to  the  estate,  and  based  upon  the  promise  of  the 
testator  to  pay  the  claimant  therefor,  is  suSiciently  supported  by  the 
testimony  of  two  witnesses  to  the  facts  and  ejrcumstanccB,  the  weight 
and  credibility  of  whose  testimony  in  for  the  jury;  TitUB  v.  Bernard, 
80  Col.  App.  104;  77  Pac.  Rep.  256.  In  an  action  by  the  daughter 
against  the  estate  of  her  deceased  mother,  for  services  rendered  the 
mother  in  her  lifetime,  while  it  is  presumed  that  such  serviees  are 
gratuitous,  the  plaintiff  may  show,  and  the  burden  is  upon  her  to 
show,  in  such  case,  an  ezpress  contract,  or  a  mutual  meeting  of  minds 
npon  a  matter  of  contract;  but  it  is  not  essential  that  a  formal 
offer  and  acceptance,  in  writing  or  otherwise,  be  shown:  Griffith  v. 
Robertson,  73  Kan.  666;  S5  Pac.  Bep.  748.  In  an  action  by  a 
daughter  to  recover  from  the  estate  of  her  deceased  mother,  for  ser- 
vices rendered  during  the  mother's  lifetime,  the  daughter  is  com- 
petent to  testify  to  conversations  had  between  her  mother  and 
another,  which  took  place  in  her  presence,  tending  to  show  that  the 
mother  had  agreed  to  pay  for  the  serviees,  and  that  such  payment 
was  to  be  made  by  the  provisions  of  a  will;  Griffith  v.  Bobertson,  73 
Kan.  666;  SS  Pac.  Bep.  74S.  Bonebrake  v.  Taner,  67  Kan.  827;  72 
Pac.  Bep.  521.  Suit  against  an  executor  npon  a  promissory  note 
executed  by  a  deceased  is  prematurely  brought,  where  it  was  com. 
menced  prior  to  the  maturity  of  tbe  note,  although  sabsequcnt  to 
the  presentation  of  the  claim  based  thereon,  and  the  rejection  thereof 
by  the  executor.  Bejection  does  not  constitute  any  breach  of  tbe 
contract  giving  a  right  of  action  before  maturity:  Badne  v.  Pauwelyn, 
27  Mont.  68;  69  Pac.  Hop.  557.  If  personal  services  are  performed 
bjr  one  person  for  another  under  a  contract  or  mutual  understanding 
that  compensation  ta  to  be  made  therefor  in  the  will  of  the  party 
receiving  the  benefit,  or  by  some  instrument  to  become  absolute  upon 
bis  death,  and  the  party  dies  without  making  sneh  provision,  an 
action  will  lie  against  his  estate  to  recover  the  actual  value  of  the 
services.  If  the  question  arises  as  to  whether  or  not  the  services 
were  gratuitous,  the  plaintiff  is  entitled  to  recover  on  a  quantum 
meruit.  It  is  not  necessary  to  predicate  the  action  on  a  breach  of 
the  agreement:  Pclton  v.  Smith  (Wash.),  97  Pae.  Bep.  460,  46J.  An 
action  may  be   maintained   against  tbe  administrator  of  a  deceased 
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p«rsaD  on  a  contraet  foe  Berriees,  notwitbetanding  the  aervices  were 
to  be  rendered  in  a  foreign  jurisdiction,  as  the  caase  of  action  is 
transitory:  UcCann  v.  Penoie,  100  Cal.  547,  552;  35  Pac.  Eep.  158. 
An  action  may  be  maintained  against  the  reprcBeutativee  of  a 
deceased  person  for  tbe  valae  of  property  of  ivhich  the  decedent 
received  the  benefit  in  his  lifetime:  Fox  v.  Hale  and  Norcross  S.  U. 
Co.,  108  Cal.  478,  4S3;  It  Pac.  Rep.  328.  An  action  cannot  be  main- 
tained against  executors  for  servicos  graCuitouslj  rendered  to  a  dece- 
dent during  her  life  without  request:  Dallman  v.  Frank,  1  Cal.  App. 
641,  545,  Q4Q;  B2  Pac.  Sep.  564.  In  an  action  against  an  adminis- 
trator for  services  rendered  to  a  decedent  during  life,  a  finding  that 
the  services  were  rendered  at  an  agreed  price  is  sustained  by  proof 
of  admissions  hy  plaintiff  to  that  effect;  but  a  finding  that  sucli  ser- 
vices were  wholly  paid  for  is  not  sustained  by  evidence  showing  only 
partial  payment;  and  the  burden  of  proving  payment  is  on  tho  defend- 
ant: Stuart  V.  Lord,  138  Cal.  eTZ,  674;  72  Pac.  Bep.  142.  If  a 
physician  performs  a  sargical  operation  upon  a  person  who  is  uneon- 
Bcions  as  the  result  of  a  physical  injury,  and  also  renders  other  pro- 
feesional  services  to  such  person,  all  during  his  last  illness,  ho  has 
a  right  to  recover  upon  his  claim  against  the  estate  of  snch  injured 
person  in  case  of  the  letter's  death,  not  by  reason  of  any  contract 
witb  tbe  injured  person,  either  express  or  implied,  but  by  virtue  of 
the  Btatnte,  which  gives  a  preference  right  of  payment  of  expenses 
of  the  last  sickness  over  all  ordinary  debts  ont  of  the  estate  of  the 
decedent:  Cunningbam  v.  Lakin  (Wash.),  97  Pac.  Bep,  447.  An 
action  may  be  maintained  against  the  administrator  of  a  deceased 
person  to  enforce  a  verbal  agreement  by  the  decedent  to  share  in 
discharging  a  mortgage  on  the  land  of  plaintiff,  where  decedent 
had  received  the  full  consideration  for  snch  agreement:  McDowell 
T.  Miller,  1  Ean.  App.  666;  42  Pac.  Rep.  402. 

(2)  On  contracts  by  executor  ax,  admlnlatratoi.  As  executors  and 
administrators  cannot,  by  virtue  of  their  general  powers  as  such, 
make  any  contract  which  will  bind  the  estate  and  authorize  a  judg- 
ment de  bonis  decendentis,  an  action  cannot  be  maintained  against 
an  estate  to  recover  a  balance  due  on  a  contract  made  by  the  plaintiffs 
with  the  defendant,  as  executrix,  by  which  the  plaintiffs  agreed  that 
they  "  would  drill  a  well  for  defendant  on  the  property  of  said 
estate,"  etc.:  Benwick  v.  Garland,  1  Cal.  App.  237;  82  Pac.  Rep.  89. 
Where  an  action  is  brought  in  assumpsit  against  an  administrator  as 
snch,  to  recover  upon  a  note  signed  by  him,  and  default  is  taken,  the 
only  judgment  that  can  be  rendered  against  the  administrator  is  for 
whatever  can  be  made  by  a  levy  against  the  goods  of  the  deceased 
in  his  hands,  and  if  such  property  is  not  sufficient  to  satisfy  tbe 
judgment,  costs  can  be  levied  only  de  bonis  propriis.  Generally,  a 
judgment   by   default   against   an   administrator   is   an   admission    of 
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uaetB  to  the  extent  charged  in  the  proceedingt  againat  him;  bat  where 
there  la  no  allegKtiou  in  the  declaration  that  the  administraton  had 
aasetB  in  their  handa,  default  cannot  admit  what  ii  not  charged: 
Sonescal  v.  Bolton,  7  N.  U.  3G1:  34  Pae.  Bep.  446.  An  BdminiHtrator 
c&nnot  be  sued  in  his  lepreaentAtive  capacity  for  attorney's  fees  for 
services  rendered  in  the  administration  of  the  estate:  Torrenson  v. 
Bowman,  26  Nev.  369;  68  Pae.  Bep.  472.  Bee  Briggs  v.  Breen,  123 
Cal.  6S7;  56  Pac.  Rep.  633,  8S6.  Upon  contracts  made  b;  an  adminis- 
trator  to  pay  an  attorney  in  property  out  of  tbe  estate  for  aervieel 
rendered  the  estate,  the  adminietrator  personally,  and  not  the  eatate, 
is  liable,  fiaob  fees,  to  bind  the  estate,  mnet  be  fixed  and  allowed  by 
the  court:  Estate  of  Page,  5T  Cal.  23S,  211.  Where  a  lessee  takes  an 
administrator's  lease  of  property,  be  is  bound  to  take  notice  of  the 
title,  and  he  cannot  sue  the  administrator  to  recover  rent  paid, 
should  the  title  fail  as  to  part  of  the  leased  property:  Miller  v.  Gray, 
136  Cal.  261,  264;  68  Pac.  Bep.  770.  One  who  renders  services  and 
expends  moneys  for  the  benefit  of  an  estate,  at  the  request  of  the 
executor  or  administrator,  is  entitled  to  recover  the  same  in  an  action 
against  the  representative.  Such  services  rendered  and  moneys 
expended  are  "expenses  of  administration":  Gumee  v.  llaloney,  38 
Cal.  86,  87;  99  Am.  Dec.  352. 

12.  Foe  ccntTeraloil.  The  adminiatrator  is  a  trustee  for  those  en- 
titled to  succeed  to  tbe  property,  and  where  he  converts  the  property 
to  his  own  use,  the  cestnis  que  trusteut  are  injured,  and  become 
invested  with  a  cause  of  action  against  him;  but  no  action  for  the 
converaion  by  the  admioistratOT  can  be  sustained  against  bim  or  his 
sureties  until  an  accoanting  is  had  in  the  probate  court:  Boed  v. 
Hume,  2S  Utah,  248;  70  Pae.  Bep.  99S.  See  Beall  v.  New  Mexico, 
16  Wall  (U.  8.)  535;  21  L.  ed.  292.  In  Oregon,  a  claimant  in  an 
action  against  an  estate,  for  conversion  by  the  testator,  is  a  com- 
petent witness  in  his  own  behalf,  but  his  teatimony  is  not,  of  itself, 
sufficient  to  establiaji  his  claim:  Goltra  v.  PenJand,  4S  Or.  2S4;  77 
Pae.  Bep.  129.  If  an  administrator  or  executor  applies  to  the  use  of 
the  estate  money  or  tbe  proceeds  of  property  belonging  to  a  third 
person,  he  is  liable  in  both  hie  individual  and  repTesentative  capacity, 
and  the  injured  party  may  elect  whether  he  will  hold  him  in  tbe  one 
capacity  or  in  the  other.  If,  however,  a  party  elects  to  sue  tbe  execu- 
tor in  his  representative  capacity,  he  can  only  take  such  judgment  aa 
the  law  authorizes  in  such  cases;  that  is,  one  which  is  the  same,  in 
effect,  as  a  claim  established  against  the  estate:  Collins  v.  Denny  Clay 
Co,,  41  Wash.  136;  82  Pac.  Bep.  1012.  In  an  action  against  an  admin- 
istrator for  property  of  a  plaintiff  alleged  to  have  been  converted  to 
bis  own  use  by  the  Intestate,  a  finding  that  the  intestate  refused  to 
recognize  tbe  right  of  plalntiS!  to  redeem  the  property,  which  liad 
been  pledged  to  him,  obviates  the  necessity  of  averring  a  tender  of 
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the  debts  secured;  Lows  v.  Ozmun,  3  Cal.  App.  387,  395;  80  Poc  Bep. 
729.  If  a  person  defends,  in  an  action  brought  against  him  for  con- 
version, upon  the  gronnd  that  the  propert?  ia  held  by  him  as  adminis- 
trator,  this  defense  must  be  by  certain  and  positive  avermeatB  show- 
ing,—  1.  His  appointment  and  qualification  aa  administrator,  together 
with  the  facte  that  he  is  posaeased  of  or  entitled  to  auch  property,  and 
is  chargeable  therewith  aa  admiuiatrator;  and  2.  Hia  intestate's  right, 
title,  or  intereat  in  and  to  aneh  property.  Unleaa  the  defense  ia 
anequivocai  in  this  respect,  advantage  cannot  be  taken  of  the  statu- 
tory rule  which  precludes  parties  and  peraona  interested  in  an  action 
from  testifying  therein  when  the  opposite  party  aaea  or  defends  aa 
an  administrator :  Prewitt  v.  Lambert,  19  Col.  7;  34  Pac.  Bep.  684. 
The  executor  of  a  deceased  admiuistrater  may  be  aued  by  hie  auc- 
eessor  in  admin  i  strati  on  for  the  proceeds  of  a  policy  of  life  inaurance 
collected  by  his  testator  in  his  former  representative  capacity,  but 
not  accounted  for:  Curran  v.  Kennedy,  89  Cal,  98,  99;  26  Pac.  Rep. 
641.  Where  an  action  by  a  partner  ia  commenced  against  the  estate 
of  his  deceaaed  partner  for  a  eonveraion  of  property  alleged  to 
belong  to  the  firm,  and  the  complaint  is  amended  after  the  statute  of 
limitationa  has  ran  against  the  cauae  of  action,  the  statute  bars  any 
new  cause  of  action  brought  in  by  way  of  amendment.  In  this  case 
the  claimant  did  not  assert  his  right  to  recover  under  a  claim  of  joint 
ownership  for  more  than  a  year  after  letters  testamentary  had  been 
issued  to  the  executor:  Schwarte  v.  Stock,  26  Nev.  156;  65  Fac.  Bep. 
357.     See  Atkinson  v.  Canal  Company,  53  CaL  102. 

13.  To  rscoTsr'  deposit  on  void  sale.  Ad  action  to  recover  money 
paid  aa  a  deposit  on  a  probate  sale  of  land,  which  was  void  as  not 
having  been  made  in  accordance  with  the  order  of  sale,  abonld  not  be 
brought  against  the  executor  in  his  representative  capacity,  unless  it 
appears  that  the  money  haa  actuaUy  been  made  a  part  of  the  assets 
of  the  estate:  Sohlicker  v.  Hemenway,  110  Cal.  579,  582;  42  Pac.  S,ep. 
1063;  52  Am.  St.  Bep.  116. 

14.  Ejectment.  Ejectment  may  be  maintained  against  the  repre- 
aeutative  of  a  deceased  person:  Barrett  v.  Birge,  50  Cal.  655,  658. 


t  domain.  Proceedings  to  condemn  land  for  public  uae 
may  be  maintained  againat  an  executor;  and  the  word  "  recovery,"  in 
the  statute  authorizing  auits  by  and  against  the  estates  of  a  deceased 
person,  includes  condemnation  for  public  uae:  Monterey  County  v. 
Cashing,  83  Cal.  607,  612;  23  Pac.  Bep.  700. 

je.  To  enforce  trnat. 
(1)  ^  gemeraL     A  suit  in   equity   to   enforce   a   trust   against   a 
apeelfle  fnnd  may  be  maintained  against  an  administrator,  where  the 
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fund  ia  eapable  of  id entifi cation,  notwitbBtanding  plainttS's  cause  of 
action  may  have  some  elements  of  an  ordinary  claim  against  the 
estate:  Dunham  v.  Siglin,  36  Or.  291;  64  Fac.  Bep.  662,  663.  In  an 
action  against  an  administrator  to  enforee  a  trnst,  if  the  trust  prop- 
erty tan  be  traced  and  identified,  the  action  may  be  maintained  by 
the  beneficiary;  for  he  is  seeking  his  own  property  only,  and  does  not 
seek  to  enforce  a  claim  against  the  property  of  the  estate  of  decedent: 
Boaeh  V.  Caraffa,  85  Cal.  436,  444;  25  Pac.  Hep.  22.  Where  the  title 
to  land  stood  in  the  name  of  a  deceased  person,  and  the  purcbase 
price  therefor  had  been  paid  one  half  by  decedent  and  one  half  by 
another  person,  the  latter  may  enforce  bis  resulting  trust  in  one  half 
of  the  property  against  both  the  administrator  and  general  creditors 
of  the  estate:  Murphy  v,  Ciayton,  113  Cal.  153,  159;  45  Pac.  Kep.  267. 
The  fact  that  plaintiff,  in  an  equitable  action  to  recover  trust  prop- 
erty held  by  an  administrator,  had  recovered  a  money  judgment 
against  the  same  administrator  will  not  be  regarded  as  an  election  to 
rely  on  his  legal  remedy,  unless  it  appears  that  he  made  such  election 
with  full  knowledge  of  all  the  facts:  Wells  Fargo  Co.  v.  Robinson,  13 
Cal.  133,  141,  143.  If  the  bolder  of  a  promissory  note,  pending  suit 
thereon,  assigns  the  same  in  trust,  to  pay  from  the  proceeds  the  fees 
of  his  attorney  in  prosecuting  an  action  thereon,  a  suit  may  be  mi^D- 
tained  by  such  attorney  against  the  administrator  of  the  trustee  to 
enforce  the  trust:  Tyler  v.  Mayre,  95  Cal.  160,  168;  27  Pac.  Bep.  196. 
In  a  suit  in  equity,  relating  to  a  trust  fund,  against  an  administrator 
of  a  trustee,  the  statement  that  the  trust  fund  mnst  be  capable  ot 
identification  does  not  mean  that  it  must  be  kept  as  a  separate  fund, 
or  in  a  special  account.  If  the  trustee  mingle  it  with  other  funds,  so 
long  as  there  is  in  the  mass  an  amount  greater  than  the  trust  fund, 
it  will  be  presumed,  in  the  absence  of  a  contrary  showing,  to  include 
the  trust  fund;  and  if,  after  such  mingling,  the  trustee  has  with- 
drawn any  portion  of  the  mass,  it  wilt  be  presumed  to  have  been  his 
own,  rather  than  from  that  held  by  him  in  trust':  Elizalde  v.  Elizalde, 
13T  Cal.  634,  641;  66  Pac.  Rep.  389;  TO  Pac.  Bep.  801. 

(2)  Presentation  of  claims.  A  suit  in  equity  may  be  maintained 
against  the  eiecutors  of  a  deceased  person  to  enforce  an  oral  trust, 
notwithstanding  the  plaintiff  has  presented  bis  claim  to  them  for  the 
snbject  of  the  trust,  which  claim  was  allowed  in  part  by  them,  and 
was  approved  by  the  court,  and  filed:  Walkerly  v.  Bacon,  85  Cal.  137, 
141;  24  Fac.  Rep.  638.  If  an  administrator  comes  into  possession  of 
trust  funds  held  by  the  decedent,  which  constitute  no  part  of  the 
assets  of  the  estate,  he  may  be  sued^tberefor  in  equity  without  pre- 
senting a  claim  against  the  estate:  Gunter  v.  Janes,  9  Cal.  634,  658. 
But  this  right  to  proceed  in  equity  eiists  only  so  long  as  the  trust 
property,  or  the  product  of  it,  can  be  identified:  Lathrop  v.  Bamptoo, 
31  Cal.  IT,  22,  23;  89  Am.  Dec  141.     If  a  trust  fund  created  by  the 
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will  of  tbe  teatator  has  been  dietributed  aud  invested  nnder  the  will, 
but  not  jet  delivered  to  the  ultimate  trnstee,  and  the  distributee  dies 
after  lueh  investment,  the  ultimate  trustee  may  maintain  suit  against 
Mb  administratoT  for  the  securities  repiesenting  the  in  vestment 
without  presenting  a  claim  againat  the  estate:  Eauffman  t.  Foster,  3 
CaL  App.  741,  743;  86  Pae.  Bep.  1108. 

(3)  Action  by  credlton.  The  creditors  of  an  insolvent  estate  of  a 
deceased  person  cannot  maintain  an  action  against  the  administrator 
of  such  an  estate  and  others,  pending  administration,  to  compel  him 
and  them  to  transfer  to  the  estate  real  property  to  which  he  has,  for 
himself  and  them,  obtained  the  legal  title  in  snch  a  waj'  as  to  raise  a 
constructive  trust  in  favor  of  the  estate.  If  the  defendant  adminis- 
trator is  sued,  in  such  action,  both  in  his  representative  aud  personal 
eapaeitj,  there  is  a  misjomder  of  parties  defendant  in  the  one  case, 
coupled  with  an  incapacity  to  sue  as  to  the  plaintiffs;  and  a  demurrer 
to  the  complaint  is  properly  snstained:  Mesmer  t.  Jenkins,  61  Cal. 
ISl,   153. 

(4)  Oollat«ral  attack.  An  action  may  be  maintained  against  an 
executor  to  recover  moneys  that  had  constituted  a.  part  of  the  estate, 
but  which  are  claimed  to  be  due  to  the  plaintiff,  as  a  trustee  for  cer- 
tain beneficiaries.  Eut  such  action,  where  it  exceeds  the  jurisdictional 
amount  of  the  justice's  court,  can  be  maintained  only  in  the  superior 
court.  And  where  a  subsequent  action  is  maintained  to  obtain  a 
decree  vacating  and  setting  aside  a  judgment  rendered  against  the 
executor,  such  subsequent  action,  even  though  denominated  a  direct 
attack,  is  in  the  nature  of  a  collateral  attack,  aud  will  not  warrant 
the  assumption  of  a  jurisdiction  to  review  the  proceedings  in  the 
original  action:  LeUesnager  v,  Variel,  144  Cal.  463,  467;  77  Pac.  Eep, 
0SS;   103   Am.   St.   Bep.   91. 

17.  For  franA.  An  action  may  be  maintained  against  the  executor 
of  a  deceased  person  to  set  aside  a  judgment  obtained  by  the  dece- 
dent against  the  plaintiff,  where  such  judgment  was  obtained  through 
frand  of  an  eitrinsie  character.  Such  fraud  operates,  not  upon  mat- 
ters pertaining  to  the  judgment  itself,  but  to  the  manner  in  which  it 
was  procured.  Equity  will  give  relief  from  a  judgment  for  such 
fraud  practised  on  the  plaintitF  against  whom  the  judgment  was 
obtained,  where  there  was  no  adverse  trial  of  the  issues  in  the  action, 
and  where  the  plaintiff  was  prevented,  through  fraudulent  acts  of  bis 
adversary,  and  without  any  fault  on  bis  own  part,  from  presenting  a 
meritorious  defense  to  the  action  brought  against  him;  Flood  v. 
Templeton  (Cal.),  92  Pac.  Bep.  78.  An  action  by  an  heir  is  authorized 
and  proper  to  charge  a  defendant  as  an  involuntary  trustee  for  the 
benefit  of  the  plaintiff,  where  the  defendant,  while  acting  as  admin- 
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istrator,  fraudalently  and  wrongfvUy  acquired  the  property  by  taking 
advantage  of  bis  position  In  indneing  the  heir  to  convey  hii  inteteat 
in  the  estate;  Wingerter  y.  Wingerter,  71  Cal.  105;  11  Pae.  Bap.  853. 
If  there  is  not  a  defteieuey  of  aaseta  in  the  handB  of  the  adminia- 
trator  to  meet  the  demands  of  creditors,  he  cannot  maintain  an 
action  to  recover  any  property  tranaferred  by  the  decedent  in  his 
lifetime,  or  defend  an  action  for  its  recovery:  Murphy  r.  Clayton,  114 
Cal.  526,  536;  43  Pac.  Bep.  613;  46  Pae.  Bep.  460. 


Bight  of  exeeators  or  administrators  to  defend  or  to  impeach  on 
the  ground  of  fraud:  See  note  3  Am.  St.  Bep.  740-745. 

18.  On  mortgagei.  The  administrator  being  entitled,  under  the 
statute,  to  the  possession  of  the  decedent'e  real  property,  he  muat  be 
made  a  party  to  all  suits  affecting  it.  If,  therefore,  an  action  is  insti- 
tuted to  foreclose  «  mortgage,  and  the  administrator  of  the  mort- 
gagor's estate  is  not  made  a  party,  the  complaint  is  defective  for 
want  of  proper  parties:  Hanrood  v.  Marye,  8  Cal.  580,  581,  In  a  suit 
to  foreclose  a  mortgage  made  by  a  deceased  mortgagor,  it  is  not 
necessary  to  make  the  heirs  parties.  The  executor  represents  the 
state,  and  a  judgment  against  bim  binds  the  beire  and  devisees: 
Dickey  v.  Gibson,  121  Gal.  276,  278;  63  Pee.  Bep.  704;  Bayly  v. 
Muehe,  65  Cal.  345,  348;  3  Pae.  Bep.  467;  4  Pac.  Bep.  486.  The  admin- 
istrator is  a  necessary  party  to  an  action  brought  to  foreclose  a 
mortgage,  where  the  testator,  as  mortgagee,  dies  before  judgment: 
Belloc  v.  Bogera,  9  Cal.  123,  126.  Where  a  mortgage  cannot  be  fore- 
closed, by  reason  of  the  bar  of  the  statute  of  limitations,  against  the 
grantee  of  the  mortgage,  no  recovery  can  be  had  against  the  admtnis- 
tiator  of  the  deceased  mortgagor.  The  only  right  of  action  against 
the  grantee  of  a  mortgage  is  one  to  secure  a  sale  of  the  mortgaged 
premises,  and  the  application  of  the  proceeds  of  the  debt  and  costs. 
This  right  of  action  exists  against  the  grantee  as  soon  as  the  debt 
falls  due.  The  statute  begins  to  run  against  this  right  of  action  at 
the  same  time,  and  the  running  of  the  statute  is  not  interrupted  by 
the  death  of  the  mortgagor:  California  Title  etc.  Co.  v.  UiUer,  3 
Cal.  App.  54;  84  Pac.  Bep.  453.  An  action  may  be  maintained  against 
an  executor  to  have  certain  deeds  of  conveyance,  absolute  in  form, 
decreed  to  be  in  fact  only  mortgages,  the  amount  due  thereon  aaeer- 
tained,  and  conveyances  of  the  property  therein  described  ordered  to 
be  executed  upon  the  payment  of  the  amount  adjudged  to  be  due.  In 
■uch  a  case  the  grantee,  as  plaintiff,  is  competent  to  testify  as  to  any 
matter  of  fact  occurring  before  the  death  of  the  decedent  grantor: 
Wadleigh  v.  Phelps,  140  Cal.  627;  87  Pac.  Bep.  93.  In  a  suit  against 
the  executor  of  a  grantor  to  declare  a  deed  a  mortgage  and  to  fore- 
close it,  where  a  claim  has  been  presented  to  the  estate  and  rejected, 
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but  no  judgment  foi  a  defieieoCT'  is  dem&nded,  the  fact  that  more  than 
the  statutory  time  had  elapaed  after  rejeetiou  of  the  claim  before  Buit 
is  immaterial:  Fox  v.  Bernard  (Nev.),  65  Pae.  Bep.  351,  3S2. 

19.  To  quiet  title.  In  an  action  to  declare  a  deed  to  a  decedent  a 
mortgage,  and  to  qniet  title  to  the  land  so  conveyed,  both  the  admin- 
iitrator  and  heirs  of  such  decedent  are  proper  parties  defendant:  Lott- 
vall  V.  aridley,  70  Cal.  507,  50B;  11  Pac.  Eep.  777. 

20.  Beplovln.  In  an  action  of  replevin  againet  an  administrator,  if 
the  facta  would  not  warrant  a  recovery  in  an  action  by  him,  they 
constitute  no  defense  in  an  action  against  him:  Murphy  v.  Clayton, 
114  Cal.  526,  538;  43  Pac.  Bep.  613;  46  Pac.  Bep.'460.  If  an  adminis- 
trator is  sued  to  recover  property,  claimed  adversely  to  the  estate,  he 
cannot  unite  with  his  defense  of  title  in  his  intestate  a  claim  of  lien 
on  the  property  in  favor  of  himself  personally:  Gardner  v.  Gilliham, 
20  Or.  598;  27  Pac,  Bep.  220,  221.  If  the  taking  of  poasBssion  of  per- 
sonal property  by  the  administrator,  after  the  decease  of  the  intestate, 
and  before  her  appointment,  was  lawful,  and  for  the  beoeflt  of  the 
estate,  the  title  which  the  administrator  subsequently  secured  to  the 
property,  relates  back  to  the  intestate's  death,  and  such  title  may 
be  pleaded  as  a  defense  to  an  action  of  replevin,  not  because  of  the 
newly  acquired  title  after  the  action  was  commenced,  but  because  of 
the  right  and  legality  of  the  taking  in  the  first  instance:  Cssto  v. 
Murray,  47  Or.  57;  SI  Pae.  Bep.  883. 

21.  For  torta. 
(1)  Acta  done  by  the  exeentar  oi  admlnlatratoi.  It  is  a  general 
rule  of  law,  that  no  action  will  lie  against  an  executor  or  adminis- 
trator to  which  his  testator  «r  intestate  was  not  liable;  hence,  where 
the  foundation  of  plaintiff's  demand  is  the  personal  tort  of  the  defend- 
ant, and  not  that  of  his  testator,  as  for  damages  for  personal  injuries 
sastainsd  by  the  plaintiff  in  consequence  of  the  neglect  of  the  defend- 
ant to  keep  in  repair  that  portion  of  the  street  fronting  a  lot 
belonging  to  the  testator,  such  defect  not  being  alleged  to  have 
existed  anterior  to  tbe  deatb  of  such  testator,  and  therefore,  no 
obligation  having  been  incurred  by  the  testator  in  his  lifetime,  in 
respect  thereto,  which  could  serve  as  a  basis  for  a  valid  claim  against 
his  estate,  or  a  right  of  action  against  the  administrator  of  bis 
estate,  an  action  will  not  lie  against  the  administrator  as  such: 
Eustace  v.  Jahoa,  38  Cal.  3,  21.  As  a  general  principle,  an  estate 
cannot  be  held  liable  for  a  tort  committed  by  an  administrator  or 
executor:  Nickals  v.  Stanley,  148  Cal.  724;  81  Pac.  Eep.  117.  A  per- 
sona! injury  resulting  from  neglect  of  the  duty  devolving  upon  an 
administrator,  or  other  person  in  the  representative  relation  to  the 
eatate  of  his  testator,  renders  him  personally  liable  for  a  tort;  but 
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DDder  no  principle  of  the  law  can  the  estate  be  charged  with  tho 
result  of  Bueh  negligence.  It  cannot  be  suBtained  upon  the  principle 
of  respondeat  superior,  or  principal  and  agent,  for  the  simple  reason 
that  no  Buch  relation  existB  between  heirs,  legatees,  or  creditors  rf 
the  estate  and  the  administrator.  The  administrator  is  not  in  the 
employ  or  subject  to  the  control  of  any  superior,  other  than  the  pro- 
bate court,  in  the  performance  of  any  duty  imposed  upon  him  as  such 
by  law:  Eustace  v.  Jahne,  38  Cal.  3,  22.  The  only  way  in  which  an 
action  can  be  brought  against  an  estate  ia  to  sue  the  administrator  or 
executor  in  his  representative  capacity.  The  estate  cannot  be  held 
liable  for  a  tort  committed  by  the  representative,  nor  can  it  be  held 
liable  for  damages  for  a  breach  of  contract  by  him:  Sterrett  v. 
Barker,  119  Cal.  492,  494;  51  Pac  Bep.  695.  An  action  cannot  be 
maintained  against  an  executor  or  administrator,  as  such,  on  a  penal 
statute;  nor  when  the  cause  of  action  is  founded  upon  malfeasance  or 
misfeasance,  or  when  the  complaint  imputes  a  tort  done  to  the  person 
or  goods  of  another  by  the  testator  or  intestate:  Eustace  v.  Jahns,  38 
Cal.  3,  23.  Tortious  acts  by  an  administrator  are  outside  of  bis 
authority,  and  the  estate  cannot  be  held  liable  for  the  consequence! 
thereof.  This  being  so,  it  has  been  held  that,  under  a  statute  provid- 
ing that  the  party  in  interest,  or  to  the  record,  shall  not  be  allowed 
to  testify,  the  heir  and  distributee  is  not  disqualified  as  a  witness,  and 
should  be  alloived  to  testify  on  behalf  of  the  defendant  in  an  action 
bronght  against  him  for  an  alleged  conversion  of  moneys  and  chattels: 
McCoy  V.  Ayers,  2  Wash.  Ter.  307;  5  Pac.  Hep.  S43,

In  what  capacity  may  an  executor  or  administrator  be  sned  for  his 

personal  tort:  Bee  note  51  L.  R.  A.  266-268. 

(2)  Acta  comraeiiced  befoie  docedent's  deatli.    An  action  may  be 

maintained  against  an  executor  to  recover  damages  for  the  wrongful 
acts  of  the  testator  in  maliciously,  and  without  cause,  procuring  an 
action  to  be  brought  against  another  persoa,  and  committing  acts 
whereby  the  business  of  such  other  person  was  destroyed,  and  his 
property,  goods,  accounts,  and  bills  receivable  wore  lost:  Thornton 
etc.  Co.  V.  Bretherton,  32  Mont.  80;  80  Pae.  Bep.  10,  11.  A  special 
administrator  may  be  sued  for  maintaining  an  obstruction  to  a  right 
of  way,  notwithstanding  it  was  created  by  a  decedent  whose  estata 
he  represents:  Hardin  v.  Sin  Claire,  115  Cal.  460,  463;  46  Pae.  Bep. 
363.  An  action  may  be  maintained  against  a  special  administrator  to 
abate  an  obstruction  to  a  private  way,  and  for  such  damages  aa  the 
special  administrator,  by  his  wrongful  acts,  had  caused  the  plsintiff 
to  sutTer,  whore  it  ia  alleged  that  the  nuisance  was  maintained  by  the 
special  administrator,  as  it  was  by  tho  decedent,  and  such  action  for 
abatement  and  for  damages  may  be  maintained  without  havinj  pre- 
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eentej  a  claim  against  the  estate  of  decedent,  there  being  nothing 
in  the  statute  requiring  the  pTesentation  of  claims  for  damagea  canoed 
by  wrongful  acts:  Hardin  t.  Sin  Claire,  115  Cal,  460,  483;  47  Pac.  Eep. 
363.  A  personal  right  of  action  dies  with  the  person,  nnlesa  the  right 
of  action  has  been  kept  alive  by  some  statute.  It  hag  been  held,  under 
a  statute  providing  that  a  person  "may  maintain  an  action  against 
the  executor  or  administrator,  or  any  testator  or  intestate,  who,  in  bis 
lifetime,  has  wasted,  destroyed,  taken,  or  carried  away,  or  conyerted 
to  his  own  use,  the  goods  or  chattels  of  any  such  person,"  that  an 
action  for  false  imprisonment  by  the  testator  is  not  maintainable 
against  his  administrator:  Earker  v.  Clark,  57  Cal.  245,  246. 

22.  Unlavfnl  detainer.  Tho  executor  ot  the  will  of  a  deceased 
tenant  cannot  be  sued  in  unlawful  detainer:  Martel  v.  Ueeban,  63  Cal. 

47,   50. 

23.  To  vacate  sale.  An  action  commenced  against  an  administrator 
to  vacate  and  anaul  an  order  of  sale,  that  the  sale  thereunder  bo 
declared  void  and  set  aside,  and  that  the  defendants  be  enjoined  from 
disposing  of  the  proceeds  thereof  until  a  further  order  of  the  court, 
is  an  action  requiring  the  determination  of  a  right  or  interest  la  real 
property,  and  a  motion  for  a  change  of  place  of  trial  from  the  county 
wherein  the  land  is  sitnetod  to  the  county  wherein  the  defendants 
reside  is  properly  denied:  SIoss  v.  De  Toro,  77  Cal.  1^9,  132;  19  Pac. 
Bep.  233. 

24.  For  waste.  In  an  action  brought  against  the  administrator  and 
his  sureties  for  waste,  or  a  misapplication  of  the  assets  of  the  estate, 
it  ia  not  necessary,  as  formerly,  that  the  devastavit  be  previously 
established,  in  order  to  charge  tbe  principal  and  sureties  on  tbe  bond, 
but  tbe  action  cannot  be  maintained  against  tbe  sureties  unless  tbe 
facta  alleged,  if  proved,  amount  to  and  establish  the  devastavit: 
Howe  V.  People,  7  Col.  App.  535;  44  Pac.  Bep.  512.  An  administrator 
cannot  be  liable  for  a  devastavit  of  the  estate  to  an  amount  greater 
than  the  estate  has  lost,  or  that  has  been  wasted;  and  no  action  can  be 
maintained  therefor  against  him  or  bis  bondsmen  until  his  liability 
has  been  flied  by  a  proceeding  in  the  probate  court;  Territory  v. 
Bramble  (Dak.  Ter.),  5  N.  W.  Bep.  84S,  948.  Co-ezecntors  are  to  be 
treated  as  one  individual,  and  the  acts  of  each  are  to  be  taken  as  the 
acts  of  all;  and,  although  there  are  cases  in  which  one  ia  not  answer- 
able for  the  misconduct  of  others,  still  where  one,  by  his  oegjigenee, 
suffers  another  to  waste  the  estate,  when  it  could  have  been  prevented 
by  reasonable  diligence,  he  is  answerable  for  the  loss:  Insley  v.  Shire, 
54  Kan.  7fi3;  39  Pac.  Bep.  713,  716.  In  an  action  by  an  executor 
against  a  co-executor,  in  his  representative  capacity,  charging  waste 
and  asking  for  his  removal,  no  judgment  should  be  entered  against

him  individoallj  for  the  value  of  property  lost  to  the  estate:  Insley 
T.  Shire,  54  Kan.  793;  39  Pao.  Bep.  713,  715. 

26.  On  Btreot  aagessmentt.  An  action  on  a  street  aseesement  can 
be  maintsined  Bgaiost  the  exeentor  of  a  deceased  person:  Parker  v. 
Bemsl,  W  Cal.  113,  114;  4  Pac.  Bep.  1090.  But  he  is  not  a  necessary 
party,  as  the  tmit  may  be  brought:  agaiuHt  the  Bucceasors  to  the  title: 
Fhelan  v,  Dunne,  72  Cal.  22B,  230;  13  Pao.  Bep,  662,  And  where 
there  is  no  allegation  in  the  eomplaint  touching  the  estate  of  the  dece- 
dent, or  as  to  the  representative  character  of  the  defendant,  and  he  is 
sued  also  as  an  individual,  a  judgment  against  the  defendant  in  his 
representative  capacity  must  be  reversed:  Flinn  v.  Qouley,  139  Cal. 
623,  624;  73  Pac.  Bep.  542. 

26.  Limitation  of  actlmu.  The  statute  of  limitationa  in  Kansas 
runs  against  the  claim  of  a  mortgage  creditor  as  against  the  estate  of 
the  mortgagor,  during  the  time  there  waa  no  administrator,  where  an 
unreasonable  time  had  elapsed  before  making  the  claim,  —  in  thin 
case  eight  years, —  and  where  the  debt  wag  renewed  by  a  new  note 
executed  by  all  of  the  heirs  of  the  deceased  mortgagor  except  one: 
Black  V.  Elliott,  63  Kan.  211;  6S  Pac.  Bep.  215,  foUowing  Bausermaa 
V.  Charlott,  46  Kan.  4S0;  26  Pac.  Bep.  1051,  and  Kulp  v.  Kulp,  51  Kan. 
341;  32  Pac.  Bep.  lllS;  21  L.  B.  A.  550.  An  action  by  a  widow  to  set 
aside  doede  made  by  her  deceased  husband,  on  the  ground  that  they 
were  made  upon  truats  which  are  alleged  to  be  Invalid,  is  barred  by 
the  same  limitation  of  time  from  the  date  of  the  execution  of  the 
deeds  as  would  have  bound  the  decedent:  Page  v.  Page,  143  Cal.  602, 
604;  77  Fac.  Bep.  452.  Where  a  statute  provides  that  if  a  person 
against  whom  a  right  of  action  exists  dies,  and  the  cause  of  action 
survives,  an  action  may  be  brought  against  his  representative  within 
six  months  after  the  issuing  of  tetters  testamentary  or  of  administra- 
tion; such  provision  may  prolong,  but  does  not  shorteo,  the  time 
within  which  an  action  is  barred  by  the  geaeral  statute  of  limitations; 
and  in  case  there  ia  a  statutory  provision  that  when  the  commeace- 
ment  of  an  action  is  stayed  by  statutory  prohibition,  the  time  of  the 
eontinuanee  of  the  prohibition  shall  not  be  a  part  of  the  time  limited 
for  bringing  an  action,  and  a  further  provision  that  aa  action  cannot 
be  maintained  until  after  the  rejection  of  a  claim  and  the  expiration 
of  six  months  from  the  granting  of  letters,  the  allowance  of  six 
months  before  the  administrator  may  be  sued  is  a  statutory  prohibi- 
tion, i^d  suspends  the  general  statute  of  limitations  during  that 
time:  Blaskower  v.  Steel,  23  Or.  106;  31  Pac.  Bep.  253,  254.  The 
statute  of  limitations  does  not  run  againaC  a  judgment  recovered 
against  an  executor  or  administrator  pending  the  administration  of 
the  estate:  Sbively  v.  Harris,  5  Cal.  App.  513;  90  Pae.  Bep,  971.  The 
statute  of  limitations  cannot  be  pleaded  in  bar  of  an  action  against

an  administrator,  u  against  an  amended  complaint  stating  no  new 
cause  of  action,  where  such  statute  is  not  a  bar  to  the  original  com- 
plaint: Vanderalice  v.  Uatthevrs,  79  CaL  273,  E77;  21  Pac.  Rep.  743. 
See  Easton  t.  O'EeUl;,  63  Cal.  30S;  Cox.  v.  McLaughlin,  76  Cal.  60; 
18  Pac.  Hep.  100;  9  Am.  St.  Rep.  164.  An  administrator  will  not  be 
permitted  to  waive  the  statute  of  limitations;  Bojce  v.  Flak,  110  Cal. 
107,  117.  Where  the  testator,  by  will,  requests  eiecutors  to  pay  obli- 
gations without  reference  to  any  law  of  limitations,  which  he  posi- 
tively repudiates  and  waives,  the  executors  cannot  urge  the  statute 
of  limitations  against  such  an  obligation  -f  the  testator:  G)lasBell  v. 
Qlassell,  147  CaL  610,  Sll;  &2  Pac.  Rep.  42.  The  statute  of  limitations 
that  reads,  "no  claim  against  any  estate,  n>hich  has  been  presented 
and  allowed,  is  affected  by  the  statute  of  limitations,  pending  the 
proceedings  for  the  settlement  of  the  estate,"  etc.,  is  a  special  statute 
having  application  alone  to  claims  against  the  estate,  and  cannot  be 
held  to  apply  to  any  and  every  person  who  may  happen  to  be  jointly 
or  severally  indebted  with  the  deceased  as  to  such  claim.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  statute  of  limitations  is  a  general  statute,  and  mnst  be 
applied  generally,  and  in  all  cases  where  an  exception  to  its  operation 
is  not  specifically  made:  Tynan  v.  'Walker,  35  Cat.  634;  93  Am.  Dec. 
152;  Vandall  v.  Teague,  143  Cal.  471,  474;  78  Pac.  Rep.  35.  The  pro- 
vision of  the  California  statote,  limiting  the  time  within  which  an 
action  may  be  commenced  on  a  rejected  claim;  has  no  application 
where  the  action  was  already  pending  when  the  claim  was  presented: 
Gregory  v.  Clabrough's  Executors,  129  Cal.  476,  479;  62  Pac.  Bep.  72. 
In  an  action  against  the  administrator,  where  the  statute  of  limita- 
tions  is  set  up  as  a  defense,  the  burden  is  upon  the  defendant  to  show 
that  the  plaintiff's  cause  of  action  is  barred:  Wise  v.  Williams  (Cal.), 
14  Pac.  Bep.  204. 

27,  Appeals.  Where  a  mutual  benefit  association  is  not  legally 
liable  to  pay  money  due  upon  a  certificate  issued  by  it  to  anybody; 
where  the  association  institutes  an  action  against  the  executor  of  an 
estate  and  the  beire  thereof  for  the  purpose  of  determining  to  whom 
the  moneys  due  upon  the  certificate  shall  be  paid;  where  the  association 
is  liable  only  to  the  nominee  of  a  deceased  member;  and  where  there 
is  no  nominee,  the  policy  having  remained  uncbanged  at  the  time  of  the 
deceased  member's  death,  the  heirs  of  the  deceased  wife  of  the' member 
who  took  out  the  certificate  are  not  "aggrieved"  parties  on  appeal 
from  the  order  of  the  court  directing  payment  of  the  amount  of  the 
policy  to  the  executor  of  the  estate,  where  the  decedent  left  a  sur- 
viving wife,  and  by  will  had  bequeathed  the  insurance-moneys  to  such 
surviving  wife,  directing  therein  that  the  officers  of  the  order  substi- 
tute her  name  in  the  certificate  for  the  name  of  the  deceased  wife, 
and  pay  the  amount  thereof  to  the  surviving  wife:  Order  of  Mutual 
Companions  v.  Orist,  76  Cal.  494,  497;  18  Pac.  Bep.  652.    In  an  action 
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against  an  executor,  where  a  persona]  judgment  u  rendered  agKinst 
him  foT  costs,  bs  is  not  entitled  to  review  the  judgment  if  he  f«il«d 
to  make  himself  individually  a  party  to  the  litigation:  Mayer  t. 
O'Hourke,  150  Cal.  177;  88  Pac.  Eep.  708. 

IT.  MABAOEIEHHT  07  ESTATES. 

1.  In  Kenenl.  It  is  no  part  of  the  duty  of  an  executor  or  adminis- 
tratoT  to  manage  the  estate  he  represents  for  the  benefit  of  the  estate 
or  of  the  heirs.  So  far  as  they  are  concerned,  it  is  his  duty,  simply, 
to  preserve  the  estate  vntil  distribution.  He  canpot  make  inveat- 
mentt  for  them,  or  satisfy  adverse  claims,  or  sell  because  the  estate 
would  profit  by  it:  Brenham  v.  Story,  39  Cal.  179,  188.  It  is  his  duty 
to  administer  and  turn  over  the  estate  aa  soon  as  possible,  and  not  to 
speculate  with  it,  or  to  carry  on  business  on  its  account,  or  to  improve 
it  far  the  benefit  of  heirs:  Estate  of  Moore,  72  Gal.  335,  342;  13  Pac. 
Rep.  860.  If  he  has  money  of  the  estate  In  bis  custody,  he  should 
deposit  it  for  safe-keeping  in  a  bank  of  good  standing  aud  credit,  as 
this  is  what  prudent  and  jndicions  meu  ordinarily  do  with  such  of 
their  own  funds  as  the  exigencies  of  their  business  require  them  to 
keep  on  hand:  McNabb  v.  Wizom,  7  Nov.  163,  171.  It  is  his  duty 
to  pay  all  taies  imposed  upon  the  estate;  for  distribution  thereof 
among  the  heirs  and  devisees  is  forbidden  until  all  taxes  are  paid: 
People  V.  Olvera,  43  Cal.  492,  494;  and  the  court  has  power  to  order 
the  payment  of  assessments  on  mining  stocks  held  by  the  estate: 
Estate  of  Millenovich,  5  Nev.  161.  An  executor  or  administrator  is 
affected  with  notice  of  unpaid  taxes  on  property  of  the  estate  which 
was  owned  by  or  in  which  the  deceased  had  an  interest  at  the  time 
of  his  death,  and  of  which  the  executor  or  administrator  was  entitled 
to  the  custody  for  administration  and  distribution:  Clayton  v.  Din- 
woodey  (Utah),  93  Pac.  Kep.  723,  726.  An  executor  derives  his 
authority  from  the  will,  and  confirmation  by  the  court,  followed  by 
the  filing  of  his  bond,  is  equivalent  to  taking  out  letters  testamentary, 
the  letters  being  but  the  authentic  evidence  of  the  power  conferred 
by  the  wilt:  Bank  of  Montreal  v.  Bncbanan,  32  Wash.  480;  73  Pac 
Bep.  482,  484.  Whether  the  administrator  should  be  allowed  for  pay- 
ments made  for  the  services  of  a  book-keeper  depends  upon  the  eir- 
Gumstances  of  the  estate,  and  is  a  matter  properly  left  to  the  discre- 
tion of  the  probate  judge:  Kstate  of  More,  121  Cat.  609;  54  Pac  Bep. 
97,  99.  But  if  he  improperly  withdraws  money  of  the  estate  and 
pays  the  same  out  to  a  book-keeper,  he  is  answerable  for  interest  on 
the  sum  paid,  at  the  legal  rate:  Estate  of  Scott,  1  Cal.  App.  740;  S3 
Pac.  Rep.  85,  87.  Where  an  executor  fraudulently  induces  an  heir  to 
lend  to  him  a  sum  of  money,  bequeathed  to  her,  but  to  which  she  is 
not  entitled  until  she  reaches  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  the  evi- 
dence shows  that  the  executor  procured  the  loan  by  concealing  from 
the   heir   his   failing   financial   condition,   and   by   misleading   her  in 
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Other  reepeetB,  the  tranBaetion  in  not  only  questionable,  but  absolutely 
void:  Ehmgren  t,  Oiontand,  19  Utah,  411;  57  Pac.  Bep.  268. 

2.  DiicoreiT  of  Miets.  A  summaTy  proceediog  in  the  probate  court, 
for  the  diHCovery,  and  to  compel  the  delivery,  of  property  or  effects  of 
an  estate,  suspected  of  having  been  concealed,  embezzled,  or  conveyed 
away,  ie  not  a  proper  remedy  to  enforce  the  payment  of  s  debt  to  the 
estate,  or  to  try  contested  rights  to  property  as  between  the  repre- 
sentative of  the  estate  and  others.  If,  on  the  hearing  of  a  charge  that 
a  person  who  had  given  a  promiBSory  note,  an  asset  of  the  estate,  was 
concealing  it,  it  develops  that  there  was  in  fact  no  concealment  of  the 
note,  the  court  is  justified  in  closing  the  investigation  and  discontinu- 
ing the  proceeding,  where  it  is  proposed  to  extend  the  inquiry  aa  to 
the  maker's  liability  upon  the  note:  Humbarger  v.  Humbarger,  72 
Kan.  412;  83  Pae.  Bep.  1095.    See  note  to  I  3S5,  ante. 

3.  Advaaeas  by  administrator.  The  administrator,  in  the  absence 
of  special  authority,  must  administer  the  estate  aa  he  finds  it,  paying 
taxes  and  other  nece^ary  expenses,  and  doing  aueb  other  acts  as  are 
necessary  to  preserve  it  ac  left;  he  cannot  advance  money  to  remove 
encnmbrances,  unless  his  estate  was  bound  to  pay  the  money.  If  he 
takes  the  reaponaibility  of  improving  the  estate,  or  bettering  the  title 
in  this  way,  it  mnst  be  at  his  own  risk.  The  loss  cannot  be  visited  on 
the  heirs  who  gave  him  no  authority  to  cause  it.  Nor  can  he  aak  legal 
protection  when  he  haa  himself,  though  with  the  best  motives,  gone 
beyond  the  proviaiona  of  the  law:  Tompkina  v.  Weeks,  26  Cal.  50,  63. 
If  the  executor  or  administrator  does  not  have  on  hand,  and  is  not 
chargeable  with,  any  funds  of  the  estate  whatever,  no  duty  rests  on 
him,  under  such  circumstances,  to  advance  money  to  the  estate,  or  to 
buy  claims  against  it  and  to  discharge  them:  Bmith  v.  Goethe,  147 
Ual.  725;  82  Pac.  Rep.  384,  38T.  The  only  right  of  an  administrator, 
who  anticipates  distribution  to  the  widow  or  heirs,  and  pays  in 
advance  of  such  distribution,  ia,  when  distribution  is  ordered,  to  have 
inch  payments  retired  therefrom,  and  receive  a  credit  on  account 
thereof  from  the  distributive  share  ao  to  be  charged.  It  is  not 
material  in  such  a  case,  what  property  may  have  been  distributed  to 
the  widow.  Whatever  may  be  the  rights  of  subrogation  to  which  the 
defendant  is  entitled,  the  same  can  only  be  worked  out  upon  the  final 
decree  of  distribution:  Elizalde  v.  Murphy,  4  Cal.  App.  114,  116;  87 
Pae.  Bep.  245,  248.  If,  however,  an  administrator  has  made  advances 
for  the  benefit  of  the  estate,  he  may  bo  allowed  credit  therefor  aa  so 
much  money  advanced  on  account  of  the  distributive  shares  of  the 
heirs,  but  he  is  not  entitled  to  charge  such  advancement  as  expenses 
of  administration ;  Katate  of  Bose,  80  Cal.  166,  180;  22  Pac.  Rep.  86. 
If  all  interests  in  an  estate  arc  owned  by  an  administrator  and 
another  person,  who  enter  into  a  verbal  agreement,  whereby  the  com- 
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tnuHionB  ot  the  adminiBtrator,  as  well  SB  moneja  advanced  by  the 
admiDistrator,  Bball  be  a  lien  on  the  property,  and  wbereopon  the 
adminiBtrHtor  eiiteri  into  possession  with  the  verbal  understanding 
that  the  profits  of  the  estate  shall  be  divided  between  the  owners 
according  to  their  respective  interests,  such  agreement  ii  within  tha 
statute  of  frauds  and  void.  The  administrator,  therefore,  cannot,  in 
equity,  enforce  his  lien  against  the  estate,  although  there  haa  been  a 
part  performance:  Tucker  v.  8.  Ottenheimer  Estate,  40  Or.  585;  81 
Pac.  Bep.  S60,  362. 


4.  Making  ImpiOTamenta.  It  is  no  part  of  the  duty  of  an  e 
or  administrator  to  improve  the  property  he  represents  for  the  benefit 
of  the  heirs;  Estate  of  Moore,  72  Cal.  335,  342;  13  Pac.  Bep,  880; 
Tompliins  v.  Weeks,  26  Cal.  50,  G3.  Administrators  are  not  authorized 
to  erect  a  dwelling-house  with  the  funds  or  Hssets  of  the  estate,  to  be 
occupied  by  one  of  them,  or  for  any  other  nse  or  purpose;  neither  can 
they  involve  the  estate  by  borrowing  money  with  which  to  pay  for 
material  and  labor  performed  in  the  conBtruction  of  such  house.  They 
do  not  have  authority  to  charge  the  estate  with  the  repayment  of  the 
money  by  thom  borrowed  for  such  purpose:  Ralfson  v.  Cannon,  3  Utah, 
232;  2  Pac.  Bep.  203,  206.  An  admiuistratrii,  as  a  tenant  in  common 
with  the  othsr  heirs  of  the  deceased,  has  no  right  to  make  eitensive 
and  costly  improvements  upon  the  estate,  and  charge  the  expensti 
thereof,  or  any  portion  of  the  same,  to  her  co-tenants,  in  the  8,b3ence 
of  an  agreement,  express  or  implied,  upon  the  part  of  the  latter  to 
pay  tbcrefor.  But  if  she  makes  the  improvements  with  the  consent  of 
her  co-tenants,  and  the  same  are  beneficial  to  the  estate,  the  co-tenants 
ought  not  to  complain  of  her  action  in  that  regard,  or  to  refuse  to  pay 
their  just  proportion  of  the  expense,  especially  where  the  administra- 
trix did  what  she  believed  to  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  estate; 
In  re  Alfstad's  Estate,  27  Wash.  175;  67  Pac.  Hep.  5B3,  598. 

6.  Investiiient  of  timds.  In  the  investment  of  trast  funds,  though 
an  executor  is  not  an  insurer,  he  is  nevertheless  required  to  exercise 
that  degree  of  care  and  discretion  which  an  intelligent  person  of 
ordinary  prudence  and  judgment  would  observe  in  the  majiagement 
of  bis  own  affairs.  In  lending  money  on  mortgages  of  real  estate,  a 
degree  of  care  is  necessary,  which,  if  omitted,  will  render  the  executor 
liable  personally.  If  an  executor  lends  funds  on  real  estate,  he  must 
use  care  as  to  the  title,  and  ascertain  that  the  value  of  the  premises 
mortgaged  is  such  as  will,  in  all  probability,  be  adequate  security  for 
repayment  whenever  the  money  shall  be  called  in.  The  criterion  of 
value,  in  such  cases,  is  the  opinion  or  estimate  of  men  of  ordinary 
prudence,  who  would  deem  it  safe  to  make  a  loan  of  tho  like  amount 
of  thoir  own  money  on  the  same  property:  In  re  Koach's  Estate  (Or.), 
92  Pac.  Bep.  118,  123.    In  the  absence  of  statutory  provisions  touching 
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tbe  method  of  investment,  exeeutorB  and  ftdmisiBtratora  are  boand  to 
amploj,  in  the  inveatmeat  of  funds  of  the  eatate,  aueh  prndenee  and 
diligence  as,  in  general,  prudent  men  of  discretion  and  intelligence 
employ  in  their  own  affairs:  In  re  Boaeb's  Estate  (Or),  92  Pae.  Bep. 
118,  12S.  The  loss  of  trust  funds  hy  an  executor  or  adminiatrator,  in 
consequence  of  an  omission  to  take  adequate  security,  is  negligence, 
and  an  executor  is  personally  liable  for  a  failure  to  obtain  a  repay- 
ment of  money  of  the  estate  loaned  without  any  security,  whether  or 
not  the  loan  was  made  before  or  after  the  passage  of  an  act  prescrib- 
ing the  manner  of  investing  funds  by  a  trustee:  In  re  Roach's  Estate 
(Or.),  92  Pac.  Rep.  118,  126. 

6.  ESwt  of  diattOl  mottgage.  Chattels  under  mortgage  constitute 
an  asset  of  the  estate,  subject  to  the  preferential  claim  of  the  mort- 
gagee, and  the  devolution  of  the  decedent's  title  in  no  wise  affc«ta  or 
impairs  the  right  of  the  mortgagee.  His  right  of  property  remaiils  as 
distinct  and  as  sacred  as  theretofore,  and  is  a  lien  which  cannot  be 
lessened  or  impaired  by  the  occurring  of  general  expenses  in  the 
course  of  administration.  After  the  chattels  are  sold,  his  right  extends 
and  attaches  to  the  money  derived  from  the  sale,  and  this  right  is 
exclusive  of  that  claimed  by  the  administrator  to  apply  any  portion  of 
the  money  towards  the  expenses  of  administration:  Horsfall  v.  Royles, 
SO  Mont.  495,  sub  nom.  In  re  Horsfall's  Estate,  52  Pac.  Rep.  199, 
Where  certain  cattle  of  an  estate  were,  at  the  time  they  were  sold  by 
an  administrator,  encumbered  by  a  chattel  mortgage,  the  proceeds  of 
such  sale  should  be  withdrawn  from  the  general  assets  of  tbe  estate 
for  the  purpose  of  discharging  the  mortgage  upon  the  cattle:  Baker  v. 
Becker,  67  Kan.  831;  72  Pac.  Hep.  860,  861.  Where  a  decedent,  prior 
to  his  death,  executed  a  chattel  mortgage  to  secure  the  payment  of 
money,  and  the  property  afterwards  passed  into  the  bands  of  the  dece- 
dent's administrator,  and  the  chattel  mortgage  was  not  renewed  aa 
required  by  law,  such  mortgage  ceased  to  be  valid  aa  against  creditors 
of  the  mortgagor,  who  became  such  before  as  well  as  after  the  default 
in  the  renewal,  and  the  creditors  of  the  decedent  are  in  a  position  to 
take  advantage  of  the  invalidity  of  the  mortgage,  and  the  adminis- 
trator, as  a  representative  of  tbe  creditors  of  the  estate,  occupies  the 
same  position  as  the  creditors  themselves  in  respect  to  the  avoidancii 
of  the  mortgage,  which  is  void  because  it  was  not  filed  or  renewed: 
First  Nat.  Bank  v.  Ludvigsen,  8  Wyo.  230;  56  Pac.  Rep.  99i,  997,  999. 

7.  Payins  oS  lletUL  Bedemption.  An  executor  or  adminiatrator 
has  the  power  to  use  the  money  in  bis  hands  for  the  purpose  of 
redeeming  property  of  the  estate  from  liens  existing  on  it,  when  it  is 
necessary  for  the  preservation  of  the  property  of  the  estate.  This 
power,  however,  is  subject  to  the  contingency  of  the  expense  being 
disallowed  by  tbe  court:   Estate  of  Freud,  131  Cal.  667, "673;  82  Am. 
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St.  Rep.  407(  63  Pac,  Eep.  1080,  .  And  in  cases  where  the  »dmini8tr»tOT 
ia  otherwise  without  power  to  redeem,  authority  maj  be  given  him  by 
the  eourt  to  do  so:  Estate  o(  Frend,  131  Cat.  667,  673;  S2  Am.  St.  Hep. 
407;  83  Pac.  Eep.  1080,  Under  the  existing  law  of  California,  where, 
in  the  course  of  any  regular  proeeeding,  the  relief  becomes  appropriate, 
resort  may  now  be  had  to  the  court  in  which  the  administration  is 
pending:  Toland  v.  Earl,  129  Cal.  148;  79  Am.  St.  Bep.  100;  61  Pat, 
Bep.  814;  Estate  of  Freud,  131  Cal.  667,  673;  82  Am.  St.  Bep.  407;  63 
Pbc.  Bep.  lOSO.  Where  the  executors  have  sufficient  funds  in  their 
hands  to  enable  them  to  redeem  eertaio  land  from  a  foreclosure  sale, 
they  may  be  ordered  to  make  such  redemption  by  the  probate  court: 
Estate  of  Hpydenfeldt,  117  Cal.  551;  49  Pac.  Bep.  713.  But  an  eiecu. 
tor  is  not  bound  by  the  duties  of  his  ofGce  to  pay  bankers,  brokers, 
and  other  persons  a  bonus  above  legal  interest  to  secure  a  loan  of 
money  to  redeem  property,  belonging  to  the  estate  of  his  testator 
which  has  been  sold  under  the  decree  of  a  court  having  jurisdiction  to 
order  the  sale,  nor  is  he  bound  to  pledge  his  own  securities  or  to  use 
his  own  credit  to  secure  such  loan:  In  re  Hotladay's  Estate,  18  Or. 
168;  22  Pac.  Bep.  T50.  The  estate  has  a  canse  of  action  to  redeem 
from  sales  under  a  mortgage  and  a  trust  deed,  upon  a  proper  account- 
ing, and,  in  enforcing  the  right  of  the  estate  of  the  deceased  to 
redemption  from  such  sales,  the  court  has  a  discretion  in  the  matter, 
and  may  make  a  final  decree  without  an  interlocutory  decree.  It  is 
not  imperative  upon  the  court,  in  all  actions  to  redeem,  to  make  the 
interlocutory  order  so  as  to  give  the  opportunity  to  appeal:  Smith  v. 
Goethe,  147  Cal.  725,  736;  82  Pac.  Bep.  384.  While  a  creditor  holds 
collateral,  he  may  collect  dividends  upon  bia  entire  claim,  even  to  the 
extent  of  payment  in  full,  in  which  case  the  security  wonld  inure  to 
the  benefit  of  the  unsecured  creditors;  or,  if  insufficient  to  pay  the 
claim  in  full,  and  the  dividends  reduce  the  claim  to  less  than  the  value 
of  the  security,  the  fiduciary  must  redeem  it  for  the  benefit  of  the 
estate;  yet  if,  before  or  after  the  claim  ia  proved,- he  diaposes  of  the 
aecurity,  and  realizes  thereby  a  partial  payment  of  the  claim,  he  has 
derived  all  the  benefit  that  it  was  intended  to  give,  and  all  that,  under 
his  contract,  he  is  entitled  to  receive,  and  it  no  longer  exists  for  any 
purpose.  In  other  words,  if  he  disposes  of  the  collateral,  and  puts  it 
out  of  his  power  to  return  it  in  case  the  debt  is  paid  from  other 
sources,  it  ceases  to  be  collntera],  and  the  sum  realised  operates  as  a 
payment  and  reduces  his  claim  pro  tanto:  Erie  v.  Lane,  22  Col.  273; 
44  Pac.  Bep.  591,  094. 

8.  Other  qaestlons  relatliig  to  mortgages.  If  an  exeeutor  or  admin- 
istrator has  no  funds  of  the  estate  in  his  hands,  and  desires  to  protect 
the  property  of  the  estate  from  a  sacrifice  under  a  foreclosure  pale, 
he  may  purchase  the  mortgage  himself,  without  going  outside  of  the 
line  of  his  duties  as  admiuistrator:  Burnett  v.  Iiyford,  93  Cal.  114;  88 
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Pa«.  Hep.  S55.  A  purchase  of  asBeta  bj  the  executor  or  administrator, 
or  his  taking  and  accounting  for  the  same  at  their  appraised  value, 
may  often  ba  really  advantageous  to  the  estate,  "  and  such  advan- 
tage is,  after  all,  the  main  thing  to  be  considered;  and  when  it 
becomcB  necessary  to  save  the  estate  from  loaa,  it  is  right,  and  even 
obligatory,  for  the  executor  or  administrator  to  pnrchasB  or  to  take 
possession  of  land,  on  the  foreclosure  of  a  mortgage  belonging  to  the 
estate,  and  to  hold  the  titlo  for  the  benefit  of  the  estate  ":  Dusing  v. 
Nelson,  7  Col.  184]  2  Pac.  Rep,  822,  924,  citing  Shonler  on  Eiecutora 
and  Administrators,  sees.  323,  358.  It  is  the  duty  of  an  administratrix, 
who  holds  a  mortgage  against  the  estate  she  represents,  to  list  such 
mortgage  for  taxation:  £Btate  of  MeDongald,  14Q  Cal.  ISe;  79  Pac. 
Eep.  875,  876, 

9.  Oonttnnlng  btuinesB  of  decadent, 
(1)  In  genenO.  aencratly  speaking,  an  executor  or  administrator 
has  no  power  to  carry  on  the  business  of  the  decedent,  yet  he  may  do 
BO,  if  necessary  to  preserve  the  property:  Estate  of  Hose,  SO  Cal.  166, 
172;  22  Pac.  Hep.  86;  Estate  of  Smith,  118  Cal.  162,  466;  50  Fac.  Sep. 
701;  Estate  of  Freud,  131  Cal.  687,  671;  82  Am.  St.  Rep.  407;  63  Pac 
Eep.  1080.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  eiecutor,  without  special  direction  of 
the  court,  to  preserve  the  properly  of  the  estate.  He  does  not 
require  leave  of  the  court  so  to  do,  and  it  is  a  question  how  far  an 
order  so  obtained  will  protect  an  administrator  either  in  doing  or 
omitting  to  do  something  which  might  be  deemed  important.  When 
the  court  is  so  consulted,  the  heirs  are  not  specially  cited,  but,  on 
the  settlement  of  the  accounts  of  an  eiecutor,  they  are  called  in,  and 
have  an  appeal  to  the  supreme  court  from  any  determination  which 
may  be  made.  The  previous  consent  of  the  acts  of  the  executor  cannot 
limit  their  inquiry  as  to  the  lawfulness  of  the  acts  done  or  the  duty 
of  the  executor  to  do  that  which  has  been  omitted.  Ordinarily,  it 
wonld  determine  a  question  of  good  faith,  and  quite  often  that  is  the 
only  matter  in  issue.  Hence  it  is  always  an  advantage  to  have  such 
penniBsion.  Still,  the  failure  to  obtain  it  does  not  render  the  expen- 
ditures made  improper.  The  only  result  is  that  the  matter  is  yet  to 
be  passed  upon:  Estate  of  Smith,  118  Cal.  462,  466;  SO  Pac.  Bap.  701. 
If  an  administrator  elects  to  carry  on  the  business  of  an  estate,  he  Ib 
to  be  charged  with  gains  and  credited  with  expenses:  Estate  of  Boee, 
80  Cal.  166,  178;  22  Pac.  Rep.  86.  And  a  person  who  ie  employed 
by  him  in  Buch  business  is  the  employee  of  such  administrator,  and  not 
the  employee  of  such  estate.  Such  employee  must  therefore  look  to 
the  administrator,  and  not  to  the  estate,  for  his  pay:  Estate  of  Boae, 
80  Cal.  166,  176;  22  Pac.  Rep.  86.  The  eiecutor  or  administrator  is 
chargeable  with  loss  arising  from  his  carrying  on  of  the  decedent's 
business,  but  where  it  is  found  that  a  distinct  gain  has  been  made 
in  such  business,  and  he  has  been  charged  with  such  gain,  the  .iudg- 
ment    will   not   be    disturbed,    notwithstanding   alleged    losses   which 
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have  not  been  satisfactorily  sccoanted  fori   Estate  of  Giauelli,  IW 
Cal.  139,  141;  79  Pac.  Eep.  841. 

(2)  Exception  to  the  rale.  While  it  is  not  permisBible,  as  a  general 
rale,  for  an  executor  or  administratoT  to  engage  in  trade  with  the 
assets  of  the  estate,  or  to  carrj  on  the  business  of  the  decedent,  nn- 
lesa  expresBly  so  directed  by  the  will,  or  authorized  by  the  court 
which  has  charge  of  tfae  adniuistration  of  the  estate,  this  rule  is  not 
without  exceptions;  and  where  the  executor  or  adminiatrator  finds 
it  necessary,  in  a  mercantile  business,  or  in  a  manufactory,  to  dispose 
of  and  to  realize  upon  the  assets  of  the  business  to  the  best  advan- 
tage, and  not  for  the  mere  purpose  of  making  profits  upon  sales,  aa 
in  the  ordinary  course  of  busiuees,  it  is  not  regarded,  in  law,  ae  the 
carrying  on  of  the  trade  or  business,  but  simply  as  the  winding  tip 
of  the  affairs:  Fleming  t.  Kelly,  18  Col.  App.  23;  69  Pac.  Sep.  272. 
Where  the  estate  consists  of  several  thousand  head  of  animals,  it  is 
the  duty  of  the  executor  or  administrator  to  care  for  them  until 
they  are  sold,  and  in  so  doing  he  is  not  carrying  on  the  business  of 
the  intestate  in  any  sense  other  than  that  he  is  caring  for  the  per- 
sonal property  of  the  estate  until  it  can  be  advautageouely  sold: 
Estate  of  Feruandes,  119  Cal.  579,  5S5;  51  Pac.  Bep.  851. 

(3)  Indivldiial  liability.  An  executor  or  administrator  is  not 
authorized  or  required  by  law  to  continue  to  carry  on  the  busineaa 
in  whicb  the  decedent  had  been  engaged.  If  he  docs  so  he  acts  upon 
his  own  responsibility.  He  can  derive  no  profit  from  the  success  of 
his  venture,  and  must  bear  the  loss  of  a  failure.  Expenses  incurred 
in  carrying  on  such  business  are  not  debts  of  or  claims  against  the 
estate,  nor  are  they  "charges  or  expenses  of  administration,"  within 
the  meaning  of  the  probate  law.  The  items  of  increase  and  items 
of  expenses  of  such  buBiness  are  not  matters  that  come  within  the 
purview  of  the  itemized  account  of  an  administrator,  as  such,  subject 
to  the  rules  of  audit  and  allowance:  Estate  of  Rose,  80  Cal.  1G6,  173; 
23  Pac.  Hep.  8C;  Estate  of  Straus,  144  Cal.  553,  559;  77  Pan.  Bep. 
1122.  The  liabilities  growing  out  of  the  management  of  a  decedent'e 
estate,  by  an  executor  or  administrator,  are  his  liabilities.  He  has 
a  right  to  pay  them  out  of  the  increase  of  the  business,  but  if  by 
80  doing  a  loss  is  sustained  to  the  estate,  he  must  make  the  losa  good- 
Protected  from  lose  and  from  liability  at  all  times,  the  estate  is 
interested  in  the  business  only  to  the  extent  of  its  profits;  and  in 
them,  not  because  it  is  the  business  of  the  estate,  but  because  the 
administrator  is  using  the  property  of  the  estate  in  a  way  he  is 
not  authorized  to  do,  and  consequently  is  required  to  account  for  all 
the  profit  made  by  its  use:  Estate  of  Kosc,  80  Cal.  166,  173;  22  Pac. 
Kep.  86;  Estate  of  Straus,  144  Cal.  553,  559;  77  Pac.  Bep.  1122.  In 
the   absence   of   a   testamentary   direction,   an   administrator   of   the 
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■  estate  of  a  deceased  person  cannot  carry  on  the  bnainess  of  the 
decedent  without  being  individually  answerable  for  the  condnct  of 
the  businesB.  The  law  charges  him  with  alt  Iohbob  thereby  incurred, 
without,  on  the  other  hand,  allowing  him  to  receive  the  benefit  of 
any  profits  that  he  may  make;  the  rule  being  that  the  persons  benefi- 
cially interested  in  the  estate  may  either  hold  the  representative 
liable  for  the  amount  so  used,  with  interest,  or,  at  their  election, 
take  all  the  profits  which  the  representative  has  made  by  such  unau- 
thorized use  of  the  funds  of  the  estate:  Campbell  v.  Faxon,  73  Kan. 
675;  S5  Pac.  Sep.  T60,  762.  If  an  administrator  continues  the  busi- 
ness of  his  decedent,  under  the  sanction  of  the  court,  and  with  the 
consent  of  the  parties  interested,  but  is  held  individually  answerable 
to  a  vendor  of  goods,  which  goods  the  administrator  purchased  in 
good  faith  and  used  to  keep  up  the  stock  in  trade  of  such  business, 
justice  requires  that  he  should  be  reimbursed  from  the  estate:  Estate 
of  Akana,  11  Haw.  420,  423. 

(1)  Inability  cieated  by  coort.  If  the  probate  court,  in  the  exer- 
cise of  its  incidental  powers,  orders  the  administratrix  to  conduct 
the  business  of  the  decedent,  and  the  business  results  in  a  profit  to 
the  estate,  expenses  ineurted  in  the  conduct  of  the  business  are 
claims  against  the  estate,  and  not  against  the  admiiiistratriz  per- 
sonally. The  liability  for  such  obligation  incurred  by  the  express 
order  of  the  court  is  not  a  debt  incurred  upon  the  credit  of  the 
administratrix,  but  a  liability  created  by  the  court  itself:  Fleming 
V.  Kelly,  18  Col.  App.  23;  69  Pac.  Rep.  272,  273. 

(G)  Admlnlatrator's  report  and  account.  It  the  executor  or  admin- 
istrator elects  to  carry  on  the  business  in  which  the  decedent  had 
been  engaged,  he  is  bound  to  report  to  the  court,  as  money  or 
property  coming  into  his  hands  as  administrator,  the  true  net  gains 
or  profits  derived  from  the  business  in  money  or  kind,  but  the 
detailed  account  of  the  management  or  conduct  of  the  business  is 
no  part  of  his  accounts  as  administrator.  If  he  reports  them  into 
the  court  at  all,  it  should  be  done  in  a  separate  paper,  perhaps  as 
an  exhibit  attached  to  his  official  report  or  account.  And  when  so 
done,  it  simply  serves  the  purpose  of  showing  hie  good  faith  in 
the  premises,  and  is  not  a  matter  for  audit  by  the  court.  The 
probate  jurisdiction  of  the  court  is  separate  and  distinct  from  its 
jurisdiction  in  ordinary  civil  actions.  To  the  extent  that  the  court, 
in  the  exercise  of  its  probate  jurisdiction,  undertakes  to  audit  the 
account  and  control  the  conduct  of  that  business,  to  that  extent 
it  also,  as  well  as  the  administrator,  assumes  to  make  a  speculative 
and  hazardous  use  of  the  property  of  deceased  persons  not  authorized 
by  law.  If  the  administrator  fails  to  honestly  account  to  the  estate 
for  the  profits,  or  to  make  good  the  loss  of  his  acts  ultra  vires,  he 
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is  guilt]'  ot  ft  fraud,  for  which  he  may  be  proceeded  agaioBt  in  k 
civil  action,  as  in  any  other  case  of  fraud,  and  then,  and  in  that 
proceeding,,  those  accouotB  of  the  buBinoM  which  he  conducted  with 
the  property  of  the  eetate,  without  authority  of  law,  will  become 
the  subject  of  in  t  est  i  gat  ion,  item  by  item,  and  their  inveBtigation 
will  be  governed  by  the  same  rules  of  evidence  as  apply  in  the 
exfuniuHtion  of  other  disputed  accounts:  Estate  of  Rose,  SO  Cal.  166, 
173;  22  Fac.  Bep.  86;  Estate  ot  Str&us,  144  Cal.  S53,  559;  77  Pac. 
Bep.  1122. 

10.  Advlca  and  inatrnctfoiu.    Under  certain  circumstances,  an  eiecn- 

tor  or  administrator  may  go  into  equity  to  seek  advice  and  inatruc- 
tioQS;  but  not  where  the  questions  of  law  asked  are  such  as  can 
be  readily  answered  by  an  attorney  at  law,  from  whom  the  executor 
or  administrator  has  the  right  to  obtain  the  desired  advice  at  the 
expense  of  the  estate:  Eaikainahaole  v.  Allen,  14  Haw.  S27,  529. 
Executors  and  administrators  should  be  guided  by  the  following 
advice  and  iustructions,  viz.: 

1.  Upon  the  receipt  of  letters,  take  into  your  possession,  immedi- 
ately, all  the  estate  of  decedent,  real  and  personal,  and  collect  all 
debts  dne  to  the  decedent  or  to  the  estate:  See  !623,  ante. 

2.  Make  and  return  to  the  court,  as  soon  as  practicable,  a  true 
inventory  and  appraisement  of  "  all "  the  estate,  including  the  home- 
stead, if  any,  which  has  come  to  your  possession  or  knowledge.  See 
{  3S6,  ante. 

3.  Make  immediate  application  to  the  court  for  an  order  of  publi- 
cation of  notice  to  the  creditors  of  the  estate  to  present  their  claims: 
See  £440,  ante. 

4.  Upon  the  expiration  of  the  time  for  publication  of  notice  to 
creditors,  file  a  copy  thereof,  with  the  affidavit  of  the  printer,  show- 
ing due  publication :   See  I  444,  ante. 

5.  Pay  no  claim  until  the  same  has  been  properly  presented, 
allowed,  approved,  filed,  and  ordered  paid  by  the  court:  See  Jf  457- 
459,  ante,     Pay  no  amount,  however  small,  without  taking  a  receipt 

6.  Sell  no  property,  real  or  personal,  of  decedent,  without  an  order 
of  the  court:  See  MS3,  ante. 

7.  Within  thirty  days  after  the  expiration  of  the  time  mentioned 
in  the  notice  to  creditors,  within  which  claims  must  be  presented, 
render  a  full  account  and  report  of  your  administration  to  the  court, 
and  file  therewith  vouchers  for  all  charges,  debts,  claims,  and 
expenses  which  you  have  paid:  See  H  662,  G71,  post. 

8.  Upon  the  Bottlement  of  your  account,  obtain  an  order  of  the 
court  for  the  payment  of  the  debts  which  have  been  allowed:  See 
1  702,  post. 
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9.  AU  eoBts  iDCnrred  by  reason  of  your  neglect  to  comply  with 
your  duty,  and  in  enforcing  Bueli  eompliauca,  will  be  charged  to 
you,  and  not  to  the  estate. 

10.  In  case  of  donbt  as  to  how  you  should  act,  apply  to  your 
attorney,  or  to  the  court,  for  advice  and  inrtructions. 

V.  BSTATEB  WKBSE  PABTNBBSHIP  BUSTED. 

1.  &>t«ieit  of  decosMd  partnei.  Assets  of  wtate.  Partnership 
asaeta,  as  such,  form  no  part  of  the  individual  estate  of  a  deceased 
partner;  the  residuum  only,  after  satisfying  liabilities  and  sd^'ances, 
if  any,  made  by  the  survivor,  beeomeB  the  property  of  the  estate. 
The  assets  which  paBB  to  the  executor  or  administrator  consist  of 
the  individaal  estate  of  the  decedent:  Andrade  v.  Superior  Court, 
75  Cal.  459,  463;  17  Pac,  Bep,  531;  Theller  v.  Such,  57  Cal,  «7,  459. 
When  a  partnership  is  dissolved  by  the  death  of  one  of  the  partners, 
its  assets,  debts,  and  credits  remain  as  distinct  from  those  of  its 
late  members,  nutil  its  affairs  are  wound  ap,  as  before  tbe  disso- 
lution; and  if  all  the  members  of  a  firm  die,  whether  within  tbe 
jurisdiction  of  the  same  or  different  probate  courts,  the  assets,  debts, 
and  credits  of  the  partnership  do  not  become  confused  with  the  estate 
of  the  last  survivor,  but  eontinae  a  separate  existence:  Theller  v. 
Such,  57  Cal.  447,  461,  Partnership  property  is  assets  of  the  firm, 
and  subject  to  the  exclusive  management  or  control  of  the  surviv- 
ing partner.  It  is  not  assets  of  the  estate  in  the  bands  of  the  admin- 
istrator: Tompkins  v.  Weeks,  ^6  Cal.  50,  66.  Bnt  the  interest  of  a 
decedent  in  a  partnership  muBt  be  included  in  the  inventory  of  his 
estate,  and  be  appraised  as  other  property:  Painter  v.  Estate  of 
Painter,  68  Cal.  395,  396;  9  Pac.  Bep.  450. 


Bights  of  hoirs  in  real  estate  of  deceased  partner:  See  note  27 
L.  B.  A.  348-354. 

2.  Frasentatlon  of  claims.  In  general,  a  creditor  cannot  reach  the 
property  of  a  deceased  partner  in  disregard  of  the  positive  statute 
requiring  the  presentation  of  his  claim:  Frazier  v.  Murphy,  133  Cal. 
91,  97;  65  Pac.  Rep.  32B;  Falkner  v.  Hendy,  107  Cal.  49;  40  Pac.  Rep. 
21,  386.  Tbe  surviving  partner  cannot  bring  suit  against  tbe  admin- 
iatrntor  of  a  deceased  partner  for  bis  interest  in  partnership  assets 
until  he  has  presented  a  claim  within  the  time  limited  in  the  notice 
to  creditors:  McKay  v.  Joy  (Cal.),  9  Pae.  Bep.  940,  942.  For  evidence 
in  a  proceeding  for  the  eBtablishment  of  a  claim  against  a  decedent's 
«stnte  which  shows  that  the  claim  arose  from  a  debt  of  the  firm  of 
which  the  deceased  was  a  partner,  see  In  re  Morgan's  Estate,  46  Or. 
23:4;  77  Pac.  Bep.  60S,  6D9.  But  an  action  for  an  accounting  and 
settling  of  the  affairs  of  a  partneTship,  and  for  an  accounting  with 
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respect  to  and  for  the  delivery  of  truBt  property  remaining  in  tha 
hands  of  the  decedent  at  the  time  of  ttU  death,  may  be  maintained 
witbc-at  first  presenting  a  claim  against  the  estate  and  property  of 
the  decedent,  where  the  trust  property  can  still  be  "  earmarked," 
traced,  and  identified:  Boach  t.  CarafFa,  86  Cal.  436,  444;  25  Pac.  Bop. 
22.  So  if  one  of  the  members  of  a  firm  which  executed  a  negotiable 
promissory  note  dies  before  maturity,  presentment  should  be  made  to 
and  demand  be  made  of  the  surviving  partners,  and  not  the  executor 
of  the  deceased  partner,  and  suit  on  such  a  note  against  the  surviving 
partner  may  be  maintained  without  having  presented  the  claim  to 
the  administTBitor  for  allowance:  Barlow  v.  Coggan,  1  Wash.  Ter.  257, 
260,  261.  Nor  need  a  claim  against  joint  lessors,  who  are  partners, 
for  overcharged  rent  be  presented  as  a  claim  against  the  estate  of 
a  deceased  partner,  in  order  to  enforce  it  against  the  firm,  as  such 
claim  is  not  against  the  estate  of  the  deceased  partner,  but  against 
the  firm  of  which  he  had  been  a  member:  Corson  v.  Berson,  S6  CaL 
438,  441;  25  Fac.  Rep.  7.  Where  an  administrator  of  a  deceased 
partner  sues  a  surviving  partner  for  an  aceountiug  and  settlement  of 
the  partnership  affairs,  such  surviving  partner  is  entitled  to  have  the 
accounts  adjusted,  and  an  amount  claimed  by  him  for  sums  drawn 
by  the  deceased  from  the  partnership  during  his  lifetime  allowed 
as  an  offset  to  the  claim  of  plaintiff,  although  be  has  not  presented 
a  claim  to  the  administrator  for  the  latter's  allowance  and  approval; 
Manuel  v.  Escolle,  65  Cal.  110;  3  Pac.  Bep.  411.  No  presentation  of 
a  claim  against  the  estate  of  the  deceased  partner  is  necesaary,  where 
payment  is  not  sought  out  of  the  assets  of  the  estate:  Franklin  t. 
Trickey  (Ariz.),  80  Pac.  Bep.  352,  353,

3.  Jarlsdlctlon.  Probata  conrt.  Eqnlty.  If  qnestions  arise  in  the 
course  of  the  settlement  of  partnership  affairs,  which  cannot  be 
adjusted  without  recourse  to  the  courts,  the  probate  court  is  not  the 
forum  in  which  such  questions  can  be  solved,  but,  like  other  queations 
cogniiable  in  courts  of  equity,  they  must  be  determined  in  the  last- 
named  courts:  Andrade  v.  Superior  Court,  75  Gal.  459,  463;  17  Pac. 
Bep.  531.  If  all  the  members  of  a  partnership  die,  whether  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  some  or  of  some  different  probate  conrt,  the 
rights  of  the  repreaentatives  or  successors  of  the  several  partners 
can  be  determined  only  in  a  court  of  equity,  which  has  the  power  and 
machinery  for  settling  those  rights  by  an  appropriate  decree.  Where 
none  of  the  partners  are  surviving,  no  one  has  a  better  right  to  the 
partnership  property  than  those  wbo  had  received  it  colore  officii,  as 
I   of   him    who   held   It,   and   who   have   an   interest   in   the 
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Teflidnaiy  rights  of  his  esUte:  ThelUr  t.  Such,  S7  Cal.  447,  460,  461. 
If  the  eziBtcDee  of  a  partnership  between  a  decedsDt  and  a  suTviTOi 

is  denied  by  the  latter,  the  probate  court  cannot  adjudicate  the  ques- 
tion, and  decree  the  exiatenee  or  non-existence  of  the  Telatioii:  Andiade 
V.  Superior  Court,  75  Cal.  450,  4B3;  17  Pac.  Kep.  531;  Wright  v 
Wright,  11  Col.  App.  470;  53  Pac.  Kep.  684;  In  re  Alfatad'a  Estate, 
27  Wash.  175;  67  Pac.  Sep.  593,  507,  The  probate  court  has  no 
authority  to  aettle  and  adjust  accounta  between  a  Hurviving  partner 
and  the  repTesentativea  of  a  deceased  one.  Its  power  is  limited  to 
requiring  a  survivor  to  account.  If  the  status  of  partnership  is 
admitted,  the  court  may  call  upon  a  aurvivor  to  render  an  account: 
Andrade  v.  Saperior  Court,  75  Cal.  459,  462,  463;  17  Fae.  Bep.  531. 
Aa  ancillary  to  the  right  of  the  court  to  enforce  an  accounting  by  the 
surviving  partner,  and  to  enable  it  to  determine  whether  what  pur- 
ports to  be  an  account  is  such  in  reality,  or  whether  another  and 
further  account  ia  requisite,  the  court  has  the  right  to  examine  the 
surviving  partner  under  oath,  or  any  other  witness  or  witnesses  who 
may  possess  information  germane  to  the  question:  Andrade  v.  Supe- 
rior Court,  75  Cal.  459,  563;  17  Pac.  Rep.  531.  The  probate  court,  in 
settling  the  accounts  of  executors  or  administrators,  has  no  jurisdic- 
tion to  determine  the  admiuistrator's  claim,  as  a  partner  of  the 
docedent,  to  one  half  of  his  estate:  In  re  Alfstad's  Estate,  27  Wash. 
175;  67  Pac.  Rep.  593,  597.  It  is  not  error  for  b,  probate  court  to 
refuse  to  confirm  a  sale  of  the  personal  property  of  a  deceased  part- 
ner, which  was  in  the  poeseaaion  of  tbe  surviving  partner,  and  which 
conatituted  a  part  of  the  partncrahip  property,  where  the  conrt  had 
n»  jnriadiction  to  order  the  sale:  In  re  Auerbach's  Estate,  23  Utah, 
529;  65  Pac.  Rep.  4SS,  4B0.  The  fact  that  an  executor  onder  a 
non-intervention  will  applied  to  the  court  for  leave  to  sell  the  interest 
of  the  deceased  in  partnership  property,  and  to  be  discharged  from 
his  trust,  does  not  indicate  that  the  estate  waa  either  managed  oi 
settled  under  the  supervision  and  control  of  the  probate  conrt.  The 
probate  court  is  without  power,  except  aucb  as  is  especially  conferred 
upon  it  by  the  statute,  to  control  the  administration  of  tbe  estates 
under  wills  of  this  character:  In  re  MacDonald's  Estate,  29  Wash. 
422;  69  Pac.  Bep.  1111,  1115. 

4.  Bsqnest  of  Interest  In  flim.  Payment  of  paitneislilp  debts.  A 
partner  cannot  bequeath  any  apeciflc  article  of  firm  property,  for  he 
faaa  no  absolute  title  to  any  part  of  it.  It  is  all  subject  to  the 
payment  of  partnership  debts,  and  then  to  an  adjustment  of  the 
interests  of  the  partners.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  surviving  partner 
to  apply  tbo  partnership  money  on  hand  at  the  time  o(  the  death 
of  the  testator,  and  all  sums  collected  ou  cotes  and  accounts,  to  tbo 
payment  of  the  partnership  debts,  and  to  pay  the  deficiency  out  of 
the  proceeds  of  the  partnership  gooda.     Whatever  remains  ia  aubject 
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to  division,  and  the  portion  belonging  to  the  testator's  estate  passefl 
to  hig  beneficiaries.  The  partnenbip  propert]'  is  primarily  liable  for 
partnership  debts,  and  the  beneflciarien  have  no  right  to  have  the 
testator's  individaal  property  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  partner- 
ship debts:  Brady  v.  Foley,  59  Kan.  778;  53  Pac.  Eep.  76],  762. 

6.  AntborltT  of  executor  or  Mbninlatntoi.  The  executor  or  admin- 
istrator bas  DO  authority  to  intermeddle  at  all  with  the  partnership 
affairs,  except  so  far  as  he  ia  entitled  to  call  upon  the  surviving  part- 
ner to  proceed  and  close  up  the  partnership  affairs,  and  to  account 
to  him  for  the  share  of  the  surplus  belonging  to  the  estate.  The 
authority  of  the  executor  or  administrator  extends  only  to  settling 
up  the  affairs  of  the  estate,  sharing  the  debts,  and  distributing  the 
remainder,  under  the  direction  of  ttae  probate  court,  to  the  parties 
interested:  Tompkins  v.  Weeks,  26  Cal.  SO,  66.  He  is  not  authorized 
to  advance  money  or  to  use  funds  belonging  to  the  estate  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  on  business  with  the  surviving  partner  of  his 
intestate:  Tompkins  v.  Weeks,  26  Ca!.  50,  OS.  A  court,  even  upon 
the  application  of  an  executor  or  administrator,  cannot  order  a  sum- 
mary sale  of  the  joint  personal  property,  upon  the  dissolution  of  a 
partnership,  by  the  death  of  one  or  more  of  the  partners,  for  it 
becomes  immediately  vested  in  the  survivor  as  trustee,  and  it  is 
thereupon  his  duty  to  dispose  of  it  in  good  faith  for  the  best  interests 
of  decedent's  estato  and  all  concerned.  The  court  has  no  jurisdiction 
to  make  such  an  order,  and  no  executor  or  administrator  has  authority 
to  execute  it.  Neither  has  a  court  jurisdiction  to  state  or  to  settle 
•  disputed  account  between  an  ei^cntor  and  a  surviving  partner, 
although  it  may  order  the  latter  to  "render  an  account."  No  court, 
in  the  absence  of  any  breacli  of  duty  on  the  part  of  a  surviving  part- 
ner, can,  by  ordering  a  sale  of  the  decedent's  share  in  the  partner- 
ship, deprive  the  surviving  partner  of  his  possession  and  control  of 
the  joint  property:  In  re  Auerbach's  Estate,  £3  Utah,  52B;  65  Pac 
Kep.  488,  490.  Neither  the  executor  nor  the  administrator  of  a  part- 
nership has  any  power,  nor  can  a  probate  court  authorize  him,  to 
partition  real  property;   Burnside  v.  Bavier,  6  Or.   ISt

6.  SnrrlTlnK  partner  as  sxecntoi  or  administrator.  Although  a 
surviving  partner  was  appointed  executor  of  a  deceased  partner's  mill, 
wherein  the  testator  waived  the  giving  of  a  bond  by  tlie  surviving 
partner,  such  executor  may  still  be  required  to  give  bond  as  adoiin- 
istrator  of  the  partnership  estate,  which  be  must  drst  settle  up,  and

sfterwardo  settle  the  individnal  estate  of  tbe  testator:  Palicio  t. 
Bigne,  15  Or.  142;  13  Pae.  Bep.  705.  Section  1365  of  tbe  Code  of 
Civil  Procedure  of  California  provides  that  "if  the  decedent  was  a 
member  of  a  partnership  at  the  time  of  bis  decease,  the  survivicg 
partner  must  in  no  case  be  appointed  administrator  of  his  estate"; 
and,  under  this  provision,  one  who  bad  formerly  been  a  partner,  and 
between  whom  and  the  deceased  there  were  unsettled  partnership 
,  is  not  eligible  as  an  administrator:  Estate  of  Garber,  74 
;  16  Pac.  Bep.  233.  But  section  1350  of  that  code  does  not 
prohibit  a  surviving  partner  from  being  one  of  the  ezecntors  of  the 
estate  of  the  deceased  partner;  and  the  fact  that  the  enrviviog  part- 
ner is  also  one  of  the  execntors  of  the  estate  of  the  deceased  partner 
is  not  any  reason  for  refusing  to  settle  his  accounts  as  an  executor 
beeanse  of  tbe  absence  of  a  statement  showing  the  condition  of  the 
partnership  affairs.  Of  coarse,  when  any  portion  of  the  assets  of  a 
partnership  has  come  into  the  hands  of  an  executor,  as  such,  be  must 
charge  himself  therewith  in  his  accounts:  Miller  v.  Lux,  100  Cal.  600, 
614;  35  Pac.  Bep.  315,  630.  An  executor  who  is  also  the  enrviving 
partner  of  the  deceased  cannot,  on  appeal  from  an  order  of  the 
probate  court  settling  the  account  of  said  executor,  and  from  an 
order  denyiog  his  motion  for  a  new  trial  in  the  matter  of  said 
order,  contend  that  tbe  account  involved  is  bis  account  as  surviving 
partner,  and  that  tbe  probate  court  has  no  jurisdiction  to  settle  such 
an  account,  espeeially  where  the  account  is,  upon  its  face,  the  account 
of  appellant,  not  as  surviving  partner,  but  as  executor:  Estate  of 
Sylvester,  105  Cal.  1S9,  ISO;  3S  Pac.  Bep.  648. 

7.  SoTTlTliig  partner.  Bights  and  powers.  A  snrviving  partner,  in 
the  absence  of  statute,  has  exclusive  cootrot  of  partnership  effects: 
Barlow  T.  Coggau,  1  Wash.  Ten  257;  In  re  Auerbaeb's  Estate,  23  Utah, 
529;  65  Pae.  Rep.  488,  490;  Allen  v.  Hill,  16  Cal.  113;  Gray  v.  Palmer, 
9  Cal.  816;  McKay  v.  Joy  (Cal.),  9  Pac.  Rep.  940;  Miller  v.  Lux,  100 
Cal.  600,  614;  35  Pae.  Rep.  345,  630.  A  sorviving  partner,  if  he  deems 
it  advisable  and  for  the  interest  of  the  concern,  may  sell  tbe  ontire 
partnership's  stock  of  goods  at  auction,  or  otherwise,  within  a  month 
after  the  dissolution  of  the  partnership;  and  it  is  within  bis  discre- 
tionary power  to  continue  to  dispose  of  the  stock  to  the  customers  of 
the  concern  in  the  ordinary  way,  if  that  is  deemed  more  beneficial  to 
the  interest  of  all  parties  concerned,  and,  for  that  purpose,  to  employ 
the  necessary  salesmen  and  other  agents:  Louis  v.  Elfelt,  SO  Cal.  347, 
651;  26  Pae.  Rep.  1095.  When  the  partnership  has  been  carried  on 
for  some  time,  after  dissolution  by  death,  and  such  continuance  has 
proved  benefldal  to  the  parties,  it  is  but  just  and  proper  that  the 
surviving  partner  should  receive  a  rpaaonable  allowance  for  his  sliiH 
and  industry  in  cooducting  tbe  business,  for,  during  that  time,  the 
business  has  not  received  tbe  care  and  labor  of  the  deceased  partner 
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M  an  equivalent  for  sach  services.  While  all  the  partie*  are  living, 
each  IB  under  obligation  to  devote  his  time  and  Bervicee  to  the  part- 
nerabip  basineas,  and  there  is,  therefore,  good  re&Bon  for  holding  tliat 
neither  Bhoold  receive  a  compensation  for  Buoh  eervice.  But  when,  in 
conaequence  of  the  death  of  one  partner,  thia  equality  do  longer  exists, 
it  is  but  equitable  that  the  surviving  partner  should  be  compensated 
for  such  seT^'iceB  as  he  maj  have  rendered  in  the  buBinese  after  the 
death  of  the  deceased  partner,  to  be  deducted  out  of  the  profits 
realized  by  the  continuance  of  the  business;  the  overplus  of  such 
profits,  after  deducting  such  compensation,  to  be  divided  between  the 
partners.  This  principle  does  not  justify  the  court  in  holding  that 
the  surviving  partner  is  entitled  to  compensation  merely  for  services 
rendered  in  winding  up  the  affairs  of  the  firm,  but  should  be  applied 
where  the  partnership  buBinees  has  been  continued  for  a  considerable 
time  in  order  tliat  the  affairs  of  the  partnership  may  be  advan- 
tageouslj  wound  up:  Griggs  v.  Clark,  23  Cal.  427,  430;  Louis  v.  Elfelt, 
89  Cal.  547,  551^  26  Pac.  Rep.  1095.  A  surviving  partner  may  have 
partition  of  the  real  estate  belonging  to  the  partnership,  standing 
in  the  name  of  his  deceased  partner,  and  he  has  an  equitable  lien  upon 
partnership  real  estate  for  his  indemnity  against  the  debts  of  the 
firm  and  for  the  balance  due  him:  Gray  v.  Palmer,  9  Cal,  616,  639.  A 
contract,  however,  made  between  a  surviving  partner,  a  widow  of  the 
deceased  partner,  who  left  minor  children,  and  a  part  of  the  individual 
creditors  of  the  deceased  partner,  that  the  surviving  partner  should 
pay  a  proportionate  share  of  the  individual  indebtedness  of  the 
deceased  partner  and  retain  all  the  partnership  property,  is  against 
public  policy,  and  therefore  illegal  and  void.  So  a  promise  made 
by  the  surviving  partner  to  a  creditor  of  a  deceased  pwtner,  in  pur- 
suance of  such  an  agreement,  to  pay  such  creditor  a  proportionate 
share  of  the  individual  dobt  is  also  illegal  and  void.  No  contract 
can  be  made  respecting  tbo  assets  of  a  deceased  person's  estate  except 
by  the  authority,  and  with  tbe  approval,  of  the  probate  court  and 
then  only  to  tbe  extent  authorized  or  permitted  by  tbe  laws  of  the 
state:  Cox  v.  Grubb,  47  Kan.  433i  28  Pac.  Bep.  157.  A  surviving 
partner  cannot  collect  from  the  general  assets  of  his  deceased  part- 
ner's estate  a  debt  due  by  the  decedent  to  the  partnership  without 
firat  complying  with  the  statute  relative  to  hia  settling  up  the  affairs 
of  the  partnership,  and  ascertaining  whether  tbe  partnership  assets 
will  pay  tbe  partnership  debts:  Painter  v.  Estate  of  Painter,  08  Cal. 
395,  397;  9  Pac,  Hep.  450. 

aSFEKEHOEa 
Respective  rights  of  surviving  partner  and  heirs  of  deceased  part- 
ner: See  note  7  L.  B.  A,  793,  794.     Position  of  surviving  partner  in 
partuersbip  real  estate;  See  note  2S  L.  B.  A.  129-137. 
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8.  Sorvlvliii  paitnar.  Sattlomaiit  of  putiwnblp  ftffaln.  A  Bur- 
viviDg  partner  is  entitled  to  continue  in  posMBtion  of  the  partnership 
for  the  purpose  of  settling  up  its  busineBs;  and  this,  in  the  absence 
of  anf  statutory  provision  directing  otherwise,  he  mast  do  without 
delay,  and  aceonnt  for  and  paj  to  the  executor  or  adroinietrator  of 
the  deceased  partner,  from  time  to  time,  any  balance  payable  in  right 
of  the  decedent.  He  may  be  required  to  give  bond,  and  for  any 
failure  in  the  perfonnanee  of  his  duty  is  amenable  to  any  action,  at 
the  instance  of  the  executor  or  administrator,  which  the  decedent 
could  have  maintained.  This  is  simply  declaratory  of  the  common 
law,  and  does  not  change  the  common-law  doctrine  that  a  aurviving 
partner  is  entitled  to  the  management  and  possession  of  the  joint 
property  for  the  purpose  of  winding  up  the  affairs  of  the  partnership 
and  paying  its  debts:  In  re  Auerbach'a  Estate,  23  Utah,  529;  65  Pae. 
Kep.  488,  490;  Gleason  v.  White,  34  Cal.  25S,  263;  Tompkins  v.  Weeks, 
26  Cal.  50,  56.  The  power  of  the  surviving  partner  to  settle  part- 
nership affairs  gives  full  authority  to  the  surviving  partner  to  do 
everything  that  may  be  necessary  to  wind  up  the  aflairs  of  the  part- 
nership, but  he  can  do  nothing  that  is  not  indispensable  to  this  end: 
Berain  v.  Ewing,  S4  CaL  S9,  94;  23  Pac.  Bcp.  1112.  He  must  settle 
affairs  of  the  partnership  without  delay,  and  account  to  the  executor 
or  administrator,  and  pay  over  such  balances  as  may,  from  time  to 
time,  be  payable  to  him  in  right  of  the  deceased:  Fainter  v.  Estate 
of  Painter,  68  Cal.  395,  396;  9  Pac.  Hep.  450.  When  the  partnership 
ia  dissolved  by  the  death  of  one  of  the  partners,  its  assets,  debts,  and 
claims  remain  as  distinguished  from  those  of  its  late  members,  until 
its  affairs  are  wound  np,  as  before  the  dissotntion.  The  surviving 
partner  is  to  proceed  and  wind  up  the  affairs  of  the  partnership,  pay 
its  debts  out  of  the  assets,  if  sufficient,  and  divide  the  residue,  if  any, 
among  those  entitled  to  it:  In  re  Auerbach's  Estate,  23  Utah,  529;  65 
Pac.  Bep.  48S,  491.  Partnership  debts  cannot  be  collected  out  of  the 
assets  of  an  estate  of  a  deceased  partner  untU  the  firm  property 
is  exhausted:  Barlow  v.  Coggan,  1  Wash.  Ter.  257.  If  the  surviving 
partner  has  been  appointed  executor  of  bis  deceased  partner's  will, 
the  partnership  estate  must  be  first  settled,  and  next  the  individual 
estate:  ^alicio  v.  Bigue,  15  Or.  142;  13  Pac.  Kep.  765,  767.  That  the 
surviving  partner  may  be  required  to  give  a  bond,  see  Palicio  v.  Bigne, 
15  Or.  142;  13  Pae.  Bep.  765,  766;  In  re  Auerbach's  Estate,  23  Utab, 
529;  65  Pac.  Bep.  48S,  490.  A  delay  of  five  years  in  winding  up  the 
affairs  of  a  partnership,  occasioned  by  a  provision  of  the  will  of 
deceased  that  his  interests  in  the  concern  should  be  liquidated  and 
wound  np  and  divided  among  his  "  residuary  legatees  within  the  period 
of  Ave  years  from  and  after  "  his  death,  furnishes  no  reason  that  wUl 
justify  the  executors  in  interfering  with  the  surviving  partner  and 
invoking  the  aid  of  a  court  of  eqaity  to  sell  the  property,  nor  can 
such  delay  give  the  court  jurisdiction  to  do  so:   In  re  Auerbach's 
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Estate,  23  Utah,  52»;  65  Fac.  Bep.  488,  491;  nor  does  th«  fact  tbftt 
the  sarviTiag  partner  aubinitted  a  bid  for  the  propertj  justify  the 
inference  that  he  had  anj  intention  to  waive  his  standing  as  such 
partner,  particularly  where  he  expressly  reserves  his  legal  rights  as  a 
surviving  partner;  In  re  Auerbach's  Estate,  23  Utah,  629;  65  Pac.  Bep- 
488,  491.  When  the  affairs  of  the  partnership  are  wound  up,  and, 
upon  striking  a  balance,  it  is  found  that  ooe  partner  has  drawn  out 
more  than  he  was  entitled  to,  or  that  one  partner  has  paid  more  than 
his  portion  of  the  debts,  if  there  is  a  deficiency  of  assets  then  tke 
relation  of  debtor  and  creditor  between  the  surviving  partner  and  the 
representative  of  the  deceased  partner  arises.  There  is  bat  one  bal- 
ance between  them,  ai  there  is  but  ooe  settlement  of  the  partnership 
business.  There  is  do  such  thing  as  a  partial  balance  as  between  the 
partoer^ip  and  its  late  members.  The  surviving  partner  may,  from 
time  to  time,  divide  between  the  executor  or  administrator  of  the 
deceased  partner  and  himself,  and  pay  over  such  sums  as  be  may 
have  on  hand,  which  are  not  needed  for  the  payment  of  the  partner- 
ship debts.  But  there  is  only  one  settlement,  one  balance  of  accoont, 
between  the  partnership  and  the  partners  or  their  representatives. 
Until  that  is  struck,  the  surviving  partner  cannot  be  said  to  be 
either  the  debtor  or  creditor  of  the  deceased  partner  on  account  of 
the  partnership  dealings,  tbongb  the  surviving  partner  or  the  estate 
of  the  deceased  may  be  either  a  debtor  or  creditor  of  the  partnership 
white  it  is  being  wound  up,  as  it  may  have  been  before  its  dissolu- 
tion: Oleaeon  v.  White,  34  Ca.U  258,  263. 

9.  SnrvlTlng  partner.    OompleUoa  of  ezecntory  contracts.    It  is  a 

well-settled  rule  that  the  surviving  partner  must  complete  all  executory 
contracts  of  a  firm  which  remain  in  force  after  the  death  of  a  partner, 
and  must  settle  the  business  of  the -partnership  without  charge  against 
the  partnership  for  his  personal  services.  And  there  is  no  distinction 
in  this  respect  between  commercial  partnerships  and  those  entered 
into  by  attorneys  for  the  practice  of  their  profession.  This  obliga- 
tion of  the  surviving  partner  is  one  of  the  risks  assumed  by  him  in 
entering  into  the  partnership,  unless  otherwise  specifically  agreed. 
In  the  discharge  of  this  obligation  or  duty  in  relation  to  the  unsettled 
and  unfinished  business  of  the  firm,  the  surviving  partner  occupies  the 
position  of  a  trustee,  and,  white  he  may  compromise  disputed  debts  or 
modify  an  existing  contract  by  releasing  the  other  party  thereto  from 
some  of  its  obligations,  when  in  the  exercise  of  an  honest  judgment 
the  best  interest  of  the  partnership  seems  to  him  to  require  sucb 
action,  still,  in  doing  so,  be  cannot  be  permitted  to  make  gain  tor 
himself  at  the  expense  of  the  estate  of  a  deceased  partner  by  con- 
senting to  the  extinguishment  of  a  contract  belonging  to  the  partner- 
ship, and  the  substitution  therefor  of  another  relating  to  the  same 
subject-matter,  and  in  the  profits  of  which  be  alone  is  to  participate. 
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Whatever  may  be  the  effect  of  sacb  new  or  substituted  contract  aa 
betwecD  the  immediate  parties  to  it,  a  coart  of  equity,  in  settling 
the  accounts  of  the  partnership,  will  not  treat  it  as  an  entire  extin- 
guisbment  of  the  original  contract,  nor  deny  the  righto  of  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  deceased  partner  to  an  equitable  participation  in  the 
profits  realized  from  the  latter  contract,  and  it  may  be  reg^arded,  bo 
far  as  concerns  the  partnel'ship,  as  only  a  modiflcation  of  the  former 
contract.  This  rule  is  particularly  applicable  in  the  settlement  of 
the  partnership  accounts  of  attorneys  at  law  when  the  firm  has  been 
dissolved  by  the  death  of  one  member,  leaving  contracts  not  fully 
performed,  often  constituting  a  large  part  of  the  assets  of  the  part- 
nership, and  which  it  is  the  duty  of  the  surviving  partner,  as  far 
as  .possible,  to  complete  and  preserve  for  the  benefit  of  the  firm: 
Little  V.  Caldwell,  101  Cal,  653,  560;  40  Am.  8t.  Bap.  S9;  36  Pac. 
Bep.  107. 

10.  Surviving  partner.    Accoontlng. 

(1)  In  general.  The  surviving  partner  must  settle  the  affairs  of  the 
partnership  without  delay,  and  account  with  the  executor  or  admin- 
istrator, and  pay  over  such  balance  as  may,  from  time  to  time,  be 
payable  to  him  in  right  of  the  decedent:  In  re  Anerbaeh's  Estate,  23 
Utah,  529;  65  Pac.  Bep.  4S3,  490.  He  is  a  trustee  for  the  purposes  of 
winding  up  the  affairs  of  the  firm,  and  is  accountable  for  the  profits 
of  the  realty,  as  well  ae  the  persooalty,  or  the  value  of  the  use  and 
occupation;  Smith  v.  Walker,  38  Cal.  3S5,  3S9;  99  Am.  Dec.  415.  After 
the  partnership  affairs  are  all  wound  up,  but  not  before,  a  balance 
is  to  be  struck.  As  said  in  the  preceding  sectioo,  there  is  only  one 
settlement,  one  balance  of  account,  between  the  partnership  and  the 
partners  or  their  representativeB:  Gleason  v.  White,  34  Cal.  258,  363. 
A  final  settlemeDt  in  the  probate  court,  between  the  administrator  and 
•  surviving  partner,  bars  au  action  by  the  heirs  to  compel  the  admin- 
istrator to  make  full  discovery  and  settlement  of  the  business  of  the 
copartnership,  and  for  a  judgment  for  moneys  due  to  the  estate; 
Eingsley  v.  Uiller,  45  Cal.  95,  96. 

(2)  Oonrt  ma7  compel  acconntlng.  The  court  may,  npon  applica- 
tion of  the  executor,  compel  the  surviving  partner  to  render  an 
account  of  the  partnership  business,  aud  the  executor,  in  a  proper 
proceeding,  may  doubtless,  if  good  cause  appear  therefor,  be  required 
to  demand  an  accounting  from  the  surviving  partner  and  return  the 
same  into  court;  Miller  v.  Lux,  100  Cal.  609,  614;  35  Pac.  Bep.  345,  039. 
The  court  has  no  authority  to  settle  and  adjust  the  accounts  between 
the  surviving  partner  and  the  representative  of  the  deceased,  but  it 
does  have  power  to  reqnire  the  surviving  partner  to  file  his  account 
of  the  partnership  affairs:  Andrade  v.  Superior  Court,  75  Csl.  459;  17 
Pac.  rtep.  631. 
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(3>  Actions  for  acconnting.  Ko  &etioii  can  be  maintained  by  >  ■^' 
viving  partner  against  tbe  administrator  of  bis  deceased  partner 
for  an  accounting  of  the  partnership  affairs,  as  the  sarviving  partner 
has  ample  power  to  take  possession  of  the  partnership  property  and 
to  wind  up  its  affairs:  McKay  v,  Joy,  70  Cal.  581,  582;  11  Pae.  Eep. 
932.  But  the  widow  of  a  deceased  partner  may  sue  to  compel  the 
surviving  partner  of  a  firm  to  account  to  her  respecting  the  partner- 
ship accounts  of  attorneys  at  law,  when  the  Arm  has  been  dissolved 
by  the  death  of  one  member,  leaving;  contracts  not  fully  perfonned, 
and  where  the  executor  fails  to  sue:  Little  v.  Caldwell,  101  Cal.  553; 
40  Am.  8t.  Rep.  89;  36  Pac.  Bep.  lOT.  The  right  of  action  in  such 
cases  is  fiied  by  the  duty  of  a  surviving  partner.  The  surviving 
partner  is  required  to  aceoDot,  not  with  the  heirs,  but  with .  tbe 
executor  or  administrator.  This  duty  of  the  surviving  partner  is  the 
correlative  of  the  right  of  the  personal  representative,  and  lies  tb« 
person  in  whom  the  right  of  action  exists-  If  he  ia  to  account  with 
the  administrator,  the  administrator  it  must  be  who  has  the  right  to 
call  him  to  account.  The  heirs  have  no  legal  capacity  to  require  tb« 
surviving  partner  to  account  to  them:  Bobertsou  v.  Burrell,  110  Cal- 
568,  571;  42  Pac.  Bep.  1086.  In  an  action  to  obtain  an  accounting 
of  a  partnership  business  in  which  the  estate  is  interested,  all  of  Che 
executors  should  join  as  plaintiSa;  but  where  such  action  ia  brought 
by  one  alone,  and  the  other  executors  are  made  defendants,  aad  no 
question  is  raised  on  account  of  the  misjoinder,  before  judgmeiit  is 
rendered,  the  failure  to  name  them  as  plaintiffs  is  not  a  fatal  objec- 
tion: Insley  v.  Shire,  54  Kan.  793;  39  Pac.  Bop.  713.  An  action  by 
an  executor  against  a  co-executor,  charging  maladministration,  and 
asking  for  a  removal  from  the  trost,  cauoot  be  properly  joined  with 
an  action  for  an  accounting  of  a  partnership  in  which  the  estate  hsa 
an  interest  with  another  person  not  connected  with  the  estate:  Insley 
v.  Shiie,  54  Kan.  793;  39  Pac.  Bep.  713.  If  an  action  is  brought 
by  an  administrator  of  a  deceased  partner,  to  obtain  an  accounting 
and  settlement  of  partnership  affairs,  sums  drawn  from  the  partner- 
ship by  the  plaintiff's  intestate  during  his  lifetime  may  be  offset 
against  the  plaintiff's  claim:  Manuel  v.  EscoUe,  65  Cal.  110;  3  Pac. 
Bep.  411. 

11.  Accounts  of  executors  may  be  settled,  legardless  of  otder.    The 

failure  of  the  executor  to  apply  Cor  an  order  requiring  the  surviviag 
partner  to  account  is  no  reason  why  the  court  should  refuse  to  settle 
an  annual  account  of  the  executor;  and  the  fact  that  the  surviving 
partner  is  also  one  of  the  executors  of  the  estate  of  a  deceased  part- 
ner is  not  any  reason  for  refusing  to  settle  his  accounts  as  an  executor 
because  of  the  absence  of  a  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  part- 
nership affairs;   Miller  v.  Lux,  100  Cal.  609,  614;   35  Pac.  Bep.  3*5, 
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12.  Actlona  hy  ai  »^ 

(1)  Actdons  1)7  or  agaUut  rorvlvlng  pftrtnen.  Suits  may  h» 
brought  by  or  ag&iuBt  a  sarviviug  partner  for  partnership  demands 
and  liabilitieB:' Barlow  v.  Coggan,  1  Wash.  Ter.  257;  Gray  v.  Palmer, 
S  Cal.  616;  In  re  Auerbach'i  Estate,  23  Utah,  529;  65  Pac.  Bep.  488. 
But  partnership   debts  cannot  be  collected   out  of  the  assets  of  the

(Cal.),  9  Pae.  Rep.  940. 

(2)  Aetloiu  by  or  agatnat  execnton  oi  adminlstratoiB.  In  case  of 
a  disputed  account  between  a  surviving  partner  and  the  representative 
of  a  deceased  partner,  the  representative  may  maintain  any  action 
against  the  surviving  partner  which  the  decedent  could  have  main- 

.  tained:  Theller  v.  Such,  S7  Cal.  447,  4S9.  In  Colorado,  authority  to 
proceed  against  the  estate  of  a  deceased  partner  for  a  firm  debt, 
whether  the  debt  is  evidenced  by  writing  or  rests  in  parol,  is  strictly 
equitable  in  character,  and,  to  maintain  it,  the  plaintiff,  by  allega- 
tion must  aver,  and  by  proof  show,  the  facts  which,  in  equity,  make 
the  individual  estate  of  a  deceased  partner  liable  for  firm  debts: 
Thompson  v.  White,  25  Col.  226;  54  Pac.  Kep.  718,  723.  Where  two 
partners  are  dead,  the  administrator  of  the  first  deceased  partner  is 
entitled,  without  the  presentation  of  his  claim,  to  maintain  a  suit  for 
an  accounting  against  the  administrator  of  the  surviving  partner,  who 
died  before  the  partnership  aflfairs  were  adjusted,  as  no  presentation 
of  a  claim  is  necessary  where  the  demand  is  not  against  the  estate: 
Franklin  v.  Trickey  (Ariz.),  80  Pac.  Bep.  352,  353.  The  executors  of 
a  deceased  partner  may  not  be  joined  as  parties  to  an  action  to 
enforce  a  claim  for  overcharged  reut  against  joint  lessors  who  were 
partners,  where  such  claim  is  made  against  a  firm:  Corson  v.  Berson, 
86  Cal.  433,  441;  25  Pac.  Bep.  7.  An  action  in  which  an  accounting 
is  demanded,  respecting  partnership  property,  must  be  commenced 
within  tea  years  after  the  canso  of  actioa  accrued,  but  in  ease  of 
the  dissolution  of  a  partnership  by  death,  neither  the  representative 
of  the  deceased  partner,  nor  his  successor  in  interoet,  is  entitled  to 
sue  for  a  settlement  of  the  partnership  affairs  before  making  a 
demand,  or  receiving  notice  of  the  surviving  partner's  renunciation 
of  his  trust:  McPherson  v.  Swift   (S.  D.),  116  N.  W.  Bep.  76,  82. 

13.  PnicliKM  of  d«C0M«d  partner's  intflrest.  It  is  competent  for 
articles  of  copartnership  to  provide  for  a  sale,  on  the  death  of  one 
of  the  partners,  of  his  interest  to  the  survivors,  and  to  give  the  sur- 
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Tiving  partner!  an  option  to  continae  the  p&rtnenhip  with  tlie  «atat« 
of  the  decedent  as  a  member;  and  no  queetion  of  indefnitenesa  or 
uncertaintj  as  to  the  amount  of  the  porchsBe  price,  or  the  manner 
or  mode  in  which  such  price  is  to  be  arrived  at,  in  an;  way  affects 
the  right  of  the  surviving  partner,  under  the  contract  to  buy.  Such 
conditions,  if  they  exist,  only  result  in  casting  the  burden  upon  the 
trial  court  to  take  an  accounting  and  to  fix  the  price.  If  the  amount 
of  the  purchase  price  of  the  deceased  partner's  interest  in  the  busi- 
ness is  filed  by  the  artieles  with  sufficient  certainty,  this  simply  pre- 
elades  the  right  of  tlie  court  to  hold  a  general  accounting.  If  tha 
making  of  an  inventory  and  appraisement  forms  the  baaic  element  in 
fixing  the  purchase  price,  the  transaction  should  be  upheld,  in  the 
absence  of  a  showing  of  fraud.  Upon  the  purchase,  by  surviving  part- 
ners, of  the  interest  of  tbe  deceased  partner,  the  good  will  of  the 
bosiness  passes  to  the  surviving  partners,  and  in  no  case  forms  an 
asset  of  the  estate.  But  when  a  partnership  is  dissolved  by  death, 
tbe  survivors  are  absolved  from  all  obligations,  except  to  close  out 
the  partnership  affairs  and  to  account  to  the  estate.  They  do  not 
owe  a  duty  to  the  estate  of  the  deceased  to  abstain  from  busluesB, 
even  in  the  same  line  as  that  in  which  the  partnership  was  engaged: 
Sankin  v.  Newman,  114  Cal.  635,  649,  665;  46  Pac.  Sep.  742;  34  L.  B. 
A.  265. 

14.  New  partnargUp.  Cairylng  on  decodant'fl  hnsliiesa.  Where  the 
testator  was  in  partnership  with  another  peraon,  and  there  was  a 
provision  in  his  will  authorizing  the  executors  "to  coDtinue  my  pres- 
ent business  as  long  as  they  may  deem  best,"  and  the  executors 
determined  to  continue  the  partnership  business  in  accordance  with 
the  will,  and  do  carry  on  the  business  upon  the  same  terms  as  it  was 
during  the  lifetime  of  the  testate,  the  effect  of  the  arrangement  is 
to  create  a  new  partnership,  composed  of  the  executors  of  the  estate 
on  one  side  and  of  the  surviving  partner  on  the  other:  Insley  v. 
Shire,  54  Kan.  793;  39  Pac.  Rep.  713,  716.  An  executor  or  adminis- 
trator, who  advances  money  to  his  loss  for  the  purpose  of  carrying 
on  a  business  with  the  surviving  partner  of  tbe  intestate,  cannot  be 
allowed  to  charge  such  loss  in  his  account.  He  has  no  authority  to 
intermeddle  with  tbe  partnership  affairs,  except  to  call  upon  tha 
surviving  partner  to  close  up  the  same  and  account  to  him:  Tompkins 
T.  Weeks,  26  Cal.  60,  66. 

16.  ConTayancu  by  one  partner  to  another.  Death  befota  payment. 
If  one  partnor  conveys  his  undivided  interest  in  certain  land  to  his 
copartner,  who  dies  before  making  payment,  the  grantor  ie  a  creditor 
of  the  deceased  partner's  estate,  and,  on  general  principles,  has  a 
lieu  on  the  property  sold,  as  security  for  the  debt:  Beeao  r.  Kinkead, 
18  Nev.  126;  1  Pac.  Eep.  667. 
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
